BY  Indenture,  bearing  date  12  May,  1636  (as  appears  from  an  old  copy 
thereof  produced  to  us),  between  Grace  Lady  Manners,  widow,  of 
the  one  part,  and  John  Greaves,  esquire,  John  Rowlandson,  William  Savile, 
and  John  Stephenson,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Lady  Manners , in  order  to

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make  a provision  for  the  maintaining  of  a schoolmaster,  for  ever,  to  teach 
a free  School  within  the  township  of  Bakewell,  for  the  better  instructing  of 
the  male  children  of  Bakewell  and  Great  Rowsley,  in  good  learning,  and  the 
Christian  religion,  granted  to  the  said  John  Greaves  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
> a yearly  rent-charge  of  15/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  following  closes,  videlicet, 
a close,  called  Nether  Wagginshaw  or  Charles  Close,  a close  called  Smith  Close, 
and  two  closes  called  Upper  Wagginshaw,  situate  within  the  manor  of  Elton, 
in  the  county  of  Derby,  with  powers  of  distress  and  entry  in  case  of  nonpay- 
ment of  the  said  rent;  and  she  directed  that  the  said  yearly  rent  should,  for 
ever,  be  paid  to  an  able  and  sufficient  person,  to  be  a schoolmaster,  to  teach 
and  train  up  youth  in  good  learning  and  the  Christian  religion,  in  a convenient 
place  in  Bakewell ; and  that  she  should  during  her  life  have  the  appointing  and 
the  displacing  at  her  will  and  pleasure  of  the  said  schoolmaster ; and  that  when 
after  her  death  the  said  schoolmaster  should  die,  or  be  displaced  from  the 
school,  or  should  relinquish  it,  the  heirs  of  the  said  Lady  Manners,  being  of 
full  age,  and  lords  of  the  manor  of  Haddon,  should  have  the  appointing,  of 
another  able  person  to  teach  school  as  aforesaid;  and  that  in  case  such  lords 
of  the  manor  of  Haddon  should  be  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  at  the  time  of  the 
death  or  removal  of  the  schoolmaster,  or  should  not  appoint  a schoolmaster  within 
two  months  after  such  death  or  removal,  the  vicar,  bailiff  and  churchwardens  of 
Bakewell,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  should  within  one 
month  next  after  the  end  of  the  said  two  months  appoint  a sufficient  man  to 
be  schoolmaster ; and  she  directed  that  no  person  should  be  appointed  school- 
master unless  he  should  be  unmarried ; and  that  if  such  schoolmaster  should 
afterwards  marry,  or  should  live  disorderly  or  scandalously,  he  should  have  no 
benefit  by  the  said  rent-charge,  but  should  be  displaced  from  the  school  by  the 
persons  aforesaid ; and  that  the  said  schoolmaster  should  instruct  diligently  in 
learning  all  the  male  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bakewell  and  Great  Rowsley, 
which  should  resort  to  him,  freely,  without  taking  further  recompence  for  his 
pains  therein,  but  only  the  said  annuity;  and  that  he  should  every  morning 
(except  Sundays  and  holydays)  read  prayers  in  the  parish  church  of  Bakewell,  at 
certain  hours  therein  mentioned;  and  that  no  schoolmaster  should  absent  him- 
self from  the  school  above  twenty  days  in  one  year,  without  the  licence  of  the 
vicar,  bailiffs  or  churchwardens  of  Bakewell;  and  that  the  schoolmaster  should 
repair  every  morning,  except  Sundays  and  holydays,  to  the  said  school  by  seven 
o’clock,  and  should  there  continue,  except  during  the  time  of  divine  service, 
in  instructing  children  until  eleven  o’clock,  and  should  repair  again  to  the  school 
by  one  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  there  continue  until  five  o’clock;  and  that 
he  should  teach  his  scholars  to  write,  and  should  keep  a register,  wherein  the 
names  of  all  the  scholars  should  be  entered;  and  that  he  might  take  of  every 
scholar,  at  his  first  admittance  into  the  school,  and  for  registering  his  name, 
1 cid-,  and  that  if  any  scholar  should  behave  himself  disobediently  towards  the 
schoolmaster,  or  disorderly,  and  would  not  be  reformed,  the  vicar,  bailiff  and 
churchwardens  of  Bakewell  should  expel  the  said  scholar  from  the  said  school ; 
and  she  further  directed,  that  if  the  said  schoolmaster  should  not  observe  the 
orders  aforesaid,  he  should  take  no  benefit  by  the  said  annuity;  and,  lastly, 
that  if  any  two,  of  the  said  grantees,  should  die,  the  survivors  should  grant  the 
said  yearly  rent  to  four  other  sufficient  persons,  being  inhabitants  of  Bakewell, 
or  of  Great  Rowsley,  and  their  heirs,  and  so  from  time  to  time  when  there 
should  be  but  two  grantees  thereof  living. 

It  doe9  not  appear  that  this  trust  has  ever  been  renewed. 

The  present  master  of  this  school,  the  Reverend  John  Browne,  was  appointed 
in  1806,  by  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  as  the  heir  of  Lady  Manners,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  then  vicar  and  several  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bakewell.  For 
many  years  previous  to  that  time,  the  schoolmaster,  for  the  time  being, 
had  been  allowed  to  let  the  estate  at  Elton,  charged  by  Lady  Manners  with 
the  above-mentioned  yearly  rent-charge  of  15/.  and  to  receive  the  whole  rents 
and  profits  thsreof,  and  Mr.  Browne,  after  his  appointment,  let  it  at  46/.  per 
annum,  on  a lease,  which  expired  in  1817,  at  which  time  D’Ewes  Coke,  esquire, 
as  the  agent  of  the  duke,  on  his  grace’s  behalf,  took  possession  of  the  estate, 
and  has  since  paid  to  Mr.  Browne  15/.  per  annum,  as  the  amount  of  the  rent- 
charge,  with  a voluntary  addition  fron  the  duke  of  351.  making  in  the  whole 
50/.  per  annum. 

In  respect  of  this  salary,  the  schoolmaster  instructs  gratuitously,  such  boys 
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of  the  townships  of  Bakewell  and  Great  Rowsley,  whose  parents  think  proper  Bakewell. 

to  send  them  to  the  school,  in  reading  English  and  writing,  and  in  Latin  and  

Greek,  if  required,  but  there  have  of  late  years  been  very  few  classical  scholars.  ^ School"6”  * 
Arithmetic  is  also  taught  to  those  boys  whose  parents  wish  them  to  learn  it,  on  continued. 
payment  of  105.  6d.  per  quarter.  v 

It  is  considered  a necessary  qualification  to  the  admission  oi  a free  scholar, 
that  he  should  be  capable  of  reading  in  the  Bible,  but  such  boys  as  are  not  so 
qualified,  are  admitted  into  the  school,  and  are  taught  to  read  at  5 s.  per  quarter. 

There  is  an  assistant  master  in  the  school,  who  is  a clergyman,  and  whose 
salary  is  paid  by  the  head  master. 

A list  of  the  boys  of  the  township  of  Bakewell,  in  the  school  at  the  time  of 
our  inquiry  (February  1827),  was  produced  to  us,  from  which  it  appeared,  that 
there  were  at  that  time  instructed  in  reading  and  writing,  and  some  of  them  in 
arithmetic,  gratuitously,  nine;  in  reading,  at  5s.  per  quarter,  and  in  writing, 
gratuitously,  eight ; in  arithmetic,  at  105.  6d.  per  quarter,  and  in  reading  and 
writing,  gratuitously,  twenty.  One  of  the  latter  was  also  instructed  in  Latin 
gratuitously.  Three  sons  of  the  schoolmaster  who  were  in  the  school,  are  not 
included  in  the  above-mentioned  numbers. 

At  that  time  there  were  no  sons  of  inhabitants  of  Great  Rowsley  in  the 
school,  and  the  schoolmaster  stated,  that  there  were  seldom  any  sent  from  thence 
in  the  winter  season,  the  distance  thereof  being  between  three  and  four  miles 
from  Bakewell. 

One  shilling  is  received  from  each  free  boy,  on  his  entrance  into  the  school. 

A room  over  the  market-house  of  Bakewell,  belonging  to  the  Duke  of 
Rutland,  and  kept  in  repair  by  him,  is  now  appropriated  for  a school-room,  in 
lieu  of  a small  and  inconvenient  room,  near  the  church-yard,  which  was 
formerly  used  for  that  purpose.  The  schoolmaster  resides  in  a house  which  he 
rents  of  the  duke.  Prayers  are  read  in  the  school  daily. 

Hague’s  School. 

Mary  Hague , by  her  will,  bearing  date  20th  November  1715,  gave  her  Hague’s 

house,  garden,  stable,  and  nine  square  yards  of  ground,  lying  in  Ellen  Burton’s  School, 

garden,  wherein  Frances  Gold’s  oven  stood,  for  ever,  for  teaching  so  many  poor 
children  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Bakewell,  in  reading,  as  the  yearly  rent  would 
amount  to,  being  set  to  the  best  advantage,  and  she  directed,  that  when  such 
poor  children  could  readily  read  a chapter  in  the  Bible,  they  should  be  taken 
away,  and  others  younger  and  more  ignorant,  should  supply  their  places,  and 
that  none  should  stay  longer  than  until  they  could  read,  as  aforesaid ; for 
which  purpose,  she  desired  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor,  of  Bakewell,  to  join  with  her  executors,  to  see  that  part  of  her  will 
performed. 

On  a tablet  in  the  church,  on  which  this  charity  is  recorded,  it  is  stated, 
that  the  donation  was  for  keeping  seven  poor  children  to  school. 

The  premises  given  by  Mrs.  Hague,  consist  of  a house  with  a small  garden, 
and  a stable  or  cowhouse,  situate  in  Bakewell,  which  are  in  the  occupation  of 
Ralph  Bradbury,  the  schoolmaster  under  this  charity,  who  was  appointed  by  the 
vicar  and  parish  officers  to  that  situation,  and  who  is  also  the  parish  clerk.  On 
the  Bakewell  Inclosure,  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1806,  a small 
piece  of  ground,  containing  21  perches,  was  allotted  in  respect  of  these  premises, 
which  adjoins  and  lies  open  to  another  allotment  made  to  the  organist  of 
Bakewell.  These  two  allotments  are  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Howard, 
having  been  let  to  him  by  the  parish  officers,  and  5 s.  per  annum,  being  the  rent 
of  the  former,  is  received  by  them,  and  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster.  The 
house  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  is  stated  to  be  in  fair  condition. 

In  respect  of  these  emoluments,  he  instructs  seven  poor  children,  boys  and  girls, 
of  the  township  of  Bakewell,  appointed  by  the  churchwardens,  in  reading,  till 
they  are  able  to  read  the  Bible. 

St.  John’s  Hospital. 

By  deed,  bearing  date  the  last  day  of  April  1602,  (as  appears  from  an  old  St.  John’s 

copy  thereof  produced  by  D’Ewes  Coke,  Esq.  from  the  documents  of  the  Duke  Hospital, 

of  Rutland(,  reciting,  that  Roger  Manners,  esquire,  brother  of  John  Manners,  of 
Nether  Haddon,  esquire,  of  his  charitable  disposition  towards  the  relief  of  the 
poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  town  of  Bakewell,  had  theretofore  given  to 
the  said  John  Manners,  800/.  towards  purchasing  a yearly  rent-charge  of  20/. 
for  ever,  to  be  employed  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  in  Bakewell,  and  that 
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in  consideration  thereof,  the  said  John  Manners,  by  indenture,  made  the  last 
day  of  October,  30th  Elizabeth,  had  granted  to  the  said  Roger  Manners,  and  to 
Roger  Collumbell,  Rowland  Eyre  and  George  Bowne,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly 
rent-charge  of  SO/.,  issuing  out  of  all  the  lands,  tenements,  tithes  and  heredita- 
ments of  the  said  John  Manners,  at  Bradmore,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  to 
be  employed  by  the  lord  of  Nether  Haddon,  for  the  time  being,  for  the  relief 
of  the  said  poor  people,  under  condition,  that  if  the  said  John  Manners,  his 
heirs,  or  assigns,  should  at  any  time  procure  a sufficient  grant  of  another  like 
rent-charge  of  20/.  to  the  said  Roger  Manners  and  three  others,  and  their  heirs, 
out  of  lands  of  sufficient  yearly  value,  then  the  said  rent-charge  out  of  the  said 
lands  in  Bradmore  should  cease  ; and  reciting,  that  on  the  motion  of  the  said 
John  Manners,  the  said  Roger  Manners  was  contented,  and  did  appoint,  that  an 
hospital  should  be  erected  in  Bakewell,  and  should  be  endowed  with  the  said 
yearly  rent-charge  of  20/.,  for  the  relief  of  poor  people  there  ; therefore, 
the  said  John  Manners,  being  likewise  contented,  not  only  to  erect  a house  for 
the  purpose  at  his  own  charge,  but  also  to  defray  some  more  money,  for  effect- 
ing so  charitable  an  act,  ordained  and  constituted,  according  to  the  power  given 
by  a statute  made  in  39th  Eliz.  that  so  much  of  a newly-erected  house  in  Bake- 
well, being  part  of  the  chapel,  as  contained  four  lodgings  below,  wherein  four 
poor  men,  Edward  Hopkinson,  Robert  Sheppard,  Edward  Fayles  and  Clement 
Jones  then  lay,  and  having  the  Town  Hall  over  it,  and  the  backside  or  garden- 
stead,  therewith  used,  should  remain,  an  hospital  for  ever  and  that  the  same 
should  be  called  St.John’s  Hospital;  and  he  ordained,  that  there  should 
remain  in  the  said  hospital  four  people,  for  ever,  to  be  relieved,  whereof  one 
should  be  called  the  governor,  and  should  be  elected  in  the  form  thereinafter 
expressed  ; and  the  said  John  Manners  also  appointed,  that  the  before  men- 
tioned four  poor  men  should  be  the  first  poor  of  the  said  hospital,  and  that  one 
of  them,  Edward  Hopkinson,  should  be  governor  of  the  said  hospital,  to  con- 
tinue in  the  same  during  his  good  behaviour;  and  he  thereby,  according  to  the 
authority  of  the  said  statute,  incorporated  the  said  four  persons,  by  the  name  of 
“ The  Governor  and  Poor  of  St.John’s  Hospital,  in  Bakewell,”  and  ordained, 
that  they  should  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  taking  lands,  and 
have  a common  seal,  which  should  be  kept  locked  in  a chest  in  the  said  hos- 
pital, with  four  keys,  whereof  the  governor  should  have  one,  the  said  John 
Manners  and  his  heirs  another,  the  bailiff  of  Bakewell  the  third,  and  the  vicar 
1 or  curate  of  the  church  the  fourth  ; and  the  said  John  Manners  granted  to 
the  said  governor  and  poor,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  the  lower  part  of  the 
said  new-erected  house  in  Bakewell,  containing  four  lodgings,  wherein  the  said 
four  poor  men  then  lay,  with  the  backside  or  garden  stead,  and  a yearly  rent- 
charge  of  22/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  said  lands,  &c.  of  the  said  John  Manners, 
in  Bradmore,  payable  at  eight  times  in  the  year,  with  a clause  of  distress  ; and 
further,  that  the  said  John  Manners,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  for  ever  repair 
and  uphold  the  said  lower  part  of  the  said  newly-erected  house,  mentioned  to 
be  made  an  hospital,  by  the  view  or  oversight  of  the  bailiff  of  Bakewell,  for  the 
time  being  ; and  the  said  John  Manners  also  ordained,  that  whenever  the  gover- 
nor, or  one  or  more  of  the  said  poor  persons  should  die,  or  be  removed,  others 
should  be  chosen  in  their  places  by  the  said  John  Manners  and  his  heirs,  being 
lords  or  owners  of  Nether  Haddon,  with  the  consent  of  the  vicar,  churchwar- 
dens and  bailiff  of  Bakewell,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  so  as  the  said  heirs  of 
the  said  John  Manners  should  be  of  full  age,  and  resident  at  Nether  Haddon, 
and  so  as  the  said  choice  should  be  made  within  one  month  after  such  death  or 
removal,  and  in  default  of  such  choice,  by  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and 
bailiff,  or  the  more  part  of  them  ; and  that  none  should  be  chosen  into  the  said 
hospital,  but  such  as  should  be  sole  and  unmarried,  and  that  they  should  con- 
tinue no  longer  than  during  the  time  that  they  should  be  sole  and  unmarried, 
and  uncontracted,  and  that  the  name  of  every  person  elected  should  be  entered 
in  a register,  to  be  kept  by  the  vicar  of  Bakewell,  under  the  hands  of  those  by 
whom  they  should  be  elected  ; and  the  said  John  Manners  ordained,  that  the 
’governor  for  the  time  being,  and  each  of  the  said  poor  men  should  have  in 
the  said  hospital  one  chamber,  and  out  of  the  said  rent  of  22/.  4/.  for  his 
maintenance  ; and  20 s.  for  a gown  yearly,  against  Christmas;  and  that  such 
gowns  should  have  upon  the  left  breast  thereof,  a cross  of  blue  and  yellow ; 

« and  that  the  said  governor  and  poor  should  continually  wear  the  said  gowns, 
unless  employed  in  labour;  and  that  405.  yearly,  should  be  bestowed,  towards 
maintaining  a woman  to  be  their  laundress,  to  wash  their  clothes,  aed  attend 
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them  in  sickness,  which  woman  should  be  appointed  bv  the  said  John  Manners,  St.John’s  Hospital, 
and  his  heirs,  lords  or  owners  of  Nether  Haddon,  with  the  consent  aforesaid  ; continued. 

and  he  also  ordained,  that  if  the  said  governor  or  poor  should  by  any  means  hurt  v ^ 1 

any  of  the  said  lodgings,  or  be  an  alehouse  haunter,  drunkard,  &c.  or  notorious 
offender,  or  should  be  found  begging,  he  should  be  removed  bv  the  said  John 
Manners,  and  his  heirs,  being  of  full  age,  and  resident  at  Nether  Haddon,  and 
in  their  minority,  or  absence,  by  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and  bailiff,  or  the 
more  part  of  them  ; and  that  the  said  governor  or  poor  should  not  be  abroad 
after  nine  o’clock,  without  the  licence  of  the  said  vicar  or  bailiff  on  pain  of 
removal ; and  that  any  of  them  who  should  be  absent  from  the  church,  without 
lawful  excuse,  or  the  allowance  of  the  vicar  or  bailiff  on  Sundays,  holydays, 

Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  if  there  should  be  divine  service,  should  forfeit  1 2r/., 
to  be  deducted  out  of  his  portion,  and  given  to  others,  who  should  be  at  church  ; 
with  a proviso,  that  if  the  said  John  Manners,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  should  make 
a sufficient  grant  of  another  yearly  rent-charge  of  22  /.  to  the  said  poor  of 
St.  John’s  hospital,  out  of  lands  of  sufficient  yearly  value,  the  said  rent  of  22/. 
thereby  granted,  should  cease. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  26  April  1605,  between  the  said  John  Manners, 
then  Sir  John  Manners,  knight,  of  the  one  part,  and  Edward  Hopkinson, 
governor  of  St.  John’s  hospital  in  Bakewell,  and  the  poor  in  the  same  hospital, 
of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  above  abstracted  foundation  deed  ; and  that  the 
said  Roger  Manners  had  since  the  foundation  given  600  /.  more  to  the  said 
Sir  John  Manners,  to  nominate  two  poor  persons  more  to  the  said  hospital,  and 
to  increase  the  annual  pensions  of  the  others  ; and  that  the  said  Sir  John 
Manners  had  accepted  the  said  gift,  and  was  contented  to  give  a further  aug- 
mentation to  the  same  ; and  that  he  had  made  a dining-hall  for  the  said  governor 
and  poor ; the  said  Sir  John  Manners  thereby  nominated  Martin  Fayles  and 
Robert  Cook  to  be  the  other  two  poor  men  to  be  admitted  into  the  said  hos- 
pital, there  to  remain  during  their  lives,  behaving  themselves  as  the  other  poor 
ought  to  do,  by  virtue  of  the  foundation,  and  upon  their  decease  or  removal, 
others  to  be  placed  there  successively  by  such  persons,  and  in  such  sort  as  in 
the  said  foundation  deed  was  appointed  ; and  the  said  Sir  John  Manners  thereby 
granted  to  the  said  governor  and  poor  and  their  successors,  a yearly  rent-charge 
of  18/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  the  lands  and  tenements  of  the  said  Sir  John 
Manners,  in  Wensley,  payable  at  eight  times  in  the  year,  with  clauses  of  distress 
and  entry  in  case  of  nonpayment ; and  he  thereby  ordained,  that  the  said  two 
persons  then  appointed  to  the  hospital  should  have  61.  yearly  out  of  the  said 
rent-charge  of  18/.;  51.  to  be  paid  at  the  times  before  limited,  and  205.  for 
a gown  yearly,  against  Christmas  ; and  that  the  governor  and  the  other  three 
of  the  first  foundation,  should  have  every  of  them  205.  yearly  out  of  the  same, 
in  augmentation  of  their  portions  ; and  that  the  laundress  should  have  405.  more 
out  of  the  same  above  the  said  405.  given  to  her  by  the  said  first  foundation. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  by  the  above-mentioned  deed  of  1602,  a power  was 
reserved  by  the  grantor  of  the  rent-charge  of  22/.  to  charge  other  lands  with 
a rent-charge  of  equal  amount,  in  lieu  of  those  at  Bradmore.  We  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  that  this  was  ever  done,  but  the  annual  sum  of  22/.  is  now 
paid  by  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  who  is  the  owner  of  Nether  Haddon,  but  is  not 
in  possession  of  any  lands  at  Bradmore,  and  it  is  considered  a charge  on  some 
part  of  his  grace’s  estates. 

The  rent-charge  of  18/.  granted  by  the  indenture  of  1605,  is  now  paid  by 
Mr.  Anthony  Alsop,  as  the  possessor  of  an  estate,  consisting  of  about  18 
acres,  at  Wensley,  in  the  parish  of  Darley. 

This  income,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  40/.  per  annum,  is  thus  divisible, 
under  the  above  abstracted  deeds  : —

The  rent-charge  of  18/.  paid  by  Mr.  Alsop,  is  received  by  the  church, 
wardens  of  Bakewell,  and  is  divided  equally,  in  payments  made  at  eight  times 
in  the  year,  amongst  the  governor  and  the  other  five  poor  men  (being  3/.  per 
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annum  to  each)  who,  also  receive  from  the  Duke  of  Rutland’s  agent  2/.  135.  4>d. 
per  annum  each,  at  the  same  periods,  and  4 /.  per  annum  is  paid  by  him  to  the 
laundress,  who  attends  upon  the  poor  men.  The  excess  of  135.  4 d.  which  each 
inhabitant  of  the  almshouse  thus  receives  beyond  the  annual  sum  of  5 /.  to 
which  he  is  entitled  for  his  maintenance  under  the  above-mentioned  deeds, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  4/.  per  annum,  is  an  addition  to  their  income,  volun- 
tarily made  by  the  duke.  A house  belonging  to  the  duke,  is  also  voluntarily 
appropriated,  as  a residence  for  the  laundress.  Formerly  a gown  of  the  value 
of  1 /.  or  the  sum  of  1 /.  in  money,  was  given  by  the  duke’s  agent  to  each  alms- 
man at  Christmas  ; but  in  consequence  of  this  having  been  found  to  lead  to 
abuses,  clothing  has  been  for  some  years  past  given  to  them  in  lieu  thereof  from 
time  to  time,  but  not  at  any  stated  periods.  It  appears,  from  an  account  pro- 
duced to  us,  that  the  amount  of  clothes  and  hats  thus  supplied  to  the  almsmen 
for  the  last  five  years  has  been  27/.  Is.  being  somewhat  less  than  the  allowance 
of  1 /.  per  annum  each  for  that  period  would  have  amounted  to ; but  we  are 
informed,  that  if  application  had  been  made  by  them  for  more  clothing,  it  would 
have  been  provided.  The  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  clothing,  instead  of 
the  annual  donation  of  a gown,  or  1 /.  in  lieu  thereof,  is  considered  bene- 
ficial to  the  objects  of  the  charity,  but  care  should  be  taken  that  such  clothing 
is  furnished  to  each  of  them  to  the  full  value  of  1/.  per  annum. 

The  almsmen  are  either  single  men  or  widowers. 

For  the  last  few  years,  the  mode  of  appointing  them  has  been,  that  on  the 
occurrence  of  a vacancy,  two  or  more  persons  of  the  township  of  Bakewell, 
considered  proper  objects,  have  been  named  as  candidates  by  the  vicar,  after 
consulting  with  the  churchwardens,  and  that  the  Duke  of  Rutland’s  agent  has 
selected  one  of  the  persons  so  named.  The  appointments  were  previously  made 
by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  to  whom,  together  with  the  bailiff  of  Bakewell 
(an  officer  now  unknown),  the  right  of  selection  was  given  by  the  foundation 
deed,  in  the  event  of  the  heirs  of  the  donor  not  being  resident  at  Nether 
Haddon;  but  it  stated,  that  in  some  instances  married  men  had  been  improperly 
admitted  into  the  hospital,  which  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  mode  of 
appointment.  It  is  however  fully  understood  by  all  parties,  that  as  the  Duke 
of  Rutland  being  the  heir  of  the  donor,  and  the  owner  of  Nether  Haddon, 
does  not  reside  there,  the  right  of  appointment  is  vested  in  the  vicar  and 
churchwadens. 

The  site  of  the  present  hospital  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  as  is  alluded  to 
in  the  deed  of  1602,  but  it  has  probably  been  rebuilt  since  the  original  foun- 
dation. It  is  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  and  is  now 
ip  good  condition. 

Bott’s  Charity. 

Robert  Bott , by  his  will,  bearing  date  25  May  1665,  gave  to  his  wife  all  his 
housing  and  land  in  Bakewell,  Waterfall,  Staden  and  elsewhere,  and  his  lease 
of  a croft  in  Bakewell,  for  her  life,  with  remainder  to  Robert  Bott,  his  grand- 
child, and  his  heirs,  subject  to  the  payment  of  105.  per  annum  for  the  preaching 
of  a sermon  in  the  parish  church  of  Bakewell,  every  Tuesday  in  Whitsun  week, 
for  ever;  and  also  subject  to  the  payment  of  7^-yearb7>  forever,  to  be  dis- 
tributed either  in  bread  or  money,  to  so  many  poor  people  as  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  should  think  fit,  the  first  Lord’s  day  next  after 
All  Saints  day,  at  the  end  of  morning  prayer  and  sermon,  the  said  poor  people 
being  frequenters  of  the  church,  if  they  should  be  able,  or  else  not  to  receive 
his  gift. 

Of  this  annual  sum  of  7 s.,  5 s.  8 d.  is  paid  by  Mr.  George  Heathcote,  out  of 
a house  situate  in  Bakewell,  and  two  sums  of  8 d.  each,  are  paid  out  of  two 
small  crofts,  respectively  situate  in  Bakewell,  one  of  which  is  the  property  of 
Richard  Walthall,  and  the  other  of  Thomas  Walthall,  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Bakewell ; and  once  in  two  years  the  sum  of  145.  is  laid  out  by  them  in  four- 
penny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  on  the  Sunday  after  All  Saints  day,  but 
instead  of  being  given  at  the  church,  they  are  sent  to  the  houses  of  the  poor. 
Of  the  annual  sum  of  105.,  payable  under  the  donor’s  will  to  the  vicar,  who 
preaches  a sermon  on  the  Tuesday  in  Whitsun  week,  one  moiety  is  paid  by 
the  Messrs.  Walthall  in  respect  of  the  above-mentioned  lands,  and  the  other 
moiety  by  Miss  Madder,  in  respect  of  a house  in  Bakewell. 


Swan’s 
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Swan’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  one  of  the  church  tablets,  that  A?ine  Swan,  widow,  gave  by 
her  will,  in  1676,  10s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  twenty  of  the  poorest  widows 
in  the  town  of  Bakewell,  to  be  distributsd  on  the  feast  of  the  Purification. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  the  charity  of  Ann^  Swan  is  men- 
tioned as  being  a rent-charge  of  10  s.  per  annum,  for  twenty  poor  widows,  then 
given  by  the  owner  of  the  land,  there  being  no  trustee. 

On  another  of  the  church  tablets  it  is  stated,  that  at  the  sale  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Grammer’s  estate,  on  17th  April  1801,  two  fields,  situate  in  Bakewell,  each 
called  Cork  Wood  Close,  were  sold  subject  to,  and  purchased  by  Gilderoy 
Glossop,  of  Overhaddon  as  charged  with,  the  payment  of  10s.  yearly,  for  ever, 
to  the  poor  of  Bakewell,  which  fields  had  since  been  exchanged  with  his  Grace 
the  Duke  of  Rutland,  subject  to  the  said  charge. 

The  sum  of  10s.  is  now  paid  annually,  at  Lady-day,  by  the  agent  of  the 
Duke  of  Rutland,  in  respect  of  the  two  fields  specified  in  the  last-mentioned 
tablet,  to  the  churchwardens,  and  is  distributed  by  them  amongst  poor  persons 
of  Bakewell,  in  sums  of  Is.  or  2 s.  each. 

We  have  met  with  no  evidence  to  identify  the  annual  sum  of  10s.  charged 
on  these  two  fields  with  the  annuity  of  the  same  amount,  which  appears  to 
have  been  given  by  the  will  of  Anne  Swan  ; but  as  her  donation  is  not  other- 
wise accounted  for,  and  as  we  do  not  find  that  there  is  any  other  donor  to  whom 
the  charge  on  the  above-mentioned  closes  is  attributable,  it  seems  probable  that 
they  are  the  same.  If  this  conjecture  is  well  founded,  the  distribution  ought 
to  be  confined  to  widows.

Swan’s  Charity. 
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Scholler’s  Charity. 

Robert  Scholler , by  his  will,  bearing  date  11th  April  1700,  gave  to  his  grand-  Scholler’s  Charity, 
son,  Robert  Scholler,  all  the  remainder  of  his  estate  undisposed  of,  he  paying 
out  of  it  40^.  a year,  for  ever,  and  also  205.  a year,  for  ever,  to  the  poor  of 
Rowsley  and  Pilhough,  and  to  the  poor  of  Bakewell,  to  be  paid  27th  February 
next  after  his  death,  which  he  was  told  was  his  birth-day. 

By  a codicil  to  his  will,  he  desired  that  505.  should  be  sent  to  the  poor  of 
Bakewell,  and  305.  to  the  poor  of  Rowsley  and  Pilhough,  to  be  distributed 
before  his  funeral. 

On  one  of  the  tablets  in  the  church,  the  donations  given  by  Mr.  Scholler  are 
stated  to  consist  of  40  5.  per  annum,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  Bakewell, 
on  27th  February,  and  205.  per  annum,  to  the  poor  of  Rowsley  and  Pilhough. 

John  Barker,  esquire,  of  Bakewell,  informs  us,  that  the  estates  which  for- 
merly belonged  to  Mr.  Robert  Scholler,  who  was  his  great  grandfather,  are 
now  the  undivided  property  of  various  branches  of  the  donor’s  family  ; that  he 
(Mr.  Barker)  receives  the  rents  of  these  estates;  that  previously  to  the  division 
of  them,  the  annual  sums  considered  to  be  payable  under  Mr.  Scholler’s  will, 
for  charitable  purposes,  are  deducted  ; and  that,  although  it  appears  from  that 
will,  that  only  two  yearly  sums  of  405.  and  205.  were  directed  to  be  paid,  he  finds 
from  the  accounts  in  his  possession  relating  to  the  estates,  that  the  payments 
have  always  consisted  of  405.  to  Bakewell,  and  305.  to  Rowsley  and  Pilhough. 

The  payment  due  to  Bakewell  has  been  usually  laid  out  in  coals  for  the  poor, 
once  in  a few  years,  by  the  descendants  of  the  donor.  Shortly  before  the 
the  time  of  our  inquiry,  Mr.  Barker  had  distributed  the  amount  of  six  years 
payments,  in  coals,  during  the  course  of  five  weeks,  amongst  poor  persons  of 
Bakewell. 

In  respect  of  the  donations  to  Rowsley  and  Pilhough,  Mr.  Barker  pays  305. 
annually  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Great  Rowsley,  the  application  of  which 
will  be  stated  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report. 


St.  Andrew’s  Charity,  or  Town  Stock  ; including  the  Gifts  of 
Alice  Staniforth,  and  various  other  Donors. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  13th  and  14th  May  1713,  St.  Andrew’s  Cha- 
between  John  Shallcrosse,  of  the  first  part ; Robert  Middleton,  and  Mary  his  rity,  or  Town  Stock; 
wife,  of  the  second  part ; Sir  Philip  Gell,  baronet,  and  nine  others,  of  the  third  of^Uce^tanifortb8 
part ; and  Catherine  Bromehead,  widow  and  executrix  of  the  will  of  Alice  Star A-  and  various  other 
forth,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting,  that  divers  sums  had  theretofore  at  several  donors, 
times  and  by  several  persons,  been  left  to  be  laid  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  the  town  of  Bakewell,  which,  on  a fair  account  amounted  to  149  £ 7 s-  8t/.  with 
Rep.  18.  C the 
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the  interest  thereof,  besides  what  had  been  laid  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
Bakewell,  in  putting  out  apprentices,  providing  clothes,  and  other  dispositions, 
to  the  poor  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Alice  Staniforth  had,  by  her  will,  given 
10/.  to  be  laid  out  by  her  executrix,  so  as  yearly  to  pay  10s.  or  so  much  as 
could  be  thereby  raised,  to  ten  of  the  poorest  widows  of  the  town  of  Bakewell, 
on  every  St.  Thomas’s  day,  at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
of  Bakewell ; and  reciting,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Bakewell  had  thought  fit,  for 
the  better  establishing  of  the  said  charities,  that  the  said  sum  of  149/.  7 s.  8 d. 
should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned ; and 
that  the  said  Catherine  Bromehead  had  also  desired,  that  the  said  sum  of  10/. 
might  be  added  to  such  purchase,  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  will  mentioned  ; 
It  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  149/.  Is.  8 d.  and  of 
the  further  sum  of  12s.  4 d.  making  in  the  whole  150/.  paid  by  the  said  parties 
of  the  third  part;  and  in  consideration  of  10/.  paid  by  the  said  Catherine 
Bromehead,  the  said  John  Shallcrosse,  and  the  said  Robert  Middleton  and  Mary 
his  wife,  conveyed  to  the  said  Sir  Philip  Gell,  and  the  other  parties  of  the 
third  part,  and  their  heirs,  a close,  called  the  Hogard  Yard,  and  several  closes, 
called  the  Kiln  Croft,  the  Ginsley  Yard,  and  the  Tag  Lane  Pingle,  and  a piece 
of  ground,  called  the  Rakehead,  containing  by  estimation  three  roods,  all 
situate  in  the  town  precincts  or  liberties  of  Monyash,  on  trust ; that  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  they  should  reimburse  themselves  all 
expenses  attending  the  purchase  of  the  said  premises,  and  pay  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  Bakewell,  on  or  before  the  20th  December,  yearly,  the  sum 
of  105.,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  ten  of  the  poorest  widows  within  the  said 
town,  on  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  vicar  and 
churchwardens,  according  to  the  will  of  Alice  Staniforth,  and  should  pay  the 
residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  for  the  putting  forth  such  poor 
boys  and  girls  belonging  to  the  said  town  of  Bakewell,  apprentices,  or  in  such 
other  manner,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Bakewell,  as  the  vicar,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  thereof,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
think  fit. 

The  last  trust-deeds  of  these  lands  bear  date  the  29th  and  30th  November 
1826,  whereby  William  Birds  and  Richard  Walthall,  as  surviving  trustees, 
under  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  8th  and  9th  December  1794, 
conveyed  the  above-mentioned  premises  to  the  Reverend  Francis  Hodgson, 
clerk,  John  Henry  Barker,  esquire,  Thomas  Walthall,  Robert  Johnson,  James 
Taylor,  George  Heathcote,  and  George  Holmes,  junior,  all  of  Bakewell,  and 
their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts, 
with  a proviso  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  as  often  as  they  should  be 
reduced  to  three. 

A tablet  in  Bakewell  church,  contains  a list  of  various  small  donations  from 
1680  to  171 1,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  128  /.  including  Mrs.  Stainforth’s  gift 
of  10/.,  and  states,  that  they  were,  with  some  interest,  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  in  Monyash. 

The  trust  premises  in  Monyash  consist  of: — 

1.  — A close,  called  the  Tag-lane  Close,  containing  1a.  1 r.  26  p.,  a close 
called  the  Hog-yard,  containing  4 a.  & 25  p.,  and  an  allotment  on  the  Common, 
containing  15  a.  2r.  28  p.,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Palfreymann,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  17  /-  per  annum. 

2.  — Three  closes,  called  the  Nether  Ginsley  Yard,  containing  1 r.  S7p., 
the  Upper  Ginsley  Yard,  containing  3r.  8p.,  and  the  Rake  Pingle,  containing 
3r.  32  p.,  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Holmes,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  5/.  10  s.  per  annum. 

It  appears  from  the  book  relating  to  this  charity,  that  at  the  time  of  the  pur- 
chase of  the  lands  in  1713,  the  rent  thereof  was  11.  105.,  and  that  in  1808  the 
rent  of  the  portion  of  them  now  occupied  by  John  Palfreyman,  was  raised  from 
12/.  to  17/.,  and  that  of  the  portion  occupied  by  Joseph  Holmes,  from  3/.  IO5. 
to  51.  105.,  which  rents  have  been  continued  to  the  present  time,  and  are  con- 
sidered to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  property. 

The  name  of  Saint  Andrew’s  charity  is  derived  from  an  annual  meeting  being 
holden  on  30th  November  (Saint  Andrew’s  day),  which  is  attended  by  the 
trustees,  and  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor.  At  this 
meeting  one  of  the  trustees,  in  rotation,  takes  the  office  of  treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year,  the  accounts  of  the  preceding  year  are  examined,  and  signed  by

The  treasurer,  in  addition  to  the  rents  received  by  him,  accounts  tor  13  5.  as  the  including  the  Gifts 
interest  of  16/.  composed  of  a sum  of  61.  given  by  Thomas  Bagshaw,  esquire,  of  Alice  Staniforth, 
a sum  of  51.  given  by  John  Gell,  esquire,  aud  a sum  of  51.  given  by  Thomas  and  various  other 
Barker,  esquire,  which  are  considered  as  being  included  in  the  balance  remain-  donoI^ntinue^ 
ing  in  the  treasurer’s  hands,  the  two  first  mentioned  sums  having  been  in  1738,  . -J 

and  the  last  mentioned  sum  in  1754,  added  to  the  stock. 

Either  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  subsequently,  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
boys  selected  by  the  vicar  and  parish  officers  are  appointed  to  be  apprenticed, 
for  each  of  whom  a premium  is  allowed,  usually  to  the  amount  of  4/.  which  is 
paid  by  the  treasurer. 

Sums  of  one  guinea  or  two  guineas,  are  also  paid  at  the  meeting,  or  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  by  orders  given  by  the  vicar,  after  consulting  with  the 
churchwardens,  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Bakewell,  not  receiving 
relief,  being  in  sickness  or  urgent  distress. 

The  annual  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  to  the  vicar  in  respect  of  Staniforth’s  charity, 
and  distributed  by  him  to  poor  widows. 

The  residue  of  the  expenditure  consists  of  an  annual  sum  of  2/.  2 s.,  paid  as 
a subscription  to  the  Sheffield  infirmary,  in  respect  of  which  sick  persons  are 
sent  there,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  an  annual 
sum  of  1 /.  allowed  towards  the  expense  of  a dinner  for  the  gentlemen  who 
meet  on  Saint  Andrew’s  day,  the  "residue  of  which  is  defrayed  by  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  out  of  the  poor’s  rates,  which  allowance  was  increased  from  8 s.  to 
1/.  when  the  rents  of  the  land  were  raised  in  1808,  3s.  allowed  to  the  tenants, 
and  2s.  6d.  to  the  person  who  serves  notices  of  the  meeting. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  in  1826,  a sum  of  13/.  14s.  was  paid  for  the  expense 
of  the  new  trust  deeds. 

The  balances  paid  over  to  the  incoming  treasurer  on  Saint  Andrew’s  day,  for 
the  last  five  years,  not  including  the  rents  due  at  the  preceding  Michaelmas, 
have  been  as  follows: —

Charities  of  Nailor,  May  and  Bagshaw. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  a sum  of  10/.,  arising  from  the  gift  of  Charities  of  Nailor, 
William  Nailor,  and  a sum  of  34  /.,  arising  from  the  gifts  of  Mrs.  May  and  Ma)'  and  Bagshaw. 
Mrs.  Bagshaw,  are  stated  to  be  then  vested  in  the  Rev.  Peter  Walthall,  and 
James  Grove  ; the  former  producing  9 s.,  and  the  latter  1 /.  10s.  7 d.  per  annum, 
being  four  and  a half  per  cent  on  these  sums  ; and  in  one  of  the  church  tablets,  it 
is  stated,  that  Mrs.  Mary  Bagshaw,  in  1729,  left  10/.,  to  be  put  into  the  town 
stock,  and  the  interest  to  be  given  to  ten  poor  widows,  on  St.  Andrew’s  day ; 
but  the  gifts  of  Nailor  and  May  are  not  mentioned  in  the  tablet. 

A sum  of  44/.,  probably  composed  of  the  above-mentioned  donations,  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Birds,  being  secured  by  his  promissory  note,  dated 
30  November  1791,  given  to  the  Rev.  Peter  Walthall  and  James  Grove,  and 
bearing  interest  at  four  and  a half  per  cent ; interest  has,  however,  of  late  years, 
been  paid  on  this  sum  at  five  percent.  Mr.  George  Holmes,  junior,  who  is  one 
of  the  trustees  of  St.  Andrew’s  charity,  and  also  the  present  churchwarden, 
receives  this  interest,  amounting  to  2/.  4 s.  per  annum,  and  distributes  it  in  sums 
of  Is.  or  2 s.  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Bakewell,  including  many 
widows. 

Bromehead’s  Charity,  and  Webster’s  Charity. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  24  and  25  March  1754,  between  Bromehead  s 
Ellen  Webster,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Grove,  clerk,  vicar  of  Bakewell,  Charity,  and 
and  William  Bossley  and  James  Grove,  of  Bakewell,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  Websters  Charity, 
that  Catherine  Bromehead,  had  by  her  will,  bearing  date  7th  January  1727,  and 
proved  in  the  court  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lichfield,  given  the  annual,  sum 
of  10s.,  to  be  yearly  divided  equally  amongst  ten  poor  widows  of  the  town  of 
Bakewell,  on  25th  October,  at  the  nomination  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
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of  Bakewell,  and  had  appointed  the  said  Ellen  Webster,  sole  executrix  of  her 
will ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Catherine  Bromehead,  after  executing 
her  will,  was  minded  to  give  the  further  annual  sum  of  10  s.  to  the  vicar  of 
Bakewell,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  25th  October, 
for  ever,  and  being  about  to  cause  the  last  mentioned  yearly  payment  to  be 
inserted  in  her  will,  the  said  Ellen  Webster  promised  to  see  her  intentions  in 
that  respect  faithfully  executed,  as  if  the  same  had  been  inserted  in  the  will  of 
the  said  Catherine  Bromehead;  and  further  reciting,  that  on  the  death  of  the 
said  Catherine  Bromehead,  the  said  Ellen  Webster  proved  her  will,  and  had  ever 
since  paid  both  the  said  yearly  sums,  pursuant  to  her  intention;  and  that  the 
said  Ellen  Webster  for  raising  the  said  two  annual  sums,  and  to  discharge  her- 
self of  the  said  promise,  and  being  herself  charitably  disposed,  to  give  some 
relief  annually,  to  such  number  of  poor  persons  in  Bakewell,  as  were  thereinafter 
mentioned,  and  to  raise  something  annually  for  the  benefit  of  a school,  then 
erected  in  the  town  of  Youlgreave,  had  resolved  to  grant  the  closes  thereinafter 
mentioned,  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  Ellen 
Webster  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
a close  in  Youlgreave,  called  Wilsough  Pingles,  containing  by  estimation,  two 
acres,  and  a piece  of  land  situated  in  Youlgreave,  called  Wilsough,  containing 
by  estimation,  two  acres,  adjoining  to  Youlgreave  field,  and  a cow-house,  or 
building  erected  thereon,  on  trust,  that  the  yearly  sum  of  10  s.  should  be,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  received  by  the  said  Thomas  Grove, 
during  his  life,  if  he  should  so  long  continue  vicar  of  Bakewell,  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  every  25th  October ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should  out  of  the 
said  rents  and  profits,  take  the  yearly  sum  of  10  5.,  and  pay  the  same  equally 
to  ten  such  poor  widows,  inhabitants,  residing  in  the  town  of  Bakewell,  as  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  thereof,  for  the  time  being,  should  appoint,  on  the  said 
25th  October,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Catherine  Bromehead;  and  that 
the  trustees  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  receive  the  further  yearly  sum 
of  105.,  and  pay  the  same  to  every  succeeding  vicar  of  Bakewell  aforesaid,  for 
preaching  the  aforesaid  sermon  in  the  parish  church  of  Bakewell,  on  the  said 
25th  October,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  said  Catherine  Bromehead  ; and  on 
further  trust,  that  the  said  trustees  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  premises,  receive  the  yearly  sum  of  405.,  and  pay  the  same  on  every  Christ- 
mas-day,  in  the  morning,  to  such  20  poor  families  of  the  town  of  Bakewell,  at 
2 5.  each,  as  the  said  trustees,  together  with  the  churchwardens  of  Bakewell, 
should  appoint ; and  that  after  the  deaths  of  the  said  trustees,  the  appointment  of 
the  said  20  poor  persons  should  descend  to  the  elder  branches  of  the  families  of 
the  said  William  Bossley  and  James  Grove,  residing  in  Bakewell,  and  the  vicar 
and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  ; and  that  at  such  time  as  the  said  two 
families,  or  either  of  them,  should  cease  to  be  residing  in  Bakewell,  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  said  20  poor  families  should  be  in  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  trustees  of  the  land  thereby  conveyed ; 
and  on  further  trust,  that  the  trustees  should  deduct  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  all  their  reasonable  expenses,  and  after  such  deduction, 
should  pay  the  yearly  surplus  thereof  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being,  of  Youlgreave,  on  trust,  to  be  by  them  laid  out,  under  the  direction 
of  the  trustees,  in  the  purchasing  of  good  useful  and  necessary  books,  for  the 
use  of  the  charity  school  erected  in  Youlgreave ; and  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  covenanted  with  the  said  Ellen  Webster,  that  when  any  two  of 
them  should  die,  the  survivors  should,  within  forty  days,  elect  three  other  trus- 
tees from  among  the  inhabitants  of  Bakewell,  and  convey  the  said  premises  to 
such  new  trustees,  to  the  use  of  them  and  the  surviving  trustee,  on  the  trusts 
aforesaid  ; and  that  the  future  elections  of  new  trustees,  should  be  made  by  the 
survivor,  and  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Bakewell,  from  amongst  the  inha- 
bitants of  Bakewell; 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  9 and  10  May  1827,  which 
were  in  preparation  at  the  time  of  our  investigation,  and  have  since  been  com- 
pleted, James  Amphlett  Grove,  esq.  as  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  James  Grove, 
who  was  the  surviving  trustee,  under  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  17*54, 
has  conveyed  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  deeds  of  17-54,  and  also  a parcel 
of  land,  containing  33  perches,  formerly  part  of  the  commons  of  Youlgreave, 
allotted  to  the  trustee  of  the  charities  of  Catherine  Bromehead  and  Ellen  Web- 
ster, by  the  commissioners,  under  an  Act  of  49  Geo.  3,  for  inclosing  lands  in

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Stanton,  in  the  parish  of  Youlgreave,  in  respect  of  their  rights  over  the  lands  Bakewell. 

directed  to  be  inclosed,  to  the  Reverend  Francis  Hodgson,  vicar  of  Bakewell,  — 7 

Richard  Walthall  and  Thomas  Walthall,  both  of  Bakewell  (nephews  of  the  said  Bromeheads  P33', 
James  Grove),  and  John  Henry  Barker,  of  the  Croft,  near  Bakewell,  esquire,  charity,  6 teM 
and  their  heirs,  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts.  continued. 

In  the  release  it  is  recited,  that  the  said  Thomas  Grove  and  William  Bossley  v ^ ' 

died  in  or  about  1769,  leaving  the  said  James  Grove  then  surviving,  who  at  the 
time  of  the  said  Thomas  Grove’s  death  was  resident  in  the  county  of  Stafford, 
and  so  continued  many  years,  during  which  he  entrusted  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  to  Alexander  Bossley,  gentleman,  son  and  heir  at  law  of  the  said  William 
Bossley,  and  that  after  the  said  James  Grove  returned  to  Bakewell,  he  confided 
to  the  said  Alexander  Bossley  the  execution  of  the  said  trusts,  to  the  day  of  his 
death  ; and  that  the  said  Alexander  Bossley  had  lately  died,  having  previously, 
for  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  interested  in  the  trust,  stated  an  account  of  his 
proceedings,  showing  the  balance  remaining  in  his  hands,  which  his  executors 
were  ready  to  pay  or  apply,  as  they  might  be  authorized  to  do. 

The  trust  premises  consist  of  four  small  fields,  lying  in  Youlgreave,  the  whole 
of  which  are  now  called  Willsough  Pingles,  containing,  according  to  a survey 
made  about  twenty  years  ago,  3 a.  1r.  3Qp.  with  a cow-house  thereon,  and  the 
above-mentioned  allotment  on  Youlgreave  Common,  containing33  perches,  which 
is  distant  about  half  a mile  from  the  other  fields.  These  premises  are  in  the 
occupation  of  Mary  Coates,  at  a fair  rent  of  61.  6#.  per  annum,  to  which  amount 
it  appears  to  have  been  raised  from  41.  4 s.  in  1813. 

The  two  annual  sums  of  10.?.  each,  charged  on  the  above-mentioned  premises 
in  respect  of  Catherine  Bromehead’s  charity,  are  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Bakewell, 
who  preaches  a sermon  on  the  25th  October,  and  distributes  amongst  ten  poor 
widows  of  the  township  of  Bakewell,  the  portion  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

For  many  years  previous  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Alexander  Bossley,  in  November 
1826,  he  had  distributed  at  Christmas  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Bake- 
well, the  annual  sum  of  40.?.  directed  to  be  so  given  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Webster. 

At  Christmas  1826,  the  same  sum  was  received  from  his  executor  by  the  vicar 
of  Bakewell,  and  distributed  by  him. 

With  respect  to  the  residue  of  the  rents,  which  are  payable  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Youlgreave,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  under  the 
direction  of  the  trustees,  in  the  purchase  of  good  and  useful  books  for  the  use 
of  the  charity  school  at  Youlgreave,  it  appears  that  an  account  for  five  years 
rent  at  41.  4 s.  per  annum,  to  Michaelmas  1812,  was  settled  by  Mr.  Alexander 
Bossley  in  that  year,  and  that  a balance  of  41.  15  s.  due  from  him  on  that  ac- 
count to  Youlgreave,  taking  credit  for  the  yearly  payments  to  Bakewell  poor, 

&c.  was  paid  to  Mr.  Richard  Gregory,  who  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  Youl- 
greave school,  and  it  is  understood  that  this  balance  was  expended,  not  in  the 
purchase  of  books,  but  in  the  repairs  of  that  school.  No  subsequent  payment 
appears  to  have  been  made  to  Youlgreave,  but  the  following  account  has  been 
made  out,  of  the  rents  received  by  Mr.  Alexander  Bossley,  from  Michaelmas 
1812  to  Lady-day  1825,  of  the  annual  payments  made  by  him  during  that 
period  to  Bakewell,  and  of  the  sums  paid  by  him  for  the  expenses  of  the 
inclosure

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Since  the  time  of  our  investigation,  a farther  account  has  been  made  out  on 
the  part  of  the  executors  of  Mr.  A.  Bossley,  in  which  credit  is  taken  for  the 
payments  of  1/.  for  Bromehead’s  charity,  and  2/.  for  Webster’s  charity,  for  the 
year  1826,  and  for  18/.  6 s.  6 cl.,  the  expense  of  the  new  trust  deeds.  These 
sums,  being  deducted  from  the  above-mentioned  balance  of  29/.  5 s.  6d.  leaves 
an  ultimate  balance  of  7 Z.  19s.,  which  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Bossley’s  executors 
to  the  Rev.  Francis  Hodgson,  one  of  the  new  trustees.  An  arrear  of  two  years 
rent  to  Lady-day  1827,  will  also  be  receivable  by  the  trustees,  and  after  deduct- 
ing 1 /.  and  2/.  for  the  payments  to  Bakewell  for  the  current  year,  the  residue 
will  be  payable  by  the  trustees  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Youlgreave, 
to  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  school  there,  as  directed  by 
Mrs.  Ellen  Webster. 

Holme  Meal  Charity. 

One  of  the  tablets  in  Bakewell  church,  contains  the  following  statement 
relating  to  this  charity  : — 

“ At  the  sale  of  the  estates  of  the  late  John  Archery  esquire,  which  pursuant 
to  a decree  of  the  high  court  of  Chancery,  took  place  at  Buxton,  on  9th  and 
10th  June  1802,  the  several  lots  respectively  comprising  the  lands  underneath 
specified,  were  made  subject  to,  and  purchased,  as  charged  with  the  payment 
of  five  pecks  and  one-eighth  of  oatmeal,  to  be  paid  weekly,  for  ever,  to  the 
poor  of  Bakewell  and  Great  Longstone,  in  equal  proportions,  one-seventh  part 
of  which  meal,  was  charged  on,  and  made  payable  out  of,  each  of  the  said  lots  ; 
viz. — 

“ Lot  18. — Four  closes  in  Higginholes  within  Bakewell,  purchased  by 
Thomas  Bossley,  of  Edensor. 

“ Lot  19- — Three  closes  in  Higginholes  within  Bakewell,  and  divers  pieces  of 
lands  in  the  open  fields  and  meadows,  purchased  by  John  Heathcote,  of  London, 
esquire,  who  resold  the  said  three  closes  to  Robert  Birch,  of  Holme,  esquire, 
charging  them  solely  with  one-seventh  part  of  the  meal,  thereby  exonerating 
the  other  part  of  this  lot. 

“ Lot  20. — Two  barn  closes,  purchased  by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 

“ Lot  21. — The  Far  Marsh,  N°  1 ; Middle  Marsh,  N°  2 ; Little  Marsh 
Hollow,  N°3;  Cow  Pasture,  N*  4 ; house,  barn,  out-buildings,  yard,  and 
garden,  N°  5 ; Calf  Croft,  N°  6 ; Ewe  Close,  N°  7 ; Square  Close,  N°  8 ; Barn 
Close,  with  barn  and  fold,  N#  9;  purchased  by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire. 

“ Lot  22. — Lettage  Close,  purchased  by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire. 

“ Lot  23. — Harrison  Close,  purchased  by  Matthew  Furnis,  of  Great  Long- 
stone,  afterwards  resold  to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 

“ Lot  24. — Holme  Hall,  with  the  buildings,  orchards  and  gardens,  N°  1 ; 
the  Rookery,  N*  2;  Well  Close,  N°  3 ; one  undivided  third  of  Aldern  Close, 
N°4;  Elbow  Close,  N°5;  cottage  and  garden,  N°6;  barn  and  croft,  N*  7 ; 
purchased  by  Robert  Birch,  of  Holme,  esquire. 

“ N.  B. — The  last  five  lots  are  within  Holme.” 

We  are  informed,  that  this  charity  is  supposed  to  have  originated  from  a 
voluntary  weekly  donation  of  oatmeal  to  the  poor,  made  by  the  Archer  family, 
of  Holme  House,  commencing  more  than  a century  ago,  and  continued,  subject 
to  occasional  intermissions,  but  that  it  was  not  settled  as  a permanent  bene- 
faction, until  the  above-mentioned  sale  of  the  property  in  Bakewell  and  Holme, 
in  1802.  The  dole  of  oatmeal  was,  for  many  years  previous  to  1802,  given  to 
poor  persons  of  Bakewell  and  Great  Longstone,  at  a bridge,  called  Holme 
Bridge,  over  the  River  Wye,  which  divides  these  two  places  from  each  other. 

We  do  not  learn,  that  since  the  above  mentioned  sale,  there  has  been  any 
weekly  distribution  of  oatmeal ; and  it  is  stated,  that  in  consequence  of  the 
numbers  of  the  poor,  the  quantity  to  be  given  to  each  would  be  so  small,  as  to 
render  a weekly  dole  of  little  advantage  to  them.  At  Longstone,  an  annual 
distribution  of  oatmeal  is  now  made,  in  respect  of  this  charity ; but  at  Bake- 
well, it  has  not  usually  been  made,  until  after  three  or  four  years  payments 
have  become  due. 

It  was  arranged  between  the  churchwardens  of  Bakewell  and  those  of  Great 
Longstone,  that  the  latter  should  receive  all  the  payments  due  from  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire,  for  N 011 20,  21,  22,  and  23,  of  the  above-mentioned  seven  lots, 
belonging  to  him,  being  four-sevenths  of  the  whole,  and  should  pay  over  the 

half 
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half  of  one-seventh  to  the  Bakewell  churchwardens,  who  should  also  receive 
one-seventh  from  the  owner  of  lot  18,  now  belonging  to  Mrs.  Bossley,  the 
widow  of  Thomas  Bossley,  mentioned  in  the  tablet,  and  two-sevenths  from 
Robert  Birch,  esquire,  who  is  still  the  owner  of  lots  19  and  24.  Under  this 
arrangement,  three-sevenths,  and  the  half  of  one-seventh,  or  a moiety  of  the 
whole,  is  appropriated  to  each  place,  and  the  amount  is  paid  by  the  several  per- 
sons chargeable  therewith,  in  money,  on  a calculation  of  the  average  of  the 
wholesale  price  of  oatmeal,  during  the  year  preceding  the  time  of  each  payment 
becoming  due. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigation,  (February  1827),  there  had  been  no  distri- 
bution of  oatmeal  at  Bakewell  for  the  last  four  years  ; but  the  churchwardens 
were  about  to  obtain  the  payments  due  for  that  period,  which  would  amount  to 
about  35 1. ; and  they  proposed  to  make  an  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  oat- 
meal to  that  amount,  and  to  distribute  the  same  gradually,  in  the  course  of 
February  or  March,  amongst  poor  persons  of  Bakewell.  We  were  informed, 
that  the  former  distributions  had  been  extended  to  poor  persons  resident  there, 
whether  settled  inhabitants  or  not. 

The  distribution  of  the  other  moiety  of  this  charity  to  the  poor  of  Great 
Longstone,  will  be  noticed  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report. 

Strutt’s  Charity. 

Matthew  Strutt , by  his  will,  bearing  date  23d  January  1798,  gave  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Bakewell,  for  the  time 
being,  10/.,  to  be  put  out  at  interest,  and  the  interest  to  be  divided  and  paid  to 
ten  poor  widows  of  that  town  on  Easter  Sunday  in  every  year. 

This  legacy  was  not  payable  till  after  the  death  of  the  donor’s  wife,  which 
took  place  in  August  1822.  The  sum  of  10 1.  appears  to  have  been  received  by 
the  churchwardens  in  June  1824;  and  in  November  1825,  it  was  placed  by 
them  in  the  Bakewell  Savings  Bank.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  one  year’s 
interest  was  due,  which  it  was  intended  to  distribute,  according  to  the  donor’s 
directions,  at  the  ensuing  Easter. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity,  were  stated  in  our  Gisborne’s  Charity. 
17th  Report,  page  72,  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of 
Bradley. 

This  charity  was  founded  by  deed,  bearing  date  in  1817,  and  augmented  by 
the  donor’s  will,  bearing  date  in  1818,  and  it  consists  of  a large  sum  of  money 
invested  in  the  public  funds,  in  the  names  of  trustees,  on  trust,  to  pay  the 
clear  yearly  dividends  thereof,  amongst  the  rectors,  vicars,  curates  or  ministers, 
or  in  case  of  their  absence,  the  churchwardens  of  100  rectories,  vicarages, 
curacies,  and  chapelries,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  specified  in  a schedule  an- 
nexed to  his  deed  ; each  share  of  such  dividends  to  be  applied  by  each  rector, 

&c.  in  the  purchase  of  flannel,  and  coarse  Yorkshire  woollen  cloth,  to  be  distri- 
buted by  him  yearly,  at  Christmas,  according  to  his  discretion,  amongst  the 
poor  residing  within  the  parish  in  which  his  rectory,  &c.  should  be  situate, 
whether  receiving  parochial  relief  or  not,  and  whether  legally  settled  there  or 
not,  and  in  such  shares  as  to  him  should  seem  expedient. 

Amongst  the  places  mentioned  in  the  schedule,  is  the  vicarage  of  Bakewell, 
and  the  vicar  receives  from  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  an  annual  sum  of 
51.  10s.,  being  the  amount  of  the  share  at  present  appropriated  to  each  place 
entitled  to  partake  of  the  charity.  As  each  of  the  chapelries  in  this  parish  is 
entitled  to  a similar  share,  the  vicar  confines  his  distribution  to  the  township  of 
Bakewell  and  the  other  townships  or  hamlets,  which,  not  being  included  in  any 
of  the  chapelries,  are  under  his  immediate  superintendence,  viz.  Great  Rows- 
ley,  Rowland,  Hassopp,  Over  Haddon,  Hartle,  and  part  of  Alport. 

This  charity  occurs  in  a great  number  of  the  places  in  this  county,  included 
in  the  present  Report.  As  the  distribution  in  each  of  those  places  is  nearly 
the  same,  it  may  be  sufficient,  instead  of  entering  into  the  details  of  each  place, 
to  state,  that  the  several  annual  sums  are  applied  usually  by  the  respectre 
ministers,  but  in  some  few  instances,  in  the  absence  of  the  minister,  by  the 
churchwardens,  in  distributions  of  flannel,  or  coarse  cloth,  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  respective  places. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  GREAT  ROWSLEY. 

Scholler’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  detailed  in  the  account  of  the  same 
donor’s  gift  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Bakewell. 

The  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Great  Rowsley  receives  from  John  Barker, 
esquire,  20 s.  per  annum,  which  he  distributes  in  small  sums  amongst  the 
poorest  persons  thereof ; and  also  105.  per  annum  for  the  poor  of  Pillhough, 
a hamlet  in  the  township  of  Stanton,  in  the  parish  of  Youlgreave,  and  adjoining 
to  Great  Rowsley,  which  he  distributes  amongst  ten  poor  persons  of  that 
hamlet. 

Ashbourne’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I78G,  that  Rachael  Ashbourne, 
by  her  will,  in  1752,  gave  10/.  for  five  widows  or  fatherless  children,  of  this 
township,  then  producing  85.  per  annum. 

This  sum  is  now  invested  on  a security  of  the  tolls  of  the  turnpike  road  from 
Nottingham  to  Newhaven,  &c.  bearing  interest  at  5 per  cent.  The  annual 
sum  of  105.  is  received  in  respect  thereof,  from  the  treasurer  of  the  turnpike 
trust,  by  the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Great  Rowsley,  and  is  usually 
distributed  by  him  at  Christmas,  in  every  year,  to  five  poor  widows  or  fatherless 
children  of  the  township,  but  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  the  interest  was  in 
arrear  for  two  years,  in  consequence  of  its  not  having  been  demanded. 


An  annual  sum  of  2/.  6s.  is  paid  by  the  tenant,  under  the  Duke  of  Rutland, 
of  lands  in  this  township,  and  distributed  to  poor  persons  thereof,  annually,  at 
Christmas.  This  payment  appears  to  have  been  of  long  continuance,  and  it 
has  been  doubted,  by  the  inhabitants,  whether  it  is  not  a charge  on  the  duke’s 
estate,  arising  from  a donation  of  some  one  of  his  grace’s  ancestors,  or  a volun- 
tary payment.  We  have  found  no  document  relating  to  it,  and  we  are 
informed  by  D’Ewes  Coke,  esquire,  the  agent  of  the  duke,  that  he  apprehends 
it  to  be  merely  voluntary. 

Lady  Manners’s  School. 

This  township  is  entitled  to  partake  of  the  benefit  of  Lady  Manners’s  school, 
at  Bakewell,  the  particulars  of  which  have  been  stated  in  a preceding  part  of 
this  Report. 

HAMLET  OF  HASSOPP. 

Eyre’s  Charity. 

An  inscription,  on  a plate  in  Longstone  Chapel,  dated  in  1624,  states,  that 
Rowland  Eyre , of  Hassopp,  esquire,  (amongst  other  charitable  donations),  gave 
205.  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  Hassopp  and  Rowland,  to  be  paid  by  Thomas  Eyre, 
his  son  and  heir,  to  whom  he  gave  all  his  lands  in  Taddington  and  Great  Long- 
stone,  for  ever,  for  the  true  payment  of  the  same. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  annual  sum  of  105.  is  now  received  from  the 
steward  of  the  Earl  of  Newburgh,  as  the  owner  of  lands  charged  therewith,  by 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Hassopp,  and  is  distributed  by  him  within  a few 
days  after  Christmas,  amongst  poor  persons  thereof,  in  sums  of  15.  or  15.  6d. 

HAMLET  OF  ROWLAND. 

Eyre’s  Charity. 

In  respect  of  the  above-mentioned  charity  of  Rowland  Eyre,  the  annual  sum 
of  10  5.  is  received  from  the  steward  of  the  Earl  of  Newburgh,  by  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  Rowland,  and  is  distributed  by  him  about  Christmas,  amongst 
poor  persons  thereof,  in  sums  varying  from  15.  to  2 5.  6d. 

CHAPELRY  OF  ASHFORD. 

School. 

Bv  indenture,  bearing  date  7th  February  1031,  between  the  right  honourable 
Sir  John  Coke,  knight,  and  John  Coke,  esquire,  of  the  one  part;  and  John 
Rowlandson,  clerk,  and  six  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  William 
Harris,  had,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  Oth  September  then  last,  bequeathed 

certain 
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certain  monies  for  erecting  a free  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Ashford,  and 
devised  some  land  to  the  parties  thereinbefore  named,  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a schoolmaster  there,  but  that  no  order  was  taken  for  procuring  a convenient 
place  where  the  said  school  should  be  built ; the  said  Sir  John  Coke  and  John 
Coke,  in  consideration  of  the  trust  they  reposed  in  the  parties  of  the  second 
part,  and  for  the  desire  they  had  to  have  the  intended  free  grammar  school 
built,  granted  to  them  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  ground,  inclosed,  called, 
Tharnley  Croft,  containing  by  estimation,  one  acre  and  a half,  lying  in  the 
town  of  Ashford,  on  trust,  that  they  should  take  order,  that  the  free  grammar 
school,  before  mentioned,  should  be  built  upon  part  of  the  said  croft,  and  that 
they  should,  with  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  residue  of  the  said  croft,  from 
time  to  time,  for  ever,  repair  the  said  school,  and  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the 
rents  and  profits  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the 
said  school  ; and  it  was  directed,  that  so  often  as  two  of  the  feoffees  should  be 
dead,  or  departed  out  of  the  county  of  Derby,  to  dwell  elsewhere,  by  the  space 
of  two  years,  the  residue  of  the  trustees  should  appoint  as  many  others  as  would 
make  up  their  number  seven. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  December  1752, 
between  Thomas  Longsdon  the  elder,  and  John  Harris  the  elder,  surviving 
trustees  of  the  grammar  school  in  Ashford,  of  the  one  part,  and  Philip  Gell 
and  four  others,  of  the  other  part;  reciting  the  will  of  the  before-mentioned 
William  Harris,  and  that  he  had,  amongst  other  things,  devised  to  the  said  John 
Rowlandson  and  six  others,  the  annual  sum  of  20  marks,  to  be  issuing  yearly, 
for  ever,  out  of  grounds  called  New  Grounds,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton, 
on  trust,  that  20  nobles,  parcel  of  the  said  20  marks,  should  be  paid  yearly, 
for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  school,  to  be  kept  in  Ashford, 
where  the  testator  was  born,  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  ; and  the  said 
testator  appointed,  that  the  other  20  nobles,  residue  of  the  said  sum,  should  be 
paid  yearly  for  20  sermons  to  be  made  yearly  in  the  chapel  of  Ashford,  or  in 
the  chapel  of  Sheldon,  in  the  parish  of  Bakewell,  which  the  said  trustees  should 
think  most  expedient,  they  allowing  to  the  preacher  for  every  sermon  65.  8 d.-y 
and  reciting,  that  the  said  testator  had  also  by  his  will,  given  towards  the 
erecting  of  a school-house  in  Ashford,  50/.,  and  had  declared,  that  when  any  of  his 
trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  elect  other  honest  and  sufficient  persons 
in  their  stead,  to  supply  the  number  of  trustees;  and  reciting  the  above  ab- 
stracted indenture  of  7th  February  1631;  and  that  since  the  making  of  the  said 
will  and  indenture,  the  free  grammar  school  had  been  built  upon  the  said 
croft,  by  the  trustees,  and  that  the  annual  rent  of  20  marks,  issuing  out  of 
William  Harris’s  lands  in  Alfreton,  and  also  the  piece  of  ground  called  Tharnley 
Croft,  and  the  school  thereon  erected,  had  been,  as  occasion  required,  conveyed 
to  new  trustees,  and  that  the  same  were  then  vested  in  the  said  Thomas 
Longsdon  and  John  Harris,  the  said  Thomas  Longsdon  and  John  Harris  con- 
veyed to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  annual  rent 
of  20  marks,  issu  ing  out  of  the  premises  called  New  Grounds,  and  the  said  piece 
of  ground  called  Tharnley  Croft,  and  the  school-house  and  buildings  thereon, 
upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  William  Harris  and  the  said 
indenture. 

The  last  trust-deeds  bear  date  24th  and  25th  June  1819,  whereby 
Alexander  Bossle}',  George  Barker,  James  Longsdon,  senior,  and  Robert 
Needham,  conveyed  the  above-mentioned  premises  to  William  Ashby  Ashby, 
esquire,  Robert  Birch,  esquire,  James  Longsdon  the  younger,  and  John  Green, 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  and  their  heirs,  on  the 
before-mentioned  trusts. 

The  school-house,  which  is  situate  in  the  croft  formerly  called  Tharnley, 
and  now  called  School  Croft,  was,  together  with  a garden,  taken  out  of  the 
croft  in  the  occupation  of  the  late  schoolmaster,  who  died  between  two  and 
three  years  ago,  at  a very  advanced  age,  having  held  that  situation  more  than 
fifty  years,  and  having  been  for  three  or  four  years  before  his  death  incapable 
of  instructing  the  children.  The  residue  of  the  croft,  which  contains  1a.  & lip. 
is  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Sidney  Smithers,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of 
3/.  3 s.  per  annum. 

On  the  Ashford  inclosure  an  allotment  of  1a.  2r.  5r.  was  awarded  to  the 
trustees,  in  respect  of  the  School  Croft. 

This  allotment  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Needham,  as  yearly 
Rep.  18.  D tenant, 
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tenant,  at  the  rent  of  15  5.  per  annum.  On  the  death  of  the  late  master,' 
the  school-house  being  found  to  be  in  very  bad  condition,  the  trustees  agreed 
to  put  it  into  repair,  which  has  been  done  at  an  expense  of  nearly  40/.,  and  it  is 
proposed  by  them  to  apply  the  rents  which  have  since  accrued  towards  this 
expense,  and  to  raise  the  residue  by  a subscription  amongst  the  inhabitants  of 
the  chapelry.  Previously  to  the  death  of  the  late  schoolmaster  he  received 
the  rents. 

The  annual  sum  of  20  marks,  or  13/.  65.  8 d.  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1752, 

was  received  until  Lady-day  1824,  by  the  trustees,  from  Mr. Kirkland,  out 

of  the  lands  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton  charged  therewith,  and  one  moiety 
thereof  was  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  other  moiety  was  equally  divided 
between  the  ministers  of  the  chapels  of  Ashford  and  Sheldon,  at  both  which 
places  a sermon  is  preached  every  Sunday ; Mr.  Kirkland  has  since  sold  these 

lands  to  Mr. Brittain,  of  Codnor  Park,  to  whom  an  application  had  been 

made  for  the  payment  of  the  arrears,  but  they  had  not  been  received  at  the 
time  of  our  investigation,  in  February  1827- 

At  that  time,  no  regular  appointment  of  a schoolmaster  had  taken  place  since 
the  death  of  the  former  master,  in  consequence  of  the  above-mentioned  repairs; 
but  a temporary  master  had  during  this  interval  taught  about  20  children,  for 
whose  instruction  he  was  paid  by  their  parents,  and  it  was  intended  by  the 
trustees  to  hold  a meeting  in  a short  time,  with  a view  to  the  appointment  of 
a permanent  schoolmaster. 

Wright’s  Charity. 

William  Wright,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  1st  August  1656,  besides  various 
donations  for  the  poor,  school  and  minister  of  the  chapelry  of  Longstone, 
which  will  be  hereinafter  stated,  gave  105.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Ashford,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  his  estate  at  Wardlow. 

This  annual  sum  of  105.  is  received  from  Mr.  Peter  Wright,  in  respect  of 
his  estate  at  Wardlow,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  at  Ashford,  and  is  distri- 
buted, together  with  205.,  derived  from  Richard  Johnson’s  charity,  a few  days 
before  Christmas,  at  a vestry  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  in  sums  of  a few 
shillings  each,  amongst  poor  widows  and  others  of  the  chapelry,  according  to 
their  necessities. 

Johnson’s  Charities. 

Richard  Johnson,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  10th  April  1674,  and  proved  in 
the  registry  of  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Lichfield,  in  the  same  year,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  Ashford  a yearly  rent-charge  of  205.,  to  be  paid  to  them  yearly,  for 
ever,  on  Christmas-eve,  out  of  his  barn  and  croft  adjoining,  situate  in  Ham,  in 
the  county  of  Stafford,  to  be  distributed  in  such  proportions  as  the  parson  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Ashford,  for  the  time  being,  should  think  meet. 

This  rent-charge  is  received  annually  from  Jesse  Watts  Russell,  esquire,  as 
the  owner  of  the  property  at  Ilam,  charged  therewith,  by  the  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  Ashford  ; the  distribution  of  it  has  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of 
Wright’s  charity. 

Roose’s,  otherzeise  Goodwin’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  29th  September  1761,  between  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Evatt,  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  dissenting  congregation  of  Ashford,  of  the 
one  part ; and  Samuel  Bagshaw,  of  Ford,  in  the  parish  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith, 
esquire,  Thomas  Froggatt,  of  Bakewell,  John  Wilkinson,  and  Richard  Slater, 
of  Chesterfield,  John  Cresswell,  John  Harris,  the  elder,  John  Harris,  the 
younger,  Samuel  White,  George  White,  and  Charles  Hall,  of  Ashford,  Joseph 
Blackden,  of  Sheldon,  and  John  Smith,  of  Great  Rowsley,  of  the  other  part; 
reciting,  that  a sum  of  180  /.  had  been  theretofore  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
said  Samuel  Evatt,  by  Thomas  Roose,  otherwise  Goodzcin,  late  of  Ashford, 
deceased,  in  trust,  for  the  charitable  purposes  thereinafter  declared  ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Samuel  Evatt  had  lent,  on  the  credit  of  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament for  repairing  the  road  from  Chesterfield  to  Hernstone  Lane  Head,  and 
other  roads  therein  mentioned,  a sum  of  200  /.,  and  that  the  same  was  secured 
by  two  deeds-poll,  marked  N°74,  and  N°81,  bearing  date  respectively  26th 
December  1759,  which  said  sum  of  180/.  was  thereby  declared  to  be  part  of  the 
said  200/. ; the  said  Samuel  Evatt  covenanted  with  the  said  Samuel  Bagshaw, 
and  the  other  parties,  of  the  second  part,  that  the  said  sum  of  180/.  should 
remain,  and  that  the  yearly  interest  thereof  should  be  paid,  on  the  charitable 

trusts 
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trusts  thereinafter  mentioned;  viz.  20s.  to  the  curate  of  the  chapel  of  Ashford, 
as  by  law  established,  and  his  successors  for  ever;  40s.  to  the^ninister  of  the 
Presbyterian  chapel  of  Ashford,  and  his  successors,  for  ever  ; 20  s.  to  the  school- 
master of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Ashford,  and  his  successors,  for  ever ; 
2/.  8s.  to  the  said  Samuel  Evatt,  during  such  time  as  he  should  continue  mini- 
ster of  the  Presbyterian  chapel  at  Ashford  ; and  the  residue  of  the  yearly  inte- 
rest of  the  said  180/.,  and  also  the  said  2/.  8 s.,  from  the  time  that  the  said 
Samuel  Evatt  should  cease  to  be  such  minister,  after  the  trustees  charges  should 
be  first  disbursed,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  weekly  amongst  the 
poorest  inhabitants  of,  and  legally  settled  in  Ashford,  not  receiving  weekly  pay, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Samuel  Evatt,  Samuel  Bagshaw,  and  the  other 
parties  thereto,  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  or  the  heirs,  executors,  or 
administrators  of  such  survivor  ; provided,  that  if  there  should  be  no  minister 
belonging  to  the  Presbyterian  chapel  at  Ashford,  the  said  yearly  sum  of  40  s. 
should  be  paid  to  the  Presbyterian  minister  who  should  preach  or  teach  at  the 
Presbyterian  chapel  nearest  to  Ashford  ; and,  that  if  at  anytime  there  should  be 
no  schoolmaster  officiating  in  the  free  grammar  school  at  Ashford,  the  said  yearly 
sum  of  20  s.  should  be  weekly  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  amongst  the 
poorest  inhabitants  of  Ashford,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  residue  of  the  inte- 
rest was  before  appointed  to  be  distributed  ; provided  also,  that  if  the  said  180/. 
or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  said  Samuel  Evatt,  and 
the  other  parties  thereto,  it  should  be  lawful  for  them  to  place  out  the  same  on 
real  security,  or  in  the  parliamentary  funds,  or  to  vest  the  same  in  lands  of 
inheritance,  such  purchases  or  securities  to  be  vested  in  the  trustees,  and  their 
successors,  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts ; provided  also,  that  if  any  of  the 
trustees  should  die,  or  desire  to  be  discharged  from  their  trusts,  so  that  the 
number  should  be  reduced  to  five,  the  survivors  should  nominate  other  fit  persons, 
to  make  up  the  number  of  thirteen,  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts. 

It  appears  from  a deed  bearing  date  15th  December  I76I,  between  the  said 
Samuel  Evatt,  of  the  one  part,  and  Benjamin  Mather  and  others,  of  the  other 
part,  that  John  Ash  had  by  his  will  bequeathed  the  interest  of  20/.  to  the 
dissenting  minister  at  Ashford,  and  his  successors,  for  preaching  two  sermons 
on  1st  January,  and  the  day  after  Trinity  Sunday,  which  sum  had  been  placed 
out  at  interest,  and  lost ; that  William  Bagshaw,  of  Ford,  esquire,  in  order  to 
makegood  the  said  loss,  had  by  his  will,  bearing  date  9th  November  1756,  given 
to  the  dissenting  minister  at  Ashford,  20  guineas,  to  be  put  out  at  interest,  for 
the  use  of  the  said  minister  and  successors  ; that  Samuel  Bagshaw,  one  of  the  par- 
ties hereto,  had  paid  the  said  sum  of  20  guineas  into  the  bands  of  the  said  Samuel 
Evatt;  and  that  the  remaining  20/.  of  the  200/.  mentioned  in  the  preceding- 
deed,  beyond  the  180/.  of  which  the  trusts  were  thereby  declared,  was  part  of 
the  said  20  guineas,  the  sum  of  20,?.,  residue  thereof,  remaining  in  the  hands  of 
the  said  Samuel  Evatt,  on  the  trusts  of  the  said  William  Bagshaw’s  will. 

The  sum  of  100/.,  part  of  the  200/.  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  29th  September 
I76I,  still  remains  secured  by  the  deed-poll,  N"81,  of  the  Chesterfield  and  Ilern- 
stone  Lane  Head  road,  which  bears  interest  at  5 /.  per  cent;  the  other  100/., 
was  (as  we  are  informed)  paid  off  by  lot;  and  in  1785,  a security,  N°84,  bear- 
ing date  25th  March  in  that  year,  for  115  /.,  was  granted  by  five  of  the  trustees 
of  so  much  of  an  Act  of  the  13th  George  3d,  “ to  enlarge  the  term  and  powers 
of  an  Act  made  in  the  5th  George  3d,  for  repairing  the  roads  from  Newcastle- 
under-Line  to  Hassop,  and  from  Middle  Hills  to  the  Macclesfield  turnpike  road, 
near  Buxton  ; and  also  the  road  branching  out  of  the  first-mentioned  road,  at  Co- 
Bridge,  to  Burslem,and  to  the  Uttoxeter  turnpike  road  at  Shelton,  in  the  county 
of  Stafford  ; and  for  amending  several  other  roads  adjoining  thereto,”  as  related 
to  the  second  district  therein  described,  to  George  White,  of  Ashford.  An  en- 
dorsement on  this  security,  of  the  same  date,  signed  by  William  Chalinor,  clerk 
to  the  trustees,  states,  that  it  was  made  to  the  said  George  White,  as  one  of  the 
trustees  named  in  a deed  of  trust,  bearing  date  21st  March  177^,  and  that  he 
was  to  apply  the  interest  agreeable  to  the  trusts  therein  contained. 

We  are  informed,  that  Mr.  George  White,  to  whom  the  last-mentioned  secu- 
rity was  granted,  was  the  survivor  of  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  appointed  in 
1761,  and  that  the  sum  of  115/.  thereby  secured,  was  made  up  of  the  100/. 
which  had  been  paid  off  by  the  trustees  of  the  Chesterfield  road,  and  an  arrear 
of  interest  thereon  for  three  years,  but  we  have  not  not  found  any  other  trace  of 
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Ashford. 


Roose’s,  otherwise

there  having  been  a trust-deed  of  this  charity  subsequent  to  1761,  except  the 
reference  in  the  endorsement  on  the  security  to  a deed  of  21st  March  1772. 

The  interest  on  the  securities  of  the  above-mentioned  Buxton  road,  has  been 
for  many  years  considerably  in  arrear.  This  investment  therefore  of  the  trust- 
money,  by  Mr.  George  White,  has  been  prejudicial  to  the  charity,  and  it  may 
be  doubted,  whether  at  the  time  when  he  so  invested  it,  the  security  could  have 
been  desirable  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  George  White  died  about  five  years  ago, 
and  we  are  informed,  that  previously  to  his  death,  he  had  given  directions  to 
the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Bossley,  of  Bakewell,  to  prepare  a deed  for  appointing 
new  trustees.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  this  had  not  been  done,  but  Mr. 
White’s  widow  and  personal  representative  had  expressed  her  willingness  to 
concur  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry  in  the  appointment,  and  we  have 
since  learnt,  that  instructions  have  been  given  to  a solicitor  to  prepare  a deed 
for  this  purpose. 

In  consequence  of  there  having  been  no  persons  authorized  to  act  as  trustees 
of  this  charity,  a sum  of  20/.  for  four  years  interest  on  the  100/.  secured  on  the 
Chesterfield  road,  to  Christmas  1826,  was  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  deposited 
in  a bank  at  Chesterfield,  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees,  when  they  should  be 
appointed.  The  previous  annual  payments  of  the  interest  on  that  security  was 
thus  applied : —

It  will  be  observed,  that  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  deed  of  29th  Sep- 
tember 1761,  the  allowance  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Ashford,  for  the  time  during 
which  that  school  has  been  suspended,  is  distributable  in  bread  to  the  poor. 

It  is  stated,  that  in  respect  of  the  interest  of  the  money  secured  on  the 
Buxton  road,  distributions  of  bread  were  formerly  made,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  George  White,  either  at  the  chapel  at  Ashford,  or  at  a baker’s,  by  whom 
the  bread  was  provided;  but  we  are  not  enabled  to  state  when  these  distributions 
were  discontinued,  or  whether  there  was  any  balance  due  from  Mr.  George  White 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  it  does  not  appear  that  any  accounts  were  kept  by 
him  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  in  respect  of  the  charity. 

Inquiries  having  been  made  of  the  clerk  to  the  trustees  of  the  Buxton  road, 
it  appears  that  a sum  of  23  /.  was,  on  the  15th  May  1821,  paid  to  Mrs.  White, 
the  widow  and  administratrix  of  George  White,  for  four  years  interest  on  the 
sum  of  115/.  for  which  interest  it  is  proper  that  she  should  account,  and  that 
since  that  time,  the  only  order  made  by  the  trustees  of  the  road  has  been  for 
the  payment  of  one  half  a year’s  interest,  on  account  of  which  2/.  17$.  t)cl. 
was  payable  to  this  charity,  an  arrear  being  still  due  from  Michaelmas  1805  to 
the  present  time.

CHAPELRY  OF  BASLOW. 

Ford  School. 

Baslow.  There  is  a school,  known  by  the  name  of  Ford  School,  or  Stanton  Ford 

School,  in  the  township  of  Baslow,  about  half  a mile  from  the  village.  The 

Ford  School.  building  consists  of  a school-room,  with  two  chambers  over  it,  in  which  the 
master  resides. 

Within  a short  distance  of  the  school,  and  adjoining  to  the  River  Derwent, 
there  is  a small  garden,  with  a field,  containing  together,  about  three  acres, 
belonging  to  the  school,  but  it  is  not  known  at  what  time,  or  by  whom,  the 
school  was  founded,  or  the  land  given.  The  only  document  which  we  have 
met  with,  relating  to  them,  is  a resolution  of  the  inhabitants  of  Baslow  and 
Bubnell,  assembled  in  vestry,  in  1797,  whereby  they  appointed  the  chapel- 
wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  thereof,  trustees  for  the  Stanton  Ford  School, 
and  the  green  or  greens  adjoining  and  belonging  to  it,  and  directed  that  they 

should 
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should  receive  5 s.  yearly,  as  a rent,  from  the  master  of  that  school  ; and  that  Baslow. 
the  minister,  chapelwarden  and  overseer,  should  appoint  children  as  they  should  t>eeSchool 
think  proper,  and  that  the  master  should  receive  Is.  entrance  tor  reading,  and  continued.’ 

1 s.  per  quarter,  for  writing.  v ^ ' 

The  schoolmaster  is  appointed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry  of  Baslow, 
and  is  allowed  to  have  possession  of  the  land,  on  paying  5s.  a year  to  the 
chapelwarden,  as  an  acknowledgment.  The  present  master,  who  was  thus 
appointed  about  two  years  ago,  occupies  the  garden  and  underlets  the  field, 
which  is  stated  to  be  worth  from  61.  to  8 /.  a year.  In  addition  to  this  rent,  he 
receives  1/.  12s.  from  Chapman’s  charity,  one-third  of  the  rents  of  the  Wheston 
lands,  hereinafter  mentioned,  being  1/.  10s.,  and  one-third  of  the  rents  of 
the  Pilsley  lands,  hereinafter  mentioned,  being  2/.  13s.  4 d. 

It  would  seem,  that  the  schoolmaster  is  also  entitled  to  a third  part  of  the 
interest  of  a turnpike  security  for  2 51,  hereinafter  mentioned. 

In  respect  of  the  emoluments  which  he  receives,  he  teaches  ten  children, 
appointed  by  the  minister  and  chapelwarden,  to  read  and  write,  four  from  the 
township  of  Baslow,  which  includes  the  hamlet  of  Bubnell,  and  six  from  the 
other  townships  in  this  chapelry,  viz.  three  from  Calver,  two  from  Curbar,  and 
one  from  Froggatt.  The  school  has  been  repaired  by  the  chapelwardens,  but 
is  not  now  in  a good  state  of  repair. 

Chapman’s  Charity. 

At  a court,  holden  for  the  manor  of  Hartington,  21st  April  1?77>  Henry  Chapman’sCharity. 
Froggatt,  as  the  grandson  and  heir  at  law  of  Alexander  Dain,  was  admitted 
tenant  to  all  the  copyhold  lands  of  his  said  grandfather,  within  the  same 
manor,  and  at  the  same  court  surrendered  the  said  copyhold  lands,  consisting 
of  a close  at  Heathcote,  within  the  said  manor,  called  Pingle  Acre,  adjoining 
to  the  common  on  the  east  ; a parcel  of  land,  called  Bossley’s  Pingle,  lying  in 
a parcel  of  land  called  the  Half  Acres,  and  adjoining  to  a close  called  Calver 
Croft;  1a.  2r.  of  land  lying  in  the  said  Half  Acres,  and  two  half  acres  of 
land  lying  in  the  middle  of  the  said  Half  Acres,  on  the  north,  and  one  half 
acre  of  land  lying  in  the  Meer  Randle  Doors,  and  more  to  the  north  part 
thereof;  to  the  use  of  John  Barker,  Thomas  Gardom,  and  Alexander  Bagshaw, 
of  Bubnell ; Christopher  Bowler,  of  Baslow  ; John  Lee,  of  Curbar,  and  Thomas 
Worrall,  of  Froggatt,  being  substantial  inhabitants  within  the  chapelry  of 
Baslow,  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
premises  to  the  uses  and  purposes  expressed  in  the  will  of  Humphrey  Chapman , 
viz.  out  of  the  rents,  to  pay  yearly,  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Stanton  Ford,  in 
Baslow,  20 s. ; to  the  minister  of  Baslow,  who  should  preach  an  anniversary 
sermon  on  5th  November,  10.S.  yearly,  as  his  stipend  for  the  preaching  thereof ; 
to  the  poorest  people  and  greatest  objects  of  charity,  within  Baslow  and 
Bubnell,  105.  yearly  ; and  to  the  poorest  people  and  greatest  objects  of  charity, 
within  Calver,  Curbar  and  Froggatt,  105.  yearly ; all  which  sums  were  to  be 
paid  on  5th  November ; and  on  trust,  that  when  two  or  three  of  the  trustees 
should  die,  the  survivors  should  surrender  the  said  copyhold  premises  to  the  use 
of  such  survivors,  and  of  two  or  three  of  the  most  substantial  inhabitants  within 
the  chapelry  of  Baslow.  And  the  said  John  Barker  and  others,  were,  at  the 
same  court,  admitted  to  the  said  premises,  to  the  uses  and  purposes  above 
mentioned. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  these  lands  was  made  in  1820.  At 
a court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Hartington,  on  19th  October,  in  that  year, 

John  Lee,  as  the  surviving  trustee  under  the  above  mentioned  surrender  of 
1777»  surrendered  to  the  use  of  Robert  Barker,  John  Gardom,  Joseph  Brome- 
head,  Sampson  Bowler,  Robert  Worrall,  and  the  said  John  Lee,  and  their  heirs, 
the  said  close,  at  Heathcote,  called,  the  Pingle  Acre,  and  the  following  allot- 
ments made  by  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  an  Act  of  38  Geo.  3,  for 
inclosing  lands  in  Hartington,  viz.  an  allotment,  being  part  of  the  Half  Acres, 
containing  S3  perches  ; another  allotment  at  Randle  Door  Head,  containing 
1 a.  2r.  ; another  allotment  at  Sour  Hole,  containing  2r.  24 p.  ; and  another 
allotment  at  Endlow,  containing  2r.  37p.  on  the  same  trusts  as  are  men- 
tioned in  the  surrender  of  1777. 

The  close  called  the  Pingle  Acre,  containing  1a.  1r.  and  the  allotments 
specified  in  the  surrender  of  1820,  containing  3a.  14p.  are  now  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Edward  Lees,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  4/.  per  annum. 
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The  rent  is  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Baslow  and  Bubnell,  and 
is  thus  disposed  of,  in  the  same  proportions  as  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  10 s.  is 
stated  in  the  surrender  of  1777  to  have  been  paid,  under  the  directions  of 
Humphrey  Chapman’s  will,  viz. —

The  portion  payable  to  the  minister  appears  to  have  been  intended  by 
Humphrey  Chapman,  as  a remuneration  to  him  for  preaching  an  anniversary 
sermon  on  5th  November,  but  no  such  sermon  is  now  preached.  The  portion 
belonging  to  the  poor  of  Baslow  is  united  with  the  third  part  of  the  rents 
of  the  Wheston  lands,  and  of  the  Pilsley  lands,  the  particulars  of  which 
will  be  hereinafter  stated,  a portion  of  the  interest  of  a turnpike  security 
for  25/.,  also  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  annual  sum  of  105.,  paid  in 
respect  of  Margaret  White’s  charity,  and  distributions  of  this  fund  are  made 
half  yearly  by  the  overseers,  in  small  sums,  amongst  the  poor  of  this  township. 

No  account  has  been  hitherto  kept  of  the  receipts  and  payments  on  account 
of  the  several  charities  of  this  chapelry,  but  it  is  desirable  that  this  should  be 
done  in  future. 

The  portion  of  Chapman’s  charity  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Calver,  Curbar 
and  Froggatt,  is  paid  over  to  the  respective  overseers  of  the  poor  thereof,  in  the

TOWNSHIP  OF  BASLOW. 

Wheston  Lands. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  21st  and  22d  May  1789, 
between  Robert  Barker  of  the  one  part  ; and  John  Barker,  George  Gardom, 
Richard  Oddy,  and  William  Kitchen,  of  Bubnell,  and  John  Grundy,  Joseph 
Bromehead,  Elijah  Stafford,  and  Edward  Bowler,  of  Baslow,  of  the  other  part; 
reciting,  that  by  indenture,  bearing  date  14th  May  1756,  the  Rev.  Edward 
Markland,  in  consideration  of  60/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Robert  Barker,  and  five 
others,  since  deceased,  and  their  heirs,  the  close  situate  at  Wheston,  thereinafter 
mentioned ; and  that  such  consideration  money  had  been  formerly  given,  to  be 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  the  rents  whereof  were  to  be  given  to  the 
charitable  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned,  but  that  the  said  conveyance  was 
made  to  the  said  Robert  Barker  and  others,  without  declaring  the  trusts  in- 
tended to  be  performed  by  them ; the  said  Robert  Barker,  as  the  only  surviving 
trustee,  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Barker,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second 
part,  and  their  heirs,  a close  lying  in  Wheston,  in  the  parish  of  Tideswell,  called 
the  Townend  Close,  containing  by  estimation,  one  acre  and  a half,  to  the  use 
of  the  said  John  Barker  and  others,  and  their  heirs;  on  trust,  to  pay  one-third 
part  of  the  rent  and  profits  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  minister  of  the  chapel  of 
Baslow  ; one  other  third  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Baslow,  to  be  by  him 
applied  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  within  the  township  of  Baslow  ; and 
the  remaining  third  part  to  the  master  of  the  endowed  grammar  school,  situate 
at  Ford,  within  the  said  township  of  Baslow;  and  the  said  John  Barker  and 
p thers  covenanted,  that  they  or  some  of  them  would  meet  in  the  church  of 
Baslow,  and  choose  a receiver  from  among  themselves  ; and  that  the  writings 
concerning  the  said  premises  should  continue  in  the  chest  belonging  to  the  said 

church ; 
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church ; and  that  the  receiver  should  observe  the  directions  concerning  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  which  he  should  receive  from  the  oilier  trustees,  and 
should  render  a true  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments  ; and  that  in  case  of 
the  death  or  removal  of  the  receiver,  another  should  be  chosen  ; and  that  whilst 
any  three,  or  two  at  the  least,  of  the  said  trustees,  should  survive,  the  others  of 
such  survivors  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  eight  such  other  persons  as 
should  be  adjudged  by  the  survivors  fit  for  performing  the  trusts. 

The  last  trust-deeds  bear  date  20th  and  21st  October  1820,  whereby  William 
Kitchen  and  Elijah  Stafford,  as  surviving  trustees,  conveyed  the  said  field, 
together  with  a parcel  of  land,  allotted  under  an  Act  of  47th  Geo.  3,  for 
inclosing  land  in  the  townships  of  Wheston  and  Tideswell,  to  Baslow  poor,  con- 
taining 1 a.  3r.  14 p.  to  D’Ewes  Coke,  Horatio  Mason,  John  Gardom,  Robert 
Barker,  James  Stafford,  Sampson  Bowler,  James  Bromehead,  and  Thomas 
Kitchen,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  before-mentioned  trusts. 

Mr.  James  Stafford,  one  of  the  present  trustees  of  these  lands,  states,  that  he 
has  been  informed,  that  the  sum  of  60/.,  with  which  the  Townend  Close  was 
purchased  in  1756,  was  a legacy  from  one  Robert  Stafford  ; in  the  Parliamen- 
tary Returns  of  1786,  a sum  of  10/.  is  mentioned,  as  having  been  given  by 
the  will  of  Robert  Stafford  to  the  poor  of  Baslow  in  1728  ; and  if  that  statement 
be  correct,  the  same  donor  may  have  possibly  given  similar  sums  for  the  benefit 
of  the  minister  of  Baslow,  and  the  master  of  Ford  school  respectively,  which 
would  have  amounted  to  one  moiety  of  the  purchase-money  ; it  is  not,  however, 
accurately  known  from  whence  this  money  arose,  but  various  small  pecuniary 
donations  are  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel,  which  are  not  otherwise  accounted 
for,  and  some  of  them  may  therefore  have  formed  part  of  it. 

The  Townend  Close,  and  the  allotment  received  on  the  inclosure,  are  now 
in  the  occupation  of  Anthony  Wright,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  4/.  10  s. 
per  annum. 

The  rent  is  received  half-yearly,  by  Mr.  James  Stafford,  who  pays  one-third 
part  thereof  to  the  minister,  one-third  to  the  master  of  Ford  school,  and  the 
remaining  third  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Baslow,  by  whom  it  is  distri- 
buted in  the  manner  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Chapman’s  charity. 

Pilsley  Lands. 

The  only  document  produced  to  us,  relating  to  these  lands,  was  a lease 
bearing  date  25th  March  1778,  from  William  Hernshaw  and  John  Stafford, 
chapelwarden  and  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Baslow,  to  John  Bridge ; whereby, 
after  reciting,  that  the  curate  and  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township  of 
Baslow,  assembled  in  vestry,  on  12th  April  1757,  being  Easter  Tuesday,  dir 
rected  the  said  John  Stafford  and  Joseph  Matley,  then  chapelwarden  and 
overseer,  to  execute  to  Richard  Harrison,  a lease  for  21  years  from  the  5th 
April  then  last,  of  the  charity  lands  at  Pilsley,  belonging  to  the  church,  poor 
and  school  of  Baslow,  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  that  the  said  term  of  21 
years  would  expire  on  5th  April  next ; and  that  the  said  William  Hernshaw 
and  John  Stafford,  as  chapelwarden  and  overseer,  were  authorized  to  execute  to 
the  said  John  Bridge  a lease  of  the  said  premises  for  21  years  ; the  said  William 
Hernshaw  and  John  Stafford  demised  to  the  said  John  Bridge,  the  charity 
lands  within  Pilsley,  belonging  to  the  church,  poor  and  school  of  Baslow,  viz. ; 
the  Underlow  Close,  the  Stump  Cross  Close,  and  one  moiety  of  a piece  of  land 
called  Handley  Bank,  for  a term  of  21  years  from  5th  April  then  last,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  61.  65. 

On  a tablet  in  Baslow  chapel,  it  is  stated,  that  George  White,  of  Bubnell,  left 
3/.  per  annum,  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  minister,  schoolmaster  and 
poor  of  Baslow ; and  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  George  White’s 
gift  to  the  poor  is  mentioned  as  being  land  vested  in  the  overseer,  and  then 
producing  2/.  25.  per  annum.  As  the  third  part  of  the  rent  of  the  Pilsley 
land,  belonging  to  the  poor,  under  the  lease  of  1778,  was  2/.  2 5.,  it  seems  not 
improbable,  that  either  the  estate  at  Pilsley,  or  the  money  with  which  it  was 
purchased,  was  given  by  George  White  for  the  above-mentioned  purposes,  but 
as  the  date  of  his  gift  is  not  stated,  we  are  unable  to  make  any  inquiry  for  his 
will,  in  order  to  ascertain  this  point. 

The  three  closes,  mentioned  in  the  lease  of  1778,  which  contain  in  the  whole 
6 a.  8r.  22p.  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Bridge,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a fair  rent  of  8 l.  per  annum  ; the  rent  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of 
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Baslow,  who  pays  one-third  part  to  the  minister,  and  another  third  to  the 
master  of  Ford  school,  and  distributes  the  remaining  third  to  the  poor  of  the 
PlconL«S.  S>  township  of  Baslow  in  the  manner  above-stated  in  the  account  of  Chapman’s 
\ ^ — 7 charity. 

Charity  for  the  Minister,  School  and  Poor. 

Charity  for  the  A security  on  the  turnpike  roads  from  Nottingham  to  Newhaven,  &c.  for 
MlandPoorh°01  was  Pr°duced  to  us,  bearing  date  25th  December  17fi2,  granted  to  John 

Barker,  and  by  him  assigned  on  21st  May  17GT,  in  consideration  of  25/.,  to 
Robert  Froggatt,  Richard  Oddy,  John  Gardom,  Edward  Bowler,  John  Grundy, 
and  Thomas  Mower,  all  of  Baslow  and  Bubnell,  “ for  the  church,  school  and 
poor  of  the  said  places.” 

, It  is  not  known  from  whence  this  money  arose,  unless  it  may  have  been 

derived  from  some  of  the  small  donations  mentioned  in  the  tablet  in  tho 
chapel. 

The  interest  of  this  security,  at  five  per  cent,  being  25 s.  per  annum,  is 
received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Baslow,  from  the  treasurer  of  the  above- 
mentioned  roads,  of  which  one  moiety  has  hitherto  (at  least,  of  late  years)  been 
paid  to  the  minister,  and  the  other  moiety  distributed  to  the  poor,  with  the 
other  charities ; but  if  the  statement  in  the  security  be  correct,  the  interest 
ought  to  be  divided  into  three  parts,  between  the  minister,  schoolmaster  and 
poor,  and  we  were  assured  that  it  should  be  thus  apportioned  in  future. 

Margaret  White’s  Charity. 

Margaret  White’s  It  is  stated  on  the  tablet  in  the  chapel,  that  Margaret  White  left  20/.,  the 
Charity.  interest  to  be  divided  between  the  minister  and  the  poor  of  Baslow  and  Bubnell. 

In  the  returns  of  178G,  Margaret  White’s  gift  to  the  poor  is  stated  to  be 
12/.  10  *.,  given  in  1G02,  vested  in  the  overseer,  and  producing  10  s.  per 
annum. 

An  annual  sum  of  10*'.  is  now  paid  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  out  of  the 
poor’s  rates,  and  is  distributed  by  him  to  the  poor,  as  stated  in  the  account  of 
Chapman's  charity  ; it  is  supposed  that  this  payment  is  made  in  respect  of  the 
above-mentioned  donation,  and  that  the  principal  sum  belonging  to  the  pool 
was  at  some  former  period  united  with  the  funds  of  the  township. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CALVER. 

Eyre’s  Charity. 

In  an  inscription  on  a plate  in  the  chapel  of  Great  Longstone,  dated  in  1 624, 
it  is  stated,  that  Rowland  Eyre  (amongst  other  charitable  donations)  gave  to 
the  poor  of  Calver,  20*.  yearly,  to  be  paid  by  Thomas  Eyre,  his  son  and  heir, 
to  whom  he  gave  all  his  lands  in  Taddington  and  Great  Longstone,  lor  ever,  for 
the  true  payment  of  the  same. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  sum  of  20*.  is  annually  received  from  the 
steward  of  Lord  Newburgh,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Calver,  and  is  dis- 
tributed by  him,  together  with  8*.,  the  portion  of  Chapman’s  charity,  before- 
mentioned,  received  from  the  overseer  of  Baslow,  amongst  poor  widows  and 

others  of  this  township.

TOWNSHIP  O F CUR15A  R. 

Elliott’s  Charity. 

William  Elliott,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  17th  Jannary  1808,  and  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  180G,  directed  his  trustees  and  execu- 
tors, William  Elliott  and  Thomas  Fentem,  their  executors,  &c.  to  pay  and 
apply  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  every  year,  for  ever,  to  and  amongst  the  poor 
indigent  inhabitants  of  Curbar,  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  resident  at 
Curbar,  the  interest  and  every  payment  that  should  from  time  to  time  arise 
from  his  share  or  security  of  100/.,  in  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Sheffield 
to  Grindleford  Bridge. 

This  turnpike  security  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Elliott,  the  nephew  of  the 
donor,  undone  of  the  trustees  named  in  his  will,  who  for  some  years  after  his 
uncle’s  death  resided  at  Curbar,  and  distributed  the  interest,  being  5/.  per 
annum,  amongst  poor  persons  of  this  township.  Since  he  ceased  to  reside  there, 
the  interest  has  been  distributed  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Curbar,  amongst 
the  poorest  persons  of  the  township,  in  sums  varying  from  2*.  to  10*. 
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CHAPELRY  OF  BEELEY. 

Barker’s  Charity. 

By  articles  of  agreement,  bearing  date  4th  August  1753,  between  William 
Smith  and  Michael  Wright,  two  of  the  inhabitants  and  occupiers  of  houses  and 
lands  in  the  hamlet  of  Beeley,  and  parish  of  Bakewell,  of  the  first  part ; 
William  Brown,  George  Green,  Matthias  Hawksworth,  Henry  Swift,  and  the 
other  persons  who  had  set  their  hands  and  seals  thereto,  inhabitants  and  occu- 
piers of  lands  in  the  said  hamlet,  of  the  second  part;  and  John  Barns,  William 
Wright  and  Benjamin  Brown,  of  the  third  part;  reciting,  that  Robert  Barker, 
of  the  county  of  Middlesex,  carpenter,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  7th  July 
1730,  gave  100/.  to  purchase  a piece  of  land  in  or  near  Beeley,  one  half  of  the 
profits  thereof  to  be  for  the  curate  there,  the  other  half  to  be  given  to  the  four 
poorest  housekeepers  in  Beeley,  Hilltop,  Doewood  or  the  Park  Gate,  where 
Robert  Randall  once  lived  ; one  payment  to  be  made  three  days  before  Beeley 
Wake  Lord’s  day,  the  other  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  to  buy  them  dinners  against 
Christmas-day  and  the  Wake  Sunday,  and  appointed  Robert  Barker,  William 
Barker  and  Elizabeth  Howson,  his  executors,  as  by  the  said  will,  proved  by  the 
said  William  Barker  and  Elizabeth  Howson,  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  London, 
in  1732,  appeared;  and  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Barker  and  Elizabeth 
Howson  in  1736  (no  convenient  purchase  of  a piece  of  land  in  or  near  Beeley 
having  offered)  did,  at  the  request  of  the  curate  and  divers  poor  housekeepers 
of  Beeley,  pay  the  said  100/.  into  the  hands  of  John  Norman,  John  Wright 
and  Joseph  Brown,  three  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  said  hamlet,  on 
trust,  to  lay  the  same  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  to  be  settled  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  the  said  will,  and  until  such  purchase,  to  allow  interest  for 
the  same,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  that  the  said  John  Norman,  John 
Wright  and  Joseph  Brown,  on  payment  of  the  said  100/.  entered  into  a bond 
conditioned  for  repayment  to  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  that  they  were  all 
dead  ; and  that  the  said  John  Barns,  William  Wright  and  Benjamin  Brown,  as 
their  respective  representatives,  were  each  possessed  of  one-third  part  of  the 
said  100/.,  and  paid  interest  for  the  same;  and  reciting,  that  the  inhabitants 
and  occupiers  of  houses  and  lands  at  Hilltop,  Doewood  and  Park  Gate,  being 
no  more  than  four  or  five  families,  laid  claim  to  a moiety  of  the  profits  of  the 
said  100/.,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  poor  housekeepers  within  Beeley,  contrary 
to  the  intent  of  the  said  testator  ; and  that  the  inhabitants  of  Beeley,  insisting 
that  the  four  housekeepers  intended  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  should 
be  such  as  were  proper  objects  within  Beeley,  Hilltop,  Doewood  and  Park 
Gate,  collectively  taken,  had  therefore  determined  to  controvert  the  said  claim, 
and  had  agreed  with  the  said  John  Barns,  William  Wright  and  Benjamin  Brown, 
to  have,  and  the  said  John  Barns,  William  Wright  and  Benjamin  Brown,  had 
consented  to  pay,  a moiety  of  the  interest  of  the  said  100/.  yearly,  until  a 
purchase  of  lands  could  be  made,  to  the  said  William  Smith  and  Michael 
Wright,  to  be  by  them  paid  over  amongst  four  of  the  poorest  housekeepers  of 
all  the  four  places  before-named,  collectively  taken;  and  for  the  indemnity  of 
the  said  William  Wright,  John  Barns  and  Benjamin  Brown,  the  said  William 
Smith  and  Michael  Wright  had,  at  the  desire  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  persons 
whose  hands  were  thereunto  set,  entered  into  a bond  of  even  date  therewith, 
to  the  said  John  Barns,  William  Wright  and  Benjamin  Brown,  in  the  penalty 
of  500/.,  with  a condition  for  that  purpose,  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
William  Brown,  George  Green,  Matthias  Hawksworth,  Henry  Swift,  and  the 
several  other  parties  whose  names  were  thereunto  subscribed,  as  parties  of  the 
second  part,  thereby  ordered  and  directed,  that  in  case  any  suit  should  be  com- 
menced on  behalf  of  the  said  inhabitants  of  Hilltop,  Doewood  and  Park  Gate, 
or  any  of  them,  against  the  said  John  Barns,  William  Wright  and  Benjamin 
Brown,  they,  together  with  the  said  William  Smith  and  Michael  Wright,  should 
authorize  Godfrey  Heathcote,  of  Chesterfield,  attorney  at  law,  to  defend  such 
suit : And  for  raising  money  for  payment  of  costs  to  be  occasioned  by  such 

defence,  the  said  William  Brown  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part, 
thereby  authorized  the  said  William  Smith  and  Michael  Wright  to  assess  on 
them,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  in  conjunction  with  the  said  William 
Smith  and  Michael  Wright,  and  the  said  Benjamin  Brown,  such  sums  as  should 
be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  by  a rate  proportioned  to  the  yearly 
value  of  the  estates  which  they  should  respectively  occupy  in  Beeley,  in  such 
shares  as  the  taxes  for  the  constables  levy  were  usually  assessed;  and  the  said 
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Beeley.  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  also  the  said  Benjamin  Brown,  thereby  cove- 

- — 7 . nanted  to  pay  their  respective  shares,  and  the  said  William  Smith  and  Michael 

arcon^«Merfnty’  Wriglit  covenanted  to  make  the  same  assessments  and  to  pay  their  respective 

v y shares,  and  to  render  a true  account  of  their  receipts  and  payments;  and  the 

said  John  Barns,  William  Wright  and  Benjamin  Brown,  covenanted,  that  until 
the  said  100/.  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  they  would  pay  the 
interest  of  the  moiety  of  the  money  remaining  in  each  of  their  hands,  ’videlicet , 
33/.  65.  8 </.,  to  the  said  William  Smith  and  Michael  Wright,  to  be  paid  to  four 
of  the  poorest  housekeepers  of  the  places  aforesaid,  according  to  the  intent  of 
the  said  will. 

These  articles  appear  to  have  been  executed  by  William  Smith,  Matthias 
Hawksworth,  William  Brown,  Charles  Needham,  Francis  Badeley  and  Michael 
Wright. 

The  sum  of  100/.,  given  by  Mr.  Barker,  is  now  secured  on  the  tolls  of  the 
Chesterfield  and  Hernstone  Lane  Head  road,  at  5 per  cent  interest. 

The  annual  sum  of  51.  is  received  by  the  overseer  of'  the  poor  of  Beeley,  who 
pays  2/.  105.  thereof  to  the  minister,  and  distributes  the  remaining  2/.  105.  at 
Chrismas,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  settled  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry,  including 
the  places  specified  in  the  donor’s  will,  as  receive  no  regular  relief,  according  to 
a list  which  is  prepared  at  a meeting  of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  in  vestry, 
the  sums  given  to  each  person,  varying  from  105.  to  25.  Qd. 

It  appears  to  have  been  the  donor’s  intention,  that  the  moiety  of  the  income 
of  his  charity  appropriated  to  the  poor,  should  be  divided  amongst  four  poor 
housekeepers  only,  and  not  extended  to  an  indefinite  number  of  objects. 

Norman’s  Charity. 

Norman’s  Charity.  The  Returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  state,  that  Henry  Norman,  by  his 
will,  the  date  of  which  was  unknown,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Beeley,  land  then 
vested  in  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  producing  10  5.  per  annum  ; the  inha- 
bitants of  the  chapelry  are  possessed  of  no  documents  relating  to  this  donation. 

The  sum  of  105.  has  been  for  many  years  annually  paid  by  the  agents  of  the 
Duke  of  Devonshire  to  the  overseer  of  the  chapelry,  and  is  supposed  to  be  a 
rent-charge,  payable  out  of  a small  field  at  Beeley,  called  the  Croft,  the  pro- 
perty of  his  grace. 

This  sum  of  105.  is  distributed  by  the  overseer  at  Christmas,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  chapelry,  whether  receiving  relief  or  not,  according  to  a list 
agreed  on  at  the  vestry  meeting. 

Dawson’s  Charity. 

Dawson’s  Charity.  We  are  informed,  that  Mrs.  Mary  Dawson,  who  died  upwards  of  20  years 
ago,  left  by  her  will,  20  /.,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Beeley,  by  the 
minister  and  chief  inhabitants;  and  that  at  a meeting  held  after  her  death,  it 
was  resolved  not  to  distribute  the  legacy  at  once,  but  to  place  it  out  at  interest 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  This  sum  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Barker, 
of  Bakewell,  at  five  per  cent  interest. 

The  annual  sum  of  1 /.  is  received  from  him,  and  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
flannel  or  blankets,  which  are  distributed  at  Christmas,  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens,  amongst  the  settled  poor  of  the  chapelry. 


Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisbome’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 
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School. 

On  a brass  plate  in  Buxton  chapel,  there  is  the  following  inscription,  bearing 
date  in  1674  : — 

“ Benefactors  to  the  town  of  Buxton,  for  the  uses  under  expressed  : —

Mr.  Richard  Holland,  of  the  city  of  Bristol

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With  which  said  sum  of  300 /.the  donors  above  named  have  purchased  15/. 
per  annum,  in  fee,  clear  of  all  charges,  viz. ; 12/.  for  the  schoolmaster  of  the 
said  town,  teaching  Latin,  English  and  writing  ; 50s.  for  repairing  of  the  high- 
way from  Buxton  Butts  to  the  stone  that  standeth  upon  the  hill  Cockard, 
(erected  by  the  above-said  R.  Holland),  and  so  on,  to  Shalcross  brook,  in  June 
and  July  ; and  10s.  to  be  spent  by  the  trustees,  at  the  making  up  their  account, 
on  the  29th  of  September,  yearly,  and  for  every  year,  for  ever.” 

The  deeds  relating  to  the  property  of  this  charity  could  not  be  found  at  the 
time  of  our  investigation,  (February  1827)  ; it  was  supposed,  that  they  might 
have  been  placed  amongst  the  documents  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  either  at 
Hardwick,  or  in  London,  but  searches  have  been  made  for  them  without  effect. 

A paper  containing  the  heads  of  a proposed  deed,  for  appointing  new  trus- 
tees of  this  charity,  drawn  up  about  the  year  1807,  was  produced  to  us  by  Philip 
Heacock,  esquire,  of  Buxton,  agent  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  Mr.  Hea- 
cock  states,  that  he  believes  that  a deed  was  accordingly  prepared  and  executed 
some  years  after  that  time. 

In  this  paper  it  is  mentioned,  that  the  original  trust  deed  of  the  charity  was 
dated  24th  March,  27th  Car.  2 ; that  a suit  in  Chancery  for  regulating  the 
charity  was  instituted  in  1792,  but  not  prosecuted  with  effect;  that  the  charity 
"estates  were  then  vested  in  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  as  surviving  trustee ; that 
the  office  of  schoolmaster  had  been  several  years  vacant,  and  that  the  school- 
house  had  fallen  into  decay  ; that  there  was  then  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
duke,  which  had  arisen  from  the  rents  of  the  charity  estates,  and  that  there 
Were  claims  on  that  balance,  for  the  costs  of  the  suit,  and  a portion  of  the 
late  schoolmaster’s  salary.

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All  the  tenants  hold  their  lands  from  year  to  year.  The  lands  were  let,  in 
1807,  on  the  valuation  of  a surveyor,  at  the  same  rents  as  at  present,  which 
Mr.  Heacock  states,  that  he  considers  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  premises. 
The  buildings  on  the  estate  are  in  tenantable  condition. 

An  old  chapel,  at  Buxton,  was  converted  into  a school-room,  about  the  year 
1813,  and  the  former  school-room  was,  in  1817,  let  at  two  guineas  per  annum. 

The  house  mentioned  in  the  rental  as  having  been  formerly  a toll-house,  was 
bought  by  the  trustees,  in  1823,  for  4 5/.,  as  it  adjoined  to  the  allotment  on 
Hartington  Common,  and  was  considered  an  advantageous  purchase. 

The  school  appears  to  have  been  suspended  from  1792,  when  the  suit  before 
alluded  to  was  instituted,  until  1817,  when  the  Rev.  George  Mounsey  was 
appointed  schoolmaster,  and  was  then  re-opened. 

Mr.  Heacock  produced  to  us  the  accounts  of  this  charity  from  the  year  1807, 
inclusive,  from  which  it  appears,  that  a sum  of  611/.  3s.  3d.  was  accounted 
for,  as  being  received  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  for  14^  years  rent,  to  Lady- 
day  in  that  year,  at  42/.  3s.  per  annum  ; that  from  1807  to  1810,  the  rent  was 
54/.  15  5.  3d.  j and  from  that  time  59/.  9s.  3d.  (in  consequence  of  the 
addition  of  4/.  14.9.  for  the  rent  of  the  Hartington  Common  allotment)  until 
1818,  when  2/.  2 s.  was  first  received,  as  the  yearly  rent  of  the  old  school-room; 
and  that  in  1824,  2/.  105.  was  first  received,  as  the  rent  of  the  toll-house, 
making  up  the  present  yearly  amount  of  the  rents,  64/.  15.  3d.  It  further 
appears,  from  these  accounts,  that  in  1809  there  was  paid  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Hartington  Inclosure,  and  of  fencing  the  allotment,  the  large  sum  of 
79/.  3s.  8 d.  \ that  a sum  of  18/.  145.  3d.  was  paid  to  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Blackey,  the  former  schoolmaster;  and  asutn  of  189/.  65.  10(/.  to  Mr.  Brittle- 
bank,  for  the  costs  of  the  before-mentioned  suit ; that  a sum  of  81  /.  155.  11  d. 
was  paid,  for  repairing  and  altering  the  new  school-room ; and  that  further 
sums  were  paid  for  repairs,  in  1817  and  1818,  to  the  amount  of  50/.  195.  11  d. ; 
that  a balance  of  434/.  185.  Id.  was,  in  1812,  placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs. 
Arkwright,  Toplis  & Co.  at  interest,  to  which  further  additions  were  afterwards 
made  ; and  that,  in  1819,  a sum  of  7501.  (part  of  the  balance  in  favour  of  the 
charity)  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  712/.  11  5.  8 d.  navy  5 per  cent,  stock, 
in  the  names  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  and  others,  in  respect  of  which,  on 
the  reduction  of  the  dividends  of  that  stock,  the  trustees  became  possessed  of 
748/.  45.  3d.  new  4 per  cents.  The  dividends  on  the  stock  amount  to 
2 91.  I85.  3d.  per  annum,  making,  with  the  rents,  the  whole  income  of  the 
charity  94/.  per  annum,  which  is  received  by  Mr.  Heacock,  who  acts  as 
treasurer,  anti  keeps  the  accounts. 

In  1819,  it  was  ordered,  by  the  trustees,  that  the  schoolmaster’s  salary  should 
be  100/.  a year,  which  rather  exceeded  the  income  of  the  charity  arising  from 
the  rents,  and  from  the  dividends,  at  5 per  cent.  Since  the  reduction  of  the 
dividends,  there  has  been  a farther  deficiency,  in  consequence  of  which,  and  of 
some  payments  for  the  repairs  of  the  school-house,  and  of  the  expenditure  of 
45/.  in  the  before  mentioned  toll- house,  there  was,  on  the  accounts  made  up 
for  the  year  ending  25th  June  1826,  a balance  against  the  charity,  of 
117/.  165.  9 d.  which  has  been  advanced  by  Mr.  Heacock,  as  the  agent  of 
the  duke. 

A meeting  of  such  of  the  trustees  as  reside  in  the  neighbourhood,  is  usually 
held  at  Buxton,  on  25th  June,  at  which  the  treasurer’s  accounts  are  audited  ; 
but  in  consequence  of  no  trustees  having  attended  on  25th  June  1826,  no  audit 
took  place  for  that  year. 

The  schoolmaster,  with  the  assistance  of  an  usher,  who  is  nominated  and  paid 
by  himself,  instructs  on  the  national  system,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
all  the  poor  children,  usually  about  120,  of  the  chapelry  of  Buxton.  The  only 
charges  paid  by  the  children  are,  1 5.  a year  for  firing,  and  1 5.  a year  towards 
the  expenses  of  books  and  stationery.  The  schoolmaster  is  prepared  to  instruct 
in  the  Latin  language,  any  children  whose  parents  require  it,  but  this  has  seldom 
occurred. 


Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’ s charity.  — See  Bakcwell. 
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Syth  Dale’s  Charity. 

On  a tablet  in  Chelmorton  Chapel,  it  is  stated,  that  Mrs.  Syth  Dale , in  I667, 
gave  1/.  I85.  6d.  yearly,  out  of  her  estate,  in  Flagg,  to  be  distributed  every 
Christmas-day,  by  the  curate  and  the  executors  of  John  Buxton,  of  Chelmorton, 
and  William  Bagshaw,  of  Flagg. 

This  statement  does  not  appear  to  be  correct,  as  to  the  annual  amount  of 
Mrs.  Dale’s  charity,  in  respect  of  which  2/.  per  annum  has  been  received  for 
many  years.  It  is  now  paid,  as  follows,  by  the  owners  of  different  parts  of  the 
estate,  at  Flagg,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Mrs.  Syth  Dale

One  moiety  of  this  annuity  is  received  by  the  minister  of  Chelmorton,  on 
Christmas-day,  and  is  distributed  by  him,  at  the  chapel,  after  divine  service 
on  that  day,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Chelmorton.  The  other 
moiety  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Flagg,  and  is  distributed 
by  him  to  the  poor  thereof,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  together  with  the  rent  of 
Dale  Croft,  as  hereinafter  stated. 


Robert  Dale’s  Charity  . 

An  annual  sum  of  405.  is  received  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  chapelry, 
one  moiety  thereof  by  the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Chelmorton,  and  the 
other  moiety  by  the  overseer  of  Flagg,  in  respect  of  a public-house  in  Chel- 
morton, called  The  Duke  of  York,  and  lands  thereto  adjoining. 

We  were  unable  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  to  obtain  any  satisfactory  infor- 
mation as  to  the  origin  of  this  payment;  but  we  have  since  met  with  the  will 
of  Robert  Dale,  bearing  date  23d  August  1742,  and  proved  at  Lichfield  in 
1751,  whereby  he  gave  to  the  poor  of  Flagg  and  Chelmorton  40/. ; to  be  invested 
on  landed  security,  in  three  trustees,  of  whom  the  parson,  for  the  time  being, 
of  Chelmorton,  should  be  one,  to  be  divided  at  Christmas  or  Candlemas ; and 
when  any  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  to  choose  another  out  of  the 
honest  and  substantial  inhabitants.  There  is  a tradition  in  the  chapelry,  that 
a sum  of  40/.,  belonging  to  the  poor  (which  probably  was  derived  from  Robert 
Dale’s  legacy)  was,  with  an  addition  from  some  other  quarter,  laid  out  more 
than  40  years  ago,  in  the  names  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Buxton,  and  two  other 
persons,  as  trustees,  in  the  purchase  of  a parcel  of  land  containing  between  three 
and  four  acres,  called  The  Sait  Crofts;  that  this  land  adjoined  to  the  common, 
a part  of  which,  to  the  extent  of  ten  acres,  or  more,  was  afterwards  inclosed  and 
added  to  the  land  thus  purchased;  that  the  whole  was  granted,  by  the  persons 
in  whose  names  the  purchase  was  made,  to  Samuel  Allen,  on  a building  lease, 
for  a very  long  term  of  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  about  8/.  per  annum,  and 
that  the  above-mentioned  public-house  was  erected  thereon ; that  the  rent  was 
received  by  the  late  Mr.  Buxton,  and  divided  between  the  respective  overseers 
of  Chelmorton  and  Flagg,  but  that  only  205.  of  the  share  which  each  of  them 
received,  was  distributed  to  the  poor,  the  residue  being  carried  to  their  general 
accounts  with  their  respective  townships ; and  that  in  consequence  of  a sum  of 
125/.  having  been  advanced  about  30  years  ago,  by  Mr.  Buxton,  for  paying  the 
expenses  arising  from  a dispute  on  the  Taddington  Inclosure,  in  which  the  in- 
habitants of  Chelmorton  and  Flagg  were  interested,  Mr.  Buxton  was  allowed 
to  retain  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  thus  advanced,  the  residue  of  the  rents 
beyond  the  two  annual  sums  of  205.  above  mentioned. 

We  are  also  informed,  that  Samuel  Allen  sold  his  lease  to  a Mr.  Longsden, 
and  that  it  is  now  vested  in  the  daughters  of  the  latter  ; that  the  public-house 
and  the  adjoining  land  are  in  the  occupation  of  Anne  Needham,  as  tenant 
to  the  Miss  Longsdens,  who  pay  the  rent  reserved  by  the  above-mentioned 
lease  to  the  Rev.  William  Marsden,  of  Manchester,  one  of  the  nephews  of 
the  late  Mr.  Buxton  ; and  that  the  two  annual  sums  of  205.  each,  are  paid  over 
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by  him  to  the  overseers,  the  residue  being  retained  by  him  as  the  interest  of  the 
money  advanced  by  the  late  Mr.  Buxton. 

The  two  annual  sums  of  20 s.  each  are  distributed  shortly  after  they  are 
received,  in  small  portions,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  respective  townships 
of  Chelmorton  and  Flagg. 

♦ Lowe’s  Charity. 

Adam  Lowe,  by  his  will,  in  1801,  gave  1 /.  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  Chel- 
morton and  Flagg,  out  of  land  lying  at  Chelmorton,  to  be  distributed  at  the 
discretion  of  his  executors. 

Thomas  Lingard,  who  is  the  owner  of  two  pieces  of  land  in  Chelmorton, 
formerly  belonging  to  Adam  Lowe,  called  The  Old  Field  and  The  New  Piece, 
which  contain  about  3 ^ acres  of  land,  distributes  annually,  at  Christmas,  in 
respect  of  this  donation,  to  two  poor  women  of  Flagg,  2 s.  each;  and  the 
residue  of  the  annual  sum  of  1 /.  amongst  poor  persons  of  Chelmorton,  usually 
in  sums  of  2s.  to  each.  This  donation  was  void  as  a charge  on  land  under  the 
Act  of  9 Geo.  2.  c.  36.

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CHELMORTON. 

Bagshaw’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  Chelmorton  chapel,  that  Mrs.  Ann  Bagshaw,  in 
1735,  left  the  interest  of  51.  to  the  poor  of  Chelmorton. 

We  are  informed  that  Daniel  Alcard,  the  tenant  of  a farm  at  Chelmorton, 
belonging  to  Mrs.  Johnson,  distributes,  on  her  account,  5s.  per  annum, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township.  It  is  supposed  that  this  payment  is 
made,  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  51.  given  by  Mrs.  Bagshaw ; and  that 
the  same  was  formerly  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Buxton,  who  was  the  grand- 
father of  Mrs.  Johnson’s  late  husband.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  stated,  at 
the  time  of  our  inquiry,  that  it  was  intended  that  an  application  should  be 
made  to  Mrs.  Johnson,  for  the  payment  of  this  sum,  in  order  that  it  might  be 
placed  on  some  good  security. 

Hodgkinson’s  Charity. 

William  Hodgkinson,  by  his  will,  in  1814,  gave  to  his  executors  40/.  in  trust, 
to  be  placed  out  on  real  security,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Chelmorton,  the 
interest  arising  therefrom  to  be  paid,  on  Christmas-day  and  Candlemas-day,  in 
every  year,  for  ever,  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Chelmorton;  and  he 
charged  his  personal  estate  with  the  payment  of  the  said  40/. 

This  sum  of  40/.  was,  in  1815,  placed  by  his  executor,  Mr.  Sampson  Marsden, 
on  the  security  of  a mortgage  of  lands,  at  Eyam  ; the  deed  relating  to  which 
bearing  date  20th  December  in  that  year,  is  in  his  possession. 

The  interest,  being  2/.  per  annum,  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of 
this  township,  and  is  distributed  by  him  yearly,  but  not  on  the  precise  days 
mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will,  in  sums  varying  from  about  2s.  ISd.  to  5s.  Qd. 
amongst  widows  and  other  poor  persons  of  the  township. 

School. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  25th  March  1818,  between  William  Marsden  and 
John  Marsden,  executors  of  John  Buxton,  of  the  first  part ; Sarah  Buxton, 
residuary  legatee  of  the  said  John  Buxton,  of  the  second  part ; John  Lambton 
Stonehouse,  surviving  executor  of  John  Stonehouse,  who  was  the  surviving 
executor  of  William  Brocklehurst,  of  the  third  part ; Thomas  Gisborne,  esquire, 
Thomas  Buxton,  John  Bateman,  William  Swann,  Richard  Bealey,  Adam 
Bealey,  William  Boyd,  the  said  John  Lambton  Stonehouse,  the  Rev.  William 
Marsden,  the  said  John  Marsden  and  William  Marsden,  the  Rev.  William 
Brocklehurst  Stonehouse,  and  Hugh  Duckworth,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting, 
that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts  were  entitled  to  the  residue  of 
a term  of  500  years,  commencing  5th  August  1785,  in  a cottage  and  plot  of 
land  thereinafter  described  ; and  that  the  said  William  Brocklehurst,  deceased, 
was,  in  his  life-time,  entitled  to  a sum  of  101  /.  4s.  secured  on  the  tolls  of 
a turnpike  road,  leading  to  Buxton,  and  to  another  sum  of  200/.  secured  on 
the  tolls  of  a road  leading  to  Cheadle  ; and  that  he  had  in  his  life-time  freely 
given  the  said  two  sums,  for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  interest  thereof,  for 

ever, 
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ever,  for  the  benefit  and  increase  of  salary  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  charity 
school  in  the  town  of  Chelmorton,  then  lately  established,  in  the  manner  and 
upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  that  the  interest  arising  from 
such  two  several  sums  had  been  so  applied  since  the  time  they  were  so  given, 
but  that  no  regular  assignment  thereof  had  been  made  ; and  that  the  said  John 
Lambton  Stonehouse,  as  the  representative  of  the  said  William  Brocklehurst, 
had  consented  to  assign  the  said  two  sums,  and  all  interest  thereon,  on  the 
trusts  thereinafter  mentioned,  the  same  being  pursuant  to  the  wishes  of  the 
said  William  Brocklehurst,  at  the  time  he  so  gave  the  same : It  was  witnessed, 
that  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a charity  within  the  town  of  Chelmorton, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster,  who  for  the  time  being  should  teach  the 
school  in  the  said  town,  subject  to  the  regulations  thereinafter  declared  ; and 
in  order  that  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  might,  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  term  of  500  years,  be  disposed  of 
to  the  charitable  uses  thereinafter  mentioned,  the  said  William  Marsden,  John 
Marsden,  and  Sarah  Buxton,  assigned  to  the  said  parties  of  the  fourth  part, 
their  executors,  &c.  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term,  a cottage,  standing  on 
a piece  of  land,  containing  by  estimation  12  yards  in  length  and  10  yards  in 
breadth,  lying  in  Chelmorton,  at  the  lower  end  of  a close  formerly  in  the  pos- 
session of  Margaret  Robinson,  at  the  east  end  of  the  town  of  Chelmorton,  and 
adjoining  on  the  west  side  to  the  town  street  of  Chelmorton,  on  the  trusts 
thereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ; and  in  order  that  the 
interest  of  the  before-mentioned  two  sums  might  be  disposed  of  to  the  charitable 
uses  thereinafter  expressed,  the  said  John  Lambton  Stonehouse  assigned  to  the 
said  parties,  of  the  fourth  part,  their  executors,  &c.  the  said  two  principal  sums 
secured  a$  aforesaid,  and  all  interest  arising  in  respect  thereof,  on  the  trusts 
thereinafter  mentioned ; and  it  was  declared  and  agreed,  that  the  parties  of  the 
fourth  part  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  cottage  and  premises,  principal 
monies  and  interest,  on  trust,  that  they  should  receive  the  interest  of  the 
said  monies,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  cottage  and  premises,  and  out 
of  the  same  keep  the  said  cottage  in  tenantable  repair,  and  pay  the  residue  of 
the  said  interest,  and  employ  the  said  cottage  and  premises,  and  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  for  the  benefit  and  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  schoolmaster  of 
the  said  charity  school  to  be  kept  in  the  said  town,  subject  to  the  rules  therein- 
after contained,  or  thereafter  to  be  made  by  the  then  or  any  succeeding  trustees  ; 
and  that  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  should  be  from  time  to  time 
elected  by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  that 
he  should  gratuitously  instruct  so  many  poor  children  as  the  said  trustees,  or 
the  majority  of  them,  should  appoint,  to  read  the  Bible,  to  write,  to  repeat,  and, 
as  far  as  lay  in  his  power,  to  understand  the  Church  Catechism,  and  also  the 
five  first  rules  in  arithmetic ; and  that  the  officiating  clergyman  for  the  said 
town  should  be  requested  to  examine  the  said  scholars,  at  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  trustees  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should  meet  on  Wednesday  in  the  first 
week  of  May  yearly  (notice  being  given  in  the  church  on  the  preceding  Sunday) 
at  the  said  cottage,  to  view  the  repairs  thereof,  and  give  orders,  if  occasion 
should  be,  to  the  schoolmaster  or  such  person  as  the  majority  of  them  should 
direct,  for  the  reparation  of  the  same,  and  to  examine  into  any  neglects,  mis- 
carriages or  irregularities  that  might  be  of  the  said  schoolmaster,  or  any  of  the 
poor  children  educated  by  him,  and  make  such  reasonable  rules  as  to  the  ma- 
jority of  the  trustees,  including  the  proxies  of  such  of  them  as  should  be  unavoid- 
ably absent,  should  seem  meet,  for  the  management  of  the  said  charity  and  the 
government  of  the  schoolmaster,  for  the  time  being  ; at  which  meeting  the  said 
deed,  or  a copy  thereof,  or  the  trusts  thereof,  should  be  read  over,  and  the 
scholars  examined  by  the  officiating  clergyman  of  Chelmorton  : And  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  for  any 
gross  offence,  miscarriage,  irregularity  or  neglect,  to  remove  or  suspend  the 
schoolmaster,  and  to  elect  another  ; and  the  trustees  were  empowered  to  demise 
the  said  premises  for  any  term  not  exceeding  2i  years  : And  it  was  provided, 
that  a book  should  be  kept,  wherein  should  be  entered  the  minutes  of  what 
the  trustees  should  do  at  their  yearly  meetings,  and  all  regulations  made 
touching  the  school ; and  that  as  often  as  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by 
death  to  the  number  of  four,  or  any  of  them  should  be  desirous  of  withdrawing 
from  the  trust,  the  remaining  trustees  should  assign  the  said  cottage  and  monies 
to  so  many  other  new  trustees  as  they  should  think  proper  ; provided,  that  if 
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there  should  not  then  be  two  at  least  of  the  trustees  living  within  the  township 
of  Chelmorton,  two  persons  at  least  should  be  appointed  resident  within  the 
said  township. 

All  the  trustees  appointed  by  this  deed  are  living,  except  Richard  Bealey 
and  Hugh  Duckworth. 

The  cottage  in  the  town  of  Chelmorton,  mentioned  in  the  trust  deed,  to  which 
there  is  a small  garden  and  yard  attached,  is  divided  into  two  dwellings,  in  one 
of  which  the  schoolmaster  resides,  and  the  other  is  in  the  occupation  of  Sarah 
Holme,  as  yearly  tenant  to  the  trustees,  at  the  rent  of  2/.  per  annum.  The 
premises  are  in  tenantable  repair,  and  are  kept  in  repair  by  the  trustees. 

On  an  inclosure  of  the  common  lands  in  Chelmorton,  which  took  place  under 
an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1805,  a small  allotment  of  about  one  rood  was 
awarded  in  respect  of  the  cottage.  This  allotment  has  not  been  inclosed  ; it 
adjoins  to  lands  of  the  Rev.  William  Marsden,  and  abuts  on  the  turnpike  road, 
and  it  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Gyte,  at  the  rent  of  7 s.  6</.  per 
annum. 

The  two  sums  of  money  still  remain  invested  in  the  same  securities  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  trust  deed.  The  security  of  the  Buxton  road  bears  interest  at 
five  per  cent,  but  the  interest  is  very  irregularly  paid,  and  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  (February  1827)  an  arrear  of  five  years  interest  was  due.  The  Cheadle 
road  security  bears  interest  at  three  and  a half  per  cent,  which  is  regularly  paid, 
amounting  to  7 1 per  annum. 

An  annual  meeting  of  such  of  the  trustees  as  reside  in  Chelmorton,  takes 
place  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  May,  not  at  the  cottage,  but  at  a school-room 
in  which  the  children  are  taught,  forming  the  lower  part  of  a building,  the 
upper  part  of  which  is  used  as  a dissenting  meeting-house.  No  rent  is  paid  for 
the  use  of  this  room,  but  the  trustees  of  the  school  have  laid  out  small  sums  in 
keeping  the  building  in  repair. 

The  trustees,  at  their  annual  meeting,  survey  the  cottage,  and  give  directions 
for  any  repairs  that  are  thought  necessary.  They  also  examine  into  the  conduct 
of  the  schoolmaster  and  scholars;  but  the  minister  of  the  chapelry  not  being 
resident  at  Chelmorton,  does  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  trustees.  Any 
alterations  that  are  thought  necessary  in  the  regulations  of  the  school,  are  entered 
in  the  minute  book  of  the  trustees. 

The  above-mentioned  rents  and  interest  are  paid  to  Mr.  Thomas  Buxton,  one 
of  the  trustees,  who  acts  as  receiver.  The  schoolmaster,  who  is  appointed  by 
the  trustees,  receives  from  Mr.  Buxton  the  residue  of  the  income  of  the  charity, 
after  the  deduction  of  such  sums  as  are  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  the  cottage 
and  school-room,  which  are  stated  to  amount  to  about  7 s.  (yd.  per  annum;  and 
agrees  with  the  trustees  to  instruct  as  many  boys  and  girls,  at  the  rate  of  4 d. 
per  week  for  each  child,  as  his  emoluments  will  permit.  His  emoluments  are 
estimated  as  follows  : —

This  annual  sum  is  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  instruction  of  15  poor  children* 
at  the  above-mentioned  rate. 

The  children  thus  taught  are  those  of  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Chel- 
morton They  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  at  their  annual  meetings,  as 
vacancies  occur,  and  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  the 
Church  Catechism. 

We  are  informed,  that  an  annual  sum  of  2/.  was  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
Chelmorton,  by  Mr.  Michael  Buxton,  the  owner  of  a considerable  estate  there, 
until  the  time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  about  thirty  years  ago ; and  that 
this  payment  is  supposed  to  have  been  made  in  respect  of  a field,  called 
Farthing  Field,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information 
relating  to  it. 
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By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  4 February  1807,  and  enrolled  in 
Chancery,  between  John  Dale  (eldest  son  and  heir  of  George  Dale,  who  was  the 
heir  at  law  of  Thomas  Dale,  formerly  of  Flagg,  (deceased),  of  the  one  part  ; and 
Robert  Dicken,  Richard  Needham,  James  Redfern,  Joseph  Needham,  Reginald 
Dicken,  John  Robinson  and  Samuel  Naylor,  all  of  Flagg,  of  the  other  part ; it 
was  witnessed,  that  for  carrying  into  effect  the  intention  of  the  said  Thomas  Dale, 
deceased,  expressed  in  his  life-time,  and  in  consideration  of  12  /.  12s.  the  said 
John  Dale  conveyed  to  the  said  Robert  Dicken,  and  the  other  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a croft,  lying  in  Flagg,  called  Piper’s  Yard,  or 
Dale  Croft,  containing,  by  estimation,  one  acre,  then  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
32  s.  and  a parcel  of  land,  staked  out  and  allotted,  in  right  of  the  said  croft,  on 
the  inclosure  of  the  commons  within  Flagg,  under  the  Act  for  inclosing  the  same 
and  other  commons;  in  trust,  that  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
should,  for  ever,  together  with  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Flagg,  for  the  time  being,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  yearly,  pay  and  distribute  the 
rents  of  the  said  premises  (after  deducting  the  expenses  of  the  trust,  if  any 
should  be)  to  and  amongst  such  poor  and  needy  inhabitants  of  the  township  of 
Flagg,  and  in  such  manner,  share  and  proportion,  as  the  said  trustees  and  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  should  think  proper  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  one 
of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  so 
many  other  trustees  as  should  make  the  number  seven,  to  the  use  of  themselves 
and  such  other  trustees,  on  the  like  trusts. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  Robert  Dicken,  James  Redfern  and  Joseph 
Needham,  are  still  living.  In  the  room  of  the  four  who  have  died,  Joseph 
Needham,  Thomas  Dicken,  John  Shemwell  and  Richard  Naylor,  have  been 
appointed  new  trustees,  but  no  conveyance  of  the  trust  premises  has  been  made 
since  the  purchase  thereof  in  I8O7. 

We  are  informed,  that  the  above-mentioned  Thomas  Dale  was  a labourer  at 
Flagg,  and  the  owner  of  the  above-mentioned  croft ; and  that  before  his  death 
he  desired,  by  word  of  mouth,  that  his  widow,  Eleanor  Dale,  should  have  the 
croft  for  her  life,  and  that  after  her  death  it  should  go  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
widows  and  fatherless  children  of  the  township  of  Flagg,  for  ever;  that  Eleanor 
Dale,  his  widow  (who  died  about  the  year  1784),  made  a will,  by  which  she 
gave  this  croft  to  the  poor  of  Flagg,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  the  rents  of  the 
croft  were  applied  after  her  death  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  under  this  devise, 
the  same  being  void.  In  180(),  it  was  resolved,  by  the  inhabitants  of  this  town- 
ship, to  purchase  the  Dale  Croft,  with  the  allotment  made  in  respect  thereof, 
from  John  Dale,  the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Thomas  Dale,  who  agreed  to  sell  it 
for  12/.  12  s.  ; and  the  above-abstracted  conveyance  was  made  accordingly. 

The  allotment,  which  contained  about  one  rood,  adjoined  the  croft,  and  after 
the  purchase,  was  added  to  it.  The  purchase  money  was  provided,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  conveyance,  and  of  the  inclosure,  paid  out  of  the  poor’s  rates. 
The  land  was  then  let  to  Joseph  Mycock,  at  4/.  a year,  and  has  continued  in 
his  occupation  ever  since  at  the  same  rent,  which  is  stated  to  be  the  full  value 
of  it. 

On  St.  Thomas’s  day  in  every  year,  the  trustees  meet,  together  with  the 
overseer  and  others  of  the  inhabitants  who  think  proper  to  attend,  and  the  rent, 
which  is  paid  on  that  day,  is  then  distributed  amongst  the  widows  and  fatherless 
children  of  Flagg,  such  as  are  considered  the  most  proper  objects,  in  sums 
varying  according  to  their  necessities. 

The  annual  sum  of  205.  received  from  Syth  Dale’s  charity,  before  mentioned, 
is  given  at  the  same  time  in  small  sums  amongst  other  poor  persons  of  the 
township. 


CHAPLLRY  OF  LONGSTONE. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity.— See  Bakewell. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  GREAT  LONGSTONE. 

Eyre's  Charity. 

An  inscription  on  a plate,  in  Longstone  Chapel,  dated  in  1624,  states,  that 
Rowland  Eyre , of  Hassopp,  esquire,  whose  donations  to  the  poor  of  Hassopp, 
Rowland  and  Calver,  have  been  noticed  in  preceding  parts  of  this  Report,  gave 
to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Great  Longstone,  205.  yearly,  to  be  paid  three 
days  before  Christmas,  and  three  days  before  Easter,  by  Thomas  Eyre,  his  son 
and  heir,  to  whom  he  gave  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Taddington  and  Great 
Longstone,  for  ever,  for  the  true  payment  and  performance  of  the  same. 

This  annual  sum  of  205.  is  now  paid  by  the  steward  of  the  Earl  of  Newburgh  ; 
its  distribution  will  be  stated  in  the  following  account  of  William  Wright’s 
charity. 

William  Wright’s  Charity. 

William  Wright,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  1st  August  1656,  (as  appears  from 
an  abstract  thereof  produced  to  us),  gave  405.  yearly,  to  40  of  the  poorest 
people  living  in  Great  Longstone,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  ; 
51.  yearly,  to  be  paid  on  the  same  day,  to  ten  of  the  poorest  men  children 
living  in  Great  Longstone,  to  every  of  them  105.  to  pay  for  learning  and  edu- 
cating them  in  the  grammar  school,  where  they  should  best  like  to  be  taught 
and  educated  ; 305.  yearly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  divine  service,  to  be 
celebrated  within  the  chapel  of  Great  Longstone  on  the  same  day  ; 105.  yearly, 
to  the  poor  of  Ashford,  on  the  same  day,  (the  application  of  which  has  been 
already  stated)  ; 105.  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  Wardlow,  on  the  same  day,  and 
105.  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  Little  Longstone,  on  the  same  day ; all  the  above  to 
be  issuing  out  of  his  estate  at  Wardlow. 

The  estate  at  Wardlow,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Mr.  William  Wright,  is 
now  the  property  of  Mr.  Peter  Wright,  who  pays  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
of  Great  Longstone,  405.  yearly,  which  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  at 
a meeting  of  the  chapelwarden,  overseers,  and  principal  inhabitants,  together 
with  205.  arising  from  Eyre’s  Charity  above  mentioned,  amongst  poor  persons 
of  this  township  not  receiving  weekly  relief.  The  full  number  of  40  persons 
not  receiving  relief,  cannot  usually  be  found,  and  therefore  the  distribution  is 
confined  to  a smaller  number.  In  1825,  17  persons,  and  in  1326,  16  persons 
not  receiving  relief,  received  this  distribution,  in  sums  of  a few  shilliugs  each, 
varying  in  amount  according  to  their  necessities. 

The  application  of  the  annual  sum  of  51.  given  by  this  donor,  for  educating 
poor  children  of  Great  Longstone,  will  be  hereafter  noticed  in  the  account  of 
the  school  in  this  township. 

The  annual  sum  of  305.  mentioned  in  the  will,  has  not  been  paid  of  late 
vears,  divine  service  not  having  been  performed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day ; but  the 
present  minister  proposes  to  perform  the  service  on  that  day  in  future,  and  to 
claim  the  payment. 

Thomas  Wright’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  Longstone  Chapel,  that  Thomas  Wright,  of  Great 
Longstone,  esquire,  left  the  interest  of  22’/.  105.  to  be  given,  as  a dole,  to  the 
poor  of  Great  Longstone  and  Holme,  on  the  Purification  of  the  Blessed  Virgin. 

This  sum  is  lent  on  a security  of  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Chesterfield 
to  Hernstone  Lane  Head,  at  five  per  cent  interest. 

The  interest,  amounting  to  1/.  25.  6d.  per  annum,  is  distributed  on  Candle- 
mas-day, by  the  chapelwardens,  overseers,  and  principal  inhabitants,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  description  of  poor  persons  of  the  township  of 
Great  Longstone,  (of  which  Holme  forms  a part,)  as  those  to  whom  the  before- 
mentioned  distribution  is  made  on  St.  Thomas’s  day, 

Captain  Henry  Wright’s  Charity, 

Captain  Henry  Wright,  of  Ballybough  Bridge,  in  the  county  of  Dublin,  by 
his  will,  bearing  date  1st  September  1762,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court 
at  Dublin  in  1766,  after  giving  to  his  nephew  Thomas  Wright,  of  Longstone, 
Derbyshire,  and  if  he  should  die  before  the  age  of  21,  or  should  have  no  chil- 
dren, to  the  youngest  son  of  his  good  friend  George  Venables  Lord  Vernon,  all 
his  bills  and  bonds,  subject  to  the  payment  of  his  debts,  funeral  expenses,  and 
legacies,  bequeathed  as  follows  : “ It  is  my  desire  that  a sufficient  sum  be  taken 
out  of  my  fortune  as  will  clothe  three  poor  old  men  and  three  poor  old  women, 
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of  the  parish  of  Longstone,  Derbyshire,  with  shirt,  shoes  arrd  stockings,  coat 
and  waistcoat,  hat  and  breeches,  with  a shilling  and  a great  coat,  facing  them, 
of  different  colour,  to  each  of  them,  on  the  29th  September,  for  ever  : I also 
give  12  sixpenny  loaves,  and  sixpence  in  money,  to  12  old  housekeepers, 
inhabitants  of  Longstone,  for  ever,  with  2lbs.  of  beef  to  each,  on  the  1st 
January,  for  ever  : and  that  these  poor  may  not  be  injured,  but  punctually  paid 
the  day  fixed  after  my  death,  it  is  my  positive  order,  that  a sum  of  money  suf- 
ficient to  buy  land  that  will  clothe  and  provide  for  the  poor  be  taken  out  of  the 
principal  to  purchase  the  said  lands  sufficient,  for  ever,  which  land  I desire  may 
be  bought  immediately  ; and  till  a purchase  is  made,  the  poor  shall  have  what 
interest  shall  arise  as  an  immediate  maintenance  for  them  ; and  I appoint  Lord 
Vernon  and  Godfrey  Clark,  the  guardian  and  director  of  this  will  and  testament, 
with  joint  power  to  call  in  what  cash  shall  be  due  on  the  bond,  and  the  cash 
due  on  my  half-pay  as  captain,  in  order  they  may  comply  with  my  desire ; and 
likewise  if  they  will  not  act,  shall  have  power  to  choose  two  honest  gentlemen 
till  my  nephew  comes  of  age,  or  one  of  the  family  enjoy  the  estate  at  Longstone, 
who  must  be  always  one  guardian  for  the  above  poor : I desire  no  mistake 
may  arise  in  any  quibbling  of  law  to  prejudice  the  poor : I desire  Thomas 
Wright,  of  Longstone,  Derbyshire,  shall  only  enjoy  when  he  comes  of  age, 
what  remains  of  my  fortune,  after  the  aforesaid  sums  are  paid,  and  Lord 
Vernon’s  son  the  same  when  Thomas  Wright  dies  ; and  if  this  will  is  not  com- 
plied with,  they  shall  not  have  one  groat,  but  whatever  sum  there  is  shall  be 
paid  entirely  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Longstone,  towards  building  a house 
for  the  said  poor.” 

The  donor  of  this  will  mentions  the  parish  of  Longstone,  as  the  place  the 
poor  inhabitants  of  which  were  to  have  the  benefit  of  his  charity  ; but  it  appears 
to  have  been  always  confined  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Great  Longstone 
only,  it  being  conceived  that  it  was  not  intended  by  Captain  Wright  that  the 
other  townships  which  form  part  of  the  chapelry  of  Longstone,  but  maintain 
their  own  poor  separately,  viz.  Little  Longstone,  part  of  Wardlow  and  Brush- 
field,  should  partake  of  it. 

The  testator  having  directed  that  the  sum  which  he  desired  to  be  appropriated 
to  charitable  purposes,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  the  gift  was 
void  under  statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36  ; but  we  are  informed,  that  a sum  of  500/., 
part  of  his  property,  was  set  aside  in  order  to  provide  for  the  above-mentioned 
charity  ; that  this  sum  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Lord  Vernon,  and  that  for 
many  years,  complete  suits  of  clothing  for  three  men  and  three  women  were  sent 
by  Lord  Vernon  to  Great  Longstone,  and  distributed  to  poor  persons  of  that 
township  ; but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  other  directions  contained  in  the  will, 
for  a distribution  of  bread,  &c.  were  complied  with.  We  are  also  informed, 
that  about  the  year  1810,  a copy  of  the  donor’s  will  was  obtained  from  Ireland 
by  the  inhabitants  of  this  chapelry,  and  that  applications  were  afterwards  made 
on  their  behalf  to  Lord  Vernon,  and  to  his  brother,  the  present  Archbishop  of 
York,  who,  as  the  youngest  son  of  George  Venables  Lord  Vernon,  mentioned 
in  the  will,  became  by  the  death  of  Thomas  Wright  the  donor’s  nephew,  the 
residuary  legatee  under  that  will;  that  the  archbishop  being  desirous  of  ful- 
filling the  donor’s  intentions,  and  of  applying  the  said  sum  of  500/.  in  a purchase 
of  lands,  to  be  legally  secured  for  the  charities,  the  opinion  of  counsel  was 
taken  as  to  the  best  mode  of  carrying  those  intentions  into  effect ; that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Great  Longstone  were  desired  to  endeavour  to 
find  a purchase  of  land  of  that  amount;  and  that  two  farms  were  at  different 
times  offered  for  this  purpose,  but  that  the  titles  of  them  were  not  approved ; 
and  that  at  length,  in  1824,  a purchase  was  made  of  a farm  at  Aston  Edge,  in 
the  parish  of  Hope,  which  was  conveyed  by  the  following  deed  : — 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  7th  June  1824,  and  enrolled 
in  Chancery,  Benjamin  Wyatt  and  John  Hayward,  in  consideration  of  7 25/. 
conveyed  to  John  Thomas  Wright,  of  Lympston,  in  Devonshire,  and  James 
Longsdon,  of  Little  Longstone,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  with  the  out- 
buildings, barns,  stables,  cow-houses,  orchard  and  garden,  and  several  closes, 
all  situate  at  or  near  Aston  Edge,  in  the  parish  of  Hope,  called  The  Moor,  con- 
taining nine  acres,  the  Intake,  four  acres,  the  Over  Barn  Field,  seven  acres, 
the  Nether  Barn  Field,  seven  acres,  the  Mean  Field,  with  a barn  thereon,  seven 
acres,  the  Meadow,  four  acres,  the  Over  Croft,  two  acres,  and  the  Nether 
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Croft,  four  acres,  to  the  use  of  them  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  declared 
by  an  indenture  bearing  even  date  therewith. 

By  the  indenture  above  referred  to,  bearing  date  on  the  same  day,  between 
the  most  Rev.  Edward  Venables  Vernon,  Lord  Archbishop  of  York  (described 
as  being  the  youngest  son  of  the  Right  honourable  George  Venables,  formerly 
Lord  Vernon,  deceased,  and  a legatee  named  in  the  will  of  Captain  Henry 
Wright),  of  the  first  part;  the  said  John  Thomas  Wright  and  James  Longsdon, 
of  the  second  part ; and  the  Rev.  Bache  Thornhill,  minister  of  Longston, 
James  Gregory,  chapelwarden,  and  Matthew  Furness  and  James  Gregory, 
overseers  thereof,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Henry  Wright, 
and  the  above-mentioned  purchase  deed  ; and  that  the  sum  of  500/.  part  of  the 
purchase  money  of  the  hereditaments  by  that  deed  conveyed,  was  the  money  of 
the  said  archbishop,  and  paid  by  him  to  the  said  John  Thomas  Wright,  and 
James  Longsdon,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  ; and  that  the  remaining 
part  of  the  said  purchase  money,  of  725/.  was  raised  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  town- 
ship of  Great  Longstone,  by  voluntary  contributions;  it  was  declared,  that  the 
said  messuage,  lands  and  premises,  were  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Thomas 
Wright,  and  James  Longsdon,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  expressed  in  the 
will  of  the  said  Henry  Wright,  concerning  the  land  by  the  said  will  directed  to 
be  purchased ; and  it  was  likewise  declared,  that  in  case  the  said  John 
Thomas  Wright,  and  James  Longsdon,  or  any  future  trustees  should  happen  to 
die,  or  be  desirous  to  be  discharged  from  the  said  trusts,  the  said  Archbishop 
of  York,  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  the  minister,  chapelwardens  and  ove. 
seers  for  the  time  being,  of  the  said  township,  or  in  case  of  their  neglecting  so 
to  do,  the  surviving  trustee  for  the  time  being,  or  the  executors  or  administrators 
of  the  last  surviving  trustee,  should  forthwith  appoint  another  fit  person  to  act  as 
a trustee,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  regard  being  had,  as  far  as  circumstances 
would  admit,  to  the  directions  contained  in  the  will  of  the  said  Henry  Wright ; 
that  one  of  the  family  that  should  enjoy  the  estate  at  Longstone,  should  be 
always  one  guardian  of  the  said  poor,  and  that  conveyances  should  be  made 
accordingly. 

Since  these  deeds  were  made,  James  Longsdon,  William  Carleill,  James  Gre- 
gory, John  Thornhill,  and  William  Wager,  have  acted  as  trustees  of  the  charity, 
which  we  are  informed,  that  the  four  latter  gentlemen  have  done,  under  the 
impression  that  they  had  been  appointed  trustees,  by  the  deeds  of  1824,  their 
names  having  been  forwarded  to  the  solicitor  for  that  purpose.  As  Mr.  J.  T. 
Wright  resides  in  Devonshire,  and  Mr.  Longsdon  has  died  since  the  time  of  our 
investigation,  there  is  no  legally  appointed  trustee  remaining  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Longstone. 

The  statement  in  the  last  abstracted  deed,  that  the  residue  of  the  purchase 
money  beyond  the  500  /.  paid  by  the  Archbishop  of  York,  was  raised  by  volun- 
tary contributions  of  the  inhabitants  of  Great  Longstone,  is  not  correct.  In 
addition  to  the  500/.  a payment  was  made  by  the  archbishop,  for  interest 
thereon,  but  the  amount  of  the  purchase  money,  and  of  the  expenses  of  pre- 
paring the  purchase  deed  and  trust  deed,  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  principal 
and  interest,  by  151/.  105.  11c/.  This  deficiency  it  was  at  first  proposed  to 
raise  by  subscription,  but  it  was  afterwards  agreed,  that  several  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  township  of  Great  Longstone  should  join  in  a promissory  note,  for  the 
above-mentioned  balance,  and  the  interest  thereof ; that  a part  of  this  debt 
should  be  annually  paid  off,  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  ; and  that,  in  the 
mean  time,  the  charity  should  be  confined  to  a yearly  distribution  of  clothing, 
and  1 s.  to  two  poor  men,  and  two  poor  women  only.  At  the  time  of  our  investi- 
gation, (February  1827,)  a sum  of  120/.  still  remained  due  on  this  note,  the 
residue  of  the  principal  and  the  interest  having  been  paid. 

A distribution  to  the  above-mentioned  limited  extent  was  made  in  December 
1825,  the  cost  of  the  clothing  being  9/.  15  5.  7 d ; but  in  1826,  there  was  no  distri- 
bution, the  balance  in  hand,  after  paying  5/.  9s.  6e/.  for  interest,  and  31  /.  105. 11  d. 
towards  the  principal  of  the  note,  and  15/.  for  repairs  of  the  farm  buildings, 
being  only  5 /.  185.  6d.  which  was  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  distribution. 

When  the  whole  of  this  debt  is  discharged,  it  is  proposed  that  all  the  objects 
specified  in  Captain  Wright’s  will  shall  be  carried  into  effect. 

The  farm  at  Aston  Edge  thus  purchased,  which  consists  of  a house  and  out- 
buildings and  the  lands  specified  in  the  purchase  deed,  is  in  the  occupation  of 
Thomas  Davile,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  30/.  per  annum,  subject  to 
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a deduction  of  1 /.  4s.  a year  for  the  rent  of  a small  piece  of  lt^nd  in  front  of 
the  house  which  the  tenant  occupies,  and  which  is  rented  of  the  Earl  of 
Newburgh,  by  the  trustees.  The  buildings  are  in  tenantable  repair,  1,5/.  hav- 
ing been  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of  them  since  the  purchase. 

The  poor  persons  to  whom  the  clothing  was  given,  were  appointed  by  the 
late  Robert  Wright,  esquire,  of  Longstone  Hall,  during  his  life,  as  being  of 
the  donor’s  family  ; after  his  death  they  were  chosen  at  a meeting  of  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants  of  the  township ; and  since  the  purchase  of  the  lands  they 
have  been  appointed  by  the  gentlemen  who  have  acted  as  trustees,  and  who 
have  annually  audited  the  accounts  of  the  charity. 

Holme  Meal  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity,  under  which  the  poor  of  this  township  are 
entitled  to  one  moiety  of  a payment  of  five  pecks  and  one  eighth  of  oatmeal,  to 
be  paid  weekly,  have  been  already  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the 
township  of  Bakewell. 

Instead  of  a weekly  distribution  of  oatmeal  throughout  the  year,  which  ap- 
pears to  have  been  formerly  made,  an  annual  payment  equal  to  one  moiety  of  the 
amount  of  such  distribution,  which  is  calculated  on  the  average  price  of  oat- 
meal during  the  year  preceding,  such  moiety  being  received  from  the  agent  of 
the  Duke  of  Devonshire  in  respect  of  the  lands  charged  therewith  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  this  township,  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  oatmeal, 
which  is  distributed  once  a week  during  a period  of  about  five  or  six  weeks, 
usually  in  the  months  of  January  and  February,  amongst  poor  persons  of  this 
township,  according  to  a list  prepared  by  the  chapelwarden,  overseers,  and 
principal  inhabitants,  the  quantities  varying  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
persons  in  each  family. 

School. 

There  is  a school  in  the  village  of  Great  Longstone,  with  a house  occupied, 
by  a schoolmaster,  and  a small  garden  attached  thereto.  These  buildings  are 
supposed  to  have  been  erected  about  40  years  ago.  They  are  kept  in  repair 
by  the  schoolmaster,  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1810,  for  inclosing  lands  in  the  townships 
of  Great  Longstone,  Little  Longstone,  and  Wardlow,  the  commissioners  thereby 
appointed  were  required  to  allot  so  much  of  the  wastes,  commons,  and  unin- 
closed lands  within  the  townships  of  Great  and  Little  Longstone,  as  in  their 
judgment  should  be  equal  in  value  to  the  clear  annual  sum  of  10/.  which 
allotments  should  be  vested  in  the  Most  Noble  William  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
the  Most  Honorable  William  Marquis  of  Hartington,  John  Thomas  Wright, 
Francis  Eyre,  and  James  Longsdon,  esquires,  James  Gregory,  William  Wager, 
John  Longsdon  and  Robert  Thornhill,  and  the  curate  for  the  time  being  of 
Great  Longstone,  on  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  and  for 
the  benefit  of  a schoolmaster,  within  the  said  townships  of  Great  and  Little 
Longstone,  as  the  trustees,  and  their  successors,  and  the  major  part  of  them,  or 
their  known  agents  or  attornies,  or  persons  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  under 
their  respective  hands,  at  a public  meeting,  of  which  notice  should  be  given, 
should  think  proper,  and  by  any  writing  under  their  hands  should  from  time  to 
time  direct ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  or  such  agents,  &c.  as  aforesaid,  should  have  power  to 
elect  new  trustees,  in  the  room  of  any  that  should  die,  refuse  to  act,  or  become 
incapable ; and  should  have  power  to  lease  the  premises  thereby  vested  in 
them,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  21  years,  at  the  best  rent  and  without  fine. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  27th  April  1S21,  William  Spencer  Duke  of 
Devonshire,  theretofore  Marquis  of  Hartington,  John  Thomas  Wright,  the 
Earl  of  Newburgh,  theretofore  Francis  Eyre,  James  Gregory,  John  Longsdon, 
and  the  Rev.  Bache  Thornhill,  curate  of  Great  Longstone,  as  the  surviving 
trustees  of  those  named  in  the  Act  of  1810,  appointed  William  Carleill,  esquire, 
John  Thornhill,  William  Wager,  and  James  Longsdon  the  younger,  to  be  new 
trustees  in  the  room  of  William  late  Duke  of  Devonshire,  Robert  Thornhill, 
and  William  Wager,  deceased,  and  of  James  Longsdon,  who  by  reason  of  age 
and  infirmity  was  become  incapable  of  acting  as  a trustee. 

The  commissioners  under  the  above-mentioned  Act,  by  their  award,  which 
was  not  signed  till  1824,  allotted  to  the  trustees  a parcel  of  land,  on  Great 
Longstone  Common,  containing  11a.  3r.  and  another  parcel  of  land  on 
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Little  Longstone  Common,  containing  2a.  2r.  both  of  which  are  now  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Wager,  a£  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  9/.  per  annum. 
They  also  allotted  to  the  trustees,  in  respect  of  the  school  and  school-house, 
a small  parcel  of  land,  containing  22  perches,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Arnold 
Hodgkinson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  Ids.  per  annum. 

These  rents  are  received  by  the  trustees,  and  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster, 
who  was  appointed  by  the  trustees  in  1822.  The  master  also  receives  5 l.  per 
annum,  from  Mr.  Peter  Wright,  out  of  his  estate  at  Wardlow,  arising  from  the 
before-mentioned  donation  of  William  Wright,  for  the' instruction  of  poor 
children  of  Great  Longstone,  and  a voluntary  gift  of  51.  per  annum  from  the 
Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  he  instructs  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
2 5 poor  children,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  vacancies  in  the  manner  being 
filled  up  once  in  every  three  months,  10  of  whom,  being  of  Great  Longstone, 
are  taught  in  respect  of  William  Wright’s  charity,  and  nine  of  Great  Longstone, 
and  six  of  Little  Longstone,  in  respect  of  his  other  emoluments. 

Previously  to  the  above-mentioned  allotments  being  made  under  the  Inclo- 
sure Act,  ten  children  were  instructed  in  reading  only,  in  respect  of  Wright’s 
charity,  and  ten  in  respect  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire’s  voluntary  benefaction, 
but  in  consideration  of  the  increase  of  the  income,  arising  from  those  allotments, 
five  children  were  added  to  the  number,  and  the  whole  were  taught  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  LITTLE  LONGSTONE. 

Rider’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Rider , by  his  will,  bearing  date  6th  June  1709,  gave  to  his  wife,  Mary, 
the  house  at  Monyash,  in  which  he  dwelt,  with  the  outhouses  and  garden  thereto 
belonging,  and  two  little  closes  of  land ; the  one  called  Dowsaslacke,  and  the 
other  Buxton-lane-Pringle,  for  life ; and  after  her  death,  he  gave  the  rever- 
sion of  the  said  housing  and  land,  the  one  moiety  to  the  poor  people  of  Mony- 
ash, for  ever,  to  be  disposed  of  to  them,  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Monyash,  and  their  successors,  yearly,  for  ever ; and  the  other  moiety,  to  the 
poor  people  of  Little  Longstone,  for  ever,  to  be  disposed  to  them  by  the  over- 
seers thereof,  and  their  successors,  yearly,  for  ever ; and  he  empowered  the 
overseers  of  the  respective  places  to  let  the  said  premises,  and  to  dispose  of  the 
monies  received  therefrom  to  the  poor  people  of  the  respective  places,  on  2d 
February,  yearly. 

The  property  given  by  this  donor,  has  been  let  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Little  Longstone  and  Monyash,  jointly ; it  formerly 
consisted  of  a house,  cow-house  and  barn,  and  rather  more  than  five  acres  of 
land,  situate  in  Monyash  ; but  the  buildings  having  fallen  into  decay,  the  tenant, 
John  Bonsall,  was  allowed,  about  the  year  1813,  to  remove  the  materials,  his 
rent  being  at  the  same  time  increased  from  7 /•  Is.  to  10/.  His  rent  at  the 
present  time,  is  8 which  is  considered  the  fair  value  of  the  premises. 

The  moiety  of  the  rent  applicable  to  this  township  is  distributed  at  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  on  Candlemas-day,  in  small  sums  amongst 
poor  persons,  chiefly  such  as  have  large  families,  and  have  not  regular  relief. 

William  Wright’s  Charity. 

The  annual  sum  of  10s.  received  from  Mr.  Peter  Wright,  out  of  his  estate  at 
Wardlow,  in  respect  of  William  Wright's  donation,  the  particulars  of  which  have 
been  already  stated  in  the  above  account  of  the  charities  of  Great  Longstone, 
is  distributed  by  him,  and  the  chapelwarden  and  overseers,  on  Christmas-day, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  this  township. 

School. 

The  particulars  relating  to  the  school  at  Great  Longstone,  of  the  benefit  of 
which  the  poor  of  this  township  partake,  have  been  already  stated. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WARDLOW. 

William  Wright’s  Charity. 

The  annual  sum  of  10s.,  paid  by  Mr.  Peter  Wright,  out  of  his  estate  at 
Wardlow,  in  respect  of  William  Wright's  charity,  before  mentioned,  is  distri- 
buted in  Christmas-day,  by  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Wardlow, 
amongst  the  most  needy  persons  thereof. 
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CHAPELRY  OF  MONYASH. 

School. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  August  1752,  between  William  Goodwin,  of 
Monyash,  in  the  parish  of  Bakewell,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire, Sir  Nathaniel  Curzon,  baronet,  Edward  Cheney,  of  Yoxall,  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Monyash,  Amor  Rich,  esquire,  John  Thorpe,  gentleman,  John  Mel- 
land,  George  Goodwin,  George  Barker,  and  George  Newton,  of  the  other  part; 
reciting,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Monyash  were  desirous  of  having  a free  school 
erected  in  their  town,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  people  of  the  same  ; and 
that  amongst  other  means  for  raising  a fund  sufficient  for  erecting  a school- 
house,  and  providing  a salary  for  the  master  of  such  school,  divers  small  parcels 
of  the  common  ground  of  Monyash,  had  been  inclosed  ; and  reciting  an  inden- 
ture of  feoffment,  bearing  date  6th  March  1749,  whereby  the  said  Sir  Nathaniel 
Curzon,  and  several  other  freeholders  of  Monyash,  in  consideration  of  7 51., 
conveyed  to  the  said  Edward  Cheney,  and  his  heirs,  the  several  parcels  of  com- 
mon ground  therein  described,  which  sum  was  agreed  to  be  deposited  in 
the  hands  of  the  said  William  Goodwin,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  school,  in 
such  manner  as  should  be  agreed  to  by  the  trustees  to  be  appointed  for  the  said 
school ; and  reciting,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Monyash,  by  the  charitable  dona- 
tions of  many  persons,  and  by  the  sale  of  the  said  parcels  of  common  ground, 
and  by  other  means,  amongst  themselves  had  raised  a fund  of  200/.  ; and  that 
the  sqid  Edward  Cheney,  lord  of  the  said  manor,  with  the  freeholders  of  the 
same,  had  set  out  a parcel  of  the  waste  ground,  lying  in  the  middle  of  the  said 
town,  containing  in  front  from  east  to  west,  30  yards,  and  in  depth  from  north 
to  south,  20  yards,  lying  before  the  ancient  pools  of  the  said  town,  for  erecting 
a school-house  thereon  ; and  that  the  said  sum  of  200/.  had  been  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  said  William  Goodwin,  until  a general  meeting  of  the  prin- 
cipal subscribers,  and  the  lord  of  the  manor,  and  freeholders,  should  be  had,  to 
determine  on  the  manner  of  erecting  and  founding  such  school ; and  reciting, 
that  such  a meeting  had  been  held,  when  it  was  resolved  to  build  the  said 
school-house  on  the  said  piece  of  ground  ; and  that  a salary  of  10/.  a year, 
should  be  raised  for  the  master  of  the  said  school  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  trustees,  who  should  instruct  all  the  children  of  the  legal  poor 
inhabiting  in  Monyash,  and  of  such  other  persons  residing  in  the  said  town,  as 
the  major  part  of  the  trustees,  at  a general  annual  meeting,  should  deem  proper 
objects  of  the  charity,  in  the  English  tongue,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Christian  religion  ; and  reciting,  that  all  the  parties  to  that  deed 
had  been  nominated  as  trustees  and  guardians  of  the  said  school ; and  that  it 
was  resolved,  that  the  said  sum  of  200/.  should  be  transferred  to  them,  on  trust, 
to  lay  out  such  part  thereof  as  should  be  necessary,  in  building  the  said  school- 
house,  and  to  lay  out  the  residue  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  or  until  a purchase 
could  be  found,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  to  apply  the  rents  or 
interest,  towards  the  payment  of  the  said  salary  of  10/.  a year,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  rules  and  orders,  as  were  thereinafter  mentioned  ; It  was  wit- 
nessed, that  the  said  William  Goodwin  transferred  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  the  said  sum  of  200/.  to  the  use  of  them,  and  also  of  the  said  Wil- 
liam Goodwin,  on  trust,  for  the  purposes  agreed  upon  at  the  above-mentioned 
meeting  of  the  freeholders  and  subscribers,  the  particulars  of  which  are  fully 
set  forth  in  the  deed,  wherein,  amongst  other  things,  it  was  declared,  that  the 
master,  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees,  should  continue  in  his  office  during  his 
good  behaviour,  and  no  longer ; and  that  in  case  of  misbehaviour,  he  might  be 
displaced,  and  another  chosen  in  his  room  by  the  said  trustees ; and  it  was  also 
provided,  that  when  any  one  of  the  trustees  before  named,  should  die,  leaving  an 
heir  male  of  the  age  of  21  years,  and  a freeholder  of  Monyash,  such  heir  male 
should  succeed  to  the  trust  of  his  ancestor ; and  that  if  any  trustee  so  dying,  should 
leave  no  heir  male  of  full  age,  and  a freeholder  in  Monyash,  the  surviving  trus- 
tees should  elect  a new  trustee  from  among  the  freeholders,  in  the  place  of 
such  deceased  trustee  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  yearly  meet  at  Monyash, 
on  Holy  Thursday,  and  when  the  school-house  should  be  erected,  should  hold 
their  meetings  in  such  school-house,  and  should  then  deliberate  and  resolve  on 
all  matters  relating  to  the  business  of  the  said  school,  at  which  meetings,  all 
matters  should  be  determined  by  the  majority  of  those  present ; and  that  if  any 
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of  the  trustees  should  sell  their  estates  in  Monyash,  their  trust  should  become 
void,  and  other  trustees  should  be  appointed  in  their  room. 

By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  for  the  inclosure  of  the  common  lands 
of  Monyash,  under  an  Act  passed  in  177L  which  award  is  dated  15th  October 
1776 ; reciting,  that  by  a certain  'indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date 
26th  July  then  last,  in  which  it  was  recited,  that  the  proprietors  of  messuages 
and  lands  in  Monyash,  had  by  subscription,  lately  built  a school-house  in 
Monyash,  in  order  that  the  poor  boys  and  girls  thereof  might  be  educated 
therein,  but  that  no  yearly  sum  had  been  settled  for  defraying  the  charges  to 
arise  in  keeping  the  said  school-house  in  tenantable  repair,  and  to  pay  the 
schoolmaster  for  the  education  of  the  said  children  ; and  it  was  also  recited, 
that  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  said  Inclosure  Act,  the  said  proprietors  had 
mutually  agreed,  that  part  of  the  commons  and  waste  grounds,  of  the  annual 
value  of  6/.,  should  be  allotted  to  Nathaniel  Lord  Scarsdale,  Robert  Cheney, 
George  Goodwin,  John  Melland,  Thomas  Holmes,  and  George  Newton,  the 
said  proprietors  authorized  and  empowered  the  said  commissioners  to  set  out 
and  allot  to  the  said  Nathaniel  Lord  Scarsdale  and  five  others,  so  much  and 
such  part  of  the  said  commons  and  waste  grounds,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commissioners  should  be  of  the  value  of  61.  a year;  therefore  the  said  commis- 
sioners, in  pursuance  of  the  said  authority,  thereby  set  out  and  allotted  to  the 
said  Nathaniel  Lord  Scarsdale,  Robert  Cheney,  George  Goodwin,  John 
Melland,  Thomas  Holmes,  and  George  Newton,  a parcel  of  land,  N°22,  in  the 
plan,  containing  14  a.  & 32 p.,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  they  directed, 
that  certain  parts  of  the  fences  of  this  allotment,  should,  after  they  were  made, 
be  kept  in  repair  by  the  said  Nathaniel  Lord  Scarsdale  and  five  others,  and  their 
successors,  trustees  of  the  said  Monyash  school,  to  be  chosen  in  such  manner 
as  by  the  said  recited  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  was  directed  ; and  the  said 
commissioners  also  allotted  to  the  said  trustees,  the  remaining  part  of  the  land 
in  Rake  Lane,  which  was  not  included  in  the  limits  of  the  road  called  Monyash 
Road,  extending  along  the  south-east  side  of  the  said  Rake  Lane. 

The  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  recited  in  the  commissioners  award,  could 
not  be  found  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  (February  1827),  nor  is  it  accurately 
knowm  in  what  manner  the  sum  of  200/.,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1752,  was 
disposed  of,  but  there  is  a building  now  standing  in  the  situation  described  in 
that  deed  as  the  proposed  site  of  a school-house,  which  consists  of  a school  and 
a residence  for  the  schoolmaster,  with  a small  garden  attached  thereto,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  above-mentioned  sum  was  expended  in  the  erection  of  it. 
The  school-house  is  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  rents  of  the  school  lands,  and  is 
now  in  good  condition. 

The  school  lands  consist  of, — 

1.  The  allotment  described  in  the  Monyash  award,  as  containing  14  a.  & 32  p. 
now  divided  into  four  fields,  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  White,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  12/.  12s.  per  annum. 

2.  Two  small  fields,  containing  together,  about  an  acre,  which  formed  the 
allotment  described  in  the  award  as  part  of  the  land  in  Rake  Lane,  in  the 
respective  occupations  of  Mary  Wildgoose  and  William  Webster,  as  yearly 
tenants,  at  the  rent  of  10s.  6d.  for  each  field. 

3.  A field,  containing  rather  more  than  an  acre,  the  greater  part  of  which 
being  an  allotment  on  the  common,  was  the  property  of  George  Goodwin,  who 
died  in  1782,  and  was  by  his  will,  bearing  date  31st  August  1779,  devised  for 
the  use  of  the  school  of  Monyash,  for  ever  ; and  the  residue  thereof  was  also  an 
allotment  on  the  common,  and  was  the  property  of  a person  of  the  name  of 
Blore,  and  being  considered  too  small  to  be  worth  the  expense  of  inclosing,  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  purchase  it  and  inclose  it  with  Mr.  Goodwin’s  allotment. 
The  purchase  money  was  7 /•,  towards  which,  a sum  of  51.  belonging  to  the  poor 
of  Monyash,  arising  from  Hugh  Goodwin’s  charity,  hereinafter  mentioned, 
was  applied,  and  the  remaining  2/.  was  advanced  by  Mr.  Ebenezer  Bowman,  but 
no  conveyance  ot  the  land  appears  to  have  been  made  by  Blore,  for  the  use  of 
the  school.  This  field  is  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Bonsall,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  the  rent  of  1/.  7s.  per  annum,  of  which  5s.  is  paid  to  the  poor,  as  the 
interest  of  the  above-mentioned  5/.,  applied  towards  the  purchase.  It  was 
inclosed  about  13  years  ago,  by  the  tenant,  who  was  allowed  to  hold  it  five  years, 
paying  only  5s.  per  annum  to  the  poor,  in  order  that  he  might  be  reimbursed 
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for  the  expenses  of  the  inclosure,  since  the  expiration  of  which  time  he  has  paid 
the  full  rent  of  1/.  7 s. 

All  the  above-mentioned  rents  are  considered  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the 
respective  premises. 

This  school  has  been,  for  some  years  past,  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
John  Melland  and  Mr.  Joseph  Holmes,  who  have  claimed  to  act  as  trustees 
thereof,  as  being  the  respective  heirs  of  John  Melland,  mentioned  in  the  deed 
of  17 52,  and  in  the  commissioners  award,  and  of  Thomas  Holmes,  mentioned 
in  the  award. 

We  are  informed,  that  some  years  ago,  it  was  agreed,  at  a meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Monyash,  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed,  and  that  a con- 
veyance should  be  made  to  them  of  the  lands  allotted  to  Lord  Scarsdale  and 
others,  under  the  inclosure  award,  by  the  respective  heirs  of  the  persons  to 
whom  those  allotments  were  made,  and  that  deeds  were  accordingly  prepared 
for  this  purpose,  but  that  the  proposed  parties  to  the  deeds  refused  to  execute 
them. 

Mr.  Melland  has  received  the  rents  of  the  lands  held  by  Joseph  White,  Mary 
Wildgoose  and  William  Webster,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  13/.  135.  per 
annum,  which,  subject  to  occasional  deductions  for  small  sums  expended  in  the 
repairs  of  the  school  buildings,  he  has  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster. 


The  rent  of  the  field  held  by  Robert  Bonsall,  amounting  (after  the  payment 
of  5 s.  to  the  poor)  to  1/.  2 s.  per  annum,  has  been  received  by  Mr. 
Ebenezer  Bowman,  for  8 \ years,  to  Michaelmas  1826,  to  the  amount  of  - 
He  also  received  the  above-mentioned  money,  belonging  to  the  poor 
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And  Mr.  Bowman  has  made  the  following  payments  : — 

For  the  purchase  of  the  small  allotment  from  Blore 

To  a .solicitor,  for  preparing  the  deeds  before  mentioned,  for  the  appoi; 

of  new  trustees,  which  were  not  executed  - 
For  desks  and  forms  for  the  school  - 
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There  is  therefore  a balance  due  to  Mr.  Bowman  on  this  account  of 
51.  9 s.  6d. 

The  schoolmaster,  in  respect  of  his  occupation  of  the  school  premises,  and 
of  the  rents  which  are  paid  over  to  him  by  Mr.  Melland,  instructs  in  reading 
and  writing  16  poor  children  of  Monyash,  boys  and  girls,  appointed  by 
Mr.  Melland  or  Mr.  Holmes. 

It  is  desirable  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  for  this  school.  It  is 
stated,  that  Robert  Cheney,  esquire,  who  died  in  1809,  was  the  survivor  of 
the  trustees  mentioned  in  the  award,  to  whom  the  allotments  were  made  ; 
and  it  appears,  therefore,  that  the  lands  thereby  allotted  are  now  vested  in 
R.  H.  Cheney,  esquire,  as  his  heir-at-law.  He,  therefore,  will  be  the  proper 
conveying  party  of  those  lands.  It  is  also  desirable,  that  the  rest  of  the  school 
property  should,  if  possible,  be  included  in  the  same  trust  deed. 

If  the  deed  of  26th  July  1776,  referred  to  in  the  inclosure  award,  as  contain- 
ing directions  for  the  renewal  of  the  trustees,  shall  not  be  found,  it  appears  to 
us,  that  the  best  course  will  be,  that  the  appointment  should  be  made,  as  nearly 
as  circumstances  will  permit,  in  conformity  with  the  directions  for  that  purpose 
contained  in  the  above  abstracted  deed  of  1752. 


Rider’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  Ralph  Rider’s  charity,  who  by  his  will,  in  1709,  gave 
a house  and  land  at  Monyash,  one  moiety  to  the  poor  people  of  Monyash, 
and  the  other  moiety  to  the  poor  people  of  Little  Longstone,  to  be  disposed  of 
to  them  by  the  respective  overseers  of  the  poor  of  those  places,  (whom  he  em- 
powered to  let  the  premises),  on  2d  February  yearly,  have  been  stated  in  the 
account  of  the  charities  of  the  township  of  Little  Longstone,  in  a preceding 
part  of  this  Report. 

The  annual  sum  of  4/.  being  one  moiety  of  the  present  rent  of  the  lands 
derived  from  this  donor’s  gift,  is  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
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Monyash.  The  application  of  it,  together  with  the  income  derived  from  John 
Bartholomew’s  and  George  Goodwin’s  charities,  will  be  stated  in  the  account 
of  Hugh  Goodwin's  charity. 

Bartholomew's  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a benefaction  table  in  Monyash  chapel,  that  John  Bartholomew , 
in  1720,  gave  to  the  widows  and  fatherless  children  of  Monyash,  20.9.  yearly, 
to  be  divided  by  the  curate  and  chapelwardens,  by  equal  portions,  on  the  feasts 
of  Saint  Thomas  and  the  Purification,  which  annuity  he  charged  on  the  Hill’s 
Close. 

The  Hill’s  Close  is  now  the  property  of  Jonathan  Blore,  who  pays  lOs.  at 
Christmas,  and  IDs.  at  Candlemas,  to  the  overseer  of  this  chapelry. 

George  Goodwin’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  George  Goodwin,  in  1724,  gave 
to  such  poor  persons  of  Monyash,  as  had  no  weekly  pay,  10s.  a year,  to  be 
divided  by  his  executors  and  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor, 
which  he  charged  on  the  Wheat  Lands. 

The  Wheat  Lands  are  nowT  the  property  of  John  Henry  Barker,  esquire, 
whose  tenant  pays  the  annuity  of  lOs.  to  the  overseers. 

H ugh  Goodwin’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  Hugh  Goodwin,  in  1726,  gave 
the  interest  of  10/.  to  be  distributed  to  such  poor  persons  as  his  executors  and 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  should  think  fit  objects  of  charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  17SG  mention  this  legacy  as  being  then  vested 
in  Thomas  Dunn. 

It  appears  from  a book  relating  to  the  Charities,  that  widow  Dunn  paid  5s.  a 
year  interest  for  money  in  her  hands  in  the  year  1802,  and  that  5 s.  per  annum  was 
afterwards  paid  by  William  Ashmore,  as  the  interest  of  51.  until  1814,  inclusive. 
At  that  time  the  principal  sum  in  his  hands  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
a small  piece  of  land,  as  has  been  already  stated  in  the  account  of  the  school  ; 
and  since  that  time  5s.  per  annum  has  been  paid  by  Robert  Bonsall,  the  tenant 
of  the  field  in  which  that  land  is  included,  to  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor,  and  distributed  as  before-mentioned.  The  other  51.  of  Hugh 
Goodwin’s  donation  is  not  accounted  for. 

For  the  distribution  of  the  above-mentioned  charities,  the  chapeKvardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  meet  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day  and  Candlemas-day.  On 
the  former  day  the  sum  of  1 1.  5s.  composed  of  10 s.  being  one  moiety  of 
Bartholomew’s  charity,  lOs.  arising  from  George  Goodwin’s  charity,  and  5s. 
from  Hugh  Goodwin’s  charity,  are  distributed  by  them  in  small  sums  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  chapelry  not  receiving  weekly  relief. 

At  the  meeting  on  Candlemas-day,  4/.  arising  from  Rider’s  charity,  and  lOs., 
the  remaining  moiety  of  Bartholomew’s  charity,  are  also  distributed  by  them, 
the  poor  who  receive  relief  being  allowed  to  partake  of  that  distribution. 
A book  is  kept,  in  which  the  sums  received  and  distributed  on  accounL  of  the 
charities  are  entered. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

Palfreyman’s  Charity. 

We  are  informed  by  Thomas  Bateman,  esquire,  of  Middleton  near  Youl- 
greave,  that,  in  the  month  of  April  1824,  a sum  of  100/.  was  placed  in  his 
hands  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Palfreyman,  at  the  desire  of  her  deceased  sister,  Miss 
Thomasin  Palfreyman,  together  with  a further  sum  of  live  guineas,  to  defray 
the  expense  of  erecting  a tablet  in  Monyash  chapel,  and  with  the  following 
memorandum  : — 

“ I give  and  bequeath  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  to  be  laid  out  in 
land,  the  yearly  interest  of  which  is  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  Monyash,  and 
the  immediate  neighbourhood,  not  receiving  parish  relief,  for  the  use  of  clothing. 
The  clergyman  and  some  of  the  most  respectable  inhabitants  to  attend  to  the 
distribution  of  this  charity  upon  Christmas-eve.  And  I further  wish,  that  an 
account  of  this  donation  be  put  up  in  the  church  of  Monyash,  mentioning  every 
particular,  where  the  land  is  purchased,  &c.  ; and  I beg  this  may  be  done  as 
speedily  after  my  demise  as  possible. 

“ 14  November  1823. 


Thomasin  PafreymanP 
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Miss  Thomasin  Palfreyman,  who  resided  at  Crag  Hall,  in  Cheshire,  died  in 
January  1824,  and  was  buried  at  Monyash.  Her  will,  which  was  dated  in  1817, 
and  proved  at  Chester  in  June  1824,  contains  no  charitable  bequest,  and 
the  above-mentioned  memorandum  was  not  proved  as  a codicil  thereto. 

Mr.  Bateman  states,  that  the  100/.  was,  within  a few  days  after  the  receipt 
of  it,  placed  by  him  in  the  Savings  Bank  at  Bakewell,  and  that  it  is  intended 
to  invest  it  according  to  Miss  Thomasin  Palfreyman’s  desire,  as  soon  as  a suitable 
purchase  of  land  shall  be  found.  At  the  time  of  our  investigation  (February 
1827)  Mr.  Bateman  was,  with  this  intention,  about  to  view  a field  which  had 
been  offered  to  sale  for  100/. 

Mr.  Bateman  had  suggested  to  the  iahabitants  of  Monyash,  that  it  would  be 
advantageous  to  allow  the  interest  payable  by  the  Savings  Bank  to  accumulate 
until  the  purchase  could  be  made,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the 
purchase,  or  for  a small  excess  beyond  100/.  in  the  value  of  any  land  that 
might  be  offered  for  sale.  But  about  Christmas  1825,  a year  and  a half’s 
interest  on  the  above  sum  was  received  from  the  Savings  Bank,  and  distributed 
by  the  minister  in  flannel  and  cloth,  together  with  one  year’s  payment  of 
Gisborne’s  charity. 

CHAPELRY  OF  SHELDON. 

Frost’s  Charity. 

Mary  Frost,  by  a codicil  to  her  will,  bearing  date  18th  February  1755,  gave 
to  William  Bossley  and  James  Groves,  of  Bakewell,  and  John  and  Jasper  Frith, 
of  Chapel-en-le-Frith,  their  executors,  &c.  200/.  on  trust,  to  place  out  the 
same  at  interest,  on  the  best  security,  and  to  expend  one  moiety  of  the  interest 
thereof,  yearly,  in  the  binding  out  apprentice  one  or  more  boys  of  the  poorest 
and  most  needy  inhabitants,  of  and  belonging  to  the  hamlet  of  Sheldon,  to  some 
honest  trade,  and  the  other  moiety  in  binding  out,  in  like  manner,  boys  of  the 
parish  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  ; and  she  directed,  that  when  the  trustees  should 
be  reduced  to  two,  the  survivors  should  choose  two  other  honest  and  discreet 
persons,  to  succeed  the  deceased  trustees,  such  succeeding  trustees  to  be 
appointed  by  an  instrument,  in  writing,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the 
survivors. 

Previously  to  the  year  1774,  the  whole  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  200/. 
was  lent  by  the  trustees  on  bond.  In  that  year,  100/.,  part  thereof,  appears 
from  a receipt  produced  to  us,  to  have  been  paid  by  the  above-mentioned 
Mr.  William  Bossley  to  Mr.  John  Frith,  one  of  his  co-trustees,  as  the  moiety 
of  Mrs.  Frost’s  legacy,  applicable  to  apprenticing  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of 
Chapel-en-le-Frith.  The  only  information  that  we  were  able  to  obtain  relating 
to  that  branch  of  the  charity,  was  stated  in  our  17th  Report,  page  249. 

The  remaining  100/.,  the  interest  of  which  was  applicable  to  apprenticing 
poor  boys  of  Sheldon,  appears  to  have  continued  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William 
Bossley,  and  various  sums  of  4/.  each  were,  from  time  to  time  paid  on  the 
application  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Sheldon,  on  behalf  of  boys  of  that 
chapelry,  fit  to  be  apprenticed,  by  Mr.  William  Bossley,  during  his  life,  and 
after  his  death,  by  his  son,  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Bossley,  who  died  in  1826. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  account  of  the  payments  in  respect  of  this  charity, 
was  ever  rendered  by  Mr.  Alexander  Bossley  to  the  overseers  or  inhabitants  of 
the  chapelry  ; but  an  account  has  been  made  out  since  his  death  by  his  executors, 
in  which  credit  is  given  for  the  principal  sum  of  100/.,  and  for  212/.  for  the 
interest  thereof  at  four  per  cent,  from  1774  to  1827,  and  on  the  other  hand, 
credit  is  taken  for  100/.,  expended  in  binding  out  25  apprentices  during  that 
period,  with  a premium  of  4/.  to  each,  leaving  a balance  due  to  the  charity  of 
212/.  for  principal  and  interest,  which  the  executors  are  ready  to  pay. 

We  are  informed,  that  a deed  is  now  in  preparation,  for  the  appointment  of 
the  Rev.  James  Coates,  perpetual  curate  of  Sheldon,  and  Mr.  Roger  Sheldon, 
of  that  place,  to  be  trustees  of  this  branch  of  Mrs.  Frost’s  charity,  and  that  it  is 
proposed  to  lay  out  193/.  15.s.  of  the  above-mentioned  212/.  in  the  purchase  of 
land,  in  the  parish  of  Tideswell,  which  has  been  offered  for  that  purpose,  pro- 
ducing a rent  of  7 /•  15 s.  per  annum,  and  which  land  is  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
new  trustees,  on  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  for  binding  out  poor  boys  of  Sheldon, 
in  the  manner  directed  by  Mrs.  Frost’s  will. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes -of  the  Rev.  F,  Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bakewell. 
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CIIAPELRY  OF  TADDINGTON. 

Wilkson’s  School. 

The  Rev.  Roger  Wilkson,  of  Wormhill,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  4th  April 
1714,  gave  as  follows  : — 

“ I give  and  bequeath  all  my  lands  at  Biggin,  in  the  parish  of  Hartington^ 
to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  a free  school,  for  maintaining  a schoolmaster, 
to  teach,  gratis,  all  the  family  of  Wilksons  that  shall  reside  in  the  chapelry  of 
Taddington,  or  parishes  of  Bakewell  and  Tideswell,  and  for  ten  more  poor  chil- 
dren, in  Priestcliff,  Taddington,  Blackwell  and  Brushfield,  that  my  trustees* 
hereafter  named,  shall  appoint,  whom  I do  hereby  also  appoint  the  nominators, 
electors  and  choosers  of  a schoolmaster  for  the  said  school,  for  ever,  after  the 
decease  of  my  aforesaid  wife,  Elizabeth  Wilkson,  as  soon  as  they  have  raised  as 
much  money  as  will  make  the  school  worth  20/.,  paid  out  of  my  personal  estate 
and  Biggin  land,  viz.  John  Wilkson,  senior,  and  John  Wilkson,  junior,  of 
Priestcliff,  Roger  Wilkson,  junior,  of  Wormhill,  John  Thompson,  of  Kinson, 
Robert  Bagshaw,  of  Sterndale,  Job  Hill,  of  Tideswell,  Thomas  Cresswell  and 
Isaac  Wibbersley,  both  of  Priestcliff ; and  do  also  empower  my  said  trustees  to 
choose  new  trustees,  when  and  so  often  as  four  of  them  shall  die,  in  the  room 
of  them  that  are  dead  ; and  that  they  shall  before  the  dividend  of  my  monies 
which  is  to  be  divided  among  my  relations  and  friends  before  and  after  named, 
after  ail  my  legacies  are  discharged,  raise  so  much  out  of  my  estate  as  shall 
make  my  land  at  Biggin  worth  20/.  a year,  for  ever,  for  the  use  above  said, 
provided  the  curate  be  not  schoolmaster ; and  further,  it  is  my  will  and  mind, 
that  if  there  be  any  of  the  Wilksons  qualified  for  teaching  a school,  they  may 
be  chosen  before  any  other  ; and  I also  bequeath  31.  a year  to  and  for  a school- 
master at  Wormhill,  that  shall  be  elected  by  the  trustees  above  named  for 
Priestcliff  school ; and  if  at  any  time  and  times  the  dean  and  chapter  of  the 
cathedral  should  refuse  to  license  such  schoolmaster  as  aforesaid,  then  it  is  my 
will  and  mind,  till  such  time  as  a licence  is  obtained,  I give  the  profit  of  my  land 
and  money  to  my  next  heir,  and  no  longer.” 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  May  1715, 
between  John  Buxton  the  elder,  and  others  of  the  first  part ; Elizabeth  Wilkson, 
widow  of  Roger  Wilkson,  of  the  second  part ; Thomas  Cresswell,  and  the  seven 
other  trustees  named  in  the  will  of  the  said  Roger  Wilkson,  of  the  third  part ; 
after  reciting,  that  the  said  Roger  Wilkson,  in  his  life-time,  at  a court  holden 
for  the  manor  of  Plartington,  24th  October  1691,  surrendered  two  copyhold 
closes  in  Biggin,  called  the  Four  Acres,  and  the  Old  Close,  to  the  uses  of  his 
will  ; and  reciting  the  above-mentioned  devise  of  the  said  Roger  Wilkson  ; 
the  said  John  Buxton  the  elder,  and  others,  in  consideration  of  445/.  paid  by 
Elizabeth  Wilkson,  the  widow,  and  by  her  direction,  conveyed  to  the  said 
Thomas  Cresswell  and  another,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  in  Chelmorton, 
with  the  buildings,  barns,  stables,  orchards,  gardens,  &c.  thereto  belonging, 
and  several  closes  in  Chelmorton,  called  the  Over  Close,  the  Cliff  Close,  the 
Fur  Close,  the  Grove  Close,  the  Broad  Yards,  the  Close  under  the  Lowe,  the 
Brough  Head  Close,  the  two  old  Burrs  Closes,  the  Side  Ditch,  the  New  Burrs 
Close,  one  rood  of  land  in  a field  called  Sleperlow  Slack,  half  a rood  of  land 
in  a field  called  Cadman  Crew,  the  Bothams,  three  roods  of  land  in  a close 
called  the  Hop  Butts,  the  Salter’s  Way  Close,  one  rood  of  land  under  the  south 
wall  of  a piece  of  land  called  the  Salter’s  Way,  and  adjoining  to  the  Salter’s 
Way  Close,  and  one  close  called  the  Sleperlow  ; as  for  and  concerning  the  said 
closes  called  the  Botham’s  Close,  the  three  roods  of  land  in  the  Hop  Butts,  the 
Sleperlow  Close,  and  the  half  rood  of  land  lying  in  Cadman’s  Crew,  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Wilkson  and  her  heirs  ; and  as  for  and  concerning 
the  residue  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Wilkson, 
for  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  the  use  of  the  eight  trustees  named  in  the 
said  will,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  of  that  will  ; and  on  trust,  that 
when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  four,  the  survivors  should  appoint 
others ; and  that  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  should,  from  time  to 
time,  choose  10  poor  scholars,  and  the  schoolmaster  for  the  said  school,  which 
trust  premises,  together  with  the  said  copyhold  premises  devised  by  the  said 
Roger  Wilkson’s  will,  were  of  the  full  yearly  value  of  20/.  per  annum,  as 
directed  by  the  said  will. 

The  original  of  the  above-mentioned  indenture  of  release  was  produced  to 
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us  by  Mr.  James  Mander,  solicitor,  of  Bakewell,  who  stated  that  he  had  found 
it  amongst  his  father’s  papers. 

It  appears  from  a copy  of  the  defendant’s  answer  in  the  couft  of  Chancery, 
in  a cause  of  the  attorney  general,  at  the  relation  of  George  Wilkson  and  others, 
against  Robert  Bagshaw  and  William  Wilkson,  that  Elizabeth  Wilkson,  the 
widow  of  the  testator,  having  proved  his  will  at  Lichfield,  died  in  September 
1721  ; that  on  her  death  the  said  Robert  Bagshaw,  together  with  Roger 
Wilkson,  junior.  Job  Hill,  Thomas  Cresswell,  and  Isaac  Wibbersley,  took  upon 
themselves  the  trust,  and  on  20th  December  1721,  nominated  George  Wilkson 
to  be  schoolmaster,  who  was  licensed  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Lichfield  ; 
that  when  four  of  the  trustees  were  dead,  viz.  John  Wilkson,  senior,  John 
Wilkson,  junior,  John  Thompson,  and  Job  Hill,  the  survivors,  viz.  RogerWilkson, 
junior,  Thomas  Cresswell,  Isaac  Wibbersley,  and  the  said  Robert  Bagshaw 
had  several  meetings,  but  could  not  agree  on  the  nomination  of  the  persons  to 
be  new  trustees  ; that  the  lands  in  Biggin,  devised  by  the  testator’s  will,  were 
of  the  yearly  value  of  31.  and  that  the  trustees  under  the  will  in  1715,  purchased 
out  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  lands  at  Chelmorton,  of  the  clear  yearly 
value  of  17/.  which  had  for  10  years  before  the  date  of  putting  in  that  answer 
been  received  by  the  said  George  Wilkson,  as  schoolmaster ; and  the  defend- 
ant, Robert  Bagshaw,  by  the  said  answer,  expressed  his  readiness  to  choose 
new  trustees,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  and  the  defendant,  William 
Wilkson,  as  the  heir-at-law  of  the  testator,  expressed  his  readiness  to  join  in 
the  appointment  under  the  directions  of  the  court,  reserving  his  right  to  the 
lands  in  case  there  should  be  no  schoolmaster  licensed  by  the  dean  and  chapter. 

On  the  hearing  of  this  cause  before  the  master  of  the  rolls,  on  11th  June 
1736,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  defendant,  Wilkson,  should  convey  the  trust 
estates  to  the  defendant,  Bagshaw,  and  seven  new  trustees,  to  be  approved  by 
one  of  the  masters  of  the  court. 

A draft  was  produced  to  us  by  Mr.  Brittlebank,  solicitor,  of  Oddo,  which 
appears  to  have  been  prepared  in  1739,  of  a deed  for  the  appointment,  by  the 
said  Robert  Bagshaw,  of  John  Taylor  of  Conigre,  Benjamin  Revill  of  Tides- 
well,  Robert  Cresswell  of  Blackbrook,  Charles  Heaward  of  Hargate  Wall, 
Robert  Heaward  of  Taddington,  and  William  Bagshaw  and  George  Bagshaw  of 
Earl  Sterndale,  sons  of  the  said  Robert  Bagshaw,  to  be  trustees  of  this  charity, 
and  for  the  conveyance  of  the  lands  at  Chelmorton,  mentioned  in  the  deeds  of 
1715,  by  the  said  William  Wilkson,  in  obedience  to  the  said  decree,  to  the 
said  Robert  Bagshaw,  and  the  seven  trustees  thus  appointed.  No  deed  of  this 
date  can  now  be  found,  but  a paper  was  produced  to  us  (not  on  stamp),  dated 
16th  October  1739,  and  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  said  George  Bagshaw, 
wherein  he  states,  that  he,  as  the  surviving  trustee  of  PriestclifF school,  nomi- 
nated seven  persons,  viz.  Robert  Bagshaw,  Samuel  Bagshaw,  and  Richard 
Bagshaw,  sons  of  the  said  George  Bagshaw  ; George  Wilkson,  Roger  Wilkson, 
Hugh  Bagshaw,  and  John  Goodie,  to  join  him  in  the  trusteeship  of  the  said 
school,  in  the  room  of  the  seven  trustees  deceased.  If  therefore  a trust  deed 
was  executed  in  1739,  in  conformity  with  the  above-mentioned  draft,  it  would 
seem  that  the  Chelmorton  lands  became  vested  in  George  Bagshaw,  as  the 
surviving  trustee,  and  that  the  legal  estate  in  those  lands  is  now  vested  in  his 
heir-at-law.  We  are  informed  that  this  George  Bagshaw  resided,  during  the 
latter  part  of  his  life,  at  Manchester,  and  died  more  than  30  years  ago,  and  that 
inquiries  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  finding  his  heir,  but  without  success. 

The  legal  estate  in  the  copyhold  lands  at  Biggin,  is  now  vested  in  Mr.  George 
Wilkson,  the  present  schoolmaster,  who,  at  a court  holden  for  the  manor  of 
Hartington,  on  19th  October  1820,  was  admitted  to  these  lands,  in  trust  for  the 
school ; we  are  informed  that  this  was  done  in  consequence  of  its  being  required, 
on  behalf  of  the  lord  of  the  manor,  that  some  person  should  be  admitted 
thereto.  It  appears  from  the  copy  of  court  roll,  that  at  the  above-mentioned 
court,  the  homage  presented,  that  the  trustees  of  PriestclifF  school  were  there- 
tofore seised  of  the  following  customary  lands,  in  Biggin,  within  the  said 
manor,  viz. :

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that  the  survivor  of  the  trustees  was  dead,  and  his  heir-at-law  unknown  ; and 
that  George  Wilkson  was  in  the  receipt  of  the  rents  of  the  premises,  as  the 
acting  and  licensed  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  and  the  said  George  Wilkson 
was  thereby  admitted  to  the  said  closes  and  the  said  allotment  on  Alsop  Moor, 
made  under  an  Act  of  38  Geo.  3,  for  inclosing  lands  at  Hartington,  to  hold 
to  the  said  George  Wilkson,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  free  school  at 
Priestcliff,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  Roger  Wilkson. 

It  appears,  that  from  the  commencement  of  this  charity,  all  the  schoolmasters 
have  been  of  the  name  and  family  of  the  donor. 

The  above-mentioned  George  Wilkson  has  held  the  situation  of  schoolmaster 
since  the  year  1 797,  having  succeeded  his  uncle  George  Wilkson  therein.  In 
consequence  of  there  being  no  existing  trustees,  no  regular  appointment  took 
place,  either  of  the  present  master  or  of  his  predecessor  ; but  having  obtained 
recommendations  from  the  inhabitants  of  this  chapelry  and  its  neighbourhood  to 
the  dean  and  chapter  of  Lichfield,  they  were  thereupon  respectively  licensed  as 
masters  of  the  Priestcliff  school,  the  parish  of  Bakewell  being  under  the  peculiar 
jurisdiction  of  that  body. 

In  1804,  an  information  was  filed  in  the  court  of  Chancery  by  the  attorney 
general,  at  the  relation  of  William  Mackinson  of  Priestcliff,  Valentine  Flayward 
of  Taddington,  and  Joshua  Lingard  and  Thomas  White  of  Brushfield,  against 
George  Wilkson  the  present  schoolmaster,  whereby,  after  setting  forth  the  above- 
mentioned  indentures  of  6th  and  7th  May  1715,  it  was  stated  that  a school  was 
established  at  Priestcliff,  and  had  been  from  time  to  time  supplied  by  a com- 
petent master,  and  that  the  trust  premises,  or  the  rents  thereof,  had  been 
enjoyed  by  the  master ; that  on  the  death  of  one  John  Wilkson,  formerly 
master  of  the  school,  who  died  many  years  before,  George  Wilkson  the  elder 
became  master,  but  without  any  lawful  appointment,  and  continued  to  be  in 
fact  master  until  his  death  ; and  that  thereupon  George  Wilkson,  the  defendant, 
entered  into  possession  of  the  premises,  and  continued  in  the  possession  thereof, 
and  in  the  receipt  of  the  rents,  which  were  then  of  the  annual  value  of  60/. ; 
and  that  the  defendant,  George  Wilkson,  was  unfit,  and  not  qualified  to  be 
schoolmaster.  It  was  also  stated,  that  all  the  original  trustees  had  died  without 
appointing  new  ones,  and  that  it  was  uncertain  and  unknown  who  was  the  sur- 
vivor of  them,  or  who  was  the  heir-at-law  of  such  survivor ; and  it  was  prayed 
that  the  charity  might  be  regulated,  that  inquiry  might  be  had  in  whom  the 
legal  estate  of  the  premises  was  then  vested,  that  an  account  might  be  taken  of 
the  rents,  that  the  defendant  might  be  restrained  from  receiving  any  future 
rents,  and  that  a receiver  might  be  appointed. 

The  defendant,  George  Wilkson,  in  his  answer,  stated,  that  he  was  appointed 
to  teach  the  said  school  by  an  appointment  bearing  date  3d  April  1797»  and 
signed  by  the  vicar  of  Tidesvvell,  and  forty  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of 
Priestcliff  and  the  neighbourhood,  amongst  whom  was  the  informant,  William 
Mackinson  ; that  in  consequence  of  such  appointment,  he  was  duly  licensed 
by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Lichfield  on  5th  April  1797  ; that  he  had  ever 
since  taught  the  said  school,  and  received  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates; 
and  that  in  case  such  appointment  was  not  valid  by  reason  of  the  persons  by 
whom  the  same  was  made,  yet  that  he  was  of  the  name  of  Wilkson,  and  a relation 
of  the  testator,  being  the  grandson  of  George  Wilkson,  the  first  schoolmaster  ; 
and  that  when  he  was  so  licensed,  there  was  no  other  person  of  the  name  of 
Wilkson  who  was  able  and  offered  to  act  as  schoolmaster.  And  he  submitted, 
that  he  was  properly  licensed  to  act  as  such  schoolmaster,  in  consequence  of  the 
direction  in  the  will  of  the  testator,  that  if  there  should  beany  Wilkson  qualified 
for  teaching  school,  he  should  be  chosen  before  any  other;  and  that  the  trustees 
would  have  been  bound  to  appoint  him,  and  that  the  court  would  not  remove 
him  for  any  irregularity  in  his  election.  And  he  submitted,  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  account  for  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  being  entitled 
to  be  master  of  the  said- school,  and  having  since  April  1797>  acted  as  master 
thereof.  And  he  submitted,  that  he  was  a proper  person,  duly  qualified  to 
teach  the  said  school  ; and  stated,  that  he  had  always,  since  his  appointment,- 
duly  taught  the  said  school ; but  that  the  said  William  Mackinson  had  threat- 
ened to  drive  him  from  the  parish,  and  had  excited  various  persons  against  him. 
And  he  stated,  that  of  late  he  had  not  had  more  than  three  or  four  scholars, 
besides  his  own  children,  but  that  he  had  always  been,  and  still  was  ready  and 
willing  to  teach  such  others  as  might  come  to  him.  And  he  submitted,  that  he 
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ouo-lit  to  be  confirmed  in  his  office  of  schoolmaster,  and  that  no  regulation  of 
the  charity  was  required,  except  the  placing  of  the  legal  estate  in  proper  trus- 
tees, and  providing  for  filling  up  vacancies  in  such  trustees. 

By  an  order  of  the  master  of  the  rolls,  made  in  this  cause  on  19th  November 
1809,  it  was  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  inquire  and  state 
what  the  charity  in  question  was,  and  whether  any  proceedings  had  been  had 
to  establish  and  regulate  the  same,  and  what  the  charity  estates  consisted  of, 
and  in  whom  the  legal  estate  therein  was  vested,  and  whether  the  defendant 
had  been  properly  appointed,  and  was  duly  qualified  and  ready  to  act  as  master  ; 
and  the  consideration  of  further  directions,  and  of  the  costs  of  the  suit,  was 
reserved  till  after  the  master  should  have  made  his  report. 

Mr.  George  Wilkson,  who  was  the  defendant  in  this  suit,  states,  that  during 
the  progress  of  it  he  made  a proposal  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
chapelry  of  Taddington,  that  he  should  pay  20 /.  per  annum  out  of  the  rents  of 
the  trust  estate,  for  the  education  of  the  poor  children  of  the  places  entitled  to 
the  benefit  of  the  charity  ; that  he  should  retain  the  residue  of  the  rents  during 
his  life  for  the  education  of  his  own  children,  being  the  only  remaining  descen- 
dants of  the  Wilkson  family  ; and  that  upon  his  death  his  son  should  be  appointed 
schoolmaster.  It  appears  to  us,  that  the  arrangement  thus  proposed  would 
hive  been  inconsistent  with  the  intentions  of  the  donor,  and  that  the  inhabitants 
acted  properly  in  declining  to  accede  to  the  offer. 

This  suit  was  however  afterwards  abandoned  by  the  relators,  in  consequence, 
as  it  is  stated,  of  Mr.  George  Wilkson  having  obtained  an  affidavit  favourable  to 
his  character  and  his  competency  to  fill  the  situation  of  schoolmaster,  from 
a clergyman  and  other  persons  of  the  neighbourhood  ; and  each  party  paid 
their  own  costs. 

The  trust  premises  consist  of 

1.  — The  copyhold  estate  at  Biggin,  mentioned  in  the  copy  of  court  roll  of 
1820,  containing  in  the  whole  7A-  2r.  2p.  of  meadow  and  pasture  land,  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Flint,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  The  present  tenant  and 
his  father  have  occupied  these  lands  at  the  same  rent  since  Mr.  George  Wilkson 
has  held  the  situation  of  schoolmaster,  it  having  been  agreed  between  them  that 
the  tenant  should  bear  the  expenses  of  fencing  the  allotment  made  on  the 
inclosure,  and  that  in  consideration  thereof,  his  rent  should  not  be  raised  during 
the  time  that  Mr.  George  Wilkson  should  continue  schoolmaster.  The  expenses 
payable  to  the  commissioners  of  the  inclosure,  and  the  fine  and  court  fees  due 
on  the  admittance  of  the  schoolmaster  to  the  copyhold  in  1820,  were  borne  by 
him.  These  lands  are  stated  to  be  now  worth  about  14/.  per  annum. 

2.  — The  freehold  estate  at  Chelmorton,  comprising — 
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A house  and  outbuildings  in  the  village  of  Chelmorton,  and  several  fields 
of  old  inclosure,  containing  ------- 

An  allotment  on  the  common,  made  under  the  Chelmorton  Inclosure  Act, 
about  20  years  ago,  (after  deducting  7 a.  & 2 p.  sold  for  the  payment  of 
the  expenses  of  the  commissioners  of  inclosure)  - 
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in  the  occupation  of  John  Hodgkinson,  under  a lease  for  21  years,  granted  to 
him  by  the  present  schoolmaster,  shortly  after  the  inclosure,  at  GO/,  per  annum, 
of  which  term  two  years  are  yet  unexpired.  Previously  to  this  lease  the  rent 
was  501.  per  annum.  These  premises  are  stated  to  be  now  worth  about  501. 
per  annum. 

The  annual  value  of  the  whole  of  the  charity  property  appears,  therefore,  to 
be  rather  more  than  80/. 

The  above-mentioned  rents  are  received  by  Mr.  George  Wilkson,  the  school- 
master. 

It  appears  from  the  above  abstract  of  Mr.  George  Wilkson’s  answer  to  the 
information  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  that  he  stated  that  he  had  not  had  of  late 
more  than  three  or  four  scholars  ; but  that  he  then  was,  and  always  had  been 
ready  and  willing  to  teach  such  others  as  might  come  to  him  ; and  that  he  inti- 
mated that  the  deficiency  of  scholars  was  to  be  attributed  to  the  excitement  of 
persons  of  the  neighbourhood  against  him,  by  one  of  the  relators.  Both  before 
and  after  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  took  place,  there  appears  to  have  been  a very 
small  number  of  children  taught  5 and  indeed,  in  a paper  drawn  up  at  a vestry 
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meeting  in  1815,  and  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  minister,  chapelwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Taddington,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
places  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  charity,  who  were  desirous  that  further 
measures  should  be  adopted  for  the  appointment  of  trustees  of  the  school,  it  is 
stated,  that  15  years  had  been  elapsed  since  any  school  had  been  taught ; but 
Mr.  George  Wifkson  denies  that  the  school  was  thus  suspended,  and  states,  that 
he  always  taught  his  own  family,  and  such  poor  children  as  were  sent  to  him. 
He  produced  to  us  a paper,  dated  in  December  1820,  whereby  10  poor  boys  of 
Priestcliff,  Priestcliff  Ditch,  Taddington  and  Brushfield,  appear  to  have  been 
appointed  by  William  Wild  and  John  Hayward,  chapelwardens,  William 
Maycock,  overseer,  and  George  Wilkson,  himself,  who  is  described  as  being 
“ trustee  and  schoolmaster,”  to  be  taught,  gratis  ; and  he  stated,  that  during  the 
last  seven  years,  there  had  been  on  an  average  10  poor  children  (the  number 
specified  in  the  donor’s  will)  instructed  by  him  ; that  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry 
be  had  under  his  tuition,  in  addition  to  three  of  his  own  children,  four  scholars 
of  Priestcliff,  three  of  Priestcliff  Ditch,  and  four  of  Taddington  ; that  one  child 
of  Blackwell,  (a  small  hamlet  in  thischapelry,  containing  very  few  poor  persons), 
had  attended  the  school  in  the  preceding  summer,  and  was  expected  to  return 
to  it ; but  that  during  the  last  four  years  no  children  had  been  sent  from  Brush- 
field,  which  is  a hamlet  in  the  chapelry  of  Longstone. 

There  is  no  school-house  belonging  to  the  charity.  The  children  are  in- 
structed by  Mr.  George  Wilkson,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  in  a small 
room  near  to  his  own  house  at  Priestcliff,  in  which  he  resides. 

It  is  evident,  from  what  has  been  stated,  that  the  benefits  derived  from  this 
charity  are  very  small  in  proportion  to  the  income  belongingto  it ; and  it  appears 
to  us  very  desirable  that  the  charity  should  be  regulated,  and  that  the  manage- 
ment of  the  property,  the  power  of  electing  a schoolmaster,  and  of  removing 
him  for  misconduct,  and  the  nomination  of  the  poor  children  to  be  taught, 
should  be  placed  under  the  control  of  trustees,  to  be  appointed  under  the 
direction  of  the  court  of  Chancery.  We  apprehend  that  it  may  also  be  a proper 
subject  for  the  consideration  of  that  court,  whether,  as  the  annual  value  of  the 
estates  has  much  increased  since  the  time  of  the  foundation,  a much  larger 
number  than  10  poor  children  may  not  now  be  educated  in  respect  of  the 
income  derived  therefrom,  consistently  with  the  donor’s  intention,  that  the 
children  of  his  own  family,  residing  in  this  chapelry  and  its  neighbourhood, 
should  have  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  instruction,  there  being  at  this  time 
no  children  of  his  family  resident  at  or  near  Taddington,  except  those  of  the 
present  schoolmaster. 

The  direction  in  the  will,  that  if  there  should  be  any  of  the  Wilkson’s 
qualified  to  be  schoolmasters,  they  might  be  chosen  before  others,  together 
with  the  neglect  to  appoint  new  trustees,  according  to  the  provision  for  that 
purpose  in  the  deed  of  171-5,  seems  to  have  led  to  the  trust  property  being  in 
some  degree  treated  by  the  Wilkson  family  as  their  own  estate  ; but  we  appre- 
hend it  to  be  clear,  that  the  donor  intended  merely,  that  in  the  selection  of 
a master  by  the  trustees,  a preference  should  be  given  to  members  of  his  family, 
provided  that  they  should  be  duly  qualified  for  that  situation. 

Wilkson’s  Charity  for  Bread. 

The  above-mentioned  Roger  Wilkson,  by  his  said  will  (in  a former  part  of 
which  he  had  devised  to  his  nephew,  John  Wilkson,  and  his  heirs,  a close, 
called  Botham  Close,  two  beasts  grasses,  in  Priestcliff,  and  a yard,  called 
Rippon  Yard,  and  to  his  nephew,  William  Wilkson,  and  his  heirs,  the  land 
called  Tymm  Land),  gave  to  the  poor  of  Taddington  chapelry,  twelve  penny- 
worth of  white  bread,  to  be  dealt  every  Lord’s-day,  for  ever,  to  such  as  frequent 
divine  service,  or  are  aged,  as  his  before-mentioned  trustees  should  think  most 
fit,  calling  to  their  assistance  the  curate  of  the  place  for  the  time  being.  And 
he  charged  the  land  he  had  given  to  John  Wilkson,  with  8 d.  every  Lord’s-day, 
and  the  land  he  had  given  to  William  Wilkson,  with  4 d.  every  Lord’s-day, 
when  the  lands  he  had  given  them  should  come  into  their  hands. 

The  weekly  sums  of  8d.  and  4 d.  are  now  respectively  paid  by  John  Goodie 
and  Grace  Wright,  in  respect  of  the  lands  charged  therewith  by  the  donor’s 
will. 

Four  three-pennv  loaves  are,  by  their  direction,  sent  every  Sunday,  to 
Taddington  chapel,  which  are  distributed  to  four  poor  persons  attending  divine 
service  there.  Ttr  , 
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White’s  School  and  Charity  for  the  PoDr. 

Michael  White , by  his  will,  bearing  date  bth  February  1798,  gave  15/.  a year 
for  ever,  for  the  instruction  of  12  poor  children  of  the  liberty  of  Taddington, 
in  reading,  writing,  and  accounts,  and  40  s.  a year,  to  be  distributed  amongst 
the  most  needy  persons  of  the  township  of  Taddington,  on  24th  December 
yearly,  for  ever,  and  charged  all  his  lands  at  Taddington  with  these  payments. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  March  1799,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
between  Alice  White  and  Martha  White,  sisters  and  devisees  in  fee  of  the  said 
Michael  White,  of  the  one  part ; and  John  Bateman,  William  Buxton,  Thomas 
Dicken  the  elder,  William  Roberts,  and  Robert  Dicken,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting,  that  the  said  Alice  and  Martha  were  minded  to  establish  a charity 
school  at  Taddington,  for  educating  12  poor  children,  in  manner  thereinafter 
mentioned,  and  that  they  were  seized  of  several  parcels  of  land,  situate  in 
Taddington,  called  the  Further  Piece,  the  Nearer  Piece,  the  Calf  Croft,  the 
Nettlesheads,  the  Overway  Close,  the  Overway  Pingle,  the  Hopping  Heads, 
the  Setcope,  the  Sheather  Closes,  the  Further  Old  Field,  the  Nearer  Old  Field, 
the  Highmore  Pieces,  and  Madway  Side,  late  the  inheritance  of  the  said 
Michael  White,  the  said  Alice  and  Martha  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  17/-,  to  be  issuing  out  of 
the  parcels  of  land  aforesaid,  on  trust,  to  pay  15/.  part  thereof,  towards  the 
maintaining  a charity  school  within  the  township  of  Taddington,  for  instructing 
12  poor  children  born  in  the  said  township,  or  some  of  the  adjacent  parishes, 
in  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  in  teaching  them  to  read,  write 
and  cast  accounts,  and  other  proper  and  useful  learning  for  poor  children,  viz. 
the  boys  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  the  girls  to  read,  knit  and  work 
plain  work,  and  for  instructing  the  said  12  poor  boys  or  girls  in  the  principles 
of  the  Church  of  England,  and  in  the  Catechism  ; and  to  divide  the  residue  of 
the  said  rent-charge,  on  24th  December  yearly,  amongst  the  most  necessitous 
poor  born  within  the  township  of  Taddington.  And  it  was  directed  by  the 
said  Alice  and  Martha,  that  the  said  trustees  should  have  the  management  of 
the  said  charity  school,  and  of  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress  and  poor  children  ; 
and  that  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress  should  not  receive  any  money  or  presents 
from  the  said  poor  children’s  parents  or  relations  ; and  that  the  schoolmaster  or 
mistress  should  be  at  liberty  to  take  other  scholars  into  the  school ; and  that 
the  said  12  poor  children  should  be  elected  out  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town- 
ship of  Taddington,  or  other  adjacent  parishes,  the  children  of  the  township  of 
Taddington  being  always  preferred,  if  qualified,  before  any  others,  and  that 
none  of  such  12  poor  children  should  be  admitted  into  the  school  before  the 
age  of  seven,  nor  continue  after  the  age  of  14  years,  and  that  the  trustees 
should  yearly,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  meet  at  the  school-house  where 
the  school  should  be  kept,  to  examine  into  any  neglects  or  irregularities  of  the 
schoolmaster  or  mistress,  or  of  the  children,  and  to  make  such  reasonable 
by-laws  and  ordinances  as  to  them  should  seem  meet,  for  the  management  of 
the  charity,  and  the  government  of  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress  and  the  poor 
children  ; and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  major  part  of  the  trustees,  for  any 
gross  offence,  irregularity  or  neglect,  to  amove  or  suspend  the  schoolmaster  or 
mistress,  or  to  expel  any  of  the  poor  children  ; and  that  a book  should  be  kept 
by  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress,  for  entering  the  names  of  the  children,  the 
times  of  their  election,  and  their  respective  ages  at  the  time  of  admission,  and 
the  names  of  such  as  should  be  removed  or  depart  from  the  school,  and  the 
respective  ages  of  such  children  at  the  time  of  their  departure,  and  the  minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  at  their  yearly  meetings,  and  all  rules  made 
touching  the  school ; and  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced,  by  death, 
to  two,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  rent-charge  to  five,  or  more,  other 
persons  of  the  said  township  of  Taddington,  of  sober  and  discreet  demeanor, 
upon  the  trusts  aforesaid.  Of  the  trustees,  thus  appointed,  Robert  Dicken  is 
now  the  survivor.  There  has  been  no  subsequent  deed  for  the  renewal  of  the 
trustees,  but  endorsements  have  been  made  on  the  back  of  the  foundation  deed, 
stating,  that  Peter  Holme,  Matthew  Roberts,  and  John  Bateman,  were  appointed 
trustees  in  the  stead  of  three  of  those  who  were  dead. 

The  premises,  subjected  by  this  deed  to  the  annual  rent-charge  of  17^,  are 
now  the  property  of  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Bate- 
man. Of  that  rent-charge,  15/.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  remaining 
2/  is  distributed,  at  Christmas,  amongt  poor  persons  of  the  township  of 
- Rep.  18.  H Taddington, 
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Taddington,  not  by  the  trustees,  as  directed  by  the  deed,  but  by  the  Bateman 
family,  who  succeeded  to  the  property  of  Alice  and  Martha  White,  these  ladies 
having  been  accustomed  during  their  lives  to  distribute  the  same  in  like 
manner. 

The  schoolmaster,  who  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  instructs  12  poor 
children  nominated  by  the  trustees,  of  Taddington  and  Priestclilf,  in  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  Church  Catechism.  A school  was  erected  in  the 
township  of  Taddington,  about  the  year  1805,  by  subscription,  to  which  Mrs. 
Alice  and  Mrs.  Martha  White  were  contributors,  and  it  has  since  been  kept  in 
repair  by  the  chapelwardens.  The  trustees  do  not  hold  an  annual  meeting  on 
the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  but  they  meet  occasionally  in  the  course  of  the 
year  for  the  supply  of  vacancies  amongst  the  scholars,  at  which  meetings  they 
inquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  schoolmaster  and  children.  A book  is  kept  by 
the  schoolmaster,  in  which  are  entered  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
trustees,  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  the  names,  ages  and  times  of 
admission  and  removal,  of  the  children.  The  master,  in  addition  to  the  12  poor 
children,  has  other  scholars,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 

Higginbottom’s  Chauity. 

It  is  stated  on  a benefaction  table,  in  Taddington  Chapel,  that  William 
Higginbottom,  and  Ellen , his  widow,  gave  10s.  a year  to  the  poor  of  the  liberty 
of  Taddington,  to  be  distributed  on  Good  Friday,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  lands 
at  Banktop  Priestcliff  Ditch,  called  Tymm’s  Crofts. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  mention  the  donation  of  William 
Higginbottom,  as  being  a rent-charge  of  5 s.  per  annum,  given  by  his  will,  in 
1762,  but  do  not  notice  that  of  his  widow,  and  we  are  informed  that  she  had 
only  a life-estate  in  the  above-mentioned  lands,  and  was  therefore  incapable  of 
creating  any  permanent  charge  upon  them. 

In  respect  of  the  lands  mentioned  to  be  charged  with  William  Higginbottom’s 
donation,  the  annual  sum  of  5s.  is  now  distributed  by  Mr.  Robert  Wright, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Taddington,  in  which  Priestcliff  is 
included. 

Hayward’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated,  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  Charles  Hayxvard,  in  1773,  left 
5s.  to  the  poor  of  the  liberty  of  Taddington,  to  be  distributed  in  bread,  on 
4th  January,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  certain  housing  and  land,  in 
Taddington. 

These  premises  consist  of  a house,  yard,  and  about  two  acres  of  land,  now 
the  property  of  Joseph  Stone,  who  distributes  5s.  yearly,  on  4th  January, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township. 

The  two  last-mentioned  small  donations  appear  to  be  void,  under  the  Act  of 
9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bake  well. 


PARISH  OF  DARLEY. 

School. 

Taylor’s  Gift. — It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that 
Anthony  Taylor  left  40/.  to  build  a free  school  in  Darley,  and  60/.  more,  for 
the  teaching  of  poor  children  to  read  and  write. 

Phinney’s  Gift. — Also,  that  Mrs.  Ann  Phinney , in  1703,  left  60/.  to  the  said 
school,  for  teaching  other  children  to  read  and  write.  - 

Bromley’s  Gift. — It  appears  from  a memorandum,  dated  11th  June  1778, 
and  signed  by  the  then  rector  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  that  they 
acknowledged  to  have  received,  for  the  use  of  Darley,  and  the  lordship  of  Little 
Rowsley,  in  the  parish  of  Darley,  10/.,  given  by  Mrs. Rebecca  Bromley,  the 
mother  of  Mrs.  Wray  ; and  the  further  sum  of  51.,  paid  by  the  churchwarden 
of  Darley,  with  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  of  Darley  and  Little  Rowsley, 
in  order  that  the  produce  of  the  said  15/.  might  be  applied  for  the  teaching 
one  poor  child  of  Darley  and  Little  Rowsley,  at  the  free  school  in  Darley. 

The  sum  of  40/.,  given  by  Anthony  Taylor,  was  expended  in  building  a 
school  adjoining  the  church.  In  1809,  the  other  sums  above  mentioned, 
amounting  to  135/.  were,  together  with  100/.,  given  for  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
and  20/.,  for  the  Sunday  school,  by  the  will  of  Mr.  Thomas  Garratt,  herein- 
after 
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after  mentioned;  and  a further  sum  of  51.,  the  origin  of  whiclTdoes  not  appear, 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  260  /.  stock,  in  the  navy  5 per  cents,  in  the  names 
of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Lawrence,  rector  of  Darley,  John  Heathcote,  and  Ben- 
jamin Alsop,  of  whom  Mr.  Lawrence  and  Mr.  Alsop  are  now  the  survivors. 
On  the  reduction  of  the  dividends  of  this  stock,  from  five  per  cent  to  four  per 
cent,  the  trustees  became  possessed  of  27 31.  new  4 per  cent  stock,  the  divi- 
dends of  which,  amounting  to  10/.  185.  4 d.,  are  received  by  the  rector,  who  has 
been  accustomed  to  make  the  following  annual  payments,  since  the  reduction 
of  the  dividend  : —

This  sum,  it  will  be  observed,  exceeds  by  11 5.  8d.  the  amount  of  the 
dividends. 

The  school  having  been  found  too  small  for  the  number  of  children  in  the 
parish,  and  in  other  respects  inconvenient,  a subscription  has  lately  been  raised, 
to  which  an  addition  has  been  made  by  the  National  School  Society,  and  new 
school  buildings,  consisting  of  two  school-rooms,  with  apartments  for  the  resi- 
dence of  a master  and  mistress,  have  been  built.  The  site  fixed  upon  for  these 
buildings  being  part  of  the  glebe  land,  a parcel  of  other  land  was  purchased, 
and  granted  to  the  rector  in  exchange  for  it.  The  land  thus  received  in 
exchange  includes  a good  garden,  intended  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (February  1827)  the  fitting  up  of  these  buildings 
was  not  quite  completed. 

A sum  of  500/.  has  been  lately  given  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Lawrence , the 
present  rector,  as  a further  endowment  for  this  school,  which  was  on  1st  Fe- 
bruary 1827,  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  523  /.  11  s.  c2d.  new  4 per  cent  stock,  in 
the  names  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Lawrence,  the  Rev.  Silas  Slater,  Arthur 
Heathcote  Heathcote,  and  Peter  Walthall,  esquires;  and  it  was  intended,  that 
a further  sum  of  87/.  2 s.,  arising  from  other  donations,  lately  given  towards  the 
endowment  of  the  school,  should  be  invested  in  the  same  stock.  It  was  also 
proposed  to  transfer  lG8  /.,  part  of  the  above-mentioned  273/.  new  4 per  cent 
stock,  into  the  names  of  the  last  mentioned  trustees,  the  dividends  of  which 
aggregate  amount  of  stock,  including  the  annual  sum  of  16s.  9 d.,  the  pro- 
portion of  the  dividends  arising  from  Garratt’s  donation  to  the  Sunday  school, 
will  be  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  education.  The  dividends  of  the  remain- 
ing 105  /.  of  the  273/.  stock,  will  be  distributable  to  the  poor,  as  being  derived 
from  the  legacy  of  100/.,  given  for  that  purpose  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Garratt, 
as  hereinafter  stated. 

The  instruction  at  the  school  in  this  parish  has  been  suspended  for  some 
years,  in  consequence  of  the  age  and  infirmity  of  the  late  master,  who  died  in 
November  1826.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  his  successor  had  not  been 
appointed,  in  consequence  of  the  new  school  buildings  not  being  ready  for  occu- 
pation, but  we  were  informed,  that  it  was  proposed  to  introduce  the  national 
system  of  education,  and  to  admit  all  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Darley, 
including  those  of  the  township  ofWensley  and  Snitterton,  who  were  entitled 
to  partake  of  the  benefit  of  the  former  school. 

A Sunday  school  has  hitherto  been  taught  by  a master  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  in  the  old  school  room  adjoining  the  church,  but  it  is  proposed,  that 
the  day  school  and  Sunday  school  shall  now  be  united  under  the  same  master 
and  mistress. 

Garratt’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Garratt,  of  Hornsey,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  esquire,  by  his  will,  Garratt’s  Charity, 
bearing  date  23d  June  1791,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canter- 
bury in  the  following  year,  gave  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  Darley,  and  their  successors,  100/.,  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  such 
of  the  stocks,  funds,  or  government  securities,  as  they  should  think  fit,  and  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day  in  every  year,  for  ever,  to  distribute  the  dividends  thereof 
among  20  poor  housekeepers  of  that  parish,  ten,  at  the  nomination  of  the 
rector,  and  ten  at  the  nomination  of  the  churchwardens.  And  he  also  gave  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Sunday  school  at  Darley,  20  /.,  for  the  use  of  that  school. 

H 2 We 
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We  have  already  stated,  that  the  two  above-mentioned  legacies  of  Mr.  Garratt, 
were  invested  in  1809,  with  other  sums  belonging  to  the  school  of  Darley,  in 
the  purchase  of  navy  5 per  cent  stock,  in  the  names  of  the  present  rector  of 
Darley,  and  two  other  persons,  who  are  now  possessed  of  105/.  new  4 per  cent 
stock,  arising  from  this  donor’s  gift  to  the  poor,  and  21 /.  of  the  same  stock,  as 
arising  from  his  gift  to  the  Sunday  school. 

Since  the  reduction  of  the  dividends  of  this  stock,  the  annual  sum  of  4/.  has 
been  appropriated  by  the  rector,  as  the  share  of  the  former,  and  the  annual  sum 
of  1 /.,  as  the  share  of  the  latter  branch  of  this  charity ; but  the  correct  pro- 
portions  are,  for  the  former,  4/.  4 5.,  and  for  the  latter,  165.  9d.,  which  will  be 
applicable  towards  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  master  of  the  united  day 
school  and  Sunday  school. 

The  income  arising  from  the  gift  to  the  poor  is  divided  into  four  equal  parts, 
one  of  which  is  distributed  by  the  minister  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  North 
mediety  of  this  parish,  comprehending  the  township  of  Darley,  and  the  lordship 
of  Little  Rowsley ; another  is  distributed  by  the  minister  amongst  poor  persons 
of  the  South  mediety,  comprehending  the  township  of  Wensley  and  Snitterton  ; 
the  third  is  distributed  by  one  of  the  churchwardens  amongst  poor  persons  of 
the  North  mediety ; and  the  fourth  by  the  other  churchwarden,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  South  mediety.  These  distributions  are  confined  to  persons  not 
receiving  relief ; and  the  sums  given  to  each  vary  from  35.  to  5 s.,  care  being 
taken  that  those  who  partake  of  the  minister’s  distribution  are  not  included  in 
that  of  the  churchwardens. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Reverend  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WENSLEY  AND  SNITTERTON. 

Phinney’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  28th  March  1721,  between  Thomas  Bagshaw, 
esquire,  of  the  first  part;  John  Wall,  of  the  second  part;  and  Henry  Fanshaw, 
and  five  others,  of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  Atm  Phinney,  by  her  will,  had 
given  to  six  poor  virtuous  widows,  for  building  them  a house  to  live  in,  the 
sum  of  200/,  and  made  her  nephew,  the  said  Henry  Fanshaw,  her  sole  executor, 
and  that  the  said  Henry  Fanshaw  was  satisfied  that  the  intentions  of  his  aunt 
were  chiefly  for  such  widows  as  should  reside  in  Wensley ; and  reciting,  that 
the  income  of  the  said  200/.  had,  up  to  that  time,  been  applied  by  him  in 
buying  gowns  or  garments  for  poor  widows,  in  Wensley  ; and  that  he,  ob- 
serving that  the  building  of  six  houses  and  buying  ground  for  the  same  would 
exhaust  the  said  sum,  for  prevention  thereof,  and  for  preserving  as  much  thereof 
as  was  possible  for  the  necessary  repair  of  the  said  houses  and  better  mainte- 
nance of  the  said  widows,  had  obtained  the  opportunity  of  buying  five  dwelling- 
houses  or  cottages,  thereinafter  mentioned,  situate  in  Wensley;  viz.  four 
from  the  said  Thomas  Bagshaw,  for  68/.  15  5.,  and  the  other  from  the  said 
John  Wall,  for  27 /•  wherewith  to  make  six  houses  for  the  said  six  widows, 
which  the  said  five  cottages  would  sufficiently  do,  according  to  the  said  will ; 
and  reciting,  that  the  expense  of  fitting  up  the  said  six  houses  would  amount 
to  14/.,  for  which  sum  Thomas  Southern  ha,d  undertaken  to  make  the  said 
houses  habitable  and  convenient,  with  garden  walls,  according  to  a particular 
thereunto  annexed,  so  that  there  would  remain  the  sum  of  90/.  5s.  of  the  said 
200/.,  by  the  interest  whereof  the  said  houses  might  be  from  time  to  time  re- 
paired, and  the  overplus  of  such  income  might  be  laid  out  in  buying  six  gowns 
for  the  said  six  widows  to  wear  daily,  and  in  their  maintenance,  the  said  sum 
to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  or  laid  out  in  land,  in  names  of  the  trustees,  for 
the  pusposes  aforesaid  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  for  establishing  the  said 
charity,  and  in  consideration  of  68/.  155.  paid  to  the  said  Thomas  Bagshaw, 
and  of  27/.  paid  to  the  said  John  Wall,  the  said  Thomas  Bagshaw  conveyed 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  four  cottages,  situate 
in  the  Dale,  in  the  bottom  of  Trough’s  Pasture,  in  Wensley  ; and  the  said 
John  Wall  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs, 
one  cottage,  situate  on  the  Dale  aforesaid,  on  trust,  that  all  the  said  cottages 
should  be  made  into  six  houses  for  the  habitation  of  six  widows,  with  the  said 
sum  of  14/.  to  he  laid  out  thereon,  as  aforesaid;  and  that  six  poor  virtuous 
widows  should,  by  the  appointment  of  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  be 
-placed  in  the  said  six  houses,  there  to  dwell,  rent  free,  during  such  time  as

they  respectively  should  continue  poor  virtuous  widows ; and  on  further  Wensley  and 

trust,  that  whenever  the  said  houses  should  become  vacant  by  the  death  of  any  Snitterton. 
of  the  said  widows,  or  otherwise,  such  vacancies  should  be  filled  up  by  the  phjnney’s  Charity 
appointment  of  the  said  trustees  ; and  that  if  there  should  not  be  within  the  continued. 

hamlet  of  Wensley,  such  a poor  virtuous  widow  to  fill  up  a vacancy,  the  trustees  N ' 

should,  during  such  vacancy,  dispose  of  such  house  as  should  become  vacant, 
for  the  benefit  and  better  maintenance  of  the  poor  widows  that  should  reside  in 
the  residue  of  the  said  houses.  And  it  was  declared,  that  when  the  number 
of  trustees  should  be  reduced  under  four,  the  survivors  should  elect  so  many 
new  trustees,  having  estates  in  Wensley,  as  with  the  old  trustees  then  remaining 
would  make  the  number  four ; and  that  a conveyance  should  be  made  accord- 
ingly. And  after  reciting,  that  the  remaining  90/.  5s.  of  the  said  sum  of 
200/.  was,  by  the  said  Henry  Fanshaw  paid  into  the  hands  of  John  Holmes,  at 
interest,  on  a security  to  the  said  trustees,  the  produce  thereof  to  be  applied  in 
such  repairs  of  the  said  houses  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  said  widows, 
as  aforesaid,  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  sum  of  90/.  5s.  should  be  laid  out 
in  land,  and  conveyed  to  the  same  trustees  as  the  said  houses  should  become 
vested  in,  and  be  transferred  from  time  to  time,  as  the  said  six  houses  were 
intended  to  be,  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  land  so  to  be  purchased, 
and  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  of  90/.  5 s.,  in  the  mean  time,  should  be  by  the 
appointment  of  the  said  trustees,  laid  out,  annually,  in  the  necessary  repair 
of  the  said  houses  ; and  that  what  should  not  be  laid  out  thereon,  should  be 
yearly,  at  Christmas,  distributed  amongst  the  said  six  poor  widows,  in  such 
manner  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  was  made  by  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  December  1795,  whereby  Thomas 
Southern,  as  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  the  above-mentioned  houses  to 
Robert  Charles  Greaves,  William  Milnes,  William  Houghton,  Thomas  Dunn, 
and  Anthony  Allsop,  of  whom  Mr.  Allsop  is  the  only  survivor. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  90/.  5 s.  was,  in  1795,  lent  by  the  trustees  to 
Thomas  Gregory,  on  mortgage  of  a close  lying  near  Stone  Cliffe,  in  the  parish 
of  Darley,  called  the  Butt’s  Close,  at  5 per  cent  interest,  amounting  to 
4/.  105.  3d.  per  annum,  and  still  remains  on  that  security. 

Six  houses  appear  to  have  been  completed,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  deed  of  1721,  but  more  than  SO  years  ago,  one  of  them  was  thrown  down 
in  consequence  of  the  bursting  of  the  dam  of  a mine.  The  proprietors  of  the 
mine  rebuilt  the  walls  and  the  roof  of  the  house,  but  laid  down  no  floors,  and 
this  tenement  has  of  late  years  been  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  township,  as 
a place  of  deposit  for  fuel. 

We  are  informed  that  the  houses  are  very  small  and  inconveniently  situated, 
and  that  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  induce  widows  to  occupy  them.  Two  of 
them  were  occupied,  for  several  years,  by  two  poor  men  and  their  wives,  and 
the  sum  of  105.  per  annum  was,  in  consideration  thereof,  paid  as  a rent  for 
each  house,  to  the  trustees,  by  the  overseers,  out  of  the  poor’s  rates.  One  of 
these  men  having  died  about  the  year  1817,  his  widow  has  since  been  allowed  to 
remain  in  the  same  house  on  the  establishment  of  the  charity,  rent-free,  and  the 
other  man  having  died  in  1821,  his  widow  has  been  allowed  to  remain  in  the  same 
manner.  The  other  three  houses  being  in  a bad  state  of  repair,  Mr.  Allsop,  the 
trustee,  about  the  year  1817,  made  an  agreement  with  the  inhabitants  of  this 
township,  that  on  condition  of  their  putting  them  into  repair,  they  should  have 
the  occupation  of  them  as  places  for  the  residence  of  paupers,  without  payment 
of  rent,  for  so  long  a time  as  would  be  sufficient  to  remunerate  them  for  the 
money  expended  in  such  repair.  Under  this  agreement,  a sum  of  2 51.  was  laid 
out  by  the  overseer,  in  putting  the  last-mentioned  houses  into  a habitable  state, 
and  a further  sum  of  51.  7 s.  6d.  was  expended  for  the  same  purpose,  in  1822. 

No  rent  has  yet  been  paid  by  the  overseers  for  these  houses. 

Mr.  Allsop  has  been  the  acting  trustee  and  treasurer  of  this  charity  from 
1800  to  the  present  time,  and  has  kept  an  account  of  the  monies  received  and 
paid  by  him.  His  account  commences  with  a sum  of  7/.  15.  received  in  1800, 
as  a balance  from  Mr.  George  Greaves,  who  preceded  him  in  the  office  of  trea- 
surer. Mr.  Allsop’s  total  receipts,  including  the  rent  received  from  the 
overseer  till  the  year  1821,  and  the  interest  on  the  mortgage  for  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  90/.  55.,  to  Michaelmas  1825,  amount  to  134/.  115. ; and 
his  expenditure,  consisting  of  the  repairs  of  such  of  the  houses  as  were  not  in 
Rep.  18.  H 3 the 
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Wensley  and  the  possession  of  the  overseers,  and  in  some  small  donations  of  money  and 

Snitterton.  payments  for  clothing  and  coals  for  the  widows,  amounts  in  the  whole  to 

p,.  7“Th  . 91 /.  195.  8 d.,  leaving  a balance  in  Mr.  Allsop’s  hands  of  42 /.  11  s.  4 d. 

10 Tontimed !"  This  charity  is,  in  its  present  state,  productive  of  very  little  advantage  ; but  it 

v- 3 -/  is  thought  that  it  may  be  made  more  useful,  if  a part  of  the  balance  in  hand  is 

applied  in  altering  the  houses,  and  adapting  them  for  the  habitation  of  three 
poor  widows,  instead  of  a larger  number.  It  therefore  seems  advisable  that 
this  should  be  done,  and  that  what  shall  remain  of  that  balance  shall  be  added 
to  the  90/.  5 s.,  and  the  interest  of  the  whole  applied,  either  in  repairs,  or 
towards  the  clothing  and  maintenance  of  the  occupiers  of  the  houses. 

Hayward’s  Charity. 

Hayward’s  Charity.  By  indenture,  bearing  date  22d  June  1732,  Godfrey  Hayward,  of  Wensley, 
in  compliance  with  the  request  of  Sarah,  his  deceased  wife,  granted  to  Joseph 
Hayne,  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  hamlets  of  Wensley  and  Snitterton,  and  his 
successors,  a clear  yearly  rent-charge  of  205.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  two  messuages 
joining  one  to  the  other,  situate  in  a place  in  Wensley,  called  the  Broad-stones, 
and  a stable  and  garden  thereto  belonging,  on  trust,  to  pay  the  same  amongst 
such  and  so  many  of  the  poor  people  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  inhabiting 
within  the  said  hamlets,  who  should  want  relief  and  maintenance,  and  should 
be  chargeable  to  the  said  hamlets  or  one  of  them,  yearly,  on  24th  December,  in 
such  proportions  and  manner  as  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants  residing 
within  the  said  hamlets  should  direct. 

The  above-mentioned  two  houses,  situate  at  the  Broad-stones,  in  Wensley, 
are  the  property  of  Mrs.  Yates,  a descendant  of  Godfrey  Hayward.  The 
annuity  of  205.  is  stated  to  have  been  distributed  successively  by  her  father 
and  herself,  until  about  three  years  ago,  when  she  ceased  to  reside  at  Wensley, 
since  which  time  it  has  been  distributed  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Stone,  the  overseer  of 
the  poor,  about  Christmas,  who  is  also  a tenant  of  Mrs.  Yates,  to  poor  persons, 
in  sums  of  15.  or  25.  to  each. 


Five  poor  children  of  this  township  are  instructed  in  the  charity  school  in  the 
neighbouring  parish  of  Bonsai  1,  on  the  foundation  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Turner , 
the  particulars  of  which  school  will  be  stated  in  a future  Report. 


PARISH  OF  EDENSOR. 

Hardy’s  Charity. 

Edensor.  It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Henry  Hardy,  by  his 

„ j 3jharit  W^’  bearing  date  6th  May  1641,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 

jr  y b " ’ Edensor,  for  ever,  the  yearly  sum  of  105.,  to  be  distributed  on  Christmas-day. 

This  yearly  sum  of  105.  is  paid  by  the  agent  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  in 
respect  of  a piece  of  land,  now  part  of  Chatsworth  Park,  which  formerly 
belonged  to  Philip  Melton,  (by  whom  the  same  sum  appears,  from  the  Returns 
of  1786,  to  have  been  at  that  time  paid),  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Edensor.  Two-thirds  thereof,  amounting  to  65.  8 d.,  are  distributed 
amongst  the  poor  of  that  township,  as  hereinafter-mentioned  in  the  account  of 
Phillips’s  charity,  and  the  remaining  third-part,  being  3s.  4>d.,  is  paid  over  to 
the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Pilsley,  and  by  him  distributed  to  the  poor 
thereof. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  parish  partakes  of  the  Reverend  F.  Gisborne ’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 
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Phillips’s  Charity. 

Edensor.  John  Phillips,  by  bis  will,  bearing  date  3d  March  1734,  and  proved  at  Lich- 

Phillips’s  Charity.  *n  the  following  year,  gave  to  the  parish  of  Edensor,  for  the  use  of 

the  poor  thereof,  100/.,  the  interest  to  be  yearly,  for  ever,  distributed  on 
5th  November.  He  also  gave  50/.  to  the  school  of  Edensor,  and  50/.  to  the 
school  of  Stainsby  or  Hardwick,  the  interest  of  both  of  which  last-mentioned 
sums  he  desired  to  be  yearly  equally  divided  and  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
each  place  respectively,  for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  and 
he  desired  that  his  executor  should  have  the  placing  out  the  said  sum  of  200/. 

at 
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at  interest,  which  should  be  by  him  yearly  applied  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  Edensor. 

until  such  time  as  it  could  conveniently  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  to  — — 

be  vested  in  six  trustees  to  be  named  by  his  executor,  of  which  number  he  1>bl  c^S^^anty’ 

desired  that  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  might  be  one,  and  that  a majority  of  the  v ’ _j 

trustees  should  have  power,  on  any  vacancy,  to  elect  as  many  others  as  should 
keep  up  the  number  of  six,  so  that  the  trust  might  for  ever  be  kept  on  foot, 
and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands,  when  purchased,  might  be  applied, 
as  follows,  viz. ; a moiety  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Edensor, 
to  be  given  on  5th  November,  in  such  manner  as  his  trustees  should  think  fit, 
one  fourth  part  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of 
Edensor  School,  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  and  the  other  fourth  part  thereof 
for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of  Stainsby  or  Hardwick,  and 
his  successors,  for  ever.  And  he  appointed  William  Barker,  of  Edensor,  his 
sole  executor. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and  24th  June  1735,  John 
Wright  and  William  Wright,  in  consideration  of  150/.,  part  of  the  above- 
mentioned  200/.  given  by  the  will  of  John  Phillips,  conveyed  to  the  Most  Noble 
William  Duke  of  Devonshire,  the  said  William  Barker,  Alexander  Barker, 

Thomas  Barker,  of  Sheldon,  Thomas  Barker,  of  Bakewell,  and  Richard  Verrey, 
and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  situate  in  Beeley,  then  divided  into  two 
dwellings,  with  a garden  and  backside  thereto  belonging,  and  a croft  thereto  ad- 
joining, containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  and  a piece  of  land,  situate  in  Beeley, 
called  the  South  Field,  containing  by  estimation,  six  acres,  on  trust,  that  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  the  said  trustees  should  reimburse  them- 
selves all  the  necessary  charges  expended  in  the  execution  of  their  trust ; and 
that  they  should  pay  one-fourth  part  of  the  said  yearly  rents  to  the  use  of  the 
schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of  Stainsby  school  and  his  successors;  another 
fourth  part,  to  the  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of  the  free  school  at 
Edensor  and  his  successors  ; and  the  two  remaining  fourth  parts,  for  the  use  and 
advantage  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Edensor,  to  be  yearly  distributed  on  5th 
November,  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  13th  and  14th  November 
1758,  Alexander  Barker,  as  the  only  surviving  trustee  of  the  premises  above- 
mentioned,  conveyed  the  same  to  the  Most  Noble  William  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire, John  Barker,  William  Bossley,  William  Terry  and  Barker,  John  Blackley, 
and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  John  Phillips, 
and  in  the  said  indenture  of  release. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  the  last-mentioned  deed,  William  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire is  stated  to  have  been  the  survivor.  No  subsequent  renewal  of  the  trustees 
appears  to  have  taken  place,  and  the  management  of  this  charity  has  continued 
in  the  succeeding  Dukes  of  Devonshire. 

The  trust  premises  consist  of  two  cottages,  a small  croft,  and  three  fields,  the 
whole  containing  about  six  acres,  situate  at  Beeley,  and  an  allotment  of  nearly 
six  acres,  made  in  respect  of  these  premises,  on  the  inclosure  of  the  common  lands 
of  Beeley,  under  an  Act  passed  about  12  years  ago,  the  whole  of  which  are  now 
in  the  occupation  of  William  Wallis,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  16/.  16s. 
per  annum,  to  which  amount  it  was  raised  from  6 /.  about  six  years  ago.  The 
yearly  rent,  which  is  considered  as  becoming  due  on  5th  November,  the  day 
appointed  by  the  donor  for  the  distribution  to  the  poor,  is  not  usually  paid  by  the 
tenant  till  after  the  following  Christmas.  It  is  received  by  W.  A.  Ashby,  esquire, 
as  agent  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  is  paid  over  by  him  to  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Edensor.  One-third  part  thereof,  being  51.  12s. 
is  then  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Edensor,  and  the  remaining  two-thirds, 
amounting  to  11/.  4s.,  are  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
together  with  6 s.  8 d.,  being  two  thirds  of  the  income  of  Hardy’s  charity, 
before  mentioned,  in  small  sums,  amongst  widows  and  other  poor  persons 
belonging  to  the  township  of  Edensor,  whether  residing  there  or  not. 

From  the  terms  of  this  donor’s  will,  it  seems  to  have  been  his  intention,  that 
the  poor  of  the  whole  parish  of  Edensor  should  partake  of  the  distribution  di- 
rected by  him,  but  by  the  deed  made  very  shortly  after  his  death,  to  which  his 
executor  was  a party,  the  advantage  of  this  branch  of  the  charity  was  confined 
to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Edensor,  and  the  distribution  is  now  made  to  the  poor 
of  that  township  only,  and  does  not  include  those  of  the  township  of  Pilsley. 

All  the  expenses  of  the  inclosure  of  the  above-mentioned  allotment,  amount- 
ing to  about  20/.,  have  been  paid  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  It  will  be  seen,

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Edensor.  that  it  is  proposed  to  apply  the  sum  of  20/.,  belonging  to  Hackett’s  charity, 
hereinafter  mentioned,  in  the  repayment  of  the  sum  thus  advanced  by  his

v j The  above-mentioned  sum  of  5 /.  12  s.  forms  part  of  the  salary  of  the  school- 

master of  Edensor,  to  which  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  makes  a voluntary  contri- 
bution of  30/.  per  annum.  Each  inhabitant  of  the  township  of  Edensor  is 
allowed  to  send  two  children  to  this  school,  where  they  are  gratuitously  in- 
structed in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  number  of  children  attending 
the  school  is  usually  about  sixty.  * 

The  sum  of  50/.,  being  the  residue  of  the  200/.  given  by  John  Phillips, 
beyond  the  150/.  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  lands  at  Beeley,  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  10  5.  is  paid  as  the 
interest  thereof,  yearly,  to  the  master  of  the  school  at  Hardwick  or  Stainsby, 
mentioned  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  report. 

r It  will  be  observed,  that  by  the  provisions  of  the  deed  of  1735,  one-fourth 
part  of  the  rents  of  the  premises  then  purchased,  was  in  conformity  with  the 
• donor’s  directions,  appropriated  to  the  master  of  the  Hardwick  school;  and  it 
was  probably,  at  that  time  intended,  that  the  remaining  50/.  should  be  laid  out 
in  a further  purchase  of  land,  and  that  the  rents  thereof  should  be  divided  in 
similar  proportions,  amongst  the  three  specified  objects  of  the  charity.  As  this 
was  not  done,  and  as  the  rents  of  the  premises  are  at  the  present  time  of  larger 
amount,  in  proportion  to  the  150/.  laid  out  in  the  purchase  thereof,  than  the 
interest  arising  from  the  remaining  50/.  not  so  invested,  it  appears  that  the  Hard- 
wick school  does  not  receive  its  due  proportion  of  the  whole  income  of  the 
charity.  But  as  the  masters  of  both  these  schools  receive  a considerable  voluntary 
addition  to  their  respective  salaries  from  the  Duke,  it  is  not  important  that  any 
alteration  should  take  place  in  the  appointment  of  the  income  of  this  charity, 
during  the  continuance  of  those  contributions. 

Hackett’s  Charity. 

Hackett’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  on  the  same  tablet,  that  John  Hackett , by  his  will,  the  date  of 
which  is  not  mentioned,  left  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  poor 
of  Edensor  on  24th  June,  for  ever. 

. This  sum  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  George  Barker,  at  four  per  cent  interest, 
until  the  year  1821,  when  it  was  paid  to  Mr.  Ashby,  as  the  agent  of  the  Duke 
of  Devonshire,  and  since  that  time  no  interest  has  been  paid  on  it. 

It  has  been  proposed,  that  this  sum  shall  be  applied  in  the  liquidation  of  the 
.expenses  incurred  in  the  inclosure  of  the  common  land  at  Beeley,  allotted  to 
Phillips’s  charity,  which,  as  has  been  already  stated,  were  paid  by  the  Duke; 
that  it  shall  be  considered  as  charged  on  the  lands  of  that  charity  ; that  the 
interest  of  it  shall  be  paid,  in  the  first  instance,  out  of  the  rents,  previously  to 
the  division  thereof  between  the  school  and  the  poor  ; and  that  a memorandum 
of  the  transaction  shall  be  entered  in  the  book  relating  to  the  charities. 

If  this  charity  is  thus  distinctly  preserved,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
material  objection  to  the  proposed  arrangement,  but  the  interest  of  the  sum  of 
20/.  from  the  year  1821,  ought  to  be  accounted  for  and  distributed  to  the 
poor.  Until  that  year  the  interest  was  annually  given  to  the  poor  of  the  town- 
ship of  Edensor,  with  the  portion  of  the  rent  of  Phillips’s  charity. 

Charities  of  Christian  Countess  of  Devonshire,  and 
William  Earl  of  Devonshire. 

Christian  Countess  of  Devonshire,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  2d  August  1674, 
and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  in  the  following  year,  by 
her  son  and  executor,  William  Earl  of  Devonshire,  gave  as  follows  : — 

“ I do  hereby  appoint,  will  and  give  the  sum  of  420/.  to  the  intent,  that  my 
executor  and  the  overseers  of  my  will,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them, 
may  therewith  purchase  lands  of  the  best  yearly  value  they  can,  by  their  dis- 
cretion, to  them  and  their  heirs,  in  trust  only,  that  my  said  executor  and  over- 
seers, and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  or  assigns  of  such 
survivor,  shall  dispose  the  yearly  profits  thereof  in  placing  and  binding  out  one 
or  more  apprentices,  yearly,  by  the  consent  and  approbation  of  my  heir  at  law, 
for  the  time  being,  of  such  poor  children  who  have  been  or  shall  be  born  in  the 
towns  of  Derby  and  Edensor,  in  the  county  of  Derby.” 

. The  above-mentioned  William  Earl  of  Devonshire,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
17th  July  1683,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1685,  by 
’ his 
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his  executors,  John  Earl  of  Exeter  and  Robert  Earl  of  Aylesbury,  gave  as 
follows : — “ I give  and  bequeath  to  the  poor  people  for  the  time  being,  at  or 
in  the  several  places,  parishes  or  towns  of  Chatsworth,  Edensor,  Hardwick, 
Heath,  Astwith,  Houghton,  Langwith,  Harstoft,  Stainsby  and  Pentrich,  in 
the  said  county  of  Derby,  the  sum  of  400/.  of  like  money,  to  be  employed  by 
my  said  executors  in  making  provision  for  work  ; and  for  that  purpose,  if  they 
think  fit,  to  settle  a stock  or  cause  a workhouse  to  be  erected,  and  to  relieve 
such  of  the  said  poor  as  ar6  old  or  impotent,  and  cannot  work,  and  to  put  forth 
apprentices  of  the  younger  sort  of  such  poor  of  both  sexes,  as  they  shall  think 
fit,  and  generally  to  order  and  employ  the  money  hereby  given  unto  the  said 
poor,  as  they  my  executors  shall  think  best.” 

On  a tablet  in  the  church  of  the  parish  of  Hault  Hucknall,  is  the  following 
memorandum  : — 

“ 1687* — The  Right  honourable  William  late  Earl  of  Devonshire,  and  the 
Right  honourable  Christian  Countess  Dowager  his  mother,  by  their  last  wills 
and  testaments,  did  give  and  bequeath  1,020/.  to  be  laid  out  in  lands  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  and  villages  of  Derby,  Edensor,  Heath,  Stainsby, 
Harstoft,  Astwith,  Rowthorne,  Langwith,  Houghton,  Pentrich,  Peak  Forest, 
Shottle  and  Posterne ; and  in  fulfilling  the  true  intent  of  the  said  wills,  there  is 
purchased  lands  in  the  parish  of  Rodsley,  in  this  county,  to  the  yearly  value  of 50/. 
a year,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  and  villages  aforesaid,  for  ever.” 

Searches  have  been  made  amongst  the  documents  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire 
for  the  purchase  deeds  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  this  memorandum,  or  any 
other  deeds  relating  to  the  charity,  but  no  such  deeds  have  been  found. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  united  legacies  of  the  Countess  and  Earl  of 
Devon  amounted  only  to  820/.  although  the  memorandum  on  the  tablet  states 
their  amount  to  be  1,020/. ; and  that  in  the  enumeration  in  the  memorandum 
of  the  places  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities,  Chatsworth  and  Hardwick  are 
omitted,  although  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  earl  (probably  as  having  no 
poor)  and  Rowthorne,  Peak  Forest,  Shottle  and  Posterne,  are  included,  although 
not  mentioned  in  the  wills  either  of  the  countess  or  the  earl. 

In  the  absence  of  the  deeds,  it  may  be  conjectured  either  that  an  addition  of 
200  /.  was  made  to  the  amount  of  these  legacies  by  some  other  person  of  the 
family  of  the  donors,  at  the  time  when  the  lands  were  purchased,  and  that  the 
benefit  of  the  charity  was  in  consideration  thereof  extended  to  the  last-mentioned 
places,  in  which  there  were  estates  belonging  to  the  family,  or  that  this  sum  of 
200/.  was  paid  as  the  interest  of  the  legacies,  from  the  times  when  they  respec- 
tively became  payable  to  the  time  when  the  lands  were  purchased  ; but  on  the 
latter  supposition  it  is  difficult  to  assign  any  reason  why  Rowthorne,  Peak  Forest, 
Shottle  and  Posterne,  should  have  been  mentioned  in  the  inscription  on  the 
tablet. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of — 

1. — A farm-house  and  out-buildings,  and  50  a.  & 31  r.  of  land  at  Rodsley,  in 
the  parish  of  Longford,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Smith,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
the  rent  of  44/.  2 s.  per  annum.  The  rent  of  this  farm  appears  to  be  much  less 
than  its  fair  value.  We  are  informed,  that  it  was  valued  by  a surveyor  in  1821, 
on  a moderate  estimate,  at  87 /.  105.  7 d.  per  annum.  The  buildings  are  stated 
to  be  much  in  want  of  repair. 

2.  — Part  of  a farm-house  and  fold-yard,  the  residue  of  which  belongs  to  an 
individual,  and  11a.  3r.  16p.  of  land  at  Hollington,  in  the  parish  of  Longford, 
of  which  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  charity  are  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph 
Beeston,  at  2/.  65.  per  annum,  and  the  land  is  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas 
Garratt,  at  13/.  145.  per  annum,  as  yearly  tenants,  making  the  whole  rent  1 G /. 
per  annum.  These  premises  also  appear  to  be  let  for  less  than  their  value, 
having  been  valued  in  1821  at  27/.  175-  8tf.  per  annum.  The  land  consists  of 
an  allotment  made  on  the  Hollington  inclosure  about  seven  years  ago,  in  lieu  of 
lands  dispersed  in  the  common  fields  there.  Previously  to  that  inclosure,  the 
land  in  its  uninclosed  state,  and  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  charity,  were 
occupied  at  the  same  rent  of  16/.  by  William  Crossley,  the  owner  of  the  residue 
of  the  farm  buildings.  The  expenses  of  the  inclosure,  as  far  as  related  to  the 
lands  of  the  charity,  were  paid  by  a deduction  from  the  charity  allotment,  equal 
in  value  to  the  amount  of  those  expenses. 

3.  — A rent  of  10/.  per  annum,  paid  by  the  Rev.  German  Buckston,  as  the 
holder  of  a lease  of  several  closes  in  the  parish  of  Longford,  called  Booth  Hay 
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Edensor.  Flatts,  containing  about  33  acres,  bearing  date  26th  March  1686,  (which  was 
Clarities  of  Pri°r  to  the  purchase  of  the  lands  for  the  charity,  if  the  statement  of  the  Hault 
Christian  Countess  Hucknall  tablet  is  correct),  and  granted  by  Roger  Jacson  to  William  Woolley, 
of  Devonshire,  and  for  a term  of  1,000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/. 

William  Earl  of  4, — rent  of  2/.  105.  per  annum,  paid  by  the  Rev.  German  Buckston,  out 

°f  a Eum  in  Yeaveley,  in  the  parish  of  Shirley,  called  Booth  Hay,  which  in  the 
\ / receipts  given  to  Mr.  Buckston,  is  described  as  being  “ said  to  be  a fee-farm 


rent.” 

The  Duke  of  Devonshire  is  considered  to  be  the  trustee  of  this  charity,  and 
the  above-mentioned  rents,  amounting  to  72/.  125.  per  annum,  (subject  to 
a deduction  of  1/.  45.  6d.  allowed  to  Mr.  Buckston  for  land-tax,  which  reduces 
the  clear  income  to  71/-  7 s.  6d.)  are  received  by  William  Jeffrey  Lockett,  esq. 
as  the  agent  of  the  duke,  and  have  been  of  late  years  thus  disposed  of: —

The  rent  of  the  premises  at  Rodsley,  were,  subsequently  to  the  date  of  this 
account,  raised  to  44/.  25.  and  that  of  the  premises  at  Hollington,  to  16/. 
No  separation  of  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  charity,  from  the  general  account 
of  the  duke’s  rents,  appears  to  have  been  made  till  the  year  1817,  but  from  that 
time  the  above-mentioned  annual  balance  of  28/.  7s.  6d.  has  been  carried  to 
a distinct  account  at  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Arkwright,  Toplis  & Co.  ; and  a sum 
of  270/.  received  in  1825,  for  a fall  of  timber  on  the  Rodsley  lands,  was  carried 
to  the  same  account. 


Mr.  Lockett  produced  to  us  a statement  of  the  bankers  account,  to  the  close 
of  the  year  1824,  from  which  it  appeared  that  eight  years  payments  of 
28/.  7 s.  6d.  from  1817  to  1824  inclusive,  had  been  made  there,  to  the

It  appears  from  an  old  paper  produced  from  the  evidence-room,  at  Hardwick, 
that  from  1700  to  1713,  an  anmud  sum  of  61.  was  allowed  from  this  charity,  for

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placing  out  apprentices  at  Derby  ; and  that  the  sums  of  2/.  nr  the  year  1707,.  Edensor. 

1/.  in  1708,  and  1/.  in  1709,  were  also  allowed  from  it,  for  the  needy  poor  of  — ~ 
Derby,  and  distributed  accordingly.  The  total  amount  of  the  rents  at  that  ( h n tes ~ 
period,  is  not  stated  in  this  paper,  but  it  seems  probable  that  the  appropriation  ol-  Devonshire,  and 

of  them  then  made,  was  on  a different  scale  from  that  which  has  been  acted  upon  William  Earl  of 

for  many  years  past ; and  it  will  be  observed,  that  if  the  appropriation  was  made 
with  reference  to  the  intentions  of  the  Countess  and  the  Earl  of  Devonshire, 
from  whose  bounty  a large  portion,  if  not  the  whole  of  the  purchase  money  of 
the  lands  was  derived,  a much  more  considerable  share  of  the  rents  would  be 
applied  to  Derby  and  Edensor,,  as  being  entitled  to  the  whole  benefit  of  the 
charity  of  the  former,  and  Edensor  being  also  entitled  to  partake  of  that  of  the 
latter,  than  to  the  other  places  before  mentioned. 

With  respect  to  the  application  of  the  portions  of  the  income  at  present 
allotted  to  each  place  : 

1.  — The  annual  sum  of  51.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Lockett  to  the  Mayor  of  Derby,  and 
each  payment  has  been  for  many  years  applied  as  a premium  for  apprenticing 
a poor  boy  of  that  town,  except  in  one  instance,  in  which  the  payments  for  the 
years  1817,  1818  and  1819,  amounting  to  15/.  were  applied,  in  1820,  in  appren- 
ticing one  boy  only. 

2.  — The  annual  sum  of  51.  the  share  appropriated  to  the  township  of  Edensor, 
is  paid  by  Mr.  Lockett  to  W.  A.  Ashby,  esquire,  who  is  also  an  agent  of  the 
Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  is  paid  over  by  him  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  that 
township,  whenever  there  is  a boy  proper  and  ready  to  be  apprenticed.  When 
Mr.  Ashby  became  the  agent,  in  1818,  of  that  part  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire’s 
estates  which  includes  Edensor,  he  found  that  there  was  an  unemployed  balance 
of  about  30/.  belonging  to  this  branch  of  the  charity  ; but  the  whole  of  this 
balance  has  been  since  applied  in  premiums  of  51.  each. 

3.  — The  annual  sum  of  5 /.  appropriated  to  Peak  Forest,  is  paid  by  Mr.  Lockett 
to  Philip  Heacock,  esquire,  of  Buxton,  the  agent  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  at 
that  place,  and  is  paid  over  by  him  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Peak  Forest, 
by  whom  it  is  carried  to  his  general  account ; but  the  overseer  states,  that 
apprentices  are  placed  out  and  premiums  paid  from  that  account  to  the  amount 
of  at  least  51.  per  annum. 

4.  — The  annual  sum  of  4/.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Lockett  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
of  the  township  of  Shottle  and  Posterne.  The  overseer  states,  that  a separate 
account  was  formerly  kept  of  the  receipt  of  this  annual  sum,  and  of  its  expen- 
diture, in  apprenticing  poor  children,  but  that  of  late  years  it  has  been  carried 
to  the  overseers  general  account,  from  which  children  are  apprenticed  at 
a larger  expense  on  an  average  than  4/.  per  annum. 

5.  — The  annual  sum  of  61.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Lockett,  about  Michaelmas,  to  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  Pentrich,  whom  he  requires  to  produce  to  him  at  the 
ensuing  Lady-day,  the  indentures  of  apprenticeship  of  a poor  boy,  as  having 
been  placed  out  with  that  sum.  When  Mr.  Lockett  began  to  receive  the  rents 
of  the  charity  estates,  in  1818,  he  found  that  in  consequence  of  the  portion 
belonging  to  this  place  not  having  been  regularly  applied,  there  was  a balance 
in  its  favour  of  116/.  6s.  which  he  applied  in  placing  out  from  1818  to  1821, 

14  poor  boys  thereof,  with  premiums  varying  in  amount,  except  a balance  of 
about  12/.  which  he  paid  over  to  the  overseer;  and  a sum  of  that  amount 
remained  unapplied  in  the  overseer’s  hands  in  August  1826. 

6.  — The  annual  sum  of  18/.  appropriated  as  before  mentioned,  to  the  parishes 
of  Heath  and  Langwith,  and  to  Stainsby,  Harstoft,  Astwith,  Rowthorne, 

Houghton,  and  Hucknall,  (all  of  which  form  part  of  the  parish  of  Hault 
Hucknall,  but  Hucknall  is  not  mentioned  in  either  of  the  above-mentioned 
wills,  nor  in  the  memorandum  in  the  church)  is  paid  by  Mr.  Lockett  to 
Mr.  Ashby.  It  appears  from  an  account  produced,  commencing  in  1786,  that 
from  that  time  to  1822,  inclusive,  a period  of  37  years,  the  annual  sum  of  18/. 
was  received  by  the  agents  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  for  the  time  being, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  6667.  ; and  that  the  disbursements  for  premiums  of 
apprenticeship  for  these  places,  during  the  same  period,  amounted  only  to 
227/.  11  s.  8 d.  leaving  a balance  of  438/.  8 s.  4 d.  In  April  1823,  a sum  of 
400/.  part  of  this  balance,  was  placed  by  Mr.  Ashby  in  the  bank  of  Messrs. 

Crompton  and  Newton,  which  with  interest  allowed  thereon,  amounted  in 
January  1826,  to  425/.  Js.  3d.  Mr.  Ashby  has  also,  since  1822,  received  the 
payments  for  four  years  more,  of  18/.  per  annum,  to  the  amount  of  7 2/.  which 
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added  to  the  before-mentioned  balance  of  438/.  85.  4 d.  and  the  said  sum 
of  2 51.  7 5.  3d.  allowed  by  the  bank  for  interest,  makes  the  total  of  his  receipts 
535/.  155.  7 d.  Since  1822,  he  has  disbursed  in  15  premiums  for  apprentices 
at  6/.  each,  and  one  at  5/.  the  sum  of  95/.  He  also  paid  in  1820,  for  the 
erection  of  a house  and  school-room,  at  Langwith  123/.  35.  10 d.  and  for  the 
repairs  of  a house  used  as  a school-house,  at  Hardwick,  44/.  145.  5 d. ; the  two 
latter  sums  having  been  drawn  out  of  the  bank.  The  sums  thus  expended  by 
Mr.  Ashby,  amounting  to  262/.  185.  3d.  being  deducted  from  535/.  155.  7 d. 
the  amount  of  his  receipts,  leaves  a balance  in  favour  of  this  branch  of  the  charity 
of  272/.  175.  4 d.  to  which  there  will  be  a small  addition  for  the  interest  of  the 
balance  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Newton,  since  January  1st,  1826. 

The  apprentices  have  been  taken  indiscriminately  from  any  of  the  places  to 
which  the  annual  sum  of  18/.  is  appropriated.  If  each  of  those  places  is  to  be 
considered  as  entitled  to  an  equal  share  of  that  annual  sum,  the  application  of 
so  large  a portion  of  the  balance  in  hand  to  the  building  and  repairing  of  the 
schools  at  Langwith  and  Hardwick  (both  of  which  stand,  as  we  are  informed, 
on  the  lands  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire)  does  not  appear  to  be  correct. 

It  has  been  already  stated,  that  the  lands  at  Rodsley  and  Hollington, 
belonging  to  this  charity,  are  let  for  less  than  their  value,  and  we  apprehend 
that  measures  ought  to  be  adopted  for  raising  the  rents  thereof  to  a fair  amount. 
It  may  also  be  proper,  that  a part  of  the  balance  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Arkwright, 
Toplis  & Co.  should  be  applied  in  the  repair  of  the  farm  buildings,  at 
Rodsley. 

As  the  deeds  relating  to  the  charity  estates  cannot  be  found,  it  is  difficult  to 
ascertain  in  what  proportions  the  rents  ought  to  be  divided  ; and  it  appears  to 
us,  that  the  rights  of  the  respective  places  above  mentioned,  and  the  proper 
mode  of  disposing  of  the  share  of  each  place,  can  only  be  satisfactorily  deter- 
mined by  the  charity  being  brought  under  the  consideration  of  a court  of 
equity. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  PILSLEY. 


Rippon’s  Charity. 

Pilsley  Edward  Rippon,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  22d  December  1683,  gave  10 5. 

yearly,  issuing  out  of  a piece  of  ground  within  the  liberty  of  Pilsley,  called 

Pippon’s  Charity.  Overhiddy  Field,  to  be  distributed  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  ten  of 
the  poorest  people  of  Pilsley,  at  the  discretion  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
thereof,  for  the  time  being,  and  Ralph  Peniston  the  elder,  of  Pilsley,  and 
his  heirs. 

This  annual  sum  of  10  5.  is  now  paid  by  the  agent  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
who  is  the  proprietor  of  the  Overhiddy  Field,  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of 
Pilsley,  by  whom  it  is  distributed  to  ten  poor  men  and  women  of  the  township 
on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  1 5.  to  each. 


Peniston's  Charity. 

Peniston’s  Charity.  By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28  and  29  July  1738,  between 
William  Peniston,  of  the  one  part;  and  Nathaniel  Woodhouse,  Edw'ard  Green- 
smith  and  Samuel  Dungworth,  all  of  Pilsley,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  William 
Peniston,  in  order  to  make  the  close  thereinafter  mentioned  for  ever  chargeable 
with  the  payment  of  the  yearly  rent-charge  thereinafter  expressed,  for  the  uses 
therein  declared,  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
a close  lying  in  Pilsley,  called  Bradley  Close,  on  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  yearly,  for  ever,  to  raise  the  clear  rent  of  105.  and  pay  the  same  yearly 
into  the  hands  of  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Pilsley,  for  the 
time  being,  a week  at  least  before  Christmas-day,  to  be  by  them  yearly  laid  out 
as  follows,  viz.  6s.  to  be  laid  out  yearly  in  buying  12  sixpenny  loaves  of  wheaten 
boulted  bread,  as  good  as  could  be  got  for  that  price,  and  45.  to  be  laid  out 
yearly  in  buying  16  threepenny  loaves  of  like  bread  ; all  which  loaves  should 
be  brought  or  sent  by  the  baker  in  the  morning  of  Christmas-day,  yearly,  to  the 
parish  church  of  Edensor,  and  there  placed  in  a proper  place  within  the  said 
church  until  divine  service  should  be  ended  ; and  after  the  said  service  ended, 
the  said  12  sixpenny  loaves  should  be  yearly  given  to  twelve  of  such  of  the 
poorest  housekeepers  or  inhabitants  within  and  belonging  to  Pilsley  as  should 
come  to  church,  except  such  as  were  sick  or  lame,  who  on  such  account  should 
not  be  excluded,  such  loaves  to  be  distributed  as  the  minister  then  officiating, 
the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  Pilsley,  should  appoint;  and  the  said  16  three- 
penny 
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penny  loaves  should  be  given  to  16  of  such  of  the  poorest  children  of  Pilsley  (but  Pilsley. 

so  as  no  more  than  two  loaves  should  be  given  to  such  childreff  as  should  belong  

to  one  house)  as  should  come  to  church  as  aforesaid,  such  16  loaves  to  be  dis- . Penist0"’.s  Chanty, 

tributed  by  the  minister,  churchwarden  and  overseer  as  aforesaid;  with  a proviso,  <-on  inue  . ^ 

that  if  the  said  William  Peniston  and  his  heirs  should  pay  to  the  said  trustees 

the  said  sum  on  the  10th  November  yearly,  he  and  they  should  hold  the 

said  close,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  until  default  made  in  the 

payment  of  the  said  yearly  sum,  and  a power  for  the  said  trustees  to  distrain  in 

case  of  nonpayment  of  the  said  rent. 

The  above-mentioned  close  was  conveyed  by  deeds  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  1st  and  2d  of  May  1788,  by  the  said  Nathaniel  Woodhouse,  as  the 
surviving  trustee  thereof,  to  Peter  Furniss  and  John  Bowring,  and  their  heirs, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Nathaniel  Woodhouse,  Peter  Furniss  and  John  Bowring, 
of  whom  John  Bowring  is  now  the  survivor,  on  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the 
above-abstracted  deed,  and  subject  to  the  proviso  therein  contained. 

The  close,  called  Bradley  Close,  is  in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Peniston,  and 
the  sum  of  10  5.  is  paid  by  him  to  Mr.  John  Bowring,  by  whose  direction 
12  sixpenny  loaves  and  16  threepenny  loaves,  are  sent  to  the  church  of  Edensor 
on  Christmas-day,  and  are  distributed,  after  divine  service,  by  the  minister, 
churchwarden  and  overseer,  the  former  amongst  12  poor  housekeepers,  and  the 
latter  amongst  16  poor  children  of  the  township  of  Pilsley. 


PARISH  OF  EYAM. 

School. 

Middleton’s  Gift. — By  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  April  1746,  and  enrolled  Eyam. 

in  Chancery,  between  Deborah  Middleton,  and  Elizabeth  Allen,  widow,  the  two  

only  sisters  and  heirs  of  Thomas  Middleton,  deceased,  of  the  one  part;  and  Scboel. 
John  Wright,  James  Mower,  and  Thomas  Seward,  clerk,  of  Eyam,  and  Jonathan 
Oxley,  of  Learn,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Middleton , 
by  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  October  1745,  devised  to  his  said  two  sisters, 
two  parcels  of  land  at  Eyam,  called  the  Upper  Lowe  and  the  Nether  Lowe, 
earnestly  desiring  them,  that  they  would  immediately  after  his  death  settle  the 
same  in  equal  portions  to  such  person,  and  his  successors  for  the  time  being,  as 
should  officiate  as  schoolmaster  at  Eyam,  for  the  teaching  of  five  poor  boys  and 
five  poor  girls  to  read  and  write,  whose  parents  should  not  be  of  ability  to  pay 
for  them,  and  who  should  have  settlements  within  the  township  of  Eyam  ; the 
said  Deborah  Middleton  and  Elizabeth  Allen,  to  the  intent  that  their  brother’s 
intention  and  request  might  be  strictly  performed,  conveyed  to  the  said  John 
Wright,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  two 
closes,  on  trust,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  51.,  by  half-yearly  payments,  to 
the  then  schoolmaster  of  Eyam,  and  his  successors  for  the  time  being,  for  ever, 
to  the  intent  that  he  and  they  should  teach  such  five  poor  boys  and  five  poor 
girls,  as  the  said  Deborah  and  Elizabeth,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  after  the 
death  of  the  survivor,  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  nominate,  and 
as  a stipend  to  such  schoolmaster  and  his  successors,  to  be  called  “ Thomas 
Middleton’s  Legacy.”  And  as  to  all  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  closes,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  said  Deborah  and  Elizabeth,  and 
their  respective  heirs  and  assigns,  for  their  use,  provided  that  such  children 
should  be  nominated  whose  parents  should  not  be  of  ability  to  pay  for  their 
learning,  and  as  should  have  settlements  in  the  township  of  Eyam  ; but  if  there 
should  not  be  a sufficient  number  of  children  in  the  said  township,  such  defi- 
ciency should  be  supplied  by  the  children  of  parents  having  settlements,  or 
residing  in  any  other  parts  of  the  parish  of  Eyam,  or  any  of  the  hamlets  thereto 
belonging  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to 
two,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  closes  to  so  many  new  trustees  as 
would  make  up  the  number  of  four,  to  the  use  of  such  new  and  surviving 
trustees. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  dona- 
tion has  taken  place. 

The  present  acting  trustees  of  Eyam  School  are,  Marmaduke  Middleton 
Middleton,  esquire,  John  Wright,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Edward  B.  Bagshawe, 

(rector  of  Eyam),  and  Thomas  Birds,  esquire,  who  acts  as  treasurer. 
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The  two  closes,  called  the  Upper  and  Nether  Lowe,  are  the  property  of 
Mr.  Middleton,  and  are  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Birds,  who  pays  the  annual 
sum  of  51.  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  instructing  ten  children,  boys  and  girls,  of 
the  township  of  Eyam,  to  read  and  write.  Of  these  children,  three  are 
appointed  by  Mr.  Middleton,  three  by  Mr.  Birds,  two  by  the  rector,  and  two  by 
Mr.  Wright. 

Rev.  Dr.  Finch’s  Gift. — On  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish  it  is 
stated,  that  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Edxcard  Finch,  D.  D.  formerly  rector 
of  Eyam,  gave  100/.  to  the  school,  for  teaching  five  poor  children  of  the  town 
of  Eyam,  and  five  of  the  out-hamlets,  which  sum,  together  with  15/.  given  by 
another  benefactor,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Hope, 
near  Brad  well,  called  Long  Meadow. 

This  purchase  is  supposed  to  have  taken  place  between  the  years  1740  and 
1750,  but  the  deeds  relating  to  it  could  not  be  found  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry 
(February  1827.) 

The  land  originally  purchased  in  Long  Meadow,  is  stated  to  have  consisted 
of  several  small  parcels,  but  on  an  inclosure  of  lands  in  the  parish  of  Hope, 
which  took  place  about  20  years  ago,  the  whole  was  laid  together.  The  allot- 
ment thus  made,  which  contains  between  three  and  four  acres,  is  in  the 
occupation  of  George  Middleton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  51.  per 
annum. 

Mr.  Birds  receives  the  rent,  and  pays  it  over  to  the  schoolmaster,  who  in 
respect  thereof  teaches  ten  poor  children  (boys  and  girls)  to  read  only,  which 
is  understood  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  Dr.  Finch.  Of  these 
children,  three  are  appointed  by  the  rector,  three  by  Mr.  Wright,  two  by 
Mr.  Middleton,  and  two  by  Mr.  Birds,  and  they  are  selected  partly  from  the 
township  of  Eyam,  and  partly  from  the  out-hamlets. 

The  school  premises  at  Eyam  consist  of  a house  in  which  the  master  resides, 
a large  school-room,  a garden,  and  a small  yard  adjoining.  The  house  and  school- 
room were  rebuilt,  in  1826,  by  voluntary  contributions.  The  old  buildings, 
which  were  used  for  the  same  purpose,  appear  to  have  been  purchased,  together 
with  the  garden  and  yard,  in  1792,  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Hargrave  and  others, 
but  the  purchase  deeds  were  not  produced  to  us. 

On  the  inclosure  of  the  commons  of  Eyam,  under  an  Act  of  43  George  3,  an 
allotment  containing  about  three  roods,  was  set  out  in  respect  of  the  school 
premises,  which  is  now  let  to  Samuel  Blackwell,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 
1/.  105.  per  annum.  This  rent  is  received  by  Mr.  Birds,  and  paid  overby 
him  to  the  schoolmaster,  who  also  receives  a voluntary  annual  donation  of 
2 1.  25.,  from  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  but  no  free  children  are  taught  by  him, 
except  under  Middleton’s  and  Finch’s  gifts.  He  has  other  scholars,  for  whose 
education  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 


Charities  of  Rev.  Dr.  Finch  and  another. 

Charities  of  It  is  stated  on  the  church  tablet,  that  the  before-mentioned  Honourable  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Finch  and  Reverend  Dr.  Finch,  gave  15  /.,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of  this  parish 
another.  0n  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  that  a person  unknown  gave  20/.  for  the  same 

purpose. 

It  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  of  the  two  above- 
mentioned  gifts,  2/.  105.  had  been  lost.  The  residue  thereof,  amounting  to 
32/.  105.,  was  lent  on  a security  of  the  Chesterfield  and  Hernston  Lane  End 
turnpike  road,  bearing  interest  at  5 per  cent. 

This  interest,  amounting  to  1 /.  125.  6d.  per  annum,  is  received  from  the 

treasurer  of  the  turnpike  trust,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Eyam,  anti  dis- 

tributed about  Christmas,  in  small  sums  amongst  the  poor.

TOWNSHIP  OF  HATHERSAGE. 

Joan  Morton’s  Charity. 

Joan  Morton,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  18th  October  lGll,  and  proved  in  the 
Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  in  1612,  after  giving  several  legacies,  directed, 
that  the  remainder  of  her  goods  should,  by  her  executor,  be  divided  and  be- 
stowed upon  and  amongst  the  poor  within  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  at  his 
discretion,  and  she  appointed  Thomas  Eyre  the  executor  of  her  will. 

By  deed,  bearing  date  24th  March  1642,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Joan 
Morton,  and  that  the  value  of  her  goods  amounted  to  140/.,  and  that  the  said 
Thomas  E}»re,  her  executor,  possessed  himself  of  the  said  goods,  and  intended 
to  have  bestowed  the  same  on  some  lands,  whereby  there  might  yearly  have 
come  relief  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  to  have  erected  a corporation 
for  that  purpose,  but  that  before  the  same  was  effected,  the  said  Thomas  Eyre, 
falling  sick,  made  his  will,  and  directed  that  the  said  140/.  should  be  paid  to  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  bequeathed  a further  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  said 
poor  by  his  executor,  and  made  Robert  Eyre  his  executor,  and  died ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Robert  Eyre  took  on  himself  the  said  executorship,  but 
did  not  pay  the  said  money,  pretending  that  he  had  not  assets;  whereupon  suits 
had  arisen  between  the  inhabitants  of  Hathersage  and  the  said  Robert  Eyre,  on 
a commission  of  charitable  uses,  and  a decree  thereupon  made,  and  exceptions 
thereunto  exhibited  by  the  said  Robert  Eyre  in  Chancery  ; and  that  before  the 
same  exceptions  were  determined,  the  said  Robert  Eyre  died,  after  whose 
death,  the  suit  was  revived  against  John  Eyre,  his  executor,  and  George  Eyre, 
his  son,  and  others  of  his  children,  to  whom  he  had  given  his  lands  and  goods ; 
and  that  at  last  an  agreement  was  made  between  the  said  inhabitants  and  the 
said  John  and  George  Eyre,  and  the  said  other  children,  that  they  should  pay, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  200/.,  in  full  discharge  of  the  legacies 
given  by  both  the  said  wills,  which  said  200/.  was  paid  accordingly,  and  was 
bestowed  on  a house  and  lands  in  Aston,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  to  the  intent 
that  the  yearly  profit  thereof  might  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  people  of 
the  parish  of  Hathersage,  in  manner  following,  viz. ; one  half  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits  on  the  poor  people  in  the  west  part  of  the  said  parish,  inhabiting 
above  a rivulet  called  Chilbage ; and  the  other  half  on  the  poor  people 
inhabiting  beneath  Chilbage  East ; the  estate  of  which  said  premises  was  in 
John  Eyre,  of  Cruckhill,  and  John  Baddeley ; the  said  John  Eyre  and  John 
Baddeley  being  willing  to  discharge  the  said  trusts  according  to  the  said  wills, 
and  in  performance  of  the  same,  by  authority  of  an  Act  made  in  39th  Elizabeth, 
for  erecting  hospitals,  and  by  force  of  an  Act  made  in  21st  James,  for  making 
perpetual  the  said  Act  of  Elizabeth,  erected  the  said  messuage  or  house  in 
Aston,  to  be  from  thenceforth  an  hospital  or  abiding  place  for  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  of  Hathersage,  to  have  continuance  for  ever,  which  should  consist 
of  six  governors,  and  should  be  incorporated,  and  called  by  the  name  of  “ The 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  in  Aston,  of  the  foundation  of  Joan  Morton and 
to  the  intent  that  the  same  might  have  continuance  for  ever,  the  said  John 
Eyre,  of  Cruckhill,  and  John  Baddeley,  by  the  said  deed,  appointed  John  Eyre, 
of  Hathersage,  Anthony  Fox,  Robert  Eyre,  Thomas  Eyre,  Joseph  Eyre,  and 
Edward  Morton,  the  first  governors  of  the  said  hospital,  and  endowed  and 
granted  to  '•them  and  their  successors  the  said  messuage  in  Aston,  and  all 
edifices,  lands,  tenements,  &c.  thereto  belonging ; and  to  the  intent  that  the 
said  premises,  and  the  profits  arising  from  the  same,  might  be  employed  on 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  according  to  the  rules  thereinafter  expressed,  the 
said  John  Eyre,  of  Cruckhill,  and  John  Baddeley,  appointed,  that,  as  often  as 
any  of  the  governors  of  the  said  hospital  should  die,  or  for  any  cause  be 
removed,  another  discreet  inhabitant  of  the  parish  of  Hathersage  should  be 
chosen  in  his  stead  by  three  of  the  Justices  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county 
of  Derby  next  inhabiting  to  the  said  hospital,  or  the  greater  number  of  them; 
and  that  the  said  governors  should  employ  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  yearly,  on  the  poor  of  the  said  parish ; one-half  thereof  on  the  poor 
people  in  the  west  part  of  the  said  parish,  inhabiting  above  Chilbage,  and  the

Hathersage.  other  half  on  the  poor  people  inhabiting  beneath  Chilbage  East,  at  the  feasts  of 
Joan~Morton’s  ^e  Annunciation  and  St.  Michael,  by  equal  portions  ; and  the  said  John  Eyre 
Charity,  and  John  Baddeley  also  appointed,  that  the  said  governors  should  maintain  the 
continued.  houses  and  buildings  in  good  repair,  and  should  yearly  pay  the  chief-rent  due 

^ ^ to  the  lord  of  the  fee ; and  that  if  the  said  governors  should  commit  any 
voluntary  waste  on  the  said  houses,  lands,  &c.,  or  if  they  should  make  any  estate 
or  lease  of  the  said  premises  above  the  number  of  three  years,  and  that  in 
possession,  or  should  not  reserve  the  accustomed  rents,  or  more,  or  if  they 
should  make  any  other  or  greater  estate  of  the  premises,  or  fail  to  observe  the 
payments  limited  to  the  said  poor,  or  to  make  the  reparations  of  the  said  houses 
one  quarter  of  a year  after  warning  given  them  by  any  inhabitant  of  the  said 
parish  of  Hathersage,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Justices  of  the  peace  to 
displace  the  said  governors,  or  such  of  them  as  they  should  in  their  discretion 
think  fit,  and  to  appoint  other  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  to  be  governors  of 
the  said  hospital,  so  that  the  said  nomination  should  not  exceed  the  number  of 
six  persons ; and  that  the  governors  so  put  forth  should  make  an  account 
to  the  new  governors  of  the  profits  received  by  them,  and  not  disbursed  to  the 
poor,  and  pay  the  surplus  in  their  hands  to  the  new  governors ; and  the  said 
John  Eyre  and  John  Baddeley  ordained,  that  the  said  governors  should  have 
a common  seal  engraved,  with  the  words,  “ The  Hospital  of  Joan  Morton,” 
which  seal,  and  all  the  evidences  concerning  the  said  messuage  and  premises, 
and  the  deed  of  incorporation  and  endowment,  should  be  kept  in  a chest,  to  be 
provided  at  the  cost  of  the  governor,  with  six  locks,  whereof  every  governor 
should  have  a key,  and  that  the  same  chest  should  remain  in  the  custody  of  the 
said  governors,  in  the  said  messuage,  and  that  the  said  seal  should  not  be  used, 
nor  the  writings  perused,  but  in  the  presence  of  the  said  governors,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them. 

On  8th  June  preceding  the  date  of  the  above-mentioned  deed,  John  Derwent 
had,  in  consideration  of  210/.,  conveyed,  by  indenture  of  feoffment,  the  said 
house  and  lands  at  Aston  to  the  said  John  Eyre  and  John  Baddeley,  and  their 
heirs. 

The  last  appointment  of  governors  of  this  charity  was  made  by  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  bearing  date  12th  and  13th  July  1784,  between  the  Reverend 
Charles  Hadfield,  clerk,  and  Thomas  Stones,  of  the  first  part ; John  Barker, 
esquire,  William  Bullock,  m.d.,  and  Robert  Wright,  esquire,  three  Justices  of 
the  peace  for  the  county  of  Derby,  next  inhabiting  to  the  said  hospital,  of  the 
second  part ; and  John  Ashton  Shuttleworth,  esquire,  John  Balguy,  esquire, 
William  Ibbetson,  Thomas  Darwin,  George  Morton,  and  Thomas  Hadfield,  of 
the  third  part ; whereby,  after  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Joan  Morton,  and  the 
foundation  deed  of  1642,  and  reciting,  that  new  governors  of  the  said  hospital 
had  been,  from  time  to  time,  appointed  by  Justices  of  the  peace,  as  vacancies  had 
happened,  and  that  the  said  Charles  Hadfield  and  Thomas  Stones  were  the  sur- 
viving trustees,  under  a trust  deed  of  7th  February  1755,  and  were  desirous  to 
resign  their  trust;  It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Barker,  William  Bullock, 
and  Robert  Wright,  appointed  the  said  John  Ashton  Shuttleworth,  and  the  other 
five  persons,  parties  of  the  third  part,  to  be  governors  of  the  said  hospital  ; and 
the  said  Charles  Hadfield  and  Thomas  Stones  thereby  conveyed  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  house  in  Aston,  and  the  lands 
thereto  belonging,  on  the  aforesaid  trusts. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  governors,  John  Balguy,  esquire,  George  Morton, 
and  Thomas  Hadfield,  are  now  living  ; but  Mr.  Morton  is  the  only  one  of  them 
who  resides  in  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  and  acts  in  the  management  of  the 
trust. 

The  following  is  a rental  of  the  trust  property  which  is  situate  in  the  hamlet 
of  Aston,  in  the  parish  of  Hope.  All  the  occupiers  hold  their  premises  as  yearly 
tenants,  and  the  rents  are  considered  to  be  of  a fair  amount.  Some  parts  of  the 
lands  are  old  inclosure,  and  the  residue  were  allotted  under  an  Inclosure  Act 
passed  in  1806  : —

Although  the  house  belonging  to  the  above-mentioned  estate  is  called  in  the 
foundation  deed  of  1642  an  hospital,  there  is  no  trace  of  its  ever  having  been 
used  as  a habitation  for  poor  persons.  The  whole  rents  of  the  estate  have  been 
divided  into  equal  moieties,  one  of  which  has  been  applied  in  a distribution  to  the 
poor  of  the  chapelry  of  Derwent,  as  being  the  west  part  of  this  parish,  above  the 
rivulet  called  Chiibage,  and  the  other  moiety  has  been  applied  in  distributions 
to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Hathersage,  and  the  hamlets  of  Bamford  and 
Outseats,  as  being  the  part  of  the  parish  beneath  Chiibage  East.  Although"  the 
chapelry  of  Stony  Middleton  forms  part  of  this  parish,  the  poor  thereof  do  not 
appear  to  have  ever  been  considered  as  having  any  claim  to  partake  of  this  charity. 
The  house  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  occupier,  and  is  stated  to  be  now  in  fair 
condition.  The  rents  are  received  annually,  on  the  Saturday  before  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  by  Mr.  George  Morton.  On  St.  Thomas’s  day,  a meeting  is  held,  which  is 
attended  by  Mr.  Morton,  and  the  respective  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Hathersage, 
Outseats,  Bamford  and  Derwent,  at  which  one  moiety  of  the  above-mentioned 
rents,  amounting  to  12/.  2 s.  6d.,  together  with  11s.,  being  one  moiety  of 
the  annuity  of  1/.  2s.  given  by  Hugh  Barber,  Is.  part  of  the  annuity  of 
1 /.  3s.  given  by  Richard  Silvester,  and  5 s.  being  one-third  of  the  annuity 
of  15  s.  given  by  John  Frost,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  amounting  in  the  whole 
to  12  /.  19  s.  6 d.,  is  paid  to  the  overseer  of  Derwent ; the  application  of  which 
will  be  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  that  chapelry. 

The  other  moiety  of  the  rents  of  Morton’s  charity,  being  12/.  2s.  6d., 
and  of  Barber’s  annuity,  being  11s.,  and  the  residue  of  Silvester’s  annuity, 
being  1/.  2s.,  the  whole  amounting  to  13/.  15s.  6d.,  are  appropriated  to 
the  poor  of  Hathersage,  Bamford  and  Outseats.  Lists  are  made  out  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  these  places  respectively,  of  the  poor  persons  therein, 
whether  receiving  relief  or  not,  considered  proper  objects  of  the  distribution  ; 
and  the  above-mentioned  sum  is  divided  into  three  parts,  proportioned  to  the 
number  of  names  in  each  list. 


At  Christmas  1826,  the  numbers  of  the  poor  in  the  respective  lists,  and  the 
sums  paid,  tvere  as  follow : — 
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To  the  share  of  the  township  of  Hathersage  is  added  1 1.,  being  a moiety  of  the 
annuity  given  by  Benjamin  Ashton  to  the  poor;  5 s.,  one-third  of  Frost’s 
annuity;  and  165.  8 d.,  arising  from  the  interest  of  Adam  Morton’s  and 
Robert  Crossland’s  charities,  hereinafter  mentioned  ; the  whole  of  which  is 
distributed  by  the  overseers  of  that  township  amongst  the  persons  in  their  list, 
in  such  proportions  as  they  think  proper. 

The  respective  shares  of  the  hamlets  of  Outseats  and  Bamford,  to  the  former 
of  which  is  added  1/.,  being  the  residue  of  Benjamin  Ashton’s  annuity,  and 
5s.,  the  remaining  third  part  of  Frost’s  annuity,  are  paid  to  the  respective 
overseers  of  those  places.  The  distribution  of  these  sums  in  each  place  will  be 
hereinafter  stated. 

Barber’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  l6th  February  1606,  Hugh  Barber,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  annual  rent,  thereinafter  specified,  and  of  the  sum  of  601. 
granted  to  George  Morton,  of  Hollin  Clough  in  Derwent,  and  Henry 
Hall,  of  Otterbrook  in  Edale,  and  their  heirs,  the  moiety  of  a messuage  or 
tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Maltby,  in  the  county  of  York,  in  the 
tenure  of  William  Dicanson,  and  the  moiety  of  two  crofts,  lying  near  the  said 
messuage,  and  of  all  the  lands,  closes,  meadows,  &c.  belonging  to  the  same 
messuage,  and  the  moiety  of  a cottage,  and  all  buildings  thereto  belonging,  in 
Maltby,  and  the  moiety  of  a croft  or  toft,  and  three  acres  of  land,  in  the  common 
lands  of  Maltby,  belonging  to  the  said  cottage,  in  the  tenure  of  the  said 
William  Dicanson  and  Robert  Sheppard,  and  of  all  other  lands  of  the  said 
Hugh  Barber  in  Maltby,  to  the  use  of  the  said  FI  ugh  Barber,  and  Seth  Barber, 
his  wife,  for  their  lives,  and  the  life  of  the  survivor  ; and  after  the  decease  of  the 
survivor,  to  the  use  of  the  heirs  of  the  said  Seth  Barber,  rendering  annually  to 
the  churchwardens  of  Hathersage  and  Derwent  chapels,  and  their  sucessors,  an 
annual  rent  of  225.,  payable  on  1st  March,  to  be  paid  and  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  to  poor  needy  persons,  accordingto  the  form 
and  intention  of  the  last  will  of  the  said  Hugh  Barber. 

An  old  paper,  found  in  the  parish  chest,  was  produced  to  us,  entitled, 
“ A Boundary  of  the  Maltby  land,”  and  dated  October  11th,  1716,  containing 
the  particulars  of  that  land,  which  had  then  been  viewed  by  two  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Maltby,  one  of  the  governors  of  Aston  hospital,  and  one  of  the 
then  churchwardens  of  Hathersage.  In  this  document  it  is  mentioned,  that  the 
rent-charge  of  225.  was  to  be  paid,  according  to  the  will  of  Hugh  Barber,  half 
to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Hathersage  above  Chilbage,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  poor  of  the  same  parish  below  Chilbage. 

This  annual  sum  of  2 2s.  is  received,  by  Mr.  George  Morton,  from  Mr.  John 
Clark,  of  Maltby,  in  respect  of  the  lands  charged  therewith.  Its  application 
has  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Morton’s  charity. 

Silvester’s  Charity. 

On  a tablet  in  Hathersage  church,  dated  in  I76O,  it  is  stated,  that  Richard 
Silvester  gave  the  sum  of  \l.  35.  to  be  annually  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
Hathersage,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  charged  on  a close  called  Seal  Field,  in  the 
hamlet  of  Hathersage,  then  in  the  possession  of  John  Spencer,  esq. 

The  annual  sum  of  1/.  3s.  is  now  paid  in  respect  of  the  close  charged  there- 
with by  Major  Ashton  Shuttleworth,  out  of  which  15.  is  allotted  to  the  chapelry 
of  Derwent,  and  the  residue  is  divided  between  the  township  of  Hathersage 
and  the  hamlets  of  Bamford  and  Outseats. 

It  appears  from  the  book  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  charities  are  kept,  that 
in  1784  the  poor  of  Derwent  received,  as  their  portion  of  this  annuity,  2 s.  0^-d.; 
in  1785,  1 5.  6d. ; and  that  from  that  time  to  the  present  they  have  received 
only  1 s. ; but  it  would  seem,  that  if  that  chapelry  is  entitled  to  partake  of  the 
charity,  as  being  part  of  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  a larger  proportion  of  the 
annuity  ought  to  be  allotted  to  it. 

Frost’s  Charity. 

John  Frost , of  Riding  House,  in  this  parish,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
11th  September  1775  (as  appears  from  a tablet  in  the  church),  gave  the  sum  of 
1.55.  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  hamlets  of  Hathersage,  Outseats  and 
Derwent,  charged  on  his  real  estate  at  Riding  House,  to  be  paid  yearly,  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day,  at  the  discretion  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

Although 
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Although  this  donation  was  void  by  the  statute  9 Geo.  2.  c.  36,  the  annual  Hathersage. 

sum  of  15  5.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  John  Furniss,  of  Hathersage,  to  whose  father  

the  Riding  House  estate  was  given  by  the  said  John  Frost’s  will,  and  is  divided 

between  Hathersage,  Derwent  and  Outseats,  as  mentioned  in  the  above  account  v , 

of  Joan  Morton’s  charity. 


Ashton’s  Charity  for  the  Poor. 

An  abstract  of  the  will  of  Benjamin  Ashton,  bearing  date  in  1725,  will  be 
subsequently  given  in  the  account  of  the  same  donor’s  benefaction  for  teaching 
poor  children  of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  whereby  he  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Hathersage  and  Outseats,  for  ever,  the  yearly  sum  of  405.  to  be  paid  to  the 
vicar  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Hathersage,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to 
the  poor  in  the  said  hamlets,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  every  year. 

This  annual  sum  of  2/.  is  now  paid  by  Major  Ashton  ShuLtleworth.  The 
application  of  it  has  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Joan  Morton’s 
charity. 

Charities  of  Adam  Morton  and  Robert  Crossland. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Adam  Morton,  by  his  will,  bearing 
date  21st  April  1720,  gave  10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  to  the 
poor  of  Hathersage  hamlet,  especially  widows,  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

This  sum  of  10/.,  together  with  a sum  of  6/.  135.  id.  arising  from  a donation 
of  Robert  Crossland,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Cocker,  of  Hathersage, 
on  the  security  of  his  promissory  note,  dated  in  1805,  on  which  he  pays  interest 
at  five  percent,  amounting  to  165.  8 d.  per  annum.  There  is  no  statement  in  the 
church  tablets  of  Robert  Crossland’s  donation,  and  the  amount  thereof  is  not 
known,  but  it  is  understood,  that  the  full  amount  of  his  legacy  was  not  received. 
Of  the  said  sum  of  6/.  135.  4 d.  one  moiety  appears  to  have  been  received  in  1787, 
and  the  other  moiety  in  1788. 

The  application  of  this  interest  has  been  stated  in  the  account  of  Joan 
Morton’s  charity.

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

The  vicarage  of  Hathersage  is  one  of  the  places  entitled  to  partake  of  the  Gisborne’s  Charity. 
Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell.  The  distribution  of  the  portion  of  it 
received  by  the  vicar  is  confined  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Hathersage  and 
the  hamlets  of  Outseats  and  Bamford,  as  the  chapelry  of  Derwent  and  that  of 
Stony  Middleton  receive  distinct  shares  of  the  charity. 


Ashton’s  School. 

Benjamin  Ashton,  of  Hathersage,  esq.  by  deed,  bearing  date  2d  March  1718,  Ashton’s  School, 
granted  to  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  for  the  use  of  a public  school,  a parcel  of 
land  lying  in  the  hamlet  of  Outseats,  in  this  parish,  in  the  north-east  corner  of 
the  Nether  Geerfield,  adjoining  to  the  highway,  containing  by  estimation  four 
perches,  which  he  thereby  bound  himself,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  to 
warrant  and  defend  for  the  use  of  a public  school. 

The  said  Benjamin  Ashton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  7th  September  1725, 
and  proved  at  Lichfield  in  1726,  after  giving  to  Edward  Downes,  Edward 
Downes,  jun.  William  Spencer,  Baptist  Trott,  and  Robert  Charlesworth,  and 
the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  executors,  &c.  of  such  survivor,  all  his  manors, 
lordships,  farms,  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  lead  mines,  and  shares  of  lead 
mines,  soughs  and  minerals,  interests,  tythes  and  hereditaments,  in  the  county 
of  Derby,  or  elsewhere,  for  a term  of  500  years,  on  the  trusts  in  his  will  men- 
tioned ; and  after  the  determination  of  that  estate,  as  to  one  moiety  of  the 
same  premises,  to  the  use  of  his  nephew,  Thomas  Bagshaw,  esq.  for  life,  with 
remainders  over ; and  as  to  the  other  moiety,  to  the  use  of  his  sister,  Christiana 
Spencer,  wife  of  the  said  William  Spencer,  for  life,  with  remainders  over, 
declared  his  will  to  be,  that  his  said  trustees,  for  the  term  of  500  years,  should, 
out  of  the  profits  of  the  said  premises,  for  the  said  term,  levy  and  raise  the  sum 
of  200/.,  and  should,  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  could,  dispose  and  lay  out 
the  same  in  purchasing  freehold  land  within  the  said  county  of  Derby,  to  hold 
to  them  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  the  intent  and  purpose  that  the  yearly  rents 
and  profits  thereof  should  be  paid  and  applied  to  the  respective  charitable  and 
pious  uses,  and  to  such  person  and  persons  as  were  thereinafter  mentioned,  viz. ; 
he  gave  to  the  poor  of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  for  ever,  the  yearly  sum 
of  40  5.  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  anti  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Hathersage  afore- 
said, for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  the  poorest  people  in  the 
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said  hamlet,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  every  year ; and  he  gave  to  the  vicar  of 
Hathersage  aforesaid,  for  the  time,  for  ever,  the  yearly  sum  of  3 /.  to  be  paid  to 
him,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  every  year,  the  said  vicar  preaching  a charity 
sermon  on  that  day ; and  he  also  gave  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Hathersage,  for 
the  time  being,  for  ever,  the  yearly  sum  of  51.  to  be  paid  to  him  likewise  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  every  year,  provided  that  his  said  nephew,  Thomas  Bag- 
shaw,  and  his  said  sister,  Christiana  Spencer,  or  such  other  of  his  devisees  and 
their  heirs  as  should  enjoy  his  capital  messuage  and  lands  in  Hathersage,  should 
have  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  the  said  schoolmaster,  who  should 
always  teach  ten  of  the  poorest  boys  in  the  said  hamlets  of  Hathersage  and 
Outseats,  without  salary  or  reward,  the  said  boys  likewise  to  be  chosen  by  his 
said  nephew  Thomas  Bagshaw,  or  his  said  sister  Spencer,  or  such  other  of 
his  devisees  and  their  heirs  as  should  enjoy  his  said  messuage  and  lands  in 
Hathersage. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  sum  of  200/.,  mentioned  in  this  will,  was  ever 
raised  in  the  manner  thereby  directed,  but  the  annual  sums  of  40s.,  3/.,  and  51, 
are  considered  as  being  charges  on  the  Hathersage  estate,  formerly  belonging 
to  Benjamin  Ashton,  and  now  in  the  possession  of  his  great  grandson  Major 
Ashton  Shuttleworth.  The  application  of  the  annual  sum  of  40  s.  to  the  poor 
of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  which  is  regularly  paid,  has  been  already  stated. 
The  annual  sum  of  31.  is  also  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Hathersage,  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

It  appears,  that  on  the  parcel  of  land  granted  by  Benjamin  Ashton,  in  1718, 
which  was  situate  between  the  villages  of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  a building 
was  in  the  same  year  erected  for  a school,  at  an  expense  of  about  52/.,  which 
was  raised  by  subscription.  This  building,  which  was  called  the  Geer  Green 
School,  consisted  of  a school-room,  with  two  small  rooms  at  one  end  thereof, 
supposed  to  have  been  intended  as  a residence  for  the  schoolmaster,  and  was 
kept  in  repair  by  the  inhabitants  of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  out  of  the 
respective  poor’s  rates  of  those  places,  until  the  year  1807  or  1808,  when  it 
ceased  to  be  used  as  a school,  and  from  want  of  reparations,  it  is  now  in  a very 
dilapidated  state.  Until  that  time,  the  annual  sum  of  51.  which  Benjamin 
Ashton,  by  his  will,  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Hathersage,  was 
so  paid  by  Major  Ashton  Shuttleworth,  as  the  owner  of  the  estate  at  Hathersage, 
formerly  the  property  of  Benjamin  Ashton,  to  the  master  of  the  Geer  Green 
School,  who  was  appointed  by  him,  and  who  in  respect  thereof  instructed  free 
of  expense,  a certain  number  of  poor  children  of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  also 
nominated  by  Major  Shuttleworth.  The  master  had  also  other  scholars,  for 
whose  education  he  was  paid  by  their  parents. 

About  the  year  1804,  a new  school  was  built  by  subscription,  in  the  village  of 
Hathersage.  The  master  of  the  Geer  Green  School,  who  had  become  old,  died, 
and  another  was  appointed,  but  in  consequence  of  the  establishment  of  the  new 
school,  he  was  unable  to  obtain  a sufficient  number  of  scholars,  in  addition  to 
those  taught  in  respect  of  the  annual  sum  of  51.,  for  his  maintenance,  and  he 
therefore  gave  up  the  situation. 

Applications  were  subsequently  made  to  Major  Shuttleworth,  by  the  persons 
who  had  established  the  new  school,  to  permit  the  annuity  of  51.  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  master  thereof,  who  was  appointed  by  them,  but  to  this  Major 
Shuttleworth  objected,  alledging  that  the  annuity  was  given  for  the  instruction 
of  children  at  the  Geer  Green  School  only,  and  from  the  above-mentioned 
period  to  the  time  of  our  investigation,  the  payment  had  been  altogether 
discontinued. 

Although  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  Benjamin  Ashton,  in  giving  that  annuity 
had  in  view  the  continuance  of  the  school,  the  site  of  which  he  had  previously 
granted,  we  apprehend  that  the  annuity,  not  being  expressly  confined  thereto 
by  his  will,  ought  notwithstanding  the  cessation  of  that  school,  to  have  been 
applied  for  the  instruction  of  poor  boys  of  Hathersage  and  Outseats,  but  that 
on  the  other  hand,  Major  Shuttleworth,  as  the  owner  of  the  Hathersage  estate, 
was  entitled  to  have  the  appointment  of  the  schoolmaster,  to  whom  the  annuity 
was  to  be  paid,  and  was  clearly  not  bound  to  pay  it  to  the  master  of  the  above- 
mentioned  new  school. 

Since  our  investigation,  Major  Shuttleworth  has  expressed  his  readiness  to 
re-establish  the  charity,  to  appoint  a new  schoolmaster,  and  to  pay  the  arrears 
of  the  annuity  of  5/.,  from  the  time  of  the  last  payment,  which  will  amount 

nearly 
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nearly  to  100/.  We  are  informed,  that  it  has  been  suggested,  that  it  may  be 
advantageous  to  apply  a part  of  these  arrears  in  fitting  up  a building  adjoining 
to  Hathersage  church-yard,  being  part  of  Major  Shuttle  worth’s  settled  estate, 
of  which  he  is  tenant  for  life,  as  a school,  and  in  converting  the  remains  of  the 
old  school  at  Geer  Green,  into  one  or  more  dwelling-houses,  which  may  be  let, 
and  the  rents  applied,  with  the  interest  of  whatever  surplus  of  the  arrears  may 
remain  unexpended,  in  augmentation  of  the  future  payment  of  the  annual  sum 
of  51. ; that  out  of  the  income  a rent  may  be  paid  to  Major  Shuttleworth,  for 
the  above-mentioned  building,  and  the  residue  applied  in  the  payment  of 
a salary  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  the  instructing  a certain  number  of  poor  boys 
of  Hathersage  and  Outseats.  It  does  not  appear  to  us,  that  there  is  any 
objection  to  the  plan  thus  suggested,  but  as  it  would  seem  that  the  interest  of 
the  charity  in  the  building  proposed  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  school, 
must  be  uncertain,  it  is  desirable  that  the  expense  to  be  incurred  in  the 
alteration  of  that  building,  should  be  as  limited  as  the  circumstances  will 
permit. 

HAMLET  OF  OUTSEATS. 

Charities  of  Joan  Morton,  Barber,  Silvester  and  Ashton. 

The  portion  of  the  annual  sums  arising  from  the  gifts  of  these  donors,  the 
particulars  of  which  have  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  the  charities  of 
the  township  of  Hathersage,  applicable  to  the  poor  of  the  hamlet  of  Outseats, 
are  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  this  hamlet,  and  are  distributed  by  him 
shortly  after  St.  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  the  poor  persons  named  in  the  list  made 
out  by  him,  as  before  mentioned,  in  sums  proportioned  to  their  necessities. 

Charity  of  Ibbotson  and  others. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  Hathersage  Church,  dated  in  I76O,  that  10/.  had 
been  given  by  Henry  Ibbotson,  51.  by  Henry  Broitmhill,  and  small  sums 
amounting  together  to  7 /•  3 s.,  by  five  other  persons  (all  inhabitants  of  the 
hamlet  of  Outseats,)  which  sums  were  to  be  put  out  to  interest,  and  the  interest 
applied  yearly  to  charitable  uses,  by  the  direction  of  a majority  of  the  subscribers, 
their  trustees  or  assigns,  for  ever ; and  that  it  was  further  agreed  by  the  sub- 
scribers and  their  trustees,  that  the  interest  should  be  applied  annually,  towards 
the  education  of  three  poor  children  of  this  hamlet. 

A sum  of  22/.,  arising  from  these  subscriptions,  was  placed  by  the  said 
Henry  Ibbotson,  with  other  monies,  on  a security  of  the  Sheffield  turnpike 
road  for  60 1.,  which  bears  interest  at  5 per  cent.  The  interest  of  the  amount 
of  the  subscriptions,  being  225.  per  annum,  is  received  by  Mr.  Thomas  Cocker, 
and  is  paid  by  him  to  the  master  of  the  school,  at  Hathersage,  (hereinbefore 
mentioned  to  have  been  built  in  1804,)  for  the  instruction  of  three  poor  children 
of  Outseats,  free  of  expense,  who  were  appointed  by  Mr.  William  Ibbotson,  the 
son  of  Henry  Ibbotson,  during  his  life,  and  have  been  since  his  death  nomi- 
nated bv  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Thomas  Cocker. 

Ashton’s  School. 

This  hamlet  is  entitled  to  partake  of  the  advantage  of  Benjamin  Ashton's 
donation  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children,  the  particulars  of  which  have  been 
stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  township  of  Hathersage. 

HAMLET  OF  BAMFORD. 

Charities  of  Joan  Morton,  Barber  and  Silvester. 

The  portion  of  the  annual  sums  arising  from  the  gifts  of  these  donors,  the 
particulars  of  which  have  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  the  charities  of 
the  township  of  Hathersage,  applicable  to  the  poor  of  Bamford,  are  received 
annually,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  thereof,  and  are  distributed  by  him, 
together  with  the  annual  sums  of  105.  arising  from  Thornhill’s  charity,  95.  from 
Brownhill’s  charity,  and  105.  from  Littlewood’s  charity,  hereinafter  mentioned, 
shortly  after  St.  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  the  poor  persons  named  in  the  list  made 
out  by  him,  as  before  mentioned,  in  sums  proportioned  to  their  necessities. 

Thornhill’s  Charity. 

In  an  old  book  produced  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Bamford,  it  is  stated, 
that  Thomas  Thornhill,  by  his  will,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Bamford  10 s.  a year,  to 
begin  to  be  paid  when  his  grandson,  Thomas  Derwent,  was  of  age,  or  at  his 
death,  if  sooner,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Kirk  Flats,  for  ever. 
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In  the  parliamentary  returns  of  1736,  the  date  of  this  donation  is  stated  to 
be  1722. 

This  annual  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  by  James  Wainwright,  the  tenant  of  three 
fields  called  the  Kirk  Flats,  which  are  the  property  of  a son  of  John  Saul 
Whailby,  esq.  lately  deceased. 

Brownhill’s  Charity. 

In  the  same  book  it  is  stated,  that  George  Brownkill. , by  his  will,  gave  to 
Nicholas  Brownhill,  his  son,  and  his  heirs,  all  his  lands  in  Thornhill,  in  the 
parish  of  Hope,  on  condition  to  pay  the  legacies  therein  mentioned,  and  that 
lie  gave  to  six  of  the  poor  people  of  Bamford  6d.  a-piece,  to  be  given  them, 
yearly,  for  ever,  on  Good  Friday,  being  a legacy  desired  by  his  late  wife, 
deceased,  to  be  given;  and  that  he  also  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  Bamford  6s. 
yearly,  to  be  given  them,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  his  executors ; and  if  there 
should  be  any  failing  of  the  said  two  sums  of  3s.  and  6s.,  he  gave  power  to  the 
overseers  of  Bamford  to  enter  and  take  possession  of  the  Slack  Croft,  adjoining 
his  house,  and  to  take  the  rents  thereof  until  payment  should  be  made  of  the 
said  sums,  and  no  longer. 

In  the  returns  of  1786,  the  date  of  this  donation  is  stated  to  be  1728. 

These  two  annual  sums  of  3 s.  and  6s.  are  paid  by  Ambrose  Marsden,  the 
tenant  of  a farm  at  Thornhill,  in  the  parish  of  Hope,  which  is  the  property  of 
Mr.  Samuel  Ward. 

Littlewood’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  same  book,  that  John  Littlewood,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
4th  January  1743,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  hamlet  of  Bamford  a yearly  rent- 
charge  of  10s.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  tenement  called  the  Green  Head,  or  the 
lands  thereto  belonging,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  thereof  to  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  that  hamlet,  for  the  time  being,  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas's  day,  to  be 
divided  at  the  discretion  of  the  overseer  and  the  owner  of  the  said  premises, 
and  others  the  inhabitants  and  payers  to  the  poor-tax,  whom  the  overseer  and 
owner  should  think  fit  to  call  to  their  assistance,  to  the  most  poor  and  needy ; 
and  that  he  directed,  that  if  the  rent-charge  should  be  in  arrear  for  twenty 
days,  the  overseer  might  distrain  on  the  said  messuage  and  land,  and  that  if  it 
should  be  in  arrear  thirty  days,  the  overseer  might  enter  into  a close  called 
Smitham  Sitch,  and  dispose  of  the  produce  for  the  payment  of  the  said  rent- 
charge. 

This  annual  sum  of  10s.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  William  Howe,  who  is  the  owner 
of  the  close  called  Smitham  Sitch,  formerly  part  of  the  Green  Head  tenement, 
having  purchased  that  close  about  twenty  years  ago. 

The  application  of  the  three  last-mentioned  annuities  has  been  stated  in  the 
account  of  the  charities  of  Joan  Morton  and  others  for  this  hamlet. 

Turie’s  Charity. 

Robert  Turie,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  May  1720,  gave  to  the  inhabitants 
of  Bamford  40/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  or  put  out  at  interest,  the  annual  produce 
to  be  applied  for  teaching  six  of  the  poorest  children  of  that  hamlet  to  read 
English,  such  children  and  the  master  to  be  appointed  by  the  minister  of 
Hathersage. 

Of  this  sum,  5 1.  was  lost  by  having  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  George 
Littlewood,  who  became  insolvent;  and  the  remaining  351.  appears  to  have 
been,  in  177^,  in  the  hands  of  Hans  William  Mortimer,  esq.  who  was  at  that 
time  possessed  of  a considerable  estate,  but  is  stated  to  have  died  insolvent  in 
I8O7.  No  interest  appears  to  have  been  paid  by  him  for  the  sum  in  his  hands 
subsequently  to  the  year  1797>  and  we  apprehend  that  the  principal  must  now 
oe  considered  as  lost. 

CIIAPELRY  OF  DERWENT. 

Charities  of  Joan  Morton,  Barber,  Silvester  and  Frost. 

The  particulars  of  these  donations  have  been  stated  in  the  account  of  the 
charities  of  the  township  of  Hathersage. 

The  annual  sum  of  1 2/.  19s.  6d.,  being  the  amount  which  the  overseer  of 
Derwent  receives  in  respect  thereof,  is  distributed  by  him,  on  the  day  after 
St.  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  poor  persons  of  this  chapelry.  In  1826  it  was  given 
amongst  eight  such  persons,  (of  whom  some  were,  and  some  were  not,  in  the 
receipt  of  regular  relief,)  in  sums  varying  from  14s.  to  2/.  15s.  There  being 

but 
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but  few  poor  persons  in  the  chapelry,  the  distribution  has  usually  been  made  to 
about  the  same  number. 

Turie’s  Charity. 

The  above-mentioned  Robert  Turie , by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  May  1720, 
gave  to  the  inhabitants  of  Derwent  a rent-charge  of  405.  per  annum,  issuing 
out  of  two  messuages  in  Derwent  Dale,  called  the  Abbey  and  the  Carr  House, 
with  their  appurtenances,  therewith  to  procure  six  of  the  poorest  children  of  that 
place,  or  within  two  miles  compass  of  the  same,  to  be  yearly  instructed  in 
reading  English,  such  children,  and  the  master  to  teach  them,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  minister  of  Derwent  chapel,  and  his  successors,  with  a power  to  the  said 
inhabitants  to  distrain  on  the  said  premises,  in  case  of  nonpayment  of  the  rent- 
charge  ; and  subject  to  the  said  annuity,  and  to  a rent-charge  of  31.  given  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Stony  Middleton  for  a like  purpose,  he  gave  the  said  premises 
to  the  corporation  of  Queen’s  Anne’s  bounty,  for  the  use  of  the  minister  of 
Derwent  chapel,  and  his  successors,  to  the  end  that  the  said  minister  might  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  said  Queen  Anne’s  bounty  of  10/.  per  annum. 

The  Abbey  and  the  Carr  House  are  now  the  property  of  the  perpetual  curate 
of  Derwent,  and  the  annual  sum  of  405.  is  paid  by  him  to  a schoolmaster  of 
Derwent,  who,  in  respect  thereof,  instructs,  free  of  expense,  four  poor  children 
of  this  chapelry  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  in  a school-room  built  by 
subscription,  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry. 

These  children  are  appointed  by  the  schoolmaster,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  minister  of  the  chapel. 

In  addition  to  the  children  taught  in  respect  of  this  charity,  and  of  Eyre’s 
charity,  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  schoolmaster  has  a few  other  scholars,  for 
whose  education  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 

Eyre’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  7th  April  1772,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  Eyre’s  Charity. 

John  Eyre , of  Crookhill,  in  the  parish  of  Hope,  gave  and  granted  to  John 
Balguy,  of  Alfreton,  esquire,  and  William  Thomason,  of  Grainfoot,  in  the 
parish  of  Hathersage,  yeoman,  the  sum  of  100/.,  and  the  further  sum  of  20/. : 

As  to  the  said  100/.,  on  trust,  that  the  said  John  Eyre,  John  Balguy,  and 
William  Thomason,  and  their  respective  heirs,  executors  and  administrators, 
whereof  the  said  John  Eyre,  or  his  heirs,  executors  or  administrators,"  for  the 
time  being,  should  always  be  one,  should  place  the  same  out,  on  public  or 
private  security,  at  interest,  or  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  or  in  the 
purchase  of  lands,  or  otherwise  improve  the  same  as  they  should  think  fit, 
and  should,  with  the  interest  and  profits  thereof,  cause  eight,  ten  or  twelve 
(more  or  less)  poor  children  of  the  hamlet  of  Woodland,  in  the  parish  of  Hope, 
and  the  hamlet  of  Derwent,  in  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  to  be  taught  to  read 
English,  write  and  cast  accounts,  by  a fit  master,  who,  for  the  time  being, 
should  teach  at  the  newly  erected  school  at  Derwent ; which  master  and 
children  (so  many  as  the  interest  and  profits  should  be  sufficient  to  pay  school 
wages  for)  should,  from  time  to  time,  be  chosen  by  the  said  John  Eyre, 

John  Balguy,  and  William  Thomason,  and  their  respective  heirs,  executors  and 
administrators,  or  two  of  them,  whereof  the  said  John  Eyre,  his  heirs,  executors 
or  administrators,  for  the  time  being,  should  always  be  one  ; provided,  that  if  an 
unfit  master  should  intrude  or  be  put  into  the  said  school  at  Derwent,  or  should 
continue  there  without  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  said  John  Eyre, 

John  Balguy,  and  William  Thomason,  their  heirs,  executors,  &c.,  the  interest 
and  profits  of  the  said  100/.  should  be  applied  by  them  towards  the  relief  and 
clothing  of  such  poor  families,  widows  and  aged  persons,  inhabitants  of 
Derwent,  Dale  and  Woodland,  as  should,  by  the  same  trustees,  be  thought  fit. 

And  as  to  the  said  sum  of  20/.,  on  trust,  that  the  same  trustees,  or  two  of  them, 
whereof  the  said  John  Eyre,  his  executors  or  administrators,  for  the  time  being, 
should  always  be  one,  should  place  out  the  same  on  public  or  private  security, 
at  interest,  or  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  or  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  or 
otherwise  improve  the  same  as  they  should  think  fit,  and  with  the  interest 
thereof  should  buy  common  prayer  books,  yearly  or  otherwise,  and  bestow  the 
same  on  some  cf  the  poorest  children,  inhabitants  of  Woodland  and  Derwent 
Dale,  such  as  should  have  learned  and  said  the  catechism  of  the  church  of 
England  in  the  chapel  of  Derwent,  before  the  curate  there,  and  on  poor 
servants,  apprentices  or  other  poor  inhabitants  of  Woodland  and  Derwent  Dale, 
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Derwent.  as  the  said  trustees  as  aforesaid  should  think  fit ; provided,  that  if  any  of  the 

trustees  should  refuse  to  act  in  the  trust,  such  as  should  act  should  elect  proper 

Eyre  Charity,  persons  to  make  up,  with  those  who  should  act,  the  proper  number  of  three 

v cun  l"  ' y trustees,  on  the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  that  an  assignment  of  the  trust  property 

should  be  made  accordingly. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  this  deed,  John  Balguy,  esquire,  is  now  the 
survivor  ; but  it  does  not  appear  that  he  has  ever  acted  in  the  management 
of  the  trust. 

We  are  informed,  that  John  Eyre,  the  donor,  died  shortly  after  the  execution 
of  the  above-mentioned  deed. 

It  appears,  from  an  entry  in  a book  relating  to  this  charity,  that,  in  1782, 
a bond  was  given  for  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  120/.,  with  legal  interest,  by 
James  Eyre,  George  Eyre,  Benjamin  Eyre,  and  Vincent  Eyre.  Previously  to 
1794,  interest  on  this  sum  was  accounted  for,  at  four  and  a half  per  cent; 
and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  the  interest  has  been  four  per  cent. 
The  precise  period  at  which  the  bond  of  Messrs.  Eyre  was  paid  off  does  not 
appear ; but  the  trust  money  appears  to  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  son  of 
William  Thomason,  one  of  the  original  trustees.  From  the  time  of  the  death  of 
the  son,  in  1801,  till  the  year  1814,  the  interest  was  paid  by  his  widow, 
and  from  that  time  it  has  been  paid  by  his  eldest  son,  Mr.  William  Thomason, 
who  is  also  a great  nephew  of  the  donor,  and  who  resides  on  his  own  estate. 
The  sum  of  120/.  remained  in  his  hands  at  the  time  of  our  investigation 
(February  1827);  but  we  suggested  to  him,  that  it  ought  to  be  placed  out 
on  some  good  security,  in  conformity  with  the  donor’s  directions.  It  s 
also  desirable,  that  there  should  be  an  appointment  of  new  trustees  of  this 
charity. 

The  annual  sum  of  4/.,  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  100/.,  is  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  who  teaches  the  children  under  Turie’s  charity,  before-mentioned, 
by  Mr.  Thomason,  for  instructing  eight  poor  children,  part  of  whom  are 
appointed  by  him  from  this  chapelry,  and  part  from  the  hamlet  of  Woodland, 
in  the  parish  of  Hope,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  ; and  the  annual  sum 
of  165.,  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  20/.,  is  expended  by  Mr.  Thomason,  in 
the  purchase  of  prayer  books  and  other  books,  which  are  sent  to  the  schoolmaster 
and  given  by  him  to  the  poor  children  taught  in  his  school.

CHAPELRY  OF  STONY  MIDDLETON. 

Whyte’s  Charity. 

Stony  Middleton.  Thomas  Whyte , by  his  will,  bearing  date  8th  October  1692,  and  proved  at 
- — Lichfield,  gave  his  messuage,  farm  or  tenement,  lands  and  premises,  situate  at 

Whytes  Chanty,  J300tlis,  within  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  to  Benjamin  Ashton,  of  Hathersage, 
William  Fynney,  of  Little  Longstone,  James  Fynney,  son  and  heir  of  the  said 
William  Fynney,  and  Thomas  Fynney,  another  son  of  the  said  William 
Fynney,  and  to  their  heirs,  on  the  special  trusts  thereinafter  expressed  ; that  is 
to  say 

First,  That  they  should,  forth  of  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  pre- 
fits of  the  said  premises,  yearly,  for  ever,  pay  to  the  curate  of  the  church  or 
chapel  of  Stony  Middleton  for  the  time  being,  the  yearly  sum  of  6/.,  on  the 
feast  day  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  and  the  day  of  Pentecost,  by  equal  portions, 
provided  that  the  curate  that  should  thereafter  be  nominated  and  licensed  to  serve 
the  cure  of  the  said  church,  should  come  unto  the  said  cure  with  the  consent 
and  good  liking  of  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton,  William  Fynney,  James  Fynney, 
and  Thomas  Fynney,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  testified  by  their  subscribing 
their  hands,  and  putting  their  seals  to  some  instrument  to  be  made  for  that 
purpose.  But  if  it  should  happen  that  any  curate  should  thereafter  be  licensed 
to  serve  the  cure  of  the  said  church,  and  should  serve  the  same  without  such 
consent  and  good  liking  of  the  said  trustees,  he  declared,  that  the  said  yearly 
payment  should  cease  during  the  continuance  of  such  curate  there,  and  that  the 
said  yearly  sum  of  6/.  during  such  time,  should  be  applied  by  the  said  Benjamin 
Ashton,  and  the  other  trustees,  to  any  charitable  use  or  uses  whatsoever, 
according  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  think  most  fit ; and  when 
a curate  should  afterwards  be  nominated  and  licensed  to  serve  the  cure  of  the 

said 
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said  church,  with  the  consent  and  good  liking  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  who  should  perform  the  same  cure  diligently  and  faithfully,  he 
declared,  that  the  said  yearly  payment  of6/.  should  be  then  paid  to  such  curate, 
in  such  manner  as  was  before  expressed. 

Secondly,  that  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton,  and  the  other  trustees,  should,  forth 
of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  yearly,  for  ever,  on  the  feast  of 
St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  Stony 
Middleton,  for  the  time  being,  the  yearly  sum  of  10 s.,  provided  such  clerk 
should  come  into  that  office  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  said 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  testified  by  them  in  writing,  under  their 
hands  and  seals ; but  if  it  should  happen,  that  any  chapel  clerk  should  thereafter 
be  put  in  to  serve  that  office  in  the  said  church  or  chapel,  without  such  consent 
and  good  liking  of  the  said  trustees,  he  declared,  that  the  said  yearly  payment 
of  10,?.  should  from  thenceforth  cease,  and  that  the  said  yearly  sum  should 
from  thenceforth  be  bestowed  by  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton  and  others  to  any 
charitable  uses  whatsoever,  according  as  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  their 
discretion,  should  think  most  fit. 

Thirdly,  That  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton  and  others  should,  forth  of  the 
rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  yearly,  for  ever,  on  the  feast  day 
of  the  Purification,  cause  to  be  distributed  twenty  sixpenny  brown  loaves  to 
twenty  of  the  poorest  and  most  indigent  housekeepers,  dwelling  within  that  part 
of  the  village  of  Stony  Middleton  which  is  within  the  parish  of  Hathersage  ; 
and  should  also,  on  the  same  feast  day,  yearly,  for  ever,  cause  to  be  distributed 
to  everyone  of  the  said  twenty  poor  housekeepers,  12  d.  a-piece  in  flesh  meat. 

Fourthly,  That  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton  and  others  should,  forth  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  yearly,  for  ever,  on  Easter  eve,  cause  to 
be  distributed  twenty  other  sixpenny  brown  loaves  to  twenty  of  the  poorest  and 
most  indigent  housekeepers,  dwelling  within  that  part  of  the  said  village  of 
Stony  Middleton  which  is  within  the  said  parish  of  Hathersage ; and  should 
also,  on  the  same  Easter  eve,  yearly,  for  ever,  cause  to  be  distributed  to  every 
one  of  the  said  twenty  poor  housekeepers  1 2d.  a piece  in  flesh  meat. 

Fifthly,  That  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton  and  others  should,  forth  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  yearly,  for  ever,  on  Easter  eve,  pay  the  sum 
of  10.?.  unto  the  person  or  persons  that  should  provide  the  bread  and  flesh  meat, 
and  distribute  the  same  equally  to  the  poor  housekeepers. 

“ Sixthly,  For  the  encouragement  of  a just  execution  of  the  trusts  before  men- 
tioned limited  and  expressed,  and  to  the  intent  and  purpose  that  they  the  said 
Benjamin  Ashton,  William  Fynney,  James  Fynney,  and  Thomas  Fynney,  and  such 
other  person  and  persons  as  shall  hereafter  become  interested  in  the  same  trusts, 
shall  and  may  have  and  take  the  remainder  and  surplus  of  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits,  of  the  said  premises,  and  the  benefit  and  profit  that  shall  hereafter  be  raised 
by  the  fall  of  wood  growing  thereupon,  or  by  millstones  gotten  therein,  my  mind 
and  will  is,  and  I do  hereby  declare,  that  the  same  shall  be  divided  equally,  at  the 
end  of  every  year,  amongst  them  the  said  Benjamin  Ashton,  William  Fynney, 
James  Fynney,  and  Thomas  Fynney,  and  such  persons  as  hereafter  shall  be 
elected  into  the  said  trusts.” 

Seventhly,  That  when  it  should  please  God  to  take  to  himself  any  of  them 
the  said  Benjamin  Ashton,  and  William,  James  and  Thomas  Fynney,  the  sur- 
vivors should,  within  six  months  next  after  the  death  of  such  person,  elect 
a substantial,  honest  and  able  person,  in  the  place  of  such  person,  deceased, 
to  join  with  the  survivors  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  thereinbefore  expressed; 
and  that  the  survivors,  on  reasonable  request  to  be  made  to  them,  should  convey 
the  said  premises  in  such  manner,  and  by  such  conveyances,  so  that  the  same 
person  so  elected  should  be  sufficiently  interested  in,  and  be  enabled  to  execute 
the  aforesaid  trusts. 

It  appears,  from  other  parts  of  this  testator’s  will,  that  the  said  Benjamin 
Ashton  was  his  cousin,  and  that  Margaret  Fynney,  the  wife  of  the  said  William 
Fynney,  was  his  sister,  and  that  he  appointed  her  his  sole  executrix,  and  thereby 
gave  her  his  lands  in  Stony  Middleton  and  Eyam,  and  all  his  personal  estate, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  his  debts,  legacies,  and  funeral  expenses.  New 
trustees  of  this  charity  have  been  from  time  to  time  appointed.  The  trustees, 
at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  were  Messrs.  George  Fynney,  James  Longsdon, 
Thomas  Fynney,  and  John  Fynney,  the  last-mentioned  of  whom  was  appointed 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and  24th  March  1824. 
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At  the  time  of  the  date  of  Mr.  Whyte’s  will,  the  farm  at  Hathersage  Booths, 
thereby  devised  to  trustees,  was  held  under  a lease  which  had  been  granted  by 
him,  in  1G89,  to  Simon  Deakin,  in  consideration  of  10/.,  for  a term  of  ninety- 
nine  years,  to  commence  from  25th  March  1698,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of 
10/.  105.,  with  a covenant  from  the  lessee  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair.  As 
the  annual  payments  directed  by  the  will  amounted  to  10/.,  there  remained 
a surplus  of  105.  out  of  the  rents,  to  which  surplus,  as  well  as  to  the  profits 
derived  from  falling  wood,  &c.,  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  were  entitled. 

Shortly  after  the  expiration  of  this  lease  for  ninety-nine  years,  the  rent  of  the 
farm  was  raised  by  the  trustees,  who  have  since  continued  to  make  the  specific 
payments  directed  by  the  donor  as  before,  and  have  appropriated  to  their  own 
use  the  residue  of  the  rents,  which,  under  the  sixth  clause  of  the  will,  we 
apprehend  they  are  authorized  to  do. 

We  are  informed,  that  the  trust  premises  consist  of  a house  and  out-buildings, 
and  about  32  acres  of  old  inclosed  land,  in  respect  of  which  an  allotment  of 
about  nine  acres  was  made  on  the  inclosure  of  the  common  lands  of  Hather- 
sage, under  an  Act  passed  in  1808.  There  is  also  a wood  of  about  three  acres, 
which  has  been  cut  from  time  to  time  to  time,  and  the  profits  thereof  taken  by 
the  trustees  for  their  own  use. 

The  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  Simon  Deakin,  as  tenant  to  the  trustees, 
who  has  for  many  years  paid  2(3/.  per  annum  as  the  rent  of  the  old  inclosure. 
The  allotment,  which  consists  of  poor  land,  was  not  inclosed  till  lately,  and  it 
has  been  agreed  that  the  tenant  shall  pay  an  additional  rent  of  51.  for  it. 

The  following  annual  payments  are  made  by  the  trustees  out  of  the  rents  : —

On  the  two  days  above-mentioned,  twenty  poor  persons  of  this  chapelry 
receive  each  a sixpenny  loaf,  and  bacon  to  the  value  of  a shilling.  The  bread 
and  bacon  are  provided  by  the  trustees,  and  sent  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  are  given  amongst  the  most  indigent  persons,  of  whom  there  is  a list,  con- 
taining about  thirty-five  names,  and  they  partake  of  the  distribution  in  rotation, 
twenty  on  each  day. 

Tuuie’s  Charity. 

Robert  Turie , by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  May  1720,  gave  to  the  inhabitants 
of  Stony  Middleton,  and  their  successors,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  31.  issuing 
out  of  two  messuages  in  Derwent  Dale,  being  the  same  premises  mentioned  in  the 
above  account  of  this  donor’s  charity  in  the  chapelry  of  Derwent,  therewith  to 
procure  nine  such  children  of  the  said  town  to  be  instructed  in  reading  English, 
such  children  and  their  master  to  be  appointed  by  the  minister  of  the  parish  to 
which  the  town  of  Stony  Middleton  belongs. 

The  annual  sum  of  31.  is  received  from  the  perpetual  curate  of  Derwent,  by 
a schoolmaster  of  Stony  Middleton,  who,  in  respect  thereof,  teaches  six  poor 
children  of  this  chapelry,  appointed  by  the  chapelwardens,  to  read.  Until  about 
10  years  ago,  the  schoolmaster  used  to  teach  nine  poor  children  for  this  sum  ; 
but  the  number  was  then  reduced  to  six,  in  consequence  of  the  master  refusing 
to  teach  a larger  number. 

The  school  is  held  in  a house  which  was  built  on  the  waste,  by  a subscription 
of  the  inhabitants. 

Ashton’s  Dole. 

An  annual  sum  of  10/.,  called  Ashton' s dole,  is  paid  by  Major  Asbton 
Shuttleworth,  of  Hathersage,  to  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Stony  Middleton,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  whom  it  is  distributed,  on  the  same 
day,  amongst  poor  persons  belonging  to  and  residing  in  the  chapelry  of 
Stony  Middleton,  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  to  105.,  according  to  their 
necessities. 

An  annual  account  is  made  out  of  the  persons  receiving  the  charity,  and  of 
the  sums  given  to  each,  of  which  a copy  is  sent  to  Major  Shuttleworth. 

In 
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In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I7S6,  this  annual  sum  is  mentioned  as  being 
derived  from  the  will  of  Benjamin  Ashlon , who  was  the  great  grandfather  of 
Major  Shuttleworth  ; but  no  such  gift  appears  in  his  will,  an  abstract  of  which, 
so  far  as  relates  to  certain  charitable  donations  for  the  benefit  of  the  township  of 
Hathersage  and  hamlet  of  Outseats,  has  been  already  given  in  a preceding  part 
of  this  Report.  We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  as  to 
the  origin  of  this  dole,  or  the  property  on  which  it  is  charged. 

Gisborne's  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bakewell. 


PARISH  OF  HOPE. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish,  exclusive  of  the  chapelry  of  Fairfield,  to  which  a distinct  portion 
is  allotted,  is  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne , for 
which  see  parish  of  Bakewell.  The  distribution  is  principally  confined  to  the 
township  of  Hope. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HOPE. 

School. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  March  1742, 
between  Francis  Foljambe,  esquire,  of  the  one  part ; and  Thomas  Foljambe, 
Francis  Foljambe,  Philip  Cell,  Richard  Bagshaw,  Gervase  Balguy,  Thomas 
Wormold,  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Hope,  Christopher  Greaves,  and  nine  others, 
all  proprietors  of  land  or  inhabitants  in  the  town  and  parish  of  Hope,  of  the  other 
part ; reciting  an  indenture,  bearing  date  27th  May  lG8S,  between  Thomas 
Balguy,  and  two  others,  of  the  first  part,  and  Francis  Foljambe  the  father,  and 
the  said  Francis  Foljambe  above-mentioned,  and  others,  of  the  other  part;  wherein 
it  was  expressed,  that  by  indenture,  bearing  date  1st  May,  7 Car.  2,  a messuage 
in  Hope,  containing  fourteen  yards  in  length  and  seven  in  breadth,  was  conveyed 
by  Thomas  Stevenson  to  trustees,  in  trust  for  a free  school  in  Hope,  for  the 
habitation  of  an  honest  and  sufficient  schoolmaster,  with  power  to  them  to  elect 
such  schoolmaster  and  remove  him  at  pleasure,  and  wherein  it  was  also  expressed 
and  agreed,  that  whenever  all  the  trustees  but  four,  or  a less  number,  should  be 
dead,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  school-house  and  premises  to  others 
upon  the  like  trusts  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Francis  Foljambe,  party  thereto, 
was  the  only  surviving  trustee,  and  that  he  had  received  and  allowed  the 
several  sums  of  money  mentioned  in  a schedule  thereto  annexed,  the  balance 
whereof  appearing  to  be  18/.  1 s.  Scl.  was  in  his  hands ; and  further  reciting, 
that  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  August  1740, 
between  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wormold  and  Martha  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and 
the  said  Francis  Foljambe,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Thomas  and  Martha 
Wormold,  in  consideration  of  100/.,  conveyed  to  the  said  Francis  Foljambe, 
and  his  heirs,  a piece  of  land  in  Chinley,  in  the  parish  of  Glossop,  called 
Upper  South  Head,  together  with  a slate  break,  in  trust,  that  he  should  pay  the 
clear  yearly  rents  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Hope,  It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said 
Francis  Foljambe  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Foljambe  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  the  above-mentioned  school-house,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  the  said 
premises  in  Chinley,  in  trust,  that  they  should  employ  the  rents  wholly  for  the 
maintenance  and  continuance  of  Barnard  Jenkinson,  as  long  as  he  should 
remain  schoolmaster,  and  afterwards  for  the  maintenance  and  continuance 
of  such  schoolmaster  as  should  be  placed  in  the  said  school,  to  teach  poor 
children  in  writing  and  reading,  or  some  other  useful  literature,  by  the  major 
part  of  the  trustees,  of  whom  the  vicar  for  the  time  being  should  be  one  ; 
and  it  was  provided,  that  when  nine  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  dead, 
the  survivors,  the  vicar  of  Hope  being  always  one,  should  appoint  other 
sufficient  and  substantial  inhabitants  or  land-owners  in  Hope,  so  as  to  make  the 
number  14. 

In  the  schedule  annexed  to  the  said  deed,  it  is  stated,  that  the  premises  in 
Chinley  were  purchased  by  the  said  Thomas  Wormold,  for  the  use  of  the  school, 

' in  his  own  name,  until  an  opportunity  offered  to  have  the  same  conveyed  for 
the  use  for  which  they  were  intended,  the  consideration  for  which  was  100/., 
which  was  borrowed  at  five  per  cent. 
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In  the  account  thereunder  written,  the  following  sums  are  entered  as  having 
been  received  by  Mr.  Wormold  : —

An  account  is  added  of  the  disbursements  of  Mr.  Wormold,  in  respect  of 
this  purchase,  amounting  to  122/.  Is.  5d.;  of  the  balance  of  13/.  Is.  8 d., 
51.  6s.  8 d . appears  to  have  been  paid  for  the  expenses  of  the  trust  deed  above 
abstracted;  but  as  to  the  residue,  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
information. 

The  sum  of  90/.  stated  to  have  been  received  of  Mr.  Nodder,  was  probably 
in  respect  of  a donation  mentioned  in  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church, 
viz. ; 10/.  a year  given  by  Henry  Balguy  to  the  poor  of  Hope  and  the  rest  of 
the  parish,  as  to  which  donation  nothing  further  is  known. 

All  the  trustees  named  in  the  deed  of  1742,  having  died  without  making  any 
new  appointment,  the  vicar  for  the  time  being  has  acted  as  the  sole  trustee,  and 
appointed  the  schoolmaster ; it  seems  desirable  that  the  above-mentioned  premises 
should  be  conveyed  to  new  trustees  by  the  heir  of  the  survivor. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of, — 

1.  About  16  acres  of  very  high  and  bad  land  at  Chinley,  now  let  to  James 
Cooper,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  7 /•  per  annum,  which  is  stated  to  be  the 
full  annual  value. 

There  is  also  a stone  quarry,  late  in  the  possession  of  Elias  Uickins,  who  paid 
the  schoolmaster  5l.  for  the  stone  got  there  up  to  the  5th  March  1817.  Since 
that  period  nothing  has  been  received  on  this  account;  and  we  are  given  to 
understand,  that  there  is  a difficulty  in  ascertaining  whether  any  and  what  part 
of  the  quarry  now  open  belongs  to  the  charity,  rent  having  been  paid  for  the 
whole  to  Mr.  Moult. 

2.  A school  and  dwelling-house,  with  a small  garden  attached  thereto,  in  the 
occupation  of  the  schoolmaster.  These  premises  are  kept  in  repair  by  the  parish, 
and  are  stated  to  be  in  tenantable  condition. 

The  master  also  receives  1/.  11  s.  6d.  yearly,  as  the  interest  of  one  moiety  of 
Champion’s  legacy ; and  in  respect  of  the  above-mentioned  rent,  and  other 
emoluments,  he  teaches  school  in  the  building  appropriated  for  that  purpose, 
and  instructs  nine  or  ten  children,  who  are  appointed  by  the  vicar,  and  chosen 
from  the  township  of  Hope,  in  reading,  without  any  charge  to  their  parents. 
For  instruction  in  writing  and  accounts,  they  make  the  same  payments  as  other 
children. 

Rev.  Jacob  C reswell’s  Charity. 

Rev.  It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  the  Rev.  Jacob  Crestcell,  by  will,  in 

Jacob  Cresswell  3 gave  to  the  poor  of  Hope,  to  be  paid  every  New  Year’s  day,  for  ever,  the 

Chanty'  sum  of  1/.  5s. 

A piece  of  land  in  an  open  field  in  Hope,  formerly  let  at  1 /.  5s.  per  annum, 
appears  to  have  been  derived  from  this  donor ; and  by  the  award  of  the  Com- 
missioners for  inclosing  the  common  lands  in  Hope,  bearing  date  31st  December 
1819,  an  allotment  was  set  out  to  the  poor  of  Hope,  N°  139,  containing 
4 a.  & 32p.  It  is  stated,  that  this  allotment  was  set  out  in  lieu  of  the  land 
above-mentioned,  and  also  of  another  piece  of  land  in  the  same  field,  the  rents 
of  which  had  been  always  carried  to  the  account  of  the  headborough  of  Hope, 
towards  his  expenses. 

Since  the  inclosure,  the  allotment  above-mentioned  has  been  fenced,  and  now 
forms  one  field  ; the  whole  is  let  by  the  overseer  to  John  Somerset,  at  a good 
rent  of  9/.  9s.  per  annum,  which  is  apportioned  thus  ; 4/.  to  Creswell’s  charity  ; 
2/.  165.  to  the  headborough,  and  2/.  13^.  to  the  overseer’s  accounts.  It  does  not 
appear  why  any  part  of  this  rent  should  be  carried  to  the  last-mentioned  account. 

The  sum  of  4/.  is  disposed  of  by  the  overseer,  on  account  of  this  charity,  on 
New  Year’s  day,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Hope,  not  receiving 
parochial  relief  in  sums  varying  from  15.  to  3s.  or  45.

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Mrs.  Creswell,  relict  of  the 
said  Jacob  Creswell,  by  her  will,  in  1730,  left  a close,  called  the  Hall  Croft  Head, 
and  a house  at  Castleton,  the  profits  thereof  to  be  employed  in  putting  out  poor 
children  apprentices. 

The  property  supposed  to  have  been  derived  from  her,  consists  of, 

1.  — A close,  called  Hall  Croft  Head,  containing  nearly  an  acre  and  a half  in 
the  township  of  Hope,  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Cheetham,  a surgeon, 
at  a good  rent  of  6 /. 

2.  — A carpenter’s  shop  in  Castleton,  formerly  used  as  a dwelling-house,  now 
in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Heathcote,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent 
of  2/.  10  5. 

These  premises  are  let  from  time  to  time  by  the  vicar  and  the  overseer  of 
Hope. 

The  rents  are  applied  in  placing  out  apprentices.  Fifteen  children,  boys  and 
girls,  have  been  placed  out  in  the  last  six  years,  with  premiums  varying  from 
41.  to  5 l. , and  a part  of  the  income  is  applied  in  providing  them  previously  with 
clothing;  on  April  18th,  1826,  there  was  a balance  of  29/.  115.  9d.  in  the 
overseer’s  hands ; a regular  account  is  kept  by  the  overseer. 

Champion’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Joseph  Champion,  by  will,  in  1784, 
left  the  sum  of  70  /.  to  be  placed  out  on  real  or  personal  security ; one-half  of 
the  interest  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Hope,  for  teaching  so  many 
poor  children,  living  in  Hope,  to  read  English,  as  such  interest  would  pay  for ; 
and  the  other  half  to  be  laid  out  in  wheat  bread,  weekly,  for  ever,  and  given  to 
such  poor  people  as  should  attend  divine  service  of  a Sunday  morning,  the  vicar 
or  curate  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  to  be  trustees. 

The  sum  of  70/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  William  Howe,  a land-owner  of 
Bamford,  in  the  parish  of  Hathersage,  secured  by  his  promissory  note,  dated 
November  25th,  1819,  and  bearing  interest  at  four  and  a half  per  cent,  payable 
to  the  vicar  of  Hope  for  the  time  being. 

Of  the  yearly  produce,  amounting  to  .‘3 /.  3s.,  one-half  is  paid  to  the  school- 
master, as  above-mentioned,  and  the  remaining  1/.  11  s.  6d.  is  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  bread,  of  which  one  shilling’s  worth  is  distributed,  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  vicar,  every  Sunday  as  long  as  the  money  lasts,  beginning  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  November. 

Balguy’s  Charity. 

In  addition  to  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  mentioned  in  a table  of  benefactions  in 
the  church,  as  given  by  Henry  Balguy  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  as  stated  in  our 
account  of  the  school,  the  yearly  sum  of  5/.  is  mentioned,  as  given  by  the  same 
donor,  for  putting  out  apprentices ; we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
information  with  respect  to  this  donation. 

TOWNSHIP  OP  BRA  DWELL. 

School. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  inrolled  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  bearing 
date  1st  and  2d  March  1765  (as  appears  from  the  recitals  contained  in  the 
following  conveyance  to  new  trustees)  between  Elias  Marshall,  of  the  first  part ; 
and  Edmund  Greaves,  Isaac  Morton,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part;  the 
said  Elias  Marshall,  for  certain  considerations  therein  mentioned,  granted  to 
the  said  Edmund  Greaves  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a parcel  of  land  beneath 
or  on  both  sides  of  the  Long  Meadow  Causeway,  containing,  by  estimation, 
half  an  acre ; another  parcel  of  inclosed  land  in  the  town  furlong,  with  a 
barnstead  at  the  east  end  thereof,  and  containing  by  estimation  half  an  acre, 
all  in  Bradvvell,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  cause 
five  of  the  poorest  sort  of  children,  inhabitants  of  the  hamlet  of  Bradwell,  and 
legally  settled  there,  to  be  well  and  sufficiently  taught  by  a fit  master,  who 
should  keep  school  in  Bradwell,  to  read  English,  until  they  should  be  able  to 
read  well  in  the  Bible ; such  master,  and  such  poor  children,  to  be  chosen  from 
time  to  time  by  the  said  trustees,  with  the  advice  of  such  substantial  inhabitants 
of  Bradwell  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit  to  call  to  their  assistance ; and 
it  was  provided,  that  if  there  should  be  any  children  of  the  blood  or  kindred

82  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

of  the  said  Elias  Marshall,  of  the  poorer  sort,  residing  in  Bradwell,  such  children 
should  be  preferred;  and  it  was  further  provided,  that  if  the  rents  should  there- 
after be  increased,  and  thought  sufficient  to  pay  school  wages  for  any  more  than 
five  children,  so  many  more  should  be  put  to  school  as  the  said  trustees  should 
think  fit,  with  such  advice  as  aforesaid,  or  as  they  should  be  able  to  agree  with 
a fit  master  to  teach. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  March  1805, 
Isaac  Morton,  the  heir  of  Isaac  Morton,  deceased,  who  was  the  last  surviving 
trustee  under  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  at  the  request  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Bradwell,  (being  himself  desirous  of  being  released  from  the  said  trust)  con- 
veyed the  said  premises  upon  the  trusts  above  mentioned,  to  Francis  Bagshaw, 
John  Middleton,  Josiah  Birley,  Benjamin  Barber,  Joseph  Ashmore,  Micah 
Wright,  and  two  others  since  deceased. 

The  property  comprised  in  these  conveyances,  consists  of  a small  close,  called 
Molley  Pingle,  containing  2r.  34p.  and  an  allotment  of  1r.  22p.  set  out  on  the 
inclosure,  in  a place  called  The  Butts,  now  in  the  occupation  of  William  Stafford, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  SI. 

Another  allotment  was  also  set  out  on  the  inclosure,  which  was  of  too  trifling 
value,  to  justify  the  expense  of  fencing  it,  and  it  was  therefore  sold  for  51. 
which  is  stated  to  have  been  the  full  value  ; this  sum  was  carried  to  the  account 
kept  by  the  trustees,  and  applied  towards  the  expenses  of  the  last  trust-deed. 

The  rent  is  received  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and  paid  over  to  a master,  who 
keeps  school  in  a room,  lately  built  by  Mr.  Birley,  upon  his  own  land,  for  that 
purpose;  and  in  respect  of  the  rent  above  mentioned,  he  instructs  five  children 
in  reading,  without  any  charge  to  their  parents.  The  master  and  the  children 
are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  frequently  meet  and  enquire  into  the  pro- 
gress of  the  scholars. 

Hallam’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Hallam , by  his  will,  bearing  date  21st  October  1729,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  Bradwell,  one  half  acre  of  land,  which  he  bought  of  William  Charles- 
worth,  in  a place  called  The  Moor  Hall,  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  for  ever ; and 
directed  that  the  land  should  be  let  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  money  dis- 
tributed to  poor  widows  and  fatherless  children,  as  should  stand  in  the  most 
need,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

The  land  thus  devised,  was  for  many  years  in  the  occupation  of  George 
Barnsley,  who  paid  12 s.  fid.  yearly,  in  respect  thereof;  and  about  20  years 
ago,  he  sold  the  land  as  his  own  property,  subject  to  the  payment  of 
12.5.  6 d.  per  annum,  to  Robert  Hill,  upon  whose  death  it  came  to  his  son  Hugh 
Hill,  and  afterwards  to  the  widow  of  Hugh  Hill,  who  is  now  in  possession 
of  it. 

The  land,  it  is  stated,  contains  rather  more  than  half  an  acre,  and  is  now  let 
at  2/.  10 5.  per  annum,  having  been  improved  at  some  expense,  since  the  period 
of  the  above-mentioned  sale.  There  is  also  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Hill,  an 
allotment  containing  seven  perches  on  Bradwell  Edge,  which  was  set  out  about 
15  years  ago,  in  respect  of  the  land  above  mentioned;  the  yearly  value  of  this 
allotment  is  estimated  at  7 s.  a year. 

It  seems  evident,  that  George  Barnsley  had  no  title  to  the  premises  ; and  that 
as  the  charge  of  12,5.  fid.  per  annum,  was  sufficient  notice  to  the  purchaser  of 
the  charitable  use,  the  charity  is  entitled  to  the  land  itself,  and  the  allotment 
set  out  in  respect  thereof. 

The  yearly  sum  of  125.  fid.  or  125.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Hill,  to  the  overseer,  and 
distributed  by  him  with  other  donations  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

Middleton’s  Charities. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Thomas  Middleton,  in  1729,  left  to 
the  poor  of  Bradwell,  to  be  paid  every  St.  Thomas’s  day,  the  sum  of  5 s. 

This  donation  is  noticed  as  a rent  charge,  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of 
1786,  and  also  another  rent-charge  of  5s.  is  there  mentioned,  as  having  been 
given  by  Thomas  Middleton,  weaver,  both  of  which  appear  to  have  been  paid 
by  Robert  Middleton. 

The  yearly  sum  of  105.  is  now  paid  by  Thomas  Middleton,  in  respect  of  a 
close  in  Bradwell,  belonging  to  him,  and  called  The  Bank  Close.  The  amount 
is  distributed  by  the  overseer  with  other  charities,  as  hereafter  mentioned.

Hall’s  Charity.  Bradwell. 

In  the  overseers’  book,  there  is  entered  an  agreement  bearing  date  16th  t . 

December  1799,  made  between  Robert  Hill  and  Robert  Middleton,  overseers  of  Halls  Chanty.  ^ 

the  poor  for  Bradwell,  of  the  one  part,  and  George  Barnsley  of  the  other  part ; 

whereby  reciting,  that  Mary  Hall , by  will,  bearing  date  5th  May  1762, 

bequeathed  to  the  poor  widows  and  fatherless  children  of  Bradwell,  the  sum  of 

15  a.  yearly,  to  be  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  her  executor  George  Barnsley, 

chargeable  on  a piece  of  land,  known  by  the  name  of  Moor  Law ; the  said 

George  Barnsley  agreed  to  give  to  the  overseers  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of  the 

poor  of  the  town  of  Bradwell,  two  cottage  houses  on  Bradwell  Hills,  each  of 

them  set  at  the  rent  of  18.?.  a year,  on  the  payment  of  5 l.  to  the  said  George 

Barnsley,  and  15  a-.  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  as  had  been  theretofore. 

The  overseers  of  the  township  are  still  in  possession  of  the  cottages,  given  up 
to  them  by  George  Barnsley  ; and  the  yearly  sum  of  15  a.  is  paid  out  of  the  poor 
rates. 

The  produce  of  this  and  of  Middleton’s  and  Hallam’s  charities,  making 
together  1 /.  17 a.  I id.  per  annum,  is  distributed  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  by  the 
overseer,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  amongst 
poor  persons  of  Bradwell  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  sums  varying  from 
1 a.  to  5 A. 

Artram’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  Hope  Church,  that  Mr.  Artram  left  to  the  poor  of  Artram’s  Charity. 
Bradwell,  to  be  paid  every  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  12  a. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment  bearing  date  12th  September  1667,  between  Adam 
Kirk  of  the  one  part,  and  Hugh  Bradwell,  and  three  others,  of  the  other  part ; 
the  said  Adam  Kirk,  in  consideration  of  10/.  granted  to  the  said  Hugh  Brad- 
well and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a parcel  of  land  called  The  Hinde-tongues 
Legge,  situate  in  a close  called  The  Hinde-tongues,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  of  Bradwell  ; provided,  that  if  the  said  Adam  Kirk,  his  heirs, 

&c.  should  pay  to  the  said  Hugh  Bradwell,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the 
yearly  sum  of  12a.  on  the  20th  December,  or  the  sum  of  10/.  12a.  at  any 
year’s  end,  the  said  indenture  should  be  void. 

The  yearly  sum  of  12a.  is  stated  to  have  been  paid  formerly,  by  one  Isaac 
Morton,  but  it  has  been  discontinued  for  a very  long  period;  and  though 
attempts  have  been  made  by  the  inhabitants  to  recover  it,  there  seems  to  be  no 
sufficient  evidence  to  support  their  claim. 

CHAPELRY  OF  FAIRFIELD. 

School. 

Anthony  Swann,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  10th  March  l6f)2,  gave  to  Edward  Fairfield. 

Dakin,  John  Morewood,  James  Mellar,  Thomas  Mycock,  and  Nicholas  Hill,  

and  their  heirs,  an  annual  rent  of  4 /.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  two  closes,  situate  in  SoWu 

Kniveton,  called  Rawfield-wrind  Meadow,  or  Over  Close,  and  out  of  two  acres 

of  ground,  within  the  Town  Fields  of  Fairfield,  one  acre  and  half  thereof  lying 

in  a plot  called  Mirklow,  one  rood  in  a plot  called  the  Dale  Gate,  and  one 

rood  in  a plot  called  Dow  Know  ; such  annual  rent  to  be  employed  after  his 

decease,  for  and  towards  the  daily  bringing  up  and  maintenance  at  school,  of 

ten  of  the  poorest  children  of  the  town  and  chapelry  of  Fairfield  ; and  that  his 

will,  in  that  behalf,  might  from  time  to  time  be  duly  performed  for  ever,  he 

thereby  ordained  and  constituted  the  constable  of  Wormhill,  and  the  curate  and 

headborough  of  Fairfield,  that  should  be  in  being  at  any  time  thereafter,  from 

time  to  time  after  his  decease,  of  his  will  in  that  behalf  supervisors  to  see  that 

the  same  should  be  duly  performed,  according  to  his  true  intent  and  meaning: 

and  he  directed  that  the  said  annual  rent  of  4/.  should  be  paid  by  his  heirs 

or  assigns. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1771  > for  inclosing  the  common  lands  of 
Fairfield,  the  commissioners  were  required  to  allot  to  the  trustees  of  the  school 
of  Fairfield,  for  the  benefit  of  the  master  of  the  said  school  and  his  successors, 
as  an  addition  to  the  annual  sum  of  4/.  then  paid  to  him  for  instructing  10  poor 
children  of  the  said  township  of  Fairfield,  such  part  of  the  commons  and  waste 
grounds  intended  to  lie  inclosed,  as  the  commissioners  should  think  most  proper 
and  convenient,  of  the  yearly  value  of  10/.  ; to  be  let  on  lease  for  the  term  of 
21  years. 
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The  commissioners  under  this  Act,  by  their  award,  dated  3d  December  1772, 
allotted  to  the  trustees  of  the  school  of  Fairfield,  certain  allotments  in  trust  for 
the  school,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster. 

^ The  only  trustees  of  this  school,  are  those  appointed  in  respect  of  Anthony 
Swann’s  charity. 

We  apprehend  that  the  appointment  by  the  said  Anthony  Swann,  of  super- 
visors of  his  charity,  precludes  us  from  entering  into  the  investigation  of  the 
rent-charge  given  by  him,  and  of  the  lands  added  thereto  under  the  above-' 
mentioned  Inclosure  Act. 

Rowland  Swann’s  Charity. 

R0WCharftWann'S  Rowland  Swann,  who  died  in  1693,  by  his  will,  gave  5 l.  in  trust,  to  George 
anty'  Fearn  and  John  Morewood,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  have  the  full  interest 
thereof  laid  out,  annually,  in  books  of  divinity,  and  given  to  the  poor  of 
Fairfield,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  5 l.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Goodwin,  of  Biggin,  who  pays 
annually  the  sum  of  5 s.  as  the  interest  thereof.  This  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  spelling  books  and  testaments,  which  are  given  amongst  the  children  in  the 
school  taught  in  respect  of  Anthony  Swann’s  charity. 

f Gisborne’s  Charity.

TOWNSHIP  OF  FERNILEE. 

Ouff’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  under  the  head  of 
Kettleshulme,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  that  Thomas  Ouff,  by  his  will,  in  1629, 
left  all  his  estate  in  Kettleshulme  to  six  townships,  Fernilee,  in  Derbyshire,  and 
Taxall,  Kettleshulme,  Disley,  Prestbury,  and  Macclesfield,  in  Cheshire,  to 
every  township  an  equal  share  of  the  profits  ; that  the  trustee,  Robert  Longden, 
paid  to  every  one  of  the  aforesaid  townships  1/.  3s.  4 d.  yearly,  and  stated, 
that  he  paid  the  residue  of  the  rent,  the  estate  being  then  let  at  12  /.  or  14/.  per 
annum,  to  a school  in  his  township  of  Fernilee. 

We  have  not,  at  present,  been  able  to  obtain  an  account  of  the  particulars  of 
the  land  stated  to  have  been  devised  by  ThomasOuff ; and  are  under  the  necessity 
of  postponing  the  inquiry,  until  we  shall  have  an  opportunity  of  investigating 
the  charities  in  the  county  of  Chester. 

The  yearly  sum  of  18  /.  is  now  paid  to  a schoolmaster  in  this  township,  by 
Samuel  Lowe,  the  tenant  of  an  estate  at  Kettleshulme,  which,  we  are  informed, 
is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  William  Barker,  as  trustee  for  Mrs.  Longden. 

In  respect  of  this  sum,  he  teaches  eight  poor  children  of  Fernilee,  appointed 
by  the  overseers,  in  reading  and  writing.  He  has  also  other  scholars,  who  pay 
for  their  instruction. 

The  school  is  taught  in  an  ancient  building,  supposed  to  have  been  erected  for 
the  purpose  by  the  above-mentioned  Thomas  Ouff,  and  which  is  kept  in  repair 
at  the  expense  of  the  township. 

Hibbert’s  Charity. 

Hibbcru  Charity.  It  Js  stated,  in  a tablet  in  the  church  in  the  parish  of  Taxall,  in  Cheshire,  that 
Thomas  Hibbcrt,  in  1676,  gave  the  interest  of  60/.  to  be  laid  out  to  the  use  of 
poor  children  in  Fernilee,  Taxal,  Whaley,  and  Chapel-en-le-Frith,  to  be  paid 
every  year  towards  putting  out  a poor  child  apprentice  ; and  that  the  said  money 
was  fixed  upon  the  lands  of  Edward  Harrington,  Folds,  Derbyshire. 

The  sum  of  31.  is  received,  every  fourth  year,  by  the  overseer  of  Fernilee, 

from  the  tenant  of Breach,  esquire,  the  proprietor  of  an  estate,  called 

Folds,  in  this  township.  The  amount  is  applied,  by  the  overseer,  in  putting 
out  apprentice  a poor  child  of  the  township  ; a further  sum  being  frequently 
added  thereto,  to  make  up  a sufficient  premium,  out  of  the  poor’s  rates. 

Shalcross’s  Charity. 

Shalcross’s Charity.  The  yearly  sum  of  10s.  is  received  from  William  Needham,  as  a charge  upon 
his  estate  at  Upper  Hill,  in  Fernilee.  We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
authentic  account  of  the  origin  of  this  donation,  but  it  is  supposed  to  have 
arisen  from  the  gift  of  the  Rev. Shalct'oss. 

The  amount  is  distributed  amongst  the  poor  by  the  overseer. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  GREAT  HUCKLOW. 

Bagshaw’s  Charity. 

John  Bagshaw,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  23d  October  1704,  devised  to  his  son,  Great  Hucklow. 
Samuel  Bagshaw,  and  his  heirs,  a meadow,  called  Gill  Meadow,  in  Driffield,  on  — — 

trust,  that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  such  preaching  minister  as  should  serve  in  Bagshaw’s  Chanty. 
Great  Hucklow,  the  sum  of  4/.,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  and  should  also  v ^ ' 

yearly  pay  20  5.  amongst  such  of  the  most  indigent  persons  residing  in  Great 
Hucklow,  as  the  overseers  of  the  poor  there  should  think  fit  to  dispose  of  the 
same,  on  the  feast  of  >St.  Ihomas. 

The  yearly  sum  of  4/.  was  paid,  until  about  the  year  1805,  to  a dissenting 
minister  at  Great  Hucklow,  and  a further  sum  to  the  schoolmaster  there,  by  the 
steward  of  Mr.Milnes,  who  also  paid  a yearly  sum  of  125.  to  the  schoolmaster  in 
Tideswell,  as  mentioned  in  our  Seventeenth  Report.  Upon  the  sale  of 
Mr.  Milnes’s  estate  to  different  purchasers,  the  payments  to  Great  Hucklow 
were  also  discontinued.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  who  is  the  owner 
of  the  land  described  as  Gill  Meadow,  in  Duffield. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WOODLAND. 

Eyre’s  Charity. 

This  township  partakes  of  the  benefit  of  the  charity  of  John  Eyre,  for  teaching  Woodland, 
poor  children,  and  buying  prayer-books,  the  particulars  whereof  have  been  — — . 

stated  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,  amongst  the  charities  in  the  chapelry  ‘yres  ianty‘ 
of  Derwent,  in  the  parish  of  Hathersage. 


EXTRA  PAROCHIAL  CHAPELRY  OF  PEAK  FOREST. 


Green’s  Charity. 


Nicholas  Green , by  his  will,  bearing  date  17th  January  1700,  as  appears 
from  an  inscription  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel  of  Peak  Forest,  gave  his  messuage, 
housing  and  lands  in  Edale,  in  the  parish  of  Castleton,  the  yearly  profits  thereof 
to  be  equally  distributed  and  divided  between  the  poor  of  Edale  and  Peak  Forest, 
on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  Robert  Waynwright,  his  executors,  &c.  And  he  also 
gave  a further  yearly  sum  of  205.  forever,  to  the  poor  of  Peak  Forest,  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  Robert  Waynwright,  his  executors,  &c.  on  25th  December. 

The  particulars  of  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity  have  been  stated  in 
our  17th  Report,  page  239,  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Edale. 

The  present  amount  of  the  rent  thereof  is  51.  per  annum,  one  moiety  of  which 
is  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Peak  Forest,  and  is  distributed  to 
the  poor  of  this  chapelry  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  together  with  two  sums  of  105. 
each,  arising  from  the  charities  of  John  Vernon,  of  Sparrowpit,  and  John  Vernon, 
of  Smalldale,  1 /.  1 5.  arising  from  Wilshaw’s  charity,  105.  from  Ward’s  charity,  1 1. 
from  Samuel  Frith’s  charity,  and  2/.  135.  4 d.  from  Ratcliff’s  charity,  all  herein- 
after mentioned.  Nothing  is  known  of  the  yearly  sum  of  20  5.  directed  by  the 
donor’s  will  to  be  paid  by  Robert  Waynwright,  his  executors,  &c.,  and  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  specific  property  was  charged  therewith. 

The  clerk  of  Peak  Forest  chapel  prepares  a list,  shortly  before  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  of  all  the  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  chapelry,  whether  resident  there 
or  not,  who  do  not  receive  regular  weekly  relief.  This  list  is  produced  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day,  at  a meeting  of  the  chapelwardens,  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  at  a public  house  in  the  village,  when 
the  above-mentioned  annual  sums  are  given  in  money,  and  the  charities  of  John 
Frith  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne  are  at  the  same  time  distributed  in  mate- 
rials for  clothing,  according  to  the  necessities  of  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the 
list,  the  amount  given  to  each  person,  either  in  money  or  clothing,  varying 
from  about  35.  to  85. 

A small  portion  of  the  charities  is  usually  retained  to  supply  accidental  omis- 
sions in  the  list,  but  whatever  ultimately  remains  is  carried  forward  to  the  next 
year’s  account. 
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Charity  of  John  Vernon,  of  Sparrowpit. 

It  is  stated,  in  a tablet  in  the  chapel,  that  John  Vernon , of  Sparrowpit, 
by  his  will,  bearing  date  25th  August  1720,  gave  10s.  yearly,  issuing  out  of  land 
at  Slack  Hall,  to  the  poor  of  Peak  Forest,  to  be  distributed  on  the  feast  of 
St.  Thomas. 

The  estate  at  Stock  Hall  charged  with  this  payment,  is  now  the  property  of 
Mrs.  Catherine  Bagshaw,  and  the  annual  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  by  her  steward  to 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  this  chapelry. 

Charity  of  John  Vernon,  of  Smalldale. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet,  that  John  Vernon,  of  Smalldale,  at  his  decease, 
left  10s.  yearly,  for  ever,  charged  on  an  estate  lying  near  Alston  Lee,  in  Comb- 
sedge,  in  the  parish  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  to  the 
poor  of  Peak  Forest,  at  the  discretion  of  the  ministers  and  overseers. 

In  the  Parliamentary  returns  of  1786,  the  date  of  this  charity  is  stated  to 
be  1750. 

This  annual  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  by  the  tenant  of 
the  estate  in  Combsedge  charged  therewith,  which  was  the  property  of  the  late 
Rev.  John  Barker,  deceased. 

Wilshaw’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet,  that  Humphry  Wilshaw,  by  his  will,  the  date  of 
which  is  not  mentioned,  gave,  after  the  death  of  his  widow,  the  yearly  profits  of 
a close,  called  the  Dale  Knowl,  situate  at  the  upper  end  of  Green  Fairfield,  to 
be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  this  place,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister. 

The  close  called  Dale  Knowl,  which  is  situate  in  Green  Fairfield,  in  the  parish 
of  Hope,  contains  about  an  acre  and  a half,  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of 
Elizabeth  Hawley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  1/.  ly.  per  annum.  The  land 
is  stated  to  be  poor,  and  the  rent  is  considered  its  fair  value. 

Ward’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  in  a tablet,  that  Jeremiah  Ward,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  10/., 
the  interest  whereof  was  to  be  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  to  the  poor  of 
this  chapelry  by  certain  trustees,  of  whom  the  minister  for  the  time  being  was 
always  to  be  one. 

In  the  returns  of  1786,  the  annual  sum  of  10y.,  as  the  interest  of  this  legacy, 
appears  to  have  been  paid  by  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers ; and  the  same 
annual  sum  is  now  paid  out  of  the  poor’s  rates,  and  charged  in  the  overseer’s 
account. 

Samuel  Frith’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet,  that  Samuel  Frith,  by  his  will,  gave  20  y.  a year, 
issuing  out  of  a piece  of  common  land  lying  in  Brownside,  to  the  poor  of  Peak 
Forest,  to  be  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

The  parliamentary  returns  of  1786  state  this  donation  to  have  been  made 
in  1773. 

The  land  mentioned  in  this  donor’s  will  is  situate  in  the  township  of  Chinley 
Bugsworth  and  Brownside,  in  the  parish  of  Glossop,  and  is  the  property  of 
Samuel  Frith,  esq.,  by  whom  the  sum  of  20y.  is  annually  paid  to  the  overseer. 

Radcliffe’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  John  Badiley  Radcliffe,  by  whose  will,  bear- 
ing date  in  1784,  an  annual  sum  of  10/.  13y.  4 d.,  part  of  the  interest  of  a sum 
of  350/.,  was  directed  to  be  applied,  by  Thomas  Radcliffe  and  Thomas  Water- 
house,  their  executors  and  administrators,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Peak 
Forest,  and  three  other  places,  were  stated  in  our  17th  Report,  page  249,  in  the 
account  of  the  charities  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith.

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The  annual  sum  of  2/.  135.  4 d.  per  annum,  being  the  fourth  part  of  the  sum 
of  10/.  135.  4 d.  is  now  paid  by  Thomas  Waterhouse,  the  executor  of  Thomas 
Waterhouse,  who  was  the  surviving  trustee,  under  the  donor’s  will,  to  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  Peak  Forest. 

The  annual  distribution  of  this  and  the  five  preceding  charities  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  has  been  already  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Green’s  charity.

John  Frith’s  Charity. 

John  Frith , of  Bagshaw,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  8th  April  177-5*  gave  to  John  Frith’s 
Samuel  Needham,  Samuel  Frith,  and  the  Rev.  John  Ash,  40/.,  on  trust,  that  Charity, 
they  and  the  survivor,  and  the  executors  of  the  survivor,  should  place  the  same 
out  at  interest,  and  should  apply  the  interest  in  buying  woollen  cloth,  to  be 
distributed  by  them,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  poor  belonging  to  the  liberty  of 
Peak  Forest,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day ; and  he  directed,  that  as  any  one  of  the  said 
trustees  should  happen  to  die,  the  survivors  should  appoint  a fit  person  to 
succeed  him,  by  writing,  under  their  hands  and  seals. 

This  sum  of  40/.  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Mr.  Samuel  Needham,  one  of 
the  trustees ; and  on  his  death  it  came  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Robert  Needham, 
who  still  holds  it,  at  4^  per  cent  interest,  amounting  to  1/.  16s.  per  annum, 
with  which  he  purchases  linsey,  and  distributes  the  same  at  the  above-mentioned 
annual  meeting,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  six  poor  women  of  the  chapelry, 
not  receiving  weekly  relief,  in  quantities  of  three  yards  to  each. 


Needham’s  Charity. 

In  our  17th  Report,  page  235,  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Castleton,  Needham’s 
in  this  county,  we  stated  such  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Samuel  Needham , Charity, 

who  died  in  1800,  as  we  were  able  to  obtain  ; but  an  enrolled  deed,  by  which 
this  donor  is  said  to  have  charged  a close,  called  South  Head,  in  Peak  Forest, 
several  years  before  his  death,  with  an  annual  payment  of  61.  for  the  poor  of 
this  chapelry,  and  other  payments  for  the  poor  of  other  places,  could  not  then 
be  found,  and  although  further  searches  have  been  made  for  it,  it  has  not  been 
discovered. 

Mr.  Robert  Needham , the  owner  of  the  above-mentioned  close,  attends  at 
Peak  Forest,  annually,  on  14th  February,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  chapel- 
wardens,  overseers,  and  other  the  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry,  makes  a distribution 
of  linen  cloth,  to  the  value  of  61.  amongst  poor  persons  thereof,  not  receiving 
weekly  relief,  according  to  a list  previously  prepared. 

The  distribution  of  this  donation  has  occasionally  been  made  in  small  sums 
of  money  to  poor  persons  of  the  same  description. 

Charities  of  the  Countess  and  Earl  of  Devonshire. 

The  particulars  of  the  united  charities  of  the  Countess  and  Earl  of  Devon-  Charities  of  the 
shire,  of  the  lands  belonging  to  which  a portion  of  the  rents  has  been  applied  Countess  and  Earl 
in  apprenticing  poor  children  of  this  chapelry,  have  been  stated  in  the  account  of  Devonshire, 
of  the  charities  of  Edensor,  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,

By  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  January  1778,  between  John  Barker,  Youlgreave. 

Joseph  Smedley,  and  John  Melland,  surviving  trustees  for  certain  charities  

of  the  town  of  Youlgreave,  thereinafter  mentioned,  of  the  first  part,  and  School. 
Bache  Thornhill,  esquire,  and  nine  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  by 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  October  1752, 
made  between  Jonathan  Robinson,  otherwise  Clarke,  of  the  one  part,  and  the

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Rev.  Edward  Timperley,  and  two  others,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Jonathan 
Robinson,  for  the  consideration  of  8/.  85.,  granted  to  the  said  Edward 
Timperley  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a barn  or  building  situate  in  Youlgreave, 
and  a croft  or  small  parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  said  barn,  and 
adjoining  thereto,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever;  and  further 
reciting,  that  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  30th  November 
and  1st  December  1762,  made  between  the  said  Edward  Timperley,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Henry  Thornhill,  the  said  John  Barker,  Joseph  Smedley,  and 
John  Melland,  and  seven  others,  of  the  other  part,  in  which  it  was  stated, 
that  the  before-mentioned  premises  were  purchased  with  money  raised  by 
a charitable  subscription  for  erecting  a school-house  within  Youlgreave,  and  for 
buying  lands  whereon  to  erect  the  same,  and  for  endowing  the  same  school- 
house,  which  said  school-house  had  since  been  erected,  and  that  the  estate  in 
the  premises  had  come  to  the  said  Edward  Timperley,  as  survivor,  and  that 
there  was  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  23/.  18s.  9 cl.  out  of  the  said  subscription, 
beyond  the  sum  expended  in  the  said  purchase  and  building  the  said  school- 
house,  the  said  Edward  Timperley,  in  order  to  perpetuate  the  charitable 
intents  of  the  subscribers,  conveyed  to  the  said  Henry  Thornhill,  John  Barker, 
Joseph  Smedley,  and  John  Melland,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  school- 
house  and  croft,  on  trust,  as  to  the  said  school-house,  that  the  trustees,  and  their 
heirs,  should  permit  the  schoolmaster  of  Youlgreave  for  the  time  being  to  hold 
the  same  for  a school-house  and  place  of  habitation,  and  as  to  the  croft, 
on  trust,  that  they  should  let  the  same  to  such  persons  as  they  should  think 
proper,  for  the  most  yearly  rent,  and  pay  the  said  clear  yearly  rent  thereof 
to  the  schoolmaster  of  Youlgreave  for  the  time  being,  for  teaching  of  two  poor 
children  belonging  to  the  said  township,  subject  to  the  regulations  therein- 
after mentioned  ; and  the  said  Edward  Timperley  assigned  to  the  said  trustees, 
and  their  executors,  the  said  sum  of  23/.  18s.  9 d.,  on  trust,  that  they  should 
place  out  the  same  on  real  securities  or  parliamentary  funds,  or  in  lands  of 
inheritance,  and  should  apply  so  much  of  the  interest  thereof  as  should  be 
necessary  for  the  repairs  of  the  said  school-house,  and  should  pay  the  residue  of 
the  said  interest,  yearly,  on  Christmas-day,  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said 
school  for  the  time  being,  for  teaching  two  of  the  poorest  children  within 
Youlgreave,  subject  to  the  regulations  thereinafter  mentioned,  which  were, 
that  the  schoolmaster  should  be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  should  be 
removed  or  displaced  by  them,  and  that  the  poor  children  should  be  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  and  should  be  dismissed  from  the  said  school  by  them, 
when  they  should  think  fit,  to  make  room  for  others ; with  a proviso,  that  when 
the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  nominate  any 
other  fit  persons  to  make  up  the  number  of  12,  and  that  a conveyance  of  the 
trust  premises  should  be  made ; the  said  John  Barker,  Joseph  Smedley,  and 
John  Melland,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  conveyed  the  said  premises,  and 
assigned  the  said  sum  of  23/.  18s.  9 d.  to  the  said  Bache  Thornhill  and 
others,  their  heirs,  executors,  &c.,  upon  the  respective  trusts  before  mentioned. 

The  last  trust  deeds  of  these  premises  bear  date  in  1808,  under  which  five 
trustees  are  now  living. 

The  school  premises  consist  of  a lower  room,  used  as  a school  for  boys,  and  an 
upper  room,  used  as  a school  for  girls,  with  a house,  built  for  the  residence  of 
the  schoolmaster  about  four  years  ago,  at  the  expense  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland, 
and  a small  garden. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  23/.  18.s.  9d.,  SI.  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Richard  Sheldon,  at  the  annual  interest  of  85.,  which  he  applies  towards 
the  repairs  of  the  school,  the  expense  of  which  beyond  that  sum  is  usually 
defrayed  out  of  the  poor’s  rates.  The  residue  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late 
John  Alwood,  a farmer  of  Youlgreave,  who,  as  we  are  informed,  died  about 
eight  years  ago,  without  leaving  sufficient  property  to  pay  his  debts. 

The  schoolmaster,  in  respect  of  his  occupation  of  the  house  and  garden, 
instructs  in  reading  eight  poor  children  of  Youlgreave,  nominated  by  the

Webster’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  township  of 
Bakewell,  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,  that  Ellen  Webster,  in  17-54,  con- 
veyed to  Thomas  Grove,  William  Bossley,  and  James  Grove,  lands  in  Youlgreave 

(now 
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(now  let,  with  a small  allotment  added  thereto,  at  6/.  65.  per  annum),  on  trust> 
after  the  payment  of  SI.  for  charitable  purposes  for  the  town  of  Bakewell,  in 
respect  of  the  donations  of  Catherine  Bromhead  and  the  said  Ellen  Webster, 
and  of  the  expenses  attending  the  trust,  to  pay  the  surplus  of  the  rents  to  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Youlgreave,  to  belaid  out,  under  the  direction  of 
the  trustees,  in  the  purchase  of  good  useful  and  necessary  books  for  the 
charity  school  in  Youlgreave.  It  will  also  be  seen,  that  no  part  of  the  rent  has 
been  applied  for  the  benefit  of  this  school  since  1812,  but  that  an  account  has 
been  lately  stated,  on  the  part  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander 
Bossley,  who,  during  his  life-time,  received  the  rents  and  made  payments  on 
account  of  the  charity,  and  that  a balance  of  'J 1.  I(j5.  due  from  Mr.  Bossley’s 
estate,  has  been  paid  by  his  executors  to  the  newly  appointed  trustees  of  this 
charity,  by  whom  it  is  to  be  paid,  with  the  surplus  of  the  accruing  rents,  to 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Youlgreave,  to  be  applied  by  them  in  the 
purchase  of  good  and  useful  books  for  the  use  of  the  school  at  Youlgreave. 

Roberts’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  in  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  James  Roberts , 
of  Alport,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  January  1681,  left  40  5.,  to  be  yearly 
distributed,  by  the  vicar  of  Youlgreave,  and  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  his 
lands,  to  ten  of  the  most  needy  old  men,  and  ten  of  the  poorest  widows,  in 
Youlgreave  and  Alport,  on  Christmas-day,  in  manner  following,  viz.  ; that 
a loaf  of  bread  value  1 s.f  and  a cheese  of  the  same  value,  should  be  distributed 
to  each  of  the  said  poor  people  in  the  church  at  Youlgreave,  immediately  after 
sermon,  or  the  service  of  that  day.  And  it  is  further  stated,  that  Samuel 
Roberts  confirmed  the  said  donation  by  his  will,  bearing  date  June  10th,  1752, 
and  settled  the  payment  of  it,  for  ever,  on  three  pieces  of  land,  one  called 
Barrin’s  Pingle,  and  the  others  called  the  High  Flats,  in  the  parish  of 
Youlgreave. 

These  lands  are  now  the  property  of  Mr.  John  Eley,  who  provides  yearly,  on 
Christmas-day,  twenty  shilling  loaves,  and  as  many  pieces  of  cheese,  of  the  value 
of  1 s.  each,  which  are  distributed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  to  twenty 
of  the  poorest  old  men  and  widows  of  Youlgreave  and  Alport,  at  the  church, 
after  divine  service. 

Staley’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  church  tablet,  that  Francis  Staley  left,  by  his  will, 
bearing  date  24th  July  1728,  405.  yearly,  payable  on  Good  Friday,  to  the  vicar 
and  churchwardens  of  Youlgreave,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  them  on  that 
day  distributed  amongst  the  poorest  inhabitants  within  the  said  town,  and  that 
he  charged  two  closes,  called  Shogdales,  situate  in  Youlgreave,  and  containing 
by  estimation  six  acres,  with  the  payment  thereof. 

These  closes  are  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Joseph  Smedley,  who  sends,  yearly, 
on  Good  Friday,  405.  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  by  whom  the  same  is 
distributed  immediately  after  service  on  that  day,  amongst  40  poor  inhabitants 
of  Youlgreave. 

Hancock’s  Charity. 

John  Hancock,  of  Bread-street  Hill,  in  the  city  of  London,  wholesale  grocer, 
by  his  will,  bearing  date  4th  September  1821,  gave  to  his  executors,  viz. ; his 
nephew,  John  Hancock,  John  Joseph  Skilbeck,  and  Thomas  Styan  the  younger, 
and  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Youlgreave,  for  the  time 
being,  100 1.  three  per  cent  consolidated  bank  annuities,  to  be  set  apart  by  his 
executors,  and  transferred  by  them  into  and  kept  and  continued  in  their  own 
names,  until  six  months  next  after  the  decease  of  his  brother,  Joseph  Hancock, 
and  then,  and  not  before,  to  be  transferred  by  them  to  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish,  for  the  time  being,  on  trust,  that  the  dividends 
thereof  should  be  paid  and  distributed  to  and  among  twelve  poor  decayed 
parishioners,  not  being  paupers  maintained  by  the  parish,  in  bread  and  coals,  on 
New  Year’s  day,  in  every  year,  for  ever;  and  he  directed,  that  his  said  brother, 
Joseph  Hancock,  should  act  in  the  distribution  of  the  said  fund  during  his  life, 
and  after  his  decease,  that  the  same  should  be  under  the  management  and 
direction  of  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens,  thenceforward,  for  ever. 

This  100  /.  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  donor’s  executors.  The 
dividends  were  retained  by  them,  after  his  death,  for  the  payment  of  the  duty 
on  the  legacy. 
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Youlgreave.  The  annual  sum  of  31.,  the  amount  thereof,  is  transmitted  by  the  executors 
to  Mr.  Joseph  Hancock,  the  brother  of  the  donor,  by  whom  it  has  been  hitherto 
^continued1™  ^ distributed  in  money,  annually,  on  New  Year’s  day,  amongst  poor  persons  of 

v ^ ' Youlgreave,  to  the  number  of  about  20,  giving  to  some  of  them  5 s.,  and  to  the 

others  2 s.  6d.  The  directions  of  the  donor  ought,  however,  to  be  observed,  by 
a distribution  of  the  amount  of  the  dividends,  in  bread  and  coals,  amongst 
12  poor  decayed  parishioners,  not  being  paupers  maintained  by  the  parish. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  The  vicarage  of  Youlgreave  is  entitled  to  partake  of  the  Rev.  Francis 
Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

The  distribution  of  the  annual  sum  received  by  the  vicar  has  been  hitherto 
confined  by  him  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Youlgreave,  without  including 
those  of  any  of  the  other  townships  or  hamlets  within  the  parish  ; but  it  appears 
to  us  that  this  distribution  ought  to  be  extended  to  all  parts  of  the  parish  of 
Youlgreave,  except  the  chapelries  of  Elton  and  Winster  (which,  by  the  donor’s 
direction,  receive  distinct  portions  of  the  income  of  the  charity),  subject  to  the 
vicar’s  discretion  as  to  the  individuals  whom  he  may  consider  proper  objects  of 
such  distribution. 

HAMLET  OF  PILHOUGH. 

Scholler’s  Charity. 

Pilhough.  In  respect  of  Robert  Scholler’s  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  have  been 

— . already  stated  in  the  accounts  of  the  charities  of  Bakewell  and  of  Great 
c o ers  an  y.  j^ows|ey>  jn  preceding  parts  of  this  Report,  an  annual  sum  of  10s.,  paid  by  John 
Barker,  esq.,  is  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  hamlet  of  Pilhough,  in  the 
township  of  Stanton,  in  this  parish. 

CHAPELRY  OF  ELTON. 

Rouze’s  Charity. 

Elton.  Richard  Rouze,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  October  1703,  and  proved  at 

Lichfield  in  1704,  gave  10s.  yearly,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  the  anni- 

Rouze’s  Charity.  versary  of  his  burial,  at  the  chapel  of  Elton,  and  5s.,  yearly,  to  be  dealt  in 
bread  to  the  poor  of  Elton  on  the  day  the  said  sermon  should  be  preached  in 
the  said  chapel,  after  the  said  sermon,  at  the  discretion  of  his  executors,  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  and  the  chapelwardens  and  their  successors.  He  also 
gave  10s.  yearly,  to  be  dealt  in  bread,  on  every  Christmas-day,  in  the  chapel 
aforesaid,  and  directed,  that  if  the  said  bread  should  be  neglected  to  be  dealt, 
or  the  sermon  not  paid  for,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  chapelwardens  of 
Elton,  for  the  time  being,  should  from  time  to  time  enter  on  a close  in  Elton, 
called  the  New  Close,  and  enjoy  the  same  till  the  arrears  should  be  paid,  and 
that  then  the  owner  of  the  said  close  should  have  it  again. 

The  New  Close  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Thomas  Sheldon,  who,  in  respect 
thereof,  pays  25s.  annually,  of  which  10s.  is  given  to  the  minister  of  the  chapel 
for  preaching  a sermon  on  4th  December,  being  the  anniversary  of  the  burial 
of  the  testator;  5s.  is  laid  out  in  threepenny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  on 
the  same  day,  by  the  minister  and  chapelwardens,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
chapelry,  and  10s.  is  laid  out  in  shilling  and  sixpenny  loaves,  which  are  distributed 
by  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers  to  the  poor  on  Christmas-eve. 

Hadfield’s  Charity. 

Iiadfield’s  Charity.  It  appears,  from  the  returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  that  John  Hadfield, 
by  his  will,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  chapelry  10s.  a year. 

An  annual  sum  of  5s.  is  now  paid  by  Mrs.  Roberts,  as  charged  on  certain 
closes  in  Elton,  called  Leadenhams,  and  an  annual  sum  of  the  same  amount  is 
paid  by  Isaac  Hadfield,  as  charged  on  an  adjoining  field,  called  the  Far  Pieces. 

These  two  sums  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  ten  shilling  loaves,  wThich  are 
sent  to  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Elton  annually,  on 
Christmas-eve,  and  distributed  by  them  to  ten  poor  widows  of  the  chapelry. 

Clayton’s  Charity. 

Clayton’s  Charity.  Joseph  Clayton,  who  died  in  1811,  by  his  will,  reciting,  that  he  had  purchased 
the  land-tax  payable  out  of  several  closes  in  Elton,  which  his  late  wife  held  in 
her  life,  called  the  Meadow  Pingle  and  Cliffs,  bequeathed  the  said  land-tax,  and 
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the  security  thereof,  to  the  minister  of  Elton  and  his  successors,  to  be  laid  out 
in  bread,  and  distributed  amongst  15  poor  widows,  or  such  other  poor  persons 
of  Elton,  as  the  said  minister  and  his  successors  should  appoint  to  receive  the 
same. 

The  Meadow  Pingle  and  Cliffs  are  the  property  of  Bache  Thornhill,  esquire, 
whose  tenant  pays  7s.  4>^d.  yearly,  being  the  amount  of  the  above-mentioned 
land-tax,  to  the  minister  of  the  chapel,  and  that  sum  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which 
is  distributed  to  poor  widows  of  the  chapelry,  on  Christmas-eve. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  R ev.  Francis  Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

CHAPELRY  OF  WINSTER. 

Anthony  Moore’s  Charity,  and  Hall’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  27th  April  1672,  between  Robert  Moore,  executor 
of  the  will  of  Anthony  Moore,  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry  Newton  and  John 
Slater  alias  Buxton,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Anthony  Moore , 
by  his  will,  bearing  date  8th  February  1651,  gave  to  the  said  Robert  Moore, 
and  his  heirs,  all  the  land  and  housing  which  he  bought  of  Francis  Dingley ; 
out  of  which  house  and  land,  his  will  was,  that  20s.,  every  year,  should  be  paid 
to  the  poor  of  Winster,  for  ever,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  ; and  reciting,  that  the 
said  Robert  Moore  was  mindful,  not  only  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  said  20 s. 
to  the  said  poor,  but  also  to  make  an  augmentation  thereto  of  other  20$. 
a year  after  his  death,  forever,  to  be  all  issuable  out  of  the  tenement  thereinafter 
mentioned,  the  said  Robert  Moore  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  said  part,  and  their  heirs,  a close,  called  Grissill,  containing,  by  estimation, 

1 a.  1 r.,  situate  in  Winster,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Robert  Moore,  for  life,  and 
after  his  decease,  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
for  ever,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  of  Winster  aforesaid  ; provided,  that  if  the  heirs 
of  the  said  Robert  Moore  should,  yearly,  after  his  death,  on  the  feast  of 
St.  Thomas,  pay  to  the  poor  of  Winster  aforesaid  the  full  sum  of  40$.,  the  said 
indenture  should  cease  and  determine  ; and  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part 
covenanted,  that,  until  default  should  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly 
sum,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  the  said  Robert  Moore  to 
hold  the  said  close. 

The  close  thus  charged  with  40$.  per  annum  appears  to  have  been  devised  for 
the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Winster,  by  the  following  will : — 

William  Hall , by  his  will,  bearing  date  23d  December  1685,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield  in  the  followingyear,  directed,  that  his  close  called  Grissill,  within  the 
territories  ofWinster,  or  such  part  thereof  as  he  should  leave  free  and  not  disposed 
of  at  his  decease,  should  be  given  to  the  poor,  yearly,  on  every  St.  Thomas’s  day, 
at  the  discretion  of  his  executors,  with  the  advice  of  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  close,  called  Grissill  Close,  which  contains  1a.  2r.  15 p.,  and  is  stated 
to  be  worth  about  3 /.  a year,  has  been  occupied  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Winster  for  many  years,  and  has  been,  of  late,  applied  to  the  purpose  of  keeping 
a cow  for  a supply  of  milk  for  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  workhouse.  It  seems 
proper,  however,  in  order  to  fulfil  the  intentions  of  the  above-mentioned  donors, 
the  field  should  be  let,  and  that  the  rent  thereof  should  be  distributed  amongst 
the  poor  of  Winster,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day. 

Slater’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel  ofWinster,  that  John  Slater  alias  Buxton, 
who  was  buried  in  1694,  left  to  the  poor  of  Winster  20$.  a year,  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  New  Close,  to  be  distributed  on  the  feast  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist. 

The  New  Close  is  the  property  of  Mrs.  Jane  Wolley,  who  pays  20$.  a year  to 
the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  that  sum  is  distributed,  not  on  St.  John’s  day,  but 
on  Christmas-day,  to  poor  widows  and  others  ofWinster. 

Haynes’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel,  that  Joseph  Haynes , who  was  buried  Haynes’s  Charity, 
in  1706,  gave,  by  his  will,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Winster,  a close  called  Knot- 
Greaves,  the  yearly  rents  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  poor,  by  equal  proportions,  at 
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Winster.  three  several  times  of  the  year,  viz. ; one  moiety  on  Christmas-day,  another  part 

- — - on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  another  on  the  2d  of  July. 

HayconS<L«e^rity’  The  c^ose  ca^e(i  Knot-Greaves,  which  contains  about  three  acres  and  a half, 

i °n  l,u  ‘_J _j  is  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Wolley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  Jl.  10s. 

per  annum,  having  been  let  to  him  at  a general  meeting  of  the  inhabitants. 
It  has  usually  been  let,  on  former  occasions,  in  the  said  manner.  The  overseers 
of  the  poor  receive  the  rent,  and  distribute  it  on  Christmas-day,  Trinity  Sunday, 
and  the  2d  of  July,  one  third  part  on  each  of  those  days,  amongst  poor  widows 
and  others,  of  Winster,  the  widows  receiving  a larger  portion  than  the  other 
poor  persons. 

Oates’s  Charity. 


Oates’s  Charity.  It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel,  that  Robert  Oates , by  his  will, 
bearing  date  7th  May  1719,  left  to  the  minister  of  Winster  for  the  time  being, 
for  ever,  the  sum  of  10  5.,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  the  day  of  his  burial, 
being  14th  May;  and  that  he  gave  24  wheat  loaves,  each  of  the  value  of  6d., 
to  be  distributed  to  24  poor  people  who  should  be  then  present  at  divine  service, 
and  directed,  that  2 s.  should  be  paid  on  the  same  day  to  the  ringers,  and  the 
same  should  be  continued  for  ever. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  an  annual  sum  of  245.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Carrill  Worsley,  as  issuing  out  of  a close  in  Winster,  called  Headland,  containing 
about  1 a.  1 r.  ; of  which  105.  is  paid  to  the  minister  of  Winster,  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  the  14th  of  May  ; 125.  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  24  wheaten 
loaves,  which  are  distributed  on  that  day,  after  divine  service,  by  the  minister, 
amongst  24  poor  inhabitants  of  Winster,  and  the  remaining  25.  is  given  to  the 
ringers. 

Anthony  Moore  the  Younger’s  Charity. 

Anthony  Moore  Anthony  Moore,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  11th  December  1721,  and  proved  at 
the  younger’s  Lichfield  in  1722,  by  Elizabeth  Gallimore,  to  whom  administration  with  the  will 

Chanty.  annexed  was  granted,  on  the  renunciation  of  Robert  Moore,  the  executor,  gave 

all  his  houses,  lands  and  tenements,  situate  in  Dore,  to  his  father,  Robert  Moore, 
for  a term  of  seven  years,  on  trust,  to  pay  his  debts,  Sec. ; and  he  gave  the 
reversion  of  the  said  premises  to  the  children  of  his  three  sisters,  and  their 
several  heirs,  share  and  share  alike,  subject  to  the  charitable  payment  of  105., 
thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  he  gave  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Winster  for 
the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  10  5.  per  annum,  payable  at  Michaelmas, 
on  trust,  that  they  should  divide  the  same  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  town 
of  Winster,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  yearly ; and  he  charged  the  said  yearly 
payment  on  a farm  in  Dore,  then  in  the  possession  of  Anthony  Siddall ; and  he 
appointed  the  said  overseers,  and  their  successors,  trustees  for  the  said  charity, 
and  for  nonpayment  of  the  said  rent,  empowered  them  to  enter  on  the  said  farm 
and  distrain  ; which  charity  had  for  some  time  past  been  paid  by  him,  and  was 
named  in  a frame,  amongst  other  charities  in  Winster  church,  as  a charitable 
payment  to  the  poor  of  Winster  ; and  he  appointed  the  said  Robert  Moore  his 
executor. 

Anne  Moore,  one  of  the  three  sisters  of  the  testator,  married  Joseph  Bright; 
and  Elizabeth,  another  of  the  sisters,  married  John  Gallimore. 

It  appears,  from  an  account  of  rents  received  in  1762  by  Joseph  Bright,  from 
his  son,  Robert  Bright,  that  a deduction  was  then  made  of  10  5.,  as  having  been 
paid  to  Winster  poor. 

It  would  seem,  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I78C,  that  the  annuity  was 
at  that  time  paid  by  Anthony  Gallimore,  who  was  the  son  of  John  Gallimore  ; 
but  we  are  informed,  that  there  is  no  trace  of  its  having  been  received  by  the 
overseers  of  Winster  since  1778,  and  that  it  is  not  known  from  whom  it  was 
then  received. 

A few  years  ago,  an  application  was  made  for  the  payment  of  this  annuity  to 
D’Ewes  Coke,  esquire,  whose  father  married  the  niece  of  Anthony  Gallimore, 
and  who  is  now  the  owner  of  an  estate  at  Dore,  which  formerly  belonged  to 
Anthony  Moore,  but  the  payment  was  refused. 

Mr.  D.  Coke  informs  us,  that  on  this  demand  being  made,  he  examined  the 
accounts  of  his  father  and  Mr.  Anthony  Gallimore,  but  could  find  no  trace  of 
the  payment  of  the  annuity  ; that  he,  Mr.  Coke,  has  succeeded  to  those  portions 
of  the  donor’s  estate  at  Dore  which  devolved  upon  Mrs.  Gallimore  and  the  third 
sister,  but  that  he  apprehends  that  the  farm,  described  in  the  will  as  being  then 
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i«  the  possession  of  Anthony  Siddall,  formed  part  of  Mrs.  Bright’s  share  of  that 
estate,  and  that  it  was  sold  by  one  of  the  Bright  family. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  identify  this  farm,  and  it  will  probably  be  found 
difficult  for  the  overseers  on  behalf  of  the  poor  to  substantiate  a claim  to  this 
small  annuity. 

Buxton’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Buxton,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  11th  July  1?30,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield  in  the  following  year,  gave  10 s.  per  annum  to  the  curate  of  Winster, 
for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors,  for  preaching  a sermon  in  remembrance 
of  her  in  the  chapel  there  on  the  anniversary  of  the  day  of  her  burial ; or  if 
that  day  should  happen  to  be  Sunday,  on  the  day  following,  and  5 s.  per  annum 
to  the  ringers  of  the  said  chapel  for  ringing  on  that  day,  and  20 s.  per  annum 
to  40  poor  inhabitants  of  Winster,  to  be  yearly  distributed  amongst  them,  on 
that  day,  by  6d.  a-piece,  at  the  discretion  of  her  executors.  And  she  gave 
10 s.  per  annum  to  buy  two  Bibles,  value  5s.  each,  to  be  given  on  the 
anniversary  of  the  day  on  which  her  aunt,  Elizabeth  Ashmore,  was  buried, 
to  two  such  poor  scholars  of  Winster  free-school  as  the  master  thereof  should 
think  most  proper ; and  she  directed,  that  the  same  should  be  taken  as  the  gift  of 
her  said  aunt,  and  that  no  scholar  should  have  more  than  one  Bible.  And  she  also 
gave  10.9.  yearly  to  the  said  curate  and  his  successors,  for  preaching  a sermon  in 
remembrance  of  her  said  aunt,  in  Winster  chapel,  on  the  day  of  her  burial 
(10th  November),  yearly,  and  5 s.  yearly  to  the  ringers  of  the  said  chapel,  on 
that  day,  and  205.,  yearly,  to  be  distributed  as  aforesaid,  on  the  same  day,  to 
40  poor  inhabitants  of  Winster,  the  same  to  be  reputed  her  said  aunt’s  charity. 
And  she  also  gave  105.  yearly  to  the  said  curate,  and  his  successors,  for 
preaching,  yearly,  a sermon  in  remembrance  of  her  mother,  Anne  Buxton,  in 
the  said  chapel  on  the  day  of  her  interment  (15th  December),  and  5 s.  to  the 
ringers  there,  and  205.  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Winster,  as 
aforesaid,  on  the  same  day. 

And  she  charged  the  said  annual  payments  on  all  her  lands  and  tenements 
situate  in  Winster ; and  she  gave  one-third  part  of  her  lands  and  tenements  situate 
in  Ashborne,  Offcoat,  and  Underwood  and  Winster,  or  elsewhere,  to  Rachael 
Hawley,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  Richard  Hawley,  and  his  heirs  ; and  another 
third  part  of  her  said  lands,  &c.  to  John  Buxton,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  son, 
Thomas  Buxton,  and  his  heirs  ; and  the  remaining  third  part  to  Ralph  Johnson, 
with  remainder  to  his  son,  Francis  Johnson,  and  his  heirs,  subject,  respectively, 
to  the  payment  of  a third  part  of  the  legacies  and  sums  mentioned  in  her  will ; 
and  if  her  said  devisees  should  not  punctually  pay  their  respective  shares,  she 
appointed  her  cousin-german,  Buxton,  and  James  Dean,  trustees,  to  see  her 
will  performed,  and  empowered  them,  and  the  survivor  and  his  heirs,  to  enter 
on  the  third  part  of  such  as  should  make  default  in  payment,  and  to  distrain 
for  the  arrears  due  thereon. 

The  aggregate  annual  amount  of  the  payments  directed  by  this  will  is  51.  155., 
which  sum  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Anne  Toplis,  as  issuing  out  of  a close  in  Winster, 
called  the  Ashmore  Pingle.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  what  other 
lands  were  charged  with  these  payments. 

The  minister  of  Winster  preaches  sermons  on  the  respective  days  mentioned 
in  the  will,  and  receives  the  three  sums  of  105.  each.  He  also,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Mr.  Toplis,  makes  the  several  distributions  of  205.  each  amongst  the 
specified  number  of  poor  people,  after  divine  service,  on  each  of  those  days, 
and  he  applies  105.  per  annum  in  the  purchase  of  three  Bibles,  which  he  gives 
to  three  of  the  most  deserving  poor  scholars  attending  the  school,  hereinafter 
mentioned.  The  ringers  also  receive  5s.  on  each  of  the  specified  days. 
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Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  R ev.  Francis  Gisborne1  s charity. — See  Bakewell.  Gisborne’s  Charity. 

School. 

Eyre’s  Gift. — It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel,  that  Thomas  Eyre,  who  School, 
died  in  17 1 7>  gave,  by  his  will,  20/.  per  annum  to  the  minister  of  Winster,  for 
the  time  being,  forever,  for  instructing  20  poor  children,  inhabitants  of  Winster, 
whose  parents  were  unable  to  maintain  their  children  at  school,  until  they  could 
read  a chapter  in  the  Bible;  and  that  this  annuity  was  payable  on  the  feast  of 
St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  was  charged  on  the  estate  of  the  said  Thomas  Eyre, 
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and  that  it  was  paid  by  Thomas  Bateman,  of  Middleton  juxta  Youlgreave, 
esquire. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  William  Brittlebank,  solicitor,  of  Oddo,  that,  by 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and  29th  July  17/7,  and 
enrolled  in  Chancery,  Lady  Massereene  conveyed  an  estate,  called  the  Great 
Rocks,  situate  in  the  township  of  Wormhill,  in  the  parish  of  Tideswell,  to 
Alexander  Barker,  esquire,  and  Micah  Hall,  as  trustees,  charged  with  the 
payment  of  the  said  annual  rent  of  20/. 

The  annual  sum  of  20/.  is  now  paid  by  Thomas  Bateman,  esquire,  the 
proprietor  of  the  above-mentioned  estate,  called  the  Great  Rocks. 

Robert  Moore’s  Gift. — Robert  Moore,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  May 
1718,  reciting,  that  there  was  paid  out  of  his  estate  at  Winster  the  sum  of  8/. 
yearly  to  charitable  uses,  viz. ; 51.  yearly,  for  teaching  ten  poor  children,  inha- 
bitants in  Winster,  whose  parents  were  not  able  to  maintain  their  children,  until 
they  could  read  a chapter  in  the  Bible,  and  31.  yearly,  in  dole  money,  to  the 
poor  of  Winster,  directed  that  the  same  should  be  chargeable  on  such  part  of 
his  estate,  and  in  such  manner  as  was  thereinafter  limited,  viz. ; the  said  sum 
of  31.  to  be  yearly  paid  out  of  the  profits  arising  from  his  moiety  of  the  tithes 
of  wool  and  lamb  in  Winster,  and  the  said  sum  of  51.  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  lands  by  his  will  devised  to  his  son,  Anthony  Moore  ; and  he 
thereby  gave  to  his  son,  Robert,  and  his  heirs,  his  said  moiety  of  the  tithes, 
paying  yearly  thereout  the  said  annual  sum  of  3/.;  and  he  gave  all  his  messuage 
or  tenement  situate  in  Winster,  wherein  he  lately  inhabited,  the  gardens  whereof 
adjoined  to  the  chapel-yard,  and  the  garden  and  two  courts  thereto  belonging, 
with  the  several  closes  therein  mentioned,  to  his  son,  Anthony  Moore,  for  life, 
with  remainders  over,  in  strict  settlement ; and  he  thereby  made  the  said  lands 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  5 l. 

The  above-mentioned  annuity  of  51.  is  now  paid  by  the  agent  of  Lord  Scars- 
dale,  as  charged  upon  an  estate  at  Winster,  belonging  to  his  lordship,  in  the 
occupation  of  Andrew  Brittlebank. 

We  have  not  found  any  trace  of  the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  31.,  charged 
by  this  donor,  as  dole  money  for  the  poor  of  Winster,  on  the  profits  of  his  moiety 
of  the  tithes  in  Winster  of  wool  and  lamb.  It  is  mentioned  in  the  Parliamen- 
tary Returns  of  1786,  but  is  stated  to  have  been  then  uncollected  for  many 
years. 

By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  an  Act  passed  in  1763,  for  inclosing 
the  common  grounds  of  Winster,  allotments  were  made  to  the  owners  of  the  tithes 
of  corn  and  hay ; but  the  tithes  of  wool  and  lamb  are  not  mentioned  in  the 
award,  and  no  such  tithes  are  now  received  by  any  person. 

The  annuity  of  20/.,  derived  from  Thomas  Eyre’s  gift,  and  that  of  51., 
derived  from  Robert  Moore’s  gift,  are  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  Winster, 
who,  in  respect  thereof,  instructs  gratuitously,  in  reading,  30  poor  children  of 
Winster,  appointed  by  the  Rev.  Bache  Thornhill,  the  perpetual  curate  of 
Winster.  We  are  informed,  that  the  Rev.  John  Steeple,  who  was  the  curate 
of  Winster,  and  died  about  twenty  years  ago,  taught  the  scholars  in  person  ; 
but  since  his  death,  they  have  been  instructed  by  a schoolmaster  appointed  by 
the  minister. 

The  school  is  taught  in  a house  belonging  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  is  visited  by 
Mr.  Thornhill  twice  in  the  year,  on  which  occasions  he  fills  up  vacancies 
amongst  the  scholars,  and  discharges  such  as  are  remiss  in  their  attendance. 
The  children  are  allowed  to  stay  in  the  school  till  they  can  read  the  Bible.  The 
master  is  permitted  to  take  other  scholars,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by 
their  parents.

Reynolde’s  Charity. 

Alfreton.  By  indenture,  bearing  date  20th  July  1621,  (as  appears  from  a copy  thereof 

— — produced  to  11s  by  Joseph  Wilson,  esquire,  of  Alfreton,  the  original  thereof 
Reynolde’s  Chanty.  bemg  stated  to  be  in  the  hands  of  William  Woodcock,  esquire,  of  Mansfield), 
Margaret  Reynolde,  of  the  Lane,  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  in  consideration  of 
the  faithful  service  of  Thomas  Huntingdon,  and  that  he  should  pay  to  the  poor 

of 
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of  Alfreton  the  sum  thereinafter  mentioned,  demised  to  the  said  Thomas  Alfreton. 

Huntingdon,  a close,  called  Leader  Close,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  — — 

acres,  lying  within  the  liberty  and  precincts  of  Alfreton,  and  then  in  the  Reyn^S^/rity’ 
occupation  of  the  said  Margaret  Reynolde  ; to  hold  to  the  said  Thomas  \ ^ ^ 

Huntingdon,  his  executors,  &c.  from  the  day  of  her  death,  for  999  years, 
paying,  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Alfreton,  a rent  of  20 5., 
at  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  and  on  Good  Friday,  by  equal  portions,  with  a power 
to  the  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  Alfreton  to  distrain  for  the  said  rent,  if 
unpaid  for  ten  days. 

An  annual  sum  of  20s.,  probably  derived  from  Mrs.  Reynolde’s  donation,  is 
paid  by  Mr.  Wilson,  out  of  the  Outseats  estate,  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  which 
he  purchased  from  the  devisees  of  Mrs.  Bonsall,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Meymott,  in  1808,  “ subject  to  a certain  charge  of  205.  a year  upon  all  or  some 
part  of  the  said  premises,  payable  to  the  poor  of  Alfreton  (if  such  charge 
exist).” 

Mr.  Wilson  states,  that  the  Meymott  family  used  to  distribute  the  above- 
mentioned  annual  sum  to  the  poor,  and  that  he  has  continued  to  do  so  since 
he  purchased  the  estate,  in  small  sums  of  3d.  and  6d.,  at  the  church,  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day. 

He  also  states,  that  there  is  no  close  formingpart  of  his  Outseats  estate  now 
known  by  the  name  of  Leader  Close,  and  that  there  are  some  closes  within 
a short  distance  of  the  estate,  called  Leader  Closes,  but  that  he  has  a field,  part 
of  that  estate,  containing  2 a.  3r.  21  p.,  called  Poor  Folks  Close.  It  seems  not 
improbable,  therefore,  that  this  is  the  field  demised  by  the  deed  of  1621,  under 
the  name  of  Leader’s  Close. 

Turner’s  Charity. 


George  Turner , by  his  will,  bearing  date  7th  December  1641,  gave  to  the 
vicar  of  Alfreton,  for  the  time  being,  the  yearly  sum  of  105.,  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  .5th  November,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  205.,  to  be  given  to  the  most 
needy  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Alfreton,  on  the  same  day,  in  the  parish 
church  of  Alfreton,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  his  sons,  John  and  Matthew  Turner, 
for  their  lives,  and  to  be  issuing  forth  of  a close  called  the  Lee,  or  Lees,  in  the 
parish  of  Alfreton,  provided  that  the  said  vicar  and  the  said  poor  should  be  true 
Protestants  ; and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  John  and  Matthew  Turner,  the 
said  30  5.  to  be  levied  and  collected  forth  of  the  said  close  by  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

The  abstract  of  this  will  is  taken  from  a copy  thereof,  produced  to  us  by 
Mr.  Wilson,  to  which  are  added  some  memoranda  in  the  hand-writing  of  his 
father;  from  whence  it  appears,  that,  in  1618,  John  Zouch  conveyed  certain 
rents,  amounting  to  301.  135.  lid.,  to  Thomas  Johnson,  George  Turner, 
and  Edmund  Meymott,  one  of  which  is  described  as  being  305.  issuing  out  of 
a close  called  the  Lee,  or  Lees  ; that  these  rents,  subsequently,  came  to  the  said 
George  Turner  ; that  the  close  called  the  Lee,  or  Lees,  wras  a large  parcel  of 
ground,  divided  into  several  parts,  one  of  which,  containing  44  acres,  was,  in 
the  year  1786,  occupied  by  Anthony  Tissington,  and  paid  15/.  per  annum; 
another  part,  containing  about  ten  acres,  called  Drunken  Closes,  was  occupied 
by  George  Bullock,  and  paid  5s.  per  annum  ; another  part  was  occupied  by 
Joseph  Bullock,  and  paid  2 5.  Od.  per  annum  ; and  another  part,  containing 
26  acres,  was  occupied  by  Sarah  Hollingworth,  and  paid  7 s.6d.  per  annum. 

The  annual  sum  of  30  5.  is  paid,  in  respect  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  George 
Turner’s  will,  now  called  the  Lee  Closes,  which  are  situate  near  Sleet  Moor,  in 
this  parish,  in  the  following  proportions  : —

These  sums  are  received  by  the  churchwarden,  who  pays  10  5.  to  the  vicar 
(although  no  annual  sermon  is  preached  on  5th  November),  and  distributes  the 
remaining  20  5.  not  on  that  day,  but  about  Christmas,  amongst  the  most 
necessitous  persons  of  the  parish,  in  sums  of  1 5.  6 d.  or  2s.  to  each. 

N 2 Morewood’s 
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Morewood’s  Charity. 

Rowland  Morewood , of  Alfreton  Hall,  esquire,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
15th  April  1647,  and  proved  in  the  same  month  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of 
Canterbury,  directed  and  appointed,  that  his  brother  and  executor,  Anthony 
Morewood,  should  settle  for  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  lands  of  the  value  of  51.  per 
annum,  for  ever,  within  one  year  after  his  death. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  28th  March  1648,  the  said  Anthony  Morewood,  in 
consideration  of  the  said  bequest  of  Rowland  Morewood,  granted  to  Francis 
llevell,  John  Dalton,  John  Turner,  and  Robert  Jackson,  and  their  heirs, 
an  annual  rent  of  51.,  to  be  paid  out  of  two  closes  lying  in  Alfreton,  called 
Drunken  Closes,  containing,  by  estimation,  12  acres,  with  a power  of  distress  ; 
and  the  said  Anthony  Morewood  covenanted,  that  if  the  said  rent  should  be  in 
arrear  14  days  after  the  20th  June  and  20th  December  on  which  it  was  made 
payable,  the  trustees  might  enter  on  the  said  closes,  and  that  they  should, 
after  such  entry,  be  seised  thereof,  to  them  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  yearly,  to 
pay  the  whole  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  closes  to  the  overseers  of  the 
parish  of  Alfreton,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  5th  December  1659,  and 
enrolled  in  Chancery,  Francis  Fitzrandolph,  in  consideration  of  100/.,  bar- 
gained and  sold  to  William  Moore,  John  Hawford,  and  Matthew  Machell,  and 
their  heirs,  a close,  called  the  Upper  Housestead,  in  Birchwood,  in  the  parish 
of  Alfreton,  containing  six  acres,  or  thereabouts ; and  another  close  in 
Birchwood,  called  the  Wheat  Field,  containing  nine  acres,  or  thereabouts ; 
to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Moore  and  others,  and  their  heirs. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  17th  and  18th  September 
1695,  between  the  said  John  Hawford,  of  the  one  part  5 and  John  Morewood, 
esquire,  Samuel  Dalton,  esqdire,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part ; after 
noticing  the  appointment  made  by  the  will  of  the  said  Rowland  More- 
wood, before-mentioned,  and  that  100/.  had  been  laid  out  in  a purchase  of 
lands  from  the  said  Francis  Fitzrandolph  for  that  purpose,  and  reciting  the  last 
abstracted  conveyance  from  the  said  Francis  Fitzrandolph,  and  that  the  said 
John  Hawford,  as  the  surviving  trustee,  was  desirous  that  the  said  trust  should 
be  continued,  the  said  John  Hawford  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Morewood, 
Samuel  Dalton,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  closes,  called  the  Upper 
Housestead  and  the  Wheat  Field,  for  the  charitable  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  abstracts  of  all  the  above-mentioned  instruments  are  taken  from  the 
answer  of  George  Morewood,  esquire,  in  177^,  to  an  information  filed  against 
him  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  which  the  defendant 
refers  to  the  deeds,  as  being  in  his  custody,  and  ready  to  be  produced  ; but  we 
are  informed,  that  searches  have  been  lately  made  for  them  amongst  the 
documents  of  William  Palmer  Morewood,  of  Alfreton  Hall,  esquire,  and  that 
they  cannot  nowbe  found. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  originals  of  which  were  produced  to  us, 
bearing  date  25th  and  26th  November  1736,  between  Samuel  Dalton,  esquire, 
described  as  the  son  and  heir  of  John  Dalton,  esquire,  who  was  the  surviving 
trustee  of  several  charities  given  to  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  of  the  one  part ; and 
Rowland  Morewood,  esquire,  John  Morewood,  his  son  and  heir  apparent,  Seth 
Wood,  and  Thomas  Cheatham,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  Rowland 
Morewood  and  Anthony  Morewood  did  settle  three  closes  (formerly  in  one 
close),  called  the  Wheat  Fields,  and  a close,  called  Over  Housestead,  in 
Birchwood,  and  three  closes,  called  the  Drunken  Closes,  in  Alfreton,  on  certain 
trustees,  on  trust  for  the  poor  of  Alfreton  ; and  reciting,  tiiat  the  several  deeds 
or  instruments  made  by  the  several  donors  of  the  said  charities  were  mislaid,  so 
that  they  could  not  be  found,  and  could  not  be  therein  particularly  recited  ; 
and  reciting,  that  the  said  John  Dalton,  the  father  of  the  said  Samuel  Dalton, 
survived  the  rest  of  his  co-trustees,  and  was  since  dead,  whereby  the  said  trust 
became  vested  in  the  said  Samuel  Dalton  ; the  said  Samuel  Dalton  conveyed  to 
the  said  Rowland  Morewood  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  all  the  said  lands,  and 
all  other  the  lands  given  by  the  said  Rowland  Morewood  and  Anthony 
Morewood,  or  either  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  or  for  the 
benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  town,  in  trust,  that  they  should  act  to  the 
best  advantage  of  the  said  charities,  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  and  otherwise,  as  the  same  were  limited  and 
directed,  and  according  to  the  direction  and  intention  of  the  said  donors, 

mentioned 
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mentioned  in  the  deeds  and  instruments  by  which  they  had  respectively  been 
given;  with  a proviso,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  the 
survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  some  of  the  most  honest  and  substantial 
persons  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish,  whereof  the  said  Rowland  Morewood, 
party  thereto,  and  his  heirs,  should  be  one,  and  the  rest  should  be  named  by 
him  or  his  heirs,  and  the  surviving  trustees. 

In  1771,  an  information  was  filed  by  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of 
Thomas  Thoroton,  esquire,  against  George  Morewood,  esquire,  whereby  it  was 
prayed  that  this  charity  might  be  established  by  a decree  of  the  court ; that  new 
trustees  might  be  appointed  of  the  charity  estate,  either  jointly  with,  or  instead 
of  the  said  George  Morewood ; that  he  might  convey  the  estate  accordingly, 
and  that  an  account  might  be  taken  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate  which 
had  come  to  his  hands. 

The  defendant,  George  Morewood,  by  his  answer,  filed  27th  January  1772, 
set  forth  the  above  stated  instruments,  and  stated  his  belief  that  the  before- 
mentioned  Anthony  Morewood,  or  his  posterity,  who  were  entitled  to  the  closes 
called  Drunken  Closes,  subject  to  the  yearly  sum  of  51.,  granted  by  the  deed  of 
1648,  paid  that  yearly  sum  till  the  year  1659,  and  in  that  year  laid  out  100/.  in 
the  purchase,  from  the  said  Francis  Fitzrandolph,  of  the  before-mentioned 
closes  in  Birchwood,  which  were  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Moore  and 
others,  by  the  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  of  5th  December  in  that  year; 
and  that  for  many  years  after  that  time,  the  clear  money  arising  from  the  closes 
in  Birchwood,  was  applied  for  the  said  charitable  purposes ; and  that  the  said 
Anthony  Morewood  and  his  posterity  received  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
Drunken  Closes  to  their  own  use ; and  that  the  insertion  of  the  Drunken  Closes 
in  the  deed  of  1736,  was  a mistake,  occasioned  by  the  instruments  of  the  charity 
being  then  mislaid  ; and  he  insisted  that  the  Drunken  Closes  ought  not  to  have 
been  comprised  in  the  trust  deeds  of  1736 ; and  he  stated  that  he  had  constantly 
applied  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  closes  at  Birchwood  to  the  charitable  pur- 
poses directed  by  the  will  of  the  first  mentioned  Rowland  Morewood,  by  disposing 
of  the  same  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  Alfreton  as  appeared  to  him  proper 
objects ; and  he  insisted  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  said  Drunken  Closes,  as  his 
own  estate,  and  for  his  own  benefit ; but  he  admitted  that  his  late  father,  Row- 
land Morewood,  and  his  brother,  John  Morewood,  from  a mistaken  apprehen- 
sion that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Drunken  Closes,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
closes  at  Birchwood,  were  payable  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  had  constantly 
paid  the  clear  income  thereof  to  such  poor,  and  that  he,  the  defendant,  under 
the  like  apprehension,  had  done  the  same ; but  that  having  lately  discovered 
that  such  application  had  been  in  his  own  wrong,  he  did  not  propose  to 
continue  it. 

In  two  schedules  annexed  to  this  answer,  the  defendant  set  out  the  receipt  and 
application  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises. 

After  an  examination  of  witnesses  in  this  cause,  from  whose  depositions  it 
appeared  that  the  rents  of  the  Drunken  Closes  had  been  received  by  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  and  distributed  to  the  poor  before  the  year  1736,  the 
cause  came  on  to  be  heard  15th  June  1774,  when  it  was  decreed  that  the  charity 
should  be  established,  and  it  was  declared  that  the  Drunken  Closes  were  part 
of  the  charity  estate ; and  it  was  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court  to 
appoint  proper  trustees,  to  whom  the  charity  estate  was  to  be  conveyed. 

No  appointment  of  new  trustees  of  this  charity  appears  to  have  taken  place 
until  the  year  1824. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  April,  in  that 
year,  between  the  Rev.  Henry  Case  Morewood  and  Ellen  his  wife,  which  Ellen 
was  the  sole  devisee,  under  the  will  of  George  Morewood,  esquire,  of  the  first 
part ; Gilbert  Crompton,  esquire,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  said  Ellen  More- 
wood and  Henry  Case  Morewood,  William  Palmer,  esquire,  the  Rev.  John 
Pepper,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Carr,  the  Rev.  John  Wood,  William  Wilson,  and 
William  Hazlewood  (all  of  whom  are  now  living,  except  Mr.  and  Mrs.  More- 
wood) of  the  third  part ; reciting  the  will  of  the  first  mentioned  Rowland  More- 
wood, and  the  above  abstracted  deeds,  and  that  the  said  George  Morewood  was 
the  brother  and  heir  at  law  of  John  Morewood,  who  was  the  surviving  trustee 
under  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  the  25th  and  26th  November  1736; 
and  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  George  Morewood  in  1783,  whereby  he  devised 
to  the  said  Ellen  Morewood  and  her  heirs  all  his  lands  and  real  estate  whatsoever; 
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the  said  Henry  Case  Morevvood  and  Ellen  Morewood  conveyed  to  the  said 
Gilbert  Crompton  and  his  heirs,  all  the  before  mentioned  trust  premises  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Ellen  Morewood,  Henry  Case  Morewood,  William  Palmer,  and 
the  other  parties,  of  the  third  part,  as  trustees  thereof. 

The  release  contained  a covenant  that  the  said  Henry  Case  Morewood  and 
Ellen  Morewood  would  levy  a fine  of  the  trust  premises,  to  enure  to  the  uses 
aforesaid,  and  a fine  was  levied  accordingly. 

The  property  of  this  charity  consists  of, — 

1.  — A cottage,  a barn,  and  three  closes,  called  the  Near  Drunken  Close,  the 
Middle  Drunken  Close,  and  the  Far  Drunken  Close,  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton, 
containing  together  11a.  1r.  38  p.  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Bullock,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  16/.  per  annum.  The  buildings  are  stated  to  be 
in  tenantable  repair. 

2.  — Three  closes  at  Birchwood,  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  called  The  Wheat 
Fields,  and  a close,  called  Over  Housestead,  containing  together  15  a.  2r.  13 p. 
in  the  occupation  of  George  Prestwidge,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  2 31. 
per  annum. 

On  an  inclosure  of  lands  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  which  took. place  under 
an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1812,  a parcel  of  land  on  Sleet  Moor,  containing 
1a.  1 r.  was  set  out  by  the  Commissioners  in  respect  of  this  trust  property,  which 
was  sold  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  inclosure 
charged  on  the  charity  lands,  to  the  Rev.  John  Wood,  for  63/.,  and  was 
accordingly  allotted  to  him  by  their  award,  made  in  1816.  The  expenses  are 
stated  to  have  been  very  heavy,  but  we  could  not  learn  that  any  account  of 
them  had  been,  previously  to  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (April  1827),  rendered  to 
the  trustees  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  inclosure.  This  ought,  however,  to 
be  done ; and  whatever  balance  may  remain  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  for 
the  use  of  the  charity. 

In  1826,  a petition  was  presented  to  the  court  of  Chancery  by  the  trustees, 
setting  forth  the  purport  of  the  indentures  of  9th  and  10th  April  1824,  and 
stating  that  the  closes  called  The  Wheatfields  and  The  Over  Housestead,  con- 
tained valuable  beds  of  coal ; that  there  were  collieries  then  at  work  near  the 
same,  the  owner  of  which  might  advantageously  work  the  said  beds  of  coal,  and 
that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  if  the  same  were  sold  or  demised ; 
and  praying  that  it  might  be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court  to 
inquire  whether  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  that  the  said  coal 
should  be  sold  or  demised  by  the  trustees  ; and  if  he  should  be  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  beneficial,  that  he  might  be  directed  to  receive  proposals  for  that 
purpose,  and  report  the  same,  with  his  opinion  thereon,  to  the  court. 

On  this  petition  an  order  was  made  by  the  court,  in  pursuance  of  which 
advertisements  were  issued  for  a sale  by  auction  of  the  coals  under  the  above- 
mentioned  closes,  with  the  approbation  of  the  master ; and  the  auction  took 
place  shortly  after  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  but  we  are  informed  that  no  sale 
was  then  effected  in  consequence  of  there  being  no  bidders. 

In  1826,  timber  which  grew  on  the  premises  occupied  by  Thomas  Bullock, 
was  sold  by  auction  for  54/.  which  sum  had  not  been  paid  at  the  time  of 
our  inquiry  ; but  we  are  informed,  that  the  purchaser  was  ready  to  pay  it  when 
required.  It  is  proposed  to  apply  this  sum  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  late  application  to  the  court  of  Chancery,  relating  to  the  sale  of  the  coals. 

Before  the  trust  deeds  of  1824  were  made,  the  rents  had  been  received  and 
annually  distributed  by  the  Morewood  family. 

The  rents,  amounting  to  39/.  per  annum,  are  now  received  by  Mr.  William 
Hazlewood,  one  of  the  trustees.  The  trustees  meet  annually  a few  days  before 
St.  Thomas’s  day,  for  the  purpose  of  making  out  a list  of  poor  persons  of  the 
parish,  considered  proper  objects,  and  not  receiving  relief,  and  of  appropriating 
the  sums  to  be  given  to  each  person.  On  St.  Thomas’s  day,  a person  is  employed 
to  take  the  money  round  to  the  houses  of  the  persons  in  the  list,  and  distribute 
the  sums  appointed  for  each,  which  vary  from  5 s.  to  15s;  and  1/.  is  allowed 
to  the  distributor,  who  is  a parishioner  of  Alfreton  in  low  circumstances. 

After  the  distribution  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  1826,  there  was  a balance  in 
favour  of  the  charity  of  2/.  9 s. 
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Ludlam’s  Charity.  Alfreton. 

John  Ludlam , by  his  will,  gave  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  - — - 

of  the  poor  of  Scarcliff,  a yearly  rent  of  50  s.  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  and  tene-  Ludlams  Chanty, 
ments  in  Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Blackwell,  which  he  devised  to  John  Ludlam,  in 
tail,  with  remainders  over,  and  ultimately  to  his  own  right  heirs,  in  trust,  that 
the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  should  yearly  distribute  the 
same,  by  equal  portions,  on  Good  Friday  and  Michaelmas-day,  amongst  the 
most  indigent  and  best  deserving  people  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Scarcliff. 

He  also  gave  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Blackwell,  a yearly  rent  of  40s.,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  same  premises,  in  trust, 
to  distribute  the  same,  by  equal  portions,  on  Good  Friday  and  Michaelmas-day, 
amongst  the  most  indigent  and  best  deserving  people  who  should  be  from  time 
to  time  inhabiting  within  the  said  town  and  parish  of  Blackwell. 

He  also  gave  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Alfreton,  an  annual  rent  of  10s.,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  same  lands,  in  trust, 
to  distribute  the  same  on  the  days  above  mentioned,  amongst  the  most  indigent 
and  deserving  people,  who  should  be  from  time  to  time  inhabiting  within  the  vil- 
lage or  hamlet  of  Alfreton  Riddings,  and  to  no  other  part  of  Alfreton  parish. 

The  date  of  this  donor’s  will  does  not  appear  from  the  copy  of  it  produced 
to  us,  from  which  the  above  abstract  is  taken.  In  the  return  made  from  the 
parish  of  Scarcliff  in  1786,  the  date  is  stated  to  be  1684,  and  in  the  return  made 
from  Blackwell,  it  is  stated  to  be  1687-  The  application  of  the  annual  sums 
given  to  the  poor  of  these  two  places,  will  be  mentioned  in  subsequent  parts  of 
this  report. 

The  annuity  of  10 s.  is  received  once  in  two  or  three  years  from  the  tenant 
of  a farm  at  Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Blackwell,  which  is  the  property  of  John 
Slater  Wilkinson,  esquire,  and  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  White,  by  the 
permanent  overseer  of  Alfreton,  and  is  distributed  by  him  in  small  sums  amongst 
the  poor  of  Alfreton  Riddings. 

Hunter’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Thomas  Hunter , of  Swannick,  who,  by  Hunter’s  Charity, 
indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  28th  May  1735,  granted  to  trustees 
a cottage  and  lands  near  Windmill  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  on  trust, 
to  distribute  the  yearly  sums  therein  mentioned  to  the  poor  of  Alfreton, 

Kilburne,  Horsley,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Ripley,  and  Wessington,  and  10s. 
yearly  to  the  vicar  of  Alfreton,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  day  of  the  month 
on  which  the  said  Thomas  Hunter  should  be  buried,  were  stated  in  the  account 
of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Horsley,  in  our  Seventeenth  Report,  page  181. 

The  rent  of  this  estate  (which  contains  about  10  acres),  being  12/.  per  annum, 
is  proportionably  divided  amongst  the  above-mentioned  places. 

The  share  of  the  rent  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  being  31.  15s. 
per  annum,  is  received  half-yearly,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  from  John 
Wathey,  the  tenant  of  the  estate,  by  the  permanent  overseer  of  the  poor  of 
Alfreton,  and  is  distributed  by  him,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  6d.  to  3s., 
amongst  poor  persons  not  receiving  weekly  relief.  This  distribution  has  been 
chiefly  made  to  the  poor  of  Swannick  and  Green-Hill  lane,  in  this  parish. 

The  payment  directed  by  the  donor  to  be  made  to  the  vicar  of  Alfreton, 
for  preaching  an  annual  sermon  on  the  day  of  his  burial,  has  been  withheld  for 
the  last  few  years,  by  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  in  consequence  of  such 
sermon  not  having  been  preached. 

Boot’s  Charity. 

Jane  Boot,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  10th  September  1795,  and  proved  at  Boot’s  Charity. 
Lichfield  in  1797*  gave  a house  at  Alfreton,  wherein  Edward  Dawes  then 
inhabited,  with  one-half  of  the  land  occupied  as  a garden,  on  the  backside  of 
the'same,  and  a workshop  thereto  belonging,  to  Mary  the  wife  of  the  said 
Edward  Dawes,  and  her  heirs,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  her  children, 
as  she  should  direct,  charged  with  the  yearly  payment  of  10 5. ; and  she  also 
gave  two  messuages,  with  a workshop,  and  the  remaining  part  of  the  land  lying 
on  the  back  part  of  the  same,  adjoining  thereto,  to  John  Carey  and  his  heirs, 
charged  with  the  like  yearly  payment  of  10s. ; and  she  gave  the  two  above- 
mentioned  sums  of  10  s.  each,  to  be  paid  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  the 
owners  and  occupiers  of  the  said  estates  respectively,  to  20  poor  widows,  or 
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necessitated  housekeepers,  in  the  town  of  Alfreton,  upon  the  tomb-stone  of  her 
late  husband,  in  Alfreton  church-yard. 

The  house  given  by  this  will  to  Mary  Dawes,  has  been  sold  to,  and  is  now  the 
property  of,  William  Boot. 

The  two  houses  (which  are  now  used  as  one  house),  and  the  land  thereby  given 
to  John  Carey,  are  still  in  his  possession. 

Although  this  donation  wras  void  under  the  statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  86,  the 
respective  owners  of  the  premises  distribute  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  at  ten  in 
the  morning,  at  the  tomb  of  Mrs.  Boot’s  husband  in  Alfreton  church-yard,  10s. 
each,  amongst  20  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Alfreton,  Is.  to  each  widow. 

Parker’s  Charity. 

Adam  Parker,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  12th  July  1800,  devised  all  his  real 
estate  in  the  parish  of  Shirland  to  Francis  Carey,  and  his  heirs,  on  trust,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  pay  five  guineas  to  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  Alfreton,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  to  be  by  them  distri- 
buted amongst  20  poor  widows,  or  poor  inhabitants,  who  should  be  resident 
in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  on  old  Christmas-eve,  annually,  in  such  manner  as  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  time  being  should  direct,  retaining  to  their 
own  use  5 s.  yearly,  out  of  the  said  51.  5s.,  as  a compensation  for  their  trouble  ; 
and  on  trust,  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  to  the  testator’s  wife  for  life  ; 
and  after  her  decease,  he  gave  the  said  estate,  subject  to  the  said  annual  payment 
of  five  guineas,  to  William  Meekley,  and  his  heirs. 

The  abstract  of  this  will  is  taken  from  the  draft  of  a release,  bearing  date 
25th  March  1812,  founded  on  a lease  for  a year,  by  which  the  said  William 
Meekley  and  others,  in  consideration  of  1,215  /.,  conveyed  to  William  Tagg, 
and  his  heirs,  several  closes  in  the  parish  of  Shirland,  called  The  Shadwell  Plots 
and  The  Park  Closes,  containing  18a.  1 r.  Ip.,  subject  to  the  said  annual 
payment  of  51.  5 s. 

This  donation  was  also  void  under  the  above-mentioned  statute ; but  the 
annual  sum  of  51.  5s.  is  paid  by  the  said  William  Tagg,  who  is  the  owner  and 
occupier  of  the  lands  at  Shirland,  purchased  by  him  in  1812,  to  the  church- 
warden, of  Alfreton,  who  distributes  the  whole  of  it,  including  the  5s.  which  the 
testator  directed  to  be  retained  by  the  churchwardens,  on  Christmas-eve  (old 
stile),  to  21  poor  widows,  in  sums  of  5s.  to  each. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne's  charity. — See  Bake  well. 

Swannick  School. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  3d  April  1740,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  between 
George  Turner,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields,  and  Sibella  his  wife,  of 
the  one  part  ; and  Thomas  Thoroton,  John  Wood,  John  Launder,  and  Anthony 
Tissington,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  George  Turner  and  Sibella  his  wife,  for 
a nominal  consideration,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Thomas  Thoroton  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  land  in  Swannick,  containing  20  yards  by  16, 
bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  to  the  intent  that  a charity  school  should  be 
erected  thereon,  for  teaching  twelve  poor  boys  and  eight  poor  girls  of  the  parish 
of  Alfreton  to  read  and  write. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  5th  April  1740,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  between 
Elizabeth  Turner,  widow,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  said  George  Turner, 
Thomas  Thoroton,  and  the  other  parties  above-mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; 
the  said  Elizabeth  Turner,  for  establishing  a charity,  and  for  securing  the 
payment  of  the  several  annual  sums  thereinafter  mentioned,  assigned  and 
transferred  to  the  said  George  Turner  and  others,  the  sum  of  457/.  17-?* 
new  South  Sea  annuities,  on  trust,  to  sell  the  same,  and  with  the  money  arising 
therefrom  to  purchase  lands  and  tenements,  and  to  settle  the  same,  on  trust, 
that  they  the  said  George  Turner  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should 
yearly,  out  of  the  rents,  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  15/.  half-yearly,  at  Michaelmas 
and  Lady-day,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  they,  or  the  majority  of  them, 
should  appoint,  to  teach  12  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  of  which 
Swannick  and  Green  Hill  Lane  should  always  have  the  preference,  whose 
parents  could  not  well  be  at  the  charge  of  paying  for  their  children’s  learning, 
to  read  and  write,  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should  think 
proper,  and  to  lay  out  the  surplus  of  the  said  rents  to  such  charitable  uses  as 
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they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  proper ; and  it  was  provided,  that 
whenever  any  one  or  more  of  the  trustees  should  die,  without  leaving  any  heir 
male,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  rest  of  the  trustees  to  fill  up  such  vacancies ; 
and  it  was  further  provided,  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Turner  should,  during  her 
life,  have  power  to  appoint  the  person  who  should  be  schoolmaster  ; and  that 
after  her  decease,  the  appointment  of  such  person  should  be  in  the  trustees  for 
the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them ; and  that  the  persons  so  to  be 
appointed  should  not  be  turned  out,  for  any  neglect  or  misbehaviour  in  his 
place,  but  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  that  no 
children  should  receive  the  benefit  of  the  charity  under  five  years  of  age, 
or  continue  after  the  age  of  ten  years,  and  that  the  vacancies  should  be  filled  up 
by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees,  once  in  every  three  years  at  least,  or  oftener,  to  meet  and  settle  an 
account  with  such  trustee  or  trustees,  as  should  receive  the  surplus  of  the 
rents,  over  and  above  the  said  yearly  sum  of  15/.,  to  be  paid  to  the  school- 
master, and  then  to  dispose  of  such  surplus  to  such  charitable  uses  as  they,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  proper. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  26th  February  1741,  and 
enrolled  in  Chancery  (as  appears  from  a recital  in  the  latest  trust  deed  of  this 
charity),  the  said  George  Turner,  for  a nominal  consideration,  conveyed  to  the 
said  Thomas  Thoroton  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  ground,  containing 
by  estimation  12p.  adjoining  the  land  whereon  the  charity  school  had  been  lately 
erected,  to  the  intent  that  a garden  or  orchard  might  be  made  thereof,  the  same 
to  be  annexed  to  the  said  school. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  3d  June  1741,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  between 
the  said  George  and  Sibella  Turner,  of  the  one  part;  and  the  said  Thomas 
Thoroton  and  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  indenture  of  5th  April 
1740,  the  said  George  and  Sibella  Turner,  in  consideration  of  500/.,  being  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  said  sum  of  457/.  17^*  new  South  Sea  an- 
nuities, bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Thomas  Thoroton  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  a barn,  garden,  &c.  and  croft  thereto 
belonging,  containing  one  acre,  and  the  following  closes  : —

The  Close  before  the  door  of  the  said  messuage 
A piece  of  land  called  Twist  Yard  and  the  Lane 
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all  situate  at  Swannick,  in  the  parish  of  Alfreton,  on  the  trusts  specified  in  the 
said  indenture  of  5th  April  1740. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  November  1804, 
reciting  the  four  several  indentures  above  abstracted,  Thomas  Thoroton,  as  the 
eldest  son  and  heir  at  law  of  Thomas  Thoroton,  one  of  the  original  trustees, 
conveyed  all  the  before-mentioned  premises  to  Daniel  Parker  Coke,  esquire, 
John  Balguy,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Henry  Case  Morewood,  and  the  Rev.  John 
Wood,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts. 

Of  these  trustees,  Mr.  Balguy  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wood,  are  now  the  survivors, 
but  the  school  has  been  principally  under  the  management  of  the  latter,  who 
resides  at  Swannick. 

We  are  informed,  that  since  the  establishment  of  this  school,  the  house  and 
farm  belonging  to  it  have  always  been  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster,  for  the 
time  being,  for  his  own  benefit. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  trustees,  who  were  appointed  by  the  deed  of  1804, 
which  took  place  on  27th  September  1805,  it  was  resolved  that  two  cottages 
and  gardens,  containing  about  twelve  perches,  adjoining  to  Swannick  Green, 
Rep.  18.  O called 
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called  Pickard’s  Croft,  should  be  sold  for  redeeming  the  land-tax  on  the  school 
estate.  They  were  accordingly  valued  by  a surveyor  at  70 /. , and  sold  for  that 
sum  to  Hugh  Wood,  esquire;  and  at  a meeting  on  11th  October  1805,  it  was 
resolved  that  Mr.  Lockett’s  bill  for  the  deeds  for  appointing  new  trustees, 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  surplus  of  the  said  70 /.  which  might  remain  after  the 
payments  of  the  redemption  of  the  land-tax  were  made.  This  surplus,  which 
is  stated  to  have  been  about  12/.,  has  not  been  received,  and  is  still  in  the  Bank 
of  England,  and  Mr.  Lockett’s  bill  for  the  deeds  has  remained  unpaid. 

At  the  same  meeting  of  11th  October  1805,  it  was  resolved  that  Joseph 
Machin,  the  then  schoolmaster,  should  be  continued ; that  the  repairs  of  the 
school,  and  of  the  house  and  premises  on  the  school  estate,  in  which  the  said 
Joseph  Machin  resided,  should  be  made  at  his  expense,  and  that  he  should 
continue  to  furnish  the  children  with  books,  free  of  expense,  as  before. 

On  the  death  of  Joseph  Machin,  Anthony  Machin,  his  son,  who  had  been 
assistant  to  his  father,  was,  on  2d  November  1810,  elected  in  his  room  ; and  it 
was  then  resolved  by  the  trustees,  that  he  should  receive  15/.  a year  for  teaching 
twelve  boys  and  eight  girls  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts  ; that  he  should  be 
admitted  tenant,  from  year  to  year,  of  the  house  and  school  lands,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  50/. ; that  the  surplus  of  the  rent,  beyond  the  said  15/.,  and  such  other 
sum  as  might  be  required  for  the  repairs  of  the  premises  and  school,  should  be  paid 
to  the  said  Anthony  Machin,  on  condition  of  his  teaching  20  additional  children, 
12  boys  and  8 girls,  free  from  all  expense,  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts ; 
that  the  master  should  find  the  children  books,  pens,  ink,  paper  and  coals, 
provided  that  no  child  should  be  taught  to  write  till  he  had  attained  the  age  of 
seven  years ; that  all  the  children,  at  the  Christmas  after  they  should  attain  the 
age  of  ten  years,  should  be  dismissed  from  the  charity,  and  their  places  filled  up 
by  one  or  more  of  the  trustees;  that  children  absenting  themselves  more  than 
a fortnight,  should  be  considered  no  longer  on  the  charity ; that  if  the  master 
should  take  above  ten  children,  in  addition  to  the  40  charity  children,  he  should 
take  a proper  assistant  in  the  school ; that  if  40  children  should  not  be  found 
in  Swannick  and  Green  Hill-lane,  those  of  the  parish  at  large  should  be  admis- 
sible, to  the  number  of  40  children  ; and  that  the  master  should  deliver  a state- 
ment, every  Christmas,  of  the  number  of  scholars  educated  in  the  school,  and 
of  such  as  were  superannuated,  that  the  vacancies  might  be  filled  up  by  the 
trustees. 

By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  of  the  Alfreton  inclosure,  dated  in  1816, 
an  allotment  was  made  to  the  trustees  of  2a.  2r.  18p.  on  Swannick  Delves, 
part  of  which,  being  1 r.  13p.,  was  allotted  in  exchange  for  the  old  schoolhouse 
and  yard,  containing  14  perches,  which  were  thereby  allotted  to  the  Rev.  John 
Wood. 

The  Rev.  John  Wood  states,  that  this  old  schoolhouse,  which  consisted  of  a 
schoolroom,  with  small  rooms  over  (not  inhabited),  was  situate  on  Swannick 
Green,  and  nearly  adjoining  to  the  two  cottages  which  were  sold  in  1805  for  the 
redemption  of  the  land-tax  ; that  at  the  time  of  the  Alfreton  inclosure,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  schoolhouse,  which  was  in  a ruinous  state,  should  be  exchanged 
with  him  for  the  part  of  the  allotment  above  mentioned  ; that  he  should  take  down 
the  old  schoolhouse,  and  build  a new  schoolhouse  at  his  own  expense  (being 
allowed  to  use  the  materials  of  the  old  house),  on  the  above-mentioned  allot- 
ment, and  that  this  was  accordingly  done ; that  the  new  building  thus  erected 
by  him,  which  consists  of  a schoolroom  only,  is  about  300  yards  from  the  house 
occupied  by  the  schoolmaster  belonging  to  the  farm,  and  in  a situation  more 
convenient  to  the  master  than  the  old  school,  from  which  his  house  was  more 
than  half  a mile  distant ; and  that  this  situation,  although  not  so  near  to  the 
village  of  Swannick  as  that  of  the  old  house,  is  more  central  for  the  inhabitants 
collectively  of  the  two  hamlets  of  Swannick  and  Green  Hill-lane.  It  will  be 
observed,  that  the  exchange  of  the  old  school,  under  the  Inclosure  Act,  was 
made  for  land  belonging  to  one  of  the  trustees ; but  it  does  not  appear  to  us, 
from  the  above-mentioned  statement,  that  the  charity  thereby  sustained  any 
injury. 

At  the  time  of  the  inclosure,  timber  was  sold  from  the  charity  estate  to  the 
amount  of  80/.  8s.  3d.  which  was  received  by  the  late  Rev.  Henry  Case  More- 
wood;  and  the  commissioners  expenses  of  the  inclosure,  amounting  to  the  large 
sum  of  74/.  18s.  3d.,  were  paid  thereout  by  him,  leaving  a balance  of  5/.  10s., 
which  he  paid  over  to  the  Rev.  J.  Wood.  Mr.  Wood  also  received,  in  1825, 

a sum 
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a sum  of  SI.  7s.  for  stones  sold  from  the  charity  land  ; and  these  sums  were 
applied  by  him  in  paying  for  the  fencing  of  the  allotment  and  other  incidental 
expenses,  except  a balance  of  2/.  1 2s.  3d.  which  remained  in  his  hands  at  the 
time  of  our  inquiry. 

The  farm  still  continues  in  the  occupation  of  Anthony  Machin,  the  school- 
master appointed  in  1810.  The  house  and  farm  buildings  are  repaired  by  him, 
and  are  in  good  condition.  The  school  is  also  in  good  repair.  Part  of  the  land, 
to  the  extent  of  about  four  acres,  has  been  much  injured  by  the  coal  being 
gotten  under  it,  and  by  a rail-road  carried  through  it  by  the  Morewood  family, 
as  the  owners  of  such  coal,  under  an  ancient  grant  thereof  from  Sir  John  Zouch 
in  1618,  by  which  they  are  considered  to  be  entitled  to  work  the  coals  in  these 
and  other  lands  in  Alfreton,  without  making  any  compensation  to  the  occupier 
for  the  damage  done. 

The  schoolmaster,  in  respect  of  his  occupation  of  the  estate,  instructs  40 
children  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  according  to  the  agreement  made 
with  him  in  1810;  but  the  stipulation  that  he  should  find  books  and  stationery 
for  the  children,  was,  on  his  application  to  the  trustees,  remitted  shortly  after 
his  appointment. 

The  children  are  appointed  by  the  Rev.  J.  Wood,  as  vacancies  occur.  All  of 
them  are  taken  from  Swannick  and  Green  Hill -lane,  as  there  is  always  more 
than  a sufficient  number  of  candidates  for  admission  from  those  places ; and  in 
consequence  of  their  being  so  numerous,  only  one  child  at  a time  is  admitted 
to  the  school  out  of  each  family. 

The  master  has  a few  other  scholars,  in  addition  to  the  said  40  children,  not 
exceeding  ten  in  number.

TOWNSHIP  OF  ASHOVER. 

Ashover  Hill  School. 

Sleigh’s  Gift. — Samuel  Sleigh,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1684,  and  Ashover. 
proved  at  Lichfield  in  1689,  on  condition,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Ashover  — 

should  build  a free  school  upon  the  waste  in  Ashover  Hill,  near  a well,  called  Asl^eo‘olIil 

Sir  William’s  Well,  gave  to  the  use  of  such  school  the  sum  of  4 /.  per  annum,  to 
be  paid  out  of  his  lands  in  Washington  Hay  ; and  he  gave  his  land,  called 
King’s  Lant,  in  Ashover,  to  his  son,  Samuel  Sleigh,  and  his  heirs,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  20 s.  yearly,  towards  a schoolmaster’s  wages,  in  case  the  said  free 
school  should  be  built  on  the  place  aforesaid. 

The  land  called  Washington  Hay  is  the  property  of  George  Woollatt,  who 
pays  the  annual  sum  of  31.  4s.,  16s.  having  been,  for  many  years,  deducted 
for  land-tax.  This  deduction  appears  large,  being  4s.  in  the  pound,  the  highest 
rate  of  land-tax. 

The  annuity  of  20  s.  is  paid  by  the  trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  late 
Sir  Windsor  Hunloke,  of  which  the  land,  called  the  King’s  Lant,  forms  a part. 

William  Hodgkinson’s  Gift. — It  appears,  from  an  old  book  in  the  pos- 
session of  William  Milnes,  esquire,  of  Stubbing  Edge  Hall,  in  Ashover,  that  the 
present  school  room  was  built  on  Ashover  Hill  side  in  1703,  by  George 
Hodgkinson,  of  Overton  ; and  that,  in  1728,  William  Hodgkinson  delivered  up 
free  possession  of  the  school  to  five  trustees,  viz.  Lawrence  Bourne,  William 
Bower,  John  Gregory,  William  Hodgkinson,  jun.  and  Edmund  Hodgkinson, 
jun.,  and  that  there  was  a deed  made  for  that  purpose. 

Storer’s  Gift. — It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  Ashover  church,  that  Anthony 
Storer  gave,  by  deed  bearing  date  February  12th,  1705,  5 s.  yearly,  for  ever,  to 
the  schoolmaster  of  Ashover  school,  to  be  paid  out  of  George  Marsh’s  cottage 
and  croft  upon  the  Hay. 

These  premises,  which  are  situate  at  Ashover  Hay,  are  the  property  of  John 
Beresford,  by  whom  the  annual  sum  of  5 s.  is  paid. 

Richard  Hodgkinson’s  Gift. — In  the  before-mentioned  old  book  it  is 
stated,  that  there  was  a parcel  of  land,  called  by  some  Nether  Saltwell,  left  by 
one  Richard  Hodgkinson,  of  Green  House,  to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster,  for 
teaching  two  poor  children  ; and  that  the  sum  of  this  gift  was  205.,  to  be  paid 
to  the  churchwardens,  for  the  use  aforesaid,  on  15th  December,  or  the  church- 
wardens were  to  seize  on  the  close  for  the  money. 
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An  annual  sum  of  20  5.  is  now  paid  (in  respect,  as  it  is  supposed,  of  this  gift), 
out  of  a close  now  called  Steel  Croft,  part  of  an  estate  called  Overton,  in  the 
parish  of  Ashover,  the  property  of  Lady  Banks. 

Gifts  of  Bower  and  others. — It  appears  from  an  account  book  produced, 
relating  to  this  school,  that,  previously  to  the  year  17S9,  Mrs.  Sarah  Bower,  by 
her  wiil,  gave  40/.  to  this  school. 

In  1819,  the  late  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne  proposed  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Ashover,  that  if  they  would  add  GO/,  to  the  above-mentioned  40/.,  he  would 
give  certain  closes,  called  the  Marsh  Flats,  for  the  better  endowment  of  the 
school ; and  in  pursuance  of  that  proposal,  the  following  sums  were  raised  by 
subscription  : —

The  sum  of  60/.  thus  raised,  was  added  to  the  40/.  given  by  Mrs.  Bower, 
which  had  previously  been  in  the  hands  of  the  said  William  Milnes,  esquire ; 
and  he  now  holds  the  whole  sum  of  100/.  at  four  per  cent  interest ; but  it  is 
proposed  to  invest  it  on  public  security. 

Gisborne’s  Gift. — By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  11th 
November  1819,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  between  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne, 
of  the  one  part ; and  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Short,  rector  of  Ashover,  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Nodder,  John  Milnes,  William  Milnes,  Joseph  Graham,  Paul  Bright, 
John  Coller,  and  James  Milnes,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said 
Francis  Gisborne  was  seised  in  fee  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  and 
that  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  children  of  such  poor  persons  who  should 
reside  within  the  parish  of  Ashover,  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  instruct- 
ing them  in  religion,  he  had  proposed  to  assure  the  said  premises  to  the  parties 
of  the  second  part,  on  the  trusts  thereinafter  expressed;  It  was  witnessed,  that 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  said  proposal,  the  said  Francis  Gisborne  granted  to 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  four  closes  of  land,  situate 
within  Ashover,  called  by  the  several  names,  and  containing  by  survey  the 
several  quantities  following,  viz. —

All  which  closes  were  formerly  one  close,  called  the  Marsh  Flat ; and  a piece  of 
land,  with  the  barn  standing  thereon,  being  an  allotment  of  the  commons 
within  Ashover,  which  on  the  in  closure  thereof,  under  an  Act  passed  many 
years  before,  was  awarded  to  Dr.  Thomas  Gisborne,  and  his  heirs,  which  said 
allotment  was  marked  in  the  award,  and  in  the  map  therein  referred  to,  No.  114, 
containing  1r.  10 r.,  bounded  as  therein  described;  on  trust,  that  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  the  survivors  of  them,  and  such  other  persons  as 
should  succeed  in  the  trust  from  time  to  time,  should,  in  the  first  place,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  pay  all  expenses  which  they  should  be 
put  to  concerning  the  reparations  of  the  said  premises,  or  in  the  management  of 
the  trusts,  and  should  yearly  pay  the  residue  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits 
thereof  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  Ashover  school,  standing  on 
Ashover  Hill,  and  his  successors,  for  the  time  being,  for  instructing  poor  boys 
and  girls,  the  children  of  poor  persons  residing  within  the  said  parish,  in 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  for  providing  the  said  children  with  books 
and  other  articles  requisite  for  that  purpose,  and  for  teaching  them  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Christian  religion,  the  boys  and  girls  to  be  elected,  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  trustees,  and  to  be  the  children  of  poor  persons  residing  within  the 
said  parish  of  Ashover ; and  it  was  directed,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be 

reduced 
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reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  elect  so  many  other  fit  persons,  resident 
within  the  county  of  Derby,  and  of  good  credit,  to  be  trustees,  together  with 
such  survivors  as  should  make  up  the  number  of  eight  trustees  ; and  that  a con- 
veyance of  the  trust  premises  should  be  made  accordingly. 

All  of  the  above-mentioned  trustees  are  living,  except  Joseph  Graham. 

The  closes  called  Marsh  Flats,  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Miss  Jemima 
Nodder,  as  yearly  tenant,  (who  was  the  best  bidder  at  an  auction  held  for  letting 
them),  at  a good  rent  of  12/.  per  annum. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  income  arising  from  the  above-mentioned 
donations  to  this  school : —

This  school  has  of  late  years  been  principally  under  the  management  of 
the  above-mentioned  William  Milnes,  esq. 

Previously  to  the  year  1821,  when  Mr.  Gisborne’s  donation  came  into 
operation,  an  annual  sum  of  9/.  12  5.  which  was  composed,  partly  of  the  permanent 
income  of  the  school,  and  partly  of  annual  subscriptions,  was  paid  to  a school- 
master for  teaching  20  poor  children  to  read.  At  Lady-day  1821,  the  school- 
master’s salary  was  raised  to  15/.,  on  condition  that  he  should  teach  the  same 
number  of  scholars  writing  and  arithmetic,  in  addition  to  reading.  At  Lady- 
day  1822,  it  was  again  raised  to  21/. ; and  at  Lady-day  1825,  it  was  lowered  to 
18/.,  at  which  amount  it  continued  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry.  The  children 
are  usually  appointed  by  the  trustees,  under  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  deed, 
resident  in  Ashover. 

The  schoolroom  being  an  ancient  building,  and  in  a very  high  situation, 
requires  frequent  repairs,  which  are  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  of  the  school. 
The  building  is  stated  to  be  now  in  fair  condition.  Mr.  William  Milnes  pro- 
duced an  account,  commencing  in  1789,  entitled,  “ Ashover  School,  in  account 
with  Messrs.  William  and  John  Milnes,”  comprehending  on  the  one  side,  the 
receipts  arising  from  the  permament  income  of  the  charity  and  from  subscrip- 
tions, until  the  time  of  Mr.  Gisborne’s  donation  ; and  on  the  other  side,  the 
payments  made  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  for  the  repairs  of  the  school  premises. 
At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  there  was  a balance  due  from  the  charity  to  the  late 
firm  of  Messrs.  William  and  John  Milnes,  of  14/.  145.  11  d.-,  but  at  the  same 
time  there  were  arrears  due  of  some  of  the  above-mentioned  rent-charges,  to  the 
amount  of  10/.  17$. 

The  trustees  named  in  Mr.  Gisborne’s  deed  have  met  only  once  since  that 
deed  was  executed,  which  was  for  the  purpose  of  letting  the  Marsh  Flats. 

It  seems  desirable  that  meetings  of  these  trustees  should  be  holden  at  stated 
periods,  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  the  children,  and  ascertaining  that  the 
schoolmaster  performs  his  duties. 


Sleigh’s  Charity. 

The  before-mentioned  Samuel  Sleigh , by  his  will,  in  1GS4,  in  addition  to  his 
donations  to  the  school,  directed  that  the  persons  to  whom  his  lands  called 
King’s  Lant  and  Little  Meadow  should  come,  should  pay  205.  yearly,  for  ever, 
to  the  minister  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Ashover,  for  the  relief  of  the  most 
impotent  and  aged  poor  there,  to  be  distributed  yeaily,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
minister  and  overseers. 

This  annual  sum  is  now  paid  by  the  trustees  of  the  late  Sir  W.  Hunloke’s 
estate,  of  which  the  premises  charged  therewith  form  a part. 

The  application  of  this  annuity  will  be  stated  in  the  following  account  of 
Hodgkinson’s  charity. 

Hodgkinson’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Hodglcinson,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  22d  December  1733,  gave 
60/.  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  the  produce  whereof  was  to  be  applied,  first,  in 
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purchasing  eight  penny  loaves,  to  be  given  on  every  Sunday,  to  eight  poor  inha- 
bitants within  the  parish  of  Ashover,  such  as  should  be  of  religious  life,  and 
should  attend  the  church,  and  the  residue  to  be  distributed  in  bread,  on  Christ- 
mas-day,  Good  Friday,  and  Easter  Sunday,  at  the  discretion  of  the  rector  for 
the  time  being. 

This  legacy  of  60/.  does  not  appear  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
land,  as  directed  by  the  donor.  It  is  mentioned,  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns 
of  1786,  as  being  then  vested  in  the  liev.  Lawrence  Bourne,  who  was  formerly 
rector  of  Ashover;  but  the  amount  of  the  income  then  derived  from  it  is  not 
specified  in  the  Returns. 

An  annual  sum  of  2/.  2 s.  is  now  paid  (in  respect,  as  it  is  supposed,  of  the 
interest  of  this  sum)  by  Miss  Jemima  Nodder,  who  is  in  possession  of  an  estate 
in  Ashover,  called  the  Marsh  Green  Estate,  which  was  formerly  the  property  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bourne,  the  great  uncle  of  Miss  Nodder ; but  it  does  not  appear 
that  this  payment  was  ever  charged  on  that  estate,  or  that  any  security  has  ever 
been  given  for  Mrs.  Hodgkinson’s  legacy,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
any  further  information  relating  to  it. 

A distribution  is  made  of  15  penny  loaves  every  Sunday,  and  24  additional 
penny  loaves  are  also  given  on  Christmas-day,  on  Good  Friday,  and  on  Easter 
Sunday.  The  accurate  annual  cost  of  this  bread  would  be  31.  11  s.,  but  only 
31.  8 s.  per  annum  is  paid  to  the  baker  who  provides  it,  which  is  composed  of  If. 
arising  from  Sleigh’s  charity;  cZl.  2 s.  from  Hodgkinson’s  charity,  and  6s.  added 
from  the  poor’s  rates.  These  payments  have  been  the  same  for  many  years. 

The  bread  is  given  away  at  the  church,  after  service,  to  nine  poor  widows, 
considered  the  greatest  objects  of  charity,  who  are  appointed  by  the  rector, 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  as  vacancies  occur,  and  who,  after  their  appoint- 
ment receive  the  bread  during  their  lives,  if  they  continue  resident  in  Ashover. 


Charities  of  Bunting  and  others. 

Charities  of  tablet  in  the  church  states,  that  John  Bunting , by  his  will,  bearing  date 

unting  an  o,  ers.  j^h  March  1666,  gave  1 5 s.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  issuing  out  of 
lands  at  Peasenhurst,  whereof  the  sum  of  10  s.  was  to  be  distributed  on  Saint 
John’s  day,  and  5 s.  on  St.  Margaret’s  day,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

Also,  that  George  Bower,  of  Goss  Hall,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  24th  January 
1677,  gave  lOs.  per  annum,  issuing  out  of  Stancliff  or  Stanesly  Fess  grounds,  to 
be  paid  to  30  of  the  poorest  housekeepers  in  the  parish  of  Ashover,  ten  days 
before  Christmas,  by  the  owner  of  Goss  Hall. 

Also,  that  Thomas  Colton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  28th  December  1715,  gave 
5 s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  a piece  of  land,  called  Longcroft,  to 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Mill  Town  quarter,  to  be  by  them  given,  in  bread, 
on  24th  December. 

William  Milnes,  esquire,  as  the  agent  of  Lady  Banks,  distributes  annually,  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day,  11.  5 s.  in  money,  and  bread  to  the  value  of  10  s.  amongst 
poor  persons  of  Ashover,  selected  by  himself,  being  in  the  whole  5 s.  more  than 
the  annual  amount  of  the  three  above-mentioned  donations. 

Lady  Banks  is  the  owner  of  the  lands  called  Stancliff  Grounds,  mentioned  in 
the  above  account  of  Bower’s  charity,  and  a part  of  her  Overton  estate,  was  for- 
merly the  property  of  James  Calton.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  part  of  this 
distribution  is  made  in  respect  of  the  two  last  mentioned  donations.  Lady  Banks 
is  not  the  owner  of  any  lands  at  Peasenhurst,  mentioned  in  the  account  of 
Bunting’s  charity,  in  the  tablet.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786, 
his  charity  is  stated  to  be  then  vested  in  Adam  Slater,  who  was,  as  we  are 
informed,  the  owner  of  the  Peasenhurst  estate.  That  estate  is  now  divided 
amongst  various  proprietors,  and  no  distribution  to  the  poor  is  now  made  out  of 
it.  It  may  therefore  be  doubted,  whether  Bunting’s  donation  of  15 s.  per 
annum  has  not  been  lost,  and  whether  the  annual  sum  of  1/.,  beyond  the  account 
of  Bower’s  and  Calton’s  charity,  is  not  derived  from  some  other  source. 
Mr.  W.  Milnes  states,  that  he  has  understood  that  a part  of  Lady  Banks’s 
distribution  is  made  in  respect  of  a gift  of  one  of  the  Hodgkinson  family, 
but  that  he  never  heard  any  further  particulars  of  that  gift. 

The  poor  of  all  the  four  quarters  of  Ashover,  called  Ashover  Quarter,  Overend 
Quarter,  Alton  Quarter,  and  Mill  Town  Quarter,  partake  of  the  distribution  ; 
but  no  particular  portion  is  allotted  to  those  of  Mill  Town  Quarter,  in  respect 
of  Calton’s  charity. 


Gisborne’s 
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Gisborne’s  Charity. 

The  rectory  of  Ashover  is  one  of  the  places  entitled  to  partake  of  the  Ashover. 
Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity  to  the  poor;  for  the  particulars  of  which,  — 

see  Bakewell.  The  distribution  of  the  portion  received  by  the  rector  is  ^ °'nes  ' lltn 
confined  to  the  four  quarters  of  Ashover  above-mentioned,  the  chapelry  of 
Dethick,  within  this  parish,  being  entitled  to  a distinct  share  of  the  charity. 

CHAPELRY  OF  DETHICK. 

Allyn’s  Charity. 

Francis  Allyn,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1663,  gave  the  yearly  sum  Dethick. 

of  40^.,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  messuage  or  tenement  in  - — - 

Lea,  towards  maintaining  a godly  preaching  minister  at  the  chapel  of  Dethick  ; A%ns  Charity, 
and  if  there  should  not  be  a preaching  minister  at  that  chapel,  he  gave  the 
yearly  sum  of  105.,  out  of  the  said  405.,  to  the  poor  people  of  the  Lea,  Over- 
howay  and  Nether-howay,  and  directed,  that  the  other  305.  should  remain  to 
the  use  of  them  that  should  enjoy  the  said  messuage  or  tenement,  until  there 
should  be  a minister  to  preach  in  the  said  chapel ; and  he  also  gave  to  the  said 
poor  people  that  should  be,  from  time  to  time,  in  Lea,  Over-howay  and 
Nether-howay,  the  yearly  sum  of  105.,  to  be  paid  to  them  by  those  who  should 
enjoy  his  said  messuage  or  tenement,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  overseers  of  his  will,  their  heirs  and  successors,  on  21st 

December  yearly,  or  about  that  time,  for  ever  ; and  for  default  of  payment  of 

any  of  the  said  sums,  he  empowered  the  overseers  of  his  will,  their  heirs  and 
successors,  to  distrain  on  any  part  of  his  said  messuage  or  tenement,  or  any 
of  the  lands  thereto  belonging,  for  the  said  sums,  as  a rent-charge ; and  he 
appointed  Anthony  Wood,  Thomas  Allyn,  and  Robert  Allyn,  their  heirs  and 
successors,  to  be  overseers  of  his  will. 

The  estate  in  the  hamlet  of  Lea,  in  this  chapelry,  charged  by  Mr.  Allyn’s  will 
with  the  above-mentioned  payment,  is  now  the  property  of  William  Shore 
Nightingale,  esquire,  whose  agent  pays  the  annual  sum  of  405.  to  the  minister 
of  Dethick,  and  the  annual  sum  of  105.  to  a baker,  for  providing  20  sixpenny 
loaves,  which  are  distributed,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  to  poor  persons  of  the 
hamlets  of  Lee  and  Holloway,  appointed  by  Mr.  Nightingale,  if  resident  at  his 
house  at  Holloway,  and  if  not  by  his  agent. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell.  Gisborne’s  Charity. 


PARISH  OF  BARLBROUGIL 


Godley’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Godfrey  Godley , who 
died  in  1629,  left  30/.,  the  interest  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
yearly,  on  Good  Friday. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1/.  105.  is  paid  by  the  Rev.  Cornelius  Heathcote  Reaston 
Rodes,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  on  Good  Friday,  the  same  sum  having  been 
paid  by  his  family  as  far  back  as  the  year  1757-

Christopher  Slater’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  church  tablet,  that  Christopher  Slater,  who  died  in  March  Christopher  Slater’s 
1649,  left  1/.  to  be  paid  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day.  Charity. 

In  respect  of  this  charity",  the  sum  of  5 s.  is  now  paid  by  the  Rev.  C.  H.  R. 

Rodes,  as  being  charged  on  some  part  of  his  estate  in  Barlbrough,  and  the 

sum  of  6s.  8 d.  is  paid  by  Mr.  G.  Gosling,  the  tenant  of Houldsworth, 

esquire,  as  being  charged  on  a farm  in  Barlbrough,  containing  about 
50  acres. 

The  residue  of  the  yearly  income  of  this  charity  has  been  unpaid  many 
years.  In  a book,  containing  the  accounts  of  these  charities,  a sum  of  65.  8 d. 
besides  the  two  above-mentioned  sums,  is  entered  from  1758  to  1762,  as  pay- 
able by  Mr.  Stainforth  in  respect  of  this  charity,  but  in  each  year  is  added 
“ unpaid,”  and  no  more  than  11 5.  8 d.  per  annum  appears  to  have  been  since 
received. 


The  sums  received  in  respect  of  the  two  charities  above  mentioned  are 
distributed,  the  former  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  latter  on  St.  Thomas’s  day, 
with  the  produce  of  the  following  charities.

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Charities  of  Cooke  and  others. 

The  folio  wing  benefactions  to  the  poor  are  also  mentioned  in  the  church 
tablet : — 

William  Cooke,  who  died  in  1640,  left  20/.,  the  interest  to  be  given  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish,  for  ever. 

John  Johnson,  who  died  December  12,  1649,  gave  10/.  for  the  use  of  the 
poor,  for  ever. 

William  Machon,  gave  by  his  will,  4/.,  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  yearly,  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day. 

Frances  Heppenstall,  widow,  who  died  in  1662,  gave  20/.,  the  interest  to 
be  given  to  the  poor,  yearly,  on  Good  Friday. 

George  Machon,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  August  1 6,  1667,  left  51.  to  be 
given  to  the  poor,  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

William  Bright,  sen.  in  1708,  gave  by  his  will  61. 

William  Share,  sen.  in  1712,  gave  by  his  will  4/. 

John  Vaughan,  in  1714,  gave  by  his  will  51. 

John  Wood,  February  1,  1731,  gave  by  his  will  10/. 

John  Norborn,  in  1760,  according  to  the  request  of  Martha  Watkinson, 
gave  4/. 

Gervas  Taylor,  in  1763,  gave  by  his  will  51. 

And  John  Farr,  in  1764,  according  to  the  request  of  his  father,  gave  10/. 


Of  the  two  last  legacies  nothing  is  now  known  ; and  it  is  not  improbable  that 
they  were  distributed  immediately  after  the  deaths  of  the  respective  donors. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  the  three  first  of  the  above-mentioned 
donations  are  stated  to  have  been  laid  out  in  land,  and  it  seems  probable  that 
the  premises  comprized  in  the  following  conveyance  to  new  trustees,  were  pur- 
chased therewith,  although  in  the  recitals  contained  therein,  the  name  of  William 
Cooke  only  is  mentioned. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  11  and  12  August  1762, 
between  John  Bright  of  Retford  (great  grandson  and  heir  at  law  of  William 
Bright,  late  of  Barlbrough,  who  survived  William  Johnson,  Thomas  Chambers 
and  George  Machon,  his  co-trustees),  of  the  one  part ; and  John  Norborn  the 
elder,  John  Norborn  the  younger,  Thomas  White,  Gervas  Radley  and  John 
Siberry,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  under  a charity,  founded  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  1st,  by  William  Cooke,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
said  parish  of  Barlbrough,  the  said  William  Johnson  and  others,  with  the  said 
William  Bright,  became  seised  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  in  trust, 
with  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  succour  and  relieve  the  impotent 
poor  people,  which  should  be  inhabiting  at  any  time  after  the  death  of  the  said 
William  Cooke  in  Barlbrough,  or  within  the  parish  thereof,  on  such  days  as  they 
should  receive  the  same,  and  to  make  a true  account  of  their  disbursements  on 
every  St.  Stephen’s  day,  and  Monday  in  Easter  week,  to  such  of  the  parishioners 
as  should  be  willing  to  hear  the  same,  at  the  parish  church  of  Barlbrough  ; and 
on  further  trust,  that  whenever  three  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  dead,  or 
should  have  departed  out  of  the  town  of  Barlbrough  to  dwell  elsewhere,  the 
chief  or  more  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  should  elect  four  other 
persons  ; and  that  the  remaining  trustees  should  convey  the  said  trust  estate  to 
the  use  of  themselves  and  such  four  persons ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  John 
Norborn  the  elder,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  had  been  appointed 
by  the  said  inhabitants  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  charities,  the  said  John  Bright 
conveyed  two  dwelling-houses  in  Barlbrough,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Edward 
Woodhead  and  John  Scales,  and  a close  in  Barlbrough,  formerly  called  the 
Pit  Close,  but  then  the  Poor  Close,  containing,  by  estimation  three  acres  and 
a half,  to  the  said  John  Narborn  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts 
above  mentioned. 

There  are  amongst  the  parish  documents  various  old  deeds,  dated  in  1628, 
1650,  and  1673,  in  which  the  charity  of  William  Cooke  is  mentioned  ; but  they 
appear  to  have  been  intended  merely  as  securities  for  the  sum  of  20/.  with 
interest,  payable  half-yearly,  within  ten  days  before  Good  Friday,  and  ten  days 
before  St.  Thomas’s  day,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  on  such  days  as  the  same 
should  be  received. 

It  appears,  from  an  entry  in  the  before-mentioned  book,  containing  the 
accounts  of  the  charities,  commencing  in  1707,  that  on  the  23d  September  in

And  it  is  stated  that  the  above  sums,  and  a sum  of  4/.  given  by  Martha  Watkin- 
son,  had  been  left  at  different  times,  the  interest  to  be  divided  amongst  the  poor, 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  and  Good  Friday;  and 
that  it  was  then  agreed,  at  a vestry  meeting,  to  pull  down  two  old  houses  belonging 
to  the  parish,  and  to  erect  two  new  houses  on  the  site  thereof,  with  the  above- 
mentioned  sums;  the  annual  profits  arising  from  which  houses  should  be  distri- 
buted amongst  the  poor,  on  Saint  Thomas  day  and  Good  Friday,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  interest  on  the  said  sums  had  been  usually  distributed ; and  it  was 
further  agreed  to  give  951.  and  the  old  materials  to  J.  Norborn  to  complete  the 
said  houses  in  a workmanlike  manner,  and  to  add  to  the  above-mentioned  sums, 
from  other  sources,  sufficient  to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  the  said  95 1. 

The  houses  mentioned  in  this  entry  appear  to  be  the  same  as  are  described  in 
the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  1762. 

From  the  commencement  of  the  accounts  in  the  before-mentioned  book,  rents 
appear  to  have  been  received  for  a close  and  two  houses ; the  amount  of  these 
rents  was,  in  1777,  raised  to  61.  7 s.  per  annum,  and  so  continued  till  the  period 
of  the  Barlbrough  inclosure,  which  took  place  under  an  Act  of  Parliament 
passed  in  179-5. 

By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  that  Act,  which  bears  date  15th 
September  1798,  an  allotment  of  7a.  2r.  3p.  on  Hollingwood  Common,  was  set 
out  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  exchange  for  the  premises  they  had  pre- 
viously held,  and  which  are  described  in  the  award  as  a close  called  The  Poor’s 
Close,  containing  3 a.  1r.  23p.  and  a house,  garden  and  yard,  containing  36 
perches.  An  allotment  of  3 a.  & 5 p.  was  also,  by  the  same  award,  allotted  to 
the  overseers,  in  lieu  of  all  their  interest  in  the  lands  directed  to  be  inclosed. 

The  expense  of  fencing  these  allotments  was  defrayed  out  of  the  rents,  which 
were  for  a short  time  reserved  for  that  purpose.  The  land  is  now  in  the  occu- 
pation of  George  Haynes,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10 l.  per  annum. 

This  rent  is  carried  to  the  same  account  with  the  small  charities  before  men- 
tioned; and  one  moiety  of  the  rent,  with  the  sum  of  1 l.  105.  paid  in  respect  of 
Godley’s  charity,  is  distributed  on  Good  Friday;  and  the  other  moiety  of  the  rent, 
with  the  sum  of  11 5.  8 d.  paid  in  respect  of  Christopher  Slater’s  charity,  is  distri- 
buted on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  poor  persons  not  receiving  parochial 
relief,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  1 s.  to  7-?- ; a small  sum,  not  exceeding  105, 
being  deducted  for  expenses. 


George  Slater’s  Charity. 

On  the  church  tablet  it  is  stated,  that  George  Slater,  of  Egmanton,  who  died 
in  1640,  left  1 /.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  on  Good  Friday,  every  year. 

The  yearly  sum  of  205.  is  received  from  Mr.  John  Staniforth,  the  owner  of 
an  estate  in  Barlbrough,  or  his  tenant ; and  the  amount  is  distributed,  on  Good 
Friday,  amongst  eight  poor  widows;  in  sums  of  25.  6d.  to  each. 

Margaret  and  Mary  Pole’s  Hospital. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  11th  October  1752,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  be- 
tween Margaret  Pole  and  Mary  Pole,  of  the  one  part ; and  Francis  Bower,  Samuel 
Yate,  Gervase  Gardiner,  John  Foljambe,  John  Bromehead,  Jonathan  Bromehead, 
and  Godfrey  Machon,  of  the  other  part;  reciting,  that  the  said  Margaret  and 
Mary  Pole  had  erected  a messuage  or  building  on  the  site  of  a dwelling-house 
formerly  called  Wragg’s  House,  and  on  the  site  of  a dwelling-house  then  lately 
in  the  possession  of  Mary  Naylor,  and  on  the  south-east  corner  of  a close  called 
the  Hall  Orchard,  in  the  parish  of  Barlbrough,  and  had  inclosed  and  laid  to  such 
building,  on  the  north  side  thereof,  a piece  of  ground,  containing  in  length, 
from  east  to  west,. 48  feet,  and  in  breadth,  from  south  to  north,  43  feet,  and  had 
likewise  erected  a building  on  or  adjoining  to  the  last  mentioned  piece  of  ground ; 
and  reciting,  that  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole  were  desirous  that  the  said 
liep.

( habitation  of  such  persons  as  were  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  that  the  said

continued.  ’ persons,  and  that  the  building  erected  thereon,  should  be  used  as  a house  of  office 

^ / for  them ; and  reciting  that  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole  were  desirous  of 

making  a provision  for  the  poor  persons  who  should  from  time  to  time  be  placed  in 
the  said  hospital;  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole  granted 
to  the  said  Francis  Bower  and  the  other  parties,  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
the  said  messuage  lately  erected  by  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole,  and  the 
said  piece  of  ground  inclosed  and  laid  thereto,  and  the  said  building  erected  and 
adjoining  to  the  said  piece  of  land,  for  a house  of  office,  and  a messuage  or 
tenement  situate  at  Froggatt,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  wherein  Thomas  Worrall 
then  dwelt,  and  the  several  closes  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Malt  House 
Croft,  the  Bridge  End  Croft,  the  Meadow  behind  the  Stable,  the  Meadow  behind 
the  Barn,  the  Near  Holme,  the  Far  Holme,  the  Holme  under  Stoke,  the  Great 
Spring,  the  Little  Spring,  the  Dyche  Close,  the  William  Field,  the  Long  Field, 
the  Three  Coat  Wood  Closes  otherwise  Shalley  Fields,  the  Butterstone,  the 
two  Springs,  the  Pasture  below  the  Barn,  and  the  Far  Field,  the  said  closes, 
containing  in  the  whole,  by  estimation,  4*6  acres,  on  trust,  that  the  said  Francis 
Bower  and  others,  and  such  other  persons  as  should  be  appointed  trustees,  under 
the  proviso  thereinafter  contained,  should  permit  the  said  messuage  at  Barl- 
brough to  be  used  as  an  hospital  or  almshouse  for  the  habitation  of  six  poor 
persons,  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole,  during  their  lives, 
'and  by  the  survivor  of  them,  and  after  her  decease,  by  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them;  the  said  poor  persons  to  be  parishioners  of  Barlbrough,  and 
such  as  should  be  reputed  of  an  honest,  chaste  and  sober  conversation,  and 
should  profess  the  religion  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  such  as,  by  reason  of 
age  or  infirmities,  should  not  be  able  to  work  and  get  their  own  living  ; and  that 
they  should  permit  the  before-mentioned  piece  of  ground  to  be  occupied  by  the 
said  poor  persons  as  a garden,  in  such  shares  as  the  trustees  should  from  time 
to  time  allot,  and  should  permit  the  said  building  erected  on  the  said  piece  of 
ground  to  be  used  as  a house  of  office,  and  on  trust,  that  the  trustees  should, 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuage  and  premises  at  Froggatt,  pay 
and  allow  weekly  to  each  of  the  said  poor  persons,  towards  their  support  and 
maintenance,  the  sum  of  2-s.  and  should  also  provide  for  each  of  them,  yearly, 
two  stack  loads  of  coals,  and  should,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  rents,  keep  the  hos- 
pital or  almshouse  and  building,  together  with  the  well-buckets,  and  ropes  therein- 
after mentioned,  in  good  repair,  and  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits 
to  and  amongst  such  poor  persons,  being  parishioners  of  Barlbrough,  and  not 
relieved  by  that  parish,  as  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole,  during  their  lives, 
and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  after  their  deceases,  the  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  nominate;  and  it  was  declared,  that  the  trustees  should, 
in  the  first  place,  out  of  the  rents,  reimburse  themselves  their  necessary  expenses 
in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  ; and  that  such  poor  persons  as  should  be  chosen 
into  the  said  hospital,  should  be  absolutely  governed  by  such  rules  and  orders  as 
should  be  made  and  assigned  by  the  said  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole,  or  the 
survivor,  and  after  their  deceases,  by  the  major  part  of  the  trustees,  and  which 
should  be  fixed  up  in  the  most  public  part  of  the  said  hospital ; and  that  when 
it  should  happen  that  a maiden  or  bachelor,  and  a widow  or  widower,  equally 
qualified  in  other  respects,  should  be  candidates  to  be  elected  into  the  said 
hospital,  the  maiden  or  bachelor  should  always  have  the  preference  ; and  that  if 
two  maidens  or  bachelors,  widows  or  widowers,  equally  qualified,  should  offer 
themselves  to  be  elected,  the  elder  of  such  poor  persons  should  always  be 
preferred  before  the  younger ; and  that  if  there  should  be  no  maidens,  bachelors, 
widows  or  widowers,  who  should  be  proper  objects  of  the  said  charity,  and 
a man  and  his  wife,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  should  offer  themselves  to  be  elected, 
then  and  in  such  case  only  the  said  man  and  his  wife  might  be  admitted  into  the 
hospital,  but  should  be  considered,  in  their  stipend,  as  a single  person  only ; 
and  it  was  provided,  that  when  four  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead  or  removed 
from  their  habitations,  and  should  reside  at  20  computed  miles  from  Barlbrough, 
the  surviving  or  remaining  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should,  within  40 
days  after  the  death  or  removal  of  the  last  of  such  four  trustees,  or,  if  prevented 
by  unavoidable  accident,  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  could,  elect  four  other 
trustees,  Protestants,  and  professing  the  religion  of  the  Church  of  England,  to 
act  in  the  place  of  those  who  should  be  dead  or  removed,  and  that  the  sur- 
viving 
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viving  or  remaining  trustees  should  convey  the  premises  to  such  four  new 
trustees,  to  the  use  of  them  and  the  surviving  or  remaining  trustees,  and 
their  heirs,  on  the  like  trusts,  and  so  from  time  to  time  after  the  death  or 
removal  of  any  four  of  the  trustees ; and  it  was  declared,  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  poor  persons  placed  in  the  said  hospital,  to  draw  and  carry  away 
as  much  water  as  they  should  use  there  out  of  a well  in  a fold  called  Wragg’s 
Fold,  the  trustees  keeping  the  said  well  in  repair,  and  providing  ropes  and 
buckets  for  drawing  water  out  of  the  said  well. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  made  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  the  13th  and  14th  March  1824,  whereby  the  Rev.  Peter  Acklom 
Reaston,  of  Barlbrough,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  of  Eckington,  and  the 
Rev.  Francis  Foxlow,  of  Staveley,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  under  indentures 
of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  October  1809,  conveyed  the 
hospital  and  other  premises  at  Barlbrough,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1752,  and 
a parcel  of  land,  containing  2a.  1r.  8p.,  in  Barlbrough,  theretofore  part  of 
Barlbrough  common,  and  awarded  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  hospital  by  the 
commissioners,  under  an  Act  for  inclosing  the  open  fields  and  commons  within 
the  manor  of  Barlbrough,  marked  in  the  plan  referred  to  in  their  award, 
No.  19,  and  that  part  of  an  ancient  inclosure,  theretofore  belonging  to  Cornelius 
Heathcote  Rodes,  esquire,  called  Briery  Field,  containing  35  perches,  then  laid 
to  the  last-mentioned  allotment;  which  parcel  of  land  was  awarded  to  the  said 
trustees  by  the  said  commissioners,  in  exchange  for  another  allotment  awarded 
to  them  on  Barlbrough  common,  and  afterwards  awarded  to  the  said  Cornelius 
Heathcote  Rodes,  in  lieu  of  the  said  part  of  his  ancient  inclosure  ; and  also  the 
messuage  and  lands  at  Froggatt,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1752,  to  the  use  of 
themselves,  and  of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Ricketts,  of  Eckington,  the  Rev. 
Cornelius  Heathcote  Reaston,  of  Barlbrough,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford 
Bromehead,  of  Eckington,  and  Ralph  Hodgkinson,  of  Netherthorpe,  on  the 
trusts  declared  by  the  deed  of  1752. 

Of  these  trustees,  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Reaston,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Hodgkinson,  have  died  since  the  last  trust  deed  was  made.  The 
Rev.  Frederick  Ricketts  did  not  execute  that  deed,  and  he  is  not  now  resident 
at  Eckington,  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Barlbrough. 

The  hospital,  which  is  situate  in  the  village  of  Barlbrough,  consists  of  six 
dwellings,  of  two  rooms  each,  with  a small  garden  allotted  to  each  dwelling. 

The  other  property  of  the  charity  is  as  follows  : — 

1.  — A close  in  Barlbrough,  comprising  the  two  parcels  of  land  mentioned  in 
the  trust  deed  of  1824  as  having  been  awarded  to  the  trustees,  containing  in  the 
whole  2 a.  2r.  3p.,  in  the  occupation  of  Mary  Milner,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a good  rent  of  2/.  155.  per  annum. 

2.  — A farm  at  Froggatt,  in  the  chapelry  of  Baslow,  consisting  of  a house  and 
outbuildings,  and  about  46  acres  of  land,  late  in  the  occupation  of  Robert 
Worrall,  who  had  died  very  shortly  before  the  time  of  our  investigation  (April 
1827),  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  65  /.  per  annum.  In  1811,  the  rent  was 
raised  from  49/.  to  75/.,  and  a sum  of  7 6/.  was,  at  the  same  time,  expended 
by  the  trustees  on  the  farm  buildings,  which  are  stated  to  be  now  in  good 
condition  ; but  in  1822  the  rent  was  lowered  to  its  present  amount. 

3.  — An  allotment  made  to  the  trustees  by  the  commissioners  for  inclosing  the 
common  lands  of  Baslow,  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1824,  containing 
33  a.  3r.  23p.,  being  part  of  the  commons  of  Froggatt,  which  was  occupied  by 
the  same  tenant  to  the  time  of  his  death,  without  the  payment  of  any  rent,  in 
consideration  of  the  allotment  having  been  fenced  at  his  expense.  The  annual 
value  of  this  allotment  is  not  accurately  stated,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  rent 
of  it  will  make  a valuable  addition  to  the  income  of  the  charity.  The  charges 
of  the  commissioners  of  this  inclosure,  on  account  of  the  charity  land,  amounted 
to  27/.  I85.  6d. 

For  the  last  10  or  12  years,  the  rents  have  been  received,  the  payments 
made,  the  accounts  kept,  and  the  ahnspeople  appointed,  with  the  approbation 
of  his  co-trustees,  by  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Reaston,  lately  deceased,  who  was  the 
rector  of  Barlbrough.  Meetings  of  the  trustees  have  been  held  occasionally, 
but  not  at  regular  periods,  for  auditing  the  accounts.  The  last  audit  took 
place  in  October  1824,  comprising  the  accounts  from  April  1822  to  that  time, 
when  there  appears  to  have  been  a balance,  in  favour  of  the  charity,  of 
29/.  8s.  11  d. 
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Barlbrough. 


Margaret  and  Mary 
Pole’s  Hospital,

In  consequence  of  the  infirm  state  of  health  of  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Reaston,  which 
since  the  time  of  our  investigation  has  terminated  in  his  death,  we  were  unable 
to  obtain  a statement  of  the  accounts  since  the  time  of  the  last  audit ; but  we 
are  informed,  that  the  trustees  propose  to  hold  a meeting,  very  shortly,  for  the 
purpose  of  auditing  the  accounts  since  October  1824. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigation,  all  the  six  inhabitants  of  the  hospital  were 
poor  widows  of  Barlbrough  ; but  it  appears  from  the  deed  of  1752  to  have  been 
the  intention  of  the  ladies  who  founded  it,  that  maidens  and  bachelors  should  be 
preferred  to  widows  and  widowers,  if  equally  qualified. 

Each  almswoman  now  receives  3 s.  6 d.  per  week,  and  twice  in  the  year  a cart 
load  of  coals,  the  expense  of  which,  including  the  carriage  of  them,  amounts  in 
the  whole  to  rather  more  than  10/.  per  annum.  The  hospital  is  kept  in  repair 
out  of  the  rents,  and  is  now  in  good  condition.  The  weekly  allowance,  which 
was  by  the  foundation  deed  appointed  to  be  2 s.  has  been  increased  from  time  to 
time,  and  no  part  of  the  rents  has  of  late  years  been  given  to  other  poor  persons 
of  Barlbrough.  As  the  almspeople  receive  no  parochial  relief,  the  trustees  have 
probably  considered  themselves  authorized  to  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the 
rents  in  this  augmentation  of  their  allowances,  as  being  proportioned  to  the 
increased  expense  of  their  maintenance. 

In  the  last  audited  account,  a sum  of  6 /.  5 s.  is  stated  to  have  been  received 
from  the  late  Cornelius  Heathcote  llodes,  esquire,  for  five  years  interest,  due 
in  January  1822  ; and  on  New  Year’s  day  in  1823  and  1824,  a sum  of  1 1.  5 s. 
the  yearly  amount  of  this  interest,  appears  to  have  been  divided  amongst  the 
inhabitants  of  the  almshouse.  We  are  informed,  that  this  interest  was  paid  by 
Mr.  Rodes,  in  respect  of  a sum  of  25  /.,  either  given  or  left  by  will,  for  the 
benefit  of  this  hospital,  by  Mr.  John  Heathcote , the  half  brother  of  Mr.  Rodes, 
and  that  this  sum  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Cornelius  Heathcote  Reaston 
Rodes.  When  the  accounts  are  audited,  the  interest  from  the  time  of  the  last 
receipt  thereof  ought  to  be  accounted  for.

Woodthorpe  Poor  persons  of  this  parish,  as  well  as  of  the  parish  of  Staveley,  are  eligible  to 
ospita . thg  hospital  at  Woodthorpe,  situate  in  the  last-mentioned  parish,  though  the 
benefit  thereof  has  been  of  late  years  confined  to  the  poor  of  Staveley. 


PARISH  OF  BEIGHTON. 

Jessopp’s  Charity. 

Beigbton.  William  Jessopp,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  18th  April  1666,  gave  to  John 

~ — " . Newbold,  Godfrey  Morton,  George  Jessopp,  and  Thomas  Creswick,  of  the 

essopp*  t larity . parjsj1  0f  Beighton,  and  their  heirs,  a close  in  that  parish,  called  Hie  Thorn 
Close,  containing  by  estimation  2^  acres,  and  a messuage  or  tenement,  in 
Sothall,  in  the  same  parish,  called  Wells  Yate,  with  a croft  thereunto  adjoining, 
containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  on  trust,  that  the  rent  of  the  Hie  Thorn  Close, 
and  a moiety  of  the  rent  of  Wells  house  should  be  laid  forth  by  the  said  trustees, 
for  and  towards  putting  forth  apprentice  one  of  the  poorest  children  of  the 
parish  of  Beighton,  to  some  trade  or  calling,  yearly,  for  ever ; and  that  the 
other  moiety  of  the  rent  of  Wells  house,  being  15  s.,  should  be  paid  by  the 
trustees  to  fifteen  of  the  poorest  housekeepers  within  the  said  parish,  on  20th 
December,  yearly  ; and  if  no  apprentice  should  be  ready  at  the  latter  rent  day 
of  every  year,  he  directed  that  the  former  rent  should  remain  in  the  hands  of 
the  trustees  till  the  expiration  of  one  whole  year ; and  he  gave  the  rent  of  the 
Hie  Thorn  Close,  and  the  moiety  of  the  rent  of  the  house  and  croft  at  Wells  Yate, 
to  any  person  who  should  keep  a grammar  school  for  teaching  six  poor  boys, 
so  often  and  for  so  many  years  as  there  should  not  be  an  apprentice  to  go  to 
a trade  ; and  if  there  should  be  neither  an  apprentice  to  be  put  forth,  nor 
a settled  schoolmaster  in  the  parish,  then  at  the  end  of  every  year  he  directed 
that  the  said  yearly  rents  should  be  given  to  16  impotent,  needful  or  poorest 
housekeepers  within  the  said  parish. 

We  are  informed  that  the  property  of  this  charity  is  supposed  to  be  now 
vested  in  George  Wright,  esquire,  who  is  the  owner  of  an  estate,  in  the  parish 

of 
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ofBeighton,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Jessopp  family,  as  the  heir  of  Beighton. 
Georo-e  Jessopp,  one  of  the  trustees  named  in  William  Jessopp’s  will.  - — 7 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  particulars  of  the  trust  property,  all  of  Jessopp^Charity,  ^ 
which  is  in  the  parish  of  Beighton,  and  now  in  the  occupation  of  George  v _ 
Skelton,  as  yearly  tenant.  The  rents,  which  were  raised  to  their  present  amount 
in  1815,  are  considered  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  premises  : —

2.  An  allotment  made  on  the  Beighton  Inclosure,  in  1798 

3.  A house  and  croft  at  Sothall  Green  - 
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A sum  of  about  14/.  was,  in  1816,  expended  in  the  repairs  of  the  above- 
mentioned  house,  but  it  is  stated  to  be  now  in  want  of  further  repairs. 

This  and  the  other  charities  of  this  parish,  have  been  from  the  year  1814, 
under  the  management  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dixon,  having  been  previously 
managed  by  Mr.  William  Hewitt,  who  had  up  to  that  time  resided  at  Beighton, 
but  then  removed  to  Chesterfield,  and  who  died  in  January  1827. 

The  rents  of  this  charity  have  been  received  by  Mr.  Dixon,  half-yearly,  on 
the  second  Friday  in  August  and  St.  Thomas’s  day,  and  the  mode  of  applying 
them,  both  before  and  during  the  time  of  his  management,  has  been  to  allow 
2/.  yearly,  towards  placing  out  an  apprentice,  if  an  application  has  been  made 
for  that  purpose  on  behalf  of  a poor  child  ; or  if  there  have  been  two  such  ap- 
plications to  allow  1 /.  to  each,  and  to  distribute  the  residue  of  the  rents,  or  the 
whole  of  them,  whenever  there  has  been  no  such  application,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  parish,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  stated  in  the  account  of  the 
charity  of  Morton  and  others. 

It  appears  from  a benefaction  table  in  the  church,  that  the  whole  income  of 
this  charity  was  formerly  only  2/.  15  5.  per  annum,  and  it  is  probable  that  2/. 
was  then  allowed  for  apprenticing,  and  155.  given  to  the  poor,  and  that  when 
an  increase  of  the  rents  took  place,  the  directions  of  the  donor’s  will,  as  to  the 
apportionment  of  them,  was  not  adverted  to. 

It  is  stated,  that  the  present  mode  of  applying  the  rents  is  considered  more 
beneficial  to  the  poor  than  if  a larger  portion  of  them  was  applied  in  appren- 
ticing children  ; but  it  must  be  observed,  that  it  is  not  in  conformity 
with  the  donor’s  intentions,  according  to  which  only  4/.  15  5.,  being  one  moiety 
of  the  present  rent  of  the  house,  croft  and  allotment  at  Sothall,  ought  to  be 
given  to  the  poor,  and  the  residue  of  the  income  ought  to  be  applied  in  ap- 
prenticing a poor  child,  if  there  be  any  such  in  the  parish  fit  to  be  placed  out, 
to  some  useful  trade,  and  would  probably  not  be  found  more  than  sufficient  for 
that  purpose. 

The  donor  directed,  that  if  there  should  be  no  apprentice  ready  at  the  latter 
rent-day  in  each  year,  the  portion  of  the  rents  for  that  year  applicable  to  putting 
forth  children,  should  be  paid  to  any  person  keeping  a grammar  school  for 
teaching  six  poor  boys,  and  that  this  portion  should  only  be  given  to  the  poor, 
if  there  should  be  no  apprentice  nor  any  settled  schoolmaster  in  the  parish. 
Although  there  is  no  grammar  school  at  Beighton,  yet  as  there  is  a settled 
schoolmaster  in  the  parish,  we  apprehend  that  the  above-mentioned  portion  of 
the  rents  ought  to  be  applied,  when  no  apprentice  can  be  found,  in  the  education 
of  poor  children,  instead  of  being  distributed  to  the  poor. 


Newbold’s  Charity. 

John  Newbold,  of  Hackenthorpe,  in  the  parish  of  Beighton,  by  his  will,  Newbold’s  Charity, 
bearing  date  18th  January  1699,  devised  to  his  son,  Joseph  Newbold,  John 
Jermyn,  Robert  Green,  John  Newbold  of  Beighton,  and  Henry  Lassells,  and 
their  heirs,  a close  he  had  lately  purchased  of  his  brother,  Joseph  Newbold, 
called  Grey  Stone  Close,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  in  Handsworth, 
in  the  county  of  York,  abutting  on  the  river  Carrbrook  on  the  South,  and  then 
in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Joseph  Newbold,  on  trust,  that  the  rent  of  the 
said  close,  being  405.  should  be  received  by  the  said  trustees  and  their  assigns ; 
one  moiety  towards  the  education  of  four  poor  boys,  to  any  person  who  should

keep  a grammar  school  at  Hackenthorpe  ; and  for  want  of  such  a school  there, 
then  to  the  school  at  Beighton  ; and  for  want  of  such  a school,  then  to  the 
putting  forth  an  apprentice,  one  of  the  poorest  children  of  the  parish  of  Beigh- 
ton, to  some  lawful  trade,  yearly,  and  the  other  moiety  of  the  rent  of  the  said 
close,  being  205.,  to  be  distributed  by  the  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  for 
ever,  one  moiety  thereof  on  Easter  eve,  and  the  other  moiety  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  amongst  the  most  necessitous  poor  of  the  said  village  or  hamlet  of  Hacken- 
thorpe ; and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  405.  he  directed  that 
the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should  have  power  to  enter  on  the 
said  close. 

The  land  given  by  this  donor’s  will  is  supposed  to  have  been  vested  in  the 
late  Mr.  William  Hewitt,  as  being  the  heir  of  Robert  Green,  who  is  said  to 
have  been  the  survivor  of  the  trustees  named  in  Mr.  Newbold’s  will. 

The  Grey  Stone  Close,  which  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Handsworth,  and 
contains  about  2^  acres,  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Hatham,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  5l.  5 s.  per  annum,  and  an  allotment  of  37  poles, 
made  in  respect  thereof,  on  the  inclosure  of  Handsworth  Common,  is  in  the 
occupation  of  Isaac  Adkin,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of  105.  6 cl.  per  annum. 

These  rents  are  received  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dixon,  and  one  moiety  thereof, 
being  2/.  175.  9d.,  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school  at  Beighton,  there  being 
no  grammar  school  at  Hackenthorpe,  who  in  respect  thereof  instructs  four  poor 
boys  of  this  parish. 

The  full  moiety  of  the  rents  has  been  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
year  ending  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day  1826.  Before  that  time  only  2/.  per  annum 
was  paid  to  him  out  of  the  rents,  and  no  boys  were  taught  free  in  respect  of 
that  payment.  Mr.  Dixon  states,  that  until  the  last  year,  he  was  not  aware  of 
the  donor’s  directions  for  the  application  of  the  rents,  not  having  a copy  of  his 
will.  The  residue  of  these  rents,  which  are  paid  yearly,  form  a part  of  the 
distribution  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  following 
charity,  of  which  the  poor  of  Hackenthorpe  partake. 

Charities  of  Morton  and  others. 

Godfrey  Morton  (as  appears  from  an  old  extract  from  his  will,  without  date) 
bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Beighton,  40/.,  to  be  put  out  or  laid  out 
on  land,  the  profits  or  rents  thereof  to  be  disposed  amongst  the  said  poor,  as 
should  be  thought  fit,  by  John  Newbold  of  Hackenthorpe,  John  Newbold  of 
Beighton,  Robert  Green  and  William  Spyvie,  whom  he  appointed  to  be 
trustees  thereof,  with  directions  that  they  and  their  heirs  should  see  the  same 
bestowed  to  the  most  necessary  uses  for  the  said  poor. 

A bond  was  produced  to  us,  dated  6th  June  1707,  from  'William  Spyvie  to 
John  Jermyn,  Robert  Green  and  John  Newbold,  jun.,  all  of  Beighton,  in  the 
penalty  of  120/.,  for  the  better  securing  the  title  to  part  of  a meadow  in 
Beighton,  called  the  Nearer  Salter  Furr  or  Firth,  containing  by  estimation  three 
acres,  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  said  meadow,  and  adjoining  to  Beighton 
Netherfield  ; and  also  three  acres  and  one  rood  of  arable  land,  lying  in  the 
several  town  fields  of  Beighton,  of  which  the  said  William  Spyvie,  and  Anne  his 
wife,  had  by  an  indenture  bearing  even  date  therewith,  made  and  executed  an 
estate,  in  fee  simple,  to  the  said  John  Jermyn  and  the  other  obligees,  in  trust, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Beighton. 

The  indenture  referred  to  in  the  condition  of  this  bond  cannot  now  be 
found. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  purchase  money  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  con- 
dition was  60/.,  being  one  moiety  of  the  amount  of  the  penalty  of  the  bond,  and 
that  in  addition  to  the  40/.,  given  by  the  will  of  Godfrey  Morton,  a sum  of 
20/.  was  given  to  the  poor  by  Richard  Worrall,  as  it  is  stated  on  a benefaction 
table  in  the  church,  that  the  former  gave  2/.  per  annum,  and  the  latter  1/.  per 
annum. 

Seth  Shepley  is  also  mentioned  in  the  table,  as  having  given  6s.  per  annum, 
but  it  is  not  known  whether  any  sum  given  by  him  was  included  in  this  purchase 
money,  and  there  is  no  other  document  relating  to  his  donation. 

This  property  is  also  supposed  to  have  been  vested  in  the  late  Mr.  William 
Hewitt,  as  the  heir  of  Robert  Green.  It  consists  of  a meadow  in  Beighton, 
called  Salter’s  Fur,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  and  a close  called 
Highfield  Close,  containing  3a.  1 r.  13p.,  in  the  joint  occupation  of  George 
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Skelton  and  Joseph  Hayes,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  a fair  rent  of  4>l,  10s.  for  the 
former  field,  and  4/.  10s.  for  the  latter. 

The  Highfield  Close  was  allotted  in  lieu  of  the  common  field  land,  mentioned  ^Iorton  an(j  others 
in  the  condition  of  the  bond,  on  the  inclosure  of  three  common  fields  in  the  * continued. 
parish,  one  of  which  was  called  the  High  Field,  which  took  place  many 
years  ago. 

These  rents  are  paid  half  yearly,  on  the  second  Friday  in  August,  and  Saint 
Thomas’s  day,  and  are  distributed  to  the  poor  on  the  former  of  those  days,  with 
a part  of  the  rents  of  William  Jessopp’s  charity,  and  on  the  latter,  with  a part  of 
the  same  rents,  and  the  portion  of  John  Newbold’s  charity  applicable  to  the 
poor. 

On  the  above-mentioned  days,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dixon,  with  the  assistance  of 
some  of  the  parishioners,  makes  these  distributions  at  a public  house  at  Beighton, 
amongst  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  who  attend  there  for  that  purpose,  of 
whom  some  do,  and  some  do  not,  receive  parochial  relief.  The  sums  given  are 
apportioned  amongst  them,  according  to  their  necessities,  varying  from  2s.  to  7-s., 
a small  deduction  being  made  for  the  expenses  on  each  day. 

A balance  has  usually  been  kept  in  hand,  in  case  it  should  be  required  for 
distribution  amongst  such  of  the  poor  as  are  unable  to  attend  the  meeting. 

On  St.  Thomas’s  day  1826,  there  was  a balance  remaining  in  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Dixon’s  hands,  of  8 /.  11  s.  9 d. 

Green’s  Charity. 

Robert  Green , of  Sothall,  in  the  parish  of  Beighton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  Green’s  Charity. 
24th  May  1712,  and  proved  at  Lichfield  in  the  following  year,  after  devising  all 
his  lands  to  his  wife,  Sarah  Green,  for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  the  heirs 
of  the  body  of  the  said  Sarah,  by  him  begotten  ; and  after  giving,  for  default  of 
such  issue,  certain  lands  at  Sothall  to  his  cousin,  William  Hewitt,  and  his  heirs, 
charged  with  legacies  to  his  brothers  Thomas  and  Joseph,  and  his  sisters  Mary 
and  Martha  Hewitt,  gave  to  the  said  William  Hewitt  and  John  Newbold,  and 
their  heirs,  one  acre  of  land  lying  in  the  Mean  Meadow,  near  Beighton  Mill, 
in  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such 
survivor,  should,  from  and  immediately  after  the  said  acre  of  land  should  come 
to  them,  distribute  all  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  and  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Beighton,  or  such  of  them  as  they  should  think  most  convenient, 
the  same  to  be  distributed  every  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

The  late  Mr.  William  Hewitt,  who  has  been  already  mentioned  as  having  died 
in  January  1827,  is  stated  to  have  been  the  grandson  and  heir  of  William  Hewitt, 
one  of  the  trustees  named  in  this  donor’s  will,  and  to  have  survived  John 
Newbold,  his  co-trustee. 

A memorandum,  entered  in  a book  relating  to  the  charities  of  this  parish, 
states  the  donation  of  Robert  Green  to  consist  of  1 /.  a year,  which  had  been 
payable  out  of  an  acre  of  land  in  Mean  Meadow,  but  was  then  payable  out  of 
a field  called  Davy  Gap.  This  field,  which  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Beighton, 
and  contains  3a.  1 r.  24  p.,  has  for  many  years  been  in  the  occupation  of  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Dixon,  as  the  tenant  of  the  late  Mr.  Hewitt,  who  has  annually, 
since  the  year  1819,  sent  to  Mr.  Dixon  a sufficient  quantity  of  stuff  to  make 
three  gowns  for  poor  widows,  with  money  to  pay  for  making  them,  the  whole 
expense  of  which  amounted  to  about  30  s.  per  annum,  and  who  before  that  time 
sent  annually  the  materials,  &c.  for  two  such  gowns  only,  to  the  amount  of  20  s., 
which  gowns  were  accordingly  distributed  by  Mr.  Dixon,  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day. 

Mr-  Hewitt,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  11th  January  1827,  a short  time  before 
his  death,  gave  all  his  lands  to  his  son,  Robert  Hewitt,  and  his  son-in-law,  John 
Alsop,  and  their  heirs,  as  tenants  in  common. 

By  a former  revoked  will,  dated  in  1813,  (which  was  produced  to  us  by 
Mr.  Alsop,  one  of  his  devisees),  after  reciting,  that  he  had  given  security 
for  a conveyance  being  executed  to  William  and  John  Mullins,  of  certain  fields 
in  Beighton,  called  Wells  Close,  Green  Head  Close,  and  Davy  Gap,  he 
declared,  that  in  their  security  they  had  only  one  half  of  Davy  Gap,  the  other 
half  being  had  in  exchange,  in  1733,  with  the  Duke  of  Kingston,  the  said  half 
exonerating  the  said  duke  for  one  acre  of  meadow  land,  the  rent  of  which  was 
left  by  Robert  Green,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Beighton,  to 
the  testator’s  grandfather,  William  Hewitt,  and  John  Newbold,  as  trustees,  and 
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the  survivor  of  them,  and  their  heirs,  of  whom  the  said  William  Hewitt  was  the 
survivor  ; and  after  stating,  that  the  said  half  of  Davy  Gap  was  of  much  greater 
value  than  the  acre  of  meadow,  he  appointed,  that  after  his  decease,  the  said 
half  of  Davy  Gap  should  pay  yearly,  and  stand  chargeable  with  30 5.  for  ever 
(neither  more  or  less),  to  be  given  in  three  gowns  to  three  of  the  poorest  widows 
of  Beighton. 

Since  the  time  of  our  investigation,  we  have  been  informed  by  the  Hon. 
and  Rev.  Thomas  Erskine,  vicar  of  Beighton,  that  he  has  seen  the  deed  of 
exchange  of  1733,  above  referred  to,  from  which  it  appears,  that  the  portion  of 
the  field,  called  Davy  Gap,  for  which  the  acre  of  land  in  Mean  Meadow  was 
exchanged,  was  rather  less  than  a moiety  of  that  field,  being  only  1a.  1r.  20p. 

The  trustees  of  the  acre  of  meadow  had  no  power  to  make  such  exchange  ; 
but  it  is  clear,  that  the  charity  is  now  entitled  to  that  quantity  of  land,  and  that 
the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Hewitt,  made  in  1813,  even  if  it  had  not  been  revoked 
by  his  making  a subsequent  will,  would  have  been  wholly  inoperative,  as  to  the 
intended  limitation  of  the  charity  to  a fixed  payment  of  305.  per  annum. 
A codicil  to  the  will  of  1813,  by  which  Mr.  Hewitt,  as  the  trustee  for  the  charity 
of  Robert  Green,  and  of  the  charity  of  John  Newbold,  and  of  the  before- 
mentioned  lands  purchased  by  William  Spyvie,  intended  to  appoint  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Dixon  to  act  as  trustee  thereof,  is  also  inoperative. 

It  appears  to  us,  therefore,  that  1a.  Ir.  20p.  of  Davy  Gap  ought  to  be 
measured,  and  marked  with  boundary  stones,  as  belonging  to  the  charity  ; and 
we  are  assured  that  this  shall  be  done  without  delay. 

We  have  also  suggested,  that  new  trustees  ought  to  be  appointed  of  this  and 
the  other  charities  above-mentioned,  belonging  to  this  parish  ; and  it  is  pro- 
posed, that  the  present  vicar  of  Beighton,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dixon,  George 
Wright,  esquire,  and  some  of  the  principal  parishioners,  shall  be  the  new  trustees. 
It  is  necessary  that  the  persons  in  whom  the  trust  lands  are  now  vested  should 
convey  them  to  such  trustees,  on  the  trusts  of  the  respective  charities,  and  the 
balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dixon  may  properly  be 
applied  in  defraying  the  expense  of  the  trust  deeds. 


Gisborne’s  Charity. 


Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 


School. 

School.  John  Newbold  of  Hackenthorpe’s  Gift. — We  have  already  stated  the  will 

of  this  donor  in  1699,  whereby  he  gave  one  moiety  of  the  rent  of  a close,  called 
Grey  Stone  Close,  for  the  education  of  four  poor  boys,  and  in  respect  of  which 
the  annual  sum  of  2/.  17 s.  9 d.,  being  a moiety  of  the  rent  of  that  close,  is 
now  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Beighton,  for  the  instruction  of  four  poor 
boys  thereof. 


George  Jessopp’s  Gift. — George  Jessopp,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  25th 
February  1768,  and  proved  at  Lichfield,  after  devising  a close  called  the 
Foulish  Croft  to  Robert  Wright  and  Jonathan  Bronihead,  during  the  minority 
of  their  respective  sons,  George  Wright  and  Jonathan  Bromhead,  and  011 
their  coming  of  age,  to  the  said  George  Wright  and  Jonathan  Bromhead  the 
son  and  their  heirs,  as  tenants  in  common,  or  to  such  of  them  as  should  sur- 
vive, in  case  either  should  die  under  the  age  of  twenty-one,  with  remainder 
over  to  Charles  Wright  and  his  heirs,  if  both  should  die  under  twenty-one, 
directed  that  his  said  trustees,  Robert  Wright  and  Jonathan  Bromhead,  should 
pay  to  the  master  of  the  school  of  Beighton,  for  the  time  being,  40  5.  per 
annum,  out  of  the  profits  of  the  said  close,  for  instructing  five  poor  boys  or 
girls,  to  be  appointed  by  his  said  trustees,  until  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead 
and  George  Wright  the  son  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
then  he  directed  the  same  to  be  paid  by  them  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  out  of 
the  said  close,  and  that  they  should  have  the  nomination  of  the  said  children  ; 
and  he  thereby  charged  the  said  Foulish  Croft,  with  the  payment  thereof ; with 
power  for  the  master,  for  the  time  being,  to  enter  and  distrain  upon  the  said 
close  for  nonpayment  thereof. 

This  yearly  sum  of  405.,  although  the  gift  of  it  was  void  under  the  Act 
of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  S6,  is  paid  bv  George  Wright,  esquire,  the  owner  of  the  Foulish 
Croft,  to  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dixon,  by  whom  it  is  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster 
for  teaching  five  poor  boys.  j

The  boys  taught  in  respect  of  both  the  above-mentioned  charities  have  been 
appointed  by  Mr.  Dixon. 

John  Newbold  of  Sothall’s  Gift.— An  entry  in  the  register  of  this  parish, 
sio-ed  by  “ Francis  Creswell,  minister,”  states,  that  John  Newbold , of  Sothall, 
left  by  will  65*.  per  annum,  for  the  school  wage  of  one  boy,  to  be  chosen  by  his 
kinsman,  John  Fox,  or  his  heirs,  the  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  profits  or  rents 
arising-  from  his  messuage  and  lands  in  the  liberty  of  Beighton ; and  that 
William  Grey  bought  the  tenement,  and  three  acres  of  land,  of  the  said  John 
Fox,  who  sunk  10/.  for  the  payment  of  this  charity,  so  that  the  said  6 s. 
would  always  in  future  be  levied  from  the  aforesaid  tenement  and  land. 

This  yearly  sum  of  6s.  is  now  paid  by  the  tenant  of  Joseph  Oates,  who  is 
the  owner  of  a close  in  Beighton,  called  Batesquare,  to  the  schoolmaster,  for 
the  instruction  of  a poor  boy  or  girl,  appointed  by  the  owner  of  the  land. 

There  is  a school-room  in  this  parish,  built  on  the  land  of  Earl  Manvers,  at 
his  lordship’s  expense,  in  the  place  of  an  old  school,  which  was  pulled  down, 
and  which  also  stood  on  his  lordship’s  land.  In  this  room  a schoolmaster, 
appointed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  instructs  the  ten  children  appointed 
in  respect  of  the  charities  of  the  three  above-mentioned  donors,  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  free  of  expense.  The  master  has  other  scholars,  for 
whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 
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Ludlam’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  John  Ludlam’s  will  have  been  stated  in  the  account  of  the 
charities  of  Alfreton,  containing  a donation  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Blackwell,  of  a yearly  rent  of  40  s.,  to  be  paid  out  of 
his  lands  and  tenements  in  Newton,  in  this  parish,  in  trust,  to  distribute  the 
same  by  equal  portions  on  Good  Friday  and  Michaelmas-day,  amongst  the  most 
indigent  and  deserving  people  inhabiting  in  this  parish. 

This  yearly  sum  of  40  s.  is  paid  by  the  tenant  of  a farm  at  Newton,  the  pro- 
perty of  John  Slater  Wilkinson,  esquire,  and  now  in  the  occupation  of  James 
White,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  who  distribute  it  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  parish. 

In  the  year  1826,  the  whole  of  this  annuity  was  distributed  at  Michaelmas, 
together  with  40-s.  arising  from  Boot’s  charity,  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  sums 
varying  from  1 s.  to  5s.,  a larger  allowance  being  made  to  persons  not  receiving 
relief,  and  to  those  having  large  families. 

In  some  years,  Boot’s  donation  has  been  distributed  at  Midsummer,  being 
the  time  of  year  at  which  he  is  supposed  to  have  died,  and  Ludlam’s  donation 
has  been  given  partly  on  Good  Friday,  and  partly  at  Michaelmas,  in  confor- 
mity with  the  directions  of  these  donors  wills. 


Blackwell. 
Ludlam’s  Charity, 


Boot’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Boot,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  22d  May  1736,  gave  to  the  minister  Boot’s  Charity, 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Blackwell,  a close  called  the  Rail,  then  in 
the  possession  of  Mary  Burton,  on  trust,  that  they  and  their  successors  should, 
on  the  day  of  his  decease,  for  ever,  distribute  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of 
Blackwell  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think 
proper  ; and  he  directed,  that  the  day  of  his  death  should  be  for  ever  observed 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  as  the  day  for  the  distribution  of  the  same, 
and  no  other  day  whatsoever. 

The  field  called  the  Rail,  which  is  situate  in  this  parish,  and  contains 
1a.  1r.  13p.  is  in  the  occupation  of  Mary  My  croft,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair 
rent  of  2/.  per  annum. 

The  distribution  of  this  rent  has  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Ludlam’s 
charity. 

Strutt’s  Charity. 

On  a benefaction  table  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  it  is  stated,  that  Strutt's  Chanty, 
Thomas  Strutt,  left,  by  will,  25  /.,  the  rent  to  be  dealt  to  the  poor  of  Blackwell 
on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  for  ever. 

We  are  informed  that  this  donor  died  about  the  year  1790,  and  that  the  sum 
Rep.  18.  Q of 
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of  251.,  given  by  him,  was  placed  at  interest  in  the  hands  of  William  Butcher,  a 
mercer,  of  Sutton  in  Ashfield,  who  about  seven  or  eight  years  ago  became  a 
bankrupt,  and  that  neither  interest  or  principal  have  been  received  since  that 
time. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne* s charity. — See  Bakew'ell. 


PARISH  OF  BOLSOVER. 


Youle’s  Charity. 

Bolsover.  Richard  Youle,  by  his  will,  hearing  date  30th  June  1699,  gave  to  the  poor  of 

Youle’s  charity  Bolsover,  20 s.  yearly,  to  be  bestowred  in  bread,  and  given  to  them  every  24th 
or  25th  December,  at  the  discretion  of  the  overseers,  and  the  nearest  of  his 
relations,  that  should  inhabit  there  ; and  he  directed,  that  this  yearly  sum,  toge- 
ther with  others,  given  by  him  for  charitable  purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
town  of  Chesterfield,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  his  two  closes  in 
Chesterfield  called  the  Nether  Horse  Crofts,  until  his  executors  should  purchase 
lands  for  the  security  and  payment  thereof. 

At  a court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Bolsover,  on  18th  August  1710,  John 
Youle  surrendered  a parcel  of  arable  land,  in  a field  in  Bolsover,  called  the 
Moore  Field,  containing  by  estimation,  one  acre,  and  lying  in  High  Horse  Head 
Furlong;  another  parcel  in  the  Middle  Field  of  Bolsover,  containing  by  esti- 
mation, three  roods,  on  a place  called  Hanger  Hill ; another  parcel  in  the  same 
field,  containing  one  rood  ; and  two  closes  in  Bolsover,  called  the  Crook  Closes, 
to  the  use  of  John  Bright  and  his  heirs,  paying  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Bolsover,  the  sum  of  20  5.,  to  be  bestowed  in  bread,  in  the  manner 
above  mentioned,  in  performance  of  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Youle. 

This  annual  sum  of  205.,  is  now  paid  by  Christopher  Hinde,  as  the  owner  and 
occupier  of  certain  closes  in  Bolsover,  which  he  purchased  of  Thomas  Brailsford, 
the  nephew  of  Thomas  Brailsford,  who  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Re- 
turns of  1786,  to  have  at  that  time  paid  the  annuity  to  the  poor. 

This  sum  of  205.  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  as  are  also  the  sums  of  6 5.  8d. 
arising  from  Wilkson’s  charity;  20  5.  from  Tompkin’s  charity;  205.  from 
Johnson’s  charity;  105.  from  Stones’s  charity;  and  105.  from  Dowker’s  cha- 
rity, all  hereinafter  mentioned,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  4/.  6 s.  8 cl. 

From  this  fund,  bread  to  the  value  of  1 /.  105.,  is  given  in  threepenny  and 
fourpenny  loaves,  on  Christmas-day  (old  stile),  and  105.  worth  of  bread  is  also 
given  in  twopenny  loaves,  in  respect  of  Dowker’s  charity,  on  New  Year’s  day, 
(old  stile),  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  amongst  poor  widows, 
and  others  of  the  parish,  who  assemble  at  the  church  at  an  early  hour  in  the 
morning,  to  receive  the  same. 

Of  the  residue,  1 /.  16  5.  8 d.  is  given  by  the  churchwardens  in  small  sums, 
varying  from  4 d.  to  1 5.  on  some  day  between  the  two  distributions  of  bread, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  Bolsover,  and  the  remaining  10  5.  is  given,  in  respect 
of  the  moiety  of  Tompkin’s  charity,  amongst  poor  persons  of  Whalley,  a hamlet 
in  this  parish,  containing  only  a small  number  of  poor,  in  sums  of  1 5.  or  2 s. 

Wilkson’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a benefaction  table  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  William 
Wilkson  left  6 s.  8 d.  a year,  to  be  dealt  to  poor  widows  in  Bolsover,  for  ever. 

This  annual  sum  of  6 5.  8 d.  is  now  paid  by  Richard  Jackson,  as  the  owner  of 
two  fields  in  this  parish,  called  the  Plaines. 


Wilkson’s 

Charity. 


Tompkin’s  Charity. 

Tompkin’s  it  is  also  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  Francis  Tompkm  left  205.  a 
Charity.  year  to  the  poor  ; 105.  thereof  to  Bolsover,  and  105.  to  Whalley. 

This  annual  sum  of  20  5.  is  paid  by  Mr.  George  Wild  of  Norton,  the  owner  of 
some  fields  near  Bolsover  Moor,  which  he  bought  of  Thomas  Brailsford,  who 
appears  from  the  Returns  of  1786,  to  have  made  the  same  payment  at  that 
time. 

Johnson’s  Charity. 

Johnson's  Charity.  Richard  Johnson,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  2d  March  1714,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  Scarcliff  parish,  IO5.  a year,  for  ever,  payable  in  two  equal  portions  at  Mid- 
summer and  Christmas,  and  to  be  divided  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and 

* overseer 
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overseer  of  the  poor  of  that  parish.  He  also  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Bolsover,  20 $.  a year,  and  to  the  poor  of  Clown,  10$.  a year,  payable  in  like 
manner,  and  to  be  divided  at  the  discretion  of  the  respective  ministers  and  over- 
seers; and  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  Susan  Jenkinson  should  hold  his 
land,  that  he  had  bought  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  three  parishes  aforesaid, 
called  Uffin  Crofts,  lying  within  the  parish  of  Bolsover,  during  her  life,  except 
that  every  parish  was  to  deduct  trie  assessments  which  should  be  charged  on 
the  said  Uffin  Crofts,  according  to  their  respective  proportions. 

The  above-mentioned  annual  sums  of  10$.,  20$.,  ami  10$.,  are  now  paid  by  Mr. 
Daniel  Bradley,  who  is  in  the  possession  of  a field  called  Uffin’s  Croft,  in  the  pa- 
rish of  Bolsover,  containing  between  six  and  seven  acres  of  indifferent  land,  stated 
to  be  not  worth  more  than  10$.  per  acre,  lying  nearly  two  miles  from  the  village 
of  Bolsover  ; towards  these  payments  it  is  stated,  that  2 $.  6d.  is  contributed  by 
Mr.  John  Beeley,  who  is  in  possession  of  about  half  an  acre  of  good  land, 
allotted  on  the  Bolsover  inclosure,  which  took  place  nearly  50  years  ago,  on 
Shuttlewood  Common. 

The  above-mentioned  annual  sums  appear,  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of 
1786,  to  have  been  then  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Brailsford,  who  was  in  possession 
of  the  Uffin  Croft  and  the  allotment  until  the  time  of  his  death,  about  six 
years  ago. 

A doubt  has  been  entertained,  whether,  from  the  expressions  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  donor’s  will,  it  was  not  his  intention  that  the  whole  profits  of  the 
Uffin  Croft  should  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  three  above- 
mentioned  parishes,  after  the  death  of  Susan  Jenkinson ; but  it  appears  to  us 
very  questionable,  whether  a claim  to  the  land  itself,  instead  of  the  annuities 
payable  thereout,  could  be  supported  on  behalf  of  the  poor  of  these  places. 

Stones’s  and  Dowker’s  Charities. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  Anne  Stones  left  10/.,  that  the 
interest  of  it  might  be  dealt  to  the  poor  Bolsover  for  ever. 

And  that  Samuel  Dowker,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  25th  September  1738,  left 
10/.  to  the  poor  of  Bolsover,  the  interest  thereof  to  buy  as  many  twopenny 
loaves  as  it  would  reach,  to  be  given  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  on  New  Year’s 
eve,  one  loaf  to  a house. 

The  above-mentioned  two  sums  of  10/.  each,  are  now  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  William  Ludlam,  a land-owner  of  Bolsover,  on  the  security  of  his  promis- 
sory note,  on  which  he  pays  20$.  as  the  interest  thereof,  at  five  per  cent. 

The  application  of  the  income  of  these  and  the  preceding  charities  has  been 
stated  in  the  account  of  Youle’s  charity. 

Leach’s  Charity. 

An  annual  sum  of  3$.  6d.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Charles  Pearce,  in  respect  of  a farm 
at  Bolsover  Woodhouse,  of  which  he  and  his  brothers,  John  and  Edward  Pearce, 
are  the  owners. 

This  payment  is  not  mentioned  in  the  benefaction  table  in  Bolsover  church ; 
but  as  an  annual  sum  of  3$.  paid  out  of  the  same  farm  to  the  poor  of  Sutton- 
cum-Duckmanton,  is  stated  on  a table  in  the  church  of  that  parish  to  have  been 
given  by  Francis  Leach,  it  is  probable  that  the  payment  to  Bolsover  was  derived 
Irom  the  same  donor.  In  consequence  of  the  smallness  of  its  amount,  it  is 
usually  received  once  in  five  Or  six  years.  The  last  payment  was  in  1821,  when 
the  arrears  for  six  years  were  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  distri- 
buted by  him,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Pearce,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
parish. 

Smithson’s  Charity. 

Isabella  Smithson,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  14th  April  1759,  and  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  gave  the  sum  of  2,000/.  to  be  disposed  of 
in  such  manner  as  her  niece,  Ann  Norton,  should  judge  most  proper  and  neces- 
sary, for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Bolsover ; and  she  appointed  her  said  niece, 
Ann  Norton,  and  Margaret  Gill,  the  executrixes  of  her  will. 

In  1771,  an  information  was  fixed  in  the  court  of  Chancery  by  the  attorney 
general,  at  the  relation  of  the  Rev.  William  Armstrong  and  John  Carter,  on 
behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  Bol- 
sover, against  the  said  Ann  Norton  and  Margaret  Gill,  for  the  recovery  of  the 
legacy  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Isabella  Smithson  ; whereupon,  by  an  order 
made  3d  December  1772,  it  was  referred  to  the  master  to  take  an  account  of  the 
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personal  estate  of  the  testatrix,  and  to  compute  interest  on  the  said  legacy  of 
2,000/.  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  from  one  year  after  Her  death  ; and  it  was 
ordered,  that  the  amount  should  be  laid  out,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant 
general,  in  the  three  per  cent  annuities,  and  that  the  master  should  settle 
a scheme  for  the  application  of  the  said  legacy  and  interest,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  of  Bolsover. 

• The  master,  by  his  report,  made  1st  December  1774s  after  stating,  that  the 
defendants  had  admitted  assets,  and  that  he  had  computed  the  interest  on  the 
said  legacy  to  the  20th  August  1771s  at  956/.  14s.  4</.,  which,  with  the  principal 
sum,  making  2,956/.  14s.  4c/.,  had  been  laid  outin  the  purchase  of  3,308/.  4s.  3d. 
three  per  cent  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant  general,  approved  of 
a scheme,  by  which  it  was  proposed  that  the  dividends  of  the  said  stock  should 
be  paid  to  a treasurer,  to  be  elected  by  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  thereinafter 
named  ; that  the  vicar,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bolsover, 
for  the  time  being,  the  said  defendants,  Ann  Norton  and  Margaret  Gill,  Thomas 
Brailsford  of  Bolsover,  Samuel  Brailsford  of  llowthorn,  John  Carter  of  Bol- 
sover, James  Stevens  of  Stony  Haughton,  and  William  Wilson  of  Bolsover, 
should  be  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  said  charity ; that  the  pro- 
duce of  the  said  three  per  cent  annuities  should  be  disposed  of,  as  follows,  viz. ; 
that  the  sum  of  25/.  should  be  paid  to  every  woman,  who,  being  a daughter  of 
a poor  farmer  or  inhabitant  of  the  said  parish,  and  not  at  that  time  receiving 
alms  of  the  said  parish,  should  marry  and  settle  in  the  said  parish,  and  should 
produce  to  the  said  trustees,  or  such  of  them  as  should  attend  their  first 
meeting  held  after  her  marriage,  a proper  certificate  of  the  same,  and  also 
a certificate,  that  her  age,  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  did  not  exceed  35  years, 
provided  that  her  character  should  be  approved  of  by  the  trustees,  or  the 
majority  of  those  present  at  such  first  meeting  after  the  said  marriage,  and  provided 
that  no  more  than  five  women  should  be  entitled  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the 
charity  in  any  one  year ; and  that  in  case,  in  any  one  year,  there  should  be  more 
than  five  who  should  claim  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  the  trustees  should, 
at  their  discretion,  choose  to  which  of  them  the  said  sum  should  be  paid ; and 
in  case,  in  any  one  year,  a sufficient  number  of  women  should  not  marry,  so  as 
to  exhaust  the  whole  of  the  said  dividends,  that  then  the  sum  remaining,  after 
deducting  the  salary  of  6/.,  thereinafter  mentioned,  should  be  annually  distri- 
buted by  the  trustees  among  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  said  parish,  who 
should  be  either  of  the  age  of  55  years  or  upwards,  or  who  should  be  disabled 
by  sickness,  or  suffering  by  accident  or  calamity,  and  who  should  not  receive 
alms  from  the  said  parish,  in  such  proportions,  and  for  such  purposes  as  the 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  proper;  that  an  annual  account 
of  the  application  should  be  kept  by  the  vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  by  him 
entered  in  the  vestry  books,  to  which  the  trustees  should  have  resort  whenever 
they  should  proper;  and  that  the  vicar  should  be  allowed  a salary  of  61.  for  his 
trouble ; that  an  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  should  be  held  in  the  vestry 
room,  or  some  other  convenient  place  in  the  town  of  Bolsover,  on  the  Tuesday 
in  Easter  week,  of  which  public  notice  should  be  given  in  the  church  two 
Sundays  preceding  such  meeting  ; that  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
should  elect  from  among  themselves  a treasurer,  who  should  be  empowered  to 
receive  the  interest  from  the  accountant  general,  and  that  on  the  death  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  said  trustees,  the  survivors  should,  on  the  next  day  of  meeting, 
choose  any  person  or  persons  in  the  room  of  such  deceased  trustee  or  trustees. 

Exceptions  being  taken  to  the  above-mentioned  master’s  report,  it  was, 
on  23d  May  1775,  confirmed  by  the  master  of  the  rolls,  with  the  following 
variations  viz.  ; That  the  women  for  whose  portions  provision  was  by  the  said 
scheme  proposed,  should  be  persons  residing  in  the  parish  of  Bolsover  at  the 
time  of  their  marriage,  and  should  have  resided  in  the  said  parish  four  years  at 
least  next  before  the  marriage ; that  the  persons  with  whom  they  should  inter- 
marry should  be  persons  residing,  and  who  should  for  the  space  of  four  years 
next  before  their  marriage  have  resided  within  the  said  parish,  and  be  approved 
of  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; that  the  number  of  women  with 
or  for  whom  such  portions  were  to  be  paid,  should  not  exceed  four  in  any  one 
year ; that  the  sum  to  be  paid  as  the  portion  of  any  such  woman,  should  not 
exceed  25/.,  nor  be  less  than  20/. ; that  the  same  should  be  paid  to  the  husband 
after  his  marriage  by  the  treasurer,  out  of  the  interest  of  the  3,308/.  45.  3d. 
three  per  cent  annuities,  standing  in  the  accountant  general’s  name,  by  virtue 
of  an  order  to  be  made  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  previous  to 
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the  marriage  ; that  the  treasurer  should  be  removable,  and  that  a new  one 
should  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  major  part  of  the 
trustees  ; that  the  6 /.  a year  proposed  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  should  be  dis- 
allowed ; that  the  whole  of  the  residue  of  the  interest  (if  any  should  remain) 
should  be  distributed  by  the  trustees  among  such  poor  persons  and  in  such 
manner  as  was  mentioned  in  the  said  scheme;  that  the  annual  account  of  the 
application  of  the  interest  should  be  kept  by  the  treasurer,  and  annually  passed 
by  him  with  the  trustees,  and  transcribed  by  him  in  the  parish  books  kept  in 
the  vestry  of  the  parish  ; and  that  in  case  there  should  not  be  a sufficient  num- 
ber of  objects  of  the  charity  in  any  one  year,  according  to  the  scheme  before 
directed  to  be  carried  into  execution,  with  the  variations  thereinbefore  made, 
the  trustees,  or  any  persons  claiming  to  be  interested  therein,  should  be  at 
liberty  to  apply  to  the  court  for  directions  concerning  the  same ; and  it  was 
ordered,  that  the  interest  of  the  said  3,308/.  4s.  3d.  three  per  cent  annuities, 
should  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  for  the  time  being,  to  be  nominated  by  the 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  be  applied  as  before  directed. 

Trustees  have  been  appointed  for  this  charity  from  time  to  time,  as  vacan- 
cies have  occurred  by  death,  and  entries  of  such  appointments  have  been 
entered  in  the  book  relating  to  the  charity.  The  present  trustees  are  Messrs. 
William  Ludlam,  John  Carter,  Richard  Jackson,  John  Robinson,  and  Edward 
Pearce,  with  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

The  sum  of  3,308  /.  4 s.  3 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  is  still  standing  in  the 
name  of  the  accountant  general. 

Mr.  Ludlam  was  appointed  treasurer  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees,  on 
Easter  Tuesday,  1817,  in  the  room  of  his  father,  then  lately  deceased.  The 
dividends  of  the  stock  are  received  half-yearly,  by  Mr.  John  Charge,  solicitor, 
of  Chesterfield,  under  a power  of  attorney  given  to  him  for  that  purpose,  by 
Mr.  Ludlam. 

Out  of  the  dividends,  amounting  to  99/.  5 s.  the  following  expenses  are  paid 
annually : —

For  the  expenses  of  the  two  meetings  of  the  trustees,  about 
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It  will  be  observed,  that  no  allowance  is  made  in  the  above-mentioned  scheme 
for  the  expenses  of  the  meetings  of  the  trustees. 

We  are  informed,  that  since  the  establishment  of  the  charity,  no  applications 
have  been  made  for  marriage  portions  by  persons  properly  qualified,  within  the 
time  specified  in  the  above-mentioned  scheme,  although  it  is  well  known  in  the 
parish  that  there  are  sums  payable  out  of  the  charity  for  this  purpose,  but  that 
some  applications  have  been  made,  and  rejected  on  the  ground  of  the  applicants 
not  being  qualified. 

In  consequence  of  no  marriage  portions  being  paid,  the  dividends  subject  to 
the  above-mentioned  deductions  are  distributed  at  the  meetings  of  the  trustees, 
which  are  held  on  the  day  after  Christmas-day,  and  on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  of 
which  notice  is  given  in  the  church,  amongst  poor  persons  of  Bolsover.  A list 
of  them  is  kept,  and  applications  are  made  to  the  trustees  at  their  meetings,  by 
persons  desirous  of  having  their  names  inserted  therein.  This  list  consists  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  parish,  whether  residing  in  it  or  not,  being  55  years 
of  age,  and  not  receiving  relief  from  the  parish.  When  persons  are  once  placed 
on  the  list,  they  continue  to  partake  of  the  charity  during  life,  unless  they 
receive  parish  relief,  in  which  case  their  names  are  struck  out.  There  have 
been  no  instances  of  late  years  of  persons  being  admitted  on  the  list  under 
55  years  of  age,  as  being  disabled  by  sickness  or  accident. 

The  persons  when  first  placed  on  the  list  usually  receive  smaller  sums  than 
the  rest,  aud  their  allowances  are  increased  according  to  their  age  and  circum- 
stances. At  the  present  time,  most  of  the  persons  whose  names  have  been  for 
some  years  on  the  list,  receive  11.  1 1 s.  6d.  at  each  meeting  of  the  trustees. 

The  accounts  are  made  up  annually  on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  are  examined 
and  signed  by  the  trustees  present  at  the  meeting,  which  is  also  usually  at- 
tended by  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers.  Interest  at  2^  per  cent  is 
allowed  by  the  treasurer  on  the  balance  remaining  in  his  hands,  and  1/.  5s.  is 
paid  by  Mr.  Charge,  as  the  interest  on  the  dividends  between  the  time  of  their 
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being  received  and  of  the  ensuing  distribution.  The  same  sum  appears  to  have 
been  paid  from  the  establishment  of  the  charity. 

At  Easter  1826,  there  was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ludlam,  the  trea- 
surer, of  27/.  Is.  3d. 

The  reason  assigned  for  reserving  a balance  is,  that  there  may  be  sufficient 
to  defray  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  whenever  an  appointment  of  another 
treasurer  shall  become  necessary. 

The  expenses  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Ludlam,  as  treasurer,  in  I8I7, 
amounted  to  16/.  5 s.  (id.,  an  application  having  been  then  made  to  the  court 
for  an  order  on  the  accountant  general  to  pay  the  dividends.  On  a former 
occasion,  when  Mr.  Ludlam’s  father  was  appointed,  it  appears  that  the  only 
measures  found  necessary  for  obtaining  the  dividends  were  the  proof  of  his  ap- 
pointment as  treasurer,  at  the  accountant  general’s  office,  and  the  execution  by 
him  of  a power  of  attorney  for  receiving  the  dividends,  the  expenses  thereof 
amounting  to  only  4>l.  \c2s.  6 d.  It  may  be  doubted,  therefore,  whether  on  the 
last  appointment  an  application  to  the  court  was  necessary. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisbonie’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 


PARISH  OF  BRAMPTON. 

School. 

There  is  in  the  parish  of  Brampton,  a dwelling-house  and  a school-room, 
adjoining  the  church-yard,  which  have  been  as  long  as  can  be  remembered, 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  a schoolmaster.  The  buildings  are  kept  in  repair  by 
the  parish,  but  the  school-room  is  stated  to  be  very  old,  and  not  in  good  con- 
dition. The  present  schoolmaster  does  not  reside  in  the  dwelling-house,  and  is 
permitted  to  let  it  for  his  own  benefit. 

Upon  the  Brampton  inclosure,  an  allotment,  containing  about  half  an  acre, 
was  set  out  by  the  commissioners,  in  respect  of  the  school  premises,  but  at  the 
time  of  our  inquiry  (March  1827)  the  award  had  not  been  executed.  This 
allotment  is  let  to  David  Wragge,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  1/.,  and  in 
March  1827,  two  years  rent  had  been  received,  and  had  been  applied  towards 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  fencing  the  allotment,  which  amounted  to 
13/.  135.  8 d.,  this  sum  having  been  advanced  by  the  churchwardens. 

The  following  benefactions  have  been  given  for  the  maintenance  of  this 
school : — 

Calton’s  Gift. — Peter  Colton , by  will,  bearing  date  12  January  1679,  as 
appears  from  an  extract  thereof  in  an  old  parish  book,  gave  105.  per  annum 
towards  the  putting  forth  two  poor  boys  to  the  school  of  Brampton,  for  ever, 
out  of  the  rent  of  Smith’s  house,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  of 
Brampton. 

The  yearly  sum  of  105.  is  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity,  to  the  schoolmaster, 
by  M iss  Hatfield,  the  owner  of  what  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  site  of  Smith’s 
house,  now  forming  part  of  certain  premises  in  Brampton,  called  Pratt  Hall. 

Sutton’s  Gift. — It  is  stated  in  the  same  parish  book,  that  Robert  Sutton 
gave  205.  yearly,  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Brampton,  for  teaching  two  poor  boys, 
and  that  a rent-charge  to  that  amount  was  fixed  on  some  land  called  Calow 
Close,  the  property  of  John  Heath,  of  Somersall. 

Fhe  yearly  sum  of  205.  is  now  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  by  Edward 
Wilcockson,  the  owner  of  a field  in  Brampton  called  Calow  Close. 

Watkinson’s  Gift. — In  the  same  book  it  is  stated,  that  John  Watkinson 
gave  405.  yearly,  for  teaching  four  poor  boys,  charged  on  a close  called 
Hobcroft  in  Loads. 

The  yearly  sum  of  40  5.  is  now  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  by  William  Wat- 
kinson, the  owner  of  a close  in  Brampton  called  Hobcroft. 

Clarke’s  Gift. — An  account  of  the  charities  of  Sir  Gilbert  Clarke,  a portion 
whereof  was  given  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  that  should 
freely  and  carefully  teach  and  instruct  the  children  living  in  the  parish  of 
Brampton,  will  be  stated  hereafter.

The  schoolmaster  receives  the  yearly  sum  of  2/.  65.  out  of  the  income  of 
those  charities,  for  which  sum  he  instructs  two  children  (who  are  appointed  by 
the  minister  and  churchwardens)  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts. 

Akrode’s  Gift. — In  a subsequent  page  will  also  be  found,  the  particulars  of 
the  charities  of  John  Akrode,  in  respect  of  which  the  schoolmaster  receives  the 
yearly  sum  of  1/.  105.  ; 105.  having  been  given  by  the  testator,  by  his  will,  for 
the  teaching  a poor  child  of  Brampton,  at  the  school  there,  to  be  nominated  by 
the  minister  for  the  time  being,  and  205.  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  for  the 
teaching  two  poor  children  at  Brampton  school,  till  they  should  be  able  to 
read  and  write,  to  be  appointed  after  the  decease  of  his  executors  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens. 
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Glossop’s  Gift. — Henry  Glossop,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  3d  March  1748, 
and  proved  at  Lichfield,  gave  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Brampton,  for  the  time 
being,  the  yearly  sum  of  205.,  for  the  instructing  two  poor  boys  of  the  said 
parish  in  the  English  tongue,  the  same  to  be  nominated  by  the  churchwardens  ; 
and  he  directed  that  the  said  yearly  sum  should  be  paid  on  every  24th  June,  out 
of  premises  which  he  had  lately  purchased  of  John  Atkin,  lying  at  Three 
Birch. 

In  respect  of  this  gift,  the  schoolmaster  receives  the  yearly  sum  of  1/.,  as  will 
be  stated  hereafter  in  our  account  of  other  charities  derived  from  the  same 
donor. 


Heath’s  Gift. — Dorothy  Heath,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  4th  October  1793, 
reciting,  that  she  had  paid  to  Robert  Beighton  40 1.  upon  trust,  to  place  the 
same  at  interest,  and  to  dispose  of  the  principal  sum  and  interest,  as  she  should 
by  her  will  appoint,  directed  that  the  said  Robert  Beighton  and  his  executors, 
should  pay  the  said  sum  of  40/.  to  John  Heath,  on  trust,  that  he  and  his  heirs 
should  place  out  the  same  on  such  security  as  he  should  think  proper,  for  the 
highest  interest  that  could  be  gotten,  and  pay  the  interest  thereof  to  the  school- 
master of  Brampton,  who  should  instruct  at  the  free  or  common  school  there 
three  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Brampton,  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  John 
Heath  and  his  heirs,  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts. 

The  sum  of  40/.  appears  to  have  been  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  above  men- 
tioned John  Heath,  but  was  never  placed  out  by  him  as  directed  by  the 
testatrix.  Upon  the  death  of  the  said  John  Heath,  it  came  into  the  hands  of 
his  son,  John  Heath,  of  Hasland,  who  has  agreed  to  give  a bond  for  the 
amount. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1/.  125.  is  paid,  as  the  interest  of  this  legacy,  to  the 
schoolmaster. 

In  respect  of  the  several  benefactions  above-mentioned,  the  master  is  bound 
to  instruct  16  children,  who  are  nominated  as  hereafter  mentioned.  It  is  stated, 
however,  that  he  has  not  in  general  the  full  number  of  free  scholars,  for  want 
of  a sufficient  number  of  applications,  the  school  not  being  in  high  repute.

Clarke’s  Charity. 

Sir  Gilbert  Clarke , knight,  by  his  will,  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Clarke’s  Charity. 
Canterbury,  14th  August  1701,  gave  all  his  land  at  Harwood,  in  the  parish 
of  Bakewell,  to  his  daughters,  Barbara  Kynnersley  and  Mary  Clarke,  and 
their  heirs,  upon  this  trust,  that  they  should  pay  one-third  part  of  the  rents 
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and  profits  yearly  to  him  that  should  be  the  minister  at  Brampton,  near  Ches- 
terfield, and  one  other  third  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  towards  the  yearly 
maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  that  should  freely  and  carefully  teach  and 
instruct  the  children  living  in  the  parish  of  Brampton  aforesaid,  and  the  other 
third  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  yearly  putting  out  three  poor  boys 
apprentices,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Brampton. 

There  is  an  entry  in  an  old  parish  book,  which  states  that  the  property  belong- 
ing to  Sir  Gilbert  Clarke’s  charity  consisted  of  the  sum  of  110  /.,  which  had  been 

in  the  hands  of Barnes,  and  was  called  in  ; and  that  106/.  17«?.  was  laid  out 

in  the  purchase  of  200  /.  three  per  cent  consols  ; and  that  the  residue,  31.  3 s., 
was  deposited  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Peech,  on  the  security  of  his  pro- 
missory note ; and  it  is  further  stated  therein,  that  the  annual  produce  was  to 
be  disposed  of  as  follows  ; three-eighths  thereof  to  the  minister,  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  Christmas-day,  three-eighths  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  two-eighths 
to  the  poor. 

There  is  also  a tablet  in  the  church,  stating  the  property  of  this  charity  to 
have  been  110/.  in  money,  the  yearly  produce  thereof  to  be  disposed  as  mentioned 
in  the  parish  book. 

It  does  not  appear  how  this  sum  of  money  became  substituted  for  the  land 
devised  by  the  testator,  or  for  what  reason  the  yearly  income  of  the  charity  is 
stated  to  be  divisible  in  the  manner  above-mentioned,  instead  of  being  divided 
into  thirds,  as  directed  by  the  testator. 

The  above-mentioned  stock  now  stands  in  the  name  of  John  Gorell  Barns, 
esquire,  of  Ash  Gate,  in  Brampton,  by  whom  the  dividends  are  received,  and  are 
paid  over  to  the  churchwardens. 

The  sum  of  31.  3s.,  mentioned  in  the  parish  book,  was  in  the  hands  of 
Robert  Turner,  who  is  lately  dead ; and  this  sum  is  now  due  from  his  personal 
estate,  together  with  the  arrears  of  interest  for  nine  years,  the  amount  of  which 
has  been  hitherto  advanced  annually  by  one  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  amount  of  the  dividends,  and  of  the  interest  on  this  money,  being  61.  3 s. 
per  annum,  has  been  disposed  of  as  follows:  2/.  6s.  has  been  paid  to  the 
minister,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Christmas-day,  and  the  like  sum  to  the 
schoolmaster ; 1 /.  6 s.  8 d.  has  been  distributed  in  fourpenny  loaves  on  Christmas- 
day,  and  the  rest  has  been  carried  to  a fund  which  is  applied,  as  more  particu- 
larly stated  hereafter,  in  blankets  and  clothing  for  the  poor. 

The  parishioners  seem  hitherto  to  have  been  wholly  unacquainted  with  the 
terms  of  the  will  of  Sir  Gilbert  Clarke  ; but  we  conceive  that  the  income  should, 
in  future,  be  disposed  of  according  to  his  directions,  with  respect  to  the  rents  of 
the  estate  devised  by  him. 


Glossop’s  Charity. 


Glossop’s  Charity.  Henry  Glossop,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  3d  March  1748,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  after  leaving  the  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Brampton, 
payable  out  of  the  premises  which  he  had  lately  purchased  of  John  Atkin,  lying 
at  Three  Birch,  as  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the  school,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Brampton,  for  ever,  the  yearly  sum  of  10s.,  to  be  disposed  of  as 
follows,  viz.  ; 30  groat  loaves,  to  be  given  to  30  of  the  poorest  people  of  the  parish, 
on  every  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent ; and  he  directed,  that  the  same  should  be  paid, 
yearly,  out  of  the  premises  above-mentioned  ; and  he  also  gave  to  the  clerk  of 
Brampton,  and  his  successors,  to  repair  his  tomb,  the  yearly  sum  of  2 s.  6d.,  to 
be  paid  on  24th  June  yearly,  out  of  a cottage  and  premises  lying  at  Three  Birch, 
which  he  had  lately  purchased  of  William  Barnes. 

The  premises  upon  which  the  several  payments  above-mentioned  were 
charged,  were  subsequently  purchased,  subject  thereto,  with  the  legacies  of 
George  Wilcockson  and  other  persons,  as  mentioned  under  the  following  head  ; 
and  there  is  now  paid,  out  of  the  rents  in  respect  of  these  charities, —

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Charities  of  Wilcockson  and  others. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  26th  and  27th  January  1749, 
between  William  Glossop,  brother  and  devisee  of  Henry  Glossop,  and  Barbara, 
his  wife,  of  the  one  part ; and  John  Middleton,  Thomas  Lowe,  John  Wilkinson, 
John  Barnes,  John  Wilcockson,  and  George  Wilcockson,  of  the  other  part ; the 
said  William  and  Barbara  Glossop,  in  consideration  of  90/.,  conveyed  to  the 
said  John  Middleton  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a dwelling-house  or  tenement 
at  Three  Birch,  otherwise  Three  Birks,  in  the  parish  of  Brampton,  with  the 
yards,  buildings  and  appurtenances,  and  two  closes  in  Brampton,  adjoining 
thereto,  called  the  Two  Crofts,  containing  together,  by  estimation,  five  acres, 
and  another  close,  also  adjoining,  containing,  by  estimation,  one  acre  and  a half, 
on  which  a house,  &cc.  had  formerly  stood,  and  a new-built  barn  or  stable  lately 
erected  thereon,  all  which  premises  had  been  devised  by  the  said  Henry  Glossop 
to  the  said  William  Glossop  and  his  heirs,  after  the  death  or  marriage  of  Mary, 
the  wife  of  the  said  Henry  Glossop;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  John  Middleton 
and  others,  and  their  heirs,  of  the  chief  lords  of  the  fee,  by  the  rents  and  services 
for  the  same  due,  and  of  right  accustomed,  subject  to  the  several  payments  for 
charitable  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Henry  Glossop. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  27th  January  1749,  the  said  John  Middleton  and 
others  declared,  that  the  sum  of  90/.,  the  consideration  for  the  above-mentioned 
purchase,  was  money  belonging  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Brampton, 
having  been  bequeathed  to  them  as  follows : 30/.  by  George  Wilcockson , by  his 
will,  bearing  date  29th  January  1718,  the  interest  (respect  being  had  to  his 
relations,  if  needful)  to  be  distributed,  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  on 
the  23d  April ; 20/.  bequeathed  by  Nathaniel  N e'wbold,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
9th  June  1729,  the  interest  to  be  given  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish,  for 
preaching  a sermon,  yearly,  on  Easter  Tuesday ; 15  /.  bequeathed  by  Joshua 
Hibbert,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  7th  August  1721,  10s.  of  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  paid  to  the  minister  for  a sermon  on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  5s.  to  be  given  in 
bread  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; 10/.  bequeathed  by  John  Memott , by  his 
will,  bearing  date  16th  November  1727,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given,  yearly, 
to  the  poor  of  Brampton  ; 10/.  bequeathed  by  Richard  Kindar,  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  given,  one-third  to  the  minister,  for  reading  prayers  on  New 
Year’s  day,  and  the  rest  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; and  5 /.  bequeathed  by 
Samuel  Tomlimson,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  22d  December  1729,  the  interest  to 
be  given,  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  Brampton  ; all  which  several  sums  the  said  John 
Middleton  and  others  declared  they  had  received  from  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  Brampton,  trustees  or  superintendents  of  the  said  several  charities, 
by  the  direction  of  the  principal  inhabitants  in  vestry  assembled,  in  order  to  be 
laid  out  in  the  above-mentioned  purchase  ; and  that  the  said  premises  were 
conveyed  to  them,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  their  heirs  should,  from  time  to 
time,  use,  occupy  and  employ  the  said  dwelling-house  or  tenement,  and  premises, 
or  let  the  same  to  one  or  more  tenants,  at  the  most  rent  that  could  be  had  for 
the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  churchwardens,  overseers  and  principal 
inhabitants  in  vestry  assembled,  and  apply  the  yearly  rents,  in  the  first  place, 
in  discharge  of  the  several  yearly  payments  ordered  as  aforesaid  by  the 
respective  founders  of  the  said  charities,  and  the  residue  to  such  person, 
and  for  such  purposes,  as  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  other 
inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  in  vestry  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
should  direct  and  appoint ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  there  should 
be  only  three  trustees  surviving,  they  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  the 
use  of  themselves  and  three  new  trustees,  to  be  appointed  by  such  survivors, 
together  with  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  other  inhabitants  in  vestry 
assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

All  the  trustees,  mentioned  in  the  indentures  above  abstracted,  appear  to 
have  died  without  appointing  any  new  trustees ; George  Wilcockson  being  sup- 
posed to  have  been  the  survivor.  The  charity  has  for  many  years  been  entirely 
under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

The  property  consists  of  a dwelling-house,  with  a garden  and  out  buildings, 
two  closes,  containing  five  acres,  and  another  close,  containing  about  one  and 
a half  acre,  called  the  Three  Birches.  These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  James  Wragge,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  6/.  IS s.  Gd.,  the 
tenant  keeping  the  buildings  in  repair. 

Rep.  18. 
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In  respect  of  the  dwelling-house,  and  the  closes,  containing  five  acres,  the 
yearly  sum  of  1 s.  has  been  paid  as  a chief  rent  to  Sir  George  Sitwell,  as  the 
chief  lord  ; but  the  right  of  the  charity  to  these  lands,  subject  to  the  payment 
of  such  chief  rent,  has  been  lately  disputed,  and  a notice  to  quit  has  been  given 
on  the  part  of  Sir  George  Sitwell.  It  seems,  however,  to  us,  that  this  claim 
cannot  be  substantiated,  as  it  appears  that  the  premises,  which  were  purchased 
by  the  above-mentioned  Henry  Glossop,  and  conveyed  to  him  by  indenture, 
bearing  date  23d  February  1739,  are  described  therein  as  being  held  of  the 
chief  lord,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  Is.,  which  sum  has  as-  far  as  the  evidence  goes 
been  paid  without  variation. 

In  the  conveyance  of  the  close  containing  one  and  a half  acre,  with  a 
dwelling-house,  to  the  said  Henry  Glossop,  bearing  date  13th  December  1729, 
those  premises  were  stated  to  be  holden  of  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  as  the  chief  lord 
of  the  fee,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2s.  6 d.  This  rent  appears  to  have  been  raised 
to  5s.,  afterwards  to  10s.,  and  again,  about  four  years  ago,  to  1/.,  which  is  now 
paid  annually  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  Whether  this  rent  was  liable  to  be 
raised  from  time  to  time  at  the  will  of  the  lord,  or  whether  the  increase  was 
submitted  to  from  inadvertence,  does  not  appear. 

Out  of  the  rent  of  6/.  13s.  6f/.,  after  the  payment  of  the  two  rents  of  1/. 
and  Is.,  and  the  payment  of  1 /.  12s.  6d.,  in  respect  of  Glossop’s  charity,  as 
already  mentioned,  the  following  sums  are  paid  with  reference  to  the  several 
legacies  mentioned  in  the  deed  poll  of  1749  : — 


To  the  minister,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  reading 
prayers  on  New  Year's  day,  in  respect  of  Newbold’s,  Hibbert’s  and 
Kindar’s  gifts,  for  such  purposes  ------- 

For  providing  five  dozen  penny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  to  the  poor  by 
the  minister  and  churchwardems  on  Easter  Tuesday,  according  to  the 
will  of  Joshua  Hibbert  --------- 

And  there  is  laid  out,  with  other  money  derived  from  Clarke’s,  Milward’s  and 
Shaw’s  charities,  in  the  purchase  of  blankets  and  clothes,  which  are 
distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  to  the  poor  on  Saint

The  persons  who  share  the  distributions  are  chosen  by  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers.  A preference  is  given  to  widows,  but  persons  receiving 
weekly  pay  are  usually  excluded  from  the  benefit  of  them. 


Shaw’s,  Akhode’s  and  Milward’s  Charities. 

James  Shaw,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  6th  March  1647,  gave  to  the  most 
aged  poor  people  and  poor  fatherless  children,  in  the  parish  of  Brampton,  the 
sum  of  10/.,  to  be  put  forth  at  1 6d.  the  pound;  the  said  interest  to  be 
given  as  aforesaid,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens,  and  the  right  heir  of 
Godfrey  Shaw’s  land,  at  Dog  Hole. 

John  Akt'ode , by  his  will,  bearing  date  10th  May  1705,  and  proved  at  Lich- 
field, gave  to  his  executors,  George  Watkinson,  George  Milward  and  James 
Swift,  130/.,  upon  trust,  that  with  the  interest  for  the  same,  there  should  be 
provided  twelve  pennyworth  of  white  bread,  at  the  parish  church  of  Brampton, 
upon  every  festival  day  appointed  by  the  church  of  England  to  be  kept  holy, 
and  upon  the  5th  November,  the  30th  January,  and  29th  May,  being  in  all 
thirty-two  days,  and  also  upon  every  Wednesday  and  Friday,  beginning  with  the 
Wednesday  month  after  the  Sunday  before  Ash  Wednesday,  and  ending  with  the 
Friday  before  Palm  Sunday,  and  every  day  from  thence  till  Easter  day ; which 
bread  should  be  divided  into  seven  equal  parts,  and  one  part  thereof  given  to 
the  parish  clerk,  and  the  other  six  parts  to  six  such  poor  people  of  the  parish 
as  should  on  those  days  attend  divine  service  in  the  said  church,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  his  executors,  or  whom  they  should  appoint,  immediately  after  divine 
service,  and  the  overplus  of  the  monies,  except  lOs.  per  annum,  to  be  divided 
into  so  many  equal  parts  as  the  days  were  in  number  whereupon  the  bread 
was  to  be  distributed  and  paid  to  the  minister,  every  such  day  after  divine 
service  ; but  that  if  there  should  be  no  divine  service  on  those  days,  the  bread 
on  such  days  should  be  disposed  of  to  the  parish  clerk,  and  six  poor  people, 
and  that  the  minister’s  part,  except  he  should  be  excused  by  want  of  health, 
% or 
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or  other  just  impediment,  to  be  allowed  by  his  executors,  or  such  trustee,  as 
they  should  appoint,  should  be  employed  for  buying  books  for  poor  children 
that  should  learn  at  Brampton  school,  or  for  want  of  a school  there,  for  some 
poor  families  in  the  parish;  and,  as  for  the  10  per  annum  above  excepted, 
that  it  should  be  paid  for  the  teaching  of  a poor  child  of  Brampton  at  the 
school  there,  for  ever ; such  child  to  be  nominated  by  the  minister  there,  for 
the  time  being.  And  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  24th  July  1705,  he 
made  void  the  said  legacy  of  130/.,  and  gave  to  his  executors  the  sum  of  300/., 
upon  trust,  that  the  same  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  the 
profits  whereof  should  be  to  the  following  uses,  viz. ; the  yearly  sum  of  20s.,  for 
the  teaching  of  two  poor  children  at  Brampton  school,  till  they  could  read  and 
write,  his  executors  to  have  the  nomination  of  such  children,  and  after  their 
decease  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Brampton  : And  the  yearly  sum  of 
50s.  to  be  bestowed  in  white  bread,  and  12  pennyworth  to  be  distributed  to 
six  poor  people  and  the  parish  clerk,  upon  every  holyday  and  other  days  men- 
tioned in  his  will,  and  the  remainder  of  the  profits  of  the  said  300/.,  or  of  such 
lands  as  should  be  purchased  therewith,  to  be  divided  into  fifty  equal  parts,  and 
the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  of  Brampton,  in  such  manner  as  the  over- 
plus of  the  130/.  given  by  his  will  was  appointed. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  December  17 85,  (as  appears  from  an  attested 
copy  thereof,  produced  by  the  minister  of  Brampton),  between  Robert  Birch, 
esquire,  and  John  Barker,  esquire,  and  Jane,  his  wife,  of  the  first  part;  the 
Rev.  Edmund  Cartwright,  minister  of  the  parish  of  Brampton,  of  the  second 
part;  and  the  Rev.  John  Carver,  Adam  Slater,  Samuel  Shore,  Isaac  Wilkinson, 
and  John  Nodder,  esquires,  of  the  third  part;  reciting  the  will  of  the  said 
James  Shaw,  to  the  effect  above  mentioned ; and  also  the  will  and  codicil 
of  the  said  John  Akrode ; and  further  reciting,  that  by  indenture,  bearing 
date  25th  March  1711,  made  between  John  Mottershaw,  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  said  Godfrey  Watkinson  and  James  Swift,  of  the  other  part ; after 
reciting  to  the  effect  above  stated,  and  that  the  said  George  Milward , in  the 
time  of  the  sickness  whereof  he  died,  had  ordered  Marmaduke  Carver,  one  of 
his  executors,  to  give  to  the  poor  of  Brampton  10/.,  to  be  distributed  or  laid  out 
to  such  uses  for  them  as  the  said  Godfrey  Watkinson,  James  Swift  and  Marma- 
duke Carver,  should  think  most  fitting,  and  that  the  said  Marmaduke  Carver 
had  paid  the  said  sum  of  10/.,  to  be  laid  out,  with  the  legacies  given  by  the  said 
James  Shaw  and  John  Akrode,  for  the  purchasing  of  the  yearly  rent-charge 
therein-after  mentioned;  the  said  John  Mottershaw,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
3601.  granted  to  the  said  George  Watkinson  and  James  Swift,  and  their  heirs, 
a yearly  rent-charge  of  16/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  one-third  part  of  a messuage 
house  in  Clay  Lane,  and  of  all  buildings,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  and  out  of  the 
several  closes  following,  viz. ; the  Kiln  Croft,  the  Orchard,  the  Shaw,  the  Narr 
Croft,  the  Over  Croft,  the  Middle  Croft,  the  Mowson  Croft,  the  Doe  Lands, 
the  Coate  Close,  the  Cowsell  High  Flat,  the  Far  Ox  Close,  the  Near  Ox  Close, 
the  Egshaw,  the  Long  Croft,  the  Over  Smithy  Acre,  the  Nether  Smithy  Acre, 
and  the  Cooper  Close,  the  whole  containing  by  estimation  93  acres,  and  situate 
at  Clay  Lane,  payable  half-yearly,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas-day,  clear  of 
all  charges  except  the  land-tax  or  queen’s  taxes,  upon  trust,  that  they  should 
yearly  apply  so  much  of  the  said  rent-charge  as  should  become  due  for  the  10/. 
given  by  the  said  James  Shaw,  for  the  uses  mentioned  in  his  will,  and  so  much 
of  the  said  rent-charge  as  should  become  due  for  the  said  300/.  given  by  John 
Akrode,  for  the  uses  mentioned  in  his  will  and  codicil ; and  so  much  of  the  said 
rent-charge  as  should  become  due  in  respect  of  the  10/.  given  by  the  said  George 
Milward,  upon  St.  George’s  day,  for  the  use  of  the  most  poor  and  indigent  people, 
resients  and  inhabitants  within  Brampton,  for  the  time  being,  always  having 
respect  to  such  poor  within  Brampton  as  should  be  nominated  bv  the  said 
Marmaduke  Carver,  his  executors,  &c.  with  power  of  distress  in  case  of  non- 
payment of  the  said  rent-charge ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  rent-charge 
was  then  vested  in  the  said  Robert  Birch  and  Jane  Barker,  the  said  Robert 
Birch,  John  Barker,  and  Jane  his  wife,  granted  the  said  rent-charge  to  the  said 
John  Carver  and  others,  the  parties  of  the  third  part,  upon  the  trusts  expressed 
in  the  said  indenture  of  the  25th  March  1711. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  and  Isaac  Wilkinson, 
are  the  survivors. 

It  does  not  appear  how  the  trustees  became  possessed  of  the  sum  of  40/.,

Foljambe’s Charity.  The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Godfrey  Foljambe  will  be  found  in  our 
account  of  the  charities  for  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  in  a subsequent  part  of 
this  Report. 

James  Shawe’s  Charity. 

James  Shawe’s  It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  page  126  of  our  14th  Report,  in  our  account 
Charity.  0f  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  St.  Sepulchre’s,  London,  that  James  Shazce,  by 
his  will,  bearing  date  5th  May  1630,  devised,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  to 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Sepulchre,  and  to  their  suc- 
cessors, for  ever,  all  that  or  those  messuage  or  tenement,  messuages  or  tene- 
ments, towards  the  street,  parcel  of  certain  premises  situate  near  the  Bars  of 
West  Smithfield,  and  which  he  had  purchased  of  Thomas  Smedley,  upon  con- 
dition that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  certain  annuities,  and 
among  others,  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Brampton,  in  the  county 
of  Derby,  for  the  time  being,  20/.,  to  be  by  them  distributed  as  follows,  viz.  ; 
towards  the  relief  of  the  aged  and  needy  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of 
Brampton,  51.  yearly  ; towards  putting  out  apprentice  five  children  of  the  same 
parish,  14/.  yearly,  (that  is  to  say),  9 /.  for  three  boys,  and  5 /.  for  two  girls ; 
and  to  a preacher  for  a sermon  in  the  parish  church  of  Brampton,  on  the  day 
of  distribution,  10 5. ; to  the  two  churchwardens  and  parish  clerk,  25.  a piece  j 
and  the  remaining  45.  to  be  spent  by  such  ancient  parishioners  as  should  be 
present  at  such  distribution,  for  refreshment,  and  should  apply  the  remainder 
of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  repairs  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  Sepulchre’s, 
London,  aforesaid. 

The  premises  above  mentioned,  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  made  between 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Sepulchre  and  William  Thomas  Hander, 
by  virtue  of  which  two  houses  had  been  pulled  down,  and  one  new  house 
erected  on  the  site  thereof,  were  demised  by  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens, 
by  lease,  bearing  date  17th  April  1753,  to  Nathaniel  Thomas,  in  consideration 
of  100/.,  for  the  term  of  Gl  years  from  Michaelmas  1753,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  7/. 

The  sum  of  100/.  which  was  received  as  a fine  for  the  lease,  appears  to  have 
been  transmitted  to  the  parish  officers  of  Brampton ; and  the  sum  of  7 5 /., 
part  thereof,  was  laid  out  as  follows,  viz. ; — 50/.  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of 
the  turnpike  road  between  Chesterfield  and  Hernston  Lane  Head,  for  which 
a bond,  N°7G,  given  to  John  Creswell,  and  bearing  date  2Gth  December  1759, 
was  assigned  on  the  4th  July  1763,  to  the  then  churchwardens  ; and  25  /.  on  the 
security  of  the  tolls  of  the  turnpike  road  from  Nottingham  to  Newhaven,  for 
which  a bond,  N°51,  given  to  the  said  John  Creswell,  and  bearing  date  25th 
December  1762,  was  assigned  to  the  then  churchwardens  on  the  4th  July 
1763. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  lease  of  1753,  the  premises  at  Smithfield  Bars  were 
let  to  Benjamin  Ruffle  for  21  years,  at  the  rent  of  80/.,  and  the  sum  of  20/. 
has  been  transmitted  yearly  to  the  churchwardens  of  Brampton,  through  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Coller,  of  Chesterfield. 

The  further  sum  of  2/.  105.  is  received  from  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton 

and 
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and  Co.  in  Chesterfield,  as  the  interest  on  the  turnpike  security  for  50/.,  and 
1 /.  2 s.  6 d.  is  received  from  Mr.  Barker,  of  Bakewell,  as  the  interest  on  the 
other  turnpike  security. 

The  income  derived  from  these  sources,  amounting  to  231.  12s.  6 d.  per 
annum,  is  divided  as  follows  : —

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The  sum  of  17/-  12  5.  6 cl.  is  carried  to  a distinct  account,  and  applied  in 
binding  boys  and  girls  of  the  parish  apprentices.  The  premiums  paid  with  the 
boys  have  been  limited  to  the  sum  of  31.  10  s.,  and  those  paid  with  the  girls,  to 
3 l. ; applications  for  the  benefit  of  this  branch  of  the  charity  are  made  to  the 
parish  officers,  and  an  addition  is  frequently  made  to  the  premiums  above  men- 
tioned, from  the  poor’s  rates. 

In  March  1827,  there  was  a balance  of  7 51.  5 s.  11  d.  in  favour  of  the  appren- 
tice fund,  which  was  in  the  hands  of  James  Shemwell,  one  of  the  church- 
wardens. It  was  proposed  to  place  out  this  balance,  and  to  increase  the  sums 
paid  with  each  apprentice  in  future,  as  circumstances  may  require  ; and  it  seems 
probable,  that  in  this  manner  the  charity  will  be  rendered  more  beneficial  to 
the  poor,  and  the  whole  income  in  future,  as  well  as  the  present  balance,  may 
be  thus  exhausted. 

The  sum  of  5 /.  for  the  poor,  is  added  to  the  sums  received  in  respect  of  Fol- 
jambe’s  charities,  and  is  distributed  therewith  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
parish,  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

Hartley’s  Charity. 

Henry  Hartley,  by  will,  bearing  date  11th  April  1592,  as  appears  from  a copy  Hartley’s  Charity, 
thereof  in  an  old  parish  book,  gave  to  Robert  Hartley,  and  Joan,  his  wife, 
a messuage  or  tenement  in  Brampton,  and  all  lands,  &c.  to  the  same  belong- 
ing, for  the  lives  of  them  and  the  survivor,  if  they  should  yearly  pay  to  34  poor 
people,  inhabitants  within  the  parish  of  Brampton,  on  Christmas  eve,  the  sum  of 
11  s.  4d.,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  the  said  Robert  Hartley,  if 
such  issue  should  pay  to  the  said  poor  people,  yearly,  as  aforesaid,  20a.  in  such 
form  as  was  before  limited,  for  the  said  Robert  Hartley,  and  Joan  his  wife. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  is  paid  in  respect  of  a farm  at  Doghole,  the  property 
of  the  Rev.  J.  Morewood,  by  his  tenant,  and  the  amount  is  distributed  with 
Boote’s  charity,  hereafter  mentioned. 


Boote’s  Charity. 

Anthony  Boote,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  22d  May  1712,  as  appears  from  an  Boote’s  Charity, 
old  copy  thereof,  devised  the  messuage  wherein  he  dwelt,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, a close  near  his  house,  containing  about  two  acres,  the  Broom  Fields, 
containing  about  five  acres,  and  two  closes  called  the  Cow  Closes,  being  about 
six  acres,  all  in  the  parish,  or  free  chapelry  of  Brampton,  to  his  nephew,  Samuel 
Hand,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  first  and  other  sons,  successively  in  tail, 
with  remainder,  in  default  of  such  issue,  to  his  own  right  heirs,  charged  amongst 
other  things  with  the  payment  of  20  s.  a year,  for  the  use  of  40  of  the  poorest 
people  of  the  said  parish,  who  should  receive  no  alms  or  parochial  allowance, 
the  same  to  be  for  ever  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  in  the 
church  porch,  on  the  1st  January,  and  then  and  there  to  be  distributed  as 
aforesaid. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  is  paid  by  John  Drable,  the  owner  of  about  one-third 
part  of  the  lands  charged  by  the  donor  with  the  payment  thereof. 

This  sum,  with  20  5.  paid  in  respect  of  Hartley’s  charity,  is  divided  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  on  Christmas-day,  equally  amongst  40  poor 
widows. 

Belfit’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns,  that  James  Belfit,  by  will,  in  1727,  Belfit’s  Charity, 
gave  land,  vested  in  J.  Jenkinson,  and  producing  5 s.  per  annum,  for  bread  to 
.the  poor. 
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The  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  is  paid  as  a rent-charge,  out  of  a field  at  Whittington  ; 
it  is  received  by  Joseph  Cooper,  a baker,  in  Chesterfield,  who  provides  30  two- 
penny loaves,  which  are  distributed  to  the  poor  on  the  5th  November. 

Wilkes’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  George  Wilkes  gave  10/.  to 
the  minister  of  this  parish,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  and 
5 1.  for  the  poor  ; but  we  have  not  been  able  to  procure  any  further  information 
respecting  these  donations. 

Andrew’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  William  Andrew  gave  20 1.  for  the 
poor  of  this  parish. 

This  sum  was  in  the  hands  of  William  Linley,  until  his  death,  which  has  lately 
occurred,  and  we  are  informed  that  Anne  Bennett,  to  whom  he  left  his  property, 
has  agreed  to  give  security  for  it  to  the  churchwardens. 

The  sum  of  185.  has  been  paid  as  the  interest  of  this  sum  to  a baker  in 
Chesterfield,  who  has  therewith  provided  twenty  loaves  every  Christmas  day, 
which  have  been  distributed  by  Mr.  Linley  at  the  church. 

Tomlinson’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Tomlinson,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  14th  October  1779,  directed, 
that  her  executor  should,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  her  decease, 
place  out  the  sum  of  600/.  at  interest,  upon  such  government,  real  or  other 
good  security,  as  he  should  think  proper,  upon  as  high  interest  as  conveniently 
could  be,  and  should  pay  the  interest  thereof,  after  the  sum  should  be  so 
placed  out,  and  in  the  mean  time,  the  sum  of  20/.,  yearly,  upon  every  1st  of 
April,  to  the  poor  of  Brampton,  in  augmentation  of,  and  in  the  same  manner, 
as  the  charity  money  called  Attenborough  money  (Foljambe’s  charity)  was  then 
paid  and  divided,  only  her  will  was  that  it  should  not  be  made  use  of  to  save 
or  lessen  the  parish  assessments  and  taxes. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  20th  January  1789,  between  Jonathan  Bromhead, 
esquire,  of  the  one  part;  and  Thomas  Lucas,  esquire,  Bernard  Lucas,  Anthony 
Wolley,  the  Rev.  John  Morewood,  Bernard  Lucas  the  younger,  John  Brom- 
head, John  Hardwick,  Thomas  Gardom  and  William  Gardoni,  of  the  other  part; 
reciting  so  much  of  the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Tomlinson  as  was  appli- 
cable to  the  legacy  of  GOO/.  ; and  that  it  had  not  been  convenient  to  the  said  Jona- 
than Bromhead  to  raise  the  said  sum  out  of  her  estates,  but  that  he  had,  yearly, 
since  her  decease,  distributed  the  sum  of  20/.  amongst  the  poor  of  Brampton, 
according  to  the  directions  of  her  will,  and  had  nominated  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  to  be  joint  trustees  with  him,  for  executing  the  trusts  of  the 
said  will  respecting  the  said  sum  of  GOO/.,  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  in 
pursuance  thereof,  assigned  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  execu- 
tors, administrators  and  assigns,  the  said  sum  of  GOO/.,  to  the  intent  that  they 
should  stand  possessed  thereof,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  place  out  the  said 
sum  of  GOO/.,  upon  government  or  real  securities,  at  as  high  a rate  of  interest 
as  could  be  gotten,  and  should  distribute  the  interest  thereof  on  the  1st  April 
amongst  the  poor  of  Brampton,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  will, 
provided  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  during  his 
life,  and  for  his  executors  or  administrators,  for  three  years  after  his  death,  to 
continue  the  said  sum  of  600/.  in  his  or  their  hands,  upon  bond  or  note  of  hand, 
payable  to  the  said  other  trustees,  with  such  interest  as  was  directed  by  the 
said  will  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead  ; and  also,  that  when  four 
of  the  trustees  should  die,  or  should  reside  twenty  miles  from  Brampton,  the 
remaining  trustees  should,  within  forty  days,  elect  four  other  trustees,  of  whom, 
in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  the  next  heir  at  law  of 
the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  for  the  time  being,  should  always  be  one  (such 
trustees  to  be  Protestants  professing  the  religion  of  the  church  of  England),  to 
act  in  the  trusts  aforesaid;  and  that  the  remaining  trustees  should,  within 
a month  after  such  nomination,  assign  and  transfer  the  said  sum  of  GOO/.,  so 
as  to  vest  the  same  in  the  remaining  and  new  trustees,  upon  the  like  trusts, 
and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever. 

1 he  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  byr  indenture  of  assignment,  bearing 
date  25th  March  1797,  whereby  Thomas  Lucas,  esquire,  Bernard  Lucas,  the 
Rev.  John  Morewood,  Bernard  Lucas  the  younger,  John  Bromhead  and  Thomas 
Gardom,  assigned  the  said  sum  of  GOO/,  to  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromhead,  the  Rev,

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Georo-e  Bossley,  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  Thomas  Smith,  esquire,  and  Joshua  Brampton. 
Jebb,°esquire,  as  co-trustees  with  themselves,  upon  the  trusts  last  aforesaid.  , , — — , 

Of  these  trustees,  the  Rev.  John  Morewood,  Joshua  Jebb,  esquire,  and  ^aSy.1* 

Bernard  Lucas  the  younger,  are  the  survivors,  and  it  is  their  intention  to  make  continued. 

a new  appointment.  ' ~~~ — ' 

The  sum  of  600/.  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Bromhead,  se- 
cured by  his  bond,  bearing  date  2d  July  1796.  He  died  in  January  1827,  leaving 
the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford  Bromhead  his  executor.  Interest,  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  cent,  amounting  to  24/.  per  annum,  has  been  paid  to  Bernard  Lucas, 
esquire,  who  has  had  the  principal  management  of  the  charity  from  the  year  1810, 
and  he  has  distributed  the  same  in  sums  varying  from  2s.  6d.  to  5s.  annually, 
on  the  1st  April,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish  not  receiving  regular 
parochial  relief,  with  the  assistance  of  the  parish  officers  and  such  of  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants  as  have  chosen  to  attend.  He  has  kept  a regular  account  of 
the  distribution,  which  has  been  usually  signed  every  year  by  the  parish  officers, 
and  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne. — See  Gisborne’s  Charity. 
Bakewell. 
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Stevenson’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentry  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  Ann  Stevenson,  by  will,  in  1743, 
gave  to  the  poor  of  this  hamlet,  51. 

This  legacy  is  in  the  hands  of  John  Gorell  Barns,  esquire,  who  pays  an- 
nually 5 s.  as  the  interest  thereof  to  the  churchwardens,  by  whom  it  is  distri- 
buted among  four  or  five  poor  widows  of  Watshelf. 
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PARISH  OF  CHESTERFIELD. 

Foljambe’s  Charity. 

Godfrey  Foljambe,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  24th  February  1594,  reciting, 
that  he  had,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  31st  December  1588,  made  between 
himself,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  George  W.  Poole,  knight,  and  two  others,  of 
the  other  part,  covenanted  to  convey,  to  certain  uses  therein  mentioned,  the 
rectory  of  Attenborough,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  with  all  tithes,  &c. 
thereto  belonging,  and  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Ashover,  purchased  of 
Christopher  Hunt,  together  with  other  lands,  subject  to  a power  of  revoking 
such  uses,  and  appointing  new  ones  by  his  will,  or  otherwise,  as  therein  men- 
tioned, revoked  the  said  uses  concerning  the  said  rectory  of  Attenborough,  and 
the  said  lands  and  tenements  in  Ashover,  and  devised  to  Isabel  his  wife,  and  her 
heirs,  the  said  rectory  or  parsonage,  and  all  the  glebe  lands,  tithes,  &c.  to  the 
same  belonging,  and  the  said  lands  and  tenements  in  Ashover  upon  trust,  after 
the  expiration  of  such  term  as  George  Foljambe,  his  uncle,  had  therein,  that 
she  and  her  heirs  should  yearly  pay  the  sum  of  40/.  of  the  revenues  thereof  to 
George  Tuke,  preacher  at  Chesterfield,  during  his  life,  and  during  the  time  he 
should  be  preacher  there,  and  should  observe  the  laws,  statutes  and  ordinances 
of  the  realm  touching  religion,  and  the  rites  used  in  the  church  of  England; 
and  after  his  decease,  or  refusal  to  be  preacher  at  the  said  town,  or  to  observe 
the  said  laws,  ordinances  and  rites,  then  to  such  preacher  as  should  from  time 
to  time  be  licensed  to  preach,  and  should  observe  such  laws,  ordinances,  & c., 
and  should  in  the  said  church  of  Chesterfield,  four  times  at  least  in  every 
month,  upon  the  Sabbath  or  other  festival  days,  preach  for  the  instruction  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  such  preacher  to  be  nominated  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  York  and  his  successors,  and  to  be  by  them  removed,  if  the  cause  of  his 
defect  should  so  require  ; and  that  the  said  Isabel,  and  her  heirs,  should  yearly 
pay  the  sum  of  13/.  6s.  8 d.  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  rectory  and  lands  in 
Ashover,  towards  the  finding  of  a schoolmaster  being  sufficiently  learned  for 
teaching  children  within  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  such  schoolmaster  to  be 
allowed,  and  removed  if  cause  of  his  defects  should  so  require,  by  the  said 
archbishop  and  his  successors,  and  also  should  yearly  pay  the  sum  of  20/.  of 
the  revenues  of  the  said  rectory,  and  of  the  said  lands  in  Ashover,  to  the 
master  and  fellows  of  Jesus  College,  Cambridge,  and  their  successors,  and 
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the  sum  of  13/.  6 s.  8 d.  yearly,  to  the  master  and  fellows  of  Magdalen  College, 
Cambridge,  and  their  successors ; and  that  she  and  they  should  employ  all  the 
surplus  and  residue  of  the  revenues  and  profits  of  the  said  rectory,  and  of  the  said 
lands  in  Ashover,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  impotent  and  needy  people,  for  the 
time  being,  inhabiting  within  the  several  towns,  villages  or  hamlets,  of  Chester- 
field, Brampton  and  Wingerworth,  or  elsewhere,  within  the  parish  of  Ches- 
terfield, by  the  oversight  of  the  executors  of  his  will,  and  the  survivor  of  them  ; 
and  after  his  decease,  then  by  the  oversight  of  such  person  as  should  be  owner, 
for  the  time  being,  of  his  chief  mansion  house,  called  Walton,  wherein  he  then 
dwelt. 

As  the  two  estates  are  under  the  management  of  different  trustees,  and  the 
application  of  the  rents  are  kept  wholly  distinct,  we  will  first  give  an  account 
of  the  rectory  of  Attenborough,  which  is  vested  in  the  trustees  hereinafter 
named,  and  afterwards  of  the  estate  at  Ashover,  which  is  under  the  management 
of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Chesterfield. 

The  following  account  of  proceedings  which  took  place  after  the  death  of 
the  testator,  with  respect  to  the  estate  at  Attenborough,  is  taken  from  the 
recitals  contained  in  an  indenture,  whereby  that  estate  was  conveyed  to  new 
trustees,  bearing  date  22d  March  1647- 

By  deed,  bearing  date  27th  August  1595,  Isabel  Foljambe,  the  widow  of  the 
testator,  granted  to  William  Ireton,  and  Mary  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  of  the  said 
William  Ireton,  the  rectory  and  parsonage  of  Attenborough,  with  the  advowson 
of  the  vicarage,  and  all  messuages,  lands,  tithes,  he.  thereto  belonging,  to  the 
intent  that  they  should  yearly  pay  thereout  the  several  sums  of  money  before 
limited  to  the  said  preacher,  schoolmaster  and  colleges,  and  should  keep  and 
maintain  a sufficient  preacher  within  the  said  parish  of  Attenborough,  to  preach 
and  instruct  the  parishioners,  and  should  perform  and  accomplish  all  the  said 
purposes,  according  to  the  true  meaning  of  the  said  conveyance,  and  of  the  said 
Godfrey  Foljambe,  deceased. 

At  Michaelmas  1603,  the  term,  granted  to  George  Foljambe,  as  mentioned 
in  the  testator’s  will,  expired,  and  from  that  time  the  said  William  and  Mary 
Ireton,  and  German  Ireton,  successively  enjoyed  the  rectory  of  Attenborough, 
and  converted  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  their  own  use,  in  consequence 
whereof  a suit  was  instituted  in  the  court  of  Chancery  by  the  master  and  fel- 
lows of  Jesus  and  Magdalen  Colleges,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses 
of  Chesterfield,  and  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  of  Chesterfield,  against 
Mary  Ireton  (her  husband  being  then  dead),  German  Ireton  and  Sidney 
Zouch  ; and  on  the  14th  June,  G James  I,  it  was  decreed  by  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor Ellesmere,  that  the  said  defendants,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  for- 
ever thereafter  yearly  pay  the  sum  of  140/.  (over  and  above  18/.  yearly  rent  to 
His  Majesty),  and  that  they  should  therewith  pay  to  the  said  colleges  the  said 
yearly  sums  of  20/.  and  13/.  G s.  8 d.,  and  to  the  said  preacher  and  schoolmaster 
at  Chesterfield  the  said  yearly  sums  of  40/.  and  13/.  6 s.  8 d.,  and  that  they 
should  thereafter  be  freed  from  maintaining  the  said  preacher  at  Attenborough  ; 
and  that  all  the  overplus  of  the  said  140/.  per  annum  should  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Chesterfield,  to  be  employed  to- 
wards the  relief  of  the  poor  and  needy  people  inhabiting  within  the  towns,  vil- 
lages or  hamlets  of  Chesterfield,  Brampton  and  Wingerworth,  or  elsewhere 
within  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  said  will. 

A petition  was  afterwards  presented  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  on  behalf  of  the 
poor,  against  the  said  Mary  and  German  Ireton,  showing  that  they  had  never 
paid  the  king’s  rent  of  18/.  a year  for  the  said  parsonage  of  Attenborough,  and 
that  there  was  due  for  the  arrears  thereof  198/.,  and  that  there  were  other 
arrearages  of  a rent  of  21.  Os.  8 d.  per  annum,  due  to  the  dean  of  York  ; and 
that  the  said  German  Ireton  had  entered  into  a statute  for  600/.,  by  which 
means  it  was  alledged,  the  good  uses  limited  by  the  said  Godfrey  Foljambe’s  will 
and  the  said  decree,  were  likely  to  be  frustrated  ; and  it  was  therefore  prayed, 
that  the  inheritance  of  the  said  parsonage  might  be  invested,  either  in  the  cor- 
poration of  Chesterfield,  or  where  the  said  Chancellor  might  think  fit;  and  on 
the  28th  November,  8 Jac.  I.  it  was  decreed,  that  the  said  Mary  and  German 
Ireton  should  free  the  said  parsonage  and  lands  from  all  arrears,  and  that  they 
should  make  a feoffment  or  other  assurance  of  the  said  premises  to  Sir  William 
Bowes,  and  nineteen  other  persons  therein-named,  (being  persons  named  by  the 
said  parishioners  of  Chesterfield),  and  their  heirs. 
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By  indenture,  bearing  date  7th  May  Hill  (as  recited  in  the  above-mentioned 
indenture  of  104-7),  the  said  German  and  Mary  Ireton,  in  performance  of  the 
said  decree,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Sir  William  Bowes  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  the  rectory  of  Attenborough,  with  the  advowson  of  the  vicarage, 
and  all  messuages,  lands,  &c.  in  Attenborough,  Toton,  Bramcote  and  Chilwell, 
or  elsewhere,  to  the  uses  and  intent  of  the  will  of  the  said  Godfrey  Foljambe, 
and  of  the  said  decree. 

The  same  premises  have  been  conveyed  to  new  trustees  from  time  to  time; 
and  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  5th  and  6th  December 
1823,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  Anthony  Lax  Maynard,  deceased,  James  Hunloke, 
Joshua  Jebb,  Charles  Gladwin,  Adam  Barker  Slater,  esq.  the  Rev,  Edward 
Heathcote,  Bernard  Lucas  and  John  Gorell  Barnes,  esquires,  the  then  surviving 
feoffees,  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  Reverend 
Richard  Burrow  Turbutt,  the  owner  of  Walton  Hall,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hill, 
John  Charge,  Robert  Malkin,  Henry  Malkin,  esquires,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Burton 
Lucas,  Bernard  Maynard  Lucas,  Edmond  Gilling  Maynard,  and  Godfrey  Heath- 
cote, esquires,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said 
Godfrey  Foljambe,  and  the  said  decree  in  Chancery. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  rectory  of  Attenborough  consists  of : — ■ 

1.  — A house  and  homestead,  with  three  small  cottages  and  several  closes  of 
land,  containing  in  the  whole  127a.  & 8p.,  situate  in  the  several  townships  of 
Toton,  Chilwell  and  Bramcote,  which  townships  together,  make  up  the  parish 
of  Attenborough.  A part  of  this  farm,  containing  about  48  acres,  with  a barn 
thereon,  lies  in  Bramcote,  at  the  distance  of  three  miles  from  the  rest  of  the 
property. 

These  premises,  with  the  tithes  arising  thereon,  are  in  the  occupation  of  John 
Holbrook,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  186/.  This  rent  was  fixed  in  1807, 
upon  the  valuation  of  a surveyor,  and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  the  farm  was 
again  looked  over  by  a surveyor,  who  states,  that  the  same  is  now  a fair  rent. 
The  farm-house  and  buildings,  excepting  one  of  the  cottages,  which  is  old  and 
built  principally  of  mud,  are  stated  to  be  in  good  condition.  The  expenses  of 
the  repairs  are  in  general  defrayed  by  the  tenant ; but  he  has  made  application 
to  the  trustees  to  assist  him  in  putting  tiled  roofs  upon  the  farm-house  and  the 
buildings  belonging  thereto,  which  are  now  thatched,  and  the  trustees  propose 
to  advance  him  for  this  purpose  50/.,  out  of  the  produce  of  some  timber  which 
has  been  lately  cut  and  sold,  and  of  which  the  clear  produce  amounted  to 
531.  11  s.  9d. 

2.  — The  rectorial  tythes  of  the  parish  of  Attenborough.  The  trustees,  as 
impropriate  rectors,  are  entitled  to  all  the  great  tithes  arising  within  the  parish, 
except  upon  certain  lands  around  each  of  the  four  towns  or  villages  of  Atten- 
borough, Bramcote,  Chilwell  and  Toton,  which  are  called  the  Vicar’s  Rings, 
chiefly  consisting  of  crofts,  orchards  and  gardens,  and  containing  in  the  whole, 
about  128  acres,  the  vicar  claiming  all  tithes  arising  upon  these  lands ; and  also 
excepting  certain  lands  in  Bramcote,  which  were  exempted,  as  hereafter  men- 
tioned, at  the  time  of  the  inclosure  in  that  township.  It  will  also  be  seen,  that 
there  are  some  lands  for  which  the  trustees  receive  only  a fixed  annual  payment, 
in  lieu  of  tythes. 

Bramcote  Tythes. — By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  11th  Geo.  3, 
for  inclosing  the  common  fields  within  the  liberties  of  Stapleford  and  Bramcote, 
the  commissioners  were  directed  to  set  out  so  much  of  the  common  field  lands 
in  Bramcote,  intended  to  be  inclosed,  as  should  be  equal  to  one-eighth  part 
thereof,  to  the  trustees  of  Foljambe’s  charity,  as  the  owners  of  the  impropriate 
tythes,  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  common  rights  and  tythes  arising  from  the  said 
lands  intended  to  be  inclosed ; and  the  commissioners  by  their  award,  bearing 
date  18th  January  1772,  set  out  to  the  said  trustees,  in  lieu  of  such  tythes, 
a parcel  of  land,  N°  75,  in  the  Far  Field,  and  a piece  of  common  land  adjoining, 
containing  together  32a.  2r.  35 p. 

This  allotment  is  included  in  the  farm  above  mentioned,  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Holbrook. 

The  commissioners  also,  by  their  award,  allotted  to  John  Sherwin  two  parcels 
of  land,  containing  39a.  2r.  33p.  in  lieu  of  certain  lands  in  the  open  fields  of 
Bramcote,  belonging  to  a farm,  which,  with  the  lands  in  the  open  fields,  had 
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front  time  immemorial  been  subject  to  the  yearly  payment  of  71.  and  a quarter 
of  oats,  in  lieu  of  ty  tbes. 

This  farm,  with  the  allotments  above  mentioned,  containing,  as  we  are 
informed,  205a.  3r.  21  p.,  now  belongs  to  Mrs.  Charlotte  Longden,  of  Bram- 
cote  Hills ; and  the  tythes  of  the  residue  of  the  old  inclosures,  including  the 
payment  of  7/*,  and  a quarter  of  oats,  are  let  to  the  said  Mrs.  Longden,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  72/.  2 s. 

Chilwell  Tythes. — Amongst  the  documents  produced  to  us  by  the  trustees, 
was  an  extract  from  the  will  of  Ann  Powtrell,  bearing  date  11th  November 
l66f),  whereby  she  gave  to  her  nephew,  Sir  Henry  Hunloke,  bart.,  and  his  heirs, 
her  manor  and  manorial  house  of  Chilwell,  and  several  closes,  containing  by 
estimation  in  the  whole  about  1 15  acres,  and  all  manner  of  tythes  to  the  said 
manor  belonging,  and  the  tythes  of  all  the  farms  in  the  possession  of  herself,  or 
of  any  of  her  tenants,  and  of  all  the  lands  situate  in  the  said  manor,  which  she 
had  sold,  being  by  computation  in  the  whole,  the  tythes  of  52J,  oxgangs  of  land, 
upon  trust,  that  he  and  his  heirs  should  yearly  pay  to  the  trustees  interested  in 
the  rectory  impropriate  and  tythes  of  Attenborough,  the  yearly  sum  of  52/.  105., 
if  the  said  Sir  Henry  Hunloke  and  his  heirs,  should  peaceably  hold  to  their  own 
use,  the  tythes  of  the  said  52^  oxgangs  of  land,  the  same  being  then  in  the 
possession  of  several  persons,  by  force  of  several  conveyances  made  by  Henry 
Powtrell,  her  late  husband,  according  to  the  meaning  of  articles  of  agreement, 
bearing  date  24th  May  1664. 

There  appears  to  be  some  evidence  of  the  payment  of  the  above-mentioned 
sum  of  52/.  105.  per  annum,  as  late  as  the  year  1772,  in  respect  of  tythes 
arising  upon  some  lands  then  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Henry  Hunloke  ; but  we 
are  informed  that  no  claim  of  exemption  from  the  payment  of  tythes  in  kind  is 
now  set  up  on  this  ground,  and  that  all  the  great  tythes  in  Chilwell  are  col- 
lected or  compounded  for  by  the  lessee,  except  any  which  may  arise  within  the 
Vicar’s  Ring.  It  should  however  be  noticed,  that  there  are  about  05  acres  of 
land  in  Chilwell,  adjoining  the  river  Trent,  and  called  the  Borress,  which  in 
the  valuations  of  the  Chilwell  tythes  have  been  expressly  excepted.  This 
exception  seems,  however,  to  have  arisen  from  the  circumstance  that  the 
land  has  been  always  kept  in  pasture,  and  has  consequently  produced  no 
tythes,  except  such  as  are  payable  to  the  vicar. 

The  rectorial  tythes  in  Chilwell  are  now  let  to  John  Garton  and  John 
Cheetham,  as  tenants  from  year  to  year,  at  a fair  rent  of  1 1 6 /.  145. 


Toton  Tythes. — By  indenture  bearing  date  12th  September  1673,  between 
Arthur  Warren,  esquire,  of  the  first  part;  Hopton  Shuter,  of  the  Inner  Temple, 
of  the  second  part;  the  Honourable  Henry  Pierrepont  and  others,  trustees  of  this 
charity,  of  the  third  part;  and  Hugh  Bateman,  Ambrose,  Philip  and  John  More- 
wood,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting  the  purport  of  the  will  of  Godfrey  Foljambe, 
and  that  the  estate  became  vested  in  George  Pierrepont  and  others,  as  the  sur- 
viving trustees  of  the  said  rectory  and  premises;  and  further  reciting,  that  the 
said  Arthur  Warren,  Hopton  Shuter  and  Benjamin  Weston,  deceased,  filed  a 
bill  in  the  court  of  Chancery  in  Easter  term  1662,  against  the  said  George 
Pierrepont  and  others,  setting  forth  the  title  of  the  said  trustees,  and  that  the 
said  Arthur  Warren  was  possessed  of  the  manor  of  Toton,  and  divers  lands 
thereto  belonging,  in  the  parish  of  Attenborough,  for  the  term  of  one  thousand 
years,  and  that  the  said  Hopton  Shuter  and  Benjamin  Weston  were  seised  of  the 
reversion,  in  trust,  for  the  said  Arthur  Warren  and  his  heirs,  and  that  there 
were  tythes  payable  by  the  said  Arthur  Warren  out  of  his  said  lands,  and  that 
he  had  treated  with  the  said  Henry  Foljambe,  the  tenant  of  the  said  rectory, 
for  payment  of  a certain  sum  of  money  in  lieu  thereof,  and  for  laying  the  lands 
belonging  to  the  rectory,  which  lay  intermixed  with  the  lands  of  the  said  Arthur 
Warren,  into  several  closes  by  themselves ; and  that  it  was  agreed,  between  the 
said  Arthur  Warren  and  Henry  Foljambe,  in  September  1661,  that  the  said 
Arthur  Warren  should  pay  to  the  said  Henry  Foljambe,  during  his  term,  60/. 
per  annum,  for  the  tythes  aforesaid,  the  taxes  to  be  equally  borne  between 
them  ; that  the  glebe  lands  which  were  arable  in  the  fields  of  Toton,  should  be 
all  laid  together  in  one  place  in  the  said  fields  next  any  side  thereof,  foot  for 
foot,  at  the  choice  of  the  said  Henry  Foljambe,  which  were  to  continue  tythe 
free,  for  ever ; that  the  meadow  and  pasture  lands  belonging  to  the  glebe  in 
Toton  should  be  laid  together,  as  the  said  Arthur  Warren  and  Henry  Foljambe 

$ should 
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should  agree,  to  remain,  for  ever,  in  severalty,  tytlie  free  ; and  that  the  said 
Henry  Foljambe  should  have  seven  acres  of  land  set  out  in  Toton  Moor,  to 
remain  to  the  said  rectory,  for  ever,  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  common  belong- 
ing to  the  said  rectory  in  Toton  ; and  that  the  said  Arthur  Warren  should 
divide  that  part  of  the  Home  Leys  belonging  to  the  said  rectory,  which  was 
staked  out  from  the  rest,  and  also  divide  the  meadow  belonging  and  laid  out 
to  the  said  rectory,  from  the  vicar’s  lands,  and  that  the  said  Henry  Foljambe 
should  have  as  much  laid  out  for  it,  with  convenient  ways  to  the  said  lands ; 
which  agreement  was  reduced  into  writing,  and  was  approved  of  by  the  said 
trustees  ; and  that  pursuant  thereto,  the  said  Arthur  Warren  had  laid  out  the 
arable  lands,  and  the  meadow  and  pasture,  as  agreed  upon,  had  set  out  the 
seven  acres  in  Toton  Moor,  had  divided  the  Home  Leys  and  the  meadow  laid 
out  to  the  rectory,  and  had  offered  to  convey  the  mansion  house  in  Toton, 
with  the  appurtenances,  and  the  closes  called  the  Chapel  Close,  the  New  Plot, 
a close  in  the’Town  Mead,  containing  If  acres,  the  Pinfold  Close,  the  Smith 
Close,  and  a little  close  adjoining  the  Chapel  Close,  to  secure  the  said  60/.  per 
annum  to  the  said  Henry  Foljambe  for  his  term,  and  afterwards  to  the  said 
trustees  and  their  heirs,  so  as  the  said  trustees  would  discharge  his  lands  from 
payment  of  tythes,  and  perform  the  rest  of  the  said  agreement ; but  that  the  said 
trustees  were  unwilling  to  consent  thereto,  though  they  knew  the  same  to  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  charity ; whereupon  the  plaintiffs  prayed  to  have  the  said 
agreement  executed,  and  that  the  manor  and  the  plaintiffs  land  there  might  be 
discharged  from  tythes,  and  the  60/.  per  annum  settled  in  lieu  thereof ; and  fur- 
ther reciting,  that  on  the  31st  October,  22  Car.  2,  it  was  ordered,  that  the 
said  agreement  should  be  performed,  and  that  conveyances  should  be  made  to 
the  parties  concerned  therein,  according  to  the  true  intent  thereof ; and  recit- 
ing, that  the  said  Henry  Foljambe  was  dead,  and  that  his  term  in  the  rectory 
had  been  surrendered  to  the  said  Henry  Pierrepont  and  others,  the  then  trus- 
tees, the  said  Arthur  Warren,  in  obedience  to  the  said  decree,  conveyed  to  the 
said  Henry  Pierrepont  and  others,  and  their  executors  and  assigns,  all  the  said 
arable  lands,  meadow  and  pasture,  which  under  the  agreement  aforesaid  had 
been  set  out  to  the  said  rectory  in  lieu  of  the  said  former  glebe  lands,  and 
seven  acres  in  Toton  Moor,  set  out  in  satisfaction  of  the  said  commons,  and 
the  mansion  house  and  other  premises  above  mentioned,  for  the  residue  of  the 
term  of  one  thousand  years ; and  the  said  Hopton  Shuter,  by  the  appointment 
of  the  said  Arthur  Warren,  conveyed  the  reversion  of  the  said  premises  to  the 
said  Hugh  Bateman  and  others,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  trustees,  and  the 
said  Hugh  Bateman,  should  permit  the  said  Arthur  Warren,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  capital  messuage,  and  other 
the  said  last  mentioned  premises,  until  he  or  they  should  make  default  in  pay- 
ment of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  60/.,  and  one  moiety  of  the  taxes  imposed  on 
the  tithes  of  Toton,  or  the  said  sum  of  60/.,  which  sum  was  to  go  in  satisfac- 
tion of  the  tythes  of  all  the  lands  which  were  the  said  Arthur  Warren’s  in 
Toton,  at  the  time  of  the  said  agreement  in  1661  ; and  the  said  Henry  Pierre- 
pont and  others,  trustees  of  the  said  rectory,  conveyed  to  the  said  Arthur 
Warren,  his  executors  and  assigns,  all  the  glebe  lands  belonging  to  the  said 
rectory  in  Toton,  and  which  the  said  Arthur  Warren  had  taken  in  and  inclosed, 
and  all  common  and  rights  of  common  thereto  belonging,  and  all  the  tythes  of 
corn,  grain,  and  other  tythes  arising  thereon,  or  on  the  said  glebe  lands,  or  on 
any  other  lands  which  at  the  time  of  the  said  agreement  belonged  to  the  said 
Arthur  Warren,  in  Toton,  for  the  term  of 980  years  ; and  it  is  stated,  that  it  was 
intended  thereafter  to  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Hopton  Shuter,  and 
his  heirs,  to  be  enjoyed  by  all  persons  according  to  the.  intent  of  the  said 
decree. 

It  appears  from  the  answer  of  the  defendant,  in  proceedings  which  have  lately 
taken  place  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  that  a conveyance  in  fee  of  the  lands 
and  tythes  above  mentioned  was  afterwards  made  by  indenture  of  feoffment, 
bearing  date  13th  September  1673,  to  the  said  Hopton  Shuter  and  his  heirs. 

The  yearly  sum  of  60 /.  was  accepted  by  the  trustees  in  lieu  of  tythes,  until 
October  1814.  In  1815,  an  information  was  filed  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  by 
the  attorney  general,  at  the  relation  of  the  trustees,  against  Sir  John  Borlase 
Warren,  the  owner  of  all  the  lands  in  the  township  of  Toton,  except  those 
which  belonged  to  the  rectory  ; and  the  information  stated,  by  way  of  pretence,  a 
lease  bearing  date  12th  September  1673,  bv  which  the  trustees  granted  to 
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Arthur  Warren  the  tythes  of  the  lands  then  belonging  to  him  for  980  years, 
and  charging  that  the  compensation  made  by  the  pretended  lease  was  inadequate 
and  fraudulent,  and  that  the  lease  was  wholly  void,  the  trustees  having  had  no 
power  to  grant  such  a lease  tending  to  injure  the  charity,  and  prayed,  that  the 
said  lease  might  be  declared  void,  and  an  account  of  the  tythes  decreed.  The 
defendant,  in  his  answer,  set  forth  and  insisted  upon  the  validity  of  the  agree- 
ment above  mentioned,  the  same  having  been  confirmed  by  the  decree  of  I67O 
(22  Car.  2.),  and  upon  the  conveyances  of  12th  and  13th  September  1673, 
made  in  pursuance  of  such  decree. 

The  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  in  July  1818,  before  Sir  Thomas  Plomer,  the 
master  of  the  rolls,  who,  after  hearing  the  case  fully  argued,  and  stating  his 
opinion  in  favour  of  the  validity  of  the  decree  of  I67O,  and  of  the  conveyances 
made  by  the  trustees  under  the  authority  of  that  decree,  declared,  that  the  informa- 
tion as  then  framed,  not  putting  the  validity  of  the  decree  directly  in  issue,  could, 
not  be  sustained.  The  information  was  accordingly  dismissed  without  costs. 

The  yearly  sum  of  60/.  is  now  regularly  paid,  and  the  arrears  which  accrued 
during  the  progress  of  the  suit,  amounting  to  260 /.,  were  paid  to  the  trustees  by 
the  representatives  of  the  late  Sir  J.  B.  Warren,  in  1819  ; of  this  sum,  244/.  12s. 
8 d.  was  paid  for  the  costs  incurred  by  the  trustees. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  evidence  of  the  trustees  having  pre- 
sented to  the  Vicarage  of  Attenborough,  though  the  advowson  is  mentioned  in 
the  conveyances. 

All  the  rents  and  payments  above  mentioned  are  paid  into  the  bank  of 
Messrs.  Crompton  and  Newton,  of  Chesterfield. 


The  income  derived  from  the  sources  above  mentioned,  and  amounting 
annually  to  434/.  16 s.  is  subject  to  the  following  deductions  : —

The  two  colleges  at  Cambridge  draw,  for  their  respective  payments,  on  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Co.  The  payments  to  the  lecturer  and  the 
master  of  the  grammar  school,  and  those  for  land-tax,  chief  rents,  & c.,  are,  in 
fact,  paid  by  the  tenant  of  the  Attenborough  farm,  who  takes  a receipt  from  the 
bank  for  his  full  rent,  and  draws  upon  them  for  the  amount  of  the  payments 
above-mentioned.

For  the  application  of  the  sum  appropriated  to  the  township  of  Chesterfield, 
•a  list  of  poor  persons  who  have  not  received  weekly  relief  from  the  township 
within  the  preceding  12  months,  and  who  appear  proper  objects  of  charity,  is 
made  out  by  the  trustees,  at  a meeting  held  for  the  purpose  at  the  workhouse. 

The  number  of  the  poor  selected  to  receive  this  charity  is  altered  annually, 
according  to  circumstances  ; but  the  same  persons  are  generally  continued  from 
year  to  year,  unless  they  become  chargeable  to  the  township,  or  for  some  other 
particular  reason. 

The  trustees  have  hitherto  confined  the  appointment  to  inhabitants  legally 
settled;  but  some  discussion  has  lately  taken  place  amongst  them  on  this  sub- 
ject ; and  on  reference  to  the  terms  of  the  donor’s  will,  “ poor,  impotent  and 
needy  people,  for  the  time  being  inhabiting  within  the  several  towns,”  &c. 
it  appears,  that  notwithstanding  any  argument  which  may  be  founded  on  the 
date  of  the  gift  being  prior  to  the  statute  of  43  Elizabeth,  persons  inhabiting 
within  any  of  the  places  above-mentioned,  though  not  settled  there,  are  qualified 
to  be  appointed,  provided  in  other  respects  they  are  proper  objects  of  charity. 

The  amount  to  be  given  to  each  poor  person  is  affixed  by  the  trustees  opposite 
their  respective  names  in  the  list  above-mentioned.  The  sums  vary  from  5 s.  to 
30^.  The  inmates  of  Taylor’s  and  Rose’s  almshouses  always  receive  305.  each, 
and  those  of  Large’s  205.  each. 

The  list  is  given  to  a person  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  distributes  the 
money  accordingly  amongst  the  poor  at  their  own  houses  ; and  for  his  trouble 
he  receives  an  allowance  of  21.  2s. 

The  same  mode  of  application  appears  to  have  prevailed  for  a great  length  of 
time,  excepting  that  in  former  years  larger  sums,  but  never  exceeding  21.  10 5. 
were  given  to  poor  persons ; and  that  in  one  or  two  instances,  a sum  has  been 
given  without  due  consideration,  to  the  public  dispensary  for  the  poor  of 
Chesterfield.

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The  shares  appropriated  to  the  other  places,  are  given,  by  cheques  on  the 
bank,  drawn  by  the  trustees,  to  the  respective  overseers,  to  be  disposed  of  by 
them  amongst  the  poor,  with  directions  that  they  are  to  confine  the  distribu- 
tions to  such  persons  as  do  not  at  the  time  receive  parochial  relief ; the  selec- 
tion of  the  objects  of  charity,  and  the  sums  to  be  given  to  each,  being  left  to 
their  discretion.  An  account  of  the  application  is  however  occasionally 
required  from  the  different  overseers,  by  the  trustees;  and  in  some  of  the  places, 
one  or  other  of  the  trustees  residing  there,  have  examined  the  lists  of  persons 
appointed.  The  sums  given  to  each  person  have  generally  varied  from  5 s. 
to  1/. 

The  practice  in  all  these  places,  has  been  to  confine  the  charity  to  such  per- 
sons as  were  legally  settled  therein ; but  in  some  places  the  overseers  have  given 
a portion  to  poor  persons  who  were  settled  in  their  township,  but  resided  in 
some  other  of  the  places  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will. 

This  mode  of  application  does  not  appear  strictly  correct,  and  it  seems  advise- 
able  that  one  general  rule  should  prevail,  and  that,  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  donor,  the  portions  appropriated  to  each  place,  should  be  divided 
amongst  such  persons  as  are  thought  fit  objects  of  charity,  being  resident  in 
such  place,  whether  settled  there  or  not, 

With  respect  to  the  scale  of  division,  which  has  been  acted  upon  for  a great 
length  of  time,  and  to  which  there  appears  no  material  objection,  it  may  be 
questionable  whether  any  alteration  should  now  be  made  in  it ; but  as  we  have 
found  that  in  the  division  of  the  income  arising  from  the  other  part  of  this 
charity,  (the  rents  of  the  Ashover  estate),  the  corporation  have  not  adhered  to 
any  particular  scale,  in  consequence  of  which  we  have  recommended  to  them  to 
divide  it  according  to  the  population  of  each  place,  it  is,  perhaps,  desirable 
that  the  same  principle  should  be  adopted  with  respect  to  the  rents  of  the  rectory 
of  Attenborough. 

In  March  1827,  there  was  a balance  remaining  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton 
& Co.  in  favour  of  the  trustees  of  the  Attenborough  estate,  amounting  to 
CO /.  11  s.  Od.  which  included  the  sum  of  531.  11  s.  9 d.  the  produce  of  timber 
lately  sold,  and  of  which,  as  already  stated,  it  is  proposed  to  advance  50/. 
towards  new  roofing  the  farm-house  and  outbuildings. 


Ashover  Estate. — The  estate  in  the  parish  of  Ashover,  which  was  also 
devised  by  Godfrey  Foljambe,  for  the  charitable  uses  above-mentioned,  is  sup- 
posed to  be  vested  in  the  corporation,  having  been  for  a great  length  of  time 
entirely  under  the  management  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen.  It  is  not  known 
how,  or  at  what  period  the  property  became  vested  in  the  corporation.  They 
have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  deeds  or  documents  in  their  possession 
relating  thereto  ; and  the  proceedings  in  chancery  in  the  time  of  Charles  II, 
seem  to  have  had  no  reference  except  to  the  estate  at  Attenborough. 

The  property  consists  of  the  following  particulars,  lying  in  different  townships 
or  hamlets  within  the  parish  of  Ashover  : — 

1.  — A house,  with  barns  and  outbuildings,  and  11  closes  of  land,  situate  in 
Kelstage,  containing  altogether  33  a.  2 r.  2p.,  and  six  closes  with  the  site  of 
a house  and  garden  in  Brockhurst,  containing  8 a.  h 34  p. 

These  premises  (together  with  three  closes,  two  of  which  are  now  laid 
together,  called  the  Barley  Dole,  the  Middle  Dole,  and  the  Great  Dole,  and 
which  were  purchased  in  1738,  for  the  support  of  a petty  school  as  mentioned 
in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report),  are  let  to  Robert  and  George  Barker,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  561.  ; of  this  rent,  47 /.  has  been  carried  to  the  account  of 
Foljambe’s  charity;  and  9/.  has  been  set  apart  in  respect  of  the  above-men- 
tioned doles.  The  proportion  of  the  rent  reserved  in  respect  of  these  doles, 
appears  to  be  8/.  1 s. 

2.  — A house,  with  out-buildings,  &c.  at  Shooter  Lee,  and  several  closes,  con- 
taining altogether  63  a.  & 12p.  let  to  John  Bown,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  34/. 
The  out-buildings  on  this  farm  are  stated  to  be  in  bad  repair. 

3.  — A house,  with  out-buildings,  and  several  closes  at  Shooter  Lee,  contain- 
ing 55a.  2 r.  39  p.  let  to  Edward  Edge,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/.  In  1818, 
this  farm  was  valued  at  3 31.  10  5.  which  rent  was  paid  till  1822,  when  it  was 
reduced,  in  consequence  of  a part  called  The  Rough  Allotment,  containing 
nearly  11  acres,  having  been  planted.

9.  — A house,  with  out-buildings,  &c.  and  several  closes,  situate  at  Fernyknowl, 
and  containing  altogether,  (with  an  allotment  of  10a.  1 r.  2 p.  which  is  con- 
sidered as  having  been  set  out  in  respect  of  the  lands  purchased  for  the  support 
of  a petty  school  as  above-mentioned)  69  a.  1 r.  11p.  let  to  John  Holmes,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  52/.  10s.  Of  this  rent,  49/.  is  carried  to  the  account  of  Fol- 
jambe’s charity,  and  31.  IO5.  is  set  apart  in  respect  of  the  above-mentioned 
allotment.  The  proportion  of  the  rent  actually  reserved  in  respect  of  this 
allotment,  appears  to  be  2 /.  11  s.  3d. 

The  above-mentioned  lands  are  stated  to  be  let  at  fair  rents,  the  amount  thereof, 
except  in  one  instance,  which  has  been  already  noticed,  having  been  fixed  by 
a surveyor  in  1818.  From  Lady-day  1822  to  Lady-day  1825,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  make  the  tenants  an  abatement  of  ten  per  cent. 

The  buildings  are  generally  old,  and  many  of  them  in  very  bad  repair;  and 
a balance  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  as  a fund 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  them. 

A separate  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this  portion  of 
Foljambe’s  charity,  is  kept  by  the  chamberlain  in  the  same  book  with  the 
accounts  of  the  other  charities. 


Since  1821,  the  gross  income  has  amounted  to  230/.  10s.  per  annum,  from 
which  an  allowance  of  ten  per  cent  to  the  tenants,  was  deducted  in  the  years 
1823,  4,  and  5,  and  amongst  others  the  following  casual  expenses : —

Out  of  the  clear  rents,  different  sums  have  been  set  apart  for  the  different 
townships  comprised  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  and  the  parishes  of  Brampton 
and  Wingerworth. 

In  the  division  of  the  income  amongst  the  several  places  entitled  thereto, 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  have  not  of  late  years  preserved  any  regular  scale  of 
apportionment  according  to  the  amount  of  the  rents. 

From  1774  to  1780,  the  proportion  reserved  for  the  town  of  Chesterfield 
Was  about  one  moiety  of  the  clear  income,  and  the  other  moiety  was  divided 
amongst  the  other  places.  From  1781  to  1807,  the  following  apportionment 
took  place : —

From  1781  to 
1793  the  amount  of  this  residue  was  on  the  average  about  43/.  per  annum.  In

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Chesterfield.  1794,  the  rents  having  been  raised,  the  residue  which  fell  to  the  share  of  the 

town  of  Chesterfield  was  considerably  increased  ; and  between  that  period  and

It  seems  necessary  that  some  certain  scale  of  division  should  be  adopted 
whereby  the  poor  of  each  place  should  proportionably  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the 
increased  rents  ; and  we  therefore  recommended,  that  unless  a more  equitable 
scale  could  be  suggested,  that  they  should  be  divided  in  future  according  to 
the  extent  of  the  population  of  each  place. 


By  this  mode  of  division,  taking  the  clear  income  at  about  220/.  the  follow- 
ing sums  will  be  payable  to  each  place,  according  to  the  census  of  1821  ; and 
as  the  whole  amount  of  the  population  is  11,082,  the  addition  of  24/.  65.  9d. 
to  the  income,  will  allow  of  one  additional  halfpenny  in  respect  of  each 
inhabitant.

The  sum  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Chesterfield  is  distributed  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  with  the  chamberlain,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  at  the 
council-house,  amongst  poor  persons,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  2 s.  to  5s.y 
though  in  some  instances  the  amount  has  been  larger. 

In  some  years  it  has  been  confined  to  settled  parishioners,  and  in  other  years 
it  has  been  extended,  as  appears  to  have  been  directed  by  the  donor,  to 

inhabitants 
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inhabitants  of  Chesterfield  generally,  whether  settled  in  the  township  or  not.  The 
inmates  of  Taylor’s,  Large’s,  and  Rose’s  almshouses,  receive  the  sum  of  5 s.  each 
every  half  year.  No  distinction  is  made,  whether  the  poor  persons  receive 
parochial  relief  or  not.  It  is  thought,  however,  that  the  charity  might  be  more 
beneficially  disposed  of,  if  persons  receiving  regular  weekly  relief  were  excluded, 
unless  under  particular  circumstances  they  should  appear  peculiar  objects  of 
charity,  and  if  the  sums  given  to  each  person  were  of  greater  amount. 

The  sums  appropriated  to  the  other  places  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this 
charity  are  paid  half-yearly,  to  the  overseers  of  the  respective  places,  upon  appli- 
cation by  them  to  the  chamberlain,  and  are  disposed  of  by  them  in  the  same 
manner  as  above  stated,  with  respect  to  the  sums  received  from  the  trustees  of 
the  Attenborough  estate. 


Chesterfield. 
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The  mayor  and  aldermen  have  not  been  in  the  practice  of  demanding  any 
account  from  the  overseers,  of  the  mode  in  which  their  respective  shares  have 
been  distributed  ; but  it  seems,  that  as  they  have  in  other  respects  always  acted 
as  trustees  for  this  part  of  the  charity,  they  ought  to  superintend  the  applica- 
tion of  the  whole  income.

. Fiom  these  accounts  it  will  appear,  that  from  the  year  1818,  there  has  been 
in  almost  eveiy  yeai  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity,  all  which  balances,  except 
the  sum  o ool.  46*.  bd.  which  accrued  in  1823,  are  entered  as  having  been  paid 
into  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Graham  and  Coller  of  Chesterfield.  The  balance 
abo\e  mentioned,  was  also  in  fact  paid  into  the  same  bank,  forming  part  of 
a sum  of  100/.  paid  in  by  the  chamberlain,  in  September  1823. 
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These  sums  were  placed  to  a general  account,  kept  with  the  corporation,  upon  Chesterfield, 
which  interest  was  allowed,  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a half  per  cent.  — - 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Graham,  in  1824,  the  account  was  transferred  to  the  Fo  ja^?^^arity’ 

bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Newton,  in  Chesterfield,  and  514/.  5 s.  Id.  was  v y 

then  placed  to  the  account  of  the  corporation,  as  “ Trustees  of  the  Ashover 
Charity.”  This  sum  included  431  /.  18  5.  3c?.  being  the  amount  of  the  sums 
entered  in  the  book  of  accounts,  as  paid  into  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Graham  and 
Coller,  up  to  the  year  1823;  and  the  balance  of  551.  4 s.  6d.  above  mentioned, 
the  residue,  27  /.  2 s.  4 d.  having  been  calculated  as  the  amount  of  the  interest 
which  had  accrued  on  the  money  belonging  to  this  charity,  while  in  the  bank 
of  Messrs.  Graham  and  Coller. 

Since  the  account  has  been  kept  at  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Co. 
interest  has  been  allowed  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent,  the  amount  of  which,  down 
to  December  31st  1826,  being  28  /.  1 s.  5 d.,  makes,  with  the  sum  of  514  /.  5 s.  Id., 
placed  to  the  account  of  this  charity  in  1824,  542  /.  6 s.  6 d.  This  sum  has  been 
reduced  to  462/.  15,?.  10  d.,  50/.  having  been  drawn  out  by  the  chamberlain, 
and  brought  to  the  account  of  the  charity  in  February  1825,  and  a sum  of 
29/.  10  s.  8 d.  having  been  advanced  to  Wolstenholme’s  charity,  as  will  again 
be  noticed  in  our  account  of  that  charity,  and  for  which  the  same  interest  is 
intended  to  be  paid  as  is  now  paid  by  the  bankers. 

The  object  of  reserving  the  balances  above  mentioned,  has  been  to  raise  a 
sufficient  fund  for  repairing  the  buildings  on  the  several  farms  at  Ashover,  and 
of  rebuilding  such  as  may  require  it ; and  it  is  proposed  to  take  immediate  steps 
for  commencing  these  operations. 

Winchester’s  Charity. 

Theodosia  Winchester,  by  deed-poll,  bearing  date  1st  February  1737,  granted  Winchesters 
to  the  Rev.  William  Burrough,  and  his  executors,  the  sum  of  20/.  upon  trust;  Charity, 
that  he  should,  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  offered,  purchase  therewith,  housing 
land  or  hereditaments,  to  be  vested  in  trustees  and  their  heirs,  to  be  appointed 
by  him,  for  securing  and  applying  the  yearly  rent  and  profits  thereof  to  the 
uses  following,  viz. ; to  buy  therewith  bread,  of  the  size  of  twopenny  loaves, 
to  be  distributed  on  every  21st  ©f  September,  amongst  such  poor  widows  and 
other  persons,  as  should  frequent  the  parish  church  of  Chesterfield  ; the  said 
bread  to  be  baked  by  her  nephew,  Humphrey  Winchester,  and  his  descendants, 
so  long  as  any  of  them  should  exercise  the  trade  of  a baker,  and  should  be 
careful  in  the  baking  thereof ; and  she  directed,  that  in  the  mean  time,  until 
such  purchase  should  be  made,  the  said  sum  of  20  /.  should  be  put  out,  and  the 
interest  applied  for  the  use  before  mentioned. 

By  a memorandum  endorsed  on  the  above  abstracted  deed,  bearing  date  29th  • 

October  1757,  the  said  William  Burrough  assigned  the  said  sum  of  20/.  to  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Pegge,  and  his  heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  uses  above  mentioned. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date,  29th  October  1796,  reciting  the  deed  poll  of 
Theodosia  Winchester,  and  the  endorsement  thereon,  Samuel  Pegge,  esquire, 
and  Mary  Pegge,  widow,  the  executor  and  executrix  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Pegge, 
deceased,  transferred  to  the  Rev.  George  Bossley,  John  Bunting,  and  Thomas 
Nicholls,  and  their  respective  successors,  vicars,  and  churchwardens  of  Chester- 
field, the  sum  of  20/.,  with  lawful  interest  thereon,  secured  upon  the  tolls  of 
the  turnpike  road  between  Chesterfield  and  Matlock  Bridge,  with  its  branches, 
by  deed-poll,  bearing  date  2d  February  1761,  and  numbered  94,  upon  the  trusts 
above  declared. 

In  the  churchwardens  accounts,  under  the  date  of  1774,  there  is  an  entry, 
stating  that  the  original  sum  of  20  /.,  described  as  Winchester’s  dole,  was 
increased  to  24/.  by  the  addition  of  four  years  interest  to  the  principal,  the  tolls 
having  been  inadequate  to  the  payment  of  5 /.  per  cent. 

And  from  another  entry,  under  the  date  of  1783,  the  principal  appears  to  have 
been  increased  in  the  same  manner,  to  31  /.  15  s. 

Upon  this  sum  interest  is  now  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a half  per  cent, 
amounting  to  15?.  \\d.,  on  account  of  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road  above- 
mentioned,  at  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Compton  & Co.  The  amount  is  received  by 
the  churchwardens,  and  applied,  with  the  produce  of  Naylor’s  charities,  given 
for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  in  a distribution  of  bread  at  the  church 
on  Good  Friday ; a portion  of  the  money  collected  at  the  sacrament  is  usually 
applied  to  the  same  purpose,  and  the  benefit  of  this  distribution  is  extended  to 
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the  poor  of  other  townships  in  the  parish,  as  well  as  those  of  the  town  of 
Chesterfield. 

Hooper’s  Charity. 

Hannah  Hooper,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  3d  June  17 55,  bequeathed  2,000/. 
three  per  cent  consols,  to  her  brother,  Adam  Slater,  and  his  two  eldest  sons,  in 
trust,  that  they  and  the  trustees  thereof  for  the  time  being,  should  apply  the 
dividends  thereof  for  or  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  six  poor  women, 
widows  or  maidens,  of  the  age  of  50  years  or  upwards,  without  any  regard  to 
their  being  either  of  the  established  church  or  protestant  dissenters,  who  should 
have  lived  in,  or  have  been  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Chesterfield  seven 
years  or  upwards  successively,  and  who  should  not  at  any  time  have  received 
alms  of  the  said  parish,  as  the  said  trustees  should  judge  to  be  the  most  proper 
and  deserving  objects,  each  of  them  to  have  an  equal  share  of  the  said  divi- 
dends ; and  she  directed,  that  as  often  as  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors 
should,  within  three  months  afterwards,  appoint  another  trustee  in  his  room, 
and  expressed  her  will  that  such  nomination  should  be  from  among  her  own 
relations. 

The  sum  of  2,000/.  three  per  cent  consols,  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of 
Adam  Barker  Slater,  esquire  ; Rev.  Silas  Slater,  and  Alexander  Slater,  into  which 
names  it  was  transferred  in  1819. 

The  half-yearly  dividends,  amounting  to  30/.,  are  divided  by  the  Rev.  Silas 
Slater,  equally,  amongst  six  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  qualified 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  will.  As  vacancies  occur  by  death,  other 
persons  are  nominated  by  the  trustees. 

A regular  account  of  the  charity  has  been  kept  from  the  time  of  the  death 
of  the  testatrix,  and  the  names  of  the  pensioners  are  regularly  entered  in  the 
same  book. 

Bagsiiaw’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Bagshaxv,  by  her  will,  proved  30th  March  1802,  bequeathed  to  John 
Holland,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  and  William  Waller,  and  their  successors,  to  be 
appointed  in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  the  rector  or  vicar  of  the 
parish  church  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors,  the  sum  of 
2,000/.  three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities,  on  trust,  that  they  should  yearly, 
on  the  4th  November,  pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  such  poor  decayed  house- 
keepers, resident  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  at  the  rate  of  206’.  a piece,  as  they 
in  their  discretion  should  think  proper ; and  to  the  intent  that  the  said  trust 
might  be  kept  up  to  the  number  of  four  proper  persons,  she  directed  that  the 
survivors  of  the  said  John  Holland,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  and  William  Waller,  and 
the  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  or  the  executors  or  administrator  of  such  survivor, 
should  as  often  as  one  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  appoint  a fit  person 
or  persons  to  be  named  as  trustee  or  trustees  in  the  stead  of  the  person  or 
persons  so  dying,  the  rector  or  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  time  being,  to  be 
always  one  of  the  trustees  ; and  she  further  directed,  that  upon  every  such  new 
appointment,  the  stock  should  be  transferred  so  as  to  be  invested  in  the  names 
of  such  survivors  and  such  new  trustees,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever. 

The  sum  of  1,880/.,  three  percent  consols,  the  residue  having  been  probably 
sold  for  the  payment  of  the  legacy  duty,  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Isaac  Wil- 
kinson, the  Rev.  George  Bossley,  deceased,  the  late  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  James 
Croft,  deceased,  and  John  Coller,  into  which  names  it  was  transferred,  1st 
August  1821. 

It  is  intended  to  take  immediate  steps  for  appointing  a new  trustee  in  the 
place  of  the  late  James  Croft,  the  appointment  being  vested  in  the  surviving 
trustees,  with  the  vicar  for  the  time  being.  Of  the  trustees  appointed  by  the 
testatrix,  two  appear  to  have  been  dissenters  from  the  established  church,  and 
in  conformity  with  her  selection,  it  is  considered,  that  upon  the  death  of  any 
trustee  who  is  a dissenter,  another  is  to  be  appointed  in  his  place  ; and  that  the 
person  now  to  be  appointed  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Croft,  is  accordingly  to  be  of 
such  principles. 

The  dividends  are  transmitted  to  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Coller  and  Co.,  and 
after  deducting  a small  sum  for  any  incidental  expenses,  the  amount  is  divided 
into  four  parts;  one  of  which  is  given  to  the  Rev.  J.  Hill,  the  vicar,  for  distri- 
bution ; and  the  other  three  parts  are  distributed  by  Mr.  Coller,  as  one  of  the 
trustees,  and  as  agent  for  Mr.  Wilkinson,  who  resides  at  a distance. 

These  respective  shares  have  been  usually  distributed  in  sums  of  1 /.  each, 
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to  poor  decayed  housekeepers,  residing  in  the  town  of  Chesterfield ; though  Chesterfield, 

according  to  the  donor’s  will,  the  benefit  of  the  charity  may  be  extended  to  any  — — 

part  of  the  parish.  Of  late  years,  a portion  of  the  dividends  has  been  given  in  Bsgs^^^ant'*> 
sums  of  10-s.  each  ; but  the  attention  of  the  trustees  having  been  called  to  the  L°"  mu  ' 
particular  directions  of  the  testatrix,  it  is  intended  in  future  to  adhere  thereto. 

A list  of  the  persons  receiving  the  charity,  is  entered  in  the  book  of  accounts, 
now  kept  by  Mr.  Coller. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne ; for  which  Gisborne’s  Charity. 
see  parish  of  Bakewell.  Brimington  and  Temple  Normanton,  being  the  only 
chapelries  within  this  parish,  are  entitled  to  distinct  portions  of  this  charity. 

The  sum  transmitted  to  the  vicar,  seems  therefore,  properly  considered,  as  ap- 
plicable for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  parish  of  Chesterfield,  exclusive  of  the  two 
chapelries  above  mentioned. 

BOROUGH  OF  CHESTERFIELD. 

PRELIMINARY  OBSERVATIONS. 

Before  we  proceed  to  state  the  particulars  of  the  other  charities,  under  the  Chesterfield, 
management  of  the  corporation  of  Chesterfield,  it  will  be  convenient,  as  we  j>  eF~ar 

shall  have  frequent  occasion  of  referring  to  the  chamberlain’s  accounts,  to  ex-  oCervations. 

plain  the  mode  in  which  they  have  been  kept. 

All  the  receipts  and  disbursements  made  on  account  of  the  corporation, 
whether  they  relate  to  the  charities  or  not,  are  entered  in  the  same  book.  This 
book  contains  a separate  account  of  the  Ashover  rents,  belonging  to  Foljambe’s 
charity  ; and  a separate  account  of  the  application  of  such  rents,  and  the  balance 
on  this  account,  is  regularly  carried  forward  from  year  to  year.  The  book  also 
contains  a general  account  of  all  the  other  rents  or  rent-charges,  received  on 
account  of  the  corporation,  whether  appropriated  to  charitable  uses  or  not. 

There  are  also,  separate  accounts  for  all  the  charities  for  which  the  corporation 
are  trustees,  under  distinct  heads  ; each  of  which  contains  the  particulars  of  the 
income  of  the  charity  on  the  one  side,  and  of  the  disbursements,  in  respect 
thereof,  on  the  other  side  ; in  these  separate  accounts  the  balances  are  struck 
every  year;  but  except  in  some  particular  instances,  they  were  not  until  1824, 
carried  on  to  the  corresponding  account  of  the  following  year,  whether  they 
were  against,  or  in  favour  of  the  charities.  There  is,  lastly,  one  general 
account  of  all  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  chamberlain,  excepting 
those  on  account  of  Foljambe’s  charity,  containing  on  the  one  side,  the  total 
amount  of  the  receipts  comprized  in  the  general  rental,  and  all  other  casual 
receipts  ; and  on  the  other  side,  first,  the  sum  total  of  the  disbursements  made 
on  account  of  each  charity,  as  previously  entered  under  the  distinct  heads; 
and  afterwards,  the  particulars  of  any  other  sums  expended  for  charitable  uses, 
not  being  comprized  in  the  foregoing  particular  accounts,  and  all  other  pay- 
ments made  on  behalf  of  the  corporation.  The  balance  on  this  general  account 
is  always  carried  on  to  the  corresponding  account  of  the  following  year.  Thus, 
it  is  evident,  that  whenever  the  payments  in  respect  of  any  charity  have  fallen 
short  of  the  income  thereof,  the  surplus  has  been  in  fact,  carried  to  the  general 
funds  of  the  corporation  ; and  that  on  the  other  hand,  those  funds  have  sup- 
plied any  deficiency,  which  may  have  arisen  from  the  over-payment  of  any 
charity. 

This  form  of  keeping  the  accounts  was  first  adopted  in  the  year  1799,  previ- 
ously thereto  the  chamberlain’s  book  contained  a separate  account  only  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  the  Ashover  rents,  and  one  general  account 
of  all  the  other  receipts  and  disbursements. 

It  may  further  be  noticed  in  this  place,  that  from  the  year  18lG  a charge  of 
5 per  cent  upon  the  income  of  each  charity,  with  the  exception  of  Foljambe’s, 
and  a few  others  of  small  amount,  has  been  made  by  the  corporation,  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  incurred  in  providing  dinners  for  the  tenants 
on  the  rent  days,  and  for  paying  a small  salary  to  the  chamberlain  for  receiving 
the  rents,  making  the  disbursements  and  keeping  the  accounts. 

The  total  amount  of  this  charge,  including  10/.  10 5.  reserved  out  of 
Foljambe’s  charity,  is  about  32/.  per  annum  ; this  sum  seems  to  exceed  the  pro- 
portion of  the  above-mentioned  expenses,  which  may  be  considered  as  incurred 
in  respect  of  the  charities,  after  deducting  what  is  properly  chargeable  to  the 
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account  of  the  corporation,  in  respect  of  property  held  by  them  for  their  own 
use.  The  system,  however,  of  charging  any  certain  sum  per  cent  upon  the 
income  of  the  charities,  is,  as  it  appears  to  us,  an  incorrect  mode  of  providing 
even  for  such  expenses  as  are  necessary;  and  with  regard  to  some  of  the  charities, 
as  will  be  more  particularly  noticed  hereafter,  under  their  respective  heads,  we 
apprehend  no  charge  whatever  ought  to  be  made. 

The  Free  Grammar  School. 

The  Free  Gram m ar  By  a charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  which  was  recited  in  and  confirmed  by 

School.  letters  patent,  bearing  date  21st  July,  32  Charles  2d,  her  majesty  constituted 
the  borough  of  Chesterfield  a free  borough,  and  the  burgesses  and  inhabitants 
of  the  town  a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Bur- 
gesses of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  to  consist  of  a mayor,  six  aldermen  and 
six  brethren,  to  be  chosen  out  of  the  capital  burgesses  of  the  said  borough,  in 
the  manner  therein  mentioned ; and  empowered  the  said  mayor,  aldermen, 
brethren  and  capital  busgesses,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor 
should  be  one,  to  make  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  should  be  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  borough  and  the  inhabitants  thereof ; and  also  for  the  govern- 
ment of  a grammar  school,  thereafter  to  be  erected,  founded  and  established 
within  the  said  borough,  and  of  a master  and  usher  of  the  same  and  of  the 
boys  in  the  same  school  thereafter  to  be  educated  ; and  after  reciting,  that 
Godfrey  Foljainbe,  esquire,  deceased,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  24th  February 
1594  (the  particulars  of  whose  charity  have  been  already  stated),  had,  among 
other  things,  willed  and  appointed  that  Isabella  his  wife,  her  heirs  and  assigns, 
should  after  a certain  time  therein  specified,  pay  an  annual  salary  of  40/.  for  the 
maintenance  of  a preacher,  as  therein  mentioned,  and  also  an  annual  salary  of 
13/.  6^.  8 d.  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  for  the  educa- 
tion and  instruction  of  boys  in  Chesterfield  : and  that  the  burgesses  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  borough,  being  desirous  to  keep  with  them  as  well  a venerable 
honest  man  to  preach  at  Chesterfield,  as  also  to  build,  found  and  erect  a 
grammar  school  within  the  borough,  for  the  pious  education  of  boys  in  the 
same,  her  majesty  therefore  gave  power  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and 
bugesses,  to  erect,  build,  found  and  establish  a grammar  school  within  the 
borough,  to  be  governed  by  the  mayor,  aldermen,  brethren  and  capital  bur- 
gesses for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor  should 
be  one,  which  school  should  be  called  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Chesterfield; 
and  also  to  have  and  receive  to  them  and  their  successors,  as  well  of  her 
majesty,  her  heirs  and  successors,  as  of  William  Bowes,  knight,  who  had  then 
married  the  aforesaid  Isabella,  or  of  other  persons  whatsoever,  any  manors, 
messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments,  without  special  licence,  provided  the  same 
should  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  80  /. 

A grammar  school  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  charter  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  ; and  a school-house,  with  a garden  and  two  closes,  containing 
together  between  four  and  five  acres,  adjoining  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  are 
supposed  to  have  been  appropriated  at  the  time  of  the  foundation,  to  the  use 
of  the  master ; but  whether  they  w7ere  given  by  the  corporation,  or  from  whom 
they  w7ere  derived,  is  not  known.  The  present  school-house,  which  contains 
sufficient  apartments  for  the  master’s  residence,  and  for  the  accommodation  of 
boarders,  with  a large  school-room,  appears,  from  an  inscription  over  the 
entrance,  to  have  been  rebuilt  by  voluntary  contributors  thereto,  in  the  year 
1710. 

These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Field,  the  present 
schoolmaster,  the  value  thereof  being  estimated  at  45/.  per  annum,  subject  to 
a deduction  of  2/.  10s.,  payable  as  a chief  rent  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 
There  are  also  five  seats  or  pews  in  the  organ  loft  in  Chesterfield  church,  appro- 
priated to  the  use  of  the  master  and  scholars ; all  of  which,  except  one  seat, 
are  now  let,  and  produce  about  8/.  a year. 

Foljambe’s  Gift. — The  annual  sum  of  13/.  6s.  8 d.  given  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  a schoolmaster,  by  the  will  of  Godfrey  Foljambe,  is  paid  to  the 
Rev.  T.  Field,  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  at  Attenborough,  in  the  county  of 
Nottingham,  which  is  vested  in  trustees,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Lingard’s  Gift. — By  articles  of  agreement,  bearing  date  19th  October  1612, 
betw'een  James  Lingard  alias  Lingman,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Mayor, 
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Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  part;  the 
said  James  Lingard  assigned  several  bonds  and  notes,  of  the  value  altogether 
of  730/.  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  to  the  uses  therein  men- 
tioned, (the  particulars  whereof  will  be  found  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report, 
under  a distinct  head  ;)  and  the  residue  thereof,  after  making  or  providing  for 
certain  specific  payments,  to  be  bestowed  on  the  purchase  of  some  land,  which 
should  continue  for  ever  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  school  in  the  town 
of  Chesterfield,  for  the  better  education  of  poor  men’s  children. 

Bv  indenture,  bearing  date  2d  May  1623,  between  Nicholas  Hunt,  of  the  one 
part!  and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  the  assignment  abovementioned,  the  said  Nicholas  Hunt,  in  considera- 
tion of  160/.  being  all  and  the  whole  remainder  of  the  sum  of  730/.,  or  of  so 
much  thereof  as  was  lawfully  recovered,  or  by  any  means  came  to  the  hands  of 
the  said  mayor,  &c.  granted  to  the  said  mayor,  &c.  and  their  successors,  a close 
called  Green’s  End  Close,  in  Ballowden,  containing  three  acres ; one  other 
close,  called  The  Crooks,  in  Ballowden,  containing  one  acre ; and  three  other 
closes,  called  The  Crooks,  in  Ballowden,  containing  seven  acres,  for  the  better 
maintenance  of  the  free  school  in  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  better  edu- 
cation of  poor  men’s  children  in  the  same  free  school  for  ever. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  the  5th  of  the  same  month,  the  said  mayor,  aider- 
men  and  burgesses  demised  the  above-mentioned  closes  to  the  said  Nicholas 
Hunt,  for  1,000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  81.  payable  at  Michaelmas  and 
Lady -day. 

The  yearly  rent  of  SI.  is  received  by  the  master,  in  respect  of  the  property  at 
Ballowden,  from  Roger  Cox,  of  Derby,  esquire,  and  Francis  Greensmith,  of 
Thorpe,  near  Ashbourn,  esquire. 
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Large’s  Gift. — Thomas  Large,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  the  16th  June  1661, 
(the  particulars  of  which  will  also  be  more  fully  stated  hereafter,  under  a dis- 
tinct head)  amongst  other  things,  devised  a close,  called  Porter’s  Pingle, 
containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  in  Chesterfield ; and  a close,  called  Brigg 
Close,  containing  six  acres,  lying  in  Hasland  and  Boythorpe,  or  one  of  them, 
after  the  death  of  his  sister,  Mary  Large,  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses 
of  Chesterfield,  and  their  successors,  upon  condition  that  they  should  yearly  pay 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  close,  called  Porter’s  Pingle,  to  the  school- 
master of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Chesterfield,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day, 
by  equal  portions  ; and  also  yearly  pay  to  the  said  schoolmaster  the  sum  of  20s. 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Brigg  Close,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  the 
vicar  of  the  parish  church  of  Chesterfield,  provided  he  should  preach  two 
sermons  in  the  church  of  Chesterfield ; one  on  the  feast  of  St.  Peter,  and  the 
other  on  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle. 

The  close,  called  The  Porter’s  Pingle,  is  in  fact  given  up  by  the  corporation 
to  the  master  of  the  school,  though,  in  the  chamberlain’s  accounts,  a nominal 
rent  of  31.  10s.  is  entered  annually  as  received  from  Mr.  Field;  and  the  same 
sum  is  entered,  on  the  other  side  of  the  account,  as  paid  to  him,  but  no  money 
passes  between  them,  nor  is  there  any  exchange  of  receipts.  The  close  is,  at 
the  present  time,  let  by  Mr.  Field  to  a yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of  51,  exclusive 
of  a small  part  thereof  which  was  taken  by  the  proprietors  of  the  navigation 
from  Chesterfield  to  the  river  Trent,  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment passed  in  the  11th  year  of  Geo.  3;  for  the  land  so  taken,  the  master 
receives  \l.7s.\d.  from  the  proprietors  of  the  canal.  He  also  receives  from 
the  vicar  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  in  respect  of  the  Brigg  Close,  which  is  held  by 
the  vicar,  under  the  corporation,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Porter’s  Pingle  is 
held  by  the  schoolmaster. 

Another  small  part  of  this  close  was  sold  to  the  trustees  of  the  Sheffield 
turnpike  road,  for  8/.  7 s.,  which  was  paid  in  1825,  and  brought  to  the  account 
of  Clarke’s  and  Bright’s  charities. 

Clarke’s  Gift.— By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the.  latter  bearing  date 
20th  May  1690,  between  Cornelius  Clarke,  of  Norton,  in  the  county  of  Derby, 
esquire,  of  the  one  part;  and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chester- 
field, ol  the  other  part ; the  said  Cornelius  Clarke  granted  to  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  certain  premises  at  Staveley  Hague, 
therein  particularly  described,  upon  trust,  that  they  should,  from  and  after  his 
death,  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  nay  to  the  head 
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Chesterfield.  or  chief  schoolmaster  of  the  free  grammar  school  erected  within  the  borough 
— - of  Chesterfield,  the  yearly  sum  of  15/.  for  his  better  maintenance  and  encou- 

4 he  Free  c-i animar  ragement  jn  the  teaching,  instructing  and  educating  of  the  children  there, 
continued.  in  piety,  virtue,  and  good  literature,  to  be  paid,  yearly,  at  Whitsuntide  and 

v ^ / Martinmas;  and  to  such  person,  for  the  time  being,  who  should  thereafter  be 

nominated  and  appointed,  in  the  manner  thereinafter  expressed,  as  usher  or 
under-master  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  to  assist  the  head  schoolmaster 
in  the  teaching,  instructing  and  educating  children  there,  in  piety,  virtue,  and 
good  learning,  the  yearly  sum  of  15  /.  to  be  paid  in  like  manner  for  the  yearly 
maintenance  of  such  person ; and  after  payment  of  the  further  yearly  sum 
of  205.  in  respect  of  the  charity  of  John  Ahvood,  hereafter  mentioned,  that 
they  should  pay  the  rest  and  residue  of  all  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  to  such 
person  as  should,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  thereafter,  successively  be  nomi- 
nated and  appointed,  as  therein  expressed,  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  of 
petty  scholars  in  the  borough  and  town  of  Chesterfield,  to  read  and  to  learn  the 
accidence,  and  to  prepare  them  for  the  free  grammar  school  aforesaid ; and  the 
said  Cornelius  Clarke  thereby  ordered  and  appointed,  that  the  said  usher  or 
under-schoolmaster  should  from  time  to  time  be  nominated  and  chosen  by  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  the  lord  or  owner  of  the  manor  of  Norton 
for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  so  long  as  any  of  the  kindred  of 
the  said  Cornelius  Clarke  should  be  lords  or  owners  of  the  said  manor,  and 
when  any  other  person  should  be  lord  or  owner  thereof,  then  by  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen,  or  the  major  part  of  them ; and  that  the  said  usher  or  under- 
schoolmaster should  teach  and  instruct  the  children  of  his,  the  said  Cornelius 
Clarke’s,  then  tenants  within  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  and  of  the  successive 
tenants  of  such  tenements  or  farms  as  should  be  allowed  of  by  the  said  lord  or 
owner  of  the  manor  of  Norton  for  the  time  being,  so  long  as  any  of  his  kindred 
should  be  lord  or  owner  thereof,  and  when  any  other  person  should  be  lord  or 
owner  thereof,  then  by  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  the  major  part  of  them; 
and  that  the  said  usher  or  under-schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  should  take 
care  and  be  diligent  in  teaching  all  his  scholars  the  catechism  called*The 
Assemblies  Catechism  ; and  that  both  the  said  usher  or  under-schoolmaster, 
and  the  said  person  to  be  appointed  for  teaching  petty  scholars  for  the  time 
being,  should  he  subject  to,  and  governed  by  such  orders  and  instructions  as  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  the  lord  or  owner  of  the  manor  of  Norton  for 
the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  so  long  as  such  lord  or  owner  should 
be  of  the  kindred  of  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke,  and  when  any  other  person 
should  be  lord  or  owner  thereof,  then  as  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  from  time  to  time  should  direct,  appoint,  and  agree  upon. 

By  a memorandum  indorsed  on  this  indenture,  it  is  stated,  that  it  was  agreed 
between  the  parties  thereto,  before  the  sealing  and  delivery  thereof,  that  the 
lord  or  owner  of  the  manor  of  Norton  for  the  time  being,  so  long  as  he  should 
be  of  the  kindred  of  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke,  should  have  the  sole  nomination 
and  appointment  of  the  said  usher,  or  under-schoolmaster,  so  that  he  should 
nominate  a person  so  qualified,  as  there  might  be  no  just  cause  of  exception 
against  him  ; and  likewise,  that  if  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, should  nominate  and  appoint  such  a head  or  chief  schoolmaster,  as 
the  lord  or  owner  of  the  said  manor  of  Norton  for  the  time  being,  being  of  the 
kindred  of  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke,  should  dislike,  and  had  just  cause  of 
exception  against,  that  then  such  lord  or  owner  should  have  power  to  dispose  of 
the  said  15  l.  per  annum,  payable  to  the  said  chief  schoolmaster,  under  the  said 
indenture,  to  such  uses,  for  the  town  and  borough  of  Chesterfield,  as  he  should 
think  fit. 

A full  account  of  Clarke’s  charity,  and  of  the  lands  now  held  by  the  corpo- 
ration, as  trustees  thereof,  and  of  the  application  of  the  rents,  will  be  more  con- 
veniently stated,  under  another  head,  though  they  are  intimately  connected 
with  the  grammar  school. 

For  the  present,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  state,  that  the  Rev.  T.  Field  receives 
from  the  corporation  15  /.  per  annum,  as  head  schoolmaster,  and  15  /.  also,  as 
usher  or  under-master. 

Gill’s  Gift. — Leotiard  GW,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  August  1742, 
left  “ 30  /.  to  the  free  school  at  Chesterfield.”  This  sum  is  in  the  hands  of  Adam 
Slater,  esquire,  a descendant  of  the  donor’s  family,  and  he  pays  the  yearly  sum 
of  1 /.  7 $ • as  the  interest  thereof,  to  the  master. 
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The  emoluments  which  the  present  schoolmaster  derives  from  the  several  Chesterfield, 
sources  above  mentioned,  including  the  value  of  the  premises  and  land  in  his  ~~ 

own  occupation,  may  be  estimated  at  nearly  100  /.  per  annum.  These  emolu-  ie  schoolt'™™1 
ments  have  been  enjoyed  by  him,  without  any  deduction,  for  the  expenses  of  i0ntinued. 

repairing  the  school,  which  have  been  defrayed  from  time  to  time  by  the  cor-  y / 

poration,  although  they  deny  their  liability  thereto,  not  being  possessed  of  any 
funds  appropriated  to  that  purpose.  It  may  also  be  observed  here,  that  the 
corporation,  upon  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Field,  thoroughly  repaired  the  mas- 
ter’s dwelling-house;  but  we  are  informed,  that  though  the  wall  and  roof  are 
in  fair  condition,  the  house  is  much  dilapidated  internally,  and  to  these  expenses 
we  apprehend  Mr.  Field  is  liable. 

No  rules  or  regulations  appear  to  have  been  made,  either  for  the  government 
of  the  school,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
bursesses,  by  the  charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  or  for  the  government  of  the 
usher  or  under-master,  under  the  powers  given  by  Cornelius  Clarke,  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  together  with  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Norton,  being  of  his 
kindred.  The  head-master  is  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  (Godfrey  Foljambe,  having  by  his  will, 
directed  that  the  sum  of  13/.  6 s.  8 d.  per  annum,  should  be  paid  to  a school- 
master, sufficiently  learned  for  teaching  children,  within  the  town  of  Chester- 
field, such  schoolmaster  to  be  allowed  and  removed,  if  cause  of  his  defects  should 
so  require,  by  the  Archbishop  of  York) ; and  to  entitle  the  schoolmaster  to  the 
benefit  of  Clarke’s  augmentation,  it  is  necessary  that  he  should  be  also  approved 
of  bv  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Norton,  being  of  kin  to  the  said  Cornelius 
Clarke,  or  at  least,  that  such  lord  of  the  manor  should  have  no  just  cause  of 
exception  against  him. 

The  appointment  of  the  usher  or  under-master  is  vested  solely  in  Samuel 
Shore,  esquire,  as  lord  of  the  manor  of  Norton,  and  a descendant  from  Cor- 
nelius Clarke. 

In  1794,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Field,  who  had  held  the  office  of  usher  from  1788, 
was  appointed  head-master,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  he  has  held 
both  offices. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Field,  that  the  freedom  of  the  school  is  considered 
as  limited  to  such  boys  as  are  born  within  the  town  of  Chesterfield.  We 
apprehend,  however,  that  under  the  authority  of  the  charter  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, by  which  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  are  empowered  to  make 
laws  or  ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  school,  they  are  at  liberty,  if  it  is 
thought  expedient,  to  order  that  the  freedom  of  the  school  shall  in  future 
be  extended  to  other  boys,  besides  those  falling  within  the  description  above 
mentioned. 

The  qualifications  required,  previously  to  the  admission  of  a boy  are,  that  he 
should  be  able  to  read  and  write,  so  as  to  be  ready  to  begin  Latin  ; and  the 
instruction  in  the  school  is  confined  to  Latin  and  Greek.  It  is  represented,  that 
the  head-master  is  not  bound  to  teach  any  scholar,  until  he  is  so  far  advanced 
in  learning,  as  to  begin  reading  the  Greek  Testament,  and  that  when  the  offices 
of  head-master  and  usher  were  held  separately,  this  practice  prevailed.  As  an 
arrangement  between  the  head-master  and  usher,  at  a period  when  there  were 
many  scholars  learning  Greek,  this  mode  of  dividing  their  labours  may  have 
been  convenient ; but  it  appears  to  us,  that  no  length  of  time  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  give  validity  to  such  a practice  as  a permanent  rule,  the  effect  of  which 
would  be  to  leave  little,  or  more  frequently,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  state  of 
the  school  for  the  last  thirty-five  years,  no  occupation  for  the  head-master. 

We  are  informed  that  this  was  formerly  a grammar  school  of  some  reputation, 
but  of  late  years  it  seems  to  have  been  of  little  public  benefit.  It  appears  from 
the  statement  of  Mr.  Field,  that  when  he  was  appointed,  in  1794,  the  number  of 
scholars  had  become  reduced  to  about  eight  or  nine,  and  that  since  1794  the 
number  has  scarcely  ever  exceeded  seven,  of  whom  four  or  five  only  have  at  any 
one  time  been  free  scholars.  He  admits,  that  for  a short  period,  many  years 
ago,  there  was  no  boy  in  the  school ; and  he  states,  that  about  1810,  he  had  for 
a short  time  as  many  as  16 ; these,  however,  appear  to  have  been  sent  to  the 
school  under  the  following  circumstances,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Field  : — The  corpo- 
ration having,  about  that  period,  laid  out  a considerable  sum  in  repairing  the 
school,  an  agreement  was  made,  that  the  members  of  the  corporation  should  send 
a certain  number  of  boys  to  the  school  on  this  account,  and  several  boys,  all  of 
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Chesterfield.  whom  were  born  within  the  town,  were  accordingly  nominated  by  them,  till  the 

number  was  increased  to  about  10.  It  seems  difficult  to  draw  any  inference 

The  Free  Grammar  from  these  facts,  inasmuch  as  the  boys  who  were  then  sent  were  free  to  the 
school  without  any  appointment,  and  would  have  been  entitled  to  have  been 
admitted,  if  no  agreement  had  taken  place  to  the  effect  above-mentioned.  The 
boys,  however,  so  appointed  remained  only  for  a short  time,  and  the  number 
became  again  reduced.  There  were  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  five  boys  in  the 
school,  all  being  upon  the  foundation ; none  of  them  were  so  far  advanced  as 
to  begin  Greek. 

Writing  and  accounts  are  not  taught  in  the  school,  and  for  such  instruction 
the  scholars  are  sent  by  their  parents  to  a master  in  the  town.  It  is  to  this  cir- 
cumstance that  Mr.  Field  attributes  the  deficiency  in  the  number  of  scholars  ; 
and  there  is  no  doubt,  that  to  the  principal  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  Chesterfield 
and  the  neighbourhood,  the  education  of  their  sons  in  Latin  and  Greek  only, 
would  be  considered  as  of  little  benefit,  without  instruction  in  writing  and  arith- 
metic ; but  the  information  we  have  received  from  different  persons  of  the  town 
and  neighbourhood,  tends  to  show,  that  the  decline  of  the  school  may  in  great 
measure  be  attributed  to  the  want  of  sufficient  attention  on  the  part  of  the  master. 
From  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Field  himself  it  appears,  that  his  attendance  at  the 
school  never  exceeds  an  hour  and  a half,  or  at  the  most  two  hours  in  the  day, 
and  that  on  two  days  in  every  week  it  does  not  exceed  one  hour;  that  even 
such  attendance  is  subject  to  interruptions  by  his  parochial  duties,  as  curate  of 
Great  Barlow  and  of  Brimington,  and  other  occasional  engagements  ; and  it  does 
not  appear,  that  he  has  ever  given  a greater  degree  of  attendance  at  any  period 
since  his  appointment  in  1794. 

Whether  Mr.  Field  would  be  ready  to  comply,  if  he  were  now  required  to 
give  the  same  attendance  as  is  usually  given  by  the  master  in  other  grammar 
schools,  seems,  from  the  observations  he  made  to  us,  very  doubtful  ; but  it  is 
obvious,  that  unless  some  new  regulations  are  adopted,  with  respect  to  the  at- 
tendance of  the  master,  it  is  impossible  that  the  school  can  ever  attain  a higher 
character  than  it  now  bears,  and  we  apprehend,  that  any  scheme  for  the  better 
application  of  the  income  of  Clarke’s  charity  (and  the  necessity  of  which  will 
appear  from  our  account  of  that  charity,  under  the  following  head)  will,  without 
such  regulations  as  above-mentioned,  prove  wholly  nugatory. 

The  Petty  School,  including  the  Gifts  of  Cornelius  Clarke, 
John  Bright  the  elder,  and  John  Bright  the  younger. 


The  Petty  School.  Clarke’s  Charity. — By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  latter  bearing  date 

20th  May,  1690,  between  Cornelius  Clarke,  of  Norton,  in  the  county  of  Derby, 
esquire,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  burgesses  of  Chester- 
field, of  the  other  part ; the  said  Cornelius  Clarke  granted  and  conveyed  to  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  a messuage,  with  the 
appurtenances,  at  Staveley  Hague,  in  the  parish  of  Staveley,  and  the  several 
lands  thereto  belonging,  (that  is  to  say)  ; the  closes  called  Well  Close,  the  Over 
Croft  and  Nether  Croft,  the  Leyes,  the  Great  and  Little  Ematt,  Carr  Close,  the 
Great  and  Little  Millweli  Closes,  a parcel  of  land  walled  in  for  a yard,  on  which 
lately  stood  a barn,  then  pulled  down,  the  Wayne  House  Close,  containing  by 
estimation,  two  acres ; the  Wellfield  and  the  Toft,  five  acres  ; the  Meadow  Bot- 
tom, two  acres  ; the  Gibb  Field  and  Gibb  Field  Bottom,  nine  acres  and  a half ; 
and  the  Long  Close,  five  acres  and  a half,  with  the  appurtenances,  upon  trust; 
that  they  and  their  successors  should  permit  him,  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke,  to 
enjoy  the  said  premises,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  his  own  use 
during  his  natural  life  ; and  that  from  and  after  his  death,  they  should  yearly, 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  pay  to  the  head  or  chief 
schoolmaster  of  the  Free  Grammar  School,  erected  within  the  borough  of  Ches- 
terfield, the  yearly  sum  of  15  /.,  for  his  better  maintenance  and  encouragement, 
in  the  teaching,  instructing,  and  educating  of  the  children  there  in  piety,  vir- 
tue and  good  literature,  to  be  paid  yearly  at  Whitsuntide  and  Martinmas,  by 
equal  portions  ; and  to  such  person  for  the  time  being,  who  should  thereafter  be 
nominated  and  appointed,  in  the  manner  thereinafter  expressed,  as  usher,  or 
under-master  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  to  assist  the  head  schoolmaster 
in  the  teaching,  instructing  and  educating  children  there  in  piety,  virtue,  and 
good  learning,  the  yearly  sum  of  15/.  to  be  paid  in  like  manner,  for  the  yearly 
maintenance  of  such  person ; and  to  pay  yearly  to  the  poor  of  the  borough  and 
5 town 
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town  of  Chesterfield  the  sum  of  20 s.  (on  such  day  or  days  as  John  Allwood, 
late  alderman  of  Chesterfield,  deceased,  had  by  his  will  given  and  bequeathed 
to  the  poor  of  Chesterfield  the  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  to  be  paid  out  of  some  part 
of  his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  which  the  said  Cor- 
nelius Clarke  had  purchased,)  in  lieu  or  stead  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  20  s. 
o-iven  by  the  said  John  Allwood  ; and  further,  that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen, 
and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  should  pay  the  rest  and  residue  of  all  the 
yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  yearly, 
for  ever,  unto  such  person  as  should  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  thereafter,  suc- 
cessively be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  their 
successors,  and  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Norton,  or  owner  thereof,  for  the  time 
being,  for  ever,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  so  long  as  any  of  the  kindred  of  the 
said  Cornelius  Clarke  should  be  lords  or  owners  of  the  said  manor,  and  when 
any  other  person  should  be  lord  or  owner  of  the  said  manor,  then  by  the  said 
mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
for  the  teaching  and  instructing  of  petty  scholars  in  the  borough  and  town  of 
Chesterfield,  to  read  and  to  learn  the  accidence,  and  to  prepare  them  for  the 
free  grammar  school  aforesaid,  on  or  upon  the  said  feast  days  of  Pentecost, 
and  Saint  Martin  the  Bishop,  in  winter,  by  equal  portions.  The  indenture  then 
proceeds  with  directions  as  to  the  appointment  of  the  usher,  or  under-master, 
and  as  to  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  the  tenants  of  the  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Norton,  the  particulars  of  which  have  been  already  stated  under  the  pre- 
ceding head ; and  it  is  further  provided,  that  both  the  usher,  or  under  school- 
master, and  the  person  to  be  appointed  for  teaching  petty  scholars  for  the  time 
being,  should  be  subject  to  and  governed  by  such  orders  and  instructions  as  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  and  the  lord  or  owner  of  the 
manor  of  Norton,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  so  long  as  such  lord  or  owner 
should  be  of  the  kindred  of  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke ; and  when  any  other 
person  should  be  lord  or  owner  of  the  said  manor,  then  as  the  said  mayor  and 
aldermen,  and  their  successors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  from  time  to  time, 
should  direct,  appoint  and  agree  upon. 

The  purport  of  an  endorsement  on  this  indenture,  relating  to  the  approval 
of  the  head-master  of  the  Grammar  School,  has  been  already  stated  under  the 
preceding  head. 

By  deed  of  exchange,  bearing  date  8th  September  1797>  between  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Sitwell  Sitwell,  esquire,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  bur- 
gesses, under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authority  contained  in  an  act  of 
parliament,  then  lately  passed,  for  inclosing  the  commons  and  waste  ground 
within  the  manor  and  parish  of  Eckington,  in  the  said  county,  granted  to  the 
said  Sitwell  Sitwell,  and  his  heirs,  two  closes  at  Stavely  Hague,  containing 
together  by  estimation,  9 a.  1r.  22p.  in  exchange  for  the  premises  thereinafter 
mentioned ; and  the  said  Sitwell  Sitwell  thereby  granted  to  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  five  several  closes  in  the  parish 
of  Eckington,  called  the  Bramleys,  otherwise  the  High  Bramleys,  containing 
respectively,  by  estimation,  1a.  1r.  13p.,  3r.  13 p.,  3a.  1r.  3p.,  and  two 
of  the  closes  together,  3a.  3r.  30p.  (reserving  all  rights  of  common  within  the 
said  manor,  in  respect  of  the  said  closes,  and  all  allotments  to  be  made  in 
respect  thereof,  on  the  occasion  of  the  then  inclosure)  in  exchange  for  the 
said  two  closes,  before  mentioned  to  have  been  granted,  to  the  said  Sitwell 
Sitwell. 

By  another  deed  of  exchange,  bearing  date  27th  March  1804,  between  the 
same  parties,  reciting  the  indenture  of  20th  May  1690,  and  the  will  of  Corne- 
lius Clarke,  confirming  his  gift,  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  granted 
to  the  said  Sitwell  Sitwell,  esquire,  and  his  heirs,  the  residue  of  the  estate 
situate  at  Staveley  Hague,  in  exchange  for  the  lands  thereinafter  granted  by 
the  said  Sitwell  Sitwell  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  subject  to 
such  estates,  rights,  privileges  or  interests,  as  were  then  vested  in  or  enjoyed 
by  the  proprietors  of  the  Chesterfield  canal,  upon  any  part  of  the  said  lands 
and  premises,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  contained  in  an  act  of  parliament  for 
making  a navigable  cut  or  canal  from  Chesterfield  to  join  the  river  Trent,  at  or 
near  Stockwith,  and  that  without  the  said  Sitwell  Sitwell  being  liable  or  entitled 
to  have  or  receive  any  yearly  rent  or  payment  from  the  said  proprietors  in 
respect  thereof,  but  that  such  yearly  rent  or  payment  should  be  received  and 
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taken  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  ; and  the  said  Sitwell  Sitwell 
granted  and  gave  in  exchange  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and 
their  successors,  a close  in  Boythorpe  within  Hasland,  in  the  parish  of  Chester- 
field, called  the  White  Banks,  then  divided  into  four  closes,  containing  together, 
by  estimation,  24  a.,  and  also  a parcel  of  ground  used  as  a road,  adjoining 
thereto,  which  closes  were  then  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Turner,  under  a 
lease,  which  would  expire  25th  March  1809,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  52/.  10s.  ; 
and  also  a close  at  Cuttholme,  in  the  parish  of  Brampton,  called  Clark’s 
Wife  Close,  containing  7 a.  1 it.  18  p.,  a garden  at  Cuttholme  containing  eight 
perches,  and  part  of  another  garden  at  Cuttholme,  behind  certain  dwelling- 
houses,  belonging  to  Thomas  Inman  and  George  Mason  respectively,  and  also 
a close  at  or  near  Cuttholme,  called  Broad  Bage,  containing,  by  estimation, 
three  and  a half  acres,  with  the  appurtenances,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  said 
estate,  situate  at  Stavely  Hague,  had  been  granted  by  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke, 
by  the  said  indenture  of  20th  May  1690. 

There  seems  no  reason  to  doubt,  that  the  exchange  of  the  property  at 
Staveley  Plague,  for  that  received  from  S.  Sitwell,  esquire,  was  beneficial  to  the 
charity. 

The  land  at  Eckington,  which  contains  altogether  9a.  1 r.  19p-j  is  let  in 
parcels  to  three  several  tenants  at  the  following  rents  : — William  Taylor,  at  4/. ; 
Sir  George  Sitwell,  hart,  at  9/. ; and  White,  widow,  at  4/.  per  annum. 

The  lands  in  the  township  of  Hasland,  consisting  of  two  meadows  and  three 
fields,  called  the  South,  Middle  and  North  White  Banks,  containing  in  the  whole 
23  acres,  are  let  to  William  Lovett,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  41/.  G.s.  7 d. 

A close,  called  Cuttholme  Field,  containing  8 acres,  is  let  to  John  Doe,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  19/.  ; and  another  close,  called  Cuttholme  Field,  is  let  to 
William  Marples,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  9 /. 

These  are  all  yearly  tenants,  and  the  rents  were  fixed  in  1818,  upon  the 
valuation  of  William  Wilson,  a surveyor;  but  an  abatement  of  10  per  cent  was 
made  to  the  tenant  from  Michaelmas  1822  to  Lady-day  1825. 

The  yearly  sum  of  3/.  £2s.  is  received  by  the  corporation,  as  a fixed  payment 
from  the  proprietors  of  the  Chesterfield  Canal,  as  a compensation  for  land  at 
Staveley  Hague,  taken  by  them  for  the  purposes  of  the  canal,  as  mentioned  in 
the  deed  of  exchange  of  1804. 

Out  of  the  income  of  this  charity,  amounting  at  the  present  time  to 
89/.  85.  7 d.  per  annum,  the  chamberlain  pays  30/.  to  the  Rev.  T.  Field,  as  the 
stipends  of  the  head-master  and  of  the  usher  of  the  grammar  school.  He  also 
pays  1 /.  a year  for  providing  bread,  in  respect  of  Allwood’s  charity.  Of  the 
application  of  the  residue,  an  account  will  be  given  hereafter. 

Gifts  of  John  Bright  the  elder,  and  John  Bright  the  younger.— 
By  indenture,  bearing  date  24th  January  1738,  between  Francis  Bunting  and 
Benjamin  Bunting,  of  the  first  part ; John  Bright,  son  and  surviving  executor 
of  John  Bright,  esquire,  deceased,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  mayor  and  aider- 
men  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  Sir  Thomas 
Reresby,  knight,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  7th  June  lbll,  granted  to  Sir 
Samuel  Tryon,  baronet,  and  Samuel  Tryon,  the  manor  and  lordship  of  Ashover, 
and  all  messuages,  cottages,  buildings,  tenements  and  appurtenances  to  the  said

Anthony  Mounson  and  Thomas  Lewis,  esquires,  for  the  term  of  2,000  years,  to 
commence  after  the  determination  of  the  said  term  of  200  years  ; and  reciting, 
that  the  said  Francis  Bunting,  by  virtue  of  several  conveyances  therein  recited, 
was  entitled  to  the  several  closes  therein  mentioned,  with  their  appurtenances, 
for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  200  years,  then  unexpired,  and  also  for  the 
said  term  of  2,000  years,  from  the  determination  thereof,  in  trust  for  the  said 
Benjamin  Bunting,  his  executors,  &c.,  the  said  Francis  and  Beniamin  Bunting, 
in  consideration  of  200/.  (whereof  20/.  was  the  proper  money  of  the  said  John 
Bright,  party  thereto,  and  by  him  given  to  advance  the  charity  thereinafter 
mentioned,  80  /.  was  a legacy  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Bright,  his 
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father  and  the  remaining  100/.  was  the  proper  money  of  the  said  mayor  and  alder-  Chesterfield 
men,  and  by  them  also  given  to  advance  the  said  charity,)  assigned  to  the  said  ^ p^“schooI 
mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  three  several  closes,  called  by  the  continued.  ’ 

names  of  the  Great  Dole,  the  Middle  Dole,  and  the  Barley  Dole,  containing  by  j 

estimation  eight  acres,  with  all  woods,  underwoods,  mines  and  quarries,  and  other 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  200  years, 
and  for  the  said  term  of  2,000  years  afterwards,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  should  yearly  apply  and  pay  one  moiety 
of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  to  a sober  master,  that  should  be  able  to  teach 
English  well  in  a petty  school,  for  which  the  said  master  should  well  teach  and 
instruct  in  the  English  tongue,  10  children,  boys  or  girls,  or  both,  to  be 
appointed  and  named  by  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  nearest  relations  of  the  said  John  Bright,  deceased, 
that  should  be  inhabiting  in  Chesterfield,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  will 
of  the  said  John  Bright,  deceased;  and  that  they  should  apply  and  pay  the  other 
moiety  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  to  such  master  teaching  in  such  petty  school, 
as  should  in  like  manner  instruct  10  such  other  children  as  the  said  mayor  and 
aldermen  should  nominate  ; provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  said  mayor  and  al- 
dermen, and  their  successors,  might  at  any  time  thereafter  withdraw  the  yearly 
payment  of  the  said  last-mentioned  moiety,  and  apply  the  same  to  any  other 
uses  and  in  such  manner  as  they  in  their  own  discretion  should  think  fit,  all  such 
money  as  should  be  due  to  the  said  schoolmaster  at  the  time  of  such  withdraw- 
ing excepted. 

In  a book  belonging  to  the  corporation,  containing  a short  account  of  each 
charity,  and  called  the  Title  Book,  it  is  stated,  that  an  allotment  of  10  a.  1r.  2p. 
which  was  demised  to  John  Holmes  for  a term  which  would  expire  at  Lady-da} 

1805,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.,  was  allotted  in  respect  of  the  three  closes  at 
Ashover,  above-mentioned.  These  three  closes,  viz.,  the  Great  Dole,  contain- 
ing 3a.  1r.  Up.,  and  the  Barley  Dole,  and  the  Middle  Dole,  now  laid  into 
one  field,  and  containing  4 a.  & 4*p.,  form  part  of  a farm  at  Ashover,  occupied 
by  Robert  and  George  Barker,  the  residue  of  which  belongs  to  Foljambe’s 
charity. 

The  whole  of  this  farm  having  been  let  at  one  entire  rent,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  how  much  thereof  was  reserved  in  respect  of  the  above  named 
closes ; and  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  William  Wilson,  upon  whose  valuation  the 
farm  was  let  in  1818,  that  the  proportion  of  the  rent  payable  for  these  closes 
amounts  to  81.  Is.  per  annum. 

The  allotment  is  called  the  School  Allotment,  and  is  held  by  John  Holmes,  as 
part  of  another  farm  at  Ashover,  belonging  to  Foljambe’s  charity,  for  which  one 
entire  rent  is  also  reserved.  The  proportion  of  rent  payable  in  respect  of 
the  above-mentioned  allotment,  is,  as  we  are  informed  bv  Mr.  Wilson, 

2/.  11 5.  3d. 

The  rent  set  apart  in  respect  of  these  lands,  was  from  1799  to  1802,  10/. ; in 
the  two  following  years,  11/.;  and  from  1806,  it  has  been  12/.  105. 

From  1799  to  the  present  time,  about  one  moiety  of  the  rent  so  set  apart  has 
been  applied  for  the  support  of  a petty  school,  excepting  during  an  interval  of 
10  years,  from  1814  to  1823,  when  the  whole  of  such  rent  was  applied  to  that 
purpose.  The  residue  has  formed  part  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation  ; the 
mayor  and  aldermen  having  availed  themselves  of  the  power  of  withdrawing 
the  yearly  payment,  reserved  to  them  in  the  deed  of  1738. 

In  respect  of  the  income  derived  from  the  gifts  of  Cornelius  Clarke,  and  the 
Brights,  as  above-mentioned,  after  the  payment  of  30/.  to  the  master  of  the 
grammar  school  and  the  usher,  and  1 /.  in  respect  of  Allwood’s  charity,  the 
yearly  sum  of  30/.  is  now  paid  to  a schoolmistress  for  instructing  in  reading, 
writing  and  accounts,  20  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  who  are 
appointed  by  the  corporation,  she  providing  them  with  books.  From  1799  to 
1817,  the  amount  of  the  salary  paid  to  the  master,  was  10/.,  and  a sum  varying 
from  1/.  7 s.  to  2/.,  and  in  1812  increased  to  2/.  2 s.  per  annum,  was  allowed  for 
books.  In  1818,  the  salary  was  increased  to  25/.,  and  in  1823,  to  30/.,  the 
master  providing  thereout  books  for  the  children,  and  no  extra  allowance  being 
made  for  that  purpose.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Dutton,  who  had  been  school- 
master, the  same  salary  was  continued  to  his  widow,  who  now  teaches 
Rep.  18.  U 3 the 
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Chesterfield.  the  Petty  School  in  her  own  house,  no  building  being  appropriated  for  the  use 

of  this  school.

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From  these  accounts,  it  appears  that  there  has  been  in  every  year,  with  a few 
exceptions,  a considerable  surplus  of  income  beyond  the  expenditure. 

Until  181G,  the  balances,  though  regularly  made  out,  were  never  carried 
forward,  and  consequently,  as  has  been  explained  in  our  preliminary  observa- 
tions, became  blended  with  the  funds  of  the  corporation.  The  amount  of  these 
balances,  so  applied  by  the  corporation  to  their  own  use,  from  1799  to  1815 
inclusive,  after  deducting  the  balance  against  the  charities,  inthe  years  1803  and 
1804,  appears  to  be  719/.  155.  7 d. 
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The  folio  win  o'  is  a summary  of  the  accounts,  as  entered  under  the  head  ol 
« Clarke’s  and  Bright’s  Charities,”  from  1799  to  1823,  and  under  the  distinct 
heads  of  “ Clarke’s  Charity,”  and  of  “ Bright’s  Charity,”  from  1824  to  1826 : 
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Chesterfield.

With  respect  to  this  sum,  it  is  submitted  by  the  corporation,  that  they  ought 
not  to  be  called  upon  for  the  amount  at  this  distance  of  time  ; that  the  appro- 
priation of  the  balances  to  the  use  of  the  corporation  was  probably  under  an 
erroneous  impression,  that  they  were  entitled  to  the  surplus  rents,  after  making 
the  specific  payments  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  20th  May  1690,  and  providing 
for  the  support  of  a petty  school ; and  that  the  practice  was  voluntarily  discon- 
tinued in  1816,  when  it  ought  to  be  presumed,  that  an  inquiry  having  taken 
place,  the  nature  of  the  trusts  upon  which  the  estates  were  held,  and  which  had

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been  before  misconceived,  were  first  made  known  to  them.  These  observations 
may  be  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  a court  of  equity  ; but  it  seems  question- 
able, what  weight  is  to  be  attached  to  them,  considering  that  the  balances  which 
accrued  from  year  to  year  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  accounts,  so  that  no 
person  could  have  inspected  them  without  perceiving  that  credit  was  not  given 
to  the  charity  for  the  amount  thereof,  a circumstance  which  ought  undoubtedly 
to  have  led  to  an  earlier  inquiry  into  the  nature  of  the  trusts. 

In  1816,  it  was  determined  that  the  balances  which  should  thenceforth  arise 
in  favour  of  the  charity  should  be  deposited  in  a bank  at  Chesterfield  ; and,  in 
pursuance  of  this  determination,  several  sums,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
192/.  25.  9d.  were  paid  into  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Graham  and  Coller,  and  there 
placed  to  the  general  account  of  the  corporation.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Graham, 
the  above-mentioned  sum,  with  a portion  of  the  interest  allowed  on  the  general 
account,  at  the  rate  of  per  cent,  making  up  200/.  17 5.  11(7.  was,  in  April 
1821,  paid  into  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  & Co.,  to  the  account  of  the  cor- 
poration, as  trustees  of  Clarke’s  charity.  To  this  various  additions  have  been 
subsequently  made,  to  the  amount  of  82/.  Is.  11  d.  and  81.  9s.  8 d.  has  been 
added  for  interest,  up  to  December  31st,  1826,  making  291/.  9s.  5d.  Notwith- 
standing these  payments,  it  appears,  that  by  an  incorrect  mode  of  keeping  the 
accounts,  a further  sum  of  92/.  13.s.  2 d.  has,  since  1815,  been  suffered  to  fall 
into  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  the  chamberlain  having,  upon  three 
several  occasions,  taken  credit  for  the  payment  into  the  bank  of  the  amount  of 
the  balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  in  the  preceding  year,  without  having 
brought  forward  such  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  charity,  and  so  having,  in  fact, 
charged  the  amount  of  such  balance,  as  if  it  were  paid  out  of  the  income  of  the 
ensuing  year.  These  errors  have  been  explained  to  the  corporation,  and  they 
admit  that  they  are  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of 
92/.  135.  2 d.  which,  added  to  the  balance  of  5/.  45.  yd.  in  the  hands  of  the 
chamberlain  at  Michaelmas  1826,  amounts  to  97/-  17&  9 d. 

From  the  account  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Co.  with  the  corporation,  as 
trustees  for  Clarke’s  charity,  the  sum  of  257/.  19s.  10ch  was  drawn  out  in  the 
months  of  January  and  March  1826,  and  advanced,  in  aid  of  Wolstenholme’s 
charity,  towards  the  expenses  of  building  on  the  property  belonging  to  that 
charity.  No  interest  had  been  paid  for  this  sum  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry, 
March  1827;  but  it  was  intended  to  pay  the  interest,  at  the  rate  of  two  per 
cent,  that  being  the  amount  allowed  by  the  bank.  The  object  of  borrowing 
this  sum  will  be  stated  more  fully  hereafter,  in  our  account  of  Wolstenholme’s 
charity. 

From  the  preceding  statement,  it  will  appear  that  the  following  sums  are 
due  to  Clarke’s  charity,  exclusive  of  any  balance  which  accrued  previously 
to  1816 : — -

The  two  last-mentioned  sums,  and  the  former,  as  it  is  repaid  from  Wol- 
stenholme’s  charity,  ought,  we  conceive,  to  be  invested  in  the  funds,  or  placed 
out  on  some  sufficient  security,  at  the  best  interest  that  can  be  obtained. 

The  income  applicable  to  the  several  charities  above  mentioned,  indepen- 
dently of  any  question  as  to  the  balances  which  accrued  previously  to  1816, 
may  be  stated  as  follows  : —

school,  and  to  the  petty  school,  that  the  benefit  derived  from  these  institutions  

by  the  inhabitants  of  Chesterfield,  has  been  for  many  years  greatly  dispro-  The  Petty  School, 
portionate  to  the  amount  of  the  income  applicable  for  the  maintenance  thereof,  continue  • ^ 

and  it  appears  to  be  the  anxious  wish,  as  well  of  the  corporation  as  of  the  inha-  ' 
bitants  of  Chesterfield,  that  some  means  should  be  taken  for  rendering  these 
schools  more  generally  useful. 

Upon  referring  to  the  deed  of  20th  May  1690,  it  will  be  found,  that  the  object 
of  Cornelius  Clarke,  in  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  a petty  school,  was  to 
prepare  scholars  therein  for  the  grammar  school,  he  having  first  given  an 
increase  to  the  stipends  of  the  master  and  usher  of  the  grammar  school.  The 
object  of  John  Bright  the  elder,  and  John  Bright  the  younger,  as  appears  from 
the  deed  of  17-38,  was  to  teach  children,  boys  and  girls,  to  read  English.  The 
former  charity  therefore  having  been  evidently  intended  for  the  advancement  of 
the  grammar  school,  it  seems  to  us,  that  a scheme  for  the  application  of  the 
income  of  this  charity,  the  effect  of  which  would  be,  not  only  to  supply  such 
deficiencies  as  are  found  to  exist  in  the  system  of  education  adopted  in  the 
grammar  school,  (without  altering  the  character  of  that  school,  as  a foundation 
for  the  instruction  of  boys)  in  classical  knowledge,  but  also  to  establish  a con- 
venient and  useful  petty  school,  would  not  be  considered  as  a departure  from 
the  intent  of  that  donor. 

The  principal  defects  now  existing  in  these  establishments  seem  to  be,  that 
in  the  grammar  school  there  is  no  provision  for  teaching  the  scholars  writing 
and  arithmetic,  and  that  there  is  no  school-room  for  the  scholars  under  the  petty 
master,  and  it  is  suggested,  that  these  deficiencies  might  be  supplied,  if  a petty 
master  were  allowed  to  teach  his  scholars  in  the  room  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  the  grammar  school,  which  is  stated  to  be  sufficiently  large  for  the  purpose  of 
both  schools,  and  if  he  were  required  to  teach  the  grammar  scholars  writing  and 
accounts. 

It  appears  however,  to  us,  that  however  beneficial  the  result  of  such  an  union 
of  the  grammar  school  and  Clarke’s  charity  is  likely  to  be,  it  cannot  be  done 
without  the  sanction  of  a court  of  equity. 

The  income  of  the  Bright’s  charities,  seems  to  be  properly  applicable  to 
a school  of  an  inferior  description,  in  which  girls  as  well  as  boys  are  admissible, 
and  such  a school  may  be  carried  on  without  much  inconvenience  arising  from 
the  want  of  a regular  school-room  for  the  purpose. 

Earl  of  Shrewsbury’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  7th  July  1591,  between  Hugh  Wheelden,  Thomas  Earl  of 
Heathcote,  and  41  others,  therein  named,  and  all  the  burgesses  of  the  town  of  Shrewsbury's 

Chesterfield,  of  the  one  part ; and  Gilbert  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  of  the  other  part;  Chanty, 

reciting,  that  King  Philip  and  Queen  Mary,  by  letters  patent,  bearing  date 
28th  May,  4th  and  5th  years  of  their  reign,  had  demised  to  Ralph  Clark, 
alderman  of  the  said  town,  and  all  other  burgesses  thereof,  and  their  successors, 
their  lands,  tenements,  mills,  rents,  &c.  in  the  county  of  Derby,  late  parcel  of 

the  possessions  of  the  guilds  of  the  Blessed  Mary  and  the  Holy  Cross,  in 

Chesterfield,  for  the  term  of  99  years  from  the  Lady- day  preceding,  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part,  for  the  considerations  thereinafter  mentioned,  granted  and 
assigned  to  the  said  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  all  the  said  premises,  and  their  term  in 
the  same  ; in  consideration  whereof,  and  for  the  help  and  relief  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  said  town,  the  said  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  granted  to  the  said  Thomas 
Heathcote,  and  11  others  of  the  persons  named  as  parties  of  the  first  part, 
and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent  of  12/.  issuing  out  of  the  manor,  town,  hamlet, 
village,  territory  and  precinct  of  Brackenfield,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the 
county  of  Derby  ; to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  the 
same  should  be,  for  ever,  bestowed  for  such  necessary  good  and  godly  purposes, 
within  the  said  town  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town,  as  should  be  thought  meet,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  said  Thomas 
Heathcote  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  or  should  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  most  number  of  them  inhabiting  within  the  said  town,  being  above  the 
number  of  six  at  the  least,  and  set  down  in  writing  under  their  seals,  the  said 
annuity  to  be  payable  on  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case 
of  the  annuity  being  in  arrear  30  days  after  the  said  feast,  on  the  lands  before- 
mentioned,  and  every  or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof.

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By  indenture,  bearing  date  15th  October  1615,  between  Godfrey  Heathcote, 
and  four  others,  the  surviving  grantees  of  the  said  rent,  of  the  one  part ; and 
William  Boote,  mayor  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  and  the  aldermen  and 
burgesses  of  the  said  borough,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  above-mentioned 
grant,  the  said  Godfrey  Heathcote  and  others  granted  to  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  the  said  rent  of  12/.,  to  be 
employed  and  bestowed  upon  the  good  uses  above  expressed. 

This  rent-charge,  or  such  portions  of  it  as  have  been  received,  appear  to  have 
been  collected,  for  a great  length  of  time,  from  many  different  landholders  in 
Brackenfield.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  persons  who  paid  different  portions 
of  it,  as  made  out  and  delivered  to  the  corporation,  a few  years  ago,  by  the 
steward  of  Sir  Robert  Wilmot,  of  Chaddesden,  who,  until  lately,  collected  the 
sums  therein  mentioned  •

The  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  sums  collected  and  the  whole  rent- 
charge,  probably  arises  from  some  deductions  made  for  land-tax  ; but  there  is 
a further  deduction  for  land-tax,  viz.  ; 1.35.  6d.  from  the  sum  paid  in  respect 
of  the  estate  of  the  late  Sir  Joseph  Banks,  and  2 s.  6hd.  from  the  sums  paid 
by  other  persons,  by  which  the  clear  sum  received  is  reduced  to  10/.  4 5. 
per  annum. 

From  the  year  1799,  from  which  time  we  have  examined  the  chamberlain's 
accounts,  to  1822,  the  sum  of  12/.  is  regularly  entered  amongst  the  receipts, 
and  1/.  165.  is  charged  as  for  land-tax;  so  that  it  appears,  that  for  the  whole 
of  this  period  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  45.  only  has  been  received. 

For  the  five  years  from  1822  to  1826,  each  inclusive,  the  chamberlain  has 
received  45/.  95.  5 d.,  leaving  51.  IO5.  7 d.  uncollected,  taking  the  amount  of 
the  annual  payment  at  10/.  4 5. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  the  payment  of  this  rent-charge  has  been 
apportioned,  in  small  sums,  amongst,  so  many  different  proprietors,  as  the  collec- 
tion thereof  is  necessarily  attended  with  much  inconvenience  and  expense,  and 
without  constant  attention  many  portions  of  it  may  become  lost.  These  diffi- 
culties have  lately  fallen  under  the  consideration  of  the  corporation,  and  they 
have  endeavoured  to  make  some  new  arrangement  for  the  regular  payment  of  it 
in  future,  but  without  success.  It  has  also  been  under  consideration,  whether 
the  corporation  might  not  distrain  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  rent-charge  upon 
any  one  of  the  individuals  who  now  contribute  to  the  payment ; it  appears,  howr- 
ever,  to  11s,  that  such  a mode  of  proceeding  might  be  liable  to  difficulties,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  very  general  terms  in  which  the  lands  charged  with  the  payment 
are  described  in  the  deed  of  1591. 

The  usual  mode  in  which  this  annuity  has  been  disposed  of,  is  in  annual 
subscriptions  to  different  institutions,  viz  ; to  the  Derby  infirmary,  the 
Chesterfield  dispensary,  the  Chesterfield  national  school,  a society  for  the 
support  of  clergymens  widows  and  orphans,  and  the  Bible  Society.  The  two 
last-mentioned  subscriptions  appear  hardly  to  meet  the  intent  of  the  parties  to 
the  deed  of  1751. 
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From  1816  to  the  present  time,  the  sum  of  9/.  9*.  per  annum  has  been 
expended  in  manner  above-mentioned;  and  in  18*23,  12/.  12*'.  There  was  also 
charged  from  1816  to  1822,  12*.  per  annum,  as  five  per  cent  on  the  rent-charge 
for  keeping  the  accounts,  &c. ; in  1824,  10*.;  and  in  1825,  ? *.  In  the  years 
1824  and  1825,  11/.  14*.  5d.  was  paid  for  the  solicitor’s  bills  for  preparing 
a case  for  the  opinion  of  counsel,  with  respect  to  the  collecting  of  the  rent- 
charge.  The  receipts  during  this  period  having  been  45/.  9 s.  5d.  exclusive  of 
the  sum  of  51.  10*.  7 d.  which  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  had  not  been  collected, 
and  the  total  expenditure  was  64/.  3*.  5d. ; the  corporation  have  paid  therefore 
in  these  years,  beyond  what  they  have  received,  18/.  14*.;  but  previously  to 
1816,  there  was  generally  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity,  which  according  to 
the  mode  in  which  the  accounts  were  kept,  as  explained  in  our  preliminary 
observations,  became  blended  with  the  funds  of  the  corporation.  If  this  were 
taken  for  the  whole  period,  during  which  the  balances  have  been  regularly 
stated  in  the  accounts,  the  amount  would  exceed  the  sum  which  has  been  over- 
paid by  the  corporation  in  the  last  five  years  ; but  as  there  are  many  charities  to 
which  small  balances  are  owing  by  the  corporation,  and  others,  to  which  they 
are  in  advance,  it  seems  to  us,  that  if  with  respect  to  such  charities  new  accounts 
were  to  be  opened,  as  from  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  (Michaelmas 
1826),  without  carrying  on  any  balance  on  either  side,  such  an  arrangement 
would  on  the  whole  be  fair  and  satisfactory,  and  we  have  accordingly  suggested, 
that  this  should  be  done  with  respect  to  this  charity. 
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Lingard’s  Charity. 

We  have  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the  grammar  school,  that  by  articles  Lingard’s  Charity, 
of  agreement,  bearing  date  19th  October  1612,  James  Lingard  assigned  to  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  securities  for  money  to  the 
amount  of  730/.  to  certain  charitable  uses.  Such  uses  were  as  follows,  viz. ; 2*. 
weekly,  for  ever,  to  be  given  in  bread  to  24  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Chester- 
field, on  Sundays,  after  divine  service  in  the  church,  to  be  set  upon  the  brode 
stone  in  the  choir,  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  to  settle  so  much 
money  upon  land  as  should  pay  the  said  2*.  weekly,  as  soon  as  they  conveniently 
might ; that  100/.  should  be  freely  lent  two  years  together,  to  10  men  of  trade 
and  occupation  inhabiting  within  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  upon  good  security 
for  the  payment  thereof  at  the  end  of  two  years;  and  that  40/.  should  be 
employed  and  bestowed  to  such  good  and  charitable  uses  and  employments 
within  the  said  town  of  Chesterfield,  as  the  said  mayor,  &c.,  and  their  successors, 
should  think  fit ; and  also  that  200  /.  should  be  paid  to  the  principal  and  fellows 
of  Brazen  Nose  College,  Oxford,  for  certain  purposes  therein  mentioned  ; and 
that  the  residue  of  the  said  money  should  be  bestowed  on  the  purchase  of  some 
land,  which  should  continue  for  ever  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  school  in 
the  town  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  better  education  of  poor  men’s  children. 

In  an  indenture,  bearing  date  2d  May  1623,  whereby  160/.  was  laid  out  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school,  it  is  ssated,  that  such  sum  was  all  and  the  whole 
remainder  of  the  sum  of  730/.,  or  of  so  much  thereof  as  was  lawfully  recovered, 
or  by  any  means  came  to  the  hands  of  the  said  mayor,  &c.  from  which  it  seems 
evident  that  the  corporation  had,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  articles  of 
agreement  above-mentioned,  received  sufficient  sums  to  provide  for  the  other 
charities,  which  were  to  be  provided  for  in  the  first  instance.  We  have  not, 
however,  been  able  to  discover  any  trace  of  the  existence  of  such  charities  as 
were  intended  to  be  under  the  management  of  the  corporation. 


Francis  Heathcote’s  Charity. 

Francis  Heathcote,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  13th  April  1619,  gave  40*.  a year  Francis  Heathcote’s 
for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  to  the  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  and  his  sue-  Charity, 
cessors,  for  preaching  two  sermons,  in  rememberance  of  him,  on  Miehaelmas- 
day  and  Lady-day,  and  directed,  that  if  the  vicar  should  be  no  preacher,  the 
lecturer  should  receive  the  said  annual  sum.  He  also  gave  40*.  yearly,  for  ever, 
out  of  his  said  lands,  to  the  repairing  of  the  church  of  Chesterfield,  and 
especially  for  the  steeple,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  town  in  behalf 
of  their  charges. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  March  1703,  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher,  in  consi- 
deration of  56/.  demised  to  Richard  Dakeyne,  his  executors,  &c.  a messuage 
situate  in  Chesterfield,  wherein  Thomas  Kirk  dweit,  with  two  parcels  of  land  in  a 
croft  thereto  belonging,  and  a barn,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Bagshaw,  abutting 
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against  Durrant  Green,  and  another  barn  within  the  fold,  and  two  lands,  con- 
taining by  estimation  an  acre,  lying  in  Tapton,  in  a close,  called  Lockerforth 
Close,  together  with  several  closes  in  Chesterfield,  mentioned  in  certain  inden- 
tures of  27th  September  1684,  and  30th  April  1689,  the  particulars  whereof 
will  be  found  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report,  in  our  account  of  Tay- 
lor’s charity,  for  the  term  of  2,000  years  from  the  day  of  the  date  thereof, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  40s,  yearly,  to  the  vicar  of  Chesterfield, 
and  his  successors,  and  40s.  yearly  to  the  churchwardens  of  Chesterfield,  in 
pursuance  of  the  will  of  Francis  Heathcote,  deceased,  and  also  subject  to  the 
payment  of  two  yearly  sums  of  16 s.  and  6s.  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  acording 
to  the  will  of  the  said  George  Taylor. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  28th  March  1801,  Mary  Harding  conveyed  to 
Joseph  Gratton,  part  of  the  premises  comprised  in  the  above  abstracted  lease,  as 
more  particularly  stated  hereafter  under  the  head  of  Taylor’s  charity,  for  the 
residue  of  the  said  term  of  2,000  years,  subject  to  the  payment  of  10/.  a year. 

Of  this  sum,  4/.  is  payable  in  respect  of  Francis  Ileathcote's  charity,  and  is 
received  from  Joseph  Gratton  by  the  corporation,  and  they  pay  40s.  thereof  to 
the  vicar,  for  preaching  two  sermons,  as  directed  by  the  testator;  and  40s.  to 
the  churchwardens,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  steeple,  by  whom  it  is  carried 
to  the  general  account  of  the  church  rate. 


Charity  of  the  Earl  of  Devonshire  and  others. 


Charity  of  the  By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  December  1655,  between  Robert  Barker,  of 
Earl  Of  Devonshire  f.]ie  one  part}  and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  of  the 
other  part;  reciting,  that  William  late  Earl  of  Devonshire  had,  in  his  life-time, 
given  to  the  use  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  borough  of  Chesterfield, 
the  sum  of  20/. ; that  Anthony  Glossop  had  bequeathed  20/.;  Mr.  Walton , 20/.; 
Sir  Peter  Fretchville,  20/. ; and  Sir  Roger  Manners,  5/.;  and  that  several  other 
well-disposed  persons  had  given  the  sum  of  25/.,  all  for  the  same  purpose,  which 
several  sums,  amounting  to  100/.,  were  then  in  the  hands  of  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  monies  might  be 
employed  for  the  best  advantage  of  the  said  poor  people,  the  said  Robert  Barker, 
in  consideration  of  150/.,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen 
and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  a close  called  Pitty  Close,  containing  by 
estimation  six  acres  and  a half,  lying  in  Brampton,  and  a close  called  Brampton 
Brigg  Close,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres  and  a half,  lying  in  Brampton, 
to  the  intent  that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors, 
should  yearly,  at  Michaelmas,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  arising  from  the  said 
closes,  pay  to  the  poor  people  which  should  inhabit  within  the  town  of  Chester- 
field the  sum  of  5/.,  and  that  they  should  retain  the  residue  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits  for  their  own  proper  use. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  18th  September  1792,  between  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Waller, 
of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and 
burgesses,  had  contracted  with  divers  persons,  for  the  sale  of  small  parcels  of 
the  close  called  Pitty  Close,  and  the  same  were  intended  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
use  of  the  purchasers  and  their  heirs,  and  that  they  intended  shortly  to  dispose 
of  the  remaining  part  of  the  said  close,  and  that  the  said  close,  by  the  inden- 
ture of  feoffment  above  abstracted,  was,  together  with  another  close,  charged 
with  the  above-mentioned  charity  of  5 /.  per  annum,  the  said  mayor,  aldermen 
and  burgesses,  for  the  purpose  of  indemnifying  the  respective  purchasers  against 
the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  51,  granted  to  the  said  William  Waller  the 
said  close,  called  Brampton  Brigg  Close,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years  from  the 
day  before  the  date  of  the  said  indenture,  upon  trust,  that  he  should  permit  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  to  receive  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  last  mentioned  close,  to  their  own  use,  till  the  said  yearly 
sum  so  charged  upon  the  said  Pitty  Close,  should  be  levied  ; provided,  that  if 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  should  be  minded  to  exonerate  the 
said  close  from  the  trusts  thereinbefore  expressed  concerning  the  same,  it  should 
be  lawful  for  them  to  revoke  the  said  trusts,  upon  the  conveyance  of  other 
lands  ot  equal  value  in  lieu  and  recompense  thereof,  and  upon  the  like  trusts. 

At  a meeting  of  the  corporation,  held  October  1796,  it  appearing,  that  so 
much  of  the  Pitty  Field  as  then  remained  unsold,  and  the  Brampton  Brigg 
Close,  then  occupied  by  Daniel  Hill,  were  full  two-thirds  in  value  of  the  said- 
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two  closes  originally  purchased  by  the  corporation ; It  was  ordered,  that  the 
whole  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  what  remained  should  be  thenceforth  applied 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Chesterfield,  pursuant  to  the  intent  of  the  deed  of 
purchase,  dated  4th  December  1655. 

According  to  this  resolution,  the  whole  rents  of  such  part  of  the  Pitty  Field 
and  Brampton  Brigg  Close  as  remained  unsold,  and  which  varied  from  51.  10s. 
to  17/.  per  annum,  were  for  many  years  applied  by  the  corporation  principally 
in  bread  for  the  poor;  but  from  1824  to  the  present  time,  the  amount  of  the 
rent  has  been  carried  to  the  account  of  the  corporation,  and  5/.  a year  has 
been  paid  thereout,  and  disposed  of  by  the  chamberlain,  in  bread,  at  Michaelmas, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  Chesterfield,  appointed  by  him  under  the  directions 
of  the  corporation. 

Large’s  Charities. 

Thomas  Large , by  his  will,  bearing  date  16th  June  1664,  gave  to  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  and  their  successors,  after  the  decease 
of  his  sisters,  Frances,  Mary  and  Joan,  and  of  his  cousin,  Mary  Clayton,  and 
the  survivor  of  them,  a messuage,  house  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  Chesterfield,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Anne  Vickers ; a shop  adjoining  the 
said  messuage,  and  three  chambers  over  the  same,  with  a dye-house  in  a yard 
beneath  the  said  house,  a pingle  or  piece  of  ground  in  the  lordship  of  Newbold, 
then  in  the  occupation  of  William  Lee ; four  closes,  called  Goldwell’s,  con- 
taining by  estimation  eight  acres,  with  a little  building  standing  on  one  of  the 
said  closes,  situate  in  the  said  lordship,  in  the  occupation  of  Paul  Jenkinson  ; 
a barn  and  a croft,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Chesterfield,  near  the  dwelling- 
house,  called  Saint  Thomas’s  Chapel ; a messuage,  cottage  or  tenement,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  Chesterfield,  in  the  occupation  of  Alice  Glossop ; and 
a close  or  parcel  of  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Calow,  in  the  parish  of 
Chesterfield,  adjoining  Hasland  Lane,  upon  condition,  that  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  with  the  rents,  issues  and  profits, 
yearly  arising  out  of  the  said  premises,  should  purchase  or  newly  erect,  within 
the  town  of  Chesterfield,  a good,  sufficient  and  convenient  house,  for  the 
habitation  of  three  poor  men  or  women  of  the  said  town,  to  be  chosen  by 
them  and  their  successors,  and  should  pay,  yearly,  at  the  feasts  of  Christmas 
and  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  by  equal  portions,  to  every  of  the  said  poor  people, 
the  sum  of  5/.,  and  deliver  to  every  of  them,  yearly,  at  Christmas,  one  good 
new  gown  of  cloth,  of  blue  colour;  and  he  directed,  that  after  the  death  of 
every  of  the  said  poor  people,  they  should,  from  time  to  time,  elect  others  in 
the  place  of  the  party  so  deceased,  who  should  receive  the  like  yearly  sum  of 
5l.,  and  a gown,  in  manner  aforesaid ; and  upon  this  further  condition,  that  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises, 
should  and  might  take  and  receive  the  yearly  sum  of  51.,  for  the  raising  of 
a stock  to  be  employed  in  such  charitable  use  or  uses  as  they  should  think  fit. 

He  also  devised  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, after  the  decease  of  his  said  three  sisters,  and  his  cousin,  Katherine 
Archer,  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Chesterfield,  wherein  he  then  dwelt,  with 
the  malt-rooms,  out-houses,  gardens,  crofts,  &c.  thereto  belonging ; a close, 
called  Porter’s  Pingle,  containing  by  estimation,  two  acres,  in  Chesterfield ; 
a close,  called  Brigg  Close,  containing  six  acres  of  land  and  meadow,  in  Has- 
land and  Boythorpe,  or  one  of  them,  upon  condition,  that  they  and  their 
successors  should  yearly  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield, 
one  moiety  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuage,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, towards  the  repair  of  the  parish  church  and  steeple,  and  the  other 
moiety  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  to  be 
bestowed  in  bread,  to  be  by  them  distributed  amongst  the  poorest  people  of 
the  said  town,  monthly,  on  the  Sunday;  and  that  they  should  pay  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  close  called  Porter’s  Pingle  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free 
grammar  school,  at  the  feasts  of  St.  Michael  and  the  Annunciation,  and  should 
yearly  pay  to  the  said  schoolmaster  20s.,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
close  called  Brigg  Close,  and  to  the  vicar  of  the  parish  church  of  Chesterfield 
the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Brigg  Close,  so  that  the  vicar  should 
yearly  preach  two  sermons  in  the  parish  church,  one  on  the  feast  of  St.  Peter, 
and  the  other  on  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  ; and  if  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  should  make  default  in  payment  of  the  said  several 
sums  of  money,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  Fail  in  the  performance  of  any  trust  in 
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them  reposed,  according  to  the  intent  of  his  said  will,  he  devised  all  the  said 
lands  and  tenements  to  his  said  sisters,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever. 

The  property  now  held  by  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  charitable  uses 
mentioned  in  the  former  part  of  the  testator’s  will,  consists  of  the  following 
particulars : — 

1. — The  premises  described  in  the  deed  of  1664,  as  a messuage,  with  a shop 
and  dye-house,  in  Chesterfield,  now  consisting  of  a public-house,  on  the  south 
side  of  the  market-place,  called  the  Three  Tuns,  with  a brewhouse,  cooper’s 
shop,  stables,  out-buildings,  and  a yard  and  garden,  let  to  Richard  Alsop,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  50/. 

Upon  these  premises,  considerable  sums,  amounting  nearly  to  600/.  were  ex- 
pended about  1819.  There  are  also  included  in  the  premises  described,  as  above 
mentioned,  two  small  cottages,  built  by  the  said  Richard  Alsop,  upon  the  site 
of  what  was  formerly  used  as  a dog-kennel,  for  which  he  pays  105.  per  annum, 
at  which  rent  it  is  intended  that  he  shall  hold  the  same,  until  he  shall  have  been 
remunerated  for  the  expenses  he  has  incurred  in  erecting  them. 

2.  — A pingle,  in  the  township  of  Newbold,  containing  about  half  an  acre, 
let  to  George  Fletcher,  M.D.  the  present  mayor,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 /.  per 
annum. 

The  amount  of  the  rents  paid  by  Dr.  Fletcher  for  this  and  other  charity  land, 
appears  to  be  the  full  value  of  the  premises  held  by  him,  if  properly  apportioned  *, 
but  this  pingle  is  stated  to  be  worth  rather  more  than  1/. 

3.  — Two  fields,  in  the  township  of  Newbold,  called  the  Gouldwells,  con- 
taining 8 a.  2r.  33  p.  let  to  David  Batteson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  20  /. 

From  these  premises  coal  has  been  sold  since  1787,  to  the  amount  of  317/.  105. 
It  is  not  supposed  that  any  coal  now  remains  capable  of  being  worked  to 
advantage. 

4.  — A field,  in  the  township  of  Chesterfield,  upon  which  a barn  formerly  stood, 
and  containing  about  half  an  acre,  described  in  the  testator’s  will  as  being  near 
St.  Thomas’s  chapel,  now  let  to  Dr.  Fletcher,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of 
1/.  155. 

5.  — Part  of  a farm,  at  Stone  Hay,  in  the  township  of  Walton,  which,  by  deed 
of  exchange,  bearing  date  23d  November  1807,  was  conveyed,  by  Adam  Barker 
Slater,  esquire,  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  in  ex- 
change for  a messuage,  cottage  or  tenement,  with  a garden,  &c.  in  Holywell- 
street,  in  Chesterfield,  being  the  premises  described  in  the  will  of  Thomas 
Large,  as  in  the  occupation  of  Alide  Glossop.  The  lands  given  to  the  corpo- 
ration, in  exchange  for  these  premises,  are  described  as  the  Wren  Park,  con- 
taining 1r.  & Up.;  the  Little  Wood,  2 a.  & 33p.  ; the  Lane,  2r.  & 10p.  ; the 
Great  Wood,  7a.  2r.  3p.  ; the  Wood  Close,  1 a.  & 36 p. ; the  Pease  Close, 
1a.  1 r.  27  p.  ; the  Wheat  Close,  1a.  2r.  23 p.  ; the  New  Piece,  2a.  1 r.  20  p.  ; 
and  the  Moor  Piece,  3 a.  1r.  4p.  The  rest  of  the  said  farm  was  conveyed,  by 
the  same  deed,  to  the  corporation,  in  lieu  of  lands  belonging  to  the  charities  of 
Ann  Heathcote,  and  others,  as  more  particularly  mentioned  hereafter. 

This  farm  is  now  let  altogether  to  Samuel  Lindley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  26/.  105.  of  which  13/.  155.  has  been  hitherto  carried  to  the  account  of 
Large’s'  charity ; but  the  rent  having  been,  at  our  suggestion,  apportioned  by 
Mr.  William  Wilson,  upon  whose  valuation  it  was  let,  it  appears  that  of  the  rent 
of  26/.  10  5.,  81.  5 s.  only  is  reserved,  in  respect  of  the  lands  belonging  to  Large’s 
charity. 

6.  — Two  fields,  in  Calow,  containing  three  acres,  let  to  Paul  Brailsford,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  61. 

In  respect  of  some  part  of  the  above-mentioned  premises,  a quit-rent  of  2 5.  10  d. 
is  payable  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 

This  estate,  the  rents  of  which  now  amount  to  86/.  10  5.  per  annum,  is  con- 
sidered by  the  corporation  as  being  held  by  them,  subject  only  to  the  conditions 
mentioned  in  the  testator’s  will,  viz.;  the  payment  of  15  /.  per  annum  to  the 
inmates  of  the  three  almshouses,  hereafter  mentioned,  the  price  of  a good  new 
gown  of  blue  cloth  to  each  of  the  almspeople,  and  of  the  yearly  sum  of  5/.  for 
such  charitable  uses  as  they  may  think  fit. 

In  1825,  a case  was  laid  before  counsel,  who  stated,  that  as  there  was  no 
evidence  of  the  actual  value  of  the  premises  when  devised,  and  considering  that 
though  part  of  the  property  was  houses,  and  consequently  liable  to  expense  in 
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repairs,  the  corporation  were  nevertheless  bound  to  pay  the  sums  specified  in  Chesterfield. 

the  will,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture,  in  which  case  the  premises  were  not  to  go  t . 

to  other  trustees  for  charitable  uses,  but  absolutely  to  the  testator’s  sisters,  he  Lar^^^"tles’ 
conceived  that  the  corporation  were  beneficially  entitled  to  the  estate,  subject  \ ^ 

only  to  the  payments  above  mentioned ; and  this  we  apprehend  is  the  case, 
though  the  question  may  not  be  clear  of  doubt. 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  testator,  an  almshouse,  consisting  of  three 
tenements,  was  built  upon  a piece  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  church-yard, 
which  was  purchased  of  Thomas  Slater,  who,  by  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing 
date  26th  December  1702,  conveyed  the  same  to  the  corporation,  in  consi- 
deration of  10/.  10^.  by  the  description  of  part  of  a croft,  in  Chesterfield,  as 
the  same  was  then  divided,  containing  in  length  82  yards,  or  thereabouts, 
abutting  on  the  church-yard  east. 

This  building  is  in  good  condition,  the  expenses  of  the  requisite  repairs 
having  been  defrayed  from  time  to  time  by  the  corporation,  out  of  the  rents  of 
the  above-mentioned  estate.  In  1826,  31.  145.  4>d.  was  paid  on  this  account. 

The  almshouse  is  inhabited  by  three  widows,  or  old  women  of  the  borough  of 
Chesterfield,  who  are  appointed  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  as 
vacancies  occur  ; each  of  them  receives  2 5.  a week,  amounting  to  1 51.  12  s.  per 
annum,  an  allowance  of  1 5.  yearly,  for  coals,  and  a blue  gown  yearly  at  Christ- 
mas, the  cost  of  the  three  gowns  varying  from  1 /.  15  5.  to  2/.  25. 

From  the  year  1799,  to  the  present  time,  the  whole  rents  of  the  premises 
above  mentioned  have  been  brought  to  account,  under  the  separate  head  of 
“ Large’s  Charities,”  the  rents  of  the  other  premises,  devised  by  Thomas  Large, 
having  been  brought  to  account  under  the  head1  of  “ Large’s  other  Charities.” 

To  the  former  account,  have  been  charged  the  payments  made  to  the  alms- 
people,  amounting  annually  to  15/.  155.,  the  cost  of  the  gowns,  and  the 
expenses  of  repairs,  and  also  the  yearly  sum  of  5 /.,  which  the  testator  directed 
should  be  applied  to  such  charitable  uses  as  the  corporation  should  think  fit ; 
there  has  also  been  charged  to  this  account,  5 per  cent  for  collecting  the  rents, 
keeping  the  accounts,  &c.,  and  the  sum  of  2 s.  10  d.  for  the  quit-rent  payable  to 
the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  The  residue  of  the  income  remaining  unappropriated 
forms  part  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation. 

From  the  preceding  statement,  it  is  evident,  that  the  corporation  have  hitherto 
paid  annually  more,  than  according  to  what  we  conceive  to  be  the  proper  con- 
struction of  the  testator’s  will,  they  are  bound  to  do  ; it  will  be  observed,  how- 
ever, that  though  they  may  be  hereafter  disposed  to  confine  their  payments  to 
such  as  they  are  strictly  liable  to,  there  will  still  be  a fund,  which  they  may,  if 
they  think  proper,  apply  in  making  up  the  present  allowances  to  the  alms- 
people,  and  in  keeping  the  almshouse  in  repair,  viz.  ; the  yearly  sum  of  5/., 
the  application  of  which  is  left  to  their  discretion. 

This  annual  sum  of  51.  has  hitherto  been  disposed  of  in  bread,  which  has  been 
distributed  by  the  chamberlain,  about  Michaelmas,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
town  of  Chesterfield,  selected  from  the  numerous  applicants,  by  such  of  the 
members  of  the  corporation  as  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  other  premises  devised  to  the  corporation  by  Thomas  Large,  consist  of, 

1.  Those  described  in  the  will  as  a messuage  or  tenement,  in  Chesterfield, 
with  the  malt-rooms,  out-houses,  gardens,  crofts,  &c.  thereto  belonging. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  11th  June  1783,  reciting,  that  the  messuages, 
dwelling-houses  or  tenements  in  Chesterfield,  by  the  side  of  the  lane,  called 
Vicar  Lane,  abutting  towards  the  Market-place,  on  the  west,  and  towards  the 
vicarage  house  on  the  east,  with  the  stables  and  other  buildings  thereto  belong- 
ing, were,  until  Elias  Needham  entered  upon  the  same,  as  tenant  to  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  in  a very  ruinous  state  j and 
that  the  said  Elias  Needham  had,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  mayor,  &c. 
taken  down  and  rebuilt  the  said  dwelling-houses,  and  the  stables  and  out- 
buildings belonging  thereto,  and  had  expended  thereon  more  than  800/.,  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  in  consideration  of  the  great  charge 
the  said  Elias  Needham  had  been  at,  devised  to  him  the  said  new  erected 
dwelling-houses,  stables  ond  out-buildings,  with  the  appurtenances,  for  the  term 
of  99  years  from  the  Lady-day  preceding,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 /•  10  5.,  pay- 
able half-yearly,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  clear  of  all  taxes  and  assessments, 
with  a covenant  by  the  lessee,  to  keep  the  buildings  in  repair. 

I he  lessee  above  named  held  the  office  of  town  clerk,  but  there  does  not 
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Chesterfield.  appear  to  be  any  reason  for  thinking  that  this  was  an  improvident  lease,  or  other- 
wise  than  beneficial  to  the  charity. 

LarcoS<Mue?tieS’  These  premises  consist  of  a public  house,  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Red  Lion, 

. C_JL  ‘ ‘ . with  stables  adjoining,  and  two  dwelling-houses.  The  interest  in  the  lease  has 

been  sold  to  different  persons,  and  we  are  informed  is  now  vested  in  Bartholomew 
Oldfield,  George  Wright,  and  Francis  Firth,  in  right  of  his  wife.  The  present 
value  of  the  premises  is  estimated  at  from  90/.  to  100/.  a year.  It  is  stated, 
the  buildings  are,  for  the  most  part,  in  fair  repair,  but  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  rebuild  a part  of  them,  before  the  expiration  of  the  lease. 

The  yearly  rent  of  7 /•  10  s.  is  paid  by  Bartholomew  Oldfield.  Of  this  rent, 
31.  1 2s.  is  disposed  of  in  bread,  which  is  provided  every  Sunday,  and  distri- 
buted at  the  church  by  the  chamberlain,  under  the  directions  of  the  mayor  and 
aldermen,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  ; and  3/.  3s.  is  paid  to  the 
churchwardens,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  is  carried  by  them  to  their 
general  account. 

It  is  intended,  in  future,  to  pay  one  moiety  of  this  rent  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers,  to  be  by  them  disposed  of  in  bread,  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  testator,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  churchwardens,  for  the  repairs  of  the 
church. 

The  sum  of  13s.,  the  residue  of  the  rent  of  7 /•  10s.  will  be  accounted  for 
hereafter. 

2.  — The  close  called  Porter’s  Pingle,  containing  about  two  acres,  which  is 
occupied  or  let  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Field,  the  master  of  the  grammar  school, 
as  already  stated  in  a former  part  of  this  Report.  The  yearly  sum  of  3/.  10s. 
is  entered  in  the  chamberlain’s  accounts,  as  received  from,  and  as  paid  to, 
Mr.  Field,  in  respect  of  this  close,  though  in  fact,  no  money  passes  between 
them. 

3.  — Two  fields  called  the  Brigg  Closes,  in  Hasland,  containing  about  five  acres, 
and  worth  about  15  /.  per  annum,  are  occupied  by  the  Rev.  T.  Hill,  the  vicar. 
The  annual  sum  of  6/.  is  in  like  manner  entered  in  the  accounts,  as  received 
from  the  vicar,  and  5 /.  is  entered  as  paid  to  him,  and  1 /.  as  paid  to  the  master 
of  the  grammar  school.  No  money,  however,  passes  through  the  chamberlain’s 
hands,  the  sum  of  1 /.  being  paid  to  the  master  by  the  vicar. 

The  amount  of  all  these  rents,  and  the  payments,  as  above  mentioned,  are 
entered  under  one  head,  and  to  this  account  there  is  charged  17  s.  per  annum, 
as  5 per  cent  upon  the  income,  so  that  it  would  appear  from  these  accounts,  as 
if  the  charity  was  annually,  to  a small  amount,  over  paid,  there  being  only  15  s. 
undisposed  of.  It  seems  that  there  is  no  ground  for  making  this  charge  of  5 per 
cent,  as  no  rent  is  either  received,  or  payment  made  by  the  chamberlain,  in 
respect  of  the  Porter’s  Pingle,  and  the  Brigg  Closes,  and  the  rents  of  the  pre- 
mises in  the  market-place,  are  to  be  paid  over  immediately  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers. 

Rose’s  Charity. 

Rose’s  Charity.  By  indenture,  bearing  date  29th  May,  1745,  between  Sarah  Rose,  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of 
the  other  part ; reciting,  that  a building  was  about  to  be  erected  in  the  said 
borough,  bv  the  said  Sarah  Rose,  to  be  used  as  an  almshouse,  at  the  north  end 
of  the  almshouses  formerly  built  in  pursuance  of  the  will  of  Thomas  Large, 
for  the  providing  a comfortable  support  and  maintenance  for  two  poor  women 
of  the  said  borough  ; the  said  Sarah  Rose  transferred  to  the  said  mayor,  aider- 
men  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  two  securities  given  to  her  for  the 
sum  of  100/.  each,  and  bearing  interest  at  4 per  cent,  upon  trust,  to  pay 
the  interest  of  the  several  principal  sums  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  to  the  said 
Sarah  Rose  for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  half-yearly,  at  Christmas  and 
Midsummer,  equally  amongst  two  poor  women  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield, 
who  should  from  time  to  time  be  chosen  by  them  to  dwell  and  reside,  and  who 
should  actually  inhabit  within  the  said  intended  building,  excepting  that  they 
should  thereout,  yeaily,  at  Christmas-day,  provide  for  each  of  the  said  women 
one  new  gown  of  blue  cloth,  to  be  marked  on  the  right  sleeve  with  the  letters 
S.  R. ; and  she  empowered  the  said  corporation  to  retain  and  keep  the  monies 
payable  upon  such  securities,  and  to  pay  and  apply  the  interest  thereof,  at  4 per 
cent  to  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  sum  of  200/.  was  ever  specifically  laid  out,  or 
charged  upon  any  property  belonging  to  the  corporation  until  1824;  the  yearly 
Sum  of  8/.  was  however  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation,  and  carried 

to 
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to  the  account  of  Rose’s  charity,  as  charged  upon  a public  house  belonging  to 
the  corporation,  called  The  Three  Tuns.  In  the  years  1824,  1825,  and  1826, 
the  following  receipts  are  entered:

These  entries  were  evidently  made  under  a mistake,  the  lands  occupied  by  the 
Barkers  and  John  Holmes  having  been  purchased  for  the  support  of  a petty 
school,  several  years  before  the  date  of  Mrs.  Rose’s  benefaction  ; and  it  appears 
that  the  funds  of  the  corporation  are  liable  only  for  the  interest  on  the  sum

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of  200/.  at  4 per  cent. 

There  is  an  almshouse  consisting  of  two  tenements,  adjoining  Large's  alms- 
houses, in  which  two  poor  women  of  Chesterfield,  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
aldermen,  and  burgesses,  reside.  To  each  of  these  almswomen  there  is  paid 
Is.  6d.  a week,  amounting  to  7 /•  16 s.  per  annum  ; and  they  each  receive  annu- 
ally, at  Christmas,  a stuff  gown,  with  the  letters  S.  R.  thereon,  the  cost  of  which 
amounts  to  about  1/.  4s.  6d.  per  annum.  They  also  receive  Is.  each  at  Christ- 
mas for  coals. 

As  long  as  the  sum  of  8/.  only  was  brought  to  the  account  of  this  charity,  the 
payments  exceeded  the  income  every  year ; and  the  balance  varying  from  1 /. 
to  1/.  5 s.  was  in  fact  paid  cut  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation. 

In  1824,  and  the  two  subsequent  years,  5 per  cent  having  been  charged  as 
the  allowance  for  the  expenses  of  keeping  the  accounts,  &c.  a small  balance 
accrued  in  favour  of  the  charity  ; but  as  the  increase  of  income  is  to  be  attri- 
buted to  a mistake,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  having  been  entitled  to  the  rents 
brought  to  this  account,  it  may  be  considered  that  from  this  charity  there  is  a 
debt  due  to  the  corporation.  The  liquidation  of  this  debt  forms  part  of  the  con- 
sideration for  the  proposed  arrangement,  that  the  accounts  of  the  greater  number 
cf  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  considered 
as  having  been  balanced  at  Michaelmas  1826. 

Allwood’s  Charity. 

John  Aliwood,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  15th  July  1665,  directed,  that  out  of  Allwood’s  Charity 
Dunstan  land  there  should  be  paid  every  Christmas-day,  to  the  poor  of  Chester- 
field 20  s.  in  bread,  for  ever,  in  the  church,  by  his  sister,  Mary  Wane,  oi- 
lier heirs. 

The  property  conveyed  to  the  corporation  by  Cornelius  Clarke,  as  mentioned 
under  the  head  of  the  Petty  School,  appears  to  have  been  charged  with  this 
yearly  sum  of  20  s.  ; and  though  the  property  so  charged  has  been  given  in  ex- 
change for  other  lands,  the  yearly  payment  of  20s.  has  been  continued  out  of 
the  income  of  Clarke’s  charity  ; 120  two-penny  loaves  are  provided  therewith 
by  the.  chamberlain,  and  distributed  by  him  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  town 
of  Chesterfield  on  the  1st  January  yearly. 

Taylor’s  Charities. 

George  Taylor,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  2d  May  1668,  gave  to  the  corpo-  Taylor’s  Charities, 
ration  and  town  of  Chesterfield,  the  sum  of  120/.,  to  be  lent  from  time  to  time, 
for  ever,  to  12  young  tradesmen,  on  sufficient  security,  at  5 per  cent,  and  of 
the  61.  the  yearly  profit  thereof,  he  gave  2/.  12s.  a year,  to  be  disposed  of 
every  Sunday  to  12  poor  housekeepers,  in  bread,  at  the  church,  by  a dozen  of 
bread  each  day,  and  8 s.  a year  towards  the  keeping  in  repair  all  the  way  from 
his  dwelling-house,  called  Durant  Hall,  to  the  church,  and  from  the  said  house 
to  the  market-place,  and  20s.  to  be  given  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to 
40  poor  housekeepers  of  Chesterfield  and  Tapton,  every  23d  or  24th  December, 
by  sixpence  a-piece,  to  buy  something  for  their  dinner  on  Christmas-day,  and 
other  20s.  thereof  towards  the  repair  of  the  church  and  steeple  in  Chesterfield, 
yearly,  and  the  remaining  20s.  to  the  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  time  being, 
for  him  to  preach  a sermon  on  Good  Friday  or  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  desiring 
the  vicar  to  inquire,  and  see  that  the  said  120/.,  and  the  profits  thereof,  should 
be  employed  and  disposed  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  not  misapplied  : And  he 
directed,  that  in  case  his  daughter  Esther  should  live  to  enjoy  his  estate,  she 
should  within  30  months  afterwards,  with  the  advice  of  his  executors,  and  the 
Rep.

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Chesterfield.  approbation  of  the  overseers  of  his  will,  and  two  or  more  of  his  trustees,  and 
— — . . the  assistance  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  see  to  buy  some  fit  spot  of  land  for 
,^'a^ / in ' 1 ' eS ’ an  almshouse,  and  gardens  unto  them,  near  to  the  Moot  Hall  Orchard,  in  some 

s ' J open  sweet  street,  as  near  the  church  as  might  be,  where  the  poor  might  better 

receive  some  comfortable  addition  of  charity  from  strangers  and  neighbours 
that  should  pass  by,  and  that  she  should  bestow  about  120/.  in  building  six 
small  houses  together,  with  stone  and  covered  with  slate,  and  to  lay  to  each  of 
them  a garden  spot,  about  10  yards  square;  and  16/.  per  annum,  for  ever,  for 
the  maintenance  of  six  poor  people  to  live  in  them,  namely,  2/.  a year,  to  be 
paid  quarterly,  to  each  of  them,  and  31.  a year  to  buy  every  one  of  them 
a strong  warm  blue  cloth  gown,  every  second  year,  with  the  two  first  letters  of 
his  name  to  be  set  upon  one  of  the  sleeves  of  every  gown,  and  1 /.  more  per 
annum  to  maintain  the  repair  of  the  six  houses,  and  to  buy  them  coals  with 
when  there  needed  no  repair  : And  he  directed,  that  the  poor  people  that 
should  live  in  the  houses,  should  each  have  a loaf  of  the  twelve  given  every 
week  to  the  poor  of  the  town,  for  ever  ; and  that  they  should  be  appointed  by 
his  heirs  and  executors,  so  long  as  any  of  them  should  live  in  the  county  of 
Derby,  and  afterwards  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  the  vicar  of  the  town, 
by  the  approbation  and  consent  of  two  of  the  most  able  and  nearest  related  to 
him  by  blood,  within  the  said  county,  or  within  the  city  of  London  ; and  that 
those  persons  that  were  to  have  the  several  sums  of  10/.  to  trade  with,  and  that 
should  receive  the  bread  and  the  money  for  their  Christmas  dinner,  should  be 
appointed  by  his  heirs,  executors  and  nearest  relations  ; and  if  there  should  be 
any  neglect  in  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  Chesterfield,  in 
lending  the  said  120/.  to  young  tradesmen,  and  that  they  could  not  give  security 
for  it,  to  keep  it  from  being  misemployed,  he  gave  the  said  120/.  to  his 
executors,  and  empowered  them  to  buy  so  much  land  as  the  same  would  pur- 
chase, and  to  distribute  the  profits  thereof,  yearly,  to  the  poor,  and  to  other 
purposes,  as  was  in  his  will  before  directed,  or  to  keep  the  money  in  their  hands 
until  his  heir  should  come  of  age,  and  then  to  settle  the  said  annual  rent  out  of 
his  own  lands,  paying  to  his  said  heir  the  sum  of  120/. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  26th  and  27th  September 
1684,  between  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  Dame  Esther  his  wife,  the  daughter 
of  the  said  testator,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Dowker,  mayor  of  the  borough 
of  Chesterfield,  and  ten  other  persons  therein  named,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  so  much  of  the  will  of  the  said  George  Taylor,  as  related  to  the 
purchase  of  land  for  the  almshouse,  and  the  endowment  thereof ; and  that  the 
said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  Dame  Esther  his  wife,  had,  as  directed  by  the 
said  will,  laid  out  the  sum  of  120/.  and  had  erected  six  small  houses  in  Salter 
Gate,  in  Chesterfield ; the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  Dame  Esther 
granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Dowler  and  others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
their  heirs,  the  said  six  almshouses,  with  the  gardens  thereunto  belonging,  and 
a close  situate  in  Nevvbold,  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  called  the  Porter’s 
Pingle,  containing  four  acres  ; another  close  in  Nevvbold,  called  the  Freeby 
Sick  Close,  containing  one  acre,  and  a close  in  Chesterfield,  called  the  Cross 
Close,  containing  two  acres  ; another  close  situate  in  Chesterfield,  called  the 
Mill  Meadow,  containing  1a.  & 1 r.  ; and  a barn  and  a close  adjoining  thereto, 
in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  called  Tupman  Barn  Close,  containing  two  acres, 
and  a close  in  Tapton,  called  the  Little  Twelve  Acres,  containing  three  acres; 
upon  trust,  that  the  said  almshouses  and  premises,  with  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  might  be,  for  ever,  employed  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  George 
Taylor  ; and  the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  covenanted,  that  if  it  should 
happen  at  any  time,  that  the  rents  of  the  above-mentioned  closes  would  not 
amount  to  the  full  sum  of  1 6 /.  per  annum,  the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and 
Dame  Esther,  their  heirs  and  executors,  should  pay  so  much  yearly  as  should 
make  up  the  rent  of  16/.  per  annum  ; and  the  parties  of  the  second  part 
covenanted,  that  in  case  any  surplusage  should  remain  out  of  the  rents  of  the 
said  closes,  over  and  above  the  clear  sum  of  16/.  per  annum,  the  said  over- 
plus should  be  paid  to  the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  Dame  Esther,  their 
heirs  and  assigns. 

Bv  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  29th  and  80th  April  l689> 
between  the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  Dame  Esther  his  wife,  of  the  one 
part;  and  Francis  Holdsworth,  mayor  of  Chesterfield,  and  ten  other  persons 
therein-named,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  said  gift  of  120/.  and  that  the 

same 
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same  could  not  be  set  forth  to  twelve  poor  tradesmen,  upon  good  security,  so 
as  to  disburse  the  said  6/.  per  annum,  for  such  uses  as  were  by  the  said  will 
appointed,  the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  Dame  Esther,  granted  to  the 
- said  Francis  Holdsworth  and  others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
a close  lying  in  Newbold,  called  Bayley  Smith’s  Meadow,  containing  six  acres, 
which  was  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  hi.  105.  ; upon  trust,  that  the  said  close, 
with  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  might  be  employed  according  to  the  intent  of 
the  said  George  Taylor,  in  the  said  in  part  recited  will  expressed,  with  a proviso 
that  ‘if  the  said  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  or  Dame  Esther  his  wife,  their  heirs, 
executors,  &c.  should  yearly  pay  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
their  heirs,  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  the  yearly  rent  of  6/.  at  Michaelmas  and 
Lady-day,  or  within  30  days  after,  the  said  conveyance  should  be  void. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  15th  and  16th  July  1791, 
Joseph  Milnes,  as  the  son  and  heir  of  Richard  Milnes,  who  was  the  surviving 
trustee  under  certain  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  the  1 6th  and 
17th  August  1734,  granted  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chester- 
field, and  their  successors,  the  said  almshouses,  closes  and  lands  comprised  in 
the  preceding  deeds,  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  will  respectively  declared. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  March  1703,  an  abstract  whereof  has  been 
already  given  under  the  head  of  Francis  Heathcote’s  Charity,  Sir  Charles 
Skrymsher  demised  the  premises,  charged  with  the  payment  of  16/.  and  61.  by 
the  preceding  deeds,  with  others,  to  Richard  Dakeyne  for  1,000  years,  subject 
amongst  other  things  to  the  payment  of  these  two  yearly  sums. 

By  indenture  of  28th  March  1804,  Mary  Harding  conveyed  to  Joseph 
Grattan  a new  erected  messuage  in  Holywell-street,  with  a coach-house,  two 
gardens,  an  orchard,  stable,  brewhouse,  &c.  and  such  part  of  a close,  called 
the  Croft,  lying  behind  the  said  premises,  as  did  not  belong  to  the  governors 
of  Fanshaw’s  grammar  school,  and  a new  erected  messuage  adjoining,  and 
two  closes  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  formerly  called  the  Cross  Close  and 
Tupman  Close,  then  laid  together,  with  a piece  of  freehold  land  generally 
called  the  Barn  Close,  subject  to  the  payment  of  10/.  a year  (whereof  6/.  was 
payable  in  respect  of  this  charity,  and  4/.  in  respect  of  Francis  Heathcote’s 
charity)  for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  2,000  years. 

The  yearly  sum  of  6 1.  is  now  received  by  the  chamberlain,  from  the  above- 
mentioned  Joseph  Grattan. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  9th  November  1824,  Joseph  Towndrow  conveyed 
to  George  Bainbridge  a capital  messuage,  situate  at  or  near  a close,  called 
Freeby  Sick  Close,  in  Newbold,  and  four  messuages  and  an  iron  foundry  ad- 
joining, with  the  appurtenances  ; and  a close,  situate  at  Newbold,  called  Porter’s 
Pingle,  and  other  premises,  for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  2,000  years,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  16/.,  part  of  the  yearly  rent  appointed  to 
be  paid  by  the  indenture  of  the  10th  March  1703. 

The  yearly  sum  of  16  /.  is  now  received  from  the  above-named  George 
Bainbridge. 

The  almshouse  in  Salter  Gate  contains  six  dwellings,  of  one  room  each,  with 
a small  garden  annexed  thereto. 

The  almswomen  are  appointed  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  vicar,  who 
generally  select  such  of  the  poorest  widows  of  the  town  or  borough  of  Chester- 
field, as  appear  the  most  respectable.  There  is  paid  to  each  widow  1 5.  a week, 
amounting  to  15/.  12s.  per  annum,  3/.  125.  being  added  to  the  income  of  this 
branch  of  the  charity  from  the  charity  of  Francis  Moore,  hereafter  mentioned. 

Six  gowns  are  given  to  the  almswomen,  about  Christmas,  every  alternate  year, 
the  cost  of  which  varies  from  about  Si.  10 5.  to  4/.  105.  There  is  also  paid  15. 
a year  to  each  of  the  almswomen  for  coals. 

The  repairs  have  been  charged  to  the  account  of  this  branch  of  the  charity. 
In  1814  and  1 81 6 nearly  40/.  was  expended  on  this  account. 

Since  1816  the  usual  charge  of  5 per  cent  upon  the  rental  has  been  made  for 
expenses,  Sec. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  the  payments  on  account  of  this  charity, 
including  165.  per  annum,  as  5 per  cent  upon  the  rent  of  16/.,  have  in  the 
last  ten  years,  from  1 8 1 7 to  1826  inclusive,  exceeded  the  income  by  5/.  135.  6d.; 
and  in  the  four  years  preceding  that  period,  upwards  of  30/.  was  paid  beyond 
the  income,  towards  the  expenses  of  repairs. 

We  have  suggested  that  the  accounts  of  this  charity  should  also  be  considered 
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as  balanced  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  Michaelmas  1826 ; and  we 
conceive  that  there  should  be  no  charge  in  future  for  keeping  the  accounts,  no 
expense  being  incurred  upon  the  receipt  of  the  rent  of  16/. 

With  respect  to  the  other  branch  of  these  charities,  the  yearly  sum  of  61.  is 
applied  as  follows  : —

Until  1823  the  sum  of  2/.  2s.  only  was  distributed  in  bread,  5 per  cent  having 
been  charged  upon  the  sum  of  61.,  so  that  there  was  an  overplus  unappropriated 
of  4s.  per  annum. 

Moore’s  Charity. 

Moore’s  Charity.  Francis  Moore,  who  appears  to  have  died  about  17 15,  by  his  will,  (as  appears 
from  an  extract  entered  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  corporation  in  1745),  devised 
to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Chesterfield,  and  their  successors,  two  little  closes 
with  their  appurtenances,  in  the  manor  of  Newbold,  containing  by  estimation 
four  acres,  then  let  on  lease,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5/.  14s.,  subject  to  taxes,  to 
the  following  uses,  viz. : he  gave  52s.  of  the  rent  to  be  paid  as  an  additional 
maintenance  to  two  poor  persons  inhabiting  in  the  hospital  in  Saltergate, 
erected  according  to  the  will  of  George  Taylor,  to  be  paid  them  weekly  ; one  of  . 
the  said  poor  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and 
the  other  by  his  heirs.  The  remainder  of  the  said  two  closes,  “ being  about 
48s.  per  annum,  taxes  thereout  being  deducted,”  he  directed  should  for  ever 
be  for  the  buying  of  twelve  pair  of  shoes,  and  as  many  stockings,  to  be  given, 
every  year,  a little  before  Christmas,  to  twelve  poor  men  or  women  of  Chester- 
field as  had  received  no  pay  from  the  overseers;  six  of  them  to  be  named  by 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  the  other  six  by  his  grand-daughters  Hannah 
and  Mary  Moore,  and  their  heirs  for  ever. 

Of  the  property  above  mentioned,  a part  called  the  Nether  Field,  containing 
1a.  2r.  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  George  Fletcher,  M.D.  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a high  rent  of  4/.  5s.  per  annum. 

There  is  also  a close,  called  the  Newbold  Lane  Upper  Field,  with  a stable, 
containing  2 a.  1r.,  in  the  occupation  of  Jervase  Prince,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a good  rent  of  61.  10s.  per  annum. 

Of  the  rents,  amounting  to  10/.  15s.  per  annum,  the  sum  of  SI.  12  s.  has, 
from  the  year  1816,  been  carried  to  the  account  of  Taylor’s  Charities  ; and  pre- 
viously to  1816,  the  sum  of  2/.  2s.  was  so  appropriated.  Out  of  the  residue, 
after  deducting  Is.  8 d.  yearly  for  a chief  rent,  and  the  usual  allowance  of  five 
per  cent  upon  the  rental  for  expenses,  he.  shoes  and  stockings  are  provided  by 
the  chamberlain,  which  are  disposed  of  by  him  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the 
town  of  Chesterfield  as  are  appointed  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses. 

The  balances  which  have  accrued  from  year  to  year,  and  which  have  gene- 
rally been  in  favour  of  the  charity,  have  not  been  carried  forward ; and  in  the 
last  10  years,  nearly  51.  has  thus  fallen  into  the  funds  of  the  corporation. 

We  have  suggested,  however,  for  the  reasons  already  stated  in  a former  part 
of  this  Report,  that  the  accounts  of  this  charity  shall  also  be  taken  as  having 
been  balanced  at  Michaelmas  1826. 


Wolstenholme’s

Wolstenholme’s  Charity. 

Godfrey  Wolstenholme , by  his  will,  bearing  date  26th  Juue  1682,  and  proved 
at  Lichfield,  gave  a house,  with  the  appurtenances  in  Chesterfield,  whereiu 
Elias  Coates  then  lived,  to  the  corporation,  to  the  use  of  four  such  persons  of 
Chesterfield,  as  his  executors  and  their  heirs,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and, 
upon  their  neglect,  to  such  four  poor  as  the  corporation  should  choose,  the 
yearly  rent  thereof  being  about  505.  to  buy  them  gowns  or  coats  with,  as  it 
would  best  do 

The  property  which  the  corporation  derived  under  this  will,  is  called  the  Poor 

% Folks 
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Folks  Fold.  In  17-56,  it  was  let  on  lease  for  63  years,  at  the  rent  of  50s. ; and 
in  1819,  upon  the  expiration  of  this  lease,  the  buildings  thereon,  consisting  of 
five  small  houses,  were  left  in  a ruinous  state  ; and  it  is  stated,  that  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  have  recovered  any  compensation  from  the  represent- 
atives of  the  lessees. 

In  1820,  four  of  the  houses  were  thoroughly  repaired.  The  expenses 
amounted  to  68/.  16s.  3d. ; and  the  surplus  income,  beyond  the  price  of  four 
gowns  which  were  annually  given  away,  was,  from  1820  to  1825  inclusive, 
appl  ied  towards  the  payment  thereof,  and  of  interest  on  a bill  which,  until  1824, 
was  left  owing  to  one  of  the  tradesmen  employed. 

In  1825,  the  corporation  determined  to  pull  down  the  fifth  house,  and  to 
build,  upon  the  site  thereof,  and  upon  some  vacant  ground  adjoining  thereto, 
four  new  houses  ; a contract  was  thereupon  made  with  a builder,  who  engaged 
to  complete  the  buildings  according  to  a plan  specified,  for  the  sum  of  274/.  6s. 
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In  1826,  the  buildings  being  completed,  there  was  paid  to  the  contractors  the 
said  sum  of---------  - - -

To  make  up  the  sum  above-mentioned,  the  corporation  borrowed  from  the 
money  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  & Co.,  belonging  to  Clarke’s 
charity,  as  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the  petty  school  - 
And  from  the  money  in  the  same  bank,  belonging  to  that  part  of  Foljambe’s 
charity,  which  is  under  the  management  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  as

For  the  sums  so  borrowed,  it  is  intended  that  interest  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  two  per  cent,  that  being  the  interest  previously  allowed  by  the  bankers ; and 
it  is  proposed  to  set  apart  the  clear  income  arising  from  the, four  houses  last 
erected,  first,  for  the  liquidation  of  a balance  of  61.  17  s.  8 d.  due  to  the  corpo- 
ration, and  afterwards  for  the  repayment  of  the  sums  borrowed  of  the  other 
-charities,  and  interest  thereon.

Previously  to  the  year  1820,  four  gowns  were  provided  annually  by  the 
chamberlain,  and  given  about  Christmas  to  four  poor  women  of  the  town  of 
Chesterfield,  who  were  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  corporation.  This  appli- 
cation nearly  consumed  the  whole  income,  after  deducting  five  per  cent  for 
expenses  ; the  small  balance,  however,  which  generally  remained,  fell  into  the 
funds  of  the  corporation. 

From  1820  to  1824,  out  of  the  income,  amounting  to  20/.  a year,  five 
per  cent  was  deducted,  the  same  number  of  gowns  were  provided,  and  the 
residue  was  reserved  for  the  repayment  of  the  money  advanced  in  repairing  the 
houses,  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  bill  left  outstanding,  as  already 
mentioned. 

At  Michaelmas  1824,  the  whole  debt  was  paid  off,  except  a small  balance  of 
Rep.  18.  y 3 6s.  6d. 
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65.  Gd.  due  to  the  corporation.  At  Christmas  1824,  six  coats  and  sixteen 
gowns,  which  cost  16/.  (is.,  were  given  to  poor  men  and  women  of  Chesterfield, 
who  were  appointed  as  theretofore  by  the  Corporation,  and  a balance  of 
1 /.  195.  9 cl.  remaining,  after  the  deduction  of  five  per  cent,  was  carried  to  the 
next  year’s  account.  At  Christmas  1825,  six  coats  and  fifteen  gowns,  which 
cost  1 51.  13^.  6d.  were  given  away  in  like  manner;  and  upon  making  up  the 
accounts  at  Michaelmas  1826,  there  was  upon  the  whole  account,  besides  what 
was  due  for  money  borrowed,  a balance  of  6/.  175.  8 d.  againsl  the  charity.  It 
is  proposed  in  future  to  apply  the  whole  rent  of  the  four  older  houses,  deducting 
therefrom  only  such  expenses  as  are  necessarily  incurred  in  respect  of  those 
houses,  in  a distribution  of  coats  and  gowns,  reserving,  as  already  mentioned, 
the  rents  of  the  rest  of  the  premises  until  the  debt  on  account  of  the  new 
buildings  is  paid  off. 

Sleigh’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Sleigh , by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1684,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  directed  that  the  persons  to  whom  his  lands  in  Chesterfield  should 
come  to  be  inherited,  should  give,  for  ever,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
dwelling-house  where  he  then  lived,  in  Chesterfield,  called  the  Chantry  House, 
six  pennyworth  of  bread  every  Sunday,  in  the  morning,  at  the  church,  to  three 
several  poor  people,  they  repairing  to  the  church,  according  to  the  discretion 
of  the  minister  or  vicar,  and  overseers  of  the  poor  there. 

The  house  charged  with  this  payment,  and  supposed  to  have  been  built  on  the 
site  of  the  chantry  house,  is  now  occupied  by  Mrs.  Dutton,  the  widow  of 
Thomas  Dutton,  being,  as  we  are  informed,  the  property  of . 

The  yearly  sum  of  265.  appears  to  have  been  paid,  until  within  a few  years, 
by  Thomas  Dutton,  to  Mr.  John  Thomas  Dutton,  a late  member  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  to  have  been  added  to  the  funds  applied  by  the  chamberlain  in  the 
distribution  of  bread. 

No  note  or  entry  appearing  in  the  books  of  the  corporation,  there  was 
nothing  to  lead  the  chamberlain,  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Thomas  Dutton, 
to  a knowledge  of  the  existence  of  this  charity,  and  consequently  it  has  not  been 
demanded. 

We  are  informed,  however,  that  Mrs.  Dutton  is  ready  to  pay  what  is  due  on 
this  account. 

Clarke  and  Taylor’s  Charities. 

Cornelius  Clarice,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  1st  June  1694,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  directed  his  executor,  out  of  his  personal  estate,  to  bestow  the  sum  of 
200/.,  for  the  purchasing  of  lands  and  tenements  of  freehold  of  inheritance, 
the  rents  and  profits  whereof  should  be  paid  and  distributed,  yearly,  to  and  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  for  ever. 

In  the  title  book  of  the  corporation,  it  is  stated,  that  by  indentures,  bearing  date 
15th  and  1 6th  April  1703,  Sir  Charles  Skrymsher  and  his  daughter,  in  consi- 
deration of  260/.,  conveyed  to  the  corporation  certain  lands  in  Tapton,  con- 
taining 16  acres,  which  were  formerly  in  one  close,  called  the  Pease  Close,  the 
purchase  money  whereof  was  left  to  the  corporation  by  Cornelius  Clarke  and 
Richard  Taylor. 

The  deeds  referred  to  in  this  memorandum  appear  to  have  been  lost  or  mislaid 
for  several  years. 

The  premises  are  now  let  to  John  Mugliston,  esquire,  one  of  the  members  of 
the  corporation,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  24/.  105.,  the  amount  having 
been  fixed  by  a surveyor  in  1818. 

In  one  of  the  fields,  called  the  Wood  Close,  there  is  a dole  of  land  belonging 
to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  which  is  marked  out  by  mere  stones,  and  for  which 
125.  a year  is  paid  by  the  corporation,  out  of  the  above-mentioned  rent. 

In  the  year  1788,  the  right  of  digging  iron-stone  under  these  premises  was  let, 
and  the  sum  of  80/.,  which  was  received  on  this  account,  was  applied,  princi- 
pally, in  the  repairs  of  the  almshouses  in  Salter  Gate,  belonging  to  the  charity  of 
George  Taylor. 

The  rents,  after  deducting  five  per  cent  for  the  expenses  of  keeping  the 
accounts,  &c.  were  formerly  distributed  in  beef,  and  for  a few  years  in  clothes 
and  other  articles.  Since  1818,  the  amount  has  been  disposed  of  in  money, 
generally  in  sums  of  5s.  each,  to  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield, 
appointed  by  the  corporation,  on  Christmas-eve. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  in  the  last  ten  years,  the  corporation  have 

advanced, 
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advanced,  on  account  of  this  charity,  a sum  of  nearly  61.  It  is  proposed,  how-  Chesterfield, 
ever,  to  consider  these  accounts  as  balanced  at  Michaelmas  1826.  

Charities  of  Richard  and  George  Youle. 

Richard  Youle , by  his  will,  bearing  date  30th  June  1699,  gave  tt>  the  corpora-  charities  of 
tion  of  Chesterfield  the  sum  of  20  s.  yearly,  forever,  to  buy,  yearly,  eight  pair  of  Richard  and  George 
good  strong  shoes,  to  be  given  to  eight  poor  widows  dwelling  in  Chesterfield,  Youle. 
some  time  in  the  week  before  Christmas-day ; and  he  also  gave  to  the  said  cor- 
poration the  sum  of  40,?.  a year  more,  to  buy,  yearly,  on  the  5th  November, 

120  fourpenny  loaves,  to  be  given  on  that  day  to  120  poor  people  dwelling  in 
Chesterfield  ; the  said  shoes  and  bread  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Chesterfield,  with  the  good  liking 
of  the  nearest  relations  of  the  said  testator  who  should  inhabit  there,  his  will  and 
mind  being,  that  the  poor  people  to  whom  the  said  shoes  and  bread  should  be  so 
distributed,  should  be  such  as  should  frequent  the  divine  service  of  the  church  of 
England.  He  also  gave  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  17 -?.  4 d.,  yearly,  to 
buy,  weekly,  every  market-day,  in  the  market,  four  penny  loaves,  to  be  given 
weekly,  at  their  discretion,  to  four  poor  widows  of  Chesterfield,  pursuant  to  the 
will  of  his  late  uncle,  George  Youle.  He  also  gave  to  the  vicar  of  Chesterfield, 
for  the  time  being,  205.,  yearly,  upon  condition  that  he  should  preach,  yearly,  in 
the  parish  church  of  Chesterfield,  a sermon  on  the  5th  November  ; and  he 
directed,  that  the  said  yearly  sum  of  SI.  17 s.  4d.  given  to  the  corporation,  and 
the  said  yearly  sum  of  1 1.  given  to  the  vicar,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  his  two  closes  in  Chesterfield,  called  the  Nether  Horse  Crofts,  until 
such  time  as  his  executors  should  purchase  lands  for  the  security  and  payment 
thereof. 

The  corporation  are  now  possessed  of  a copyhold  farm  in  Bolsover,  which 
was,  probably,  surrendered  to  their  use  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  will  of 
the  said  Richard  Youle. 

Amongst  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  corporation,  there  is  a note  of 
a surrender,  which  appears  to  have  been  made  prior  to  the  year  1745,  whereby 
John  Youle,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Anne  Youle  his  mother,  and  John  Wilson, 
at  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Bolsover,  surrendered  a messuage  or  tenement, 
and  a croft  adjoining,  called  the  Yard,  another  croft  called  the  Back  Yard,  in 
Bolsover,  and  16  acres  of  land,  lying  in  the  several  fields  of  Bolsover,  and 
one  close,  then  divided  into  two  parts,  called  the  Great  Meadow,  in  Bolsover, 
to  the  use  of  John  Bright  and  his  heirs. 

This  was  probably  in  trust  for  the  corporation,  as  in  1745,  by  lease,  bearing 
date  20th  March  in  that  year,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  the  borough 
of  Chesterfield,  demised,  for  a term  of  21  years,  a messuage,  dwelling-house  or 
tenement  in  Bolsover,  with  a curtilage  or  croft  thereto  adjoining,  and  several 
closes  and  parcels  of  land  following,  viz.;  three  closes  called  the  Damnis  Brook 
Closes,  lying  in  or  near  the  Middle  Field,  in  Bolsover  ; another  close,  called  the 
Town  End  Pingle  ; a close  in  the  Woodfield,  called  the  Pingle  ; an  acre  of  arable 
land  in  the  Moorfield,  half  thereof  near  to  Green  Meare,  and  half  near  the 
Abbot  Piece  ; and  another  acre  in  the  Middle  Field,  then  in  the  occupation  of 
Thomas  Selley,  as  tenant  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  &c.  reserving  the  timber, 
mines,  and  quarries,  &c. 

The  property  now  held  by  the  corporation,  consists  of  a house  and  out- 
buildings, with  a garden  and  yard,  and  six  closes,  called  the  Little,  the  Middle 
and  the  Far  Damnis  Brook  Closes,  the  Little  Steel  Pingle,  Shuttlewood  Close, 
and  Brown  Dyke  Pingle,  containing  together  12a.  2r.,  now  in  the  occupation 
of  James  Handley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  14/.  per  annum. 

In  1825,  the  house  being  very  much  out  of  repair,  an  application  was  made 
by  the  tenant  to  the  corporation,  requesting  that  they  would  assist  him  in  repair- 
ing it.  They  declined  advancing  auy  money  for  this  purpose  ; but  the  tenant 
has,  notwithstanding,  rebuilt  the  house,  at  an  expense,  as  he  states,  of  140/. 

He  has  since  made  frequent  applications  to  the  corporation  for  the  sum  he  has 
thus  laid  out,  and  for  a further  allowance,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  new 
outbuildings. 

-w-  ^ 

it  seems  reasonable,  that  the  tenant,  though  he  has  acted  without  the  concur- 
rence of  the  corporation,  should  receive  some  compensation  for  the  expenses  he 
has  already  incurred,  and  for  erecting  such  outbuildings  as  are  necessary  for  the 
occupation  of  the  farm ; but  it  appears,  that  the  only  mode  of  making  any 

Y 4 arrangement 
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arrangement  with  him  will  be  by  granting  him  a lease  for  a certain  number  of 
years,  at  a low  rent.  The  corporation,  have,  however,  agreed  to  take  the 
subject  into  consideration.  It  is  stated,  that  the  value  of  the  land,  exclusive 
of  any  buildings  upon  it,  cannot  be  considered  as  exceeding  14/.  a year. 

Out  of  the  rent  above  mentioned,  the  following  payments  are  made  : — 


To  the  vicar,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  5th  November  - 
In  the  purchase  of  120  fourpenny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  on  the  5th 
November  by  the  chamberlain,  under  the  directions  of  the  corporation,  to 
120  poor  persons  of  Chesterfield,  selected  by  them  - 
Towards  a weekly  distribution  of  bread  at  the  church  on  Sunday 
Annual  fees  to  the  manor  court  of  Bolsover  ------

Out  of  the  residue,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  any  occasional  expenses 
which  may  have  been  incurred,  and  the  usual  allowance  of  5 per  cent  for 
keeping  the  accounts,  &c.  shoes  are  provided  and  given  to  poor  women  of 
Chesterfield,  who  are  appointed  by  the  corporation  about  Christmas.  In  the 
winter  of  1820,  28  pair  of  shoes,  at  5 s.  6d.  a pair,  amounting  to  7 1>  14-5.  were 
thus  distributed. 

In  the  last  ten  years,  the  sums  thus  disposed  of  have  amounted,  upon  an 
average,  to  about  j l.  5 s.  per  annum,  and  the  income  having  exceeded  the  dis- 
bursements, the  balances  which  have  accrued  in  favour  of  the  charity,  and  which 
have  become  blended  with  the  funds  of  the  corporation,  have  amounted  to 
17/.  8s.  2d.\  and  if  the  accounts  were  taken  from  the  year  1811,  when  the 
rent  was  first  raised  to  14/.,  the  sum  due  from  the  corporation  would  appear 
considerably  larger  ; but  upon  a general  view  of  the  state  of  the  accounts 
between  the  corporation  and  other  charities  under  their  management,  it  seems 
to  us  that  this  may  be  fairly  included  amongst  those,  in  which  we  have  proposed 
that  the  accounts  up  to  Michaelmas  1826  should  be  considered  as  balanced. 


Nicholas  Youle’s  Charity. 


Nicholas  Youle , by  his  will,  bearing  date  13th  May  1702,  gave  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  Chesterfield,  the  sum  of  68/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  to  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit ; to  each  of  six  poor  widows 
of  Chesterfield  weekly,  for  ever,  one  twopenny  loaf  of  boulted  bread,  and  to 
each  of  eight  other  poor  widows  of  Chesterfield,  yearly,  for  ever,  a pair  of 
stockings  of  the  value  of  2s.  each  pair;  such  widows  to  be  nominated  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Chesterfield. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  March  1704, 
between  William  Oldfield,  of  the  one  part ; and  David  Seale,  esquire,  then 
mayor,  and  the  aldermen  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  part;  the 
said  William  Oldfield,  in  consideration  of  69/.  10s.,  granted  to  the  said- mayor 
and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  a close  called  the  New  Close,  and  the 
pingle  thereto  belonging,  lying  at  the  Hill  Top,  in  the  parish  of  Ashover,  and 
containing  seven  acres,  or  thereabouts,  to  the  uses  and  purposes  expressed  in 
the  will  of  the  said  Nicholas  Youle. 

These  premises  were  held  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  upon  the  trusts  above 
mentioned,  until  the  year  1791,  when?  shortly  before  the  expiration  of  a lease 
under  which  they  were  then  held  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.  155.  by  John  Bassett, 
they  were  sold  to  him,  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  passed  at  a meeting  of  the 
corporation,  for  the  sum  of  136/.  105. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  26th  and  27th  August  1791 , 
between  Thomas  Dutton,  esquire,  the  mayor,  and  the  aldermen  of  the  said  borough 
of  Chesterfield,  of  the  one  part;  and  the  said  John  Bassett,  of  the  other  part; 


reciting  the  will  of  Nicholas  Youle,  and  the  indentures  of  22d  and  23d  March 


1704,  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  136/.  105., 
conveyed  the  above-mentioned  premises  to  the  said  John  Bassett,  and  his  heirs, 
freed  and  absolutely  discharged,  or  otherwise  well  and  sufficiently  indemnified 
and  saved  l^rmless  from  and  against  all  uses,  payments,  charges  and  incum- 
brances, by  the  said  recited  will  and  indentures,  or  either  of  them,  created 
concerning  the  said  premises,  and  then  charged  upon  and  affecting  the  same; 
and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  covenanted  to  settle  other  lands  for  and  upon  the 
uses  to  which  the  said  closes  were  by  the  said  will  and  indentures  made  liable. 

These  abstracts  are  taken  from  the  draft  of  an  indenture  intended  to  have 

been 
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been  prepared  for  execution  by  the  corporation,  as  a security  for  the  payment  of 
this  and  other  charities,  the  original  documents  having  been  given  up  to  the 

purchaser.  _ 

In  this  transaction  the  mayor  and  aldermen  undoubtedly  acted  without 
competent  authority,  though  they  were  probably  induced  to  accept  the  offer 
made  to  them,  thinking  that  it  was  advantageous  to  the  charity. 

The  produce  of  the  sale,  with  the  additional  sum  of  4/.,  being  the  value  of 
the  timber  upon  the  lands,  making  up  140/.,  was  afterwards  laid  out,  with  other 
money,  in  the  repairs  of  the  Three  Tuns  public- house,  in  Chesterfield,  which 
forms  part  of  the  property  held  by  the  corporation  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Large, 
as  heretofore  mentioned.  It  was  proposed,  a few  years  ago,  that  the  interest  on 
140/.  should  be  secured  upon  the  Three  Tuns  public-house,  but  no  such  security 
was  ever  executed. 

From  the  funds  of  the  corporation  the  chamberlain  has  carried  to  the  account 
of  this  charity  5 1.  1 2 s.  6d.  yearly,  as  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  of  140/.  at 
four  per  cent.  Previously  to  1819,  5 /.  only  was  brought  to  account.  From  this 
sum  five  per  cent  is  deducted,  as  the  allowance  for  keeping  the  accounts,  Sec., 
and  out  of  the  residue,  21.  1 2s.  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  six  twopenny 
loaves,  which  are  distributed  by  the  chamberlain  to  the  poor  of  Chesterfield,  at 
the  church,  every  Sunday;  and,  up  to  Christmas  1824,  eight  pair  of  stockings 
were  generally  provided,  and  given  to  eight  poor  widows  of  Chesterfield, 
appointed  about  Christmas.  At  a meeting  of  the  corporation  at  Christmas  1825, 
12  pair  of  stockings  at  2s.  a pair,  and  12  pair  of  shoes  at  5 s.  6d.  a pair,  were 
distributed. 

This  expenditure  has  fallen  short  of  the  income,  and  in  the  last  ten  years  the 
balances  unappropriated,  and  therefore  due  to  the  charity  from  the  corporation, 
have  amounted  to  12/.  14s.  6c?.;  but,  in  consideration  of  what  the  corporation 
have  advanced  to  other  charities,  we  have  suggested  that  this  sum  also  should 
be  considered  as  liquidated,  and  that  a new  account  should  be  commenced  as 
from  Michaelmas  1826,  without  any  deduction  for  keeping  the  accounts. 

It  seems  also  expedient,  that  the  corporation  should  give  security  for  the  sum 
of  140/.  10,?.,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent.,  until  they  should  be  able,  according 
to  the  covenant  in  the  deed  of  sale  to  Mr.  Bassett,  to  lay  out  the  purchase 
money  in  land,  and  a deed  is  now  in  preparation  for  this  purpose. 
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Charities  of  Anne  Heathcote  and  others. 

The  following  abstracts  relate  to  the  several  gifts  and  legacies  derived  from 
the  Heathcote  family,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  out  apprentices,  viz.;  from 
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By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  May 
1710,  between  Judith,  the  widow  of  Richard  Coope,  deceased,  and  Richard 
Coope,  the  son  and  heir  of  the  said  Richard  Coope,  deceased,  of  the  first 
part ; Sir  Gilbert  Heathcote,  baronet,  John  Heathcoie,  William  Heathcote, 
and  Catherine  Heathcote,  widow  of  Josiah  Heathcote,  the  said  John  and 
William  Heathcote,  being  the  executors  of  Anne  Heathcote,  and  the  said 
Sir  Gilbert,  John,  William,  and  Catherine  Heathcote,  being  the  surviving 
executors  of  the  said  Josiah  Heathcote,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  part ; 
the  said  Judith  and  Richard  Coope,  in  consideration  of  320/.,  whereof  20/.  was 
given  by  the  said  John  Heathcote,  to  advance  the  charity  therein  after  men- 
tioned, and  100/.  thereof  was  a legacy,  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Anne 
Heathcote,  and  the  remaining  200/.  a legacy  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Josiah 
Heathcote,  which  sum  of  320/.  had  been  paid  to  the  vendors,  by  the  direction 
of  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  a capital  messuage,  with  out- 
houses, gardens  and  appurtenances,  and  all  the  lands,  meadows,  Sec.  thereto 
belonging  ; and  also  a close,  called  the  Broad  Close,  containing  by  estimation 
Rep.  18.  Z eight 
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eight  acres ; another  close,  called  the  Goose  Holme,  containing  by  estimation 
five  acres;  another  close,  adjoining  the  Goose  Holme,  called  Speakely  Close, 
containing  by  estimation  three  acres;  all  which  premises  were  situate  in 
Barlbrough  ; upon  trust,  that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  should 
yearly  apply  all  the  clear  rents  and  profits  to  the  putting  out  apprentices,  to  be 
instructed  in  some  trade,  or  to  be  sent  to  sea  to  be  instructed  in  the  art  ot 
navigation,  two  boys,  whose  parents  should  be  inhabitants  of  the  borough,  and 
should  either  be  of  good  families,  and  come  to  poverty,  or  fallen  to  decay  by 
misfortunes,  or  industrious  people,  who  should  not  be  able  to  make  such  pro- 
vision for  their  children,  as  was  thereby  directed  to  be  made  ; provided,  that  no 
child  should  be  put  out  therewith  whose  parents  should  receive  alms  of  the  said 
borough,  or  who  ought  to  be  put  out  at  the  charge  of  the  said  borough,  in  case 
no  such  provision  as  aforesaid  had  been  made,  it  being  the  intent  of  the  parties, 
that  the  charity  should  be  applied  only  for  the  benefit  of  such  children  as  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  borough  should  not  be  by  law  obliged  to  provide  for  or 
maintain,  and  that  it  should  not  be  applied  to  ease  or  lessen  the  public  assess- 
ments or  taxes  of  the  said  borough  ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  in  case 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  should  at  any  time  misapply  the  said 
rents  and  profits,  or  should  refuse  or  neglect  to  put  out  two  such  boys  as  afore- 
said every  year,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  might  enter 
and  enjoy  the  said  premises. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  June  1713, 
between  John  Thornhill  and  William  Soresby,  of  the  first  part;  Sir  Gilbert 
Heathcote,  knight,  and  William  Heathcote,  executors  of  the  will  of  John 
Heathcote,  deceased,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  bur- 
gesses of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  pa;t;  the  said  John  Thornhill  and  William 
Soresby,  in  consideration  of  ISO  /.,  being  a legacy  left  by  the  said  John  Heathcote , 
for  the  charity  thereinafter  mentioned,  paid  to  them  by  the  direction  of  the 
said  mayor,  &c.  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their 
successors,  a messuage,  farm  or  tenement,  together  with  a croft,  lying  on  the 
backside  thereof,  containing  by  estimation  two  and  a half  acres ; also,  two 
closes,  adjoining  to  Salter-lane  south,  and  commonly  called  Towndray  or 
Poundray  Closes,  containing  3 a.  3 r.  5 p. ; and  one  close,  called  Emdale,  con- 
taining by  estimation  3a.  2r.  39p.  ; all  which  premises  were  described  as 
situate  in  Snitterton,  Darley  and  Matlock,  or  in  some  or  one  of  such  places; 
upon  trust,  to  apply  all  the  clear  rents  and  profits  in  placing  out  one  or  more 
boys  apprentices  every  year,  in  such  manner,  and  with  a like  proviso,  as  to  the 
description  of  the  boys,  as  contained  in  the  deed  above  abstracted;  and  it  was 
also  provided,  that  in  case  of  misapplication  of  the  rents,  or  refusal  or  neglect 
to  place  out  such  boys,  the  said  Sir  Gilbert  and  William  Heathcote,  and  their 
heirs,  might  enter  and  enjoy  the  said  premises. 

The  Towndray  or  Poundray  closes,  above  mentioned,  were,  with  other  pre- 
mises, surrendered  by  the  said  John  Thornhill  and  William  Soresby,  at  a court 
baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Matlock,  22d  June  1713,  to  the  use  of  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  and  their  successors.  At  a court,  held 
14th  June  1721,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  surrendered  the  said 
premises  to  the  use  of  John  Bright,  and  his  heirs,  who,  by  indenture,  bearing 
date  3d  May  1722,  declared  that  the  said  surrender  was  in  trust  for  the  corpo- 
ration ; and  at  a court,  held  19th  October  1807,  it  being  found  that  the  name 
of  the  said  John  Bright  was  used  in  the  surrender  of  1721,  as  trustee  for  the 
mayor,  &c.  seisin  was  delivered  to  John  Elam,  the  then  mayor,  Thomas  Dutton, 
Robert  Waller,  and  William  Creswick,  subject  to  the  trusts  declared  in  an 
indenture,  bearing  date  19th  October  I8O7,  whereby  the  said  parties  declared, 
that  they  held  the  said  premises  in  trust  for  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses, 
for  the  purposes  declared  with  respect  thereto,  in  the  indentures  of  19th  and 
20th  June  1713, 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  May  1735,  between 
Robert  Allwood,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  of  the  first  part ; Sir  John  Heathcote, 
baronet,  son  and  executor  of  Sir  Gilbert  Heathcote,  of  the  second  part ; and  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said 
Sir  Gilbert  Heathcote , by  his  will,  bearing  date,  8th  August  1?32,  directed, 
that  his  executor  should,  out  of  his  personal  estate,  layout  400/.  in  the  purchase 
of  lands,  and  settle  the  same  upon  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  town  of 
Chesterfield,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  should  be  every  year

disposed  of,  in  placing  out  one  or  more  poor  boys,  born  in  the  said  town  and 
parish  of  Chesterfield,  apprentices  to  some  handicraft  trade,  or  as  mariners; 
and  that  the  children  of  such  persons,  who  should  have  been  very  industrious 
in  their  calling,  for  the  support  of  their  families,  and  should  not  have  been  in 
the  poor’s  rates,  should  have  the  preference  to  all  others;  provided,  that  in  case 
the  monument  erected  in  the  parish  church  of  Chesterfield,  by  his  brothers  and 
himself,  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  parents,  should  at  any  time  want 
repairing,  or  that  the  gilt  letters  thereon  should  be  defaced  or  become  not 
legible,  so  much  money  should  be  taken  out  of  the  said  rents,  as  should  be 
required  to  repair  the  said  monument,  and  make  the  gilt  letters  legible,  and 
preserve  the  same  in  such  condition,  and  the  overplus  only,  to  be  in  such  case, 
applied  in  placing  out  apprentices,  as  aforesaid;  and  provided,  that  if  the  said 
monument  should  not  be,  from  time  to  time,  repaired  and  preserved,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  the  lands  so  to  be  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  should  vest  in  and  come  to 
his  heirs ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  had  agreed  for  the 
purchase  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  for  the  sum  of  372  /.  10  s.  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  executors,  as  part  of  the  said  legacy  of  400/. ; the  said  Robert  and 
Elizabeth  Allwood,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  372/.  10s.  conveyed  to 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  six  several  closes,  with  a barn 
thereon  erected,  situate  in  Unstone,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  commonly 
called  the  Six  Renshaws,  and  containing  by  estimation,  26  acres,  upon  trust, 
that  they  should  dispose  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits,  in  placing  out  one  or  more 
poor  boys  apprentices,  and  in  repairing  the  monument  of  the  testator’s  parents, 
in  the  manner  directed  by  the  said  will,  and  in  default  of  such  reparation,  the 
same  should  vest  in  the  said  Sir  John  Heathcote,  his  heirs  and  assigns  ; and  that 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  should  in  such  case,  execute  such  conveyances 
as  should  be  required  for  that  purpose  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  premises 
would  be  improved  by  building  a dwelling-house,  and  other  necessary  conve- 
niences, and  that  the  said  premises  would  thereby  be  made  a full  purchase,  for 
the  said  sum  of  400/.,  but  that  the  expenses  thereof,  and  of  completing  the 
title  to  the  said  premises,  would  amount  to  more  than  the  sum  of  27  /.  10  s.  the 
remainder  of  the  said  400/.,  after  the  payment  of  the  consideration  for  the 
purchase  of  the  said  premises,  and  that  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  conde- 
scended to  pay  the  overplus  out  of  their  own  money ; It  was  agreed,  that  the 
said  Sir  John  Heathcote  should  pay  to  them  the  said  sum  of  27/.  10  5. ; and 
that  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  should  therewith,  and  out  of  their  own  money, 
pay  all  the  charges  above  mentioned. 
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By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  21st  and  22d  April  1740, 
between  Thomas  Gisborne,  esquire,  and  William  Bateman,  of  the  first  part; 
Francis  Revel],  esquire,  of  the  second  part;  and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  bur- 
gesses of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  third  part;  reciting,  an  inden- 
ture of  mortgage,  and  an  assignment  thereof,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas 
Gisborne;  It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  155/.  part  of  the  sum  of 
400/.  given  as  legacies  by  the  wills  of  William  Heathcote  and  George  Heath- 
cote, to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  for  the  charities  thereinafter 
mentioned,  paid  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  to  the  said  Thomas 
Gisborne,  William  Bateman,  and  Francis  Revell,  in  the  proportions  therein 
mentioned,  according  to  their  several  interests  therein,  the  said  Thomas  Gis- 
borne and  others,  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and 
their  successors,  three  closes,  called  the  Goulder  Cliffs,  in  Tapton,  in  the  parish 
of  Chesterfield,  containing  by  estimation,  7 a.  2r.  8p.  upon  trust,  to  apply  the 
clear  rents  and  profits  in  placing  out  apprentices  yearly,  two  boys  of  such 
description,  and  in  such  manner,  and  with  the  like  proviso,  as  declared  in  the 
indentures  of  1710. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  as  to  the  residue  of  the  last 
mentioned  legacies. 

The  property  now  held  by  the  corporation  for  the  benefit  of  these  charities, 
consists  of  the  following  particulars  : — 

1. — A farm-house,  with  out-buildings,  and  12  closes  of  land,  in  the  parish  of 
Barlborough,  containing  altogether  42  a.  2r.  ; part  of  these  lands  were  set  out 
under  the  provisions  of  an  inclosure  act,  by  the  award  of  the  commissioner?, 
bearing  date  15th  September  1798,  in  exchange  for  other  lands  mentioned  in 
the  deed  of  1710.  These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  Martha  Woodward, 
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as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  40/.  The  buildings  are  kept  in  repair  by  the 
tenant,  and  are  stated  to  be  in  tenantable  condition. 

2.  — The  premises  at  Snitterton,  Darley  and  Mattock,  purchased  with  ISO/., 
the  legacy  of  John  Heathcote,  and  comprised  in  the  indentures  of  lease  and 
release  of  1713,  above  abstracted,  form  part  only  of  a farm,  now  held  there 
by  the  corporation,  the  residue  thereof  having  been  purchased  of  the  same  par- 
ties, and  at  the  same  time,  for  455  /.,  whereof  435  I.  was  money  belonging  to  the 
corporation,  and  20  l.  the  gift  of  George  Milliard,  hereafter  mentioned. 

The  farm  contains  68a.  lit.  Ip.,  with  a dwelling-house  and  outbuildings. 
This  admeasurement  is  exclusive  of  an  allotment  ofSA.  5r.  17p.,  which  was 
set  out  to  the  corporation  on  the  Matlock  inclosure  ; such  allotment  having 
been  sold  for  the  sum  of  CO/.  10s.  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  par- 
liament for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
inclosure. 

The  whole  farm  is  now  let  to  Edmund  Eaton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  57/.  per 
annum.  This  is  stated  to  be  a good  rent,  considering  the  state  of  the  premises  ; 
but  the  house  is  in  a bad  state  of  repair,  and  it  is  represented  that  the  lands 
have  suffered  unnecessary  injury  by  persons  who  are  working  the  mines  there. 
The  farm  being  subject  to  the  mineral  laws  of  the  duchy  of  Lancaster,  any  per- 
son is  entitled  to  work  the  mines,  under  certain  regulations,  to  the  exclusion  of 
the  owners  of  the  soil.  At  a meeting  of  the  corporation,  on  5th  September 
1S05,  this  subject  was  taken  into  consideration,  and  directions  were  then  given 
for  taking  the  proper  steps  for  obtaining  some  compensation  for  the  injury 
complained  of.  The  corporation  were  prevented  proceeding  at  that  time  by 
the  illness  of  the  tenant,  and  nothing  further  has  been  done  since.  We  were 
assured,  however,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  corporation  to  proceed  im- 
mediately in  inquiring  into  the  extent  of  the  injury,  and  the  means  of  obtaining 
redress. 

About  the  year  1818,  timber  appears  to  have  been  cut,  and  sold  from  this 
estate,  and  the  produce  of  the  sale,  amounting  to  216/.,  was  applied  by  the 
corporation  towards  the  repairing  of  the  Three  Tuns  public  house,  in  Chester- 
field, which  forms  part  of  the  estate  held  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Large. 

No  interest  has  been  paid  to  the  account  of  Ileathcote’s  charities,  in  respect 
of  the  money  thus  advanced  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation  ; but  we  conceive, 
that  at  least  a proportionable  part  of  the  principal  sum  of  216/.  is  due  to  these 
charities  from  the  corporation. 

Of  tiie  rent  of  57/-,  for  which  the  farm  is  now  let,  the  sum  of  9/.  is  carried  to 
the  account  of  these  charities,  the  same  sum  having  been  thus  appropriated 
annually,  from  the  year  1799,  when  the  rent  was  only  33/. 

It  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  ascertain  the  identical  lands  which 
were  purchased  with  the  legacy  of  John  Heathcote  ; but  as  the  whole  farm  was 
purchased  at  the  same  time,  it  seems  that  if  the  rent  were  divided  proportion- 
ably,  according  to  the  amount  of  the  consideration  for  each  purchase,  such 
would  be  a fair  division,  and  according  to  this  mode  of  apportionment  of  the 
rent,  payable  to  the  account  of  these  charities,  will  amount  at  the  present  time 
to  1 6 /.  4 s.  per  an n u m . 

We  conceive,  that  the  produce  of  the  sale  of  timber  ought  to  have  been  appor- 
tioned in  like  manner,  and  that  the  corporation  are  indebted  to  these  charities 
on  this  account  in  the  sum  of  61  /.  6s.  3d.  ; for  this  sum  the  corporation  is  about 
to  give  security,  with  interest,  at  4 per  cent. 

3.  — A farm  at  Unstone,  called  the  Ramsay  Farm,  consisting  of  a house,  out- 
buildings and  croft,  and  five  closes,  containing  altogether  25  a.  2 r.,  now  let  to 
John  Hudson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  28/.  10s.  The  house  is 
stated  to  be  old,  but  in  tenantable  condition. 

The  tithes  of  this  farm  were  purchased  by  the  corporation  in  1802,  for  the 
sum  of  66/.  2s.,  which  appears  to  have  been  paid  out  of  their  own  funds,  al- 
though the  rent  of  3/.  10s  , reserved  in  respect  of  such  tithes,  has  been  carried 
by  the  chamberlain  to  the  charity  account. 

4.  — In  lieu  of  the  three  closes,  called  the  Goulder  Cliffs,  at  Tapton,  comprised  in 
the  indentures  of  1748,  above  abstracted,  the  corporation  now  hold  part  of  a farm, 
called  Stone  Hay,  in  the  township  of  Walton,  the  residue  of  the  said  farm  hav- 
ing been  given  to  them  at  the  same  time,  in  exchange  for  premises  held  by  the 
corporation  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Large,  as  already  noticed  in  a former 
part  of  this  Report. 
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This  exchange  was,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  23d  November  1807,  between 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  one 
part;  and  Adam  Barker  Slater,  esquire,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  reciting, 
that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  were  seised  of  a messuage  or 
tenement,  with  a garden,  and  other  appurtenances,  in  Holywell-street,  in  Ches- 
terfield, devised  by  Thomas  Large,  by  the  description  of  a messuage,  &c.  in  the 
occupation  of  Alice  Glossop,  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  upon 
certain  trusts  in  his  will  mentioned ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  mayor,  &c. 
were  seised  of  two  closes  of  land  in  Tapton,  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  viz.; 
The  Rough  Piece,  containing  2 a.  2r.  10p.,  and  the  field  above,  3a.  3r.  20p., 
being  parcel  of  three  certain  closes,  theretofore  called  The  Goulder  Cliffs,  which 
said  three  closes  were,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  21st 
and  22d  April  1740,  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses, 
upon  certain  trusts  in  the  said  indentures  mentioned  ; and  further  reciting,  that 
the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater  was  seised  of  a farm  in  Walton,  in  the  parish  of 
Chesterfield,  called  Stone  Hay,  and  that  it  had  been  agreed  between  the  parties, 
in  the  first  place,  that  the  aforesaid  premises  in  Holywell-street  should  be  given 
to  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater,  in  exchange  for  such  part  of  the  farm  called 
Stone  Hay,  as  was  thereinafter  mentioned,  viz. ; The  Wren  Park,  containing 
1 r.  lip. ; The  Little  Wood,  2a.  & 33p. ; The  Lane,  2r.  & 10 p. ; The  Great 
Wood,  7 a.  2 r.  3p.  ; The  Wood  Close,  1a.  & 36 p.  ; The  Peas  Close, 
1a.  1r.  27 p.;  The  Wheat  Close,  1 a.  2r.  23  p.;  The  New  Piece,  2 a.  1 r.  20 p.; 
and  The  Moor  Piece,  3 a.  1 r.  4 p.  ; and  in  the  next  place,  that  the  two  closes  in 
Tapton  should  be  given  to  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater,  in  exchange  for  the 
remaining  part  of  the  said  farm,  viz. ; a dwelling-house,  with  a yard,  garden, 
out-buildings,  and  other  appurtenances,  the  site  whereof  contained  3 r.  16p.  ; 
The  Turnip  Yard,  3 r.  29  p.  ; The  Plantation,  1 r.  & 14p.  ; The  Upper  Piece, 
l a.  2 r.  33  p.  ; The  Barn  Yard,  3r.  & 20  p.  ; The  Widow  Field,  5 a.  & 38 p. ; 
The  Middle  Field,  3a.  2r.  17p-;  The  Little  Widow  Field,  1a.  1 r.  23p.  ; The 
Nether  Close,  1a.  & 39  p.  ; The  Rough  Close,  1a.  1 r.  5 p. ; The  Milking 
Place,  2 r.  & 1 p.  ; and  the  allotment,  including  the  road,  6 a.  & 13  p. ; the  said 
mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  granted  to  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  all  the  said  premises  in  Holywell-street ; to  hold  the  same, 
exonerated  from  all  trusts  created  by  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Large,  subject, 
nevertheless,  to  the  rent  theretofore  paid  by  the  tenants  of  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  to  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater,  and  his  ancestors,  for 
part  of  the  said  premises,  in  exchange  for  such  part  of  the  said  farm,  called 
Stone  Hay,  as  above  in  that  behalf  mentioned ; which  said  premises,  together 
with  the  land-tax  thereon,  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater  granted  to  the  said 
mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors ; to  hold  upon  the  trusts 
declared  with  respect  to  the  said  premises  in  Holywell-street,  by  the  will  of 
the  said  Thomas  Large;  and  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  granted 
to  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater,  and  his  heirs,  the  said  two  closes  in  Tapton,  in 
exchange  for  the  rest  of  the  farm  called  Stone  Hay,  (the  yearly  sum  of  15s. 
which  had  theretofore  been  paid  by  the  Chesterfield  Canal  Company  for  part  of 
the  lands  in  Tapton,  still  to  be  paid  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses), 
in  exchange  for  the  remaining  part  of  the  said  farm,  which  the  said  Adam  Barker 
Slater  granted  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  with  the  land-tax 
charged  thereon,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indentures  of  1740,  above 
referred  to. 

Endorsed  upon  this  deed,  is  a requisitation  of  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and 
burgesses,  and  the  said  Adam  Barker  Slater,  requiring  the  commissioner 
appointed  by  an  act  passed  in  the  43d  George  3,  for  dividing  and  inclosing  the 
commons  and  waste  grounds  in  the  manor  of  Walton,  in  the  said  parish  of 
Chesterfield,  to  set  out  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  the  said  farm 
called  Stone  Hay,  within  the  said  manor  of  Walton,  in  lieu  of  and  exchange  for 
the  several  premises  in  Chesterfield  and  Tapton,  in  the  said  deed  mentioned. 

This  appears  to  have  been  a fair  exchange  ; but  the  award  of  the  commis- 
sioners under  the  inclosure,  which  is  necessary  to  give  validity  to  the  transac- 
tion, under  the  provisions  of  the  inclosure  act,  has  not  yet  been  executed. 

The  farm  at  Stone  Hay  is  now  let  altogether  to  Samuel  Lindley,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  26/.  10s. ; and  the  proportion  thereof  hitherto  brought 
to  the  account  of  these  charities,  is  12/.  15  s.  It  appears,  however,  from  the 
information  of  William  Wilson,  a surveyor,  upon  whose  valuation  the  farm  was 
let,  that  the  proportion  payable  in  respect  of  the  lands,  which  by  the  deed  of 
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exchange  were  expressly  given  for  the  closes  in  Tapton,  is  18/.  5 s.,  so  that  it 
appears  that  the  corporation  have  hitherto  reserved  to  themselves  51.  10 s.  per 
annum,  beyond  what  they  were  entitled  to.  From  Michaelmas  1826,  the  tenant 
will  be  entitled  to  an  allowance  of  135.  a year  for  some  rough  land  which  has 
lately  been  planted,  and  this  land  lies  on  that  part  of  the  farm  which  belongs 
to  Heathcote’s  charities ; the  rent  payable  to  this  account  will  be,  in  future, 
17 /.  1 2 s. 

The  yearly  sum  of  15  5.  is  paid  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Chesterfield  Canal, 
in  respect  of  such  parts  of  the  Goulder  Cliffs  as  was  given  up  to  them,  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act  of  parliament,  for  making  the  said  canal,  passed  in  1770, 
previously  to  the  exchange  with  Mr.  Slater. 

The  amount  of  the  rents  brought  to  the  account  of  these  charities,  has,  from 
the  year  1818,  when  all  the  lands  vested  in  the  corporation  were  re-let,  upon 
a new  valuation,  amounted  to  91 </.  105.  per  annum,  subject,  however,  to  an 
abatement  of  ten  per  cent  upon  the  rents,  which  was  allowed  the  tenants  from 
Michaelmas  1822  to  Lady-day  1825. 

The  income  properly  applicable  to  these  charities,  in  future,  may  be  stated 
as  follows  : —

The  income  hitherto  received,  as  above-mentioned,  is  subject  to  a few  casual 
expenses,  generally  of  small  amount,  including  those  of  the  repairs  of  the 
monument  of  the  Heathcote  family,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will  of 
Sir  Gilbert  Heathcote;  there  is  also  charged  the  annual  allowance  of  five  per 
cent  for  keeping  the  accounts,  &c.  as  has  been  already  noticed  in  a former  part 
of  this  Report. 

Out  of  the  residue  boys  have  been  placed  out  apprentices  by  the  mayor, 
aldermen,  and  burgesses.  The  boys  selected  for  this  purpose  have  been  such 
as  are  born  within  the  borough,  which  is  co-extensive  with  the  township  of 
Chesterfield,  whether  they  have  been  at  the  time  resident  there  or  not,  and 
whose  parents  have  been  industrious  persons,  and  not  receiving  parochial  telief. 
They  are  nominated  at  a meeting  of  the  corporation  ; and,  at  the  Michaelmas 
following,  the  indentures,  which  are  made  out  by  the  town  clerk,  are  executed, 
and  one  part  thereof  is  kept  by  the  corporation.  Proper  care  seems  to  be  taken, 
that  the  masters  to  whom  the  boys  are  bound  are  carrying  on  a sufficient  trade, 
and  are  persons  of  good  character. 

The  premium  paid  with  each  apprentice  was,  until  1814,  limited  to5/.  ; since 
that  period  they  have  varied  from  51.  to  10/.;  the  sum  of  135.  4 d.  is  paid  to 
the  town  clerk  for  drawing  up  each  pair  of  indentures,  and  7 s.  6d.  is  charged 
annually  for  the  expenses  incurred  at  the  time  when  the  apprentices  about  to  be 
placed  out  attend  the  corporation.  In  the  last  10  years,  103  boys  have  been 
placed  out,  as  above  mentioned. 

From  the  year  1799  to  the  present  time,  there  has  usually  been  a balance  in 
each  year  in  favour  of  these  charities.  These  balances,  as  has  been  already 
observed  in  other  cases,  are  regularly  noticed  in  the  accounts,  but  have  not  been 
carried  forward,  and  have  consequently  become  blended  with  the  funds  of  the 
corporation.  The  amount  of  these  balances  for  the  last  ten  years,  viz.  from 
1817  to  1826,  both  inclusive,  is  200/.  185.  2c/.;  of  this  sum,  32/.  2 s.5d.  is 
placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Co.,  intended  to  be  applied  as  soon 
as  an  opportunity  shall  occur,  in  placing  out  apprentices;  for  the  residue,  with 
the  sum  of  61/.  65.  3d.,  due  from  the  corporation  to  these  charities  for  timber, 
making  altogether  230/.,  the  corporation  have  agreed  to  give  security  at  four 
per  cent,  and  a deed  is  now  in  preparation  for  the  purpose.  This  will  probably 
be  considered  satisfactory,  though  the  corporation  may  be  strictly  liable  to 
account  for  a longer  period. 

It  seems  desirable,  as  to  the  future  application  of  this  charity,  that  the  whole 
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annual  income  should  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  directions  of  the  several 
donors,  every  year,  without  permitting  any  large  balance  to  accumulate  ; and  it 
is  stated,  that  this  may  be  effected  (though  at  the  present  no  fit  objects  of 
charity  are  refused)  by  allowing  a larger  premium  than  10/.  occasionally,  under 
particular  circumstances,  and  by  extending  a portion  of  the  benefit  of  the 
charities  to  the  whole  parish,  according  to  the  direction  contained  in  the  will  of 
Sir  Gilbert  Heathcote. 

Milward’s  Charity. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  June  1713, 
between  John  Thornhill  and  William  Soresby,  of  the  first  part;  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  of  the  second  part ; and  Marmaduke 
Carver,  one  of  the  executors  of  George  Milward,  of  the  third  part;  the  said 
John  Thornhill  and  William  Soresby,  in  consideration  of  455/.,  whereof  435/. 
was  the  proper  money  of  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  20/. 
was  money  that  the  said  George  Milward,  in  the  sickness  whereof  he  died, 
directed  the  said  Marmaduke  Carver  to  pay  the  charity,  thereinafter  mentioned, 
conveyed  to  the  said  mayor,  &c.  and  their  successors,  two  closes  called  the 
Upper  Part  of  the  Stone  Barbs  and  Golden  Acre,  alias  Maple  Balks  and 
Stone  Barbs  Head,  alias  Pasture  Head,  containing  together  by  estimation 
22a.  3r.  23p.,  with  a barn  and  outhouses  thereto  belonging,  and  three  closes, 
called  the  Horse  Close,  the  Hunger  Hill,  containing  by  estimation  15  a.  1r.  30p. 
and  the  War  Furlong,  containing  by  estimation  five  acres ; all  which  pre- 
mises were  situate  in  Snitterton,  Darley  and  Matlock,  or  some  or  one  of 
them,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their 
successors,  should  yearly  pay  so  much  of  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  as 
should  become  proportionably  due  out  of  the  same,  for  the  said  20/.  left  by  the 
said  George  Milward  as  aforesaid,  on  Saint  George’s  day,  or  as  near  thereto  as 
conveniently  might  be,  for  the  use  of  the  most  poor  and  indigent  people  that 
should  for  the  time  being  be  resients  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of 
Chesterfield. 

Endorsed  upon  the  deed  is  a memorandum,  that,  as  it  was  generally  esteemed 
that  the  close  called  Stone  Barbs  Head,  alias  Pasture  Head,  parcel  of  the 
premises  in  the  said  indenture  mentioned,  was  copyhold  within  the  manor  of 
Matlock;  It  was  agreed  between  the  parties,  that  a surrender  thereof  should  be 
forthwith  made  at  the  next  court  to  be  held  for  the  said  manor. 

This  close  was  surrendered  in  1713,  and  subsequently  in  1721,  with  other 
premises  within  the  manor  of  Matlock,  belonging  to  Heathcote’s  charities,  as 
above  stated,  and  seisin  thereof  was  in  like  manner  delivered  to  John  Elam  and 
others  in  1807- 

In  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Anne  Heathcote  and  others,  we  have 
stated  the  particulars  relating  to  the  farm  at  Snitterton,  Darley  and  Matlock, 
of  which  the  premises  comprised  in  the  indentures  above  abstracted,  form 
a part. 

The  share  of  the  rent  of  57  /.,  payable  in  respect  of  this  charity,  according  to 
such  proportion  of  the  whole  purchase  money  as  was  derived  from  the  gift  of 
George  Milward,  is  1 /.  1 65.  per  annum.  Hitherto  the  yearly  sum  of  20 s.  has 
been  paid  on  this  account,  and  has  been  laid  out  by  the  chamberlain  in  the 
purchase  of  40  sixpenny  loaves,  which  he  has  distributed  at  the  church,  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  every  Saint  George’s  day. 

This  charity  is  also  entitled  to  the  sum  of  6/.  13  s.  4<d.,  as  the  proportion  of 
the  timber  cut  on  this  estate,  as  mentioned  under  the  preceding  head,  and  for 
this  sum,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent,  the  corporation  are  also  about  to  give 
security. 

Brailsford’s  Charity. 

In  the  title  book  of  the  corporation,  it  is  stated,  that  Jacob  Brailsford , by  his 
will  (no  date  mentioned),  directed  that  a yearly  rent-charge  of  2/.  should  be 
paid,  out  of  a house  at  the  top  of  the  Market-place,  (there  described  as  lately 
occupied  by  Samuel  Wilson,  and  then  the  property  of  Mr.  Brailsford  Hill),  to 
the  corporation,  upon  trust,  to  pay  1 /.,  part  thereof  to  the  vicar,  for  a sermon, 
on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  1/  residue  thereof,  in  buying  120  twopenny  loaves,  to 
be  distributed  to  the  poor,  on  the  same  day. 

1 he  yearly  sum  of  2/.  is  now  received  from  the  trustees,  under  the  will  of  the 
late  John  Bower,  who  was  the  owner  of  the  house  above  described,  now  in  the 
occupation  of  James  Clarkson,  perfumer. 
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The  sum  of  1 /.,  part  thereof,  is  paid  to  the  vicar,  for  preaching  a sermon  on 
Easter  Tuesday;  and  on  the  same  day,  GO  fourpenny  loaves  are  distributed  by 
the  chamberlain,  to  the  poor  of  Chesterfield,  at  the  church. 

Webster’s  Charity. 

Sir  Godfrey  IVebster,  by  his  will,  as  appears  by  an  extract  therefrom,  sent  to 
the  corporation,  in  1720,  by  Sir  Thomas  Webster,  his  son,  left  1,100/.  to  his  said 
son,  in  trust,  for  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Chesterfield  ; and  directed,  that 
the  same  should  be  laid  out  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  his  decease,  in 
the  purchase  of  lands  or  tenements,  which  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen  ; the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  yearly,  on  the  4th  Novem- 
ber, or  the  day  following,  if  the  4th  should  be  a Sunday,  paid  to  40  poor 
inhabitants  of  that  town,  not  receiving  alms,  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings 
a piece. 

This  legacy  appears  to  have  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  9 55/.  12s  South 
Sea  stock.  The  dividends,  amounting  to  28  /.  13s.  4 d.  are  received  through  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Co.,  and  27/.  thereof  is  distributed  at  Christmas, 
to  27  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  selected  by  the  corporation  at 
a meeting  held  011  Christmas-eve,  in  sums  of  1 /.  to  each  person.  There  is  also 
charged  1/.  8 s.  8 d.  for  the  allowance  of  five  per  cent  for  expenses.  The  balance 
of  4 s.  Sd.  was  never  carried  on  to  the  next  year,  until  1824. 

It  seems  that  there  is  no  ground  for  the  charge  of  five  per  cent  in  respect  of 
this  charity,  and  that  in  future,  the  whole  dividends  should  be  disposed  of 
amongst  the  poor. 

Church  Lands. 

Of  the  premises,  hereafter  mentioned,  some  appear  to  be  held  by  the  cor- 
poration, and  others,  by  the  churchwardens,  for  the  repairs  of  the  parish 
church. 

John  Williamson , by  his  will,  bearing  date  on  the  feast  of  Saint  Firmin,  1479, 
directed  that  his  wife  Elen  should  have  his  house  in  Betewell-street,  for  her  life, 
with  remainder  to  Elen  Atkynson  ; and  after  their  deaths,  that  the  said  house 
should  remain  to  the  fabric  of  the  parish  church  of  Chesterfield,  for  ever. 

By  deed  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  Wednesday  next  before  Pentecost  1501, 
Richard  Ashe  granted  to  James  Bersford,  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  and  others,  and 
their  heirs,  his  messuage  lying  in  Chesterfield,  in  a street  called  Bettewel-lane, 
which  he  lately  had  of  the  gift  of  John  Williamson  ; and  the  intent  of  this  feoff- 
ment is  declared  to  be,  that  the  feoffees  should  suffer  the  churchwardens  of  the 
church  of  Chesterfield  to  take  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuage,  and 
that  when  all  of  the  said  feoffees  but  two  should  die,  the  survivors  should  make 
estate  to  other  persons  to  the  intent  aforesaid. 

The  premises  in  Betewell-street,  above-mentioned,  consisting  of  a messuage 
or  dwelling-house,  and  a building  formerly  used  as  a stable,  but  since  converted 
into  a candle-house,  with  a yard,  croft  and  garden,  containing  about  half  an 
acre,  were  demised  by  the  corporation,  by  lease,  bearing  date  2.5th  December 
1816,  to  George  Hepworth,  and  Richard  Alsop,  the  younger,  for  1.5  years  from 
the  day  of  the  date  thereof,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/.,  with  a covenant  to  repair 
on  the  part  of  the  lessees.  This  appears  to  be  a good  rent ; the  amount  is. 
received  bv  the  chamberlain,  and  by  him  paid  over  without  any  deduction,  to 
the  churchwardens. 

By  deed  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  12th  January,  .5  Henry  8,  Benedicta  Cams, 
and  John  Caxt'eson,  her  son,  granted  to  Richard  Heathcote  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  a messuage  with  its  appurtenances,  in  Chesterfield,  above  the  Cornell  of 
Tapton-lane.  And  the  intent  of  this  deed  is  stated  to  be,  that  the  alderman  of 
the  town  of  Chesterfield,  and  his  brothers,  and  their  successors,  should  yearly, 
for  ever,  take  and  pay  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuage,  to  the 
upholding  and  maintaining  of  the  body  of  the  church  of  All  Hallows,  of 
Chesterfield. 

The  premises  at  the  corner  of  Tapton-lane,  consisting  of  one  range  of  build- 
ings, divided  into  four  tenements,  are  held  by  Robert  Malkin,  esquire,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  1/.  11  s.  6d.,  under  a deed,  bearing  date  31st  October  1811, 
whereby  William  Jennings,  in  consideration  of  125/.  assigned  to  him  all  his 
interest  therein,  the  said  William  Jennings,  having,  at  a vestry  held  13th  March 
1800,  been  permitted,  in  consideration  of  the  money  which  he  had  expended  in 
the  repairs  and  improvement  of  the  buildings,  to  hold  the  above-mentioned, 
premises,  for  the  term  of  30  years  from  Lady-day  then  next. 


These 
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These  premises  are  underlet  to  different  poor  persons,  at  small  rents,  amount- 
ing altogether  to  16/.  per  annum.  The  reserved  rent  of  1/.  lls.  6d.  is  paid, 
to  the  churchwardens. 

By  deed  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  20th  March,  8 Henry  8 ; reciting,  that 
John  Swerde,  by  his  deed,  bearing  date  17th  March,  2 Henry  7>  had  enfeoffed 
to  Richard  Heathcote,  together  with  John  Tomson,  deceased,  two  tenements 
lying  in  Chesterfield,  in  the  street  called  Halliwell  Gate;  for  the  fulfilment  of 
the  will  of  the  said  John  Swerde,  the  said  Richard  Heathcote  granted  to 
Thomas  Ashe,  alderman  of  Chesterfield,  and  his  successors,  the  said  tenements 
with  their  appurtenances  ; and  a schedule  annexed  declares,  that  the  intent  of 
the  said  deed  was,  that,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  John  Swerde,  the 
alderman  of  Chesterfield,  and  his  successors  should,  for  ever,  yearly,  make  an 
obit  of  six-pence,  to  pray  for  the  soul  of  the  said  John  Swerde,  and  should 
receive  and  pay  all  the  residue  of  the  yearly  rent  and  profits  of  the  said  two 
tenements,  to  the  repair  of  the  body  of  the  church  of  Chesterfield. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  formerly  consisted  of  four  cottages.  These 
have  been  lately  taken  down,  and  the  site  thereof  has  been  added  to  the 
church -yard. 

There  are  also  certain  premises  in  Lordsmill-street,  which  appear  to  be  vested 
in  the  corporation,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  church- 
wardens, for  the  repairs  of  the  church. 

By  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date  10th  March  1791;  reciting,  that  William 
Hardy,  had  lately  taken  down  two  messuages,  and  a bake-house  thereto  adjoin- 
ing, situate  in  Lordsmill-street,  in  Chesterfield,  and  had  erected  on  the  site 
thereof,  three  new  and  substantial  dwelling-houses,  and  a bake-house,  and  had 
expended  thereon,  4-15/.  15s.,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chester- 
field, in  consideration  thereof,  demised  the  said  premises  to  the  said  William 
Hardy,  together  with  a piece  of  land  adjoining  thereto,  containing  by  estima- 
tion, three  roods,  for  79  years  from  Lady-day  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  4/.,  with  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  keep  the  premises  in 
repair. 

The  churchwardens  also  receive  30s.  yearly,  as  the  rent  of  certain  premises, 
forming  part  of  the  kitchen  of  a house  in  the  occupation  of  Miss  Sarah  Hard- 
wick, in  the  Market-place,  in  Chesterfield,  and  until  lately  they  received 
30 s.  yearly,  as  the  rent  of  a butcher’s  shop,  in  the  shambles  adjoining  the 
above-mentioned  kitchen,  which  was  let  to  Thomas  Harvey  ; this  shop  is  now 
in  a ruinous  state,  and  it  has  been  unoccupied  for  the  two  last  years.  It  has 
been  in  the  contemplation  of  the  churchwardens  to  rebuild  all  these  premises ; 
but  difficulties  have  occurred  in  making  arrangements  with  Miss  Hardwick. 

The  several  payments  now  made  to  the  churchwardens,  for  the  repairs  of  the 
parish  church,  may  be  stated  as  follows

The  rents  of  the  premises  in  Tapton-lane,  and  in  the  Market-place,  are  paid 
by  the  tenants  to  the  churchwardens,  the  other  annual  sums  are  received  by  the 
churchwardens  from  the  chamberlain,  1/.  5s.  being  deducted  for  the  allowance 
of  5 per  cent  for  keeping  the  accounts,  &c.  so  that  the  sum  received  by  the 
churchwardens  is  reduced  to  26/.  11  s.  tid.  The  amount  is  carried  to  the  general 
churchwardens  account,  to  which  the  repairs  of  the  church,  far  exceeding  the 
above-mentioned  income,  are  charged. 


Francis  Heathcote’s  Charity  for  the  Poor. 

Francis  Heathcote,  whose  donation  to  the  vicar,  and  for  the  repairs  of  the  Frincis Ileathcotes 
church  steeple  we  have  already  noticed  amongst  the  charities  under  the  ( RaiUy  tor  the 

management  of  the  corporation,  also  by  his  will,  bearing  date  13th  April  1 G 1 9, 
gave  out  of  his  lands,  and  mainly  out  of  that  house  wherein  Francis  Webster 
dwelt,  in  the  street  called  Knife-smith  Gate,  31.  yearly,  to  the  poor,  to  be

continued.  of  a house  in  Knife-smith  Gate,  now  used  as  a dwelling-house  and  grocer’s 

v > shop,  the  sum  of  31.  in  respect  of  this  charity  to  the  poor,  and  they  have  for 

many  years  improperly  carried  this  sum  to  the  general  account  of  the  poor’s 
rate,  instead  of  distributing  it  to  the  poor  after  divine  service  at  the  church  on 
Michaelmas-day  and  Lady-day.  The  overseers  engaged  to  dispose  of  the  next 
payment  on  account  of  this  charity  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Wood’s  Charity. 

Wood’s  Charity.  Richard  Wood,  by  his  will,  hearing  date  January  19th,  16.58,  assigned  a bond 
for  50/.  and  10/.  in  money,  to  he  paid  by  his  executrix  ; and  directed,  that, 
for  the  better  ensuring  of  it,  it  might  he  bestowed  in  land  to  the  uses  follow- 
ing : — 405.  per  annum,  to  he  paid  to  the  vicar  and  his  successors,  for  preaching 
two  sermons  yearly,  on  the  24th  June  and  the  1st  January ; hut  if  they  should 
fall  on  the  Sabbath,  then  upon  the  Monday  following  ; and  the  other  205.  to  be 
given  to  poor  housekeepers,  not  to  common  beggars,  on  every  5th  November. 

By  indenture,  hearing  date  18th  April  1782,  reciting,  that  the  close  thereafter 
mentioned  stood  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  annual  sum  of  405.  to  the 
vicar  of  Chesterfield,  and  his  successors,  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  the  said 
Richard  Wood ; Herbert  Greensmith,  in  consideration  of  20/.  conveyed  to 
Bernard  Lucas,  esq.  and  his  heirs,  a close  in  Newbold,  called  the  Privy  Sick 
Close,  containing  1a.  1r.  free  from  all  incumbrances,  except  the  said  annuity 
of  405. 

Bernard  Lucas,  esq.  is  still  the  owner  of  the  Privy  Sick  Close  in  Newbold, 
containing  1a.  1r.,  and  pays  annually  the  sum  of  405.  to  the  vicar  of  Chester- 
field, for  preaching  the  two  sermons  on  the  days  prescribed  by  the  donor  ; but 
we  could  not  obtain  any  information  with  respect  to  the  yearly  sum  of  205. 
directed  to  be  paid  to  the  poor.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  above-mentioned 
close  was  charged  with  the  payment,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  evidence  tend- 
ing to  show  that  any  thing  was  ever  received  on  account  of  this  branch  of  the 
charity. 

Milnes’s  Charity. 

Milnes’s  Charity.  James  Milnes,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  11th  June  I67S,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  gave  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Chesterfield,  and 
their  successors,  the  sum  of  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  he  paid  yearly  to  the 
poorest  people  inhabiting  within  the  borough  of  Chesterfield,  such  interest  to 
be  paid  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  to  be  distributed  as  aforesaid  ; provided,  that  if  the  said  mayor,  aldermen 
and  burgesses,  should  thereafter  raise  a stock  of  money,  and  employ  the  same 
to  set  the  poor  people  there  on  work,  the  said  20/.  should  he  employed  in 
that  stock. 

And  he  bequeathed  to  the  poorest  widows  that  should  he  inhabiting  in  a 
street  called  Mary  Gate,  in  Chesterfield,  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  the  yearly 
sum  of  15  5.,  to  he  paid  to  them  yearly,  hv  6r/.  a piece,  on  the  feast  of  Saint 
Thomas  the  Apostle,  to  he  issuing  and  payable  out  of  his  house,  situate  in 
Chesterfield,  by  his  executors,  to  whom  he  gave  the  said  house  during  their 
lives,  and  that  of  the  survivor,  to  receive  the  said  annual  rent,  and  to  dispose 
thereof  in  manner  aforesaid  ; and  after  the  deaths  of  all  his  executors,  he  gave 
the  said  house  to  John  Milnes  and  Hugh  Wheldon,  and  their  heirs,  and  the 
heirs  of  the  survivor,  on  trust,  that  they  should  pay  the  said  yearly  rent,  and 
distribute  it  as  aforesaid ; provided,  that  if  there  should  not  he  so  many  poor 
widows  dwelling  in  the  said  street  to  receive  the  said  155.  yearly,  by  6d.  a piece, 
the  surplusage  should  he  paid  to  others  of  the  poorest  people  dwelling  in  the 
said  street : and  the  testator  directed,  that  Elizabeth  Elliott,  her  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  should  for  ever  thereafter  hold  and  enjoy  the  said 
house  at  the  aforesaid  yearly  rent  of  155.,  and  that  the  same  should  not  he  raised 
at  any  time. 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  the  sum  of  20/.  bequeathed  to  the  corporation  of 
Chesterfield. 

The  house  described  in  the  will  is  situate  in  St.  Mary’s  Gate,  and  is  now 
5 occupied 
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occupied  by — Elliott ; it  is  stated  to  be  vested  in  the  devisees  in  trust  Chesterfield. 

under  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  Graham.  

The  yearly  sum  of  15  s.  is  paid  to  John  Coller,  esq.  and  distributed  by  him  at  Milnes's  Charity, 
Christmas,  in  sixpences,  amongst  poor  widows  residing  in  Saint  Mary’s  Gate.  con  timed 

Gill’s  Charity. 

Leonard  Gill,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  August  1742,  gave  30/.  to  the  Gill’s  Charity, 
town  of  Chesterfield. 

This  sum  of  30/.,  as  well  as  the  like  sum  given  by  the  same  donor  to  the  free 
grammar  school,  is  in  the  hands  of  Adam  Barker  Slater,  esquire,  a descendant 
of  the  donor ; and,  as  the  interest  thereof,  he  distributes  305.  annually  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield. 

Naylor’s  Charities. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Ralph  Naylor  gave  20/.,  and  his  Naylor’s  Charities, 
son,  Ralph  Naylor  the  younger,  gave  40  /.,  the  yearly  produce  thereof  to  be  given 
to  poor  housekeepers  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  on  Good  Friday,  for  ever. 

The  sum  of  60/.  appears  to  have  been  secured  on  the  tolls  of  the  road 
between  Chesterfield  and  Matlock  Bridge,  with  its  branches,  by  bond,  bearing 
date  27th  December  I76O,  number  90,  bearing  lawful  interest;  which  security 
was  given  to  the  Rev.  William  Wheeler,  vicar,  Godfrey  Webster  and  Thomas 
Clarke,  churchwardens  ; and  endorsed  thereon  is  a memorandum,  that  this 
money  was  left  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Chesterfield  by  the  wills  of 
Ralph  and  “ John  ” Naylor,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  Chesterfield. 

There  is  an  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book,  under  the  date  of  177L  which 
states,  that  the  principal  sum  was  then  increased  to  72/.  by  the  addition  of  four 
years  interest,  the  tolls  having  been  inadequate  to  the  payment  of  five  per  cent ; 
and  in  1783  there  is  another  entry,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  principal 
was  in  a similar  manner  increased  to  95/.  85. 

Upon  this  sum,  interest  at  the  rate  of  9\  per  cent,  amounting  to  9,1.  7 s.  8 d. 
per  annum,  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  at  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and 
Co.,  on  account  of  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road ; and  the  amount,  is  dis- 
posed of  in  bread,  on  Good  Friday,  with  the  produce  of  Winchester’s  charities 
before  mentioned. 

Godfrey  Heathcote’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  in  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Godfrey  Heathcote , who  it  appears  Godfrey 

died  in  1773,  gave  into  the  hands  of  the  then  mayor,  and  the  vicar,  the  sum  of  Heathcote’s 

60/.  in  trust,  to  be  by  them,  and  their  successors,  with  the  advice  and  assistance  Chanty, 

of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  placed  and  continued  in  the  hands  of  three 
or  more  (not  exceeding  six)  inferior  tradesmen  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  that 
should  be  thought  most  fit,  and  who  should,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  give 
security  for  the  same  bv  bond  or  bill,  payable  at  the  end  of  twelve  months,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  2^  per  cent ; but  no  such  tradesmen  to  have  the  money 
longer  than  three  years,  if  any  other  person  equally  fit  should  be  desirous  of 
having  the  same  ; the  security  to  be  renewed  at  the  end  of  every  year,  and  the 
interest  of  the  said  money  to  be  applied,  205.  thereof  to  the  vicar  and  his 
successors  yearly,  for  a lecture  in  the  parish  church  in  the  evening  of  Christmas- 
day,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  the  organist  for  the  time  being,  and  for  provid- 
ing candles  for  the  chandeliers  and  sconces,  and  for  singing  an  anthem  proper 
for  the  clay. 

Of  the  sum  of  60/.,  above-mentioned,  two  sums  of  20/.  are  now  lent  out  to 
different  tradesmen  within  the  town  of  Chesterfield,  with  interest  at  9\  per 
cent,  the  party  borrowing  the  money,  with  one  or  two  other  persons  as  his 
sureties,  having  given  a receipt  for  the  amount.  These  loans  are  made  under  the 
directions  of  the  mayor  and  vicar,  for  the  time  being. 

The  third  sum  of  20/.  is  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Co.  bankers, 
who  pay  interest  for  it  at  the  rate  of  2^  per  cent,  no  application  having  been 
made  for  that  sum  since  it  was  paid  in  it  at  Christmas  last. 

The  parties  are  generally  permitted  to  keep  the  money  for  three  years,  and 
of  the  interest,  205.  is  retained  by  the  vicar,  for  preaching  a sermon  at  the  parish 
church  on  the  evening  of  Christmas-day,  and  IO5.  is  paid  to  the  organist. 

Uleyate’s  Charity. 

Ann  Dean  Uleyate,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  19th  June  1802,  and  proved  at  Uleyate’s  Charity.] 
Lichfield  in  the  same  year,  in  execution  of  certain  powers  given  to  her  by  the  will

interest  and  dividends  of  the  residue  of  the  monies  to  be  raised  from  the  said 
estates,  for  ever  thereafter,  in  payment  of  annuities  of  5 /.  to  the  subscription 
for  the  Sunday  schools  in  Chesterfield,  and  of  10/.,  1 5/.  or  20/.  a-piece  to  such 
widows  or  unmarried  women,  living  in  or  near  to  Chesterfield,  of  good  character, 
of  the  church  of  England,  being  reduced  in  their  circumstances,  but  not  receiv- 
ing any  pay  or  assistance  from  the  parish  to  which  they  should  belong,  for  such 
terms,  at  such  times,  and  in  such  proportions  manner  and  form,  as  her  trustees, 
&c.  should,  in  their  discretion  direct  or  appoint : and  in  case  any  person, 
except  the  said  Charles  Kinder  and  Bernard  Lucas,  their  heirs,  executors,  &c. 
should  dispute  the  validity  of  any  devise,  bequest  or  appointment  in  her  will 
contained,  and  obtain  any  verdict,  judgment  or  decree  for  making  void  the  same, 
she  devised,  bequeathed  and  appointed  to  the  said  Charles  Kinder  and  Bernard 
Lucas,  their  heirs,  executors,  &c.  all  such  parts  of  her  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  of  the  monies  to  arise  by  sale  thereof,  as  should  be  adjudged  and  decreed 
to  be  not  legally  and  effectually  devised,  bequeathed  and  appointed,  and  such 
parts  of  her  real  and  personal  estates  which  she  had  not  well  and  effectually 
devised,  bequeathed  and  appointed,  to  the  only  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
Charles  Kinder  and  Bernard  Lucas,  their  heirs,  executors,  &c.  for  ever. 

We  are  informed  by  Bernard  Lucas,  esquire,  the  surviving  executor,  that  the 
testatrix  left  no  personal  property,  but  that  her  real  estates  have  been  sold,  and 
the  produce  thereof  invested  in  the  funds,  and  that  there  is  now  upwards  of 
6,000/.  three  per  cent  consols  arising  therefrom. 

It  appears  that  no  claim  can  be  substantiated  on  behalf  of  the  charity,  the 
devise  having  been  void  under  the  statute  of  9 George  2,  c.  36.

Jebb’s  Charity. 

Brimington.  Joshua  Jebb,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  5th  March  1794.,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
; — — . the  townships  of  Tapton  and  Brimington,  the  clear  yearly  sum  of 51.,  the  same  to 
Jebbs  Chant).  ^ paj^  py  t]ie  person  or  persons  who  should  become  entitled  to  the  possession 
or  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  real  estate  at  Tapton,  by  virtue  of  the 
devises  therein  contained  respecting  the  same,  every  Christmas-day,  to  five 
poor  old  women  of  good  character,  living  within  the  townships  of  Brimington 
or  Tapton,  not  being  under  the  age  of  50  years,  and  having  no  pay  of  the  parish, 
205.  to  each  ; and  he  thereby  charged  his  said  estate  at  Tapton  with  the 
payment  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  5/. 

Part  of  the  estate  which  belonged  to  the  testator  in  Tapton,  is  a farm  in  the 
occupation  of  Charles  Wake,  esquire,  now  the  property  of  the  son  of  Godfrey 
Meynell,  esquire,  ofLangley. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  divided  by  Mr.  Wake,  equally  amongst  five  such 
poor  widows  of  Brimington  and  Tapton,  as  he  thinks  most  proper  objects  of  the 
charity. 

Brailsford’s  Charity. 

Bradford's  The  yearly  sum  of  105.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Cox,  the  tenant  of  a farm  at  Locker- 

Charity.  ford,  in  the  township  of  Tapton,  belonging  to  Isaac  Wilkinson,  esquire.  This 
benefaction  is  supposed  to  have  been  given  by  Elizabeth  or  Isabel  Brailsford, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  authentic  account  of  its  origin. 
Mrs.  Cox  has  paid  the  same  for  the  last  28  years,  having  been  informed  of  it 
by  the  former  tenant,  whom  she  succeeded. 

The  amount  is  laid  out  by  Mrs.  Cox  in  bread,  one  half  of  which  is  sent  to  the 
overseer  of  Brimington,  and  distributed  by  him  to  the  poor  of  that  township, 
and  the  other  half  is  distributed  by  herself  to  poor  widows  in  Tapton. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  township,  which  forms  a district  chapelry,  partakes  of  the  charity  of 
the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne , for  which  see  parish  of  Bakevvell.

Edmund  Wagstaffe’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  21st  April  166S,  as  recited  in  a subsequent  con- 
veyance to  new  trustees  in  1773,  between  Emma  Wagstaffe,  of  the  one  part, 
and  Richard  Jenkinson,  Thomas  Freeman,  and  Thomas  Stubbing,  of  the  other 
part;  the  said  Emma  Wagstaffe,  in  performance  of  the  will  nuncupative  of  her 
late  husband,  Edmund  Wagstaffe , granted  to  the  said  Richard  Jenkinson  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  30,?.  issuing  out  of  her  cottage 
or  tenement  situate  in  Clay-lane,  in  the  parish  of  North  Wingfield,  and  a close 
of  land  thereunto  belonging,  called  The  Cowshill,  wherein  the  said  cottage 
stood,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  acres  ; to  the  use,  that  20s.  thereof 
should  be  applied  yearly  for  the  putting  forth  of  poor  apprentices  in  the  town- 
ship of  Calow  ; and  that  the  residue  should  be  distributed  by  the  said  trustees, 
yearly,  to  the  poorest  people  and  widows  of  Calow  aforesaid,  not  having  weekly 
pay  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  a power  of  entry  and  distress  in  case  of 
non-payment  of  the  said  rent-charge. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  5th  April  1773,  reciting,  that  the  said  rent-charge 
was  become  vested  in  Joshua  Stubbing  the  elder,  the  said  Joshua  Stubbing 
granted  the  said  rent-charge  to  John  Lowe,  Robert  Cox,  and  Joshua  Stubbing 
the  younger,  upon  the  trusts  above-mentioned. 

All  the  trustees  above  mentioned  died  without  making  any  new  appointment, 
Robert  Cox  having  been  the  survivor.  His  son  and  heir,  Robert  Cox,  has 
lately  had  a deed  prepared,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  the  said  rent-charge 
to  Robert  Watson,  Reed  Denham  and  William  Smith,  but  the  deed  had  not 
been  executed  by  all  the  parties  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry. 

Mr.  Robert  Cox,  the  son,  has  acted  as  trustee  of  the  charity  since  the  death 
of  his  father  in  1802,  and  has  received  the  rent-charge,  which  is  paid  when  de- 
manded, by  William  Webster,  the  owner  of  a cottage  and  land  at  Clay-lane, 
in  the  parish  of  North  Wingfield. 

Mr.  Cox  has  distributed  10  s.  yearly  to  decayed  housekeepers  and  widows  of 
Calow,  not  receiving  regular  relief,  whom  he  has  selected  himself.  Out  of  the 
residue  poor  children  of  Calow  have  been  placed  out  apprentices. 

The  following;  sums  have  been  paid  for  the  apprenticing  of  seven  boys  since 
1802:— 
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In  putting  out  these  apprentices  the  overseer  has  always  been  consulted, 
and  due  inquiry  is  made  to  ascertain  that  the  boys  are  proper  objects  of  charity, 
and  that  they  are  placed  out  in  good  situations. 

In  March  1827,  the  period  of  our  inquiry,  there  was  a balance  of  117  185.  2 d. 
in  favour  of  the  charity;  67  thereof  was  due  from  Mr.  Webster,  the  rent- 
charge  not  having  been  demanded  of  him  for  the  last  four  years.  A part  of 
this  balance  will  be  required  for  the  expenses  attending  the  making  of  the  new 
trust  deed. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  NEW  BOLD. 

School. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  1st  May  1794,  reciting,  that  George  Milnes, 
esquire,  deceased,  had  by  his  will,  bearing  date  31st  December  1784,  devised 
all  his  lands  and  tenements  to  trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  Richard  Milnes  and 
his  issue,  and  in  default  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  Elizabeth  Mary,  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Smith,  esquire,  and  her  issue  ; and  in  default  thereof,  for  the  benefit 
of  Francis  Hurt,  and  his  issue;  and  in  default  thereof,  in  trust,  for  the  said 
brands  Hurt,  his  heirs  and  assigns:  and  reciting,  that  the  said  testator  had,  in 
his  lifetime,  given  a close  in  Newbold,  called  The  Coal  Pit  Close,  containing* 
by  estimation,  2a.  3r.  as  a provision  fora  master  in  a school  in  Newbold; 
and  that  he  had  also  joined  and  concurred  with  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  New- 
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bold,  and  the  several  landowners  within  the  said  manor,  in  giving  two  other 
parcels  of  land,  lately  inclosed  from  the  waste  grounds  of  the  said  manor,  as 
a further  provision  for  the  said  master,  and  towards  the  endowment  of  the  said 
school,  one  of  which  parcels  contained  7 a.  2r.  and  was  bounded  on  the  east  by 
the  Sheffield  and  Chesterfield  road,  and  the  other  contained  33  perches,  but 
that  the  said  George  Milnes  died  without  executing  any  conveyance  of  the 
said  lands ; and  reciting,  that  the  school  had  nevertheless,  in  consequence  of 
the  aforesaid  donations,  been  established,  and  that  a school-house  had  been 
erected  upon  the  last-mentioned  piece  of  land,  and  that  the  rents  of  the  other 
premises  had  been  applied  for  the  support  of  the  said  school ; the  said  Richard 
Milnes,  Thomas  Smith,  and  Elizabeth  Mary  his  wife,  and  Francis  Hurt,  for 
themselves,  and  on  behalf  of  the  children  which  any  of  them  had,  or  thereafter 
might  have,  did,  as  far  as  they  were  enabled  to  do  by  law,  ratify  and  confirm 
the  said  donation  of  the’premises  above  mentioned,  as  a provision  for  a school- 
master, and  for  the  endowment  of  the  said  school ; and  declared,  that  the 
trustees  under  the  will  of  the  said  George  Milnes,  should  and  might  permit 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  received  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  without 
being  liable  to  answer  for  the  same,  as  a misapplication  of  the  said  trust  estates; 
and  the  said  parties  directed  and  declared,  as  far  as  they  were  authorized  by 
law  so  to  do,  that  the  said  premises,  with  the  school  and  school-house  erected 
thereon,  should  continue  and  be  vested  in  several  persons  thereafter  mentioned 
as  trustees;  viz.  the  Rev.  George  Bossley,  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  Chester- 
field, the  Rev.  J.  Morewood,  Adam  Slater,  Vincent  Eyre,  Thomas  Lucas,  Isaac 
Wilkinson,  Bernard  Lucas  the  elder,  Bernard  Lucas  the  younger,  the  said  Richard 
Milnes,  John  Hardwick  and  JohnNodder,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  such  uses, 
and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  were  thereinafter  expressed  ; viz.  in  trust,  from 
time  to  time  to  nominate  a proper  person  as  master  of  the  said  school,  for 
instructing  poor  boys  and  girls  residing  in  or  belonging  to  the  several  hamlets 
or  villages  of  Newbold  and  Dunstan,  to  spell,  read  and  write,  and  in  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic  ; and  to  pay  to  such  schoolmaster  the  sum  of  13s.  6 d. 
with  every  poor  boy  or  girl,  the  number  thereof  not  to  be  less  than  ten,  if  there 
should  be  so  many  residing  within  the  aforesaid  places,  such  children  to  be  from 
time  to  time  elected  and  chosen  by  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
at  a meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  said 
rents  and  profits  towards  purchasing  such  books  for  the  said  children  as  should 
be  necessary  for  their  instruction,  and  in  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  said  pre- 
mises ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  trustees  should  meet  yearly  on  the 
first  Monday  after  the  21th  June,  in  order  to  settle  the  accounts,  and  examine 
into  the  expenditure  and  the  due  observance  of  the  trusts  aforesaid : That 

every  person  to  be  appointed  schoolmaster,  should  first  become  bound,  with  a 
sufficient  surety,  for  the  due  performance  of  his  duties  and  good  behaviour, 
and  for  his  attendance  from  seven  till  twelve  and  one  till  five  in  the  half  year 
between  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  and  from  eight  till  twelve  and  one  till  four 
the  rest  of  the  year ; and  also  for  his  attendance  at  eight,  or  half-past  eight  in 
the  winter  half-year,  on  Sundays,  to  hear  the  children  read  the  lessons  for  the 
day,  and  to  teach  them  to  do  their  duty  to  God  and  man,  and  afterwards  to 
attend  them  to  church;  and  to  resign  and  give  up  the  school  and  premises  at 
the  request  of  the  majority  of  the  trustees,  in  case  of  neglect  of  any  of  the 
matters  above-mentioned,  or  other  improper  conduct : And  it  was  provided, 

that  whenever  six  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  nomi- 
nate six  others. 

Of  the  trustees  mentioned  in  the  above  abstracted  deed,  the  Rev.  J.  More- 
wood,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  and  Bernard  Lucas,  therein  described  as  the  younger, 
are  the  survivors;  and  it  is  proposed  to  take  steps,  in  conjunction  with  the 
vicar  of  Chesterfield,  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of, 

1.  — A school-house,  in  which  the  master  resides,  and  a garden  occupied 
therewith. 

2.  --The  Coal-pit  Close,  containing  2 a.  Sr.,  which  is  in  the  occupation  of 
the  schoolmaster,  at  a good  rent  of  8/.  8$. 

3.  — The  Intake,  containing  7a.  2r.  On  this  a small  farm-house,  with  out- 
buildings, were  erected  about  the  year  1802,  by  William  Grafton,  the  then 
tenant,  according  to  a plan  approved  of  by  the  trustees,  in  consideration  of  which 
a lease  was  granted  to  him  for  21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  105. ; 20/. 

being 
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beino-  allowed  him  towards  the  expenses.  Upon  the  expiration  of  this  lease,  in 
1825^  the  property  was  valued,  and  let  at  1 51.  a-year  ; at  which  rent  it  is  now 
held  by  Thomas  Grafton.  The  tenant  has  engaged  to  keep  the  premises  in  re- 
pair, but  the  trustees  have  promised  to  make  him  a small  allowance  for  some 
repairs  which  are  now  required,  provided  they  are  completed  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Bernard  Lucas,  esquire,  who  has  kept  the  accounts 
from  the  year  1805,  at  which  time  a balance  of  12/.  13 5.  4d.  was  paid  over 
to  him. 

Out  of  the  income  of  the  charity  the  schoolmaster  is  allowed  a salary  of 
15/.  per  annum  ; and  he  has  lately  received,  in  addition  thereto,  the  yearly 
sum  of  2 /.  2 s.  ; and  a small  sum  is  occasionally  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  scholars. 

In  the  year  1818,  when  the  present  master  was  appointed,  a sum  of  about  40/. 
was  laid  out  in  repairing  and  improving  the  school-house.  To  meet  these  ex- 
penses some  timber  was  cut,  and  sold  for  18/.  18  s.;  the  other  expenses 
incurred  on  account  of  the  charity,  have  been  few  and  of  small  amount.  On  the 
1st  January,  1827,  there  was  a balance  of  18/.  l6s.  9 d.  in  Mr.  Lucas’s  hands, 
part  of  which  may  be  required  on  the  appointment  of  new  trustees.  The  school- 
master was  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  he  gave  a bond  for  the  due  perform- 
ance of  his  office,  and  thereby  engaged  to  resign,  if  on  account  of  his  neglect 
or  misconduct  he  should  be  required  so  to  do.  He  instructs  in  reading, 
writing,  and  the  first  rules  of  arithmetic,  15  poor  children,  selected  by  the  trus- 
tees from  the  villages  of  Newbold  and  Dunstan.  The  trustees  meet  twice 
a-year,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  when  the  accounts  are  produced,  and 
the  schoolmaster  receives  his  half-year’s  salary. 

Tomlinson’s  Almshouses. 

Elizabeth  Tomlinson,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  14th  October  1779,  devised 
to  Jonathan  Bromhead,  of  Eckington,  and  his  heirs,  three  little  dwelling-houses, 
which  she  had  lately  built  upon  part  of  a close  in  Newbold,  called  Flowery 
Croft,  with  the  appurtenances ; and  also  the  piece  of  ground  which  she  had 
fenced  oft'  from  the  said  close,  and  laid  to  the  said  houses  for  a garden.  She 
also  bequeathed  to  him  400/.,  and  appointed  him  sole  executor. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  1st  November,  1779,  and 
enrolled  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  between  Jonathan  Bromhead  the  elder,  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  Reverend  John  Wood,  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  Thomas 
Lucas,  Bernard  Lucas  the  elder,  Anthony  Wolley,  the  Rev.  John  Morewood, 
George  Milnes,  Edward  Burton,  Jonathan  Bromhead  the  younger,  and  Bernard 
Lucas  the  younger,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Elizabeth 
Tomlinson  had  lately  erected  a building,  with  three  little  messuages,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  close  mentioned  in  her  will,  and  had  fenced  off  a piece  of  ground 
from  the  said  close,  and  that  it  was  her  intention  that  the  said  premises  should  be 
for  the  habitation  and  use  of  such  persons  as  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  that 
the  said  piece  of  ground  should  be  enjoyed  as  a garden  for  the  said  poor 
persons  ; and  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Tomlinson  died  soon  after  she  had  erected 
the  said  houses,  and  before  any  conveyance  thereof  was  made,  and  that  she 
had  devised  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead;  the  said  Jona- 
than Bromhead  being  desirous  of  carrying  her  intentions  into  effect,  conveyed 
to  the  said  John  Wood,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  building,  or 
three  dwelling  houses,  with  the  appurtenances,  erected  on  the  close  called  the 
Flowery  Croft,  situate  in  Newbold,  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  and  the  piece 
of  ground,  then  fenced  off  the  rest  of  the  said  close,  containing  in  length  90 
feet  on  the  west  side,  and  87  feet  on  the  east,  and  in  breadth  on  the  north 
68  feet  6 inches,  and  on  the  south  76  feet,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  use 
of  all  the  parties  thereto,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  said  premises  to  be  used 
for  the  habitation  of  three  poor  women,  to  be  chosen  by  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  for  the  time  being  ; the  said  poor  women  to  be  such  as 
by  age  or  other  infirmities  should  not  be  able  to  get  their  own  living,  and 
as  should  be  generally  reputed  to  be  of  honest,  chaste,  and  sober  conversation, 
and  should  profess  the  religion  of  the  church  of  England  ; the  said  garden  to  be 
occupied  by  the  said  women,  in  such  proportions  as  after  the  death  of  the  said 
Jonathan  Bromhead,  the  said  trustees  should  direct : And  it  was  provided, 
that  the  said  almshouse  should  be  governed  bv  such  rules  as  should  be  made 
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or  signed  by  the  said  Jonathan  Broinhead  during  his  life,  or  after  his  death 
by  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  to  be  fixed  in  some  public 
Almshouse  s Pa,’t  ’the  said  almshouse;  and  that  if  any  of  the  said  almswomen  should 
continued'. ' behave  disorderly,  or  refuse  to  obey  the  said  rules,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 

* said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  and  after  his  death  for  the  major  part  of  the  said 

trustees  to  put  them  out;  audit  was  further  provided,  that  whenever  four  of 
the  said  trustees  should  be  dead,  or  should  have  removed,  and  reside  20  miles 
from  Newbold,  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  if  living,  or  otherwise  the  remain- 
ing trustees  should  within  40  days  afterwards,  elect  four  other  trustees,  of  which 
the  heir  of  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead  for  the  time  being,  should  be  one,  and 
who  should  be  protestants  of  the  church  of  England;  and  that  the  said  re- 
maining trustees  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and 
such  new  trustees  accordingly. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  6th  April  1781,  between  the  same  parties, 
reciting,  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Tomlinson  had  erected  three  houses  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  preceding  indenture,  and  that  she  had  bequeathed  to 
the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead  400/.;  and  tiiat  in  her  lifetime  she  had  declared, 
that  she  had  given  the  said  sum  of  400/.  to  the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead,  upon 
trust,  that  if  she  should  die  before  she  had  settled  and  endowed  the  said  alms- 
house, he  should  place  out  the  same  on  government  or  other  good  security,  in 
the  names  of  proper  trustees,  and  should  apply  the  interest  for  keeping  the  said 
almshouse  in  repair,  and  should  pay  the  remainder  thereof  to  the  three  poor 
women  inhabiting  the  said  almshouse,  in  equal  shares;  and  further  reciting  the 
indenture  above  abstracted  ; the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead  assigned  to  the  said 
John  Wood  and  others  the  said  sum  of  400/.,  to  the  intent  that  they  and 
the  said  Jonathan  Bromhead  should  place  out  the  same  on  government  or  other 
good  security,  public  or  private,  at  as  high  a rate  of  interest  as  they  should  be 
able  conveniently  to  get  for  the  same,  and  should  apply  the  interest  in  manner 
above  mentioned,  with  directions  as  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  and 
transferring  the  said  sum  of  400/.  as  provided  in  the  preceding  indenture. 

By  indenture  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  25th  March  1797 > reciting  the 
preceding  deeds,  and  that  the  sum  of 400/.  was  then  placed  out  at  interest  in  the 
hands  of  Joseph  Bromhead,  and  was  secured  by  his  bond,  dated  2d  July  1796, 
Thomas  Lucas,  Bernard  Lucas  the  elder,  the  Rev.  John  Morewood,  Bernard 
Lucas  the  younger,  John  Bromhead,  (the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Jonathan 
Bromhead,  and  Thomas  Gardom,)  the  surviving  trustees,  under  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  January  1789,  conveyed  the 
said  almshouse,  with  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  and  assigned  the  said 
sum  of  400/.  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  said  Joseph  Bromhead,  and  the 
Rev.  George  Bossley,  vicar  of  Chesterfield,  Thomas  Smith,  and  Joshua  Jebb. 

The  almshouses,  consisting  of  three  tenements,  each  of  which  contains  two 
apartments,  are  inhabited  by  three  widows,  who  have  been  appointed  by  Bernard 
Lucas,  esquire,  with,  the  concurrence  of  the  other  trustees,  and  generally  upon 
the  recommendation  of  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township  ; the 
persons  selected  are  required  to  be  of  the  Established  Church,  and  ofgood  cha- 
racter. An  extract  from  the  deed  of  1779,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  qualifications 
of  the  almswomen,  and  the  grounds  upon  which  they  are  liable  to  be  dismissed, 
is  hung  up  in  the  almshouse,  together  with  an  order  of  the  trustees  that  they 
should  not  sutler  any  of  their  relations  to  reside  with  them,  except  such  female 
relations  as  should  be  absolutely  necessary  for  their  attendance  in  case  of 
infirmity  or  indisposition,  and  that  the  almswomen  should  keep  their  windows 
in  repair. 

The  sum  of  400/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford 
Bromhead,  the  nephew  and  personal  representative  of  the  late  Joseph  Bromhead, 
who  died  January  1820,  and  interest  is  paid  at  the  rate  of  4.\  per  cent, 
amounting  to  18/.  a year.  Out  of  this  income,  previously  to  the  year  1S25, 
2s.  6d.  a week  was  paid  to  each  of  the  almswomen  for  the  20  weeks  after 
Christmas,  and  2 s.  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Since  June  1825,  these  payments  have  been  limited  to  2s.  a week,  in  order  to 
defray  the  necessary  expenses  for  repairs,  and  to  repay  the  money  which  had  been 
advanced  for  that  purpose. 

Since  the  year  1815,  21/.  9-?.  2 d.  has  been  expended  in  repairs;  and  on 
making  up  the  accounts,  in  September  1820,  there  was  due  to  Bernard  Lucas, 
esquire,  by  whom  the  accounts  arc  kept,  a balance  of  10 /.  18.?.  3d. 
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In  order  to  pay  off  this  debt,  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a new  trust  deed, 
it  is  proposed  by  the  trustees  to  obtain,  if  possible,  five  per  cent  for  the  sum 
of  400/. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  TAPTON. 

Taylor’s  and  other  Charities. 

The  only  charities  to  which  tiiis  township  is  entitled,  besides  such  as  extend  Tapton. 

over  the  whole  parish,  are  those  of  George  Taylor,  Elizabeth  Brail. ford,  and  Joshua  * 

Jebb.  An  account  of  Taylor’s  will  be  found  amongst  those  for  the  borough  of  Taylor’sandother 
Chesterfield,  and  of  the  two  others  amongst  those  for  the  township  of  Brimington. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  TEMPLE  NORMANTON. 

School. 

In  an  indenture,  bearing  date  the  1st  February  1783,  the  purport  of  which  YempleNormanton. 
will  be  stated  hereafter,  it  is  recited,  that  by  indenture,  bearing  date  5th 
November  1720,  between  Robert  Clarke,  of  Morton,  in  the  county  of  Derby, 
of  the  first  part,  John  Clarke,  junior,  brother  of  the  said  Robert,  of  the  second 
part,  and  Josiah  Clayton,  William  Ludlam,  and  John  Tagg,  of  the  third  part ; 
reciting,  that  a school-house  had  lately  been  erected  within  the  town  of 
Normanton,  at  the  expense  of  the  landholders  and  inhabitants  within  the  said 
town  ; and  that  the  said  John  Clarke,  of  his  own  free  will,  and  for  the  teaching 
such  poor  children  to  read  whose  parents  were  not  able  to  bestow  that  charge 
upon  them,  and  towards  promoting  the  said  school,  and  a schoolmaster  thereat, 
was  willing  to  lay  out  the  sum  of  100/.  for  purchasing  the  annual  rent  therein- 
after mentioned,  the  said  Robert  Clarke,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of 
100/.,  granted  to  the  said  Josiah  Clayton  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  yearly 
sum  of  4-  /.  10s.,  issuing  out  of  two  third  parts  of  a piece  of  land,  containing,  in 
the  whole,  about  8 a.  2r.,  lying  within  a plot  of  ground  in  Shirland,  called  the 
Well  Close  Plot,  and  payable  quarterly,  on  the  four  usual  feast  days,  upon  trust, 
that  they  and  their  heirs  should,  forever,  pay  yearly,  out  of  the  said  rent,  to  the 
schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being,  who  should  he  appointed  by 
the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  their  heirs,  the  yearly  sum  of 
4-/.,  by  quarterly  payments,  for  teaching  to  read,  yearly,  four  poor  children 
within  or  belonging  to  the  town  or  liberty  of  Normanton,  such  whose  parents 
were  not  well  able  to  bestow  learning  upon  them,  and  for  teaching  them  the 
church  of  England  catechism,  and  instructing  them  therein,  and  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  religion,  such  poor  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  trustees, 
their  heirs  and  assigns ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  trustees  should, 
with  the  remaining  part  of  the  said  annual  rent,  yearly  provide  proper  and 
necessary  books  for  such  children  to  be  taught  in,  and  should  give  the  overplus, 
if  any,  to  the  said  schoolmaster  for  his  further  encouragement  in  doing 
his  duty  ; provided,  that  if  the  said  school  should  be  vacant  of  a school- 
master for  the  space  of  one  whole  year  together,  that  then,  and  for  such  year 
only  the  payment  of  the  said  rent  should  cease,  and  should  revert  for  the  benefit 
of  the  said  Robert  Clarke,  and  his  heirs  ; and  if  at  any  time  there  should  be 
a vacancy  of  a schoolmaster  there  for  the  space  of  two  whole  years  together, 
that  then  the  said  annual  rent  should  cease  and  be  void,  and  from  thenceforth 
the  said  indenture,  and  all  subsequent  assurances  of  the  said  annual  rent, 
should  be  for  the  sole  use  of  the  said  Robert  Clarke,  and  his  heirs;  and  it  wTas 
declared,  that  when  any  one  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors 
should  convey  the  said  yearly  rent  to  another  trustee,  to  the  use  of  themselves 
and  such  other  trustee,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts,  and  so  from  time  to 
time,  that  the  charity  might  have  continuance  for  ever. 

By  the  said  indenture,  bearing  date  1st  February  1783,  John  Tagg,  as  the 
surviving  trustee,  under  an  indenture,  bearing  date  18th  October  1750,  con- 
veyed the  said  rent-charge  to  William  Allwood  Lord,  and  Thomas  Heath  Tagg; 
to  hold  to  the  use  of  them,  and  the  said  John  Tagg,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  above  mentioned. 

And  by  indenture,  bearing  date  24th  June  1820,  George  Tagg,  described 
therein  as  the  grandson  and  heir  at  law  of  the  said  John  Tagg,  who  is  described 
as  haying  been  the  last  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  the  said  rent  to  Joseph 
Cocking,  George  Poynton,  and  Peter  Redfern,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts 
above  mentioned;  the  survivor,  under  the  indenture  of  1783,  was  in  fact 
Thomas  Heath  Tagg,  and  George  Tagg,  party  to  the  indenture  of  1S20,  was 
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his  heir,  so  that  the  rent-charge  was  vested  in  him,  and  by  the  conveyance 
passed  to  Joseph  Cocking,  and  the  other  trustees  above  named. 

The  land,  called  the  Well  Close  Plot,  is  now  the  property  of  Robert  Clarke, 
esquire,  of  Brooksby  Hall,  near  Leicester.  On  the  2d  of  May  1826,  these 
premises  were  put  up  to  auction  by  the  following  description:  — 
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The  lands  were  not  sold,  notice  having  been  given  at  the  auction,  by 
Mr.  Charge,  a solicitor,  of  Chesterfield,  that  the  lands  were  liable  to  the  annual 
payment  of  4/.  10s. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  March  1827,  we  found  that  this  yearly  sum  had 
been  paid  up  to  Michaelmas  1824,  soon  after  which  the  then  schoolmaster  died. 
Upon  the  appointment  of  a new  master,  the  rent-charge  had  been  demanded 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Clarke,  a solicitor  in  Chesterfield,  who  acted  for  Robert  Clarke, 
esquire,  but  the  payment  had  been  refused.  The  matter  has,  however,  been 
investigated,  and  we  are  informed,  that  Mr.  Clarke  has  paid  111.  5s.  for  the 
arrears  for  two  and  a half  years. 

The  master  of  the  school  in  Temple  Normanton  received  the  yearly  sum 
of  4/.  10s.  until  the  period  above  mentioned,  for  which  he  instructed,  with- 
out any  further  charge,  four  poor  children  of  the  chapelry,  appointed  by 
the  trustees,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  Although  the  payment  has 
been  till  lately  withheld,  the  four  children  have  been  still  taught  in  the  same 
manner. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  township,  which  forms  a distinct  chapelry,  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the 
Rev.  Francis  Gisborne,  for  which  see  Bakewell. 


PARISH  OF  CLOWN. 

Wilkson’s  Charity. 

The  statements  of  the  wills,  by  which  this  and  the  four  following  charities 
were  given  to  the  poor  of  Clown,  are  taken  from  an  entry  in  a parish  book, 
commencing  in  1791. 

William  Willcson , by  his  will,  bearing  date  2d  August  1666,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  Clown,  the  interest  of  51.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  and  gave  power,  for  want  of  payment,  to  enter  on  one  of  his  closes,  called 
Moor  Close,  in  the  parish  of  Bolsover. 

This  annual  sum  of  5s.  is  now  paid  by  Richard  Jackson,  as  the  owner  of  two 
fields  in  Bolsover,  called  the  Haines,  which  adjoined  to  Bolsover  Moor,  before 
it  was  inclosed. 

The  annual  distribution  to  the  poor  of  this  and  the  following  donations,  will 
be  stated  in  the  account  of  Chantrey’s  charity. 

Woodhead’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Woodhead,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  6th  August  1697,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  Clown,  205.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  a close  of  his,  called 
Romeley  Close,  10  s.  thereof  to  be  distributed  at  Christmas,  and  105.  at 
Whitsuntide. 

This  annual  sum  of  205.  is  now  paid  by  Mrs.  Hill,  as  the  owner  of  an  estate 
in  the  parish  of  Clown,  called  Romeley. 

Clayton’s  Charity. 

Andrew  Clayton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  August  17OI,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  Clown,  205.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  at  Clown,  on 
Whitsunday. 

This  annual  sum  of  20  s.  is  also  paid  by  Mrs.  Hill,  in  respect  of  her  estate  at 
Romeley. 

Watkinson’s  Charity. 

John  Watkinson,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  4th  April  1704,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  Clown,  5s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

This  annual  sum  of  55.  is  paid  by  Mr.  John  Norborn,  as  the  owner  of  an 
estate  in  Clown.  Tompkin’s 
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Tompkin’s  Charity. 

Frances  Tomplcin,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  7th  July  170.5,  gave  to  the  poor  Clown, 
of  Clown  one  close,  in  the  parish  of  Clown,  called  the  Saffers.  — — - 

This  close,  which  contains  about  three  acres,  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Tompkin  s Chanty- 
Henry  Bowden,  esquire,  as  yearly  tenant,  having  been  let  to  him  by  the  parish  ^ ^ ' 

officers,  at  a fair  rent  of  31.  per  annum,  subject  to  a deduction  of  1 s.  Gd.  for 
land-tax. 

The  rent  was  raised  about  fourteen  years  ago,  from  18  s.  to  its  present 
amount. 

The  fence  between  the  Saffers,  and  an  adjoining  field,  now  belonging  to  Mr. 

Bowden,  was  removed  many  years  ago,  when  that  field  was  in  the  possession  of 
a former  owner.  It  is  desirable,  that  either  the  fence  should  be  replaced,  or  that 
stones  should  be  fixed  to  mark  the  boundary  of  the  charity  lands. 


Johnson’s  Charity. 

A statement  of  the  will  of  Richard  Johnson , bearing  date  2d  March  1714,  and  Johnson’s  Charity, 
containing  donations  to  the  poor  of  Bolsover,  Clown,  and  Scarcliff,  has  been 
already  given  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Bolsover. 

The  annual  sum  of  10 s.  is  now  received  in  respect  of  this  charity,  from 
Daniel  Bradley,  who  is  in  possession  of  a field  in  Bolsover,  called  Uffin’s  Croft. 

Denham’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  in  the  above-mentioned  book,  that  Elizabeth  Denhamleft  a house  Denham’s  Charity, 
and  yard  at  Clown,  the  rent  to  be  equally  divided  betweeen  Eckington  and 
Clown,  for  poor  widows,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  for  ever,  and  that  on  the  Clown 
and  Bolsover  Inclosure,  in  1780,  1 a.  3 it.  Ip.  on  Clown  Common,  was  set  out 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Clown  and  Eckington,  in  lieu  of  their 
copyhold  property  and  right  of  common. 

On  a tablet  in  Eckington  church,  the  date  of  this  donation  is  stated  to  be 

1720. 

A house,  a yard  and  a small  croft,  in  the  village  of  Clown,  now  occupied 
by  a widow  of  the  name  of  Lowde,  and  claimed  by  her  as  her  own  property, 
are  supposed  to  be  the  premises  given  by  Mrs.  Denham.  It  is  stated,  that  they 
were  formerly  occupied  by  a person  of  the  name  of  Shepherd,  who  paid  rent  for 
them  to  the  parish  officers,  and  that  about  forty  years  ago,  the  mother  of  the  pre- 
sent occupant,  being  a poor  woman  of  Clown,  was  allowed  to  live  in  the  house, 
rent  free  ; that  she  continued  to  reside  there  during  her  life,  and  that  her  daugh- 
ter, the  widow  Lowde,  has  since  resided  there,  without  the  payment  of  any 
rent. 

At  a meeting  of  the  parishioners  of  Clown,  held  in  January  1816,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  arrears  of  rent  for  the  premises  in  the  widow  Lowde's  pos- 
session should  be  attempted  to  be  recovered,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  over- 
seers of  Eckington,  and  a distress  for  rent  was  afterwards  taken,  upon  which, 

Mrs.  Lowde  threatened  to  commence  an  action  against  the  parish  officers,  and 
the  proceeding  was  abandoned. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  the  moiety  of  the  house  and  land 
given  by  Elizabeth  Denham,  are  stated  to  be  then  vested  in  William  Alletson  and 
Joseph  Woodhead,  who  appear  from  the  parish  books,  to  have  been  the  church- 
wardens about  the  time  when  the  return  from  this  parish  was  made. 

The  premises  occupied  by  Mrs.  Lowde  are  stated  to  be  now  worth  about  31. 
per  annum.  We  apprehend,  that  they  are  the  same  as  were  given  by  Mrs.  Den- 
ham for  the  above-mentioned  purposes ; but  under  the  circumstances  above 
stated,  it  may  be  questionable,  whether  it  is  expedient  to  institute  proceedings 
for  the  recovery  of  them,  on  behalf  of  the  poor  of  these  two  parishes. 

The  above-mentioned  allotment,  made  on  the  Clown  Inclosure,  is  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Hannah  Tompkin,  as  yearly  tenant  to  the  parish  officers  of  Clown 
and  Eckington,  at  the  rent  of  1 l.  18s.  per  annum,  which  is  divided  between 
the  two  parishes.  The  application  of  the  annual  sum  of  19-?.,  being  the  moiety 
of  the  rent  belonging  to  this  parish,  will  be  stated  in  the  account  of  Chantrey’s 
charity.  An  account  of  the  application  of  the  moiety  belonging  to  Eckington, 
will  be  given  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report. 

Chantrey’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  same  book,  that  the  Rev.  George  Chan  trey,  by  his  will,  Chantrey’g 

bearing  date  4th  April  1722,  gave  to  ten  of  the  poorest  families  in  Clown,  Charity. 
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having  no  collection  or  weekly  pay,  20  -s.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  his 
two  closes,  called  High  Cross  Closes,  in  the  parish  of  Barlbrough,  on  1st 
November. 


This  annual  sum  of  20s.  is  now  paid  by  Henry  Bowden,  esquire,  as  the  owner 
of  the  High  Cross  Closes,  in  Barlbrough. 

The  income  of  the  foregoing  charities  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  to 
the  following  amount : — 
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The  churchwardens  meet  once  a year,  usually  soon  after  Christmas,  and  dis- 
tribute the  above-mentioned  sum  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  the 
greater  part  of  whom  do  not  receive  parochial  relief,  in  sums  varying  from 
~ s.  Gd.  to  12  s.  according  to  a list  previously  prepared. 

Slater’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  same  book,  that  Elizabeth  Slater,  by  her  will,  bearing  date 
in  1706,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Clown,  5 l.  ; whereof  2 /.  was  employed  in  building 
the  poor’s  seat  in  the  church,  and  the  interest  of  the  remainder  was  given  in 
bread  to  such  poor  as  received  the  sacrament  at  the  three  great  festivals. 

In  another  parish  book,  it  is  stated,  that  3/.,  part  of  Elizabeth  Slater’s  charity, 
was  in  1721,  paid  by  the  Rev.  George  Chantrey,  rector  of  Clown,  into  the 
hands  of  John  Slater,  who  by  his  will,  ordered  3 s.,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of 
his  house  and  lands,  then  in  the  possession  of  George  Woodhead,  of  Clown. 

This  annual  sum  of  3 s.  is  now  paid  by  Henry  Bowden,  esquire,  as  being 
charged  upon  a part  of  his  estate  in  Clown. 


In  respect  thereof  l s.  worth  of  bread  is  sent  to  the  church,  and  distributed 
there  to  the  poor  on  Easter  Sunday,  Whitsunday  and  Christmas- day. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

School. 

School.  Slater’s  Gift.  It  appears,  from  an  entry  in  the  before-mentioned  book,  that 

John  Slater,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  November  15,  17-7,  gave  to  ten  poor 
widows  or  housekeepers,  40s.  a year,  until  there  should  be  a schoolmaster  in  the 
town  of  Clown  ; and  then  the  said  40s.  to  be  given  for  teaching  six  poor  children, 
the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  profits  of  a close,  called  Hooker  Fits,  and  other 
grounds,  called  Gascoigne  Pingles. 

This  annual  sum  of  40s.  is  now  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  by  Henry  Bowden, 
esq.,  the  owner  and  occupier  of  an  estate  in  Clown,  of  which  the  premises 
charged  by  this  donor’s  will  form  a part. 

Basseldine’s  Gift. — Charles  Basscldine,  of  Clown,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
26th  August  1730>  and  proved  at  Lichfield  in  1737?  by  Josiah  Woodhead  and 
Thomas  Stedman,  the  executors  ; reciting  that  his  estate  in  land  was  part  free- 
hold and  part  copyhold,  held  of  the  manor  of  Bolsover,  and  that  he  had  sur- 
rendered all  his  copyhold  houses  and  lands  to  the  use  of  John  Wilson  and 
Josiah  W'oodhead,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  uses  and  upon  the  trusts  of  his  will, 
gave  his  house,  with  the  barns,  buildings  and  stables  thereto  belonging,  in 
Clown,  with  a croft  adjoining,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  being 
copyhold  land,  and  a close  of  copyhold  land,  called  Damsbrook  Meadow,  con- 
taining by  estimation,  1 ^ acre,  and  half  an  acre  of  copyhold  land,  lying  in  the 
church  field,  between  the  lands  of  Ann  Woodhead,  north,  and  Thomas  Tomkin, 
south,  and  one  rood  abutting  on  the  High  Ash  in  the  same  field,  and  one  rood 
in  the  same  field,  on  the  coping  stone  adjoining  the  lands  of  John  Woodhead, 
east,  and  one  rood  of  freehold  land  in  the  Brook  field,  coming  down  to  Work- 
sop road,  against  the  Spanish  bottom,  lying  west  of  Mr.  John  Pearse’s  land. 
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and  half  an  acre  of  freehold  land  in  the  said  field,  adjoining  the  lands  of  George 
Walkden,  east,  and  Mr.  Burton,  west,  abutting  on  the  Worksop  road,  and  one 
other  rood  of  land  between  the  lands  of  John  Woodhead  and  John  Madin,  to 
the  Rev.  William  Portall,  rector  of  Clown,  the  Rev.  James  Cook,  rector  of 
Barlbrough,  and  the  Rev.  James  Gisborne,  rector  of  Stavely,  and  their 
respective  successors  in  the  said  rectories  for  ever  ; on  trust,  that  they  and  their 
successors  should  provide  for  ever  a fitting  schoolmaster  of  Clown,  not  being 
the  minister  of  Clown,  nor  any  of  his  successors,  nor  any  of  his  or  their 
curates,  nor  any  one  that  was  an  inhabitant,  or  had  his  settlement  within  the 
parish  of  Clown,  to  teach  and  instruct  eight  of  the  poorest  children  within  that 
parish,  if  so  many  there  should  be,  whom  their  parents  should  be  willing  to 
send  to  school,  and,  if  not,  so  many  as  there  should  be,  such  children  to  be 
nominated  and  chosen  hy  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  or  the  major 
part  of  them ; and  for  the  election  of  the  first  schoolmaster  he  allowed  the 
space  of  seven  months  from  his  decease ; and  he  directed,  that  his  trustees, 
immediately  after  his  decease,  should  take  possession  of  his  house  and  the 
other  demised  premises,  and  employ  all  the  profits  derived  therefrom  for  the 
first  six  months  in  repairing  the  said  house  and  the  school-house  there  made 
by  him,  if  they  should  see  occasion  for  it ; and  he  desired  the  said  trustees 
to  nominate  Robert  Kirk  for  the  first  schoolmaster,  if  he  would  accept  the 
same ; and  afterwards,  as  there  should  happen  to  be  a vacancy  by  death  of 
the  master  or  otherwise,  he  allowed  for  another  schoolmaster  the  space  of 
three  months  only;  and  after  a schoolmaster  should  be  cbosen  by  the  trustees, 
he  directed,  that  he  should  live  in  the  said  house,  and  teach  in  the  said  school, 
and  have  and  enjoy  the  whole  profits  of  the  lands  before  devised,  but  should 
not  demand  any  other  reward  for  teaching  the  eight  poor  children  aforesaid ; 
and  he  directed,  that  the  said  master  should  instruct  the  said  children  not 
only  in  reading  and  writing,  as  soon  as  capable,  according  to  his  best  skill 
and  ability,  but  also  in  the  church  catechism,  and  in  the  prayers  and  service 
of  the  church,  and  (if  he  should  find  them  untaught  by  their  parents)  in  their 
private  prayers,  to  be  used  at  home  of  an  evening ; and  that  he  should  bring 
all  his  scholars,  or  at  least  the  eight  poor  children  aforesaid,  to  the  parish 
church  of  Clown,  not  only  every  Lord’s  day,  but  also  on  the  holidays,  Wednes- 
days and  Fridays  in  Lent,  or  as  often  as  there  should  be  divine  service  at  that 
church,  unless  he  or  they  should  be  hindered  by  sickness  ; and  in  case  the 
schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  should  prove  a person  of  an  ill  life  and  conver- 
sation, or  should  endeavour  to  infuse  into  the  children  aforesaid,  or  any  under 
his  care,  any  principle  or  tenets  contrary  to  the  doctrine  of  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, or  be  negligent  in  any  of  the  particulars  of  his  duty  as  aforesaid,  he 
thereby  gave  full  power  to  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  after  three 
admonitions  by  all  or  by  two  of  them,  to  put  out  and  displace  the  said  master, 
and  deprive  him  of  all  the  profits  of  the  house  and  lands,  and  to  nominate 
another  in  his  stead  ; and  he  desired  that  the  town  would  not  assess  the  said 
house. and  lands,  if  by  law  they  could  so  do;  and  he  gave  to  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Portall,  rector  of  Clown,  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  one  close  of  free- 
hold land,  called  the  Esps,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  on  trust,  that 
he  and  his  successors  should  expend  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  that  close,  being 
let  for  the  most  rent  that  could  be  reasonably  expected  for  the  same,  for  repair- 
ing and  supporting  the  said  house  and  school  and  other  the  premises  thereby 
given  for  the  purposes  of  the  school ; and  he  gave  to  the  said  three  rectors 
and  their  successor's,  a close  called  the  Coal  Pit  Close,  containing  four  acres, 
one  acre  in  the  Church  Field,  lying  at  the  Coping  Stone,  and  half  an  acre  in 
the  Brook  Field,  lying  east  upon  Thomas  Stedman,  and  west  upon  Mr.  Pearse, 
abutting  on  Worksop  road,  and  a close  of  freehold  land,  called  Damsbrook 
Close,  containing  by  estimation  3a.  1r.  of  freehold  land  in  the  Brook  Field, 
near  Mr.  Tompkin’s  Round  Acre,  to  the  use  of,  or  in  trust  for,  Thomas 
Hawksworth,  the  son  of  his  niece,  and  his  heirs  ; and  in  case  of  the  said 
Ihomas  Hawksworth’s  death  before  the  age  of  21,  in  trust,  for  a further 
benefit  to  the  said  schoolmaster,  who  should  be  bound  to  teach  four  more 
children,  over  and  above  the  eight  before  mentioned,  without  pay : And,  after 
giving  some  legacies,  he  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  lands  and  personal  estate 
to  his  executors,  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and  Thomas  Stedman,  in  trust  for 
the  said  Ihomas  Hawksworth;  and  in  case  of  his  death  under  21,  to  the  said 
trustees  of  the  said  school,  whom  he  desired  to  lay  it  out  in  land,  and  to  lay 
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out  1 5 s.  annually  in  books,  and  the  remainder  for  the  further  benefit  of  the 
schoolmaster,  who  should  teach  for  every  105.  yearly  arising  from  thence  one 
poor  child  more,  over  anti  above  the  said  eight. 

It  appears,  that  after  the  death  of  Charles  Basseldine,  which  took  place  in 
1737,  disputes  arose  between  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and  Thomas  Stedman, 
his  executors,  and  William  Dowthwaite,  who  acted  as  guardian  to  the  said 
Thomas  Hawksworth,  concerning  this  will,  which  were  referred  to  the  arbitra- 
tion of  William  Wenman  and  John  Warwick,  and  they,  by  their  award,  in  1738, 
directed  that  the  said  William  Dowthwaite  should,  within  a month  after  notice 
of  the  award,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth  should,  within  a month 
after  he  should  attain  the  age  of  21  years,  execute  a deed  to  establish  the  will 
of  the  said  Charles  Basseldine,  and  to  release  all  right  to  the  real  estate  of  the 
said  Charles  Basseldine,  as  well  such  part  thereof  as  was  devised  to  the  said 
trustees  for  the  support  of  a school,  as  also  such  part  as  was  devised  to  the  said 
Thomas  Hawksworth,  and  also  to  the  personal  estate  of  the  said  Charles  Bas- 
seldine; to  hold  to  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and  Thomas  Stedman,  and  such 
other  trustees  as  should  be  thought  requisite,  their  heirs,  executors,  kc.  for  the 
support  of  a school  and  schoolmaster  at  Clown,  under  such  regulations  as  were 
directed  by  the  will  of  the  said  Charles  Basseldine  ; and  they  also  awarded, 
that  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and  Thomas  Stedman  should  pay  to  the  said 
William  Dowthwaite  10/.,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth,  and 
enter  into  a bond  for  the  payment  of  100/.  to  him  when  he  should  attain  21, 
and  execute  such  release,  and  for  the  payment  in  the  mean  time  of  51.  yearly 
for  the  support  of  the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth. 

At  a court  of  the  manor  of  Bolsover,  holden  6th  July  1744,  the  said  Josiah 
Woodhead,  having  survived  John  Wilson,  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will,  surren- 
dered the  said  house,  and  the  close  called  Damsbrook  Meadow,  and  one  sellion  of 
arable  land,  in  the  Church  Field,  at  the  Coping  Stone,  containing  about  one  acre, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  flawksworth,  who  had  then  attained  21,  and  his 
heirs;  and  at  the  same  court,  the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth  was  admitted  and 
surrendered  the  same  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and 
Thomas  Stedman,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  will  of  the  said  Charles 
Basseldine,  and  they  were  also  admitted  at  the  same  court. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  July  1744, 
the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  award,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  100/.,  paid  by  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and  Thomas  Stedman, 
conveyed  to  them  and  their  heirs,  a sellion  of  arable  land  in  Brook  Field,  con- 
taining about  half  an  acre,  between  the  lands  of  Thomas  Tompkin,  on  the  east, 
and  Thomas  Stedman,  on  the  west,  and  the  said  close,  called  the  Esps,  upon  the 
same  trusts,  and  released  to  them  all  his  right  and  interest  in  the  personal  estate 
of  the  said  Charles  Basseldine. 

In  1770,  an  information  and  bill  were  tiled  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  at  the 
suit  of  the  attorney  general  and  the  Rev.  S.  Yate,  rector  of  Clown,  the  Rev. 
F.  Gisborne,  rector  of  Staveley,  and  the  Rev.  William  Pashley,  rector  of  Barl- 
brough,  against  Joseph  Woodhead  and  Samuel  Congi'ave ; in  the  information  the 
will  of  the  said  Charles  Basseldine  was  set  forth;  and  it  was  stated,  that  he  in  his 
life-time  sold  about  one  acre  of  the  copyhold  land,  and  half  an  acre  of  the  freehold 
land,  devised  in  trust  for  the  school,  and  all  the  freehold  and  copyhold  lands, 
devised  in  trust  for  the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth,  except  about  an  acre  of 
copyhold  ; that  after  his  death,  the  rectors  of  the  three  parishes,  mentioned  in 
his  will,  having  declined  to  act  in  the  trusts  thereof,  with  respect  to  the  charity, 
the  said  Josiah  Woodhead  and  Thomas  Stedman  took  possession  of  such  parts 
of  the  estates  devised  for  the  benefit  of  the  school,  as  remained  unsold,  and 
continued  in  the  receipt  of  the  rents  thereof,  until  the  death  of  the  said  Josiah 
Woodhead,  in  171<7j  and  that  they  also  entered  on  the  said  acre  of  copyhold 
land,  devised  in  trust  for  the  said  Thomas  Hawksworth,  which  was  not  sold  by 
the  said  testator ; The  award  of  1738,  and  the  surrender  and  conveyance  of 
1744,  were  also  set  forth  in  the  information  ; and  it  was  further  stated,  that  the 
relators,  being  the  rectors  of  the  parishes  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will,  and 
being  willing  to  act  in  the  said  trusts,  had,  with  the  consent  of  Joseph  Wood- 
head,  the  son  of  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead,  taken  possession  of  the  said  house 
and  lands,  and  had,  until  lately,  continued  in  possession  thereof,  and  applied 
the  income  for  the  support  of  the  school  and  schoolmaster ; but  that  the  said 
Joseph  Woodhead  had  lately  set  up  a claim  thereto,  alleging,  that  John  Smith, 
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and  Jane  his  wife,  which  Jane  was  the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Thomas  Stedman, 
who  survived  the  said  Josiah  Woodhead,  and  had  died  some  years  before,  had 
conveyed  and  surrendered  the  same  to  the  use  of  him  the  said  Joseph  Wood- 
head,  and  that  he  had  brought  an  ejectment,  and  had  recovered  possession  of 
the  same  premises,  and  had  nominated  one  Samuel  Congraveto  be  schoolmaster, 
who  claimed  to  be  such  ; and  the  said  rectors  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  the 
possession  of  the  premises  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  notwithstanding  the  legal 
estate  therein  might  be  vested  in  the  said  Joseph  Woodhead,  and  to  have  the 
sole  right  of  appointing  the  schoolmaster  ; and  they  prayed,  that  possession 
might  be  delivered  to  them  of  the  said  premises,  that  an  account  might  be 
taken  of  the  rents,  received  by  the  said  Joseph  Woodhead  or  Samuel  Congrave, 
since  bringing  the  said  ejectment,  and  that  the  money  due  on  such  account  might 
be  paid  to  them  the  said  rectors  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  ; that  the  trust 
premises  might  be  conveyed  and  surrendered  to  proper  persons,  in  trust  for  the 
charity  ; and  that  the  said  Samuel  Congrave  might  be  removed  from  being 
master  of  the  school. 

By  the  answer  of  the  said  Joseph  Woodhead  and  Samuel  Congrave,  in  which 
most  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  information  were  admitted,  the  defendants  sub- 
mitted to  the  judgment  of  the  court,  whether  the  then  rectors  were  in  equity 
entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  premises  as  trustees,  or  to  have  the  right  to 
appoint  the  master  of  the  said  school,  or  to  act  as  trustees  in  respect  thereof; 
and  they  insisted  that  the  said  Joseph  Woodhead  had  a just  and  equitable  right 
and  title  to  the  said  premises,  and  had  good  right  and  authority  to  appoint  the 
said  Samuel  Congrave  to  be  schoolmaster. 

By  a decree  of  the  lord  chancellor,  in  this  cause,  made  17th  March  177^, 
it  was  declared,  that  the  charity  ought  to  be  established,  and  it  was  referred  to 
the  master  to  appoint  two  new  trustees  of  the  charity  estate  ; and  it  was  ordered, 
that  the  defendant,  Joseph  Woodhead,  should  convey  and  surrender  the  estate  to 
such  two  new  trustees,  on  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Charles 
Basseldine  ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  right  of  nomination  of  a schoolmaster, 
according  to  the  said  will,  was  in  the  rectors  of  Clown,  Staveley  and  Barlbrough, 
and  their  successors,  for  the  time  being  ; and  that  the  defendant,  Samuel  Con- 
grave, had  not  been  properly  appointed  master,  and  that  his  appointment  was 
void  ; and  the  said  rectors  were  directed  to  appoint  a master,  according  to  the 
said  will,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  there  should  be  a vacancy  ; and  it  was 
ordered,  that  an  account  should  be  taken  of  the  rents  and  profits  received  by 
the  said  Joseph  Woodhead,  and  that  he  should  pay  what  should  be  found  due 
from  him  on  such  account,  to  the  trustees,  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  ; and 
he  was  ordered  to  pay  to  the  relators  their  costs  up  to  that  time. 

The  master  to  whom  this  cause  was  referred,  by  his  report,  made  7th  De- 
cember 1774,  appointed  John  Norborn  and  William  Marshall,  both  of  Barl- 
brough', new  trustees  of  the  said  charity  estate. 

On  6th  January  1775,  the  said  Joseph  Woodhead  surrendered  to  the  said 
John  Norborn  and  William  Marshall,  the  above-mentioned  copyhold  trust 
premises  ; and  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  20th  February, 
in  the  same  year,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  he  conveyed  to  the  same  persons 
the  freehold  premises  upon  the  before-mentioned  trusts. 

Of  the  two  trustees  thus  appointed,  William  Marshall  was  the  survivor  ; and 
subsequently  to  his  death,  the  Rev.  Richard  Ward,  and  John  Smith,  esquire,  who 
had  married  his  two  daughters,  were,  in  their  right,  admitted  to  the  copyhold 
premises,  and  have  acted  as  trustees  in  the  management  of  the  trust  property, 
but  there  has  been  no  conveyance  of  the  freehold  part  thereof  since  1775. 

In  strictness,  there  ought  to  be  an  appointment  of  new  trustees  of  the 
charity  estate ; but  as  this  would  be  productive  of  considerable  expense,  it  may 
be  more  advantageous,  under  the  present  circumstances  of  the  charity,  that  such 
appointment  should  for  the  present  be  deferred. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  school  consists  of, — 

1.  — A house  in  the  village  of  Clown,  with  a school-room  adjoining,  and 
a garden,  barn,  out-buildings,  orchard  and  croft;  the  whole  of  which  contain 
together  about  three  acres,  in  the  occupation  of  the  schoolmaster. 

2.  — The  meadow,  called  Damsbrook  Meadow,  containing  1a.  2r.  3p.  ; 
a close,  called  the  Stone  Top,  containing  1a.  2r.  2 Ip.,  allotted  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  Clown  inclosure  in  1780;  an  allotment,  made  under  the  same 
inclosure,  of  5a.  1r.  Gp.,  in  lieu  of  common  rights;  and  the  close,  called  the 
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Esps,  containing  3a.  & 20r.,  all  of  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  Nehemiah 
Moore,  as  yearly  tenant.  The  same  person  also  occupies  a house  and  land, 
the  schoolmaster’s  own  property,  and,  for  the  whole,  pays  him  a rent  of  25/. 
per  annum,  15/.  of  which  is  stated  to  be  about  the  proportion  of  the  rent  reserved 
for  the  lands  belonging  to  the  charity,  and  to  be  more  than  the  fair  annual  value 
thereof. 

Mr.  John  Goody,  the  present  schoolmaster,  has  held  that  situation  since  the 
year  1785,  having  been  recommended  by  the  then  rector  of  Barlbrough,  and 
approved  of  by  the  then  rectors  of  Clown  and  Staveley  ; hut  he  received  no 
written  appointment.  At  a subsequent  period,  objections  having  been  made  fay 
some  of  the  parishioners  to  his  appointment,  as  being  irregular,  he,  in  1810, 
obtained  a written  appointment  from  the  three  rectors,  and  a licence  thereon 
from  the  bishop  of  the  diocese. 

Objections  have  also  been  made  to  his  continuing  to  hold  the  situation  of 
schoolmaster,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  qualified  under  the  terms  of  the 
donor’s  will,  being  at  the  time  of  his  nomination  an  inhabitant  of  Clown,  and 
having  his  settlement  in  that  parish  ; hut  it  appears  to  us,  that  although  these 
•circumstances  ought  in  strictness  to  have  prevented  his  original  appointment, 
they  can  hardly  he  considered  as  affording  a sufficient  ground  for  his  dismissal 
from  the  office,  after  having  held  it  more  than  40  years. 

In  another  respect,  there  has  been  a more  important  neglect  to  comply  with 
the  donor’s  directions,  the  schoolmaster  not  having  till  lately  resided  in  the 
school-house,  but  having  let  it  to  a tenant,  and  having  permitted  the  buildings 
to  he  much  out  of  repair,  although  he  received  the  rents  of  the  Esps  Close, 
which  was  specifically  appropriated  by  Mr.  Basseldine  to  provide  for  the  repairs 
thereof.  He  has,  however,  resided  on  the  premises  during  the  last  two  years, 
and  has  during  that  period  put  them  into  a fair  state  of  repair,  having,  a3 
he  informs  us,  expended  more  than  30/.  thereon;  previously  to  his  residing 
in  the  house,  it  was  let  with  all  the  lands  belonging  to  the  charity,  at  26/. 
per  annum. 

In  respect  of  the  emoluments  which  the  schoolmaster  derives  from  Mr.  Bas- 
seldine’s  donation,  he  instructs  20  poor  children  of  Clown,  being  the  number 
fixed  at  the  time  of  his  original  nomination,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
free  of  expense;  and  in  respect  of  Mr-  Slater’s  donation  of  405.  per  annum, 
he  teaches  four  children  in  the  same  manner,  being  less  than  the  number 
specified  by  that  donor,  but  as  many  as  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  be 
taught  for  that  small  annuity.  The  children  are  appointed  by  the  rector  of 
Clown.  When  vacancies  occur,  a notice  is  placed  on  the  church  door,  and 
the  rector  selects  such  of  the  applicants  as  he  considers  the  most  proper  objects. 
Besides  the  twenty-four  free  children,  the  master  has  other  scholars,  whose 
parents  pay  for  their  education. 

It  appears  that  some  years  ago  the  schoolmaster  charged  Qd.  a week  for  such 
of  the  free  scholars  as  were  taught  writing  and  arithmetic;  and  he  states,  that 
this  was  done  with  the  approbation  of  the  then  rector  of  Barlbrough,  but  that 
the  above-mentioned  charge  has  been  discontinued  during  the  last  fifteen  years, 
and  that  he  at  that  time  received  only  10/.  per  annum  for  the  house  and 
the  rest  of  the  school  property,  it  having  been  let  by  Messrs.  Norborn  and 
Marshall,  the  trustees  who  were  appointed  in  1773,  to  a tenant  at  a low  rent, 
in  consideration  of  expenses  which  he  had  incurred  in  repairing  the  premises  at 
the  time  of  entering  upon  them. 

As  to  the  rents  of  such  parts  of  the  trust  premises  as  are  applicable  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster,  it  is  not.  of  much  importance  whether  they 
are  received  by  him  immediately  from  the  tenant,  or  through  the  hands  of  the 
trustees,  but  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  rents  of  the  Esps  Close  should  be,  in 
conformity  with  the  donor’s  directions,  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  school 
premises.  Those  directions  were,  that  the  rents  of  that  close  should  be  received 
by  the  rector  of  Clown  for  the  time  being,  as  a separate  fund  for  such  repairs  ; 
but  it  would  seem  from  the  decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery  in  1/74,  to  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  court,  that,  although  the  right  of  nominating  the 
schoolmaster  was  vested  in  the  rectors  of  the  three  parishes  mentioned  in  the 
will,  the  management  of  the  property  should  be  vested  in  the  trustees  thereby 
appointed.  We  suggested,  therefore,  to  the  trustees,  that,  in  consideration  of 
the  late  expenditure  by  the  schoolmaster  in  repairs,  an  account  should  he  taken 
of  the  rents  which  he  has  received  from  the  Esps  Close,  and  of  the  sums  so 
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expended  by  him  ; and  that  if  it  should  be  found  that  this  expenditure  had 
exceeded  the  income  derived  from  that  close,  he  should  be  permitted  to  receive 
the  rent  thereof  until  he  should  be  fairly  reimbursed,  and  that  the  rent  should 
then  be  received  by  the  trustees,  and  reserved  as  a distinct  fund  for  the  repairs 
of  the  buildings. 

Church  Lands. 

In  the  before-mentioned  parish  book  there  is  a statement  of  lands  left  for  the 
use  of  the  repairs  of  the  church  of  Clown,  but  there  are  no  deeds  or  other  docu- 
ments relating  to  them. 

They  are  now  occupied  by  yearly  tenants  as  follows : a piece  of  land  called 
Stones,  containing  2a.  1 r.  36p.,  let  to  the  Rev.  Joseph  Wilton  Pawsey,  the 
rector,  at  the  rent  of  1 /.  12s.  per  annum. 

Another  piece  of  land  called  Stones,  containing  1a.  3r.  3p.,  let  to  Joseph 
Shacklock,  at  the  rent  of  12.?.  t)d.  per  annum. 

A piece  of  land  called  Church  Close  Bottoms,  containing  three  roods,  let  to 
Abraham  Littlewood  at  the  rent  of  As.  per  annum. 

A piece  of  land  called  Stone’s  Top,  containing  2r.  & 22 p.,  let  to  George 
Baker,  at  the  rent  of  8.9.  per  annum. 

A piece  of  land  called  Common  Land,  containing  3r.  & 25  p.,  let  to  Joseph 
Hill  at  the  rent  of  1 1 s.  per  annum. 

A small  piece  of  land  called  The  Watering  Place,  in  Stone’s  Top,  for  which 
Robert  Skinner  pays  1,?.  per  annum. 

The  amount  of  the  above  rents,  being  SI.  85.  Qd.  per  annum,  is  received  by 
the  churchwardens  and  carried  to  their  general  account. 


PARISH  OF  DRONFIELD. 

Grammar  School. 

Henry  Fanshaxve , by  his  will,  bearing  date  1567?  as  appears  by  an  extract 
therefrom-,  produced  to  us  by  the  churchwardens,  directed,  touching  his  lease  of 
the  parsonage  of  Dronfield,  that,  after  his  debts  were  paid  and  his  will  per- 
formed, his  executors  should  bestow  and  employ  on  a school  to  be  had  in 
Dronfield,  wherein  he  was  born,  four  whole  years  profits  thereof ; and  he  gave 
the  residue  of  his  term  therein  to  his  executors : And,  for  the  better  setting- 
forward  of  the  said  school,  to  be  established  for  the  bringing  up  of  poor  children 
and  such  other  as  should  come  thither,  in  virtue  and  learning,  and  to  the  intent 
the  same  might  continue  for  ever,  thinking  thereby  divers  others  would  be 
encouraged  to  advance  the  same  with  greater  commodities,  as  well  for  the 
building  of  a convenient  school-house  as  also  for  the  wages  and  fees  of  a learned, 
discreet,  and  honest  schoolmaster  and  usher  to  be  provided  and  appointed  in 
the  said  school,  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  he  gave  to  George  Barley,  George 
Selyock,  and  his  brother  John  Fanshawe,  and  his  heirs,  all  his  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments,  in  Chesterfield,  Dronfield,  and  Eckington,  or 
elsewhere,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  to  the  intent  that  they,  and  their  heirs, 
should  yearly  employ  and  bestow  the  issues  and  profits  thereof  towards  the 
keeping  and  maintaining  of  the  said  school  and  the  schoolmaster  and  usher 
there,  for  the  bringing  up  of  poor  children  as  well  as  of  such  others  as  should 
come  thither,  in  learning  and  virtue. 

Queen  Elizabeth,  by  her  letters  patent,  bearing  date  23d  June,  21st  year  of 
her  reign,  as  appears  from  a translation  thereof  produced  to  us  by  the  church- 
wardens, empowered  Thomas  Fanshawe,  esquire,  executor  of  the  will  of  the  said 
Henry  Fanshawe,  to  erect  a grammar  school  for  the  instructing  of  boys  or 
youth  in  the  village  of  Dronfield,  for  ever,  to  be  continued  according  to  the 
orders,  statutes,  constitutions,  and  foundation,  by  the  said  Thomas  Fanshawe, 
his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  any  of  them,  to  be  made  and  ordained ; 
and  granted  that  the  said  Thomas  Fanshawe,  his  heirs,  &c.  might  from  time 
to  time  for  ever  make  orders,  rules,  and  statutes  for  the  good  governing,  as 
well  of  the  said  head  master  and  under  master,  boys,  and  youth,  of  the  said 
school  for  the  time  being,  as  also  of  the  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments 
given,  or  thereafter  to  be  given,  for  the  continuing  of  the  said  school,  or  the 
maintaining  the  usher,  under  master,  and  youth  thereof,  as  often  as  occasion 
should  require ; and  that  the  said  school  should  be  called  “ The  School  of 
Henry  Fanshawe,  Esq.  of  Dronfield  And  that  the  intent  of  the  said  Henry 
Rep.  18.  C c Fanshawe 
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» Dronfield.  Fanshawe  might  be  the  better  effected,  and  the  lands  and  tenements,  &c. 

granted,  or  to  be  granted,  towards  the  support  of  the  said  school,  the  better 

Grammar-School,  governed  and  applied  for  the  continuing  of  the  said  school,  it  was  thereby 
, UJI  ‘ ' ‘ y ordained,  that  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  church  of  Dronfield  for 
the  time  being  (and  in  default  and  during  such  time  when  there  should  be  no 
vicar  nor  churchwardens,  six  of  the  more  wise  and  honest  men  inhabitants 
within  the  said  parish,  to  be  from  time  to  time  nominated  by  the  said  Thomas 
Fanshawe,  and  his  heirs,  being  of  full  age,  or  during  their  minority,  or  for 
default  of  heirs  of  the  said  Thomas,  then  by  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield  for  the  time  being)  should  be  governors  of  the  said  school  and  of 
the  lands,  goods,  and  chattels  thereto  belonging : And  Lawrence  Banks,  the 

then  vicar,  and  John  Cartlidge,  Robert  Cooke,  John  King,  and  John  Bright, 
the  then  wardens  of  the  said  church,  were  appointed  the  first  governors  of  the 
said  school  and  of  the  lands,  tenements,  goods,  and  chattels  thereof ; and  the 
said  governors  were  thereby  made  a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  “ The 
Governors  of  the  Grammar  School  of  Henry  Fanshawe,  Esquire,  of  Dronfield.’* 
And  her  Majesty  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Fanshawe,  and  his  heirs,  being 
of  the  age  of  21  years  (and  the  said  heirs  being  under  the  age  of  21  years,  or  in 
default  of  heirs  of  the  said  Thomas  Fanshawe,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield 
for  the  time  being)  full  power  and  authority  of  naming  and  appointing  a head 
master,  and  an  undermaster  or  usher  of  the  school  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them, 
according  to  the  ordrs,  statutes,  and  constitutions  aforesaid,  so  often  as  the 
school  should  be  void  : And  that  the  said  Thomas  Fanshawe,  and  his  heirs, 
being  of  full  age  as  aforesaid  (and  the  same  heirs  being  under  the  age  of  21,  or 
in  default  of  such  heirs,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  for  the  time 
being,)  should  from  time  to  time  make  statutes  and  orders  in  writing  concerning 
the  ordering  and  governing  of  the  master,  usher,  and  scholars,  and  of  the  salary 
of  the  said  master  and  usher,  and  other  things  touching  and  concerning  the  said 
school,  and  the  ordering,  governing,  preserving,  and  disposing  the  rent  and 
revenues  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed,  towards  sustaining  the  said  school, 
and  to  alter  or  make  void  the  same  statutes  and  orders  from  time  to  time,  as 
often  as  it  should  seem  necessary  and  convenient,  for  the  better  governing  and 
ruling  the  premises  ; which  said  statutes,  rules,  and  orders  should  be  inviolably 
observed  from  time  to  time  : And  power  was  thereby  given  to  the  said 

governors,  and  their  successors,  to  receive,  towards  sustaining  the  said  school, 
manors,  lands,  and  tenements,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  SOI.  per  annum  ; and 
it  was  ordained  that  the  issues  and  profits  thereof  should  be  converted  towards  the 
sustentation  of  the  said  school,  or  the  maintaining  the  master  and  usher  thereof. 

The  following  orders  were  made  for  the  government  of  the  school,  by  Sir 
Thomas  Fanshawe,  bearing  date  30th  April  1638  : — 

That  the  schoolmaster  and  usher  should  come  into  the  school  every  morning 
(except  they  should  be  detained  by  want  of  their  healths)  by  six  o’clock,  from 
Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by  seven  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  that 
they  should  continue  in  person  teaching  their  scholars  till  nine  o’clock,  and  be 
in  person  in  the  school  again  by  ten  o’clock,  and  so  continue  till  eleven  ; and 
in  the  afternoon,  that  they  should  be  present  in  the  said  school  by  one  o’clock, 
and  continue  there  till  three,  and  from  four  till  five  in  the  winter,  the  rest  of  the 
year  till  six  : And  if  they  should  be  occasioned  through  necessary  business,  to 
absent  themselves  from  the  said  school  more  than  two  days, -they  should  ask 
three  of  the  governors  leave  (the  vicar  of  Dronfield  being  one)  : And  if  they 
should  prove  negligent  in  keeping  their  hours,  as  is  abovesaid,  or  absent  them- 
selves from  the  said  school,  without  leave  obtained,  after  three  admonitions 
given  them  by  the  governors,  or  more  part  of  them,  he  declared  their  place 
void,  and  himself  at  liberty  to  appoint  a new  schoolmaster  or  usher  in  the  place 
so  forfeited. 

That  the  schoolmaster,  every  Saturday  afternoon,  should  catechize  the 
scholars  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  according  to  the  order  of 
the  book  of  Common  Prayer. 

That  the  scholars  should  play  every  Thursday  and  Saturday,  by  three  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  and  should  have  such  other  holidays  as  therein  mentioned. 

There  are  other  orders  relating  to  the  internal  management  of  the  school. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  school,  should 
not  at  any  time  be  demised  for  any  longer  term  than  for  21  years,  nor,  except 
in  possession  and  at  the  best  yearly  rent,  without  fine,  according  to  the  true 
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value  of  the  lands,  and  that  the  rents  should  be  reserved  and  made  payable  on 
Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  or  within  twenty  days  afterwards  ; and  that  the 
said  rents,  so  reserved,  being  received  as  aforesaid,  should,  by  the  governors  of 
the  said  school,  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  and  usher,  within  eight  days  after 
the  time  so  limited  for  the  payment  thereof,  as  aforesaid  ; out  of  which  rents  and 
profits  he  ordained  the  usher  to  have  paid  unto  him,  for  his  salary,  the  sum  of 
151.  yearly,  and  that  the  schoolmaster  should  have  the  residue  of  the  said  yearly 
rents  yearly  paid  unto  him,  at  the  days  and  times  before  limited. 

That  the  writings  which  should  concern  the  possessions  of  the  said  school, 
together  with  the  common  seal,  wherewith  the  governors  should  seal  such  leases 
as  should  be  made  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  school,  should  be  from 
time  to  time  kept  in  a chest,  which  should  remain  in  the  vestry  of  the  parish 
church  of  Dronfield,  under  six  locks  and  keys ; one  to  be  kept  by  the  vicar  of 
Dronfield  for  the  time  being,  one  by  each  of  the  churchwardens,  and  one  by  his 
kinsman  Lyonell  Fanshawe,  esquire,  until  such  time  as  he  should  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  same. 

And  he  ordained,  that  these  ordinances  should  stand  and  be  observed  in  all 
points,  until  such  time  as  he  or  his  heirs,  or  the  bishop  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the  minority  of  his  heirs,  should  find  cause  to 
alter  the  same. 

By  certain  orders  made  by  Althea  Fanshawe,  17th  March  1786,  and  signed 
by  her  and  by  the  governors,  it  was  ordered,  that  upon  every  increase  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  school,  the  usher’s  salary  should  be  augmented  along  with  the 
headmaster’s,  in  proportion  to  their  then  several  stipends,  or  diminished  in  the 
same  proportions,  upon  any  extraordinary  expense  being  incurred  ; except  only 
with  respect  to  their  several  houses,  for  repairing  which,  each  master  should  pay 
for  his  own. 

That  no  boy  whose  parents  should  live  in,  or  be  legally  settled  in  the  parish 
of  Dronfield,  should  pay  any  entrance  money  ; and  that  no  other  boy  should  pay 
more  than  half-a-guinea  entrance,  nor  more  than  two  guineas  a year  for  instruc- 
tion, writing  and  accounts  excepted. 

That  no  master  or  usher  should  prevent  any  boy  from  coming  to  the  school, 
or  refuse  to  instruct  him  there,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  boys  under  his 
care,  unless  such  reasons  should  be  assigned  as  should  be  thought  sufficient  by 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

That  the  usher  should  undertake  to  instruct  boys  in  writing  and  accounts, 
but  should  not  demand  more  for  such  instruction  than  what  should  be  usually 
paid  at  other  schools  in  the  neighbourhood  ; or  if  he  should  not  choose  to  engage 
in  that  employment,  that  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  should  appoint  a person  to  do  it. 

That  no  boy  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  should  pay  more  than 
sixpence  a year  towards  coals,  nor  more  than  three-pence  a year  towards 
keeping  the  school  clean  and  lighting  the  fires  in  it,  and  that  every  other  boy 
should  pay  twice  as  much,  and  no  more,  to  those  several  charges  ; and  in  case 
more  coals  should  be  wanted,  or  more  pay  be  wanted  to  satisfy  the  school- 
sweeper,  the  churchwardens  should  provide  the  former  and  pay  the  latter,  and 
deduct  the  same  from  the  school  rents. 

That  if  any  disputes  should  arise  between  the  head  master  and  usher,  or 
between  either  of  them  and  any  other  person,  respecting  the  school  or  scholars, 
they  should  be  referred  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  to 
be  adjusted  by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  that  their  adjustment 
should  be  final. 

Further  orders  were  made  14th  October  1826,  by  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Fan- 
shawe, as  the  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Fanshawe,  requiring  amongst  other  things, 
that  the  scholars  should  attend  divine  service  at  the  church. 

Of  the  lands  devised  by  the  testator,  and  which  became  vested  in  the  cor- 
porate body,  consisting  of  the  vicar  and  four  churchwardens,  some  portions  have 
been  exchanged  for  other  lands.  The  following  exchanges  were  made  in  the 
year  1813 : — 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  24th  and  25th  March  1813, 
between  the  Rev.  William  Spencer,  vicar,  and  John  Earnshaw  and  three  others, 
churchwardens  of  Dronfield,  Governors  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Henry 
Fanshawe,  of  Dronfield,  of  the  one  part,  and  Joseph  Graham,  of  the  other 
part ; reciting  the  letters  patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  as  far  as  related  to  the 
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incorporation  of  the  governors  of  the  said  school ; the  said  William  Spencer 
and  others,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  and  exchange  thereinafter  intended 
Grammar  School,  tQ  j)e  mac}e  by  oie  sajj  Joseph  Graham,  conveyed  to  the  said  Joseph  Graham 

' and  his  heirs  a dole  of  land  in  Newbold,  near  a place  called  The  Highfield, 

containing  2 it.  &5  p.  lying  mesne  in  two  closes  of  land  there  belonging  to  the 
said  Joseph  Graham,  called  The  Close  on  the  west  side  the  road,  and  Jen- 
nings’s  Close,  in  exchange  for  a dole  in  Newbold,  at  or  near  the  said  place, 
called  Highfield,  containing  1 u.  & 33 p.  lying  mesne  in  a close  there  belonging  to 
the  said  governors,  called  The  Close  near  Highfield,  then  in  the  possession  of 
Edward  Wright,  and  part  of  a close  of  land  adjoining  to  the  said  dole,  con- 
taining 15  perches,  as  the  same  had  been  lately  staked  out  and  fenced  from  the 
other  part  thereof,  and  laid  to  the  said  last-mentioned  dole  and  close  belonging 
to  the  said  governors,  the  fence  whereof  was  to  be  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense 
of  the  said  Joseph  Graham  ; which  last-mentioned  premises  the  said  Joseph 
Graham  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Spencer  and  others,  and  their  successors, 
governors  of  the  said  school;  and  the  said  Joseph  Graham  covenanted  to  pay 
the  land-tax,  and  to  indemnify  the  said  governors  against  any  charge  in  respect 
thereof. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  of  the  same  date,  between  the  same 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  John  Bower  of  the  other  part,  the  said  governors 
conveyed  to  the  said  John  Bower,  and  his  heirs,  a close  in  Newbold,  adjoining 
the  turnpike  road  from  Chesterfield  to  Newbold,  called  Newbold  Lane  Close, 
containing  1a.  & 17  p.;  a dole  in  Newbold,  in  a close  belonging  to  Robert 
Turner,  near  Highfield,  containing  3 r.  & 37  p.  (except  the  coal  under  the 
last-mentioned  dole,  which  had  been  sold  by  the  said  governors  to  Thomas  and 
Joshua  Mitchell) ; another  dole  in  Newbold,  in  a close  belonging  to  Vincent 
Eyre,  esquire,  near  the  Highfield,  containing  3 r.  & 22p.  ; and  another  close 
in  Newbold,  in  a close  belonging  to  Richard  Froggatt,  and  adjoining  the  High- 
field Lane,  containing  1 n.  & 20p.,  all  which  lands  were  then  let  at  9 /.  14 s.  7 d. 
per  annum,  in  exchange  for  a close  in  Newbold,  called  The  Well  Meadow, 
and  containing  3 a.  1r.  5p.  near  the  Stone  Gravels  and  Lockford  Lane,  and 
adjoining  to  other  lands  belonging  to  the  said  school,  and  then  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  James  Sanforth  ; the  said  close  being  then  in  the  occupation  of  John 
Bower,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  (except  such  part  of  the  said  close  as  was 
then  staked  out  on  the  south-west  corner  thereof;)  which  close,  except  as  afore- 
said, the  said  John  Bower  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Spencer  and  others, 
and  their  successors. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  of  the  same  date,  between  the  same 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  Joseph  Grattan  and  Joseph  Graham,  of  the  other 
part,  the  said  governors  conveyed  to  the  said  Joseph  Grattan  and  Joseph 
Graham,  and  their  heirs,  a dole  of  land  in  Chesterfield,  abutting  upon  Holywell- 
street,  and  containing  1 u.  & 34  p.,  then  let  to  the  said  Joseph  Grattan,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  21.  Is.  6d.,  upon  some  part  whereof  buildings  had  been  erected, 
in  exchange  for  the  north  part  of  a close  in  Unstone,  called  The  Middle  North 
Field,  then  in  the  possession  of  John  Foulds,  as  the  same  was  then  staked  out, 
and  containing  1 it.  & 29p.,  and  was  intended  to  be  fenced  out  at  the  expense 
of  the  said  Joseph  Grattan,  the  same  being  then  let  at  31.  7 s.  per  annum,  in 
proportion  to  the  yearly  rent  paid  by  the  said  John  Foulds  for  the  whole  of  the 
lands  held  by  him  of  the  said  Joseph  Grattan,  together  with  all  tithes,  great 
and  small,  arising  thereon,  and  the  proportionable  part  of  the  land-tax  of 
lGs.  8 d.  assessed  upon  the  said  part  of  the  same  close,  and  on  other  lands 
belonging  to  the  said  Joseph  Grattan,  which  land-tax  had  been  purchased  by 
him  ; all  which  last  mentioned  premises  the  said  Joseph  Grattan  and  Joseph 
Graham  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Spencer  and  others,  and  their  successors. 

These  exchanges  appear  to  have  been  advantageous  to  the  charity,  as  the 
governors  thereby  obtained  land  lying  together,  and  adjoining  other  parts  of 
the  charity  estate,  in  lieu  of  several  detached  parcels ; and  the  arrangements 
were  made  under  the  advice  of  a surveyor. 

The  property  now'  held  by  the  governors  is  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Dronfield, 
Chesterfield  and  Eckington,  and  consists  of  the  following  particulars,  according 
to  a survey  taken  in  1798,  a copy  of  which,  with  corresponding  plans,  is  entered 
in  a book. 

First,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield  : — 

1. — A small  dwelling-house,  with  good  out-buildings,  and  four  closes,  called 
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the  Fanshaw  Bank  Land,  and  containing  altogether  10a.  & 34  p.  now  let  to 
John  Lancaster,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  28/.  It  is  stated  that  the  house 
is  in  a bad  state,  but  the  out-buildings  are  in  good  tenantable  repair. 

2.  — Jour  closes,  called  the  Upper  Finney,  containing  2a.  & 26 p. ; the  Snape 
Hill  Doles,  containing  o r.  & 29p.  ; and  the  Town  Field  Dole,  and  the  Gosford, 
containing  together  5 a.  1 r.  30 p.  ; now  let  to  Joseph  Cecil,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
the  rent  of  27/. 

In  some  parts  of  the  premises,  held  by  John  Lancaster  and  Joseph  Cecil,  some 
alterations  have  been  made  on  the  fences,  for  the  mutual  convenience  of  the 
tenants,  and  the  adjoining  landholders,  but  the  ancient  boundaries  are  marked. 

3.  — A garden,  containing  22  perches,  with  a small  inclosure,  called  the  Snape 
Hill  Dole" Field,  containing  2u.  & 2p.,  let  to  the  Rev.  William  Spencer,  the 
vicar,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  ol  1 /.  9 s. 

4.  — Two  closes,  called  the  Upper  and  Lower  Parts  of  the  School  Dole,  in 
the  Dam  Flat,  containing  together  2 a.  & 39p.,  let  to  Thomas  Smith,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  5/.  17^*  9d. 

5 — Colley  White  Lane  Field,  containing  1a.  3r.  25  p.  in  the  occupation  of 
Peter  Slack,  under  lease,  bearing  date  27th  May  1815,  for  the  term  of  21  years 
from  the  Lady-day  preceding,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.  5 s.  6d. 

6.  — A close,  called  the  School  Dole,  containing  2a.  1 r.  13p.  in  the  occupa* 
tion  of  John  Wright,  under  lease,  bearing  date  27th  May  1815,  for  the  term  of 
21  years  from  the  Lady-day  preceding,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5/. 

7.  — A close,  called  the  Hall  Croft,  containing  3a.  1 r.  29p.,  let  to  Joshua 
Woolstenholme,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  10/. 

8.  — The  closes,  called  the  Lower  Hall  Croft  and  the  Low  Croft,  with  a piece 
of  land,  on  which  there  is  a stable  and  cow-house,  and  two  pieces  of  garden 
adjoining  thereto,  containing  altogether  2a.  2 r.  6 p.,  let  to  Matthew  Joel,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  9/. 

The  stable  and  cow-house  above  mentioned  were  rebuilt  by  the  tenant  in 
1826,  at  an  expense  of  18/.  ; and  on  this  account  31.  of  his  rents  is  yearly  lobe 
remitted  to  him,  until  the  whole  sum  shall  have  been  repaid. 

9.  — Five  closes,  called  the  Pingle  and  the  Four  Stubbings,  containing  together 
9a.  3r.  31  p.,  let  to  George  Biggin,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  14/. 

10.  — Two  closes,  called  the  Shaw  Carr  and  Shaw  Carr  Bottom,  containing 
3 a.  & 28 p.,  let  to  John  Wragg,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  4 s. 

11.  — Two  closes,  called  the  Little  and  Taylor  Milne  Clifts,  with  two  small 
bits  of  land,  divided  therefrom  by  the  brook  and  a goight,  and  also  a close, 
lately  divided  from  the  Middle  North  Field,  in  Unstone  Quarter,  containing 
1a.  & 29p.,  which  was  receivedGrom  Joseph  Grattan,  in  exchange  for  other 

premises  in  Chesterfield.  These  premises  are  let  to  Foulds,  as  yearly 

tenant,  at  the  rent  of  6/.  13 s.  6d. 

12.  — A field,  called  Hall  Rose,  containing  1 a.  & 29p.  in  the  occupation  of 
James  Wilson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  1/.  7 s. 

13  — A wood,  called  the  Stubbing  Wood,  containing  3a.  3r.  38 p.  This  is 
kept  in  hand,  and  there  is  in  it  some  wood,  which  it  is  stated  is  fit  to  cut. 

14. “ House  and  school,  with  a garden  and  croft  thereto  belonging,  containing 
altogether  2r.  & 26p.  held  rent-free  by  William  Pideock,  the  head  master,  who 
keeps  the  said  premises  except  the  school,  in  repair,  at  his  own  expense. 

15.  — A house  and  yard,  &c.  containing  19  perches,  held  rent-free  by  Peter 
Holmes,  the  usher,  who  keeps  these  premises  in  repair.

The  property  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield  consists  of — 

1.  — A close,  near  High  Field,  called  Part  of  the  Mesne  Close,  containing 
1a.  & 5p.  with  two  pieces  of  land  adjoining  thereto,  which  were  taken  in  ex- 
change, in  1813,  from  Joseph  Graham,  the  one  containing  1r  33  p.,  the  other 
15  perches;  also  a close,  called  Furby  Sick  Close,  containing  1a.  & 15p. 
These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  George  Turner,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  7 /•  2 s. 

2.  — A close,  in  Newbold,  called  the  Well  Meadow,  and  containing  3a.  1r.  5p. 
which  was  taken  by  the  governors,  in  1813,  from  John  Bower,  in  exchange  for 
other  premises  in  Newbold  ; and  five  closes  adjoining,  called  the  Morris  Closes, 
the  Nether  Close,  and  the  Great  and  Little  Meadow,  and  two  parcels  of  land, 
near  High  Field,  containing  altogether  11a.  1 r.  32p.  These  premises  are  let 
(with  the  exception  of  a small  part  near  the  river,  which  is  held  by  Charles 
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Grimes,  at  the  rent  of  9.1.  12s.)  to  Henry  Bason,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
Grammar  School,  ol  38  /. 

continued.  3. — A close  called  the  Moor-side  Close,  containing  4a.  1 r.  20p.,  held  by 

* Anne  Fletcher,  under  a lease  granted  to  William  Fletcher,  bearing  date  20th 

April  1813,  for  the  term  of  21  years  from  the  Lady-day  then  last,  at  the  rent 
of  9 /. 

4.  — A field  called  Potter’s  Pingle,  containing  1a.  2 b.  5 p.,  in  the  occupation 
of  Thomas  Grattan,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  5/. 

5.  — A piece  of  land  containing  2r.  11  p.,  lying  undivided  from  a croft  called 
the  School-house  Croft  (being  near  the  Chesterfield  school),  with  a building 
lately  erected  thereon  by  the  tenant,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Rogers,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  2/.  18s.  4c/. 

6.  — The  Cross  Field,  with  a garden  and  stable,  adjoining  Newbold  Lane,  and 
containing  4 a.  & 5 p.,  in  the  occupation  of  James  Tomlinson,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  the  rent  of  12  /. 

7.  — The  Back  Lane  Close,  adjoining  Newbold  Back  Lane,  and  containing 
1a.  3 r.  3p.,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Glossop,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  4 /.  17  s. 

8.  — Two  Butcher’s  Shops,  one  in  the  occupation  of  John  Bower,  at  the  rent 
of  10s.  a year,  and  the  other  in  the  occupation  of  George  Webster,  at  1 /.  Is. 
These  tenants  hold  from  year  to  year,  and  such  repairs  as  are  required  are  done 
at  their  expense. 

The  property  in  the  parish  of  Eckington  consists  of  two  closes,  called  the 
Upper  and  Nether  Flat  Meadow,  containing  together  6a.  Sr.  4p.  with  an  allot- 
ment containing  2 r.  5 p.  let  to  Paul  Webster,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 
1 1 /.  10  s. 

There  is  a note  in  the  survey  of  these  premises,  stating,  that  the  two  closes 
were  taken  from  Sitwell  Sitwell,  esquire,  in  exchange  for  the  Abbot  Meadow  in 
Eckington,  which  contained  5a.  3r.  31p.  There  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
this  exchange  was  also  made  with  a view  of  improving  the  school  property. 

For  many  years  previous  to  1809,  a suit  had  been  pending  in  the  court  of 
Chancery  with  respect  to  this  charity,  having  originated,  as  we  are  given  to 
understand,  in  an  objection  to  the  appointment  of  the  vicar  to  the  office  of 
schoolmaster,  and  to  a refusal  on  his  part  to  instruct  the  free  scholars  in  any  thing 
except  the  classics.  In  consequence  of  this  suit  the  school  was  for  a time 
discontinued;  but  in  1809  the  Rev.  William  Spencer  having  been  presented  to 
the  vicarage,  an  application  was  made,  at  his  instance,  to  the  court  of  Chancery 
to  have  the  suit  dismissed,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  costs  of  all 
parties  were  directed  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  a sufficient  sum  for  the  payment  of  the  costs,  timber  cut  from 
the  School  Wood,  and  beds  of  coal  in  the  lands  at  Newbold,  in  the  parish  of 
Chesterfield,  were  sold ; the  produce  of  the  latter  appears  by  the  accounts  to 
have  been  745  /.  7 s->  and  of  the  former  394  /.  10  s.  10  d.  Upwards  of  1,100  /.  was 
paid  on  account  of  the  costs  above-mentioned ; and  it  is  stated,  that  there  is 
still  a trifling  sum  due  to  Mr.  Thomas,  who  was  concerned  as  solicitor  in  that 
suit.  In  1814  there  was  expended  the  sum  of  135  /.  12  s.  in  the  repairs  of  the 
school  premises ; and  in  the  same  year  the  school  was  re-opened,  a master 
having  been  appointed  by  the  governors,  with  a salary  of  130/.  per  annum,  and 
an  usher,  with  a salary  of  66  /. 

In  1816,  or  1817,  disputes  arose  which  ultimately  led  to  another  suit  in 
the  court  of  Chancery. 

On  the  10th  March  1818,  William  Pidcock,  the  present  master,  who  was 
appointed  in  1814,  Robert  Unwin  and  Joseph  Haslehurst,  preferred  a petition 
to  the  lord  chancellor,  setting  forth  amongst  other  things,  the  appointment  of 
the  said  William  Pidcock,  with  a salary  of  130/.  per  annum  ; that  in  December 
1 8 1 6 he  had  been  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry;  and  that 
he  had,  upon  his  appointment,  given  to  the  governors  a bond  in  the  penalty  of 
1,000/.  for  the  due  discharge  of  his  duty,  whereby  he  engaged,  that  if  the 
governors  should  be  desirous  of  removing  him  from  his  said  office,  for  neglect 
of  duty  or  improper  conduct,  and  should  give  him  six  months  notice  in  writing 
to  resign  such  office,  he  would  quietly  give  up  the  same ; that  on  the  18th 
September  he  received  a notice  to  resign,  and  give  up  possession  of  the  school 
at  the  end  of  six  months  ; which  notice  was  signed  by  the  four  churchwardens 
of  Dronfield,  viz.  John  Morton,  William  North,  George  Ward  and  George 
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Coates  j but  that  the  Rev.  William  Spencer,  the  vicar,  had  not  signed  the  said 
notice,  or  approved  thereof ; that  the  said  William  Pidcock  had  not  been  guilty 
or  charged  with  being  guilty  of  any  neglect  of  duty  or  improper  conduct : the 
petition  further  stated,  that  John  Morton,  one  of  the  churchwardens,  had 
received  the  rents  of  the  school  estate,  but  had  refused  to  pay  the  said  William 
Pidcock  his  salary,  alleging  that  he  was  not  entitled  thereto,  and  that  in  fact 
he  had  ceased  to  be  master  of  the  said  school  from  Lady-day  1817,  bv  reason 
of  the  notice  above-mentioned  ; and  the  petitioners  prayed  that  the  said  William 
Pidcock  might  be  continued  in  bis  office  ; and  that  the  said  John  Morton, 
and  the  other  governors,  might  be  ordered  to  pay  to  him  the  amount  of  salary 
then  due  to  him.  This  petition  was  heard  before  the  vice  chancellor,  and  on 
26th  May  1818,  the  court  affirmed  the  appointment  of  the  said  William  Pidcock 
as  head-master  of  the  said  school,  and  ordered  that  the  said  John  Morton  should 
pay  to  him  his  salary  as  head-master,  up  to  Michaelmas  1817,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  school,  which  had  come  to  his 
hands  ; and  that  the  governors  of  the  said  school,  for  the  time  being,  should 
continue  to  pay  to  him  his  salary  from  Michaelmas-day  1817,  by  half-yearly 
payments,  during  his  head-mastership,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  school 
estates ; and  that  the  petitioners  should  pay  to  the  Rev.  William  Spencer  his 
costs,  when  taxed ; and  that  the  said  John  Morton  and  William  North  should 
pay  to  the  petitioners  their  costs,  when  taxed,  together  with  what  the  peti- 
tioners should  pay  to  the  said  William  Spencer  for  his  costs. 

Although,  by  this  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  the  costs  incurred  by 
Mr.  Pidcock  were  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  churchwardens,  John  Morton  and 
William  North,  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Pidcock,  that  he  has  not  received  the 
amount  from  them,  and  we  are  given  to  understand,  that  there  is  no  probability 
of  his  being  able  to  recover  it.  Mr.  Pidcock  estimates  his  loss  at  about  200/., 
and.  he  has  expressed  a desire,  that  timber  growing  in  the  School  wood,  part  of 
which,  to  the  value  of  100/.  or  150/.,  he  suggests  is  fit  to  be  cut,  should  be  sold, 
and  the  produce  thereof  paid  to  him,  as  a compensation  for  this  loss.  It 
appears,  however,  to  us,  that  the  governors  would  not  be  justified  in  acceding  to 
this  request,  without  the  sanction  of  the  court  of  Chancery. 

The  rents  of  the  school  estates  are  now  received  by  the  Rev.  William  Spencer, 
the  vicar,  who  has  kept  the  accounts  from  the  year  1815,  except  during  a short 
interval,  when,  pending  the  last-mentioned  suit,  the  rents  were  received  and 
accounted  for  under  the  directions  of  the  court  of  Chancery. 

Out  of  the  rents,  the  annual  amount  of  which  is,  at  the  present  time, 
199/o  135.  1 d.,  there  is  paid  to  the  above-mentioned  William  Pidcock,  as  the 
head-master,  who  has  also  the  benefit  of  a dwelling-house,  with  a croft,  garden, 
&c.,  a salary  of  130/.  ; and  to  Peter  Holmes,  as  the  usher,  who  has  also  the 
benefit  of  a dwelling-house,  a salary  of  66/. 

Two  days  in  the  year  are  appointed  for  the  payment  of  the  rents  ; on  each  of 
those  days,  the  vicar  and  one  or  more  of  the  churchwardens  attend,  and  the 
amount  then  received,  after  the  payment  of  such  necessary  expenses  as  may 
have  been  incurred,  is  usually  divided  between  the  master  and  usher,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  salaries  ; the  rents  left  in  arrear  on  these  days,  and  afterwards 
paid  to  Mr.  Spencer,  are  divided  in  the  same  proportions,  as  soon  as  they  are 
received.  Some  of  the  rents  being  rather  irregularly  paid,  the  master  and  usher 
have  experienced  inconvenience,  from  the  delay  which  has  consequently 
occurred  in  the  payment  of  their  salaries  ; and  complaints  have  been  lately  made 
by  Mr.  Pidcock,  that  some  arrears  which  are  due  to  him  have  not  been  dis- 
charged, although  the  usher  has  received  the  whole  amount  to  which  he  is 
entitled. 

The  subject  of  this  complaint  seems  to  require  the  attention  of  the  governors. 
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The  expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  the  school  property,  consist,  principally, 
of  the  rates  paid  for  the  School  Wood,  tenants  expenses  on  the  rents  days,  and 
the  repairs  of  the  school.  In  the  last  six  years,  the  following  has  been  the 
amount  of  these  deductions  : —

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In  February  1827,  there  was  a balance  of  65.  Qd.  against  the  charity. 

On  examining  the  accounts,  it  appeared,  that  in  181 G,  a sum  of  SO/,  was 
Grammar  School,  entered  as  lent  to  J.  Coates  (then  one  of  the  churchwardens).  It  is  stated,  that 
^ this  sum  was  advanced  for  some  purpose  connected  with  the  repairs  of  the 
~ church.  One  moiety  of  this  sum  was  repaid  by  William  North,  one  of  the 

churchwardens,  and  was  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
the  first  suit  in  the  court  of  Chancery  ; the  residue,  subject  to  a deduction  of 
about  11/.,  paid  by  Mr.  Coates  for  some  building  on  the. school  estate,  appears 
to  be  still  due  from  him.  We  are  informed,  however,  that  he  claims  it  on 
account  of  some  other  expenses  incurred  by  him,  but  that  if  he  were  liable  to 
pay  the  money,  lie  is  not  able  to  do  so. 

The  school  is  kept  in  the  building  appropriated  for  that  purpose  upon  the 
charity  property.  Though  this  appears  to  have  been  intended  for  a grammar 
school,  all  the  children  of  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  whether  boys  or  girls,  are 
admitted,  and  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  without  any 
charge.  It  is  stated,  that  instruction  in  the  classics  is  never  required,  but  that 
the  master  is  competent  to  give  such  instruction. 

The  head-master  is  principally  engaged  in  teaching  English  grammar  and 
reading,  and  the  usher  in  teaching  writing  and  accounts ; and  upon  an  average 
there  are  180  free  scholars. 

The  vicar  occasionally  inspects  the  school,  and  examines  the  children  ; and 
he  states,  that  the  master  is,  in  his  opinion,  attentive  to  his  duties. 

Charities  of  Richard  and  Edmond  Stevenson. 

It  is  stated,  on  a tablet  in  the  church  at  Dronfield,  that  Richard  Stevenson,  in 
1577,  left  half  a hundred  of  herrings,  and  as  much  bread  as  could  be  made 
of  one  strike  of  good  wheat,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  on 
every  Friday  in  Lent,  for  ever;  and  thirty-pence  to  be  given  to  thirty  of  the 
most  needy  poor  in  the  said  parish,  on  Good  Friday,  for  ever. 

And  that  Edmond  Stevenson , in  1 593,  left  335.  4 d.t  to  be  given  yearly 
amongst  the  poor  on  Easter  and  Christmas-day,  by  equal  portions. 

The  charities  above-mentioned  appear  to  be  charged  upon  certain  parts  of 
a farm  in  Unstone  Quarter,  called  the  Mill  Farm,  now  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Walker,  which  belongs  to  three  several  proprietors,  viz.,  upon  three  fields, 
called  the  Harvest  Bank,  Bentleys  and  Hooper  Bank,  containing  together 
11a.  1 r.,  belonging  to  A.  Brooks,  esquire,  of  High  Field  ; and  upon  28  acres, 
belonging  to  Robert  Newton  Shaw,  esquire. 

The  tenant  of  this  farm  provides  and  sends  to  the  vestry,  at  Dronfield,  fifty 
herrings,  and  as  much  bread  as  can  be  made  of  one  strike  of  wheat  (for  the 
making  of  which,  he  pays)  on  each  of  the  seven  Fridays  in  Lent;  he  also 
transmits  to  the  vestry  25.  6d,  in  money  every  Good  Friday,  and  165.  8d.  every 
Christmas-day,  and  the  like  sum  every  Easter-day. 

One  moiety  of  these  charges  is  paid  by  the  tenant,  on  account  of  A.  Brooks, 
esquire,  and  the  other  moiety  on  account  of  R.N.  Shaw,  esquire. 

The  herrings  and  bread  provided  on  each  Friday  in  Lent,  are  disposed  of,  in  the 
following  rotation,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  several  divisions  of  the  parish  : — 
1st,  to  the  quarter  of  Unstone  and  Coal  Aston  ; 2d,  to  the  quarter  of  Dron- 
field; 3d,  to  the  quarter  of  Dorc  and  Totley  ; 4th,  to  the  quarter  of  Holmes- 
field  ; 5th,  to  the  quarter  of  Unstone  and  Coal  Aston  ; Gth,  to  the  quarter  of 
Dronfield  ; 7th  (Good  Friday),  to  the  hamlet  of  Little  Barlow,  which  contains 
only  five  or  six  poor  families,  and  the  residue  to  any  other  poor  of  the  parish  who 
attend  at  the  church  on  that  day. 

The  distribution  to  the  poor  of  the  quarters  of  Dronfield,  and  of  Unstone  and 
Coal  Aston,  and  to  the  poor  of  Little  Barlow,  is  made  by  the  parish  clerk,  under 
the  direction  of  the  vicar.  The  herrings  and  bread  for  the  other  quarters 
are  sent  to  the  churchwardens  of  those  places,  and  distributed  by  them. 

The  sum  of  25.  6d.  is  distributed  by  the  vicar  on  Good  Friday,  in  small  sums,  to 
the  same  persons  as  receive  the  other  provisions  ; and  the  sums  of  165.  8 r/.,  paid 
on  Christmas  and  Easter-day,  arc  distributed,  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens, 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  generally,  who  attend  church  onthose  days.

Swift’s  Charity. 

Swift’s  Charity.  By  indenture,  bearing  date  18th  May  lGlO,  between  James  Swift,  of  the  one 
part;  and  John  Bingham,  esquire,  and  17  others,  citizens  and  saddlers  of 
London,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  James  Swift  granted  and  confirmed  to  the 

said 
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said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement, 
with  all  shops  and  hereditaments  to  the  same  belonging,  situate  in  the  parish  of 
St.  George  the  Martyr,  in  Southwark,  and  one  garden  on  the  backside  of  the 
said  tenement,  upon  trust,  that  after  the  decease  of  the  said  James  Swift,  they 
should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  pay,  on  the  feast-day  of 
St.  Philip  and  James,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  some  or  one  of  them,  demanding 
the  same,  and  giving  an  acquittance,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  at  the  time  of 
the  receipt,  the  sum  of  31.  at  or  in  the  Common  Hall  of  the  company  of 
Saddlers,  to  and  for  the  use,  succour  and  relief  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting 
within  the  said  parish  of  Dronfield,  so  that  the  said  churchwardens  or  overseers 
did  yearly  render  an  account  to  the  wardens  and  company  of  Saddlers,  how 
they  should  have  disbursed  the  same. 

The  sum  of  31.  is  paid  annually  by  the  Saddler’s  Company,  and  is  transmitted 
to  the  churchwarden  of  Dronfield,  in  May,  soon  after  the  Feast  of  Saint  Philip 
and  James ; a list  of  the  poor  who  received  the  payment  in  the  previous  year, 
having  been  first  sent  to  the  said  company.  The  amount  is  divided  into  four 
parts,  one  of  which  is  distributed  in  small  sums  to  the  poor  of  each  quarter  of 
the  parish,  by  the  respective  churchwardens. 

Godly’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Godfrey  Godly,  in  1619,  left  30 s. 
from  Lamb  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Handsworth,  to  be  distributed  among  the 
poor  of  this  parish  on  Good  Friday,  yearly,  for  ever. 

And  by  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  made  upon  an 
inquisition  taken  the  25th  September  1751,  “ concerning  the  payment  of  30s. 
yearly,  to  be  paid  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  Dronfield,  on  Good 
Friday,  for  ever,  to  be  by  them  disposed  of  to  the  poorest  people  of  the  said 
parish,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  meet,  according  to  the  effect  of 
a deed  in  the  said  inquisition  mentioned it  was  decreed,  that  Robert 
Trippett  should  pay  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish, 
22/.  10s.  which  was  in  arrear  for  15  years,  to  the  uses  aforesaid  ; and  that  he 
and  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  whom  the  estate  of  the  land  lying  in  Lamb  Hill,  in 
the  parish  of  Hansworth,  in  the  inquisition  mentioned,  should  come,  should 
yearly  pay  to  the  said  parson  and  churchwardens  of  Dronfield  for  the  time 
being,  the  said  30s.  on  Good  Friday,  yearly,  to  be  by  them  disposed  of  as 
aforesaid. 

The  yearly  sum  of  30s.  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  at  the  Bank 
of  Messrs.  Shore,  Parker  & Co.  at  Sheffield,  on  account  of  Hugh  Parker,  esq. 
as  a charge  upon  some  part  of  his  property  in  the  parish  of  Plansworth, 
in  the  county  of  York.  This  sum  is  divided  amongst  the  four  quarters  of  the 
parish,  and  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  produce  of  Swift’s  charity 
before-mentioned. 

Penny  Acre  Dole. 

The  yearly  sum  of  17s.  is  received,  under  the  name  of  The  Penny  Acre  Dole, 
from  the  churchwardens  of  Holmesfield,  probably  in  respect  of  some  part  of  the 
charity  money  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  land  called  The  Penny  Acres,  as 
will  be  more  particularly  stated  hereafter. 

This  sum  is  also  divided  and  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  produce 
of  Swift’s  charity. 

Banks’s  Charity. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  20th  October  1662,  as  recited  in  the  indentures  of 
lease  and  release  hereafter  mentioned,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Banks  surrendered 
into  the  hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Dronfield  a close  called  The  Milne 
otherwise  Smith  Meadow  ; a close  called  The  Spring ; a dole  or  parcel  of  land 
lying  in  a close,  called  Finneys ; another  dole  in  a furlong  or  close  called  The 
Three  Acres,  and  another  dole  in  a close  called  The  Hall  Rose;  all  in  Dronfield,  the 
boundaries  whereof  were  therein  particularly  described  ; to  the  intent  that  the 
said  lord  should  grant  the  said  premises  to  Thomas  Fanshawe  and  five  others, 
and  their  heirs,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor,  upon  trust,  that  they 
and  their  heirs  should  yearly  employ  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  or  of  any 
quarry  that  might  be  found  therein,  amongst  the  poorest  and  most  impotent 
people  inhabiting  the  town  and  parish  of  Dronfield,  on  Good  Friday,  by  the 
advice  of  the  vicar  and  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being, 
so  that  the  said  distribution  might  be  made  according  to  the  necessities  of  the 
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said  poor,  and  that  such  as  had  the  greatest  want  might  have  the  greatest 
portion  ; and  it  was  thereby  provided,  that,  whenever  occasion  should  require, 
either  by  the  deaths  of  the  said  parties,  or  their  removal  from  the  said  parish, 
the  said  trustees  should  convey  the  said  premises  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
manor,  to  the  use  of  six  of  the  best  and  most  honest  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish,  to  be  nominated  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  and  their  heirs. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  lflth  and  20th  July  1796, 
between  Elizabeth  Rotheram,  lady  of  the  manor  of  Dronfield,  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Bourne,  Michael  Shawe,  esquire,  and  four  others,  of  the 
parish  of  Dronfield,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  said  deed  poll,  and  that 
the  said  lord  of  the  manor  had  granted  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Thomas 
Fanshawe,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  according 'to  the  custom  of  the  said 
manor,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  that  all  the  said  trustees  had  long  since 
died,  and  it  could  not  be  discovered  who  was  heir  at  law  of  the  survivor ; the 
said  Elizabeth  Rotheram,  for  vesting  the  said  premises  in  a competent  number 
of  trustees,  granted  the  same  to  the  said  Lawrence  Bourne  and  the  other 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the 
said  recited  deed  poll. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2.5th  and  26th  March  ISO!-, 
Joseph  Milnes  and  James  Wilson,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  granted  the 
premises  above  mentioned  to  Thomas  Ward,  John  Lowe,  George  Pearson  (since 
deceased),  Joseph  Hobson,  George  Bland,  and  John  Unwin,  and  their  heirs, 
trustees,  appointed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  at  a meeting  called  for 
the  purpose,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  deed  poll  of  1622. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of  the  following  lands,  situate 
in  Dronfield  quarter  : 


1. — An  undivided  portion  of  a field  called  The  Great  Finney,  containing  1 a.  & gp.  now 
in  the  occupation  of  the  representatives  of  the  late  Joseph  Cecil,  esquire,  who  held  the  same 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  2/.  he  having  been  the  owner  of  the  rest  of  the  field. 


2. — A field,  called  Hall  Rose,  containing  ------ 

Part  of  Three  Acre  Close,  tthe  residue  of  which  belongs  to  More- 
wood’s  charity,  containing  ------- 

A close,  called  Spring  Field,  or  Long  Field,  containing  - 
A close,  called  Mill  Meadow  -------- 
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These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  Peter  Slack,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a high  rent  of 
11/.  1 1 s. 


By  indenture,  bearing  date  31st  July  1799,  between  Michael  Shore,  Joseph 
.Milnes,  James  W7ilson  and  William  Rowland,  the  then  surviving  trustees  of 
this  charity,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Evans,  of  Dronfield,  stone-mason, 
of  the  other  part ; the  said  trustees  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Evans,  his 
executors,  &c.  all  the  stone,  or  beds  of  stone  and  slate,  under  a dole  in  the 
close  called  The  Three  Acres,  and  the  dole  in  the  close  called  The  Hall  Rose, 
with  liberty  to  get  the  said  stone  and  slate,  by  digging,  making  and  sinking  pits 
and  other  usual  and  customary  methods  of  working,  to  make  soughs,  drains  and 
watercourses,  for  laying  the  said  stone  and  slate  dry,  through  any  part  of  the 
said  doles,  and  to  lay  the  said  stone  and  slate  on  the  surface  thereof,  until  the 
same  should  be  disposed  of,  and  to  lay  earth,  soil,  and  rubbish  thereon,  in 
the  same  manner  as  was  usual  and  customary  in  like  cases,  and  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  country ; and  also  to  make  and  use  all  the  necessary  and 
customary  roads  over  the  said  doles  from  the  pits  and  quarries,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  away  the  said  stone  and  slate,  doing  as  little  damage  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  would  admit  of ; and  the  said  Thomas  Evans  covenanted  and  agreed 
to  pay  150/.  for  every  acre  of  stone  got,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  greater 
or  less  quantity  than  an  acre  ; the  ground  from  whence  the  stone  should  have 
been  got,  to  be  measured  every  year,  the  day  before  Good  Friday,  and  to  pay  to 
the  said  trustees  the  money  due  in  respect  thereof,  on  such  Good  Friday. 

The  interest  in  the  contract  above  mentioned,  came,  upon  the  death  of 
Thomas  Evans,  to  one  of  his  sons,  Carver  Evans,  who  still  enjoys  the  benefit 
thereof;  and  since  1804,  40/.  \7  s.  10c/.  has  been  paid  to  the  trustees  for  stone 
got  therein,  at  the  rate  of  150/.  per  acre,  being  about  7 \d.  a square  yard, 
which  is  stated  to  be  a fair  price. 


The 
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The  trustees  have  been  desirous  of  purchasing  Evans’s  interest  in  the  stone  Dronfield. 

quarries,  under  an  erroneous  impression  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  land  itself  - — 

as  it  became  cleared  of  the  stone  ; and  for  this  purpose,  they  have  lately  reserved  Ban^sJj.^l^rlty’ 
a small  balance  every  year,  the  accumulation  of  which,  in  April  1826,  amounted  , €<m  ‘"uc  > 

to  9 /.  85.  Considering,  however,  the  terms  of  the  contract  made  with  Thomas 
Evans  in  1799,  and  of  which  the  trustees  are  now  apprised,  there  seems  to  be 
no  further  necessity  for  making  this  reservation  ; and  the  balance  in  hand, 
subject  to  such  expenses  as  may  have  been  incurred  in  taking  legal  advice  on 
the  subject  of  the  stone  quarries,  ought  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor. 

In  181.5  some  timber  was  sold,  the  clear  produce  of  which,  being  19 /.  5 s., 
was  carried  to  the  general  account. 

The  trustees  meet  in  the  week  before  Good  Friday,  every  year,  when  the 
rents  are  paid  by  the  tenants;  and  at  the  same  time,  any  incidental  expenses 
are  defrayed.  Of  the  annual  income,  65.  is  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Little 
Barlow ; and  the  residue  (except  the  balance,  which,  since  1823,  has  been 
permitted  to  accumulate  for  the  purposes  already  mentioned)  is  divided  into 
four  equal  parts,  for  the  four  quarters  of  the  parish. 

These  several  shares  are  distributed  to  the  poor,  by  the  trustees,  in  the  quarter 
in  which  they  respectively  reside,  and,  if  in  any  one  there  is  no  resident  trustee, 
by  some  other  inhabitant  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  distribution  in  each  quarter  takes  place  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  lists 
are  produced  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees,  in  the  following  year. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  Joseph  Hobson,  junior,  who  was  appointed  treasurer 
in  1801. 

Revell’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  13th  June  1659,  between  John  Revell,  of  the  Revell’s  Charity, 
one  part,  and  George  Bullock,  esquire,  Rowland  Eyre,  Andrew  Morewood 
and  Anthony  Bright,  of  the  other  part;  reciting,  that  the  said  John  Revell, 
by  virtue  of  an  indenture  of  lease,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  Anthony  Blythe, 
bearing  date  24th  April,  38  Elizabeth,  and  of  divers  mesne  assignments  thereof, 
was  lawfully  possessed  of  a close,  called  The  Nether  Deck  Ridding,  containing 
by  estimation  five  acres  and  a half,  in  the  parish  and  manor  of  Dronfield,  and 
of  another  close,  called  The  Over  Deck  Ridding,  containing  by  estimation 
two  acres  and  a half,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years,  commencing  from  Lady-day 
preceding  the  date  of  the  said  indenture;  the  said  John  Revell  assigned  to  the 
said  George  Bullock  and  others,  their  executors,  &c.  the  said  premises,  and  the 
said  indenture  of  lease,  upon  trust  'hat  they  and  their  executors,  &c.  should, 
after  the  decease  of  the  said  John  Revell,  with  the  assistance  of  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  pay  and  distribute  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  yearly,  on  the  feast  of  Saint  John  Baptist  and  Christmas-day, 
amongst  such  poor  people  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Dronfield,  as  they 
should  think  most  needful  to  be  relieved. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  14th  April  1814,  Samuel  Shore  the  elder,  esq. 
as  the  surviving  trustee,  under  a deed,  bearing  date  3d  December  1771 » 
assigned  the  said  premises  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  1000  years,  to 
Samuel  Shore  the  younger,  and  Sydney  Shore,  esquires,  the  Rev.  William 
Spencer,  vicar  of  Dronfield,  John  Hill,  (since  deceased),  James  Wilson  the 
younger,  John  Unwin,  George  Bland,  and  Jonathan  Ward,  upon  the  trusts  above 
mentioned  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced 
to  three,  the  survivors  should  appoint  so  many  other  fit  persons  to  be  trustees 
with  them,  as  should  make  up  the  number  of  eight,  and  that  an  assignment 
should  be  made  accordingly. 

The  closes  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1659,  being. now  divided  into  three,  and 
containing  about  nine  acres,  are  in  the  occupation  of  Paul  Holmes,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a high  rent  of  14  /. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  vicar  half-yearly,  shortly  before  Midsummer  and 
Christmas-days,  and  the  amount,  after  deducting  a sum  of  about  45.  or  4.9.  (id. 
which  is  set  apart  and  distributed  to  the  poor  of  Little  Barlow,  is  divided  into 
four  equal  portions ; and  the  trustees  resident  in  each  quarter,  distribute  one 
portion  about  Midsummer  day  and  Christmas-day,  in  sums  varying  from  15.  to 
4s.  amongst  the  poorest  people  of  their  respective  quarters. 

A book  is  kept  by  the  vicar,  in  which  the  particulars  of  the  distribution  each 
half  year  are  entered. 

I he  trustees  meet  occasionally,  but  at  no  stated  periods. 
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Hall’s  Charity. 

Dronfield.  Dorothy  Hall,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  19th  June  1711,  directed  her execu- 

tors,  Paul  Webster  and  Robert  ’Belt,  to  lay  out  the  sum  of  100 1.  to  which  she 

Hall’s  Chanty.^  was  entitled  under  her  marriage  settlement,  in  a purchase  of  lands,  and  to  pay 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  yearly,  in  manner  following,  viz. ; 4 /.  thereof  to 
such  minister  as  should  be  licensed  to  preach  at  the  parish  church  of  Dronfield, 
provided  he  should  preach  therein  four  sermons,  yearly,  viz. ; on  Good  Friday, 
and  the  feasts  of  Saint  Philip  and  Saint  James,  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  and  Saint 
Michael  the  Archangel  ; and  the  residue  thereof  for  the  buying  of  good  whole- 
some bread,  to  be  equally  distributed  at  the  said  church,  on  the  days  on  which 
such  sermons  should  be  preached,  amongst  such  poor  people  of  the  parish  of 
Dronfield.  as  should  decently  attend  divine  service  there  on  those  days,  at  the 
discretion  of  her  said  executors,  and  the  survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  or  whom 
they  should  appoint  ; and  she  directed,  that  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  should 
be  paid,  until  such  purchase  should  be  made. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  whether  this  sum  was  ever  laid  out 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  testatrix  ; and  in  the  table  of  benefactions  in 
the  church,  it  is  stated,  that  in  1711,  Dorothy  Hall,  relict  of  Richard  Hall,  left 
155.  per  annum,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  yearly,  on  Good  Friday  ; it  having 
been  previously  stated  in  the  same  table,  that  in  1709,  the  above-mentioned 
Richard  Hall  left  1 1.  per  annum,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  the  24th  June, 
and  5 s.  in  bread,  to  be  given  among  the  poor  that  should  be  then  at  church. 

In  conformity  with  the  statement  in  the  table  of  benefactions,  the  vicar 
receives  annually  the  sum  of  2/.  as  the  gifts  of  Dorothy  and  Richard  Hall ; and 
retains  1/.  15  5.  for  preaching  two  sermons,  one  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  other 
on  Midsummer-day,  when  he  also  distributes  5 s.  in  bread  to  the  poor. 

The  payment  is  made  by  the  agent  for  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  we  are 
given  to  understand,  that  it  is  considered  as  being  charged  on  a farm  in  the 
parisn  of  Cnesterfield,  purchased  of Wilkinson,  esquire. 

Morewood’s  Charity. 

Morewood’s  Bv  indenture,  bearing  date  26th  January  1686,  (as  recited  in  a subsequent 
Charity.  deed  o lassignment  in  1S04,)  between  Andrew  Morewood,  of  the  first  part, 
and  Joseph  Morewood,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said 
Andrew  Morewood,  by  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date  11th  September,  38 
Elizabeth,  made  by  Anthony  Blythe  to  James  Bailey,  and  by  divers  mesne 
assignments,  became  possessed  of  the  two  Fond  Closes,  and  a little  dole  adjoin- 
ing to  the  Hallows  Gate,  and  a parcel  of  land  called  The  Broad  Dole,  lying  in 
the  Tongs  ; a dole  in  a close  called  The  Three  Acre  Close,  and  a dole  called 
The  Slade  Dole,  all  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  containing  by  estimation, 
14  acres,  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  1000  years ; the  said  Andrew  Morewood 
granted  and  assigned  to  the  said  Joseph  Morwood,  and  others  their  executors, 
&c.  the  said  closes,  doles  and  parcels  of  land,  (except  and  reserving  to  himself, 
his  executors,  &c.  liberty  to  sink  pits,  and  to  get  the  coals,  stones,  or  any  other 
minerals  to  be  found  upon  the  said  premises,)  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term 
of  1000  years,  upon  trust,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Andrew  Morewood,  to 
pay  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  the  sum  of  2/.  to  the  vicar  of  Dron- 
field, for  preaching  two  sermons  in  the  parish  church,  on  the  25th  March  and 
30th  November ; and  also  to  pay  to  the  town  and  quarter  of  Dronfield,  four 
nobles,  and  to  Unstone  and  Coal  Aston,  four  nobles  each,  to  teach  and  instruct 
such  poor  children  within  such  places,  whose  parents  or  friends  should  not  be 
able  of  themselves  to  maintain  them  with  schooling,  from  knowing  their  letters, 
and  so  on  in  the  English  tongue,  until  they  should  be  able  to  read;  and  that 
they  should  pay  the  overplus  to  the  poor,  aged  and  impotent  people  of  Coal 
Aston,  for  and  towards  their  better  relief  and  maintenance  ; and  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  three  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should 
convey  and  assign  the  said  premises  to  five  others,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
survivors. 

These  premises  appear  to  have  been  assigned  to  trustees,  from  time  to  time  ; 
and  by  indenture  bearing  date  17th  February  1804,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Short 
and  Thomas  Smith,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  assigned  the  said  premises  to 
Joseph  Cecil,  Joseph  Colley,  Joseph  Hobson,  William  Booth  and  George  Cain, 
their  executors,  &c.  upon  the  like  trusts. 

Of  the  trustees  above  named,  William  Booth  and  Joseph  Hobson  are  the  only 

survivors  ; 
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survivors  ; but  a new  deed  of  assignment  whereby  three  new  trustees  are  to  be 
appointed,  is  in  preparation. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of  the  following  lands  in 
Dronfield  quarter : —

The  whole  of  these  premises  are  let  to  George  Turner,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a good  rent  of  10/.  105. 

George  Moore,  as  the  heir  or  representative  of  Andrew  Morewood  the  donor, 
under  the  power  reserved  in  the  deed  of  1686,  lets  the  right  of  getting  stone 
upon  this  land  ; several  different  places  have  been  opened  for  digging  stone,  and 
it  is  stated,  that  the  land  is  much  injured  thereby.  It  is  intended  to  apply  to 
Mr.  Moore  for  some  compensation  for  the  damage  done. 

A small  quantity  of  timber  was  cut  in  1819,  the  produce  of  which  amounted 
to  SI.  13^.  (id.,  and  was  brought  to  the  general  account. 

Out  of  the  rent  there  is  paid  2/.  yearly  to  the  vicar,  for  preaching  a sermon 
on  the  25th  March  and  30th  November,  and  1/.  6s.  8 d.  to  each  of  three  school- 
mistresses in  Dronfield,  Unstone  and  Coal  Aston.  Each  schoolmistress  instructs 
six  poor  children,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  from  the  places  above  mentioned, 
a small  payment  being  made  by  their  parents  to  make  up  the  usual  quarterage. 

The  residue  of  the  rents,  excepting  a sum  of  about  5 s.  for  the  expenses 
incurred  at  the  time  of  distribution,  and  except  a small  balance  which  has  been 
reserved  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  is  distributed  by  Joseph  Hobson, 
one  of  the  trustees,  with  the  assistance  of  one  or  more  of  the  principal  inha- 
bitants, amongst  poor  persons  of  Coal  Aston  ; the  proportion  of  the  produce 
of  Banks’s  charity  appropriated  to  this  place,  being  distributed  at  the  same  time  ; 
the  sums  given  away  vary  from  about  5s.  to  125. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  Joseph  Hobson,  with  the  names  of  the  persons 
receiving  the  charity.  In  March  1827,  there  was  a balance  in  his  hands,  after 
the  distribution  of  the  last  year’s  rent,  of  7 /•  45.  6.,  which  had  been  reserved 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  new  trust  deed. 

Cooper’s  Charity. 

George  Cooper,  bv  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  September  1763,  gave  to  the 
vicar  and  chuchwardens  of  Dronfield  quarter  and  the  Nether  quarter,  and 
their  successors,  the  sum  of  2 1.  125.,  to  be  issuing  to  them  yearly,  forever, 
out  of  his  estate  at  Ditch-lane,  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  in  trust,  that  they 
should  lay  out  the  same  in  bread,  and  distribute  amongst  twelve  poor  people  on 
every  Sunday  twelve  penny  loaves  ; the  first  distribution  to  be  made  to  the  poor 
of  Dronfield  quarter,  the  second  to  those  of  Unstone  quarter,  and  the  third 
to  those  of  Coal  Aston  quarter,  and  so  alternately,  for  ever ; and  he  charged 
his  house,  smithy,  and  five  closes  at  Ditch-lane,  with  the  payment  of  the 
said  yearly  sum,  and  directed  that  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  should  raise 
the  said  annual  sum  thereon  by  distress,  in  case  of  the  same  being  unpaid. 

The  tenant  of  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  called  The  Ditch-lane  farm, 
now  the  property  of  F.  Chantry,  William  Hollingworth  and Raney,  pro- 

vides one  shilling’s  worth  of  bread  every  Sunday,  which  is  distributed  every 
Sunday  at  the  church  to  twelve  poor  persons,  inhabitants  of  Dronfield,  Unstone, 
and  Coal  Aston,  in  rotation,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor’s  will. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne  ; for  which 
see  parish  of  Bakewell. 

One  share  is  disposed  of  amongst  the  poor  of  the  quarters  of  Dronfield  and 
of  Unstone,  and  Coal  Aston  ; the  other  quarters  of  Homsfield,  and  of  Dore  and 
Totley,  having  each  a distinct  share. 
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Dronfield.  LOST  CHARITIES.

Taylor’s  Charity. 

Dronfield  Quarter.  Thomas  Taylor,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  April  1 681 , gave  all  his 
7 — 7 . houses,  lands  and  tenements,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  to  the  overseers  of  the 
ay  ors  Charily.  pOQ1,  Qp  Dronfjeld,  anc^  their  successors,  to  the  intent  that  they  should,  with  the 
yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof,  put  forth  one  or  more  poor  children,  of  the 
town  or  quarter  of  Dronfield,  to  be  apprentices,  yearly,  to  any  lawful  trades  ; 
and  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  Andrew  Morewood,  of  Hallows,  and  John 
Dane,  of  Gunstone,  and  their  heirs,  should  have  the  ordering  and  oversight,  to 
see  the  due  performance  of  that  his  will  and  mind  concerning  the  putting  forth  of 
such  apprentices,  and  to  see  that  the  said  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  their 
successors,  should  not  let  or  demise  the  premises  for  any  longer  term  than  21 
years,  and  at  the  full  and  improved  value,  or  else  the  demise  to  be  void. 

We  have  considered  ourselves  precluded  from  making  any  further  inquiry  into 
this,  by  the  appointment  of  special  visitors. 

Richardson’s  Charity. 

Richardson’s  Elizabeth  Richardson,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  18th  March  1684,  gave  the 
Charity.  two  j0]es  lying  at  Slades,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Bunting  Slades 
Doles,  and  the  two  lands  then  in  the  possession  of  Edward  Bunting,  of  Wood- 
house,  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  and  their  successors; 
the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  disposed  of  as  follow,  viz.  the  first 
half  year’s  rent  due  after  her  death  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish, 
and  his  successors,  for  ever,  for  the  preaching  of  a sermon  yearly,  on  the  5th 
of  August ; the  other  half-year’s  rent  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens 
of  the  town  or  quarter  of  Dronfield,  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  for  two  coats, 
for  two  of  the  poorest  and  oldest  women  inhabiting  within  the  town  of  Dronfield  ; 
and  that  her  charity  might  be  faithfully  executed,  she  willed  that  her  executors 
should  deliver  to  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens,  the  writing*  belonging  to 
the  said  two  doles,  to  be  put  into  the  public  chest  belonging  to  the  parish 
church  of  Dronfield,  there  to  be  preserved  for  ever  for  the  said  uses. 

There  are  two  doles  of  land,  now  called  Richardson’s  Dole,  containing 
3r.  ISp.  ; and  Sload’s  dole,  containing  1 r.  38  p.,  forming  parts  of  two  different 
fields,  the  property  of  Vincent  Eyre,  esquire.  These  doles  are  let  by  the  church- 
wardens, and  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  James  Ward,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  36s.  One  moiety  of  the  rent  is  paid  annually  to  the  vicar,  for 
preaching  a sermon  in  the  parish  church,  on  the  5th  August ; the  other  moiety 
is  laid  out  annually  in  the  purchase  of  four  stuff  gowns,  which  are  given  to  four 
poor  women  of  Dronfield  quarter,  selected  by  the  churchwardens. 


Dale’s  Charity. 

Dale’s  Charity.  It  is  stated,  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Elizabeth  Dale,  by  will,  bearing 
date  February  18th,  1743,  proved  in  the  court  of  Exchequer  of  York,  gave  the 
yearly  sum  of  10  s.  to  ten  poor  widows  of  Dronfield  quarter,  forever,  to  be  paid, 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  certain  houses  in  Dronfield,  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being,  and  to  be  by  them  equally 
distributed  on  St.  Andrew’s  day. 

The  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  annually  by  Thomas  Thorpe,  the  owner  of  several 
small  cottages  in  Dronfield,  on  the  day  before  Christmas-day,  to  the  vicar,  who 
distributes  the  same  on  the  following  day  equally  amongst  ten  poor  widows  of 
Dronfield  quarter,  selected  by  himself. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  COAL  ASTON. 

Kent’s  Charity. 

Coal  Aston.  Thomas  Kent,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  8th  July  1695,  gave  to  the  inhabitants 

, — 7 . of  the  town  of  Coal  Aston,  the  sum  of  100/.,  and  directed  that  his  executrix 
ents  Chant).  s}10u|cj  pay  interest  for  the  same  to  two  or  more  of  the  most  substantial  inha- 
bitants of  Coal  Aston,  until  they  could  conveniently  purchase  lands  therewith, 

for 
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for  the  following  uses,  viz.  that  the  inhabitants  should,  with  the  rent  thereof, 
put  forth,  yearly,  one  or  more  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Coal  Aston ; and 
for  want  or  such  poor  children  so  to  be  put  forth,  that  the  same  should  be  dis- 
tributed at  the  discretion  of  two  or  more  of  the  substantialest  of  the  said  inha- 
bitants, among  the  most  needy  poor  belonging  to  the  said  town  of  Coal  Aston  ; 
and  he  directed  that  the  apprentices  should  be  put  forth  into  some  other  parish, 
and  not  into  the  parish  of  Dronfield  ; and  he  declared  that  the  said  bequest  was 
on  condition  that  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Dronfield  should 
not  impose  any  apprentice  upon  his  heirs  or  their  tenants,  or  on  any  person 
who  should  have  the  possession  of  his  house  and  estate  of  Povey. 

The  property  now  held  in  trust  for  the  charity,  consists  of  a house,  barn  and 
cowhouse,  and  several  closes,  situate  at  Moor  Top,  in  Coal  Aston,  and  con- 
taining, together  with  an  allotment  made  on  the  inclosure  of  the  commons  in 
Coal  Aston,  (Ja.  3r.  Ip. 

These  premises  are  now  let  on  lease,  for  the  term  of  11  years,  from  Lady-day 
1826,  to  George  Cowley,  at  a good  rent  of  1 6 /.  This  lease  was  granted  on  the 
expiration  of  a former  lease,  for  a term  of  11  years,  at  the  same  rent.  The 
lessee  is  bound  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair;  but  it  has  been  agreed  that  he 
shall  be  allowed  10/.  out  of  the  first  year’s  rent  towards  the  repairs  of  the 
house,  which  is  in  bad  condition. 

The  letting  of  this  farm,  and  the  collecting  of  the  rents,  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  William  Parker  and  Charles  Alsop,  who  were  nominated  trustees  about 
the  year  1815,  at  a meeting  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Coal  Aston;  but  it 
does  not  appear  in  whom  the  legal  estate  is  vested. 

The  rents  are  paid  over  to  the  overseer,  and  poor  boys  of  Coal  Aston  are 
occasionally  placed  out  apprentices  therewith,  and  whatever  remains  undis- 
posed of  in  this  manner,  is  distributed  by  the  overseer  in  the  course  of  the  year 
to  poor  persons  of  Coal  Aston  who  do  not  receive  weekly  relief,  in  sums  usually 
varying  from  10  s.  to  1 /.  10s. 

It  appears  by  the  accounts,  that  in  the  last  ten  years  two  boys  only  have 
been  placed  out  apprentices,  one  in  1817,  and  the  other  in  1822;  the  expenses 
of  the  former  amounted  to  12/.  18s.  <Jd.,  and  of  the  latter  to  7 /.  10s.  It  is 
stated,  that  whenever  a boy  can  be  found  willing  to  be  bound  apprentice,  a pre- 
ference is  given  to  this  mode  of  applying  the  charity. 

The  overseer  renders  an  account  annually  to  the  acting  trustees. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  UNSTONE. 

Curtys’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Curtys , by  his  will,  bearing  date  22d  April  1701,  gave  to  the 
churchwarden  and  overseer  of  Unstone  quarter,  as  the  same  was  divided  from 
Coal  Aston,  the  sum  of  100/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  a purchase  of  lands,  to  raise 
the  yearly  payments  following,  viz. : — 40s.  thereof  yearly  to  the  vicar  of  Dron- 
field for  the  time  being  ; 30s.  more  yearly  towards  putting  out  apprentices  of 
the  poorest  boys  in  Unstone;  and  30s.  residue  thereof,  to  be  bestowed  by  the 
said  overseer  upon  the  most  aged  and  necessitous  poor  in  Unstone  ; and  bills  to 
be  shewed  yearly  to  the  neighbourhood,  of  the  distribution  thereof  to  the  poor 
persons,  by  the  said  overseer  and  his  successors,  who  he  directed  should  yearly 
collect  the  money  and  pay  out  the  same,  as  above  bequeathed  : And  he  further 
directed,  that  three  or  four  of  the  substantial  freeholders  in  Unstone  liberty 
should  take  care  about  the  laying  out  the  said  100/.  in  the  making  such  pur- 
chase, as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be,  after  the  decease  of  his  mother. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  September  1712, 
between  Alice  Atkin,  widow,  and  Josiah  Atkin,  and  Ann  his  wife,  of  the  first 
part;  John  Latham,  churchwarden,  and  Francis  Chantrey,  overseer  of  Unstone, 
of  the  second  part ; Robert  Good,  Robert  Clark  and  John  Sprentall,  described 
as  substantial  freeholders  in  Unstone,  of  the  third  part ; and  Robert  Turner,  of 
the  fourth  part;  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  120/. 
being  the  amount  of  the  above  mentioned  legacy  with  interest,  conveyed  to 
the  said  John  Latham  and  Francis  Chantrey  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or 
tenement,  called  Sick  House,  then  divided  into  two  dwellings,  and  the  closes 
called  the  Limepitt  Meadow,  the  Wheat  Croft,  the  Broom  Close,  and  the 
Infield,  situate  near  Himsworth,  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  to  the  intent  that  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  or  the  church- 
warden or  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Unstone,  should  receive  a clear  annual  rent 
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of  51.,  payable  half-yearly,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  with  a power  of  dis- 
tress to  the  same  parties,  or  to  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  aforesaid,  in  case 
of  nonpayment  for  the  said  yearly  rent,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  'will 
of  the  said  Thomas  Curtys. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  paid  by  Sir  William  Chambers  Bagshaw,  the  owner 
of  a farm  in  Norton,  called  Atkins.  This  sum  was,  until  1824,  paid  to  the 
overseer  of  Unstone  ; but  it  has  since  been  received  by  the  vicar,  who  retains 
the  sum  of  40s.  for  himself,  and  distributes  the  residue,  amounting  to  60s.  in 
the  payment  of  small  sums,  varying  from  (id.  to  2s.  (id.,  to  the  poor  of  Unstone 
quarter,  half  yearly. 

The  sum  of  30s.  has  not  been  reserved  for  putting  out  an  apprentice,  under 
the  impression  that  it  was  too  small  for  the  purpose. 

CHAPELRY  OF  DORE. 

Dore  School. 

Turie’s  Gift. — The  Rev.  Robert  Turk,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  May 
1720,  gave  to  the  inhabitants  of  Dore  the  sum  of  40/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  lands, 
or  put  out  at  interest,  the  annual  produce  thereof  to  be  employed  in  causing 
six  of  the  poorest  children  of  that  town  yearly  to  be  taught  to  read  English  •, 
such  poor  children,  together  with  a master  to  teach  them,  to  be  from  time  to 
time  appointed  by  the  curate  thereof  for  the  time  being.  And  he  afterwards 
revoked  the  said  bequest  ; stating  that  he  had,  before  the  execution  of  his  will, 
given  the  sum  of  40/.  to  the  inhabitants  of  Dore  for  the  like  uses. 

This  benefaction  appears  to  havebeen  considered  as  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
chapelry  of  Dore,  which  comprises  the  two  townships  of  Dore  and  Totley  ; and 
in  the  year  1747  two-thirds  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  40/.  was  expended 
n inclosing  a piece  of  common,  lying  at  Dore  Moor  side,  which  is  now  called 
the  Intakes,  and  is  included  in  the  allotments  set  out  to  trustees  under  the  Dore 
Inclosure  Act,  (as  more  particularly  mentioned  hereafter) ; and  the  rent  of  this 
land  was  paid  to  the  master  of  Dore  school,  for  instructing  children  of  the  town- 
ship of  Dore ; the  remaining  third  part  appears  to  have  been  applied  towards 
inclosing  a piece  of  land  on  Totley  common,  and  the  rent  thereof  was  till  lately 
paid  to  the  same  schoolmaster  for  instructing  poor  children  of  the  township  of 
Totley.  This  rent  is  now  applied,  as  will  be  more  particularly  stated  hereafter, 
to  the  support  of  a school  established  at  Totley. 

Dewce’s  Gift. — The  yearly  sum  ofl/.  45.  is  understood  to  havebeen  left 
by  John  Deuce,  for  the  instruction  of  three  poor  children  of  Dore;  and  that 
this  annual  payment,  as  well  as  125.  per  annum  given  by  the  same  donor  to  be 
distributed  in  bread,  and  125.  per  annum,  given  by  Elizabeth  Deuce  for  the 
like  purpose,  wras  charged  upon  lands  described  in  the  table  of  benefactions, 
as  the  houses  and  croft  purchased  of  Anthony  Carnall,  and  which  at  the  time 
of  the  inclosure,  were  set  out  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  ; a compensation  for 
these  charities  having  been  given,  as  it  is  supposed,  in  the  allotments  set  out 
to  trustees  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

By  an  Act  for  inclosing  lands  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  passed  in  the 
49  Geo.  3,  reciting  that  certain  encroachments  had  sometime  since  been  made 
on  the  waste  and  .uninclosed  lands  within  the  manor  of  Dore,  and  that  parcels 
of  land  taken  therefrom  had  been  inclosed,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
applied  for  the  benefit  of  a schoolmaster,  within  the  manor  of  Dore,  and  for 
other  charitable  purposes,  within  the  said  manor ; It  was  enacted,  That  the 
commissioners  for  carrying  the  said  Act  into  execution  should  set  out  and  allot  so 
much  of  the  said  wastes  and  uninclosed  lands,  by  the  Act  directed  to  be  divided 
and  inclosed,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners  should,  together  with  the 
said  encroachments,  be  equal  in  value  to  the  clear  annual  sum  of  30/. ; and  it 
was  declared,  that  the  lands  so  taken  as  encroachments,  and  the  allotments  to 
be  set  out  under  the  Act,  should  be  vested  in  William  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
William  Cavendish  Marquis  of  Hartington,  Sir  Sitwell  Sitwell,  baronet,  Sir 
William  Chambers  Bagshaw,  knight,  the  Rev.  D’Ewes  Coke,  George  Busted 
Greaves,  esquire,  John  Unwin,  Henry  Hancock,  Joshua  Dungsworth,  Thomas 
Hancock,  and  the  curate  for  the  time  being  of  Dore,  upon  trust,  that  they 
should  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  a schoolmaster, 
within  the  manor  of  Dore,  or  for  such  other  charitable  purposes,  within  the 
said  manor,  as  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  or  their  agents,  to  be 
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•appointed  by  writing,  should  at  a public  meeting,  of  which  notice  should  be 
given,  think  proper  and  by  any  writing  from  time  to  time  appoint ; and  it  was 
declared,  that  the  trustees,  and  their  successors,  or  their  agents,  should,  at  any 
such  meeting;  have  power  to  elect  one  or  more  new  trustees,  in  the  room  of 
any  who  should  die,  or  refuse,  or  become  incapable  of  acting ; and  also  should 
have  power  to  lease  the  said  premises  for  any  term  not  exceeding  21  years, 
without  fine,  and  reserving  upon  such  lease  the  most  improved  rent. 

The  lands  set  out  by  the  commissioners,  by  their  award,  bearing  date 
10th  April  1822,  consist  of  the  following  particulars: — Three  closes  of  land, 
called  The  Intakes,  containing  1a.  1 r.  17p.;  an  old  inclosure,  called  Roundseats, 
containing  7 a.  2r.  21  p.;  and  three  several  allotments,  containing  respectively 
10a.  2r.  13p.,  15a.  2r.  7p->  and  20a.  2r.  87p.  There  is  also  an  ancient 
school-house,  and  a garden,  and  a school-room  adjoining,  which  has  lately  been 
erected,  the  expenses  thereof  having  been  defrayed  chiefly  by  subscription. 
These  buildings  are  now  in  very  good  condition,  the  old  building  having  been 
lately  new  roofed  and  repaired,  the  expense  of  which  was  paid  out  of  the  rates 
of  the  two  townships  of  Dore  and  Totley. 

The  closes,  called  The  Intakes,  are  now  let  to  Mary  Marsden,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a good  rent  of  4/.  14s.  per  annum. 

The  close,  called  Roundseats,  and  the  allotment,  containing  10  a.  2r.  13 p. 
are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Swift,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  13/.  per 
annum. 

And  the  two  other  allotments  are  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Farnsworth,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  18/.  per  annum.  This  appears  to  be  too  high 
a rent.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  April  1827,  the  amount  of  two  years  rent 
was  due  from  him,  and  it  was  thought  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  him 
some  abatement.  The  former  tenant,  who  had  held  the  land  at  the  same  rent, 
and  quitted  it  in  1824,  was  one  year’s  rent  in  arrear,  which  he  could  not  pay, 
but  was  allowed  to  retain  it,  as  a compensation  for  the  expenses  he  had  incurred 
in  fencing  the  land,  and  bringing  it  into  cultivation. 

The  present  trustees,  with  the  curate  of  Dore,  are  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire, Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw,  G.  B.  Greaves,  J.  Unwin,  and  Henry  Hancock, 
who  were  named  in  the  said  Act  of  Parliament,  and  William  A.  Ashby,  esquire, 
D’Ewes  Coke,  esquire,  John  Reed,  esquire,  and  John  Hancock,  who  have  been 
since  appointed,  as  vacancies  have  occurred  by  death  or  resignation,  at  meetings 
of  the  trustees  held  for  that  purpose ; a memorandum  of  each  appointment  being 
entered  in  a book  containing  the  accounts  of  the  charity. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  are  held  partly  for  the  benefit  of  the  school, 
and  partly  to  satisfy  the  charities  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  Dewce,  which 
appear,  as  we  have  already  stated,  to  have  been  charged  on  land,  in  lieu  of 
which  part  of  the  new  allotments  were  set  out,  and  the  charity  of  Joseph 
Wolstenholme,  whose  legacy  of  30/.  was  laid  out  in  fencing  the  field  called 
Roundseats. 
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In  the  year  1821,  an  agreement  was  made  by  the  trustees  with  Richard 
Furniss,  the  present  schoolmaster,  that  he  should  receive  10/.  a year  for  two 
years,  that  his  salary  should  afterwards  be  increased  to  20/.  per  annum,  and  that 
out  of  the  surplus  rents  there  should  be  paid  30 s.  in  bread,  and  that  the  rest 
should  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  until  the  rents  reserved  should  exceed  30/. 
a year.  Since  Lady-day  1823,  the  schoolmaster  has  received  the  salary  of  20/. 
a year,  for  which  sum  he  instructs,  in  reading,  as  many  children  as  the  same 
will  pay  for,  at  the  rate  of  three-pence  a week.  The  children  are  appointed  by 
the  trustees,  and  are  selected  from  the  township  of  Dore. 

Out  of  the  surplus  rents,  305.  per  annum  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
bread,  a portion  of  which  has  been  distributed  by  the  trustees,  to  the  poor  at 
Dore  chapel,  every  third  Sunday  in  each  calendar  month.  This  payment  may 
be  considered  as  in  satisfaction  of  Wolstenholme’s  charity,  in  respect  of  which 
the  same  sum  had  been,  previously  to  the  general  inclosure,  applied  in  like 
manner  out  of  the  rent  of  the  Iloundseat  field. 

There  has  been  also  expended  the  sum  of  43/.  65.  3d.  in  aid  of  the  subscrip- 
tion raised  for  rebuilding  the  school.  In  consequence  of  the  loss  of  the  rent  of 
lands,  now  occupied  by  Joseph  Farnsworth,  and  the  arrears  due  from  the  present 
tenant,  amounting  to  36/.  there  was  a balance  of  35/.  15s.  3d.  against  the 
charity,  on  making  up  the  accounts  in  April  1827. 
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The  accounts  are  now  kept  by  J.  Read,  esquire,  who  was  appointed  receiver 
in  1826. 

Shepherd’s  Gift  to  Dore  School. 

The  master  of  the  school  at  Dore  also  receives  the  benefit  of  a legacy,  left 
by  Isaac  Shepherd,  who,  by  a codicil  to  his  will  annexed,  and  bearing  date 
23d  July  1811,  gave  to  the  trustees  of  Dore  school  the  sum  of  20/.  to  be  placed 
out  at  interest,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  two  poor  children  of  Dore  at  the 
same  school,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  20/.,  with  another  legacy  left  by  the  same  donor,  as  hereafter 
mentioned,  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Unwin,  and  he  pays  20.?.  yearly,  as  the 
interest  thereof,  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  teaching  two  poor  children  of  Dore, 
whom  he  appoints. 

Dewces  Charities. 

We  have  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the  school,  such  particulars  as  we 
have  been  able  to  obtain  with  respect  to  the  charities  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth 
Dewce.  These  charities  are  now  considered  as  charged  upon  the  lands  set  out 
to  trustees  for  the  school,  and  other  charitable  purposes,  upon  the  inclosure, 
though  in  fact  no  payment  has  been  made  since  that  time  in  respect  of  these 
charities,  except  to  the  schoolmaster. 

Wolstenholme’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  chapel  at  Dore,  that  Joseph 
Wolstenholme , in  1764,  left  30/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  in  bread  to  the 
poor  of  Dore,  one  Sunday  in  each  calendar  month,  with  which  sum,  and  other 
money  belonging  to  the  said  town,  were  inclosed  7^  acres  of  common,  on 
Ronset  Moor,  on  which  is  charged  30 s.  a year  for  the  above  purpose. 

The  yearly  sum  of  305.  is  now  paid  out  of  the  income  received  by  the  trustees 
appointed  under  the  Inclosure  Act  above  mentioned  ; as  stated  under  the  head 
of  Dore  School. 

Raworth’s  Charity. 

John  Raworth,  as  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  chapel  at  Dore,  by 
his  will,  bearing  date  17th  August  1804,  gave  to  the  churchwarden  and  overseer 
of  Dore,  for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  the  sum  of  20/.,  to 
be  laid  out  in  houses  or  land,  or  placed  out  at  interest  at  his  decease  ; the 
produce  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  bread  to  four  poor  widows,  or  other  persons 
belonging  to  Dore,  on  some  Sunday  in  every  calendar  month,  for  ever. 

The  sum  of  20/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  John  Barker,  secured  by  his  promis- 
sory note  given  to  the  chapelwarden  and  bearing  interest  at  5 per  cent.  The 
sum  deducted  for  the  legacy  duty,  was  made  up  by  adding  the  interest  for 
a time  to  the  principal. 

With  the  sum  of  205.  a year,  four  loaves  of  bread  are  provided,  and  are  dis- 
tributed at  Dore  Chapel,  on  one  Sunday  in  every  month,  to  four  poor  widows  of 
the  hamlet  of  Dore,  selected  by  the  chapelwarden. 

Shepherd’s  Charity. 

Isaac  Shepherd , who  was  also  a benefactor  to  the  parish  of  Norton,  and  to  the 
school  at  Dore,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  23d  July  1811,  directed  his  executors 
to  invest  the  sum  of  20/.  either  in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  some  sufficient 
security  in  their  names,  to  the  intent  that  the  interest  thereof  might  be  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  bread  for  the  poor  in  Dore. 

The  two  legacies  of  20/.  to  the  school  at  Dore,  and  20/.  for  bread,  were  paid 
to  the  late  John  Unwin,  one  of  the  executors,  and  remained  in  his  hands  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  not  having  been  placed  out  on  any  security.  His  son, 
John  Unwin,  is  the  representative  of  his  late  father,  and  has  paid  interest  on 
these  sums  at  the  rate  of  3 percent;  and  he  provides  twenty  shilling  loaves 
every  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  which  he  disposes  of  amongst  twenty  poor  persons  of 
Dore,  whom  he  selects  for  that  purpose. 

It  seems  desirable  that  steps  should  be  immediately  taken  for  investing  these 
legacies  on  good  security. 

Totley  School. 

We  have  in  our  account  of  Dore  School,  given  the  particulars  of  the  gift  of 
the  Rev.  Robert  Turie,  of  whose  legacy  one  third  being  13/.  6s.  8 d.  was  paid 
for  inclosing  a piece  of  land  on  Totley  Common. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  10  and  11  October  17-53, 
between  Francis  Lord  Middleton,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Totley,  of  the  first  part, 
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and  Edmund  Offley,  and  five  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Dore. 
Edmund  Offley  and  others,  were  the  principal  freeholders  or  inhabitants  within  T-otie  feThoo] 
the  said  manor,  and  had  rights  of  common  upon  all  the  commons  and  waste  ° continued?  ’ 

grounds  within  the  said  manor  ; and  being  desirous  of  erecting  a school-house,  v / 

and  making  a provision  for  the  teaching  of  such  children,  as  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, had  applied  to  the  said  Lord  Middleton  to  grant  such  piece  of  the  said 
commons,  as  thereinafter  mentioned  ; the  said  Lord  Middleton  granted  to  the 
said  Edmund  Offley  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  ground,  commonly 
called  The  Croft  Heads,  being  part  of  the  waste  belonging  to  the  manor  of 
Totley,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  in  trust,  for  erecting  a school  or 
school-house  upon  the  same,  and  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  school 
or  school-house,  and  of  the  premises  thereby  granted,  and  to  apply  the  same  for 
the  teaching  to  read  English,  and  in  the  Church  Catechism,  six  poor  children, 
boys  or  girls,  of  and  belonging  to  the  liberty  of  Totley,  such  as  the  said  trustees 
for  the  time  being  should  think  proper  to  nominate  for  that  purpose  ; and  it  was 
provided,  that  the  said  Lord  Middleton,  and  his  heirs,  should  be  always  trustees, 
and  whenever  two  only  of  the  other  trustees  should  be  living,  the  survivors 
should  appoint  other  freeholders  of  the  said  manor,  and  convey  the  premises 
to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  new  trustees,  and  Lord  Middleton  and 
his  heirs. 

In  addition  to  the  sum  of  13/.  65.  8 d.  paid  on  account  of  the  gift  of  Robert 
Turie,  and  applied  in  inclosing  the  land  above  mentioned,  it  appears  that 
William  Green  advanced  a sum  of  2 51.,  for  which  interest  was  paid  to  him  for 
some  years,  and  in  discharge  of  which  he  ultimately,  in  1795,  accepted  a lease 
for  21  years  at  the  rent  of  4/. 

The  original  intention  of  building  a school  on  this  land  was  never  carried  into 
effect  y and  until  1821,  when  the  Dore  inclosure  was  nearly  completed,  the  rent 
of  the  above-mentioned  land  was  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  at  Dore,  for 
instructing  six  children  who  were  sent  to  him  from  Totley.  In  1821  it  was 
determined  to  establish  a school  in  the  township  of  Totley,  and  a subscription 
was  raised  for  erecting  a building  for  the  purpose.  The  plan,  however,  has 
been  since  abandoned,  and  a school  has  been  built  by  D’Ewes  Coke,  esquire,  on 
his  own  land,  and  at  his  own  expense  ; and  it  is  proposed  to  invest  the  sum  of 
125/.,  which  had  been  raised  by  subscription,  in  the  names  of  trustees,  and  to 
apply  the  interest  thereof  in  increasing  the  schoolmistress’s  salary. 

The  land  on  Totley  Common  is  now  let.  to  Thomas  Hopkinson,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  6/.,  and  this  sum  has  since  1821  been  paid  to  a school- 
mistress, who  in  respect  thereof  has  instructed  six  children  in  reading,  without 
any  charge  to  their  parents. 

Lord  Middleton  is  now  the  only  trustee  under  the  deed  of  1753.  The 
management  of  the  land  has  been  left  principally  to  Mr.  Green,  the  nephew  of 
William  Green,  at  whose  expense  the  inclosing  of  the  land  was  principally 
effected. 

Green’s  Charity. 

William  Green,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  5th  December  1786,  devised  to  Green’s  Charity. 
William  Green,  the  son  of  his  nephew  Thomas  Green,  and  his  heirs,  his  free- 
hold houses  or  tenements,  gardens,  and  croft,  situate  in  Totley,  charged  with 
the  payment  of  12  s.  a year,  which  he  directed  should  be  laid  out  by  12 d.  each 
calendar  month  in  bread,  the  same  to  be  distributed  by  his  executor,  and  his 
heirs,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  every  such  month,  in  the  chapel  of  Dore,  to  such 
poor  persons  as  they  should  judge  proper  objects  of  charity  ; and  for  want  of 
such  heirs,  he  empowered  the  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being  to  receive  the 
said  annuity  and  distribute  the  said  bread. 

The  above-mentioned  premises  are  now  the  property  of  William  Green,  and 
he  distributes  one  shilling’s  worth  of  bread  on  every  fourth  Sunday,  at  Dore 
chapel,  amongst  poor  persons  of  Totley,  as  the  gift  of  the  said  testator. 


CHAPELRY  OF  HOLMESFIELD. 

Free  School. 

Robert  Mower,  as  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  chapel,  in  1719,  Holmesfield. 

gave  two  closes  in  Cartledge  called  The  Maggeth  Lees,  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  "T7 
teaching  ten  poor  children  in  the  English  tongue. 

At  a court  baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Holmesfield,  12th  November  17^2,  the 
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two  closes  called  The  Maggeth  Lees  were,  with  other  premises,  surrendered  by 
Joseph  Jolly,  James  Bagguley,  and  William  Webster,  to  the  use  of  Robert 
Newton,  Thomas  Lowe,  and  six  others,  upon  trust,  as  to  the  said  two  closes  to 
dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  yearly,  for  the  teaching  six  poor  children 
of  the  parochial  chapelry  of  Holmesfield  to  read  English,  whose  parents  should 
not  be  able  to  pay  for  their  instruction,  to  be  appointed  by  the  curate  and  chapel- 
warden  or  sidesmen  of  the  said  chapelry  for  the  time  being. 

These  closes  were  enfranchised  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  inclosure 
of  the  common  fields  in  Holmesfield.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent 
conveyance  to  new  trustees  has  been  executed. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  24-th  June  1801,  reciting  that  a free  school  had  been 
erected  in  the  liberty  of  Holmesfield,  many  years  then  past,  which  had  been  sup- 
ported by  the  rents  of  two  closes  called  The  Maggeth  Lees,  and  by  a moiety  of  the 
rents  of  other  lands  lately  purchased  with  the  donations  of  various  persons,  which 
were  given  on  condition  of  their  posterity  being  taught  to  read  English  by  the 
master  free  of  expense,  but  which  condition  being  found  too  general,  according 
to  the  amount  of  the  salary,  it  was  intended  should  in  future  be  restrained  in 
manner  thereinafter  mentioned  : And  further  reciting,  that  the  office  of  school- 
master being  vacant,  it  could  not  be  ascertained  in  whom  the  right  of  nomination 
was  vested,  by  reason  of  such  right  having  been  at  different  times  exercised  by 
different  persons;  and  further  reciting,  that  the  Rev.  Wm.  Pashley,  and  22  other 
persons,  parties  thereto,  being  resident  in  the  said  liberty,  and  descendants  of 
the  persons  who  in  the  year  1724-5  contributed  several  sums,  making  together 
the  sum  of  108/.  16s.  8 cl.  towards  the  erection  of  the  said  school-house  and 
support  of  the  said  school,  severally  claimed  the  said  right ; it  was  declared 
and  agreed  by  the  said  parties,  that  the  minister  of  the  said  chapel  of  Holmesfield 
for  the  time  being  should  at  all  elections  have  one  vote ; and  that  all  the  said 
descendants  of  the  said  contributors,  of  the  age  of  21  years,  residing  within  the 
said  liberty,  should  each  have  another  vote ; and  that  they  then  nominated 
Edward  Morgan  to  be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  during  so  long  a time  as 
he  should  conduct  himself  well;  and  declared  that  every  future  nomination  of  a 
schoolmaster  should  be  made  jointly  by  the  majority  of  the  said  minister  and 
descendants  of  the  said  contributors  as  aforesaid,  at  a public  meeting,  to  be  given 
notice  of  in  the  chapel  of  Holmesfield,  two  Sundays  before  such  meeting;  and 
they  further  declared  and  agreed,  that  the  number  of  children  to  be  taught  by 
the  said  schoolmaster  for  the  said  salary,  should  be  22,  ten  whereof  should 
be  those  who  should  be  chosen  by  the  minister  and  chapelwarden,  for  the 
teaching  of  whom  the  rents  of  the  Maggeth  Lees  were  specially  applicable,  and 
the  remaining  12  should  be  chosen  by  lot  from  the  children  of  the  descendants 
of  the  said  contributors,  in  the  manner  therein  particularly  expressed. 

The  sum  of  108/.  16s.  8 d.  mentioned  in  the  above  abstracted  deed,  is  thus 
accounted  for  in  a schedule  annexed  to  a deed,  declaring  the  trusts  for  which 
certain  lands,  called  The  Penny  Acres,  had  been  conveyed  to  trustees  in  1/95  : —

This  sum  of  90/.  formed  part  of  the  consideration  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Penny  Acres  ; and  by  the  deed  of  trust  executed  on  that  occasion,  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  one  half  of  the  clear  rents  should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being,  of  the  free  school  in  Holmesfield,  so  long  as  he  should  conduct 
himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees,  as  a recompense 
(in  addition  to  the  salary  he  otherwise  received,)  for  teaching  the  reading  of 
the  English  tongue  at  the  free  school. 


The 
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The  letting  of  the  closes  called  the  Maggeth  Lees,  as  well  as  of  the  Penny- 
Acres,  lias  been  for  many  years,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  William 
Lowe. 

The  former,  containing  between  seven  and  eight  acres,  and  now  divided  into 
four  closes,  are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Siddall,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good 
rent  of  11  /.  J 1 s.  9 d.;  the  sum  of  1 1 s.  9 d.  being  reserved  for  land-tax,  but  from 
which  the  land  is  now  exonerated. 

There  is  also  an  allotment,  containing  1 a.  & 27  p.  which  is  let  to  Peter 
Holmes,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  1/.  per  annum. 

The  schoolmaster,  who  was  appointed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  deed 
of  1801,  receives  from  William  Lowe,  by  half-yearly  payments,  17 /.  19  s.  10  \ d. 
per  annum.  This  sum  comprises  the  rent  of  the  Maggeth  Lees,  and  of  the 
allotment,  amounting  to  12/.  11  5.  9 d.  and  51.  8s.  1 \d.  being  something  more 
than  half  the  rent  of  the  Penny  Acres. 

In  respect  of  this  income,  the  schoolmaster  instructs  22  poor  children  of 
Holmesfield,  in  reading  English,  without  any  charge  to  their  parents  ; 10  of 
whom  are  appointed  by  the  minister  and  chapelwarden,  in  respect  of  the  Mag- 
geth Lees,  and  12  are  appointed  by  ballot,  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
deed-poll  of  1801. 

The  school  is  taught  in  the  room,  which  is  stated  to  have  been  built  in  1725, 
on  the  land  given  by  Mathias  Webster,  and  which  is  repaired  by  the  descen- 
dants of  the  persons  who  originally  contributed  towards  erecting  it.

The  Penny  Acres. 

By  deed-poll,  bearing  date  the  29th  December  179b,  reciting  that  divers  The  Penny  Acres, 
sums  had  been  given  by  different  persons,  for  the  benefit  of  certain  charities 
within  the  liberty  of  Holmesfield,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  200/.,  as  particu- 
larised in  a schedule  thereunder  written,  had  been  from  time  to  time  placed 
out  at  interest,  on  bonds  or  other  securities  ; and  that  at  a meeting  of  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants  of  Holmesfield,  held  on  the  12th  of  January  1795,  it  had  been 
unanimously  agreed,  that  the  said  sum  of  200/.  should  be  invested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  that  the  rents  thereof  should  be 
applied  in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned,  being  as  near  as  conveniently  could 
be,  in  the  same  proportions  as  the  interest  of  the  said  200  /.  had  been  divided  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  inrolled  in  Chancery, 
and  bearing  date  25th  March  1795,  between  the  Ilev.  Richard  Dodsley  and 
Thomas  Sale,  of  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  and  others,  of  the 
other  part ; the  said  Richard  Dodsley  and  Samuel  Sale,  in  consideration  of 
220/.,  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  four 
closes  situate  at  Cowleigh,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  called  The  Penny  Acres, 
containing  by  admeasurement,  10  a.  3 r.  3 p.  ; and  further  reciting,  that  of  the 
said  sum  of  220  /.,  200  /.  was  the  amount  of  the  several  donations  above  men- 
tioned, and  that  20  /.  was  made'up,  partly  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  partly 
by  money  borrowed  for  that  purpose,  which  was  intended  to  be  repaid  by  the 
next  Lady-day  ; the  said  Samuel  Shore,  and  others  to  whom  the  said  premises  had 
been  conveyed  by  the  indenture  of  the  25th  of  March  1795,  declared  that  the 
said  conveyance  was,  upon  trust  that  they  should  yearly  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  after  paying  all  outgoings,  should  pay  one 
half  of  the  clear  rents  to  the  schoolmaster,  (as  already  stated  under  the  preceding 
head);  that  they  should  pay  nine  thirty-second  parts  to  the  minister  for  the 
time  being,  to  be  applied  in  buying  bread,  to  be  distributed  every  Sunday, 
amongst  the  most  proper  objects,  at  his  discretion  ; and  five  other  thirty-second 
parts  to  the  said  minister,  to  be  expended  one-third  part  on  every  7th  of 
October,  in  buying  bread,  to  be  distributed  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the 
said  liberty,  as  the  said  minister  and  chapelwardens  should  think  proper  objects 
of  charity,  one  other  third  part  thereof,  on  every  4th  of  November,  for  the 
like  purpose,  and  the  remaining  third  part  thereof,  on  every  5th  of  November, 
in  purchasing  clothing  for  such  one  poor  widow  of  the  said  liberty,  as  the 
minister  and  chapelwarden  should  think  most  indigent  and  deserving  ; and  that 
they  should  pay  “ the  remaining  one  thirty-second  part”  to  the  said  minister 
and  chapelwardens,  to  be  laid  out  in  clothing  for  such  one  or  more  of  the  poor  of 
the  said  liberty,  as  they  should  think  most  proper  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the 
trustees  should  not  lease  any  part  of  the  said  premises,  for  any  term  exceeding 
21  years,  nor  except  for  the  best  yearly  value $ and  that  when  the  trustees 
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Holmesfield. 

The  Penny  Acres, 
continued. 
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should,  by  death  or  otherwise,  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  elect 
such  other  fit  persons,  being  the  owners  of  freehold  or  copyhold  estates,  within 
the  liberty  of  Holmesfield,  to  be  trustees  with  them,  so  as  to  complete  the  num- 
ber of  12,  and  that  a conveyance  of  the  premises  should  be  made  accordingly  ■ 
and  it  was  further  provided,  that  if  any  opportunity  should  offer  of  selling  the 
said  premises,  to  the  manifest  advantage  of  the  said  charity,  or  if  on  any  other 
account,  it  should  at  any  time  be  thought  advisable,  by  a majority  of  the  trus- 
tees, to  sell  the  said  premises,  it  should  be  lawful  for  such  majority  so  to  do, 
for  the  best  price  that  could  be  gotten  for  the  same,  either  by  public  auction  or 
private  contract,  and  in  the  event  of  such  sale,  to  place  out  the  monies  arising 
therefrom,  on  government  or  real  securities.

Of  the  parties  to  the  above  abstracted  deed,  Samuel  Shore  the  elder,  and 
Samuel  Shore  the  younger,  and  William  Lowe,  are  the  only  survivors ; and 
instructions  have  been  lately  given  to  a solicitor  for  a new  trust  deed. 

The  lands  purchased  as  above  mentioned,  called  The  Penny  Acres,  and  con- 
taining about  ten  acres,  are  let  to  George  Marriot,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  10/.

At  a court  baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Holmesfield,  12th  November  1762, 
the  following  premises  were  surrendered  with  the  Maggeth  Closes,  mentioned 
under  the  head  of  the  Free  School ; viz.  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
barns,  outhouses,  gardens,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  and  four  closes,  called  the 
Over  and  Nether  Horse  Crofts,  and  the  Nearer  and  the  Further  Hearst  in 
Holmesfield,  the  two  Lamb  Crofts,  and  the  close  called  the  Gorse,  in  Cartledge, 
upon  trust,  that  the  trustees  therein  named  should  dispose  of  all  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof  on  Lady-day,  yearly,  to  such  minister  as  should  preach  and 
perform  divine  service  in  the  parochial  chapel  of  Holmesfield  every  Sunday 
morning  and  evening ; and  that  for  every  default  in  the  performance  of  such 
duty,  the  said  minister  should  forfeit  10  s.  of  the  rents,  the  same  to  be  paid  to 
the  sidesmen  or  chapelwardens,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  of  Holmesfield,  at  their  discretion  ; but  that  in  case  of  vacancy,

9,0s.  should  be  paid  to  the  curate  performing  divine  service  and  preaching ; and 
the  remainder,  if  any,  to  the  succeeding  curate. 

The  property  thus  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  incumbent,  consists  of  a 
house,  in  which  he  resides,  with  out-buildings,  and  about  GO  acres  of  land,  in- 
cluding about  18  acres  set  out  upon  the  inclosure.  The  incumbent  has  the 
benefit  of  these  premises,  but  he  pays  10s.  for  the  poor,  whenever  he  omits 
performing  divine  service,  even  though  he  is  prevented  by  illness.

We  have  not  been  able  at  present  to  examine  the  documents  relating  to  the 
foundation  of  this  school,  which  we  are  informed  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
rector,  at  his  residence  in  Wales ; and  as  any  account  of  the  school,  without 
giving  the  purport  of  these  documents,  would  be  imperfect,  we  are  under  the 
necessity  of  postponing  this  case  for  the  present.

Foljambe’s  Charity. 

At  a court  baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Eckington,  27th  May  1762,  as  Foljambe’s  Charity, 
recited  in  a subsequent  surrender  of  1791,  Margaret  Foljambe,  widow,  sur- 
rendered a messuage,  cottage  or  tenement,  situate  at  Barlbrough  Wood  Lane 
End,  within  the  said  manor ; and  several  closes  called  the  Croft,  the  Little  Ox 
Close,  the  Great  Meadow,  the  Long  Meadow,  and  Great  Meadow,  containing 
in  the  whole  22  acres,  to  the  use  of  Obed  Foljambe,  John  Bromehead,  Jonathan 
Bromehead  and  John  Mulling,  their  executors,  &c.  for  the  term  of  500  years, 
without  impeachment  of  waste,  to  such  uses  as  she  the  said  Margaret  Foljambe 
should  by  her  will  appoint,  and  for  want  of  such  appointment,  to  the  use  of  the 
said  Margaret  Foljambe  and  her  heirs  ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  term 
of  500  years  limited  to  the  said  trustees,  was  upon  trust,  that  they,  their 
executors,  &c.  should  receive,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  the  yearly  sum  of  51. 
clear  of  all  taxes,  and  distribute  the  same  every  St.  Thomas’s  day  to  such 
people  of  the  two  several  quarters  of  Eckington  and  Renishaw,  in  such  propor- 
tions as  the  said  Margaret  Foljambe  should  during  her  life  direct,  and  after  her 
decease  in  mannier  following  ; viz.  2 s.  a-piece  to  twenty  poor  widows  of  the  said 
two  quarters,  and  the  remainder  to  such  other  poor  persons  of  the  said  two 
quarters  as  the  said  trustees,  their  executors,  &c.  should  think  fit ; and  it  was 
provided,  that  whenever  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of 
one,  that  such  survivor  should  surrender  the  premises  to  the  use  of  himself,  and 
four  new  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  him ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that 
the  persons  to  whom  the  inheritance  should  come,  should  hold  and  enjoy  the 
said  premises,  in  case  they  should  pay  to  the  said  trustees  the  said  yearly  sum 
of  5l.  on  every  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

At  a court  baron  held  for  the  said  manor  on  5th  October  1821,  the  Rev. 

Joseph  Bromehead  as  the  surviving  trustee,  under  a surrender  made  on  31st 
March  1791,  surrendered  the  said  premises  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of 
500  years  to  the  use  of  himself  the  said  Joseph  Bromehead,  the  Rev.  Frederick 
Ricketts,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford  Bromehead,  Ralph  Hodgkinson,  and 
George  Allen,  upon  the  trusts  expressed  in  the  surrender  of  1762. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  Joseph  Bromehead  and  Ralph  Hodgkinson 
are  since  dead. 

The  premises  are  now  in  the  possession  of  Sir  George  Sitwell,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  5/.  per  annum. 

This  sum  is  paid  yearly  by  his  steward  to  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Bromehead,  who 
distributes  the  same  after  divine  service  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  at  the  vestry ; 

40  s.  thereof  equally  amongst  twenty  poor  widows,  and  the  residue  to  sixty 
other  poor  persons,  in  sums  of  1 s.  each  ; the  distribution  is  confined  to  the  poor 
of  the  quarters  of  Eckington  and  Renishaw. 


Pole’s  Dole. 

The  annual  sum  of  4/.  is  received  by  the  overseer,  from  the  steward  of  Pole’s  Dole. 
-E.  S.  ( handos  Pole,  esq.  as  a charge  upon  some  part  of  his  estate.  We  have  not 
been  able  to  discover  the  origin  of  this  payment. 

The  amount  is  distributed  by  the  overseer,  to  poor  persons  of  the  quarters  of 
Eckington  and  Renishaw,  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  6d.  to  Is. 
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Bromehead’s  Charities. 

It  appears  from  the  draft  of  an  indenture  intended  for  the  appointment  of  a 
new  trustee,  that  Jonathan  Bromehead , by  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date 
14th  March  1791,  devised  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  to  the  Rev. 
Christopher  Alderson,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  John  Scales,  Dennis  Frith 
and  Thomas  Gardom,  as  tenants  in  common  : That  by  indenture,  bearing  date 
30th  April  1800,  it  was  agreed  by  the  said  devisees,  that  they  should  surrender 
the  said  premises,  with  an  allotment  on  Eckington  Marsh  belonging  thereto,  to 
the  use  of  themselves  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  dispose  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  and  allotment,  to  the  use  of  such  poor 
persons  inhabiting  the  townships  of  Eckington  and  Renishaw  as  should  be 
nominated  by  them,  or  any  three  of  them,  whereof  the  said  Christopher 
Alderson  or  Joseph  Bromehead  should  be  one,  if  resident  not  more  than  twenty 
miles  from  Eckington  ; and  that  it  was  thereby  further  agreed,  that  they  should 
appoint  some  time  and  place  for  their  meeting,  and  putting  in  execution  the 
said  trust,  and  then  choose  a receiver,  and  appoint  such  poor  persons  as  afore- 
said, to  be  partakers  of  the  said  charity,  and  in  what  proportion,  and  for  what 
time  the  same  should  be  continued  to  any  one  or  more  of  such  persons,  as  they 
should  judge  meet ; and  that  it  was  provided  by  the  said  Indenture,  that,  on  the 
decease  of  the  said  Christopher  Alderson,  his  successor,  as  the  rector  of  Eckington, 
should  be  a trustee  in  his  room,  upon  the  decease  of  the  said  Joseph  Bromehead, 
his  heir  at  law  should  be  a trustee  in  his  room,  and,  on  the  decease  of  any  of  the 
other  parties,  the  majority  of  the  surviving  trustees  should  choose  another  in 
his  room  ; the  said  rector  and  the  heir  of  the  said  Joseph  Bromehead  always  to 
be  two  of  the  said  trustees  ; and  that  the  premises  should,  from  time  to  time, 
be  surrendered  accordingly ; and  that  it  was  thereby  further  agreed,  that  the 
premises  should,  from  time  to  time,  be  let  at  the  best  yearly  value  for  terms 
not  exceeding  three  years. 

At  a court  baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Eckington,  22d  May  1800,  the  said 
Christopher  Alderson,  and  others,  accordingly  surrendered  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  their  heirs  the  said  premises,  by  the  description  of  a messuage  in 
Eckington,  with  a warehouse  or  outhouse,  and  fold,  and  a barn  and  orchard, 
and  an  allotment  on  Eckington  Marsh,  set  out  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Inclosure,  in  respect  of  such  premises,  containing  1a.  & 20p. 

It  does  not  appear  whether  any  deed  was  executed  from  the  above-mentioned 
draft;  and  the  premises  appear  to  be  now  vested  in  the  Rev.  Alexander  Craw- 
ford Bromehead,  as  the  heir  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  who  was  the  survivor 
of  the  persons  above  named. 

The  following  benefaction  may  also  be  considered  as  forming  part  of  this 
charity,  though  in  fact  the  sums  hereafter  mentioned  were  the  voluntary 
donations  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  and  other  persons  of  his  family, 
as  they  appear  to  have  been  raised  by  them  in  consequence  of  the  loss  of 
a legacy  intended  to  have  been  given  by  the  said  Jonathan  Bromehead,  the  same 
having  been  declared  void  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  as  far  as  it  was  charged 
upon  his  real  estate ; and  the  testator’s  personal  estate  having  been  found 
insufficient  for  the  payment  of  his  debts. 

In  a declaration  of  trust,  signed  by  the  Rev.  Frederick  Ricketts,  bearing  date 
30th  December  1819,  it  is  recited,  that  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  of  Eckington, 
had,  on  the  24th  April  1800,  purchased  the  sum  of  100/.,  three  per  cent 
consols,  in  his  own  name,  and  had,  by  a declaration  of  trust,  declared  that  the 
same  was  by  him  vested  and  held  in  trust,  either  to  accumulate,  or  the  interest 
to  be  laid  out  at  his  option,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Eckington 
and  Renishaw  quarters,  as  he  should  think  proper,  or  by  such  trustees,  and 
according  to  such  directions  as  he  should  appoint ; and  that  he  had,  on  the 
18th  May  1819,  transferred  the  said  sum,  and  another  sum  of  100/.,  like  stock, 
since  purchased  by  him,  into  the  joint  names  of  himself,  the  Rev.  Frederick 
Ricketts,  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford  Bromehead  ; and  the  said  Frederick 
Ricketts  thereby  declared,  that  the  said  two  sums  of  100/.  and  100/.  were 
vested  in  the  names  above  mentioned,  in  trust,  for  such  of  the  poor  of 
Eckington  and  Renishaw  quarters,  as  the  said  Joseph  Bromehead,  during  his 
life,  should  think  proper;  and  after  his  death,  for  such  of  the  poor  as  the  surviving 
trustees,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  Frederick  Ricketts,  the  rector  of 
Eckington  for  the  time  being,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  Alexander 
Crawford  Bromehead,  the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Joseph  Bromehead,  should 

appoint ; 
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appoint;  and  that  in  the  application  of  the  said  sums,  or  the  interest  thereof,  Eckington. 

they  should  particularly  encourage  such  of  the  said  poor  as  should  regularly  Bromehead’s 

attend  divine  worship  in  the  parish  church,  both  on  Sundays  and  the  occasional  charities, 

week-day  prayers,  and  would  make  such  attendance  a necessary  condition  continued . 

of  their  benefiting  therefrom, 

The  management  of  these  charities  was  left  entirely  to  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Bromehead,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  event  took  place  in  January 
1827. 

The  copyhold  premises  above  mentioned,  are  let  to  William  Moreland,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10/.  This  rent,  however,  has  not  been  regularly 
paid;  and  at  Christmas  1826,  there  was  due  from  the  tenant  15/. 

Out  of  the  income  of  these  charities,  consisting  of  the  rent  above  mentioned, 
and  the  dividends  of  the  stock,  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead  distributed  seven 
five-penny  loaves  weekly,  amongst  poor  families  of  the  quarters  of  Eckington 
and  Renishaw.  Fourteen  families  were  appointed,  each  of  which  received  one 
loaf  every  alternate  Sunday.  The  same  distribution  has  been  continued  to  the 
same  families  since  the  death  of  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead,  by  his  heir  and 
executor,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford  Bromehead. 

As  this  expenditure  falls  considerably  short  of  the  income,  a balance  has 
accrued  in  favour  of  the  charity,  which,  as  appears  from  an  account  rendered  to 
us  by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Bromehead,  amounted,  on  31st  March  1827,  t°  40/.  5 s.  Sd. 
exclusive  of  the  sum  of  15/.  due  from  the  tenant. 

It  is  proposed  to  take  immediate  steps  for  obtaining  a surrender  of  the  copy- 
hold  premises  to  new  trustees,  for  the  expenses  of  which,  part  of  the  balance 
now  in  hand,  may  be  required. 

Inman’s  Charity.  Inman’s  Charity. 

Henry  Inman,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  10th  December  171 U and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  devised  all  his  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  in  Newbold,  in  the 
parish  of  Chesterfield,  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  Eckington,  and  their  successors,  upon  trust,  with  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  to  find  and  provide  four  strong  warm  blue  gowns,  with  the  two 
first  letters  of  his  Christian  name  and  surname  to  be  set  upon  one  of  the  sleeves 
thereof ; and  to  deliver  at  Christmas,  yearly,  two  of  such  gowns,  to  two  of  the 
most  ancient  and  poorest  widows  inhabiting  for  the  time  being,  in  the  town  of 
Eckington,  and  the  other  two  to  two  such  widows  inhabiting  for  the  time  being, 
in  Mosbrough. 

The  property  thus  devised,  consists  of  a field  of  four  acres,  now  in  the 
occupation  of  James  Wilson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  6/.  IQs.  Under 
this  land  there  is  a vein  of  ironstone,  and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  (April 
1827),  it  was  proposed  to  dispose  of  it,  and  to  invest  the  produce  thereof  in  the 

funds. 

The  land  is  let,  and  the  rent  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Mosbrough 
and  Eckington  quarters,  and  the  amount  is  laid  out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of 
stuff  for  gowns,  of  which  one  moiety  is  given  to  poor  widows  of  Eckington 
quarter,  and  the  other  to  poor  widows  of  Mosbrough.  The  distribution  takes 
place  about  Christmas. 

Mosbrough  School.  Mosbrough  School- 

Joseph  Slones,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1680,  and  proved  at  Lich- 
field, devised  to  John  Morewood,  Nicholas  Stones  and  two  others,  and  their 
heirs,  a close  in  Mosbrough,  called  Middle  Beighton  Hill,  containing  four  acres, 
and  a copyhold  cottage  there,  with  a fould  and  croft,  thereunto  adjoining, 
containing  three  roods,  and  eleven  roods  of  arable  land,  lying  in  three  open 
fields  in  Mosbrough,  upon  trust,  that  they  should,  yearly,  bestow  all  the  rents 
thereof  upon  such  person  as  should  be  chosen  schoolmaster  by  the  heirs  of  the 
said  testator,  for  teaching  15  poor  children,  within  the  Bierlaw  of  Mosbrough, 
or  that  they  should  suffer  the  said  schoolmaster  to  live  upon  the  same  ; and  he 
directed,  that  the  lands  should  not  be  let  for  a longer  term  than  one  year,  nor 
except  at  the  full  annual  value  ; and  that  if  any  schoolmaster  should  misbehave, 
or  be  unfit  for  the  employment,  it  should  be  lawful  for  his  heirs  and  assigns  to  put 
in  any  other  person  at  their  free  will  and  pleasure,  as  often  as  they  should  please 
to  remove  the  said  schoolmaster,  and  as  often  as  occasion  should  require. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  20th  and  21st  January  1791, 
between  Thomas  Stones,  esq.  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Christopher

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Eckington.  Alderson,  rector  of  Eckington,  and  Samuel  Staniforth,  and  six  others,  described 

M— iffh  as  seven  of  tiie  principal  inhabitants  resident  within  the  Bierlaw  of  Mosbrough, 

School  ° of  other  part ; reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Joseph  Stones,  and  that  the 

continued.  trustees  named  therein  had  long  since  died,  and  that  the  said  premises  had 

_ , become  vested  in  the  said  Thomas  Stones  ; the  said  Thomas  Stones  conveyed 

to  the  said  Christopher  Alderson  and  others  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
all  the  freehold  lands  devised  by  the  said  testator,  and  covenanted  to  surrender 
the  copyhold  lands,  at  the  next  court  to  be  holden  for  the  manor  of  Eckington, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  freehold 
and  copyhold  lands  should  remain  in  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  together 
with  the  rector  of  Eckington  for  the  time  being,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  let 
the  same  to  the  best  advantage,  but  for  no  longer  term  than  for  one  year,  and 
at  the  full  yearly  value;  and  that  they  should  dispose  of  the  clear  yearly  rents 
by  half-yearly  payments,  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  or  should 
permit  the  said  schoolmaster  to  live  upon  the  said  premises,  for  teaching  15  poor 
children  of  inhabitants,  legally  settled  within  the  said  Bierlaw  of  Mosbrough,  in 
reading,  writing  and  accounts  ; such  schoolmaster  and  children  to  be  nominated 
by  the  said  trustees,  together  with  the  rector  of  Eckington  for  the  time  being,  at 
a public  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  vestry,  notice  thereof  being  given  as  therein 
mentioned ; and  it  was  provided,  that  if  the  trustees  present  should  be  equally 
divided,  the  rector  of  Eckington,  if  present,  should  have  the  casting  voice  ; and 
it  was  further  provided,  that  if  any  schoolmaster  should  prove  not  fit  for  his  em- 
ployment, or  he  or  any  scholar  should  misbehave,  a majority  of  the  trustees 
assembled  at  such  meeting  as  aforesaid,  should  have  power  to  discharge  such 
schoolmaster  or  scholar  ; but  that  no  order  or  appointment  should  be  valid,  unless 
entered  in  a book  to  be  kept  in  the  said  vestrv,  and  signed  by  a majority  of  the 
trustees  present ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  when  any  trustee,  except  the 
rector,  should  cease  to  reside  within  the  Bierlaw  of  Mosbrough,  his  estate  should 
determine,  and  he  should  no  longer  act  as  trustee  ; and  that  when  the  number 
of  the  trustees  should  by  death  or  removal  of  residence  be  reduced  to  three, 
besides  the  rector,  the  survivors  and  the  rector  should  forthwith  elect  such  other 
fit  persons  resiant  within  the  Bierlaw  of  Mosbrough,  to  be  trustees  with  them- 
selves, as  with  the  said  rector  would  make  up  the  number  of  eight ; and  that  the 
; aid  premises  should  be  conveyed  and  surrendered  accordingly. 

By  indenture  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  March 
1822,  between  tiie  Rev.  Jonathan  Alderson,  son  and  heir  of  the  Rev.  Chris- 
topher Alderson,  of  the  first  part ; John  Cruso,  the  heir  of  the  testator 
Joseph  Stones,  of  the  second  part;  and  the  Rev.  Frederick  Ricketts,  rector 
of  Eckington,  Luke  Staniforth,  Thomas  Hutton,  Robert  Field,  John  Cowley, 
John  French,  John  Hawood  and  George  Story  (ail  of  the  township  of  Mos- 
brough), trustees  appointed,  under  an  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery  made 
6th  June  1822,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Joseph 
Stones,  and  the  indentures  of  20th  and  21st  January  1791  ; and  also  reciting, 
that  certain  lands  therein  described,  had  been  set  out  in  respect  of  the  said 
freehold  and  copyhold  premises,  devised  by  the  said  testator,  by  the  award  of 
the  commissioners  for  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  in  Eckington,  bear- 
ing date  7th  December  1804;  the  said  Jonathan  Alderson  and  the  said  John 
Cruso,  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  granted  and 
released  to  the  said  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  the  piece  of  freehold  land,  called 
fhe  Middle  Beighton  Hill,  then  called  the  Beighton  Hill  Close,  containing 
•3  a.  I r.  20p.,  another  piece  of  land,  also  called  Beighton  Hill  Close,  containing 
1a.  1r.  20p.  ; which  said  pieces  of  land  were  formerly  in  one  close,  and  were 
afterwards  divided  by  a turnpike  road  carried  through  the  same,  to  the  use  of 
the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the 
said  Joseph  Stones,  and  the  said  indenture  of  release  of  21st  January  1791  ; and 
the  said  Jonathan  Alderson,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  John  Cruso,  cove- 
nanted that  he  would,  at  the  request  of  the  said  trustees,  at  the  next  court  to 
be  held  for  the  manor  of  Eckington,  surrender  to  the  use  of  the  said  trustees, 
and  their  heirs,  a copyhold  cottage  or  tenement,  with  the  fold  and  croft  thereto 
adjoining,  containing,  by  estimation,  3r.  & 10p.,  andan  allotment  thereto  adjoin- 
ing, containing,  by  estimation,  three  perches  ; an  allotment  on  Mosbro  Green, 
containing,  by  estimation,  2a.  1r.  20 p. ; an  allotment,  lying  near  the  said 
messuage,  used  as  a school  play-ground,  containing  one  rood ; and  an  allot- 
ment, situate  in  Street  Field,  containing  3a.  & 22p.  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  proceedings  in  the  court  of  Chancery  above  mentioned,  were  instituted 

by

indenture,  for  the  purpose  of  having  new  trustees  appointed,  and  for  the  

removal  of  the  then  schoolmaster,  who  was  directed  to  give  up  possession  of  JVIg^™lJgh 

the  school  piemises  to  the  tiuidees.  continued .

These  premises  were  let  by  tender  to  the  persons  above  mentioned,  as  yearly 
tenants,  immediately  after  the  last  appointment  of  trustees. 

5.  The  dwelling  house,  homestead,  croft  and  garden,  and  a small  allot- 

ment of  three  perches,  in  front  of  the  house,  containing  together,  3r.  & 13p. 
held  by  Richard  Marsh  the  schoolmaster,  rent  free. 

6.  — 'The  school,  and  a play-ground,  set  out  on  the  inclosure,  containing 
one  rood. 

When  the  late  master  gave  up  possession  of  the  school,  the  buildings  were 
in  bad  condition,  and  a new  school  was  therefore  built  adjoining  the  play-ground, 
at  an  expense  of  111  /.  ; and  a sum  of  about  20/.  was  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of 
the  house,  which  was  improved  by  adding  to  it  a room  adjoining,  which  had 
formerly  been  used  as  the  school. 

Towards  the  payment  of  the  expenses,  which  were  thus  incurred,  and  the 
costs  attending  the  proceedings  in  Chancery,  which  exceeded  150/.,  a sub- 
scription was  raised  to  the  amount  of  104/.  lls.  6 c/.,  and  six  of  the  trustees 
advanced  a sufficient  sum  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  amounting  to  five  sums 
of  20/.,  and  one  of  19/.  5 s.,  at  5 per  cent  interest. 

A schoolmaster  was  appointed  early  in  the  year  1823,  and  out  of  the  rents 
there  has  been  paid  to  him  a salary  of  8/.;  the  residue  thereof  having  been 
appropriated  towards  the  discharge  of  the  money  advanced  by  the  trustees, 
and  interest  thereon.

On  accoun  of  the  salary  above  mentioned,  and  the  use  of  the  premises  in  his 
occupation,  the  schoolmaster  instructs  in  reading  and  w riting  15  children  of  the 
township  of  Mo.  .Trough,  who  are  appointed  by  the  trustees. 

The  trustees  nit  1 half  yearly,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  for  the  purpose 
of  auditing  the  accounts,  which  are  kept  by  Mr.  Thomas  Hutton,  and  they  then 
examine  the  scholars  to  ascertain  the  progress  they  have  made,  and  fill  up  such 
vacancies  as  may  have  occurred  since  the  previous  meeting. 

A book  is  kept,  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  charity  are  entered,  the  minutes 
of  the  half  yearly  meetings,  and  the  names  of  the'  children  appointed  to  the 
school. 

The  master  is  allow  ed  to  take  other  children,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid* 


Ridgeway  School. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1795,  lor  the  inclosure  of  the  common  Ridgeway  School, 
fields  in  the  parish  of  Eckington,  It  was  enacted,  that  an  encroachment  then 
lately  made  on  part  of  Ridgeway  Common,  containing  by  estimation  tw  - -s. 
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near  Ridgeway  School,  and  intended  to  be  set  ont  for  the  use  of  the  master  of 
the  said  school  for  the  time  being,  in  consideration  of  his  teaching  five  poor 
children  belonging  to  Ridgeway  and  Troway  quarter,  should  for  ever  thereafter 
remain  and  be  vested  in  the  rector  of  the  parish  of  Eckington  and  the  church- 
wardens of  the  aforesaid  quarter,  and  their  successors;  the  rents  and  profits  to 
be  applied  by  them  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  master  of  the  said  school, 
during  such  time  as  he  Should  teach  such  poor  children  of  the  said  quarter,  not 
exceeding  five  at  any  one  time,  to  read  and  write,  as  the  said  rector  and  church- 
warden should  from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

Bv  the  award  of  the  commissioners,  bearing  date  7th  December  1801,  two 
allotments,  the  one  containing  2a.  3u.  5 1\,  and  the  other  25  p.,  on  which  the 
school-house  stands,  were  set  out  by  the  commissioners  to  the  rector  of  Eckington 
and  the  churchwarden  of  Ridgeway  and  Troway  quarter. 

These  premises,  with  the  dwelling-house,  are  occupied  by  a schoolmaster, 
who  was  appointed  long  before  the  passing  of  the  Inclosure  Act,  by  some  of  the 
inhabitants,  who  it  is  understood  had  taken  an  active  part  in  repairing  the  school 
and  in  making  the  encroachment  above  mentioned. 

The  master  is  required  to  keep  the  house  in  repair,  but  it  is  stated  to  be  in 
bad  condition.  The  annual  value  of  the  land  is  estimated  at  30.?.  an  acre. 

On  account  of  the  profits  derived  from  the  occupation  of  these  premises,  the 
master  instructs  in  reading  five  poor  children  of  the  quarter  of  Ridgeway  and 
Troway,  who  are  appointed  by  the  churchwarden  or  some  person  acting  for  him. 

Rotheram’s  Charities. 

In  the  will  of  Thomas  Rotheram , bearing  date  24th  April  1706,  and  proved 
at  Lichfield,  there  is  the  following  clause: 

“ Also  I give  unto  the  teaching  of  two  poor  children  in  Ridgeway  quarter, 
till  they  can  read  English,  and  then  others  to  take  their  place,  and  so  suc- 
cessively for  ever,  the  sum  of  10/.  or  for  want  of  payment  of  the  money,  to  enter 
to  the  house  in  Ridgeway,  wherein  I now  dwell ; my  meaning  is,  that  the  interest 
pay  school  wage  for  the  two  children  after  the  decease  of  my  executor ; the 
overseer  and  churchwarden  to  take  care  of  it.” 

And  in  the  will  of  William  Rotheram,  bearing  date  Gth  July  1709,  and  proved 
at  Lichfield  in  1711,  there  is  the  following  clause:  “ I give  and  bequeath  the 

house,  and  all  the  yard  and  convenience  belonging,  lying  in  Ridgeway,  or  the 
rent  thereof,  for  the  teaching  of  poor  children  in  the  upper  quarter  to  read.” 

These  benefactions  are  noticed  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  in  which  it  is  stated, 
that,  in  1706,  Thomas  Rotheram  left  his  house  at  Ridgeway,  let  (at  the  time  of 
putting  up  the  inscription)  at  10s.  a year,  for  the  teaching  two  poor  children 
to  read;  and  that,  in  'I7H,  William  Rotheram  left  his  house  and  yard  at 
Ridgeway,  let  at  7 s.  a year,  toward  teaching  two  poor  children  to  read. 

The  only  account  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  with  respect  to  the  premises 
above  mentioned,  is  from  the  information  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hutton,  who  holds  two 
houses  in  Ridgeway,  as  devisee  of  his  late  uncle,  Joseph  Hutton.  We  are 
informed  by  him,  that  an  old  cottage  in  the  village  of  Ridgeway,  supposed  to 
have  been  devised  by  one  of  the  above-named  testators,  the  site  of  which,  with  a 
small  piece  of  ground  adjoining,  contained  about  20  yards  square,  was  sold 
about  35  years  ago  by  one  William  Rotheram,  of  Eckington,  since  deceased,  to 
his  late  uncle  Joseph  Hutton  and  Robert  Turner;  that  the  purchasers  after- 
wards pulled  down  the  cottage,  and  on  the  site  thereof  erected  the  two  new 
houses  he  now  holds ; and  that  Robert  Turner  afterwards  sold  to  the  said 
Joseph  Hutton  his  share  in  these  premises  for  between  60/.  and  70 /. 

The  premises  are  now  let  by  Mr.  Hutton  at  10/.  10s.  a year. 

Considering  the  difficulties  which  might  occur  in  proving  that  these  are  the 
premises  devised,  either  by  Thomas  or  William  Rotheram  ; and  that  further 
questions  might  arise,  whether  the  original  purchasers  had  notice  of  any 
charitable  use  affecting  them,  and  whether  the  present  claimant,  or  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  late  Joseph  Hutton,  might  not  be  entitled  to  some  compensation 
for  the  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  purchase  and  improvement  thereof,  it 
seems  very  doubtful  whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  attempt  to  recover  these 
houses  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

Denham’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Elizabeth  Denham,  the  produce  of  which 
was  directed  to  be  distributed  to  poor  widows  of  Eckington  and  Clown,  on 

Saint 
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Saint  Thomas’s  day  have  been  already  stated  in  a former  part  of  this  Report, 
amongst  the  charities  for  the  parish  of  Clown. 

The  yearly  sum  of  19s.  received  for  this  parish  has,  of  late  years,  been 
improperly  carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor's  rates. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev,  Francis  Gisborne,  for  which 
see  Bakevvell. 

Parish  Lands.  * 

At  a court  baron,  held  for  the  manor  of  Eckington,  9th  September  1680, 
Margaret  Treton,  widow,  surrendered  three  closes  at  High  Bramley,  called  High 
Bramley  Closes,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  to  the  use  of  John  Gregory, 
George  Tomson,  Thomas  Turner  and  John  Hancock,  churchwardens  of  the  parish 
of  Eckington,  and  their  successors,  and  John  Cade,  William  Crawley,  Thomas 
Turner  and  John  Taylor,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  their 
successors,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabiting  within  the  town  and  parish  of 
Eckington. 

The  lands  above-mentioned  now  consist  of  two  closes,  the  Nether  High 
Bramley,  containing  2j  acres,  and  the  Upper  High  Bramley,  containing  1^  acre, 
and  upon  the  inclosure  an  allotment  of  1 r.  15p.  was  set  out  to  the  overseers 
in  respect  thereof. 

These  premises  are  let  from  time  to  time  by  the  parish  officers.  The  High 
Bramley  closes  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Hardy,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a good  rent  of  11/.  per  annum,  and  the  allotment  is  let  to  Thomas  Stagg, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  105.  per  annum. 

There  is  also  a field  containing  1a.  1 r.  22p.,  which  is  let  by  the  parish 
officers,  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Ephraim  Billam,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  4/.  4 s. 

The  rents  of  all  these  lands  have-as  long  as  can  be  remembered,  been  carried 
to  the  general  account  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  we  could  not  learn  that 
there  were  any  documents  in  the  parish,  which  would  tend  to  show  that  such 
application  is  incorrect. 

It  further  appears,  that  the  parish  were  formerly  possessed  of  certain  premises, 
for  which  a rent  of  1/.  10s.  per  annum  was  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and 
carried  to  the  account  of  the  church  rates,  and  it  is  stated,  that  there  is  no 
doubt  as  to  the  identity  of  the  premises  for  which  such  rent  was  paid.  There 
was,  however,  no  satisfactory  evidence  produced  to  us  of  the  payment  thereof 
since  the  year  I76I  ; and  under  these  circumstances,  we  apprehend  some  further 
proof  of  title  would  be  requisite,  to  enable  the  parishoners  to  substantiate  any 
claim  against  the  present  possessor. 

Lost  Charities. 

There  are  several  benefactions  mentioned  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  which  it 
is  unnecessary  to  notice,  as  they  appear  to  have  been  lost  for  many  years.

Bolsover  and  Clown,  the  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  is  paid  by  Richard  Jackson,  the  — — 

owner  of  two  fields  in  Bolsover,  adjoining  Bolsover  Moor,  and  called  the  Haines,  Wl!ksons  Charity, 
which  were  purchased  of  Lord  John  Murray. 

This  sum  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  is  distributed  to  the  pool-  by 
them  and  the  overseers,  with  the  sacrament  money.

FARISH  OF  HAULT  HUCIvNALL. 

Hardwick  School. 

Thomas  Whitehead,  by  will,  bearing  date  9th  October,  1729,  (as  appears  Hault  Hucknall. 

from  a copy  thereof  in  the  evidence  room,  at  Hardwick,)  gave  his  dwelling-  

house,  at  Moor  Heigh,  in  the  parish  of  Mansfield,  together  with  20  acres  of  land,  Hardwick  School. 
Rep.  18.  F f 3 1 or 
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Hault  Hucknall.  or  thereabouts,  lying  near  to  the  said  house,  then  valued  at  81.  per  annum,  to 

his  wife  Dorothy,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 

Hardwick  School,  0p  tiie  p00r  of  Hault  Hucknall,  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  Free 
v contmuuL  y School  of  Hault  Hucknall,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  applied  yearly,  as 
follows,  viz.  ; 105.  a year  for  buying  books,  and  the  remainder  for  the  master 
of  the  said  school,  and  his  successors,  for  instructing  of  poor  children  of  the  said 
parish  in  learning. 

The  property  above-mentioned  consists  of  a good  farm-house,  with  out- 
buildings and  a garden,  and  several  closes  of  land,  containing  21a.  1r.  9p., 
now  in  the  occupation  of  William  Raison,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 
2 31.  1 5s.  2 d.\  the  sum  of  155.  2 d.  being  added  to  the  rent,  as  the  amount  of 
the  land-tax,  from  which  the  estate  has  been  exonerated. 

71ns  is  stated  to  be  rather  a low  rent.  A windmill  stands  upon  the  land, 
which  was  erected  by  the  tenant  at  his  own  expense,  and  is  not  fixed  to  the 
freehold.  The  buildings  are  kept  in  tenantable  repair  by  the  tenant,  chiefly 
at  his  own  expense.  A small  quantity  of  timber,  which  was  cut  a short  time 
ago,  was  applied  to  that  purpose. 

The  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Hault  Hucknall  let  the  farm  and  receive 
the  rent ; the  amount  is  paid  over  by  them  to  the  master  of  a school,  which  is 
kept  at  Hardwick,  who,  according  to  an  agreement  made  between  him  and  the 
parish  officers  of  Hault  Hucknall,  expends  2 /.  a year  in  purchasing  books  for  the 
use  of  the  scholars. 

The  same  master  is  also  entitled  to  one-fourth  of  the  produce  of  the  charity  of 
John  Phillips , an  account  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  present  Report,  among 
the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Edensor  ; in  respect  of  this  charity,  he  receives 
the  ) early  sum  of  2/.  105.  as  the  interest  of  50/.  in  the  hands  of  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire;  but  this  falls  short  of  what  in  strictness  he  is  entitled  to  receive. 

In  respect  of  these  emoluments,  and  an  annual  gratuity  from  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire,  the  master  instructs  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  all  the 
poor  children,  boys  and  girls,  of  the  parish  of  Hault  Hucknall,  who  apply, 
without  any  charge  to  their  parents;  and  he  has  generally  from  20  to  40  free 
scholars,  besides  others,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid. 

The  school  is  kept  in  a house  which  the  master  rents  of  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire, and  which  has  been  lately  adapted  for  the  purpose  of  a school  and  a resi- 
dence for  the  master,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  founded  by  the  Countess 
and  Earl  of  Devonshire.

Derrey’s  Charity. 

Deirey’s  Charily.  William  Derrey , by  his  will,  bearing  date  15th  February  1?94,  after  bequeath- 
ing certain  legacies,  directed,  that  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  property 
should  be  converted  into  money,  which,  together  with  what  other  money  he 
might  have  in  cash,  or  on  security,  should  be  put  in  safe  hands,  and  that  the 
interest  thereof  should  be  for  the  use  of  the  poor  distressed  and  necessitous 
people  of  the  parish  of  Hault  Hucknall,  for  ever;  and  he  declared  his  meaning 
to  be,  that  the  said  money  should  not  interfere  or  hinder  any  pay  or  relief  to 
the  poor  from  the  parish,  but  that  the  same  should  be  distributed,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  vicar  of  Hault  Hucknall,  and  John  Shooter  and  Robert  Hodg- 
kinson,  his  executors,  to  whom  he  left  the  management  of  the  same;  and  he 
appointed  the  vicar  and  his  successors,  trustees  for  the  said  money,  with  powTer 
to  choose  one  or  two  parishioners,  to  be  trustees  with  them  when  wanted. 

In  1797,  the  sum  of  59/.  8 5.  10r/.,  which,  with  1 /.  125.  2 d.  paid  for  brokerage, 
&c.,  it  is  stated  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  testator's  personal  estate,  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  105/.  185.  2c/.  three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Ashbridge,  the  vicar  of  Hault  Hucknall,  and  the  said  John 
Shooter  and  Robert  Hodgkinson,  the  two  last  of  whom  are  now  dead. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  this  stock  still  stood  in  the  same  names;  but  it 
was  proposed  to  appoint  one  or  two  new  trustees,  and  to  transfer  the  stock  into 
their  names,  jointly  with  that  of  the  vicar. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  31.  3s.  6d.  per  annum,  are  distributed  by  the 
vicar,  on  or  about  Faster  Sunday,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  sums 
varying  from  25.  to  45.

PARISH  OF  KILLAMARSH. 

Hewitt’s  Charity. 

William  Hexvitt,  citizen  and  clothworker  of  London,  by  his  will,  bearing  Killamarsh. 

date  4th  April  1599,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  the  

same  year,  gave  to  Thomas  Hewitt,  his  son  and  executor,  100/.,  to  the  intent  IIewitt’s  Charity. 

that  he  should  therewith,  within  one  year  after  his  decease,  purchase  lands, 

which  should  be  and  should  be  likely  to  continue  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of 

51.  4^.;  which  yearly  rent  of  51.  4 s.  he  directed  should  perpetually  go  and  be 

for  and  towards  the  relief,  succour  and  sustenance  of  the  poor  of  the  parish 

of  Killamarsh,  to  be  weekly  distributed  to  them  every  Sunday,  at  the  parish 

church  there,  to  twenty-four  poor  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  for 

the  time  being,  to  every  one  of  them  a penny  a piece  weekly. 

The  sum  of  100/.,  given  by  this  will,  is  stated  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  a house  and  land  in  the  township  of  Cawthorne,  in  the  parish  of 
Silkstone,  in  the  county  of  York  ; but  the  parishioners  are  not  possessed  of  any 
title  deeds  relating  to  these  premises,  which  appear  to  have  been  from  time  to 
time  let  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  time  being.  The  trust  pro- 
perty is  now  held  by  Walter  Spencer  Stanhope,  of  Cannon  Hall,  esquire,  under  a 
lease,  bearing  date  18th  January  1812,  granted  to  him  by  George  Mallinder, 
and  George  Hutchinson,  therein  mentioned  to  be  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Killamarsh,  and,  as  such,  trustees  for  the  time  being 
of  the  premises  thereby  demised.  The  premises  are  described  in  the  lease  as 
consisting  of  a messuage,  and  five  closes  thereto  belonging,  in  the  township  of 
Cawthorne,  called  the  Killamarsh  lands,  and  a close,  late  parcel  of  the  commons 
of  Cawthorne,  allotted  on  the  inclosure  thereof,  as  the  proportion  belonging  to 
the  said  messuage,  the  whole  containing  together  15  a.  2 it.,  and  they  were 
thereby  demised  (except  minerals  and  timber)  to  Mr.  Stanhope,  for  a term  of 
twenty-one  years,  to  commence,  as  to  the  lands,  from  12th  February  then  next, 
and  as  to  the  buildings,  from  12th  May  then  next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  45/., 
the  lessee  covenanting  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

We  are  informed  that  the  land  included  in  this  lease  is  of  very  good  quality, 
that  the  rent  at  which  it  was  let  in  1812  is  about  its  fair  value  at  the  present 
time,  and  that  the  occupation  of  it  is  very  convenient  to  Mr.  Stanhope,  as 
adjoining  his  property. 

About  the  year  1807,  Joseph  Butler,  who  was  then  churchwarden  of 
Killamarsh,  Robert  Webster,  then  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  William  Radley, 
an  inhabitant  of  the  parish,  agreed  with  Mr.  Stanhope  to  exchange  the  above- 
mentioned  property  for  an  estate  belonging  to  him  ; and  it  was  proposed,  that 
this  exchange  should  be  completed  under  the  award  of  commissioners,  under 
an  Act  for  inclosing  lands  at  Cawthorne. 

At  a meeting  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  Killamarsh,  held  on  18th 
February  1808,  it  was  resolved,  That  this  exchange  should  not  be  ratified,  being 
contrary  to  the  wish  of  the  parish,  and  made  without  asking  even  the  consent 
of  any  one  but  the  parties  concerned  in  the  exchange  ; that  a petition  should  be 
drawn  up  to  the  lord  chancellor,  to  appoint  five  trustees,  the  survivors  of 
whom  should  nominate  others,  to  be  resident  in  the  parish  of  Killamarsh,  and, 
in  case  of  the  survivors  neglecting  to  appoint,  the  majority  at  a parish  meeting 
to  appoint  other  trustees.  That  the  trustees,  with  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  should  receive  the  rents  and  apply  them  ; and  that  they  should 
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dispose  of  the  wood  and  minerals  on  the  estate,  and  that  the  money  arising 
from  the  sale  should  be  invested  in  the  funds,  or  on  landed  security. 

A committee  was  at  the  same  time  appointed  to  carry  these  resolutions  into 
effect,  and  a solicitor  was  shortly  afterwards  instructed  by  that  committee,  to 
institute  proceedings  against  the  above-mentioned  parties,  concerned  in  the 
exchange.  This  was  accordingly  done,  and  on  8th  May  1811,  a decree  was 
obtained,  by  which  the  master  of  the  rolls  directed  that  the  exchange  should 
beset  aside;  that  Walter  Spencer  Stanhope,  one  of  the  defendants,  should 
deliver  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Killamarsh  for  the  time  being, 
the  estate  at  Cawthorne,  and  the  defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  to  the  plain- 
tiffs their  costs. 

In  the  following  October,  possession  of  the  estate  was  taken  under  this 
decree,  and  it  was  agreed  to  grant  to  Mr.  Stanhope  the  now  existing  lease 
thereof. 

At  a subsequent  meeting  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  in  1813,  it  was 
resolved,  That  there  being  a considerable  quantity  of  timber  on  the  charity 
estate,  which  was  taking  injury  for  want  of  cutting,  it  would  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  Killamarsh  that  such  timber  should  be  sold;  that  an  offer  should 
be  made  to  Mr.  Stanhope  of  the  ornamental  trees  ; that  the  money  to  be  re- 
ceived for  timber  should  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Parker,  Shore  and 
Blake! ock,  bankers  at  Sheffield,  to  be  invested  in  the  funds,  or  in  the  purchase 
of  lands,  at  the  discretion,  and  in  the  name  of  five  freeholders  of  Killamarsh, 
viz.  Hugh  Parker,  Thomas  Ward,  George  Mallinder,  George  Hutchinson,  and 
William  Mallinder,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  to  be  applied  to  the  same  uses  as  the  rents  ; that  such 
five  trustees  should  execute  a deed  of  trust ; that  as  the  master  of  the  rolls 
had  not  named  a receiver  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate,  Mr.  Thomas 
Ward  should  be  requested  to  continue  to  be  the  receiver  of  the  rents,  and  to 
account  to  the  committee  and  the  overseers,  annually,  at  the  time  of  passing  their 
accounts,  for  the  sums  received  by  him. 

In  pursuance  of  these  resolutions,  such  timber  as  was  fit  to  be  cut,  was  sold 
for  365  /.,  which  was  placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Parker  and  Co.,  and  still 
remains  there,  interest  at  3 per  cent  having  been  paid  by  them  for  it,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  invest  this  sum  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  as  soon  as  an  estate  can  be 
found  well  adapted  for  the  purpose. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  there  is  coal  under  the  charity  land,  which  it  is 
supposed  may  be  worked  to  advantage,  but  no  measures  have  yet  been  taken 
for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Thomas  Ward,  the  receiver,  died  in  January  1827.  His  accounts  were 
from  time  to  time  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  churchwardens,  overseers 
and  parishioners,  and  signed  by  them  at  meetings  held  in  November  1816, 
February  1819,  February  1821,  and  for  the  last  time  in  May  1822.  Mr.  Ward 
had  been  in  an  infirm  state  of  health  for  a considerable  time  before  his 
death. 

Mr.  W'ard’s  accounts  were  produced  to  us,  on  the  face  of  which  it  appeared 
that  there  was  a balance  due  from  him  to  the  charity  of  22  /.  85.  3 d.,  the  rent 
of  the  estate  having  been  received  to  August  1826,  and  the  interest  of  the 
money  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Parker  and  Co.  to  March  in  the  same  year  ; but 
these  accounts  having  been  examined  by  Mr.  Thomas  Wheldon,  one  of  Mr. 
Ward’s  executors,  he  had  discovered  various  errors  in  those  parts  of  the  accounts 
which  had  been  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  parishioners,  to  the  amount 
of  47  /•  10  s.  4 d.  in  favour  of  the  charity,  which  added  to  the  before-mentioned 
sum  of  22/.  8.9.3c?.  makes  the  total  balance  submitted  to  be  due  from  Mr. 
Ward’s  estate  69/.  18  6'.  7 d.,  and  it  was  stated,  that  the  executors  were  desirous 
of  settling  this  account  with  the  parishioners,  and  paying  such  balance. 

The  income  of  this  charity  was  formerly  distributed  in  doles  of  money  half 
yearly,  but  for  the  last  15  years  has  been  given  weekly  in  bread. 

A distribution  of  sixpenny  loaves  is  now  made  every  week,  according  to  a list, 
in  which  names  are  inserted,  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  parishioners. 
There  were  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  (April  1827)  the  names  of  19  per- 
sons in  the  list,  the  greater  part  of  whom  were  widows,  and  many  of  them  in  the 
receipt  of  parochial  relief.  The  number  of  loaves  then  distributed  weekly  was 
36,  but  this  number  is  varied  in  the  course  of  the  year,  so  as  to  keep  the  ex- 
penditure as  nearly  as  possible  equal  to  the  income  of  the  charity.  The  quantity 
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of  bread  given  to  each  person  in  the  list  is  proportioned  to  the  respective  num- 
bers of  their  families. 

We  suggested,  that  a receiver  of  the  income  of  this  charity  should  be  ap- 
pointed, in  the  room  of  Mr.  Thomas  Ward,  deceased  ; that  the  balance  due  from 
his  executors  should,  when  received,  be  added  to  the  money  in  the  hands  of 
Messrs.  Parker  and  Co.,  and  that  measures  should  be  taken  without  delay,  for 
investing  the  whole  sum  in  land  or  in  the  public  funds. 

Hewitt  senior’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  Killamarsh  church,  that  William  Hewitt  (cutler) 
left,  by  will,  in  1480,  15  s.  a year,  to  be  paid  out  of  a piece  of  meadow  land, 
called  the  Town  Close,  for  ever. 

This  annual  sum  of  1 5 s.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  George  Mallinder,  as  the  owner 
of  the  town  meadow,  which  was  purchased  by  his  father,  subject  to  this  charge. 
The  application  of  it  will  be  stated  in  the  account  of  Ward’s  charity. 

Ward’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  same  tablet,  that  John  Ward  left,  by  will,  in  1609,  31.  1 Qs. 
per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  at  All  Saints  and  Candlemas,  out  of  a piece  of 
land  called  Hautcliff. 

This  annual  sum  of  31.  12  s.  is  now  paid  by  Sir  George  Sitwell,  bart.  as  the 
owner  of  the  field  called  Hautcliff,  and  is  distributed,  together  with  15  s.  per 
annum,  derived  from  the  last  preceding  charity,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor, 
usually  on  the  Sunday  after  Candlemas-day,  in  half-crowns,  amongst  the  poorest 
persons  of  the  parish,  who  are  nominated  at  one  of  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Kay’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  same  tablet,  that  John  Kay,  of  Eckington,  left,  by  will, 
in  1741,  to  this  parish,  to  be  given  every  Sunday,  ten  penny  loaves  to  ten 
poor  people,  for  ever  ; and  three  new  coats  and  three  new  gowns,  to  be  given  to 
three  of  the  poorest  men,  and  three  of  the  poorest  women,  once  a year,  for  ever, 
to  be  paid  outof  the  closes  called  the  Broad  Close,  the  Delves  and  the  Boiley. 

These  three  fields,  which  are  situate  in  the  parish  of  Killamarsh,  are  now  the 
property  of  John  Norborn,  by  whom  a baker  is  paid  for  providing  ten  penny 
loaves  every  Sunday,  which  are  sent  to  the  church,  and  are  distributeds  by  the 
overseer  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  together  with  the  bread  furnished  in 
respect  of  Sarah  Pole’s  charity,  hereinafter  mentioned.  Mr.  Norborn  also  pur- 
chases, once  in  the  year  during  the  winter,  materials  for  making  three  gowns 
and  three  coats,  which  are  given  to  three  poor  men  and  three  poor  women, 
usually  selected  by  the  parishioners  at  one  of  their  monthly  meetings. 

Mirfin’s  Charity. 

On  another  tablet  in  the  church,  it  is  stated,  that  Henry  Mirfin  left,  by  his 
will,  bearing  date  4th  May  1744,  to  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women  of  this 
parish,  payable  out  of  the  Broomhills,  in  Killamarsh,  the  yearly  rent  of  51,  to 
be  laid  out  in  coats  and  gowns  for  the  said  poor,  the  cloth  to  be  grey,  trimmed 
with  black  ; to  be  given  yearly,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  September,  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor. 

This  annual  sum  of  5 1.  is  paid  out  of  a field,  containing  about  six  or  seven  acres, 
called  Broomhills,  which  belonged  to  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Ward  and  Mr.  Tho- 
mas Toon,  in  equal  moieties.  The  field  was  occupied  by  the  late  Mr.  Ward, 
and  he  used,  during  his  life,  to  send  annually  to  the  overseer,  shortly  before 
Killamarsh  wake,  which  is  held  on  the  first  Sunday  in  September,  materials  for 
making  five  gowns  for  poor  women,  and  five  coats  for  poor  men.  It  was  calcu- 
lated, that  the  former  were  worth  6s.  each,  and  the  latter  14s.  each,  making 
together  the  sum  of  51.  They  have  been  usually  given  to  poor  persons  selected 
by  the  parishioners. 

In  consequence  of  Mr.  Ward’s  illness,  which  terminated  in  his  death,  these 
articles  were  not  sent  for  the  year  1826;  but  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  this 
omission  was  about  to  be  supplied  by  his  executors. 

Pole’s  Charity. 

On  another  tablet  in  the  church,  it  is  stated,  that  Sarah  Pole,  by  her  will,  in 
1747,  gave  30/.  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Killamarsh,  to  the  intent  that  the 
interest  thereof  might  for  ever  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  by  the 
overseers  for  the  time  being,  every  Sunday. 
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Killamarsli.  This  sum  appears,  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1?86,  to  have  been  at 

. that  time  in  the  hands  of  George  Mallinder,  and  it  is  now  in  the  hands  of 

POco«f2««/lty’  William  Mallinder,  his  son,  by  whom' the  annual  sum  of  26s.  is  paid,  as  the 

x , interest  thereof,  to  a baker,  for  providing  six  penny  loaves  every  Sunday,  which 

are  distributed  to  the  poor  at  the  church. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

School. 

School.  Turie’s  Gift. — Robert  Turie,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  May  1720,  gave 

to  the  inhabitants  of  Killamarsli,  after  his  wife’s  decease,  his  house  and  croft, 
and  a close  called  the  Six  Lands,  in  Killamarsli,  in  trust,  yearly  to  apply  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  in  causing  six  of  the  poorest  children  of  that  town  to 
be  taught  to  read  English  ; such  children,  and  a master  to  teach  them,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  minister  of  Killamarsli,  and  his  successors,  for  ever. 

The  property  given  by  this  donor  consists  of, — 

1.  — A house  and  outbuildings,  and  a croft,  with  an  allotment  adjoining, 
containing  together  about  three  acres,  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Carr,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  5 1.  per  annum. 

The  house  is  old,  and  not  in  good  repair.  The  tenant  has  borne  the  expense 
of  such  repairs  as  have  been  done. 

2.  — The  close  called  the  Six  Lands,  containing  1 a.  & 3 r.  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Hall,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  2 1.  10s.  per  annum. 

No  trustees  of  this  property  have  ever  been  appointed,  but  the  lands  have 
been  from  time  to  time  let  by  the  parishioners.  It  is  stated,  that  the  present 
rents  are  low,  but  that  the  parishioners  intend  to  take  measures  for  raising 
them  to  a fair  amount. 

Kay’s  Gift. — John  Kay,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  30th  November  1731,  gave 
a little  house,  standing  on  the  Shepcoate  Hill,  in  Killamarsh,  for  a school-house, 
provided  the  master  or  dame  should  teach  two  poor  children  to  read  in  the 
Bible  for  the  rent  of  it,  and  then  turn  off  those  two,  and  take  other  two  to  do  so 
likewise  : And  he  directed,  that  his  executor,  John  Atkin,  the  elder,  should 
choose  the  master  or  dame,  and  the  two  children  ; and  if  the  parson  of  the 
parish,  or  the  parishioners,  should  not  be  pleased  for  him  to  do  so,  that  his  said 
executor,  or  his  heirs,  should  take  the  house  into  their  own  hands,  for  them  and 
their  heirs,  for  ever. 

This  statement  of  the  will  of  John  Kay  is  taken  from  a recital  of  it  in  a deed 
poll,  bearing  date  11  tli  January  1753,  whereby  the  said  John  Atkin,  in  consider- 
ation of  5 /.,  assigned  all  his  right  of  electing  or  choosing  of  the  said  schoolmaster 
or  dame,  to  John  Bromehead  and  others,  the  trustees,  named  in  the  foundation 
deed  of  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole’s  gift,  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  their  heirs. 

The  house  given  by  John  Kay  now  consists  of  a school  only,  which  is  kept  in 
repair  at  the  expense  of  the  parish,  and  is  in  good  condition. 

Sarah  Pole’s  Gift. — Sarah  Pole,  whose  donation  to  the  poor  has  been 
already  mentioned,  by  her  will,  in  1747  (as  appears  from  the  church  tablet),  gave 
30/.  to  the  free  school  of  Killamarsh,  that  the  interest  thereof  might,  for  ever,  be 
applied  to  provide  books  for  and  teach  three  poor  children  of  the  said  parish, 
successively,  to  read  well  in  the  Bible,  to  be  appointed  by  the  overseers  for  the 
time  being. 

The  sum  of  30/.,  given  by  Sarah  Pole,  formed  part  of  a sum  of  90/.  which 
was  formerly  in  the  hands  of  John  Billam,  as  will  be  hereinafter  stated  in  the 
account  of  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole’s  gift. 

Butcher’s  Gift. — Phillis  Butcher,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  3d  June  1746, 
and  proved  at  Lichfield,  bequeathed  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  school  of 
Killamarsh,  and  his  successors,  the  interest  of  30/.,  in  case  he  should  teach  or 
cause  to  be  taught,  four  of  the  poorest  children  in  the  township  of  Killamarsh, 
in  reading  and  writing,  such  four  children  to  be  appointed  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being;  and  she  directed,  that 
her  executors,  John  Dickinson  and  William  Wilkinson,  should  lay  out  the  said 
sum  of  30/.  in  lands,  or  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  on  securities,  as  they 
should  please,  and  apply  the  produce  thereof  to  the  uses  above-mentioned. 

The  sum  of  SO/.,  given  by  Phillis  Butcher,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William 
Ward,  having  been  in  the  hands  of  his  father  and  grandfather,  and  1/.  4 s.  is 

paid

paid  by  him  as  the  interest  of  it,  at  four  per  cent ; no  security  has  hitherto  been 
oiven  for  this  sum,  but  it  is  proper  that  this  should  be  done. 

Margaret  and  Mary  Pole’s  Gift. — By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale, 
bearing  date  12th  January  1753,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  between  Margaret 
Pole  and  Mary  Pole,  of  the  one  part ; and  John  Bromehead,  Jonathan  Bromehead, 
and  eleven  others,  all  of  Killamarsh,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Margaret  and 
Mary  Pole,  for  encouraging  learning  and  educating  poor  children,  whose  parents 
should  not  be  able  to  bestow  that  charge  upon  them,  and  for  promoting  the 
school  at  Killamarsh,  granted  to  the  said  John  Bromehead,  and  others,  and 
their  heirs,  a new  erected  messuage,  dwelling-house  or  tenement,  in  Killamarsh, 
and  several  closes  of  land ; viz.  the  Pitt  Close,  containing,  by  estimation, 
1a.  & Sp.  ; the  North  Field,  containing,  by  estimation,  2a.  & 2p.;  the  Mires, 
containing,  by  estimation,  1b.  & 32p.  ; one  land  in  a field  called  Carsick 
Field,  containing,  by  estimation,  1 r.  ; and  three  butts  of  land  in  another  field, 
called  Broomhill  Field,  containing,  by  estimation,  1r.,  upon  trust,  to  apply 
yearly  the  whole  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
Killamarsh  school,  who  should  be  chosen  and  appointed  by  the  said  trustees  for 
the  time  being,  for  instructing  and  teaching  to  read,  yearly,  ten  poor  children, 
within  or  belonging  to  the  town,  liberty  or  parish  of  Killamarsh,  whose  parents 
should  profess  the  religion  of  the  established  church,  and  should  not  be  able  to 
bestow  learning  upon  them,  and  for  instructing  them  in  the  church  of  England 
catechism,  and  in  the  principles  of  religion  ; such  ten  poor  children  to  be  elected 
and  chosen  by  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being : And  it  was  provided,  that 
whenever  ten  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead  or  removed,  and  actually  live 
20  miles  from  Killamarsh,  the  surviving  or  remaining  trustees  should  elect  ten 
other  trustees,  who  should  be  Protestants  of  the  established  church,  and  convey 
the  above-mentioned  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  new  trustees. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  25th  and  26th  April  1810, 
Dennis  Frith,  Samuel  Stainiforth  and  John  Wilson  (all  since  deceased),  as  the 
surviving  trustees,  under  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  22d  and 
23d  December  1786,  conveyed  the  messuage,  closes  and  parcels  of  land, 
mentioned  in  the  deed  of  bargain  and  sale  of  1753,  which  is  therein  recited,  to 
the  use  of  themselves  and  George  Sitwell,  esquire,  now  Sir  George  Sitwell,  and 
other  persons,  of  whom  the  said  Sir  George  Sitwell,  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Bromehead, 
the  Rev.  William  Alderson,  John  Norborn,  William  Jarvis,  and  George 
Hutchinson,  are  the  present  survivors. 

All  the  above-mentioned  trustees  reside  within  20  miles  of  Killamarsh,  but 
none  of  them  in  that  parish. 

The  close  called  the  Pitt  Close,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1753,  ought  to 
have  been  excepted  in  the  conveyance  to  new  trustees  in  1810,  as  it  was  sold 
about  the  year  1744,  a part  of  it  having  been  at  that  time  required  for  the  use 
of  the  Chesterfield  Canal  Company. 

A sum  of  60/.,  arising  from  this  sale,  together  with  the  sum  of  30/.,  before 
mentioned,  derived  from  Sarah  Pole’s  gift,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  John 
Billam,  who  gave  a bond  to  the  trustees  for  the  amount,  bearing  interest  at  four 
per  cent.  John  Billam  became  insolvent  more  than  30  years  ago,  and  dividends 
were  received  by  his  creditors  ; but  the  charity  appears  to  have  derived  no 
benefit  therefrom  until  the  year  1823,  when  a sum  of  38/.  45.  3d.  was  paid  to 
the  trustees  by  the  executors  of  John  Rimington,  who  had  received  two 
dividends  from  Mr.  Billam’s  estate  ; and  a further  sum  of  18/.  was  paid  to  them 
by  George  Ward,  being  the  residue  of  another  dividend  of  30/.  from  the  same 
estate,  after  the  payment  of  12/.  for  the  expense  of  a new  trust  deed.  The 
two  sums  above  mentioned,  amounting  (after  a deduction  for  a stamp)  to  56/. 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  Sir  George  Sitwell,  who  gave  a promissory  note  to 
the  trustees,  dated  8th  April  1823,  for  the  amount,  the  interest  of  which,  at 
five  per  cent,  being  2/.  16 5.  per  annum,  is  now  received  from  the  agent  of  Sir 
George  Sitwell. 

The  residue  of  the  premises  given  by  Margaret  and  Mary  Pole  consists  of, 

1. — A dwelling-house,  out-buildings,  garden  and  orchard,  containing  a 
quarter  of  an  acre,  and  a small  inclosure,  described  in  the  deed,  as  three  butts  of 
land  in  Broomhill-field,  containing  by  estimation,  1 rood,  all  of  which  are  in  the 
occupation  of  John  Hall,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  125.  per  annum, 
which  is  stated  to  be  rather  a low  rent.  The  tenant  keeps  the  buildings  in  repair, 
and  they  are  now  in  fair  condition. 
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2.  — The  close  called  the  North  Field,  containing  more  than  2 acres,  in  the 
occupation  of  John  Shephard,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  4/.  4$.  per 
annum. 

3.  — The  close  called  the  Mires,  containing  about  £ an  acre,  in  the  occupation 
of  Miles  Barber,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  1 /.  Is.  per  annum. 

4.  — A rood  of  land  in  a field  called  Carsick  Field,  the  boundaries  of  which 
are  marked  by  stones,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Lowe,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
fair  rent  of  105.  per  annum. 

The  income  of  this  school,  arising  from  the  above-mentioned  rents,  and 
interest  of  money,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  21 1.  17 s.  per  annum,  is  received  by 
the  schoolmaster,  who  was  appointed  in  1803,  by  the  trustees  of  Margaret  and 
Mary  Pole’s  gift,  and  who,  in  respect  thereof,  instructs  2 5 poor  children  of  the 
parish,  being  the  number  required  by  the  respective  benefactors ; all  (he  chil- 
dren are  appointed  by  such  of  those  trustees  as  reside  near  to  Killamarsh  ; the 
schoolmaster,  as  vacancies  occur,  giving  notice  to  them,  and  furnishing  them 
with  a list  of  the  applicants  for  admission  ; they  are  taught  reading  without 
any  charge  to  their  parents,  and  four  of  them  in  respect  of  Butcher’s  gift,  are 
taught  writing  free  of  expense  ; the  rest,  as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  read  well  in 
the  Bible,  are  considered  no  longer  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  and 
others  are  admitted  on  the  foundation,  in  their  stead. 

The  schoolmaster  takes  other  scholars,  whose  parents  pay  for  their  in- 
struction.

PARISH  OF  LANGWITH. 

Charity  of  the  Countess  and  Earl  of  Devonshire.  ’ 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  those  in  the 
parish  of  Edensor. 

Vaughan’s  Charity. 

Kithe  Vaughan , the  wife  of  George  Vaughan,  esquire,  by  her  will  or  testa- 
mentary appointment,  bearing  date  18th  August  1813,  devised  all  her  real  estates, 
whether  freehold  or  copyhold,  situate  at  South  Leverton,  ScarclifF,  Scarcliff 
Lanes,  Wlialby,  Furmel,  Sherbrook,  Pleasly  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Mansfield, 
Loudham,  Bulcotes,  Bolsover,  Palterton  and  llyley,  to  her  husband,  George 
Vaughan,  for  life  ; and  after  his  decease,  she  devised  all  the  said  estates  (except 
a copyhold  estate  in  Bolsover,  and  another  copyhold  estate  at  South  Leverton, 
thereby  specifically  devised,)  subject  to  legacies  and  annuities  to  John  Smith 
Wright,  esquire,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  daughter  Kithe  Caroline  Smith 
Wright,  if  she  should  attain  the  age  of  21  years,  and  her  heirs,  with  devises  over, 
in  case  she  should  die  under  that  age ; and  she  gave  3/.  a-year  to  be  paid  out  of 
her  freehold  estates,  to  commence  from  the  decease  of  her  said  husband,  to  the 
parish  of  Langwith,  for  clothing  for  the  poor,  to  be  distributed  on  the  21st 
September  in  every  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens, 
to  be  paid  to  such  poor  only  as  should  reside  in  the  village  of  Langwith. 

Mrs.  Vaughan  died  in  January  1821,  and  George  Vaughan,  esquire,  her 
husband,  died  in  1823.  Although  the  devise  of  this  annuity  was  void,  as  a 
charge  on  land,  by  the  statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  it  has  been  regularly  paid  from 
the  time  of  Mr.  Vaughan’s  death,  by  John  Smith  Wright,  esquire,  and  the 
amount  has  been  distributed  annually  in  September,  amongst  the  poor  of 
Langwith,  by  the  churchwardens  and  constable. 


PARISH  OF  MORTON. 

Easter  Money. 

Morton.  An  annual  sum  of  2/.  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Morton,  of 

which  one  moiety  is  paid  by  Joseph  Clarke,  as  the  owner  of  a house,  and  a close 
Easter  Money.  called  the  Upper  Close,  containing  together  1a.  3r,  Ip.,  in  Alfreton,  and  the 
other  by  William  Hill,  the  occupier  of  an  adjoining  house  and  land,  the  property 
of  the  llev.  Luke  Jackson,  the  Rev.  Charles  Nixon,  and  John  Thompson. 

It  is  usually  called  Easter  Money,  and  is  distributed  about  Easter,  205. 
thereof  by  the  overseer  of  Morton,  and  205.  by  the  overseer  of  Brackenfield,  a 
township  in  this  parish,  in  small  sums  amongst  poor  persons  of  their  respective 
townships,  some  of  whom  do,  and  some  do  not,  receive  parochial  relief.

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The  same  sum  has  been  received  for  many  years,  but  we  have  not  been  able  Morton, 
to  ascertain  with  accuracy,  from  whose  donation  it  is  derived.  In  the  Parliamen-  Fa_te~^n 
tary  Returns  of  1786,  an  annual  sum  of  2/.  (probably  the  same  as  above,)  is  men-  " continued?' 

tioned,  as  having  been  given  by  the  will  of  Willliam  Bacon,  and  appears  to  have  v — - — -C r 

been  then  paid  by  John  Corden  and  Joseph  Clarke,  but  the  date  of  the  will  is 
not  stated. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell.  Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Turbutt’s  Charity. 

Eleanora  Turbutt,  who  died  in  April  1826,  by  her  will,  appointed  her  sister,  Turbutt’s  Charity. 
Emelia  Turbutt,  and  her  two  nephews,  Francis  William  Sharpe,  and  Richard 
Turbutt,  to  be  the  executrix  and  executors  thereof ; and  she  requested  her  said 
executrix,  and  after  her  decease  her  executors,  to  distribute  yearly,  out  of  her 
personal  propeily,  the  sum  of  20/.  to  and  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  Shirland 
and  Morton,  as  she  or  they  should  think  most  deserving,  either  in  clothes,  money, 
or  otherwise,  as  might  be  most  conducive  to  their  comfort. 

This  charity  had  not  come  into  operation  at  the  time  of  our  investigation,  a 
year  not  having  elapsed  from  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  testatrix. 

It  is  understood  by  the  executrix  and  executors  of  the  testatrix,  that  this 
annual  donation  was  intended  by  her  to  be  continued  only  during  their  respec- 
tive lives,  and  this  appears  from  the  expressions  in  her  will,  to  have  been  her 
intention. 

Annuity  for  the  Repairs  of  the  Church. 

An  annual  sum  of  6s.  8d.,  supposed  to  have  been  given  for  the  repairs  of  the 
church  of  this  parish,  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  from  the  tenant  of  a 
farm  in  Morton,  the  property  of  E.  S.  Sitwell,  esquire,  and  is  carried  to  their 
general  account.  The  origin  of  this  payment  is  not  known.

The  following  benefactions  have  been  given  for  the  support  of  a school  in  Norton. 

this  parish  : — sTool 

Gill’s  Gift. — By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  20th  January  1 654, 
between  Edward  Gill,  of  the  one  part;  William  Bullock,  esquire,  Rowland 
Morewood  of  the  Oaks,  and  Nicholas  Stones,  of  the  other  part ; the  said 
Edward  Gill,  in  observance  of  the  will  of  Leonard  Gill,  his  father,  granted 
and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  William  Bullock  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage, 
house  or  tenement,  in  Maugerhay,  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  with  a garden 
adjoining  the  south  end  thereof,  and  a parcel  of  ground,  being  about  six  yards 
in  length  and  breadth,  on  the  north  end  theieof,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  such 
schoolmaster  as  the  said  Edward  Gill  in  his  life-time  should  appoint,  to  teach 
a school  in  the  said  house,  and  for  so  long  as  the  said  Edward  Gill  should 
approve  of  the  said  schoolmaster,  and  not  longer  ; and  after  his  death,  to  the 
use  of  such  schoolmaster,  as  the  right  heirs  of  the  said  Edward  Gill  should 
nominate  and  appoint,  to  teach  a school  or  scholars  in  the  said  house  ; and  if 
he  and  his  heirs  should  suffer  the  said  house  to  be  vacant  of  a schoolmaster, 
for  three  months  together,  to  the  use  of  such  schoolmaster,  as  the  vicar  or 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Norton  should  appoint : 

And  the  said  Edward  Gill,  in  pursuance  of  the  will  of  his  said  father,  and  for 
the  ease  and  relief  of  the  poorer  sort  of  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norton, 
born  within  the  said  parish,  and  not  being  able  of  themselves  to  minister  mainte- 
nance to  a schoolmaster  for  the  teaching  of  them,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the 
same  persons,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  tenement  or  dwelling-house,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  Eccleshall,  in  the  parish  of  Sheffield,  called  Moskarre, 
with  the  gardens,  &c.,  and  three  acres  of  land  to  the  same  belonging,  and  two 
scythe  wheels  in  Eccleshall,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits 
Rep.  18.  G g 3 thereof. 
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thereof,  yearly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  school  and  the  schoolmaster,  for 
the  free  teaching  of  so  many  children  in  the  said  school-house  in  Maugerhay, 
to  be  born  in  the  parish  as  aforesaid,  as  the  said  rents  would  maintain,  the  master 
of  the  said  school  receiving  for  each  such  poor  scholar  the  yearly  sum  of 
13  s.  Ad.  ; and  out  of  his  good  affection  to  the  poorer  sort  of  people  of  Norton, 
and  of  his  desire  rather  to  augment  than  fall  short  ofhis  father’s  intentions,  the 
said  Edward  Gill  granted  to  the  said  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent- 
charge  of  five  marks,  issuing  out  of  a parcel  of  ground,  called  the  Birkes,  in 
Brimington,  then  divided  into  three  closes,  payable  yearly  on  the  1 1th  November, 
with  a power  of  distress,  in  case  of  nonpayment,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  and 
pay  over  the  same,  yearly,  to  the  master  of  the  said  school  at  Maugerhay,  for 
the  free  teaching  of  five  more  poor  children,  born  and  inhabiting  within  the 
said  parish  of  Norton,  “ especially  of  children  of  such  poor  folks  inhabiting 
within  the  parish,  who  shall  be  born,  unable  to  pay  for  their  teaching  and 
instructing,  as  well  in  reading  of  English  and  writing,  as  also  in  the  grammar 
and  other  rudiments  and  accidences  belonging  to  the  same  And  it  was 
provided,  that  all  the  said  children  should  be  nominated  by  the  said  Edward 
Gill,  and  his  heirs ; and  in  case  of  neglect  or  omission,  to  appoint  the  full 
number,  then  any  space,  which  should  be  vacant  for  three  months,  should  be 
filled  up  by  the  said  minister  or  vicar,  churchwardens  or  overseers. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  11th  February  1748,  reciting,  that  John  Gill  was 
by  right  of  survivorship  seised  of  the  premises  comprized  in  the  deed  of  1654, 
the  said  John  Gill  bargained  and  sold  the  same,  and  also  the  right  of  appoint- 
ment of  the  schoolmaster  and  poor  children,  to  Richard  Bagshaw,  his  heirs 
and  assigns. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  are  considered  as  being  now  vested  in  Sir 
William  Chambers  Bagshaw,  of  the  Oaks,  as  the  heir  of  the  said  Richard 
Bagshaw,  and  he  has  acted  for  many  years  as  the  sole  trustee. 

These  premises  consist  of, — 

1.  — A school-room  at  Maugerhay,  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  with  a small 
slip  of  ground  adjoining  thereto.  This  building  is  stated  to  have  been  erected 
by  subscription,  about  forty  years  ago,  upon  the  site  of  an  old  school,  and  is 
now  in  good  repair. 

2.  — A house  and  land  at  Moss  Carr,  comprizing  two  grinding  wheels  called 
the  Moss  Carr  Wheels,  a cottage  near  thereto,  and  several  parcels  of  land 
adjoining,  and  containing,  by  estimation,  2a.  2r.  These  premises,  with  the 
dams,  weirs,  Sec.  thereto  belonging,  were  demised  by  indenture,  bearing  date 
10th  August  1812,  by  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw,  as  trustee  for  the  free  school  at 
Norton,  to  Samuel  Linley  and  Peter  Linley,  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas 
then  next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  48/.,  with  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  lessees 
not  to  assign  without  licence,  and  to  keep  all  the  premises  in  repair.  This  lease 
was  granted  upon  the  valuation  of  a surveyor. 

3.  — A small  allotment,  set  out  in  1792  to  the  trustees  of  Norton  school,  on 
Sheffield  Moor,  and  containing  five  perches.  On  the  adjoining  allotments,  on 
three  sides  thereof,  buildings  have  been  erected  ; but  the  school  allotment,  for 
want  of  any  funds  with  which  to  build,  have  been  inclosed  with  a wall,  and  has 
been  lately  let  at  a high  rent  of  1 /.  Is.  a year,  having  been  hitherto  un- 
productive. 

4.  — A rent  charge  of  3 /.  6s.  8 d.,  now  paid  by  Anthony  Hey  wood,  the  tenant 
of  certain  closes  called  the  Birkes,  situate  in  Brimington,  in  the  parish  of 
Chesterfield,  and  belonging  to  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshawr. 

Stone’s  Gift. — The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Nicholas  Stone , wTho 
directed  that  out  of  the  lands  devised  by  him  to  charitable  uses,  51.  should  be 
paid  yearly  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Norton,  and  his  successors,  will  be  stated 
hereafter. 

Scriven’s  Gift. — There  will  also  be  given,  hereafter,  an  account  of  the 
charity  of  William  Scriven , who,  among  other  legacies,  left  60/.,  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  master  of  the  free  school  at  Norton,  to  teach  six  poor 
children  of  the  said  parish,  that  should  not  be  pensioners,  and  should  be 
nominated  by  his  trustees,  and  the  executors  of  the  survivor,  to  read  English, 
write,  and  cast  accounts. 

Storie  Wingfield’s  Gift. — Storie  Wingfield , by  his  will,  bearing  date  6th 
January  1725,  devised,  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to  Francis  Pole,  of  Park 
Hall,  and  Francis  Sitwell,  esquires,  and  their  heirs,  all  his  lands  and  tenements 

at 
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at  Lightwood  and  Lightwood-Iane,  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  and  in  the  parish  of 
Dronfield,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  pay,  yearly,  to  the  master  of  the  free 
Grammar  school  of  Norton  the  sum  of  51.,  for  teaching  ten  poor  boys  of  the  said 
parish,  until  such  time  as  they  should  attain  their  respective  ages  of  14  years, 
and  that  they  should  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  use  of  an 
assistant  minister,  to  preach  every  Sunday  in  the  afternoon,  in  Norton  church  ; 
such  minister  to  be  chosen  by  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  and  the 
said  ten  poor  boys  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  assistant  minister  and  the  church- 
wardens of  Norton. 

Sir  George  Sitwell  acts  as  the  trustee  of  this  charity. 

There  is  a farm  at  Sicklebrook,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  called  Lightwood, 
in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Pearson,  who  is  the  vicar  and  lecturer,  and 
he  pays  the  yearly  sum  of  51.,  for  the  use  of  the  master  of  the  school. 

Bagshaw’s  Gift. — Richard  Bagshaw , the  younger,  by  a codicil  to  his  will, 
annexed,  and  bearing  date  1st  March  177-5,  gave  to  his  brothers  William  and 
John  Bagshaw,  20/.,  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out,  and  to  apply  the  interest 
in  teaching  two  poor  boys  of  the  said  parish  to  read  English. 

This  sum  appears  to  have  been  in  the  hands  of  John  Bagshaw,  esquire, 
who  died  in  1801,  he  having  paid  20  5.  yearly,  as  the  interest  thereof,  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Since  that  period  no  interest  has  been  paid.  The  circum- 
stances relating  to  this  donation  are  precisely  the  same  as  those  which  will  be 
stated  at  length  hereafter  with  respect  to  Scriven’s  legacy  to  the  school,  in  our 
account  of  his  charities. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Fox,  as  the  representative  of  his  father,  claims  21  /.  05.  7 d.  as  the 
arrears  of  interest  due  to  him,  as  schoolmaster,  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Newton’s  Gift. — Robert  Newton,  esquire,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th 
March  1784,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  bequeathed  to 
Samuel  Shore  and  Wingfield  Wildman,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the 
executors  of  the  said  Wingfield  Wildman,  105/.  in  trust,  to  place  out  the  same 
on  interest,  and  to  apply  the  produce  thereof  for  the  use  of  Norton  school,  to 
teach  poor  children  to  read  and  write;  and  he  directed  especially  that  the  master 
should  attend  to  their  morals,  that  they  should  be  instructed  how  heinous  the 
vices  of  swearing  and  lying  are,  and  the  threatening  and  punishments  against 
swearers  and  liars  in  their  Bibles,  and  that  they  should  be  punished  severely  if 
guilty  thereof  after  a second  admonition  ; and,  if  they  should  not  be  reclaimed 
by  frequent  admonition  and  correction,  that  such  children  should  be  turned  out 
of  school,  and  their  places  supplied,  according  to  the  appointment  of  the  said 
Wingfield  Wildman  and  Samuel  Shore,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  executors 
of  the  said  Wingfield  Wildman. 

The  legacy  of  105/.  was  placed  out  on  mortgage,  with  other  money,  until  the 
year  1806,  when  it  was  paid  in,  and  it  has  since  remained  in  the  hands  of 
Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  the  survivor  of  the  trustees  nominated  by  the  testator, 
who  has  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent. 

Shepherd’s  Gift. — Isaac  Shepherd,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  the 
23d  July  1811,  gave  to  the  trustees  of  Norton  school  the  sum  of  80/.  and 
directed  the  same  to  be  paid  to  them  12  months  after  his  death,  to  be  placed  out 
at  interest,  or  otherwise  invested  by  the  said  trustees  at  their  discretion,  for  the 
purpose  of  instructing  six  poor  children  of  Greenhill,  in  the  parish  of  Norton, 
at  the  said  school. 

Interest  on  this  legacy,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  is  paid  by  Charles  Brook- 
field, esquire,  a solicitor  of  Sheffield,  as  hereafter  stated,  under  the  head  of 
Shepherd’s  charity. 

The  income  applicable  to  the  school,  as  derived  from  the  several  sources 
above-mentioned,  may  be  stated  as  follows  : —

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In  1822,  upon  the  death  of  the  late  schoolmaster,  the  Rev.  Edward  Bagshaw, 
now  rector  of  the  parish  of  Eyam,  was  appointed  by  his  father,  Sir  William 
Chambers  Bagshaw.  This  appointment,  we  are  informed,  was  not  made  with 
the  intention  that  Mr.  Bagshaw  should  personally  attend  to  the  instruction  of  the 
scholars,  but  with  a view  to  facilitate  the  introduction  of  the  national  system  ; for 
which  purpose  it  was  thought  expedient  to  reserve  a complete  controul  over  the 
person  who  should  be  appointed  to  act  as  master,  until  the  new  system  was 
regularly  established ; and  there  was  this  further  object  in  view,  to  reserve  part 
of  the  income  for  building  upon  the  allotment  set  out  on  Sheffield  Moor,  which 
appeared  likely  to  continue  unproductive  (as  it  then  was)  if  not  built  upon. 

In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  family  of  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw,  no  steps 
have  hitherto  been  taken  for  altering  the  mode  of  education,  and  Mr.  Fox,  the 
son  of  the  late  schoolmaster,  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Bagshaw  to  act  as  his  deputy, 
and  to  teach  the  scholars  upon  the  old  system,  with  a salary  of  45 l. ; and  Mr.  Fox, 
who  has  received  the  several  payments  made  on  account  of  the  school,  has 
accordingly  retained  45  /.  per  annum  for  his  own  use,  and  has  paid  over  the 
residue  to  Mr.  Bagshaw.  No  building  has  been  erected  on  the  allotment 
above-mentioned,  and  it  seems  to  be  unnecessary  to  incur  this  expense,  as  the 
land  is  now  let  at  a good  rent. 

It  appears  to  us  questionable,  whether  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Bagshaw, 
under  the  circumstances  above-mentioned,  would  be  considered  valid  in  a court 
of  equity ; but  at  all  events,  we  apprehend,  that  as  long  as  he  holds  this 
situation,  without  actually  performing  the  duties  thereof,  he  must  be  considered 
as  accountable  for  all  the  money  he  may  receive  ; the  sum  which  has  been  paid 
to  him  up  to  11th  January  1827,  after  deducting  all  expenses  and  the  payment 
of  Mr.  Fox’s  salary,  amounts  to  48/.  18  5.  10  d. 

From  this  fund,  it  is  suggested,  that  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  school, 
if  proper  accommodation  were  made  in  the  building  for  keeping  the  boys  and 
girls  separate ; this  would,  perhaps,  not  be  an  improper  mode  of  applying  it ; 
but  we  conceive,  that  in  future  the  whole  yearly  income,  exclusive  of  any 
necessary  expenses,  ought  to  be  applied  in  instructing  as  many  children  as  the 
amount  thereof  will  permit. 

The  number  of  children  now  taught  by  Mr.  Fox,  without  any  charge  to  their 
parents,  besides  others  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid,  is : —

The  six  children  appointed  in  respect  of  Scriven’s  gift,  are  entitled  to  be 
placed  out  apprentices  from  another  branch  of  his  charity.  This  provision  we 
are  assured  will  be  attended  to  in  future. 


Stone’s  Charity. 

Stone’s  Chanty.  Nicholas  Slone,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  16th  April  1676,  devised  all  the 
lands  and  premises  which  he  had  lately  purchased  of  Robert  Durham,  being  of 
the  yearly  value  of  14/.,  or  thereabouts,  to  his  sons,  Joseph  and  Nicholas  Stone, 
and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  that  they  should  yearly,  on  Christmas-day,  dispose  of 
the  rents  thereof,  as  follows,  viz. ; 5 /.  yearly  to  the  vicar  of  Norton,  and  his 
successors;  5/.  yearly  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Norton,  and  his  successors;  and 
the  residue  thereof  for  the  putting  forth  of  a poor  boy  of  the  said  parish  to 
some  manual  trade,  by  the  consent  of  his  executors,  or  their  heirs,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Norton. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  22d  May  1770,  reciting,  that  Thomas  Stone  was, 

by 
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by  right  of  survivorship,  seised  of  a messuage,  with  the  lands  thereto  belonging, 
described  as  containing  18  acres,  upon  the  trusts  above  mentioned,  the  said 
Thomas  Stone  bargained  and  sold  the  same  to  Richard  Bagshaw,  his  heirs  and 


assigns. 

It  does  not  appear  that,  there  has  been  any  subsequent  appointment  of 
trustees,  and  the  property  is  considered  as  being  now  vested  in  Sir  William 
Chambers  Bagshaw,  as  the  heir  of  Richard  Bagshaw,  above  mentioned,  and  he 
has  acted  as  the  sole  trustee  for  many  years. 

The  property  is  situate  at  Britton,  in  the  parish  of  Eyam,  and  consists  of 
a house,  and  several  closes  of  land,  containing,  with  an  allotment  of  5 a.  & 2r. 
set  out  on  the  inclosure,  36  a.  & 37p-  It  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas 
Townsend,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  2.0  /.,  to  which  it  was  reduced 
from  30/.  in  1821.  The  present  appears  to  be  a fair  rent.  The  buildings  are 
stated  to  be  in  bad  condition,  and  it  is  proposed  to  apply  part  of  the  balance 
now  in  hand  in  repairing  them. 

The  sum  of  51.  is  paid  by  the  tenant  to  the  vicar  of  Norton,  and  the  residue 
of  the  rent  is  received  by  C.  J.  Fox,  who  accounts  for  the  sum  of  5 /.  to  the 
Rev.  Edward  Bagshaw,  the  master  of  the  school.  Out  of  the  residue  he  has 
paid  sums  of  2/.  each,  as  premiums  with  boys  placed  out  apprentices,  appli- 
cations being  made  to  him  for  this  sum,  by  the  overseers,  whenever  the  parish 
have  any  boy  going  out.  An  account  of  the  sums  thus  disposed  of,  together 
with  the  balance  which  may  have  remained  unappropriated,  has  been  delivered 
annually  to  Sir  William  Chambers  Bagshaw,  since  the  year  1801,  when,  upon 
the  death  of  the  late  J.  Bagshaw,  esquire,  he  became  possessed  of  the  Oaks 
estate. 

Since  the  year  1811,  at  which  period  the  accounts  were  balanced,  upon  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  on  the  Eyam  inclosure,  the  following  sums 
have  been  expended  on  this  branch  of  the  charity:  —

From  the  same  period  to  11th  January  1827,  the  receipts  amounted  to  295/.,  so 
that  there  is  in  the  hands  of  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw,  a balance  of  135/. 


Out  of  this  sum,  it  is  proposed  on  the  part  of  W.  J.  Bagshaw,  esquire,  to 
whom  his  father,  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw  has  lately  given  up  the  Oaks  estate,  and 
the  management  of  those  charities  for  which  he  is  the  trustee,  to  repair  the 
buildings  upon  the  farm  at  Eyam  ; and  it  is  further  proposed,  to  increase  the 
amount  of  the  premium  to  be  paid  with  each  apprentice,  as  circumstances  may 
seem  to  require,  with  a view  of  providing  better  situations  for  the  boys,  and 
extending  the  benefit  of  the  charity  to  families  of  a superior  description.  It 
seems  to  us  particularly  desirable,  that  care  should  be  taken  in  the  selection  of 
such  boys  as  appear  to  be  the  most  proper  objects  of  charity,  by  Mr.  Bagshaw, 
or  such  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  appointed  trustees,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  that  there  should  not  be  an  indis- 
criminate application  of  the  income,  in  aid  of  all  apprentices  placed  out  by  the 
overseers. 

Scriven’s  Charities.

Stone’s  Charity, 
continued. 


William  Scriven,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  8th  May  1724,  gave  to  Stephen  Scriven’s  Charities. 
Offley,  Thomas  Stone,  and  Richard  Bagshaw,  esquires,  60/.  to  be  put  out  by 
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them  and  the  executors  of  the  survivor  to  interest,  or  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  the 
produce  thereof  to  be  received  yearly  by  them,  and  paid  to  the  master  of  the  free 
school,  at  Norton,  to  teach  six  poor  children  of  the  said  parish  that  should  not 
be  pensioners,  and  should  be  nominated  by  the  trustees,  and  the  executors  of  the 
survivor,  to  read  English,  write,  and  cast  accounts  ; and  he  also  gave  to  the  same 
persons  80/.,  to  be  put  out  in  like  manner,  with  the  produce  thereof,  to  put  out  the 
said  poor  children  to  trades,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  should  become  eligible. 

And  by  a codicil,  bearing  date  Gth  June,  1724,  he  directed  his  executor  to 
pay  to  the  trustees,  named  in  the  will,  50/.,  to  be  by  them  made  use  of  with  the 
yearly  interest  thereof,  for  the  clothing,  every  Christmas-day,  one  poor  man,  and 
one  poor  widow,  but  not  the  same  persons  every  year,  to  be  by  them  chosen  out 
of  the  ancientest  and  most  needy  inhabitants  of  Norton,  and  such  as  should 
most  frequently  frequent  the  parish  church,  and  receive  the  sacrament  there  on 
the  three  great  feasts  of  the  year;  and  he  appointed  the  vicar  and  his  successors 
to  be  one  of  the  trustees  of  this  codicil,  and  to  be  added  to  the  three  other 
trustees,  named  in  his  will,  and  appointed  to  dispose  of  the  charities  bequeathed 
by  him  for  the  use  of  the  said  parish. 

By  a memorandum,  bearing  date  3d  August  1724,  he  gave  a further  sum  of 
10/.  to  the  clothing  of  this  poor  man  and  woman,  with  the  interest  thereof. 

The  sum  of  200/.,  the  amount  of  the  legacies  above-mentioned,  appears  to 
have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  late  John  Bagshaw,  esquire,  of  the  Oaks,  he 
having  paid  interest  for  the  same  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1801.  The 
personal  representative  of  the  said  John  Bagshaw,  is  his  brother,  the  Rev. 
William  Bagshaw,  of  Banner  Cross ; but  the  Oaks  estate  descended  by  virtue 
of  a previous  settlement,  to  Sir  William  Chambers  Bagshaw.  Since  1801  no 
interest  has  been  paid  on  the  two  first-mentioned  legacies  of  GO/,  and  80/.,  and 
some  discussion  has  arisen,  whether  the  Rev  William  Bagshaw  is  liable  thereto, 
as  the  personal  representative  of  the  said  John  Bagshaw  : An  arrangement  has, 
however,  lately  been  made  with  respect  to  this  and  other  matters  in  dispute; 
and  by  deed,  bearing  date  30th  September  1825,  between  the  Rev.  William 
Bagshaw,  of  Banner  Cross,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw,  and 
William  John  Bagshaw,  esquire,  of  the  other  part ; a general  settlement  was 
made  of  the  charges  upon  the  personal  estate  of  the  late  Richard  Bagshaw,  the 
elder,  Richard  Bagshaw,  the  younger,  William  Bagshaw,  the  elder,  John 
Bagshaw,  the  elder,  and  John  Bagshaw,  the  younger,  by  which  the  said  Sir 
W.  C.  Bagshaw,  and  W.  J.  Bagshaw,  undertook  amongst  other  things,  to  be 
responsible  from  the  date  of  the  deed,  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  Scriven’s 
charities,  200/.,  and  the  charity  of  Richard  Bagshaw,  the  younger,  20/.,  and 
also  of  a charity  of  Richard  Bagshaw  to  the  township  of  Wormhill,  in  the  parish 
of  Tideswell,  of  20/. 

By  a subsequent  arrangement,  W.  J.  Bagshaw,  esquire,  has  taken  the  whole 
responsibility  upon  himself. 

The  interest  on  the  first-mentioned  legacy  of60/.  to  the  master  of  the  school, 
was  paid  to  the  late  master  atthe  rate  of  4 per  cent,  up  to  Christmas,  1801 ; and  his 
son,  C.J.  Fox,  claims  48/.  14s.  9d.  as  the  arrears  of  interest  due  to  his  father  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  1822,  he  having  instructed  six  children,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  donor,  up  to  that  period.  It  has  been  suggested,  that  Mr. 
Fox  has  received  some  monev,  for  which  he  ought  to  give  credit  on  this 
account.  We  conceive,  however,  that  whatever  the  sum  may  be,  to  which  he  is 
fairly  entitled,  that  sum  ought  to  be  paid  to  him  out  of  the  personal  estate  of 
the  iate  John  Bagshaw,  esquire.  The  interest  which  has  accrued  from  1822  up 
to  30th  September  1825  (amounting  to  12/.  12s.)  is  payable  out  of  the  personal 
estate  of  the  late  John  Bagshaw;  from  that  period  the  interest  is  payable  by 
Sir  W.  C.  Bagsh  aw,  or  his  son,  W.  J.  Bagshaw.  These  payments  should  be 
made  to  the  Rev.  Edward  Bagshaw,  of  Eyam,  as  schoolmaster;  but  for  this  sum, 
under  the  circumstances  stated  in  our  Report  of  the  school,  it  appears  he  ought 
to  account. 

I he  interest  on  the  legacy  of  80/.,  for  placing  out  the  six  boys,  appointed  to 
the  school,  under  this  charity,  seems  to  be  owing,  at  least  from  the  year  1801  ; 
supposing  that  no  arrear  was  due  from  the  late  John  Bagshaw,  esquire,  and  this 
appears  also  to  be  payable  out  of  his  personal  estate,  until  the  date  of  the  deed 
of  1825,  and  since  that  period,  by  Sir  W.  C.  Bagshaw,  or  his  son. 

With  respect  to  the  other  legacy,  for  clothing  a poor  man  and  widow,  it 
appears  that  the  Rev.  William  Bagshaw,  of  Banner  Cross,  has  annually  provided, 

and 
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and  given  away  at  Christmas,  clothing  of  grey  cloth,  to  a poor  man  and 
woman,  which  may  be  taken  as  in  discharge  of  this  branch  of  the  charity. 

We  have  reason  to  hope,  that  arrangements  will  be  immediately  made  for 
settling  the  accounts,  as  to  the  two  former  legacies,  and  for  applying  the 
interest  of  all  the  legacies  in  future,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

John  Storie’s  Charity. 

John  Storie,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  29th  April  1674,  gave  100/.  to  buy 
land,  the  rent  thereof  to  be  distributed  on  the  10th  November  yearly,  amongst 
the  most  needful  aged  and  impotent  poor  of  this  parish. 

This  legacy  is  supposed  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  now 
consisting  of  three  fields  called  Chausett  Wood  Fields,  and  containing  about 
nine  or  ten  acres,  situate  in  the  extra-parochial  district  of  Beauchief. 

We  could  not  learn  that  there  are  any  deeds  in  existence  relating  to  this  pro- 
perty, or  any  appointment  of  trustees,  but  Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  has  of  late 
years  acted  as  the  trustee. 

The  premises  are  now  let  to  Jonathan  Booth,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a high  rent 
of  15 /.  per  annum. 

In  the  year  1804,  some  timber  was  cut  and  sold,  and  out  of  the  clear 
produce  of  the  sale,  amounting  to  90/.  8s.  4 d.,  the  sum  of  87 /.  11  s.  3d.  was 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  150/.  3 per  cent  consols,  and  the  residue  was  carried 
to  the  general  account  of  the  charity.  The  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of 
Samuel  Shore,  and  Samuel  Shore,  jun.  esquires,  by  whom  the  dividends, 
amounting  to  4/.  10s.  per  annum,  are  received,  and  carried  to  the  account  of 
the  charity. 

Mr.  Shore  also  receives  the  yearly  sum  of  8/.,  being  the  rent  of  a field  which 
forms  part  of  a farm  at  Wood  End,  in  Beauchief.  This  farm  is  supposed  to 
have  been  purchased  for  440/.,  400/.  thereof  having  been  a legacy  left  by  the 
said  John  Storie,  to  be  laid  out  in  land  to  be  settled  on  the  vicarage  of  Norton, 
and  the  sum  of  40/.  having  been  money  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Norton. 

The  field  above-mentioned  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  George  Downing, 
(the  tenant  of  the  Vicarage  Farm),  who  took  the  same  of  Mr.  Shore,  at  the  rent 
of  8/.,  which  is  stated  to  be  the  fair  value  thereof. 

The  income  derived  from  these  sources,  amounting  to  27/.  10s.,  is  distributed 
annually  by  Mr.  Shore,  in  the  month  of  November,  amongst  poor  persons  of 
the  parish,  whether  receiving  relief  or  not,  in  sums  usually  varying  from 
2 s.  to  18  s. 

John  Wingfield’s  Charity. 

John  Wingjield,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  31st  March  1731,  gave  200/.  to  be 
laid  out  in  land,  or  put  out  upon  good  security,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  old 
and  necessitous  people  of  Norton,  not  receiving  weekly  parish  pay,  the  interest 
or  produce  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  clothing  for  such  poor  one  year,  and  given 
to  them  in  money  the  next  year,  on  Michaeimas-day. 

This  legacy  is  supposed  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a farm  at 
Litton,  in  the  parish  of  Tideswell.  We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any 
deeds  relating  to  the  purchase,  or  to  the  appointment  of  trustees,  but  it  is 
considered  as  being  vested  in  Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  who  has  for  many  years 
acted  as  the  sole  trustee,  and  is  stated  to  be  the  heir  of  the  donor. 

The  farm,  consisting  of  a barn  and  outbuildings,  and  8a.  2r.  20p.  of  old 
inclosed  land,  with  an  allotment  of  9 a.  2r.  3p.  is  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs. 
Alice  Orr,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  20/.,  which  we  are  informed  is  the 
fair  annual  value  of  the  premises,  though  it  has  not  been  raised  since  the 
year  1805. 

The  rent  is  received  by  S.  Shore,  esquire,  and  is  distributed  on  Michaelmas- 
day,  in  clothes  and  money,  alternately,  every  year,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of 
Norton  as  do  not  receive  weekly  relief  from  the  parish. 

Rose’s  Charity. 

Richard  Rose , by  his  will,  bearing  date  29th  October  1774,  (as  appears 
from  an  extract  thereof,  entered  in  an  account  book  produced  by  Samuel 
Shore,  esquire,  jun.),  gave  to  Samuel  Shore,  the  sum  of  100/.,  in  trust,  to  be 
laid  out  in  land,  or  put  out  on  good  security,  and  directed  that  the  interest  or 
rent  thereof,  should  be  yearly  given  by  him  to  six  old  poor  and  necessitous 
widows  of  the  parish  of  Norton,  having  no  weekly  parish  pay,  on  Candle- 
mas day. 
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This  legacy  was  paid  to  Mr.  Shore,  and  has  been  placed  out,  and  continued 
on  mortgage,  from  time  to  time,  at  4/.  or  5l.  per  cent,  until  1806,  when  it  was 
paid  in,  and  since  that  period  it  has  remained  in  Mr.  Shore’s  hands,  who  has 
paid  interest  for  it  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  distributed  by  him  equally,  among  six  poor  widows 
of  Norton,  selected  by  himself ; the  same  persons  receive  the  charity  from  year 
to  year  during  their  lives,  unless  they  become  chargeable  to  the  parish. 

Mr.  Shore  states  that  he  has  hitherto  abstained  from  investing  this  money  in 
the  funds,  from  the  consideration,  that  the  income  of  the  charity  would  be 
thereby  diminished. 

Newton’s  Charity. 

Robert  Newton , esq.,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  March  1784,  in  addition 
to  the  legacy  given  by  him  for  the  support  of  the  school,  bequeathed  to  Wing- 
field Wildman,  and  Samuel  Shore,  esq.,  and  the  executors  of  the  said  Wingfield 
Wildman,  200/.,  in  trust,  to  put  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  to  pay  the  pro- 
duce thereof  to  the  old  poor  and  necessitous  persons  of  the  parish  of  Norton, 
to  be  distributed  annually  on  31st  January. 

The  management  of  this  charity,  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Wingfield  Wildman, 
devolved  upon  Samuel  Shore,  esq. 

The  sum  of  200/.  was  placed  out  on  mortgage,  with  the  legacy  of  Richard 
Rose,  until  1806,  when  the  money  was  paid  in,  and  it  has  since  remained  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Shore,  who  pays  interest  for  it,  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent,  and 
distributes  the  amount  annually  on  or  about  31st  January,  amongst  poor  persons 
of  the  parish,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  2 s.  6d.  to  9-?.  or  10s. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne,  for  which  see 
Bake  well. 

Bocking  Fields. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  18th  April  1658,  between  William  Bullock,  of 
the  one  part ; Francis  Barker,  John  Eyre,  Nicholas  Stone,  Thomas  Burley  and 
John  Parker,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  William  Bullock,  in  consideration  of 
4 51,  belonging  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Norton,  paid  by  Nicholas  Stone 
and  Thomas  Barley,  overseers  of  the  poor,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said 
Francis  Barker  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a close  in  Beauchief,  called  Johnset 
Wood  Field,  then  divided  into  two  parts,  and  containing  six  acres,  with  the 
lane,  between  the  pale  of  the  park  on  the  west  and  south  side  and  the  said 
close,  except  so  much  of  the  said  close  as  was  within  the  dam  then  made 
therein,  and  the  watercourse  and  the  ground  on  the  North  side  thereof,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

The  premises  above-mentioned  are  let  by  the  overseers,  and  are  now  held  by 
Jonathan  Booth,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  9/.  per  annum. 

The  rent  appears  to  have  been  always  carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor’s 
rate. 

Poor’s  Lands. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  31st  August  and  1st  Sep- 
tember 1691,  between  Sarah  Rollinson,  widow,  of  the  one  part;  Cornelius 
Clarke,  Robert  Ashton,  Henry  Gill,  John  Wingfield,  Thomas  Burley,  William 
Scriven  and  James  Bate,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Sarah  Rollinson,  in  con- 
sideration of  8/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Cornelius  Clarke  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  a cottage,  and  a croft  and  garden  thereto  belonging,  at  Himsworth  Moor, 
in  the  parish  of  Norton  ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed,  that  the  said  premises 
were  purchased  in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  should  yearly  be  employed 
towards  tiie  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish. 

Endorsed  upon  the  indenture  of  release  is  a memorandum,  that  William 
Goddard  and  Malin  Jervis,  being  overseers  for  the  poor  of  Norton,  in  the  year 
within  written,  purchased  the  premises,  and  made  Cornelius  Clarke,  &c. 
trustees. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  were  exchanged  under  the  provisions  of  an 
inclosure  Act,  passed  in  1803,  for  a small  piece  of  land,  containing  about  half 
an  acre,  situate  also  at  Hemsworth,  in  the  parish  of  Norton.  This  land  is 
divided  into  six  small  gardens,  the  rents  of  which,  amounting  to  3/.,  are 
received  by  the  overseers,  and  applied  in  aid  of  the  poor’s  rate.  HAMLETS 
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HAMLETS  OF  GREENHILL  AND  BRADWAY. 

Shepherd’s  Charity. 

Isaac  Shepherd,  who  by  a codicil  to  his  will  left  80/.  to  the  school,  by  ms  will, 
bearing  date  23d  July  1811,  directed  his  executors  to  invest  the  sum  of  100/.  in  the 
purchase  of  lands  in  their  names,  and  to  convey  the  same  to  trustees,  and  their 
heirs,  upon  the  following  trusts,  viz. ; to  apply  the  annual  rent  in  the  purchase 
of  bread,  and  to  distribute  the  same  amongst  poor  and  indigent  men,  women 
and  orphans,  of  Greenhill  and  Bradway,  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  on  Saint 
Thomas’s  day,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Though  this  legacy  was  directed  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  we  are  informed  that 
the  amount  thereof,  with  the  legacy  of  80/.  to  the  school,  was  placed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  charity  in  the  hands  of  William  Law,  one  of  the  executors,  who 
died  about  sixteen,  years  ago  ; that  upon  his  death,  a suit  in  Chancery  was 
instituted,  which  is  still  pending,  with  respect  to  his  affairs,  and  that  nothing 
has  yet  been  settled  as  to  the  legacy  above  mentioned.  Interest,  however, 

appears  to  have  been  paid  by Brookfield,  esquire,  a solicitor  of  Sheffield, 

who  is  concerned  in  the  cause,  and  the  amount  has  been  distributed  in  bread 
to  the  poor  of  Greenhill  and  Bradway.

PARISH  OF  PINXTON. 

Coke’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  D’Eroes  Coke,  who  died  in  1811,  by  his  will,  proved  at  Lichfield  Piuxton. 
in  the  same  year,  directed  his  trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  his  heirs  and  . 

assigns,  out  of  the  net  gains  and  profits  of  his  collieries,  to  pay  a clear  yearly  °'es  anty' 

sum  of  5 /.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  for  the  time  being,  of  Pinxton, 
to  be  by  them  applied  in  the  purchase  of  such  books  as  would  best  promote 
the  knowledge  of  the  Christian  religion,  which  he  directed  to  be  distributed, 
as  they  should  think  proper,  among  the  children  of  poor  persons  in  the  said 
parish  of  Pinxton,  on  Whitsunday,  in  every  year. 

The  trustees  named  in  this  will  were  Daniel  Parker  Coke,  esquire,  and  the 
donor’s  sons,  William  and  John  Coke  ; and  by  a codicil  thereto,  the  Rev. 

Francis  Wilmot  was  also  appointed  a trustee.  Of  these  trustees,  John  Coke, 
esquire,  is  the  only  survivor. 

Although  the  gift  was  void  under  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  and  although 
there  have  not  been  (as  we  are  informed  by  D’Ewes  Coke,  esquire,)  any  profits 
from  the  collieries  mentioned  in  the  will  since  the  testator’s  death,  books  to  the 
annual  value  of  51.  have  been  distributed  by  Mr.  John  Coke  amongst  poor 
children  of  this  parish,  being  usually  the  scholars  attending  an  unendowed 
school  there. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell.  Gisborne’s  Charity. 


PARISH  OF  PLEASLEY. 


Pearsce’s  Charity. 

William  Pearsce,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  10th  November  1818,  and  proved 
at  Lichfield,  April  1820,  bequeathed  to  his  brother,  John  Pearsce,  William 
Fletcher,  George  Johnson  and  John  Chambers,  the  sum  of  200  /.,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  one  moiety  of  the  interest  thereof  for  and  towards  educating  poor  chil- 
dren born  or  residing  in  the  parish  of  Pleasley,  at  the  day-school  there  esta- 
blished, so  long  as  the  same  should  continue,  and  after  its  discontinuance  at  any 
other  day-school  which  might  be  formed  there  ; such  children  to  be  from  time 
to  time  nominated  by  the  said  trustees,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  personal 
representative  of  such  survivor,  who  should  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to 
withhold  the  provision  thereby  made  from  any  master  or  mistress,  who  in  the 
judgment  of  such  trustees  or  trustee  might  be  unfit  or  misconduct  himself  or 
herself;  and  in  case  the  then  or  any  future  school  should  be  discontinued,  or 
the  provision  for  the  same  should  be  withheld,  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  during 
such  period,  to  pay  the  interest  for  and  towards  the  support  of  the  then  or  any 
future  Sunday  school,  at  Pleasley,  and  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  other  moiety 
for  and  towards  the  support  of  the  then  or  any  future  Sunday  school,  at 
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Pleasley,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the 
personal  representative  of  such  survivor,  should,  from  time  to  time,  direct ; and 
in  case  the  said  Sunday  school  should  be  discontinued,  or  the  trustees  or 
trustee,  for  the  time  being,  should  think  proper,  on  account  of  the  ill  manage- 
ment or  misconducting  the  same,  to  withhold  the  provision  last  mentioned,  upon 
trust,  to  pay  the  whole  interest  and  dividends  of  the  said  200/.,  for  the  pur- 
poses first  above  mentioned  ; and  if  there  should  be  no  day-school  or  Sunday 
school  to  take  under  the  above-mentioned  bequests,  for  five  successive  years, 
he  gave  the  said  sum  of  200/.,  and  the  interest  which  should  have  accumulated 
thereon,  to  his  residuary  legatees. 

The  sum  of  180/.,  which  remained  after  the  payment  of  the  duty  on  this 
legacy,  is  laid  out  on  mortgage,  and  interest  is  paid  thereon,  at  the  rate  of 
5 /.  per  cent. 

A day-school  is  kept  by  a schoolmistress  in  a building  belonging  to  Mr. 
Nightengale,  which  has  been  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  a school,  and  which 
she  is  permitted  to  use  rent  free.  She  receives  from  Mr.  John  Pearsce,  one  of 
the  trustees  named  in  the  will,  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  10s.  ; and  in  respect 
thereof,  she  teaches  seven  children  of  Pleasley,  who  are  appointed  by  Mr.  Pearsce, 
in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  without  any  charge  to  their  parents. 

Mr.  Pearsce  also  pays  to  the  same  schoolmistress  the  sum  of  4/.  10s.  annually, 
as  a remuneration  for  attending  to  the  Sunday  school.

Boler’s  Charity. 

Shirebrook.  John  Boler,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  2d  February  1733,  gave  all  the 
. rents  and  profits  that  should  arise  out  of  a close  or  parcel  of  land  lying  at 
o ei  s anty.  jn  the  paiqsh  of  Pleasley,  called  the  New  Close  Pingle,  containing, 

by  estimation,  three  roods,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  six  of  the  most  needful  poor 
people  in  Shirebrook,  to  be  disposed  of,  yearly  and  every  year,  by  the  overseer 
of  the  poor,  and  his  successors,  on  St.  John’s  day  ; and  he  directed,  that  the  said 
overseer,  and  his  successors,  should  make  the  most  of  the  said  pingle,  by  letting  it 
to  the  best  advantage. 

The  piece  of  land  above-mentioned  contains  about  three  roods,  and  is  let  to 
Joseph  Eadson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a high  rent  of  1/.  1 s.  per  annum. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  overseer  appointed  for  Shirebrook,  and  is  distri- 
buted by  him  amongst  six  of  the  poorest  persons  of  the  hamlet. 


PARISH  OF  SCARCLIFF. 

Ludlaivi’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  will  of  John  Ludlam  have  been  stated  in  the  account  of 
the  charities  of  Alfreton  ; in  it  is  contained  a donation  to  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Scarcliff,  of  a yearly  rent  of  50 s.,  to  be  paid 
out  of  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Blackwell,  on  trust, 
to  distribute  the  same,  by  equal  portions,  on  Good  Friday  and  Michaelmas-day, 
amongst  the  most  indigent  anti  deserving  people  of  the  town  and  parish  of 
Scarcliff,  and  other  donations  to  the  poor  of  Alfreton  and  Blackwell. 

The  yearly  sum  of  2/.  lOs.  is  received,  by  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish, 
from  the  tenant  of  a farm  at  Newton,  which  is  the  property  of  John  Slater 
Wilkinson,  esquire,  and  now  in  the  occupation  of  James  White. 

It  is  usually  received  about  Michaelmas,  and  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
flannel  and  linen,  the  whole  of  which  is  distributed  at  a vestry  meeting,  held 
shortly  afterwards,  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  this  parish,  whether  receiving  relief  or  not. 

Lawrence’s  Charity. 

Lawrence's  Samuel  Laurence,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  1 6th  October  lf>97>  gave  to  the 

Chaiity.  poor  of  the  parish  of  Scarcliff,  20,9.  a year,  to  be  paid,  yearly,  on  New  Year’s  day, 
out  of  the  lands  which  his  father  formerly  purchased  of  Mr.  Thomas  Pennell  and 
Thomas  Lyell. 

This  will  contains  no  devise  of  land.

Ludlam’s  Charity. 
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Some  years  ago,  this  annual  payment  being  in  arrear,  Mr.  Woodcock, 
an  attorney  at  Mansfield,  was  employed  by  the  parishioners,  and  recovered  from 
Mr.  Henry  Davies,  of  Killingholme,  in  Lincolnshire,  to  the  poor  of  which  parish 
the  same  donor  gave,  by  his  will,  a similar  annual  sum  of  20 s.,  the  arrears  for 
eleven  years,  up  to  1st  January  1818  ; since  that  time,  the  annual  payment  for 
live  years  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Davies,  up  to  January  1823. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  there  was  an  arrear  of  four  years  due,  and 
instructions  had  been  given  to  Mr.  Woodcock  to  make  an  application  for  the 
payment  thereof. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  what  the  lands  consist  of,  which  are  charged 
with  this  annuity. 

The  sums  of  11/.,  received  in  1818,  and  51.  in  1823,  are  distributed  by  the 
minister  and  parish  officers,  amongst  poor  persons  of  this  parish. 

Johnson’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  will  of  Richard  Johnson , bearing  date  2d  March  Johnson’s  Charity. 
1714,  which  contains  donations  to  the  poor  of  Bolsover,  Clown  and  Scarcliff, 
have  been  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Bolsover,  in  a preceding  part 
of  this  Report. 

The  annual  sum  of  10  s.  is  now  received  by  the  churchwardens,  in  respect  of 
this  charity,  from  Daniel  Bradley,  who  is  in  possession  of  a field,  called  Uffin’s 
Croft,  in  Bolsover,  and  is  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  income  of 
Ludlam’s  charitv,  before  mentioned. 

Saxton’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Saxton,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  2d  January  1815,  gave  to  the  over-  Saxton’s  Charity, 
seers  of  Scarcliff  10/.,  to  be  paid,  within  six  months  after  her  death,  out  of  her 
personal  estate,  on  trust,  to  put  the  same  out  to  interest,  and  to  pay  the  interest 
to  the  schoolmaster  who  should  hold  the  school  at  Scarcliff,  for  the  time  being, 
for  the  purpose  of  instructing  one  poor  boy  and  one  poor  girl,  born  in  the  parish 
of  Scarcliff,  to  read. 

This  sum  of  10/.  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Matthew  Scorer,  of  Wood- 
thorpe,  an  owner  of  land  in  Scarcliff,  on  the  security  of  his  promissory  note,  for 
which  he  pays  10«s.  interest  to  the  churchwarden,  who  pays  the  same  over  to  the 
same  schoolmaster  as  instructs  the  children  under  Mrs.  Vaughan’s  charity  herein- 
after mentioned,  for  teaching  one  poor  child  to  read,  who  is  appointed  by  the 
churchwardens,  the  interest  being  too  small  to  pay  for  the  instruction  of  two 
children. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell.  Gisborne’s  Charity. 

Vaughan’s  Charity. 

Kithe  Vaughan , the  wife  of  George  Vaughan,  esquire,  by  her  will,  or  testa-  Vaughan’s  Charity, 
mentary  instrument,  bearing  date  18th  August  1813,  devised  all  her  real  estates, 
whether  freehold  or  copyhold,  situate  at  South  Leverton,  Scarcliff]  Scarcliff 
Lanes,  Whalby,  Furniel,  Sherbrook,  Pleasley  Hill,  Loudham  and  Bulcotes, 

Bolsover,  Palterton  and  Ryley,  to  her  husband,  George  Vaughan,  for  life  ; 
and  after  his  decease,  she  devised  all  the  said  estates  (except  a copyhold  estate 
at  South  Leverton,  thereby  specifically  devised),  subject  to  her  legacies  and 
annuities,  to  John  Smith  Wright,  esq.,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  daughter, 

Kithe  Caroline  Smith  Wright,  if  she  should  attain  the  age  of  21  years,  and  her 
heirs,  with  devises  over,  in  case  she  should  die  under  that  age  ; and  she  gave 
20  /.  a year,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  her  said  freehold  estates,  to  commence 
from  the  decease  of  her  said  husband,  to  the  parish  of  Scarcliff;  14/.,  part 
thereof,  to  be  laid  out  in  clothing  for  the  poor,  and  to  be  distributed  on 
21st  September  in  every  year,  under  the  directions  of  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  that  parish,  and  6 /.  towards  the  education  of  poor  children,  to  be 
named  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  that  parish. 

Mrs.  Vaughan  died  in  January  1821,  and  George  Vaughan,  esquire,  her 
husband,  died  in  1823.  Alhough  the  devise  of  this  annuity  was  void  as  a charge 
on  land,  by  the  statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  it  has  been  regularly  paid  from  the 
time  of  Mr.  Vaughan’s  death. 

The  annual  sum  of  20/.  is  now  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  Mr.  John 
Fox,  of  Pleasley  Hill,  the  tenant  of  a farm  there,  formerly  the  property  of 
Mrs.  Vaughan,  and  now  of  John  Smith  Wright,  esquire. 

Of  this  annuity,  6/.  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  Scarcliff,  who  occupies 

H h 4 a schoolhouse 
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Scarclifl.  a schoolhouse  in  this  parish,  for  which  he  pays  rent  to  Earl  Bathurst,  the  lord 

— ; of  the  manor  of  Scarcliff.  In  respect  of  this  sum,  the  schoolmaster  teaches  nine 

VnU^cmt lived*'  ^ children,  appointed  by  the  churchwardens,  to  read. 

. | ^ The  remaining  14/.  is  distributed  at  a vestry  meeting  to  the  poor  in  clothing, 

not  on  the  21st  September,  but  as  soon  after  as  it  is  received,  and  usually 
between  that  time  and  the  following  Christmas. 


There  is  a small  annual  payment  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  derived  from  the 
gift  of  Dame  Frances  Pierrepont , by  deed  in  1620  ; but  as  the  prebendaries  of 
the  collegiate  church  of  Southwell  are  the  trustees  of  it,  it  does  not  come  within 
the  scope  of  our  inquiry. 

Bell  Rope  Land.

It  appears,  from  the  copy  of  an  entry  in  one  of  the  parish  books,  that,  on 
5th  February  1723,  it  was  agreed  by  the  churchwardens  and  inhabitants  of 
Scarcliff,  at  a public  meeting,  that  the  land  belonging  to  the  bells  should  be  in 
the  possession  of  John  Bailey,  the  then  clerk  of  the  parish,  during  his  time, 
he  providing  bell-ropes  and  cleaning  the  church  leads  yearly,  and  buying  oil  of 
the  value  of  a shilling  yearly,  for  the  use  of  the  bells.  It  also  appears,  that 
these  lands  and  the  rents  thereof,  were  then  as  follows : — 
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In  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1726,  it  is  recited,  that  four  acres,  or 
thereabouts,  of  inclosed  land,  in  the  township  of  Scarcliff,  were  settled  or  charged 
with  buying  bell  ropes  for  the  use  of  the  parish  church  of  Scarcliff. 

At  a vestry  meeting  of  the  parishioners,  on  the  20th  March  1815,  it  was 
agreed,  that  Matthew  Scorer  should  let  to  John  Coup  and  John  Jeffery,  from 
year  to  year,  the  four  closes  under-mentioned,  at  the  annual  rents  set  opposite 
to  the  parcels  : —

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The  annual  rents,  above-mentioned,  amounting  to  4/.  10s.,  are  received  by 
the  churchwardens,  and  carried  to  their  general  account,  from  which  1/.  is  paid 
for  cleaning  the  church,  and  all  expenses  relating  to  the  bells  are  defrayed.

Fidler’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Fidler,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  5th  May  1724,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield  in  1732,  gave  to  the  school  at  Hallfield  Gate,  in  the  parish  of  Shirland, 
40  s.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  out  of  a close  in  the  park 
of  Shirland,  then  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Frizby,  which  he  bought  of 
Mr.  Leacroft,  and  directed  that  his  brother  John,  and  his  heirs,  should  choose 
one  poor  scholar  out  of  the  parish  of  Shirland,  to  be  taught  free;  and  that 
his  brother  Jespar,  and  his  heirs,  should  choose  another  scholar,  to  be  free ; 
and  that  three  or  four  of  the  substantialest  men  in  the  parish,  the  parson  to  be 
one,  should  choose  other  two  scholars  for  the  parish ; and  that  the  constable, 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  should  take  care  that  the  said  money  should  be 
collected  and  paid  to  the  said  schoolmaster,  by  whosoever  should  hold  the  said 
close. 

He  also  directed  that  six  poor  old  couples,  or  people,  should  have  2 s.  6d. 

a piece, 


Sliirland. 
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a piece,  to  be  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  out  of  the  said  close,  by  the  said 
officers  ; and  that  what  the  close  should  be  let  for  more  should  be  bestowed  in 
bread,  and  given  to  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  at  the  church. 

The  close  given  by  this  donor,  which  is  called  Thwaite’s  Park,  contains  about 
five  acres,  and  has  been  let  from  time  to  time  at  meetings  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  parish.  It  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  George  Bansall,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a fair  rent  of  7/.  105.  per  annum. 

There  is  also  an  allotment  set  out  on  the  Sliirland  inclosure  in  respect  of  this 
close,  containing  rather  more  than  one  rood,  in  the  occupation  of  George 
Tagg,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  155.  per  annum. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  rents  the  annual  sum  of  40  5.  is  paid  to  the  school- 
master of  Hallfield  Gate  School,  hereinafter-mentioned ; and  the  annual  sum 
of  155.  is  given  to  twelve  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  in  sums  of  1 5.  3d.  to  each  ; 
but  it  is  proposed  in  future  to  give  this  sum  in  half  crowns  to  six  persons, 
according  to  the  donor’s  directions.  The  residue  of  the  rents  is  distributed  in 
bread,  at  the  church,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  the  parish  officers,  amongst  the 
poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Laverack’s  Charity. 

James  Laverack , by  his  will,  bearing  date  19th  July  1774,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield  in  the  same  year,  gave  the  sum  of  2/.,  to  be  paid  and  distributed 
yearly,  on  2d  February,  to  the  poor  of  Sliirland,  by  his  executor,  the  liev.  John 
Laverack,  or  those  who  should  inherit  his  estate  in  land.  He  also  gave  the 
sum  of  2/.  to  some  schoolmaster,  whom  his  executor  should  make  choice  of, 
for  the  teaching  of  three  poor  children,  out  of  the  town  of  Sliirland,  to  read, 
write  and  account,  and  205.  to  be  laid  out  yearly  in  books  for  them  ; the  children 
to  be  such  as  his  executors  should  make  choice  of,  the  said  2/.  to  be  paid  yearly, 
on  25th  July,  for  the  teaching  of  the  said  children  ; and  he  charged  the  third 
part  of  the  Cunningrees,  and  the  third  part  of  the  two  pastures,  and  two-third 
parts  of  the  little  pasture,  with  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  charities,  which 
third  parts  of  the  said  closes  were  all  in  the  possession  of  John  Stones ; and  he 
desired  his  executor,  and  those  that  should  inherit  his  estate  in  land,  that  they 
should  take  no  advantage  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  in  those  cases,  but  apply 
and  dispose  of  the  aforesaid  charities  as  was  before  directed. 

By  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  August  1st,  1774,  the  testator  gave  10/. 
towards  building  a house  at  the  Hallfield  Gate  School  End,  if  the  parish  Would 
make  out  the  rest. 

Although  this  gift  was  void  by  statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  the  yearly  sums 
mentioned  in  the  will  are  paid,  according  to  the  donor’s  directions,  by  Obadiah 
Boot,  the  tenant  of  a farm,  called  Stone  Broom  Farm,  in  the  parish  of  Sliirland, 
the  property  of  Miss  Mary  Oaks,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Oaks,  by 
whom  the  annuity  of  2/.  appears,  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I7S6,  to 
have  been  at  that  time  paid  to  the  poor.  This  sum  is  distributed  by  Mr.  Boot, 
at  his  own  house,  in  small  sums,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

The  other  two  sums  of  2/.  and  205.  mentioned  in  the  will,  are  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  of  Hall  Field  Gate  School,  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  Rev.  F.  Gisborne’s  charity. — See  Bakewell. 

Turbutt’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  will  of  Miss  Eleanora  Turbiitt,  who  died  in  April 
1826,  containing  a request,  that  her  sister  and  executrix,  and  after  the  decease 
of  her  executrix,  her  nephews  and  executors  would  distribute  yearly,  out  of  her 
personal  property,  20/.  amongst  the  poor  of  Sliirland  and  Morton,  have  been 
stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Morton,  in  the  present  Report. 

This  charity  had  not  come  into  operation  at  the  time  of  our  investigation. 

Hallfield  Gate  School. 

This  school  is  situate  at  Hallfield  Gate,  about  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the 
village  of  Sliirland. 

The  present  building,  which  consists  of  a school-room,  with  two  chambers 
over  it,  was  erected  about  ten  years  ago,  at  the  expense  of  the  parishioners  of 
Sliirland,  on  the  site  of  an  old  school,  which  is  also  supposed  to  have  been 
originally  built  by  the  parishioners,  a parcel  of  land,  containing  30  yards  in 
length,  and  eight  yards  in  breadth,  having  been  granted  for  that  purpose,  many 
years  ago,  by  Edzvard  Retell , to  certain  trustees,  for  a term  of  999  years. 
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We  are  informed  that  the  following  persons  were  appointed  by  deed,  about 
a year  ago,  to  be  new  trustees  of  this  school,  viz.;  Thomas  Radford,  William 
Siddall,  John  Clay,  George  Bausall,  John  Tagg,  Richard  Hopkinson,  and 
Thomas  Welton  ; but  we  have  not  seen  either  the  original  grant  of  the  land, 
or  the  late  deed  for  appointing  trustees. 

The  residue  of  the  parcel  of  land  given  by  Edward  Revell,  is  now  a garden, 
and  in  tbe  occupation  of  the  schoolmaster,  who  was  appointed  by  the  trustees 
of  the  school  premises. 

A sum  of  10/.  was  given  by  a codicil  to  the  will  of  James  Laverock , in  1774, 
towards  building  a house  at  this  school,  as  a residence  for  the  master,  and  a sum 
of  20/.  was  given  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Fidler,  about  five  years  ago,  for  the  same 
purpose.  It  is  stated  that  the  former  sum  is  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Mary  Oaks, 
and  the  latter  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Obadiah  Boot,  who  was  Mrs.  Fidler’s 
executor ; and  that  it  is  proposed  to  raise  a farther  sum  by  subscription, 
sufficient,  with  those  above  mentioned,  to  erect  a building  adjoining  to  the 
school,  which,  with  the  upper  apartments  of  the  present  building,  will  form 
a residence  for  the  schoolmaster. 

Stockes’s  Gift. — William  Stockes,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  October 
1696,  and  proved  at  Lichfield  in  1699,  gave  (after  the  decease  of  his  wife)  to 
the  churchwardens  of  Shirland,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  a tenement  or 
cottage,  with  two  crofts,  near  Ripley,  in  the  parish  of  Pentrich,  in  the  posses- 
sion of  William  Canderland,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  use  of  six  of  the 
poorest  of  the  poor  children,  in  the  parish  of  Shirland,  for  ever,  and  to  be  used 
and  disposed  as  thereinafter  was  mentioned,  it  being  his  earnest  request  and 
desire,  that  the  parson,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  would  every  year,  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  in  Easter  week, 
nominate  six  of  the  poorest  children  in  the  parish,  and  put  them  to  some  con- 
venient school  or  schools,  where  they  might  be  taught  to  read,  in  the  English 
tongue,  till  they  could  read  in  the  Bible,  and  for  their  learning  and  books  dis- 
tribute the  yearly  profits  of  the  said  cottage  and  crofts,  according  to  their 
discretion,  and  so  every  year,  for  ever ; but  if  the  said  parson,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  should  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  he  directed,  that  for  such  year 
they  should  have  no  right  to  this  legacy,  but  that  it  should  go  and  descend  to 
his  heirs,  for  such  year  as  they  should  so  neglect  or  refuse  as  aforesaid. 

The  property  given  by  the  will  of  this  donor  consists  of  a cottage,  now  used 
as  two  dwellings,  with  a garden  and  field  adjoining,  containing  in  the  whole 
2a.  Ir.  39p.,  at  Ripley,  in  the  parish  of  Pentrich,  in  the  occupation  of  John 
Whysall,  as  yearly  tenant,  having  been  let  to  him  at  a meeting  of  the 
parishioners,  at  14/.  5s.  per  annum,  which  is  considered  to  be  a very  high 
rent. 

This  rent  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  Hallfield  gate  school,  who,  in  respect 
of  it,  instructs  freely  six  children  of  Shirland,  appointed  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

Fidler’s  Gift. — The  will  of  Thomas  Fidler,  bearing  date  in  1724,  has  been 
already  stated,  whereby  he  gave  to  this  school  40$.  per  annum,  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  four  poor  children  of  this  parish. 

This  annual  sum  is  paid  by  George  Bausall,  the  tenant  of  the  field  given  by 
Thomas  Fidler,  to  the  schoolmaster,  who,  in  respect  thereof,  instructs  freely  in 
the  manner  above  mentioned,  four  children  of  Shirland,  all  of  whom  are 
appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  there  being  at  this  time  none  of 
the  donor’s  family  resident  in  the  parish. 

Boote’s  Gift. — Lydia  Boote,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  28th  September  1726, 
and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1731,  gave  as  follows  : — - 

“ I give  6/.  a year,  payable  and  chargeable  out  of  all  and  singular  the  lands 
and  tenements  lying  and  being  in  Greenhill  Lane,  in  the  said  parish  of  Alfreton 
and  county  of  Derby,  to  the  master  and  school  at  Hawfield  Yate,  in  the  parish 
of  Shirland  and  county  of  Derby  aforesaid,  and  hereby  will,  that  40$.  per 
annum  (part  of  the  said  61.)  be  paid  to  the  master  of  the  said  school,  for  which 
he  is,  for  the  space  of  two  hours  at  a time,  and  twice  in  the  week,  to  instruct  six 
children,  to  be  named  by  my  executor  during  his  life,  and  after  his  decease  to 
be  named  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Shirland,  in 
the  catechism  of  the  church  of  England,  paraphrased  ; and  is  likewise  to  do  the 
same  every  Sunday  evening,  after  divine  service,  from  Lady-day  till  Michaelmas; 
and  incase  the  said  master  shall  be  wilfully  negligent  in  doing  this,  and  shall  be 
s,\\~  - ....  so 
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so  judged  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Shirland  aforesaid  for  the  time 
being,  then  the  said  salary  of  405.  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  till  some 
other  master  shall  be  put  in,  or  he  shall  be  more  diligent  in  performing  the  duty 
hereby  required,  of  which  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  are  likewise  to 
determine  : And  I likewise  will,  that  31.  per  annum  (part  of  the  said  61.  per 
annum)  be  given  to  the  said  six  children  equally,  for  an  encouragement  when 
they  have  learned  and  can  give  a good  account  of  the  said  catechism  or 
catechisms,  as  the  minister  of  Shirland  and  the  said  master,  with  the  said 
churchwardens,  or  the  majority  of  them,  shall  judge  and  certify  ; but  no  child 
is  to  be  admitted  till  he  or  they  are  nine  years  old,  and  not  to  have  any  benefit 
hereby  longer  than  two  years,  and  then  others  chose  to  succeed  them  ; and  in 
case  any  of  them  shall  not  be  able  to  give  a good  and  sufficient  account  of  what 
they  have  been  instructed  in  as  aforesaid,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  then  the  share 
of  the  said  31.  of  every  of  them  being  negligent  and  so  deficient,  to  be  given  to 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Shirland,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
aforesaid  : And  I do  likewise  will,  that  205.  per  annum,  other  part  of  the  said 

61.  be  laid  out  in  godly  and  pious  books,  to  be  given  to  the  said  children,  and  to 
be  bought  by  the  said  master,  with  approbation  of  minister  and  churchwardens 
aforesaid.” 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  master  of  Hallfield  gate  school  receives  from  an 
agent  of  William  Palmer  Morewood,  esquire,  as  the  owner  of  an  estate  at 
Greenhill  Lane,  an  annual  sum  of  31.,  and  in  respect  thereof  instructs  six  poor 
children  of  Shirland,  appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  not  merely 
in  the  church  catechism,  but  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

During  the  last  30  years  at  the  least,  the  same  annual  sum  of  31.  has  been  paid 
to  the  master  of  this  school  for  the  time  being,  and  we  have  found  no  trace  of 
the  residue  of  the  annuity  of  6/.  having  ever  been,  paid  ; the  Rev.  John  Pepper, 
vicar  of  Alfreton,  informed  us,  that  he  resided  at  Shirland  more  than  20  years, 
and  left  it  about  nine  years  ago,  and  that  during  his  residence  there,  James 
Fiddler,  the  then  schoolmaster,  stated  to  him,  that  he  had  applied  to  the  late 
Mrs.  Morewood  respecting  the  payment  of  the  residue  of  the  annuity  of  61., 
that  Mrs.  Morewood  promised  that  the  deeds  relating  to  the  estate  at  Green- 
hill  Lane  should  be  examined,  and  that  she  afterwards  told  him,  that  no  charge 
appeared  on  the  deeds  beyond  the  annual  sum  of  31.  then  paid  to  the  school- 
master, and  declined  paying  more  than  that  sum. 

It  does  not  appear  whether  Mrs.  Morewood  is  in  possession  of  the  whole  of 
the  lands  in  Greenhill  Lane,  which  were  charged  by  Mrs.  Boote’s  will  with  the 
payment  of  the  annuity  of  61. ; but  as  a part  at  least  of  her  lands  seems  to  be 
identified  as  now  belonging  to  him,  by  the  payment  thereout  of  the  annual  sum  of 
31,  we  apprehend  that  such  part  must  have  been  originally  liable  to  the  charity  for 
the  whole  amount  of  the  annuity,  although  the  owner  thereof  might  be  entitled 
to  a contribution  from  some  other  person  towards  the  payment  thereof;  and  we 
are  not  aware  of  any  mode  by  which  the  land  in  question  can  have  been  dis- 
charged from  that  liability.  It  will  be  observed,  that  the  annual  sum  of  31.,  now 
unpaid,  was  directed  to  be  given,  not  to  the  schoolmaster,  but  to  the  six  children 
taught  by  him  in  respect  of  this  charity,  as  an  encouragement. 

Laverack’s  Gift. — The  will  of  James  Laverack,  bearing  date  in  1774,  has 
been  already  stated,  whereby  he  gave  2 1.  per  annum  to  be  paid  out  of  certain 
lands  to  a schoolmaster  for  the  instruction  of  three  poor  children  of  Shirland, 
and  1 1.  per  annum  to  be  laid  out  in  books. 

These  annual  sums  are  received  from  Mr.  Obadiah  Boot,  the  tenant  of  a farm 
in  Shirland,  belonging  to  Miss  Oaks,  by  the  master  of  this  school,  who  in 
respect  of  the  former,  instructs  in  the  same  manner  four  poor  children  of 
Shirland,  appointed  by  Miss  Oaks,  and  applies  the  latter  sum  in  the  purchase 
of  books  for  the  use  of  the  children  of  the  school. 

Oldham’s  Gift. — John  Oldham,  esquire,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  4th  June 
1787,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  in  the  same  year, 
gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  not  thereinbefore  disposed  of,  to  his 
brother  Thomas  Oldham,  on  condition  that  he  should  purchase,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  his  decease,  out  of  his  effects,  100/.  stock  in  the  four  per  cent  con- 
solidated annuities ; and  he  directed,  that  the  interest  accruing  therefrom  should 
be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Hallfield  Gate  school,  half  yearly,  for  ever,  for  in- 
structing in  reading  and  writing  so  many  children  of  the  industrious  poor  people 
of  the  parish  of  Shirland  as  could  be  instructed  for  the  money  ; the  children  to  be 
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Shirland  chosen  by  his  said  brother  during  his  life,  and  after  his  decease  by  the  minister 

and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  preference  being  given  to  the  children- 

HalSfihoofate  Parents  who  shoulcl  most  frequently  attend  divine  service,  and  to  be 
continued.  continued  two  years  at  school,  unless  just  complaint  should  be  made  by  the 

j master  of  neglect  in  the  parents  to  send  them  ; and  in  such  case  to  be  dismissed 

and  others  chosen ; and  he  appointed  his  said  brother  Thomas  Oldham,  the 
Rev.  John  Carr,  and  his  nephew,  the  Rev.  John  Oldham,  the  executors  of 
his  will. 

In  pursuance  of  this  donor’s  direction,  100/.  four  per  cent  stock  (now  reduced 
to  34  per  cent)  was  purchased  in  the  names  of  his  three  executors,  and  Mr.  John 
Lush,  of  whom  the  Rev.  John  Carr,  and  the  Rev.  John  Oldham,  are  the  present 
survivors,  and  is  still  standing  in  their  names. 

The  dividends  of  this  stock  being  31. 10.9.  per  annum,  are  transmitted  through 
the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  and  Newton,  of  Chesterfield,  to  the  schoolmaster, 
who  in  respect  thereof  instructs,  in  the  manner  above-mentioned,  four  poor 
children  of  Shirland,  appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  whole  income  derived  by  the  schoolmaster  from  the  above-mentioned 
sources  is  24/.  15  s.  (exclusive  of  1/.  for  books  from  Laverack’s  gift),  and  the 
number  of  free  children  (boys  and  girls)  taught  by  him  is  24.  He  has  other 
scholars,  for  whose  education  he  is  paid  by  their  parents.

PARISH  OF  STAVELEY. 

Netherthorpe  School. 

An  account  of  the  foundation  of  the  school  at  Netherthorpe  will  be  found  in 
the  following  abstract  of  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  taken 
from  a paper  purporting  to  be  a transcript  of  a copy  which  appears  to  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  late  rector  of  Staveley,  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne,  in 
1745,  by  the  representative  of  the  Rev.  Ralph  Heathcote,  a former  rector. 

In  this  decree  it  is  recited,  that  upon  an  inquisition  taken  before  John 
Manners,  esquire,  and  other  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  on  the  7th 
October,  43d  Elizabeth,  the  jury  presented,  upon  the  review  of  certain  letters 
testimonial,  under  the  seal  of  the  Prerogative  Court,  dated  28th  April  1591,  and 
given  to  them  in  evidence,  that  Francis  Rodes , one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  deceased,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  7th  June,  29th  Elizabeth, 
devised  “ the  yearly  rent-charge  of  15  /.  per  annum,  which  he  the  said  Francis 
had  to  him  and  his  heirs  assured  forth  of  the  lands  and  inheritance  of  Anthony 
Ellis,  gentleman,”  and  the  yearly  sum  of  5/.  to  be  taken  forth  of  his  manor  of 
Elmton,  in  the  whole  20/.  per  annum,  to  be  employed  for  ever  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  newly  erected  grammar  school  at  Staveley  Netherthorpe,  the 
Ending  of  two  scholarships  at  St.  John’s  Cambridge,  and  the  relief  of  the  poor 
hurt  and  lame  soldiers  which  should  be  sent  to  the  wars,  out  of  the  townships 
of  Staveley,  Barlbrough  and  Elmton,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  8/.  thereof 
towards  the  said  school,  SI.  for  the  said  scholarships,  and  4/.  for  the  relief  of  the 
said  soldiers ; and  they  presented  that  John  Rodes,  esquire,  son  and  heir  and 
executor  of  the  said  will,  since  the  death  of  the  said  Francis  Rodes  in  1588, 
had  paid  the  said  sums  of  8 /.  per  annum  to  the  master  of  the  said  grammar 
school,  but  then  owed  him  4/.  for  one  half  year’s  wages,  whereupon  it  was 
ordered  and  decreed  by  the  Commissioners,  that  the  said  John  Rodes  should 
pay  to  the  then  master  the  said  sum  of  4/.,  and  that  the  said  John  Rodes,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  should  be  owner  or  owners  of 
the  said  rent-charge  of  15  /.  per  annum,  and  of  the  said  manor  of  Elmton,  should 
stand  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  SI.  towards  the  said 
school ; and  that  if  the  said  yearly  sum  of  8/.  should  be  unpaid  to  the  school- 
master for  the  space  of  twenty  days,  the  schoolmaster  might  enter  into  the  lands 
so  charged  with  the  said  rent-charge  of  15/.,  and  into  the  said  manor  of  Elmton, 
and  distrain  for  the  said  Sir,  and  it  was  also  ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  said 
John  Rodes  and  his  heirs,  or  the  owners  of  the  said  rent-charge  of  15  /.  per 
annum,  and  of  the  manor  of  Elmton,  should  for  ever  thereafter  pay  the  said 
sum  of  4/.,  so  devised  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  hurt  or  maimed  soldiers,  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parishes  of 
Staveley,  Elmton  and  Barlbrough,  to  be  by  them  equally  and  indifferently 
employed,  according  to  the  number  and  necessity  of  the  said  soldiers  within

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every  of  the  said  townships,  for  their  relief  as  by  the  said  will  was  appointed  ; and  Staveley. 

that  in  default  of  payment,  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  might  distrain  upon  — — 

the  said  lands  in  manner  above  mentioned;  and  it  is  further  recited,  that  by  the  ^esdIoo°rpe 

said  inquisition  the  jury  further  presented,  that  upon  sight  of  a certain  deed  bear-  continued. 

ing  date  6th  September,  43d  Elizabeth,  between  Margaret  Fretcheville,  widow  of  i / 

Peter  Fretcheville  of  Staveley,  esquire,  on  the  one  part ; and  Edmund  Stevenson, 

William  Margenson  and  James  Osborne  on  the  other  part ; the  said  Margaret 
Fretcheville  covenanted  to  convey  to  the  said  Edmund  Stevenson  and  others, 
and  their  heirs  (amongst  other  things)  certain  lands  and  tenements  in  Staveley 
Westwood,  Nether  Handley,  and  Middle  Handley,  to  the  use  of  herself  for  life, 
and  after  her  decease  to  the  use  of  Peter  Fretcheville,  esquire,  her  son,  and  his 
heirs  ; with  a proviso,  that  he  and  his  heirs  should  yearly  for  ever,  during  such 
time  as  there  should  be  a learned  schoolmaster  provided,  had  and  employed  for 
and  in  teaching  and  instructing  of  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish  of  Staveley,  in  the  new  erected  school-house  at  Staveley  Netherthorpe, 
or  in  any  other  convenient  place  within  the  said  parish,  pay  SI.  for  and  towards 
the  finding  of  such  schoolmaster  as  aforesaid : and  they  presented,  that  the  said 
Margaret  Fretcheville  died  29th  November,  34  Elizabeth ; and  that  the  said 
Peter  Fretcheville  had  continually  paid  the  said  8/.  per  annum  to  the  said 
schoolmaster ; whereupon  it  was  ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  said  Peter 
Fretcheville,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should,  during  such  time  as  there  should  be 
a learned  schoolmaster  appointed  as  aforesaid,  pay  the  said  8/.  a year  to  such 
schoolmaster;  and  that  if  that  payment  should  be  in  arrear,  and  unpaid  20  days, 
the  schoolmaster  might  distrain  for  the  same  on  the  said  lands  in  Staveley 
Westwood,  Nether  Handley  and  Middle  Handley. 

And  it  is  further  recited,  that  the  jury  presented  on  sight  of  the  will  of  Robert 
Sitwell , of  Staveley  Netherthorpe,  bearing  date  20th  April,  41  Elizabeth,  that  he 
gave  to  Robert  Sitwell,  the  son  of  William  Sitwell,  amongst  other  things,  his  mes- 
suage in  Killamarsh,  called  Gannow  Hall,  to  the  use  of  him  and  the  heirs  male 
of  his  body,  with  remainders  over,  and  an  ultimate  remainder  to  the  right  heirs 
of  the  testator ; and  that  he  also,  by  his  will,  gave  6 /.  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster,  at  the  grammar  school  at  Staveley,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  lands 
at  Killamarsh,  called  Gannow  Hall ; provided,  that  if  the  other  founders  of  the 
school,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  not  pay  their  portions  according  to  their 
engagements,  the  said  yearly  sum  of  6/.  should  cease  ; and  that  they  found,  that 
the  said  testator  died  27th  April,  41  Elizabeth,  and  that  Robert  Sitwell,  the  devisee, 
had  paid  to  the  said  schoolmaster  of  Staveley  Netherthorpe,  the  yearly  sum  of 
6/.  for  one  year,  but  had  since  refused  to  pay  the  same,  although  he  was  in  the 
occupation  and  enjoyment  of  the  lands  devised  as  aforesaid  ; whereupon  it  was 
ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  said  Robert  Sitwell  should  pay  the  said  sum  of 
61.,  with  the  arrears  due,  and  that  he  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  and  the 
owners  for  the  time  being  of  Gannow  Hall,  should  pay  the  same  to  the  said 
schoolmaster,  and  that  if  such  payment  should  be  unpaid  for  20  days,  that  the 
schoolmaster  might  distrain  for  such  arrears  on  the  said  messuage  or  tenement 
called  Gannow  Hall. 

On  the  copy  of  this  decree  which  was  sent  to  Mr.  Gisborne,  there  appears 
to  have  been  a memorandum  made  by  him,  January  22d,  1747-8,  in  which  after 
stating  that  he  had  received  it  from  Mr.  R.  Heathcote,  as  above  mentioned, 
there  is  the  following  observation: — 

“ About  17  or  18  years  ago,  there  was  in  this  county,  a commission  for 
charitable  uses ; and  had  the  following  inquisition  been  known  to  us,  we  should 
easily  have  been  resolved,  whether  the  31.  per  annum  withheld  by  Judge  Rodes’s 
heirs,  from  Netherthorpe  school,  the  81.  per  annum  for  two  scholarships  in 
Saint  John’s  College  Cambridge,  and  the  4/.  per  annum  for  maimed  soldiers, 
were  recoverable  or  no.” 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  at  this  period,  the  payment  by  the  heirs  of  Francis 
Rodes,  had  been  reduced  to  5 l.  per  annum.  The  same  sum  appears  to  have 
been  paid  ever  since ; and  it  seems  doubtful,  whether  at  this  distance  of  time, 
without  any  thing  to  shew  the  cause  of  the  original  reduction,  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  establish  a claim  to  the  residue  of  the  rent-charge  of  15  /. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  1st  November  1742,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
produced  to  us  from  the  evidence-room  at  Hardwick,  between  Lord  James 
Cavendish  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  James  Gisborne,  rector  of  Staveley,

rent  of  6/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  several  closes  at  Holiinwood  and  Inkersal,  in 
the  parish  of  Staveley ; viz.  the  two  Pingles,  the  Near  and  the  Far  Middle 
Croft,  and  the  Near  and  the  Far  Nether  Croft,  containing  in  the  whole,  by  esti- 
mation, 7 a.  3 u.  23  p.  ; and  out  of  the  Nether,  the  Over,  the  Middle,  and  the  Far 
Pease  Wood,  containing  together  by  estimation,  15  a.  & 28  p.  ; payable  quarterly, 
on  the  25th  December,  25th  March,  24th  June,  and  29th  September  ; in  trust, 
that  they  and  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  for  the  time  being,  should  yearly 
pay  the  same  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  aforesaid  school, 
to  his  use  and  benefit ; and  in  case  of  non-payment,  a power  of  distress  was 
given  to  the  said  parties,  and  their  heirs,  and  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for 
the  time  being  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  any  three  of  the  said  trustees 
should  die,  the  survivors,  and  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  should  within  40 
days,  elect  three  other  trustees,  and  should  convey  the  said  rent-charge  to  the 
use  of  themselves,  and  such  new  trustees,  on  the  like  trusts. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  23d  September  1796,  Thomas  Gisborne,  in  whom 
it  appears  the  last-mentioned  rent-charge  had  become  vested,  and  the  Rev.  Francis 
Gisborne,  Samuel  Bennett,  and  George  Holmes,  the  rector  and  churchwardens 
of  Staveley,  conveyed  the  same  to  John  Marshall  Prime,  Paul  Bright,  Richard 
Froggatt,  and  Joseph  Hollingworth,  to  the  use  of  them  and  their  heirs,  and  of 
the  rector  and  churchwardens  aforesaid,  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

It  is  intended  to  make  a new  conveyance  to  trustees,  Richard  Froggatt  being 
the  only  survivor. 

In  addition  to  these  benefactions,  it  appears  that  the  late  Rev.  Francis  Gis- 
borne gave  in  his  lifetime,  the  sum  of  100/.,  which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  an  India  bond.  This  bond  was  placed  in  the  hand  of  Joseph  Slagg ; Mr.  Gis- 
borne having  given  directions  to  the  said  Joseph  Slagg,  and  John  Rodgers  of 
Inkersal,  to  see  that  it  was  laid  out  on  good  security,  and  the  interest  thereof 
paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  his  better  support.

The  school  premises  at  Netherthorpe  contain  about  half  an  acre  of  land,  upon 
which  there  is  an  old  schoolroom  and  two  small  chambers,  which  were  formerly 
occupied  by  the  master  ; but  about  1804,  immediately  after  the  appointment  of 
the  present  master,  a new  dwelling-house  was  built  for  his  residence,  by  sub- 
scription, on  part  of  the  garden. 

These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Squire  Butterfield,  the  school- 
master. He  was  appointed  by  Cornelius  Heathcote  Rodes,  esq.  in  1804;  the 
right  of  appointment  being,  as  it  is  supposed,  vested  alternately  in  the  Duke 
of  Devonshire,  E.  S.  Pole,  esq.  of  lladbourn  Hall,  and  the  heir  of  the  late 
Rev.  C.  R.  Rodes,  as  the  representatives  of  the  three  first  founders  of  the  school. 

All  the  sons  of  parishioners  of  Staveley  are  considered  as  entitled  to  the  free- 
dom of  the  school  for  classical  instruction  ; but  for  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic, the  master  makes  his  own  charges.  He  has  seldom  had  more  than  two 

• free 
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free  scholars  at  a time ; and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  there  were  only  seven 
i scholars  of  any  description,  and  only  one  learning  Latin. 

Woodthorpe  Hospital. 

Peter  Fretclieoille , by  his  will,  bearing  date  16th  March  1632,  and  proved  in 
I the  Prerogative  court  of  Canterbury,  directed  and  appointed,  that  the  new 
house  and  building  which  he  had  lately  erected  upon  a part  of  the  soil  of  the 
waste  and  common  belonging  to  his  manor  of  Staveley  Woodthorpe,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  chapel,  in  Staveley  Woodthorpe;  as  also  a garden  plot  lying 
on  the  south  side  of  the  said  house,  should  for  ever  thereafter  be  used  for  an 
hospital  or  almshouse,  in  manner  and  form  thereinafter  specified  ; viz.  that  two 
of  the  lower  rooms,  on  the  east  end  thereof,  should  be  used  for  the  habitation 
of  four  very  poor  and  aged  women  ; and  the  other  two  lower  rooms,  on  the 
west  end  thereof,  should  be  likewise  used  for  the  habitation  of  four  like  poor 
and  aged  men  ; all  of  the  said  eight  poor  people  to  be  unmarried  persons,  and 
to  be  taken  and  chosen  forth  of  the  parishes  of  Staveley  and  Barlbrough,  and 
either  of  them,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  discretion  and  appointment  of  his 
heirs,  or  of  such  other  person  or  persons  as  should  be  owner  or  owners  of  his 
manors  of  Staveley  and  Staveley  Woodthorpe  : And  he  directed  and  appointed 
that  his  said  heirs  or  owners  of  his  manors  aforesaid,  should  pay  yearly  and  every 
year,  unto  every  of  those  eight  poor  aged  persons  which  should  be  placed  in 
the  said  almshouse,  the  sum  of  4/.  a-piece,  for  and  towards  their  yearly  main- 
tenance, to  be  paid  to  them  quarterly,  at  the  four  usual  feasts ; and  that  they 
should  moreover  pay  to  some  honest  deacon,  or  other  ecclesiastical  person  to  be 
chosen  in  manner  aforesaid,  for  his  pains  in  duly  and  decently  reading  morning 
and  evening  prayer,  according  to  the  book  of  common  prayer,  every  day  in 
the  week,  to  the  said  poor  people  in  the  chapel  aforesaid,  the  like  yearly  sum 
of  4/.  quarterly  as  aforesaid;  and  he  appointed  that  such  deacon  or  reader 
should  from  time  to  time,  have  his  lodgings  in  a chamber  or  upper  room, 
situate  in  the  west  end  of  the  said  almshouse  ; and  that  all  the  yearly  pay- 
ments of  4/.  each,  amounting  to  36/.  per  annum,  should  issue  and  be  paid  every 
year  forth  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  his  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments, in  Staveley,  Staveley  Netherthorpe,  Staveley  Woodthorpe,  Hage  and 
Howbrooke,  theretofore  purchased  by  him  of  William  Earl  of  Newcastle,  and 
Edward  Denne,  esq.  Henry  Hewett  and  Thomas  Maden ; and  it  was  thereby 
provided,  that  if  any  of  the  said  poor  people  should  permit  any  woman  above 
the  age  of  10  or  11  years  at  most,  to  lodge  or  remain  with  him  or  her  in  any  of 
the  rooms  appointed  for  their  several  habitations,  for  more  than  two  days  and 
two  nights  together,  the  person  so  offending,  should  from  thenceforth  forfeit 
and  lose  all  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity ; and  that  in  such  case  some  other 
aged  poor  person  should  be  chosen  as  aforesaid,  and  placed  in  the  said  hospital, 
in  the  room  of  the  person  so  offending. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  25th  June  1782,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  (pro- 
duced to  us  from  the  evidence-room  at  Hardwick)  between  William  Duke  of 
Devonshire,  of  the  first  part ; and  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne,  rector  of  Staveley, 
of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  Richard  Robinson,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
17th  May  I777,  gave  to  Woodthorpe  hospital,  a sum  sufficient  to  purchase 
land  of  the  yearly  value  of  18/.,  in  order  to  advance  the  pay  of  those  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  the  said  hospital,  from  4/.  to  61. ; and  if  the  rent  of  the  land 
so  purchased,  should  exceed  the  above-mentioned  value,  the  overplus  to  be 
laid  out  in  repairs  or  otherwise,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  hospital ; and  that 
he  thereby  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  property  to  the  said  Francis  Gis- 
borne, whom  he  appointed  sole  executor;  the  said  Duke  of  Devonshire,  in 
consideration  of  400/.  paid  to  him  out  of  the  said  testator’s  personal  estate, 
granted  to  the  said  Francis  Gisborne,  and  his  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  18/. 
issuing  out  of  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Staveley,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas 
Slegg ; the  names  and  measure  of  the  several  closes  comprised  in  the  said  farm, 
being  therein  particularized,  and  the  measurement  thereof,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  76a.  1 r.  27p.  ; the  same  to  be  paid  half-yearly,  at  Michaelmas  and 
Lady-day,  without  any  deduction,  with  a power  of  distress  and  entry ; in  trust, 
to  apply  the  same  for  the  better  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  people,  to 
be  from  time  to  time  placed  in  the  said  hospital  or  almshouses,  as  nearly  con 
formable  to  the  charitable  intention  of  the  said  Richard  Robinson  as  circumstances 
would  admit. 

Another  rent-charge  of  18/.  per  annum  appears  to  have  been  appropriated

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Staveley.  to  the  better  support  of  the  inmates  of  this  hospital.  This  is  supposed  to  have 

— - been  derived  from  the  gift  of  one  of  the  Gisborne  family ; but  we  have  not  been, 

able  discover  any  document  relating  thereto. 
continued.  The  several  yearly  sums  above  mentioned;  viz.  361.  a year,  the  gift  of  Sir 

' Peter  Fretcheville  ; 18/.  a year,  the  gift  of  Richard  Robinson  ; and  18/.  a year, 

supposed  to  be  Gisborne’s  gift,  are  paid  as  rent-charges,  issuing  out  of  different 
estates  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 

The  hospital  consists  of  four  tenemeuts,  each  containing  a room  on  the  ground 
floor,  and  a chamber  above  ; and  annexed  thereto,  are  four  small  gardens.  The 
buildings  are  stated  to  be  in  good  repair ; the  first  quarterly  payment  becoming 
due  after  the  decease  of  any  of  the  almspeople  being  retained,  and  applied  in 
repairing  them. 

The  whole  charity  is  under  the  management  of  W.  A.  Ashby,  esq.,  as  agent 
for  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  Nine  persons  are  appointed  to  receive  the  benefit 
of  this  establishment,  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  or  his  agent,  and  the  rector  of 
Staveley  ; one  of  these  nine  persons  being  considered  as  the  reader.  The  per- 
sons selected  are  aged  widowers,  widows,  or  single  persons  of  good  character,  and 
not  receiving  parochial  relief.  It  appears  that  the  appointments  have  been 
confined  to  persons  of  the  parish  of  Staveley,  though,  according  to  the  will  of 
the  founder,  parishioners  of  Barlbrough  are  equally  eligible.  Each  of  the  nine 
persons  above  mentioned,  receives  81.  per  annum,  by  quarterly  payments. 
It  has  not  hitherto  been  considered  requisite  that  they  should  reside  in  the 
hospital,  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  only  three  women  and  two  men 
resident  there  ; it  is  intended,  however,  that  such  persons  as  shall  be  appointed 
hereafter,  shall  be  required  to  live  in  the  hospital.

36,  between  Nicholas  Earl  of  Scarsdale  and  three  others,  of 
the  one  part ; and  the  Rev.  James  Gisborne  and  four  others,  of  the  parish  of 
Staveley,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  that  the  Right  Honourable  Allen  Lord 
Bathurst,  and  Catherine  his  wife,  had  by  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  August 
1729,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  charged  all  their  lands  in  Scar- 
cliffe  and  Palterton,  with  a rent  of  12/.  10s.  payable  to  the  said  Earl  of 
Scarsdale,  and  his  heirs  ; and  that  the  said  Francis  Gisborne  and  the  other 
parties  of  the  second  part,  had  purchased  the  said  rent-charge;  the  said  Earl  of 
Scarsdale  and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
3G0/.  granted  to  the  said  Francis  Gisborne  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  said 
rent-charge  of  12/.  10-s.  with  a power  cf  distress,  in  case  of  non-payment. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  10th  March  1737*  reciting  that  divers  legacies  or 
sums  of  money  had  theretofore  been  given  for  charitable  uses,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  parish  of  Staveley,  and  the  poor  people  and  parishioners  thereof,  in  suck 
manner  as  was  thereinafter  mentioned  ; viz.  : —

I paid  for  their  necessary  charges,  rateably  according  to  the  charitable  uses  for 
which  the  several  sums  above-mentioned  were  respectively  given  ; and  it  was 
provided,  that  when  three  or  more  of  the  grantees  should  happen  to  die,  the 
survivors  should  within  12  months,  at  the  charge  of  the  parish  of  Staveley, 
convey  the  said  rent  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  five  persons  parishioners 
within  the  said  parish,  as  Lord  James  Cavendish,  and  his  successors  for  the  time 
being,  owners  of  the  manor  of  Staveley,  or  their  agents,  with  the  rector  of  the 
said  parish,  should  appoint,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

This  rent-charge  appears  to  have  been  conveyed  by  indentures  of  lease  and 
release,  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  September  1796,  by  Thomas  Gisborne,  m.d. 
in  whom  it  was  then  vested,  to  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne,  rector  of  Staveley  ; 

John  Marshall  Prime,  Paul  Bright,  Richard  Froggatt,  and  Joseph  Hollingworth, 
and  their  heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts. 

Of  these  trustees,  Richard  Froggatt  is  now  the  only  survivor,  and  it  is  intended 
to  proceed  immediately  to  a new  appointment. 

The  rent-charge  of  12/.  10s.  is  paid  by  John  Kirk,  the  tenant  of  Earl  Bathurst, 
as  a charge  upon  his  lordship’s  estate  in  Scarcliffe  and  Palterton. 

From  the  account  to  which  this  rent-charge  is  carried,  there  are  paid  in 
respect  of  different  gifts,  the  following  specific  sums  : —

By  indenture  of  feoffment  (produced  to  us  from  the  evidence  room  at  Hard-  'Charities  of  Sir 
wick),  bearing  date  19th  January  167*5,  between  William  Sprentall  and  Elizabeth  Peter  Fretcheville 
his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  Roger  Newham,  John  Goostrey,  Thomas  Smith,  an  0 ierSi 
and  John  Hitch,  of  the  other  part;  reciting,  that  Sir  Peter  Fretcheville,  knight, 
deceased,  and  John  Goostrey,  deceased,  had  given  40/.  for  the  uses  thereafter 
mentioned  ; and  that  the  said  Roger  Newham,  and  the  other  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  several  other  persons  therein  named,  had  contributed  and 
collected  so  much  more  as  made  up  132/.;  the  said  William  Sprentall  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  132/.  granted  to  the 
said  Roger  Newham,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a close  in  Barlbrough,  called 
Throstle  Croft,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  and  another  close  in  Barl- 
brough, called  Oweller  Close,  containing  by  estimation  six  acres,  upon  trust,  to 
pay  the  whole  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  rector  or  minister  of  Staveley, 
and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  to  the  end  that  they 
should  therewith,  for  ever  thereafter,  place  two  or  more  children  of  the  most 
poor  and  indigent  people  then  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish,  as  apprentices,  to 
such  persons  and  for  such  terms  as  they  the  said  trustees,  or  the  greater  number 
of  them,  should  think  fit;  and  the  surplusage,  if  any,  should  give  and  distribute 
to  and  amongst  the  most  aged  and  indigent  people  of  the  said  parish. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  new  trustees  have  been  appointed  for  these 
Rep.  18.  K k charities, 
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charities,  nor  is  it  known  who  was  the  survivor  of  those  named  in  the  deed  of 
1675.  The  management  of  the  property  has  been  for  a long  period  under  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

In  addition  to  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  purchase  deed,  there  is  an  allot- 
ment of  2a.  2r.  Up.  situate  in  the  West  Field,  which  was  set  out  to  the 
overseers,  upon  the  Balbrough  inclosure  in  1798.  These  premises  are  let  to 
Joseph  Renshaw,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  10/.  10s.  This  appears  to 
have  been  a fair  rent  when  let  to  the  present  tenant,  but  the  property  has  been 
lately  improved  by  him,  he  having  erected,  at  his  own  expense,  a small  dwelling- 
house  thereon,  with  outbuildings. 

It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  book  containing  accounts  of  this  charity, 
that  in  1797  some  timber  cut  on  these  premises  was  sold,  and  that  351.  the 
produce  thereof,  was  improperly  carried  to  the  account  of  the  church  rate ; 
there  was,  however,  a sum  of  31/.  18s.  2r/.  paid  in  the  same  year  from  the 
churchwardens’  accounts,  for  drawing  abstracts  of  deeds  relating  to  different 
charities,  previously  to  their  being  placed  in  the  evidence  room  at  Hardwick, 
and  for  other  legal  expenses. 

Out  of  the  rents,  sums  of  2/.  are  allowed  to  boys  or  girls,  on  their  being 
placed  out  apprentice,  the  indentures  being  first  produced,  and  shewn  to  the 
churchwardens ; in  the  last  six  years,  15  children  have  received  the  benefit  of 
this  allowance.  The  residue  of  the  rents  forms  part  of  the  fund  distributed  at 
Midsummer  and  Christmas  as  hereafter  mentioned.

Charities  of  By  indenture  (produced  to  us  from  the  evidence  room  at  Hardwick)  bearing 
Heathcote  and  date  4th  May  1714,  between  Anne  Smith  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry  Smith, 

others.  Francis  Marples,  Thomas  Brailsford,  and  John  Marshall,  of  the  other  part ; the 

said  Anne  Smith,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  200  /.  which  it  is  expressed 
comprised  the  sum  of  57 / 15s.  6 <7.,  given  by  the  Rev.  Ralph  Heathcote,  then 
rector  of  Stavely  ; the  like  sum  of  57  /.  15s.  6 d.  by  Peter  Brown  ; 44  /.,  a legacy 
given  by  Francis  Glossop  ; 20/.  a legacy  given  by  John  Smith ; and  20/.  9 s. 
parcel  of  an  old  stock  of  money  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Staveley,  all 
which  sums  were  given  for  the  charities  thereinafter  respectively  mentioned  ; 
granted  to  the  said  Henry  Smith  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent- 
charge  of  9 /.,  payable  out  of  several  closes,  lying  in  Brimington,  called  the 
Round  Holme,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  acres,  the  Long  Holme,  con- 
taining, by  estimation,  five  acres,  and  the  Cabin  Close,  containing,  by  estimation, 
ten  acres,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of  non-payment ; upon  trust,  that  the 
said  grantees,  and  their  heirs,  should  yearly  pay  the  same  to  the  rector  or  minis- 
ter, and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Staveley  for  the  time 
being,  to  the  end  that  they  might  yearly  bestow  so  much  of  the  said  rent- 
charge,  as  should  proportionably  become  due  in  respect  of  the  sum  of 
57/ • 1 5s.  6 cl.  given  by  the  said  Ralph  Heathcote,  in  the  purchase  of  white 
bread,  and  distribute  every  Lord’s  day  in  the  morning,  after  divine  service, 
twelve  pennyworth  thereof,  to  and  amongst  12  of  the  most  indigent  people  that 
should  for  the  time  being  be  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  ; that  they  should 
yearly  bestow  in  like  manner,  so  much  of  the  said  rent-charge  as  should 
become  due  for  the  sum  of  57  /.  15  s.  6 d.  given  by  the  said  Peter  Brown  ; that 
they  should  yearly  dispose  of  so  much  of  the  said  rent-charge  as  should  become 
due  for  the  sum  of  24  /.  parcel  of  Francis  Glossop’s  legacy  of  44/.,  for 
the  teaching  of  six  such  poor  children  inhabiting  within  Handley  quarter, 
at  some  school  within  the  said  quarter,  as  the  said  rector,  churchwardens  and 
overseers  should  think  fit ; and  so  much  of  the  said  rent-charge  as  should 
become  due  for  the  sum  of  20/.  residue  of  the  said  legacy  of  44/.  amongst  the 
most  indigent  people  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  ; and  that  they  should 
dispose  of  so  much  of  the  said  rent-charge  as  should  become  due  for  the  sum  of 
20/.  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Smith,  and  for  the  said  sum  of  20/.  9 s., 
part  of  the  said  old  stock,  amongst  the  most  indigent  people  that  should  be  in- 
habiting within  the  said  parish. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  January  1 797» 
which  are  also  deposited  at  Hardwick,  the  said  rent-charge  was  conveyed  by 
John  Marshall  Prime,  the  heir  at  law  of  John  Marshall,  the  last  surviving 
trustee,  to  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne,  Paul  Bright,  Richard  Froggatt,  and  Joseph 
Hollingworth,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts.

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It  is  intended  that  this  rent-charge  should  be  conveyed  immediately  to  new 
trustees  ; Richard  Froggatt  being  now  the  only  survivor. 

The  yearly  sum  of  9 /.  is  paid  by  John  Lingard  the  owner  and  occupier  of  the 
closes  in  Brimington,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  171 4,  which  are  still  known  by 
the  same  names. 

According  to  the  trusts  above  declared,  51.  4.?.  per  annum  is  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  penny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  every  Sunday  at  the  church 
after  divine  service,  by  the  churchwardens;  1 /.  4 s.  per  annum  is  paid  to  a 
schoolmistress,  in  Handley,  for  instructing  such  poor  children  of  that  quarter  as 
are  nominated  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers;  and  the  residue 
forms  part  of  the  fund  distributed  to  the  poor  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer,  as 
hereafter  mentioned. 

Jacson’s  Charity. 

Anne  Jacson,  by  her  will,  the  date  of  which  is  stated,  in  the  table  of  benefac- 
tions in  the  church,  to  have  been  1749,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Staveley  parish  100/., 
the  interest  thereof  to  put  poor  children  to  school  to  learn  to  read  and  write 
English,  whose  parents  should  not  be  able  to  pay  for  them  ; and  she  desired  that 
every  of  them,  as  soon  as  they  could  read,  should  have  a Bible,  Common  Prayer 
Book,  and  Whole  Duty  of  Man,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  interest  of  the  said 
100/. ; and  she  left  the  disposition  of  her  charity  to  the  discretion  of  the  minis- 
ter, churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Staveley  for  the  time  being. 

This  charity  was,  during  the  incumbency  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne,  the 
late  rector  of  Staveley,  entirely  under  his  management.  The  sum  of  100/.  was 
placed  out  at  interest,  and  in  June  1788,  a balance  of  24/.  3s.  Id.  having 
accrued  in  his  hands,  he  added  51.  16s.  11  d.  to  make  it  up  30/.,  and  this,  with 
the  original  sum  of  100/.,  appears  to  have  been  placed  out  at  interest  until  1796, 
when  400/.,  of  which  130/.  belonging  to  this  charity  formed  a part,  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  659  /•  16s.  stock  3 per  cent,  consols. 

In  1804,  a further  accumulation  of  interest  had  arisen,  to  the  amount  of 
21/.  17 s.  lOt/.,  which  was  increased  by  Mr.  Gisborne  to  30/.,  and  this,  together 
with  30  /.  derived  from  the  legacy  of  Dorothy  Foxlow,  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  102/.  11  s.  3d.  like  stock. 

By  a subsequent  purchase  on  account  of  the  charity  of  Lieutenant  General 
Murray,  the  stock  has  been  increased  to  889  l.  3 s.  3 d.  This  stock  now  stands 
in  the  name  of  Mr.  Joseph  Slagg,  of  Woodthorpe,  into  whose  name  it  was  trans- 
ferred by  the  late  rector,  previous  to  his  death. 

In  1816,  Mr.  Gisborne  paid  5 /.  to  the  churchwardens  to  enable  them  to 
answer  such  demands  as  might  be  consequent  upon  this  charity,  although  at  this 
period  there  was,  as  appeared  by  his  accounts  then  produced,  a balance  of 
15/.  3s.  3d.  due  to  him  exclusive  of  the  sum  above  mentioned. 

Since  Mr.  Gisborne’s  death,  in  1821,  the  yearly  sum  of  8 /.  out  of  the  divi- 
dends of  the  stock,  has  been  applied  by  the  churchwardens,  with  the  rector  or 
his  curate,  in  the  education  of  poor  children  of  the  parish,  who  are  appointed 
by  them,  and  sent  to  different  school  dames  in  the  hamlets  of  Staveley,  Handley 
and  Woodthorpe;  2 s.  a quarter  being  paid  for  each  child.  The  full  number  is 
always  kept  up. 

Of  the  sum  of  5 /.  paid  by  Mr.  Gisborne  in  1816,  there  is  still  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  churchwardens,  a small  fund,  out  of  which  books  are  occasionally  pro- 
vided for  the  children  on  leaving  school ; no  part  of  the  dividends  of  the  stock 
is  applied  to  this  purpose.

In  1796,  a sum  of  400/.  arising  from  the  above-mentioned  charities,  and 
130/.  belonging  to  Mrs.  Jacson’s  charity,  was  laid  out,  as  already  stated  under 
the  preceding  head,  in  the  purchase  of  659/-  165.  stock  three  per  cent  consols. 

It  is  further  stated  in  the  table  of  benefactions,  that,  in  1796,  Dorothy 
Follow  gave  by  her  will,  the  interest  to  be  given  to  some  one  very  poor  man 
or  woman,  annually  at  Christmas,  30/. 

With  this  legacy,  and  a further  sum  of  30/.  in  respect  of  Mrs.  Jacson’s 
charity,  102/.  11  s.  3d.  stock  3 per  cent  consols  was  purchased  in  1804. 

In  1820,  as  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  book  containing  the  accounts  of 
these  charities,  Lieutenant-General  William  Murray  bequeathed  100/.  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish,  at  the  disposition  of  the  rector. 

With  this  legacy,  the  further  sum  of  126/.  16  5.  stock  was  purchased,  making 
the  whole  sum  now  standing  in  the  name  of  Joseph  Slagg,  889/.  35.  3 d.  three 
per  cent  consols. 

Out  of  the  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  26/.  135.  4 d.  per  annum, 
certain  sums  are  specifically  appropriated,  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
respective  donors  hereafter  mentioned.

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The  residue  of  the  dividends  forms  part  of  the  fund  which  is  distributed  to 
the  poor  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  under  the 
following  head  : — 

Charities  of  Hitch  and  others. 

Charities  of  Hitch  By  indenture  of  feoffment  (produced  to  us  from  the  evidence  room  at  Hard- 
and  others.  wick,)  bearing  date  12th  March  1676,  between  Thomas  Burton  and  others, 
of  the  first  part,  and  John  Froggatt,  John  and  Robert  Smith,  and  John  Glossop, 
all  of  Staveley,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  Rev.  Robert  Hitch,  the  Rev. 
Anthony  Marshall,  the  R,ev.  Ralph  Heathcote,  John  Froggatt,  and  several  others 
had  given  several  sums  of  money,  to  be  laid  out  upon  land,  forthe  use  and  benefit 
of  the  poor  aged  indigent  and  necessitous  persons  within  the  parish  of  Stavely,  to 
be  distributed  amongst  them  every  year,  on  the  16th  May,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
rector, churchwardens  and  oveseers;  the  saidThomas  Burton  andothers,  inconsi- 
5 deration 
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deration  of  90/.  being  the  amount  of  the  above-mentioned  donations,  granted  Staveley. 

and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  John  Froggatt  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a close  — 
called  Somerley  Field,  in  Unstone,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  containing  toge-  H^^others 
ther  about  12  acres,  with  a little  spring  wood,  called  Somerley  Field  Spring,  continued.  ' 
upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned.  n ^ 

The  trustees  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1676,  appeared  to  have  died  without 
making  any  new  appointment ; and  the  charity  has  for  a great  number  of  years 
been  under  the  management  of  the  rector,  churchwarden,  and  overseers. 

The  premises  at  Unstone,  consist  of  two  closes,  called  Somerley  Field,  with 
about  an  acre  of  wood,  consisting  of  underwood,  with  a small  quantity  of  timber 
in  it ; the  whole  of  the  said  premises  containing  about  13  acres. 

In  1815,  wood  to  the  amount  of  90/.,  appears  to  have  been  sold  from  this 
property,  and  in  the  same  year,  58/.  17  5.  6d.  was  laid  out  in  planting  and 
draining,  and  in  repairs ; and  the  residue  was  improperly  carried  to  the  account 
of  the  church  rate  ; but  out  of  the  churchwardens  accounts  there  had  been  paid 
in  1802,  a sum  of  17/.  135.  6d.  for  the  purchase  of  the  tithes  arising  on  the«charity 
lands,  so  that  if  this  is  set  off  against  the  sum  carried  to  the  churchwardens 
account,  there  will  remain  13/.  95.  still  due  to  the  charity. 

The  tithes  above  mentioned,  were,  by  indenture  bearing  date  4th  Decem- 
ber 1802,  conveyed  by  Joseph  Cecil,  esquire,  and  Anthony  Lax  Maynard, 
to  Joseph  Stagg,  and  Abraham  Britt,  the  then  churchwardens,  and  Benjamin 
Renshaw,  and  Joseph  Frith,  the  then  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Staveley,  and 
their  heirs,  in  consideration  of  17 /-  135.  6d.  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  of  Staveley,  freed  from  any  annual  payment  to  the  vicar  of 
Dronfield,  or  the  repairs  of  the  chancel  of  the  said  church,  in  respect  of  the 
said  tithes. 

This  deed  is  also  deposited  in  the  evidence  room  at  Hardwick. 

The  closes  above  mentioned,  with  the  tithes  arising  thereon,  are  now 
let  to  John  Haberjam,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10/.,  the  land  being  of 
indifferent  quality. 

The  woodland  is  kept  in  hand,  and  the  underwood  is  cut  about  once  in  20 
years ; the  last  fall  was  in  1815. 

The  rent  is  carried  to  one  account,  with  the  surplus  rents  arising  from  the 
charities  above  mentioned,  under  the  following  heads : — Rodes,  and  others ; 

Sir  Peter Fretcheville,  and  others ; Heathcote,  and  others;  and  James  Gisborne, 
and  others.  Out  of  this  fund,  sums  varying  from  25.  6d.  to  105.  are  given  away 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  parishioners  in  vestry,  at  Midsummer  and 
Christmas,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  not  receiving  regular  relief, 
except  as  to  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  which  is  always  divided  amongst  the  paupers 
living  in  eight  houses  belonging  to  the  parish. 

In  the  year  1826,  the  sum  of  21/.  85.  6d.  was  thus  disposed  of;  in  former 
years  the  sums  were  of  larger  amount  ; the  money  collected  at  the  sacrament 
having  been  usually  added  to  this  fund. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  the  vestry  clerk,  and  whatever  sum  there  may  be 
in  hand  every  Christmas,  is  then  disposed  of. 

CHAPELRY  OF  GREAT  BARLOW. 

Mower’s  Charity. 

Robert  Mower,  of  Woodseats,  as  appears  from  an  inscription  on  a tablet  in  the 
chapel,  gave  in  1775,  to  the  poor  of  Great  Barlow,  the  yearly  sum  of  20  5.,  to  be 
distributed  every  New-year’s-day,  by  his  heirs. 

The  annual  sum  of  20  5.  is  received  from  the  agent  of  George  Mower,  esquire, 
who  is  supposed  to  be  the  heir  of  the  donor,  and  the  owner  of  the  estate  formerly 
belonging  to  him. 

The  amount  is  distributed  with  other  charities,  as  hereafter  stated,  under  the 
head  of  Crashaw’s  charity. 

Mellor’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  above  mentioned,  that,  on  Mellor’s  Charitv. 
January  5th,  1732,  John  Mellor  bequeathed  the  interest  of  51.  to  be  given  to  the 
poor  every  St.  John’s  day. 

By  a bond,  bearing  date  27th  December  1735,  George  Mower  became  bound 
to  Ann  Mellor,  widow,  and  George  Dodd,  of  Nottingham,  executrix  and 
Rep.  18.  K k 3 executor 
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executor  of  John  Mellor,  deceased,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Barlow,  on  St.  John’s-day,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  said  John 
Mellor. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  is  paid  by  the  agent  of  George  Mower,  esquire,  as  the 
representative  of  the  obligor  in  the  above-mentioned  bond  ; and  the  amount  is 
distributed  with  other  charities,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  under  the  head  of 
Crashaw’s  charity. 

Charities  of  Thomas  and  Susannah  Stephenson. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  parish  church,  that  Thomas  Stephenson,  on 
the  12th  May  1743,  gave  the  interest  of  50/.  to  be  distributed  amongst  poor 
housekeepers,  in  Barlow,  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day ; and  that  Susannah 
Stephenson,  on  9th  November  1752,  left  405.  yearly,  to  the  school  of  Barlow,  for 
the  teaching  of  five  poor  boys  by  the  schoolmaster  for  ever. 

The  following  conveyance  is  supposed  to  have  been  made  by  John  Owtram, 
in  discharge  and  satisfaction  of  the  above-mentioned  donations. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  June  1781, 
between  John  Outrarn,  of  the  one  part,  and  Godfrey  Watts  and  Thomas 
Webster,  of  the  other  part;  reciting  that  the  said  John  Outram  had  been 
desirous  of  conveying  to  the  said  Godfrey  Watts  and  Thomas  Webster,  a Close 
called  The  Brockwells,  situate  in  Newbold,  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  con- 
taining by  estimation  three  acres,  in  trust  for  the  school  and  poor  of  Great 
Barlow  ; one  moiety  of  the  rents  thereof,  to  be  paid  for  the  teaching  of  four 
poor  children  at  the  schoolhouse  of  Great  Barlow,  if  any  master  should  teach 
and  abide  there,  otherwise,  the  said  four  children  to  be  sent  to  any  neighbour- 
ing school,  as  the  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  think  proper ; and  the  other 
moiety  thereof  for  the  use  of  such  poor  of  Great  Barlow  as  should  not  receive 
any  weekly  pay,  to  be  distributed  as  the  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  think 
fit  and  requisite  ; the  said  John  Owtram  granted  to  the  said  Godfrey  Watts, 
and  Thomas  Webster,  and  their  heirs,  the  above-mentioned  close,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  John  Owtram,  during  his  life,  should  have  the  disposing 
power  of  the  said  charity,  and  that  after  his  death,  the  said  trustees  and  their 
heirs  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the 
purposes  above  mentioned. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and  29th  July  1809, 
Godfrey  Watts,  as  the  survivor  of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  conveyed  the 
said  close  to  the  use  of  the  Rev.  William  Bagshaw,  and  his  successors,  ministers 
of  the  church  of  Great  Barlow,  the  Rev.  Edward  Goodwin,  Montague  Watts 
Blackwell,  and  himself,  the  said  Godfrey  Watts,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  mentioned  in  the  indenture  of  release  of  the  2d  June  1781. 

Of  these  trustees,  the  Rev.  William  Bagshaw  and  the  Rev.  Edward  Goodwin 
are  now  surviving. 

The  close  called  The  Brockwells,  containing  between  two  and  three  acres,  is 
let  by  the  trustees,  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Nall,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a fair  rent  of  6/. 

This  rent  has  of  late  years  been  received  by  the  chapelwardens,  who  pay 
thereout  2/.  15  5.  to  a schoolmaster,  and  distribute  the  remaining  sum  of 
SI.  5s.  to  the  poor  of  Great  Barlow.  This  mode  of  apportionment  has  pre- 
vailed for  many  years,  and  appears  to  have  been  adopted  in  conformity  with 
the  statement  of  the  bequests  of  Thomas  and  Susannah  Stephenson,  on  the 
tablet  in  the  church,  without  reference  to  the  trust  deed  of  1781,  the  pro- 
visions of  which  were,  until  very  lately,  unknown. 

The  schoolmaster  who  receives  the  sum  above  mentioned,  was  elected  by  the 
inhabitants  in  vestry,  and  keeps  school  in  a room  which  was  built,  many  years 
ago,  by  the  inhabitants  of  Great  Barlow;  and  to  which  a house  for  his  residence 
was  added,  about  ton  years  ago,  by  subscription. 

For  the  payment  above-mentioned,  he  instructs,  in  reading,  five  children  of 
Great  Barlow, who  are  appointed  by  the  trustees. 

The  portion  of  the  rent  which  is  set  apart  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
Great  Barlow,  is  distributed  with  other  charities,  as  mentioned  under  the 
following  head : 

Crashaw’s  Charity. 

John  Crashccw,  by  will,  bearing  date  9th  December  1816,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  gave  all  his  personal  estate  to  Thomas  Owen,  his  executor,  upon  trust, 

amongst

amongst  other  things,  to  pay  the  sum  of  201 . clear  of  legacy  duty,  as  soon  as  Great  Barlow, 
conveniently  might  be  after  his  death,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  — — 
Great  Barlow,  to  be  by  them  put  out  on  good  security,  and  the  interest  to  be  Cras^^sH^1]arity’ 
annually  distributed  by  them  amongst  the  most  necessitous  poor  persons  v.  y 

residing  within  and  belonging  to  Great  Barlow,  on  St.  John’s  day,  for  ever. 

Interest  was  paid  for  this  legacy  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  until  two  years 
ago,  when  Thomas  Owen,  the  executor,  placed  the  principal  sum  of  20 1.  in 
the  bank  of  Messrs.  Crompton  & Newton,  of  Chesterfield,  who  gave  their 
accountable  receipt  for  the  same,  with  interest  at  2|  per  cent. 

Some  steps  ought,  we  conceive,  to  be  taken  for  placing  this  money  out  c r. 
better  terms. 

The  interest  of  this  sum,  with  that  portion  of  the  charities  of  Thomas  and 
Susannah  Stephenson,  which  is  set  apart  annually  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  and 
the  produce  of  Mower’s  and  Mellor’s  charities,  is  distributed,  about  Christmas, 
amongst  the  poor  of  Great  Barlow,  by  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  minister;  the  larger  sums  being  given  to  such  persons  as  do  not 
receive  regular  parochial  relief.  The  fund  thus  disposed  of  is  generally  increased 
by  an  addition  from  the  money  received  at  the  sacrament. 

Bargh’s  Charity. 

In  the  table  of  benefactions  above  mentioned,  it  is  stated,  that  John  Bargh,  Bargh’s  Charity, 
by  will,  bearing  date  13th  November  1798,  gave  the  yearly  sum  of  105.,  issuing 
out  of  his  lands,  &c.  at  Barlow  Common  Side,  to  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  Great  Barlow,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  bread,  which  was 
to  be  distributed  to  20  poor  inhabitants,  on  the  Sunday  next  before  St.  James’s 
day. 

The  annual  sum  of  105.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Owen,  as  the  proprietor  of 
a farm,  called  Kitchern  Farm,  in  Great  Barlow,  containing  about  20  acres. 

The  amount  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  20  sixpenny  loaves,  which  they  distribnte  at  the  chapel  of  Great 
Barlow,  on  the  Sunday  before  St.  James’s  day,  amongst  20  poor  persons  of  the 
chapelry. 

Gisborne’s  Charity.  Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  chapelry  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne ; — for 
which  see  Bakewell. 


PARISH  OF  SUTTON-CUM-DUCKMANTON. 

School. 

In  a book,  which  contains  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  from  the  year  1812,  Sutton-cum-Duck 
there  is  entered  a statement  of  the  foundation  thereof,  as  far  as  it  could  be  manton. 

ascertained  at  that  time.  From  this  statement  it  appears,  that  three  fields  

situate  near  Duckmanton  Moor  Tap  ; viz.  The  Upper  School  Close,  containing  School. 

5 a.  2r.  30p.  ; the  Nether  School  Close,  containing  5 a.  Sc  26  p.  ; and  the  Stone 
Quarry  Close,  containing  5 a.  & 14  p.  had,  as  it  was  supposed,  anciently  formed 
part  of  a piece  of  waste  land,  called  Westwood  Nook,  and  had  been  appropri- 
ated by  the  lord  and  freeholders  of  the  manor,  to  the  use  of  a schoolmaster, 
for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Sutton-cum-Duckmanton, 
in  reading  and  writing ; but  it  is  added,  that  the  deeds  relating  thereto  were 
not  to  be  found.  It  is  further  stated,  that  there  was  also  an  ancient  school, 
which  in  1791,  being  in  a ruinous  state,  was  pulled  down  by  the  rector  and  other 
persons,  who  then  acted  as  trustees,  with  the  consent  of  the  parishioners  ; and 
that  a new  school  was  erected  on  the  site  thereof,  the  expenses  of  which  were 
defrayed  by  voluntary  contributions. 

At  the  time  this  entry  was  made,  Henry  Hodgkinson  and  Thomas  Wragge, 
were  considered  as  the  only  trustees,  they  having  survived  the  Rev.  John 
Bourne,  formerly  rector,  who  had  acted  as  a trustee  with  them. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  (as  appears  from  the  draft  thereof,  pro- 
duced to  us  by  John  Charge,  esquire,  the  solicitor  by  whom  it  was  prepared,) 
bearing  date  in  1812,  between  the  said  Henry  Hodgkinson  and  Thomas 
Wragge,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  William  Carlisle,  rector  of  Sutton-with- 
Duckmanton,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Henry  Hodgkinson  and  . 

Thomas  Wragge,  as  the  surviving  trustees  of  the  closes  thereinafter  mentioned, 
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Sutton-cum-Duck-  which  were  originally  granted  for  the  benefit  and  instruction  of  certain  poor 
manton.  children  within  the  said  parish,  had  elected  the  said  William  Carlisle,  as  a co- 

Sciiooi  trustee  with  them  -,  the  said  Henry  Hodgkinson  and  Thomas  Wragge  conveyed 

continued.  to  the  lise  °f  the  sa^  William  Carlisle,  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  the  said 
\ ^ parish,  and  of  themselves  the  said  Henry  Hodgkinson  and  Thomas  Wragge,  the 

three  closes,  therein  described,  as  being  commonly  called  the  School  Lands,  and 
containing  by  estimation,  16  acres, upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  to  pay 
to  the  then  or  such  future  schoolmaster  at  Sutton-with-Duckmanton,  as  should 
from  time  to  time  be  nominated  by  the  said  trustees,  20  s.  for  each  poor  boy 
and  girl  residing  or  being  with  the  said  parish,  which  he  should  instruct,  and 
teach  to  read  and  write,  and  also  for  instructing  and  teaching  them  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic,  the  number  of  the  said  children  not  to  be  less  than  20, 
and  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  trustees  ; and  to  pay  and  apply  the  residue  of  the 
said  rents  and  profits,  if  any  should  remain,  in  consequence  of  there  not  beino- 
20  children  resident  in  the  said  parish,  or  the  lands  should  produce  a greater 
rent  than  20/.  in  purchasing  such  books  as  should  be  necessary  for  the  said  chil- 
ren  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the  rector  should  be  always  one  of  the  trustees ; 
and  that  whenever  any  one  of  the  other  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivor 
with  the  rector,  should  elect  another  in  his  place,  and  should  convey  the  pre- 
mises accordingly. 

The  three  trustees  above  named  are  still  living. 

The  school  lands  were  in  1802,  let  at  20/.  a year,  and  so  continued  till  1S22, 
when  it  was  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  rents  to  IS  /.,  The  Upper  and  Nether 
School  Closes  are  now  held  by  Samuel  Renshaw,  at  11  /.  18  5.  6d.  per  annum,  and 
the  Stone  Quarry  Close,  by  Joseph  Cantrell,  at  6/.  1. 6d.  per  annum,  making 
together  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  IS/.  These  are  stated  to  be  fair  rents. 

The  rents  are  received  half-yearly,  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and  paid  over  to 
the  schoolmaster  ; and  for  this  income,  20  poor  children  of  the  parish,  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  are  taught  reading  and  writing,  but  for  instruction  in  arith- 
metic a charge  is  made,  with  the  consent  of  the  trustees,  of  3d.  a week. 

The  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  on  31st  January  1827,  by  the  Rev. 
William  Carlisle,  Thomas  Wragge,  and  W.  B.  Thomas,  the  receiver  of  the  rents 
of  the  estates  in  Duckmanton,  late  the  property  of  the  Marquis  of  Ormond, 
and  now  of  Richard  Arkwright,  esquire.  An  agreement  was  signed  by  those 
parties,  by  which  it  was  provided,  that  the  rents  of  the  school  lands,  after 
defraying  the  expenses  of  keeping  the  school  in  repair,  should  be  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster ; and  that  in  consideration  thereof,  he  should  instruct  so  many  chil- 
dren as  there  should  be  from  time  to  time  pounds  in  the  said  rents  ; such  chil- 
dren to  be  sent  to  the  school  by  the  trustees,  and  to  be  instructed  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  had  been  by  the  late  master,  unless  the  said  trustees  should 
make  alteration  therein.  And  the  schoolmaster  agreed  to  quit  the  said  school, 
upon  receiving  three  months  notice,  in  case  the  trustees  should  have  cause  to  be 
dissatisfied  with  his  conduct. 

The  school  is  stated  to  be  in  a good  state  of  repair. 

The  master  teaches  other  scholars,  besides  those  appointed  to  be  taught 
freely. 

The  trustees  usually  visit  the  school  every  week,  and  examine  the  children. 

Charities  of  Curry  ^nd  others. 

Charities  of  Curry  On  a tablet,  in  the  parish  church,  it  is  stated,  that  the  Rev.  John  Curry , for- 
and  others.  merly  rector  of  this  parish,  left  by  his  will,  in  1693,  20/.  for  the  use  of  the 

poor. 

That  Margaret  Ronzier  gave  in  her  lifetime,  the  sum  of  S4< /.,  to  be  laid 
out  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  thereof. 

That  William  Widowson,  by  will,  bearing  date  8th  March  1735,  directed  that 
his  executor  should  yearly,  for  ever,  lay  out  12  5.,  in  the  purchase  of  15 
loaves,  to  be  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  and  Good  Friday,  to  six  poor 
widows,  legal  inhabitants  of  the  three  hamlets,  called  Duckmanton,  who  should 
be  approved  of  by  the  rector  and  overseers. 

And  that  Samuel  Dorvker,  by  will,  bearing  date  25th  September  1738,  gave 
to  the  poor  of  Sutton  and  Duckmanton,  105.  a year,  for  ever,  to  buy  60  two- 
penny loaves,  to  be  given,  on  New  Year’s  day,  to  every  house  a loaf,  as  far  as 
they  would  go,  by  the  overseers ; and  105.  to  the  parson,  to  preach  a sermon 
on  the  same  day,  to  encourage  the  poor  to  come  to  church. 

The  sum  of  120/.  arising  from  these  charities,  was  lent  on  the  security  of 

the 
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the  turnpike  road,  leading  from  Matlock  to  Chesterfield,  with  its  branches. 
The  interest  having  been  in  arrear,  four  years  interest  appears  to  have  been 
added  to  the  principal  in  1774.;  and  six  and  a half  years  in  1782,  whereby  the 
principal  was  increased  to  190/.  lGs.  Interest  is  now  paid,  at  the  rate  only 
of  two  and  a half  per  cent,  by  the  commissioners  of  the  road  to  their  creditors 
in  general. 

The  amount,  being  4./.  Ids.  5 d.  is  received  by  the  overseer,  out  of  which 
10s.  is  paid  to  the  rector  for  preaching  a sermon  on  New  Year’s  day,  in  respect 
of  Dowker's  Gift,  and  bread  to  the  value  of  10  s.  is  distributed  to  the  poor  on 
that  occasion  ; six  shilling  loaves  are  also  given  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  and  as 
many  on  Good  Friday,  to  six  poor  widows  of  the  parish  ; and  the  residue, 
amounting  to  31.  3 s.  5 d.  has  been  of  late  years,  improperly  carried  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  poor’s  rate. 

Leach’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  same  tablet,  that  Francis  Leach,  left  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  this  parish,  the  annual  sum  of  os.,  issuing  out  of  a farm  in  JBolsover  Wood- 
house,  the  property  of  Joseph  Briggs. 

The  farm  of  Bolsover  Woodhouse,  charged  with  this  payment,  is  the  property 
of  Charles  John  Edward  Pearce,  who  pays  the  yearly  sum  of  3 s.  to  the  overseers 
whenever  it  is  demanded,  which  is  usually  once  in  four  years. 

The  last  payment  made  on  account  of  this  charity,  was  received  in  June 
1823,  when  the  sum  of  12  s.  was  paid,  and  was  improperly  carried  to  the  general 
parish  account. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne ; for  which 
see  Bakewell.

PARISH  OF  WHITTINGTON. 

Charity  of  Peter  Webster,  Sen". 

Peter  Webster,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  Gth  July  1G74,  directed  his  executor, 
Joshua  Webster,  to  pay  to  the  company  of  Cloth  workers,  of  the  city  of  London, 
the  sum  of  200/.  if  the  said  company  would  give  a covenant,  under  their  com- 
mon seal,  to  pay  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Hewitt,  and  four  others,  parishioners  of 
Whittington,  whom  he  made  trustees  for  the  said  parish,  the  annual  sum  of  10/.; 
but  if  the  said  company  should  refuse  to  take  the  said  sum  of  200/.  upon  that 
account,  then  he  directed  his  executor  to  lay  out  that  sum  in  a purchase  of 
lands,  and  to  cause  the  conveyance  thereof  to  be  made  to  the  said  trustees, 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  that  they  should,  with  the  consent  of  other  the 
parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  provide  and  keep  an  honest  and  able  school- 
master, in  the  said  parish,  that  should  instruct  twenty  of  the  meanest  and 
poorest  men’s  sons  that  should  be  born  in  the  said  parish,  both  in  the  English 
and  Latin  tongues,  and  also  to  write  and  cast  accounts ; and  that  for  the  said 
schoolmaster’s  pains,  his  said  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  should  yearly  pay  to  him 
the  said  annual  sum  of  10/.  or  the  yearly  rent  of  the  land,  to  be  purchased  as 
above  mentioned,  so  long  as  as  he  should  continue  master  there,  and  should  not 
demand  any  other  pay  or  satisfaction  of  the  said  children’s  parents  or  friends ; 
and  if  at  any  time  there  should  be  a schoolmaster,  who  was  an  idle  liver, 
negligent,  or  abuseful  to  his  scholars,  if  any  of  those  things  should  be  plainly 
made  appear  to  the  said  trustees,  or  other  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish, 
the  said  trustees,  and  other  of  the  parishioners,  should  have  power  to  dismiss 
him  from  his  said  place,  and  to  choose  another  in  his  stead : He  also  devised 
to  the  said  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate 
in  the  said  parish,  to  the  use  that,  out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
they  should  yearly,  about  Michaelmas,  give  to  six  poor  scholars,  boys  of  the 
said  parish,  65.  a piece,  to  buy  them  books  and  shoes,  and  the  rest  of  the  said 
yearly  rents  and  profits  he  directed  should  be  given,  about  Christmas,  every 
year,  to  some  of  the  poorest  in  the  said  parish,  by  c2s.  bd.  a piece;  and  he 
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directed,  that  when  any  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should 
assign  their  estate  and  interest  in  the  said  annual  sum  of  10/.  or  the  land  to  be 
purchased  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  said  messuage  and  appurtenances,  to 
such  other  trustees,  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  as  the  parson  and  churchwardens, 
and  other  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  should,  at  a vestry,  or  other  meeting, 
order  and  appoint  ; and  it  was  thereby  provided,  that  if  the  said  trustees,  or 
their  heirs,  should,  after  the  place  of  schoolmaster  should  become  vacant,  wilfully 
neglect  and  suffer  the  said  place  to  be  void  for  six  months  together,  the  gifts  of 
all  the  said  premises  should  be  void  ; and  he  gave  the  said  annual  sum  of  10/.  or 
the  said  land,  and  the  said  messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  said  com- 
pany of  Clothworkers,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  six  poor  artists  clothworkers, 
that  they  might  receive  yearly,  every  one  of  them,  three  and  a quarter  yards  of 
broad  cloth,  three  ells  of  lockram,  and  a pair  of  shoes  and  stockings,  to  be  given 
to  them  at  such  time  of  the  year  as  the  said  master,  wardens  and  assistants  of 
the  said  company  should  appoint. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  30th  January  1681,  between  Thomas 
Burley,  of  the  first  part;  John  Hall  the  elder,  and  John  Hall  the  younger,  of 
the  second  part;  the  Rev.  Henry  Hewitt,  and  four  others,  of  the  third  part; 
and  Joshua  Webster,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Peter 
AVebster,  and  that  he  died  29th  December  1678,  and  that  the  company  of 
Clothworkers  had  refused  to  accept  of  the  said  legacy  of  200/.  the  said  Thomas 
Burley,  John  Hall  the  elder,  and  John  Hall  the  younger,  in  consideration  of 
the  said  sum  of  200/.  paid  to  them  in  the  proportions  therein  mentioned,  by  the 
said  Joshua  Webster,  granted  to  the  said  Henry  Hewitt  and  others,  parties  of 
the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  certain  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  situate 
in  Unstone,  Somerley  and  Dronfield,  formerly  the  inheritance  of  Robert 
Goodlad,  and  two  selions  or  lands,  lying  in  a close,  called  The  Clay  Lees, 
abutting  upon  Unstone  Brook  southward,  and  a dole  or  parcel  of  land,  lying 
in  a field  called  The  Clay  Oaks,  which  said  selions  and  dole  were  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Dronfield,  and  a close,  called  Toad  Hole,  containing  by  estimation 
two  acres,  abutting  westwards  on  a brook  called  Breareley,  situate  in  the  parish 
of  Whittington,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  yearly  pay  10/.  or  the  whole  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  schoolmaster  in  AVhittington,  to  be  pro- 
vided in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  the  said  Henry  Hewitt  and 
others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  covenanted  that  they  would,  so  often  as  there 
should  be  a vacancy  of  a schoolmaster  for  the  said  parish,  provide  an  able, 
learned,  sober  and  fit  person,  to  be  a schoolmaster  there,  to  teach  such  scholars 
and  children  as,  by  the  said  will,  were  appointed  to  be  taught ; and  that  they 
would  pay  to  the  said  schoolmaster  the  aforesaid  annual  sum  of  10/.  or  the 
whole  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  and  tenements  aforesaid,  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  said  will. 

These  premises  were,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and 
3d  February  1729,  conveyed  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Astley,  and  three  others,  of 
whom  Roger  Newham  was  the  survivor,  and  they  appear  to  be  now  vested  in 
John  Newham,  his  grandson 

AVe  suggested  to  Mr.  Newham  the  propriety  of  appointing  new  trustees,  and 
of  conveying  to  them  the  above-mentioned  premises,  and  also  those  derived 
under  the  will  of  Joshua  AVebster,  as  hereafter  mentioned  ; and  he  has  expressed 
to  us  his  intention  to  take  immediate  steps  for  this  purpose. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of — 

1.  — A farm,  situate  at  Unstone,  in  the  parish  of  Dronfield,  containing  about 
23  acres,  which  is  let  on  lease,  granted  by  John  Newham  to  Thomas  and  John 
Habbergan,  for  a term  of  21  years  from  Lady-day  1824,  at  a good  rent  of 
23/.  2 <s.;  the  lessee  having  covenanted  to  drain  some  marshy  ground  which  forms 
a part  of  the  farm. 

This  farm,  with  the  land  called  The  Toad  Hole,  appear  to  be  the  premises 
comprised  in  the  indenture  of  1 681. 

2.  — A piece  of  land,  containing  1a.  lit.  S4p.  set  out  by  the  award  of  the 
commissioners  for  the  Whittington  inclosure,  bearing  date  March  1825,  in  lieu 
of  the  land  called  The  Toad  Hole.  This  allotment  is  in  the  occupation  of  John 
Cook,  under  a lease  for  14  years  from  Lady-day  1822,  at  a fair  rent  of  2/.  2 s. 
the  lessee  having  covenanted  to  fence  and  level  the  land. 

3.  — A house,  garden  and  yard,  situate  in  AVhittington,  and  containing  in  the 
whole  about  28  perches,  let  on  lease  to  John  Maddock,  the  present  school- 
master. 
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master,  for  21  years  from  1822,  at  the  rent  of  2/.  2 s.  granted  to  him  by  the  said  Whittington. 
John  Newham,  in  consideration  of  certain  expenses  to  the  amount  of  120/.  charit^of  Peter 
incurred  by  him  in  building  a new  room,  and  making  other  improvements.  Webster,  senior. 

4. — Two  fields  in  Whittington,  containing  6 a.  & 10p.  which  were  set  out  by  continued. 
the  award  of  the  commissioners  on  the  inclosure,  in  exchange  for  5 a.  2r.  4p.  ' — • — " 
old  inclosure  ; a small  part  of  this  allotment  is  held  by  the  schoolmaster,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  6 s.  per  annum,  and  the  residue  is  in  the  occupation  of 
Elizabeth  Green,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  12/.  6 s.  The  lands  given 
up  in  exchange  as  above  mentioned,  with  the  other  premises  let  to  Mr.  Maddock, 
constitute  the  messuage  with  the  appurtenances  devised  by  the  will  of  Peter 
Webster. 

.5. — Two  allotments  on  Whittington  Common,  containing  together  3 a.  1 r.  30p. 
let  to  John  Greaves,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  Si.  per  annum.  From  the 
time  of  the  inclosure  until  Michaelmas  1826,  he  was  permitted  to  hold  this  land 
rent  free,  as  it  was  considered  nearly  unproductive. 

The  rents  of  the  premises  let  to  Thomas  and  John  Habbergan  and  to  John 
Cook,  are  paid  to  Mr.  Maddock  ; and  in  respect  thereof  and  of  the  rent  of  the 
land  given  by  Joshua  Webster,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  he  instructs  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic,  without  any  charge,  except  a small  sum  for  firing,  20 
poor  boys  and  10  poor  girls  of  the  parish  of  Whittington,  who  are  appointed  by 
Mr.  Newham. 

The  rents  of  the  rest  of  the  property  are  thus  applied  : — 

The  sum  of  36s.  is  divided  equally  among  six  of  the  scholars  in  rotation,  and 
is  applied  in  purchasing  for  them  either  Bibles  or  other  books,  or  shoes ; and 
the  residue,  until  the  time  of  the  inclosure,  was  distributed,  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  Is.  to  5 s. 
according  to  a list  prepared  by  Mr.  Maddock,  as  vestry  clerk,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Newham. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  expenses  attending  the  inclosure,  the  sum  of  4/.  7 *'• 
only  was  distributed  in  each  of  the  years  1822  and  1823,  and  no  distribution 
took  place  in  1824.  In  182.5,  10/.  11s.  6d. ; and  in  1826,  10/.  8s.  were 
distributed. 

By  these  means  the  sum  of  32/.  16s.  was  reserved  and  paid  in  part  of  the 
expenses  of  the  inclosure  ; and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (March  1827)  the  sum 
of  3/.  18s.  Id.  remained  due  on  that  account. 

Joshua  Webster’s  Charity. 

Joshua  Webster , by  his  will,  bearing  date  15th  July  1696,  devised  (in  case  his  Joshua' Webster’s 
son  Peter  Webster  should  die  without  issue  living  at  the  time  of  his  death)  to  Charity, 
the  trustees  nominated  in  the  will  of  the  above-mentioned  Peter  Webster  his 
father,  and  their  heirs,  all  his  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  lands  therewith 
used,  situate  in  Whittington,  in  the  tenure  of  George  Plumtree,  for  the  educating 
in  learning  of  ten  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Whittington  at  the  school  then 
lately  endowed  by  his  said  father,  over  and  above  the  number  mentioned  in  his 
said  father’s  will ; and,  in  case  there  were  any  of  the  name  of  Webster,  his  will 
was,  that  they  should  from  time  to  time  have  the  preference  before  others  ; and 
he  gave  all  the  rest  of  his  lands  in  Whittington  and  elsewhere,  in  Derbyshire,  to 
Thomas  Raikes,  and  his  heirs,  in  the  event  of  his  said  son  dying  without 
issue. 

By  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date  15th  October  1735,  between.  Peter 
Webster,  son  of  the  said  Joshua  Webster,  of  the  first  part;  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Astley,  clerk,  Roger  Newham  and  Robert  Blackwall,  the  surviving  trustees  of 
the  charity  of  Peter  Webster  the  elder,  of  the  second  part ; and  Benjamin 
Webster  and  his  son  Joseph  Webster,  of  the  third  part;  reciting  that  the  said 
Peter  Webster,  by  virtue  of  the  will  of  his  father,  stood  seised  of  the  messuage 
and  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  to  the  use  of  himself  and  the  heirs  of  his 
body,  with  remainder  to  the  said  trustees ; the  said  Peter  Webster  and  the  said 
trustees  demised  to  the  said  Joseph  and  Benjamin  Webster,  and  their  executors, 
a farm  in  Whittington,  called  Plumtree’s  House  and  Farm,  and  several  closes  of 
land  called  the  Two  Crofts,  adjoining  to  the  house ; the  Well  Close  ; the  New 
Close ; the  Spark  wood  Close ; and  the  Carr  Greave  Close,  containing  by 
estimation  14  acres ; and  a dole  in  a field  called  Nether  Field,  containing  by 
estimation  1 r.  & 20p.  all  which  were  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  said 
George  Plumtree ; and  also  an  acre,  or  thereabouts,  lying  in  a mesne  field  in 
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Whittington.  Whittington  called  the  Carr  Greave  Field,  excepting  all  mines,  quarries,  trees, 
— , &c.  for  99  years,  from  29th  September  then  last,  at  the  annual  rent  of  10/.  10s. 

Joshua^UelsieT s paya]jle  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  to  the  said  Peter  Webster,  and  the  heirs 
continued.  of  his  body;  and,  in  case  of  his  death  without  issue,  to  the  said  trustees,  and 

v ^ — y their  heirs,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Joshua  Webster  : 

And  it  was  covenanted  by  the  said  Peter  Webster,  that  he  would  not  suffer  a 
recovery,  or  defeat  the  remainder  expectant  on  his  decease  without  issue. 

These  premises,  as  well  as  those  derived  under  the  will  of  Peter  Webster  the 
elder,  appear  to  be  vested  in  William  Newham,  the  grandson  and  heir  of  the  said 
Roger  Newham. 

The  farm  called  Plumtree  Farm,  comprises  a house  with  outbuildings  and 
several  closes,  containing  in  the  whole  21  a.  2 k.  33 p.,  some  small  parcels  having 
been  exchanged  under  the  provisions  of  the  Inclosure  Act.  It  is  now  in  the 
occupation  of  Joseph  Dixon,  in  whom  the  interest  in  the  lease  for  99  years  is 
vested  ; the  present  annual  value  is  stated  to  be  from  351.  to  40  /, 

The  rent  of  10/.  106.  is  paid  to  Mr.  Maddock,  the  schoolmaster;  and  of  the 
30  children  instructed  by  him  as  mentioned  under  the  preceding  head,  10  are 
considered  as  being  appointed  in  respect  of  this  charity. 


Poor’s  Lands. 

Poor's  Land?.  Before  the  inclosure,  which  was  completed  about  the  year  1823,  there  were 
three  small  parcels  of  land  called  Poors  Lands,  the  rents  of  which,  amounting 
to  1/.  14  6.  per  annum,  were  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and 
distributed  by  them  on  Good  Friday. 

There  was  also  another  piece  of  land,  containing  1a.  2u.  8p.  let  at  106.  a 
yeai',  which  was  applied  towards  putting  out  an  apprentice. 

Upon  the  inclosure  the  following  allotments  were  made  in  lieu  of  these  lands 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  : — 

1.  — An  allotment  of  3 a.  3r.  Ip.  let  to  Thomas  Gillet,  at  the  rent  of  10/.  5 s. 
this  includes  2a.  3 it.  37p-  set  out  in  lieu  of  the  land,  the  rent  of  which  was 
applied  towards  putting  out  an  apprentice. 

2.  — An  allotment  of  3 a.  & 15  p.  let  to  Isaac  Hewitt,  at  the  rent  of  1/.  106. 

3.  — An  allotment  of  1 r.  19p.  let  to  William  Belfitt,  at  the  rent  of  1 /.  46. 

These  appear  to  be  good  rents,  and  the  tenants  hold  from  year  to  year. 

The  expenses  of  the  inclosure,  in  respect  of  the  lands  above  mentioned  and 

an  allotment  of  wood  land,  called  The  Common  Brushes,  and  containing 
8a.  1 r.  21  p.,  set  out  for  the  poor  to  cut  fuel  thereon,  amounted  to  51/.  36.  2 d.\ 
the  sum  of  21/.  2 5.  6d.  has  been  paid  out  of  the  above-mentioned  rents,  and  the 
residue  thereof  has  been  distributed  on  Good  Friday  amongst  poor  persons 
appointed  by  the  minister  and  parish  officers,  in  sums  varying  from  26.  to  3s.  6d. 


Sprentall’s  Charity. 

Sprentall's Charity.  It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Nicholas  Sprentall,  by  his  will  (the 
date  of  which  is  1636,  as  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786), 
gave  205.  issuing  out  of  Hudgrave  Meadow,  to  be  distributed  every  Christmas 
to  the  poor. 

The  Hudgrave  Meadow  is  now  the  property  of  Henry  Dixon,  who  distributes 
annually  at  Christmas  the  sum  of  205.  amongst  poor  men  and  women  of  the 
parish  of  Whittington,  selected  by  himself,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  16. 
to  36. 

Wolstenholme’s  Charity. 

Wolstenholme’s  Godfrey  Wolstenliolme , by  his  will,  bearing  date  26th  June  1682,  (as  appears 
Chanty.  from  an  extract  thereof  in  an  old  parish  book),  directed  that  his  executors 
should,  out  of  his  estate,  bestow  25/.  in  lands,  the  yearly  rent  thereof  to  be 
given  for  buying  of  two  gowns  for  two  poor  widows  in  Whittington,  such  as  his 
executors,  and  upon  their  neglect,  as  the  overseers  of  the  poor  yearly  should 
appoint. 

The  sum  of  2 51.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a field  in 
the  parish  of  Whittington,  containing  2a.  13p.  By  the  award  of  the  commis- 
sioners for  the  Whittington  inclosure,  made  in  1825,  three  parcels  of  land,  con- 
taining 2a.  2k.  3p.,  were  allotted  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  in  ex- 
change for  this  field. 

Before  the  inclosure,  the  land  given  in  exchange  had  been  held  by  William 
Belfitt  and  his  ancestors,  for  many  years,  at  the  rent  of  2 5 s.  per  annum  ; and 
since  the  inclosure,  William  Belfitt  has  held  the  allotment  at  the  same  rent. 

The 
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The  land  is  worth  about  30s.  an  acre  ; but  it  is  stated  by  the  tenant  that  he 
has  expended  at  least  50/.  in  fencing  and  levelling  it;  and  it  therefore  seems 
that  he  ought  to  be  permitted  to  continue  tenant  for  some  time  at  a low  rent; 
he  has  agreed  to  pay  an  advanced  rent  of  30s.  per  annum,  upon  an  under- 
standing that  a further  advance  will  be  required,  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  been 
repaid  the  expenses  he  has  incurred. 

The  sum  of  9,5s.  has  been  usually  received  by  the  overseers,  and  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  two  gowns  ; and  (in  the  event  of  there  being  any  surplus),  of 
additional  articles  of  clothing  for  two  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  selected  by 
them. 

Hind’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  John  Hind,  by  his  will  bearing 
date  in  1724,  gave  the  sum  of  50s.,  the  interest  whereof  was  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor. 

This  sum  of  50s.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Samuel  Bower,  and  he  pays  2s.  a 
year,  as  the  interest  thereof,  to  the  churchwardens,  who  distribute  that  sum  on 
Good  Friday,  with  the  produce  of  the  poors’  lands  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Gilberthoiipe’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  George  Gilberthorpe,  by  will, 
in  1729,  gave  61.,  the  interest  of  which  was  to  be  dealt  in  bread  to  the  poor, 
(the  clerk  always  to  have  a share)  upon  the  six  Sundays  in  Lent. 

The  annual  sum  of  6s.  is  paid  as  a rent-charge,  issuing  out  of  a farm  at 
Whittington,  the  property  of  Elizabeth  Jenkinson.  Her  son  distributes  twelve 
penny  loaves  at  the  church,  after  divine  service,  on  each  Sunday  in  Lent,  to 
twelve  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  including  the  clerk. 

Bulkley’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I7S6,  that  Elizabeth  Bulkley,  by 
will,  in  1740,  gave  money,  then  vested  in  Thomas  Ashton  Bulkley,  producing 
6s.  a year,  for  bread  to  six  poor  widows. 

This  charity  appears  to  be  lost,  nothing  having  been  received  on  account 
thereof  for  nearly  thirty  years. 

Charity  of  Peter  Webster,  the  younger. 

Peter  Webster,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  4th  April  1750,  as  appears  from  an 
extract  therefrom,  entered  in  an  old  parish  book,  gave  to  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Wittington,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, the  sum  of  600/.,  on  trust,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  on  good 
government  security,  and  the  dividends  thereof  to  be  by  them  paid  to  six  such 
poor  people  of  the  said  parish  as  should  be  from  time  to  time  thought  proper 
objects  of  charity,  viz.  three  poor  men  and  three  poor  women,  not  being  hus- 
band and  wife  at  that  time,  and  to  be  paid  to  them  half-yearly,  one  half  year  in 
money,  and  the  other  in  clothes ; and  if  at  any  time  there  should  be  any  poor 
in  the  said  parish  of  either  the  Christian  name  or  surname  of  Webster,  he  directed 
that  they  should  have  a preference  before  any  others  in  receiving  the  said  charity. 

In  the  year  1755  the  sum  of  585/.  7 s.  6d.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
600/.  stock  in  the  new  South  Sea  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Pegge,  the  rector,  and  four  others,  the  then  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
Whittington.  After  payment  of  the  expenses  attending  this  purchase,  there 
remained  a balance  of  11/.  Os.  3d.,  of  which  1/.  Os.  3d.  was  afterwards  dis- 
tributed to  the  poor,  and  the  sum  of  10/.  was  placed  out  at  interest,  and  so 
continued  until  1808,  when  it  was  lost,  upon  the  death  of  Mary  Pearson,  who 
then  held  it. 

In  1809  the  stock  above  mentioned  was  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Silas  Slater,  John  Dixon,  esquire,  Pym  Denton,  George  Glossop  and  Richard 
Gillett,  of  whom  the  Rev.  Silas  Slater  and  George  Glossop,  are  the  survivors. 
The  expense  attending  this  transfer  was  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the  parish. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  18/.  a year,  are  received  through  the  bank  of 
Messrs.  Crompton  & Co.,  at  Chesterfield,  and  are  divided  equally  amongst 
three  poor  men  and  three  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Whittington,  who  are 
appointed  by  the  resident  curate  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.  The 
same  persons  generally  continue  to  receive  this  charity,  from  year  to  year, 
during  their  lives  ; five  of  the  present  annuitants  are  of  the  name  of  Webster. 

It  has  not  been  the  practice,  for  many  years,  to  distribute  any  portion  of  the 
Rep.  18.  L 1 3 dividends 
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dividends  in  clothing,  though  it  seems  proper  that  this  provision  of  the  testator’s 
will  should  be  observed. 

Holmes’s  Charitv. 

Samuel  Holmes,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  6th  January  1753,  gave  10/.  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Whittington,  the  interest  thereof 
to  be,  yearly,  distributed  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  at 
or  near  Christmas,  at  the  direction  of  the  vestry  and  churchwardens  and 
overseers. 

This  money  was  placed  out  at  interest,  and  in  1810  it  appears  to  have  been 
paid  by  Joseph  Brown,  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  who  had  held  the  money, 
to  John  Naylor,  then  one  of  the  overseers.  This  money  was  never  accounted 
for  by  Mr.  Naylor  ; he  now  keeps  a public-house  in  Chesterfield,  and  it  seems 
questionable  whether  he  has  the  means  of  paying  it,  though,  from  the  evidence 
laid  before  us,  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  of  his  liability  thereto. 

Burton’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Elizabeth  Burton,  by  will,  in  1757» 
left  6 s.  per  annum,  to  be  distributed  in  bread,  on  the  Sundays  in  Lent,  to  six 
poor  widows  of  the  parish. 

The  annual  sum  of  6s.  is  paid,  as  a rent-charge  issuing  out  of  three  cottages 
and  gardens  in  Whittington,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Alice  Belfitt,  by  whom  six 
twopenny  loaves  are  furnished  every  Sunday  in  Lent,  which  are  distributed 
by  the  parish  clerk,  after  service  at  the  church,  amongst  six  poor  persons  selected 
by  him. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne  ; — for  which 
see  Bake  well. 


PARISH  OF  WHITWELL. 

Drew’s  and  Fox’s  Charities. 

It  is  stated,  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  that  Mrs.  Drew,  who 
appears  to  have  died  in  May  1708,  by  her  will,  gave  5l.  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Whitwell. 

And  that  Peter  Fox  (who  appears  to  have  died  26th  February  1732),  by  his 
will,  gave  SI.  to  the  use  of  the  said  poor. 

The  amount  of  the  above-mentioned  legacies,  being  SI.,  is  in  the  hands  of 
George  Porter,  of  Whitwell,  on  the  security  of  his  promissory  note,  given 
to  the  late  Thomas  Fletcher,  who  was  one  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  bearing 
date  21st  December  1799,  for  the  amount,  with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  4/. 
per  cent. 

England’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated,  on  the  tablet  above  mentioned,  that  Edward  England  gave 
5 s.,  yearly,  to  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  is  paid  by  William  Grafton,  of  Worksop,  timber- 
merchant,  who,  we  are  informed,  purchased  a homestead  and  a few  acres  of  land 
in  Whitwell,  subject  to  this  payment. 

Pilkington’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  on  the  same  tablet,  that  Thomas  Pilkington  (who  appears  to  have 
died  in  1756),  gave  the  interest  of  7 /•  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  to  be  distributed, 
yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

The  sum  of  rfl.  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  William  Sims,  and  5 s.  per 
annum  is  now  paid  by  Joseph  Webster,  of  Whitwell,  as  the  interest  thereof,  he 
having  married  the  daughter  of  William  Sims,  and  derived  personal  property 
from  him. 

The  yearly  sum  of  lSs.,  derived  from  these  benefactions,  is  distributed  at  the 
church,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  amongst 
poor  widows  of  the  parish. 

Bright’s  Charity. 

It  is  further  stated,  in  the  table  of  benefactions,  that  Joseph  Bright,  by  his  will, 
gave  the  interest  of  51.,  for  the  like  purpose;  but  this  sum  appears  to  have 
been  lost  by  the  insolvency  of  the  person  in  whose  hands  it  was  placed  out  at 
interest. 
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Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne  ; — for  which 
see  Parish  of  Bake  well.  Gisborne’s  Charity.

PARISH  OF  WINGERWORTH. 

John  Stanford’s  Charity. 

John  Stanford , by  his  will,  dated  in  January  1727,  as  appears  from  a copy  Wingerworth. 
thereof  produced  to  us  from  the  documents  of  the  late  Sir  Windsor  Hunloke,  ]ohn  Stanford’* 
after  leaving  various  legacies,  directed  that  the  residue  of  his  estate,  unless  Charity, 
otherwise  disposed  of  under  his  own  hand,  should  be  given  to  the  poor  as  his 
executors  should  think  fit. 

It  appears  from  a paper  in  the  hand-writing  of  Sir  Henry  Hunloke,  who  died 
upwards  of  twenty  years  ago,  that  as  trustee  of  this  charity,  he  was  possessed  of 
800/.  stock,  part  of  a sum  of  2,000/.  in  the  new  South  Sea  annuities,  standing 
in  his  name. 

About  the  year  1814,  the  late  Sir  Windsor  Hunloke  sold  out  the  whole  of 
the  2,000/.  stock,  without  making  any  provision  for  the  charity,  and  there  is 
a memorandum  preserved  in  the  parish  stating,  that  the  sum  of  800/.  stock 
produced  the  clear  sum  of  661/.  5 s. ; since  that  period,  the  yearly  sum  of  27 /• 
has  been  paid,  by  the  said  Sir  Windsor  Hunloke,  during  his  lifetime,  and  since 
his  death,  by  the  trustees  of  his  real  and  personal  estate,  for  his  son  Sir  Thomas 
Henry  Hunloke,  a minor. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Thomas,  a solicitor  of  Chesterfield,  that  a suit  is 
now  pending  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  with  respect  to  the  real  and  personal 
estate  of  the  late  Sir  Windsor  Hunloke,  under  the  title  of  Hunloke  v.  Gell,  and 
that  it  is  intended  to  submit  a statement  of  facts  relating  to  this  charity,  to  the 
master  to  whom  the  cause  is  referred,  in  order  that  the  principal  sum  due  to 
the  charity  may  be  properly  secured  in  exoneration  of  the  real  estate. 

The  yearly  sum  of  27/.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Grattan,  the  agent  of  the  trustees  for 
Sir  Thomas  Henry  Hunloke,  to  the  churchwardens  ; and  their  receipts  are 
transmitted,  as  his  vouchers  for  the  payment,  to  the  master  in  Chancery. 

Of  this  sum,  19/.  per  annum  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  who  was  appointed  by 
the  late  Sir  Windsor  Hunloke,  and  teaches  school  in  a room  built  for  that 
purpose,  at  a place  called  Hill  Houses,  in  the  parish  of  Wingerworth.  This 
school  is  stated  to  have  been  built  by  Sir  Henry  Hunloke,  about  50  years  ago, 
upon  his  own  land,  but  whether  any  part  of  the  expenses  were  defrayed  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  charity,  is  not  known.  There  is  also  a dwelling-house  and 
garden,  adjoining  the  school,  of  which  the  master  appears  always  to  have  had 
the  use,  rent-free. 

In  respect  of  these  emoluments,  the  master  instructs  twenty  poor  children  in 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  of  Wingerworth  and  other  places,  adjoining 
thereto,  forming  part  of  the  estate  of  Sir  Thomas  Henry  Hunloke,  without  any 
charge  to  their  parents.  The  children  have  been  appointed  by  the  successive 
proprietors  of  this  estate,  until  the  death  of  the  late  Sir  Windsor  Hunloke,  and 
they  have  been  since  appointed  by  the  agent,  Mr.  Grattan,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

The  masters  of  this  school  appear  always  to  have  been  protestants,  and  the 
school  has  been  conducted  according  to  the  principles  of  the  church  of 
England,  except  with  regard  to  such  children  as  may  have  been  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  persuasion. 

Out  of  the  residue  of  the  yearly  sum  of  27/.,  the  expenses  of  repairing  the 
school  premises  have  been  defrayed,  and  the  surplus  has  been  distributed 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  not  receiving  constant  relief.  Of  late 
years  this  distribution  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Grattan,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
churchwardens. 

A regular  account  has  been  kept,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  sums  given 
to  each  person,  have  varied  from  25.  6d.  to  105. 


Lowe’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  that  Ellen  Lowe , in  1669,  Lowe’s  Charity, 
left  20/.  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  distributed 
yearly,  amongst  the  poor  widows,  inhabitants  of  Wingerworth. 
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Wingerworth.  This  sum  of  20.9.,  was  secured  on  a field  called  the  White  Banks,  containing 
—7  . about  two  acres,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  now  held  by  John  Allen, 
cujitinurd.  as  tenant  to  Francis  Vickers,  esquire. 

v -v  An  abstract  of  the  deeds,  which  have  reference  to  the  security,  will  be  found 

in  our  account  of  Luddington’s  charity  in  the  parish  of  North  Wingfield. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20.9.,  is  paid  by  the  above-named  John  Allen,  to  the 
overseer,  by  whom  the  amount  is  distributed  equally  amongst  ten  poor  widows 
of  Wingerworth. 

Foljambe’s  Charity.

Deer  Leap  School. 

North  Wingfield.  By  indenture,  bearing  date  25th  March  ]?90,  between  John  Mottershaw,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Anthony  Lax  Maynard,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  Thomas  Milward, 

Deer  Leap  School.  j0lm  Brocksopp,  the  Rev.  William  Webster,  Jeremiah  Higginbotham,  the  said 
John  Mottershaw,  James  Milward  and  Edward  Towndrow,  of  the  other  part; 
reciting,  that  by  articles  of  agreement  bearing  date  22d  May,  then  last,  the 
several  persons  above  named,  parties  of  the  second  part,  agreed  to  pay  the 
several  sums  therein  set  opposite  to  their  respective  names,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  450/.,  viz.  Thomas  Milliard,  150/.,  John  Broclcsopp,  150/.,  William 
Webster,  4 51,  Jeremiah  Higginbotham,  30/.,  John  Mottershaw,  30/.,  James 
Milward,  15/.,  and  Edward  Towndrow,  30/. ; which  sum  was  to  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
said  Anthony  Lax  Maynard  and  Isaac  AVilkinson,  and  such  other  trustees  as 
should  be  nominated  by  the  said  subscribers,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  men- 
tioned ; the  said  John  Mottershaw,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  450/., 
granted  to  the  said  Anthony  Lax  Maynard  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a clear 
yearly  rent-charge  of  15/.  1 5 5.,  issuing  out  of  one  undivided  third  part  of  a 
messuage  or  tenement,  and  several  closes,  called  the  Kiln  Croft,  the  Orchard, 
the  Shaw,  the  Near  Croft,  the  Over  Croft,  Middle  Croft,  Mowson  Croft, 
Doe  Lands,  the  Coate  Close,  the  Cowsell  High  Flat,  the  Far  and  the  Near 
Ox  Close,  the  Egstaw,  the  Long  Croft,  the  Over  and  Nether  Smithy  Acres, 
and  the  Cooper  Close,  containing  in  the  whole,  by  estimation,  ninety-three 
acres,  situate  at  Clay-lane,  in  the  township  of  Stretton,  and  parish  of  North 
Wingfield,  payable  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  upon  trust,  that  they  and 
the  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  should,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be, 
appoint  some  proper  person  to  be  schoolmaster,  who  should  reside  in  the  school- 
house  at  Deer  Leap,  without  paying  any  rent  for  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  such  poor  boys  and  girls  residing  within  the  said  parish  of  North 
Wingfield,  as  should  be  chosen  for  that  purpose,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  to  spell, 
read  and  write,  and  to  do  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic  ; and  should  also, 
from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  said  office  should  become  vacant,  by  death, 
resignation  or  removal  of  any  schoolmaster,  appoint  some  other  proper  person  to 
execute  the  said  office  ; and  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  said  rent-charge, 
to  the  said  schoolmaster,  the  yearly  sum  of  10  5.  6 d.  for  each  scholar,  to  be 
taught  as  aforesaid,  so  that  the  number  of  scholars  should  not  be  less  than 
twenty  five,  nor  more  than  thirty ; the  said  scholars  to  be  recommended  and 
chosen  by  the  said  trustees,  and  such  persons  as  should  he  appointed  in  their 
respective  places,  in  proportion  to  the  sums  respectively  subscribed  by  them  ; 
and  that  they  should  pay  the  residue  of  the  said  rent-charge  in  purchasing  books 
for  the  said  scholars ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the  said  schoolmaster,  on  his 
appointment,  should  give  a bond  for  his  constant  residence  at  the  school-house, 
the  diligent  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  good  behaviour,  and  for  resign- 
ing the  said  office  within  one  month,  after  notice  in  writing  given  to  him,  in 
case  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  be  dissatisfied  with  his 
conduct ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  the  said  schoolmaster  should  not 
receive  any  thing  from  the  said  scholars,  who  should  be  chosen  as  above  men- 
tioned j that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  or  the 

major 
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major  part  of  them,  to  expel  any  of  the  scholars  from  the  school,  and  to  make 
orders  and  regulations  for  the  better  managing  the  said  school  and  the  school- 
master and  scholars ; and  that  whenever  four  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead, 
the  survivors  should,  within  forty  days,  or  as  soon  after  as  convenient,  select 
four  trustees,  to  act  in  their  place,  stating  in  whose  place  each  new  trustee 
should  be  nominated  ; and  that  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  rent-charge 
to  such  new  trustees  and  such  survivors,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  7th  June  1S06,  George  Bradley  was  appointed  a 
trustee  in  the  room  of  John  Mottershaw,  deceased,  John  Milward  in  the  room 
of  Thomas  Milward,  William  Webster  in  the  room  of  the  Rev.  William  Webster, 
Jeremiah  Higginbotham  in  the  room  of  Jeremiah  Higginbotham  before  men- 
tioned, and  Thomas  Grattan  in  the  l oom  of  James  Milward ; and  the  said 
Anthony  Lax  Maynard,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  John  Brocksopp  and  Edward  Town- 
drow,  conveyed  the  said  rent-charge  to  such  new  trustees,  to  the  use  of  the 
old  and  newr  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  above  mentioned. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  the  last  deed,  Isaac  Wilkinson,  George  Bradley, 
William  Webster,  Jeremiah  Higginbotham  and  Thomas  Grattan  are  still  living. 

The  yearly  rent-charge  of  15/.  15  s.  is  paid  by  John  Ouldham,  the  owner 
of  the  farm,  on  one  third  part  of  which  the  payment  was  charged. 

The  amount  is  received  half  yearly  by  the  schoolmaster,  who  resides  and 
Leeps  school  in  the  house  mentioned  in  the  deed  ; and  he  instructs  in  reading, 
writing  and  accounts,  25  children,  whom  he  also  provides  with  books,  the  salary 
being  considered  as  insufficient  to  remunerate  him  for  a greater  number.  The 
children  are  nominated  by  the  respective  trustees,  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  the  subscription  of  the  persons  in  whose  places  they  were  appointed. 

The  master  has  hitherto  kept  the  school  premises  in  repair,  but  it  is  stated 
that  some  heavy  expenses  will  probably  be  necessary  in  a few  years. 

Luddington’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Thomas  Luddington 
some  time  rector  thereof,  by  will,  bearing  date  l6th  November  lGl6,  left  the 
yearly  sum  of  50s.  to  pious  uses,  viz.  10s.  to  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  and 
40  s.  more  to  a schoolmaster  to  teach  poor  children. 

It  appears  that  the  sum  of  50/.,  which  was  probably  the  amount  of  the  prin- 
cipal sum  given  by  Thomas  Luddington,  was  laid  out  together  with  the  sum  of 
201.  given  by  Richard  Low,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winger- 
worth,  in  the  purchase  of  the  after-mentioned  rent  charges. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  March  1698, 
between  Samuel  Fowler  the  elder  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Brailsford, 
Francis  Clay  of  North  Wingfield,  and  Richard  Clayton  of  Little  Normanton,  of 
the  other  part ; the  said  Samuel  Fowler,  in  consideration  of  7 01.,  granted  to 
the  said  Thomas  Brailsford  and  others  and  their  heirs,  a close  lying  in  the  parish 
of  Chesterfield,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  called  the  White  Banks,  to 
the  uses  thereinafter  expressed  ; viz.  that  the  said  Thomas  Brailsford  and  Francis 
Clay  and  their  heirs  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  close,  pay 
unto  such  persons,  at  such  times  as  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Luddington  thereto- 
fore rector  of  North  Wingfield  was  directed,  the  sum  of  50,?.;  and  that  the  said 
Richard  Clayton  and  his  heirs  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
close,  yearly  pay  to  the  poor  people  of  Wingerworth  the  sum  of  205.  being  the 
interest  money  for  20/.,  as  the  gift  of  Richard  Low,  provided  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  close  amounted  to  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  31.  10s.  besides 
taxes,  and  other  losses  in  case  it  should  be  untenauted  ; and  in  such  case  that 
the  said  trustees  should  receive  proportionably  to  what  the  rents  thereof  should 
amount  to,  and  distribute  the  same  as  aforesaid. 

By  indenture  of  lease  bearing  date  22d  March  1698,  the  said  Thomas 
Brailsford,  Francis  Clay  and  Richard  Clayton  demised  to  Jonathan  Rowe  the 
said  premises,  with  the  wood,  mines  and  quarries  thereto  belonging,  for  the 
term  of  500  years  from  the  date  thereof ; paying  to  the  said  Thomas  Brailsford 
and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  yearly  rent  of  3/.  10s. 

1 he  premises  above  mentioned,  situate  near  the  White  Banks  in  ILasland,  in 
the  parish  of  Chesterfield,  are  described  as  consisting  of  about  two  acres  of 
meadow  land,  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Allen,  as  tenant  to  Francis 
Vickers,  esquire,  of  Exley  near  Retford,  at  the  rent  of  10/.  10s.;  the  sums  of

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North  Wingfield.  50 s.  and  20  s.  payable  to  the  respective  parishes  of  North  Wingfield  and 
- — , Wingerworth,  are  paid  by  John  Allen  as  part  of  his  rent. 

LUChaift°nS  Of  the  f°rmer  sum  40  is  paid  to  the  parish  clerk  for  teaching  four  poor 
continued.  children  of  North  Wingfield,  who  are  appointed  by  the  rector  and  church- 

v- 7 wardens;  and  the  residue  105.  is  distributed  to  the  poor,  with  the  produce  of 

Stephenson’s  charity,  as  hereafter  stated. 

Dobb’s  and  Brailsford’s  Charities. 

Dobb’s  and  Brails-  A tablet  in  the  church  states,  that  Thomas  Dobb,  by  will,  bearing  date 
ford’s  Chanties.  9th  May  1617,  left  the  sum  of  10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the 
poor  yearly  on  St.  Thomas's  day. 

Also,  that  John  Brailsford , by  will,  bearing  date  2d  April  1655,  left  51.  for 
the  same  purpose. 

These  two  sums  of  10/.  and  51.  appear  to  have  been  carried  to  the  account 
of  the  parish  many  years  ago.  The  sum  of  155.  is  paid  yearly  as  the  interest 
thereof  out  of  the  churchwardens  account,  and  is  distributed  as  hereafter- 
mentioned  in  the  account  of  Stephenson’s  charity. 

Stephenson’s  Charity. 

Stephenson’s  It  is  stated  in  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  that  John  Stephen - 
Chanty.  so?i,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  2d  September  1675,  left  a perpetual  legacy 
of  8/.  per  annum,  in  lands,  on  Ashover  Hill  Top,  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of 
this  parish,  at  two  equal  payments,  viz.  4 </.  every  fortieth  day  after  Whitsuntide, 
and  4/.  every  Christmas-day. 

The  above-named  John  Stephenson  appears  to  have  been  possessed  of  certain 
premises  which,  by  indenture  of  lease  bearing  date  19th  January  I67I,  he 
demised  to  Richard  Bower,  by  the  description  of  the  closes  called  the  Little 
Upstall  Field,  the  two  Stubbing  Closes,  and  the  Cow  Close  at  Ashover  Hill  Top, 
in  the  parish  of  Ashover,  for  the  term  of  99  years  from  the  1st  March  then 
next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  81. 

And  it  appears  from  a lease  for  possession,  which  was  produced  to  us,  bearing 
date  13th  November  1692,  that  William  Stephenson,  the  nephew  and  heir  of 
John  Stephenson,  conveyed  these  premises,  which  are  therein  described  as 
having  been  formerly  the  lands  of  the  said  John  Stephenson,  to  Richard 
Berresford,  d.  d.,  Thomas  Gladwin,  John  Brailsford,  Francis  Clay,  Thomas 
Allsabrook  and  Roger  Hawksley. 

The  premises  now  belonging  to  this  charity  contain  about  twenty-two  acres, 
including  an  allotment  set  out  upon  the  Ashover  inclosure,  and  are  let  to 
William  Wragge,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  20/. 

The  property  appears  to  have  been  under  the  management  of  the  church- 
wardens for  many  years ; and  amongst  the  documents  produced  to  us,  was  a 
lease  granted  by  the  churchwardens  in  1772. 

The  amount  of  the  rent  above  mentioned,  together  with  155.  paid  in  respect 
of  Dobb’s  and  Brailsford’s  gifts,  and  105.  part  of  Luddington’s  charity,  amount- 
ing in  the  whole  to  21/.  5 5.,  is  divided  in  the  following  manner,  amongst  the 
different  townships  comprised  in  the  parish  of  North  Wingfield : —

The  same  proportions  have  been  adhered  to  in  the  division  for  many  years. 

The  above-mentioned  portions  are  paid  to  the  respective  overseers,  by  whom 
they  are  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  principally  among  such  of  the  poor  as 
do  not  receive  weekly  relief,  in  sums  varying  from  2 5.  to  7 s. 

Church  Lands. 

Church  Lands.  There  is  an  estate  situate  in  the  parishes  of  North  Wingfield  and  Morton,  with 
respect  to  which  the  following  documents  were  produced  to  us. 

A paper,  purporting  to  be  the  translation  of  anJ  indenture,  bearing  date 
6th  February  1705,  whereby  Thomas  Brailsford  conveyed  to  Matthew  Powell,

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1 the  rector,  Samuel  Gladwin,  and  five  others,  all  of  the  parish  of  North 
Wingfield,  a tenement,  with  its  appurtenances,  in  Handley ; a tenement, 
with  its  appurtenances,  in  Morton  ; a close,  called  the  Priest  Croft,  and  a cottage 
or  tenement,  in  Pilsley  ; a cottage  or  tenement  in  North  Wingfield  ; and  a parcel 
of  land  in  Hepthorn  ; to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  for  the 
j use  of  the  parish  of  North  Wingfield. 

Also  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  27th  and  28th  November 
1741,  whereby  Samuel  Gladwin,  as  the  survivor  of  the  trustees  above  named, 
conveyed  the  same  premises  to  Francis  Brailsford  and  others,  of  the  parish  of 
North  Wingfield,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent  that  the 
said  Samuel  Gladwin  should  have  full  power  and  authority,  during  his  life,  to  let 
the  said  premises  at  improved  yearly  rents,  at  his  own  discretion,  for  any  term 
of  years,  and  to  take  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  parish  and  parish-church  of  North  Wingfield,  and  for  the  like  use  to  mort- 
gage the  same,  and  also  for  such  other  uses  as  the  said  Samuel  Gladwin  should, 
at  any  time  during  his  life,  by  deed,  in  the  presence  of  two  credible  witnesses, 
declare  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  parish  ; and  in  default  of  such 
appointment  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  parish  or  parish-church, 

The  same  premises  were,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  the 
15th  and  1 6th  October  1784,  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  upon  the  same  trusts, 
and  with  the  same  powers  reserved  to  all  the  trustees  therein  named  as  were 
reserved  to  the  said  Samuel  Gladwin. 

In  November  1785,  an  information  was  filed  by  the  attorney-general,  at  the 
relation  of  the  then  churchwardens,  against  the  then  trustees,  for  an  account  of 
the  rents  and  profits,  and  a scheme  for  the  future  management  of  the  charity  ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  terminating  this  suit,  an  agreement  was  afterwards  entered 
into  by  the  parties,  which  was  approved  of  by  the  master  to  whom  the  cause 
was  referred,  and  who  made  his  report  on  31st  May  1797>  stating  therein,  that 
he  had  inquired  what  were  the  trusts  of  the  charities  ; and  after  setting  forth 
several  affidavits,  and  the  contents  of  several  deeds,  &c.,  he  declared,  that  he 
was  unable  to  state  what  the  trusts  of  the  said  charity  were.  The  report  was 
confirmed  7th  August  1797,  and  the  agreement  made  by  the  parties,  and 
bearing  date  7th  March  1793,  was,  in  substance,  established.  In  this  agreement 
it  was  declared,  that  with  the  rents  and  profits  all  necessary  repairs  wanted  for 
the  parish  church  of  North  Wingfield  should,  in  the  first  place,  be  paid,  and 
that  the  surplus  should  be  applied  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees,  with  the 
principal  inhabitants,  should,  at  a vestry,  determine. 

Since  the  making  of  this  decree,  new  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time 
to  time,  the  last  conveyance  bearing  date  1st  aud  2d  March  1809,  and  made 
between  William  Webster,  John  Wilkinson  Clay  and  Thomas  Wilson,  of  the 
first  part,  Jeremiah  Higginbotham  and  Samuel  Rooth,  of  the  other  part. 

The  property  consists  of  about  37  acres  of  land,  lying  in  the  townships  of 
Pilsley  and  North  Wingfield,  and  in  Handley  and  Clay-lane,  in  the  township  of 
Stretton,  in  the  parish  of  Morton.  The  whole  is  let  at  46/.  per  annum. 

The  rents  are  carried  to  a separate  account  in  the  same  book  with  the  church- 
warden’s accounts,  and  the  clear  rents  are  wholly  applied  in  balancing  the 
churchwarden’s  accounts;  if  these  rents  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose, 
a church  rate  is  then  levied. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

This  parish  partakes  of  the  charity  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne  for  which 
see  Bakewell. 

HAMLETS  OF  STRETTON  AND  CLAY  LANE. 

Stocks’s  Charity. 

William  Stocks,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  20th  October  1696,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield,  gave,  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Stretton  and  Clay-lane  in  this  parish,  and  their  successors,  a rent-charge  of  10s. 
per  annum,  out  of  a close,  situate  at  Higham-hill,  called  South  Field,  therein- 
before devised  to  liis  son-in-law,  Benjamin  Granger,  for  the  use  of  two  poor  chil- 
dren as  hereinafter  mentioned,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of  nonpayment  j 
and  he  directed,  that  the  parson  and  the  said  overseers  should,  every  Monday 
or  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  nominate  two  of  the  poorest  of  the  poor  children 
in  Stretton  Smithy  Moor  or  Clay-lane,  and  put  them  to  some  convenient  school 
or  schools,  where  they  should  be  taught  to  read  till  they  should  be  able  to  read 
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the  Bible;  and  for  their  learning  and  books  distribute  the  said  10s.  yearly- 
according  to  their  discretion  ; but  if  the  parson  or  overseers  should  neglect  or 
refuse  so  to  do,  that  for  such  year  they  should  have  no  right  to  such  rent-charo-e, 
but  that  it  should  go  to  his  heirs  for  such  years  as  they  should  so  refuse. 

The  annual  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  by  Mr.  John  Rooth,  of  Stretton,  in  respect  of 
a house  and  land,  part  of  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Shirland,  belonging  to  him. 

It  is  received  by  the  parish  clerk,  who  for  this  payment  instructs  in  reading 
two  poor  children,  who  are  selected  from  Stretton  and  Clay-lane,  usually  by  the 
rector  and  churchwarden. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  TUPTON. 

Charity  of  Brailsford,  and  another. 

There  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Richard  Clay,  of  the  Hill  in  Tupton,  a sum  of 
20/.,  given  by  some  person  unknown,  for  which  he  pays  165.  a year  as  interest. 
It  does  not  appear  that  any  security  has  been  given,  and  Mr.  Clay  is  desirous 
of  paying  the  money  in  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  of  investing  it  shall  occur. 

There  is  also  in  the  hands  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Thomas  Holmsfield, 
for  which  he  gave  his  promissory  note,  a sum  of  20/.,  supposed  to  have  been 
given  by  Job  Brailsford,  and  for  which  185.  a year  is  paid  as  interest. 

These  sums  of  18$.  and  165.  are  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  township  of 
Tupton,  and  the  amount  is  distributed  by  them  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
township,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  3s.  or  45. 


PARISH  OF  SOUTH  WINGFIELD. 

Newton’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Newton,  of  the  island  of  Barbadoes,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  12th 
February  1683,  directed  that  his  executors,  viz. ; his  wife  Barbara  Newton, 
Arthur  Wolley,  John  Easton,  and  Samuel  Clay,  should  purchase  a piece  of  land 
of  the  value  of  10/.  yearly,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  South 
Wingfield  and  Ulkerthorpe,  in  their  names,  and  in  the  names  of  Adam  and 
Arthur  Wolley,  which  10/.  should  be  by  the  said  trustees  paid  half  yearly  to 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  as  they  should  order. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  19th  July  1692,  between  Samuel  Guy  and  Thomas 
Gell,  of  the  first  part ; the  said  Barbara  Newton,  John  Newton,  John  Easton, 
and  Arthur  Wolley,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  Rev.  Barnabas  Pole,  vicar  of 
South  Wingfield,  Thomas  Platts,  George  Sellers,  John  Harris,  and  John  Toplis, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  South  Wingfield 
and  Okerthorpe,  Philip  Strelley,  Samuel  Newton,  William  Platts,  and  George 
Clarkson,  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  the  will  of  the  said  SainueLNewton,  and  that  no  lands  had  been  pur- 
chased, but  that  the  said  Barbara  Newton  had  to  that  time  paid  the  said  yearly 
sum  of  10/.  to  the  poor,  and  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  other 
inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  had  proposed  to  the  said  Barbara  Newton,  the 
lands  and  tenements  thereinafter  mentioned,  which  they  were  content  to  accept 
in  full  discharge  of  the  said  charity;  the  said  Samuel  Guy  and  Thomas  Gell, 
in  consideration  of  210/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Barbara  Newton,  and  the  other 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  Arthur  Wolley  and  John 
Newton,  a close,  called  the  Barn  Close,  containing  by  estimation  nine  acres, 
with  a barn  standing  thereon,  situate  in  Wirksworth,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  in 
trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  South  Wingfield  aforesaid,  according  to  the 
intent  of  the  said  will ; and  for  the  better  execution  of  the  said  charity,  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  authorized  and  appointed  the  vicar,  churchwardens, 
and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  their  successors,  to  let  and  dispose  of  the  said 
premises,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  divide  them  according 
to  the  intent  of  the  said  will. 

The  statements  of  the  above-mentioned  will  and  deed,  are  abstracted  from 
the  copy  of  an  inquisition  taken  under  a commission  of  charitable  uses  at  Derby, 
on  2d  May  1728,  produced  to  us  by  Mr.  Thomas  Pearson,  of  South  Wingfield, 
by  which  inquisition  the  jurors  found  that  the  rents  had  been  properly  applied 
by  the  vicar,  from  time  to  time,  except  that  since  the  year  1706,  part  of  the 
rents  had  been  applied  for  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  to  teach  poor 
children,  which  they  stated  to  be  a misapplication  thereof. 
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The  said  commissioners,  by  their  decree,  bearing  date  8th  February  1729, 
ordered  that  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  respective  towns  of  South 
Wingfield  and  Okerthorpe,  should  for  the  future  stand  and  be  trustees  for  the 
said  charity,  and  should  let  the  said  premises  at  the  best  rent  that  could  be  got 
for  the  same  ; that  two-third  parts  thereof  should  be  yearly  distributed  amongst 
the  poor  of  South  Wingfield,  and  the  other  third  part  amongst  the  poor  of 
Okerthorpe. 

Notwithstanding  the  directions  of  the  commissioners  contained  in  this  decree, 
we  are  informed  that  a part  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  of  this  chaiity,  has  always 
been  applied  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children. 

At  a meeting  of  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  this  parish,  held 
on  10th  March  1808,  to  consider  of  the  proper  application  of  the  rents  of  the 
lands  of  this  charity,  then  amounting  to  30/.  5s. ; it  was  resolved,  that  18/.  5s., 
part  of  the  rents,  should  be  annually  paid  to  the  then  master  of  the  free  school 
of  South  Wingfield,  and  his  successors,  by  half  yearly  payments,  for  the  education 
of  26  poor  children  belonging  to  the  said  parish,  in  reading  and  writing,  and  if 
girls,  in  knitting  and  sewing;  that  the  vicar  or  curate,  and  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  should  once  in  two  months  attend  and  inspect  the  school ; and  that 
the  residue  of  the  rents  should  be  applied  by  the  vicar  or  curate,  churchwardens 
and  overseers,  in  relieving  or  clothing  any  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish  as  they  should  judge  proper. 

The  property  of  this  charity,  which  has  been  from  time  to  time,  let  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  consists  of  two  closes 
of  pasture  land,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Wirksworth,  containing  about  nine  acres, 
with  a barn  thereon,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Blackwall,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  2 51.  8s.  per  annum,  and  an  allotment  set  out  in  respect 
of  these  premises  on  Wirksworth  Moor,  containing  1a.  & 1 r.  in  the  occupation 
of  Benjamin  Street,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  2/.  5s.  per  annum. 

The  rents  are  received  half  yearly  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and 
are  disposed  of  as  follows  : 

1.  — An  annual  sum  of  10/.  (subject  to  a deduction  of  5 s.  at  each  time 
the  rent  is  received,  for  the  trouble  of  obtaining  it  from  Wirksworth  and  dis- 
tributing it)  is  given  by  them  amongst  the  poor  persons  of  this  parish,  including 
Okerthorpe  ; but  no  specific  portion  of  the  rent  is  appropriated  to  the  latter. 

This  distribution  has  usually  been  made  annually  at  Christmas ; but  in  the 
year  1826  it  was  made  half  at  Midsummer,  and  half  at  Christmas. 

2.  — An  annual  sum  of  17  /.  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  for  instructing  26  poor 
children  of  the  parish. 

Previously  to  1820,  the  schoolmaster,  to  whom  a salary  was  paid  from  this 
charity,  taught  the  children  in  a school-room,  supposed  to  have  been  erected  at 
the  expense  of  the  parishioners,  on  the  waste,  about  a century  ago ; to  which, 
about  30  years  ago,  a dwelling-house  for  the  master  was  added,  having  been 
either  built  or  purchased  by  the  parish. 

In  1820,  the  schoolmaster  was  dismissed,  in  consequence  of  the  parishioners 
being  dissatisfied  with  him  ; and  the  school-room  being  in  very  bad  repair,  the 
roof  of  it  was  taken  off,  and  the  walls  were  found  to  be  in  so  decayed  a state  that 
they  could  not  be  repaired,  but  required  to  be  rebuilt. 

From  1820  to  1825,  no  schoolmaster  was  appointed,  and  the  residue  of  the 
rents  of  this  charity,  beyond  the  amount  distributed  to  the  poor  was  reserved, 
with  the  intention  of  raising  a fund  for  rebuilding  the  school,  and  in  1825,  the 
sum  thus  accumulated,  being  100/.  11  s.,  was  placed  in  the  Alfreton  branch  of 
the  Southwell  bank,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  J.  Haltonthe  vicar,  and  William 
Hopkinson,  one  of  the  churchwardens,  as  trustees  ; but  doubts  having  arisen 
whether  this  fund  ought  to  be  applied  in  the  manner  which  had  been  proposed, 
no  steps  had  been  taken  for  that  purpose  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  (April 
1827).  In  June  1825,  a new  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  the  minister, 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  who  has  since  received  the  annual  salary  of  If/., 
and  has,  in  respect  thereof,  instructed  26  poor  children  of  the  parish,  appointed 
by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  in  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic, in  a house  rented  by  himself.  He  has  also  other  scholars,  whose  parents 
pay  for  their  instruction. 

The  dwelling-house,  which  adjoined  the  old  school,  is  considered  to  be  the 
property  of  the  parish,  and  is  now  let  by  the  overseers  ; but  a sum  of  4 /.  KM. 
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received  for  the  rent  thereof,  was  added  to  the  reserved  fund  before  mentioned, 
and  forms  part  of  the  sum  of  100/.  11  s.  in  the  bank. 

Mr.  William  Hopkinson  had  also  in  his  hands,  at  the  time  of  our  investigation, 
a further  sum  of  4 /.  Os.  c2d.,  arising  from  interest  received  from  the  bank,  in 
August  1826,  and  from  the  surplus  of  13  s.  per  annum  of  the  rents  of  this  cha- 
rity beyond  the  amount  distributed  to  the  poor,  and  the  schoolmaster’s  salary 
for  the  years  182.5  and  1826. 

Although  the  re-building  of  the  school-room  may  be  considered  a desirable 
object,  and  beneficial  to  those  poor  persons  whose  children  would  have  the 
advantage  of  free  instruction  there,  we  cannot  but  remark  that  the  application  of 
a part  of  the  rents  of  Mr.  Newton’s  charity  to  that  purpose,  is  not  in  conformity 
either  with  the  will  of  the  donor,  or  the  decree  of  the  commissioners  of  cha- 
ritable uses  in  1729.

Strelley’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Philip  Strelley , of  which  certain  members  of 
the  court  of  assistants  of  the  Goldmith’s  company  are  trustees,  were  stated  in 
our  8th  Report,  p.  332. 

The  estate,  from  which  an  annual  rent  of  55  l.  is  received  by  the  trustees  in 
respect  of  this  charity,  is  situate  in  the  manor  of  Okerthorpe,  in  the  parish  of 
South  Wingfield  ; and  it  may  be  proper  to  notice  in  this  place,  that  in  the  appli- 
cation, directed  by  the  donor,  of  20/.  per  annum,  for  placing  out  two  poor  men’s 
sons  apprentices,  and  of  10  /.  per  annum  for  exhibitions  for  two  poor  scholars  in 
the  universities  of  Cambridge  and  Oxford,  a preference  was  given  by  him  to  the 
sons  of  his  tenants,  born  within  the  manor  of  Okerthorpe,  if  any  such  there 
should  be.

PARISH  OF  ALDMONDSBURY. 

Edward  Tirrell’s  Charity. 

Edward  Tirrell,  by  his  will,  dated  25th  September  1083,  gave  and  bequeathed 
among  other  things,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Almondsbury,  and  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  Jacob,  in  Bristol,  the  sum  of  100/.;  viz. 
50/.  to  each  parish,  to  purchase  some  lands  in  fee,  that  the  yearly  income  thereof 
might  be  given  to  the  successive  poor,  in  the  winter  season,  for  ever ; and  as  to 
that  given  to  Almondsbury,  his  will  was,  that  the  parish  should  dispose  thereof, 
and  distribute  its  profits  yearly,  to  such  poor  as  should  be  appointed  by  the 
direction  and  consent  of  his  consin,  John  Cross,  and  his  heirs,  if  any  such  should 
be  living  in  the  parish,  for  ever. 

The  50/.  so  given  to  Almondsbury  parish,  was  laid  out  in  the  year  1696,  in 
the  purchase  of  a close  of  land,  called  Blakelands,  containing,  by  admeasure- 
ment, 4 a.  3 a.  18  p.,  partly  arable  and  partly  pasture,  lying  in  the  tything  of 
Hempton  and  Patchway, 

By  the  purchase  deeds,  dated  29th  and  30th  April  1696,  the  said  land  was 
conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  the  church  lands,  in  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  Almondsbury  ; 
and  the  charity  appears  to  have  continued  under  their  management  ever  since, 
being  distributed  in  bread,  at  Christmas,  The  feoffees  bring  these  rents  to 
account  together  with  the  proceeds  of  the  church  lands ; but  they  have  declared 
their  intention  of  keeping  a separate  account  of  this  charity  in  future. 

Thomas  Jefferis’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Jefferis,  of  the  parish  of  Aldmondsbury,  by  his  will,  dated  30th 
November  1717?  gave  his  house  and  land  at  Woodlands,  which  he  purchased  of 
John  Cox,  after  the  lives  of  certain  persons  therein  mentioned,  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Aldmondsbury,  for  the  time  being,  in  trust, 
for  the  charitable  uses  thereinafter  specified  ; viz.  that  two  poor  widow  women 
of  the  said  parish,  such  to  be  chosen,  in  the  first  place,  that  had  young  children, 
should  be  placed  in  the  said  house,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  aforesaid, 
there  to  remain  rent-free,  as  long  as  they  should  live ; and  when  either  or  both 
of  them  should  die,  that  one  or  two  more  such  widows,  with  their  child  or  chil- 
dren, in  like  manner  should  be  placed  in  the  house,  and  so  on  successively,  by 
the  appointment  of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens ; and  that  in  case  no 
such  widows  were  to  be  found  in  the  said  parish,  the  same  should  be  filled  with 
two  of  the  most  aged  poor  and  decrepit  men  or  women  that  were  to  be  found  in 
the  parish  ; the  parish  not  to  be  eased  thereby  in  respect  of  their  monthly  pay 
and  charges  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  or  in  paying  for  their  house  rent; 
nor  that  the  persons  so  placed  in  the  same  house,  should,  upon  the  account  of 

their 
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their  living  rent-free  there,  be  debarred  at  any  time  from  receiving  as  much  pay, 
or  as  great  a share  of  charitable  gifts,  as  if  they  had  no  such  house  to  live  rent- 
free  in,  it  being  his  real  intent  to  superadd  to  the  comfort  of  the  poor  somewhat 
more  than  might  be  thought  absolutely  necessary  for  their  subsistence;  and  he 
gave  all  the  land  aforesaid,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  aforesaid,  for  the 
time  being,  in  trust,  for  the  uses  thereinafter  mentioned;  that  is  to  say,  he  did 
thereby  empower  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish,  to 
let  the  same  for  as  good  a yearly  rent  as  they  could  get,  and  that  thereout  the 
said  house  should  be  kept  in  repair  ; and  that  out  of  what  remained,  10s.  should 
be  paid  on  every  Good  Friday,  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time 
being,  and  his  successors,  for  preaching,  or  getting  some  one  to  preach  in  the 
church  of  the  said  parish,  and  not  otherwise,  a sermon,  on  that  day,  to  the 
poor  people  and  others  that  should  come  to  church  on  that  day,  so  as  to  beget 
and  increase  in  them  a lively  faith  in  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  ; and  that 
the  remaining  part  of  the  yearly  income  should  from  year  to  year,  be  laid  out 
by  equal  portions,  in  sixpenny  loaves  of  good  bread,  to  be  distributed  on  every 
Christmas-day  and  Good  Friday,  to  the  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish  ; 
and  in  case  any  such  poor  persons  were,  by  age  or  weakness,  unable  to  come  to 
the  church  on  those  days,  the  churchwardens  might  send  loaves  to  such 
persons. 

There  is  a stone-built  house,  with  about  two  acres  of  land  adjoining  it,  situate 
in  the  parish,  which  is  understood  to  be  the  property  derived  under  this  will, 
and  which  is  remembered  by  some  old  persons  in  the  parish  to  have  been  used 
for  the  charitable  purposes  above  mentioned,  as  far  back  as  about  70  years,  during 
which  time  this  estate  appears  to  have  been  under  the  management  of  the  minister 
and  churchwardens.  The  house  was  for  a long  time  in  very  bad  repair,  letting 
in  water  through  the  roof,  and  in  danger  of  tumbling  down,  so  that,  in  the  year 
1819,  it  being  absolutely  necessary  to  do  something  for  the  support  of  the 
tenement,  great  part  of  it  was  rebuilt  and  the  rest  repaired,  which  was  done  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hunt,  the  minister,  by  an  advance  on  the  rents  of  the  land, 
amounting  to  68/.  and  upwards.  The  house  consists  of  two  rooms  on  the  ground 
floor  and  two  above,  with  an  oven  to  each.  For  many  years  it  was  tenanted  by 
two  persons  of  the  parish  of  either  sex,  sometimes  with  children  and  sometimes 
with  none,  rent  free  ; but  about  five  years  ago  it  was  made  use  of  by  the  parish 
as  a receptacle  for  paupers,  and  since  that  time  it  has  been  inhabited  by  four 
persons,  one  of  them  with  a family  of  five  children. 

The  two  acres  appear  to  have  been  regularly  let  by  the  churchwardens.  For 
some  years  it  was  used  as  grazing  land,  and  during  that  time  it  was  generally  let 
for  50  s. ; but,  in  1819,  it  was  permitted  to  be  ploughed  up,  and  a rent  off/,  was 
agreed  to  be  paid  for  it.  Since  the  reparation  of  the  tenement  as  above  stated, 
the  rent  has  been  paid  to  Mr.  Hunt,  who  claims  the  same  for  his  own  until 
the  money  he  so  supplied  is  repaid,  with  interest,  allowing  also  for  his  title  under 
the  will  to  the  annual  sum  of  105.  for  the  sermon.  Until  Mr.  Hunt’s  claim  so 
arose,  as  aforesaid,  the  rents  appear  to  have  been  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
but  there  are  no  account  books  to  shew  how  they  were  applied  ; and  the  general 
opinion  seems  to  be,  that  they  were  grossly  misapplied,  or  not  at  all  accounted  for. 
The  present  minister,  the  said  Mr.  Hunt,  who  has  been  in  that  situation  upwards 
of  ten  years,  has  only  once  received  the  sum  of  105.  although  he  appears  regu- 
larly to  have  preached  the  sermon  on  Good  Friday.  Mr.  Hunt  recollects  only 
one  instance,  in  his  time,  of  any  part  of  the  rent  having  been  applied  in  bread, 
when  105.  of  it  was  so  bestowed,  and  there  is  no  recollection  in  the  parish  of 
the  application  of  any  part  of  the  rent  at  any  other  time  to  the  charity  purposes, 
except  the  105.  before  alluded  to  in  payment  to  the  minister. 

We  have  directed  an  immediate  application  to  be  made  to  such  persons  as 
have  served  the  office  of  churchwarden  for  as  many  years  back  as  they  can  be 
found  anterior  to  the  commencement  of  Mr.  Hunt’s  claim  upon  the  rents, 
to  obtain  from  them  the  satisfaction  of  such  rents  as  they  may  have  received,  or 
an  account  of  the  disposition  they  may  have  made  of  them  ; and  there  is  reason 
to  expect,  from  what  has  already  resulted  from  this  investigation,  that  some 
arrears  will  be  thus  recovered  to  the  charity  fund. 

We  are  assured  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  that  it  is  their  intention, 
in  conjunction  with  the  vestry,  to  determine  upon  the  best  measures  for  acce- 
lerating the  payment  of  the  debt  which  has  been  incurred  as  above  mentioned, 
in  order  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  premises  may  be  used  according  to  the 
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intentions  of  the  above  charitable  donor,  as  an  asylum  for  two  widows  with 
children,  to  be  chosen  from  among  the  most  respectable  class  of  the  poor,  to 
live  rent  free. 

And  we  are  further  given  to  understand,  that  the  parish  have  agreed  to  pay 
to  the  trustees  of  the  charity,  the  sum  of  10/.  for  the  occupation  of  the  said 
tenements  for  their  poor.

Church  Lands. 


John  Silcox’s  Charity. 

The  will  of  John  Silcox,  under  which  this  charity  is  derived,  will  be  found, 
as  far  as  regards  the  same,  fully  set  forth  under  the  head  of  Stone  Gifford 
parish. 

There  are  some  arrears  due  to  the  clergyman,  which  Mr.  Sturge,  the  agent  of 
Mr.  Griffith,  has  declared  his  intention  immediately  to  satisfy. 

The  50s.  applicable  to  education  appears  to  have  been  regularly  accounted 
for  to  the  parish.  It  has  been  paid  to  a schoolmaster  in  the  parish;  and  the 
number  of  children  taught  in  consideration  of  this  annual  sum  of  50s.  has  been 
six  of  both  sexes. 

Church  Lands. 

An  estate  under  the  denomination  of  Church  Lands,  has  been  beyond  the 
time  of  memory  vested  in  feoffees  for  the  use  of  this  parish. 

The  oldest  feoffment  extant  is  dated  22d  October  l60b,  whereby  a conveyance 
was  made  by  the  surviving  feoffees,  of  the  several  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  to  the  persons  therein  named  as  the  new 
feoffees,  to  hold  to  them,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  feoffees,  and  the  sur- 
vivors of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  distribute  and  employ  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof  for  ever,  by  their  good  discretions,  to  and  for  the  reparation 
of  the  parish  church  of  Aldmonsbury,  and  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  aged  and 
impotent  people  of  and  within  the  said  parish. 

To  the  property  specified  in  the  above  deed  there  appear  to  have  been  made 
some  considerable  accessions,  but  by  what  means  we  could  not  distinctly 
discover.  It  is  supposed  that  some  lands  were  purchased  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  charity,  and  that  some  allotments  were  obtained  under  an  Inclosure  Act 
called  The  Marsh  Common  Act.  The  last  feoffment  to  new  trustees  is  dated 
5th  April  1820,  under  which  there  are  at  present  18  surviving. 

A survey  was  made  of  the  property  in  1821,  by  which  it  appears  that  the 
quantity  of  the  estate  is  1ST  acres. 

The  land  is  let  to  several  tenants  from  year  to  year,  among  which  number  no 
names  of  the  trustees  are  found. 


The  amount  of  the  rents  for  the  last  year  was  ------ 

It  was  determined  by  the  feoffees,  at  a meeting  held  30th  January 
1826,  at  which  seven  trustees  were  present,  that  certain  cottages  situate 
in  Aldmonsbury-street,  held  by  lease,  determinable  upon  lives  under 
Colonel  Master,  should  be  offered  to  be  surrendered  to  Colonel  Master, 
on  the  25th  March  then  next,  upon  his  discharging  the  feoffees  from 
all  dilapidations  in  respect  thereof,  which  proposal  of  surrender  was  ac- 
cepted, and  accordingly  carried  into  effect. 

These  cottages  were  in  a state  of  great  dilapidation,  and  the  resort  of 
such  low  persons  as  to  be  a nuisance  to  the  neighbourhood  ; and  we  are 
given  to  understand,  that  it  would  not  have  answered  to  the  charity  to 
have  put  the  buildings  in  a state  of  repair  for  the  residue  of  its  interest  in 
them,  there  being  only  one  life  in  which  the  lease  was  held  in  being. 
The  practice  of  the  feoffees  is  to  let  the  land  by  tender. 

This  is  the  whole  of  the  real  property  ; but  out  of  the  savings  of  income 
investments  have  been  made  in  the  funds,  and  in  virtue  of  such  applica- 
tion of  these  surplus  monies  the  feoffees  are  in  possession  of  279/.  15s.  2 d. 
3 per  cent  consols,  producing  per  annum  _____ 

The  feoffees  have  also  two  Turnpike  Tickets  of  50  /.  each  on  the  Bristol 
Turnpike,  producing  an  annual  sum  of  ------

There  is  also  200/.  in  Exchequer  bills. 

The  accounts  from  1820,  appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept,  and  many 
loose  documents,  containing  very  ancient  accounts,  have  been  laid  before  us, 
from  which  we  collect,  that  the  practice  has  uniformly  been,  to  apply  the  charity 
stock,  in  the  first  place,  towards  church  uses  and  purposes  of  every  description, 

and 
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and  to  bestow  the  residue  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  coals,  clothing,  and 
pecuniary  relief. 

The  repairs  and  expenses  of  the  church,  have  of  late  years,  taken  up  a large 
portion  of  the  profits,  but  the  books  shew,  that  the  poor  have  been  let  in  to  a 
reasonable  participation  of  the  funds.  It  may  be  important  to  add,  that  among 
the  miscellaneous  uses  to  which  the  income  of  the  church  lands  has  been  applied, 
the  support  of  a parocial  school  was,  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  included  ; but 
from  an  apprehension  lately  felt,  that  such  an  application  was  unwarranted,  the 
school  has  been  discontinued.  The  parish  in  general  are  anxious  for  its  resto- 
ration, and  it  is  proposed  to  allot  out  of  the  income  of  this  fund,  so  much  as, 
with  the  aid  of  Silcox’s  charity  above  mentioned,  may  restore  to  the  parish,  the 
benefit  of  an  institution  which  has  been  found  to  be  promotive  of  much 
good. 

The  accounts  are  now  regularly  audited,  and  shew  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer,  at  the  last  audit  in  January  1826,  of  867.  135. 


PARISH  OF  ARLINGHAM. 

Yate’s  Charity. 

John  Yate,  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  gave  and  devised  to  his  mother,  Arlingham. 

Mary  Yate,  therein  described,  and  to  her  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  

asssigns,  all  his  worldly  estate,  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,  to  and  for  such  Yate’s  Charity, 
uses  as  she  should  declare  or  appoint  by  her  last  will  and  testament,  or  by  deed 
in  her  lifetime  ; but  in  case  she  should  not  by  deed  or  will,  appoint  or  limit  any 
uses  of  his  real  estate,  then  he  devised  all  his  manors,  lands,  and  hereditaments, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Arlingham,  to  the  use  of  his  aunts,  Elizabeth  Yate  and 
Dorothy  Pyrke,  and  their  heirs,  forever,  subject  to  the  payment  of  several  annuities, 
and  particularly  to  an  annuity  of  40 7.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  a school,  for  the  poor  children  of  the  said  parish 
of  Arlingham,  to  be  taught  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts,  and  to  be  in- 
structed in  the  Church  catechism  ; the  schoolmaster  from  time  to  time  to  be 
appointed  by  the  owners  of  the  said  estate  at  Arlingham,  aforesaid  ; and  also  to 
one  other  annuity  of  407.  per  annum,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Arlingham, 
aforesaid,  to  be  distributed  yearly,  to  such  of  the  poor  people  there,  in  such 
shares  and  proportions,  and  in  such  manner  as  by  the  said  will  was  directed; 
which  said  annuity,  by  the  express  directions  of  the  said  will,  was  not  to  be 
applied  in  any  respect  for  the  ease  and  lessening  of  the  taxes  or  parish  rates  ; 
but  to  be  so  distributed,  that  it  might  be  an  additional  comfort  and  support  to 
the  industrious  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

The  said  testator  died  shortly  after  having  made  his  said  will,  and  was  sur- 
vived by  the  said  Mary  Yate,  his  mother,  who  being  desirous,  notwithstanding 
the  said  devises  for  charitable  purposes  in  the  said  will  were  void  by  reason  of 
the  statute  of  Mortmain,  that  they  should  nevertheless  be  carried  into  execution, 
executed  an  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  inrolled,  bearing  date  on  or  about  the 
1st  of  February  1765,  between  herself  the  said  Mary  Yate,  therein  described, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Right  Reverend  William  Lord  Bishop  of  Gloucester, 
the  Reverend  Josiah  Tucker,  at  that  time  Dean  of  Gloucester,  and  the 
Reverend  Worshipful  James  Benson,  Doctor  of  laws,  at  that  time  Chancellor 
of  the  diocese  of  Gloucester,  of  the  other  part ; whereby  after  reciting  the 
will  of  the  said  John  Yate  to  the  effect  hereinbefore  recited,  it  was  witnessed, 
that  to  the  intent  that  as  well  the  said  several  annuities  of  40  7.  and  40  7. 
therein  mentioned,  might  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  be  employed  to  the 
charitable  uses  thereinafter  in  that  behalf  expressed,  and  also  that  a con- 
venient building  might  be  converted  to  and  made  use  of  as  a school-house, 
for  ever,  she,  the  said  Mary  Yate,  did  grant,  confirm  and  appoint  unto  the 
said  Bishop,  Dean  and  Chancellor,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  an  annuity 
or  rent-charge  of  807.,  to  be  yearly  issuing  out  of  the  manor  of  Arling- 
ham, and  all  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  in  the  said 
manor  and  parish  of  Arlingham  aforesaid,  so  devised  by  the  will  of  the  said 
John  Yate,  as  aforesaid  ; to  hold  and  receive  the  said  annuity  of  807.  unto  and 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Bishop,  Dean  and  Chancellor,  and  their  successors,  for 
ever,  to  be  paid  at  the  four  most  usual  feasts,  with  powers  of  distress  and 
entry  to  the  said  trustees,  if  the  said  annuity  should  be  in  arrear,  upon  trust, 
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Arlingbam.  that  they  and  their  successors  should  from  time  to  time,  pay  and  dispose  of  40 L 

— - part  of'  the  said  annuity  of  80/.,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Mary  Yate  should 

from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint,  during  her  life,  for  and  towards 
cm  11,1  the  maintaining  and  promoting  of  a charity  school  within  the  parish  of 

Arlingham,  for  the  educating  such  poor  children  as  should  be  above  the  age 
of  four  years,  and  born  or  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish,  in  the  principles 
of  the  Church  of  England,  and  to  read  and  say  the  Church  Catechism, 
and  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  other  proper  and  useful  learning, 
for  poor  children,  viz.  the  boys  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  the 
girls  to  read,  knit,  spin  and  mark  plain  work,  till  they  should  arrive  at  the 
age  of  fourteen  years  (if  it  should  be  thought  necessary  to  continue  them  so 
long),  and  no  longer;  and  the  yearly  sum  of  40/.,  the  other  part  of  the  said 
annuity  of  80/.,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Mary  Yate  should,  from  time 
to  time,  during  her  life,  direct  and  appoint,  towards  the  better  maintenance 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  other  purposes  therein  mentioned ; and 
after  the  decease  of  the  said  Mary  Yate,  then  that  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  should  pay  and  dispose  of  the  said  annuity  of 
40/.,  part  of  the  said  sum  of  80/.,  in  manner  therein  mentioned;  that  is 
to  say,  20/.  per  annum  for  a salary  for  a schoolmaster,  and  10/.  per  annum 
for  a schoolmistress,  for  the  time  being,  for  the  teaching  and  instructing 
such  poor  children,  in  manner  aforesaid  ; and  the  residue  of  the  said  40/., 
to  be  paid  and  applied  for  and  towards  the  finding  of  fire  for  the  said  school, 
and  for  books,  paper,  and  other  necessaries  for  the  improvement  of  the  said 
poor  children,  and  for  keeping  in  good  repair  the  school-house  therein  men- 
tioned ; and  it  was  by  the  said  indenture  ordered  and  appointed,  by  the  said 
Mary  Yate,  after  reserving  to  herself  during  her  life  the  sole  management  of 
the  said  charity  school,  that  from  and  after  her  death,  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors,  together  with  the  owners  of  the  mansion-house,  called  Arling- 
ham Court,  wherein  the  said  Mary  Yate  then  resided,  should  for  ever  there- 
after be  trustees  for  the  said  charity,  and  have  the  full  management  of  the  said 
school  ; and  that  from  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Mary  Yate,  the  school- 
master and  mistress  of  the  said  school  should,  from  time  to  time,  be  nomi- 
nated and  placed  in  the  said  school,  by  such  owner  of’  the  said  mansion-house, 
for  the  time  being  ; and  in  case  of  the  minority  or  absence  out  of  the  realm  of 
any  of  the  owners  of  the  said  mansion-house  at  any  time  when  the  said  office  of 
schoolmaster  or  mistress  should  become  vacant,  then  that  such  nomination 
should  be  made,  by  the  other  trustees  of  the  said  charity  school,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  of  a fit  person  to  be  a schoolmaster  or  mistress  of  such  school, 
until  such  owner  should  come  of  age  or  return  into  the  realm,  who  should 
have  power  to  confirm  or  remove  such  schoolmaster  or  mistress  of  the  said 
school,  within  six  months  after  the  time  of  his,  her,  or  their  coming  of  age,  or 
return  as  aforesaid,  and  should  and  might  nominate  and  appoint  such  other 
fit  person  to  be  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress  of  the  said  school,  as  he  or  they 
should  think  proper ; but  in  case  the  said  owner  or  owners  of  the  said 
messuage  should  at  any  time  thereafter  neglect  or  omit  to  nominate  or  appoint 
such  fit  person  or  persons  to  the  said  office  of  schoolmaster  or  mistress,  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  after  the  same  should  at  any  time  become  vacant,  then

said  Mary  Yate  did  thereby  direct,  that  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity  for  the 
time  being,  or  as  many  of  them  as  conveniently  could,  should  once  in  every 
year,  on  the  Tuesday  in  every  Whitsun  week,  meet  at  the  schoolhouse  to 
examine  into  any  neglects,  miscarriages  or  irregularities,  that  might  be  of  or 
in  the  said  schoolmaster  or  mistress  for  the  time  being,  or  any  of  the  said  poor 
children,  and  to  make  such  reasonable  bye-laws  and  ordinances,  as  to  them 
should  seem  meet  for  the  better  management  of  the  said  charity ; and  it  was 
by  the  same  indenture  further  ordered,  by  the  said  Mary  Yate,  that  it  should 
be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  mansion-house  for  the 
time  being,  together  with  all  or  any  one  of  the  said  other  trustees  for  the  time 
being,  for  any  gross  offence,  miscarriage,  irregularity  or  neglect,  to  deprive 
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' and  remove  or  suspend  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress,  or  to  expel  any  of  the  Arlingham. 

i poor  children  ; and  it  was  by  the  said  indenture  further  witnessed,  that  for  the  

I considerations  therein  mentioned,  she  the  said  Mary  Yate  did  grant  and  confirm  ^^ont^iued^’ 
unto  the  said  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and  the  said  Dean  and  Chancellor  for  the  con  Inue  ’ 
time  being,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Arlingham,  therein  described,  to  hold  the  said  messuage 
or  tenement,  court  and  garden,  with  its  appurtenances,  to  them  and  their 
successors,  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  they  the  said  trustees  should  appropriate 
the  same  to  the  use  of  a school-room  for  instructing  the  said  poor  children  as 
aforesaid,  and  for  the  schoolmaster  and  mistress  to  reside  therein,  from  time 
to  time,  for  ever,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever  ; and  as  for  and 
concerning  the  other  40/.,  the  remaining  part  of  the  said  annuity  or  rent-charge 
of  80/.,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  trustees  should,  from  time  to  time,  pay, 
apply  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Mary  Yate  should, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  during  her  life,  towards  the  better  maintaining  and 
supporting  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Arlingham,  and  for  other  the  purposes 
therein  mentioned ; and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Mary  Yate,  then  that 
the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  should  apply,  pay  and  dispose 
of  the  said  last-mentioned  40/.  in  manner  therein  set  forth  ; viz.

5 s.  a year 
to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of  Arlingham, 
every  Chrismas,  in  such  proportions,  and  to  such  poor  persons  as  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  said  mansion-house  should  nominate  and  approve  of;  12/.  12 s. 
a year  for  the  clothing  of  four  poor  men  and  four  poor  women,  residing  in  and 
belonging  to  the  said  parish  of  Arlingham,  such  as  the  said  owner  or  owners 
of  the  said  mansion-house  should  appoint ; 10  5.  a year  for  the  preaching  of  a 
sermon  on  every  Good  Friday  after  divine  service  ; 105,  a year  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  every  Holy  Thursday,  immediately  after  divine  service ; 4/.  a year 
to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  wit,  405.  on  every  Good  Friday,  and  405.  on  every 
Holy  Thursday,  to  be  distributed  to  such  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Arlingham, 
at  the  church  door  there,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish, 
for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  as  should  be  known  to  attend  the 
service  of  the  church  regularly  on  Sundays,  and  deemed  peaceable  and  good 
livers,  and  such  as  should  be  approved  of  and  recommended  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  said  mansion-house  as  aforesaid  ; 10/.  a year  for  the  maintenance 
of  William  Curnock,  therein  described  during  his  life,  and  the  residue  of  the  said 
last-mentioned  40/.  as  also  the  said  last-mentioned  sum  of  10/.  a year,  after  the 
death  of  the  said  William  Curnock,  to  be  laid  out  in  placing  poor  children  of  the 
said  parish  apprentice,  or  in  and  for  such  other  private  charity  as  the  said  trustees, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  in  their  judgment  think  fittest  and  most  proper 
to  promote  the  charitable  intention  of  the  said  John  Yate,  deceased  ; and  it  was 
by  the  said  indenture  ordered  and  appointed,  that  the  said  persons  therein 
named,  and  their  successors,  together  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said 
mansion-house,  should,  for  ever  thereafter,  be  trustees  for  the  said  charities, 
and  should  from  time  to  time  have  the  full  management  and  disposal  thereof. 

The  affairs  of  this  charity  were  brought  before  the  court  of  Exchequer,  in  a 
cause  between  Sophia  Della  Cainea  plaintiff,  and  George  Hayward  and  others 
defendants;  in  which  cause  an  order  was  made,  dated  3d  May  182,5,  on  the 
petition  of  the  Rev.  John  Sayer,  minister  of  the  said  parish,  and  others,  poor 
inhabitants  thereof,  referring  it  to  the  officer  of  the  said  court  to  enquire  and 
report  what  had  been  received  by  Mr.  William  Vizard,  the  receiver  appointed 
in  the  said  cause,  on  account  of  the  said  annuity  of  80/.,  and  to  state  what  part 
of  the  said  rent-charge  was  charged  on  such  part  of  the  said  estate  as  had  from 
time  to  time  been  sold  off,  and  what  remained  charged  upon  the  estate  and 
premises,  over  which  the  said  William  Vizard  had  been  appointed  receiver; 
and  it  was  ordered  that  the  receiver  should  pay  into  the  bank,  with  the  privity 
of  the  accountant-general  of  the  said  court,  what  he  should  have  received  on 
account  of  the  said  rent-charge,  which  the  said  accountant-general  should  carry 
to  the  account  of  the  Arlingham  charity ; and  it  was  also  referred  to  the  said 
officer  to  settle  a scheme  for  the  future  management  of  the  said  charity  ; for 
which  purpose  any  party  interested  in  the  said  charity  was  to  be  at  liberty  to 
Rep.

came  into  the  possession  of  the  said  Arlingham  estate,  in  the  year  1801,  she 
sold  by  auction  a part  of  the  said  estate,  consisting  of  a farm-house  and  build- 
ings at  Overton,  and  certain  lands  held  therewith,  containing  in  the  whole 
110a.  3r.  5 p.  then  in  the  occupation  of  George  Wilkins,  as  tenant  thereof,  to 
Paul  Wathen,  esquire,  subject  to  the  payment  of  10/.  per  annum,  in  part  of  the 
said  rent-charge  of  80/.;  and  another  part  of  the  said  estates,  consisting  of  a 
farm-house  called  Wick  Court,  with  the  out  buildings  thereto  belonging,  and 
certain  lands  held  therewith,  containing  in  the  whole  156a.  & 30p.,  then  in 
the  occupation  of  Walter  Longney,  as  tenant  thereof,  to  Mr.  Edward  Workman, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  16 /.  per  annum,  part  of  the  said  rent-charge  of  80/.; 
and  he  further  certified,  that  the  said  Dame  Dorothy  Mill  died  on  the  15th  May 
1811,  up  to  which  time  the  whole  of  the  said  annuity  of  80/.  had  been  fully  paid

school-house  in  good  repair  up  to  the  25th  December  1826,  amounting  to  150/.; 
the  said  annuity  of  31.  3s.  to  the  Gloucester  Infirmary,  up  to  the  25th  day  of 
December  1826,  amounting  to  47 /.  5s.  ; the  said  annuity  of  5/.  5s.  to  be 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of  Arlingham,  up  to  the 
25th  day  of  December  1821,  amounting  to  52/.  105.;  the  said  annuity  of  12/.  12  s. 
for  the  clothing  four  poor  men  and  four  poor  women  belonging  to  the  said 
parish  of  Arlingham,  up  to  the  25th  day  of  December  1821,  amounting  to  126/.; 
the  annuities  of  105.  and  105.  for  preaching  a sermon  on  every  Good  Friday, 
and  on  every  Holy  Thursday,  up  to  Holy  Thursday  1821,  amounting  to  10/.; 
the  said  annuity  of  4/.  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  up 
to  Holy  Thursday  1821,  amounting  to  40/.;  which  said  several  payments 
amounted  together  to  the  sum  of  87 51.  15  5.,  and  when  the  same  was  deducted 
from  the  said  sum  of  1,200/.  a balance  would  be  left  due  to  the  charity,  of 
324/.  5s.;  and  he  found,  that  of  the  14/.  to  be  laid  out  in  placing  of  poor 
children  of  the  said  parish  apprentices,  or  in  such  other  private  charities  as  the 
trustees  of  the  said  charity  should  think  fittest,  no  part  had  been  paid  since  the 
said  month  of  May  1811,  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  said  Dame  Dorothy  Mill  ; 
and  that  such  of  the  said  several  annuities  as  had  been  paid  in  part  as  aforesaid, 
were  wholly  in  arrear  and  unpaid,  from  the  several  periods  up  to  which  the 
same  had  been  so  paid  as  aforesaid,  (such  deficiency  having  been  occasioned  by 
the  proportions  of  the  10/.  and  16/.  payable  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Overton 
and  Wick  Court  estates,  not  having  been  paid  by  them  till  the  same  was  received 
by  the  said  William  Vizard,  as  hereinafter  mentioned);  and  he  further  certified,

the  said  Edward  Hogg,  the  proprietor  of  the  said  Wick  Court  estate,  240/.,

parties  to  the  said  order  had  not  brought  in  before  him  any  proposal  for  that  ..  7 

purpose,  he  had  therefore  not  settled  any  such  scheme ; and  he  further  certi- 
fied, that  it  did  not  appear  to  him,  that  there  was  any  impediment  in  carrying 
into  execution  the  several  charitable  trusts  created  by  the  said  indenture  of 
1st  February  1765,  which  were  specific  as  to  their  amounts  and  as  to  their 
objects,  and  which  could  not  be  increased  or  diminished  without  departing  from 
the  intention  of  the  founder  of  the  said  charity,  as  collected  from  the  said 
indenture ; and  further,  that  the  said  bishop,  dean  and  chancellor,  had  seve- 
rally, by  their  solicitors,  declared  before  him  their  willingness  to  accept  the 
said  trusts  of  the  said  indenture  of  the  1st  February  1765,  and  to  act  in  the 
execution  thereof,  in  case  they  should  not  be  considered  as  trustees  already 
appointed  thereby. 

The  cause  above  mentioned  does  not  appear  to  have  proceeded  further 
towards  the  settlement  of  this  charity. 

Thomas  Liston’s  Charity. 

This  parish  is  entitled  to  10 s.  a year,  charged  by  the  deed  of  Thomas  Liston , Thomas  Liston's 
esquire,  upon  three  acres  of  land  called  Woolcroft,  situate  at  Arlingham;  the  Charity, 
residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  land  being  appropriated  to  the  parish 
of  Iron  Acton,  as  is  shewn  in  the  Report  of  the  Charities  of  that  parish. 

[Seventeenth  Report,  p.  413]. 

Till  about  ten  years  ago,  this  sum  of  105.  was  regularly  paid  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  deed  ; but 
after  that  time  the  tenant  of  the  land  took  upon  himself  to  make  the  applica- 
tion, and  has  distributed  105.  per  annum  among  four  poor  persons  of  the  parish 
of  Arlingham,  selected  by  himself ; but  he  undertakes  in  future  to  make  the 
payment  to  the  churchwardens  for  their  distribution. 


PARISH  OF  ASHLEWORTH. 


Parish  Lands. 

This  parish  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  two  parcels  of  meadow  land  ; the  one  in 
the  parish  of  Hasfield,  consisting  of  five  acres,  and  the  other  in  the  parish  of 
Ashleworth,  consisting  of  three  acres ; and  also  of  some  tenements,  with  a 
garden  ground  occupied  therewith. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  extant  any  original  deed  of  gift,  but  there 
are  several  feoffments  or  conveyances,  by  which  the  property  has  been  trans- 
mitted, through  a succession  of  feoffees,  for  the  parish.  The  number  appointed 
at  every  renewal  has  been  13;  and  it  appears,  that  the  nomination  has  been 
usually  made  bv  the  surving  feoffees,  with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of.  the 
minister  and  principal  inhabitants. 

The  land  is  mowed  and  depastured  at  the  proper  times  of  the  year,  and  the 
produce  is  disposed  of  to  the  best  bidder  at  an  auction  every  year,  who  is 
allowed  to  make  the  most  of  it  for  himself.  The  amount  of  the  sale  of  course  varies 
with  times  and  circumstances,  but  it  may  be  said  to  average  about  30/.  a year. 

The  churchwardens  always  receive  these  profits  of  the  land,  and,  as  far  as 
can  be  traced  by  the  books,  the  practice  has  been  to  lay  the  same  out  in  coals, 
which  are  distributed  among  a certain  number  of  poor  people,  generally  about 
50  persons,  the  churchwardens  making  out  a list,  according  to  their  considera- 
tion, of  the  cases  proper  for  the  bounty.  This  list  is  made  out  at  a public 
meeting,  convened  by  notice  in  the  church.  The  whole  is  distributed  every 
year,  and  the  churchwardens  are  at  present  a little  in  advance  to  the  charity.

Margaret  Hayward’s  Charity. 

Church  Table: — “ 1782.  Margaret , daughter  of  the  Honourable  Major-  Margaret  Hay- 
General  Selwyn,  of  Matson,  in  this  county,  and  widow  and  relict  of  William  ward  s Charity. 
Hayward,  esquire,  formerly  lord  of  this  manor,  devised  100/.  old  South  Sea 
annuities,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  to  the  education  of  a proportion- 
able  number  of  poor  children  of  this  parish,  the  children  and  teachers  to  be 
appointed  by  the  vicar  thereof  for  the  time  being;  which  annuities  are  now 
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vested  in  the  joint  names  of  Charles  Hayward,  esquire,  present  lord  of  the 
manor,  and  the  Rev.  James  Edwards,  the  present  vicar.” 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  100/.  old  South  Sea  annuities,  has  been  since 
transferred  into,  and  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Frede- 
rick Mansell,  Stephen  Colchester,  and  John  Allin,  the  present  vicar  and 
churchwardens. 

The  dividends,  which  are  3/.  per  annum,  are  received  through  Mr.  Wood's 
bank  at  Gloucester,  by  the  vicar,  who  applies  the  same  towards  the  support  of 
the  Sunday  school,  which  is  maintained  by  public  subscription  in  the  parish. 

We  find  in  the  R eturns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  mention  made  of  a gift  of  50/. 
by  the  Rev.  John  Hayward,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  other  gift 
known  in  the  parish  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  children,  besides  that  which 
has  been  mentioned.

John  Silcox’s  Charity. 

The  will  of  the  above  donor  will  be  set  forth  among  the  charities  of  Stoke 
Gifford  parish,  in  the  hundred  of  Henbury,  which  derives  the  principal  benefit 
under  it. 

Mr.  Sturge,  as  agent  for  Mr.  Griffith,  pays  2/.  10s.  to  the  clergyman  for  the 
preaching  the  sermons  as  directed  by  the  will ; and  a further  sum  to  the  same 
person,  of  2/.  10s.  towards  the  instruction  of  poor  children  of  the  parish. 

The  number  to  be  taught  according  to  the  will  of  John  Silcox,  was  six  ; but 
only  four,  two  boys  and  two  girls,  receive  the  benefit ; no  one  having  been 
found  to  undertake  to  teach  six  for  the  sum  of  2/.  10s.  The  boys  are  taught 
to  read,  and  the  girls  to  read  and  sew.  They  are  appointed  by  the  minister.

The  Almshouses. 


The  Almshouses. 

There  is  in  this  parish  an  ancient  range  of  small  tenements  built  with  brick, 
which  contains  accommodation  for  20  inmates  in  separate  tenements. 

The  building  has  been  derived  from  different  donors,  of  whom  Giles  Nanfan 
appears  to  have  been  the  first,  as  we  collect  from  an  indenture,  dated  20th  July 
1635,  between  John  Nanfan,  of  Birch  Morton,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  esq. 
of  the  one  part ; and  the  bailiff,  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  other  inhabitants  of  Newent,  of  the  other  part ; whereby  the  said  John 
Nanfan,  reciting  that  Giles  Nmrfan  his  grandfather,  had  by  his  deed  of  feoffment, 
granted  to  certain  feoffees,  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  parish,  and  their 
heirs,  for  ever,  an  half  burgage  or  tenement,  garden  and  close,  with  their 
appurtenances,  in  the  said  town  of  Newent,  which  was  then  commonly  called 
The  Almshouse,  to  the  intent  that  the  same  should  be  for  the  habitation,  relief, 
better  settling  and  nursing  of  such  poor  persons  which  should  be  orderly  and 
fitly  placed  therein  ; and  that  the  said  deed  had  been  lost,  so  that  the  feoffees 
could  not  be  known  ; — did  for  the  better  accomplishment  of  his  ancestor’s  pious 
and  charitable  intent,  grant  and  confirm  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part, 
the  said  premises ; to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  them,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  they  should,  with  the  approbation,  allowance  and 
consent  of  the  baliliff  and  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
town  and  parish,  use  and  employ  the  same  premises  to  the  purposes  above 
mentioned,  and  none  other ; and  that  the  feoffees  from  time  to  time  should 
provide,  that  the  said  almshouse,  then  lately  built  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the 
inhabitants  and  parishioners,  should  be  kept  in  repair  ; and  it  was  therein 
provided,  that  if  the  said  almshouse  should  not  be  used  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  or  should  not  be  sufficiently  repaired,  upon  notice  from  the  said  John 
Nanfan,  or  his  heirs,  under  his  and  their  hands  and  seal,  and  should  remain  so 
unrepaired  or  misemployed  for  one  whole  year  after  such  notice,  then  it  should 
be  lawful  for  the  said  John  Nanfan  to  enter  upon  the  premises,  and  to  distrain 
and  levy  therefrom,  20 s.  by  way  of  penalty. 


By 
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By  an  indenture,  dated  20th  July  1659,  Randolph  Dobyns , of  the  parish  of 
Newent,  conveyed  another  half  burgage  or  tenement  adjoining  to  that  so  granted 
by  John  Nanfan,  to  the  same  purposes. 

It  appears  by  an  old  book,  taken  out  of  the  church  chest,  that  since  the  above 
grants,  one  William  Rogers,  of  Okie  Clifford,  in  Newent,  aforesaid,  gave  two 
almshouses,  then  newly  built,  at  the  north  end  of  the  above-mentioned 
almshouses. 

All  the  above-mentioned  tenements  are  under  one  roof.  They  have  been 
occupied,  as  far  back  as  memory  goes,  by  20  poor  persons  of  either  sex, 
whether  upon  parish  pay  or  not.  They  are  appointed  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens. 

There  is  also  a garden  attached  to  the  house,  divided  into  ten  portions, 
amounting  together  to  about  half  an  acre. 

The  poor  people  have  no  advantage  but  what  consists  in  the  accommodation 
thus  afforded  them,  but  that  accommodation  was  about  20  years  ago  con- 
siderably improved,  by  an  expenditure  out  of  a fund  produced  by  some 
unapplied  monies  received  under  other  gifts,  which  will  be  mentioned  in  their 
order.  The  improvement  alluded  to,  consisted  in  a better  access  to  the  several 
apartments,  and  in  general  provisions  for  the  comfort  and  cleanliness  of  the 
dwellings. 

William  Mayle’s  Charity. 

William  Mayle , otherwise  called  Heath  of  Newent,  by  his  will,  dated  3d 
June  1618,  gave  and  devised  to  Randall  Dobyns  and  others,  all  that  parcel  of 
meadow  or  pasture,  called  Wheat  Field,  containing  by  estimation  2 acres,  lying 
in  Boulsdon,  in  the  parish  of  Newent,  to  hold  the  same,  to  and  to  the  use  of  them, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever ; and  his  will  was,  that  the  said  Randall  Dobyns 
and  others,  should  take  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  parcel  of 
meadow  or  pasture  for  and  towards  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor, 
blind,  lame,  old  and  impotent  people  of  the  town  and  parish  aforesaid, 
and  should  employ  the  same  for  such  purpose,  as  they  or  the  greater  part  of 
them  should  think  fit  in  that  behalf. 

The  parcel  of  arable  land  above  devised,  is  let  by  the  churchwardens,  at  the 
rent  of  SI.  per  annum,  which  is  mixed  with  other  money  gifts,  distributed  at 
Christmas  and  on  Good  Friday,  among  the  poor  generally,  in  the  manner 
hereafter  mentioned.  It  pays  a land-tax  of  2 s.  6d. 

Thomas  Chedwortfi’s  Charity. 

By  a deed  poll,  dated  19th  February  1627,  Thomas  Chedzvorlh  gave  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Newent  and  their  successors,  the  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  6s., 
issuing  out  of  a cottage  or  tenement,  situate  in  Compton,  in  the  parish  of 
Newent,  upon  trust,  to  the  only  use  and  behoof  of  the  aged  and  impotent 
people  of  the  said  parish,  according  to  such  proportions  as  they  should  think 
requisite. 

This  is  regularly  received  by  the  churchwardens,  from  the  proprietor  of  the 
land  or  his  agent,  and  applied  with  the  other  monies  before  alluded  to. 

John  Dobyns’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  dated  21st  July  1633,  between  John  Dobyns,  of  Newent,  of  the 
one  part,  and  divers  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  therein  mentioned,  of  the 
other  part  ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Dobyns  did  thereby  grant  unto 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  an 
annuity  of  10s.  per  annum,  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  tenements,  gardens  and 
orchards  of  him  the  said  John  Dobyns,  in  the  town  of  Newent  aforesaid,  in  or 
near  the  street  there,  called  New  Street,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  the  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  and 
impotent  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  parish  of  Newent,  for  ever. 

The  houses,  so  charged,  have  been  long  since  taken  down  ; but  the  rent- 
charge  has  been  paid,  and  no  arrear  is  now  due.  The  churchwardens  receive 
it,  and  they  put  it  together,  with  the  other  money  gifts,  in  the  manner  after 
mentioned. 

Thomas  Pace’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Pace,  of  Newent,  by  his  will,  dated  10th  July  1651,  gave  and  devised 
unto  Philip  Dobyns  and  divers  others  therein  mentioned,  a field  or  close  of 
pasture  land,  situate  in  Kilcott,  within  the  parish  of  Newent,  called  Flowbarne, 
to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  to 
and  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor,  aged,  blind,  lame  and  impotent  people, 
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dwelling  within  the  said  town  and  parish,  to  be  distributed  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  on  Good  Friday,  yearly. 

The  land  so  given  by  the  said  Thomas  Pace,  is  a piece  of  pasture,  consisting 
of  nearly  two  acres,  situate  in  Ivilcott,  which  is  a tithing  of  the  parish  of 
Newent. 

The  churchwardens  now  let  this  land  to  a yearly  tenant ; the  rent  at  present 
being  five  guineas  reduced  to  pounds,  by  payment  of  the  land-tax. 

The  rent  is  blended  with  the  other  pecuniary  gifts,  and  distributed  as  in  the 
case  last  mentioned. 

Walter  Nourse’s  Charity. 

Walter  Nourse , by  his  will,  dated  7th  September  1652,  gave  and  granted  to 
Poole  Pauncefoot  and  William  Rogers,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  an  annuity  or 
yearly  rent  of  405.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  lands,  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments, (that  in  Avogorm  excepted),  which  were  specified  in  a deed  of  uses 
therein  refered  to,  dated  3d  July  then  last,  payable  at  Easter;  and  if  the  said 
annuity  of  40  5.,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  behind  and  unpaid  by  the 
space  of  one  whole  month  next  after  the  said  feast,  then  it  should  be  lawful  to 
the  said  Poole  Pauncefoot  and  William  Rogers,  and  their  heirs,  into  the  pre- 
mises so  charged  as  aforesaid  to  enter  and  distrain  for  the  payment  thereof, 
upon  trust,  that  the  said  Poole  Pauncefoot  and  William  Rogers,  and  their  heirs, 
with  the  consent  of  the  testator’s  heirs,  should  therewith  according  to  the  Act 
of  Parliament  made  in  the  43d  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  every  year,  set  forth 
and  bind  two  poor  children,  born  in  the  same  parish,  to  serve  as  apprentices  in 
husbandry,  until  they  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  according  to 
the  intention  of  the  said  statute. 

The  property  charged  by  the  said  will,  is  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Newent, 
within  the  town  liberty,  called  Southends. 

This  annuity,  of  which  there  is  now  no  arrear,  is  mixed  up  wfith  the  other 
monies  appropriated  to  apprenticing,  and  applied  as  opportunities  have  occurred, 
to  the  purposes  directed  by  the  donor. 

William  Rogers’s  Charity. 

JVilliavi  Rogers,  by  his  will,  dated  17th  May  1690,  gave  and  devised  unto 
William  Pauncefoot  the  younger,  Walter  Nourse,  Richard  Palton,  William 
Greene  the  younger,  and  his  son  Stephen  Greene,  all  of  the  parish  of  Newent, 
and  to  their  heirs,  for  ever,  one  rent-charge  of  3 /.,  to  be  issuing  and  payable 
out  of  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  lying  in  Kilcott,  within  the  said  parish  of 
Newent,  to  be  paid  upon  the  25th  day  of  March,  yearly  for  ever,  for  and  towards 
the  placing  out  and  binding  apprentice  some  poor  boy  of  the  said  parish,  to 
some  handicraft  trade,  once  every  second  year,  according  to  the  discretion  and 
approbation  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  there,  for  the 
time  being,  with  free  liberty  to  distrain  for  the  said  rent-charge,  as  often  as 
the  same  should  be  behind. 

The  lands  in  Kilcott,  so  charged  in  the  said  will,  are  well  known,  and  are 
nowr  the  property  of  John  Wood,  who,  as  well  as  his  predecessors  in  the  enjoyment 
of  the  estate,  has  regularly  satisfied  the  rent-charge  to  the  churchwardens. 

It  is  evident,  that  the  accumulation  of  two  years  at  the  present  time,  would 
not  produce  an  adequate  apprentice  fee.  It  is  generally  therefore  laid  by  till 
it  amounts  to  such  a sum  as  is  sufficient  to  procure  for  the  boy  a good  situation. 
The  application  is  regularly  accounted  for. 

Timothy  Nourse’s  Charity. 

Timothy  Nourse,  by  his  will,  dated  30th  November  1698,  amongst  other 
things,  gave  and  devised  to  Sir  John  Powell  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  and 
also  to  the  Bishop  and  Dean  of  Gloucester,  and  their  successors,  a yearly  sum 
of  50/.  discharged  of  all  taxes,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  lands,  called  Southerns, 
to  be  disposed  in  charitable  uses  ; viz.  that  they  should  dispose  of  the  sum  of^ 
25/.  yearly  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Saint  John’s,  in  the  city  ol 
Worcester,  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned;  and  the  yearly  sum  ot  12/.  105., 
to  be  employed  for  the  binding  out  five  poor  children  apprentices,  yearly,  of 
the  parish  of  Newent,  at  the  rate  of  405.  each  apprentice  ; and  the  residue  of 
the  said  sum  of  12/.  105,  to  be  employed  for  the  clothing  of  three  poor  old 
men  and  widows  of  the  parish  of  Newent,  with  an  upper  garment  with  letters 
T.  N.,  in  yellow  cloth,  sewed  thereon,  by  the  choice  or  appointment  of  Walter 
Nourse,  gentleman,  and  his  heirs,  and  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  other 
parish  officers  of  the  said  parish,  the  same  to  continue,  for  ever ; a like  sum

of  12/.  105  was  given  to  the  parishes  of  Saint  Mary-de-Lode  and  Saint 
Catherine,  in  Gloucester. 

The  12/.  105  so  allotted  to  Newent  parish,  is  regularly  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens, and  such  part  thereof  as  was  destined  to  apprenticing,  is  added  to 
the  other  monies  given  for  the  same  purpose,  and  economised  and  apportioned 
so  as  to  render  it  available  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor  children,  for  procuring 
them  good  situations. 

The  2/.  105.  is  laid  out  together  with  a charity  having  nearly  the  same 
objects  given  by  Lucy  Stokes,  who  was  formerly  the  wife  of  the  said  Timothy 
Nourse. 

Lucy  Stokes’s  Charity 

The  will  of  Lucy  Stokes  could  not  be  produced  ; but  we  find  in  the  old  list 
of  charities  above  referred  to,  that  Mrs.  Lucy  Stokes,  widow,  formerly  wife 
of  the  said  Timothy  Nourse,  gave  40/.,  the  use  thereof  to  find  two  grey  gowns, 
faced  with  black,  to  be  given  to  two  poor  widows  of  good  reputation  in  the 
parish  of  Newent,  for  ever,  yearly. 

This  money  is  joined  to  the  former  clothing  charity  ; and  the  accounts  shew 
that  the  plan  of  distribution  adopted  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  has 
carried  the  intention  of  the  donor  fully  into  effect. 

Charities  of  William  Pauncefoot,  Dorothy  Green,  Richard  Rogers* 

Alderman  Colville,  Thomas  Careless,  Poole  Pauncefoot,  John  Rogers, 

Richard  Walwyn,  Thomas  Bower,  Thomas  Avenant,  Eleanor  Green, 

Lucy  Stokes  and  John  Craister. 

The  circumstances  we  shall  have  to  state  respecting  the  several  gifts  of  the 
above-mentioned  donors,  make  it  convenient  to  comprise  them  under  one  class, 
as  they  stand  recorded  in  the  above-mentioned  list  of  charitable  gifts  : — 

William  Pauncefoot,  grandfather  of  Poole  Pauncefoot,  heretofore  of  Newent, 
aforesaid,  esquire,  gave  12/.  105.  to  the  poor  of  Newent  aforesaid. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Green,  widow,  relict  of  Richard  Green,  heretofore  of  Newent 
aforesaid,  esquire,  and  daughter  of  the  said  William  Pauncefoot,  gave  10/.  to 
the  poor  of  Newent  aforesaid. 

Richard  Rogers,  heretofore  of  Ockle  Clifford,  in  Newent  aforesaid,  gentle- 
man, gave  10/.  to  the  poor  of  Newent  aforesaid. 

Alderman  Collwell,  late  of  the  city  of  London,  gave  20/.  for  the  poor  of 
Newent  aforesaid. 

Thomas  Careless,  late  of  Newent,  glazier,  gave  10/.  for  the  poor  of  Newent 
aforesaid. 

Poole  Pauncefoot,  esquire,  and  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Pauncefoot, 
spinster,  gave  30 1.  for  the  poor  of  Newent,  aforesaid,  for  ever. 

Mr.  John  Rogers,  heretofore  of  Haresfield,  gentleman,  gave  10/.  to  the  poor 
of  Newent. 

Mr.  Richard  Wallwyn,  heretofore  of  Newent,  gave  20/.  to  the  poor  of 
Newent. 

Mr.  Thomas  Bower,  heretofore  of  Newent,  gave  20/.  to  purchase  lands  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  there,  which  land  is  bought,  and  is  in  Boulsdon  Field. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  Avenant , heretofore  vicar  of  Newent,  gave  20/.  the 
interest  thereof  to  put  poor  children  to  school  to  learn  the  catechism. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Green,  spinster,  gave  40/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  for  ever 
applied  as  followeth ; viz.  10  5.  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  to  preach  a sermon 
upon  the  18th  day  of  January  for  ever,  it  being  the  day  on  which  the  old 
church  of  Newent  fell,  in  the  yeariyGJ,  and  no  lives  lost.  The  remainder  of  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  for  ever  applied  to  put  poor  children  of  Newent  to  school. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Stokes,  widow  (formerly  wife  of  the  abovesaid  Timothy  Nourse, 
gentleman),  gave  40/.,  the  use  thereof  to  buy  two  grey  gowns,  faced  up  with 
black,  to  be  given  to  two  poor  widows  of  good  reputation,  in  the  parish  of 
Newent,  for  ever,  yearly. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Craister,  late  vicar  of  Newent,  gave  for  ever,  to  the  succeed- 
ing vicars  of  Newent,  all  his  study  of  books,  and  also  331.  6s.  Sd.  which  is  the 
dividend  of  LOO/,  given  equally  to  three  parishes;  and  which  said  money  is  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  Newent,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  for  the  use 
of  the  said  poor,  at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Newent 
for  the  time  being  for  ever. 

The  whole  amount  of  these  charities  being  275/.  165.  8c/.  is  admitted  in  the 
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books  to  have  been  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Newent ; and  it  appears, 
that  many  years  ago  they  lent  out  the  same  on  private  securities,  which  occa- 
sioned a certain  portion  of  it  to  be  lost,  amounting  to  7 9/-  6s.  8 d.  leaving 
196/.  10s.  of  which  150/.  was  lent  in  the  following  way: — The  parish  had 
taken  the  benefit  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  which  allows  parishes  to  take  up 
money  upon  the  security  of  their  rates,  to  make  purchases  for  building  their 
poor-houses,  and  had  given  three  bonds,  each  for  securing  the  repayment  of 
50  /.  and  interest  at  five  per  cent,  borrowed  on  that  occasion.  The  monies  so 
borrowed  were  called  in,  and  150/.  out  of  the  monies  composed  of  the  said 
several  gifts  as  aforesaid,  then  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens, 
were  put  in  the  place  of  the  monies  originally  borrowed,  and  since  called  in ; 
and  a transfer  was  taken  of  the  bonds  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for 
securing  the  same,  upon  which  security  the  same  now  stands.  36/.  10s.  other 
part  of  the  said  19G/.  10s.  was  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner  : 

It  appears  by  a memorandum  in  the  said  Charitable  Gift  Book,  that  10/.  of 
the  same  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a leasehold  interest  in  certain  lands 
within  the  tything  of  Boulsdon,  consisting  of  about  six  acres,  now  let  to  a yearly 
tenant,  at  a rent  of  9/.  per  annum,  out  of  which  31.  10s.  is  paid  as  chief  rent 
to  the  reversioner;  6s.  2 d.  is  paid  for  land-tax,  and  26/.  10s.  was  expended 
in  the  purchase  of  about  three  acres- of  land  in  the  Common  Field,  in  the  parish 
of  Newent,  in  which  consideration  money  was  included  the  sum  given  as  above 
mentioned,  by  Mr.  Thomas  Bower.  This  land  is  now  let  to  a yearly  tenant,  at 
a rent  of  5 /. 

The  remaining  10/.,  which  appears  to  have  continued  outstanding  on  some 
private  security,  was,  in  the  year  1819,  called  in,  and,  under  the  direction  of 
the  vestry,  lent  towards  the  repair  of  the  highways  ; the  surveyor  giving  his 
acknowledgment  for  the  same,  and  the  same  now  remains  a charge  on  the  high- 
way rates. 

If  from  the  gross  actual  income  of  all  the  said  charities,  which  is  48/.  6s.,  the 
outgoings  for  land-tax  and  chief  rent,  amounting  to  4/.  12^.  10  d.,  are  deducted, 
the  net  amount  will  be  43/.  135.  2 d.  per  annum. 

Out  of  this  income  it  appears,  by  the  accounts  laid  before  us,  that  the  objects 
of  all  the  charities  having  particular  appropriations,  have  been  substantially  ful- 
filled ; and  that  when  they  have  been  deviated  from,  it  has  been  in  minute 
circumstances,  rendered  necessary  by  the  changes  of  the  times,  and  to  carry 
into  better  effect  the  spirit  of  the  different  donations. 

After  the  satisfaction  of  these  specific  donations,  the  residue  has  been  applied, 
in  fulfilment  of  the  above  gifts,  for  the  general  poor ; but  it  is  intended  in 
future,  to  select  the  objects  of  this  latter  part  of  the  disposition  of  the  charities 
from  among  that  class  of  the  poor  who  have  subsisted  for  the  most  part  without 
parish  pay,  and  maintained  the  best  characters. 


PARISH  OF  TAYNTON. 

Dame  Cecilia  Musgrove’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — Dame  Cecilia  Musgrove,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the  First, 
gave,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  one  cottage,  with  an  orchard 
adjoining,  containing  1 a.  & 37p.  ; also,  one  parcel  of  pasture  land  near  the 
former,  containing  1a.  & 15  p ; also,  one  parcel  of  arable  land,  called  Keptepot, 
containing  three  roods. 

The  several  pieces  of  land  above  mentioned,  which  are  well  known,  and 
capable  of  being  identified,  are  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  parcel  of  pasture  land,  containing  1 a.  & 15  p.,  and  Keptepot,  containing 
three  roods,  are  let  to  John  Morris,  as  a yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of  2 /.  2 5.  It 
is  reckoned  poor  land,  and  the  rent  is  considered  as  equal  to  its  value. 

The  cottage  first  mentioned  in  the  above  table,  was  burnt  down  many  years 
ago,  and  another  tenement  was  erected  on  or  near  the  site  of  it,  being  in  part 
built  with  such  of  the  old  materials  as  remained. 

The  parcel  described  as  the  orchard,  containing  1 a.  & 37  p.,  being  close  to 
the  workhouse,  is  permitted  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  poor  inmates  thereof ; for 
which  piece  of  ground  the  parish  pay  to  Lady  Musgrove’s  charity  a rent  of  185. 
per  annum. 
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The  tenement  which  was  built  on  or  near  the  site  of  the  old  cottage,  is  Taynton. 
permitted  to  be  occupied  by  a poor  woman  put  in  by  the  parish.  ~ — 

The  income  of  this  charity  has  been  distributed,  in  coal  or  money,  about 
Christmas,  which  is  regularly  brought  to  account. 

Robert  Aldridge’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Robert  Aldridge , by  his  will,  dated  March  2.5th,  1737,  gave  Robert  Aldridge’s 
to  John  Grove,  of  Taynton,  gentleman,  and  his  heirs,  for  ever,  a dwelling-house,  Charity. 

with  garden,  orchard,  lands  and  premises,  lying  at  Westbury,  and  ty thing  of  v 1 

Elton,  in  trust  that  he,  and  his  heirs  and  assigns,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  do  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  unto  such  master  or  mistress  as  he  or  they 
shall  choose,  52 s.  a year,  for  teaching  four  poor  children  which  he  or  they 
shall  elect  in  Taynton,  to  read  the  Bible ; and  when  the  same  shall  be  taught, 
then  four  other  poor  children,  and  so  on  for  ever.” 

The  owner  of  the  property  charged,  has  carried  this  charity  into  effect  by 
paying  52  s.  yearly  to  a poor  woman  in  the  parish,  appointed  by  himself,  for 
teaching  four  poor  children  to  read. 

William  Gilding’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ William  Gilding , by  will,  dated  May  1st,  1793,  gave  to  William  Gilding’s 
William  Holder  and  Samuel  Bullock,  their  executors  and  administrators,  the  Charity, 
sum  of  100  /.,  in  trust  that  they  would  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  on  real 
security,  and  apply  the  whole  income  thereof,  every  second  year,  to  placing  out 
as  an  apprentice  one  poor  boy,  whose  parents  or  parent  should  be  a parishioner 
of  Taynton  ; and  the  testator  directed,  that  none  should  receive  or  reap  an}' 
benefit  from  this  donation  but  those  whose  parents  should  receive  no  pay  from 
the  parish.” 

This  100 1.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  1 19  A 0 s.  5 d.  five  per  cents,  since 
reduced  to  four  per  cents,  producing  a dividend  of  4/.  15. s.  2 d.,  which  is  laid 
out  every  two  years  in  apprenticing  one  poor  child  from  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  GREAT  BADMINTON. 

Free  School  and  Hospital. 

We  give  the  substance  of  a document  deposited  in  what  is  called  the  Evidence  Great  Badminton. 
Room  in  the  mansion  of  the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  at  Badminton.  ^ 

By  a deed,  dated  22d  June  1705,  Mary,  Duchess  Dowager  of  Beaufort,  Fr& Hospital*  *”** 
granted  to  her  grandson,  Henry  Duke  of  Beaufort,  and  others,  their  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  together  with  the  vicar  of  Badminton,  and  his  suc- 
cessors, trustees  for  the  government  of  the  Great  Badminton  hospital,  an  annuity 
or  yearly  rent-charge  of  94 /.,  free  of  all  taxes,  repairs  and  other  reprizes,  to 
be  taken  and  received  out  of  several  fee-farm  rents  issuing  out  of  the  demesne 
lands  and  mills  of  the  manors  of  Grosmont,  Skenfreth,  and  Whitecastle,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  and  out  of  several  messuages  and  lands  heretofore  of 
Hugh  Powell,  clerk,  in  Grosmont,  Skenfreth,  Llantilio,  Cressenny,  and  Alta 
Billa,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth,  and  out  of  the  tythes  of  corn  and  hay 
growing  and  arising  in  Stoke  and  Upton ; two  acres  in  Hawkesbury  field,  in 
the  county  of  Gloucester ; eight  acres  in  the  common  fields  of  Upton,  and 
land  in  the  common  field  of  Stoke  and  Upton ; 78  acres  lately  purchased  by 
her  grace  of  Edward  Rodway,  and  also  out  of  certain  coppices  in  the  parish  of 
Hawkesbury,  and  county  of  Gloucester,  to  hold  for  the  term  of  700  years, 
upon  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  yearly  profits  of  the  said  lands,  rents,  woods  and 
tythes,  the  said  annuity  of  94/.  to  be  applied  in  the  following  manner: — to  three 
aged  men,  2 s.  Qd.  per  week  each;  once  in  three  years,  at  Christmas,  each 
a gown,  waistcoat,  breeches  and  hat,  to  the  value  of  31. ; c20s.  each,  a year,  for 
a load  of  coal;  to  three  aged  women,  2 s.  6d.  per  week  each;  once  in  three 
years,  at  Christmas,  each  a gown,  petticoat  and  hat,  to  the  value  of  31.  + 

20  s.  each,  a year,  for  a load  of  coal.  The  men  and  women  to  be  preferred 
who  had  lived  long  and  served  faithfully  in  the  family ; next  to  these,  such  of 
Great  and  Little  Badminton  as  were  past  their  labour ; and  then  such  as  had 
wrought  for  a long  time  for  the  house  of  Badminton,  though  they  were  of 
another  parish. 
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The  men  and  women  of  the  almshouse  were  not  to  address  themselves  for 
alms  at  the  gate,  whereby  to  defraud  other  poor  people,  nor  to  come  to  the 
house  for  meat  or  drink,  unless  invited  and  allowed  so  to  do  by  the  steward  of 
the  household,  under  pain  of  forfeiting  one  week’s  exhibition  for  every  time 
they  should  offend  in  that  kind. 

To  the  schoolmistress  of  the  almshouse  51.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly;  once 
in  two  years  a strong  manteau  and  petticoat,  of  the  price  of  40  s. ; 20 s.  a year 
for  a load  of  coal. 

The  following  are  the  rules  of  the  school : — 

The  boys  and  girls  of  the  parishes  of  Great  Badminton,  Little  Badminton, 
and  Littleton  Drew,  to  be  taught  to  read  well ; and  the  girls  to  knit  and  sew 
plain  work ; to  be  taught  the  Church  Catechism  ; and  every  morning,  as 
soon  as  they  are  met  in  the  school,  they  are  decently  to  kneel  and  say  the  Lord’s 
Prayer,  and  then  to  repeat  the  Creed. 

Each  child  to  be  allowed  two-pence  for  every  psalm  he  or  she  shall  learn  by 
heart,  and  repeat  every  Saturday. 

The  schoolmistress  shall  every  Sunday  lead  the  children  to  the  church,  and 
take  care  to  be  there  before  the  beginning  of  the  service. 

Any  five  of  the  trustees,  (including  the  said  duke  or  his  heirs,)  to  elect  others 
in  the  room  of  such  as  are  dead. 

Any  three  of  the  trustees,  (including  the  said  duke  or  his  heirs,)  to  elect  the 
men  and  women  into  the  almshouse. 

There  is  a stone  building  in  the  village  of  Great  Badminton,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  three  aged  men  and  three  aged  women,  founded  and  erected  by 
Mary  the  first  Duchess  of  Beaufort,  as  appears  by  the  above  extract. 

Each  of  the  almspeople  has  two  apartments,  with  a bed  found  for  them,  and 
145.  a month  each,  with  one  load  of  coal  annually,  and  one  entire  suit  of 
clothing  every  three  years. 

These  almshouses  form  the  twro  wings  of  the  building,  the  centre  being  used 
as  a free  school,  emanating  from  the  same  bounty,  with  20/.  per  annum  for  the 
master’s  salary,  charged  npon  the  same  property  as  the  income  of  the  almshouse, 
who  has  also  a load  of  coal  every  year.  The  residence  of  the  master  consists 
of  several  convenient  apartments,  with  a room  for  carrying  on  the  school,  fit 
for  the  accommodation  of  about  thirty  boys,  which  is  about  the  usual  number 
of  the  children  taught,  who  come  from  Great  and  Little  Badminton  and 
Littleton  Drew. 

The  old  people  as  well  as  the  master  are  appointed  by  the  duke ; and  the 
children  are  admitted  into  the  school  on  the  recommendation  of  the  familv,  or 
by  the  vicar  of  the  parish. 

A Sunday  school,  for  the  parish  of  Great  Bodminton,  is  held  in  the  school- 
room, at  which  most  of  these  children  attend,  and  which  is  superintended  by 
the  duke’s  family  and  the  minister  of  the  parish. 

The  145.  a month  to  each  of  the  poor  people  is  paid  to  them  by  the  duke’s 
agent. 


PARISHES  OF  DIDMARTON  AND  OLDBURY  ON  THE  HILL. 

Nicholas  Idoll’s  Charity. 

Nicholas  Idolls,  by  his  will,  dated  15th  August  1687,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Didmarton  and  Oldbury  on  the  Hill,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of 
50/.  ; and  the  same  sum  to  the  poor  of  Sherston,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  to 
be  disposed  of  according  to  the  discretion  of  Robert  Codrington,  esquire,  and 
Thomas  Byrton,  rector  of  Didmarton,  and  appointed  William  Holborowe, 
of  Didmarton,  aforesaid,  sole  executor;  which  said  William  Holborowe  is  stated 
in  the  subsequent  deeds  to  have  paid  in  the  month  of  July  1688,  the  said  two 
several  sums  of  50/.  to  the  said  Robert  Codrington  and  Thomas  Byrton. 

It  further  appears  that  Robert  Codrington  and  Thomas  Byrton  did,  in  the 
exercise  of  their  discretion,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  several  parish- 
ioners and  inhabitants  of  the  said  respective  parishes,  with  the  said  sum  of  100/. 
and  the  sum  of  23/.  45.  6 cl.  more,  which  were  the  proper  monies  of  the  said 
Robert  Codrington  or  Thomas  Byrton,  or  one  of  them,  purchase  of  Daniel 
Rolfe,  three  closes  of  arable  or  pasture  ground,  containing  by  estimation  eight 
acres,  and  also  the  house  thereupon  lately  built,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Luck- 

ington. 
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ington,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  formerly  in  the  tenure  of  the  said  Daniel  Rolfe;  Didmarton  and 
and  we  find  it  also  further  stated  in  the  deeds  of  transfer,  that  the  consideration  Oldbury  on  the  Hill, 
money  paid  by  the  said  Robert  Codrington  and  Thomas  Byrton,  for  the  said  \\\ 

premises,  and  for  the  charges  of  conveyance,  and  other  expenses  in  and  about  ' ^charity”  S 
the  trust,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  133/.,  being  33/.  above  the  amount  given  continued. 

by  the  will  of  the  said  Nicholas  Idolls,  but  which  advancement  by  the  said  v N/, ' 

trustees  was  reimbursed  to  them  out  of  the  rents  and  profits. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  30th  October  1721,  between  Thomas  Byrton,  of  the 
one  part ; and  Richard  Watts,  and  certain  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of 
the  other  part ; reciting  the  above-mentioned  facts,  and  that  the  said  Thomas 
Byrton  had  survived  the  said  Robert  Codrington  ; It  is  witnessed,  that  to  the 
intent  that  one  moiety  of  the  closes,  lands  and  premises  before-mentioned, 
might  be  conveyed  to  and  settled  in  the  said  Richard  Watts  and  others,  upon 
trust,  that  the  poor  of  the  several  parishes  of  Didmarton  and  Oldbury  might, 
for  ever  thereafter,  have  the  rents  and  profits  arising  from  such  moiety  divided 
between  them,  in  equal  proportions,  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of 
the  said  testator ; the  said  Thomas  Byrton  did  thereby  grant,  release  and  con- 
firm, unto  the  said  Richard  Watts  and  others,  one  moiety,  undivided,  of  and  in 
the  aforesaid  three  closes,  and  the  said  newly-erected  house  and  premises  before 
decribed  ; to  hold  the  same  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Richard  Watts 
and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever  ; and  it  was 
thereby  declared,  that  the  one  moiety  so  thereby  conveyed  of  the  said  premises, 
was  granted  to  them  the  said  Richard  Watts  and  others,  upon  trust,  that  they, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  for  ever  thereafter  permit  and  suffer  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Didmarton  aforesaid,  to 
receive  one-half  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  one  moiety,  so  thereby 
granted  and  released  of  the  said  premises,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  towards  the 
maintenance  and  support,  and  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Didmarton 
aforesaid ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  Richard  Watts  and  others, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  for  ever  thereafter  permit  and  suffer  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Oldbury,  for  the  time  being, 
to  receive  the  remaining  half  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  moiety 
of  the  premises  aforesaid,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in  like  manner,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Oldbury. 

The  property  so  purchased  as  above  mentioned,  is  still  enjoyed  under  the 
above  title,  being  now  composed  of  two  closes  instead  of  three  (the  hedge  or 
boundary  between  the  two  closes  having  been  grubbed  up),  and  consisting 
together  of  about  eight  acres,  now  known  by  the  name  of  The  Folly  Down. 

To  the  year  1820,  and  as  far  back  as  memory  goes,  it  appears  to  have  been  so 
managed  between  the  parishes  interested,  that  the  poor  of  Sherstone,  in  Wilts, 
received  the  benefit  of  the  rent  of  one  whole  year,  and  the  poor  of  Didmarton 
and  Oldbury,  the  rent  of  another  year,  and  so  alternately.  Since  the  year  last 
mentioned,  a different  arrangement  has  taken  place.  The  estate  having  been  let 
to  greater  advantage  upon  the  expiration  of  the  then  subsisting  tenancy,  it  was 
thought  to  be  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  objects  of  the  charity,  that  the  division 
of  the  proceeds  should  be  made  in  each  year ; one  half  to  Sherstone,  and  the 
other  half  in  equal  moieties  between  Didmarton  and  Oldbury. 

Since  the  last  mentioned  period,  the  churchwardens  of  Sherstone  have 
received  the  whole  rent,  and  after  retaining  their  own  moiety,  have  subdivided 
the  remaining  moiety  between  the  parishes  of  Didmarton  and  Oldbury.  The 
charity  land  is  now  held  at  20  guineas  per  annum.  The  last  lease  was  for  five 
years,  commencing  from  Michaelmas  1820,  which  consequently  expired  at 
Michaelmas  1825  ; but  the  tenant  holds  over  on  the  terms  of  that  lease.  The 
rent  before  the  last  letting,  was  7 /.  only,  the  premises  being  then  in  a dilapidated 
condition,  which  required  the  incoming  tenant  to  be  bound  by  an  agreement  to 
reinstate  the  buildings.  The  land  also  was  in  a bad  state  for  want  of  proper 
drainage,  which  the  tenant  undertook  to  perform.  He  appears  to  have  executed 
his  engagements,  and  the  property  is  now  considered  to  be  in  a very  improved 
state,  to  which  the  present  rent  is  considered  as  fully  adequate. 

The  shares  of  Didmarton  and  Oldbury,  are  dealt  out  among  the  poor  of  the 
respective  parishes,  by  the  churchwarden  ; lists  being  kept  of  those  who  are 
relieved ; but  no  distinction  being  observed  between  those  who  do  and  those 
who  do  not  receive  parish  support. 

There  is  no  other  charity  in  Didmarton  and  Oldbury,  except  a Sunday  school, 

O o 4s  for 
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Didmarton  and  for  both  parishes,  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  visited  and  super- 
Oldbury  on  the  Hill.  intended  by  the  minister  and  his  family  ; and  a small  school  for  the  poor  children, 
set  on  foot  and  supported  by  the  Duchess  of  Beaufort,  and  some  of  the

inhabitants. 

The  churchwardens  of  Didmarton  and  Oldbury  have  undertaken  to  adopt  the 
practice  of  some  of  their  predecessors  in  office,  of  entering  a statement  of  the 
cases  of  such  of  the  poor  as  are  relieved  out  of  these  charities,  in  a book,  kept 
for  the  purpose.

PARISH  OF  HAWKESBURY. 

Richard  Thynne’s  Charity. 

Hawkesbury.  Richard,  Thynne,  by  his  last  will,  bearing  date  23d  September  1704,  among 

other  dispositions,  gave  to  Matthew  Symmonds  and  three  other  persons  therein 

IHchard  Thynne’s  mentioned,  a messuage  or  tenement,  situate  within  the  parish  of  Hawkesbury, 
ianty'  wherein  Thomas  Jenkins  then  late  dwelt,  and  two  closes  of  meadow  or  pasture 
ground  adjoining,  called  The  Launce,  to  hold  the  said  premises  to  the  said 
Matthew  Symmonds  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  and 
to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  should,  upon  every  feast  day 
of  Saint  Stephen  the  Martyr,  in  every  year,  be  disposed  of  and  paid  to  and  for 
such  poor  children  and  old  impotent  people  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  of 
Hawkesbury,  as  should  be  indigent,  and  not  having  any  relief  from  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  out  of  the  parish  rate  ; and  he  further 
directed,  that  upon  the  death  of  any  one  or  two  of  the  trustees,  the  survivors 
should  elect  and  appoint  other  honest  and  substantial  persons  of  the  parish 
aforesaid,  in  their  stead,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  so  that  the  number  of  four, 
three  or  two  trustees  might  be  always  in  being  for  the  uses  aforesaid. 

The  trustees  under  the  above  will,  have  been  from  time  to  time  removed  by 
successive  appointments,  but  without  any  conveyances  of  the  trust  property. 
The  persons  at  present  exercising  the  trust,  are  Samuel  Hancock,  of  Hawkesbury, 
ohn  Alwey,  of  Hillsley,  and  George  Ratcliff,  of  Kilcott. 

The  land,  called  Launce,  is  a piece  of  pasture  land,  in  Hawkesbury  parish, 
consisting  of  about  four  acres  and  a quarter.  There  are  two  small  tenements 
upon  it,  and  it  is  let  by  the  trustees,  to  a yearly  tenant,  for  12/.  12s.  a year  ; the 
tenant  paying  the  taxes.  Its  contiguity  to  a common,  occasions  it  to  be  well  let. 
It  has  been  raised  from  7 /•  to  9/.,  and  from  9/.  to  12/.  12s. 

After  the  outgoings  upon  the  estate  are  satisfied,  the  residue  is  distributed 
among  the  aged  and  infirm  of  the  different  tithings  of  the  parish  of  Hawkesbury, 
not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

The  accounts  appear  to  be  regularly  kept. 

Daniel  Belsire’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Belsire’s  By  a deed  poll,  dated  25th  March  1733,  executed  by  John  Coopey,  of  the 
Charity.  parish  of  Yate,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  it  is  declared,  that  he  the  said  John 
Coopey,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  in  pursuance  of  the  desire  and  appointment  of 
Daniel  Belsire,  late  of  Hall  End,  deceased,  brother  of  the  said  Elizabeth,  did 
thereby  grant,  limit  and  appoint,  unto  the  then  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  parish  of  Hawkesbury,  their  heirs,  successors  and  assigns  for  ever,  an  an- 
nuity of  305.  to  be  issuing  out  of  one-fourth  part  of  the  site  of  the  manor  and 
capital  messuage,  known  by  the  name  of  Hawkesbury  Barnes,  situate  in 
Hawkesbury  aforesaid;  to  hold  the  said  annuity  in  trust  to  pay  and  apply  the 
same  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish  as  should  most  want  the  same, 
having  or  not  having  alms  of  the  said  parish,  in  such  manner  and  proportions  as 
they  tlie  said  John  Coopey  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  the  survivor  of  them, 
and  the  person  and  persons  to  whom  the  freehold  and  inheritance  of  the  said 
fourth  part  of  the  site  of  the  said  manor  and  messuage  should  from  time  to  time 
descend  or  belong,  should  think  proper;  and  the  said  land  was  thereby  made 
subject  to  be  distrained  upon  for  nonpayment. 

Until  the  25th  of  December  1826,  this  rent-charge  had  been  unpaid  for 
20  years  ; but  on  Christmas  last,  the  whole  arrears  for  that  period  were  satisfied 
by  the  owner  of  the  estate  charged,  who  laid  out  30/.  in  useful  clothing, 
which  was  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish ; the  choice  of  the 
objects  being  directed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish.  We 
are  assured  that  in  future  the  annuity  will  be  answered  regularly  out  of  the 
estate.

Daniel  Walker’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Walker , of  Greenwich,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  coachman,  by  his  will, 
dated  24th  December  1734,  gave  the  sum  of  100/.  to  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Axbury  (Hawkesbury)  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  upon  trust  that  they  should 
put  out  the  same  to  interest,  on  the  best  securities,  either  public  or  private,  that 
could  be  got  for  the  same  ; and  should  pay  and  apply  the  interest  thereof  for  the 
educating  of  such  poor  boys  of  the  said  parish,  and  of  the  village  of  Tresham,  as 
they  should  think  ht. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  20th  June  1738,  between  William  Hobbs,  therein 
described,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  vicar  and  other  officers,  of  the  other 
part ; it  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  95  /.  paid  to  the  said  William 
Hobbs,  he  did  thereby  grant  a close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  in  the  parish 
of  Yate,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  called  Burr’s  Bush,  containing,  by  esti- 
mation, four  acres,  abutting  upon  Yate  Common,  near  a place  there,  called 
Broadwater  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs, 
successors  and  assigns  for  ever,  in  trust,  for  the  educating  of  such  poor  boys  of 
the  said  parish  of  Hawkesbury,  and  of  the  village  of  Tresham,  as  the  said 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  their  successors,  should  think 
proper. 

The  95/.  mentioned  in  the  above  deed,  as  the  consideration  of  the  above  pur- 
chase, is  known  to  have  been  the  legacy  of  Daniel  Walker  ; the  51.  residue  being 
probably  expended  on  the  purchase  deed. 

The  land,  called  Burr’s  Bush,  is  in  the  parish  of  Yate,  near  the  road  between 
Chipping  Sodbury  and  Wickwar.  It  is  pasture,  consisting  of  upwards  of  four 
acres,  now  let  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  61.  The  land  lies 
low,  and  is  frequently  in  a wet  state. 

There  are  two  or  three  little  schools  situate  in  Hawkesbury,  which  is  an  ex- 
tensive parish  ; and  this  annual  sum,  arising  as  above  mentioned,  is  divided 
among  the  persons  teaching  in  the  same. 

No  regular  accounts  of  the  administration  of  this  charity  appear  to  have  been 
kept ; but  upon  our  recommendation,  the  charity  receipts  and  disbursements  are 
in  future  to  be  entered  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose,  to  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  vestry. 

Sarah  Hewett’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Hewett,  late  of  Chipping  Sodbury,  widow,  by  her  will,  dated  23d 
December  1811,  bequeathed  800/.  3 per  cent  consolidated  annuities,  to  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Hawkesbury,  the  same  to  be  trans- 
ferred into  the  names  of  three  or  four  respectable  gentlemen,  on  behalf  of  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  and  to  be  oc- 
casionally transferred  into  other  names,  as  death,  or  other  contingencies  might 
require;  or  to  be  sold  out,  and  the  produce  laid  out  in  other  government  secu- 
rities, from  time  to  time  as  the  trustees,  and  vicar  and  churchwardens  might 
think  proper,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  the  interest  or  dividends,  half  yearly,  in  bread, 
to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  at  the  church,  on  the 
Sundays  next  before  the  24th  of  June  and  Christmas-day,  yearly,  immediately 
after  divine  service;  which  donation  she  desired  to  be  exhibited  on  a tablet  over 
the  pew  where  her  father  used  to  sit. 

The  800/.,  so  given  by  Mrs.  Sarah  Hewett,  is  now  in  the  3 per  cent  consols, 
standing  in  the  names  of  Daniel  Watts,  and  Nicholas  and  George  Ratcliff. 

The  interest  is  regularly  received  through  the  bank  at  Tetbury,  and  laid  out 
in  bread,  which  is  distributed  nearly  about  the  time  mentioned  in  the  will,  among 
the  poor,  in  quantities  proportioned  to  their  respective  wants. 

No  account  has  hitherto  been  kept  of  the  distribution  of  this  money,  but  in 
future  an  account  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure  is  to  be  entered  in  the  church- 
warden’s books.

Matthew  Poyntz’s  Charity. 

By  an  indenture,  made  30th  May  42  Elizabeth  (1600),  it  is  witnessed,  that  Matthew  Poyntz's 
the  said  Matthew  Doyntz  did  thereby,  for  and  towards  the  relief  of  certain  of  the  Charity, 
poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Hawkesbury,  that  should  be  born,  or  for  the  space 
of  three  years  should  be  dwelling  in  the  said  parish,  give  and  grant  to  and  to 
the  use  of  certain  persons  therein  named,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  house 
standing  on  the  lower  end  of  an  acre  of  land,  shooting  upon  Hillsley’s  pound, 
containing  two  fields  or  bayes,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust ; and  to  the  intent 
that  they  should  dispose  and  employ  the  said  Jiouses  for  the  free  and  quiet 
Rep.  18.  P p settling 
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Hawkesbury.  settling,  inhabiting  and  relieving  of  two  of  the  poorest  and  most  honest  people, 

• — - , born,  or  dwelling  for  the  space  of  three  years  within  the  said  parish,  as  a per- 

Mauhew  P°yntz  s petual  almshouse  ; and  for  want  of  such  two  poor  people,  to  the  use  of  one  poor 
continued.  raan  or  woman  of  the  said  hamlet  from  time  to  time  ; and  further,  for  want  of 

v _ j such  honest  poor  men  as  aforesaid,  then  that  the  same  house  should  be  let  at 

a certain  rent,  and  the  same  be  employed  and  bestowed  upon  the  conducting 
of  the  water  that  cometh  to  the  village  of  Hillsley  aforesaid,  until  such  time  as 
there  should  be  full  supply  of  poor  people,  or  one  at  least ; but  that  no  vagrant, 
idle  and  counterfeit  beggar  should  take  any  benefit  of  the  said  house. 

One  of  these  tenements  was  allowed  to  be  occupied  a great  many  years 
ago,  by  a person  of  the  name  of  Roach,  whose  family  still  keep  possession. 
Having  been  suffered  to  build  upon  the  site  of  such  tenement  a substantial 
dwelling,  they  refuse  to  give  it  up  to  the  parish,  asserting  a property  in  the 
same  ; so  that  now  it  might  be  difficult  for  the  parish  to  recover  that  part  of  the 
premises. 

The  other  little  tenement  is  occupied  by  the  widow  of  a poor  man,  who  was 
some  time  ago  put  in  by  the  parish,  and  who  likewise  insists  upon  her  right  to 
continue,  in  spite  of  the  parish,  although  she  is  at  this  time  receiving  parish 
pay. 

The  parish  intend  to  redeem  the  charity  property  from  the  above  incroach- 
ments,  as  far  as  they  can  advisedly  proceed.

Thomas  Brooke’s  Charity. 

Horton.  Thomas  Brooke , of  Chipping  Sodbury,  who  died  in  the  year  1813,  by  his  will 

left  501.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Horton,  to  be  pur-

The  Rev.  T.  Brooke,  ll.d.  son  of  the  above  donor,  is  the  present  rector  of 
Horton,  who  added  to  the  501.  a sum  sufficient  to  purchase  together  with  it 
100/.  in  the  above-mentioned  stock,  the  interest  of  which  is  laid  out  in  bread, 
and  given  away  at  a convenient  time,  in  the  course  of  the  winter,  to  the 
poor  general ly.

George  Russell’s  Charity. 

George  Russell , of  Tormarton,  by  his  will,  dated  20th  September  1619, 
amongst  other  things  bequeathed  to  the  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  Tormarton 
10/.  in  money,  and  gave  several  sums  to  the  same  amount  toother  neighbouring 
parishes  ; and  for  the  safe  keeping  and  ordering  of  those  his  bequests  and 
stocks,  his  will  was,  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  each  of  the  said 
parishes  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  should  order  and  dispose  of  the  said 
stocks  for  the  best  good  of  their  poor,  and  especially  their  poor  children,  to  be 
honestly  brought  up  to  be  made  apprentices  from  time  to  time,  so  far  as  the 
benefit  and  lawful  usage  of  the  said  stocks  would  extend. 

As  far  back  as  can  be  traced  this  sum  has  been  in  some  private  hands,  and 
particularly  for  the  last  40  years,  in  the  hands  of  a Mr.  Beard,  and  after  him 
a Mr.  Arnold,  both  inhabitants  of  the  parish  ; but,  about  two  years  ago,  the 
Duke  of  Beaufort  wrote  to  Mr.  William  Arnold,  requesting  him  to  pay  over  to 
Mr.  Poyntz,  the  then  minister  of  the  parish,  the  10/.  then  in  his  hands,  which 
was  accordingly  done. 

The  money  has  since  been  laid  out  in  the  building  of  a school  in  the  parish. 
While  the  money  was  in  hand,  10s.  a year  was  paid  for  it  to  some  schoolmistress 
in  the  parish,  towards  her  support.

The  original  deed  could  not  be  produced  ; but  by  a record  of  the  proceed- 
ings upon  an  inquiry  under  the  43d  Elizabeth,  we  find,  that  by  an  indenture, 
dated  15th  November  21  Jac.  1,  between  Anthony  Edmonds  of  the  one  part, 
and  Francis  Brown  and  seven  others,  therein  described,  of  the  other  part ; the 
said  Anthony  Edmonds , for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  did  grant, 
enfeoff  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Francis  Brown,  and  others,  a close  of  pasture, 
called  Mill  Hill,  containing  by  estimation  15  acres,  or  thereabouts,  with  the 
windmill  thereon,  situate  in  Stowick,  in  the  parish  of  Henbury,  in  the  county 
of  Gloucester  ; a parrock  of  ground  in  Stowick  aforesaid,  with  a cottage  there- 
on, called  One  Thousand  Acres,  containing  by  estimation,  half  an  acre  ; a close 
of  meadow  or  pasture  in  Stowick  aforesaid,  called  Brockridge,  containing  by 
estimation  12  acres  ; a close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  in  Stowick  aforesaid, 
called  Briarland,  containing  by  estimation,  four  acres ; a close  of  arable,  pas- 
ture, or  meadow,  in  Stowick,  called  Rose  Croft,  containing  by  estimation  seven 
acres  ; a close  of  meadow  or  pasture,  in  Stowick  aforesaid,  called  Brightham, 
containing  by  estimation,  three  acres  ; and  half  an  acre  of  meadow  in  Bishop’s 
Moor  ; all  which  premises  were  situate  in  Stowick,  in  the  said  county  of  Glou- 
cester ; and  also  all  other  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
of  the  said  Anthony  Edmonds,  wherein  he  had  any  estate  of  inheritance,  situate 
in  the  parish  of  Henbury  aforesaid ; to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the 
said  Francis  Brown,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever  : And  reciting, 
that  the  said  Anthony  Edmonds  was  possessed  for  the  term  of  1000  years,  and 
more,  of  and  in  two  several  messuages  and  tenements,  situate  in  Redwick  and 
Northwick,  in  the  same  county,  one  of  them  late  in  the  holding  of  Maurice 
Orchard,  and  the  other  known  by  the  name  of  Taylor’s  house;  and  of  and  in 
all  the  edifices,  buildings,  gardens,  lands  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  to  the 
said  last-mentioned  messuage  or  tenement  belonging ; he  the  said  Anthony 
Edmonds,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  did  thereby  grant  and 
assign  unto  the  said  Francis  Brown  and  others,  the  said  two  last-mentioned 
messuages,  tenements  and  premises,  to  hold  to  them  the  said  Francis  Brown, 
and  others,  for  the  remainder  of  the  several  terms  of  years  therein  to  come  and 
unexpired ; and  all  other  the  leasehold  messuages  and  hereditaments  of  the 
said  Anthony  Edmonds,  situate  within  Redwick,  Northwick  and  Henbury 
aforesaid  ; and  it  was  thereby  declared  to  be  the  meaning  of  the  said  indenture, 
that  the  said  Francis  Brown  and  others,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  or  the 
survivor  of  them,  should  employ  and  assure  the  said  hereditaments  and  premi- 
ses, and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  the  erecting,  establishing  and  mainte- 
nance for  ever  of  a free  grammar  school  at  some  convenient  place,  within  the 
said  parish  of  Henbury,  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  of  all  children  that 
were  or  should  be  born  within  the  parishes  of  Henbury,  Westbury-upon-Trym, 
Horfield,  Redwick,  Northwick  and  Aust,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  or 
whose  parents  at  the  time  of  such  schooling,  should  be  resident  and  inhabitant 
within  the  said  several  parishes,  or  one  of  them,  and  for  the  competent  main- 
tenance of  a master  and  usher  of  the  said  school  for  ever ; such  school  and  all 
things  concerning  the  same,  to  be  erected,  ordered,  maintained  and  governed 
by  such  orders  and  constitutions,  and  in  such  manner  and  form  as  to  the  said 
Francis  Brown,  and  others,  or  the  greatest  number  of  them  that  should  be  then 
living,  should  seem  best ; and  further,  that  when  by  the  profits  of  the  said  mes- 
suages and  premises,  a competent  sum  might  be  raised  over  and  above  the 
charges  in  and  about  the  erecting,  establishing  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
school  as  aforesaid,  then  the  same  sum  should  be  employed  in  building  some  fit 
houses  adjoining  to  or  near  the  said  school  in  Henbury  aforesaid,  as  an  hospital 
for  the  lodging  and  keeping  of  some  number  of  poor  boys  born  in  the  above- 
mentioned  parishes,  or  any  of  them,  or  whose  parents  for  the  time  being  should 
be  resident  and  inhabitant  within  the  same  parishes  or  any  of  them,  and  for  the

^ ^ ' seem  fit ; the  same  poor  boys  to  wear  in  their  bosom  two  letters,  viz.  A.  E., 

sewed  with  coloured  cloth  upon  their  garments. 

In  the  inquisition  under  the  said  Commission  of  Charitable  Uses,  the  jurors 
found  that  the  tenements  and  premises  mentioned  in  the  said  deed,  were  of  the 
clear  yearly  value  of  threescore  and  ten  pounds  ; and  by  the  decree  of  the  com- 
missioners it  was  adjudged  and  decreed,  that  all  the  messuages,  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  mentioned  and  specified  in  the  said  deed,  ought  and 
should  for  ever,  thereafter,  be  faithfully  employed  for  such  charitable  uses,  and 
in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  same  were  respectively  limited  and  appointed 
by  the  said  Anthony  Edmonds. 

On  the  last  day  of  November,  in  the  year  1637,  the  two  surviving  feoffees, 
under  the  said  deed  of  settlement,  appear  (as  it  is  stated  in  an  old  book  of  the 
accounts  of  the  school,  dated  on  the  outside  cover,  1638),  to  have  met  and 
settled  a course  of  management,  and  certain  rules  and  orders  for  the  government 
of  the  said  school,  by  which  amongst,  other  things,  it  was  determined  that  one 
of  the  feoffees  should  be  treasurer,  and  have  the  disposing  and  letting  of  the  said 
lands,  and  receiving  the  rents,  and  the  paying  of  the  master  and  usher  of  the 
said  school,  and  the  performance  of  all  things  touching  the  reparations  and 
such  like  fit  to  be  done  on  the  premises,  such  office  to  be  performed  by  the 
feoffees  in  succession  ; provided,  that  if  any  of  such  feoffees  should  decay  in 
substance,  or  depart  to  live  far  from  the  said  school,  such  feoffee  should  never 
be  treasurer,  nor  intermeddle  with  the  receiving  any  of  the  said  rents  and 
monies.  They  then  provide  for  such  treasurer’s  duly  accounting  and  giving 
security  for  the  same  on  bond,  with  two  sureties  ; and  that  in  choosing  a 
schoolmaster  or  usher,  or  ordering  any  other  matters  respecting  the  school, 
none  of  the  feoffees  should,  for  friendship,  give  his  vote  to  any  particular  man, 
nor  show  his  opinion  or  mind  therein,  until  the  greatest  part  of  the  feoffees 
should  meet  about  the  same  business ; and  that  then,  every  of  them  should 
declare  his  opinion  and  his  reasons  thereof  plainly,  without  any  favour  or 
affection ; and  that  it  should  be  ordered,  according  as  the  most  voices  should 
appoint. 

In  the  same  book  is  contained  a terrier,  or  survey  of  all  the  property  belonging 
to  the  said  school,  taken  by  order  of  the  first  treasurer  in  1639,  in  which  the 
lands  are  set  forth  by  the  following  names  and  quantities  : —

The  legal  interest  in  the  above-mentioned  charity  property  has  been  regularly 
perpetuated  in  a succession  of  trustees,  the  last  feoffment  being  dated  1st  August 
181 1,  whereby  the  trust  premises  were  conveyed  to  23  trustees,  of  whom  16  are 
now  living.  . The 
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The  property  now  consists  of  about  106  acres,  which  covers  the  estimated 
amount,  as  set  forth  in  the  original  deed  and  survey,  with  some  little  excess,  and 
answers  satisfactorily  to  the  old  names  and  descriptions. 

A detached  piece  of  land,  belonging  to  the  original  trust  premises,  consisting 
of  1a.  1r.  31  p.,  was  transferred  into  the  possession  of  Mr.  Sturge,  in  exchange 
for  other  land,  then  his  property,  nearer  to  the  residue  of  the  charity  estate 
situate  in  that  quarter,  containing  1a.  1r.  27 p.,  which  exchange  has  been 
considered  advantageous  to  the  charity,  on  account  of  the  superior  quality  of  the 
land  so  taken  by  the  trustees,  and  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  an  Act,  passed 
51st  George  3d,  for  inclosing  lands  in  the  parishes  of  Westbury-upon-Trym, 
Henbury  and  Compton  Greenfield,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester. 

There  being  a small  quantity  of  timber  on  the  estate  transferred  to  Mr.  Sturge, 
the  sum  of  10  /.  was  paid  by  him  to  the  charity,  in  satisfaction  for  the  same, 
which  is  brought  into  the  account  of  the  treasurer.

The  above  rental  is  subject  to  the  following  observations:  — 

Windmill  Hill  was  let  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Broughton,  by  indenture,  dated 
1st  February  1800,  for  three  lives,  without  covenant  for  renewal,  on  condition 
that  he  should  expend  300/.  in  buildings.  This  lease  was  afterwards  assigned 
to  Mr.  William  Turner,  the  present  tenant.  It  was  renewed  to  Mr.  Turner,  his 
own  and  his  wife’s  lives  being  added  to  the  lives  already  in  existence,  upon  terms 
of  his  paying  an  increased  rent  of  100/.  per  annum,  upon  the  decease  of  the 
survivor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Broughton.  Two  dwelling-houses  have  been  erected 
upon  the  premises,  in  performance  of  the  covenant,  the  costs  of  which  have  con- 
siderably exceeded  the  300/.  There  is  no  covenant  for  renewal  to  the  present 
tenant ; and  it  is  understood,  that  on  the  expiration  of  the  lives,  the  premises  are 
-to  be  let  for  a term  of  years  of  the  ordinary  length. 

The  reason  assigned  for  Mr.  Truman’s  being  permitted  to  occupy  the  master’s 
house  appears  is  as  follows : — Mr.  Truman  had  been  the  master  of  the  school  for 
upwards  of  40  years,  during  which  period  he  was  steady  in  the  discharge  of  his 
trust.  In  the  year  1813,  the  system  of  Dr.  Bell  having  been  tried  with  success 
in  the  country,  it  was  considered  as  desirable  to  adopt  it  in  the  Henbury  school, 
but  to  carry  such  plan  into  execution  was  thought  to  be  above  the  powers  ot 
Mr.  Truman,  on  account  of  his  advanced  time  of  life.  It  was,  however, 
resolved,  in  consideration  of  his  past  services,  to  permit  him  to  continue  in  the 
occupation  of  the  master’s  house,  rent  free,  as  long  as  he  lived  ; and  this  measure 
Rep.  18.  Pp3  was 
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Henbury.  was  thought  to  be  less  objectionable,  as  the  other  house,  in  which  the  usher 
— , resided,  adjoining  the  school-room,  would  be  sufficient  for  the  purposes  for  the

continued.  The  new  arrangement  then  took  place,  and  continued  in  operation  until  the 

\ ' year  1815,  when  a stop  was  put  to  the  institution  altogether,  by  the  necessary 

application  of  the  entire  income  towards  defraying  an  expense  wholly  unforeseen, 
arising  from  the  destruction  of  the  embankment  of  some  of  the  school  property, 
by  the  Severn’s  burstiug  its  bounds,  the  circumstances  of  which  event,  will  be 
more  particularly  explained  hereafter. 

When  that  event  happened,  it  was  felt  necessary  to  make  the  property  of  the 
school  as  productive  as  possible,  to  supply  a fund  for  the  above-mentioned 
extraordinary  charges.  And  it  was  debated,  whether  Mr.  Truman  ought  not 
to  be  called  upon  to  pay  rent  for  his  house ; but,  after  some  discussion,  it  was 
finally  resolved,  that,  as  Mr.  Truman  was  far  advanced  in  years,  and  had  been 
taught  to  expect  that  his  occupation  would  be  rent  free,  it  would  not  be  con- 
sistent with  good  faith  in  the  trustees,  to  depart  from  an  engagement  which  had 
been  implied,  though  not  expressed. 

The  plantation  mentioned  in  the  rental,  was  demised  by  the  trustees,  to 
Simon  Harcourt,  esquire,  and  Lady  Elizabeth  Astry,  his  wife,  in  the  year  1707, 
for  a term  of  1,000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  105.  The  plantation  is  a piece  of 
ground  terminating  the  usher’s  garden,  next  to  the  turnpike  road. 

The  bit  of  ground  occupied  by  William  Skuse,  mentioned  in  the  above  rental, 
and  included  in  the  lease  to  Simon  Harcourt,  esquire,  is  a corner  taken  out  of  the 
extremity  of  the  master’s  garden,  on  which  now  stands  one  cottage  ; and 
though  such  a disposition  of  the  school  property  could  not  have  been  justified 
at  the  time,  yet,  as  the  school  establishment  has  suffered  no  deterioration  by  it, 
and  the  rent  reserved  is  said  to  be  equal  to  the  value  of  the  ground,  it  might 
hardly  now  be  worth  while  to  seek  to  disturb  the  possession. 

The  title  to  the  above  mentioned  plantation  and  bit  of  ground,  must  be 
considered  as  resting  on  the  validity  of  the  above  mentioned  demise  for  1,000 
years,  made  in  1707. 

Something  is  necessary  also  to  be  observed  respecting  the  usher’s  house,  and 
the  school-room  mentioned  in  the  above  rental.  That  house,  after  the  new 
system  was  set  on  foot,  was  used  as  the  residence  of  the  new  master  of  the 
school,  the  usher  being  removed  from  the  situation,  as  not  qualified  for  the 
conduct  of  the  school  on  its  altered  plan.  Under  the  management  of  the  new 
master,  the  school  was  carried  on  till  an  end  was  put  to  it  altogether,  as  far  as 
respects  Edmonds’s  charity,  by  the  expenditure  on  the  embankment  above 
alluded  to,  and  hereafter  more  particularly  mentioned. 

When  the  event  last  alluded  to  took  place,  the  new  master  though  not  any 
longer  employed  under  Edmonds’s  charity,  continued  to  occupy  the  last 
mentioned  house,  paying  rent  for  it,  and  carrying  on  a school  in  the  premises  on 
his  own  account : the  boys  also  belonging  to  Robert  Sandford  s institution,  of 
which  an  account  will  be  hereafter  given,  continued  to  receive  their  education 
from  the  same  master.  After  a short  period,  the  master  so  occupying  the 
school  premises  got  into  discredit,  and  having  left  the  place,  was  succeeded 
by  another,  who  demeaned  himself  much  in  the  same  way,  and  was  dismissed. 
A person  of  the  name  of  Lane,  then  succeeded,  who  continued  to  educate  boys 
independently  of  Edmonds’s  charity,  until  his  death,  which  took  place  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1824.  On  the  25th  March,  in  the  last  mentioned  year, 
the  Rev.  Walter  Trevelyan,  vicar  of  Henbury,  took  the  premises  of  the  trustees, 
at  the  rent  of  2 51.  a year,  in  order  to  make  use  of  them  for  the  accommodation 
of  a parochial  school,  under  his  and  his  curate’s  immediate  management.  Mr. 
Trevelyan  put  in  a master  for  the  above  mentioned  purposes,  who,  besides  in- 
structing the  boys  so  placed  under  him  by  the  minister,  educated  also  the  boys 
sent  thither  under  Robert  Sandford’s  charity,  as  will  be  hereafter  more  particu- 
larly noticed.  A Sunday-school,  at  which  above  200  children  attend,  is  also 
carried  on  in  the  same  school,  under  the  same  superintendence. 

The  income  of  Edmonds’s  charity  property,  at  present,  may  be  said  to  amount 
to  the  annual  sum  of  321/.  11 5.  ; but  the  application  thereof  to  the  objects  of 
the  charity,  has  been  for  some  time  suspended  by  the  injury  which  the  charity, 
has  received  from  the  destruction  of  the  embankment  above  alluded  to,  which 
has  been  stated  to  us,  as  follows  : — - 

A piece  of  land,  in  the  tything  of  Redvvick  and  Northwick,  belonging  to  the 
charity,  lay  along  the  coast  of  the  Severn,  with  a very  considerable  line  of 
...  ^ frontage 
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frontage  towards  that  river,  near  its  mouth,  between  the  new  passage  and  the  llenbury. 
Bristol  channel,  and  some  years  ago,  the  river  having  burst  the  bank  by  which  this  ~~onds’s 
land  and  other  contgiuous  property  was  defended,  inundated  the  adjacent  country,  Ant  Charity0"  S * 
in  consequence  whereof,  according  to  the  law  of  sewers,  the  trustees  of  the  charity  contained. 
lands  and  other  proprietors,  in  the  same  predicament,  were  burthened  with  the  . y 

cost  of  re-edifying  the  demolished  banks  along  the  line  to  which  their  premises 
respectively  extended.  The  case  being  such  as  not  to  admit  of  any  delay,  the 
work  to  be  done  in  respect  of  the  charity  property  being  ascertained,  was  imme- 
diately entered  upon,  under  the  superintendence  and  directions  of  a surveyor 
very  experienced  in  these  operations,  and  being  necessarily  carried  on  through 
the  winter  season,  and  executed  in  a very  complete  and  effectual  manner,  a great 
weight  of  expense  was  thrown  upon  the  charity. 

To  avoid  an  abandonment  or  forfeiture  of  any  part  of  the  charity  estate,  it  was 
felt  to  be  expedient  to  raise  the  means  immediately  for  defraying  the  charges  of 
the  undertaking,  and  for  that  purpose,  16  of  the  trustees  advanced  each  the  sum 
of  130/.,  producing  a fund,  out  of  which,  the  costs  of  the  work,  amounting  to 
3,000/.  and  upwards,  was  paid.  For  the  repayment  of  this  loan,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  some  time  to  devote  the  entire  income  of  the  charity,  so  that  from 
the  commencement  of  these  operations,  in  the  year  1815,  no  school  has  been 
carried  on  upon  Edmonds’s  foundation,  and  the  usher’s  house  has  been  let  by 
the  trustees,  that  by  producing  a rent,  it  might  augment  the  means  of  defraying 
this  extraordinary  expenditure. 

The  principal  sums  so  advanced  by  the  trustees  have  now  been  paid  by  the 
treasurer,  with  the  proceeds  of  the  charity  property,  and  the  interest  only 
remains  to  be  satisfied,  which  is  expected  to  be  soon  done,  so  that  in  a short 
time  Edmonds’s  charity  will  be  clear  of  its  embarassments,  and  in  a state  to  be 
carried  into  full  operation,  though  a subsequent  necessary  expenditure,  for 
the  more  perfect  security  and  completion  of  the  bank,  amounting  to  near  400/. 
has  unfortunately  occurred.  The  trustees  have  been  taking  into  consideration 
the  best  and  most  beneficial  plan  of  re-establishing  the  school ; and  a committee 
having  been  appointed  to  consider  of  the  propriety  of  introducing  the  system  of 
Dr.  Bell,  made  a report  at  a meeting  convened  on  the  8th  March  1813,  at  the 
vestry-room,  in  favour  of  that  system  of  education  ; and  it  appears  at  present 
to  be  the  intention  of  the  feoffees  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  their 
committee. 

Before  the  charity  was  suspended,  the  accounts  show  a regular  application  of 
the  income  to  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  donor. 

Under  the  old  expenditure,  Mr.  Truman’s  salary  at  his  first  appointment, 
which  was  in  the  year  1779,  was  26/.  13s.  4c?.;  in  1805  it  was  increased  to 
30/.,  and  in.  1806  to  32-/.,  at  which  amount  it  continued  till  the  time  of  his 
ceasing  to  be  master.  The  usher’s  salary  was  half  the  master’s,  with  the  benefit 
of  being  allowed  to  board  and  clothe  a certain  number  of  boys,  at  the  rate  of 
about  10/.  a year  for  each  boy.  The  number  of  boys  usually  educated  under 
this  establishment,  when  it  was  in  efficiency,  wTas  from  thirty  to  forty,  and  out 
of  that  number  eight  or  ten  were  usually  let  into  the  ulterior  benefit,  as  directed 
by  the  founder,  by  being  boarded  and  clothed  at  the  expense  of  the  charity. 

The  last-mentioned  boys  were  clothed  from  head  to  foot,  and  lodged  and 
boarded  at  the  usher’s  house. 

The  boys  upon  this  charity  were  admitted  usually  at  the  age  of  nine, 
and  discharged  at  fourteen.  They  used  to  pay  3s.  on  admission,  which  was 
divided  between  the  master  and  usher.  The  stationery  was  found  for  them  by 
the  trustees.  The  other  articles  of  expenditure  are  chiefly  repairs  of  the  school, 
and  the  estates  belonging  to  it.  Till  1812,  a charge  for  dinner  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  trustees  was  a constant  item,  generally  from  6/.  to  9/-,  but  we 
understand  that  it  is  not  intended  to  renew  that  custom. 

Since  the  advance  made  as  above-mentioned  by  the  trustees,  a debtor  and 
creditor  account  has  been  kept  between  the  treasurer  and  the  persons  so  lend- 
ing the  money,  according  to  which  the  interest  remaining  due  amounts  to 
about  714/. 

The  premises  immediately  belonging  to  the  institution  are,  the  master’s  house, 
with  a good  garden  and  stable.  The  usher’s  house  has  also  a good  garden,  and 
a play-ground,  in  which  last  house  is  the  school-room,  upwards  of  50  feet  in 
length,  and  capable  of  accommodating  70  or  80  boys,  but  we  are  told,  that 
these  premises  will  stand  in  need  of  repair  before  the  school  is  re-opened. 

Tile  charity  accounts  appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept,  and  annually  audited. 

P p 4 Robert 
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Proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  court  of  Chancery  respecting  this  will, 
and  the  execution  of  the  charity,  which  produced  a decree  of  the  master  of  the 
rolls,  dated  31st  May  1775,  whereby  it  was  ordered,  that  it  should  be  referred 
to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  approve  of  two  proper  persons  to  be 
trustees  in  the  place  of  two  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  will,  who  were  since 
deceased.  And  it  being  admitted,  that  the  sum  of  1,500/.  given  by  the  said 
testator,  had  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  1,77 5/.  New  South  Sea  annuities, 
in  the  names  of  the  five  original  trustees ; and  that  the  further  sum  of  500/., 
like  annuities,  had  been  purchased  with  the  sum  of  414-/.  11  s.  6d.,  part  of  the 
interest  of  the  said  1,77 5/.  annuities,  in  the  names  of  Sir  Jarritt  Smith,  John 
Hobhouse,  John  Gardiner  and  Henry  Hobhouse ; and  also,  that  the  further 
sum  of  400/.,  like  annuities,  had  been  purchased  with  the  sum  of  3381.  10$. 
(being  further  part  of  the  interest  of  the  said  1,775/.  annuities,  and  part  of  the 
interest  of  the  said  500/.  annuities),  in  the  names  last  mentioned,  making 
together  2,675/.  New  South  Sea  annuities  ; It  was  further  ordered  and  decreed, 
that  the  said  2,675/.  annuities  should  be  transferred  by  Sir  Jarritt  Smith, 
John  Hobhouse  and  John  Gardiner,  the  three  surviving  trustees,  so  as  to  vest 
the  same  in  themselves  and  new  trustees,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  master, 
upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  will;  and  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  trustees 
should  lay  a scheme  before  the  master  for  carrying  the  charity  into  execution, 
the  costs  of  all  parties  to  the  suit  to  be  paid  out  of  the  interest  of  the  said 
2,675/.  South  Sea  annuities. 

By  a subsequent  decree  of  the  master  of  the  rolls,  made  27th  June  I78I,  in 
the  same  suit,  reciting  various  changes  of  trustees,  and  other  matters,  and  par- 
ticularly a report  of  the  master  of  the  court,  stating,  that  a scheme  had  been  laid 
before  him  by  the  trustees,  setting  forth,  that  the  parish  of  Henbury  consisted  of 
ten  distinct  tythings,  viz.;  Henbury,  King’s  Weston,  Lawrence  Weston,  Stowick, 
Compton,  Greenfield  and  Carlton,  of  which  Henbury  was  the  centre,  and  the 
others  but  a small  distance  from  it,  and  Northwick,  Redwick  and  Aust,  of 
which  Northwick  was  the  centre,  and  the  other  two  but  a small  distance  from 
it;  that  the  charity  fund  then  consisted  of  3,300/.  capital  New  South  Sea 
annuities,  which  produced  an  annual  interest  of  99/-  and  of  148/.  10$.,  which 
had  arisen  from  dividends  not  then  laid  out ; and  that  the  trustees  proposed, 
that  a house,  or  part  of  a house,  at  Henbury,  and  a house,  or  part  of  a house, 
at  Northwick,  should  be  hired,  wherein  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  should 
be  instructed,  such  as  were  of  the  several  tythings  of  Henbury,  King's  Weston, 
Lawrence  Weston,  Stowick,  Compton,  Greenfield  and  Carlton,  in  the  said 
house,  or  part  of  a house,  in  the  tything  of  Henbury,  and  the  poor  children  of 
the  said  tythings  of  Northwick,  Redwick  and  Aust,  in  the  house,  or  part  of 
a hou3e,  in  Northwick,  and  that  a proper  person  should  be  from  time  to  time 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  at  each  of  the  said  two  schools,  to  instruct  all  such 

poor 
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Robert  Sandford,  of  Bristol,  esquire,  by  his  will,  dated  13th  January  1756, 
reciting,  that  a sum  of  3,500/.  had  been  settled  at  his  marriage,  on  trustees, 
in  trust,  that  his  wife  should  have  the  interest  thereof  for  her  life,  which  said 
sum  was  then  out  at  interest  in  his  own  name,  with  other  monies,  gave  the  said 
sum  of  3,500/.  unto  his  friends  Thomas  Vernon  and  Jarritt  Smith,  to  the  intent 
that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  executors  and  administrators  of 
such  survivor,  should  continue  the  same  at  interest,  and  pay  such  interest  to 
his  wife  for  her  life  ; and  from  and  after  her  decease  he  gave  the  sum  of  1,500/., 
part  thereof,  to  John  Gardiner  of  Henbury,  the  said  Jarritt  Smith,  John  Hob- 
house, Henry  Hobhouse,  and  William  Berrow,  to  the  intent  that  they,  and  the 
survivors  of  them,  and  the  nominees  under  them,  should  continue  forth  the 
same  at  interest,  and  pay  and  apply  the  same  to  such  uses,  for  instructing  poor 
children  in  the  parish  of  Henbury  in  reading  and  writing,  as  they  and  the  sur- 
vivors, or  the  nominees  under  them,  should,  forever,  think  fit;  and  he  further 
ordered,  that  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  trustees,  or  any  three  of  them, 
the  two  survivors  should,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  nominate  three  other 
such  proper  persons  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ; and  that  the  nomination  of  the 
said  trustees  should  so  continue  for  ever,  the  minister  of  the  parish  church  of 
Henbury  for  the  time  being  to  be  always  one  of  the  said  nominees.  And  he 
desired,  that  in  default  of  such  nomination  within  twenty  days  after  the  number 
should  be  reduced  to  two  as  aforesaid,  the  said  sum  of  1,500/.  should  be  paid 
to  his  heirs  or  heir  at  law,  his  or  their  executors  or  administrators. 
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poor  children  of  the  said  respective  tythings,  as  should  resort  to  such  schools  Henbury. 
respectively,  in  reading  and  writing,  without  any  expense  to  their  parents  or  RobertT~]rord>s 
friends,  subject  to  such  rules  for  the  regulation  of  the  said  schools  respectively,  0 charity 
as  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  necessary,  and  set  down  continued. 

in  writing;  that  a sum,  not  exceeding  50/.  a year,  should  be  allowed  for  the  s ^ / 

salaries  of  the  said  two  schoolmasters,  to  be  applied  in  such  proportions  as  the 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  fit;  that  the  sum  of  25/.  a year 
should  be  allowed  for  the  rents  of  the  said  two  houses,  or  parts  of  houses,  in 
such  proportions  as  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  fit ; 
and  that  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  income  of  the  said  charity,  the  trustees 
should  provide  pens,  ink,  paper  and  books  for  the  children,  and  defray 
other  incidental  expenses  attending  the  said  charity ; and  that  upon  the  death 
of  one  or  more  of  the  trustees,  the  survivors  should  choose  and  nominate  others, 
so  as  to  keep  up  the  number  of  five,  pursuant  to  the  said  testator’s  will,  of 
which  said  scheme  and  proposals  the  said  master  had  approved,  and  had  taxed 
the  several  bills  of  costs,  as  therein  mentioned ; It  was  ordered  and  decreed, 
that  the  said  master’s  report  should  be  confirmed,  and  the  said  scheme  carried 
into  execution. 

In  consequence  of  the  said  decree,  the  then  trustees  of  the  said  charity  hired 
a house  at  Northwick,  for  the  school  at  that  place,  and  appointed  a master 
thereof,  at  the  yearly  salary  of  12/.,  with  8/.  for  finding  pens,  ink  and  paper, 
and  20^.  yearly  for  coals  ; and  they  agreed  with  the  feoffees  of  the  free  grammar 
school,  already  established  at  Henbury,  to  send  as  many  poor  children  as  they 
thought  might  be  supported  by  this  charity  to  the  said  school,  to  be  instructed 
in  reading  and  writing  by  the  master  and  usher  thereof,  and  to  pay  30/.  towards 
the  expense  of  altering  the  school-room,  and  making  it  convenient  for  the 
reception  of  the  children  to  be  educated  by  this  charity.  They  also  agreed  to 
pay  15/.  for  rent  for  the  use  of  the  said  school,  the  sum  of  24/.  per  annum  as 
a compensation  to  the  master  and  usher  for  teaching  the  said  children,  2/. 
a year  for  coals,  and  the  further  sum  of  85.  yearly  for  pens,  ink  and  paper,  for 
each  child  sent  to  the  said  school,  not  exceeding  40  in  number,  such  children 
to  be  subject  to  and  governed  by  such  rules  and  orders  as  should  be  drawn  up 
and  settled  by  the  said  trustees  and  feoffees,  who  were  to  be  permitted  to  visit 
the  said  school  as  often  as  they  pleased ; and  it  was  settled,  that  this  arrange- 
ment should  commence  1st  May  1782. 

The  school  at  Northwick,  so  established,  has  been  regularly  carried  on  from 
the  period  above  mentioned,  wherein  40  children,  half  girls  and  half  boys, 
have  been  instructed  on  the  establishment  in  reading  and  writing;  which  school, 
according  to  the  entries  in  the  book  of  the  treasurer,  appears  to  have  been 
regularly  visited  every  year,  and  reported  by  the  visitors  as  to  its  state  and 
condition.  The  master’s  salary,  which  was  originally  21  /.,  including  stationery 
and  coals,  has  been  gradually  increased  to  40/.  per  annum,  with  an  additional 
sum  of  1 /.  85.  for  coals. 

For  many  years,  from  the  foundation  of  this  charity,  the  trustees  continued 
to  send  boys,  to  the  number  of  40,  to  the  school-room  at  Henbury,  to  be  edu- 
cated by  the  person  teaching  there  in  reading  and  writing,  for  which  they  paid 
a rent,  according  to  their  agreement,  of  15/.  per  annum,  till  Edmonds’s  trustees 
withdrew  their  support  of  the  school,  in  consequence  of  their  embarrassments, 
occasioned  by  the  destruction  of  the  embankment,  as  mentioned  in  the  case  of 
Edmonds’s  charity.  The  24/.  originally  agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  master  and 
usher  has  been  increased  to  39/.  85. 

At  setting  out  in  the  management  of  this  charity,  after  the  above  stated 
decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  the  trust  property  consisted  of  the  sum  of 
3,500/.  new  South  Sea  annuities,  and  a balance  in  hand  of  169  /-  195.  9 d.  after 
the  costs  of  suit  were  paid,  the  dividends  of  the  stock  being  then  105/.  By 
occasional  investments  out  of  the  balances,  the  above-mentioned  stock  of  3,500/. 
has  been  augmented  to  4,500/.  producing  a present  income  of  135/. 

The  accounts  appear  to  have  been  properly  kept,  and  annually  audited,  the 
balances  being  regularly  carried  over,  and  each  investment  of  stock  stated  as 
it  took  place. 

The  boys  appear  to  be  properly  instructed,  and  a clergyman  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood is  selected  to  make  occasional  visits  to  the  schools,  in  order  to  inspect, 
and  to  report  upon  their  management  and  discipline. 

The  balance  at  the  last  audit,  which  was  in  June  1826,  was  29/.  55.

Christopher  Cole's 
Charity, 


The  trustees  have  been  continued  down  by  regular  appointments,  the  last 
being  made  by  indenture,  dated  6th  September  1811,  under  which  the  Rev. 
Walter  Trevelyan,  the  minister  of  Henbury,  Samuel  Webb,  Edward  Sampson, 
and  Timothy  Powell,  are  the  surviving  feoffees.  The  stock  stands  in  the  names 
of  the  Rev.  Walter  Trevelyan,  John  Lambert,  (since  deceased),  and  Edward 
Sampson. 

Christopher  Cole’s  Charity. 

Christopher  Cole , by  his  will,  dated  6th  December  1736,  after  providing  for 
the  payment  of  his  debts  and  funeral  expenses,  gave  the  residue  of  his  estate, 
money,  bonds,  plate,  jewels  and  other  goods,  to  his  executors,  in  trust ; and  his 
will  was,  that  they  should  dispose  thereof,  for  the  better  maintenance  and 
increase  of  the  poor  boys  that  belonged  to  the  free  school  of  Henbury,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester. 

By  a declaration  of  trust  executed  by  the  surviving  executors,  in  trust,  under 
the  said  will,  dated  10th  November  1712  ; reciting,  that  a bill  had  been  filed  in 
the  court  of  Chancery,  to  have  the  directions  of  that  court,  and  the  said  charity 
established,  which  had  produced  a decree  establishing  the  same,  directing  an 
account  by  the  executors,  and  ordering  a scheme  to  be  laid  before  the  master 
for  carrying  the  said  charity  into  execution  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the 
master  had  reported,  amongst  other  things,  that  the  said  executors  had  invested 
800/.,  part  of  the  said  testator’s  estate,  in  the  purchase  of  7 14*1.  5s.  8 d.  South 
Sea  annuities,  and  that  there  remained  in  their  hands  149/.  5s.  1 d. ; and  had 
certified  that  a scheme  had  been  laid  before  him,  proposing  that  three  poor  boys 
should  be  added  to  the  number,  at  that  time  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  said 
charity,  to  be  maintained  out  of  the  interest  of  the  clear  personal  estate  of  the 
said  testator,  and  that  the  surplus  of  such  interest  should  be  applied  towards  the 
better  maintenance  of  all  the  poor  boys  at  the  said  school,  which  scheme  had 
been  approved  of,  and  the  master’s  report  confirmed,  who  was  to  tax  the  costs 
out  of  the  money  so  remaining  in  the  executor’s  hands,  and  the  residue  to  be 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  South  Sea  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  said 
executors,  who  were  to  declare  the  trusts  thereof,  and  keep  an  account  of  the 
produce  and  application  of  this  charity ; and  reciting,  that  there  remained  in 
the  hands  of  the  executors,  after  payment  of  the  costs  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of 
126/.  c2s.  3d.  which  had  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  114/.  l()s.  8 d.  South 
Sea  annuities,  so  that  the  whole  capital,  South  Sea  annuities,  at  that  time,  pur- 
chased by  the  said  executors,  amounted  to  828/.  16  s.  4 d.,  since  which  there 
had  been  purchased  by  the  surviving  executors,  and  added  to  the  former  pur- 
chase, 21/.  3s.  8 d.  South  Sea  annuities,  which  cost  2 31.  19-?.  9d.  ; and  the 
further  sum  of  50/.  South  Sea  annuities,  which  cost  55/.  18s.  9 d.,  both  which 
last-mentioned  sums  had  been  taken  out  of  the  dividends  arising  during  the 
time  of  passing  the  accounts  in  Chancery  by  the  said  executors,  and  some  surplus 
since  accruing,  making  the  whole  capital,  South  Sea  annuities,  so  purchased, 
amount  to  900  /. ; it  was  by  the  surviving  executors  declared,  that  the  said 
900/.  capital,  South  Sea  annuities,  was  so  standing  in  their  names,  in  trust,  for 
the  sole  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  testator. 

The  900/.  above-mentioned  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Joseph  S.  Harford, 
A.  Harford  Battersby,  and  Charles  Grey  Harford,  as  the  representatives  of  the 
donor,  producing  an  income  of  27/-  per  annum. 

This  charity  commenced  in  operation  immediately  on  the  death  of  the 
testator,  on  a plan  subsidiary  to  Edmonds’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  has 
before  been  given,  until  the  suspension  of  that  institution,  which  took  place 
under  the  circumstances  before  detailed  in  1815.  During  that  period  the 
whole  income  of  this  charity,  was  annually  expended  in  boarding  and  main- 
taining a boy,  or  boys,  at  the  free  school,  but  the  funds  have  not  been  adequate 
to  the  constant  support  of  three. 

It  has  been  already  made  to  appear,  in  the  account  of  Edmonds’s  and  Robert 
Sandford’s  charities,  how  education  was  carried  on  in  the  school  premises  after 
1815  ; and  as  long  as  it  was  so  kept  on  foot,  the  trustees  of  Cole’s  charity  con- 
tinued to  send  a boy,  clothed  and  maintained,  to  the  school  ; but  when  instruc- 
tion there  ceased  to  be  carried  on  with  the  character  and  efficiency  of  a free 
school,  they  sent  no  more  children,  and  consequently  the  proceeds  have  accu- 
mulated in  their  hands.  These  accumulations  have  been  paid,  from  time  to 
time,  into  the  bank  of  Miles  & Co.,  Bristol,  and  if  computed,  with  the  interest 
due  upon  it,  will  amount  to  upwards  of  200/. 
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This  sum  of  5200/.  it  is  intended  to  place  in  the  South  Sea  annuities,  as  an 
addition  to  the  property  of  this  charity,  now  standing  in  that  fund  ; and  as 
soon  as  Edmonds’s  charity  shall  again  come  into  activity,  by  being  released 
from  its  present  incumbrance,  the  proceeds  of  Cole’s  charity  will  be  applied  as 
heretofore,  in  sending  to  that  school  as  many  boys  as  the  funds  will  admit. 

The  accounts  appear  to  have  been  very  regularly  kept. 

Ann  Smyth’s  Charity. 

Ann  Smyth , by  her  will,  made  in  1760,  gave  to  William  Phelps  and  William 
Gore,  esquires,  the  sum  of  700/.,  upon  trust,  that  they,  the  said  William  Phelps 
and  William  Gore,  should  place  out  the  same  at  interest,  and  pay  the  interest 
of  350/.,  part  thereof,  unto  such  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Henbury,  not 
receiving  alms  from  that  parish,  as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  same  parish,  should  from  time  to  time  appoint,  for  teaching  so 
many  poor  girls  of  the  said  parish  to  read,  knit  and  sew,  as  the  said  vicar  and 
churchwardens  should  require  ; and  in  case  there  should  not  be  in  any  year, 
any,  or  not  a sufficient  number  of  such  poor  girls  of  the  said  parish,  that  thev 
should  pay  such  interest,  or  so  much  thereof,  as  they  should  think  proper,  for 
the  binding  out  of  poor  boys  or  girls  of  the  said  parish  apprentices,  in  such 
manner  as  they  should  appoint.  The  testatrix  made  a similar  disposition  of  the 
remainder  of  the  said  sum  of  700  /.  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish  of  Long  Ashton, 
in  Somerset;  and  she  further  directed,  that  the  said  sum  of  700/.  should  be 
paid  out  of  her  personal  estate,  by  Edward  Gore,  her  executor,  thereinafter 
named,  with  a proviso,  that  in  case  the  said  Edward  Gore  should,  within  a year 
after  her  death,  assure  unto  the  said  William  Gore  and  William  Phelps,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  two  annuities  or  yearly  rent-charges  of  10/.  each,  one  of  them 
to  be  issuing  out  of  an  estate  which  he  the  said  Edward  Gore  would  be  pos- 
sessed of  under  her  will,  called  Redclift  Meads,  in  the  parish  of  Bedminster,  to 
the  same  uses  and  purposes  as  before-mentioned,  touching  the  interest  of  the 
first-mentioned  sum  of  350/.,  and  the  other  annuity  to  be  issuing  out  of  another 
estate,  which  the  said  Edward  Gore  would  be  possessed  of  under  the  said  will, 
called  Whitchurch  Farm,  situate  within  the  parish  of  Whitchurch  aforesaid,  for 
the  same  purposes  as  are  hereinbefore  mentioned,  respecting  the  interest  of  the 
last-mentioned  sum  of  350  /.,  then  and  in  such  case  the  said  Edward  Gore 
should  be  freed  from  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  700 /.,  and  every  part 
thereof. 

It  appears  that  Edward  Gore  satisfied  the  condition  of  the  will,  by  charging 
the  two  several  sums  of  10/.  upon  the  two  several  estates  mentioned  in  the  will 
respectively  ; and  that  the  annuity  charged  on  Redclift  Meads  has  been  regnlarly 
paid  by  Edward  Gore  and  his  representatives,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
of  Henbury  parish,  who  have  always  paid  it  to  some  poor  woman  in  the  parish 
for  teaching  poor  girls  to  read,  sew  and  knit. 

The  charity  is  said  to  be  at  present  in  very  beneficial  operation,  and  under 
the  special  superintendence  of  the  vicar  and  female  part  of  his  family. 

Grace  Jayne’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mrs.  Grace  Jayne,  by  will,  dated  3d  December  1728,  gave 
to  the  poor  of  the  tything  of  Lawrence  Weston,  the  sum  of  205.  yearly,  for 
ever,  and  charged  her  lands  and  tenements  in  the  said  tything  with  the 
payment  thereof” 

The  land  so  charged  was  a small  farm,  late  Wetherley’s,  which  afterwards 
came  into  the  possession  of  Lord  De  Clifford,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
John  Ogbourne. 

This  annual  sum  has  been,  as  far  as  can  be  traced,  always  regularly  paid. 
The  churchwardens  now  receive  it  from  Lord  De  Clifford’s  agent,  and 
distribute  it  among  the  poor  of  Lawrence  Weston,  about  the  latter  end  of  the 
year. 

Mary  White’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mrs.  Mary  White  gave  20/.,  the  yearly  interest  to  be 
given  in  bread  to  twenty  poor  housekeepers,  not  receiving  alms,  on  the 
19th  of  January,  for  ever. 

One  pound  per  annum,  as  the  interest  of  the  said  20/.,  is  paid  by  Lord 
De  Clifford,  or  his  agent,  to  the  churchwardens,  and  is  distributed  by  them 
in  bread,  together  with  other  bread  charities,  about  the  latter  end  of  January, 
after  divine  service. 

The  reason  of  Lord  De  Clifford’s  making  this  payment  we  could  not  with 
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certainty  learn,  but  it  is  supposed,  that  his  lordship’s  father  received  the  sum 
in  order  to  secure  to  the  parish  the  perpetual  payment  of  five  per  cent  interest 
upon  the  same. 

Robert  Sandford’s  Gift  for  Bread  and  two  Sermons. 

Robert  Sandford , late  of  Bristol,  esquire,  by  his  will,  dated  13th  January 
1756,  among  sundry  other  bequests,  directed  the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  paid  to 
the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Henbury,  to  be  by  them  and 
their  successors  placed  and  continued  at  interest,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
paid  and  applied  in  manner  following,  viz. ; 20s.,  part  thereof',  to  be  laid  out 
in  bread,  and  to  be  distributed  in  twelve-penny  loaves,  to  twenty  poor  people 
of  the  said  parish,  as  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  church  should 
think  fit,  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  for  ever ; and  the  residue  he  directed  to  be 
paid  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  church,  to  preach  two 
sermons  in  the  said  church,  the  one  of  them  on  Good  Friday  in  the  morning, 
and  the  other  of  them  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  yearly,  for  ever. 

It  appears  that  the  late  Lord  De  Clifford  received  this  100/,  for  which  he 
gave  his  bond,  dated  26th  April  177L  to  pay  interest  for  the  same,  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  which  bond  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev. 
Walter  Trevelyan,  the  present  incumbent. 

The  205.  is  annually  laid  out  in  loaves,  which  are  distributed  on  Saint 
Thomas’s  day,  when  a sermon  is  preached  in  pursuance  of  the  said  will  after 
divine  service.  Such  of  the  poor  as  are  deemed  proper  objects,  are  previously 
informed,  that  upon  their  coming  to  divine  service  on  the  day  above  mentioned, 
they  will  receive  a loaf  of  bread,  which  is  given  to  them  accordingly. 

The  minister  of  the  parish  receives  the  money  for  the  sermons  preached 
according  to  the  will  from  Lord  De  Clifford’s  agent. 

The  Charities  of  Miss  Ann  Catherine  Sampson,  and 
Mr.  Edward  Sampson. 

Miss  Ann  Catherine  Sampson,  by  her  will,  dated  7th  May  1810,  declared  it 
to  be  her  request,  that  the  interest  of  21/.  might  be  annually  paid  by  her 
brother,  Edward  Sampson,  for  a sermon  on  Ash  Wednesday,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  21/.  was  considered  as  making  a part  of  a sum  laid  out  by- 
Mr.  Edward  Sampson,  the  brother  of  the  testatrix,  in  the  purchase  of 
166/.  13  5.  4 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  which  was  transferred  into  the  names 
of  the  Rev.  Walter  Trevelyan,  clerk,  and  Edward  Sampson  and  George  Baker, 
churchwardens,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  yearly  dividends  thereof  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  viz.  ; 305  to  the  minister  of  Henbury,  for  a sermon  on  Ash 
Wednesday,  yearly,  for  ever;  5s.  to  the  clerk,  and  5s.  to  the  sexton,  and  the 
remainder  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  that  day,  one  year  to  the  poor  of  the 
tythings  of  Henbury,  Charlton,  and  Compton,  and  another  year  to  the  poor 
of  the  tythings  of  King’s  Weston,  Lawrence  Weston,  and  Stowick,  and  so  on, 
alternately,  yearly,  for  ever. 

The  church  table  which  records  this  charity,  contains  also  the  following 
notification  : — 

“ No  person  to  receive  any  part  of  this  charity  who  shall  not  attend  divine 
service  on  Ash  Wednesday.” 

The  sermon  is  preached  on  every  Ash  Wednesday,  and  the  several  sum  of 
money  are  paid  agreeably  to  the  donation.  The  remaining  3/.  is  distributed  ill 
bread,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor,  Mr.  Edward  Sampson,  of 
Henbury,  no  person  being  permitted  to  partake  of  the  charity,  who  does 
not  conform  to  the  condition  of  attending  the  service  in  the  church  on  Ash 
Wednesday. 

The  Wellington  Charity  Fund. 

The  benefaction  table  in  the  church  records  this  charity  in  the  following 
terms  : — 

“ The  under-mentioned  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  having  on  the  21th  day  of 
July  1814,  subscribed  the  sum  of  136/.  17 s.(Jd.,  in  commemoration  of  the  late 
glorious  peace  with  France,  after  a war  of  twenty  years  and  upwards,  it  was 
agreed,  that  the  same  should  be  invested  in  government  security,  and  the  same 
now  stands  invested  in  the  purchase  of  200/.  three  per  cent  reduced  bank 
annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Walter  Trevelyan,  clerk,  Edward  Sampson, 
and  George  Baker,  as  churchwardens,  and  Thomas  Daniel,  esquire,  to  be 
called  “ The  Wellington  Charity  Fund,”  upon  trust,  to  distribute  the  dividends 
thereof  in  bread  or  otherwise  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  either  in  the  month 
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of  January  or  February,  yearly,  for  ever,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being.” 

The  subscribers  names  then  follow,  in  the  same  table. 

The  income  of  this  sum  being  61.  a year,  is  annually  laid  out  in  bread,  and 
distributed  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  church-wardens, 
among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  except  the  tithings  of  Redwick,  Northwick 
and  Aust.  The  distribution  takes  place  in  the  months  of  January  and  February. 
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William  Burroughs  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  William  Burroughs  gave  *205.  for  a sermon,  to  be  William  Burroughs 
preached  on  Trinity  Sunday,  yearly,  for  ever,  charged  on  an  estate  in  King’s  Chanty. 
Weston,  late  Hort’s,  now  the  property  of  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  de 
Clifford. 

The  sermon  is  regularly  preached,  and  the  money  paid. 

William  Cotterell’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ William  Cotterell  gave  10s.  for  a sermon,  to  be  preached  on  william  Cotterell’s 
Good  Friday,  yearly,  for  ever,  charged  on  a ground  called  Baker’s  Leaze,  in  Charity. 
Gloucester  Lane,  in  Henbury,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  James  Room.” 

The  ground  called  Baker’s  Leaze,  is  well  known,  and  now  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Edward  Sampson,  of  Henbury. 

The  sermon  is  preached,  and  the  money  paid. 

The  Church  Lands,  the  Gift  of  Robert  Stoakes. 

The  original  instrument  by  which  the  parish  of  Henbury  became  possessed  of  church  Lands, 
these  lands,  does  not  appear  to  be  in  existence  ; but  in  an  ancient  church-book  the  Gift  of  Robert 
is  contained  a copy  of  a deed  of  feoffment  of  this  property,  for  continuing  the  Stoakes. 
trusts,  said  to  have  been  made  in  the  26th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth  (1583),  and 
which  copy  is  stated  to  have  been  transcribed  from  the  original,  in  the  month  of 
September  1707. 

By  the  said  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  20th  December,  26  Elizabeth, 
and  made  between  William  Edmonds,  of  Henbury,  on  the  one  part ; and 
Edward  Pullen,  and  eleven  others,  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; it  is 
witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Edmonds,  as  well  in  accomplishment  of  the 
special  trust  and  confidence  reposed  in  him,  together  with  others  then  deceased, 
as  for  other  good  causes,  did  thereby  grant,  enfeoff  and  confirm,  unto  the  said 
Edward  Pullen,  and  others,  parties  thereto,  of  the  second  part,  all  and  singular 
the  lands,  with  their  appurtenances,  within  the  parish  of  Henbury,  which  he, 
the  said  William  Edmonds,  then  solely  had,  and  aforetime  had,  together  with 
John  Wasborrow,  and  the  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  and  their  heirs,  of 
the  gift  and  feoffment  of  one  Robert  Stoakes,  deceased,  viz.  ; one  acre  of  arable 
land,  in  a field  on  the  west  end,  called  by  the  name  of  Weston  Lawrence  ; another 
parcel  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  same  field ; an  acre  of  arable  land,  in  Bowden 
Field ; an  acre  and  a half  of  arable  land,  in  a place  called  Compton  Hill;  a close  of 
arable  land,  containing  four  acres,  near  a common  called  Compton  Common;  aclose 
of  arable  land,  containing  two  and  a half  acres,  in  Bow-street,  near  Bow-street 
lane  ; a parcel  of  pasture,  called  Palmer’s  Hay,  containing  one  and  a half  acre  ; 
two  paddocks  of  pasture  in  Lawrence  Weston,  called  the  Chestles,  containing 
five  acres  ; a paddock  of  pasture,  containing  one  and  a half  acre  ; two  closes  of 
pasture,  in  Lawrence  Weston,  containing  four  acres  ; two  parcels  of  pasture  in 
Crooke’s  Marsh,  within  the  lordship  of  Compton,  containing,  by  estimation,  eight 
acres  ; a close  of  pasture  in  Compton  Greenfield,  called  Mittow’s  Hill,  contain- 
ing four  acres ; an  acre  of  pasture  in  Thistle  Hurst ; one  parcel  of  pasture  in 
Compton,  called  Shipman’s,  containing,  by  estimation,  14  acres  ; another  parcel 
of  pasture  in  Compton,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres  ; another  parcel  of 
pasture  in  Compton  aforesaid,  called  Moore  Hey,  containing,  by  estimation,  four 
acres  two  ridges,  lying  in  a close,  called  New  Close,  in  Compton  aforesaid ; a 
parcel  of  pasture  in  Bewhurst,  in  Compton  aforesaid ; a parcel  of  pasture  in 
Lawrence  Weston,  called  Moore  Leaze,  containing  one  and  a half  acre  ; three 
acres  of  meadow  in  Crook’s  Furlong,  in  a mead,  called  Apuldram ; and  two 
other  parcels  of  meadow  or  pasture,  lying  in  the  south  end  of  Apuldram,  in 
Compton  Greenfield,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres  ; and  also  the  yearly 
rent  of  three  half-pence,  out  of  certain  pasture  in  Compton  aforesaid  ; and  the 
further  rent  of  one  penny,  issuing  out  of  one  acre  in  Compton  Greenhill,  called 
Golding’s  Acre  ; to  hold  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Edward  Pullen,  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  feoffees,  and  the 
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Henbury.  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  employ  and  bestow 

the  rents  and  profils  thereof  to  and  for  the  charitable,  good  and  godly  uses,  there-

continued.  tentation  and  relieving  of  the  poorest  and  neediest  people  of  the  said  parish, 

V ^ (being  born  within  the  said  parish,  and  of  good  name  and  honest  conversation)  ; 

and  to  and  for  the  repairing  and  amending  of  the  highways,  and  of  the  seawalls 
of  the  Severn,  from  time  to  time  needful  to  be  amended  within  the  said  parish  ; 
and  to  and  for  the  relieving,  helping  and  advancement  of  poor  young  men  and 
maidens,  born  and  abiding  within  the  said  parish,  being  of  honest  and  chaste 
conversation  ; and  to  and  for  such  other  charitable,  good  and  godly  uses,  deeds 
and  purposes,  as  to  the  said  feoffees,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  be  thought  good,  meet  and  convenient  ; and  it 
was  thereby  amongst  other  things  provided,  that  the  feoffees  should  not  make 
any  lease  of  the  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  any  term  other  than  for  the 
term  of  one-and-twenty  years  in  possession,  or  three  lives  in  possession,  or  any 
number  of  years  in  possession,  determinable  upon  three  lives,  whereupon  the 
old  accustomed  yearly  rent  should  be  reserved  and  payable  ; and  further,  that 
if  nine  of  the  feoffees  then  enfeoffed  or  thereafter  to  be  enfeoffed,  of  the  pre- 
mises, should  die,  then  the  three  surviving  feoffees  should  enfeoff  twelve  other 
substantial  persons,  at  the  least,  being  parishioners  of  the  same  parish,  to  the 
above-mentioned  uses  ; and  if  it  should  happen,  that  all  should  decease  saving 
two,  then  those  two  should,  within  one  year,  enfeoff  such  twelve  persons  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  or  else  it  should  be  lawful  to  the  said  William 
Edmonds,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  into  the  said  premises  to  enter,  and  the  same  to 
have  again,  as  in  his  and  their  former  estate,  and  to  take  and  employ  the  pro- 
fits thereof  to  the  uses  above  mentioned. 

Although  the  intermediate  conveyances  are  wanting,  yet  we  collect  from  the 
old  book  of  the  feoffees,  that  the  transmission  of  the  legal  estate  was  regularly 
continued  till  the  year  1796 ; on  the  3d  of  January,  in  which  year,  by  a feoff- 
ment of  that  date,  the  church  lands  were  conveyed  by  the  then  surviving 
feoffees,  so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  35  new  trustees,  of  whom  15  are  now  living. 

The  quantity  of  land  enumerated  in  the  above  ancient  deed  amounts  to  about 
65  acres,  exclusively  of  a few  small  parcels,  to  which  no  quantity  is  assigned. 
And  the  trust  property  conveyed  by  the  last  feoffment,  though  considerably 
varying  from  the  old  descriptions  and  names,  is  fully  equal  in  amount  to  the 
quantity  contained  in  the  old  deed. 

The  premises,  which  are  all  in  the  parish  of  Henbury,  wrere  surveyed, 
measured  and  mapped,  in  the  year  1804. 

The  lands  lie  very  dispersedly  throughout  this  extensive  parish,  but  are  well 
known,  and  capable  of  being  identified,  according  to  the  above  admeasurement. 

Owing  to  its  scattered  condition,  it  has  been  necessarily  let  in  many  parcels 
to  different  tenants,  the  present  number  being  fifteen,  who  all  hold  it  from  year 
to  year,  and  whose  rents  amount  together  to  140/.  19-s.,  to  which  amount 
they  were  raised  from  90/.  in  the  year  1805,  on  Mr.  Sampson’s  coming  into 
office,  who  procured  the  above  admeasurement  to  be  made. 

In  addition  to  this  income,  the  feoffees  are  in  possession  of  1,200/.  three  per 
cent  consols,  producing  an  annual  dividend  of  36/.,  and  a bond  of  the  late 
Lord  De  Clifford  for  300/.,  producing  15/.  per  annum,  which  investments  have 
been  made  out  of  the  savings  of  income,  and  the  profits  of  some  timber  which 
has  been  cut  upon  the  estate,  so  that  the  total  income  of  this  charity  amounts 
to  191/.  19s. 

The  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  charity  property,  appears  by  the 
books  to  have  been  made,  from  the  earliest  time,  in  furtherance  of  the  several 
objects  to  which  the  same  was  originally  destined,  in  varying  proportions, 
according,  it  may  be  presumed,  to  their  respective  exigencies.  For  the  last 
twenty  years,  the  proceeds  have  been  principally  devoted  to  the  repairs  and 
improvement  of  the  church  and  church  premises. 

The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  appear  to  be  regular,  showing 
a balance  in  the  treasurer’s  hands,  at  Lady-day  1826,  of  7 2/.  145.  7 d. 

In  1813,  200/.  was  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  sea-wall,  in  aid  of 
Edmond’s  charity ; and  occasional  sums  have  been  expended  in  the  repairs 
of  the  church  ways,  to  the  amount  of  about  150/.  within  the  last  thirty  years. 

In  the  year  1806,  a painted  window  was  put  up  in  the  church,  which  cost 
upwards  of  300 /.,  and  which  was  afterwards  removed,  in  1812,  to  make  way 

for 
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for  an  organ  presented  to  the  parish,  the  expense  of  which  removal  was  130/.  In 
the  same  year  a gallery  was  erected,  at  an  expense  of  500/. ; and  in  1813,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  take  down  the  old  porches,  and  build  new  ones,  which  occa- 
sioned an  expense  of  upwards  of  300/.  Some  chandeliers  were  affixed  to  the 
roof,  and  sconces  round  the  church,  for  which  was  paid  upwards  of  180/.  ; and 
the  sum  of  278/.  15s.  10 d.  was  laid  out  for  roofing,  pointing  and  repairing  the 
tower,  in  making  a cistern  in  the  belfry ; and  in  an  apparatus  for  heating  the 
church  with  warm  air,  about  140/. 

These  large  expenditures,  and  other  incidental  outgoings  upon  the  same 
account,  together  with  the  expenses  of  inclosing  allotments,  and  the  reparations 
of  ways  and  banks,  above  alluded  to,  have  so  absorbed  for  a long  period  the 
income  of  the  charity,  as  to  leave  little  or  nothing  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit 
of  the  poor.  The  necessity  of  new  roofing  the  church  in  a substantial  way, 
under  a surveyor’s  report,  with  the  necessary  current  expense  about  the  other 
part  of  the  church,  would  take  up,  it  is  said,  the  present  balance,  and  the 
income  of  some  few  years  to  come,  if  suffered  to  engross  the  same  ; but  we  have 
recommended  such  an  arrangement  in  apportioning  the  income  of  the  charity 
in  future  to  be  adopted,  as  will  allow  an  annual  expenditure  to  be  made  in 
behalf  of  the  deserving  poor,  to  which  proposal  the  treasurer  has  assured  us  of 
the  acquiescence  of  the  trustees,  and  has  undertaken  to  propose  that  subject 
for  their  consideration  at  their  next  meeting.

Church  Lands, 
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Vice  Admiral  Sir  Henry  Nicholls’s  Charity. 

The  above  donor  (who  is  living)  has  caused  a sum  of  213/.  Is.  to  be  trans-  Vice  Admiral 
ferred  into  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Walter  Trevelyan,  Edward  Sampson,  and  Sir  Henry  Nmhollss 
William  Edward  Lambert,  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Henbury,  upon 
an  understanding  that  the  dividends  thereof  are  to  be  paid  to  him  for  his  life, 
and,  after  his  decease,  to  be  laid  out  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  for 
the  time  being,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Henbury  parish. 

The  trustees  have  given  a power  of  attorney  to  a banker  to  receive  the  divi- 
dends, and  pay  them  to  the  said  donor  for  his  life,  according  to  the  arrangement 
made  with  him.  The  charity  is  recorded  on  a board  hung  up  in  the  vestry, 
with  the  other  benefactions,  in  the  following  terms  : — 

“ 1821,  May  29. — Vice  Admiral  Sir  Henry  Nicholls  this  day  gave  the  sum 
of  200/.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  for  the  use  of  the 
poor,  which  on  the  following  day  was  laid  out  in  213/.  Is.  four  per  cent  stock, 
in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Walter  Trevelyan,  vicar,  and  Edward  Sampson,  esquire, 
and  William  Edward  Lambert,  gentleman,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish, 
the  dividends  on  the  said  stock  to  be  applied  by  Admiral  Nicholls,  during  his 
life,  and  at  his  death  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  in  coals,  at  or  about  Christmas, 
yearly,  for  ever. 

The  admiral  every  winter  gives  a certain  quantity  of  coals  to  the  poor,  which 
is  considered  to  be  done  in  execution  of  his  said  benevolent  intention. 


The  Fund  for  additional  Service  in  the  Churches  of 
Henbury  and  Aust. 

Until  the  fund  hereafter  mentioned  came  into  operation  at  Henbury,  no  ser-  The  Fund  foraddi- 
mon  was  preached  after  the  afternoon  prayers,  and  on  every  fourth  Sunday  no  duty  tional  Service  in 
at  all,  except  in  the  morning.  At  Northwick  chapel,  duty  was  only  performed  Churches  of 
once  in  the  month,  that  is  to  say,  on  the  Sunday  afternoon  on  which  there  was  a en  U1^  an  1 ust* 
total  omission  of  the  duty  at  Henbury,  as  above-mentioned.  At  Aust,  full  duty 
was  performed  once  in  the  day,  on  three  Sundays  out  of  four,  by  the  minister  of 
that  chapel.  On  the  fourth  Sunday,  the  vicar  of  Henbury  performed  the  full 
duty  once  in  the  day  ; so  that  on  that  Sunday  the  minister  of  Henbury  had 
three  full  duties  to  perform. 

For  a certain  period  of  time,  the  minister  of  Aust  being  infirm,  could  not  do 
the  duty,  as  prescribed  by  Lady  Astry’s  benefaction,  hereafter  mentioned,  and 
nobody  could  be  found  to  take  his  place  for  so  small  a consideration  as  20/, 
consequently  the  duty  was  only  performed  on  the  Sunday  on  which  the  minister 
of  Henbury  attended  at  Aust. 

To  supply  this  deficiency  of  provision  for  the  performance  of  divine  service, 
in  Henbury  parish,  several  proprietors  of  estates  in  or  near  the  parish,  entered 
into  a subscription,  in  the  year  1816,  for  creating  a fund,  out  of  which  a con- 
sideration might  be  given  to  a resident  minister,  for  taking  tbe  whole  duty  of  Aust 
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and  Northwick,  and  the  minister  of  Henbury  remunerated  for  full  duty  every 
Sunday  afternoon  throughout  the  year. 

Twelve  hundred  pounds  was  raised  in  this  manner,  and  invested  in  the 
purchase  of  1,650/.  four  per  cents,  since  reduced  to  3£  percent.  In  August 
1824,  a second  subscription  was  raised,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  1,0501.  5 s., 
which  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  1,600/.,  three  per  cent  reduced 
ann  uities. 

These  sums,  according  to  the  deeds  of  settlement,  indented  and  enrolled, 
are  to  belaid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  when  it  conveniently  can  be  done.  It 
was  provided  by  the  deeds  for  settling  the  money,  that  if  the  ministers  aforesaid 
should  fail,  either  as  to  the  residence  required,  or  in  the  performance  of  the 
stipulated  duties,  they  should  respectively,  for  such  failures,  forfeit  the  above 
annual  payments,  which  should  then  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  and 
impotent  persons,  residing  in  the  said  parish,  but  not  receiving  relief  from  the 
parish,  as  the  trustees  should  think  proper. 

The  income  produced  from  these  several  funds,  amounting  to  102/.  155.. 
is  paid  to  the  persons,  and  in  the  proportions  appointed  by  the  deeds  above 
referred  to. 

CHAPELRY  OF  AUST. 

John  Baker’s  Charity. 

John  Baker,  late  of  Aust,  in  the  parish  of  Henbury,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  by  his  will,  dated' 30th  December  1706,  gave  the  sum  of  105.  yearlv, 
for  ever,  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Henbury  (for  the  time  being),  or  his  curate, 
for  a sermon,  to  be  preached  in  the  chapel  of  Aust,  upon  the  feast  day  of  Saint 
John  the  Evangelist,  yearly,  for  ever;  and  also  the  sum  of  15  5.,  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  bread,  on  the  same  day,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  and  amongst  such  poor 
housekeepers  of  Aust  as  did  not  receive  alms,  the  same  to  be  so  paid  imme- 
diately after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  from  time  to  time,  out  of  his  messuage  in 
Aust,  wherein  he  then  dwelt,  and  the  lands  thereto  belonging,  by  the  proprietors 
and  occupiers  of  the  same ; and  for  nonpayment  thereof,  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  time  being,  or  any  of 
them,  to  enter  and  distrain  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  the  same  should  be 
behind  and  unpaid. 

And  the  said  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  said  will,  dated April  1708, 

reciting,  that  he  had,  by  the  said  will,  given  the  sum  of  15  5.,  forever,  to  be 
distributed  in  bread,  ordered  the  same  to  be  raised  to  the  sum  of  20  5.,  for  ever, 
to  be  paid  in  manner  and  form  as  aforesaid. 

The  rent-charge  has  been  regularly  paid  by  the  proprietor  of  the  land,  at 
Aust,  which  is  well  known,  10  5.  of  which  is  received  by  the  officiating  minister, 
for  a sermon,  preached  on  Saint  John  the  Evangelist’s  day,  and  immediately 
after  the  sermon,  205.  worth  of  bread  is  distributed  among  the  poor,  not  receiving 
parish  pay. 

Lady  Elizabeth  Astry’s  Charity. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  l(Jth  December  1707,  made  between  Simon  Harcourt, 
esq.,  and  Dame  Elizabeth  Astry,  his  wife,  of  the  one  part ; and  Richard  Haynes, 
and  others,  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Dame  Elizabeth 
Astry,  in  virtue  of  a power  reserved  to  her  by  her  marriage  settlement,  granted 
to  the  said  Richard  Haynes,  and  others,  their  heirs  anti  assigns,  an  annuity  of 
20/.  per  annum,  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage  or  tenement,  called  the  West 
End  Living,  with  the  closes  or  grounds  thereto  belonging,  called  Studhams, 
situate  in  Aust,  containing  by  estimation,  11  acres,  and  out  of  the  several  closes 
and  lands,  in  the  tything  of  Aust  aforesaid,  therein  mentioned  ; to  hold  the  said 
annuity  to  them  and  their  heirs,  with  powers  of  distress  and  entry,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  the  same  to  such  godly  minister  of  the  church  of  England,  as  the  lord 
or  lady  of  the  manor  of  Aust  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  and  the  said  trustees, 
and  the  greater  number  of  the  parishioners  there,  should  approve  of,  and  who 
should,  every  Sunday,  read  divine  service,  and  preach  in  the  chapel  of  Aust,  and 
perform  the  cure  there  ; provided,  that  if  the  vicar  of  Henbury  should  not 
allow  to  the  minister  who  should  perform  the  cure  of  Aust,  the  yearly  sum  of 
10/.,  or  if  such  minister,  who  ought  to  officiate  at  Aust,  should  omit  to  read 
divine  service,  and  preach  there,  by  the  space  of  one  month,  at  any  one  time,  or 
should  omit  the  same  ten  days  in  any  one  year,  without  sufficient  reason  or  excuse, 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  trustees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  under 

their 
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their  hands,  then  such  annuity  should  cease  to  be  paid.  The  deed  then  providedj 
that  when  any  six  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  or 
survivor,  or  the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  should  convey  the  same  annuity  to  10 
more  honest  and  sufficient  persons,  inhabiting  in  or  near  Aust  aforesaid,  with  like 
powers  and  trusts,  and  so  in  like  manner  in  all  times  thereafter,  when  the  trustees 
should  be  reduced  to  four  or  any  less  number. 

This  annuity  is  regularly  paid  by  the  owner  of  an  estate,  called  Norton’s  Farm, 
in  Henbury,  which  by  some  arrangements  has  become  charged  therewith. 

The  duty  at  Aust  is  regularly  performed  by  the  minister  of  the  chapel  there, 
who  receives  above  10/.  per  annum,  from  the  vicar  of  Henbury.

John  Silcocks’s  Charity. 

John  Silcocks,  by  his  will,  dated  22d  July  1741,  gave  the  sum  of  200/.  to 
Christopher  Griffith  the  elder,  and  Christopher  Griffith  the  younger,  their 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  the  parishes  of  Stoke  Gifford,  Winterborne,  Filton  and  Aldmonds- 
bury,  and  to  their  successors,  in  trust,  that  the  said  sum  of  200  /.  should  be  put 
out  at  interest  in  such  securities  as  the  said  Christopher  Griffith  the  elder,  and. 
Christopher  Griffith  the  younger,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
should  approve  of,  and  that  the  interest  or  produce  of  such  money  should  be 
paid  by  his  said  trustees,  as  after  mentioned,  viz. ; the  interest  or  produce  of 
50/.,  being  one-fourth  part  thereof,  to  the  minister  of  Stoke  Gifford,  for 
preaching  four  sermons  at  the  said  parish  church,  in  the  morning,  on  the  four 
Sundays  next  after  the  four  following  cpiarter  days,  yearly,  for  ever,  viz.  on  the 
Sunday  next  after  the  Annunciation,  the  Sunday  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  the  Sunday  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and 
the  Sunday  next  after  the  Nativity,  by  equal  payments  ; and  the  remaining 
150/.  to  the  respective  ministers  of  the  parishes  of  Winterbourne,  Felton  and 
Aldmondsbury,  for  preaching  four  several  sermons  at  their  respective  parish 
churches,  at  the  days  and  times  above  mentioned,  in  each  year,  for  ever  ; that 
is  to  say,  one  third  part  of  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  of  150  /.  to  be  paid  to 
the  minister  of  Winterbourne ; one  other  third  part  to  the  minister  of  Felton  ; 
and  the  other  third  part  thereof  to  the  minister  of  Almondsbury  for  the  time 
being,  for  ever. 

And  the  said  testator  also  gave  the  sum  of  200  /.  to  the  said  Christopher 
Griffith,  the  elder  and  younger,  their  executors,  &c.  and  to  the  ministers  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  several  parishes  of  Stoke  Gifford, 
Winterbourne,  Aldmondsbury  and  Felton,  in  trust  to  put  out  the  same  at 
interest  on  such  securities  as  his  trustees  should  think  fit ; and  that  the  interest 
or  produce  thereof  should  be  paid  to  such  schoolmasters  or  schoolmistresses  as 
should  be  chosen  from  time  to  time  by  the  said  Griffiths  and  the  said  ministers 
and  churchwardens,  for  teaching  poor  children  of  the  said  four  several  parishes 
to  read,  whose  parents  received  no  alms,  and  constantly  resorted  to  the  said 
several  parish  churches  respectively. 

And  the  said  testator  also  gave  to  the  said  Christopher  Griffith  the  elder,  and 
Christopher  Griffith  the  younger,  and  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
Stoke  Gifford,  the  sum  of  200/.,  in  trust  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  and 
that  the  interest  or  produce  thereof  should  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given 
weekly,  on  Sundays,  immediately  after  divine  service,  for  ever,  at  the  same 
parish  church,  to  twelve  poor  men,  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish,  who  should 
constantly  frequent  the  said  parish  church,  and  should  have  no  alms  of  the 
said  parish ; such  twelve  poor  persons  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  his 
said  trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them. 

And  the  said  testator  also  gave  to  his  said  trustees,  and  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  Stoke  Gifford  aforesaid,  the  further  sum  of  100/.,  in  trust  to 
put  out  the  same  at  interest,  and  to  pay  such  interest  to  Mary  Pruett,  during 
her  life,  and  after  her  death,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  bread,  to  be  distributed 
equally  between  such  twelve  poor  men,  housekeepers  in  the  said  parish,  as 
should  receive  no  alms,  and  that  constantly  frequented  the  parish  church,  in 
addition  to  the  bread  already  given  to  them  by  his  said  will. 

And  he  directed,  that  no  part  of  the  above  money  should  be  laid  out  in 
18.  Rr  purchasing 
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purchasing  any  lands  or  tenements  or  hereditaments,  but  put  out  to  interest 
only,  and  the  produce  thereof  applied  as  above  directed. 

And  he  appointed  the  said  Christopher  Griffith  the  elder,  sole  executor  of 
his  said  will. 

The  interest  of  the  sum  of  50/.  has  been  regularly  paid  to  the  former 
ministers  of  the  parish,  by  Messrs.  Sturge,  of  Bristol,  as  agents  to  the  late 
General  Griffith  and  his  son,  C.  D.  Griffith,  esquire,  the  present  owner.  The 
present  incumbent,  having  only  lately  come  to  the  living,  has  not  yet 
received  it. 

There  is  a school  in  this  parish,  supported  in  part  by  this  charity,  and  partly 
by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Duchess  Dowager  of  Beaufort,  in  which 
about  24  girls  and  12  boys  are  taught  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and 
regularly  taken  by  the  mistress  to  church  on  Sunday.  The  mistress  receives 
from  Messrs.  Sturge  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  105. 

It  appears  from  an  account  given  by  Messrs.  Sturge,  that  the  sum  of  15  /. 
per  annum  has  been  regularly  paid  by  them  to  a baker  residing  in  or  near  the 
parish  of  Stoke  Gifford,  for  bread,  which  is  distributed  every  Sunday,  after 
divine  service,  among  twelve  poor  persons,  housekeepers  of  the  parish,  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  will,  selected  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  who 
have  attended  divine  service. 

Messrs.  Sturge  also  pay,  by  the  same  directions,  50  s.  a year  to  the  school- 
mistress before  mentioned. 

These  sums  have  been  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  of  the  late  General 
Griffith,  and  now  the  property  of  his  son,  C.  D.  Griffith,  esquire.  It  does  not 
appear  that  any  security  has  been  given,  either  by  way  of  mortgage  or  charge 
upon  the  estate;  but  Messrs.  Sturge  will  apply  to  Mr.  Griffith,  the  present  owner, 
to  give  security  for  the  future  payments. 

Jacob  Webb’s  Charity. 

Jacob  Webb , of  the  city  of  Bristol,  by  his  will,  dated  18th  October  1811, 
gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Stoke 
Gifford,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  50  /.  to  be  by  them  invested 
in  the  public  funds,  in  the  names  of  proper  persons,  as  trustees  for  the  said 
parish;  and  he  directed  that  the  yearly  dividends  arising  from  the  said  principal 
sum,  should  be  divided  yearly,  on  every  New  Year’s  day,  by  the  said  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  between  five  poor  men  and  women  belonging  to  the  said 
parish,  not  receiving  parochial  relief;  which  legacy  he  directed  should  be  paid 
out  of  his  personal  estate,  free  and  clear  of  the  king’s  duty. 

This  sum  of  50  /.  appears  to  have  been  received  by  John  Witched,  William 
Builder,  and  Daniel  Webb,  and  invested  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  50/.  2 s. 
five  per  cents,  since  reduced  to  new  fours,  which  stock  produces  an  annual 
dividend  of  2/.  35.  8 d. 

These  dividends  are  regularly  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed 
by  them,  on  New  Year’s  day,  or  the  next  succeeding  Sunday,  among  five  poor 
men  and  women  of  the  said  parish  who  have  attended  divine  service  on  that 
day,  and  who  subsist  without  parochial  relief,  in  equal  shares. 


PARISH  OF  WESTBURY  ON  TRYM, 

INCLUDING  THE  TYTHINGS  OF  STOKE,  BISHOP  AND  SHIREHAMPTON. 

Robert  Arden’s  Charity. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  1st  January,  24th  Elizabeth,  between  Robert  Arden , 
of  Westbury  upon  Trym,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  one  part;  and 
James  Bisse,  and  fourteen  others  therein  mentioned  and  described,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting,  that  Sir  Ralph  Sadler,  of  Standon,  in  the  county  of  Hertford, 
chancellor  of  the  duchy  of  Lancaster,  and  privy  councillor,  by  indenture,  dated 
4th  November,  22d  Elizabeth,  had  demised  and  confirmed  unto  the  said  Robert 
Arden,  and  Agnes  his  wife,  his  messuage  or  tenement,  with  a garden  adjoining, 
situate  without  Lawford’s  gate,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  hold  the  same 
unto  the  said  Robert  Arden,  and  Agnes,  from  the  date  of  the  said  indenture,  for 
their  lives,  and  the  longest  liver  of  them  ; and  the  remainder  of  the  said  pre- 
mises, after  their  deceases,  to  the  executors  and  assigns  of  the  said  Ilobert,  for 
the  term  of  999  years,  for  the  yearly  rent  of  8 d.  ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said 
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Robert  Arden  did  thereby  grant  unto  the  said  James  Bisse,  and  others,  of  Westbury  or. Trym. 
the  second  part,  the  said  tenement  and  premises  ; to  hold  the  same  to  them 
and  the  survivor  of  them,  for  the  whole  term  contained  in  the  said  inden- 
ture of  demise  from  and  after  the  deceases  of  the  said  Robert  and  Agnes,  upon 
trust,  that  the  collectors  or  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being, 
with  the  consent  and  oversight  of  the  said  assignees,  and  the  survivors  or  sur- 
vivor of  them,  should  yearly  receive  the  issues,  profits  and  rents  of  the  said 
tenements ; and  that  the  same  should  from  time  to  time  be  disbursed,  expended 
and  bestowed  to  godly  uses,  by  four  of  the  most  substantial  men  inhabiting 
within  the  same  parish  of  Westbury,  being  highest  taxed  and  set  in  the  princes 
books  of  subsidy,  for  the  time  being  viz.  ; to  the  maintenance  and  finding  of 
the  poor  people  most  impotent  aud  weak  within  the  parish  of  Westbury  afore- 
said inhabiting,  and  to  the  marriage  and  help  of  poor  young  women  living  in 
good  name  and  fame  within  the  said  parish  of  Westbury,  and  to  none  other  use, 
intent  or  purpose  ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  it  should  not  in  any  wise  be 
lawful  to  the  said  assignees  or  any  of  them,  to  let  the  said  premises  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  any  longer  time  than  20  years  in  possession,  reserving  the  old  and 
accustomed  rent,  and  that  whenever  10,11  orl2of  the  assignees  should  be  dead, 
then  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them,  upon  reasonable  demand,  to  be  made  by 
the  collectors  or  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  should  grant  and  assign  the 
said  premises,  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  term,  to  fifteen  other  such  persons 
dwelling  and  abiding  within  the  said  parish,  as  should  be  nominated  and  ap- 
pointed by  four  of  the  most  substantial  men  of  the  said  parish,  there  living,  to 
the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  and  so  continually  during  the  said  term. 

It  appears,  that  the  property  so  granted  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  passed  by  suc- 
cessive assignments  to  trustees,  regularly  renewed,  the  last  transfer  being  dated  in 
1798.  The  surviving  assignees  in  trust,  under  that  conveyance,  are  the  Right 
Honourable  Lord  De  Clifford,  Sir  Henry  Lippencott,  Edward  Sampson,  William 
Dowell,  Charles  Partridge,  Peter  Dowding,  John  Wedgewood,  Philip  Protheroe 
and  Samuel  Andrews  Lloyd. 

The  charity  premises  have  been  let  from  time  to  time,  by  the  assignees,  in 
trust,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  part  has  been  alienated  or  lost. 

They  consist  of  two  dwelling-houses,  with  a yard,  garden  and  some  small  back 
buildings. 

In  1665,  the  premises  appear  to  have  been  let  for  8/.  per  annum,  from  which 
time  the  rent  has  gradually  increased,  till  in  1798,  they  were  let  for  14 
years,  at  26/.  per  annum.  They  are  now  held  upon  a lease  for  14  years,  which 
is  upon  the  point  of  expiring,  at  38/.  per  annum;  and  a respectable  tenant, 
has,  it  is  said,  been  found  to  take  a new  lease  for  42/.  per  annum. 

These  rents,  as  far  back  as  the  practice  can  be  traced,  have  been  distributed 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  among  the  labouring  poor  of 
Westbury,  with  its  two  tythings  of  Stoke  Bishop  and  Shirehampton,  not  receiv- 
ing parish  relief,  in  small  sums,  varying  in  amount,  from  2 s.  to  105.  ; the  names 
of  the  persons  relieved,  amounting  to  between  2 and  300,  being  regularly  entered 
in  the  gift  books  kept  for  the  parish,  and  the  two  tythings  respectively. 

It  is  acknowledged  by  the  distributors  of  this  fund,  that  more  solid  relief 
might  be  given  to  the  poor,  by  a less  spreading  and  more  discriminate  distribu- 
tion ; and  we  are  given  to  understand,  that  a system  of  special  visitation  and 
inquiry  will  be  set  on  foot  for  that  purpose  ; and  in  furtherance  of  this  object  it 
is  proposed,  in  future,  to  distribute  the  relief  at  the  dwellings  of  the  poor, 
instead  of  calling  together  a promiscuous  crowd  of  applicants  in  the  church. 

Charities  of  Humphrey  Brown  and  Robert  Kitchen. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Humphrey  Brown,  some  time  alderman  of  the  city 
of  Bristol,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  405,,  and  105.  for  a sermon,  yearly, 
for  ever.” 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Robert  Kitchen,  some  time  alderman  of  the  city  of 
Bristol,  gave  6s.  8 cl.  to  the  poor,  and  65.  3d.  for  a sermon,  yearly,  for  ever. 

By  the  parish  account-books,  it  appears  that  2/.  10  s.,  in  respect  of  Mr. 

Brown’s  gift,  and  135.  4 d.  in  respect  of  the  gift  of  Robert  Kitchen,  have 
regularly  been  received  by  the  officers  of  Westbury,  from  the  chamber  of  Bristol, 
who,  after  having  paid  the  105.  and  the  6s.  8d.  for  the  annual  sermons,  distri- 
bute the  residue,  being  2/.  65.  8 d.  in  certain  proportions,  between  the  poor  of 
Westbury  and  the  two  tythings  of  Stoke  Bishop  and  Shirehampton. 
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William  Burgis’s  Charity. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  21st  June  IG76,  made  between  William  Burgis,  of 
Bristol,  merchant,  of  the  one  part,  and  Richard  Davis,  and  13  others,  therein 
described  as  feoffees  of  the  church-house,  within  the  said  parish,  of  the  other 
part ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Burgis  did  thereby  grant  and  agree 
to  and  with  the  said  Richard  Davis  and  others,  that  there  should  be  yearly,  for 
ever,  after  the  deaths  of  the  two  persons  therein  mentioned,  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  or  within  three  days  next  before  or  after  that  day,  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Westbury,  or  the  most  of  them  for  the 
time  being,  the  price  or  value  of  ten  dozen  sacks  of  coals,  every  sack  of  coal 
to  be  of  the  value  of  bd.  to  be  divided  and  distributed  by  the  discretion  of  the 
same  churchwardens  and  overseers,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  amongst 
such  poor  householders  of  the  villages  of  Westbury  or  of  Coat,  within  that 
parish,  as  they  should  think  most  meet  to  have  the  same,  who  were  to  be  in 
number  but  five  or  six  at  the  most  at  one  time ; and  that  the  said  price  of  the 
said  coals  should  from  time  to  time  be  paid  and  disbursed  by  the  occupier  or 
inhabitant  of  the  messuage  or  dwelling-house  of  the  said  William  Burgis,  in 
Coat,  within  the  said  parish,  on  demand  in  that  behalf  there  made  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Westbury  for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of 
them,  with  powers  of  entry  and  distress  for  enforcing  payment;  and  the  said 
William  Burgis  did  thereby  direct,  that  when  the  grantees  therein  named 
should  come  to  but  four  of  them  living,  that  then,  if  not  before,  a new  grant 
should  be  made  by  the  survivors  to  such  and  so  many  other  persons  as  should 
be  feoffees  of  the  said  church-house,  and  so  to  be  continued  for  ever. 

There  are  no  deeds  to  show  that  the  trustees  have  been  perpetuated  by 
renewals,  as  directed  by  the  deed;  but  the  annual  sum  of  31.  or  31.  worth  of 
coals  has  been  regularly  paid  or  accounted  for  by  the  proprietor  of  an  estate, 
formerly  Burgis’s,  situate  at  Coat,  in  the  parish  of  Westbury,  now  belonging  to 
Sir  Henry  Protheroe,  of  which  the  premises  charged  are  known  to  have  formed 
a part.  It  is  always  given  to  six  needy  persons,  who  are  thought  to  be  most 
deserving  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

Catherine  Rutland’s  Charity. 

Catherine  Rutland,  by  her  will,  dated  25th  March  1G84,  among  other  dispo- 
sitions, gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Westb ury -on-Try m the  sum  of  10  /., 
which  (together  with  10  l.  more,  part  whereof  was  given  bv  the  will  of  her  late 
husband,  Edmund  Rutland,  clerk)  she  appointed  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of 
the  said  parish,  and  directed  that  the  said  several  sums,  amounting  to  20  /., 
should  be  put  out  at  interest,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  dis- 
tributed, yearly,  for  ever,  on  Good  Friday,  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  parish 
of  Westbury. 

The  said  testatrix  also  gave  the  sum  of  50/.,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish,  to  be  by  them  put  out  to  interest,  such  interest  to  be 
applied  as  follows,  viz.  ; that  the  churchwardens  and  their  successors  should, 
yearly,  for  ever,  procure  some  one  or  more  able  and  godly  ministers  to  preach 
sermons  in  the  same  church  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  New  Year’s  day,  Twelfth-day, 
Good  Friday,  Holy  Thursday,  and  All  Saints  day;  and  that  10s.  should 
be  paid  for  every  of  the  said  sermons,  to  the  minister  that  should  preach 
the  same. 

The  above  sum  of  50/.  was,  as  appears  by  the  account  books,  for  a con- 
siderable time,  secured  by  the  corporation  funds,  and  paid  out  of  the  chamber 
of  Bristol,  till,  in  the  year  1783,  it  was,  together  with  other  gift  sums, 
100/.  Mrs.  Hollister.  7 5/.  Mrs.  Stainer,  and  200/.  George  Webb’s,  making 
together  425/.,  standing  on  the  same  security  of  the  corporation,  called  in, 
and  invested  in  the  purchase  of  700/.  125.  6d.  three  per  cent  reduced  stock ; 
which  700/.  125.  6d.,  from  accessions  subsequently  made  by  new  investments 
of  gifts,  after-mentioned,  was  augmented  to  the  sum  of  1,642  /.  19  s.  3 d. 

The  sermons  are  preached  on  the  days  specified  in  the  will,  for  which  the 
minister  receives  2 /.  9-5.  5 d. 

With  respect  to  the  two  sums  of  10  /.,  appearing  by  the  above  will  to  have 
been  given  by  Mr.  Edmund  Rutland,  and  his  widow  Catherine  Rutland,  it 
appears,  that  from  1690  to  1694,  the  interest  of  one  10/.  was  paid  to  the 
rv  thing  of  Westbury,  and  the  interest  of  the  other  10/.  to  the  tything  of 
Stoke.  From  the  year  1694,  the  accounts  show  the  payment  of  the  interest  of 
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Mrs.  Rutland’s  10/.  to  the  tything  of  Westbury,  down  to  the  year  1700,  Westbury on  TiTm- 
after  which  no  payment  upon  that  account  at  all  appears,  so  that  the  pro-  Catherine  Rutland’s 
bability  seems  to  be,  that  these  sums  respectively  were  either  lost  to  the  charity  Charity, 
by  the  insolvency  or  failure  of  some  private  hands  to  which  they  were  entrusted.,  ^ continued.  ^ 
or  expended  at  once  on  some  parish  purposes.  - 


Mrs.  Hollister’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mrs.  Betty  Hollister,  by  will,  gave  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Westbury-upon-Trym,  the  sum  of  100/., 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  in  the  following  manner  : — -First,  as  often  as 
there  should  be  occasion,  to  mend  and  repair  the  tomb-stones  of  her  father, 
Charles  Hollister,  &c.,  in  the  church-yard,  and  the  remainder  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

Mrs.  Hollister’s  100  /.  was  included  in  the  purchase  of  700 /.  12  s.  6 d. 
three  per  cents  reduced,  as  mentioned  in  the  case  of  Mrs.  Rutland’s  charity, 
and  consequently  now  makes  a part  ol  the  1,612  /.  19  s.  5 d. 

The  proceeds  "of  Mrs.  Hollister’s  100/.  were,  for  a long  time,  distributed,  in 
money,  in  certain  proportions,  between  the  three  tythings  of  Westbury,  Stoke 
and  Shirehampton,  and  are  regularly  entered  in  the  books  under  the  head  of 
Hollister,  Webb,  and  Stainer’s  gifts. 

The  proportion  of  Shirehampton,  in  respect  of  the  three  donations,  is  still 
received  by  that  tything,  out  of  the  dividends  of  the  said  stock,  and  the  pro- 
portions belonging  to  Westbury  tything  and  Stoke  Bishop  are  paid  out  of 
the  same  proceeds,  which  are  distributed  in  December,  under  the  title  of  Audit 
Money. 

George  Webb’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ George  Webb,  esquire,  by  will,  gave  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Westbury-upon-Trym  the  sum  of  200/., 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  yearly, 
for  ever.” 

The  account  of  the  investment  and  application  of  this  money  has  been  already 
given,  in  the  above  account  of  Mrs.  Rutland’s  and  Mrs.  Hollister’s  charities. 
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Mrs.  Joan  Stainer’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Joan  Stainer,  in  1744,  gave  7 51.,  the  interest  thereof  as  follows,  viz.;  Mrs. Joan  Stainer's 
one  guinea,  yearly,  to  the  minister  of  Westbury,  for  preaching  two  sermons.  Charity, 
one  on  the  15th  of  January,  at  Westbury,  the  other  on  Holy  Thursday,  at  the 
chapel  of  Shirehampton,  and  the  remainder  of  the  interest  to  be  distributed  to 
the  poor  of  Westbury,  by  the  chapelwarden  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
tything  of  Shirehampton,  yearly,  for  ever. 

The  investment  of  this  75  /.  has  been  shown  in  the  above  accounts  of 
Mrs.  Rutland’s,  Mrs.  Hollister’s,  and  George  Webb’s  charities. 

One  guinea  is  paid  to  the  minister  for  preaching  the  sermons,  and  the 
remainder  distributed  in  money,  generally  among  the  poor  of  the  tything  of 
Shirehampton. 

Lady  Cann’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “Lady  Cann,  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Cann,  gave  20/.,  the  Lady  Cann’s 
interest  to  poor  widows,  as  Robert  Cann,  esquire,  should  think  fit,  during  his  life,  Chanty, 
and  afterwards  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  should  think  fit,  in  the  tything 
of  Stoke  Bishop  and  of  Westbury.” 

It  does  not  appear  when  this  sum  was  first  received;  but  it  is  stated,  in  an  entry 
made  in  an  order  book  belonging  to  this  parish,  dated  in  1729,  that  the  legacy  of 
Lady  Cann  was,  in  the  year  1752,  in  the  hands  of  William  Phelps,  esquire,  with 
other  legacies  after  mentioned,  who  continued  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  till  the 
time  of  his  death  ; and  we  collect  from  the  same  book,  that  the  said  principal 
sum  of  20/.,  among  other  gifts  left  in  his  hands,  was  paid  by  his  executors  to 
Mr.  John  Taylor,  the  then  churchwarden,  who,  in  the  year  1767,  caused  the 
same,  together  with  other  monies,  to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  330  /.  four 
per  cents,  afterwards  reduced  to  three  per  cents,  and  which  said  sum  of  330  /. 
now  forms  part  of  the  sum  of  1,642  /.  19  s.  3d.,  before  mentioned. 

The  proportion  of  dividends  of  the  above-mentioned  stock,  answering  to  Lady 
Cann’s  donation  of  20/.,  forms  part  of  what  is  called  the  Audit  Money,  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  at  Christmas. 
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Thomas  Elbridge’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Thomas  Elbridge,  esquire,  of  Cote,  gave  100/.,  the  interest 
whereof  to  be  applied  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit ; 205.  to  the  minister, 
for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  30th  day  of  January,  and  the  remainder  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor,  in  bread,  on  the  same  day,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  churchwarden’s  book,  that  this  sum  of  100  /. 
was  paid,  August  19th,  1743,  to  Nicholas  Jackson,  the  then  churchwarden,  and 
was  also  in  the  hands  of  William  Phelps  at  the  time  of  his  decease.  It  further 
appears,  that  this  sum  was  paid  by  Mr.  Phelps’s  executors,  in  the  year  1767,  to 
the  then  churchwarden,  and  went  towards  the  purchase  of  the  330/.  mentioned 
in  the  last  preceding  case. 

The  sum  of  1/.  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  for  preaching  a sermon 
on  the  30th  of  January,  and  the  remainder  of  the  interest  is  distributed  in 
bread  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  on  the  same  day. 

Mary  White’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mary  White  gave  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distri- 
buted to  the  poor  of  Westbury  parish,  yearly,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  20  /.  was  also  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Phelps,  at  the  time  of  his 
decease,  and  was  afterwards  paid  by  his  executors  to  the  then  churchwarden, 
who  invested  the  same,  together  with  the  other  sums  above  mentioned,  in  the 
purchase  of  the  said  330/.  stock. 

The  interest  of  this  sum  makes  part  of  the  Audit  Money,  above  mentioned, 
and  is  distributed  among  the  necessitous  poor  at  Christmas. 

Captain  John  Jelfe’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Captain  John  Jelfe,  of  Bristol,  gave  30/.,  the  interest  for 
two  sermons  to  the  minister,  to  be  preached  on  the  third  Sunday  in  March,  and 
the  third  or  fourth  Sunday  in  November,  for  ever.” 

It  appears  from  the  same  entry  in  the  order  book,  before  mentioned,  that  the 
above  legacy  of  30/.,  was  also  in  the  hands  of  the  said  W.  Phelps,  esquire,  who 
paid  1 /.  105.  as  the  interest  thereof  to  the  minister,  for  the  two  sermons 
directed  by  the  testator,  till  the  time  of  his  death. 

This  sum  was  afterwards  paid  over  to  the  churchwarden,  together  with  other 
charity  monies,  as  before  mentioned,  by  his  executors,  and  went  in  part  purchase 
of  the  said  350  /.  stock. 

One  pound  four  shillings,  as  the  interest  of  the  30/.,  continues  to  be  paid 
annually  to  the  minister,  and  the  sermons  are  preached  on  the  days  directed  by 
the  will. 

T.  T.  Adams’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ 1730.  Thomas  Till  Adams,  of  Stoke  Bishopgate,  left  to 
the  churchwardens  of  Westbury  parish,  the  sum  of  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to 
be  given  yearly  to  the  poor  sickly  people  of  the  said  parish,  not  receiving  other 
alms.” 

It  appears  by  the  entry  in  the  book  before  mentioned,  that  this  sum  was  also 
in  the  hands  of  the  said  William  Phelps,  till  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  was 
afterwards  paid  by  his  executors  to  the  churchwarden,  and  invested  with  the 
other  monies,  before  mentioned,  in  the  purchase  of  330/.  stock. 

The  proportion  of  the  dividends  answering  to  the  above  gift,  is  distributed 
among  the  necessitous  poor  in  December. 


The  Charities  of  William  Cooke,  Sir  Richard  Hill,  Anthony  Hill, 
Edward  Harris,  Robert  Wood,  John  Morgan,  John  Wastburow, 
Elizabeth  PIellen,  John  Knight,  Sir  Robert  Yeamans,  and  William 
White. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  William  Cooke,  second  son  of  John  Cooke,  doctor  of 
physic,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Michael,  who  died  the  23d  day  of  March  1717j  gave 
to  the  poor  of  this  parish  10/.,  to  be  put  to  interest,  the  profits  thereof  to  be 
given  in  bread,  in  twopenny  loaves  to  the  poor  at  Christmas,  for  ever,  as  the 
parish  officers  should  think  proper. 

Sir  Richard  Hill  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  20  /.,  the  profit  of  it  to  be 
paid  yearly,  for  ever. 

Mr.  Anthony  Hill,  gent.,  gave  likewise  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  20/.,  the 
profit  thereof  to  be  paid  yearly,  for  ever. 

Mr.  Edward  Harris,  gent.,  gave  to  this  parish,  20/.,  the  profit  thereof  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor  yearly,  for  ever.

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Mr.  Robert  Wood  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  10/.,  the  profit  to  he  paid  Westbury  on  Trym.

Mr.  John  Wastburow  gave  4/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  yearly,  for  ever.  continued. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hellen  gave  to  this  parish  2/.,  the  profit  thereof  to  be  paid  v ^ 

yearly  to  the  poor,  for  ever. 

John  Knight,  esquire,  gave  10/.,  the  use  of  it  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  this 


parish  and  Cote,  for  ever. 

Sir  Robert  Yeamans,  knight  and  baronet,  gave  20/.,  the  profit  thereof  to  be 
given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  weekly,  in  bread,  forever. 

Mr.  William  White,  of  Cote,  gave  10/.,  the  profit  to  be  distributed  amongst 
six  poor  people  of  the  tythingof  Westbury,  on  the  29th  September,  for  ever.” 

There  are  no  documents  to  show  when,  or  by  whom,  the  above  legacies, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  131/.  were  first  received;  but  it  appears  from  the 
order  book,  for  the  year  1729,  before  mentioned,  that  William  Phelps  had 
received,  as  the  representative  of  William  Saunders,  deceased,  the  sum  of 
82/.  18  6’.  on  account  of  several  gifts  not  specified  ; and  that  he  had  also  in  his 
hands,  at  the  same  time,  another  sum  of  20/.  on  account  of  a legacy  not  spe- 
cified, and  which  said  two  sums  of  82  /.  18s.  and  20/.  were  paid  by  the  executors 
of  the  said  William  Phelps  to  John  Taylor,  churchwarden,  in  1767,  and  were, 
together  with  the  other  legacies,  before  mentioned  to  have  been  paid  over  to 
him,  and  a balance  of  interest  amounting  to  44/.  2s.  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
the  330/.  four  per  cents,  afterwards  reduced  to  three  per  cents,  now  forming 
part  of  the  said  sum  of  1,642/.  19  s.  3d.  three  per  cents  reduced. 

The  account  of  William  Phelps  appears  in  the  vestry  order  book,  in 
page  156. 

The  dividends  of  the  stock  purchased  with  the  337/.  2s.,  after  payment  of 
10s.  in  bread,  in  reference  to  Mr.  William  Cooke’s  charity,  are  distributed  in 
money  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  about  Christmas. 


Mary  Jackson’s  Charity. 

The  following  extract  from  the  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  Jackson  is  entered  in  the  Mary  Jackson’s 
order  book  of  the  parish  for  the  year  1771  *• — Charity. 

Mrs.  Mary  Jackson,  of  Sneyd  Park,  in  the  parish  of  Westbury,  by  her  will, 
dated  18th  September  1809,  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being,  the  sum  of  100/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  out  on  government  or  real 
securities,  at  interest,  the  said  interest  to  be  applied  in  manner  following,  viz. ; 
the  sum  of  one  guinea  to  be  paid  to  the  minister,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  in 
the  church  of  Westbury,  on  the  Sunday  after  the  13th  of  July,  or  if  such  day 
fall  on  a Sunday,  then  on  such  Sunday ; and  the  remainder  of  the  interest  to 
be  laid  out  in  sixpenny  quartern  or  half  quartern  loaves  of  bread,  and  distributed 
the  same  Sunday  after  service. 

This  legacy  of  100/.  appears,  from  the  Westbury  audit  book,  to  have  been 
received  by  George  Daubeny,  the  then  churchwarden,  about  Easter  1811,  and 
by  him  invested  in  the  purchase  of  155/.  Is.  2 d.  three  per  cents  reduced,  in 
the  names  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Carrow,  Richard  Llewellyn,  George  Daubeny 
and  Charles  Ludlow  Walker.  This  now  forms  part  of  the  1,642/.  19$-  3d., 
in  the  same  stock  above-mentioned,  and  out  of  the  dividends  thereof  4/.  13s. 
per  annum  is  considered  as  the  interest  of  stock  answering  to  the  above  gift. 

Of  this  last-mentioned  sum,  one  guinea  is  annually  paid  to  the  minister  for 
a sermon  preached  on  the  13th  July,  and  the  remainder  is  distributed  in  bread 
the  same  day  among  the  poor  after  divine  service. 


Charities  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hort. 

Church  Table. — “ Thomas  Hort,  esquire,  some  time  mayor  of  the  city  of  Charities  of 
Bristol,  gave  the  sum  of  50/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid,  10s.  for  a sermon,  Mr.  and  Mrs. Hort. 
and  the  remainder  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  the  19th  day  of  November, 
yearly,  for  ever.” 

It  appears  from  the  church  book  of  this  parish,  dated  1748,  that  this  sum  of 
50/.  remained  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Ann  Hort  to  the  time  of  her  decease,  who 
paid  50s.  interest  for  the  same,  whereof  40s.  has  been  laid  out  in  bread  among 
the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  10s.  has  been  paid  to  the  minister. 

There  is  also  an  entry  in  the  vestry  audit  book,  page  58,  containing  an 
extract  from  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ann  Hort,  late  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  widow, 
dated  3d  March  1766,  as  follows  : — 

“ I give 
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“ I give  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  of  the  parish 
of  Westbury-upon-Trym,  the  sum  of  100/.,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said 
minister  and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  do  and  shall  place 
and  continue  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  out  of  the  interest  arising  there- 
from, do  and  shall  pay  unto  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  church 
of  Westbury  aforesaid,  the  yearly  sum  of  1/.  for  preaching  a sermon  in  the 
said  church  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  yearly,  for  ever,  provided  he  shall  do 
the  same ; and  as  to  the  residue  of  such  interest,  together  with  the  said  1/.,  in 
case  the  said  minister  shall  not  preach  such  yearly  sermon  on  the  said  day,  as 
often  as  such  default  shall  be  made,  do  and  shall  lay  out  the  same  in  bread,  and 
distribute  such  bread  on  the  same  day,  yearly,  for  ever,  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish  of  Westbury,  at  their  discretion.” 

In  a subsequent  entry  in  the  same  buok,  it  is  recorded,  that  on  the  9th  May 
1783,  the  vestry  having  examined  into  the  state  of  the  money  in  the  funds 
belonging  to  the  parish,  found  that  two  sums  of  50/.  and  100/.  had  been  received 
from  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Hort,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  247  /•  5 s.  7 d. 
in  the  three  per  cents  reduced,  producing  an  annual  interest  of  7/«  8s.  4 d. 
which  was  to  be  applied  in  payment  to  the  minister,  of  1 /.  10 s.  for  two  sermons, 
and  the  remainder  to  be  laid  out  and  distributed  in  bread  among  the  poor  of 
the  three  tythings  of  Westbury,  Stoke  and  Shirehampton. 

This  dividend  of  7 /•  8 s.  4 d.  continues  to  be  received  by  the  churchwarden 
of  the  parish  of  Westbury,  who  after  paying  thereout  1/.  10s.  to  the  clergyman, 
for  preaching  the  two  sermons  as  directed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hort’s  wills,  and 
a third  part  of  the  residue  to  the  tything  of  Shirehampton,  distributes  the 
remaining  two-thirds  in  bread,  among  the  poor  of  the  tythings  of  Westbury  and 
Stoke,  in  equal  proportions. 

The  sermons  are  preached  on  the  days  respectively  appointed  for  each. 

Edward  Wade’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — ■“  1756.  Edward  Wade  gave  15  s.,  payable  yearly  out  of  the 
land,  for  Olveston,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  in  fourperiny  loaves,  on  Good 
Friday,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

The  parish  have  no  deeds  in  their  possession  relative  to  this  gift,  but  they 
receive  from  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Olveston,  a rent-charge  of  15  s., 
arising  out  of  premises  in  their  possession,  which  15  s.  is  laid  out  in  bread,  and 
distributed  by  the  minister  among  the  poor,  on  Good  Friday,  in  the  vestry- 
room 

Mrs.  Mary  Jenys’s  Charity. 

An  extract  from  the  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  Jenys,  is  entered  in  a book  belonging 
to  this  parish,  called  the  Vestry  Audit  Book,  under  date  1771,  to  the  following 
effect : — 

“ Item.  I give  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Westbury-upon-Trym, 
the  sum  of  200/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  forth  at  interest  on  government  or 
good  real  security,  the  interest  whereof  I direct  shall  be  yearly  divided  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said 
receiving  alms,  by  10s.  to  each. 

The  date  of  the  will  does  not  appear. 

By  an  order  made  at  a vestry,  dated  25th  June  1771 , it  appears  that  this  sum 
of  200/.  having  been  received  by  Mr.  Robert  Parry,  the  then  churchwarden  ol 
the  parish,  from  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Mary  Jenys,  he  was  ordered  to  lay  out 
the  same  in  the  purchase  of  four  per  cent  consolidated  bank  annuities,  to  be 
added  to  the  sum  belonging  to  the  said  parish,  in  the  names  of  Robert  Jackson, 
John  Harmer,  and  John  Jenys,  esquires,  the  interest  to  be  disposed  of  agreeably 
to  the  bequest  of  the  testatrix. 

In  the  same  book,  it  is  also  recorded,  that  Mr.  Parry  having  produced  an 
account  of  the  purchase  of  stock,  pursuant  to  the  last  order,  showing  that  210/. 
capital  in  the  consolidated  four  per  cents,  had  been  bought  with  203  /.  4 s.,^ 
which  was  ol.  4 s.  more  than  the  money  he  had  received  from  the  executors  ot 
the  late  Mrs.  Jenys,  it  was  ordered,  that  for  the  present,  Mr.  Parry  should  charge 
the  31.  4 s.,  to  the  poor  account. 

The  four  per  cents  was  afterwards  reduced  to  three  per  cents,  and  the  divi- 
dends of  the  210  /.  stock  have  been  regularly  distributed  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens,  among  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish,  in  sums  of  10  s.  each,, 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  will. 
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George  Grant’s  Charity. 

Geor°e  Grant , of  the  city  of  Bristol,  by  his  will,  dated  lhth  March  1795, 
gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Westbury  - 
on-Trym,  the  sum  of  200/.,  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  upon  government 
or  good  freehold  security,  and  to  apply  the  dividends  or  produce  thereof  in 
manner  following,  viz. ; 1 /.  1 s.  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  of  Westbury,  for 
reading  prayers  and  preaching  a sermon,  in  the  forenoon  of  the  5th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, yearly,  for  ever;  8 5.  to  the  clerk  of  the  parish,  for  his  officially  attending

during 


such  service ; and  HU.  to  the  ringers  of  the  said 


parish,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  a dinner  on  that  day,  yearly,  himself 
being  formerly  one  of  that  society  ; and  the  residue  of  the  dividends  or  produce 
arising  from  the  said  sum,  after  defraying  all  reasonable  charges  and  expenses  in 
placing  out  the  same,  and  receiving  the  dividends  thereof,  should  some  time  in 
the  month  of  November,  yearly,  for  ever,  be  by  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  equally  divided  amongst  the  six  oldest,  poorest  and  most  infirm 
parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  whether  men  or  women,  without  distinction  us  to 
their  receiving  pay  from  the  said  parish  or  not ; and  in  case  the  churchwarden 
and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  should  at  any  time  omit  or  neglect  strictly  to 
execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them  by  his  said  will,  then  he  gave  the  said  sum  of 
200  /.  and  all  securities  that  might  have  been  taken  for  the  same,  together  with 
the  unapplied  dividends,  interest  or  produce  thereof,  and  all  other  dividends  to 
arise  therefrom,  to  the  treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  Bristol  infirmary,  for 
the  use  of  that  charity. 

This  sum,  after  deducting  12/.  for  the  expenses  and  duty  to  government,  was 
paid  on  the  6th  December  1797>  to  Samuel  Edwards,  esq.,  the  then  church- 
warden of  the  parish,  who  was  ordered  by  the  vestry  to  lay  out  the  same  in  the 
three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Broughton, 

Jeremy  Baker,  Samuel  Edwards,  and  Henry  Humphrys,  which  was  accordingly 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  385/.  85.  6 c/.  in  the  said  fund,  producing  annually 
11/.  9 s.  3d.,  after  deducting  2 s.  for  charges  in  collecting. 

These  dividends  are  received  regularly,  and  after  payment  of  the  several 
sums  mentioned  in  the  will,  divided  by  the  minister  and  churchwarden  of  the 
parish,  among  six  of  the  oldest  and  most  infirm  of  the  parishioners,  as  directed 
by  the  will. 

Mary  Combes’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ 1809.  Mary  Combes,  by  her  will,  of  this  date,  bequeathed  to  Marv  Comoea’s 
the  minister  and  churchwarden  of  this  parish,  100  /.  three  per  cent  stock,  to  Charily, 
pay,  divide  and  distribute  the  interest  arising  therefrom,  on  the  18th  day  of 
December,  yearly,  for  ever,  unto  and  between  such  and  so  many  poor  house- 
keepers residing  in  the  parish,  who  shall  not  receive  parochial  pay.” 

This  legacy  was  transferred  by  Mrs.  Combes’s  executor,  as  directed  by  her  will, 
and  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Carrow  and  George 
Daubeny  ; but  no  dividend  was  distributed  till  28th  December  1819,  the  prior 
dividends  having  been  applied  in  payment  of  the  duty  and  the  expense  incident 
to  the  transfer. 

The  dividend,  amounting  to  3 /.,  has  been  since  regularly  bestowed  in  equal 
sums,  by  the  minister  and  churchwarden,  among  six  poor  persons,  on  the  28th 
December,  not  receiving  parish  pay,  whose  names  are  entered  in  the  audit 
book. 

Mrs.  Mary  Webb’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mrs.  Mary  Webb,  late  of  Southmead,  in  this  parish,  gave  mrs.  Mary  Webb’s 
10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  fora  sermon,  to  be  preached  the  Sunday  Charity, 
before  Lady- day,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

The  minister  receives  10/.  3s.  Id.  for  sermons  preached  by  him,  in  which  it 
is  supposed  that  this  gift  is  included. 

Gift  of  Edward  Colston  and  others. 

Church  Table. — “ Edzvard  Colston,  esq.  gave  100/.  towards  a perpetual  augment-  Gift  of  Edward 
ation  of  a maintenance  for  the  minister  of  Westbury-upon-Trym,  which  with  CoIston  111(1  others. 
120/.,  given  by  several  of  the  parish  and  others,  and  200/.  Queen  Ann’s 
bounty  money,  made  420/,.  and  was  laid  out  in  land,  to  the  value  of  20/.  a year, 
and  settled  for  ever.” 

Rep.  18. 
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There  are  about  14  acres  of  land  known  to  be  the  property  referred  to  in  the 
table,  situate  in  the  Marsh  below  Henbury,  which  is  let  by  the  minister,  to 
a tenant,  from  year  to  year,  at  a rent  of  28  /.  per  annum. 

Fund  for  the  Minister. 

It  appears,  from  a memorandum  in  the  audit  book  of  this  parish,  that  in  the 
month  of  August  1811,  the  sum  of  905/.  16?.  8 d.  four  per  cents,  was  pur- 
chased in  the  names  of  Samuel  Edwards  (since  deceased),  Richard  Vaughan, 
George  Daubeny,  and  Edward  Webb,  with  the  sum  of  7 32/.  which  had  been 
collected  from  different  persons,  for  the  purpose  of  remunerating  the  clergy- 
man for  an  additional  duty  in  the  parish  church  of  Westbury,  on  Sundays,  and  in 
default  thereof,  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  survivor  of 
them. 

The  dividends  of  the  above  mentioned  stock,  now  reduced  to  3 I per  cent, 
and  producing  31  /.  14-  ?.  1 d.  per  annum,  are  received  through  the  old  bank  at 
Bristol,  by  the  minister,  who,  we  understand,  performs  the  additional  duty. 

Elbridge’s  School. 

By  the  decree  referred  to  in  the  account  given  in  a previous  report  of  the 
school  founded  by  John  Elbridge , in  St.  Michael’s  parish,  Bristol,  ( see  12th 
Rep.  p.  401),  it  was  ordered,  that  after  deducting  the  costs  and  charges,  as 
therein  mentioned;  the  trustees  of  that  school  should  lay  out  and  employ  the 
interest  and  dividends  of  the  stocks  therein  mentioned,  in  clothing,  in  a decent 
but  frugal  manner,  so  many  poor  girls  as  such  residue  would  extend  to  ; such 
girls  to  be  children  of  poor  persons  residing  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael, 
St.  Peter,  or  Westbury-on-Trym  ; one  third  of  such  children,  or  as  near  as 
might  be,  to  be  elected  out  of  the  said  parishes  ; and  for  want  of  such  children, 
then  to  elect  the  children  of  poor  persons  residing  in  any  adjacent  parish  or 
parishes,  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Michael,  in  the 
city  of  Bristol,  should  think  fit. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  benefit  of  the  provision  for  clothing,  as  above- 
mentioned,  has  been  extended  to  the  parish  of  Westbury,  Elbridge’s  school 
being  entirely  filled  with  the  children  of  parishioners  of  St.  Michael’s,  in 
Bristol. 

Thomas  Moore’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ 1728.  Thomas  Moore,  esquire,  late  of  Cote,  in  this  parish, 
gave  50/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  clothing  poor  housekeepers  of 
the  tything  of  Cote  only,  on  the  4th  of  January,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

No  account  can  be  given  of  this  charity.  By  the  Returns  made  to  Parliament, 
in  1786,  it  appears  that  it  was  then  considered  as  lost  to  the  parish. 

It  is  stated  in  the  same  Returns,  that  there  was  due  from  John  Lamb  two 
sums  of  10/.  85.  6d.,  and  27 /.  16?.,  upon  bonds;  but  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  trace  of  these  bonds  now  in  possession  of  the  parish,  nor  is  there  any 
account  of  any  such  benefactions,  either  in  the  tables  in  the  church,  or  in  the 
books  of  the  parish. 

Neither  is  there  any  trace  of  two  sums  of  10/.  12,?.  each,  which,  according 
to  the  same  Returns,  were  due  from  Anthony  Elsvvorth,  on  bond. 

TYTHING  OF  SHIREHAMPTON.

Christopher  Smith’s  Charity. 

Christopher  Smith , of  this  tything,  by  his  will,  dated  14th  March  1741, 
charged  his  closes  of  meadow  ground,  in  Shirehampton,  called  Thatcher’s 
Bush,  with  the  payment  of  20s.,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  minister  of  Westbury, 
for  preaching  a sermon  at  the  chapel  of  Shirehampton,  on  Good  Friday;  and 
he  also  charged  the  said  closes  with  the  payment  of  20?.  more,  yearly,  to  be 
laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  on  Good  Friday,  yearly,  to  such  poor  house- 
keepers, inhabiting  in  Shirehampton,  as  should  frequent  divine  service;  the 
distribution  thereof  to  be  in  the  chapelwarden  of  the  said  tything. 

The  40?.  has  been  paid  to  the  chapelwarden  by  Lord  Ue  Clifford,  or  by  the 
hands  of  his  steward,  for  many  years,  in  respect  of  the  piece  of  pasture  land, 
called  Thatcher’s  Bush,  situate  in  the  tything  of  Shirehampton. 

The  chapelwarden  pays  the  20?.  to  the  clergyman,  for  preaching  the  sermon 
on  Good  Friday;  and  20?.  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  every 
Good  Friday,  after  the  sermon,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  and  infirm  of  the 
tything,  as  have  attended  divine  service. 


The 
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The  Charities  of  William  Ashby,  Peter  Hunt,  Martha  Hunt, 
and  Honour  Bodmin. 

According  to  the  account  book  of  the  chapelwardens  of  Shirehampton,  and 
also  the  chapel  table,  Mr.  William  Ashby,  in  1747,  gave  10/.,  the  interest 
thereof  in  bread,  to  the  poor  of  the  tything  of  Shirehampton,  on  the  2d  of 
February,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Mr.  Peter  Hunt,  in  1752,  gave  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  the  poor  of  the 
said  tything,  in  bread,  on  Easter  Monday,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Mrs.  Martha  Hunt,  (whose  donation  is  not  stated  upon  the  chapel  table,) 
gave  2 51.,  the  interest  to  be  bestowed  upon  poor  widows  and  fatherless  children 
of  the  tything  of  Shirehampton,  on  the  23d  day  of  April,  yearly,  for  ever. 

And  Mrs.  Honour  Bodmin,  of  Shirehampton,  gave  50/.,  the  interest  of  20/. 
for  a sermon,  to  be  preached  on  the  1st  January,  in  the  chapel  of  Shirehampton, 
yearly,  for  ever;  and  the  interest  of  30/.  to  be  distributed  on  the  same  day, 
by  the  chapelwarden  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Shirehampton,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, among  the  said  poor  of  Shirehampton. 

The  principal  of  the  three  first  mentioned  sums  was  for  some  time  trusted  to 
a private  security,  and  the  50/.  of  Mrs.  Honour  Bodmin,  secured  upon  the  tolls 
of  the  Stone  turnpike ; but  all  the  said  four  principal  sums  were,  on  the  26th 
October  1801,  called  in,  and  invested  in  the  purchase  of  170/.  three  per  cents 
reduced,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Carrow,  P.  Dowding, 
and  J.  Winwood. 

An  annual  sum  of  10 s.  has  been  regularly  distributed  in  bread,  on  Can- 
dlemas-day, to  the  poor  of  Shirehampton,  in  pursuance  of  the  gift  of  William 
Ashby. 

£.  1 has  been  bestowed  in  the  same  way,  in  respect  of  Peter  Hunt’s  gift,  on 
Easter  Monday. 

And  25  s.,  called  the  Widows  Money,  appears  to  have  been  regularly  paid 
every  year,  in  reference  to  Martha  Hunt’s  charity,  to  five  poor  widows,  in  sums 
of  5s.  each. 

Twenty  shillings  is  paid  to  the  minister,  for  a sermon  preached  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  every  year,  in  satisfaction  of  Mrs.  Bodmin’s  gift;  and  24s.,  in 
respect  of  the  residue  of  her  gift,  is  annually  distributed  in  bread  among  the 
poor,  on  the  1st  January. 

Henry  Bodmin’s  Charity. 

It  appears,  by  an  extract  of  the  will  of  Henry  Bodmin,  entered  in  the  above-  Henry  Bodmin's 
mentioned  book  of  accounts,  under  date  1769,  that  he'  gave  to  the  chapel-  Charity, 
warden  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Shirehampton,  for  the  time  being,  and 
their  successors,  the  sum  of  30/.,  to  be  placed  at  interest,  and  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  Annually  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  Shirehampton,  on  the  22d  day  of 
February,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Pie  also  gave  unto  the  said  chapelwarden  and  overseers,  the  further  sum  of  30/. 
to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the  annual  interest  thereof  to  be  applied 
for  the  annual  support  of  a sermon,  to  be  preached  at  the  chapel  of  Shire- 
hampton aforesaid,  on  the  22d  day  of  February,  yearly,  for  ever,  the  service 
to  be  always  performed  after  six  o’clock  in  the  evening,  by  candle-light ; the 
remainder  of  the  interest  money,  yearly,  after  paying  for  the  candles,  and 
2 s.  6</.  to  the  clerk  for  his  attendance,  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  who  should 
officiate  and  preach  such  sermon,  to  his  own  use. 

He  also  gave,  in  like  manner,  the  further  sum  of  30/.,  to  be  by  them  and 
their  successors  placed  out  at  interest,  in  like  manner,  and  the  interest  thereof 
applied  towards  the  support  and  continuance  of  an  additional  service,  performed 
every  other  Sunday,  in  the  chapel  of  Shirehampton  aforesaid,  which  had  for 
some  years  past  been  maintained  by  a voluntary  subscription  of  the  inhabitants; 
the  interest  to  be  yearly  applied  so  long  as  such  additional  service  should  con- 
tinue to  be  performed ; but  if  the  same  should  drop  or  be  discontinued  for  the 
space  of  six  months,  then  that  the  said  sum  of  30/.  should  be  repaid  by  the 
said  chapelwarden  or  overseer,  or  their  successors,  unto  his  executors,  for  the 
use  of  the  person  or  persons  who  should  be  entitled  to  his  residuary  personal 
estate. 

The  principal  of  Mr.  Bodmin’s  gift  remained  for  some  time  in  the  hands  of 
one  of  his  executors,  and  was  afterwards  invested  in  the  purchase  of  150/.  three 
per  cents  reduced,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Carrow,  the 
incumbent,  Peter  Dowding,  and  John  Winwood. 
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£.  1.  4s.  is  paid  in  respect  of  the  first  30/.,  in  the  following  manner:  2s.  6c/. 
for  the  candles,  2s.  Gd.  to  the  clerk,  and  19s.  to  the  minister. 

And,  as  interest  of  the  second  30/.,  the  sum  of  1 /.  10s.  is  annually  paid 
to  the  minister  for  the  additional  service  at  the  chapel,  where  the  duty  is  now 
regularly  performed  on  every  Sunday,  instead  of  being  performed  only  on  the 
alternate  Sundays,  as  was  formerly  the  practice. 

£.  1.  10s.  in  respect  of  the  remaining  30/.,  is  annually  distributed  in  bread. 


PARISH  OF  YATE. 
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Edward  Yates’s  Charity. 

The  will  of  Edward  Yates  will  be  found  set  forth,  as  far  as  regards  this 
charity,  under  the  benefactions  to  Wickwar  parish,  ( see  17th  Rep.  p.  391),  which 
participates  in  a greater  proportion  in  the  benefit  derived  under  it. 

The  parish  of  Yate  being  entitled  to  apprentice  a boy  under  this  charity, 
one  turn  in  three  with  the  parish  of  Wickwar,  about  three  years  ago  exercised 
its  turn  by  sending  an  apprentice  to  London,  at  an  expense  of  40/.,  supplied 
for  that  purpose  out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  the  rector  of 
Wickwar,  for  the  time  being. 

Daniel  Belsire’s  Charity. 

By  a deed  poll,  dated  2.5th  March  1733,  John  Coopey,  of  Hall  End,  in  the 
parish  of  Yate,  clothier,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  in  performance  of  the  request 
and  appointment  of  Daniel  Belsire,  brother  of  the  said  Elizabeth,  did  thereby 
grant,  limit  and  appoint,  unto  John  Walker  and  others,  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  same  parish,  an  annuity  of  505.  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  messuage, 
tenement  or  farm,  called  Hall  End  Farm,  with  the  orchards,  gardens,  and  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging,  in  the  parish  of  Yate,  then  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Coopey  and  Elizabeth  his  wife;  to  hold  the  same  annuity  to  them,  and  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  in  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the  same  to  such  poor 
persons  of  the  parish  of  Yate  as  should  most  want  the  same,  having  or  not  having 
alms  of  the  said  parish,  in  such  manner,  parts  and  proportions,  as  the  persons 
to  whom  the  freehold  and  inheritance  of  the  said  premises  should  from  time  to 
time  descend  or  belong,  should  think  fit  and  proper,  with  power  of  distress  for 
compelling  payment  thereof. 

The  premises  called  Hall  End  Farm,  are  well  known,  and  the  annuity 
charged  thereon  has  been  regularly  given  away  by  the  proprietors  or  tenants 
of  the  farm,  at  their  discretion,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  small  sums  of 
money.  • 

It  does  not  appear  that  this  charity,  as  it  is  now  distributed,  though  conform- 
ably to  the  direction  of  the  donor,  is  made  to  answer  any  beneficial  purpose. 
On  the  day  of  distribution,  a great  number  of  the  parishioners  of  Yate  repair  to 
the  house  as  applicants  for  it,  among  whom  it  is  bestowed  on  the  spot,  in  such 
trifling  amounts  as  to  produce  no  permanent  good,  little  or  no  opportunity 
being  afforded  by  this  mode  of  distribution  of  distinguishing  the  cases  of 
the  poor.. 

Thomas  Stokes’s  Charity. 

We  find,  by  the  Returns  made  in  1786,  that  Thomas  Stohes,  in  1739.  gave 
100/.  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish  ; but  according  to  the  same  Returns, 
upon  the  strictest  inquiry  then  instituted,  no  account  of  it  could  be  obtained  from 
the  family  of  Stokes,  except  that  they  believed  it  was  lost,  as  the  donor  had  died 
on  his  return  from  the  West  Indies,  nor  could  it  be  found  in  whom  the  trust  was 
vested. 

There  is  now  no  trace  of  the  above  gift. 

Another  sum,  recorded  in  the  same  Returns,  as  coming  from  the  same 
donor,  of  100/.,  is  also  there  stated  to  have  been  lost,  and  may  now  be  con- 
sidered as  irrecoverable. 


Martha  White’s  Charity. 

Martha  White’s  We  only  introduce  this  charity  to  confirm  the  statement  respecting  the  same 
Charity.  charity  occurring  under  the  head  of  Chipping  Sodbury  parish,  ( see  17th 
Rep.  p.  385).  Nothing  has  been  received  under  it  foragreat  many  years,  and 
no  document  or  trace  respecting  it  is  now  to  be  found.  The  probability  is,  that 
if  any  portion  of  the  200/.  found  its  way  to  this  parish,  it  is  either  lost  by  the 

failure 
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failure  of  those  to  whom  it  may  have  been  entrusted,  or  sunk  in  some  expen-  Westbury  on  Trym. 
diture  at  the  time  of  its  being  received.  

John  Walker’s  Charity. 

We  find  mentioned  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  of  land  given  by  one  John  Walker’s 
John  Walker , for  Bibles  and  Testaments  to  the  poor,  said  to  produce  a rent  of  Charity. 

1 /.  per  annum ; but  according  to  the  same  Returns,  it  appears  that  the  cha-  x ^ ' 

rity  was  not  then  in  a course  of  payment.  If  the  will  was  made  in  1762,  as 
is  stated  in  the  same  Returns,  advantage  was  probably  taken  of  the  statute  of 
mortmain. 

Charities  of  William  Mason,  Esther  Mason,  and  Benjamin  Mason. 

Church  Table. — “ 1741.  Mr.  William  Mason , late  rector  of  this  parish,  and  Charities  of 
Mrs.  Esther,  his  wife,  left  to  the  poor  the  sum  of  30/.  William  Mason 

“ 1758.  Mr.  Benjamin  Mason,  their  son,  left  also  the  sum  of  350  /.  for  the  and  otliers* 
same  use  ; which  said  sums  are  now  laid  out  in  lands  in  the  parish,  the  net 
produce  of  the  said  lands  to  be  distributed  at  Christmas,  yearly,  to  twelve  such 
poor  persons  as  have  no  relief  from  the  parish,  by  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens for  the  time  being.” 

It  appears,  by  an  indenture  dated  24th  June  1761,  that  John  Skynner,  James 
Banister,  and  Watkin  Jenkins,  purchased  of  William  Townsend  and  Susannah 
Wallington,  the  representative  of  John  Wallington,  a mortgagee,  a messuage 
and  16  acres  of  land,  for  the  sum  of  330/.,  part  of  the  trust  money  then  in 
their  hands,  coming  under  the  wills  of  the  Masons,  amounting  together  to 
380/.,  which  property  was  conveyed  to  the  purchasers  without  any  reference  to 
any  charity  trusts. 

By  a deed  made  soon  afterwards,  dated  12th  May  1762,  the  same  John 
Skynner,  James  Banister,  and  Watkin  Jenkins,  conveyed  the  above-mentioned 
purchased  premises  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Wallington,  rector  of  the  said  parish, 
and  other  persons  therein  described;  to  hold  the  same  to  them,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  pay  the  clear  yearly  income  thereof,  on 
every  21st  December,  amongst  ten  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  of  Yate, 
who  should  be  inhabitants  thereof,  and  not  receiving  alms  from  the  said  parish, 
the  choice  of  which  said  poor  housekeepers  after  the  deaths  of  certain  persons 
therein  mentioned,  to  be  in  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  said  parish  of  Yate  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  when  all  but  five 
of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  trust  pre- 
mises to  the  use  of  themselves  and  fifteen  more  substantial  persons  professing  the 
Protestant  religion,  as  by  the  law  of  England  established,  whereof  the  minister 
of  the  parish  of  Yate  for  the  time  being  should  be  one,  eight  to  be  inhabitants 
of  the  said  parish  of  Yate,  and  the  other  six  or  more  to  be  inhabitants  of  some  or 
other  of  the  neighbouring  parishes,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  distance  from  Yate, 
and  residing  within  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  in  trust,  for  the  several 
intents  and  purposes  aforesaid,  or  as  near  as  might  be  thereto. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  6th  and  7th  April  1815,  between 
Robert  Sherborne,  therein  described,  of  the  first  part ; Frances  Spencer,  widow, 
and  Mary  Cater,  spinster,  of  the  second  part ; John  Walker,  Toby  Walker, 

Sturge  William  Ludlow,  William  Hobbs  and  John  Walter,  of  the  third  part ; the 
hereditaments  therein  mentioned  were  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Walker  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned,  in  exchange 
for  the  said  charity  lands  ; the  lands  so  taken  by  the  trustees  were  therein 
described  as  follows  : a messuage  or  tenement  known  by  the  name  of  Warren, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Yate,  with  the  barn,  yard  and  garden  thereunto  adjoining, 
containing  according  to  a late  admeasurement,  2a.  & 3p.  ; a close  of  ground 
called  the  Long  Leaze,  containing  by  admeasurement,  4 a.  2r.  18p.  ; a close 
of  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  called  the  Barn  Leaze,  containing  by  admea- 
surement 4 a.  3r.  ; a close  of  meadow  or  pasture,  called  the  Riding,  containing 
by  admeasurement,  5 a.  Sc  37 p.  ; and  a close  of  meadow  or  pasture,  for  many 
years  past  in  the  possession  of  Samuel  Shipp,  containing  by  estimation,  one 
acre  ; and  by  subsequent  deeds  of  lease  and  release,  the  charity  lands  were 
conveyed  by  the  trustees  to  the  said  Robert  Sherborne,  Frances  Spencer,  and 
Mary  Carter. 

I he  lands  so  reciprocally  transferred  were  nearly  equal  in  quantity  ; but  the 
charity  is  said  to  have  had  an  advantage  in  the  quality  and  situation  of  the 
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land  taken  by  the  trustees,  on  which,  also,  a dwelling-house  and  buildings 
were  standing,  there  being  none  on  the  land  they  parted  with. 

The  charity  property  is  all  let  to  one  tenant,  from  year  to  year,  and  the  rent 
now  32 /.  per  annum,  the  tenant  paying  all  taxes,  has  hitherto  been  regularly 
paid  to  one  of  the  feoffees,  by  whom  it  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens. 

The  charity  has  been  distributed,  for  want  of  an  accurate  acquaintance  with 
the  terms  of  the  deed,  among  a number  much  exceeding  ten,  including  persons 
who  answer  one  part  of  the  description,  being  parishioners,  and  not  inhabitants ; 
but,  it  is  intended  in  future,  to  confine  the  charity  to  persons  dwelling  in  the 
parish,  and  not  exceeding  the  number  of  ten,  as  prescribed  by  the  deed. 

Out  of  the  residue  of  the  property  coming  under  the  charity  of  the  Masons, 
making  together  380/.,  27/.  was  applied  in  the  manner  which  will  be  made  to 
appear  in  the  case  next  immediately  following,  which,  with  the  330/.,  the  above 
mentioned  purchase-money,  accounts  for  357/.,  leaving  23/.  yet  remaining, 
which  probably  was  absorbed  in  the  costs  of  the  conveyance. 

John  Atwells’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  dated  6th  March  1762,  between  John  Cater,  of  the  first  part; 
Thomas  Motley,  of  the  second  part;  and  Samuel  Stokes,  of  the  third  part; 
reciting,  amongst  other  things,  that  Samuel  Stokes  had  agreed  with  Thomas 
Motley  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  close  of  ground,  therein  mentioned,  for  the 
sum  of  90 /.,  of  which  sum  43/.  15s.  was  to  be  paid  to  John  Cater,  iii 
satisfaction  of  his  mortgage  upon  the  premises  ; and  46/.  5s.,  the  residue  thereof, 
to  the  said  Thomas  Motley,  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  premises  ; It  is 
witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Cater  and  Thomas  Motley  did,  in  consideration 
of  the  said  sums  so  respectively  paid  to  them,  convey  to.  and  to  the  use  of 
the  said  Samuel  Stokes,  the  close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground  called  Well 
Riding,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres. 

And  by  a subsequent  indenture,  dated  20th  August  1766,  reciting  tne  said 
last  mentioned  indenture,  and  further,  that  the  said  sum  of  90/.,  the  purchase 
money  for  the  said  premises,  consisted  of  monies  deposited  and  left  with  him, 
the  said  Samuel  Stokes,  by  William  Shipp,  one  of  the  churchwardens  of  the 
parish,  and  by  Richard  Wallington,  the  rector  of  the  said  parish,  viz.  by  the  said 
William  Shipp,  the  said  sum  of  63/.  being  a legacy  given  by  JohnAtxcells,  deceased, 
to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Yate,  aforesaid,  to  be  placed  out 
at  interest,  and  the  produce  to  be  applied  in  binding  out  poor  children  of  the 
same  parish  apprentices,  and  by  the  said  Richard  Wallington,  the  sum  of  27/., 
residue  of  the  said  90/.,  being  part  of  a legacy  given  by  Mr.  Mason,  deceased, 
in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  as  was  in  his  will  more 
particularly  mentioned,  in  order  to  be  by  the  said  Samuel  Stokes  invested  in  the 
said  premises,  for  the  better  security  thereof,  and  which  close  of  ground  it  was 
intended  should  be  afterwards  conveyed  over  by  him,  the  said  Samuel  Stokes, 
to  feoffees,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  dispose  of  the  same  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  yearly,  to  the  several  uses  mentioned  in  the  said  wills  of  the  said  Mr. 
Atwells  and  Mason,  respecting  the  same,  in  proportion  to  the  several  sums  paid 
towards  the  purchase  of  the  said  close  and  premises  ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the 
said  Samuel  Stokes  did  thereby  grant  and  confirm  unto  and  to  the  use  of  Sir 
Francis  Knolles  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  before  mentioned  close 
of  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  called  Well  Riding,  with  its  appurtenances,  upon 
the  trusts  above  respectively  referred  to. 

The  close  in  question  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  and  let  by  the 
churchwardens  to  a yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of  7/-  10s.,  the  tenant  paying  all 
taxes;  but  it  is  intended  to  give  the  present  tenant  notice  to  quit,  for  the  sake  of 
trying  whether  a better  rent  cannot  be  obtained. 

The  whole  produce  of  this  property  is  made  conducive  to  the  purpose  of 
John  Atwells’s  will,  by  being  bestowed  when  it  reaches  a sufficient  amount,  in 
apprenticing  some  poor  boy  of  the  parish. 

The  account  of  the  expenditure  is  regularly  kept  in  a book,  which  was 
produced.

PARISH  OF  HUNTLEY. 

Poor’s  Land. 

By  an  inquisition  taken  the  29th  May  1656,  before  the  commissioners  acting 
under  the  statute  made  for  charitable  uses,  it  was  found  that  John  White,  John 
Draper,  Thomas  Taylor  and  Edward  White,  inhabitants  of  Huntley,  were  by 
a feoffment  made  to  them,  dated  November,  20  Elizabeth,  seised  of  a house  or 
tenement,  with  a garden,  and  divers  parcels  of  building,  in  length  between 
the  land  called  the  Horsepool  and  the  Well  there,  and  in  breadth  between  the 
king’s  highway  and  the  common,  called  Huntley  Heath  ; of  another  parcel  of 
land  called  Deans,  in  Huntley  aforesaid,  containing,  by  estimation,  three 
parts  of  an  acre;  and  of  another  parcel  of  land,  in  Huntley  aforesaid,  in  a 
field  there,  called  Bylesse,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  parts  of  an  acre, 
in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Huntley,  and 
other  charitable  uses,  within  the  said  parish  ; and  that  John  White,  Thomas 
Taylor  and  Edward  White,  were  all  dead;  and  that  John  Draper  had  survived, 
them,  and  died,  leaving  Michael  Draper,  his  son  and  heir  ; and  it  was  further 
found,  that  certain  persons,  therein  mentioned,  pretended  title  to  the  said 
premises,  by  colour  of  a deed  of  feoffment,  dated  1st  March,  14  Car.  1,  by 
which  deed,  if  any  thing  passed,  it  was  was  not  made  in  pursuance  of  the  trust, 
there  being  no  mention  therein  made,  to  what  uses  or  upon  what  trusts  they 
should  hold  the  same,  whereby  it  was  to  be  feared  that  the  said  premises  might 
be  wholly  misconverted  from  the  original  and  principal  end  first  given  and 
settled. 

The  said  commissioners,  by  their  writing  under  seal,  dated  22d  July  1656, 
reciting  the  said  inquisition,  did  decree,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties  so 
claiming  or  pretending  title,  and  of  all  others  of  the  parish  then  present,  that 
the  said  Michael  Draper,  and  all  others  claiming  or  pretending  to  any  estate  of 
inheritance  in  the  said  messuage  and  lands,  should  execute  a conveyance  of  all 
his  and  their  title  and  interest  in  the  said  lands  and  premises,  to  the  six  persons 
therein  named,  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  Huntley  aforesaid,  and  to  their 
heirs,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  messuage  and  lands  might  be  continued  in 
perpetuity  to  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid. 

And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  as  often  as  any  three  of  the  said  feoffees 
should  happen  to  die,  the  other  three  surviving  should  re-enfeoff  others,  with 
other  directions  for  the  better  preserving  the  said  lands,  to  the  intent  and 
purpose  aforesaid. 

It  then  appears,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  decree,  the  said  Michael 
Draper  executed  such  deed  as  the  decree  directed. 

The  jurors  in  the  same  inquisition  having  further  found,  that  there  remained 
in  the  hands  of  one  William  Hopton,  of  Huntley,  10/.,  and  in  the  hands  of 
John  White,  of  the  same  place,  10/.  more,  formerly  given  to  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  by  Henry  Woodward,  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  which  money,  it 
was  desired  might  be  laid  out  upon  a piece  of  land,  and  settled  on  feoffees, 
for  the  good  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  for  ever;  the  said  commissioners 
ordered,  that  the  said  Hopton  and  White  should  pay  in  the  said  two  sums  of 
10/.,  to  the  six  trustees,  to  be  laid  out  as  aforesaid  ; and  in  pursuance  of  the 
directions  aforesaid,  the  trustees,  with  10/.  more  added  to  the  said  20/.,  did, 
by  deed,  dated  20th  November  1663,  purchase  a piece  of  pasture  ground, 
called  Barnass,  lying  in  Huntley  aforesaid,  being  about  one  acre  and  an  half, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  1st  August,  2 Jac.  2,  the  said  premises,  including 
the  parcel  of  land,  called  Barnass,  were  conveyed  to  the  new  feoffees  therein 
mentioned,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  inhabitants  and  men  of  the 
parish  of  Huntley  aforesaid. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  18th  April  1726,  the  same  premises  were  conveyed 
to  the  persons  therein  mentioned,  as  new  trustees,  together  with  the  rector  or 
minister  of  the  said  parish  of  Huntley,  for  the  time  being;  to  hold  the  same 
to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  successors  respectively,  to  and  for  the  use 
and  behoof  of  the  poor  inhabitants  and  men  of  Huntley  aforesaid. 

And  in  a subsequent  indenture,  dated  24th  May  1789,  we  find  the  same 
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practice  adopted,  of  introducing  the  rector  among  the  new  feoffees,  to  hold 
upon  the  same  trusts.  The  last  indenture  of  feoffment  is  dated  11th  March 
180G,  whereby  the  above  premises  were  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  including 
the  rector  of  the  parish,  and  his  successors,  for  the  time  being. 

According  to  the  table  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  which  contains  rather 
a full  statement  of  the  property  and  trusts  of  this  charity,  a part  of  the  ori- 
ginal premises,  now  called  the  Church  House,  was  given  up  to  parish  uses, 
and  therefore  not  included  in  the  feoffments,  being  permitted  to  be  occupied 
by  such  poor  as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  have  thought  fit  to  put  in. 

There  remain,  however,  two  distinct  tenements,  to  one  of  which  is  annexed 
a barn,  workshop  and  small  garden. 

The  premises,  called  Deans  and  Bylass,  consisting  each  respectively  of  three 
quarters  of  an  acre  of  arable  land,  and  the  piece  of  pasture  ground,  called 
Barnass,  consisting  of  one  acre  and  an  half,  lie  at  a small  distance  from  the 
tenements  above  mentioned,  within  the  parish  of  Huntley. 

The  tenement,  above  mentioned  to  have  been  built  by  the  trustees,  is  let 
to  the  parish  as  a receptacle  for  their  poor,  for  which  they  pay  a rent  of  1 /.  10s. 
per  annum.  The  other  tenement,  above  mentioned,  together  with  the  two 
pieces  of  arable  land,  Deans  and  Bylass,  are  under  a lease  for  seven  years, 
commencing  from  November  last,  at  the  rent  of  10/.  per  annum.  Barnass  is 
under  a similar  lease,  at  the  rent  of  six  guineas  only. 

The  premises,  called  Deans  and  Bylass,  together  with  the  above-mentioned 
tenement,  were  before  this  last  lease,  let,  for  seven  guineas  only. 

The  income  of  this  charity,  after  some  outgoings  for  keeping  the  tenements 
in  repair,  has  been  distributed  among  fifty  or  sixty  poor  persons  (whether  re- 
ceiving alms  or  not)  of  the  parish,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  minister,  a list 
being  kept  of  the  persons  receiving  the  benefaction. 

We  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  distributing  the  charity  among  the  poor 
not  living  on  parish  pay,  in  unequal  amounts,  proportioned  to  the  different 
cases  of  the  persons  relieved ; and  we  have  observed  upon  the  practice  of  the 
feoffees,  renewing  their  own  body  without  the  concurrence  of  the  principal 
inhabitants  in  vestry,  as  prejudicial  to  the  maintenance  and  due  exercise  of  the 
charity. 

Samuel  Hawkins’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Hawkins’s  Samuel  Hawkins,  by  his  will,  dated  8th  November  1804,  gave  to  his  exe- 
Cliarity.  cutors,  thereinafter  named,  the  sum  of  200/.,  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same  within 
two  years  after  the  death  of  him  the  said  testator,  in  the  names  of  the  rector  or 
vicar,  and  the  churchwardens,  of  the  parish  of  Huntley,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  and  their  successors,  in  government  or  good  securities;  and 
directed,  that  the  said  trustees  should  out  of  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof, 
pay  to  the  said  rector,  or  vicar  or  curate.  2/.  2s.,  provided  one  of  them  should 
preach  a sermon,  the  text  being  sixth  chapter  of  Micah,  in  the  said  parish,  of 
a morning,  annually,  on  New  Year’s  day,  for  ever,  and  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the 
said  parish  church,  provided  the  100th  psalm  of  the  old  version  be  then  sung, 
10s.  6d.  ; and  if  any  set  of  singers  should  be  assembled  in  the  said  church  on 
that  day,  to  pay  to  them  11.  1 5.  for  singing ; and  to  the  sexton  of  the  said 
parish,  105.  Gr/.,  provided  such  respective  persons  did  respectively  perform 
their  duty,  but  not  otherwise  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should,  out  of  such 
interest  and  dividends,  layout  1/.  Is.  in  buying  sixpenny  loaves,  to  be  distri- 
buted to  such  poor  persons  who  should  attend  divine  service  there  on  that  day ; 
and  he  directed,  that  the  said  trustees  should  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the 
said  unapplied  interest  and  dividends,  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  James 
Belson,  then  late  of  the  said  parish,  during  his  life,  and  after  his  decease  to 
any  of  his  kindred ; and  in  case  such  persons  should  not  make  out  ther  kindred 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  trustees,  they  should  pay  and  apply  the  same  to 
and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  two  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish  ot 
Huntley,  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  in  their  discretion  think 
proper. 

The  200/.  was  paid  by  the  executors,  and  invested  in  the  purchase  of  281/. 
I6*s.  three  per  cents  reduced,  which  produces  a dividend  of  8/.  9s.  per  annum. 
It  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Beale,  the  late  rector,  and 
others,  and  is  received  through  Turner’s  bank  at  Gloucester. 

The  churchwardens  receive  the  dividends,  and  pay  21.  2s.  to  the  rector  for 
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the  sermon,  which  is  preached  as  directed.  One  guinea  is  paid  to  the  singers 
for  sinking  the  100th  psalm  ; the  sexton  and  clerk  receive  their  annual  guinea. 
One  guinea  is  distributed  in  bread.  Two  females,  Mary  Bickerton,  and  Eliza- 
beth Parsons,  receive  1/.  12.v.  each,  as  being  the  relations  of  John  Belson. 

The  accounts  of  the  charity  appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept. 

Charities  of  William  Ellis  and  Kennedy. 

It  appears  by  a memorandum  in  the  old  register,  that  Mr.  William  Ellis  g ave, 
by  wili,  in  1G88,  10/.  lor  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Huntley. 

And  that  the  Lord  Kennedy  gave  2/.,  which  made  12/.,  the  interest  of  which 
was  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  to  the  poor  at  Christmas  ; which 
money  was  put  into  the  hands  of  two  of  the  feoffees,  who  gave  the  bread 
regularly  for  many  years,  but  that  one  of  the  same  feoffees,  John  Bird,  becoming 
very  poor,  51.  out  of  the  12/.  was  lost  at  his  death,  and  the  remaining  7 /• 
came  to  the  hands  of  one  Thomas  Wintle. 

We  find  that  the  said  7 /•  came  afterwards  into  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  John 
Mosse,  late  rector,  who  died  in  1797-  His  successors  in  the  living  have  con- 
sidered themselves  responsible  for  this  money,  and  have  accordingly  laid  out  the 
interest  at  five  per  cent,  in  bread,  and  distributed  it  among  the  poor  at  Christmas. 

John  Wyman’s  Charity. 

In  the  same  register,  it  is  stated,  that  John  Wyman , of  Gloucester,  gave  5 /., 
by  will,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  to  the  poor  on  St.  John’s 
day,  December  27th. 

This  5 l.  came  into  the  hands  of  the  rector  of  the  parish,  and  has  been  applied, 
by  the  ministers  for  the  time  being,  in  the  same  way  as  the  last  before-mentioned 
benefaction. 

Elizabeth  FIartland’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Ilartland,  daughter  of  the  said  Thomas  Wyman,  -appears,  by  the 
table  in  the  church,  “ to  have  given  in  her  life-time  20/.,  the  interest  thereof, 
for  ever,  to  be  distributed  as  follows:  5s.  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  to 
the  poor  on  December  27th,  and  the  other  Ids.  to  be  paid  for  teaching  two  or 
more  children  of  the  parish  to  read.” 

Agreeably  to  the  above  directions,  5s.  are  laid  out  bv  the  minister  in  bread  at 
the  time  appointed ; and  the  15  s.  are  paid  to  a schoolmistress  in  the  parish,  for 
teaching  two  poor  children  to  read  and  say  their  catechism. 
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PARISH  OF  LONGHOPE. 

Charities  of  Thomas  Nourse  and  Nourse  Yate. 

Church  Table. — “ Thomas  Nourse,  of  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  gentle-  Longhope. 

man,  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  gave  unto  ten  ancient  people  of  the  same  — 

parish,  10  s.  a piece,  to  buy  them  clothes  against  Christmas  every  year,  for  ever  ; ,r.  Clmr‘ties  of 
and  also  gave  the  yearly  sum  of  5/.  for  the  placing  out  of  an  apprentice,  in  Nourse  Yate. 
some  market  town,  to  a trade  there,  the  same  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish,  out  of  the  profits  of  the  parsonage  of  Longhope 
aforesaid,  which  said  apprentices  are  to  be  placed  out  by  the  said  church- 
wardens, by  and  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  chiefest  and  most 
substantial  men  of  the  said  parish,  and  not  otherwise. 

Nourse  Yate,  of  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  esquire,  endowed  the  vicarage 
of  Longhope  aforesaid  with  the  great  tithes,  and  gave  them  to  the  church  for 
ever,  paying  out  of  the  same  the  said  10/.  a year,  which  was  charged  thereon 
by  the  said  Thomas  Nourse,  gentleman,  for  the  clothing  ten  poor  people,  and 
apprenticing  a poor  child,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

The  said  annual  sum  of  10/.,  so  charged  upon  the  great  tithes,  is  paid  to  the 
churchwardens,  and  brought  to  account  with  their  other  receipts  and  payments. 

It  is  not  found,  that  the  51.  so  given  to  buy  cloth  every  Christmas  for  ten 
ancient  people,  can  be  made  to  extend  usefully  to  more  than  five  persons,  at  the 
present  price  of  cloth,  in  one  year.  Out  of  ten  persons  selected  as  the  proper 
objects  of  the  benefaction,  the  same  five  receive  it  in  every  second  year. 

The  51.  for  apprenticing  is  suffered  to  accumulate  for  two  or  three  years,  so 
as  to  raise  enough  to  settle  the  boy  with  a good  master.  The  disposition  of  the 
money  is  regularly  brought  to  account. 

Thomas  Hodges’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Hodges,  by  his  will,  dated  19th  February  1735,  devised  to  and  to  Thomas  Hodges’s 
the  use  of  the  several  persons  therein  mentioned,  all  that  his  freehold  piece  or  Charity. 
Rep.  18.  T t parcel 
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parcel  of  arable  or  pasture  land,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Longhope,  containing, 
by  estimation,  three  acres,  known  by  the  name  of  Broom’s  Pool,  in  trust,  that 
they  should  pay  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
said  parish  for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  buying  so  much  linen 
cloth  as  should  be  necessary  for  the  making  of  shirts  or  shifts  for  eight  ancient 
persons  of  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  who  received  alms  of  the  said  parish, 
such  as  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
or  the  majority  of  them,  should  annually  name  and  appoint.  The  trustees, 
when  reduced  to  the  number  of  two,  were  to  convey  the  premises  unto  five 
others,  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  such  as  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being,  or  the  majority  of  them, 
should  appoint,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid.  The  charges  of  the  conveyance  to 
be  deducted  out  of  the  rents  and  profits. 

The  trust  property  is  a piece  of  arable  land  in  the  parish  of  Longhope, 
which  has  been  conveyed  to  successive  new  feoffees  for  the  parish,  the  last  con- 
veyance being  dated  2d  June  1824. 

The  rent  of  the  land,  which  is  now  4/.  a year,  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
is  laid  out  by  them  annually,  about  Christmas,  in  linen  garments  for  poor  old 
people,  which  expenditure  is  regularly  brought  to  account. 

The  Parish  Charity  Lands. 

By  an  inquisition  taken  at  Cirencester,  on  the  22d  September  1599,  before 
certain  commissioners  appointed  under  the  43d  of  Elizabeth,  it  was  found,  that 
about  60  years  before  that  time,  two  persons  therein  mentioned  were  seised  as 
survivng  feoffees  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  situate  in  Long- 
hope and  Mitchell  Dean,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  therein  particularly 
enumerated  and  described,  in  trust,  and  to  the  intent,  that  the  fines,  issues 
and  profits  of  the  trust  premises  ahould  be  disposed  of  to  the  purposes  therein- 
after declared,  viz.  ; to  the  reparations  of  the  parish  church  of  Longhope,  setting 
forth  of  soldiers,  and  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  impotent  people  and  orphans 
within  the  said  parish,  also,  of  maimed  soldiers  and  prisoners  in  the  common  gaol 
within  the  said  county  ; that  the  said  surviving  feoffees,  at  the  request  of  the 
parishioners  of  Longhope,  and  according  to  the  trust  in  them  reposed,  had  con- 
veyed the  said  premises  to  Richard  Wintle,  Richard  Hannins,  and  divers  others, 
since  deceased,  upon  trust ; that  the  same  feoffees  should  stand  seised  thereof, 
to  the  uses  and  purposes  before  mentioned  ; and  that  the  same  feoffees  should 
again,  according  to  the  ancient  course,  at  the  request  of  the  residue  of  the 
parishioners,  or  the  more  part,  of  them,  re -enfeoff  such  other  persons,  as  the  same 
parishioners  or  the  more  part  of  them  should  nominate  and  appoint,  upon  the 
like  trusts  as  before  declared ; that  the  said  Richard  Wintle  and  Richard  Han- 
nins,  proposing  by  fraud  and  deceit  to  defeat  the  charitable  uses  before  men- 
tioned, had  not  only  refused  to  re-enfeoff  over  the  premises  to  such  other 
persons  nominated  as  aforesaid,  but  also  having  gotten  into  their  hands  divers 
of  the  ancient  deeds,  had  made  secret  estates  to  persons  unknown,  without  such 
consent  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  which  inquisition  the  said  commissioners  adjudged  and  decreed,  that 
the  said  leases  should  be  void,  and  that  every  person  claiming  any  estate  under 
the  said  Richard  Hannins  and  Richard  Wintle  should  be  seised  thereof,  to  the 
charitable  uses  before  expressed  ; and  that  the  said  Richard  Hannins  and 
Richard  Wintle,  and  all  persons  claiming  any  interest  in  the  premises,  under 
them,  should  upon  request,  convey  the  same  to  twelve  or  more  discreet 
persons  of  Longhope,  aforesaid,  such  as  the  greatest  part  of  the  parishioners 
should  approve  of,  and  deliver  over  the  deeds  and  evidences  in  the  manner 
therein  mentioned ; and  they  further  decreed,  that  all  leases  and  grants  there- 
after to  be  made  of  the  said  premises  for  the  most  profit,  according  to 
to  the  intent  of  the  donors,  should  be  good  and  available  in  law,  so  as  the  same 
should  be  granted  with  the  consent  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish 
for  the  time  being,  and  six  of  the  most  substantial  persons  of  the  said  parish  or 
more  ; and  further,  that  all  other  leases  and  grants  not  so  made,  should  be  void  ; 
that  all  the  rents,  fines,  issues  and  profits  arising  from  the  said  premises,  should 
be  received,  collected  and  granted  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  for 
the  time  being,  and  by  them,  with  the  consent  of  the  feoffees,  be  employed  and 
bestowed  to  the  uses,  purposes  and  intents  before  mentioned and  lastly,  they 
decreed,  that  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  upon  their  departure  out  of 
office,  should  make  and  yield  to  the  succeeding  churchwardens,  a true  and  per- 
fect account  of  all  the  rents,  fines  and  profits  by  them  received,  out  of,  or  for  the 
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said  premises,  and  should  well  and  truly  pay  over  to  the  next  churchwardens,  to 
the  use  of  the  said  parish,  and  to  be  employed  to  the  good,  godly  and  charitable 
uses  as  aforesaid,  all  such  arrearages,  as  they  or  either  of  them  should  owe  to 
the  said  parish. 

The  lands  and  tenements  contained  and  enumerated  in  the  said  inquisition, 
have  been  regularly  brought  down  by  successive  feoffments  to  the  present 
feoffees,  the  last  indenture  being  dated  28th  May  1824.  They  are  upwards  of 
twenty  in  number,  all  inhabitants  of  the  parish. 

The  trust  lands  are  thus  described  in  an  old  table  of  benefactions  : — 

“ 1. — One  messuage  and  15  acres  of  land  in  Longhope,  were  given  by 
John  Palmer,  gent.,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  the  Second. 

“ 2. — Some  lands  were  given  to  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  by  John 
Bodejiham,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Fifth. 

“ 3. — Some  lands  were  given  to  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  by  John 
Appleby,  gent.,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Sixth. 

“ 4. — A messuage  and  lands  in  Longhope  were  given  by  Richard  Elly,  of 
Mitchel  Dean,  gent.,  in  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
the  Seventh. 

“ 5. — A tenement  in  Mitchel  Dean,  and  some  lands  in  Longhope,  were  given 
to  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  by  Walter  Gifford,  otherwise  Pekks,  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  the  Seventh. 

“ 6. — Some  lands  were  given  to  the  parish  of  Longhope,  by  Thomas  Bond, 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Seventh. 

“ 7* — Some  lands  were  given  to  the  said  parish  of  Longhope,  by  John  Gwin, 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth.” 

The  lands  lie  dispersedly  within  the  parish  of  Longhope,  except  a small  tene- 
ment in  Mitchel  Dean,  but  they  are  marked  and  defined  by  ancient  bounds^ 
and  it  is  not  apprehended  that  any  part  has  been  lost  or  alienated. 

They  are  let  in  different  lots  to  about  eighteen  tenants,  the  aggregate  amount 
of  the  rents  being  usually  from  130/.  to  140/.  a year. 

The  two  churchwardens  receive  respectively  a moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits, 
and  each  makes  up  a distinct  account  of  his  own  receipts  and  disbursements, 
which  is  laid  before  the  vestry,  to  be  audited  on  Easter  Tuesday. 

The  first  objects  of  expenditure  are  the  repairs  of  the  charity  premises ; 
next  the  repairs  of  the  church,  substantial  and  ornamental ; the  residue  is  laid 
out  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  MINSTERWORTH. 

Charities  of  Daniel  Ellis,  Jeremiah  Hawkins,  and  Susannah  Crump. 

Daniel  Ellis,  by  his  will,  dated  26th  January  1784,  gave  to  trustees  therein 
named,  the  sum  of  100/.,  which  he  desired  them  to  lay  out  in  erecting  a school- 
house  for  the  use  of  the  school  endowed  by  his  late  mother-in-law,  Susannah 
Crump,  at  Minsterworth. 

This  donation  of  100/.  remained  for  upwards  of  twenty  years  in  the  hands  of  a 
banker,  at  4 per  cent  per  annum,  till  with  the  accumulated  interest  there  was 
a sufficient  sum  to  defray  the  expense  of  erecting  a school-house,  which  was 
effected  in  the  year  1808,  or  about  that  time. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  17th  October  1810,  between  Jeremiah  Hawkins, 
of  Minsterworth,  esquire,  of  the  one  part ; and  John  Pauncefoot  Hawkins, 
Thomas  Turner,  William  Viner  Ellis,  and  Joseph  Hawkins  the  younger,  of  the 
other  part ; it  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  intention  of  the  said 
Jeremiah  Hawkins  to  give  the  piece  of  ground  thereinafter  described,  for  a 
charity  school  to  be  erected  thereon,  with  a certain  sum  of  money  given  for  the 
erection  of  a charity  school  by  the  will  of  Daniel  Ellis,  late  of  the  city  of 
Gloucester  ; and  that  upon  the  same  piece  of  ground  a messuage  had  accord- 
ingly been  erected,  in  execution  of  such  the  intention  of  the  said  Jeremiah 
Hawkins,  he  the  said  Jeremiah  Hawkins  did  thereby  grant  unto  the  said  William 
Viner  Ellis,  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  situate  in  the  parish  of  Minsterworth 
aforesaid,  containing  by  estimation  forty  perches,  bounded  on  the  north  end  by 
the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Gloucester  to  Newnham,  together  with  a free 
footway  of  the  width  of  six  feet  or  thereabouts,  for  the  mistress  and  children  of 
the  said  school,  and  persons  having  immediate  business  with  them,  through  the 
west  side  of  a messuage,  garden  and  land  of  the  said  Jeremiah  Hawkins,  to  the 
church  path  or  footway,  tor  the  better  accommodation  of  the  said  mistress  and 
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children  in  going  to  and  from  church  and  elsewhere ; to  hold  the  said  premises 
to  the  said  William  Viner  Ellis,  and  his  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  said  John 
Pauncefoot  Hawkins,  Thomas  Turner,  Joseph  Hawkins,  and  the  said  William 
Viner  Ellis,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  school. 

In  aid  of  the  above  establishment  the  annuity  derived  under  the  following 
deed  has  been  usefully  applied. 

By  indenture,  dated  loth  November  1763,  between  Susannah  Crump,  of 
Minsterworth,  widow,  of  the  one  part;  and  Charles  Barrow,  and  Daniel  Lysons, 
esquire,  of  the  other  part ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Susannah  Crump,  for  the 
considerations  therein  mentioned,  did  thereby  grant  an  anivaity  of  4/1,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  a messuage,  farm  and  lands,  of  her  the  said  Susannah  Crump, 
situate  in  the  tything  of  Rodley,  in  the  parish  of  Westbury,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  then  in  the  holding  of  Elizabeth  Cowles,  wridow  ; to  hold  the  said 
annuity  to  the  said  Charles  Barrow  and  Daniel  Lysons,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  vicar  of  Minsterworth,  and  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  that  parish  for  the  time  being,  to  receive  the 
said  annuity  on  the  days  therein  mentioned,  to  the  intent  that  the  same  should 
be  paid  and  applied  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  a discreet  schoolmistress,  who 
should  reside  within  the  said  parish,  and  from  time  to  time  instruct  in  reading 
ten  poor  children  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish,  and  at  a place  called 
Elmore’s  Back,  near  adjoining  thereto ; such  children  to  be  chosen  into  and 
removed  out  of  the  said  school  by  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
said  parish  for  the  time  being,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  as  they  in  their  discre- 
tion should  think  proper ; and  the  same  deed  contained  a power  for  the  vicar 
and  churchwardens  to  enforce  payment  by  the  usual  means  of  entry  and  distress. 

There  is  a small  building  standing  upon  about  a quarter  of  an  acre  of  ground, 
in  the  parish  of  Minsterworth,  derived  under  the  above  gifts  of  Mr.  Ellis  and 
Mr.  Hawkins,  in  which  house  there  is  a room  on  the  ground  floor  used  for  the 
school,  the  other  apartments  being  occupied  by  the  schoolmistress,  who  teaches 
the  poor  children  of  the  parish  to  read. 

The  estate  in  the  hamlet  of  Rodley,  at  Westbury  upon  Severn,  charged  by 
Susannah  Crump  with  the  annuity  of  4/.,  was  a short  time  ago  purchased  by 
a Mr.  William  Jackson,  and  has  devolved  upon  Mr.  John  Jackson,  his  son,  the 
present  possessor. 

The  said  annuity  of  4 </.  is  paid  to  the  mistress  of  the  school  above  mentioned, 

w'ho  is  appointed  by  Mr.  Jeremiah  Hawkins  and  Mr.  William  Viner  Ellis,  the 

surviving  trustees.  T TT  » ^ 

° John  Hiett  s Charity. 

John  Hiett , by  his  will,  dated  September  5th,  1719,  amongst  other  things, 
gave  unto  Thomas  Bland  and  Conrade  de  Gills,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  the 
yearly  sum  of  10/.,  to  commence  at  the  end  of  two  years  next  after  the  decease 
of  him,  the  said  testator,  and  his  wife,  to  be  paid  with  and  for  the  putting  forth 
an  apprentice  once  in  tw?o  years,  the  son  of  some  poor  man,  to  be  born  in  the 
parish  of  Minsterworth,  such  as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said 
parish  should  nominate  and  choose ; but  his  will  was,  that  if  there  should  be 
any  poor  man’s  son  of  the  name  of  Hiett  or  Phelps  in  the  said  parish,  then 
such  boys  should  from  time  to  time  be  preferred. 

This  10/.  a year  is  charged  upon  an  estate  in  Herefordshire,  nowr  the  property 
of  Lady  Boughton,  and  is  regularly  paid. 

A poor  boy  of  the  parish  is  put  out  apprentice  every  twTo  years  ; and  while 
there  were  any  of  the  names  of  Hiett  or  Phelps,  they  wrere  preferred. 

Joseph  Winkle’s  Charity. 

Joepli  Winkle,  by  his  will,  dated  26th  June  1722,  amongst  other  things,  gave 
to  the  parish  of  Minsterworth  the  sum  of  20/.,  for  ever,  which  sum  he  directed 
to  be  laid  out  upon  some  piece  of  ground,  and  the  rent  thereof,  yearly,  to  be 
bestowed  in  bread  on  twenty  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish,  at  Christmas,  for 
ever ; and  furthermore,  his  desire  wfas,  that  his  executor,  and  the  head  officers  of 
the  parish,  should  see  the  monies  laid  out  upon  some  piece  of  ground,  for  the 
best  advantage,  for  the  use  above  mentioned. 

To  the  20/.  given  by  Mr.  Joseph  Winkle,  a sum  of  10/.  was  added  by  the 
parish,  and  with  these  sums  wras  purchased  a piece  of  land  called  Highley 
Orchard,  which  is  about  an  acre  of  land,  planted  with  fruit-trees,  lying  in  the 
parish.  There  is  a fresh  letting  of  this  orchard,  every  year,  by  the  church- 
wardens, on  their  coming  into  office,  at  Easter.  Last  year  it  produced  31.  3s., 
and  this  year  it  is  let  for  31.  12  s. 
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The  churchwardens  lay  out  the  rent  in  bread,  and  distribute  the  same  every  Minster  worth. 
Christmas  eve,  a list  being  previously  made  out  of  the  persons  whom  they  deem  — _ 
proper  objects,  but  not,  as  it  appears,  restricting  the  benefaction  to  house-  * 

keepers,  or  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parish  pay.  Hitherto  the  bread  has  been  continued. 

distributed  at  the  church  ; but  the  churchwardens  now  undertake  to  deliver  it  v ^ / 

to  twenty  poor  housekeepers,  as  directed  by  the  will,  at  their  own  houses, 
confining  it  to  such  as  are  not  habitually  upon  the  parish  books. 

John  Harris’s  Charity. 


John  Harris,  of  Minsterworth,  by  his  will,  dated  17th  January  1806,  gave  to  John  Harris's 
John  Harris  and  Thomas  Hawkins,  therein  named  executors  thereof,  the  sum  of  Charity. 
2,000/.  capital  stock,  in  the  three  per  cent  consolidated  bank  annuities,  and 
such  other  stocks  as  he  might  have  therein  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  upon 
trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  heirs,  executors  or  administrators 
of  such  survivor,  should  in  the  first  place,  transfer  into  the  name  or  names  of  the 
churchwarden  or  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  of  the  parish  church  of 
Minsterworth  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  7 5 /.  capital  stock,  in  the  said  three  per  cent 
consolidated  bank  annuities,  the  interest  of  which  he  thereby  directed  to  be 
appropriated  yearly,  to  enable  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  church  of  Minster- 
worth for  the  time  being,  to  administer  God’s  holy  sacrament , on  the  first  Sunday 
in  every  month,  for  ever. 

It  appears,  that  the  existence  of  this  charity  was  not  known  to  the  present 
incumbent  of  the  parish,  until  the  visit  of  the  commissioners.  We  have  since 
inquired  at  the  bank,  and  find,  that  on  the  2d  of  April  1812,  the  sum  of  7 51. 
three  per  cent  consols,  was  transferred  from  the  joint  names  of  John  Harris,  of 
Wotton,  in  Gloucestershire,  and  Thomas  Hawkins,  of  Minsterworth,  in  the  same 
county,  to  Jeremiah  Hawkins  and  John  Daniells,  both  of  Minsterworth,  who 
have  granted  a power  of  attorney  to  Messrs.  Lubbock  and  Co.,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  the  dividends  thereon.  Messrs.  Lubbock  and  Co.  appear  to 
have  regularly  received  the  dividends  in  virtue  of  their  power,  and  to  have 
remitted  them  to  the  banking  house  of  Mr.  Wood,  in  Gloucester,  by  whom 
we  are  informed,  that  he  has  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  20/.  5 s.,  placed  to  the 
credit  of  Messrs.  Hawkins  and  Daniells,  being  the  amount  of  eighteen  dividends 
on  the  above  mentioned  stock  of  7 51,  received  from  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
late  incumbent,  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Ilornidge.  to  the  5th  January  1828.  Mr.  Wood 
further  states,  that  the  dividends,  previously  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Ilornidge, 
were  regularly  paid  to  that  gentleman  ; since  which  time,  no  application  has 
been  made  by  Messrs.  Hawkins  and  Daniells,  or  any  other  person  on  behalf  of 
the  parish,  for  the  dividends  since  received. 

We  have  recommended,  that,  as  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  donor  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  performed  during  the  incumbency  of  the  present  minister, 
the  above  mentioned  sum  of  20/.  5s.  should  be  invested  in  the  same  stock  in 
which  the  7 51.  stands,  in  the  names  of  the  present  churchwardens  of  the 
parish,  in  whose  names  the  75  /.  should  be  transferred  by  Messrs.  Hawkins 
and  Daniells;  and  that  the  dividends  on  the  whole  sum,  so  composed  of  the 
original  stock,  and  the  20/.  5s.,  should  be  paid  to  the  minister,  provided  he  will 
undertake  the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  donor. 


PARISH  OF  TIBBEIITON. 

Charity  of  an  unknown  Donor. 

It  appears  from  a benefaction  table  in  the  church,  that  “ an  unknown  bene-  Tibberton. 
factor  gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  in  the  parish  of  Tibberton,  the  rent  of  the  *7  \ 

following  lands  ; VIZ.  . unknown  Donor. 

“ One  acre  and  a quarter  in  Tibberton  Meadow,  and  two  acres  in  the  parish 
of  Bulley,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Marsh.” 

The  parish  is  in  the  possession  of  the  above  mentioned  3 1 acres,  being  all 
pasture  land.  The  meadow  in  Tibberton  is  now  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for  four 
guineas  per  annum,  the  rent  having  been  lately  raised  to  that  amount  by  a com- 
petition. Some  years  ago  it  was  let  for  one  guinea. 

The  two  acres  in  Bulley  are  held  under  a lease  for  seven  years,  two  or  three 
of  which  are  yet  to  come,  at  the  rent  of  7 /• 

- This  11  /.  4 s.  is  distributed  about  Christmas,  in  money  and  coal,  but  chiefly 
in  coal,  among  the  general  poor.

PARISH  OF  WINTERBOURNE. 

John  Silcocks  Charity. 

Winterbourne.  Church  Table. — “ 1 7 T 1 . Mr.  John  Silcoclcs  left,  by  will,  the  sum  of  50/.  to 
the  minister  of  this  parish,  for  preaching  four  sermons  yearly,  after  each  quarter 

John  Silcocks’  day,  for  ever.” 

Charity.  Also  the  interest  of  50/.,  for  teaching  poor  children  of  this  parish,  whose 

parents  receive  no  alms,  and  constantly  frequent  this  church. 

(See  the  will  of  John  Silcocks,  set  out  in  the  report  of  the  parish  of  Stoke 
Gilford,  in  the  hundred  of  Henbury.) 

The  sum  of  0,1.  appears  to  have  been  regularly  paid  to  the  late  rector,  who 
died  in  September  last  (being  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  on  50/.),  for  four  gift 
sermons.  This  annual  sum  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Townsend,  of  Newberry, 
on  behalf  of  the  executors  and  devisees,  in  trust,  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Griffith, 
who  was  the  representative  of  Christopher  Griffith,  esquire,  formerly  of  Winter- 
bourne, and  executor  of  Mr.  Silcocks. 

In  respect  of  the  50/.  left  for  teaching  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of 
Winterbourne,  tbe  yearly  sum  of  01.  10s.  (being  five  per  cent  interest)  was  paid 
* through  the  same  hands  to  the  minister  of  the  parish,  who  paid  over  by  him  to 
a schoolmistress  in  the  village,  for  teaching  the  children  of  the  poor  to  read,  till, 
in  1815,  it  was  applied  in  aid  of  a national  school  on  the  Madras  system,  which 
had  been  established  in  the  parish  about  a year  before,  and  supported  by  the 
voluntary  contributions  of  the  neighbourhood,  in  which  national  school  is  now 
admitted  indiscriminately  all  the  children  of  the  poor.  The  number  of  children 
receiving  instruction  on  this  extended  plan  is  176.  It  is  said,  that  as  far  as  this 
school  has  been  tried,  it  has  been  found  to  be  beneficial  in  its  effects,  and  has 
been  the  means  of  increasing  the  number  of  attendants  at  church,  in  furtherance 
of  the  donor’s  intention. 

Hugh  Browne’s  Charity. 

Hugh  Browne’s  Hugh  Browne,  late  of  Winterbourne  Court,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
Charity.  esquire,  deceased,  by  his  will,  dated  15th  August  1691,  for  the  better  subsist- 
ence of  such  poor  labouring  persons,  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  Winter- 
bourne, as  did  not,  nor  should  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  receive  any  alms 
or  pay  from  the  said  parish,  but  maintain  themselves  by  their  daily  labour,  and 
such  as  should  resort  commonly  to  the  parish  church  of  Winterbourne  aforesaid, 
to  hear  divine  service  and  preaching  as  it  was  there  read  and  used,  gave,  ordered 
and  appointed  5 s.  in  bread  weekly,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  on  every  Sunday 
morning,  after  divine  service,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  such  person  and  persons  as  the  owner  of  his  mansion  called  Winterbourne 
Court,  should  from  time  to  time  appoint ; and,  for  want  of  such  appointment,  by 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  unto  and  among  such  poor  persons,  parishioners, 
as  aforesaid,  his  will  and  meaning  being,  not  to  relieve  such  as  received  alms  or 
pay  of  the  said  parish;  which  said  5s.,  to  purchase  such  bread  as  aforesaid, 
should  be  issuing  and  payable  out  of  and  from  all  that  tenement  with  the  appur- 
tenances, then  in  the  possession  of  John  Bennett,  lying  and  being  in  Moore  End, 
within  the  parish  of  Mangotsfield,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester ; and  the 
same  tenement  was  thereby  declared  to  be  subject  and  liable  to  such  payment 
and  provision  as  aforesaid,  and  he  desired  the  same  might  be  duly  performed. 

Five  shillings  worth  of  bread  is  delivered  every  Sunday  by  a baker,  by  order 
of  Mr.  Wickwick,  who  is  the  owner  of  a farm  in  Mangotsfield,  the  adjoining 
parish,  called  Baw’s  Farm,  upon  which  farm  this  annuity  is  considered  as 
charged. 

The  bread  is  carried  by  a baker  to  the  vestry  every  Sunday,  and  is  dis- 
tributed by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  among  the  labouring  poor,  not 
receiving  alms,  and  regularly  attending  the  church.  The  bread  is  paid  for  by 
Mr.  Wickwick,  who  resides  in  Winterbourne. 

William  Bayley’s  Charity. 

William  Bayley’s  Church  Table. — “ William  Bayley,  esquire,  some  time  sheriff  of  Bristol,  born 
Charity.  in  this  parish,  gave  50/.  the  interest  thereof,  in  bread,  to  poor  housekeepers  of 
this  parish,  not  receiving  alms,  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  for  ever.  1720-” 

The  50/.  was  never  paid  to  the  parish;  and  though  the  interest  was  paid 
during  some  years,  the  representatives  of  the  donor  have  discontinued  the  pay- 
ment, and  all  endeavours  to  recover  it  have  failed. 


Gregory 
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Gregory  Bush’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.- — “ Mr.  Gregory  Bush,  of  Bristol,  apothecary,  gave  the 
interest  of  50/.  to  four  poor  housekeepers  of  this  parish,  that  should  not  receive 
alms,  and  constantly  frequent  this  church,  to  be  divided  equally  between  them, 
on  the  26th  of  December,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

Two  pounds  ten  shillings,  in  respect  of  the  above  50/.,  has  been  regularly 
received  by  the  rector,  who  has  divided  it  in  sums  of  12,9.  6c/.  each,  among  four 
poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish,  not  receiving  alms,  and  in  the  habit  of  constart: 
attendance  at  church. 

The  above  interest  money  has  for  some  years  been  paid  by  Mr.  Townsend,  of 
Newberry,  on  behalf  of  the  representatives  of  the  late  Christopher  Griffith, 
whose  liability  appears  by  a memorandum,  of  which  the  following  is  a copy  : 

“ November  the  15th,  1762.  I promise  to  pay  to  the  rector,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winterbourne,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  for  the  time  being,  fifty  pounds,  with  the  lawful  interest  for 
the  same,  till  the  above  principal  money,  with  lawful  interest,  shall  be  paid, 
which  fifty  pounds  was  given  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Mr.  Gregory 
Bush,  late  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  apothecary,  deceased,  in  trust,  that  the  interest 
thereof  should  be  paid  on  the  24th  day  of  December,  forever,  to  such  four  poor 
housekeepers  of  the  said  parish,  that  should  not  receive  alms  from  the  same,  and 
that  should  constantly  frequent  the  said  church;  and  I do  hereby  acknowledge, 
that  there  will  be  50.9.  due  from  me,  for  a year’s  interest  of  the  above  principal 
money,  on  the  24th  day  of  December  next. 

“ As  witness  my  hand, 

“ Chris.  Griffith.” 

William  Rickards’s  Charity. 

William  Rickards,  late  of  Winterbourne,  by  his  will,  dated  10th  March  1826, 
after  sundry  dispositions,  gave  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish 
of  Winterbourne,  for  the  time  being,  the  sutn  of  200/.  stock,  standing  in  his 
name,  in  the  three  per  cent  annuities;  and  he  directed  his  trustees  and  executrix, 
thereinafter  named,  to  transfer  the  same  into  the  names  of  the  said  rector  and 
churchwardens,  free  from  expense,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  pay  and  apply 
out  of  the  dividends  thereof,  20  s.  per  annum,  for  the  preservation  of  his  vault,  as 
therein  directed;  and,  in  the  next  place,  upon  trust,  out  of  such  dividends  to 
pay  and  apply  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winterbourne,  not  residing 
in  the  workhouse  there,  the  annual  sum  of  51.  yearly,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread, 
and  to  be  delivered  by  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens  in  the  vestry-room  of 
the  said  parish  church,  on  the  24th  of  December,  for  ever. 

The  testator  died  on  the  1st  of  January  last  (1827),  and  the  wall  has  not  yet 
been  proved,  so  that  the  charity  has  not  yet  come  into  operation. 

Richard  Blake’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ 1771*  Mr.  Richard  Blake,  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  gentleman, 
gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  for  the  time  being,  the 
sum  of  50/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the  interest  arising  there- 
from to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  for 
the  time  being,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  at  Christmas,  yearly,  for  ever.” 

The  50/.  left  by  Richard  Blake,  from  all  that  we  could  learn,  has  been 
long  lost  to  the  parish,  in  consequence,  it  is  supposed,  of  the  failure  of  the 
banker  in  whose  hands  it  was  lodged.

PARISH  OF  AVENING. 

The  Charities  of  John  Driver  and  Elizabeth  Cox. 

Church  Table. — “ John  Driver,  esquire,  of  Aston,  gave  the  interest  of  50/., 
for  ever,  to  bind  out  poor  children  apprentices.” 

“ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cox  gave  the  interest  of  150/.,  for  ever,  to  be  thus  applied  ; 
viz. : — 

“ The  interest  of  100/.  to  bind  out  poor  children  apprentices,  and  the  interest 
of  50/.  to  teach  poor  children  to  read,  and  to  find  them  books.” 

The  parish  appears  to  have  no  documents  whatever,  except  the  chuich  table, 
to  show  the  time  and  manner  of  these  gifts  ; but  we  collect,  that  the  monies 
have  been  received.  There  is  reason  to  suppose,  that  they  were  blended  with 
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the  parish  stock,  and  included  in  the  general  account  of  expenditure  on  parish 
apprentices,  so  as  to  produce  no  specific  benefit  to  the  objects  of  either  of  the 
donors’  bounty. 

This  was  unquestionably  a case  of  gross  mismanagement  while  it  lasted. 
About  the  begining  of  May  1793,  73/.,  out  of  the  sum  composed  of  these  two 
charities,  was  laid  out  towards  the  purchase  of  some  premises  intended  for 
a poor-house,  consisting  of  a row  of  old  houses,  the  first  of  which  was  bought 
with  the  above  sum.  The  remainder  of  the  houses  was,  in  process  of  time, 
bought  up  by  the  parish,  the  last  purchase  being  completed  in  18 17,  which 
absorbed  the  whole  residue  of  the  charities  of  John  Driver  and  Elizabeth  Cox. 
Since  the  completion,  however,  of  the  purchase,  the  above  charities  have  been 
considered  as  a charge  upon  the  poor  houses. 

From  April  1821,  regard  has  been  had  to  the  original  intention  of  the  charity, 
so  far  as  to  apply  out  of  the  parish  rates,  an  annual  sum  of  7/.  10.?.  in  appren- 
ticing, with  a specific  reference  to  the  purposes  of  the  donations,  and  the  interest 
of  92/.  195.  towards  the  teaching  of  poor  children  in  the  parish. 

The  50/.,  part  of  Mrs.  Cox’s  gift,  had  been  left  in  private  hands  for  some 
years  unapplied,  till  by  an  accumulation  of  interest,  it  was  increased  to  92/.  19s. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  parish,  in  future  to  let  the  7 /•  10s.  go  on  for  two  years, 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  apprentice  a boy  under  this  charity,  with  such  a fee  as 
may  ensure  him  good  treatment  and  good  instruction  ; and  it  is  intended  to 
answer,  out  of  the  same  fund,  the  interest  of  92/.  195.  at  51.  per  cent,  which  is 
now  added  to  the  funds  of  an  institution,  derived  under  the  will  of  a Mr.  Samuel 
Sandford,  a benefactor  to  the  parish,  whose  charity  will  be  next  set  forth. 


The  Charities  of  Samuel  Sandford  and  Saraii  Sandford. 

Charities. of  Samuel  Sandford , late  of  London,  by  his  will,  dated  27th  March  1/'10,  gave 

Samuel  Sandford  & for  the  learning  of  six  poor  boys,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Avening,  of  that 
Sarah  Sandford.  division,  called  the  Avening  Division,  the  interest  of 200/.,  for  ever,  the  children 
to  be  put  to  learn  when  past  five  years  of  age,  and  upon  their  attaining  to  read 
their  primer,  and  say  their  catechism  without  book,  each  to  have  a brown 
coloured  cloth  coat,  with  buttons  of  horn,  a hat,  one  pair  of  shoes,  and  one  pair 
of  stockings,  145.  for  each  child;  no  child  to  be  kept  for  more  than  two  years, 
the  number  of  six  to  be  always  kept  up.  And  the  testator  directed,  that  the 
200/.  should  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  Samuel  Sheppard,  senior,  whom  he 
desired,  with  his  son,  Samuel  Sheppard,  to  take  upon  themselves  the  manage- 
ment of  the  said  monies,  with  such  other  person  or  persons  whom  they  should 
think  tit  to  employ  for  their  assistants,  and  also  to  appoint  other  persons  in  their 
stead,  to  manage  the  charity  after  them. 

On  a monument  in  the  church,  there  is  an  inscription,  from  which  it  appears, 
that  Sarah  Sandford,  of  Stonehouse,  in  1J22,  gave  a house,  garden,  orchard  and 
piece  of  pasture  land,  called  the  Cross,  for  educating  poor  children  belonging 
to  the  tvthing  of  Avening. 

For  many  years  the  application  of  this  money  was  in  the  hands  of  the  family 
of  the  Sheppards,  who  gave  effect  to  the  testator’s  bounty,  according  to  the 
directions  of  his  will.  It  appears,  indeed,  that  they  bestowed  a larger  annual 
sum  than  would  satisfy  the  interest  of  the  200/.  sterling.  The  last  of  that  name 
on  whom  the  trust  devolved,  was  Philip  Sheppard,  esquire,  who  left  the  neigh- 
bourhood in  IS  14,  from  which  time  it  remained  unapplied  for  three  or  four 
years,  the  dividends  being  received  and  accumulated  at  the  Tetbury  bank. 
The  stock  has  lately  been  transferred  into  the  names  of  Philip  Sheppard, 
Edmund  Clutterbuck,  William  Smith,  and  William  Playne,  and  upon  such 
transfer,  it  appeared  that  by  some  augmentation  ascribed  to  the  Sheppard  family, 
it  had  been  increased  to  568/.  135.  three  per  cent  old  South  Sea  annuities. 

As  the  house  and  premises,  stated  upon  Mrs.  Sandford’s  monument  to  have 
been  given  by  her  for  educating  poor  children,  has  never  been  in  the  hands  of 
the  trustees,  and  is  now  incapable  of  being  identified,  it  is  suspected  that  that 
property  may  have  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  added  to  the  above  donation,  so 
as  to  raise  it  to  its  present  amount. 

There  is  a school  in  the  parish,  which  is  partly  maintained  out  of  this  fund, 
and  partly  by  private  subscriptions,  wherein  all  the  poor  children  of  the  parish 
receive  instruction,  out  of  which  number  three  selected  for  their  good  conduct, 
have  clothing  annually  given  them,  as  directed  by  Mr.  Sandford’s  will. 

The  following  accounts  show  the  expenditure  and  application  of  the  balance  : 


TRUSTEES  OF  AVENING  SCHOOL 
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The  Charities  of  Ambrose  Webb, Burge  and 

Richard  Cambridge. 

Church  Table. — “ Ambrose  Webb  gave  the  interest  of  4/.,  for  ever,  to  be  laid 
out  every  Christmas  in  fourpenny  loaves,  to  be  distributed  among  poor  widowers 
and  widows. 

“ Burge , of  Aston,  likewise  gave  the  interest  of  2/.,  to  be  laid  out  and 

distributed  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner. 

“ Mr.  Richard  Cambridge , of  London,  merchant,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the 
tything  of  Nailsworth,  in  the  parish  of  Avening,  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  for  ever, 
to  be  distributed  among  them,  yearly,  at  the  discretion  of  the  overseers  of  the 
said  tything  for  the  time  being,  for  ever.” 

These  three  sums  have  no  specific  investment,  but  have  been  employed  for 
parish  purposes ; the  parish  rates  being  considered  as  liable  to  made  good  the 
interest  at  5/.  per  cent,  which  is  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  among  the 
poor. 


PARISH  OF  CHERRINGTON. 

Charities  of  Elizabeth  Cox  and  Thomas  Stephens. 

Thomas  Stephens , of  Gloucester,  by  his  will,  dated  1st  February  1721,  setting 
forth,  amongst  other  things,  that  he  had  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  50/.,  being 
a legacy  given  to  the  parish  of  Cherrington,  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cox,  formerly 
widow  of  John  Driver,  of  Aston,  towards  erecting  a charity  school  in  Cher- 
rington aforesaid,  for  the  teaching  of  poor  children  to  read  and  say  their 
catechism,  and  understand  the  prime  oflices  of  the  Christian  religion  ; for  the 
better  securing  of  the  said  gift  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  did  thereby  devise 
his  messuage  or  tenement  in  Cherrington,  known  by  the  name  of  Niblets,  with 
the  close  of  pasture  thereto  adjoining,  containing  about  an  acre  of  ground, 
then  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of  3/.  5s.  to  the  churchwardens  of  Cherrington,  upon 
trust,  that  they  should,  from  time  to  time,  let  the  same,  and  employ  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof  for  the  payment  of  50s.  per  annum,  to  such  dame  or  school- 
mistress as  should  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Cherrington  aforesaid,  and  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  same  parish, 
or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  the  rector  to 
have  the  casting  vote,  for  teaching  the  poor  children  to  read,  and  instructing 
them  in  the  Christian  religion,  according  to  the  church  catechism  and  doctrine 
of  the  church  of  England,  and  should  employ  the  remainder  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits  in  repairiug  the  said  premises. 

The  messuage  or  tenement,  left  by  Thomas  Stephens,  is  occupied  by  the  poor 
of  the  parish  ; but  the  close,  which  is  now  called  the  School  Close,  derived 
under  the  said  will,  and  which  appears  to  comprize  2r.  26 p.,  is  let  for  two 
guineas  per  annum,  which  two  guineas  is  received  by  the  parish  officers,  and 
mixed  with  the  parish  stock  ; in  consideration  of  which,  an  annual  sum  of 
C)l.  10^.  was  paid  for  many  years  out  of  the  poor  rates  to  a schoolmaster  or 
mistress  of  the  Sunday  school,  for  teaching  in  the  same.  Of  late,  however,  it 
appears  that  that  school  has  not  been  kept  up,  the  poor  people  preferring  rather 
to  send  their  children  to  the  Minchinhampton  school. 

It  has  been  recommended  by  us,  that  this  little  estate  so  left  to  the  parish, 
should  in  future  be  strictly  applied  in  furtherance  of  the  testators  bounty,  by 
letting  the  premises  for  the  utmost  rent  that  can  be  obtained  ; and  by  accu- 
mulating a fund  for  repairing  the  tenement,  and  making  (as  soon  as  it  can  be 
done  by  the  help  of  subscriptions  or  otherwise)  a parochial  establishment  for 
the  education  of  the  poor  children. 


PARISH  OF  HORSLEY. 

Walter  Chambers’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Walter  Chambers  gave  105.  a year,  charged  on  a field 
called  Mead’s  Splash,  to  buy  bread  for  the  poor  of  Horsley.” 

There  is  no  trace  of  any  payment  of  this  gift;  nor  is  there  any  copy  of,  or 
extract  from,  the  instrument  of  grant  in  the  possession  of  the  parish. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  proprietor  of  the  land  in  question,  and  we 
are  assured,  that  his  title  deeds  contain  no  reference  to  any  rent- charge. 

The 
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The  Rev.  Henry  Stubbs’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ The  Rev.  Henry  Stubbs  gave  20 s.  a year,  charged  on 
a field  called  ‘ The  Testament  Ground,’  to  purchase  testaments  for  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Horsley.” 

There  is  nothing  in  the  possession  of  the  parish  to  show  how  or  when  this 
cnR  was  made ; but  the  ground  above  mentioned  is  a part  of  the  estate  of 
Admiral  Young,  and  well  known  to  the  parish.  Down  to  the  year  1822,  it 
appears,  that  the  late  curate  received  the  20.S.  a year  from  the  proprietor,  and 
laid  out  the  same  in  Testaments. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (September  1826),  we  found  the  annuity  had  not 
been  paid  since  the  year  above  mentioned  ; but  we  have  since  learnt,  that 
Admiral  Young  has  paid  up  all  the  arrears,  which  have  been  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  Testaments,  and  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  agreeably 
to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

The  Free  School. 

j Edward  Webb , of  Nailsworth,  in  the  parish  of  Horsley,  by  his  will,  dated 
15th  April  1714,  gave  to  Paul  Castleman,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Richard  Walling- 
ton,  John  Wood  and  Thomas  Butler,  all  of  the  same  parish,  200/.  to  be  by 
them  disposed  of  for  such  and  so  many  of  the  poor  of  Horsley,  and  in  such 
manner,  as  they  should  think'  fit;  and  by  an  indenture  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
dated  7th  December  1752,  made  between  Elizabeth  Castleman,  of  Horsley 
aforesaid,  wife  of  the  said  Paul  Castleman,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  said 
Paul  Castleman,  Thomas  Butler,  Richard  Wallington,  clerk,  and  Richard 
Stephens,  of  Chavenage,  esquire,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  parish  was 
in  great  want  of  a school  for  the  instruction  of  their  children,  and  that  therefore 
the  said  Elizabeth  Castleman,  from  the  regard  she  had  to  the  minds  and  morals 
of  the  poor  children  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  instruction  of  them  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Christian  religion,  was  disposed  to  give  to  her  said  trustees  therein 
named,  the  sum  of  200/.,  part  of  the  trust  money  reserved  for  her  own  disposal 
by  her  marriage  settlement,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the 
purposes  therein  mentioned,  she,  the  said  Elizabeth  Castleman,  did  thereby  assign 
unto  the  persons  therein  named  such  sum  of  200/.  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  that 
her  said  trustees  should  lay  out  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  in 
the  parish  of  Horsley,  or  within  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  be  conveyed  to 
them,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  net  rents  and  profits  thereof  towards  the  support 
of  a school  in  Horsley  aforesaid,  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  such 
poor  children  of  of  the  same  parish  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts,  and 
also  to  learn  the  church  catechism,  who  should  be  from  time  to  time  chosen 
by  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  the  survivors  of  them, 
their  heirs  and  assigns : such  children  to  be  removed  and  displaced,  and 
others  appointed  in  their  room,  according  to  the  discretion  of  such  trustees : 
and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should, 
from  time  to  time,  choose  a fit  person  of  the  established  church  of  England  to 
be  master  of  the  said  school,  who  was  also  to  be  removed  and  displaced,  and 
another  to  be  elected  and  chosen  in  his  room,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 
said  trustees,  which  master  was  to  be  paid,  out  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  such 
sum  of  money  for  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  the  said  premises  should  net,  after 
the  usual  deductions  : with  a power,  when  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to 
two,  for  the  survivors  to  nominate  new  trustees  from  time  to  time. 

A few  years  after  the  decease  of  the  said  testator  (Edward  Webb),  the  sur- 
viving trustees  named  in  his  will,  contracted  with  certain  persons  for  the 
purchase  of  the  hereditaments  hereafter  mentioned,  for  the  consideration  of  two 
several  sums  of  90/.  and  65/.  making  together  155/.,  part  of  the  said  200/.  so 
bequeathed  by  the  above  will. 

And  by  an  indenture,  dated  21st  August  1755,  between  Richard  Stephens, 
of  Chavenage,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  one  part;  and  the  said  Paul 
Castleman  and  Richard  Wallington,  of  the  other  part ; stating,  amongst  other 
things,  that  the  said  Richard  Stephens  was  seised  of  the  reversion  and  fee- 
simple  of  the  hereditaments  thereafter  mentioned,  expectant  on  the  expiration 
ot  two  several  terms  of  years,  which  had  been  lately  purchased  by  the  said 
trustees  for  two  several  sums,  making  together  155/.,  part  of  the  said  trust 
money,  and  that  the  same  terms  had  been  lately  assigned  to  the  said  Richard 
Stephens,  in  order  to  merge  the  same  in  the  freehold  and  inheritance  of  the 
same  hereditaments ; to  enable  the  said  Richard  Stephens  to  convey  the 
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same  to  the  said  Paul  Castleman  and  Richard  Wallington  in  fee-simple ; It  is 
witnessed,  that  in  pursuance  of  such  agreement,  the  said  Richard  Stephens  did 
grant  and  confirm  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Paul  Castleman  and  Richard 
Wallington,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  therein 
described ; and  also  the  close  of  meadow  or  pasture  to  the  said  messuage  or 
tenement  adjoining  and  belonging,  called  the  Further  Hay,  containing,  by 
estimation,  three  acres,  in  the  parish  of  Horsley  aforesaid  ; and  also  the  close  of 
ground  situate  in  the  same  parish,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Ridings,  contain- 
ing, by  estimation,  three  acres,  with  the  buildings  and  appurtenances  thereunto 
belonging,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust  for  the  said  charity  school. 

By  a subsequent  indenture,  enrolled  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  dated  26th 
September  1775,  between  the  said  Elizabeth  Castleman,  of  the  one  part ; Paul 
Colvil  Castleman,  Thomas  Saunders,  Robert  Wight  and  Richard  Davis,  of  the 
other  part;  reciting,  that  the  trustees  named  in  the  former  indenture  were  all 
dead,  having  in  their  life-time  laid  out  the  sum  of  155/.,  part  of  the  said  sum  of 
200/.  in  the  purchase  of  lands  at  Horsley  aforesaid,  which  had  been  settled  to 
the  uses  above  mentioned ; and  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Castleman,  was  dis- 
posed to  give  the  further  sum  of 30/.,  to  be  added  to  the  remaining  sum  of  45/., 
to  the  said  persons  therein  named,  of  the  second  part,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  the 
purchase  of  lands  for  the  same  uses,  she  the  said  Elizabeth  Castleman  did  thereby 
grant  and  assign  unto  the  said  persons  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  30/.  upon 
trust,  to  invest  the  same,  together  with  the  said  remaining  sum  of  45/.,  in  the 
purchase  of  lands  in  Horsley,  or  elsewhere,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  be 
settled  to  the  same  charitable  uses  as  in  the  former  indenture  were  contained. 

The  said  30/.  and  45/.  appear  to  have  been  accordingly  paid  to  the  said 
persons,  named  in  the  said  last-mentioned  indenture,  who,  until  the  investment 
of  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  as  after  mentioned,  continued  to  apply  the 
interest  thereof,  as  well  as  of  the  200/.  remaining  in  their  hands,  to  the  use  of 
the  said  charity  school. 

Wight’s  Gift.— -Ann  Wight,  of  Tetbury,  widow,  by  her  will,  bearing  date 
17th  October  I7S8,  gave  the  sum  of  100/.  to  her  nephew,  Edward  Wilbraham, 
and  to  the  trustees  of  Mrs.  Castleman’s  charity  school,  to  be  applied  to  the  use 
of  the  said  school,  which  sum,  was  after  her  death,  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
said  Edward  Wilbraham,  and  the  said  trustees,  as  last  mentioned. 

In  the  ensuing  year,  the  trustees  having  received  by  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Edward  Wilbraham,  the  sum  of  30/.,  as  the  donation  of  Sarah  Wilbraham,  his 
mother,  towards  enabling  them  to  make  the  purchase  hereafter  mentioned,  con- 
tracted with  Henry  Stephens,  esquire,  of  Chavenage  House,  in  the  parish 
of  Horsley,  for  the  purchase  of  a freehold  estate,  with  the  said  trust  monies,  and 
as  the  lands  so  purchased  were  considered  as  being  of  more  value  than  the 
amount  of  such  consideration  by  50/.,  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  Mr.  Stephens 
should  be  recorded  as  a benefactor  to  the  charity  in  the  sum  of  50/. 

In  pursuance  of  this  arrangement,  by  an  indenture,  dated  24th  June  1789, 
between  the  said  Henry  Stephens,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  said  Paul  Colvil 
Castleman,  Thomas  Saunders,  Robert  Wight,  Edward  Wilbraham,  and  the 
Rev.  Richard  Davies,  clerk,  all  therein  severally  described,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  the  several  donations  and  particulars  hereinbefore  mentioned  ; and  that 
the  said  Paul  Colvil  Castleman,  Thomas  Saunders,  Robert  Wight,  Edward 
Wilbraham  and  Richard  Davies,  had  agreed  to  purchase  the  lands  and  tene- 
ments thereafter  mentioned,  with  the  said  several  sums  of  30 /.,  45/,,  200/., 
100/.,  50/.  and  25/.,  part  of  the  said  Sarah  Wilbraham’s  donation  of  30/.;  and 
stating,  that  for  the  reason  therein  assigned,  the  said  four  trustees  had  agreed, 
that  the  name  of  the  said  Edward  Wilbraham  should  be  added,  so  as  to  make  the 
number  five,  which  should  be  the  number  in  future;  It  is  witnessed  that  the 
said  Henry  Stephens,  in  consideration  of  450/.,  granted  and  conveyed  to  and  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Paul  Colvil  Castleman,  Thomas  Saunders,  Robert  Wight, 
Edward  Wilbraham  and  Richard  Davies,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a. cottage  and 
garden  situate  in  Horsley  aforesaid,  ; a close  of  pasture  ground  called  Hollis, 
containing  by  estimation  8 acres,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned  ; a close  of 
pasture  ground  called  Twatley,  containing  by  estimation  1 acre,  and  bounded 
as  therein  mentioned;  a close  of  pasture  at  Tickmoor  End,  called  Power’s 
Mead,  containing  by  estimation  2 acres,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned;  an 
inclosure  of  arable  land  called  Stephens  Tyning,  containing  by  estimation 
3 acres,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  all  in  the  said  parish  of  Horsley,  together 

with 
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with  the  buildings  and  appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging,  upon  trust,  to 
apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  support  of  the  charity  estate,  in  the 
manner  above  mentioned,  with  a power  for  the  said  trustees,  when  reduced  to 
the  number  of  three,  to  elect  two  others  in  their  room,  and  so  toties  quoties,  to 
continue  the  number  of  five. 

After  these  several  gifts  and  endowments,  the  school  appears  to  have  been 
regularly  supported  and  carried  on  upon  the  premises  purchased  by  the  trustees, 
the  master  having  the  rents  and  prolits  of  all  the  lands,  for  teaching  25  children 
of  Horsley  parish. 

By  indenture,  dated  5th  December  1817,  between  Henry  Sheppard,  of 
Barton  End,  in  the  parish  of  Horsley,  of  the  one  part ; and  Richard  Davies, 
clerk,  the  said  Edward  Wilbraham  and  William  Browning  Smith,  of  the  other 
part ; It  is  witnessed,  that  for  the  settling  the  piece  of  pasture  ground  and  pre- 
mises thereinafter  described,  to  the  uses  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  the 
nominal  consideration  therein  mentioned,  the  said  Henry  Sheppard  did  thereby 
grant,  enfeoff’  and  confirm  to  the  said  parties,  of  the  second  part,  a close  of 
pasture  ground  in  the  tything  of  Tickmoor  End,  in  the  parish  of  Horsley,  con- 
taining by  admeasurement  1a.  & 17r-,  and  also,  all  manner  of  tythes  issuing  or 
payable  in  respect  thereof,  with  the  appurtenances;  to  hold  the  same  unto  and 
to  the  use  of  the  said  parties,  of  the  second  part,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  towards  the  education  of  the  poor  children  of  Horsley  afore- 
said, who  should  be  from  time  to  time  instructed  at  the  charity  school  aforesaid. 

Frost’s  Gift. — Mary  Frost,  by  her  will,  dated  5th  November  1819,  gave 
100/.  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
said  parish  of  Horsley,  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  and  pay 
the  annual  proceeds  thereof  to  the  trustees  or  governors  for  the  time  being,  of 
the  charity  school  of  Horsley  aforesaid,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  said  school, 
for  ever. 

The  said  last  mentioned  bequest,  reduced  to  90  /.  by  the  legacy  duty,  came 
accordingly  to  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens,  who  placed  it  in  the  Tetbury 
bank,  where  it  still  remains,  at  an  interest  of  31.  per  cent ; but  it  is  intended, 
without  delay,  to  lay  it  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock  in  the  public  funds. 

The  premises  in  which  the  school  was  carried  on,  being  in  a very  dilapidated 
state,  and  at  a distance  from  the  populous  part  of  the  parish,  it  was  considered 
at  the  death  of  the  late  master,  as  expedient  to  abandon  the  old  spot,  and  erect 
a new  school  in  a better  situation,  with  more  ample  accommodations,  and  to  be 
carried  on  upon  a more  extensive  scale,  on  the  national  system. 

The  funds  for  building  this  new  school,  consisted  of  80/.,  from  the  National 
Society  in  London;  20/.  from  the  Diocesan  Society  in  Gloucester;  and  130/. 
produced  by  voluntary  contribution  in  the  parish  and  neighbourhood,  to  which 
was  added  some  surplus  rents,  after  paying  the  master  and  the  interest  of  the 
90/.  coming  from  Mary  Frost. 

The  first  stone  of  the  new  school-room  was  laid  30th  July  1823,  and  the 
school  was  opened  on  the  25th  March  following. 

The  building,  which  is  of  stone,  consists  of  two  rooms  on  the  ground  floor, 
one  for  boys,  and  the  other  for  girls,  the  master  being  expected,  out  of  his 
salary,  to  find  himself  with  a residence. 

The  school,  on  its  old  plan  took  in  only  25  scholars  ; on  its  present  plan  the 
benefit  is  extended  to  100,  and  more  might  be  accommodated. 

The  lands,  lying  dispersedly,  are  let  to  eight  distinct  tenants.  Under  the  old 
system  they  were  either  let  or  occupied  by  the  master,  but  they  arenow  under  the 
disposition  and  management  of  the  trustees,  and  were  let  by  them,  in  1824,  for 
a term  of  seven  years,  to  the  best  bidder  at  a public  auction.  Together  with  the 
old  schoolhouse,  they  now  produce  651.  1 5s.  6d .,  subject  to  repairs  and  land- 
tax  ; the  net  income  maybe  considered  about  60/. 

Out  of  this  60/.,  the  master,  and  his  wife,  wTho  acts  as  schoolmistress,  are  paid 
50  guineas ; books  are  provided,  partly  by  casual  donations,  and  partly  out  of 
any  surplus  of  the  rents  that  may  admit  of  being  so  applied.  Firing  is  also 
found  for  the  school.  From  such  of  the  children  as  can  afford  the  same,  a small 
weekly  payment  is  expected,  seldom  producing  above  two  pounds  in  the 
year. 

These  disbursements,  including  the  master’s  salary,  nearly  exhaust  the 
income;  the  present  balonce  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  is  only  4/.  9s.  4 d. 

The  whole  expenses  of  the  building  and  school  furniture  are  defrayed  by 
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Mr.  Edward  Wilbraham,  who  has  taken  upon  himself  the  application  of  the 
funds,  in  doing  which  it  appears  that  he  has  been  in  advance  to  the  charity,  but 
any  claims  he  may  have  on  that  account  he  has  relinquished.  There  is  a 
Sunday  school  carried  on  in  the  premises,  by  permission  of  the  trustees,  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  minister. 

The  present  trustees  are,  Edward  Wilbraham,  esquire,  senior,  William 
Browning  Smith,  Admiral  Young,  and  Edward  Wilbraham,  junior,  esquire. 

Henry  Sheppard’s  Charity. 

Ilenry  Sheppard,  before  mentioned,  who  died  in  October  1819,  left  instruc- 
tions for  his  will,  dated  16th  January  1817,  and  which  have  been  carried  into 
effect,  by  which  he  directed  1 GO /.  to  be  given  to  his  trustees  and  executors, 
Edward  Wilbraham,  esquire,  and  William  Browning  Smith,  clothier,  their 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  interest  thereof, 
for  ever,  for  the  clothing  of  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women  of  the  parish  of 
Horsley,  every  year,  who  should  not  receive  parochial  relief,  and  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  should  be  thought 
proper  objects  of  the  charity,  to  be  distributed  annually  at  Christmas. 

This  money,  reduced  by  the  legacy  duty  to  141/,  was  vested  in  a mortgage 
at  five  per  cent,  now  reduced  to  four.  It  is  expended  annually  in  coats  for  five 
poor  men  and  cloaks  for  five  poor  women,  not  receiving  parochial  relief, 
according  to  the  above  direction. 

Mary  Frost’s  Charity. 

Mary  Frost,  by  her  will,  above  mentioned,  dated  5th  November  1819, 
directed  her  trustees,  therein  named,  to  pay  the  sum  of  240/.  sterling  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  parish  of 
Horsley,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  and  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  and  apply 
the  dividends  and  proceeds  thereof  in  the  clothing  of  five  poor  men  and  five 
poor  women  of  the  same  parish,  yearly,  who  should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  parish 
officers  for  the  time  being,  be  thought  proper  objects  of  the  same  charity  ; 
provided,  that  if  the  said  sum  should  be  more  than  sufficient  for  the  clothing  of 
the  said  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women,  then  she  directed  the  surplus  to  be 
applied  in  aid  of  the  provision  made  for  the  clothing  of  five  poor  men  and  five 
poor  women  of  the  same  parish,  by  the  will  of  the  said  Henry  Sheppard,  who  was 
her  brother-in-law. 

The  legacy  of  Mary  Frost,  reduced  by  the  duty,  216/.,  was  also  lent  upon  the 
same  mortgage  as  the  above-mentioned  legacy  of  Henry  Sheppard,  except  50/. 
which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens ; but  it  is  intended  to  call  in  both 
this  and  the  donation  of  Henry  Sheppard,  and  to  place  them  together  in  the 
funds,  in  the  names  of  four  respectable  persons  of  the  parish,  as  trustees. 

The  clothing  has  been  regularly  given  in  the  same  way  as  Sheppard’s. 

Joseph  Browning’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Joseph  Brouming  gave  20 s.  a year,  charged  on  land, 
to  purchase  Testaments  for  the  poor  of  Horsley.” 

This  last-mentioned  gift  was  posterior  to  the  mortmain  act,  and  disputed  by 
the  owner  of  the  land. 

PARISH  OF  MINCHINHAMPTON. 

The  Free  School  of  Saintloe,  otherwise  Saint  Chloe,  otherwise 

SlNCKLEY,  IN  THE  PARISH  OF  MiNCHINHAWPTON. 

Some  time  previous  to  the  year  1697,  Nathaniel  Cambridge , formerly  of 
Hamburgh,  merchant,  deposited  the  sum  of  1,000/.  in  the  hands  of  Benjamin 
Cambridge  and  Giles  North,  in  trust,  therewith  to  purchase  such  lands  and 
tenements  of  inheritance,  within  the  county  of  Gloucester,  as  might  be  bought 
with  that  money,  and  to  settle  the  same  upon  trustees,  for  the  establishment  and 
support  of  a free  school. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  31st  May  and  1st  June  1699, 
between  the  said  Benjamin  Cambridge  and  Giles  Nash  the  elder,  of  the  one 
part ; and  William  Ivingscote  and  the  ten  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of 
the  other  part ; reciting  the  deposit  by  Nathaniel  Cambridge,  upon  trust,  as 
above  mentioned  ; and  that  the  said  Beniamin  Cambridge  and  Giles  Nash  the 

elder, 
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elder,  had  with  the  said  sum  of  1,000/.  purchased  of  Nathaniel  llidler,  the 
messuage,  lands  and  tenements,  therein  after  mentioned  ; and  that  the  same 
had,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  23d  and  24th  March  1697)  been 
conveyed  by  the  said  Nathaniel  Ridler  to  the  said  Benjamin  Cambridge,  and 
Giles  Nash  the  elder,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  in  further 
performance  of  the  trusts  in  them  reposed,  and  for  the  settling  and  assuring 
of  the  said  premises  unto  the  said  William  Kingscote,  and  the  several 
other  persons  therein  named,  of  the  second  part,  upon  such  trusts  as  therein- 
after mentioned,  they  the  said  Benjamin  Cambridge,  and  Giles  Nash  the  elder, 
conveyed  unto  the  said  William  Kingscote  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  all  that 
capital  messuage  or  tenement  and  site  of  the  manor  of  Saintloe  alias  Sinckley, 
with  the  appurtenances,  commonly  called  Saintloe,  situate  within  the  parish  of 
Minchinhampton,  one  close  of  pasture  ground,  called  Conygrees  Hill,  contain- 
ing, by  estimation,  nine  acres ; a close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  called 
the  Orchard  Hill,  containing,  by  estimation,  eight  acres  ; a close  of  pasture 
ground,  called  Culverhill,  containing,  by  estimation,  six  acres  ; two  closes  of 
meadow  ground,  one  whereof  called  Broad  Mead,  contained  four  acres ; and 
the  other  called  Little  Mead,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres  ; two  closes 
of  pasture  ground,  one  whereof  called  Park  Close,  contained,  by  estimation, 
three  acres ; and  the  other,  called  Barley  Close,  ten  acres  ; and  a close  of 
meadow  or  pasture  ground,  called  Long  Mead,  containing,  by  estimation,  two 
acres,  being  near  to  a brook  or  river  side,  and  nearly  adjoining  a mill  there  of 
Clutterbuck  Dean,  and  lying  between  the  close  and  Conygree  Hill  and  the 
said  river,  which  runs  to  the  said  mill;  all  which  premises  were  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Minchinhampton ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  Kingscote,  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  trustees,  and  the  survivors  of 
them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  survivor,  should,  from  time  to  time, 
receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  all  the  said  premises,  except  the  messuage  or 
dwelling-house,  parcel  thereof,  and  the  gardens,  orchards  and  court-yard  there- 
unto belonging;  and  should  from  time  to  time  employ  and  dispose  thereof,  as 
thereinafter  mentioned,  viz.  ; that  they  should,  in  the  first  place,  from  time  to 
time,  pay  all  such  taxes,  rates  and  impositions,  as  should  be  assessed  by  Parlia- 
ment, or  otherwise  ; and  in  the  next  place  should,  as  soon  as  money  could  be 
had  and  raised  out  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  over  and  above  the  said  taxes 
and  rates,  rebuild  or  alter  so  much  of  the  said  messuage  or  dwelling-house  as  they 
should  think  fit,  that  it  might  be  fit  and  convenient  for  a free  school ; and  that 
as  soon  as  the  same  should  be  so  erected,  built  and  fitted  up,  should  appropriate 
and  set  out  the  same  to  be  a free  school,  for  ever,  wdierein  all  boys  whatsoever  born 
and  to  be  born  within  the  parish  of  Woodchester,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
and  the  tything  of  Rodborough,  within  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  or 
either  of  them,  and  being  of  the  age  of  six  years  or  upwards,  and  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  who  not  being  idiots,  and  having  first  learned  to  read 
English,  should  come  to  the  said  school  to  be  taught,  should  freely,  faithfully 
and  diligently,  and  without  any  gift  or  reward  whatsoever,  be  instructed  in 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  in  such  other  useful  learning  as  was  there- 
after expressed  and  appointed,  until  such  boys  should  respectively  attain  the 
age  of  sixteen  years ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  within  the  space  of  three 
months  next  after  such  school  should  be  prepared  for  the  reception  and  teaching 
of  such  boys  as  aforesaid,  they  the  said  trustees  should  nominate  and  place 
Richard  Bond,  clerk,  if  he  should  be  then  living,  and  would  undertake  the 
charge,  or  in  case  he  should  be  then  dead,  or  refuse,  should  elect  and  appoint 
some  other  learned  and  honest  person  of  the  communion  of  the  church  of 
England,  to  be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  who  should  undertake  and 
faithfully  execute  the  said  office,  within  the  said  school,  and  faithfully  and 
diligently  teach  and  instruct  all  such  boys  as  aforesaid,  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  and  in  such  other  useful  learning,  and  during  such  time  as  to  the 
trustees  and  the  survivors  of  them  should  seem  meet,  without  any  stipend,  fee 
or  reward  whatsoever,  other  than  what  was  thereafter  appointed ; and  to  the 
intent  there  might  be  for  ever  thereafter  a continual  succession  of  such  school- 
masters as  aforesaid,  upon  further  trust,  that  all  times  whensoever  there  should 
happen  to  be  any  vacancy,  by  the  death,  surrender  or  removal,  either  of  the 
said  Richard  Bond,  or  of  any  other  person  or  persons  thereafter  to  be  elected 
schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  that  they  the  said  trustees  should,  within  the 
space  of  three  months  then  next,  appoint  some  sober,  honest  and  learned  person, 
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of  the  communion  of  the  church  of  England,  to  succeed  in  the  office  of  such 
schoolmaster,  who  should  continue  in  the  said  office  of  schoolmaster  as  long, 
and  should  be  removed  out  of  the  said  office  at  such  time  and  times,  as  to  them 
the  said  trustees  should  seem  meet ; and  to  the  intent  that  every  such  person 
undertaking  the  said  office,  might  have  a due  recompence  for  such  his  service 
therein,  it  was  declared,  that  such  payments,  taxes  and  impositions,  as  before 
mentioned,  should  be  yearly  discharged,  and  the  said  messuage  and  premises 
from  time  to  time  be  well  repaired  and  supported  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
aforesaid;  and  that  they  the  said  trustees  should  yearly  pay  unto  such  schoolmaster 
for  his  salary,  all  such  overplus  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  by 
equal  quarterly  payments  ; and  as  a further  encouragement  and  reward  to  such 
schoolmaster,  that  they  the  said  trustees  should  permit  every  such  schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  and  his  wife,  children,  family  and  servants,  to  inhabit  the 
said  dwelling-house,  and  to  hold  the  same,  and  all  the  gardens,  &c.  thereto 
belonging,  during  all  such  time  as  he  should,  according  to  the  directions  afore- 
said, continue  to  be  schoolmaster,  and  perform  the  duty  of  the  same;  and  to 
the  intent  that  the  said  premises  might  for  ever  thereafter  continue,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid,  it  was  further  provided,  that  whenever  any  five  or  more  of  the 
said  trustees  should  he  dead,  then  the  survivors  should,  within  six  months  next 
after  the  death  of  the  longest  liver  of  the  said  five  first  dying,  convey  all  the 
aforesaid  premises  unto  eleven  such  other  persons  as  trustees,  as  were  all  men 
of  honesty  and  integrity,  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 


It  appears  from  subsequent  deeds,  that  the  premises  have  been  conveyed 
from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees,  the  last  conveyance  being  dated  12th  August 


1820. 


The  lands  comprized  in  the  plan  annexed  to  the  last  indenture  of  feoffment, 
consisted  of  40a.  2r.  30i\  ; but  a small  part  has  been  taken  under  cer- 
tain turnpike  Acts,  amounting  to  2a.  2r.,  leaving  the  actual  quantity

The  several  sums  of  money  received  for  the  land  taken  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Nailsworth  and  Dudbridge  turnpike  roads,  amounted  together  to  the 
sum  of  185/.  15s.,  of  which  the  commissioners  have  paid  136/.  5 s.  to 
Mr.  Fisher,  the  solicitor,  under  an  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  bearing- 
date  the  24th  July  1818,  upon  a petition  presented  to  that  court,  respecting 
the  said  charity,  leaving  a balance  of  49/.  10  s.  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
missioners of  the  turnpikes,  for  which  they  pay  an  interest  of  five  per 
cent  to  the  master  of  the  school,  with  the  privity  and  consent  of  the 
trustees  ------------ 

Besides  which,  there  is  a sum  of  18s.  received  from  Mr.  Samuel  Heaven,  in 
respect  of  Richard  Cambridge’s  gift,  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of  his 
charity  to  the  parish  of  Woodchester  -------

The  annual  taxes  amount  to  about  10/.,  and  the  repairs  average  about  30/. 

Since 
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Since  Michaelmas  1820,  timber  has  been  cut  and  sold,  making  together  Minchinhampton. 
139/.  10s.  which  has  been  applied,  together  with  the  20/.,  in  the  repair  of  the 
schoolhouse  and  in  fencing  the  lands. 

The  average  number  of  boys  in  the  school  is  about  30,  who  are  taught 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  some  of  them  instructed  in  book-keeping. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  are  written  rules  or  regulations  for  the  internal 
management  of  the  school,  the  master  having  always  acted  under  the  orders  of 
the  trustees ; but  it  is  intended  by  the  trustees,  to  form  a set  of  rules  for  the  due 
management  of  the  institution.

Ursula  Took’s  Charity. 

By  deed,  dated  21st  January  1698,  Ursula  Took,  of  Minchinhampton,  granted  Ursula  'look’s 
and  confirmed  unto  Nathaniel  Cambridge  and  John  Yates,  their  heirs,  executors,  Charity, 
administrators  and  assigns,  20  acres  of  arable  land,  more  or  less,  lying  together 
in  one  piece,  in  a certain  common  field  belonging  to  Minchinhampton  afore- 
said, called  the  West  Field,  bounded  as  therein  described ; to  hold  the  same, 
together  with  the  sum  of  80/.,  to  and  for  the  several  uses  and  purposes 
therein  expressed,  viz. ; upon  trust,  that  they,  after  the  decease  of  her  the  said 
Ursula  Took,  should  enter  upon  the  said  piece  of  arable  land,  and  inclose  the 
same  by  a wall,  if  they  should  see  fit ; and  out  of  the  profits  and  increase  of  the 
said  parcel  of  arable  land,  and  80/.,  should  in  the  first  place  pay  themselves,  or 
the  survivor  of  them,  his  or  their  necessary  charges  incurred  in  the  execution 
of  the  said  trust,  and  also  20s.  a piece  per  annum  over  and  above,  for  their 
care  and  pains  therein,  and  should  lay  out  and  disburse  the  sum  of  8/.  per 
annum  to  keep  at  school  six  boys,  whose  parents  were  of  the  town  or  parish 
of  Minchinhampton  aforesaid,  and  not  of  ability  to  do  the  same  themselves, 
to  be  taught  to  read  English,  and  to  write,  and  to  cast  accounts,  and  to  be 
instructed  in  the  Assembly’s  Catechism,  and  educated  and  brought  up  in  the 
doctrine  of  the  true  Protestant  religion,  according  to  the  thirty-six  articles 
made  and  composed  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth  ; and  should  find  the 
books  necessary  for  that  purpose  out  of  the  said  8/.  per  annum  ; and  that  upon 
the  death  or  vacancy  of  any  of  the  said  six  boys,  the  number  should  be  supplied 
by  boys  of  such  parents  as  should  not  be  of  ability  of  the  town  or  parish  of 
Minchinhampton  aforesaid ; and  that  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  they  should  pay  51.  yearly,  equally  amongst  the  several  persons 
therein  mentioned,  during  their  lives,  and  after  their  decease,  unto  and  amongst 
four  aged  poor  people  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Minchinhampton  aforesaid,  as 
bad  been  reputed  or  known  to  be  laborious  and  industrious  in  the  time  of  their 
youth  and  strength,  the  number  always  to  be  supplied  out  of  the  town  and 
parish  of  Minchinhampton  aforesaid ; and  that  the  overplus  of  the  yearly 
rent  and  increase  of  the  said  premises  (if  any),  in  case  her  relations  did  not 
stand  in  need  thereof,  should  be  paid  to  the  executors  of  her  last  will  and 
testament ; and  she  further  directed,  that  the  said  parcel  of  arable  land  should 
be  sown  with  corn  as  often  as  her  trustees  should  think  fit,  who  should  permit 
the  minister  of  the  parish  church  of  Minchinhampton  aforesaid,  for  the  time 
being,  to  take  his  tenth  part  or  tythe  in  kind,  of  all  such  corn  or  other  matters, 
as  from  time  to  time  should  be  grown  on  the  said  premises  ; provided  never- 
theless, and  it  wras  thereby  declared,  that  if  it  should  happen,  that  the  yearly 
profits  and  increase  of  the  said  parcel  of  land,  and  sum  of  80/.,  should  not  be 
sufficient  for  the  charitable  uses  and  payments  therein  before  directed,  in  such 
case,  her  said  trustees  should  make  a proportionable  abatement. 

The  trust  premises  appear  to  have  been  regularly  transmitted,  and  are  now 
vested  in  Philip  Sheppard,  Edmund  Clutterbuck,  James  Clutterbuck,  Alexander 
Townsend,  Monkhouse  Tate,  James  Chambers,  and  the  Rev.  William  Cockin, 
rector  of  Minchinhampton,  as  surviving  trustees. 

Mr.  Sheppard,  the  master  of  the  school,  was  too  ill  to  attend  this  inquiry  ; but 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Cockin  produced  a book  of  accounts,  by  which  it  appeared,  that  the 
twenty  acres  of  land  mentioned  in  the  table  were  let,  about  the  year  1815,  for 
48/.  10$.  a year,  and  so  continued  till  Michaelmas  1820,  when  a new  lease  for 
seven  years  was  made  to  John  Baldwin,  at  a rent  of  44/.  a year,  and  which  lease 
was  afterwards  transferred  to  Mr.  William  Whitehead,  the  present  tenant,  at  the 
same  rent,  and  will  expire  at  Lady-day  1827. 

It  also  appears,  by  the  same  account  book,  that  the  rent  has  been  applied 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  deed,  after  deducting  the  2/.  to  the

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Minchinhampton.  trustees,  in  proportionable  shares,  between  the  four  poor  widows  and  the 
— 77  schoolmaster,  who  has  long  kept  a school,  wherein  six  poor  boys  of  the  parish, 

U Charity!*  appointed  by  the  trustees,  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and 

continual.  instructed  in  the  principles  of  the  church  of  England.  They  are  also  provided 
^ > with  books.  The  school  is  said  to  be  well  managed. 

Henry  King’s  Charity. 

Henry  King’s  Henry  King,  by  his  last  will,  dated  9th  March  1699,  after  other  bequests, 
Charity.  gave  to  the  parishes  of  Minchinhampton  and  liodborough,  all  the  residue  of  his 
personal  estate,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parishes,  and  the  same  to  be  laid  out  and  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of 
his  executors,  therein -named. 

And  by  a decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  lGth  July  1707,  in  a cause 
between  the  attorney  general,  at  the  relation  of  the  poor  and  other  inhabitants 
of  Minchinhampton  and  liodborough,  plaintiffs,  and  Joseph  Webb  and  Edward 
Butler,  executors  of  the  will  of  Henry  King,  defendants  ; It  was  ordered,  that  it 
should  be  referred  to  the  master  to  appoint  new  trustees  for  the  management  of 
the  said  charity,  out  of  the  most  substantial  persons  in  both  the  said  parishes  ; 
and  when  such  trustees  should  have  been  appointed,  the  defendants  were  ordered 
to  pay  to  them  the  money  in  their  hands  belonging  to  the  testator’s  estate,  after 
costs  of  suit  deducted,  in  moieties,  one  moiety  to  the  trustees  appointed  for 
Minchinhampton,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  trustees  appointed  for  Rod- 
borough  ; and  that  when  such  monies  should  be  so  paid,  the  same  should  be 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  the  profits  to  be  applied  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  will. 

The  master,  by  his  report  of  the  8th  August  I7O7,  approved  of  five  persons  out 
of  the  inhabitants  of  each  of  the  said  parishes,  to  be  trustees  of  the  management 
of  their  respective  moieties. 

According  to  the  church  board,  the  moiety  of  this  estate  coming  to  Minchin- 
hampton was  250/. 

The  sum  of  210/.,  part  of  the  above-mentioned  250/.,  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  certain  premises  in  Ilandwick,  which,  by  indentures,  dated 
12th  and  13th  September  1721,  were  conveyed  by  Daniel  Bond,  and  Ann 
his  wife,  and  Joseph  Mitchell,  to  John  lies  and  Nathaniel  Cambridge,  their 
heir  heirs  and  assigns,  by  the  description  of  all  that  close  of  meadow,  or  pasture 
ground,  situate  in  Oxlinch,  within  the  parish  of  Randwick,  known  by  the 
name  of  Moorfiekl,  containing,  by  estimation,  ten  acres,  excepting  all  that  part 
of  the  said  close  lying  on  the  one  side  thereof,  holden  by  lease  of  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  Gloucester,  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  use 
and  employ  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  to  instruct  poor  children 
(w'hose  parents  should  not  pay  the  parish  rates)  of  the  parish  of  Minchin- 
hampton, in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  the  same  to  be  managed  wholly  at 
the  discretion  of  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  it  was  further 
agreed,  that  when  the  said  Samuel  Sheppard  and  others  should,  by  death, 
be  reduced  to  the  number  of  three  or  four,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
major  part  of  the  then  freeholders  of  the  said  parish  of  Minchinhampton, 
being  inhabitants,  to  elect  nine  other  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  same  parish, 
to  be  new  trustees,  and  so  toties  quoties. 

John  lies  died,  leaving  Nathaniel  Cambridge  surviving  trustee  ; upon  whose 
death,  Joseph  Cambridge  became  seised  of  the  premises,  as  his  heir-at-law,  who, 
by  indentures,  bearing  date  5th  and  6th  September  1737,  conveyed  the  same 
premises  to  Samuel  Sheppard,  and  divers  other  persons,  therein  mentioned, 
substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Minchinhampton. 

Twenty-five  pounds,  other  part  of  the  said  sum  of  250/.,  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  a piece  of  ground,  in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  which,  by 
indentures,  dated  9th  and  10th  January  1765,  were  conveyed  by  Edward. 
Sheppard  to  Philip  Sheppard  and  others,  surviving  feoffees,  named  in  the  said 
indenture  of  the  6th  September  1737>  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the 
indenture  of  the  13th  September  1721,  by  the  description  of  all  that  close  of 
arable  land,  containing,  by  estimation,  one  acre,  at  a place  called  Upper  Hyde, 
in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Sloven’s 
Acre. 

The  residue  of  the  said  250/.  was  probably  expended  in  the  costs  of  the 
conveyances. 

All 
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All  the  above-mentioned  trust  premises  were,  by  indentures,  dated  24th  and  Minchinhampton. 
25th  March  1805,  conveyed  to  new  trustees  ; to  hold  the  same  to  them,  their  — - 

heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  Hc£rity 
intents  and  purposes  expressed  in  the  indenture  of  13th  September  1721,  above  continued. 
referred  to.  ^ ^ 

The  premises  at  Randwick  were  let  at  21/.  lO*.,  by  a lease,  which  has  just 
expired. 

Upon  a lease,  which  has  also  lately  expired,  the  rent  of  Sloven’s  Acre 
was  5/.,  but  is  about  to  be  let,  under  a new  agreement,  for  61.  6 s.  per 
annum. 

The  total  proceeds  of  the  lands  so  purchased,  constitute  part  of  the  salary 
of  a reputable  schoolmaster  in  the  parish,  who,  in  consideration  of  the  same, 
teaches  eight  children  of  the  poor  inhabitants  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts. 

The  same  schoolmaster  receives  also,  the  income  derived  under  Ursula  Tooke’s 
charity,  for  which,  as  has  been  before  mentioned,  he  teaches  six  boys,  in 
reference  to  that  charity. 


The  Charities  of  Benjamin  Cambridge  and  John  Yeats. 

It  is  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  “ Mr.  John  Yeats , of  this  parish, 
clothier,  gave  to  the  free  school  of  Saint  Loe  100/.,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the 
putting  out  poor  children,  as  the  overseers  of  his  will  should  think  fit.” 

“ Mr.  Benjamin  Cambridge,  of  Theescombe,  in  this  parish,  gave  100/.  for 
a perpetual  stock,  the  profit  thereof  to  be  applied  annually,  for  ever,  in  binding 
and  placing  out  one  or  two  apprentices  out  of  this  parish.” 

Both  the  sums  above  mentioned  have  since  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
lands  in  the  parish  of  Stanley  Regis,  and  of  the  annuity  of  40 s.,  payable  out 
of  Mrs.  Ursula  Took’s  charity  to  her  trustees,  and  equally  applied  to  the  uses  of 
both  the  charities  aforesaid. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  enrolled,  dated  the  17th  August  1736, 
between  John  Gale,  therein  described,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  lies  and  others, 
therein  described,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  John  Yeats , late  of  Minchin- 
hampton, clothier,  had  by  his  will,  dated  12th  July  1698,  among  other  things, 
given  to  the  free  school  of  Sinckley  Farm,  in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton 
aforesaid,  100/.,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  putting  out  poor  children,  as  the  over- 
seers of  his  said  will  should  think  fit,  and  had  thereof  appointed  Thomas  Yeats, 
Samuel  Yeats,  and  Mr.  Nathaniel  Cambridge,  overseers ; reciting  further,  that 
Benjamin  Cambridge , late  of  the  same  parish,  had  by  his  will,  dated  14th  Octo- 
ber 1703,  given  100/.  to  his  overseers,  thereinafter  named,  to  be  placed  by  them, 
and  to  remain  as  a stock  for  ever,  and  with  the  profits  thereof,  for  ever,  to  bind 
out  one  or  two  apprentices  out  of  the  said  parish,  whose  parents  should  not  be 
able  to  place  them  out,  and  appointed  the  said  Nathaniel  Cambridge  sole  executor 
of  his  will,  and  Philip  Sheppard  and  William  Kingscote,  overseers  thereof;  and 
also  reciting,  an  assignment  and  transfer  by  an  indenture,  dated  29th  September 
1735,  of  the  said  several  sums  of  100/.  and  100/.,  given  by  the  said  wills,  toge- 
ther with  two  other  sums  of  33/.  85.  6d .,  and  41/.  10s.  6d.,  being  the  interest 
due  upon  the  same  respectively,  unto  the  said  John  lies,  John  Peach,  Edward 
Pearce,  and  others ; to  hold  the  said  several  sums  to  them,  their  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  the  said  principal 
sums  of  100/.  and  100  /.,  upon  the  purchase  or  purchases  of  land  or  tenements  in 
fee  simple,  in  some  part  of  Gloucestershire  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  John  lies, 
John  Peach,  Edward  Pearce,  and  others,  had  agreed  with  the  said  John  Gale,  for 
the  purchase  of  the  several  closes  of  meadow  and  pasture  hereinafter  mentioned, 
it  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  160/.,  part  of  the  said  prin- 
cipal sums  of  100/.  and  100/.,  he  the  said  John  Gale  did  thereby  grant,  bargain 
and  sell  unto  the  said  John  lies,  and  others,  therein  mentioned,  a close  of  mea- 
dow or  pasture,  at  the  top  of  West  Field,  in  the  parish  of  King’s  Stanley,  in 
the  county  of  Gloucester,  containing  by  estimation,  six  acres,  and  a close  of 
meadow  or  pasture  ground,  together  with  the  withey  bed  thereunto  adjoining, 
lying  in  the  said  parish  of  King’s  Stanley,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Whiteway 
Leaze,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  and  all  the  hereditaments  and  appur- 
tenances to  the  said  several  closes  belonging  ; to  hold  the  same  unto  and  to  the 
use  of  the  said  John  lies,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust, 
to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  and  for  the  several  uses  and  pur- 
poses in  and  by  the  said  recited  wills  of  the  said  John  Yeats  and  Benjamin 
Cambridge  severally  directed.  v 
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By  indentures,  dated  23d  and  24th  October  1744  (old  style),  endorsed  upon 
the  above  bargain  and  sale,  the  said  trust  premises  were  transferred,  so  as  to  vest 
the  same  in  the  said  John  lies  and  others,  being  in  part  the  old,  and  partly  new 
trustees,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

By  a deed-poll,  dated  1st  February  1744  (old  style),  it  appears  that  the  sutn 
of  l60/.,  part  of  the  sum  of  274/.  19  s.  (which  would  be  the  amount  of  the  said 
two  principal  sums  of  100/.,  with  the  interest  as  aforesaid,)  had  been  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  King’s  Stanley,  which  had  been  conveyed  to  the 
said  trustees  as  aforesaid;  and  that  the  sum  of  84/.  19.?.  other  part  of  the  said 
sum  of  274/.  19  ■?.,  had  been  expended  in  defraying  the  charge  of  the  convey- 
ance, and  in  putting  out  poor  children  apprentices,  so  that  upon  an  account, 
dated  1st  of  May  then  last,  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  said  John  lies, 
and  others,  the  then  surviving  trustees  of  the  said  sum  of  274/.  19s.  the  sum 
of  30/. ; and  that  at  a vestry,  held  on  the  10th  of  July,  then  last  past,  the  ap- 
pointment of  new  trustees  had  been  made,  to  whom  a transfer  of  the  trust- 
property  had  been  made,  as  aforesaid,  who  had  laid  out  the  sum  of  30  /.  in  the 
purchase  of  40  s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  issuing  out  of  certain  lands  in  the 
said  parjsh  of  Minchinhampton  ; and  also,  that  the  same  lands,  had  by  bargain 
and  sale  enrolled,  bearing  date  24th  September  then  last  past,  been  conveyed 
by  Joseph  Cambridge  unto  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  among 
other  things,  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  to  apply  the 
sum  of  40s.  per  annum  to  the  same  trusts. 

The  lands  alluded  to  in  the  deed  last  above  stated,  appear  to  have  been  the 
property  settled  by  Ursula  Took,  in  the  manner  stated  in  the  account  above 
given  of  Ursula  Took’s  charity,  and  vested  in  the  same  body  of  trustees  as  the 
charities  left  by  the  will  of  John  Yeats  and  Benjamin  Cambridge,  who  thereby 
became  the  trustees  of  the  40  s.  rent-charge,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  Ursula 
Took,  and  given  to  Benjamin  Cambridge  and  Nathaniel  Yeats,  their  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  to  apply  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  objects  of  the 
charity  under  consideration. 

All  the  above  trust  lands,  derived  under  the  gifts  of  Ursula  Took,  and  John 
Yeats,  and  Benjamin  Cambridge,  were  transferred  to  new  trustees,  by  indentures 
of  lease  and  release,  dated  24th  and  25th  March  1805,  of  whom  there  are  seven 
survivors. 

The  lands  purchased  in  fee  simple,  as  above  mentioned,  out  of  the  monies  of 
John  Yeats  and  Benjamin  Cambridge,  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees, 
who,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  twenty  acres  derived  under  Ursula  Took, 
apply  405.  per  annum  to  the  objects  of  this  charity. 

The  two  closes  in  King’s  Stanley  are  held  under  an  agreement  for  21/.  per 
annum. 

The  proceeds  of  this  charity  have  been  occasionally  applied  in  putting  out 
boys  apprentices,  partly  out  of  what  is  called  the  town  division  of  Minchin- 
hampton, and  partly  out  of  St.  Loe  school,  which  is  in  the  Rodborough  tything 
of  the  said  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  to  which  tything  the  benefit  of  Saint 
Loe  school,  as  far  as  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton  is  interested  in  it,  is  con- 
fined, Yeats’s  charity  being  considered  as  appropriated  to  St.  Loe  school,  and 
Cambridge’s  charity  to  the  schools  of  the  town  division.  The  accounts  are 
distinctly  kept,  and  upon  each  of  these  accounts  a considerable  balance  is  now 
in  hand  ; about  200/.  upon  that  of  St.  Loe,  and  150/.  upon  that  of  the  town 
division. 

The  accumulation  of  these  large  balances  appears  to  have  arisen  from  an  im- 
pression, that  the  trustees  were  restricted  to  the  sum  of  5 /.  as  an  apprentice  fee, 
which,  at  an  early  period  of  the  charity,  being  the  interest  of  the  principal  sums 
respectively,  might  naturally  have  established  the  practice  as  to  the  amount  of 
the  premium.  That  impression  having  now  been  removed,  it  is  intended  to 
raise  the  apprentice  fees  to  an  amount  correspondent > to  the  exigency  of  the 
times,  and  for  that  purpose  to  invest  the  above  balances  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
in  the  government  funds,  and  to  bestow  the  income  in  carrying  the  objects  of 
these  charitable  donations  into  better  effect,  by  apprenticing  the  boys  to  good 
trades,  and  procuring  for  them  reputable  and  industrious  masters. 

Richard  Cambridge’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Richard,  Cambridge,  of  London,  merchant,  gave  100/. 
to  the  poor  children  that  are  to  be  taught  and  instructed  at  St.  Loe  school, 

$ the 
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the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  to  such  uses  as  the  trustees  mentioned  in  his 
will  should  think  lit.” 

For  the  particulars  and  explanation  of  this  charity,  see  the  Report  of  the 
St.  Loe  school. 

William  Webb’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  William  Webb , of  Howcomb,  in  this  parish,  gave  to 
his  son,  William  Webb,  and  his  assigns,  for  ever,  Hilbows  Mead,  in  this  parish, 
by  estimation,  half  an  acre,  he  and  they  yearly  providing  for  live  poor  widows  of 
this  parish,  one  shift  each  of  the  value  of  3s.,  or  instead  thereof  15 s.  to  be 
equally  divided  between  them,  the  shifts  or  money  to  be  delivered  to  them, 
annually,  at  Michaelmas.” 

Mr.  Joseph  Browne,  of  Howcomb,  the  present  proprietor  of  the  Hilbows 
Mead,  distributes  annually  the  sum  of  15s.  in  sums  of  3s.  each,  among  live 
poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  in  satisfaction  of  the  above 
donation. 

Mary  Churches  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mrs.  Mary  Churches  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  this  parish,  10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  annually,  in 
bread,  on  the  5th  of  April,  to  ancient  people  and  poor  widows  of  Rodborough 
tything.” 

This  sum  appears  to  have  been  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  invested, 
together  with  other  charity  monies  belonging  to  the  parish,  in  the  three  per 
cents,  and  10s.  in  respect  thereof  is  annually  distributed  in  money  among  the 
poor  people  of  Rodborough  tything;  but  as  the  testatrix  directed  the  charity  to 
be  given  in  bread,  the  minister  and  churchwardens  have  undertaken  that  that 
mode  of  distribution  shall  be  adopted  in  future. 

William  Vick’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  William  Vick,  of  Bristol,  gave  300/.  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  disposed  of,  annually, 
by  them  on  every  15th  of  November,  for  ever,  as  follows : — For  prayer  and  a 
sermon,  21-s. ; to  the  clerk,  5s.;  to  the  sexton,  c2s.  6d.;  to  the  ringers,  10s.; 
and  21s.  to  be  spent  by  the  vestry  at  the  Talbot,  whilst  a public-house ; 5 s. 
more  to  the  clerk,  for  distributing  the  remainder  in  bread,  at  the  houses  of  such 
persons  who  shall  be  deemed  proper  objects  of  charity,  preference  being  always 
given  to  the  aged  and  sober.” 

This  charity  appears,  from  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  to  have  been  lost 
at  that  time,  and  it  has  not  been  recovered  since  by  the  parish. 

The  understanding  is,  that  it  was  lent  to  a Mr.  Watts,  a wine  merchant,  in 
Bristol,  who  died  insolvent. 

Sarah  Webb’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mrs.  Sarah  Webb,  of  Giddynap,  gave  300/.,  the  interest 
of  it  to  be  laid  out  in  twelve  brown  cloth  or  serge  gowns,  and  twelve  linen  shifts, 
to  be  given  away  annually,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  twelve  ancient 
poor  maidens  or  widows  of  this  parish,  on  every  third  day  of  January,  for  ever.” 

This  sum  of  300/.  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  355/.  16  s.  8 cl.  in  the 
three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  Peter  Playne,  Joseph  Brown,  William 
Brown,  and  William  Playne  Wise  ; and  the  dividends  thereof,  amounting  to 
10/.  13s.  6</.,  have  been  distributed,  except  as  hereinafter  explained,  among 
twelve  poor  women,  as  directed ; but,  in  consequence  of  a delay  having  taken  place 
from  some  difficulty  in  the  receipt  of  the  dividends,  a sum  of  54/.  7s-  3d.  has 
accumulated,  and  it  is  now  proposed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  to 
distribute  this  accumulation  among  twenty-four  poor  people  instead  of  twelve, 
as  long  as  the  accumulation  will  allow  them  so  to  do. 

Rebecca  Vick’s  Charity. 

“ Church  Table. — “ Rebecca  Vick,  spinster,  gave,  by  deed,  a rent  charge  of 
51.  4 s.,  for  teaching  poor  children  to  read;  she  likewise,  in  17bS,  bequeathed 
200/.  to  be  vested  in  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  the  interest  whereof  to  be 
distributed,  annually,  among  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Minchinhampton.” 

By  indenture,  dated  1st  February  1739,  made  between  Rebecca  Vick,  of 
Clifton,  spinster,  of  the  one  part ; and  Joseph  Cambridge,  John  lies,  Samuel 
Peach,  Samuel  Yeates,  Daniel  Noble,  Nathaniel  Perks,  Thomas  Deverell,  John 
Teal,  and  Solomon  Cook,  the  elder,  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  parish 
. Rep.  18.  X x 3 of 
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of  Minchinhampton,  of  the  other  part;  it  was  witnessed,  that  for  the  settling 
and  assuring  the  chief-rent  and  hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned,  upon  the 
charitable  uses  thereinafter  declared,  she,  the  said  Rebecca  Vick,  did  grant  unto 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  all  that  chief-rent  of  5/.  1-5.  issuing  out  of 
the  two  messuages  or  tenements  in  Minchinhampton,  therein  mentioned  ; and 
also  the  said  messuage  and  tenement  out  of  which  the  said  chief-rent  was  pay- 
able ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  Joseph  Cambridge,  and  others,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  one  poor  woman  of  the  parish  of 
Minchinhampton  aforesaid,  as  her  kinswoman,  Mary  Day,  should  during  her 
life  appoint,  and  which  said  poor  woman  so  appointed,  should  from  time  to  time, 
teach  and  instruct  15  poor  girls  of  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  who  should 
be  above  the  age  of  five  years,  and  under  the  age  of  nine  years,  and  whose 
parents  should  not  be  rated  or  pay  to  the  parish  rates  of  Minchinhampton 
aforesaid,  to  read  the  English  language ; and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Mary 
Day,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  such  poor  woman  of  the  said  parish,  as  the  said 
Joseph  Cambridge,  and  others,  should  appoint,  for  the  intents  and  purposes 
aforesaid  ; and  when  her  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  then  that  such 
persons  as  were  trustees  of  the  charity  lands  of  Mrs.  Ursula  Took,  should  be 
trustees  of  this  charity. 

Mr.  Joseph  Rolph,  who  is  the  present  owner  of  the  premises  charged  with  the 
above  annual  payment,  which  was  formerly  the  Talbot  inn,  in  Minchinhampton, 
pays  51.  45.  annually,  to  Mrs.  Ann  Ebsworth,  who  has  long  kept  a dame’s  school 
in  that  town,  by  the  direction  or  under  the  authority  of  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, in  which  she  teaches  15  poor  children  of  the  town  to  read. 

The  sum  of  200/.,  given  by  her  will,  together  with  the  sum  of  10/.,  coming 
under  the  charity  of  Mrs.  Mary  Churches,  appears  to  have  been  vested  in  the 
purchase  of  337/.  105.  three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  Peter  Playne, 
Joseph  Brown,  William  Brown,  and  William  Playne  Wise. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  10/.  25.  6cl.,  after  deducting  the  105.  paid  in 
respect  of  Mrs.  Churches  charity,  are  distributed  by  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens, among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  not  receiving  parish  relief,  in  sums 
varying  from  15.  to  4.5. 

Daniel  Webb’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Daniel  Webb,  gentleman,  left  by  will,  land,  the  produce  of 
which  is  10/.,  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  at  large.” 

There  is  nothing  to  show  that  any  land  ever  came  to  the  parish  under  the 
above  devise,  or  that  any  money  was  ever  received  in  respect  thereof. 

Samuel  Sheppard’s  Charity. 

An  ancient  almshouse  stood  in  this  parish,  reputed  to  have  been  derived  from 
the  Sheppard  family,  whose  estate,  called  Gatcombe  Park,  subsequently  came 
by  purchase  to  the  late  David  Ricardo,  esquire.  The  almshouses  in  question 
had  no  endowment,  and  were  in  a state  of  great  dilapidation,  when  Mr.  Ricardo, 
some  years  ago,  pulled  them  down,  and  built  other  almshouses  in  their  stead, 
for  the  reception  of  eight  poor  persons,  who  are  nominated  by  the  proprietors 
of  the  Gatcombe  estate,  and  receive  a voluntary  support  at  the  hands  of 
Mrs.  Ricardo. 

Thomas  Yeats’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Thomas  Yeats,  of  this  parish,  gave  20/.,  to  be  laid  out  by 
his  executors  in  a purchase,  the  rents  thereof,  or  the  lawful  interest  of  the  money, 
till  a purchase  should  be  made,  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  Rodborough  tything.” 

There  is  no  trace  in  the  parish  of  this  money  having  been  ever  received. 

CIIAPELRY  OF  RODBOROUGH. 

Henry  King’s  Charity. 

The  will  of  Henry  King , dated  9th  March  1699,  giving  to  Minchinhampton 
and  Rodborough,  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  to  be  equally  divided 
between  them,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  and  chapelry,  and  the 
decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  1 6th  July  1707,  referring  it  to  the 
master  to  appoint  new  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  said  charity,  out  of 
the  most  substantial  persons  in  both  the  said  parishes,  to  whom  the  money 
belonging  to  the  testator’s  estate,  after  costs  of  suit  deducted,  was  ordered 
to  be  paid  in  moieties,  one  moiety  to  the  trustees  appointed  for  Minchin- 

hampton, 
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hampton,  and  the  other  to  the  trustees  for  Rodborough,  and  the  master’s 
report,  appointing  five  persons  out  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  of  the  said  parishes 
to  be  trustees  for  the  management  of  their  respective  moieties,  have  been 
already  set  forth  in  a former  statement,  of  the  same  charity,  when  the  interest  of 
Minchinhampton  therein  was  under  consideration. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  1st  September  1708,  the  executors  assigned  the 
moieties  of  the  said  residuary  estate  to  the  said  trustees  respectively,  and  the 
trustees  appointed  for  Rodborough  applied  the  money  so  assigned  to  them, 
together  with  certain  other  charity  monies,  in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  Oxlinch, 
in  the  parish  of  Randwick,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  as  appears  by  two 
several  purchase  deeds,  the  one  dated  28th  September  1710,  and  the  other 
26th  December  1717- 

In  1805,  the  said  lands,  which  lay  dispersed  at  very  inconvenient  distances, 
and  intermixed  with  other  property,  were  carefully  surveyed  by  order  of  the 
trustees ; and  again,  in  1822,  preparatory  to  an  exchange  agreed  to  be  made 
with  Lord  Sherborne,  for  lands  belonging  to  his  lordship  in  the  parishes  of 
Morton  Valence  and  Standish  ; which  exchange  was  to  be  carried  into  effect 
under  the  Act  passed  in  the  1st  and  2d  years  of  His  present  Majesty,  authorizing 
the  exchange  of  lands  subject  to  trusts  for  charitable  purposes.  Some  difficulties 
have  occasioned  a delay  in  the  execution  of  the  conveyances,  but  we  understand 
that  they  are  now  removed,  and  the  trustees  of  the  charities  are  to  be  considered 
as  entitled  to  the  rent  from  the  year  1822,  when  the  agreement  was  finally  con- 
cluded ; the  quantity  of  the  land  derived  under  the  original  purchase  deeds, 
was  22a.  2r.  27p.,  and  the  quantity  of  the  property  taken  in  exchange  from 
Lord  Sherborne,  is  29a.  2r.  36p.,  so  that  it  appears  to  exceed  in  quantity  the 
original  charity  property  ; besides  being,  as  we  are  informed,  fully  equal  in 
quality  upon  the  average  ; it  is  also  to  be  preferred  for  its  situation,  being 
nearly  comprised  within  a ring-fence,  and  contiguous  to  the  high  road  between 
Bristol  and  Gloucester.  Lord  Sherborne  takes  the  timber  upon  the  said  old 
charity  land,  at  a valuation.  At  the  time  of  the  exchange,  the  rent  of  the 
charity  land  was  30/.  per  annum,  and  that  of  Lord  Sherborne’s  45/.,  at  which 
the  same  is  now  let  to  his  lordship,  who  has  agreed  to  hold  it  of  the  trustees  as 
their  tenant,  such  rent  of  45  /.  being  considered  the  fair  amount. 

The  share  which  Rodborough  annually  derives  from  the  above  charity,  has 
from  its  origin  to  the  present  time,  been  applied  towards  the  support  of  a 
school  for  teaching  the  children  of  the  poor  of  that  parish,  which  used  to  be 
carried  on  in  a very  ancient  stone  building,  used  by  the  parish  generally  as  a 
parochial  school.  The  old  building  was  a few  years  ago  partly  pulled  down, 
and  much  enlarged,  out  of  the  funds  of  this  charity,  by  the  addition  of  anew  and 
spacious  school-room,  and  apartments  for  the  master  and  his  family.  The  sum 
expended  on  which  objects  has  been  about  258  /. 

The  school  considered  as  King’s  foundation,  is  only  for  boys ; but  there  is 
also  a Sunday-school  supported  by  subscription,  kept  on  the  same  premises  for 
children  of  both  sexes,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  clergyman  of  the  parish 
and  other  occasional  visitors. 

Since  the  rebuilding  was  commenced  no  school  has  been  carried  on,  but  the 
premises  being  just  finished,  it  is  intended  as  speedily  as  it  can  be  done,  to 
appoint  a master,  and  to  give  full  effect  to  the  charity,  by  having  as  many 
children  taught  as  an  individual  can  be  expected  to  undertake  for  the  salary 
which  the  funds  will  afford.  The  objects  of  instruction  are  to  be  reading  and 
writing  and  common  arithmetic. 

Out  of  the  savings  of  the  income,  a sum  of  100/.  has  been  purchased  into  the 
3 per  cent  reduced,  and  it  is  proposed,  when  the  tenement  is  paid  for  by  Lord 
Sherborne,  to  add  the  produce  to  the  funded  property. 


It  appears,  from  the  church  table,  that  “ Nathaniel  Clessold  left  20/.  j 
Michael  Halliday  51. ; and  Nathaniel  Beard  10/.  ; the  application  of  which  does 
not  appear  ; but  they  were  probably  included  in  the  parochial  charities  alluded  to 
in  the  above  case  of  King’s  charity,  and  applied,  together  with  his  donation,  in 
the  purchase  of  lands. 

Charities  of  Thomas  Halliday  and  Richard  Cambridge. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Thomas  Halliday  gave  100/.  for  ever,  for  the  teaching  ^^^"Hainday 
three  poor  boys  of  this  parish,  to  read  and  write,  and  for  books  and  clothes ; and 

and  that  Richard  Cambridge , of  London,  merchant,  gave  20  /.  to  the  poor.”  RichardCambridge. 
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The  application  of  these  monies  is  now  not  known  with  certainty,  but  as  the 
parish  have  been  immemorially  in  possession  of  two  pieces  of  pasture  land,  in 
the  parish  of  Leonard  Stanley,  containing  together  3 a.  2r.  IGp.,  the  income  of 
which  has  been  always  appropriated  to  the  purposes  directed  in  the  gift  of 
Thomas  Halliday,  according  to  the  above  church  table,  it  is  conjectured,  that 
the  120/.,  composed  as  above  stated,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  those 
premises. 

The  rent  of  this  land  is  now  8 /.  a year. 

Three  boys,  out  of  the  number  taught  at  the  parochial  school,  are  appointed 
to  receive  the  benefit  of  this  fund,  who  accordingly,  every  three  years,  have 
clothes  purchased  for  them ; but  as  these  rents  have  been  only  in  part  ex- 
pended on  the  above  purposes,  there  has  been  for  many  years  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
William  Halliday,  of  Rodborough,  to  whom  the  parish  have  committed  the 
management  of  this  property,  a large  accumulating  surplus,  to  which  is  to  be 
added,  two  sums  of  46  /.  16  s.  6d.,  and  31.  12s.,  the  product  of  two  several  sales 
of  timber  upon  the  premises.  These  amounts,  together  with  part  of  the  balances, 
have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  200/.  in  the  3 per  cents,  half  in  the  reduced, 
and  half  in  the  consols,  to  which  must  be  added  JO /.  3 per  cent  consols, 
of  which  mention  occurs  in  the  accounts  for  many  years  before  Mr.  Halliday 
assumed  the  management  of  this  charity,  and  which  probably  was  derived  in 
the  same  way  as  the  before  mentioned  sums.  The  above  mentioned  stock  all 
stands  in  the  names  of  William  Halliday,  Peter  Smith,  and  Joseph  Hawker. 

The  total  income,  being  16/.  2 s.  per  annum,  is  intended,  as  we  are  informed, 
to  be  applied  towards  extending  the  benefits  of  the  parochial  school. 

Thomas  Cam’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Thomas  Cam , merchant,  gave  505.  per  annum,  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  poor,  at  Christmas,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  Rigby  Stile  ground, 
near  Gloucester.” 

This  rent-charge  has  been  regularly  paid  and  applied,  according  to  the  church 
table. 

Samuel  Horrill’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Horrill,  by  his  will,  an  extract  of  which  appears,  without  date,  in  a 
book  containing  the  account  of  Horrill’s  charity,  directed  that  his  trustees,  and 
the  survivors  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  administrators  of  such  survivor,  should 
invest  the  sum  of  200  /.  in  the  3 per  cent  consols,  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof 
as  follows  ; one  moiety  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish 
of  Rodborough  for  the  time  being,  for  placing  out  three  poor  girls  of  the  same 
parish,  to  learn  to  read,  write,  sew  and  knit ; the  other  moiety  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  dissenting  chapel. 

Mr.  W.  Halliday,  of  Rodborough,  receives  annually,  under  this  charity,  the 
sum  of  31.  as  the  dividend  of  100/.  3 per  cents,  from  the  hands  of  Mr.  Heaven, 
supposed  to  be  a representative  of  the  testator. 

As  soon  as  the  parochial  school  is  set  up  a master  and  mistress  are  to  be  ap- 
pointed; the  mistress  to  have  the  care  of  a certain  number  of  the  female  children 
of  the  parish,  to  be  taught  separately  from  the  boys.  A moiety  of  the  above 
dividends  is  intended  to  be  then  applied  towards  remunerating  such  mis- 
tress, who  will  be  expected  to  teach  what  is  enjoined  by  the  will  of  Samuel 
Horrill. 

These  annual  sums  are  comprized  in  Mr.  Hailiday’s  account,  audited  as 
before  mentioned. 


PARISH  OF  RODMARTON. 

Charities  from  the  Family  of  Coxe. 

John  Coxe , by  his  will,  dated  15th  November  1690,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Rod- 
marton and  Tarlton,  net  Culkerton,  30/.  to  be  put  as  a stock,  in  the  name  of  the 
minister  of  the  said  parish,  and  his  executors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  the 
interest  to  be  paid  to  them,  or  the  survivor  of  them  (his  heir  at  law  to  be  one), 
for  the  good  education  and  apprenticing  of  poor  children,  at  their  discretion. 

Charles  Coxe,  late  of  Lincoln’s-inn,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  esquire, 
deceased,  by  his  will,  dated  the  9th  October  1728,  gave  the  sum  of  50/.  unto 
his  sons,  John  Coxe  and  Thomas  Chamberlain  Coxe,  to  be  by  them,  their  execu- 
tors and  administrators,  placed  out  at  interest,  or  invested  in  the  purchase  of 

lands, 
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lands,  the  interest  and  produce  thereof  from  time  to  time,  every  year  after,  to  Rodmarton. 

be  by  them  employed  for  the  placing  out  of  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  , . . 

Rodmarton  apprentices,  whose  parents  did  not  receive  alms  of  the  parish  ; but 

if  no  children  were  there  to  be  placed  out,  the  interest  of  the  said  50  /.  to  be  ^ontinuecL^’ 

employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  as  his  trustees,  or  i / 

the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  should  think  fit. 

John  Coxe,  by  his  will,  dated  October  31st,  17S0,  reciting,  that  his  late  father 
had  given  to  him,  and  his  brother,  Thomas  Coxe,  50/.,  to  be  applied  by  them  to 
and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  parish  of  Rodmarton,  one  moiety  whereof  had 
been  paid  into  his  hands,  the  interest  whereof,  with  some  additional  benefac- 
tions of  his  own,  had  been  from  time  to  time  paid  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
lie  thereby  gave  unto  his  son,  Charles  Coxe,  25/.,  to  be  added  to  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  25/.,  so  paid  into  his,  the  said  testator’s  hands,  as  aforesaid, 
so  as  to  make  up  the  whole  the  sum  of  50/.,  in  trust,  to  be  by  him  paid  and  ap- 
plied to  the  same  uses,  as  by  the  said  will  of  his  said  father,  the  said  sum  of  50/. 
was  given  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  was  directed  to  be  applied. 

There  is  a sum  of  137/-  3 s.  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  standing  in  the 
names  of  Samuel  Lysons  (deceased),  and  William  George,  constituted  of  the 
investments  of  the  above  donations. 

The  rector  of  the  parish  receives  the  interest,  through  the  Cirencester  bank, 
and  pays  the  same  to  a schoolmistress,  in  the  parish,  appointed  by  himself,  bv 
whom  the  poor  children  are  taught  to  read,  as  a part  of  her  salary.  She  con- 
ducts the  school,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  minister. 

This  has  been  the  mode  of  application  pursued  for  many  years. 

HAMLET  OF  CULKERTON. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

The  hamlet  of  Culkerton,  within  the  parish  of  Rodmarton,  is  entitled  to  Culkerton. 

a share  in  the  extensive  benefaction  of  Henry  Smith,  under  the  instrument  of  

settlement  and  distribution,  by  which  that  benefaction  has  been  appropriated  and  Henry  Smith’s 
apportioned,  and  which  is  set  out  fully  in  the  Fourth  Report,  p.  448.  anty' 

The  part  of  the  charity  property  charged  with  the  benefit  to  this  tything  01- 
hamlet,  together  with  certain  other  parishes  and  places,  specified  in  the  above 
settlement,  is  an  estate  in  the  parish  of  Telscombe,  in  the  county  of  Sussex, 
the  proceeds  of  which  have  been  divided  among  the  places  interested,  according 
to  the  deed  poll,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  trustees,  therein  named,  bearing 
date  25th  May  1680. 

The  shares  have  varied  in  amount  with  the  rental  of  the  farm,  which  has 
usually  been  let  by  auction.  For  some  years  the  payment  to  the  hamlet  of 
Culkerton,  has  been  15/.  per  annum,  the  estate  having  been  improved  by  an 
inclosure,  which  some  time  ago  took  place  under  an  Act  of  Parliament. 

The  deed  poll  above  alluded  to,  a counterpart  of  which  is  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Rodmarton  parish,  contains  a full  specification  and  description  of  the 
objects  in  the  contemplation  of  the  donor,  to  be  selected  as  the  participators  of 
his  bounty,  and  which  may  be  seen  by  a reference  to  the  deed  of  settlement,  set 
forth  in  the  case  referred  to. 

The  churchwarden  of  Rodmarton  receives  the  share  of  the  hamlet  of  Culkerton, 
from  Mr.  Bray,  the 'treasurer  of  the  charity,  through  the  Tetbury  bank.  A list 
is  made  out  of  the  objects  supposed  to  merit  the  relief,  which  is  transmitted 
through  the  bank,  to  the  treasurer,  every  year,  such  list  being  necessary  to 
entitle  such  parish  or  place  to  receive  its  proportion,  and  when  the  money  is 
received,  it  is  distributed  among  the  objects  so  previously  selected,  generally 
about  nineteen  in  number,  in  proportions  corresponding  with  the  exigencies  of 
each  case,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  the 
benefit  being  confined  to  persons  of  decent  character.

Elizabeth  Hodges,  of  Shipton  Moyne,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  her  Shipton  Moyne, 
will,  dated  13th  May  1723,  devised  to  Thomas  Estcourt,  and  four  other  persons,  — —

Elizabeth  Hodges s they  should  pay  10/.  thereof  yearly,  to  and  for  the  use  of  poor  house- 

C vnUmed.  keepers,  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  not  receiving  alms  ; 10/.  to  like  housekeepers, 

v ^ y of  the  parish  of  Malmsbury,  Wilts;  51.  to  like  poor  of  Cricklade,  Wilts;  51. 

to  like  poor  of  Shipton  Moyne  aforesaid  ; 5 1.  towards  teaching  poor  children  of 
the  said  parish  of  Shipton  Moyne,  to  read  ; 51.  for  like  teaching  poor  children 
in  the  parish  of  Shearstone  Magna,  Wilts;  the  several  sums  of  40 s.  more 
thereof,  yearly,  for  the  like  purpose,  in  the  several  parishes  of  Weston,  Birt 
Easton,  Grey  Brookenburrow,  and  Newnton,  near  Tetbury  aforesaid,  in  the 
said  county  of  Wilts  ; 5 /.  more  thereof  yearly,  to  the  rector  of  Shipton  Moyne 
aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  for  preaching  five  sermons,  yearly,  in  the  said 
church,  on  the  days  following,  viz.;  14th  April,  18th  March,  IGth  July,  4th 
February,  and  on  the  day  of  her  the  said  testatrix’s  death  (3d  May)  ; and  40  s. 
yearly,  residue  of  the  said  annuity  of  55  /.,  to  be  paid  to  such  person  and 
persons  as  should  be  employed  to  collect  and  pay  the  said  several  sums,  with 
a power  of  entry  and  distress  for  compelling  payment  of  the  said  rent-charge. 
She  likewise  gave  a cottage  or  tenement,  in  Shipton  Moyne,  called  Dunters, 
to  her  trustees  and  their  heirs,  for  a school-house,  and  dwelling  for  a master  or 
mistress,  for  teaching  the  poor  children  of  Shipton  Moyne,  to  read  as  aforesaid. 

The  property  at  Shipton  Moyne,  out  of  which  the  above  mentioned  rent- 
charge  was  to  be  issuing,  has  been  in  part  sold  to  Bucknall  Estcourt,  esq., 
and  in  part  to  Mr.  Tugwell,  which  latter  gentleman  holds  about  400  acres ; 
and  we  are  given  to  understand,  that  by  an  arrangement  on  the  sale,  the  part 
purchased  by  Mr.  Tugwell,  was  made  exclusively  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
entire  rent-charge.  Shipton  Moyne  receives  its  proportion  of  the  said  annuity, 
being  15  /.  per  annum,  from  Mr.  Adye,  a schoolmaster,  at  Malmsbury,  of  which 
15/.  the  sum  of  5 /.  is  distributed  among  ten  poor  persons,  selected  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  in  equal  portions. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  paid  to  the  mistress  of  a school  in  the  parish,  said  to 
be  upon  the  national  plan,  where  about  forty  boys  and  girls  are  taught.  The 
same  school  is  kept  in  the  cottage  or  tenement  lately  called  Punters,  given  for  that 
purpose  by  the  said  testatrix,  where  a Sunday  school  is  also  kept,  under  the 
conduct  of  the  same  mistress,  and  is  superintended  by  the  minister.  This 
weekly  school  derives  the  main  parts  of  its  support  from  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  the  inhabitants. 

Five  sermons  are  preached  on  the  days  appointed  by  the  testatrix,  at  which 
the  schools  attend,  and  the  clergyman  receives  the  51.  left  to  him  for  that 
purpose. 

Elizabeth  Nowell’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Nowell’s  Elizabeth  Nowell,  late  of  Shipton  Moyne,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  widow. 
Charity.  by  her  will,  dated  1st  September  1785,  gave  unto  the  Rev.  Richard  Huntley, 
clerk,  rector  of  Shipton  Moyne,  and  to  his  successors,  rectors  of  Shipton  Moyne 
aforesaid,  200/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  reduced  bank  annuities,  intrust, 
that  he  and  they  should  continue  the  same  in  the  same  stock,  or  some  other  of 
the  public  funds,  and  pay  and  apply  the  dividends  thereof,  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  establishing  a Sunday  school  at  Shipton  Moyne  aforesaid,  for  instructing 
the  poor  children  of  the  said  parish ; and  she  willed,  that  the  said  Richard 
Huntley,  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  Shipton  Moyne  aforesaid,  should  appoint 
the  master  and  mistress  of  the  then  charity  school  of  Shipton  Moyne,  if  he  and 
they  should  consider  such  master  or  mistress  properly  qualified  to  undertake 
the  same. 

Six  pounds  per  annum,  as  the  interest  of  the  above-mentioned  stock,  is 
regularly  applied  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will,  by  the  Rev.  Richard 
Huntley,  of  Boswell,  near  Tetbury,  a trustee  of  the  charity.

From  an  inspeximus,  dated  5th  November,  20  Jac.  1,  of  a decree  of  the 
commissioners  for  redressing  the  abuse  of  charitable  uses,  under  the  43d  Eliza- 
beth, made  the  1st  October,  20  Jac.  1,  we  collect  the  following  particulars  : —

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An  inquisition  was  taken  at  Tctbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  19th  Sep-  Tetbury. 
tember  in  the  same  year,  before  Sir  William  Sands  and  others,  the  commis-  — — 

sioners  therein  mentioned,  in  which  it  was  found  by  the  jurors,  that  Sir  William  w^lbamUiu^nev 
Romney,  knight,  being  possessed  of  a lease  for  years  (which  ended  at  Michael-  william  Langston, 
mas  in  the  17th  year  of  the  same  king),  of  the  weights  of  wool  and  yarn,  tolls  and  John  Maltbye, 
and  other  profits,  within  the  said  town  of  Tetbury,  worth  yearly  about  the  rent  continued. 
reserved,  120  /.  or  thereabouts,  had,  by  his  will,  about  eleven  years  before,  devised  ^ 

the  profits  arising  by  the  said  lease  in  the  following  manner,  viz. ; the  rent 
reserved  being  first  paid  to  Lord  Berkeley,  5 s.  weekly  to  be  distributed  out  of 
the  profits  during  the  said  lease,  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  same  town  ; 

13/.  more  thereof,  yearly,  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  town  ; and  61.  more 
thereof,  yearly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a lecturer  there  ; and  that  the  residue 
of  the  profits  of  the  said  lease  should  remain  to  the  king’s  bailiffs  of  the  said  town, 
for  the  time  being,  to  countenance  their  place  for  the  well  governing  of  the 
said  town  : And  it  was  further  found,  by  the  said  inquisition,  that  the  said  Sir 

William  Romney  died  possessed  of  the  said  lease  about  the  ninth  year  of  the  said 
king’s  reign ; and  that  at  a court  holden  on  the  succeeding  Michaelmas  for  the 
same  town,  it  was  ordered,  that  all  who  should  be  elected  king’s  bailiffs  for  the 
said  town,  during  the  said  lease,  should  serve  the  said  office  gratis,  and  should 
collect  the  profits  of  the  said  lease  during  their  several  bailiwicks,  and  out  of  it 
should  pay  the  rents  reserved,  and  the  other  payments  to  the  poor,  the  preacher 
and  the  schoolmaster,  according  to  the  said  will,  and  should  pay  all  the  residue 
of  the  profits  accruing  by  that  lease  to  the  public  profit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  town,  without  claiming  any  particular  benefit  for  their  private  use:  And 

that  afterwards,  it  was  ordered,  that  such  money  as  should  be  so  raised  should 
be  put  out  to  interest,  after  the  rate  of  9/.  in  the  hundred  to  townsmen,  and 
10/.  to  strangers  : And  it  was  further  found,  by  the  said  inquisition,  that  the 

two  persons  therein  named,  being  successively  bailiffs  for  the  two  first  of  those 
years,  did  pay  to  the  use  of  the  town  97  /•  10s.  a piece,  besides  the  rent  reserved, 
and  the  other  payments  to  the  poor,  the  preacher  and  the  schoolmaster  ; and  that 
the  said  195/.  with  the  interest,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  298/.  came  into  the 
hands  of  John  Driver,  and  five  other  persons,  or  some  of  them,  inhabitants  of 
the  said  town  : And  it  was  further  found,  by  the  said  inquisition,  that  after 

divers  money  transactions  respecting  the  said  lease,  the  town  became  possessed 
of  a certain  disposable  stock,  resulting  from  the  produce  or  profits  thereof. 

The  decree,  after  setting  forth  the  said  inquisition,  states,  that  since  the  said 
commission  was  awarded,  it  had  been  agreed,  by  and  with  the  general  consent  of 
the  king’s  bailiff  of  the  said  town,  and  the  said  several  other  persons,  therein 
particularly  mentioned,  and  all  the  most  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  town, 
for  the  better  government  thereof,  and  for  the  more  due  ordering  of  the  said 
stock  of  money,  for  the  public  good  of  the  said  town,  and  for  the  continuance 
of  the  charitable  payments  to  the  poor,  the  preacher,  and  the  schoolmaster  : — 

First,  That  twelve  of  the  most  discreet  of  the  townsmen  should  be  brethren  and 
assistants  to  the  king’s  bailiff  of  the  said  town,  for  the  time  being,  to  assist  him  in 
the  public  affairs  concerning  the  town,  by  and  out  of  which  number  of  thirteen, 
three,  whereof  the  old  bailiff  was  to  be  one,  should  be  chosen  yearly,  upon  the 
25th  of  June,  and  presented  to  the  steward  for  the  time  being,  out  of  which 
three  the  said  steward  should  elect  the  king’s  bailiff,  and  give  him  his  oath  : 

Secondly,  That  the  several  persons  therein  named,  being  twenty-four  of  the  most 
discreet  townsmen,  next  to  the  said  number  of  thirteen,  should  be  called  the 
Four-and-Twenty  : Thirdly,  That  the  said  thirteen,  or  the  greater  part  of  them, 
should  choose  out  of  the  said  four-and-twenty  persons  sufficient  to  supply  their 
number  of  thirteen  from  time  to  time,  and  that  the  said  thirteen  and 
four-and-twenty,  or  the  greatest  part  of  them,  should  choose  other  fit  townsmen, 
to  supply  the  said  number  of  four-and-twenty,  from  time  to  time  : Fourthly, 

That  the  schoolmaster,  lecturer  and  almspeople  should,  from  time  to  time,  be 
elected  by  the  said  thirteen,  or  by  the  most  of  them,  upon  notice  first  thereof 
given,  as  therein  mentioned,  and  that  there  should  be  indentures  of  agreement 
made,  from  time  to  time,  between  the  said  thirteen  and  the  said  schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  touching  such  orders,  conditions  and  agreements  as  on  either 
part  should  be  observed  and  kept : Fifthly,  Inasmuch  as  the  said  Lord  Berkeley 
had  agreed  to  grant  a lease  of  the  Tolsey  House,  and  of  the  said  profits, 
for  21  years,  at  the  old  rent  of  11/.  to  J.  Smith,  who,  for  the  good  of  the  town, 
had  contracted  to  assign  the  said  lease,  at  the  said  old  rent,  to  the  king’s  bailiff

and  John  Maltbye, 
continued. 
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and  his  assistants,  so  as  he  should  be  paid  by  the  said  town  570/.  in  hand,  and 
10/.  quarterly  for  two  years,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  said  J.  Smith  should  retain 
in  his  hands  260/.  found  by  the  said  inquisition  to  be  due  to  the  said  town  ; and 
that  the  said  king’s  bailiff,  and  the  other  persons  therein  mentioned  in  the  said 
inquisition,  should  pay  the  several  sums  remaining  in  their  hands  to  the  use  of 
the  said  town,  and  should  undertake  for  the  residue  with  the  said  J.  Smith,  until 
the  same  should  be  raised  out  of  the  surplusage  of  the  said  lease  : Sixthly, 
That  the  king’s  bailiff  should  give  such  security  to  the  twelve  assistants,  as 
therein  is  mentioned,  for  the  payment  of  the  rent  reserved  upon  the  lease, 
and  of  SO/,  more  to  the  obligees,  quarterly,  for  the  use  of  the  said  town,  during 
the  year  of  his  office,  unless  the  profits  of  the  market  should  be  reduced,  and 
then  to  abate  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  that  he  should  take  the  profits  of  the 
said  lease  for  one  year  only,  paying  the  said  old  rent  of  11/.  and  the  80/. 
as  aforesaid,  and  providing  for  himself,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  said  yearly 
profits,  a gown,  and  maintaining  competent  hospitality:  Seventhly,  That  20/. 
yearly,  parcel  of  the  said  80/.  should  be  paid  by  the  said  king’s  bailiff  and  his 
twelve  assistants,  to  such  schoolmaster  there  as  should  be  chosen  and  allowed  by 
the  said  thirteen,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  and  to  none  other;  and  10/.  more, 
yearly,  parcel  of  the  said  80/.,  should  be  paid,  quarterly,  to  such  preacher  or 
lecturer  there,  for  the  time  being,  as  should  be  chosen  and  allowed  by  the  said 
thirteen,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  and  to  none  other  ; and  10/.  more,  yearly, 
parcel  of  the  said  80/.,  should  be  paid  towards  the  better  maintenance  of 
thirteen  of  such  almspeople  of  the  said  town  as  should  be  chosen  as  aforesaid, 
to  furnish  them  with  gowns  and  other  necessaries  against  Christmas,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  king’s  bailiff  and  his  twelve  brethren,  or  the  most  part  of  them  ; 
and  20/.  more,  yearly,  parcel  of  the  said  80/.,  should  be  lent  out  by  the  said 
thirteen,  or  the  most  of  them,  in  their  best  discretion,  unto  such  young  trades- 
men, and  other  persons,  inhabitants  within  the  said  town,  as  to  them  should 
seem  meet,  so  as  no  interest  should  be  taken  for  the  same,  nor  any  one  person 
should  have  at  any  one  time  above  10/.,  and  not  longer  than  for  three  years ; 
and  the  other  20/.,  residue  of  the  said  80/.,  should  be  yearly  employed  by  the  said 
thirteen,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  to  the  best  advantage,  towards  raising  a stock 
for  the  use  of  the  said  town,  for  the  new  taking  of  another  lease  of  the  said  tolls 
after  twenty-one  years  expired,  or  for  the  purchasing  of  any  thing  else,  whereby 
to  make  the  said  charitable  uses  perpetual  to  the  public  good  of  the  said  town. 

After  reciting  tbe  above  particulars,  the  commissioners  declaring  them- 
selves to  have  found  the  said  agreements  to  tend  wholly  to  the  good  of  the  said 
town,  and  the  better  employment  for  the  time  to  come  of  the  said  stock  of 
money,  found  by  the  said  inquisition  to  belong  to  the  said  town,  and  conceiving 
that  the  taking  of  the  said  lease,  for  twenty-one  years,  of  the  profits  of  the  market, 
would  also  much  advance  the  good  of  the  same  town,  and  would  tend  to  the 
continuance  of  the  said  religious  and  charitable  uses,  which  would  otherwise  be 
discontinued  in  a short  time,  did  therefore  order  and  decree,  that  the  said  town 
stock  should  be  forthwith  employed  in  taking  the  said  lease  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  the  profits  of  such  lease  should  be  disposed  of,  as  by  the  said  recited 
orders  of  the  said  townsmen  had  been  provided,  and  that  the  said  several 
orders  should  stand  and  remain,  as  tending  to  the  good  of  the  town,  and  better 
continuance  of  the  said  charitable  uses. 

By  articles  of  agreement,  indented  tripartite,  made  upon  the  first  day  of 
February,  8 Car.  1,  between  Richard  Talbot,  and  three  other  trustees,  of  the 
first  part ; the  number,  called  the  Thirteen,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  society, 
called  the  Twenty-four,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  certain  proposals  of  sale,  by 
George  Lord  Berkeley,  and  Elizabeth  Lady  Berkeley,  mother  of  the  said  lord, 
and  that  in  consequence  thereof,  it  had  been  thought  fit,  and  resolved  at  several 
public  meetings,  that  the  inheritance  of  the  things  thereinafter  mentioned,  viz. ; 
the  advowson  of  the  vicarage ; the  ground,  called  the  North  Hayes,  alias  the 
Warren  ; the  courts  and  profits  of  courts,  the  free  rents,  wastes  and  waste 
ground,  and  other  royalties,  liberties  and  jurisdictions,  within  the  said  manor 
and  borough,  should  be  purchased  for  the  general  good  and  benefit  of  the 
inhabitants,  householders,  within  the  said  borough  of  Tetbury,  to  be  employed 
and  used,  according  to  the  said  articles  and  agreement  thereinafter  contained ; 
reciting  further,  that  there  was  a lease  in  being,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  or 
thereabouts,  yet  to  come  of  the  tolls  and  profits  of  the  fairs  and  markets  within 
the  said  borough,  which  lease  was  in  certain  persons  trusted  for  the  good  of 
5 the 
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the  same  borough  ; and  that  the  bailiff,  and  the  residue  of  thirteen,  and  Tetbury. 
other  of  the  inhabitants,  had  agreed  to  pay  to  Lord  and  Lady  Berkeley,  for  the 
before-mentioned  premises,  the  sum  of  840/.,  for  the  settling  of  the  same  ^5"^ “0mney, 
premises  so  contracted  for ; it  was  agreed  by  all  the  said  parties,  that  the  william  Langston, 
inheritance  of  the  said  advowson  of  the  said  vicarage,  and  of  the  North  Hayes  and  John  Maltbye, 
alias  the  Warren,  the  royalties  of  the  said  warren,  the  said  chief  rents,  and  all  continued. 
other  the  recited  premises,  so  to  be  purchased  for  the  public  good,  should  be 
conveyed  and  assured  by  the  said  Lord  and  Lady  Berkeley  to  the  said  Richard 
Talbot  and  others,  and  their  heirs ; and  that  the  lease  aforesaid,  then  in  being, 
for  ten  years  of  the  tolzey  or  market-house,  and  other  things  therein-mentioned, 
should  be  assigned  over  to  such  persons  as  the  said  Richard  Talboys  and 
others  should  appoint ; that  50/.,  given  by  one  William  Langston,  gentleman, 
and  20/.  received  for  detaining  thereof,  should  be  laid  out  towards  the  payment 
of  the  purchase  aforesaid  ; and  that  4/.,  by  the  year,  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
the  said  William  Langston,  payable  to  the  poor  for  the  said 50/.,  should  be 
continued  for  ever  to  the  poor,  after  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  manor  and  lands  purchased ; that  20/.  given  to  the  poor 
by  John  Maltbye,  clerk,  should  also  be  employed  towards  the  purchase  afore- 
said ; and  that  20 s.,  by  the  year,  should  be,  for  ever,  paid  for  the  said  20/.  to 
the  poor  in  the  almshouse  there,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  manor  and  lands  pur- 
chased after  the  purchase  was  paid  for ; that  after  the  said  purchase  should 
be  fully  paid  for,  and  a competent  sum  raised  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  tolls 
and  profits,  or  other  lands  aforesaid,  for  the  perpetual  continuance  of  the 
charitable  uses  aforesaid,  that  then  and  from  thenceforth,  the  said  ground, 
called  the  North  Hayes,  and  the  waste  ground,  called  the  Hill,  extending  in 
length  from  the  North  Hayes  to  the  Chipping  croft,  should  remain,  for  ever, 
a common  for  rother  cattle,  in  which  the  inhabitants  of  all  the  ancient  mes- 
suages in  the  said  borough,  and  the  new  erected  messuages  or  cottages,  should 
have  common,  as  therein-mentioned  ; that  10/.  per  annum,  limited  or  appointed 
by  the  decree,  to  be  bestowed  in  gowns  for  the  poor  of  Tetbury,  out  of  the 
tolls  and  profits  of  the  fairs  and  markets,  should  be  continued;  and  that  20/., 
by  the  year,  should  be,  for  ever,  continued  and  paid  to  a schoolmaster  and  usher, 
to  teach  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  should  be  then 
paid  out  of  the  tolls  and  profits  of  the  said  fairs  and  markets,  or  other  lands 
aforesaid  ; and  10/.,  by  the  year,  to  continue  and  be  paid  out  of  the  same  tolls 
and  profits,  for  ever,  or  other  lands  to  be  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  to  a lecturer, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  greater  number  of  the  feoffees,  for  the  time  being,  in 
manner  therein  mentioned ; that  5/.,  by  the  year,  out  of  the  same  tolls  or  profits, 
or  other  lands,  should  be,  for  ever,  bestowed  upon  placing  poor  children,  born 
in  the  said  town,  to  be  bound  apprentices  ; that  30/.,  by  the  year,  should  be 
yearly  laid  up  in  stock,  out  of  the  said  tolls  and  profits  of  the  fairs  and  markets, 
or  other  lands,  for  the  good  of  the  said  town,  and  should  be  bestowed  and 
employed,  as  the  feoffees  thereof,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  for  the  time 
being,  should  from  time  to  time  declare,  for  the  general  good  of  the  said  town  ; 
that  if  the  tolls  and  profits  of  the  fairs  and  markets  should  decay,  so  that  there, 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  yearly  sums  aforesaid,  that  then  the  pay- 
ments aforesaid  should  be  discontinued  or  abated,  for  the  time  of  such  decay, 
as  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  should  think 
fit  and  declare ; that  when  the  said  purchases  were  fully  paid  for,  and  the  said 
four  feoffees  freed  and  discharged  of  all  payments,  disbursements  and  engage- 
ments, concerning  the  premises,  that  then  the  premises  purchased  should,  by 
indenture,  be  settled  in  such  feoffees  as  the  surviving  feoffees,  and  the  Thirteen, 
or  as  many  of  them  as  upon  a public  notice,  to  be  in  that  behalf  given,  or  the 
greater  number  of  them  being  then  present  should  think  fit  and  appoint,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  seven  feoffees,  and  the  former  feoffees  to  be  of  that 
number ; that  all  fines  and  amerciaments,  and  perquisites  and  profits  of  the 
courts  aforesaid,  should  be  levied  and  employed  for  the  public  good  of  the  town  ; 
and  that  competent  allowance  should  be  made  by  the  feoffees  to  the  steward  of 
the  said  courts,  and  for  the  juries  dinners,  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  same 
profits ; and  allowance  also  be  made  out  of  the  same  profits  for  the  bailiff 
that  should  be  appointed  to  gather  the  said  profits  and  rents,  to  be  chosen  by 
the  feoffees,  or  by  the  greater  number  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  who  were  to 
account  annually. 

In  the  year  1814  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  for  inclosing  the  said 
Rep.  18.  Y y 3 warren 
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Tetbury.  warren  and  waste  land,  so  purchased  of  Lord  Berkeley,  intituled,  “ An  Act 
" for  vesting  certain  common  fields  and  waste  grounds,  within  the  town  and 
WinSm  Romney.  borough  and  parish  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  in  trustees,  dis- 
William  Langston,  charged  of  any  right  of  common  therein,  and  upon  certain  trusts  therein 
and  John  Maltbye,  declared.”  The  trustees  under  this  Act  were  the  feoffees  above  mentioned, 
continued.  who  were  to  inclose  the  lands,  and  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  in 
^ payment,  in  the  first  place,  of  the  expenses  of  obtaining  and  executing  the  Act, 

and  the  residue  thereof,  for  the  general  good  and  advantage  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  said  town  and  borough  of  Tetbury,  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees 
for  the  time  being,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should,  in  their  discretion,  think 
most  advisable,  and  to  renew  their  body,  so  as  to  keep  up  the  full  number  of 
seven. 

In  1817  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  for  paving  and  lighting  the  town, 
the  expense  of  passing  which  was  defrayed  out  of  the  trust  money  in  the  hands 
of  the  trustees,  amounting  to  400/.  and  upwards  ; and  1,000/.  and  upwards  was 
in  or  about  the  same  year,  laid  out  in  repairing  the  tolsey  or  market-house. 

In  the  year  before  the  inclosure  of  the  common  above  mentioned,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  trust  property,  consisting  of  the  profits  of  the  common,  the  tolls 
and  the  quit-rents,  amounted  to  little  more  than  100/.,  the  only  trust  interest  in 
the  common  being  the  winter  feed,  which  was  let  for  about  40/.,  and  the  tolls 
of  the  market  having,  for  a long  period,  from  the  cessation  of  the  wool  and  yarn 
trade,  much  declined  in  amount. 

The  state  of  the  charities  has  been  as  follows  : — For  a length  of  time  ante- 
cedent to  1800,  there  was  a school  in  the  town,  considered  as  a grammar  school, 
to  the  master  of  which  40/.  was  paid  out  of  these  funds  ; and  four  neighbouring 
clergymen,  of  whom  the  vicar  of  Tetbury  was  one,  preached  weekly  sermons 
on  Thursday,  in  Tetbury  church,  for  which  they  received  2/.  105.  each  ; but 
from  the  year  1800  to  the  present  time,  nothing  has  been  paid  to  a schoolmaster 
or  lecturer. 

The  provision  in  the  decree  for  lending  20/.  to  trades-people,  lias  never  been 
carried  into  effect. 

The  accounts  show  a constant  disbursement  for  clothes,  under  the  description 
of  Romney  Coats,  generally  from  20/.  to  30/.,  at  which  amount  it  continued 
till  the  last  year,  when  it  was  reduced  to  10  guineas. 

£.4>  and  205.  per  annum  have  been  constantly  paid  out  of  the  revenues,  to 
answer  the  respective  donations  of  Maltbye  and  Langston,  and  51.  a year  has 
been  regularly  expended  in  apprenticing  poor  children. 

The  trustees  have  allowed  for  an  annual  dinner  for  the  juries,  at  which  dinners 
about  forty  persons  have  usually  attended. 

Since  the  above-mentioned  inclosure  of  the  waste  lands,  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  landed  property  have  greatly  improved.  It  was  let  by  auction,  for  the 
first  seven  years  after  the  inclosure,  for  upwards  of  400/.  a year.  But  at  the 
expiration  of  that  lease,  agricultural  produce  having  greatly  fallen  in  value,  little 
more  than  300/.  a year  could  be  obtained.  The  tolls,  in  consequence  of  the 
improvement  of  the  market-house,  have  risen  to  60/. 

The  reason  given  for  the  discontinuance  of  a schoolmaster  from  the  year  1800, 
is  the  reduction  in  the  produce  of  the  trust  estate,  until  it  came  to  be  benefitted, 
as  above  mentioned,  by  the  inclosure  and  other  improvements.  It  is  stated  to 
have  been  intended,  at  the  time  of  those  improvements  taking  place,  to  have 
re-established  the  school  upon  a larger  scale  ; but  the  expense  of  obtaining  the 
inclosure  Act,  and  carrying  the  same  into  execution,  which  was  about  1,400/., 
and  of  repairing  the  tolsey,  which  occasioned  an  expenditure  of  upwards  of 
1,000/.,  and  of  paying  for  the  paving  bill,  which  cost  upwards  of  400/.,  pre- 
vented the  execution  of  such  intention.  It  may  be  also  observed,  that  the  funds 
were  further  incumbered  by  certain  payments,  which  the  trustees  thought  it 
obligatory  on  them  to  make,  by  way  of  compensation  to  such  of  the  poorer 
inhabitants  of  the  town  as  were  deprived  by  the  inclosure  of  their  rights  of 
common  ; upon  which  account  there  has  been  paid  upwards  of  700/. 

In  the  year  1824,  certain  inhabitants  of  the  town  preferred  their  petition  to 
the  court  of  Chancery,  praying,  amongst  other  things,  that  the  trustees  might 
be  brought  to  account ; that  they  might  be  removed,  upon  the  ground  of  their 
misapplication  of  the  trust  funds  ; and  that  the  petitioners  might  be  at  liberty 
to  propose  a scheme  for  the  future  management  and  improvement  of  the  trust 
estates. 


The 
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The  vice  chancellor,  upon  this  petition,  after  hearing  the  counsel  for  the 
parties,  directed  that  an  account  should  be  taken  with  respect  to  the  old  trust, 
(meaning  the  trust  arising  upon  the  instruments  and  transactions,  as  they  stood 
before  the  passing  of  the  said  inclosure  Act),  which  was  to  be  carried  back  only 
to  the  time  of  presenting  the  petition  ; that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  master, 
to  state  the  annual  amount  of  the  rents  and  profits  since  the  petition  was  pre- 
sented ; and  to  inquire  what  sums  of  money  the  trustees  under  the  inclosure 
Act  had  received  by  the  authority  of  that  Act,  since  the  passing  thereof ; and 
also  to  inquire,  what  sums  they  had  duly  applied  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts 
of  that  Act ; and  further,  that  the  master  should  settle  a scheme,  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  revenues  of  the  charity  arising  out  of  what  is  called  the  Old 
Trust,  and  also  of  the  revenue  arising  under  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

In  consequence  of  the  above  decree,  the  trustees  have  laid  their  accounts 
before  the  master,  with  their  vouchers,  who  passed  the  same  in  July  1826,  sub- 
ject to  the  discussion  of  some  particular  items.  No  further  proceedings  have 
been  had  under  the  said  decree,  respecting  the  said  accounts,  nor  does  it  appear 
that  any  proposal  or  scheme  has  been  laid  before  the  master,  with  respect  to  the 
fund  applicable  to  the  charities  above  mentioned. 

William  Talboys’s  Charity. 

William  Talboys , by  his  will,  dated  Sth  October  lGSO,  after  giving  Barley 
croft,  among  other  things,  to  his  mother,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever, 
chargeable  with  the  annuity  therein  after  mentioned,  gave  to  John  Savage  and 
Richard  Savage,  both  of  Tetbury,  and  to  his  brother,  Richard  Talboys,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  an  annuity  of  20s.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  said  close 
of  pasture  ground  called  Barley  croft,  with  a clause  of  distress  for  non-pay- 
ment ; and  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  the  same  was  devised  to  the  said 
trustees,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  employ  and 
dispose  of  the  said  annuity  for  the  buying  of  books  for  the  poorer  sort  of  children 
that  should  be  taught  at  the  grammar  school  in  Tetbury  aforesaid,  as  the  mi- 
nister of  the  said  parish  and  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  should  order 
and  direct. 

The  person  at  present  in  possession  of  Barley  croft  is  Mrs.  Edwards,  to 
whom  it  came  by  purchase  eight  or  nine  years  ago ; during  that  period  she  has 
paid  nothing  on  account  of  the  above  charity,  conceiving  herself  only  liable  to 
be  called  upon  for  it  while  the  school  is  in  existence.  She  has  now,  upon  better 
information,  readily  consented  to  make  her  payments  of  the  rent-charge  to  the 
feoffees  or  trustees  of  the  school,  notwithstanding  any  interruption  which  may 
happen  to  that  institution,  and  to  pay  up  the  arrears  which  have  accumulated 
since  she  has  been  possessed  of  the  property. 

The  Gifts  of  Richard  Talboys  and  his  Widow. 

By  indenture,  dated  20th  December  1682,  made  between  Giles  Stedman,  and 
Katherine,  his  wife,  executrix  of  Richard  Talboys,  esquire,  deceased,  of  the 
first  part ; John  Savage,  therein  described  as  surviving  trustee  of  the  town  of 
Tetbury  aforesaid,  of  the  second  part;  and  the  then  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  therein  named,  of  the  said  parish  of  Tetbury,  of  the  third 
part;  reciting,  that  the  said  Richard  Talboys,  by  his  will,  dated  4th  June, 
15  Car.  2,  had  given  the  sum  of  20/.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  to 
be  paid  within  one  year  after  his  death,  to  be  settled  and  disposed  of  by  his 
■executrix,  the  trustees  for  the  town  of  Tetbury,  and  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  for  the  time  being,  for  a stock;  and 
that  the  said  bequest  of  the  said  Richard  Talboys  had  not  been  settled  or  dis- 
posed of  as  the  will  directed,  but  that  the  said  Catherine  Stedman,  executrix  of 
her  first  husband,  Richard  Talboys,  out  of  respect  to  the  performance  of  his  will 
had,  for  some  years  since  his  death,  given  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Tetbury,  twenty- 
four  dozen  of  bread ; and  that  the  said  executrix,  and  her  said  husband,  Giles 
Stedman,  being  desirous  that  the  said  surviving  trustee,  and  the  persons  therein 
named,  being  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  should  join 
with  them  in  settling  and  disposing  of  the  said  gift,  had  resolved,  that  the  said 
gift  should  be  settled,  with  an  augmentation,  and  had  voluntarily  proposed,  that 
an  annuity  of  305.  should  be  for  ever  issuing  out  of  the  close  of  pasture  ground 
called  Barton  Croft,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  acres,  in  the  parish  ot 
Tetbury  aforesaid  (which  is  known  to  be  the  same  close  as  that  called  Barley 
Croft  in  the  preceding  case),  to  be  yearly  laid  out  as  thereinafter  mentioned; 
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Te>tbury.  It  was  thereby  covenanted  and  agreed  by  and  between  all  the  said  parties 
— thereto,  that  the  said  Giles  Stedman  and  Catherine  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  and 
-Richard* Talboys  assions  °f  tlie  saicl  Catherine,  for  the  consideration  above  mentioned,  should 
and  his  Widow,  for  ever  thereafter  be  seised  of  the  said  close,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  churcli- 
continucd.  wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Tetbury,  for  the  time 
! — ' being,  should  receive  the  said  annuity,  upon  trust,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  six- 

penny bread,  to  be  distributed  by  them  to  sixty  families  of  the  eldest  sort  of 
poor  people  within  the  said  parish,  whether  they  should  be  one,  two  or  more  in 
a family,  with  a power  to  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  time 
being,  to  enter  upon  the  said  close,  and  distrain  for  the  said  annuity,  in  case  of 
nonpayment. 

When  the  returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act  were  made,  this  charity  appears  to 
have  been  in  a course  of  payment,  the  person  then  liable  being  a Mrs.  Ann 
Body.  What  suspensions  in  the  payment  may  have  happened  since  that  time, 
we  could  not  with  certainty  learn.  Mrs.  Edwards,  named  in  the  former  case, 
as  the  proprietor  of  Barton  or  Barley  Croft,  has  made  an  annual  distribution  of 
bread  under  this  charity,  but,  through  error,  as  we  are  informed,  has  given 
bread  only  to  the  value  of  20s.  instead  of  30s.  ; she  has,  however,  declared 
her  readiness  to  pay  up  the  arrears  of  the  10s.  per  annum  from  the  time  of  her 
purchasing  the  property,  and  to  continue  the  payment  of  30s.  annually  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  to  whom  she  proposes  to  leave  the  disposal  of  the  bread 
in  future. 

John  Veizey’s  Charity. 

John  Veizey’s  John  Veizey , by  his  will,  made  in  1677,  gave  and  devised  to  his  kinsman, 
Chanty.  j0]m  Whiting,  and  his  heirs,  for  ever,  his  ground  adjoining  to  the  way  leading 
from  Upton  to  Tetbury,  which  he  lately  purchased  of  Philip  Veizey,  and 
charged  upon  the  said  ground  the  sum  of  30s.  per  annum,  which  was  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  John  Whiting,  and  his  heirs,  as  after  mentioned,  viz. ; 10s.  per 
annum  to  the  vicar  of  Tetbury,  for  preaching  a sermon  in  the  parish  church  of 
Tetbury,  upon  the  day  of  the  month  in  every  year  of  the  said  testator’s  burial ; 
and  alter  the  death  of  the  said  vicar,  to  be  paid  to  such  ministers  as  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  should  appoint  to  preach  such  sermon  on  the 
day  aforesaid  ; and  20s.,  the  remainder  of  the  said  30s.,  he  gave  to  the  poor  of 
the  town  and  parish  of  Tetbury  for  ever,  5s.  to  the  poor  of  Upton  for  ever,  and 
15  s.  to  be  bestowed  in  bread  for  the  poor  people  of  Tetbury,  Doughton  and 
Charlton,  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  8s.  and  a groat  whereof  was  to  be  bestowed 
in  fourpenny  loaves,  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  for  the  time  being,  to  such  ancient  poor  people  as  they  should  think  lit, 
upon  the  said  day  of  the  month,  every  year,  for  ever  ; and  6s.  8 d.  to  be  laid  out 
in  forty  twopenny  loaves,  to  be  bestowed  upon  forty  poor  children  of  Tetbury, 
Doughton  and  Charlton  aforesaid,  upon  the  day  before  mentioned,  forever. 

Thirty  shillings  per  annum  is  paid  by  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  lands 
charged,  which  are  situate  between  Upton  and  Tetbury,  as  described  in  the  will, 
to  the  churchwardens  of  Tetbury,  who  pay  thereout  10s.  to  the  minister  for  the 
sermon,  which  is  regularly  preached  on  the  day  named  in  the  said  will ; 15s.  is 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  alter  the  sermon  to  the 
poor  people  of  the  tythings  of  Tetbury,  Doughton  and  Charlton,  in  the  mode 
marked  out  by  the  testator  ; and  the  5s.  in  money  to  the  poor  of  Upton. 

Sin  Thomas  Estcourt’s  Charity. 

Sir  Thomas  Est-  Sir  Thomas  JLstcourt,  by  his  will,  dated  10th  April  1642,  gave  and  appointed 
court’s  Charity.  so  much  rent  out  of  his  tenements  in  Tetbury,  as  the  rent  then  paid  to  him  did 
amount  unto  above  the  king’s  rent,  to  the  uses  following,  viz. ; for  a lecture  in 
Tetbury  four  times  in  the  year,  for  ever,  the  sum  of  40s.  by  the  year,  the  same 
lecture  to  be  preached  by  such  persons  of  Tetbury,  for  the  time  being,  as  the 
more  part  of  the  Thirteen  should  appoint;  and  the  residue  of  the  said  rents, 
over  and  above  the  king’s  rent,  to  be  distributed  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of 
the  towns  of  Tetbury  and  Dursley,  equally  between  them. 

The  present  owner  of  the  property  above-mentioned,  is  Thomas  Bicknall 
Estcourt,  esquire. 

The  40s.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Estcourt  to  the  incumbent  of  Tetbury,  who  preaches 
the  sermons  as  directed,  and  10/.  is  also  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish, 
to  distribute  among  the  poor,  being  the  amount  at  which  such  payment  was 
settled  between  the  inhabitants  of  Tetbury  and  Walter  Estcourt,  esquire*  and 
afterwards  established  by  a decree  of  Chancery. 
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We  collect  from  inquiry,  that  for  several  years  the  above  payment  was  suffered 
to  run  in  arrear,  till  the  accumulation  amounted  to  a sum,  with  which  was  pur- 
chased 3351.  11 J.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  producing  a dividend  of 
10/.  1 s.  4 d.  We  cannot  find  from  any  subsisting  documents  when  these  arrears 
began  so  to  accumulate,  or  when  the  investment  of  them  was  made. 

The  present  vicar  has  only  been  the  incumbent  two  years,  since  which  time 
the  dividends  have  been  received  by  the  banker,  and  have  remained  with  him 
unapplied.  Before  his  time  the  whole  proceeds  of  this  trust  money,  appears  to 
have  been  distributed  among  the  second  poor  at  one  time,  at  an  inn,  called  the 
Rose  and  Crown,  afterwards  at  an  inn,  called  the  Three  Cups,  and  subsequently 
at  the  market-house. 

The  entire  distribution  of  the  10/.  rent-charge,  as  well  as  the  interest  of  the 
funded  property,  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Davies,  the  late  vicar,  appears  not  be 
questioned  by  the  inhabitants  of  Tetbury,  and  many  persons  now  living  in  the 
place,  remember  such  distribution  as  regularly  taking  place  ; but  we  find  such 
of  his  accounts  relating  to  the  charities,  as  have  been  left  by  him,  to  be  in  so 
confused  a state  as  to  render  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  collect  there- 
from, in  what  manner  he  disposed  of  the  same.  Since  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened about  two  years  ago,  his  successor,  the  Rev.  Samuel  P.  Paul,  has  kept 
a distinct  account  of  his  application  of  the  10/.  rent-charge,  but,  as  has  been 
before  observed,  the  income  of  the  funded  property  has  remained  unapplied  at 
the  bankers. 

We  find  by  Mr,  Paul’s  account,  that  the  10/.  has  for  the  last  year  been  divided 
into  small  equal  sums  of  c2s.  G d.  among  80  persons;  but  we  have  suggested 
the  ipconvenient  consequences  of  distribution  in  equal  sums,  as  tending  to 
impress  on  the  minds  of  the  poor,  the  notion  of  their  having  vested  rights  in 
their  shares,  irrespectively  of  their  characters  and  peculiar  circumstances,  and 
likewise  the  little  good  that  is  done  by  breaking  down  the  charity  into  such 
small  amounts,  and  diffusing  it  among  so  large  a number  of  persons ; and  he 
has  undertaken  in  future,  to  make  the  relief  more  proportionate  to  the  varying 
conditions  of  the  poor,  both  as  to  their  necessities  and  their  deserts,  and  to 
institute,  with  respect  to  this,  and  the  other  charities  under  his  management, 
a system  of  visitation  and  particular  inquiry,  to  ascertain  with  more  correctness 
the  amount  of  relief  proper  to  be  afforded  in  each  case. 

Charles  Elton’s  Charity. 

Charles  Elton , of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  will,  dated 
2d  December  1696,  [O.  S.],  gave  and  devised  unto  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  and  to  their  successors,  a clear 
annuity  or  rent-charge  of  50s.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  messuages,  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurtenances,  situate  in  the  west 
street  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  between  a messuage  or  inn,  called  the  Lamb,  on 
the  eastern  side  thereof,  and  a messuage  or  tenement,  then  in  the  possession  of 
George  Wickes,  on  the  western  side  thereof ; to  hold  the  said  rent-charge  of 
50s.  to  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  their  successors, 
to  be  paid  upon  the  Friday  next  before  Rogation  Sunday,  to  and  for  the  uses 
thereinafter  mentioned,  viz.  ; that  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and 
their  successors,  should  give,  yearly,  upon  Ascension-day,  the  sum  of  10s.  to 
the  vicar  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  for  his  preaching  a sermon 
yearly,  for  ever,  on  the  said  Ascension-day,  in  the  parish  church  of  Tetbury 
aforesaid,  and  lay  out  40s.  upon  bread,  to  be  distributed  by  them  yearly,  for 
ever,  upon  the  said  day,  immediately  after  such  sermon,  to  and  for  the  poor 
people  of  the  said  parish  of  Tetbury. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  23d  September  1820,  the  premises  mentioned  in 
the  will,  and  charged  as  aforesaid,  were  conveyed  by  Thomas  Hill,  gentleman, 
of  Tetbury,  to  James  Ashbee,  of  the  same  place,  victualler,  in  fee  ; and  out  of 
the  covenant  therein  contained  against  incumbrances,  are  excepted  certain 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  19th  and  20th  February  1696,  being 
a settlement  made  by  Charles  Elton,  charging  the  said  premises,  therein  called 
the  Ormond  Head,  with  the  yearly  payment,  for  ever,  on  Ascension-day,  of 
10,9.  to  the  vicar  for  a sermon  upon  that  day,  and  20 s.  to  the  overseers  of 
Tetbury,  for  the  poor  people  of  that  place. 

fhe  settlement  so  referred  to,  mav  explain  the  discrepancy  between  the 
board  in  the  church,  which  states  the  amount  of  the  gift  in  bread,  to  be  only 
20s.,  and  the  will  of  the  said  testator,  as  above  set  forth. 
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The  sermon  is  preached  on  Ascension-day,  and  the  10s.  is  paid  by  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  house,  called  the  Ormond  Head,  situate  in  Tetbury,  as  described 
in  the  will. 

The  premises  are  now  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Lydia  Ashbee,  who  makes 
out  a list  every  year  of  40  poor  persons,  to  whom  she  thinks  fit  to  give  the 
benefactions,  and  sends  40  sixpenny  loaves  to  the  churchwardens  on  Ascension- 
day,  to  be  delivered  to  such  persons  ; and  it  is  said,  that  none  receive  the  bread 
but  those  who  have  attended  the  church  service  on  that  day,  unless  absent  from 
reasonable  excuse.  She  proposes  in  future  to  pay  the  money  into  the  hands  of 
the  churchwarden,  for  his  distribution,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  minister. 

Jonathan  Shipton’s  Charity. 

Jonathan  Shipton,  of  Tetbury,  clothier,  by  his  will,  dated  13th  February  1710, 
gave  and  devised  (amongst  other  things)  unto  his  wife  Mary,  and  to  her  heirs 
and  assigns,  for  ever,  his  freehold  house  situate  in  Tetbury  aforesaid,  in  a street 
there,  called  West-street,  with  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging : And  the 
said  testator  gave  10 s.  a year,  for  the  preaching  of  a sermon  yearly,  to  com- 
mence from  the  day  of  his  decease,  and  so  to  continue  on  the  same  day  in  every 
year,  for  ever  ; also  c20s.  worth  of  bread,  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  and 
parish  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  to  be  given  yearly  on  the  same  day,  in  which  the 
said  sermon  should  be  preached,  and  so  to  continue  for  ever,  which  said  sums 
of  10,?.  and  20 s.  should  be  always,  for  ever  thereafter,  paid  and  discharged 
out  of  the  rents,  issues  and  profits,  arising  out  of  his  said  house  in  Tetbury 
aforesaid. 

The  house  in  West-street  is  still  standing,  and  at  present  in  the  occupation 
of  Messrs.  Letall  and  Paul,  attornies,  at  Tetbury,  as  offices,  one  of  whose  clerks 
annually  makes  out  a list  of  objects,  to  whom  a baker  of  the  town  is  directed  to 
take  the  quantity  of  bread  bestowed  by  the  will. 

The  sermon  is  preached  on  the  18th  of  February,  as  directed  by  the  will,  and 
the  10.?.  is  paid  to  the  minister,  by  the  owner  of  the  premises  charged. 

John  Avery’s  Charity. 

John  Avery , of  Hambrooke,  in  the  parish  of  Winterbourne,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  by  his  will,  dated  24th  January  1 7 1 3,  gave  and  devised,  among 
other  things,  after  the  decease  of  Anne  Sale,  and  Elizabeth  Johnson,  and 
Mary  Parker,  William  Johnson,  and  Joan  Nash,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent 
of  11  /.  3s.  clear  of  all  taxes  and  payments  whatsoever,  to  be  issuing  and  pay- 
able out  of  all  his  several  messuages  or  tenements,  lands,  hereditaments  and  pre- 
mises, with  their  appurtenances,  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  and  city  of  Bristol, 
for  ever,  in  manner  and  form  following  ; viz.  the  sum  of  10s.  thereof,  to  the 
minister  of  the  parish  church  of  Tetbury,  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  to  preach 
a sermon  once  in  every  year,  in  the  said  parish  church  of  Tetbury,  on  the  day 
of  his  the  said  testator’s  decease  ; but  if  that  day  should  happen  to  be  on  a 
Sunday,  then  he  appointed  the  sermon  to  be  preached  on  the  next  day ; 3 s., 
other  part  thereof,  he  gave  to  the  clerk  of  the  same  parish,  and  to  the  sexton 
2 s.,  and  to  their  successors,  for  ever,  for  their  respective  attendances  at  the 
sermon  to  be  preached  as  aforesaid ; and  the  sum  of  10  l.  8 s.  residue  of  the 
said  11  /.  3 s.  lie  directed  to  be  given  in  bread  weekly,  on  every  Sunday  in  the 
year,  in  eight  sixpenny  loaves  of  bread,  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers for  the  time  being,  to  such  poor  relations  of  him  the  said  testator,  as  should 
be  in  want,  and  if  there  should  be  no  such  poor  relations,  then  to  eight  poor 
housekeepers,  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  but  inhabiting  in  the 
said  town  ; and  he  directed,  that  the  said  11/.  3s.  should  be  paid  by  the  said 
George  Adams,  Thomas  Holliday,  Sarah  Redwood,  and  the  said  Ann  Sale, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  out  of' the  rents,  issues  and  profits,  of  all  his  said 
messuages  or  tenements,  lands,  hereditaments  and  premises,  with  their  appur- 
tenances, to  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and 
clerk  and  sexton  of  the  said  parish  of  Tetbury,  and  their  successors,  for  ever, 
on  the  day  and  time  thereinbefore  mentioned. 

The  annuity  of  11/.  3s.  is,  and  has  for  many  years  been,  paid  by  the  occu- 
piers of  two  houses  in  Bristol ; one  in  Baldwin -street,  the  other  in  Marsh-street, 
and  by  the  occupier  of  a warehouse.  No.  1,  in  Caroline  Buildings,  Bath,  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Tetbury,  who  pay  10?.  to  the  minister  for  the  sermon  ; 3 s. 
to  the  clerk,  and  2 s.  to  the  sexton,  and  distribute  the  residue  weekly,  in 
sixpenny  loaves,  among  poor  housekeepers ; but  as  this  part  of  the  bounty 
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appears  to  have  been  applied  with  some  irregularity,  three  persons,  under 
the  claim  of  relationship,  having  received  more  than  their  due  proportion,  it  is 
intended  in  future,  that  the  relations  of  the  testator  shall  only  share  the  bene- 
faction in  equal  parts  with  eight  poor  housekeepers,  such  relations  having 
always  a preference  in  the  selection  of  objects. 

Elizabeth  Hodges’s  Charities. 

Elizabeth  Hodges , of  Shipton  Moyne,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  her 
will,  dated  May  13th,  1723,  gave  and  devised  unto  'lhomas  Estcourt  and  Ed- 
mund Estcourt,  of  Burton  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Malmsbury,  in  the  county  of 
Wilts,  Gilbert  Gastrell,  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  John  Sloper, 
of  the  same  place,  and  Edward  Morse,  the  younger,  of  Dursley,  in  the  same 
county,  and  their  heirs,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge  of  60/.,  to  be  issuing  and 
payable  out  of  her  capital  messuage,  manor  or  farm,  and  lands  called  Lorwich, 
alias  Lorrage,  in  the  several  parishes  of  Leonard,  Stanley,  Cam,  Stinchcomb 
and  Berkeley,  or  some  of  them,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester ; to  hold  to 
them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  dispose  of 
30/.  thereof  yearly,  for  the  augmentation  of  the  charity  schools,  which  then 
were  or  should  be  in  the  town  of  Tetbury,  in  such  manner  as  by  them  should 
bethought  meet,  for  teaching  poor  children  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts, 
and  making  them  the  better  capable  of  trade  and  callings  for  gaining  their  live- 
lihoods. The  30/.  residue,  for  augmentation  of  the  like  charity  schools,  in  the 
town  of  Malmsbury,  Wilts,  with  a power  of  distress  and  entry  for  compelling 
payment  of  the  said  rent-charge. 

The  60  /.  rent-charge  appears  to  have  been  regularly  paid  to  the  trustees, 
in  respect  of  the  property  so  charged  by  the  will,  and  the  trust  has  been  regu- 
larly transmitted  by  successive  appointments.  The  present  surviving  trustees, 
are  Thomas  Grimstone,  Bucknall  Estcourt,  George  Holford,  and  John  Paul 
Paul,  esquires. 

A school  is  carried  on  in  the  town  of  Tetbury,  in  virtue  of  this  charily, 
where  15  boys  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts ; in  consideration  of 
which,  the  master  receives  30/.  per  annum,  from  the  trustees. 

In  another  part  of  the  same  testatrix’s  will,  which  is  more  fully  set  forth 
under  the  head  of  Shipton  Moyne  Parish,  an  annual  sum  of  55/.  is  directed  to 
be  paid  to  the  same  trsutees,  issuing  out  of  the  testatrix’s  manor  of  Shipton 
Moyne  and  Duffields,  to  be  applied  to  the  several  charitable  purposes  in  the 
parishes  and  places  therein  mentioned  ; out  of  which  55/.,  10/.  yearly  is  directed 
to  be  given  to  poor  housekeepers  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  not  receiving 
alms. 

This  10/.  is  given  by  the  trustees  to  20  poor  housekeepers,  in  sums  of  105. 
each  ; a list  of  the  persons  benefited  being  entered  in  a book,  containing  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  charity,  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Estcourt. 

It  appears,  that  about  the  year  1765,  a part  of  the  annual  produce  of  this 
charitable  donation  to  Tetbury,  had  been  annually  laid  by,  till  it  amounted  to  a 
sum  adequate  to  the  purchase  of  134/.  2 s.  9 d.  3 per  cent  consols,  in  which 
it  was  accordingly  laid  out,  and  that  sum  still  remains  in  the  same  stock,  in  the 
names  of  Joseph  Wood,  the  Rev.  Richard  Davies,  and  Daniel  Bennett,  all  now 
deceased.  Mr.  Davies  was  the  survivor  of  the  trustees,  and  no  doubt  appears  to 
be  entertained  of  his  having  faithfully  applied  the  dividends  in  his  life-time  ; but 
since  his  death,  which  is  about  two  years  ago,  such  dividends  have  remained  un- 
applied in  the  banker’s  hands.  It  is  now  intended  to  procure  this  stock,  as  well 
as  that  arising  out  of  Sir  Thomas  Estcourt’s  charity,  above  mentioned,  to  be 
transferred  into  the  names  of  some  of  the  surviving  trustees. 

It  seems  to  have  been  considered,  that  this  stock,  as  wTell  as  that  bought  with 
the  arrears  of  Sir  Thomas  Estcourt’s  charity,  forming  at  this  time  a total  of 
4-69/.  145.,  did  not  fall  under  the  management  of  the  trustees, — an  inference 
certainly  not  well  grounded;  and  the  trustees  are  now  given  to  understand, 
that,  whoever  may  in  fact  distribute  the  charity,  the  controul  of  the  fund  must 
be  considered  as  vested  in  them,  with  the  responsibility  attached  to  the  general 
management. 
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and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  one  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of  20/.,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  his  executors  immediately  after  the  death  of  the  first  of  his  three  sisters  that 
should  die  next  after  his  decease,  upon  trust,  to  be  by  them  paid  and  distributed 
on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  yearly,  for  ever,  in  manner  following,  viz.  ; 15/.,  part 
thereof,  to  be  equally  distributed  amongst  40  poor  housekeepers  belonging  to 
the  said  parish,  that  did  not  then  receive  any  alms  from  the  said  parish  ; 4/. 
more  thereof,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  that  day  distributed  amongst  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish  ; and  20 s.  more  thereof,  being  the  remainder  of  the  said 
annuity  of  20/.,  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  for  preach- 
ing a sermon  on  that  day  in  remembrance  of  the  said  charity:  And  he  further 
directed,  that  no  poor  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  belonging  to  the  said 
parish,  should  receive  any  benefit  of  the  said  charity  but  such  as  should  on  that 
day  duly  attend  divine  service  ; and  to  the  intent  that  his  will  should  be  duly 
observed  and  performed,  he  further  directed,  that  the  ministers  of  the  said  parish 
for  the  time  being  should,  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  before  divine  service, 
read  openly  in  the  said  parish  church  so  much  of  his  said  will  as  related  to  the 
said  charity  : And  it  was  his  further  will,  that  if  it  should  happen  that  there 
should  be  at  any  time  any  poor  person  or  persons  belonging  to  the  said  parish  of 
his  name,  the  same  should  always  have  the  preference  before  any  others  in  par- 
taking of  the  said  charity. 

It  appears  from  the  church  table,  that  by  a decree  of  Chancery,  the  sum  of 
6661.  135.  4 d.  three  per  cents,  was  purchased  for  securing  this  charity,  which 
now  stands  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general  of  that  court ; and  from 
savings  out  of  the  said  fund,  during  a period  in  which  the  application  thereof 
appears  to  have  been  suspended  by  disputes,  a sum  of  220/.  195.  3d.  old 
South  Sea  annuities  was  purchased,  in  augmentation  of  the  charity.  This 
fact  is  noticed  on  the  church  table,  but  there  is  no  document  to  show  the  precise 
time  of  the  investment. 

The  total  amount  of  the  annual  dividends  of  these  two  capital  stocks  is 
2 61.  165.  2 d. 

Until  the  death  of  Mr.  Davies,  as  mentioned  in  the  former  case,  the  income 
of  this  charity  appears  to  have  been  applied  by  him  and  the  churchwardens,  in 
the  donations  of  three  half-crowns  to  each  one  of  40  poor  housekeepers,  54  half- 
crowns  to  each  of  54  other  housekeepers,  4/.  distributed  in  bread,  and  1/.  to 
the  minister,  for  the  sermon  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  ; after  which  sermon  the  above 
mentioned  distributions  has  taken  place.  But  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  since 
the  present  incumbent's  accession  to  the  benefice,  he  has  been  prevented  from 
making  a similar  distribution,  by  a call  upon  the  fund  for  defraying  the  costs  of 
a power  of  attorney,  and  the  solicitor’s  bill,  for  expenses  in  obtaining  the  proper 
authority  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  for  receiving  a dividend  which  had  accrued 
between  the  death  of  the  late  incumbent  and  the  induction  of  the  present. 

In  the  present  incumbent’s  accounts  respecting  this  charity  the  receipts  and 
payments  are  satisfactorily  shown,  including  the  above  item  of  extraordinary 
expenditure.  We  find,  upon  looking  at  the  accounts  of  the  present  vicar,  for 
the  last  two  years,  that  his  receipts  altogether  have  amounted  to  56/.  195.  5 c?., 
which  includes  20/.,  so  obtained  out  of  the  accountant-general’s  hands,  and  that 
he  has  disbursed  under  the  charity,  59  /•  105.  4c?.,  includingthe  sum  of  15  /.  3s.  4 d. 
in  discharge  of  the  solicitor’s  bill,  the  result  being,  that  he  is  in  advance  to  the 
charity  2/.  10 5.  11c?. 

Gilbert  Gastrell’s  Charity. 

Gilbert  Gastrell,  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  will,  dated 
5th  December  1732,  gave  to  the  vicar  of  Tetbury,  and  his  successors,  for  the 
time  being,  105.  yearly,  for  ever,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  day  of  his  the 
said  testator’s  death  : And  he  also  gave  205.  more,  yearly,  to  be  laid  out  in  six- 
penny loaves,  and  distributed  to  40  poor  persons  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  imme- 
diately after  every  such  sermon  ended : And  he  did  thereby  charge  his 

dwelling-house  in  Tetbury  aforesaid  with  the  payment  of  the  said  two  sums. 

The  305.  so  charged  bv  the  testator  has  been  regularly  satisfied.  Mrs. 
Edwards,  who  is  now  the  proprietor  of  the  property  charged,  makes  out 
annually  a list  of  40  persons,  whom  she  sends  to  the  church  to  receive  each 
one  of  40  sixpenny  loaves,  previously  sent  by  her  to  be  distributed;  10 5.  is 
also  paid  by  her  to  the  minister,  for  the  sermon  preached  on  the  17th  of 
November. 


Hopeful 
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Hopeful  Vokins’s  Charity. 

Hopeful  Volins,  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  will,  dated 
0.5th  February  1739,  gave  unto  the  poor  people  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  the  sum  of 
o/.  10^.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  yearly,  for  ever,  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  and  given  unto  such  poor  people  as  did  not  receive  collection 
by  the  constables  of  the  said  parish  of  Tetbury  for  the  time  being,  and  as  they 
should  think  fit  and  convenient,  which  said  annuity  should  for  ever  thereafter 
be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  estate,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury 
aforesaid,  called  Hilsome  Farm,  which  he  did  thereby  forever  charge  with  the 
payment  thereof. 

The  farm  called  Hilsome  Farm  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  the  owner 
or  occupier  of  which  has  paid  the  50  5.  annually  to  the  constables,  who  bring 
100  sixpenny  loaves  to  the  church  every  New  Year’s  day,  to  be  distributed  to 
100  persons,  one  loaf  a piece.  The  inconvenience  and  tumult  attending  this 
mode  of  distribution  is  much  regretted  by  the  peaceable  inhabitants.  Many 
more  have  usually  attended  as  applicants  for  the  bread  than  the  charity 
could  extend  to,  making  the  church  a scene  of  noise  and  disorder ; and  as 
the  constables  are  directed  to  distribute  the  bread  “ as  they  should  think  fit 
and  convenient,”  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  they  should  have  thought  it  fit  and 
convenient  to  expose  the  parish  church  to  so  degrading  an  exhibition.  We 
have  commented  upon  this  practice,  the  impropriety  of'  which  is  felt  by  the 
vicar,  and  having  stated  our  opinion  to  the  constables,  we  have  been  given  to 
understand,  that  in  future  a list  will  be  made  out  by  them  of  the  proper  persons 
to  partake  of  the  charity,  to  whom  the  bread  will  be  sent  or  given  in  a manner 

to  avoid  clamour  and  disturbance.

Mathew  Sloper's  Charity. 

Mathew  Sloper,  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esquire,  by  his  will, 
dated  1st  May  1770,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  the  sum  of 
10/.,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in  the  same  stock  or  fund,  and  for  the  same 
charitable  uses,  as  the  charity  monies  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hodges  and  Sir  Thomas 
Estcourt’s  were  invested  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Tetbury. 

The  sum  of  10/.  under  this  will  was  accordingly  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
11  /.  1*2 5.  3d. 

In  the  late  incumbent’s  time  the  proceeds  of  this  fund  were  applied,  together 
with  the  charity  fund  of  Sir  Thomas  Estcourt  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hodges  ; but 
since  his  decease  the  dividends  have  accumulated,  out  of  which  accumulations 
the  expense  of  a new  power  of  attorney  and  transfer  must  first  be  provided  for, 
after  which  we  are  told,  it  is  intended  to  give  effect  to  the  charity,  agreeably  to 
the  testator’s  directions. 
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The  Rev.  John  Wight’s  Charity. 

John  Wight,  of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  clerk,  by  his  will,  Rev.  John  Wight’s 
dated  27th  September  1774s  gave  to  the  feoffees  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  Charity, 
being,  100/.,  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  either  upon  govern- 
ment or  real  securities,  and  apply  the  interest  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  such 
encroachments  in  the  streets  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  as  might  be  supposed  to  be 
more  than  40  years  standing,  and  in  the  prevention  of  all  future  encroach- 
ments that  might  be  attempted  in  the  said  town  : And  he  also  gave  and 

bequeathed,  unto  the  next  succeeding  vicar  of  Tetbury,  and  his  successors,  for 
the  time  being,  100/.  then  vested  in  the  said  testator’s  name  in  South  Sea  old 
annuities,  over  and  besides  the  money  mentioned  to  be  vested  in  his  name  in  the 
same  fund  in  the  former  part  of  his  will,  in  trust,  to  continue  the  same  in  that 
fund  and  receive  the  interest  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  and  apply  the  same  as 
an  addition  to  the  monument  thereinafter  by  him  appointed  to  be  erected  to  the 
memory  of  Sir  William  Romney,  knight,  and  for  rectifying  and  repairing  the 
same  from  time  to  time,  as  it  might  require.  And  if  there  should  be  any  surplus 
of  interest  above  what  the  monument  might  require,  the  same  was  to  be  ex- 
pended in  adorning  the  church. 

Of  the  first-mentioned  100/.  sterling  nothing  remains,  the  principal  having 
been  expended  on  the  public  purposes  of  the  town. 

The  100  /.  old  South  Sea  annuities  is  now  standing  in  the  vicar’s  name  ; and 
as  the  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of  Sir  William  Romney  does  not 
appear  to  have  needed  reparations,  the  whole  income  thereof  has  been  expended 
on  appropriate  ornaments  and  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the  church. 

There  is  now  in  hand  a balance  of  20/.  and  upwards. 
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Tetbury.  ESTHER  Clark’s  CHARITY. 

— - In  the  year  17?4,  Esther  Clark , wife  of  Mr.  Robert  Clark,  gave  by  her  will 

Lsther  Clarks  59/.  to  jnvested  in  the  public  funds,  and  the  dividends  thereon  to  be  applied 
_ ian  y~  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  poor  women  in  the  almshouse. 

We  find  the  above  statement  in  a book  in  the  possession  of  the  late  vicar, 
with  the  following  additional  circumstances,  viz. ; that  two  fines  of  10/.  each, 
paid  by  two  victuallers  of  the  town,  for  suffering  irregularities  in  their  houses; 
and  5/.  7s.  6d.,  advanced  by  the  feoffees,  were  laid  out,  together  with  the  50/. 
given  by,  Esther  Clark,  in  the  purchase  of  110/.  four  per  cent  stock,  in  the 
names  of  the  persons  therein  mentioned.  The  stock  has  now  become  34  per 
cents,  under  the  late  Act  of  Parliament,  and  stands  in  the  names  of  Charles 
Wickes  and  Robert  Clark  Paul.  The  dividends  are  received  by  the  feoffees 
through  the  Tetbury  bank. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  almshouse  we  are  not  enabled  to  state  the  origin,  which 
appears  to  have  fallen  into  oblivion.  There  is,  however,  a stone  structure  near 
the  church,  on  the  east  side,  adapted  for  the  reception  of  eight  inmates,  and 
which  has  always  been  occupied  by  poor  women  appointed  by  the  parish  feoffees, 
among  whom  the  above-mentioned  charity  income  is  bestowed  by  the  same 
feoffees,  and  paid  to  them  by  the  town  clerk. 

Mary  Hone’s  Charity. 

M ary  Hone’s  By  indenture,  dated  4th  May  1775,  between  Giles  Pike,  of  Tetbury,  in  the 
Charity.  county  of  Gloucester,  and  Mary  his  wife,  who  was  heir  at  law  and  administra- 

trix of  Mary  Hone,  late  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  spinster,  deceased,  of  the  one 
part;  and  the  Rev.  John  Wight,  vicar  of  the  parish  church  of  Tetbury  afore- 
said, of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Mary  Hone  did,  when  she  lay 
on  her  death-bed,  request  the  said  Mary  Pike  (as  she  would  upon  her  death 
be  entitled  to  the  whole  of  her  real  and  personal  estates)  to  pay  into  the  hands 
of  the  said  John  Wight,  the  sum  of  150/.,  to  be  by  him  and  his  successors 
for  ever,  vicars  of  the  parish  church  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  placed  out  and 
continued  at  interest,  upon  government  securities,  and  the  interest  thereof 
applied  to  such  good  and  charitable  uses  as  he  should  think  best ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  had,  in  obedience  to  the  request 
of  the  said  Mary  Hone,  paid  to  the  said  John  Wight,  the  said  sum  of  150/., 
upon  the  charitable  trusts  aforesaid  ; it  is  witnessed,  that  for  the  nominal  con- 
sideration therein  mentioned,  the  said  Giles  Pike,  and  Mary  his  wife,  did  grant 
unto  the  said  John  Wight,  his  executors  and  administrators,  the  said  sum  of 
150/.  ; to  hold  the  same  to  him  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  the  parish  church  of 
Tetbury  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  following ; viz. 
that  he  the  said  John  Wight,  and  his  successors  as  aforesaid,  should  place  out 
and  continue  the  said  sum  of  150/.  at  interest  on  government  securities,  and 
call  in,  remove  and  place  the  same  out  again,  as  occasion  might  require,  and 
receive  the  interest,  dividends  and  profits  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
same  should  become  due  and  payable;  and  should  on  Christmas-day  yearly, 
for  ever  thereafter,  immediately  after  evening  service,  give  and  divide  the  same 
to  and  among  so  many  poor  widows,  being  inhabitants  and  parishoners  of  the 
parish  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  not  receiving  alms  of  the  said  parish,  as  the 
interest  and  dividends  would  extend  to  pay  at  205.  each  widow  ; such  widows  to 
be  members  of  the  Established  Church  of  England,  and  to  be  nominated  by 
the  said  John  Wight  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  the  parish  church  of  Tetbury 
aforesaid  ; and  such  widows  to  attend  divine  service  in  the  morning  and  evening 
of  that  day,  unless  prevented  by  infirmities  or  illness  ; and  in  case  there  should 
be  any  surplus  remaining  under  the  sum  of  205.,  such  surplus  to  be  given  to 
the  eldest  widow  that  should  receive  one  of  the  above-mentioned  sums  of  20  5.  ; 
no  widow  to  be  entitled  to  the  above-mentioned  charity,  or  any  part  thereof, 
v that  should  receive  alms  of  the  parish  : And  it  was  provided,  that  it  might  be 
lawful  for  the  said  John  Wight,  and  any  one  of  his  successors,  vicars  of  the 
parish  church  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  at  any  time  thereafter 
to  lay  out  the  said  sum  of  150/,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the  purchase  of  any 
lands  of  inheritance,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  which  lands 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  then  vicar,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same 
good  and  chartable  uses,  and  subject  to  the  same  powers  as  were  thereinbefore 
expressed  concerning  the  same ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  on  the 
decease  of  the  said  John  Wight,  or  any  succeeding  vicar  of  the  parish  of 
Tetbury  aforesaid,  the  said  sum  of  150/.,  or  any  part  thereof  then  remaining 

at 
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at  interest,  should  be  transferred  into  the  name  of  the  next  succeeding  vicar  of 
Tetbury  aforesaid,  upon  the  trusts  above  mentioned. 

The  150/.  was  paid  by  the  personal  representative  of  Mary  Hone,  to  the 
hands  of  the  Rev.  John  Wight,  the  then  vicar  of  Tetbury,  who  laid  it  out  in 
the  purchase  of  176/.  65.  old  South  Sea  annuities,  producing  an  annual  dividend 
of  5 1.  5 s.  8 d. 

This  income  is  regularly  bestowed  upon  five  poor  old  widows,  members  of 
the  Church  of  England,  not  receiving  parochial  alms,  and  who  attend  at  church 
on  Christmas-day,  morning  and  evening,  in  sums  of  20s.  each,  the  eldest  having 
the  surplus  after  such  distribution. 

Ann  Wight’s  Charity. 

Ann  Wight , of  Tetbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  her  will,  dated 
17th  October  1788,  gave  unto  Robert  Clark,  and  Josiah  Paul  Paul,  both  of 
Tetbury  aforesaid,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  the  sum  of  100/., 
in  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the  same  for  and  towards  the  use  of  the  Sunday 
schools  in  Tetbury  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  in  their  dis- 
cretion should  see  best,  for  the  advancement  of  that  good  and  charitable 
institution. 

This  sum  of  100/.  was  laid  out  by  the  trustees  in  the  purchase  of  104/.  19-?*  8 d. 
four  per  cents,  now  reduced  to  three  and  a half.  As  the  will  makes  no  provi- 
sion for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  the  succession  to  the  trust  fund 
appears  to  have  been  always  determined  by  the  choice  of  the  trustees  them- 
selves. It  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  John  Paul  Paul  and  Jacob  Wood, 
who  receive  the  dividends,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Sunday 
school,  such  school  having  been  long  established  in  the  parish,  and  more  par- 
ticularly settled  and  regulated  by  a series  of  resolutions  passed  the  17th 
of  August  1825,  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers  then  held  for  that 
purpose. 

The  Sunday  school  is  open  to  all  the  poor  children  of  the  parish,  and  is 
under  the  special  government  of  a committee,  by  whom  it  is  said  to  be  con- 
stantly visited  and  inspected. 

Sarah  Paul’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Paul,  by  her  will,  made  in  the  year  1795,  gave  unto  the  Rev.  Richard 
Davies,  vicar  of  Tetbury,  and  her  nephew,  Robert  Wight,  their  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  the  sum  of  50/,  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  at 
interest  on  government  securities,  and  pay  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof 
to  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday  schools  in  Tetbury  aforesaid,  as  they  in 
their  discretion  should  see  fit. 

With  this  gift,  augmented  by  some  voluntary  bounties,  a sum  of  100/., 
three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities,  has  been  purchased,  and  now  stands  in  the 
same  names  as  the  above  donation  of  Ann  Wight,  the  dividends  being  applied 
in  the  same  way. 

Ann  Gastrell’s  Charity. 

Ann  Gastrell,  by  will,  dated  May  25th,  1797>  gave  100/.,  to  be  laid  out  in 
the  name  of  Thomas  White,  and  such  other  person  or  persons  who  should  have 
the  management  and  direction  of  the  Sunday  schools  established  in  the  town 
of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  by  them  laid  out  for  the  benefit 
of  the  said  schools,  if  the  same  should  continue. 

This  100/.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  on  the  18th  December  1802,  in  the 
purchase  of  141/.  11s.  10  d.  imperial  three  per  cents,  which  stands  in  the  name 
of  Thomas  White,  the  executor  of  the  testatrix. 

The  treasurer  of  the  Sunday  schools  receives  at  the  Tetbury  bank  the  divi- 
dends of  the  stock,  to  be  applied  towards  the  support  of  the  Sunday  schools. 

The  Charities  of  Eleanor  Ludlow  and  Sarah  Ludlow. 

Eleanor  Ludlow,  by  her  will,  dated  24th  March  1804,  gave  and  bequeathed 
unto  the  Rev.  Richard  Davies,  vicar  of  Tetbury,  the  sum  of  20/.,  in  trust, 
to  put  the  same  in  some  one  of  the  public  funds  of  this  kingdom,  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  dwelling  in  the  almshouse  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  and  apply  the 
interest  arising  therefrom  from  time  to  time  equally  amongst  such  poor  dwellers  ; 
and  that  after  his  decease,  the  said  sum  of  20/.  should  still  remain  in  the  said 
funds,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied,  as  above  mentioned,  by  the  suc- 
ceeding vicar  and  his  successors,  for  ever. 
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The  Charities  of 
Eleanor  Ludlow 
and  Sarah  Ludlow, 
continued. 


Sara//  Ludlozv,  by  her  will,  dated  6th  January  1816,  gave  a like  sum  of  20/.  to 
the  Rev.  Richard  Davies,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  that  given  by  Eleanor  Ludlow, 
and  in  the  same  terms. 

The  two  sums  of  money  above  mentioned,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
62/.  11  s.  Id.  three  per  cent  consols,  now  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Paul  Paul,  the  present  vicar,  and  producing  an  interest  of  1/.  17$.  6d., 
which  is  paid  to  the  eight  poor  women  in  the  almshouse,  half  yearly,  in  equal 
portions. 

The  benefit  of  the  poor  women  has  been  lately  a little  reduced,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  2/.  17  s.  for  a power  of  attorney.

Thomas  Alexander’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Alexander , by  his  will,  dated  4th  February  1805,  after  various  dis- 
positions of  parts  of  his  property,  directed  that  the  residue  thereof  should  be 
placed  out  at  interest  on  government  security,  four  per  cents,  in  the  names  of 
his  trustees,  and  the  number  of  three  trustees  to  be  filled  up,  from  time  to  time, 
by  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think 
best  to  answer  the  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  he  appointed  the  vicar 
of  Tetbury,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  always  one  of  his  said  trustees,  and  that 
the  interest  should  be  made  payable  to  him,  to  be  by  him  laid  out  for  the  follow- 
ing purposes,  viz.;  to  repair  his  monument  and  new  paint  the  palisading  round 
it  every  two  years ; and  further,  that  the  said  vicar  should  annually  retain 
out  of  the  said  interest  one  guinea,  to  preach  a sermon  yearly,  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  July,  one  year  at  morning,  another  at  evening  service,  the  subject  to  be  taken 
from  the  145th  Psalm,  beginning  with  the  first  verse,  and  then  proceeding 
regularly  through  the  psalm  to  the  last  verse ; and  as  no  extra  time  was  appointed 
for  such  sermon,  he  requested,  that  the  explanation  of  the  different  subjects 
should  be  more  amplified  than  usual  : And  he  further  directed,  that  5s.  should 

be  given  annually  to  the  choir  singers,  to  sing  at  the  before-mentioned  time  the 
anthem  as  therein  particularly  directed ; and  when  the  sermon  was  preached 
in  the  afternoon,  to  sing  the  verses  therein  specified  : And  his  will  further  was, 
that  the  remainder  of  the  said  annual  interest  should  be  laid  out  for  Bibles,  con- 
taining only  the  Old  and  New  Testament;  the  said  vicar  to  give  one  Bible  on 
the  day  of  marriage  to  every  couple  married  in  the  church  of  Tetbury  by  banns, 
each  Bible  to  have  printed  on  the  cover,  “ The  Gift  of  Alexander.” 

A part  of  the  residue  of  the  testator’s  property  consisted  of  a freehold  dwell- 
ing house  and  garden  in  Tetbury,  his  disposition  whereof  for  the  purposes  above 
mentioned  being  void  under  the  statute  9th  Geo.  2,  the  same  was  claimed  by 
the  heir  at  law. 

It  appears  by  the  accounts  of  his  executor,  who  was  the  late  Rev.  R.  Davies, 
of  Tetbury,  that  the  testator  left  275/.,  four  per  cents,  and  also  some  monies 
and  moveable  property,  out  of  which  the  testamentary  and  funeral  expenses 
and  debts  were  paid,  and  the  monument,  with  its  palisades,  set  up. 

This  sum  was  afterwards  reduced  to  three  and  a half  per  cents,  and  40/. 
was  sold  out  to  pay  the  legacy  duty,  leaving  235/.  stock,  now  standing  in  the 
name  of  the  Rev.  S.  P.  Paul.  The  accounts  carry  over  the  balances  from  the 
first,  and  exhibit  a satisfactory  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
down  to  the  late  vicar’s  decease.  It  appears  from  that  account,  that  the  objects 
of  the  testator’s  bounty  were  duly  attended  to  by  Mr.  Davies  in  his  life,  at 
whose  decease  a balance  of  9/.  13.9.  5^d.  was  handed  over  to  the  Rev.  S.  P. 
Paul,  the  present  vicar,  who  has  carried  on  the  same  accounts  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements  under  this  charity,  for  the  two  years  during  which  he  has 
been  the  incumbent. 


John  Webber’s  Charity. 

John  Webbers  John  Webber,  by  his  will,  dated  5th  January  1813,  directed  that  the  sum  of 
Charity.  5 /.  per  annum,  for  ever,  should  be  distributed  in  bread  amongst  such  of  the 
poor  people  of  Tetbury,  as  the  minister  thereof  for  the  time  being  should  think 
proper;  and  likewise,  that  the  further  sum  of  51.  per  annum,  for  ever,  should 
be  appropriated  by  the  said  minister  for  the  time  being,  at  his  discretion,  in  aid 
and  support  of  the  Sunday  schools  of  the  church  establishment  in  Tetbury 
aforesaid ; and  for  those  purposes,  he  bequeathed  unto  the  minister  of  the  said 
church,  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  so  much  money  as  would  purchase  stock  in 
the  public  funds  sufficient  to  produce  the  said  two  annual  sums  of  51. 

The  will  of  John  Webber  was,  in  respect  of  the  charity,  carried  into  effect, 

$ by 
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by  the  purchase  of  two  sums  of  100/.  each  in  the  navy  fives,  which  have  since 
been  reduced  to  210  /.  four  per  cents,  including  the  bonus,  and  now  stands 
in  the  name  of  the  present  vicar,  producing  a dividend  of  eight  guineas  per 
annum,  half  of  which  is  laid  out  in  bread,  according  to  the  said  will  of  the 
minister. 

With  respect  to  the  other  annual  sum  of  four  guineas,  the  minister,  in  the 
exercise  of  the  discretion  given  to  him  by  the  said  will,  pays  it  in  aid  of  the 
Sunday  school. 

James  Pickett’s  Charity. 

James  Piclcett,  by  his  will,  dated  1st  March  1813,  amongst  other  bequests* 
gave  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Davies,  then  vicar  of  Tetbury,  the  sum  of  200/.,  in 
trust,  that  the  said  Richard  Davies  should  put  the  said  200/.  in  one  of  the  public 
funds  of  this  kingdom,  and  distribute  the  dividends  arising  therefrom,  yearly, 
among  the  second  poor  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury  ; and  after  his  decease,  the  said 
testator  directed,  that  the  principal  of  the  200/.  should  remain  still  in  the  said 
funds,  and  the  dividends  arising  therefrom  be  distributed,  as  before  mentioned, 
bv  the  succeeding  vicar,  and  his  successors,  for  ever. 

"This  sum  of  200/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  208/.  17  s.  Och  navy  five 
per  cents,  since  reduced  to  four  per  cents,  which,  with  the  bonus,  makes 
219/.  65.  4 d.  in  that  stock,  standing  in  the  name  of  Joseph  Brooks.  The 
dividend  is  distributed  by  the  vicar,  in  the  same  way  as  the  charity  derived 
under  Sir  Thomas  Estcourt,  above  reported. 

Mary  Summers’s  Charity. 

Mary  Summers , by  her  wiil,  dated  July  27th,  1826,  gave  unto  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  for  the  time  being,  the  sum  of  50  /. 
three  per  cent  consolidated  bank  annuities,  upon  trust,  that  they,  the  said  vicar 
and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  for  the  time  being,  lor  ever,  should 
lay  out  the  interest  and  dividends  arising  therefrom  in  the  purchase  of 
Common  Prayer  Books,  and  that  the  said  vicar  for  the  time  being  should  give  one 
of  such  prayer  books,  on  the  day  of  marriage,  to  every  couple  who  might  be 
married  in  the  church  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  by  banns,  if  they  should  think  fit  to 
accept  of  it,  each  prayer-book  to  have  printed  on  the  cover,  “ The  Gift  of  Mary 
Summers.” 

And  the  said  testatrix  also  gave  unto  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  the  further  sum  of  100/.  new  four  per  cent 
annuities,  upon  trust,  that  they,  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
and  their  successors,  for  ever,  for  the  time  being,  should,  on  new  Lady-day  in 
every  year,  pay  and  divide  the  interest  and  dividends  arising  therefrom,  in 
equal  proportions,  unto  and  equally  between  so  many  maiden  women,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  ten,  of  the  age  of  thirty  years  and  upwards,  being 
parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury  aforesaid,  and  residing  there,  as  in  the 
discretion  of  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  should  be  thought 
proper  objects  for  receiving  the  same  ; but  her  desire  was,  that  her  servant, 
Mary  Tanner,  should  constitute  part  of  or  be  one  of  the  said  number  of  the  ten, 
so  long  as  she  should  continue  unmarried,  whether  residing  in  Tetbury,  or  in  any 
other  place. 

The  above-mentioned  stock  of  50/.,  so  given  by  the  said  testatrix,  has  been 
transferred  by  the  executors  into  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Paul  Paul,  the 
vicar,  and  James  Richard  Davies  and  John  Alloway,  the  then  churchwardens  j 
and  the  sum  of  100/.  stock,  new  fours,  into  the  names  of  the  Rev.  S.  Paul  Paul, 
James  Richard  Davies,  John  Brown,  and  George  Clark. 

A twelvemonth  has  not  elapsed  since  the  testatrix’s  death,  so  that  the  charity 
has  not  yet  come  into  operation. 

Thomas  Thompson’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Thompson,  by  his  last  will,  dated  29th  January  1814,  amongst  other 
things,  gave  to  Richard  Cooper  and  William  Rich,  the  messuage  at  Tetbuiy 
wherein  he  then  resided,  and  all  the  messuages  and  tenements  at  Tetbury, 
which  he  held  by  lease  from  the  vicar  of  that  place,  formerly  called  the  Swan 
Inn,  with  the  garden  thereunto  belonging ; to  hold  to  them,  their  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  for  all  his  estate  therein,  in  trust,  to  let  the  same, 
and  pay  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  towards  paying  the  several 
annuities,  and  satisfying  the  several  charitable  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned. 
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The  testator  then  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  the  said 
Cooper  and  Rich,  in  trust,  to  convert  the  whole  into  money,  and  place  the 
same  out  in  their  names,  in  the  three  per  cent  consols;  and  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  his  said  messuages  and  premises,  therein  before  devised,  to  pay  the 
several  annuities  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  subject  thereto,  he  directed  his 
same  trustees  to  purchase  200/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  for  and  in 
the  names  of  the  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  congregation  in  Tetbury,  in  order 
that  such  trustees  might  apply  the  yearly  dividends  thereof  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  an  officiating  minister  of  the  said  congregation  for  ever,  and  that 
such  minister  might  preach  annually  in  the  meeting-house  of  such  congrega- 
tion, on  the  first  Sunday  after  the  10th  November,  a sermon  on  the  like  subject 
of  charity. 

And  as  to  all  the  rest  and  remainder,  as  well  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
devised  premises,  as  also  the  dividends  to  arise  as  aforesaid,  after  paying  the 
said  annuities,  and  answering  the  said  trusts,  he  gave  the  same  unto  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  and  their  successors,  for 
ever,  in  trust,  to  be  by  them  applied  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor 
persons  residing  in  the  almshouse  of  Tetbury,  for  ever  : And  it  was  his  mind 

and  will,  that  when  and  as  either  of  the  annuitants  therein  before  named  should 
die,  then  the  dividends  producing  their  respective  annuities,  should  be  from 
thenceforth  paid  and  applied,  upon  the  last-mentioned  trusts,  for  the  said  poor 
persons  in  the  almshouse : And  he  directed,  that  such  poor  persons  in  the 

almshouse  should  from  time  to  time  be  increased,  in  such  number  as  the  pro- 
perty so  given  by  his  will  would  be  sufficient  to  maintain ; such  additional 
numbers  to  be  of  the  same  sex  and  description  as  the  poor  persons  then  there, 
in  order  to  meet  the  object  and  establishment  of  the  almshouse  charity. 

The  said  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  dated  10th  February  181 4,  reciting, 
that  the  front  house  among  the  messuages  so  devised  by  him  had  been  taken 
down,  directed,  that  his  trustees  should  build  the  same  in  a plain  manner,  and 
at  a reasonable  expense,  and  let  the  same  as  in  his  will  mentioned. 


A suit  was  instituted  to  establish  the  said  will,  and  for  the  executors  to 
account ; and  while  that  was  in  progress,  Cooper,  one  of  the  trustees,  died,  but 
before  his  decease,  it  was  found,  in  the  year  1816,  that  the  residuary  property 
of  the  testator,  which  consisted  principally  of  4,000/.  in  the  three  per  cent 
consols,  had  been  greatly  reduced.  Between  900/.  and  1,000/.  appears,  by 
his  accounts,  to  have  been  laid  out  in  rebuilding  the  house  mentioned  in  the 
codicil,  which  expense  was  provided  for  principally  by  the  sale  of  stock,  and 
partly  by  the  application  of  monies  in  hand  ; and  it  is  to  be  noticed,  that  stock 
was  at  that  time  very  low,  three  per  cents  having  fallen  to  55.  Mr.  Cooper 
became  bankrupt  in  1817,  with  about  500/.  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
estate,  leaving,  after  the  dividends  paid,  a real  loss  upon  the  said  500/.  of 
337/.  1 5 s.  5 d. 

Upon  things  coming  to  this  state,  Cooper  and  Rich  were  induced  to  make 
an  assignment  of  the  testator’s  remaining  property  to  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, into  whose  names  the  sum  then  remaining  in  the  funds,  being  1,500/. 
consols,  was  transferred.  This  money  was  subject  to  certain  debts  of  the 
testator  unpaid,  and  also  to  those  which  had  been  contracted  by  Mr.  Cooper 
in  rebuilding  the  said  house.  For  these  purposes,  500/.  out  of  the  1,500/.  was 
sold,  leaving  1,000/.  three  per  cent  stock,  which  is  all  that  remains  applicable 
to  the  objects  of  the  testator’s  bounty.  At  present,  therefore,  the  whole  estate 
of  the  charity  consists  of  this  1,000/.  stock,  and  the  tenements  so  bequeathed, 
which  are  three  in  number,  with  a piece  of  garden  ground  : —

The  entire  income  of  the  estate  is  91/.  per  annum,  out  of  which  the  an- 
nuitants under  the  will  remain  to  be  satisfied ; and  also  certain  deductions  out 
of  the  rents,  consisting  of  customary  payments  to  which  the  premises  are  liable 
under  former  leases. 

When  these  annuities  and  chief-rents  are  allowed  for,  there  will  remain  only 
the  annual  sum  of  2/.  3s.  2 d.;  and  as  there  are  still  claims  upon  the  testator’s 

estate 
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estate  for  debts  due  from  him  in  his  life-time,  and  also  a sum  of  79/.,  and  accu- 
mulations due  to  the  receiver  of  the  rent,  appointed  by  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, there  is  little  prospect  of  any  substantial  effect  being  given  to  the 
testator’s  charitable  intention  for  some  time  to  come  ; but  it  is  to  be  observed, 
that  as  the  annuitants  die,  the  produce  of  the  fund  will  be  increased  for  the 
benefit  of  the  charity. 

The  accounts  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  have  been  kept  in  a book 
laid  before  us,  showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
above  estate.

Elizabeth  Hodges’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Hodges’s  gift  of  40, s.  per  annum,  to  Weston  Birt,  as  mentioned  in  the 
parish  of  Shipton  Moyne,  is  paid  by  Mr.  Adye,  the  aforesaid  schoolmaster  at 
Malmesbury,  to  a schoolmistress,  who  teaches  the  poor  children  of"  the  parish, 
four  of  such  children  being  taught  gratuitously  by  her  in  respect  of  the  said  40  s., 
the  rest  of  the  children  paying  a small  sum  per  week,  she  instructs  them  in 
reading,  writing  and  the  church  catechism.

PARISH  OF  WOODCHESTER. 

Robert  Bridges’s  Charity. 

Robert  Bridges , late  of  Woodchester,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esquire, 
by  his  will,  dated  23d  October  1722,  gave  to  John  Baker  Dowell,  and  others, 
therein  named,  as  his  executors  and  trustees,  500/.,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  pur- 
chase of  lands  and  tenements  in  fee  simple,  and  until  such  purchase  to  place 
the  same  out  at  interest,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  in  manner  following,  viz. ; 
For  the  teaching  of  three  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Woodchester  to  read  English 
and  to  write,  and  also  to  clothe  and  put  forth  apprentice,  yearly,  one  poor  boy 
of  the  said  parish  ; and,  if  such  proceeds  should  amount  to  more  than  would  be 
sufficient  for  the  yearly  teaching  the  said  three  poor  boys,  and  clothing  and 
placing  forth  one  poor  boy  apprentice  as  aforesaid,  that  then  such  surplus 
should  be  constantly  employed  for  teaching  a greater  number  of  poor  boys,  and 
clothing  and  placing  out  more  boys  apprentice,  and  so  to  continue  from  year  to 
year,  for  ever. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  11th  December  17 23,  made  between  William  Palmer, 
therein  described,  of  the  one  part  ; and  the  executors  named  in  the  will  of  the 
said  Robert  Bridges,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Robert 
Bridges  as  above,  and  that  the  said  executors  had  agreed  with  the  said  William 
Palmer  for  the  purchase  of  the  lands  therein  after  mentioned ; It  is  witnessed, 
that,  in  consideration  of  420/.,  the  said  William  Palmer  thereby  granted  and 
confirmed  unto  the  said  John  Baker  Dowell  and  others,  executors  as  aforesaid, 
a dwelling-house  or  tenement,  and  a garden  or  close  of  pasture  thereunto  adjoin- 
ing, known  by  the  name  of  Hawlings,  containing,  by  estimation,  five  acres ; a 
meadow  ground,  lying  beyond  Lockingbridge,  containing,  by  estimation,  three 
acres ; an  acre  of  arable  land,  lying  in  Homage  Field,  known  by  the  name  of 
Keep  Acre ; an  acre  of  arable  land,  lying  in  the  bottom  of  the  same  field ; an 
acre  and  three  quarters  of  arable  land,  lying  in  a field  called  the  West  Field, 
consisting  of  ten  rudges,  adjoining  to  a pasture  ground  commonly  called  Racket’s 
Croft;  one  quarter  of  an  acre  of  arable  land,  lying  in  a field  called  the  Lower 
Field,  consisting  of  two  rudges  ; and  an  acre  and  three  quarters  of  arable  land  in 
the  same  field,  consisting  of  thirteen  rudges,  lying  together  in  one  piece,  by  the 
way  side,  near  the  two  rudges  aforesaid  ; a quarter  of  an  acre  of  arable  land,  in 
the  same  field,  consisting  of  seven  rudges,  lying  together,  a little  below  the  said 
thirteen  rudges,  on  the  other  side  of  the  way  ; a pasture  ground,  containing,  by 
estimation,  four  acres,  known  by  the  name  of  Handcraft,  bounded  as  therein 
mentioned ; and  a pasture  ground,  containing,  by  estimation,  twelve  acres, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Great  Hurst,  and  all  edifices,  barns,  woods,  &c. 
thereunto  belonging  ; to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Baker 
Dowell,  and  others,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  upon  the  trusts  of  the 
said  will,  as  above  mentioned. 
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This  property  has  been  regularly  transferred  to  trustees,  renewed  according 
, to  the  provisions  of  the  first  feoffment,  which  directed,  that  when  the  trustee's 
should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  two,  such  two  surviving  trustees  should 
convey  the  premises  to  three  other  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  same 
> trusts,  and  so  toties  quoties  ; and  the  last  deed  of  transfer,  which  was  dated  9th 
September  1802,  describes  the  premises  so  as  to  show  their  identity  with  those 
conveyed  in  the  first  purchase  deed ; and  we  are  given  to  understand,  that  no 
loss,  exchange  or  alienation,  has  since  taken  place.  The  surviving  trustees  are 
Lord  Ducie,  Sir  Samuel  Wathen,  Sir  Paul  Baghott,  and  the  Rev.  Peter  Hawker* 
rector  of  Woodcliester. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  trustees  to  let  the  land  to  one  tenant,  from 
year  to  year,  at  a rent  from  40/.  to  50/.  During  the  high  prices  of  agricultural 
produce  it  was  let  for  58  /. 

The  charity  school  called  Saint  Loes,  founded  for  the  teaching  of  boys  born 
in  this  parish,  being  found  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  the  proceeds  of  this 
charity  have  not  been  specifically  applied  in  providing  instruction  for  the 
children  of  the  parish,  but  has  been  confined  to  the  clothing  and  apprenticing  of 
boys,  as  directed  by  the  will. 

Till  within  the  last  year,  it  was  the  practice  to  apprentice  out  boys  of  the 
parish  with  a fee  of  5/.  for  each,  accompanied  with  an  expenditure  of  2/.  105. 
in  clothing  such  apprentice,  making  together  7 /.  10  5.  ; the  trustees,  supposing 
that  the  will  of  the  donor  had  directed  that  particular  sum  to  be  laid  out  in  such 
manner  upon  each  boy ; an  understanding  that  had  grown  out  of  the  practice 
begun  at  a period  when  5 /.  was  sufficient  for  an  apprentice  fee,  and  since  con- 
tinued. The  difficulty  of  apprenticing  boys  advantageously  on  such  low  terms 
occasioned  frequent  suspensions  in  the  application  of  the  charity,  so  as  to  pro- 
duce considerable  accumulations,  till  an  anxiety  to  increase  these  apprentice 
fees  occasioned  the  trustees  to  look  accurately  into  the  foundation,  and,  finding 
that  there  was  nothing  in  the  will  to  restrict  the  amount,  they  came  to  a 
resolution  to  increase  it  to  15/.  Since  the  above  resolution  opportunities  have 
increased  of  placing  out  boys  satisfactorily,  and  the  course  has  been,  to  lay  out, 
in  the  first  instance,  the  7 1-  10  5.  as  before,  leaving  the  boy  with  his  master,  upon 
liking,  for  the  first  year  ; and  by  this  mode  of  managemement  the  charity  fund 
is  in  a way  of  being  usefully  and  beneficially  employed.  It  appears,  that  care 
is  taken  by  the  trustees  to  place  the  boys  in  good  situations,  with  reference  both 
to  their  morals  and  to  their  instruction  in  business. 

By  the  accounts,  regularly  audited,  of  Sir  Samuel  Wathen,  who  has  acted  as 
treasurer  of  the  charity,  it  appears  that  the  balance  in  hand  was  in  November 
1821,  185/.  195.  2d.,  which  from  the  difficulty  that  then  existed  in  appren- 
ticing boys,  was  in  October  1825  increased  to  342/.  35.  8r/. ; and  it  is  proposed 
with  this  balance  to  make  a purchase  of  stock  in  the  government  funds. 

Elizabeth  Seys’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Seys,  by  her  will,  dated  5th  October  1705,  directed  her  executor 
to  lay  out  the  sum  of  400/.,  in  purchasing  lands  or  tenements,  in  some  con- 
venient place  or  places  in  England  or  Wales;  which  said  lands  and  tenements 
should  be  conveyed  to  five  trustees,  to  be  nominated  by  her  brother,  Richard 
Seys,  and  her  said  executors,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  representatives  of 
such  survivor,  whereof,  she  desired  that  her  said  brother,  if  then  living,  or  such 
other  person  as  should  be  the  heir  male  of  her  late  father,  Evans  Seys,  serjeant 
at  law,  if  then  capable  of  such  trusts,  might  be  one ; and  to  the  heirs  and 
assigns  of  such  five  trustees,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  pay  and  dispose  of  all  the 
clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  land  to  be  purchased  with  the  said  sum  of  400/., 
unto  and  amongst  such  three  or  more  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Woodcliester, 
as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  from  time  to  time  appoint ; which 
said  poor  women  should  teach  the  poor  girls  of  the  same  parish  to  read  and 
work ; and  for  the  better  promoting  of  such  charity,  she  desired  that  the  said 
trustees  should  from  time  to  time,  take  advice  of  the  chief  of  the  same  parish, 
in  the  choice  and  appointment  of  such  poor  women,  with  a power  to  displace 
the  said  women  if  any  of  them  should  prove  negligent  in  the  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  appoint  others  in  their  room  : and  she  further  directed, 
that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  the  survivors  should  convey 
the  tenements  so  purchased  as  aforesaid,  to  three  other  trustees,  to  the  use  of 
them  and  such  surviving  trustees,  upon  the  same  trusts,  and  so  taties  quoties,

It  appears,  that  the  4-00/.,  increased  by  interest  to  the  sum  of  56ll.,  was  laid  ' U charity? S 8 
out  under  a decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  in  the  year  1718,  in  the  purchase  continued. 

of  lands;  and  that  by  an  indenture  dated  17th  March  in  that  year,  between  v " 

Thomas  Rouse,  of  Wootton-under-Edge,  of  the  first  part ; Sir  Peter  King, 
knight,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas,  sole  executor  of 
the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Seys,  of  the  second  part ; and  Evans  Seys, 
esquire,  and  others,  of  the  third  part;  the  said  Thomas  Rouse,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sum  of  561/.,  granted  and  conveyed  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Evans  Seys  and  others,  a messuage  or  tenement,  situate  near  the  Heath,  in  the 
tything  of  Ham  Fallow,  in  the  parish  of  Berkeley,  called  Rogers’s  tenement, 
and  six  closes  of  pasture  near  adjoining  to  the  same  messuage,  containing,  by 
estimation,  twenty  acres  ; a close  of  meadow  near  the  same  heath,  containing, 
by  estimation,  two  acres ; two  closes  of  pasture  ground,  lying  near  Stoninge 
Bridge,  containing,  by  estimation,  six  acres ; a meadow  ground,  commonly 
called  Moore’s,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres  ; twelve  ridges  of  pasture 
land  within  the  same  parish  of  Berkeley,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres; 
a little  paddock  or  parcel  of  pasture  ground,  adjoining  to  the  same  ; a close  of 
pasture  ground,  called  by  the  name  of  Walgaston’s  Leys,  containing,  by 
estimation,  eight  acres,  situate  in  the  Ham  Fallow  aforesaid,  with  the  appur- 
tenances to  the  same  belonging ; to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  to  pay  and 
dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  among  such  three  or  more  poor  women 
of  the  said  parish  of  Woodchester,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  the  said  will. 

These  premises  have  remained  unaltered  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees 
ever  since  the  first  conveyance,  and  were  by  the  last  feoffment,  dated  9th  Sep- 
tember 1802,  vested  in  new  trustees,  the  survivors  of  whom  are  the  present 
Lord  Ducie,  Sir  Samuel  Wathen,  the  Rev.  Peter  Hawker,  and  Sir  Paul 
Baghott. 

About  twenty  years  ago  the  estate  was  let  to  Lord  Berkeley  for  38/.;  but 
about  the  year  1811,  it  was  put  up  to  auction,  and  let  for  92/.  Upon  the 
decline  of  rents,  it  was  necessarily  reduced  to  80/.,  which  has  been  the  rent 
ever  since. 

It  was  resolved  about  four  years  ago  to  increase  the  number  of  three  poor 
women  to  nine.  Two  out  of  these  women,  having  more  scholars  and  abilities 
than  the  rest,  are  allowed  12/.  a year  each,  and  the  rest  10/.  The  balance  in 
hand  is  now  about  100/.,  and  there  is  an  arrear  of  rent  expected  to  be  paid 
before  Christmas,  of  107 /. 

It  is,  as  we  understand,  in  contemplation  as  vacancies  occur,  to  give  better 
effect  to  this  charity,  by  appointing  fewer  in  number,  and  of  more  capability, 
with  better  salaries. 

Richard  Cambridge’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Richard  Cambridge , of  London,  merchant,  gave  Richard 
a.  d.  1729,  20/.,  the  interest  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  Cambridge’s 

overseers.”  Charity. 

There  is  no  trace  of  this  money  in  any  of  the  churchwardens  account  books, 
nor  is  it  in  the  recollection  of  any  person  that  this  charity  has  ever  been  in 
operation,  so  that  it  must  be  considered  as  lost,  if  it  was  ever  received. 

Saintloe  School. 

Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Nathaniel  Cambridge , of  Hamburgh,  merchant,  gave  Saintloe  School. 
a.  d.  1699,  Saintloe  school,  in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  for  teaching  boy 
of  this  parish  ; and  Mr.  Richard  Cambridge,  of  London,  merchant,  gave 
a.  d.  1729,  100/.,  as  an  augmentation  to  the  said  school.” 

A farm  called  Saintloe  farm,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  but 
adjoining  Woodchester,  was  purchased  in  the  year  mentioned  in  the  abo/e 
table,  with  money  given  for  that  purpose  by  Mr.  Nathaniel  Cambridge,  of 
Hamburgh,  a native  of  Woodchester,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  sup- 
porting a school  there,  for  teaching,  gratuitously,  the  poor  children  of  this 
parish,  and  of  the  tithing  of  Rodborough,  in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton. 

The  farm-house  upon  the  said  premises  was  converted  into  a school,  which 
Still  exists,  and  is  carried  on  with  the  proceeds  of  that  property,  and  the  aid 
of  some  other  benefactions.  All  the  children  of  Woodchester,  born  in  the 
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parish,  are  freely  admitted  into  the  school,  where  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic are  taught. 

Richard  Cambridge’s  Charity. 

The  100/.  mentioned  on  the’ Church  table,  above  set  forth,  as  coming  under 
the  will  of  Mr.  Richard  Cambridge , dated  18th  June  1702,  is  given  in  the 
following  terms : — 

“ I give  to  the  poor  children  that  are  to  be  taught  and  instructed  in  the 
school  of  Saintloe  farm,  in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton,  the  sum  of  100/., 
the  interest  to  be  applied  to  such  uses  as  the  persons  therein  mentioned  should 
think  fit.” 

It  appears  that  the  persons  named  in  the  will  omitted  to  direct  the  application 
of  the  100/.,  and  that  about  the  year  1759,  after  much  correspondence  between 
the  trustees  of  Saintloe  school  and  the  representatives  of  the  donor,  it  was 
agreed,  that  the  question  should  be  set  at  rest,  upon  the  payment  of  49/.  1 s.  to 
the  trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  the  school.  About  the  half  of  this  sum  having  been 
deposited  many  years  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Tindall,  of  Woodchester,  was  lost 
by  his  failure  and  insolvency,  and  the  remainder  of  the  original  gift  of  100/. 
reduced  to  25/.,  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Samuel  Heaven,  who  then  resided 
in  the  parish  of  Minchinhampton.  Mr.  Heaven,  by  way  of  satisfying  in  per- 
petuity the  interest  of  that  sum,  left  18s.  a year,  charged  upon  a small  piece  of 
pasture  ground  in  the  last  mentioned  parish,  which  18s.  has  been  regularly  paid 
to  the  master  of  the  school.

PARISH  OF  MARSHFIELD. 

The  Almshouses. 

Marshfield.  By  an  indenture,  dated  15th  July  1625,  made  between  Ellis  Crispe,  alderman, 

of  London,  and  Nicholas  Crispe,  citizen  and  skinner,  of  London,  of  the  one 

The  Almshouses.  parj.  . alui  pjchard  Vinor,  and  eleven  others,  therein  named,  of  the  other  part ; 

reciting,  that  Thomas  Crispe,  of  Marshfield,  had  bv  his  deed  of  feoffment,  dated 
24th  May,  18  Jac.  I.,  conveyed  unto  the  said  Richard  Vinor  and  others,  all  that 
acre  of  land  lying  near  the  wTest  end  of  the  town  of  Marshfield,  bounded  and 
abutted  as  therein  described,  upon  which  acre  of  land  there  was  then  already 
placed  and  built  one  house,  at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  said  Ellis  Crispe  and 
Nicholas  Crispe,  and  intended  by  them  for  an  almshouse  for  the  poor  of  the  said 
town  and  parish ; to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Richard  Vinor 
and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever  ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Ellis 
Crispe  and  Nicholas  Crispe,  did,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  feoffees,  declare  . 
that  the  said  acre  of  land  was  so  purchased  of  the  said  Thomas  Crispe,  with  the 
proper  monies  of  the  said  Ellis  and  Nicholas  Crispe,  in  the  names  of  the  said 
feoffees,  upon  trust  and  confidence  in  them  reposed  by  the  said  Ellis  and 
Nicholas  Crispe  ; and  that  they  the  said  Ellis  and  Nicholas  Crispe  had  erected  and 
built  an  almshouse  upon  the  said  acre  of  land,  for  and  towards  the  perpetual 
harbouring  and  relief  of  eight  poor  householders  of  the  towm  and  parish  of 
Marshfield  aforesaid,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever ; and  that  they  said  Ellis  and 
Nicholas  Crispe  had  caused  the  said  almshouse  to  be  divided  for  that  purpose, 
into  eight  several  dwellings  or  lodgings,  and  thereupon  the  said  Ellis  and  Ni- 
cholas Crispe,  did  ordain  and  appoint,  that  in  every  of  the  same  eight  lodgings 
should  be  placed  one  poor  honest  person  of  the  same  parish,  either  man  or 
woman  unmarried,  or  man  and  wonian  married,  (but  no  child  or  children,)  that 
is  to  say,  in  every  of  the  said  several  lodgings,  a man  or  a woman,  or  a man  and 
his  wife,  who  should  there  inhabit  rent  free  during  their  lives  respectively, 
unless  they  should  be  removed  for  some  cause  to  be  thought  reasonable  by  the 
bailiff,  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Marshfield,  with  the 
feoffees  of  the  acre  of  land  above  mentioned,  or  the  greater  number  of  them  for 
the  time  being;  and  the  said  Ellis  and  Nicholas  Crispe  did  thereby  appoint,  that  if 
at  any  time  thereafter,  any  of  the  persons  in  the  said  almshouse  should  die,  or 
should  not  be  of  good,  quiet,  sober  and  honest  conversation,  that  then,  and  so 
often,  the  bailiffi  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Marshfield,  and  the  feoffees  aforesaid,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  elect 
out  of  the  most  needy  honest  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  to  supply  such  vacancy, 
(respect  especially  to  be  had  to  such  as  were  of  the  name  or  kindred  of  the  said 
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Ellis  and  Nicholas  Crispe,)  such  as  should  be  of  good  life  and  conversation, 
dwelling  in  the  said  town  and  parish,  who  might  desire  to  be  placed  in  the  said 
almshouse,  and  the  said  feoffees  therein  named,  did  thereby  covenant,  that  if 
they  or  any  of  them  should  thereafter  remove  from  the  said  parish  to  reside 
elsewhere,  that  such  of  them  as  should  so  remove,  should  convey  to  the  residue  of 
the  feoffees  then  living,  all  his  interest  in  the  said  almshouse  and  premises ; and 
it  was  further  provided,  that  when  six  of  the  said  twelve  feoffees  should  be  dead, 
or  should  have  left  the  town  to  dwell  elsewhere,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
bailiff,  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  or  the  greater 
number  of  them  for  the  time  being,  to  elect  twelve  other  persons  then  residing 
in  the  said  parish,  to  be  feoffees  in  the  room  of  such  persons  so  dying  or  depart- 
ing from  the  parish,  and  so  from  time  to  time  ; and  that  upon  every  such 
new  election,  the  said  trust  premises  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  twelve 
persons  so  newly  to  be  chosen  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  with  such  covenants  and 
conditions,  as  by  the  bailiff,  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said 
parish,  or  the  greater  number  of  them  for  the  time  being,  or  their  counsel, 
should  be  advised  and  required. 

By  an  old  extract  from  the  will  of  Ellis  Crispe,  without  date,  found  in  the 
church  chest,  it  appears  that  the  said  testator,  amongst  other  dispositions, 
devised  as  follows: — 

And  as  concerning  all  and  singular  my  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments, 
I give  and  dispose  of  the  same,  as  follows:  — First,  whereas  I and  my  brother, 
Nicholas  Crispe,  have  lately  built  a certain  almshouse  for  eight  poor  people, 
upon  a certain  piece  of  ground  in  the  parish  of  Marshfield,  where  we  were 
born,  to  be  conveyed  over  to  certain  feoffees  in  trust;  nevertheless  to  the  intent, 
that  the  eight  poor  people  who  should  inhabit  the  said  almshouse  may  be  better 
provided  of  some  yearly  maintenance,  I do  give  and  devise  unto  the  said 
feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  the  use  of  the  eight  poor  people  in  the  said 
almshouse,  one  annuity  or  rent-charge  of  13/.  6s.  8 d.,  to  be  issuing  and  pay- 
able out  of  all  my  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments,  situate  within  the  parishes 
of  Saint  Catherine  Cree  Church  alias  Christ  Church,  and  St.  James’s,  in  Duke’s- 
place,  in  London,  or  either  of  them,  or  elsewhere  within  the  walls  of  Aldgate, 
in  London,  with  a power  of  entry  for  compelling  payment  of  the  said  annuity 
or  rent-charge;  and  the  said  testator  further  directed,  that  the  said  annuity  of 
13/.  6s.  8 d.  should  be  distributed  by  the  feoffees  in  manner  following,  viz.; 
unto  and  amongst  the  eight  poor  people  in  the  said  almshouse  the  sum  of  12/. 
by  the  year,  in  equal  portions  ; and  that  there  should  likewise  be  yearly  paid 
to  such  of  the  almsmen  inhabiting  the  said  almshouse,  as  should  have  kept  the 
Hock  thereof  in  good  order,  and  should  read  morning  prayer  daily  in  the  chapel 
of  the  same,  13s.  '1-d.  ; and  that  the  residue  of  the  said  annuity,  being  13s.  4>d., 
should  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  from 
time  to  time,  towards  the  reparation  of  the  said  almshouse,  and  the  clock  and 
dial  thereto  belonging. 

The  said  Nicholas  Crispe  by  his  will,  dated  22d  March  163C,  setting  forth, 
that  his  sister,  Isabel  Pinner,  deceased,  had  by  her  last  will  appointed,  that  he 
the  said  Nicholas  Crispe,  as  her  executor,  should  dispose  of  20/.  of  her  estate 
for  the  good  of  the  poor  people  harboured  in  the  said  almshouse  ; and  that  in 
discharge  and  payment  of  the  said  20/.,  as  also  of  his  own  charitable  intention, 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  almspeople,  he  had  lately,  by  deed,  settled 
upon  the  said  feoffees,  in  trust,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  people  in  the  same  almshouse,  a yearly  rent  or  payment  of  13/.  6s.  8 d. 
out  of  a messuage  or  tenement  in  the  parish  of  All  Saints,  in  Lumber-street, 
London,  called  the  Bell  Spread  Eagle,  and  had  by  the  same  deed  settled  and 
conveyed  the  same  messuage  with  the  appurtenances,  did  thereby  will  and 
appoint,  that  the  same  messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  should  be  and  remain 
unto  such  person  and  persons,  and  to  such  use  and  uses,  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  same  were  respectively  conveyed  and  settled  by  the  said  deed. 

Some  property  in  land  also  belongs  to  this  almshouse,  which,  by  the  leases 
made  thereof,  appears  to  consist  of  the  following  parcels  ; — a close  or  parcel  of 
arable  land,  in  the  parish  of  Marshfield,  called  Mereombe,  containing,  by  esti- 
mation, five  and  a half  acres ; a piece  or  parcel  of  wood-land  or  wood-ground, 
containing,  by  estimation,  half  an  acre,  to  the  said  close  of  arable  ground  adjoin- 
ing and  belonging ; a close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground  in  the  said  parish  of 
Marshfield,  also  called  Mereombe,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  and  a half 
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acres,  adjoining  to  the  said  close  of  arable  land  ; and  a piece  or  parcel  of  wood- 
land or  wood-ground,  containing,  by  estimation,  half  an  acre  to  the  said  close  of 
meadow  or  pasture  ground  adjoining  and  belonging. 

These  lands,  which  have  been  considered  and  treated  as  a part  of  the 
almshouse  estate  for  a great  number  of  years,  are  reputed  to  have  been  derived 
under  Nicholas  Crispe,  but  we  cannot  find,  among  the  documents  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  parish,  any  distinct  trace  of  their  origin.  Neither  these  lands, 
nor  either  of  the  rent-charges  above  mentioned,  appear  to  be  contained  in  any 
of  the  feoffments,  in  which  we  find  mention  only  of  the  acre  of  land  upon  which 
the  almshouse  stands. 


The  land  called  Mercombe  is  partly  arable  and  partly  pasture,  and  is  at 
present  let  for  251.  4s.,  being  held  over  by  the  last  lessee,  whose  term  therein 
has  expired,  at  the  same  rent  which  was  reserved  in  his  lease.  About  twenty 
years  ago  the  land  produced  only  12  guineas;  but  being  situate  at  a small 
distance  from  Bath  Easton,  it  is  considered  a very  desirable  possession,  and  is 
therefore  let  very  advantageously.  The  feoffees  of  the  almshouse,  though  they 
do  not  appear  to  have  had  this  land  conveyed  to  them,  have  always  managed 
and  disposed  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

A little  more  than  half  of  the  acre  on  which  the  almshouse  stands,  has  for 
many  years  been  let  oft*  to  increase  the  income  of  the  charity.  Upon  this  piece 
there  are  two  tenements,  with  small  gardens,  now  let  to  one  person,  who  pays 
for  the  same,  six  guineas  per  annum.  The  lease  under  which  the  present  lessee 
holds  was  for  twenty-one  years,  commencing  in  1810;  by  the  terms  of 
which  lease  the  lessee  was  to  set  up  the  buildings  in  repair,  being  then  in  a state 
of  great  dilapidation  ; and  we  are  told,  that  it  is  intended,  as  soon  as  the  lease 
is  out,  to  let  the  premises  by  tender. 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  above  charity  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Parrott,  who, 
by  will,  dated  2Gth  April  1785,  gave  1,300/.  India  annuities,  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  widows  in  the  said  almshouse ; the  warden  of  New  College,  in 
Oxford,  and  the  vicar  of  Marshfield,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  always  the 
trustees. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  1,300/.  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the 
warden  of  New  College,  and  the  Reverend  G.  W.  Sherer,  the  vicar  of  Marsh- 
field, producing  an  annual  dividend  of  39/-,  which,  with  the  above-mentioned 
donations,  makes  the  total  income  of  the  charity,  9?/.  3s.  4 <d. 

There  are  eight  persons  in  the  almshouse,  to  each  one  of  whom  a weekly 
sum  of  4s.  6d.  is  now  paid.  It  has  been  for  many  years  either  45.  or  45.  6d., 
according  to  the  demand  made  upon  the  fund  for  repairs;  and  135.  4 d.  is  con- 
stantly paid  to  one  of  the  poor  inmates  for  reading  prayers,  who  is  also  allowed 
5 s.  for  attending  to  the  clock.  Nothing  appears  to  be  laid  out  at  the  meetings 
of  the  trustees. 

The  accounts  appear  to  have  been  very  regularly  kept  and  annually  audited. 
The  balance  at  the  last  audit,  on  3d  January  1827,  was  13/.  35.  4 d. 

The  almshouse  is  a stone  building,  at  the  entrance  of  the  west  end  of  the 
town,  in  which  there  are  eight  distinct  dwellings,  each  consisting  of  two  rooms. 
The  almspeople  are  always  eight  in  number,  except  when  a man  and  his  wife 
happen  to  be  inmates,  which  occasionally  takes  place,  according  to  the 
foundation,  but  no  persons  are  permitted  to  occupy  an  apartment  there  with 
children. 

The  trustees,  consisting  of  the  persons  designated  by  the  original  deed  of 
trust,  meet  annually  to  settle  the  accounts,  and  are  specially  convened  when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  appoint  to  a vacancy.  The  old  people  are  chosen  from 
either  sex  indifferently,  as  they  appear  to  the  trustees  to  be  most  in  want  of  an 
asylum.  They  are  always  persons  incapable  of  active  labour,  from  age  or  infir- 
mities ; and  we  are  assured,  that  any  person  of  indifferent  character,  or  in  any 
respect  not  answering  to  the  moral  requisites  mentioned  in  the  trust  deed,  is 
considered  not  eligible. 

In  the  centre  of  the  building  is  a little  apartment,  which  is  fitted  up  to  be 
used  as  a chapel  for  reading  prayers,  which  is  done  bv  one  of  the  old  people, 
selected  for  that  purpose,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  deed  of  settlement. 
The  room  just  above-mentioned  was  formerly  a receptacle  for  ashes,  but  for 
these  30  years  last  past  has  been  appropriated  to  the  service  above  mentioned.

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Ellis  Crispe’s  Charity  for  Sermons. 

13y  referring  to  the  account  of  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  Marshfield. 

Salters  Company  (see  6th  Report,  p.  8S4),  it  will  appear,  that  Mr.  Alderman  — 

Ellis  Crispe  left  150/.  to  that  company,  to  be  lent  at  four  per  cent,  and  the 

interest  to  be  paid  as  therein  mentioned,  4/.  thereof  being  directed  to  be  paid  to  for  Sermons. 

the  minister  of  Marshfield,  for  eight  sermons.  The  minister  of  Marshfield  v ^ j 

preaches  the  eight  sermons  as  directed,  and  receives  the  4 /. 

Robert  Kenning’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Rev.  Robert  Kenning,  by  will,  dated  1709,  gave  120/.,  the  Robert  Kenning’s 
interest  of  which  to  be  applied  yearly,  viz. ; every  fifth  year  to  apprentice  a Charity, 

poor  boy  of  Kelson,  in  Somersetshire  ; and,  in  each  of  the  other  four  years,  a 
boy  of  Marshfield.  He  likewise  gave  20/.,  the  interest  to  be  employed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  charity  school  in  Marshfield,  both  vested  in  the  rector  of  Kelson, 
for  the  time  being.” 

This  140/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  263/.  11s.  3d.  old  South  Sea 
annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Hawkins,  rector  of  Ivelston,  producing 
a dividend  of  7/.  18$.  ; 1 /.  of  which  is  annually  paid  to  the  use  of  the  charity 
school,  and  the  residue  is  laid  out  in  apprenticing  the  children  of  Marshfield  and 
Kelston,  in  the  proportions  assigned  by  the  donor. 

Sir  Robert  Gunning’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  — “ Sir  Robert  Gunning,  knight,  gave  a rent-charge,  at  Cold  Sir  Robert 
Ashton,  of  51.  a year,  to  be  distributed  in  bread,  amongst  the  poor,  oil  New  Gunning’s  Charity. 
Year’s  day,  vested  in  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  this  parish.” 

The  above-mentioned  5 /.  per  annum,  so  charged  upon  the  Cold  Ashton  estate, 
is  regularly  paid  by  the  tenant  of  that  property,  who  holds  it  under  Gore 
Langton,  esquire,  the  proprietor. 

This  is  laid  out  and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in  bread,  on  New

John  Bearpacker’s  Charity. 

John  Bearpaclcr,  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  by  his  will,  dated  22d  November  JuIin  r.earpacker’* 
1715,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Marshfield,  in  Chanty, 
the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  5 /.  per  annnm,  to  be  issuing  and  payable 
out  of  the  several  closes  and  parcels  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Saint  James,  for 
ever,  for  and  towards  providing  ten  coats  for  ten  poor  men  of  the  said  parish  of 
Marshfield,  yearly,  on  the  1st  of  January,  for  ever,  which  gift  is  also  recorded  on 
a monument  in  the  church. 

Five  pounds  per  annum,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is  received  by  the  church- 
wardens of  Marshfield,  from  a person  in  Bristol,  who  has  a life-interest  in  the 
property  so  charged  by  the  said  will,  which  annual  sum  is  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  ten  great  coats  for  ten  poor  old  persons  of  Marshfield  parish. 

The  Charity  School. 

We  find,  by  an  old  ledger-book  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  on  account  of  The  Charity 
the  charity  school  in  Marshfield,  commencing  from  25th  March  1722,  that  there  School, 
was  a school  then  existing  in  that  parish,  supported  by  annual  subscriptions,  and 
in  the  first  page  of  the  same  book,  the  name  of  John  Harington,  esquire,  appears 
at  the  head  of  the  subscribers,  who  is  there  stated  to  have  given  the  school-house, 
and  also  half  a year’s  subscription  of  31.,  and  who  may,  therefore,  be  con- 
sidered the  original  founder  of  this  establishment. 

But  for  its  principal  endowment  it  was  indebted  to  the  bounty  of  Mrs. 

Dionysia  Long,  who  settled  the  same  by  a deed,  of  which  the  following  is  the 
substance  : — 

By  indenture,  dated  3d  February  1731,  made  between  Dionysia,  alias  Diones 
Long,  of  Golden-square,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  of  the  one  part ; the 
Right  Rev.  Elias  Lord  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  Sir  William  Codrington,  of 
Dodington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  baronet,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Marsh- 
field, in  the  said  county,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Burnett,  d.  d.  rector  of  West 
Kington,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  Henry  Harington,  esq.  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Kelston,  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  William  Blathwrayte,  esq.  the  Rev.  Lawson 
Huddleston,  rector  of  Kelston  aforesaid,  the  Rev.  William  Harington,  vicar  of 
Kington  Saint  Michael,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  rector  of  Winford,  in  the 
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Marshfield.  county  of  Somerset,  Harington  Gibbes,  esq.,  and  the  Rev.  John  Cary,  vicar  of 

Marshfield  aforesaid,  of  the  other  part;  it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Dionysia

of  arable  or  pasture  ground,  called  the  Paddock,  containing,  by  estimation,  two 
acres  ; a close  of  arable  or  pasture  ground,  called  the  Tile  Pit  Leaze,  contain- 
ing, by  estimation,  four  acres,  which  said  three  closes,  then  or  late  were  lying  open 
together,  and  near  adjoining  to  the  said  messuage  ; a close  of  meadow  ground, 
called  the  Mead,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres;  a close  of  pasture  ground, 
called  the  Lower  Leaze,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres ; two  other  closes 
of  meadow  or  pasture,  called  the  Lyes,  containing  in  the  whole,  by  estimation, 
ten  acres ; and  a lot  of  wood,  in  a certain  wood,  called  Sneed  Wood,  which  said 
messuage,  closes  and  premises,  were  situate  in  the  manor  of  Frampton  Cotterell 
aforesaid,  with  all  houses,  buildings,  orchards,  gardens,  commons  and  heredita- 
ments whatsoever,  to  the  same  premises  or  any  part  of  them  belonging ; to  hold 
the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  and  his  successors, 
(Bishops  of  Gloucester  for  the  time  being,  for  ever),  the  said  Sir  William  Cod- 
rington  and  his  successors  (the  lords  and  ladies  of  Marshfield),  the  said  Thomas 
Burnett  and  his  successors  (rectors  of  West  Kington  aforesaid),  the  said  Henry 
Harington  and  his  successors  (lords  and  ladies  of  the  manor  of  Kelston),  the  said 
William  Blathwayte  and  his  heirs,  the  said  Lawson  Huddleston  and  his  suc- 
cessors (rectors  of  Kelston  aforesaid),  the  said  William  Harington  and  his  heirs,* 
the  said  Plarington  Gibbes  and  his  heirs,  and  the  said  John  Cary  and  his 
successors  (vicars  of  Marshfield  aforesaid),  their  heirs,  successors  and  assigns, 
for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  they,  or  the  major  part  of  such  of  them,  for  the  time 
being,  as  should  at  any  time  meet  together,  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  therein 
contained,  (provided  there  should  be  no  less  in  number  than  three  of  such 
trustees  so  present),  should  appoint  a sober,  discreet  and  honest  man,  properly 
qualified  for  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  children  to  read  English,  to  repeat  the  church 
catechism  by  heart,  as  also  to  write  and  go  through  the  common  rules  of  arith- 
metic ; and  should  choose  twenty  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Marshfield,  or  a lesser 
number,  in  case  so  many  could  not  be  had,  to  be  taught  to  read,  write  and  cypher, 
as  aforesaid  ; and  that  when  any  boy  should  die  or  misbehave,  or  should  for  any 
other  reason  be  removed  from  the  said  school,  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  appoint  other  poor  boys  of  the  said  parish  to  such 
vacancies,  from  time  to  time,  and  should  oblige  the  said  schoolmaster  with  the 
said  boys  to  resort  to  the  said  parish  church  of  Marshfield,  twice  every  Lord’s 
day,  and  on  the  week  days,  when  there  should  be  public  prayers,  to  attend  the 
public  worship  of  God  there  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should  and  might 
remove  such  schoolmaster  at  their  wills  and  pleasures,  and  appoint  a pro- 
per person  in  his  room  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  they  should,  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  pay  to  such  schoolmaster  the  yearly 
salary  of  20/.  for  teaching  the  said  poor  boys;  and  upon  further  trust, 
that  they  should,  with  the  residue  of  such  rents  and  profits,  which  should 
be  over  and  above  the  said  salary,  and  the  taxes,  repairs  and  other  ne- 
cessary expenses  in  the  execution  of  the  said  trusts,  buy  and  provide 
clothes,  books  and  firing  for  the  said  boys,  and  other  necessary  things,  as  they 
should  think  meet  and  convenient;  and  that  they  and  their  successors,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  should  make  rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  and  ma- 
nagement of  the  said  schoolmaster  and  boys,  and  school,  as  they  should  think 
fit ; that  the  schoolmaster  should  be  chosen  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees, 
present  at  a meeting  convened  by  notice  from  the  treasurer,  given  to  each 
trustee  fourteen  days  before  such  election ; that  the  trustees  should  elect  one 
of  their  body  to  be  their  treasurer,  who  should  keep  a book,  with  entries  of 
all  accounts,  rules  and  regulations,  to  be  inspected,  adjusted  and  allowed,  by  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  their  general  meeting, 
which  meeting  was  to  be  on  the  first  Thursday  in  July,  in  every  year  ; and 
that  upon  the  death  of  any  one  of  the  trustees,  his  vacancy  should  be  filled  up  at 
the  next  general  meeting.

John 
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John  Harington,  by  his  will,  dated,  20th  January  1724,  amongst  other  dispo- 
sitions, gave  thereby  the  sum  of  6 /.  a year  to  the  charity  school  at  Marshfield, 
out  of  his  chief  rents,  payable  to  him  out  of  the  manor  and  farm  of  Katherine, 
in  the  county  of  Somerset. 

The  church  table  states,  that  Robert  Kenning , by  his  will,  made  in  1709,  gave 
20/.,  the  interest  to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  school  in  Marsh- 
field, to  be  vested  in  the  rector  of  Kelston,  for  the  time  being  f with  reference  to 
which  sum,  205.  is  regularly  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  charity,  who 
being  treasurer  also  to  another  fund,  called  the  Widows  Fund,  coming  also 
from  Dionysia  Long,  has  applied  this  20  s.  in  support  of  that  charity,  since  the 
year  1812. 

The  quantity  of  the  charity  land,  according  to  a survey  made  in  1744,  was 
34  a.  & 1.5  p.,  being  an  excess  beyond  the  original  quantity,  according  to  the 
deed  of  settlement,  of  about  eight  acres ; and  this  is  exclusive  of  a small 
paddock,  of  which  the  quantity  is  not  there  set  down.  For  this  variation  in 
the  quantity  no  account  can  be  given,  except  by  supposing,  that  there  was  some 
inaccuracy  in  the  original  estimate.  We  do  not  understand  that  any  exchanges 
or  alienations  have  taken  place. 

This  land,  which  is  partly  arable  and  partly  pasture,  with  a house  and  out- 
buildings upon  it,  has  been  usually  let  upon  short  leases ; but  the  last  lease 
having  expired,  which  was  for  seven  years,  the  lessee  holds  over  upon  the  terms 
of  that  lease,  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  55 1.  5 s.  The  rent  has  fluctuated 
according  to  the  times.  It  is  not  considered  land  of  a prime  quality,  but  it  is 
intended  by  the  trustees  to  take  into  consideration,  whether  it  may  not  be  let  to 
more  advantage.  It  was  at  this  rent  in  the  very  high  time  in  1812  and  1813. 

The  income  of  the  school  is  62/.  5 s.  and  the  expenditure  is  as  follows: —

It  will  appear,  from  what  has  been  stated,  that  the  expenditure  exceeds  the 
income  by  about  20/.,  which  excess  has  been  hitherto  covered  by  another  fund, 
under  the  management  of  the  same  trustees,  which  is  shared  between  six 
widows  and  the  school  charity. 

The  old  school-house,  together  with  some  other  old  houses,  appears  to  have 
stood  in  a situation  which  made  the  removal  necessary  to  the  purposes  of  a 
Road  Act ; and  we  are  given  to  understand,  that  the  present  house  was  built  in 
the  place  on  which  it  now  stands,  either  by  the  commissioners,  or  out  of  com- 
pensation money. 

The  old  school-room  stood  over  the  Tolsey,  or  parochial  prison  ; and  the 
present  school  was  built  where  it  now  stands,  in  1793.  It  is  a single  room, 
capable  of  accommodating  about  fifty  boys,  though  the  number  upon  the  foun- 
dation is  only  twenty,  according  to  the  settling  deed ; but  the  master  is  allowed 
to  take  other  children  of  the  parish  on  pay.  They  are  all  taught  reading, 
writing,  and  the  common  rules  of  arithmetic,  as  well  as  to  repeat  the  catechism 
of  the  church  of  England.  The  school  is  superintended  by  the  vicar,  who 
reports  the  same  to  be  well  conducted  in  every  respect,  both  as  to  learning  and 
morals. 

It  appears  by  the  books,  that  the  meetings  appointed  for  conducting  this 
establishment  have  been  frequently  adjourned  from  the  defect  of  attendance, 
which  has  arisen  probably  from  the  distance  at  which  the  trustees  live  from  the 
parish  ; and  it  is  to  be  regretted,  that  a description  of  persons  should  have  been 
constituted  perpetual  trustees,  who  stand  so  widely  separated  by  their  official 
situations.

Charity.  S ^ie  one  Part  > and  the  same  parties  as  are  mentioned  in  the  indenture  of  settle- 

j ment  of  the  school  charity,  of  the  other  part ; It  is  witnessed,  that  for  the 

purposes  therein  mentioned,  the  said  Dionysia  Long  did  thereby  grant  and 
confirm  to  the  same  parties  of  the  second  part,  a close  of  meadow  or  pasture 
ground,  called  West  Mead,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  acres ; a close  of 
meadow  or  pasture  ground,  lying  in  Hungers,  within  the  parish  and  manor  of 
Iron  Acton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  called  Hungers,  containing,  by  esti- 
mation, seven  acres ; a close  of  meadow  ground,  called  the  Little  Mead, 
containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres ; a close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground, 
then  or  lately  divided  into  two  closes,  called  Raven  Grove  or  Groves,  containing, 
by  estimation,  eight  acres;  a close  of  pasture  or  arable  ground,  called  Hunger’s 
Green,  containing,  by  estimation,  five  acres  ; two  closes  of  arable  or  pasture 
ground,  called  the  Great  Park  Ground  and  the  Park  Mead,  formerly  called 
Hungers,  containing,  by  estimation,  16  acres,  all  which  several  closes,  lands  and 
grounds,  contained,  in  the  whole,  by  estimation,  41  acres,  and  were  situate  in 
the  said  parish  of  Iron  Acton,  with  the  hereditaments  and  appurtenances  thereto 
belonging;  to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  successors  and  heirs  (as  in  the  said  abstracted  deed  of  settlement  of 
the  school  charity),  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  respective  successors  and  heirs,  or 
the  major  part  of  such  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  as  should  at  any  time, 
agreeable  to  the  meaning  thereof,  be  present,  and  meet  together  in  the 
execution  af  the  trusts  therein  contained  (provided  there  should  be  no  less  in 
number  than  three  of  such  trustees  so  present),  should,  after  deduction  made  of 
taxes,  payments,  repairs  and  all  such  reasonable  charges,  as  they  the  said  trustees 
or  any  of  them  should  expend  or  be  put  unto  in  the  management  and  execution 
of  the  trusts  thereby  in  them  reposed,  pay  and  distribute  quarterly,  for  ever,  at 
the  four  most  usual  feasts,  by  equal  portions,  all  the  clear  surplus  of  the  rents, 
issues  and  profits  for  the  time  being  of  the  premises  aforesaid,  equally  unto  and 
amongst  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  six  poor  widows,  parishioners  of  the 
parish  of  Marshfield  aforesaid,  who  did  not  receive  alms  of  the  said  parish,  the 
most  ancient  inhabitants  to  have  the  preference,  to  be  chosen,  and  removed  by  the 
said  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  or  such  major  part  of  them  as  aforesaid,  so  as 
for  ever  to  preserve  the  number  of  six  poor  widows,  to  receive  the  benefit  oi 
the-  said  charity  ; and  should  cause  and  oblige  such  of  the  said  poor  widows  (to 
be  chosen  as  aforesaid)  as  should  be  able  to  resort  to  the  parish  church  of 
Marshfield  aforesaid,  twice  every  Lord’s  day,  and  on  the  week  days,  whereon 
there  should  be  public  prayers  to  attend  divine  service  there ; and  the  said 
trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  such  major  part  of  them  as  aforesaid,  yearly,  at 
their  general  meeting  thereinafter  mentioned,  should  elect  a treasurer  (which 
treasurer  should  be  one  of  themselves),  who  should  from  time  to  time  keep 
and  write,  or  cause  to  be  kept  and  written  fairly,  in  a book  for  that  purpose,  all 
accounts,  orders,  regulations  and  other  matters  incident  to  the  said  charity, 
that  the  same  might  be  inspected  and  allowed  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  at  their  general  meeting,  who  were  to  subscribe  their  names  in 
testimony  of  such  their  allowance ; and  such  treasurer  should  cause  fourteen 
days  notice,  in  writing,  to  be  left  at  the  respective  places  of  abode  of  each  and 
every  of  the  said  trustees  of  every  meeting  for  executing  the  said  trusts  and 
purposes : and  the  appointment  of  the  said  widows,  and  times  and  places  of 
election,  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts,  and  the  renewal  of  the  trustees 
were  arranged,  in  conformity  with  the  above  settlement  of  the  school  charity. 

The  trustees  are  in  possession  of  the  property  so  settled  by  Dionysia  Long, 
in  Iron  Acton,  consisting  of  upwards  of  forty  acres,  partly  arable  and  partly 
pasture.  It  has  been  usual  to  let  it  to  one  tenant,  upon  a short  lease.  The 
last  lease,  which  was  for  seven  years,  expired  about  two  years  ago,  but  the 
lessee  holds  over  at  the  same  rent  of  GO/.,  which,  as  the  land  is  said  to  be  of 
indifferent  quality,  and  without  any  buildings  upon  it,  and  the  poor  rates  heavy, 
is  considered  as  equal  to  its  value. 

The  Church  Table  also  makes  mention  of  an  additional  gift  of  Dyonysia  Long 
of  the  interest  of  800/.  in  the  new  South  Sea  Annuities,  in  aid  of  the  said 
charities  for  the  widows  and  the  school. 
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The  interest  of  S00 /.  15.?.  1 d.,  new  South  Sea  annuities,  being*  24/.  0?.  4 d- 
per  annum,  is  received  through  the  hands  of  the  agent  of  Sir  Bethel  Codrington, 
bv  the  treasurer  of  this  charity. 

" The  land-tax  is  01.  12?.  1 d.,  and  there  are  some  small  outgoings  for  repairs, 
amounting  to  about  1/.  12?..  The  widows  receive  each  half  a load  of  coals  at 
Christmas,  at  an  expense  of  about  01.  14?.,  after  which  expenditure  they  divide 
10/.  each.  The  residue  of  the  24/.  has  been  expended  upon  the  school,  to 
make  up  the  deficiency  in  the  hands  of  the  same  trustees,  for  the  support  of 
that  establishment,  as  lias  already  been  stated  in  the  account  given  of  it  in  the 
preceding  Report. 

Benjamin  Viner’s  Charity. 

By  a deed  poll,  executed  by  Daniel  Oland,  of  Marshfield,  dated  8th  June 
1756,  reciting,  that  Benjamin  Finer,  late  of  Bristol,  merchant,  had,  by  his  last 
will,  bearing  date  19th  September  1747,  given  unto  the  churchwardens  of  Marsh- 
field, and  their  successors,  100/.  upon  trust,  to  be  placed  out  in  government 
or  real  securities,  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of  the  same,  as  they  or  the  major 
part  of  the  land-owners  in  the  said  parish,  should  think  proper  ; and  had  di- 
rected, that  if  the  said  100/.  should  be  continued  out  at  interest,  that  the  interest 
and  profits  thereof  should  be  distributed  by  the  said  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being,  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  half  yearly,  on  the  10th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, and  the  10th  day  of  March,  for  ever ; and  had  named  John  Browning 
and  Charles  Jefferis  executors  of  his  will;  and  also  reciting,  that  the  said 
executors,  at  the  request  of  the  churchwardens  and  land-owners  of  the  said 
parish  of  Marshfield,  had  invested  the  same  in  the  sum  of  100/.  new  South  Sea 
annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  John  Cary,  of  Marshfield  ; and  that  the 
said  John  Cary,  by  the  direction  of  the  churchwardens  and  land-owners  of  the 
said  parish,  had  agreed  to  transfer  the  said  100/.  new  South  Sea  annuities,  to 
the  said  Daniel  Oland ; It  is  declared,  that  the  same  should  stand  in  the  name 
of  the  said  Daniel  Oland,  in  trust,  for  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  parish  of  Marshfield ; and  the  said  Daniel  Oland  did  also  thereby 
declare,  that  he  would,  at  the  request  and  costs  of  the  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  the  land-owners  of  the  said  parish,  transfer 
the  said  100  /.  to  such  churchwardens,  or  to  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  they  and  the  major  part  of  the  said  land-owners,  should  appoint ; and  in 
the  mean  time  pay  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  the  dividends 
and  interest  thereof,  upon  the  trusts  expressed  in  the  said  will  of  the  said 
Benjamin  Viner. 

The  stock  is  said  to  stand  at  present  in  the  name  of  Sir  Christopher  Bethel 
Codrington,  whose  agent  pays  the  dividend  (being  51.  per  annum)  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Marshfield,  by  whom  it  is  given  away  in  bread  to  the  poor 
parishioners  on  New  Year’s  day,  a list  being  kept  of  the  persons  receiving  it. 

Mrs.  I'RANcbM’s  Charity. 

In  a monument  in  the  church  there  is  an  inscription,  stating,  that  “ Elizabeth 
Francom,  who  died  the  10th  day  of  December  1800,  by  her  will,  gave  two- 
thirds  of  the  neat  dividends  of  210/.  three  per  cent  annuities,  to  be  distributed 
yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  wearing  apparel,  to  such  poor  women  of  Marsh- 
field, not  receiving  alms,  as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  think  proper;  and  the 
other  third  to  West  Littleton,  in  like  manner.” 

The  210/.  stock,  above  mentioned,  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  vicar  of 
Marshfield,  and  the  rector  of  Tormarton,  producing  an  annual  dividend  of 
six  guineas,  which  is  received  by  Mr.  N.  Isaac,  of  Marshfield,  as  treasurer  of 
the  charity,  who  pays  four  guineas,  being  two-thirds  to  the  churchwardens 
of  Marshfield,  by  whom  it  is  laid  out  in  gowns  for  women  in  the  parish,  not 
receiving  alms;  the  other  two  guineas  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  West 
Littleton,  who  make  the  application  in  the  same  way. 

Nicholas  Hollister’s  Charity. 

Nicholas  Hollister , by  his  will,  dated  28th  March  1821,  bequeathed  to 
Thomas  Shapland,  Thomas  Bane  the  elder,  and  William  Ranger,  the  sum 
of  200/.,  upon  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  any  of  the  government  stocks 
or  funds  in  this  kingdom,  with  power  to  vary  the  securities,  and  to  pay  the 
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Marshfield.  dividends  and  interest  thereof  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the 

time  being,  of  the  town  of  Marshfield,  upon  trust,  to  be  laid  out  at  their 

Nicholas  Hollister’s  discretion,  in  the  purchase  of  great  coats  and  cloaks  for  poor  men  and  women, 

Charity,  to  be  distributed  yearly  on  Christmas-day,  to  such  deserving  objects,  bein«-  of 

continued.  the  seC0nd  class  of  poor  of  the  town  of  Marshfield  (or  poor  persons  not  re- 

ceiving  parochial  pay),  as  they  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  mio-ht 
deem  the  most  proper  and  fit  objects  of  charity ; and  it  was  his  wish,  that  a 
preference  should  be  given  to  such  poor  persons  as  were  in  the  habit  of  fre- 
quenting the  church  and  independent  chapel  of  Marshfield,  or  one  of  them, 
and  that  without  partiality. 

The  200 /.  was  reduced  by  the  duty  to  180/.,  which  was  invested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  220/.  105.  5 cl.  three  per  cent  consols  ; which  stock  is  now  standing  in 
the  names  of  Thomas  Shapland,  Thomas  Bane,  and  William  Ranger,  the 
trustees  appointed  by  the  said  will,  producing  a yearly  dividend  of  C/.  125.  4>  d., 
which  is  annually  laid  out  in  coats  and  cloaks  for  poor  elderly  people,  parish- 
ioners and  inhabitants  of  Marshfield,  not  receiving  parish  pay,  and  who  are 
said  to  be  selected  with  a strict  regard  to  their  character.  The  accounts,  which 
appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept,  contain  lists  of  the  persons  applying,  and 
the  persons  selected,  with  the  items  of  expenditure,  and  the  receipts  of  the 
tradesmen.

PARISH  OF  CORSE. 

Francis  BaylUy’s  Charily. 
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Francis  Bctyley , late  of  Linton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  bequeathed 
unto  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Corse,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  and  to  their  successors,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  one  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  125.,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  on  Saint  Thomas’s 
day,  yearly,  unto  and  amongst  such  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish, 
as  they  should  think  proper  : And  he  thereby  charged  his  estate  at  Corse  afore- 
said with  the  payment  of  the  same  ; and  in  case  it  should  happen,  that  the 
person  who  should  be  in  possession  of  his  said  estate,  should  not  pay  to  the 
said  minister  and  churchwardens  his  said  donation,  at  least  twenty  days  before 
Saint  Thomas’s  day,  he  empowered  them  to  enter  on  any  part  of  his  said 
estate,  and  distrain  for  the  same. 

The  property  charged  with  the  above  annuity  of  125.  is  an  estate  in  the 
parish  of  Corse,  called  Horridge,  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Hull. 

The  owner  of  the  estate  lays  out  the  sum  of  125.,  annually,  in  bread,  and 
distributes  it  at  his  own  house  to  such  persons  as  he  thinks  fit.  For  some  years 
the  charity  had  fallen  into  neglect,  but  upon  application  being  made  to  the 
owner,  he  paid  up  the  arrears,  and  has  continued  to  dispense  the  charity  ever 
since  himself,  instead  of  pacing  it  to  the  churchwardens. 


Parish  Lands, 

Parish  Lands.  Some  small  tenements,  and  several  pieces  and  parcels  of  land,  have  from 
time  immemorial  been  enjoyed  by  the  parish  of  Corse,  the  title  to  which  can- 
not be  traced.  According  to  the  feoffments,  the  feoffees  hold  this  land  “ for 
the  sole  and  proper  use  and  benefit  of  the  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Corse, 
for  the  time  being,  and  for  no  other  use  intent  or  purpose.” 

The  property  consists  of  a messuage  or  tenement,  now  divided  into  two 
tenements,  and  a garden,  near  Stanbrook,  containing,  by  admeasurement, 
twenty-nine  perches ; also  a messuage  or  tenement,  now  likewise  divided  into 
two  tenements,  with  a garden  adjoining  Gough’s  Green,  containing,  by  admea- 
surement, sixteen  perches ; a close  of  arable  land,  called  Little  Prestlaw, 
containing,  by  admeasurement,  1a.  & 32p.  ; a meadow  or  pasture  ground, 
called  Stanbrook  Meadow,  containing,  by  admeasurement,  1 a.  1 r.  5p.  ; a close 
of  arable  land,  called  Margaret’s  Corner,  containing,  by  admeasurement, 
1a.  3r.  26p.  ; a close  of  arable  land,  called  Redhill,  containing,  by  admea- 
surement, 1a.  & 33 p. ; a piece  of  garden  ground,  situate  at  Horridge  Street 

Green, 
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Green,  containing,  by  estimation,  sixteen  perches ; and  a new  inclosure  or 
allotment  piece  of  arable  land,  containing,  by  admeasurement,  4 a.  & 30  p. 

This  property  is  in  the  possession  of  the  feoffees,  to  whom  it  has  devolved 
hy±  regular  series  of  feoffments. 

The  feoffees  let  the  land  upon  short  terms  to  the  person  who  offers  the  most 
for  it,  supposing  him  to  be  eligible  in  other  particulars. 

It  is  let  at  present  to  three  tenants,  whose  rents  together  amount  to  20/. 

The  buildings  consist  of  three  messuages,  divided  into  seven  occupations, 
in  which  the  poor  are  placed  by  the  parish.  They  are,  however,  all  made  to 
pay  some  little  rent  to  the  feoffees,  to  prevent  an  assertion  of  right.  Upon  the 
whole,  the  annual  average  produce  of  this  property  may  be  about  24/.,  which 
is  expended  in  coal  by  the  feoffees  or  churchwardens,  and  the  same  is  distri- 
buted, usually,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  minister,  among  the  poor,  accord- 
ing to  their  wants. 

PARISH  OF  FIASFIELD. 

Margaret  Parker’s  Charity. 

On  one  of  the  leaves  of  the  register  of  this  parish,  we  find  it  recorded,  that 
Mrs.  Margaret  Parker , who  died  August  7th,  1724,  left  by  her  will,  40/., 
to  be  laid  out  in  land,  the  rent  whereof  was  to  be  appropriated  by  the  minister 
for  the  time  being,  towards  the  education  of  poor  children  within  the  parish, 
and  the  overplus  (if  any)  was  to  be  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of  religious 
books. 

It  appears,  that  the  money  so  left,  wTas  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a piece  of 
land  in  the  parish  of  Red  Marley,  in  Worcestershire,  consisting  of  about  6 acres 
of  pasture  land,  known  by  the  name  of  Baldwin’s  Pasture  Ground,  which  is  now 
in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hill,  as  yearly  tenant,  to  whom  it  has  been 
let  by  the  rector  of  Hasfield.  The  rent  reserved,  is  81.  per  annum,  being  the 
amount  at  which  it  was  valued  by  a surveyor. 

The  rector  pays  the  said  rent  to  a schoolmaster  in  the  parish,  who  teaches  the 
poor  children  to  read,  in  part  of  his  salary. 

Eleanor  Parker’s  Charity. 

It  appears,  by  the  Returns  to  Parliament  in  1786,  that  Mrs.  Eleanor  Parker, 
in  1724,  gave  100/.  to  this  parish,  the  interest  to  be  bestowed  in  clothing  and 
apprenticing  poor  children.  There  is  a memorandom  in  the  poor  book,  record- 
ing the  receipt  of  14/.  for  three  years  interest  and  a half,  of  100/.  given  by  the 
above  testatrix,  dated  May  25th,  1742,  which  being  the  only  trace  of  any  pay- 
ment under  this  charity,  it  must  now  be  considered  as  lost. 

Church  Lands. 

The  parish  register  makes  mention  of  a gift  in  the  20th  year  of  Henry  7>  by 
one  Richard  Horsham,  of  three  quarters  of  meadow,  in  Winnats,  to  feoffees 
and  their  successors,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  use  of  the  church  ; 
a gift  by  Richard  Lane , in  the  21st  year  of  Henry  7th,  of  a rood  of  meadow, 
in  Weddenham,  to  feoffees  and  their  successors,  for  the  like  use  of  the  church  ; 
and  of  another  gift,  by  Thomas  Heke,  in  the  13th  year  of  Henry  8th,  of  five 
quarters  of  meadow,  in  Weddenham  aforesaid,  to  feoffees  and  their  successors, 
to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  church. 

The  same  book  also  states,  that  an  acre  on  Severn  Bank,  and  half  an  acre  at 
Winnats  Floodgate,  were  purchased  by  the  feoffees,  in  the  5th  year  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  discretion  of 
the  churchwardens,  with  the  consent  of  the  parishioners. 

In  the  same  book,  it  further  appears,  that  the  said  portions  of  meadow,  were 
afterwards  formed  into  one  plot,  under  an  Inclosure  Act,  a part  having  been 
alienated  to  defray  its  proportion  of  expense  in  fencing  in  the  same  and  paying 
a share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Act. 

This  plot  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground  is  situate  at  the  further  end  of  Wid- 
denham,  and  consists  of  3 a.  & 38 p.  of  which  the  parish  is  now  in  possession, 
and  which  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant,  together  with  another  piece  of  land  next 
mentioned. 
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The  parish  also  enjoy  the  benefit  of  another  piece  of  meadow  or  pasture  land, 
consisting  of  about  two  acres  aud  a half,  which  from  the  documents  extant 
appear  to  have  been  ceded  to  the  parish  by  one  Margaret  Horsham,  in  the 
24th  year  of  Henry  Sth,  to  terminate  a dispute  which  had  arisen  between  her 
and  the  parish  feoffees,  respecting  a messuage  called  Withers,  at  Wickeridge  ; 
with  half  an  acre  of  meadow,  in  Widdenham,  said  to  have  been  given  in  the 
22 d year  of  Henry  8 th,  bv  one  John  Syrman. 

These  lands  together  make  about  six  acres,  the  two  parcels  above  mentioned 
being  a mile  distant  from  one  another.  They  are  let  to  the  same  tenant,  for 
twelve  guineas  per  annum. 

The  whole  of  the  rent  is  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and 
brought  to  account  by  the  churchwardens. 

Lawrence  Gilbert’s  Gift. 

The  documents  in  the  church  chest  record,  that  in  the  28th  year  of  Henry 
Sth,  an  annual  rent  of  5 s.  was  given  by  one  Lawrence  Gilbert,  payable  out  of 
Bramnayne’s  croft,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of  the  church. 

This  rent  is  regularly  satisfied  by  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  land  charged, 
and  applied  as  in  the  above-mentioned  case,  in  the  repairs  of  the  church.

PARISH  OF  FRYERN  BARNET. 

Lawrence  Campe’s  Almshouses. 

BY  indenture,  bearing  date  17th  March  1G12,  between  Lawrence  Campe,  Fryern  Barnet. 

citizen  and  draper,  of  London,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  churchwardens  of  the  

parish  church  of  St.  John  upon  Walbrook,  London,  and  other  parishioners  of  Law^rence^Campes 
the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part ; It  is  recited,  that  the  said  Lawrence  Campe  v ^ _ Y 
had  then  newly  erected  and  set  up  six  almshouses,  in  a place  called  Thromers, 
in  the  parish  of  Fryern  Barnet,  for  the  free  harbour  and  dwelling  of  twelve 
persons,  or  more,  for  ever  : And  the  said  Lawrence  Campe,  for  and  towards 

the  relief  of  the  said  poor  people,  did  thereby  grant  to  the  said  church- 
wardens and  parishioners,  their  heirs  and  sssigns,  the  annuity  yearly  rent  or 
sum  of  15/.  to  be  issuing  and  going  forth  of  all  that  meadow  called  Wild  March, 
containing,  by  estimation,  twenty-three  acres,  and  all  that  other  meadow  called 
Horse  Leys,  containing,  by  estimation,  ten  acres,  lying  and  being  in  the  parish 
of  Allhallows,  in  the  county  of  Hertford. 

By  a schedule  to  the  indenture,  the  annuity  was  declared  to  be  to  the  uses 
following  : — 

Seven  pounds  sixteen  shillings  yearly,  to  be  paid  by  12  s.  a month,  every 
fourth  Saturday,  towards  the  relief  of  the  said  almsmen  or  almswomen,  viz. ; 
twelve-pence  a piece  monthly  ; and,  when  any  of  the  almspeoplc  should  die,  the 
share  of  him  or  her  so  dying  to  be  divided  among  the  survivors,  till  the  vacancy 
be  filled  up. 

Five  pounds  to  the  Drapers  Company,  for  the  relief  of  their  poor. 

Thirteen  shillings  and  four-pence  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  Saint 
John  upon  Walbrook,  for  their  care  in  receiving  and  paying  the  annuity. 

Four  shillings  to  the  churchwardens  of  Fryern  Barnet,  for  their  pains  in  going 
to  London  to  receive  and  in  distributing  the  7 l-  iGs. 

One  pound  six  shillings  and  eight-pence  to  come  to  the  heirs  of  Lawrence 
Campe,  to  keep  the  almshouses  in  repair. 

Lawrence  Campe  made  divers  rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  of  his 
almshouses,  of  which  a copy  is  preserved  in  a book,  which  by  one  of  them  he 
directed  to  be  kept  for  recording  the  benefactions  to  the  charity.  From  these 
it  appears,  that,  besides  the  six  almshouses,  the  building  originally  contained  an 
apartment  called  the  house  of  prayer,  with  a room  under  it  for  the  common  use 
of  the  almspeople  to  bake,  brew,  wash,  or  do  other  necessary  work  in.  In  the 
house  of  prayer,  the  founder  directed,  that  prayers  should  be  read  morning  and 
evening  by  one  of  the  almspeople,  or,  if  none  of  them  should  be  able  to  read, 
by  some  one  dwelling  near.  In  this  apartment,  to  which  all  passengers  had 
access,  was  kept  a poor’s  box  : And  it  was  ordered,  that  if  any  of  the  alms- 

people should  fall  out  with  one  another,  or  give  evil  words  whereby  blows  might 
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Fryem  Barnet.  arise,  or  should  complain  of  each  other,  not  having  good  cause,  upon  due  proof 
Lawrence~Campe’s  thereof,  by  witness,  to  the  heirs  and  successors  of  Lawrence  Campe,  and  also 

Almshouses,  to  some  of  the  chief  of  the  parish,  the  offender  should,  for  the  first  fault,  forfeit 

continued.  a month’s  pay,  and,  for  the  second,  two  months  pay,  to  be  put  into  the  poor’s 

v box  ; and,  for  the  third,  to  be  for  ever  put  forth  of  their  dwelling,  they  and  all 

theirs,  and  have  no  more  pay  and  pension  from  the  box.  Some  other  penalties, 
for  staying  out  late,  were  also  to  be  put  into  the  box.  The  box  had  three  keys, 
one  of  which  was  to  be  kept  by  the  heirs  and  successors  of  Lawrence  Campe, 
another  by  his  brother,  Mr.  John  Trott,  his  heirs  and  successors,  and  the  third  by 
the  upper  churchwarden  ; and  the  relief  and  charity  put  into  the  box,  was  to  be 
divided  among  the  poor  there  by  those  who  kept  the  keys  and  some  six  other 
chief  parishioners,  not  equally,  but  according  to  their  wants  and  deserts. 

It  does  not  appear  by  whom  the  almspeople  were  to  be  appointed,  or  of  what 
description  of  persons  they  were  to  be,  except  that  they  might  be  either  men  or 
women.  One  page  of  the  benefaction  book,  comprising  the  third  and  fourth 
articles  of  the  rules  and  orders,  is  missing,  which  may  have  contained  these 
provisions.  From  the  provisions  above  mentioned,  respecting  the  infliction  of 
penalties  and  the  management  of  the  poor’s  box,  it  seems  probable  that  the 
appointment  was  in  the  heirs  or  representatives  of  Lawrence  Campe,  together 
with  the  principal  parishioners.  None  of  the  founder’s  family  are  now  known  to 
reside  in  the  parish,  and  the  management  of  the  almshouses  has  for  many  years 
been  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  parish  officers. 

The  premises  now  comprize  seven  almshouses,  each  containing  two  apart- 
ments, one  over  the  other,  with  a loft  above,  and  a small  garden  attached  to  the 
back  of  each  house.  No  part  of  the  present  buildings  answers  to  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  house  of  prayer  and  wash-house  mentioned  in  the  rules  and  orders. 
In  the  old  benefaction  book,  it  is  recorded  that  Mrs.  King,  sister  of  Dr.  King,  of 
Fryern  House,  gave  30/.  towards  rebuilding  the  end  of  the  almshouses  that 
was  burnt  down,  and  the  receipt  of  this  money  appears  in  the  churchwardens 
accounts,  in  the  9th  October  1728.  It  is  supposed  that  the  part  so  burnt  down 
was  the  house  of  prayer  and  wash-house,  and  that  the  seventh  almshouse  was 
built  upon  the  site  of  them. 

One  of  these  houses  is  now  appropriated  to  the  purpose  of  keeping  a parish 
school,  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  to  the  residence  of  the  school- 
master, and  his  wife,  the  schoolmistress.  The  rest  have  been  long  used,  as  this 
was  before  it  was  so  appropriated,  in  fact,  as  a parish  poor-house,  and  hence  it 
has  sometimes  happened,  that  persons  of  a very  improper  description  have  ob- 
tained admission  into  them.  Paupers  passed  from  other  parishes,  and  others,  by 
no  means  deserving  objects  of  charity,  have  been  placed  by  the  overseers  in 
vacant  apartments,  merely  from  the  want  of  a convenient  mode  of  disposing  of 
them.  One  of  the  present  occupiers  is  a woman,  who,  with  her  family,  was 
admitted  in  this  manner,  and  who  has  since  turned  out  to  be  a person  of  very 
bad  character,  and  her  apartment  has  been  a scene  of  the  most  profligate  mis- 
conduct. The  parish  are  very  anxious  to  remove  this  person,  and  a son,  who 
resides  with  her  ; but  she  sets  them  at  defiance,  and  they  have  been  unable 
hitherto  to  effect  it.  The  rest  of  the  present  occupiers  are  aged  and  indigent 
persons,  and  appear  to  be  proper  objects  of  the  charity.  Each  apartment  has 
a distinct  inhabitant,  except  in  the  schoolhouse  and  one  other  almshouse,  the 
whole  of  which  latter  is  in  the  occupation  of  a poor  widow,  whose  husband 
had  been  a farmer  in  the  parish. 

The  churchwardens  receive  from  the  parish  of  St.John,  Walbrook,  9 /•  6 s.  8 d. 
per  annum,  comprising  the  7 /•  16  s.  pension  money,  the  4 s.  given  to  the  church- 
wardens, and  1 /.  6 s.  8 d.  for  repairs.  The  whole  of  this  is  carried  to  the 
general  parish  account,  from  which  weekly  allowances  are  made  to  the  alms- 
people, far  exceeding  the  amount  of  their  pensions. 

The  almshouses  are  kept  in  repair  by  the  parish,  and  are  externally  in  good 
substantial  condition,  though  in  some  instances  requiring  whitewashing  and 
other  internal  repair. 

The  parish  are  sensible  how  much  these  almshouses  have  been  misused,  and 
it  is  hoped,  that  they  will  be  managed  in  future  in  a manner  more  conformable 
to  the  intentions  of  the  founder.  It  is  desirable,  that  the  pensions  given  by  him 
to  the  almspeople,  should  be  specifically  paid,  and  not  merged  in  the  parochial 
allowances. 


Tooke’s 
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Tooke’s  Gift. — In  the  old  benefaction  book,  before  mentioned,  is  an  entry, 
stating,  that  Thomas  Tooke,  late  of  Wormsley,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  esq. 
by  will,  dated  9th  June  I67O,  bequeathed  to  the  almspeople  of  Fryern  Barnet, 
31.  per  annum,  to  be  equally  distributed  every  Michaelmas  day,  among  the  poor 
of  the  six  almshouses,  as  there  built,  which  said  3 /.  per  annum  was  to  be  paid 
to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  for  the  time  being,  by  Allane  Brent,  of 
the  parish  aforesaid,  in  the  church  porch  of  the  said  parish,  every  Bartho- 
lomew’s day. 

We  have  not  been  able  satisfactorily  to  trace  this  benefaction,  but  there  are 
entries  in  the  churchwardens  books,  the  earliest  of  which  now  extant  commences 
in  1724,  which  are  supposed  with  seeming  probability  to  relate  to  it.  In  1729 
and  subsequent  years,  there  is  mentioned,  among  the  documents  handed  over  to 
the  incoming  churchwardens,  a bond  from  the  commissioners  of  the  turnpike  for 
120/. ; and  from  the  beginning  of  the  book,  there  are  regular  receipts  every 
year  of  “ 31.  for  six  months  interest  on  this  bond  ;”  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  more  than  31.  was  received  in  any  one  year.  In  1737,  the  interest  received 
on  the  turnpike  bond  is  only  1 /.  10s.,  and  in  1740  is  reduced  to  1 /.,  and  in 
the  subsequent  years,  till  1759,  1/.  is  annually  entered  as  received  for  the 
interest  of  a bond,  which  is  sometimes  called  “ Nicholls’s,”  sometimes  “ the 
Marquis’s  bond.”  In  1759,  the  entries  cease  5 but  in  November  17G3,  is 
entered  a receipt  of  4/.  “ interest  of  the  bond  due  at  Christmas  1763,  for 
120/.,  from  Lord  Caernarvon.”  This  interest  continues  to  be  annually  received 
from  Lord  Caernarvon  till  1777,  and  afterwards  from  the  Duke  of  Chandos. 
In  1780,  the  interest  is  increased  to  6/.,  and  in  1785,  both  principal  and 
interest  are  entered  as  received  from  the  duke. 

Previously  to  1763,  there  is  no  mention  of  any  specific  application  of  this 
interest,  except  in  the  year  1728,  when  the  3/.  is  stated  to  have  been  given  to 
eight  poor  persons,  in  sums  of  7 s-  6c/.  From  1763  till  1777,  there  are  regular 
entries  of  the  payment  to  the  almspeople  of  the  4/.  a year,  received  from 
Lord  Caernarvon ; and  this  payment  is  sometimes  expressed  to  be  for  firing. 
After  1777,  there  is  no  entry  of  any  specific  application,  but  there  are  some 
occasional  payments  for  faggots  for  the  almshouse  poor.  In  1785,  when  the 
principal  vas  paid  in,  there  are  large  disbursements  to  a bricklayer,  carpenter, 
plumber  and  glazier,  and  smith,  amounting  together  to  126/.  The  bills  thus 
paid  we  could  not  meet  with,  but  it  is  believed  that  they  were  for  repairs  done 
to  the  almshouses. 

The  parish  cannot  account  for  their  possession  of  this  120/.,  except  by  the 
conjecture,  that  they  held  the  original  turnpike  bond,  as  a security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  Tooke’s  legacy,  and  that  the  whole  of  the  money  secured  by  the  bond 
came  at  last  to  be  considered  as  the  property  of  the  parish.

Lawrence  Campe's 
Almshouses, 
continued. 
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Lawrence  Campe’s  Gift  to  the  Poor. 

By  reference  to  the  account  of  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  Allhallows,  Lawrence  Campe’s 
London  Wall,  given  in  our  4th  Rep.  p.  76,  it  will  be  seen,  that  by  indenture,  Giftto the  Poor, 
dated  2d  March  1610,  Lawrence  Campe  granted  to  Richard  Clarke  and  others, 
inhabitants  of  that  parish,  a rent-charge  of  20/,  a year,  issuing  out  of  certain 
messuages  in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew  Undershaft,  London  (now  warehouses 
belonging  to  the  East  India  company,  in  Great  St  Helen’s),  in  trust,  among 
other  things,  to  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  Fryern  Barnet,  20 s.  a year  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  that  parish. 

This  annuity  is  regularly  received  from  the  parish  of  Allhallow's,  London 
Wall,  and  appears  from  the  old  churchwardens  book  to  have  been  annually 
given  away  in  sums  of  2 s.  6d.  to  eight  poor  persons,  whose  names  are  entered. 

For  several  years  past  it  has  been  supposed,  that  this  benefaction,  the  origin  of 
which  was  not  known,  belonged  to  the  almspeople,  and  it  has  consequently 
been  carried  to  the  general  parish  account,  and  considered  to  be  accounted  for 
in  the  weekly  payments  made  to  them. 


PARISH  OF  HORNSEY. 

Priestly’s  Charity. 

William  Priestly,  by  will,  dated  2d  May  1620,  gave  to  the  master  and  Hornsey, 

wardens  of  Merchant  Tailors  the  sum  of  250/.,  in  trust,  for  the  maintenance  — — - 

of  eight  poor  men,  for  ever,  allowing  each  of  them  four  nobles  a year,  to  be  Priestly  s Chanty 
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paid  them  quarterly,  four  of  the  said  poor  men  to  he  chosen  at  the  discretion 
of  the  master  and  wardens  for  the  time  being,  and  to  be  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  company,  and  the  other  four  poor  men  to  be  of  the  parish  of  Hornsev,  in 
Middlesex,  and  to  be  appointed  at  the  discretion  of  the  parson  and  church- 
wardens for  the  time  being. 

One  pound  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  a piece  (being  the  amount  of  four 
nobles)  is  annually  paid  by  the  company  to  four  poor  men  of  the  parish  of 
Hornsey,  duly  appointed,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  above  will. 

Platt’s  Charity. 

William  Plait,  having  by  his  will  devised  certain  lands  and  premises  to  Saint 
John’s  College,  Cambridge,  by  a codicil  thereto,  dated  the  4th  November  1637, 
directed  that  the  said  College  should,  out  of  the  yearly  revenues  of  the  said 
premises,  after  his  wife’s  decease,  yearly,  for  ever,  pay  20/.  on  New  Year’s  day 
to  the  overseer  or  overseers  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  St.  Pancras,  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  and  the  overseer  or  overseers  for  the  poor  of  the  parish 
of  Hornsey,  in  the  said  county,  to  be  bestowed  and  employed  for  the  relief 
and  benefit  of  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  said  two  parishes;  viz.  14/.,  part 
thereof,  for  the  benefit  and  relief  of  fourteen  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of 
St.  Pancras,  and  the  other  6 /.  for  the  relief  of  six  poor  people  of  the  parish  of 
Hornsey  ; the  same  20/.  yearly  to  be  bestowed  and  employed  in  fuel  and  clothes, 
in  such  sort  as  six  persons  therein  named,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  should  by 
any  writing  under  their  hands,  limit  and  appoint;  and  as  any  of  those  six 
persons  so  named  should  die,  or  give  over  their  habitations  or  dwellings  at  or 
near  Ilighgate,  the  other  grave  persons  to  nominate  another  inhabitant  there, 
to  join  with  them  in  the  place  of  him  so  dying  or  removing,  and  so  constantly, 
for  ever,  that  there  might  always  be  the  full  number  of  six  persons  to  limit 
and  appoint  the  disposition  of  the  said  20/.  as  aforesaid. 

The  annuity  of  6/.  is  received  from  Mr.  Hicks,  the  receiver  of  the  college 
rents;  31.  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  overseer  of  each  district  of  the  parish  ; 
viz.  Hornsey  and  Highgate,  which  they  distribute  at  their  discretion  in  small 
sums  of  money,  or  in  bread,  among  the  poor  of  their  respective  districts. 

It  is  proposed  in  future  to  apply  the  money  in  clothes  or  fuel,  agreeably  to 
the  directions  of  the  will. 

The  appointment  of  six  persons  to  direct  the  disposition  of  this  charity  has 
been  discontinued  for  many  years. 

Charity  of  John  Smith  and  iiis  Wife. 

John  Smith,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  proved  the  26th  June  1655,  gave  to 
him  that  should  be  lecturer  of  the  chapel  in  Highgate  town,  in  the  parish  of 
Hornsey,  for  his  pains  to  preach  a sermon  in  the  forenoon,  upon  every  10th 
day  of  December,  twenty  shillings  ; also,  he  gave  51.  to  be  distributed  the  same 
day,  for  ever,  to  twenty  of  the  poorest  of  men  and  women,  inhabiting  in 
Highgate,  in  the  parish  of  Hornsey,  after  the  sermon  is  preached,  that  is  to 
say,  to  every  of  them  five  shillings;  towards  and  for  the  payment  of  which  61. 
yearly,  and  for  ever,  as  aforesaid,  he  intended  it  should  be  charged  upon  all 
his  lands  in  the  county  of  Kent ; which  said  sum  he  enjoined  all  his  heirs, 
executors  and  assigns,  to  pay  unto  some  one  of  the  governors  of  the  free 
school  of  Highgate,  in  the  said  parish  of  Hornsey,  then  and  there  living, 
every  10th  day  of  October,  yearly,  and  for  ever,  for  them  to  dispose  of  as 
aforesaid  ; which  bequest  of  6 /.  to  be  disposed  of  as  aforesaid,  was  given  by 
his  wife,  in  testimony  and  acknowledgment  of  her  humble  thankfulness  to 
God,  for  bestowing  upon  her  a son,  after  she  had  been  married  full  twenty 
years  and  four  months,  for  which  end  she  gave  400/.;  the  testator  also  gave  in 
acknowledgment  of  his  thankfulness  for  so  inexpressible  a mercy  to  him,  4/., 
to  be  bestowed  by  the  same  parties  as  aforesaid,  upon  the  same  day,  to  as  many 
poor  men  and  women,  for  ever,  namely,  to  every  one  of  them  four  shillings, 
inhabiting  in  the  town  of  Hornsey,  for  which  payment  he  also  charged  all  his 
lands  in  Kent. 

The  sum  of  10/.,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is  annually  received  from  William 
Hougham,  esquire,  of  Canterbury,  as  charged  upon  an  estate  in  Kent,  called 
the  Barton  Court  Estate,  of  which  he  is  owner. 

One  pound  thereof  is  paid  to  the  preacher  of  Highgate  chapel,  for  a sermon 
preached  by  him  on  the  21st  of  December  ; 51.  are  given  away  on  the  same  day, 
hi  sums  of  5s.  each  to  poor  women  of  that  part  of  Highgate  which  lies  in  the 

$ ' parish 
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parish  of  Hornsey,  and  4/.  in  sums  of  4 5.  each,  to  poor  women  of  the  village 
of  Hornsey.  The  poor  women  are  appointed  by  the  governors  of  the  Highgate 
free  school ; those  in  Highgate,  upon  inquiry  made  by  themselves  into  their 
circumstances  and  character ; and  those  of  the  village  of  Hornsey,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  minister  or  other  respectable  inhabitants.  The  poor 
people  continue  to  receive  the  gift  while  they  live  and  conduct  themselves 
properly. 

Apprenticing  Fund. — Ann  Smith’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  made  the  8th  July  1662,  between  Ann  Smith,  widow  of  the 
above-named  John  Smith,  of  the  one  part ; and  Sir  John  Raynev,  baronet,  and 
six  others,  of  the  other  part ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Ann  Smith, 
according  to  a power  reserved  to  her  by  a certain  indenture  therein  mentioned, 
gave  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage, 
and  divers  lands  and  premises,  therein  particularly  specified,  situate  respectively 
in  the  parishes  of  St.  Paul  and  Bridge,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  and  in  Westbcar 
Marsh,  in  the  said  county,  on  trust,  after  her  death,  among  other  things,  to 
pay  20/.,  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  (except  the 
premises  in  Bridge  parish),  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Highgate  side,  and  Hornsey  side,  lying  within  the  parish  of  Hornsey,  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  for  the  time  being,  for  putting  out  four  poor  children 
apprentice  to  some  honest  trades  or  occupations,  and  to  give  5 /.  with  every 
one  of  them ; the  same  to  be  paid  only  at  the  feast  of  the  birth  of  our  Saviour, 
yearly,  for  ever. 

The  premises  from  which  this  annuity  is  received,  consist  of  about  125  acres, 
with  necessary  farm  buildings,  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Paul,  Canterbury, 
and  Westbear  March,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  which  are  vested  in  trustees,  for 
certain  charitable  purposes  in  Canterbury,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be 
stated  on  some  future  occasion. 

One  of  those  trustees,  Booth,  esquire,  who  is  a parishoner  of  and 

resident  in  Hornsey,  receives  the  20/.  from  his  co-trustees,  and  retains  it  in  his 
hands  until  demands  are  made  on  him  for  it  by  orders  of  vestry,  for  the  purpose 
of  apprenticing  poor  children  of  the  parish. 

The  apprentices  are  appointed  at  a vestry,  in  which  the  churchwardens  assist, 
upon  applications  made  by  the  parents,  and  by  the  master  to  whom  it  is  pro- 
posed to  bind  the  apprentice,  and  upon  inquiry  made  into  the  character  and 
eligibility  of  the  master.  The  sum  paid  for  each  apprentice  out  of  the  money  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Booth  is  5 /.,  to  which,  if  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing a good  situation  for  the  apprentice,  an  addition  is  made  of  5/.  at  the  expi- 
ration of  twelve  months  from  the  binding,  from  other  charitable  funds  given 
to  the  parish  for  the  purpose  of  apprenticing,  as  hereafter  noticed. 

At  the  time  of  our  examination,  there  was  a balance  of  11/.  65.  3d.  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Booth. 

Draper’s  Charity. 

Roger  Draper,  esquire,  by  will,  bearing  date  4th  May  1659,  bequeathed  Draper’s  Charity, 
the  sum  of  120/.,  for  putting  out  of  six  boys  of  Hornsey  apprentices  to  freemen 
of  London,  to  such  honest  and  lawful  trades  and  callings,  except  silk-weavers, 
tailors  and  vintners,  as  his  executor,  if  living,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
parishioners  of  Hornsey,  assembled  in  the  vestry  there,  should  think  lit. 

It  appears,  that  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Draper,  some  difficulties  arose  as  to 
the  proper  application  of  this  legacy,  according  to  the  precise  import  of  his 
will ; in  consequence  of  which,  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  court  of 
Chancery,  by  Thomas  Piamplin  and  Christopher  Haynes,  the  then  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Hornsey,  against  Sir  Thomas  Draper,  baronet,  exe- 
cutor of  the  will  of  Roger  Draper  ; and  by  a decree  in  that  cause,  dated  18th 
July  1661,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  defendant  should  pay  the  said  sum  of  120/. 
to  the  plaintiffs,  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  and  that  the  profits  thereof  should  be 
for  ever  disposed  of,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  born  or  to  be  born  in  the  said 
parish,  as  the  parishioners,  or  the  greater  part  of  them  in  vestry  there,  should 
think  fit. 

In  pursuance  of  this  decree,  and  by  agreement  with  the  parishioners.  Sir 
Thomas  Draper,  in  consideration  of  the  said  120/.,  on  the  22d  September  1G6S, 
surrendered  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Canonburv,  two  acres 
of  land  or  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Isleden  otherwise  Islington,  of 
which  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Draper  was  then  customary  tenant,  to  the  use  of 
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Sir  Thomas  Rowe  and  eleven  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  for 
the  town  and  parish  of  Hornsey,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
^Ta[eJnHnuedn  ^ sa^  Premises  should  be  disposed  of,  for  the  placing  forth  of  poor  boys  of  the 

v j said  parish  to  be  apprentices,  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  true  intent  of 

the  will  of  the  said  Roger  Draper,  and  of  the  said  decree. 

It  further  appears,  from  subsequent  proceedings  in  the  court  of  Chancery, 
in  a cause,  the  attorney  general  at  the  relation  of  James  Wright  and  Josiah 
Lister,  parishioners  of  Hornsey,  against  Francis  Motley  Austin  and  others, 

that  the  twelve  original  trustees  having  all  died,  and  no  new  trustees  having 

been  appointed  in  their  stead,  the  churchwardens,  overseers  and  inhabitants  of 
the  parish,  in  vestry  assembled,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  one  John 
Wilkins,  dated  26th  December  1763,  whereby  they  covenanted  to  grant  to  the 
, said  John  Wilkins,  his  executors,  &c.,  or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  he  or 

they  should  appoint,  one  or  more  lease  or  leases  of  the  said  land  for  99  years, 
from  Christmas  1763,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  for  the  first  eight  years,  and 
20/.  for  the  renaining  91  years  of  the  said  term,  the  lessee  undertaking  to 
obtain  a licence  from  the  lord  of  the  manor ; and  a lease  was  accordingly 
granted  to  Wilkins,  dated  11th  June  1767,  by  the  then  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  for  the  term  of  97  1 years  from  Lady-day  then  last.  Wilkins  soon 
after  assigned  this  lease  to  Thomas  Bird,  who  subsequently  assigned  it  to  John 
Machin,  and  Bird  and  Machin  erected  upon  the  premises  a great  number  of 
houses. 

In  the  year  1787,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  all  the  original  trustees, 
and  of  its  being  unknown  who  was  the  survivor  of  them,  or  who  was  the  cus- 
tomary heir  of  such  survivor,  after  proclamation  duly  made  for  any  person  or 
persons  claiming  title  as  such  heir  to  the  said  premises  to  come  and  be  admitted, 
the  premises  were  seised  to  the  use  of  the  lord  for  want  of  a tenant ; and 
afterwards  at  a court  baron  held  on  the  29th  September  in  that  year,  Robert 
Ward  and  James  Grove  were  admitted  tenants,  in  trust,  for  the  said  parish  of 
Hornsey,  to  the  said  lands  and  premises  ; to  wit,  all  those  two  acres  of  custo- 
mary or  copyhold  land,  together  with  the  several  messuages  or  tenements  there- 
upon lately  erected,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs, 
in  trust  for  the  said  parish,  for  the  intents  and  purposes  expressed  in  the  will 
of  the  said  Roger  Draper. 

The  proceedings  in  Chancery,  last  mentioned,  originated  in  an  information, 
which  was  filed  in  the  year  1794,  and  in  which,  after  reciting  the  facts  above 
stated,  it  was  prayed,  among  other  things,  that  the  said  lease  of  the  11th  June 
176.5,  might  be  decreed  to  be  null  and  void,  (it  being  alleged  that  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  had  no  power  to  grant  the  same)  ; that  new  trustees 
might  be  appointed  to  the  said  charity,  and  that  the  said  Ward  and  Grove 
might  thereupon  surrender  the  premises  into  the  name  of  such  new  trustees, 
upon  the  trusts  of  the  will  of  Roger  Draper,  and  the  decree  of  176I;  and 
that  such  of  the  defendants  as  were  interested,  should  accept  a new  lease 
thereof,  for  a certain  term,  at  a fair  increased  rent,  and  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  master  to  settle  such  increase  for  such  term  ; and  if  the  parties 
should  refuse  to  accept  such  new  lease,  that  the  premises  should  be  let  to  the 
best  advantage,  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  and  that  an  account  should  be 
taken  of  the  arrears  of  rent  then  due. 

By  a decree,  made  the  8th  December  1798,  it  was  ordered,  that  so  much 
of  the  information  should  be  dismissed  as  sought  to  set  aside  the  lease  of  the 
11  th  June  1765,  and  prayed,  that  a new  lease  might  be  granted  of  the 
premises;  and  it  was  ordered,  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters 
of  the  court,  to  appoint  twelve  proper  persons  to  be  new  trustees  of  the  charity 
premises;  and  that  the  defendants,  Ward  and  Grove,  should  surrender  the 
said  premises,  to  the  use  of  such  new  trustees ; and  that  such  new  trustees, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Earl  of  Northampton,  lord  of  the  said  manor,  should 
confirm  the  lease  of  the  11th  June  1765  ; and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  master 
should  take  an  account  of  the  arrears  of  the  ground-rent  of  20/.  then  due, 
and  that  the  same,  after  payment  of  the  costs,  should  be  paid  into  the  bank, 
to  the  credit  of  the  cause,  subject  to  further  order. 

In  pursuance  of  this  order,  twelve  trustees  were  approved  by  the  master, 
who  were  admitted  tenants  of  the  premises,  at  a court  held  on  the  28th  Sep- 
tember 1799,  and  confirmed  the  lease  of  1765,  by  an  endorsement  thereon,  in 
obedience  to  the  decree. 

Upon  the  reference  to  the  master,  he  found  that  the  arrears  of  ground-rent 
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then  due,  amounted  to  210/.,  and  he  taxed  the  relators  costs  at  244/.  19-s.  Id. ; Hornsey, 
these  costs  were  defrayed,  with  the  arrears  so  found,  and  subsequent  receipts  7 — 7 

of  the  rents  of  the  charity  estate.  ‘ 

A new  admission  of  trustees  took  place,  at  a court  held  on  the  28th  Sep-  v_ 

temberl822,  when  William  Lister,  Anthony  Soulbv,  Thomas  Bird,  Thomas  Price, 

James  Groves,  Joseph  Godfrey,  John  Crouch  and  George  Prickett,  all  of 
Highgate,  were  admitted  trustees,  in  addition  to  Charles  Sheppard,  Jacob 
Warner,  James  Wright  and  John  Prickett,  the  old  surviving  trustees,  upon 
such  trusts,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  born  or  to  be  born  in  the  parish  of 
Hornsey,  as  by  the  decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  and  the  master’s  report, 
made  in  pursuance  thereof,  dated  21st  February  1798,  are  declared. 

There  are  now  seventeen  houses  erected  on  this  land ; ten  in  Hornsey  Row, 

Islington,  fronting  the  high  road,  and  seven  fronting  Canonbury  Lane.  The 
ground  rent  of  20/.  is  received  from  Mr.  Cowley,  assignee  of  the  term  in 
some  of  the  houses,  [on  the  part  of  himself,  and  the  other  proprietors  of  the 
lease  to  Wilkins. 

This  rent  is  applied  by  the  churchwardens,  under  orders  of  vestry,  in  appren- 
ticing poor  boys  of  the  parish,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  apprentices  put  out 
from  Ann  Smith’s  fund.  The  premium  given  with  the  indentures  is  51.,  and 
at  the  end  of  a year,  if  both  master  and  apprentice  continue  to  conduct  them- 
selves properly,  an  additional  51.  is  ordered  to  be  given. 

It  does  not  appear,  that  in  the  apprenticing  of  these  boys,  the  exclusion  of 
the  three  trades  of  silk-weavers,  tailors  and  vintners,  prescribed  by  Mr.  Draper, 
has  been  born  in  mind.  In  fact,  however,  no  instance  is  found  of  any  appren- 
tices having  been  put  out  to  vintners  ; and  for  some  few  years  past  the  parish 
have  declined  apprenticing  boys  to  silk  weavers,  in  consequence  of  the  fluc- 
tuating state  of  that  trade. 


Midwinter’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Midwinter,  by  will,  dated  20th  June  1750,  gave  to  the  master,  Midwinter’s 
wardens  and  commonalty  of  the  mystery  or  art  of  Stationers,  of  the  city  of  Charity. 
London,  from  and  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  1,000/.,  on  condition  that  the 
said  company  should,  yearly,  for  ever,  pay  the  sum  of  30/.  for  the  following 
purposes;  that  is  to  say,  14/.  a year  to  the  parish  of  Hornsey,  in  Middlesex, 
to  put  out  two  boys  or  girls  of  that  parish  apprentices,  and  to  buy  them  some 
clothes  when  they  go  out ; and  also  14  /.  a year  to  the  parish  of  St.  Faith,  in 
London,  for  the  like  purpose  [see  6th  Rep.  p.  190.]  ; the  boys  or  girls  to  be 
put  out  apprentices,  with  the  consent  of  the  rectors  as  well  as  the  church- 
wardens of  the  said  respective  parishes.  The  remaining  2/.  were  to  be  applied 
towards  a dinner  for  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  company. 

The  annual  sum  of  14/.  is  received  from  the  company  of  Stationers.  When 
apprentices  are  appointed  by  the  parish  under  this  charity,  the  indentures  are 
sent  to  the  company,  and  thereupon  7 /■  is  paid  for  each  indenture.  This  pre- 
mium being  2/.  more  than  the  premiums  given  with  the  other  apprentices,  the 
appointments  under  this  charity  are  reserved,  either  for  cases  where  the  masters 
are  of  a more  respectable  description,  or  where  the  parents  of  the  apprentice 
are  in  particularly  necessitous  circumstances  ; in  which  latter  case  it  is  stipulated, 
that  the  additional  2/.  shall  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  clothes  ; at  the  end 
of  a year  the  additional  donation  of  51.  is  given,  if  applied  for,  as  in  the  cases 
of  apprenticeships  under  the  other  charities  before  mentioned. 

Bread  Fund. — Mrs.  Joyner’s  Gift. 

Elizabeth  Joyner,  by  her  will,  dated  4th  May  1738,  gave  and  demised  to  Bread  Fund. — 
John  Bicknell,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  her  copyhold  messuage  or  tenement,  barn,  Mrs.  Joyner’s  Gift, 
buildings,  garden  grounds,  land  and  premises,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the 
occupation  of  Michael  Graves,  gardener,  situate  at  Harringay  alias  Hornsey, 
in  the  manor  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  ; and  also,  her  copyhold  cottage 
or  tenement,  farm,  lands,  hereditaments  and  premises,  with  the  appurtenances, 
at  Harringay  alias  Hornsey  aforesaid,  in  the  said  manor,  in  the  occupation  of 
William  Edwards  (except  a certain  stable,  &c.  therein  mentioned),  charged, 
among  other  things,  with  the  payment  of  4/.  a year,  forever,  given  by  the 
will  of  her  late  sister,  Katherine  Joyner,  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  of 
Hornsey  side,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish,  of  Hornsey  side,  and  to  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  be  laid  out  in 
bread,  and  given  and  disposed  of  by  them  in  manner  as  in  the  will  of  the  said 
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Katherine  was  mentioned ; and  for  securing  the  payment  of  which  said 
annual  sum  of  4/.,  the  said  Katherine  did,  by  her  said  will,  desire  her  said  sister 
Elizabeth  to  subject  and  charge  such  part  of  the  copyhold  estate  at  Harringay 
alias  Hornsey,  as  she  the  said  Elizabeth  Joyner  should  think  proper  to  charge 
and  make  liable  to  and  appoint  for  the  payment  of  the  same  ; and  the  said 
Elizabeth  Joyner  did  thereby  desire,  that  the  said  4 /.,  which  had  been  given  to 
be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  quarterly,  should  instead  thereof  de  dis- 
tributed monthly;  viz.  6s.  8 d.  on  the  last  Sunday  in  each  month,  there  not 
being  a sufficient  number  of  poor  on  Hornsey  side  to  take  all  the  whole  20 s. 
in  bread  in  one  day. 

This  annual  sum  of  4/.  is  received  from  Richard  Barrett,  as  a charge  upon 
two  cottages,  and  about  twenty  acres  of  land,  at  Hornsey,  in  his  occupation, 
and  the  property  of  Mr.  George  Jasper  Wright. 

Holland’s  and  Evans’s  Gifts. 

Richard  Holland,  by  a testamentary  paper,  dated  the  28th  February  175G, 
and  proved  at  Doctors  Commons  in  August  I76O,  ordered,  in  consideration  of 
what  was  therein  above  given  to  Mr.  William  Evans,  and  what  further  the 
testator  intended  to  add  thereto,  that  he,  Evans,  should  secure  to  be  paid  to  the 
overseers  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Hornsey,  in  such  manner  as 
would  be  consistent  with  the  Mortmain  Act,  and  to  their  full  satisfaction,  G /. 
a year,  either  for  ever,  or  999  years,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  delivered 
in  the  church  on  one  Sunday  in  a month,  as  they  should  appoint,  to  be  delivered 
by  the  churchwardens,  overseers  and  minister,  to  the  poor  of  Hornsey  side,  not 
taking  alms  of  the  same,  and  being  of  a sober  life. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  to  the  parish  of  Hornsey,  that  in 
“ 1758,  Mr.  Richard  Evans  gave  for  bread  61.  per  annum.”  We  find  no  other 
document  relative  to  this  gift. 

These  two  sums  of  61.  each,  are  annually  received  from  the  dividends  of 
400/.  three  per  cent  consols,  purchased  as  a security  for  the  payment,  and  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Sheppard,  Jacob  Warner  and  John 
Danvers. 

Ellis’s  Gift. 

Samuel  Ellis,  esquire,  by  his  will,  dated  3d  October  17 85,  and  proved 
February  1701,  gave  and  bequeathed  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
the  parish  of  Hornsey,  the  sum  of  300/.,  upon  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in 
the  public  funds,  in  the  names  of  the  person  who  should  be  minister  of  the 
said  parish  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  of  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  should  be  named  and  approved  of  by  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish, 
in  a public  vestry,  to  be  called  for  that  purpose ; and  upon  the  death  of  such 
minister,  or  any  one  or  more  of  such  person  or  persons,  so  to  be  named  and 
approved  as  aforesaid,  the  said  trust  funds  to  be  transferred  into  the  name  of 
the  minister  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  and  of  such  one  or  more 
person  or  persons,  so  to  be  named  and  approved  of  as  aforesaid,  and  so  from  time 
to  time ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  all  the  dividends  and  interest  accruing 
from  time  to  time  by  or  from  the  said  trust  funds,  should  be  laid  out  in  bread, 
and  such  bread  distributed  and  given  weekly  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of 
Hornsey,  at  the  discretion  of  his  said  trustees,  for  the  time  being. 

This  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  331/.  0$.  8 d.  three  per  cent 
consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Sheppard,  Jacob 
Warner,  Josias  Lister,  and  John  William  Paul  (of  whom  the  two  latter  are 
dead),  and  producing  an  annual  dividend  of  9 /•  18 s.  6d. 

Crunden’s  Gift. 

Isaac  Cnlnden,  by  will,  dated  lltli  May  1797,  gave  to  tiie  poor  of  the  parish 
of  Elornsev,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  his  freehold  estate,  situate  in  the 
Clayfield,  belonging  to  the  town  and  county  of  Nottingham,  and  there  situate 
aud  known  by  the  name  of  Deacon  Hill  and  Primrose  Hill,  containing,  by 
estimation,  1a.  & 13p.,  and  then  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.  10s.  He  also 
gave  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Hornsey,  150/.  three  per  cent  consols, 
with  all  the  dividends  thereon,  standing  in  the  name  of  him  the  said  testator, 
to  be  given  and  distributed  to  them  on  Sunday  in  every  week. 

The  devise  of  the  land  being  void  under  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  3()., 
the  parish  has  derived  no  benefit  from  it. 

The  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Sheppard,  Jacob 

Warner,

Warner,  Robert  Ward  and  John  Danvers,  and  renders  an  annual  dividend 
of  4/.  10s. 

Patmore’s  Gift. 

There  is  also  a sum  of  100/.  stock,  formerly  four  per  cents,  since  reduced 
to  three  and  a half,  given  by  Mr.  Richard  Patmore , in  1810,  and  now  standing 
in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Sheppard,  Jacob  Warner,  John  Danvers,  and 
Joseph  Higginson. 

And  a further  sum  of  100/.  three  per  cent  consols,  arising  from  savings  on 
the  bread  fund,  and  standing  in  the  names  of  the  last-mentioned  trustees. 
From  the  dividends  of  these  two  sums,  an  annual  addition  is  made  to  the  bread 
fund  of  61.  10«y. 

The  income  arising  from  these  several  bread  charities  (amounting  in  the 
whole  to  361.  18s.  6d.  per  annum),  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which 
is  distributed  every  Sunday  among  the  poor  of  the  parish.  The  distribution 
takes  place  at  the  parish  church  after  the  afternoon  service.  The  persons  par- 
taking of  it,  are  those  who  are  considered  to  be  the  most  necessitous,  and 
amount  generally  to  about  forty  in  number,  each  receiving  a sixpenny  or  three- 
penny loaf. 

Mrs.  Chambers’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Susannah  Chambers , by  her  will,  dated  the  28th  December  1640,  after 
reciting,  that  she  had  on  the  12th  day  of  April  then  last  past  surrendered  into 
the  hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Hornsey  alias  Harringay,  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  a cottage,  garden,  plot  or  yard,  lying  in  Hornsey  Lane,  near 
Highgate,  to  the  use  of  her  eldest  son,  Richard  Chambers,  and  his  heirs,  for 
ever,  in  part  of  performance  of  such  charitable  uses  as  in  her  last  will  and 
testament  should  be  expressed,  declared  her  will  to  be,  that  her  said  son  and  his 
heirs,  should,  among  other  things,  out  of  and  w'ith  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  cottage,  garden,  plot  or  yard,  distribute  and  give  upon  the  Lord’s  day,  in 
every  week,  unto  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Hornsey,  in 
money  or  bread,  twelvepence  ; and  her  will  was,  that  until  such  time  as  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  cottage,  garden,  plot  or  yard,  should  by  addition 
of  buildings  or  otherwise,  produce  or  amount  unto  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.  125., 
being  the  total  yearly  sum  of  the  several  gifts  and  payments  thereby  limited  to 
be  performed  out  of  and  with  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  cottage,  garden, 
plot  or  yard  her  said  son,  and  his  heirs,  should  out  of  such  other  her  estate 
as  should  come  to  his  hands,  as  executor  of  that  her  last  will  and  testa- 
ment, or  which  she  had  therein  bequeathed  to  him,  pay  and  supply,  so  much 
yearly  as  should  be  wanting  to  perform  the  said  yearly  and  weekly  payments 
and  gifts. 

In  the  benefaction  table  above  alluded  to,  bearing  date  in  1815,  it  is  stated, 
that  this  gift  was  paid  by  Mr.  Joseph  Storey,  but  we  have  no  further  evidence 
of  its  actual  payment. 

The  premises  charged  with  this  annuity  are  believed  to  be  now  a house  and 
groundsin  Hornsey-lane,  near  Highgate-hilJ,  the  property  of  John  Idle,  esquire, 
of  Walworth,  occupied  by  Mr.  Abud,  and  which  appear  from  the  court  rolls 
of  the  manor  of  Hornsey,  subsequent  to  the  date  of  Mrs.  Chambers’s  will,  to 
have  belonged  to  persons  of  the  name  of  Chambers,  and  afterwards  to  one 
Storey.  Mrs.  Chambers  charged  the  premises  so  devised  with  other  charitable 
payments  to  the  parish  of  St.  Magnus,  London  Bridge,  which  are  paid  by 
Mr.  Abud,  as  tenant  of  the  house  and  grounds  above  mentioned,  a circum- 
stance which  appears  sufficiently  to  identify  them  as  the  property  charged 
with  the  payment  to  Hornsey.  Mr.  Idle  has  been  applied  to,  and  has  agreed 
that  his  tenant  shall  pay  the  annuity  in  future. 

Bowling  Alley  Charity. 

A benefaction  table  in  the  church  records  this  charity,  as  follows  : — 

“ The  Bowling-alley  given  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish  by  a person 
out  of  memory,  and  now  held  by  John  Hankin,  at  10 5.,  yearly  rent,  payable 
to  the  churchwardens.” 

This  is  a narrow  slip  of  land,  measuring  about  sixty  feet  by  twenty,  by  the 
side  of  the  New  River,  at  Hornsey,  adjoining  to  and  lying  together  with 
a piece  of  nearly  similar  dimensions,  the  property  Jacob  Warner,  esquire, 
by  whom  it  is  now  held  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent 
of  1 /.  105. 

Rep.  18.  3 D 
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Hornsey.  This  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  by  them  to  the 

church  account,  a disposition  which  does  not  appear  warranted  by  the  inscrip- 
tion on  the  table  above  noticed. 

Church  Field. 

Church  Field.  There  is  also  apiece  of  land,  called  Church  Field,  containing  about  seven 
J acres,  which  is  stated  on  the  benefaction  table  to  have  been  formerly  given  by 
a Bishop  of  London  to  the  use  of  the  church  and  poor,  and  held  of  the  lord 
of  the  manor,  by  copy  of  court  roll,  at  10  d.  quit  rent. 

The  land  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Barrett,  under  a lease  for 
twenty-one  years  from  Michaelmas  1807,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  33/.  Is.  Gel . 
The  present  annual  value  is  supposed  to  be  about  40/. 

This  rent  is  carried  to  the  church  account.

HAMLET  AND  CHAPELRY  OF  HIGHGATE. 

Free  Grammar  School  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmelev. 

Highgate.  . A full  account  of  the  foundation  and  endowment  of  this  school,  has  been 
F ee  Framm'ir  £‘ven  in  our  second  Report,  p.p.  101  and  272.  In  addition  to  the  particulars 
School  of  sir  there  set  forth,  respecting  the  property  belonging  to  the  charity,  we  have  to 
Roger  Cholmeley,  mention  the  following,  with  which  a further  inquiry  into  the  charities  of  this 
parish  has  brought  us  acquainted. 

We  find,  that  the  two  small  rent-charges,  received  by  the  governors  from 
premises  in  Hendon  and  Stoke  Newington,  were  derived  from  the  following 
benefactions : — 

In  1574,  John  Martyn,  by  surrender  at  a manor  court,  charged  a copyhold 
tenement  in  Highgate,  with  the  payment  of  20s.  a year  to  the  governors  of 
the  grammar  school,  for  the  augmentation  of  the  master’s  salary.  Some  question 
having  arisen  as  to  the  validity  of  this  grant,  Mr.  Jasper  Cholmeley,  who  died 
in  1587,  charged  by  will  his  estate  at  Hendon  with  the  payment  of  the  like 
sum,  in  lieu  of  Martyn’s  gift ; and  also  gave  to  the  school  a further  rent-charge 
of  1 /.  Gs.  8 el.,  out  of  the  same  estate.  From  that  estate,  the  annual  sum  of 
2/.  Gs.  8 d.  is  now  received. 

, The  other  rent-charge  was  given  by  Mr.  John  Duddleyq  who  died  in  Decem- 
ber 1580,  and  by  his  will,  gave  to  the  school  2/.  a year,  which  he  charged  on 
a messuage  in  Stoke  Newington. 

It  was  stated  in  the  evidence  upon  which  our  former  Report  was  founded, 
that  there  was  no  funded  property  belonging  to  this  trust.  Upon  further  inves- 
tigation, however,  we  find  that  there  was,  and  still  is,  a sum  of  400/.  three 
per  cent  reduced  annuities,  which  was  purchased  at  different  periods  between 
the  years  1747  and  17G3,  with  funds  belonging  to  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley’s  foun- 
dation, and  which  stock  therefore  forms  part  of  the  trust  property  of  that 
charity.  The  error  in  the  former  statement  arose  from  this  stock  being  com- 
bined in  one  account,  with  other  stock  belonging  to  the  almshouses  at 
High  gate,  which  are  under  the  management  of  the  governors,  and  which 
circumstance  had  led  them  to  a supposition  that  the  whole  belonged  to  the 
latter  charity. 

It  now  appears,  that  of  the  whole  stock,  consisting  of  1,508/.  three  per  cent 
reduced  annuities, — 

£.  400  was  purchased,  as  above  mentioned,  from  the  funds  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley’s 
charity. 

518  was  purchased  in  1770,  with  Edwards’s  legacy,  of  300/.,  to  the  almshouses, 
and  Schoppens’s  legacy  of  150/. ; both  which  will  be  further  noticed  hereafter. 
This  stock  was  sold  out  in  1773,  but  replaced  in  1822. 

510  purchased  in  180.5,  with  Foster’s  legacy  of  300/.,  to  the  almshouses. 

80  called  the  Robbers  Fund,  purchased  from  a fund  raised  by  subscription  for 
paying  rewards  to  persons  concerned  in  the  apprehension  of  robbers.

' This  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  William  Belcher,  Robert  Isherwood,  and 
Richard  Nixon,  three  of  the  governors  of  the  grammar  school. 

' There  is  also  belonging  to  the  governors,  a sum  of  350/.  three  per  cent  con- 
solidated annuities,  purchased  in  I78S  from  the  accumulations  of  the  general 
fund,  embracing  the  revenues  of  the  grammar  school  and  chapel,  the  alms- 
houses and  girls  charity  school ; but  reasons  are  stated  in  a letter  from  one  of 
the  governors,  at  p.  277  of  the  former  Report,  for  supposing  that  no  part  of 
i • ’ - that 
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that  accumulation  was  derived  from  the  funds  belonging  to  the  grammar  school  HighgatJ. 

and  chapel.  Our  further  investigation  of  the  accounts  has  led  us  to  believe  

this  supposition  erroneous.  It  appears,  that  at  that  period,  the  almshouse  ^ho^ofof'si^ 
account  was  indebted  to  the  general  fund,  and  that  though  there  was  a balance  pl()ger  cholmete/, 
due  from  the  treasurer  to  the  girls  school,  it  did  not  much  exceed  35/.  By  far  * continued. 

the  larger  portion  therefore  of  that  sum  of  stock  must  have  been  purchased  with  v y 

the  funds  of  the  grammar  school  and  chapel,  and  must  of  course  belong  to 
that  charity. 

This  sum  of350/.  forms  part  of  a fund  of  1,900/.  three  per  cent  consolidated 
annuities,  also  standing  in  the  names  of  the  said  William  Belcher,  Robert 
Isherwood  and  Richard  Nixon,  and  of  which  further  mention  will  be  made 
under  the  head  of  Pauncefort's  foundation  of  almshouses. 

Soon  after  our  former  Report  was  presented,  the  intentions  of  the  governors 
therein  intimated  respecting  the  school  were  carried  into  effect.  A new  school- 
room of  larger  dimensions,  capable  of  accommodating  150  scholars,  has  been 
erected,  at  the  cost  of  697^*  11  s.  6d. ; and  there  are  now  on  an  average  abou-t 
95  boys  in  attendance,  who  are  there  instructed  according  to  the  plan  pursued 
in  the  national  schools.  An  addition  of  SO/,  a year  has  been  made  to  the  master’s 
salary,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  procure  an  assistant,  properly  qualified  to 
instruct  the  children  according  to  that  system. 

We  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  enter  upon  any  further  statement  of  the 
finances  or  management  of  the  school,  as  the  state  of  the  charity  is  now  under 
the  consideration  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  upon  an  information  filed  in  June 
1822,  by  the  attorney  general,  at  the  relation  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Butts  Owen, 
and  others,  of  the  hamlet  of  Highgate  and  its  vicinity,  against  the  Earl  of 
Mansfield  and  others,  being  the  wardens  and  governors  of  the  free  school 
and  chapel  at  Highgate,  and  also  against  the  Ilev.  Samuel  Mence,  master  of 
the  school  and  minister  of  the  chapel,  praying  ( amongst  others  things),  that  an 
account  might  be  taken  of  all  the  estates,  funds,  stocks  and  revenues  of  the 
said  charitable  foundation  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley,  and  of  the  several  devises, 
bequests  and  donations,  at  any  time  or  times  devised,  bequeathed  and  given 
thereto,  or  for  the  use  and  benefit  of,  or  in  trust  for  the  same,  or  to  the  war- 
dens and  governors  thereof,  in  their  corporate  character  ; and  that  the  several 
devises,  bequests  and  gifts  therein  mentioned,  made  to  the  wardens  and  gover- 
nors of  the  possessions,  revenues  and  goods  of  the  free  grammar  school  of' 

Sir  Roger  Cholmeley,  knight,  in  their  corporate  name,  or  in  their  corporate 
capacity,  might  be  declared  part  of  the  said  original  charitable  foundation,  or 
if  the  court  should  be  of  opinion  that  the  same  formed  distinct  and  separate 
charities,  then  that  the  same  and  the  possessions  and  revenues  thereof,  and  of 
the  said  free  grammar  school,  might  be  distinguished  and  separated,  and  that 
proper  accounts  might  be  taken  of  such  distinct  possessions  and  revenues,  and 
of  the  application  thereof,  and  that  the  same  might  be  applied  for  the  future, 
under  the  order  and  direction  of  the  court. 

ALMSHOUSES.  , 

Sir  John  Wollaston’s  Foundation. — Sir  John  Wollaston,  knight,  by  will.  Almshouses, 
dated  the  15th  April  1658,  reciting  that  he  had  built  six  almshouses  at  High- 
gate, devised  the  said  six  almshouses  and  their  appurtenances  to  the  governors 
of  the  free  school  at  Highgate,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  on  trust  and 
confidence,  for  the  use  of  six  poor  almspeople,  men  or  women,  of  honest  life 
and  conversation,  inhabitants  at  Hornsey  and  Highgate,  in  the  said  parish  of 
Hornsey,  or  one  of  them  ; whom  the  said  governors,,  and  their  successors, 
should  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  in  their  discretion  appoint  to  dwell  and 
inhabit  in  the  same ; and  he  further  devised  to  the  said  governors  and  their 
successors,  for  ever,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge  of  16 /.,  to  be  issuing 
out  of  his  messuage  or  tenement  in  Highgate  next  adjoining  to  his  capital 
messuage  where  he  dwelt,  and  his  two  closes  of  meadow  or  pasture,  called  High 
Readings,  containing,  by  estimation,  eleven  acres  or  thereabouts,  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Hornsey,  payable  quarterly  at  the  four  usual  feast-days,  upon  trust, 
that  the  said  governors  should  from  time  to  time  pay  and  dispose  of  the  said 
annuity  as  follows  ; viz.  to  each  of  the  said  poor  almspeople  who  should  inhabit 
in  the  said  almshouses,  by  the  appointment  of  the  said  governors  and  their  suc- 
cessors, the  yearly  sum  of  50s.,  to  he  paid  to  them  on  the  feast  days  afore- 
said, by  equal  portions;  and  that  the  residue  of  the  said  annuity  should  be 
from  time  to  time  disposed  of  by  the  said  governors  in  repairing  the  said  alms- 

3 D 2 houses, 
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Highgate.  houses,  as  need  should  require  ; with  a power  to  the  said  governors,  in  case  of 
nonpayment  of  the  said  annuity  for  thirty  days  after  any  of  the  said  feast-days, 
continue, f*  to  enter  said  premises,  and  hold  the  same,  and  take  the  rents  and 

■ ^ ‘ j profits  thereof,  until  the  arrears  of  the  said  annuity  should  be  satisfied. 

And  he  also  gave  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors,  50s.  yearly,  for 
a collation  at  their  meeting  about  the  affairs  of  the  free  school  or  almshouses. 

The  two  closes,  called  the  Readings,  are  at  present  the  property  of  William 
Belcher,  esquire.  They  now  contain,  the  one  about  six  acres,  and  the  other 
about  three,  a part  having  been  taken  by  the  Highgate  Archway  company  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  new  road. 

Mr.  Belcher  is  also  the  owner  of  a house  at  Highgate,  which  was  built  upon 
the  site  of  some  old  houses,  formerly  part  of  the  Wollaston  property.  He  is 
unable  to  ascertain  with  certainty,  whether  either  of  those  old  houses  was  the 
one  charged  by  Sir  John  Wollaston’s  will,  with  the  annuity  to  the  almshouse, 
but  thinks  it  most  probable  that  such  was  the  case. 

Mr.  Belcher  pays  to  the  trustees  18/.  I0.s.  a year,  in  satisfaction  of  the  two 
annuities  given  as  above  mentioned,  by  Sir  John  Wollaston’s  will. 

Mrs.  Boise’s  Gift. — Hannah  Boise , by  her  will,  dated  29th  November  1740, 
bequeathed  to  the  governors  of  the  free  school,  erected  at  Highgate,  of  the 
foundation  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley,  knight,  deceased,  and  their  successors, 
150/.,  South  Sea  stock,  on  trust,  that  they  should  distribute  the  dividends  twice 
a year,  in  equal  proportions,  amongst  the  six  poor  women  who  should  be  inha- 
bitants of  the  six  almshouses  in  Highgate,  of  the  foundation  of  Sir  John  Wol- 
laston, and  have  of  his  gift  only  50  s.  yearly  each,  intending  that  the  said  legacv 
should  be  for  ever  applied,  only,  to  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  six  poor 
women. 

It  appears,  from  the  minute  books  of  the  governors,  that  in  pursuance  of 
a resolution,  passed  the  8th  December  1811,  this  150/.  South  Sea  stock  (together 
with  some  other  funds  therein  mentioned),  was  sold  out,  and  the  produce  applied 
towards  the  discharge  of  a balance  due  to  Mr.  Price,  the  then  treasurer,  upon 
the  general  account  of  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  governors ; but 
it  will  be  seen,  from  the  statement  which  we  shall  subjoin,  that  the  almshouses 
have  had  the  uninterrupted  benefit  of  the  dividends.  We  shall  advert  further 
to  the  subject  of  the  principal  in  a subsequent  place  [ see  infra  p.  398.] 

Edwards’s  Gift. — John  Eduards,  esq.,  deceased,  bv  his  will,  dated  3d  Sep- 
tember 1768,  after  directing  that  150/.,  left  by  the  will  of  his  brother-in-law, 
John  Schoppens,  for  the  repair  of  his  burial  place  and  monument  at  Highgate, 
and  for  other  uses  therein  mentioned,  should  be  paid  to  the  governors  or 
trustees  of  Highgate  chapel  for  that  purpose,  gave  to  the  said  governors  or 
trustees,  300/.,  to  the  end,  the  interest  thereof  might  be  applied,  either  for  the 
better  support  and  maintenance  of  the  six  almswomen  for  the  time  being,  at 
Highgate,  who  then  received  50s.  per  annum  each,  under  the  will  of  the  said 
Sir  John  Wollaston,  deseased,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  said  governors 
or  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  should  think  most  conducive  for  the  benefit  of 
that  charity. 

In  the  year  1770,  this  legacy,  together  with  that  of  150/.  given  by  Mr.  John 
Schoppens  (which  will  be  further  noticed  below’),  were  invested  in  the  purchase 
of  518/.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Cave  and 
Thomas  Bromwdch.  In  1778,  this  518/.  was  sold  out,  and  the  produce,  being 
449/.  17-?.  lid.,  was  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  chapel ; and  in  January 
1822,  the  governors  repurchased  the  stock  with  398/.  J s.  3d.,  out  of  the  general 
account  of  the  charities  under  their  management,  which  stock  so  repurchased 
now  forms  part  of  the  fund  of  1,5  IS/,  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  noticed 
above  under  the  head  of  the  grammar  school. 

Pauncefort’s  Foundation.  — Edzcard  Pauncefort,  esquire,  by  will,  dated 
16th  May  1728,  directed  his  executors,  out  of  his  personal  estate  to  purchase 
lands  and  hereditaments  of  a good  fee  simple  estate  of  inheritance,  of  the 
clear  yearly  value  of  60/.,  beyond  reprizes,  and  when  purchased,  to  convey 
the  same  to  trustees  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  to  pay  30/.  per  annum  to  the  six  poor  widows  for  the  time  being,  inha- 
biting in  the  almshouse  lately  erected  by  him  at  Highgate,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  viz.  to  each  of  them  51  per  annum,  and  10/.  per  annum  to  the 
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minister  or  curate  for  the  time  being,  who  should  be  elected  or  appointed  to 
read  prayers  at  the  chapel  at  Highgate  aforesaid,  such  yearly  sums  to  be  paid 
by  half-yearly  payments  ; and  on  trust  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  charity  girls  at  the  charity  school  at 
Highgate  aforesaid,  lately  built  at  his  charge ; and  his  will  was,  that  until 
such  lands  should  be  purchased  and  settled,  his  executors  should  out  of  his 
personal  estate,  and  the  interest  and  produce  thereof,  raise  and  pay  the  yearly 
sum  of  60/.  to  the  respective  persons,  and  in  such  proportions  as  aforesaid. 

Tn  Easter  term,  1728,  an  information  was  filed  by  the  attorney  general,  at 
the  relation  of  Humphrey  Henchman,  l.  l.  d.,  and  William  Bridges,  esquire, 
two  of  the  keepers  and  governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues  and  goods  of 
the  free  grammar  school  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley,  knight,  in  Highgate,  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  on  the  behalf  of  the  six  poor  widows  who  did  or  should 
live  in  the  hospital  lately  erected  by  Edw'ard  Pauncefort,  esquire,  in  Highgate, 
and  for  the  minister  or  curate  for  the  time  being,  who  did  or  should  read 
prayers  in  the  chapel  in  Highgate,  and  for  the  charity  girls  in  the  charity 
school  in  Plighgate  aforesaid,  against  Robert  Pauncefort,  esquire,  surviving 
executor  of  Edward  Pauncefort,  deceased  ; in  which  cause  it  was  on  the  21st 
May  1729,  ordered,  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the 
court,  to  take  an  account  of  the  personal  and  other  estates  of  the  testator,  and 
that  out  of  the  money  arising  thereby,  a purchase  should  be  made  of  lands  of  the 
yearly  value  of  60/,  according  to  the  will;  and  that  the  master  should  appoint 
trustees,  to  whom  the  land  so  purchased  should  be  made ; and  it  was  declared, 
that  the  nomination  of  the  alms-women  was  and  ought  to  remain  in  the  keepers 
and  governors  of  the  said  free  school  and  chapel.  The  master  accordingly 
made  his  report,  and  thereby  certified  (among  other  things)  that  he  had 
appointed  six  persons  trustees,  which  six  persons  were  at  that  time  also  keepers 
and  governors  of  the  free  grammar  school  at  Highgate. 

On  1st  March  17-50,  a petition  was  presented  in  the  said  cause  by  John 
Edwards  and  four  others,  being  five  of  the  keepers  and  governors  of  the  pos- 
sessions, &c.  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley,  in  which, 
after  stating  the  former  decree  and  the  master’s  report  thereon,  and  that  the 
executor  had  continued  to  pay  the  60/.  a year  for  the  use  of  the  charity,  to 
the  4th  October  1749  ; but  that  before  any  purchase  could  be  made  in  pur- 
suance of  the  said  decree,  all  the  trustees  so  appointed  had  died,  except  one  who 
had  become  a lunatic,  the  petitioners  stated,  that  being  desirous  of  having 
the  said  charity  completed,  by  making  such  purchase  as  aforesaid,  they  had 
advertised  and  been  inquiring  after  an  estate,  in  order  to  purchase  the  same 
for  the  said  charity,  but  had  not  been  able  to  find  one  proper  for  the  purpose, 
and  thought  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  such  an  estate  as  might  exactly  answer 
the  purpose  of  the  said  charity;  and  that  in  regard  the  defendant,  Mr.  Paunce- 
fort, had  represented  that  he  was  willing  to  appropriate  a sufficient  sum  of 
money,  part  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  to  answer  the  said  60/.  a year, 
and  wherewith  to  purchase  an  estate  of  the  yearly  value  of  60/.,  to  answer  the 
intent  of  the  said  testator’s  will  and  the  decree,  if  he  might  be  indemnified  in 
respect  thereof  by  an  order  of  the  court,  and  also  a sufficient  sum  to  answer 
the  charges  of  purchasing  the  same,  and  the  costs  of  suit;  it  was  therefore 
prayed,  that  it  might  be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  consider 
what  would  be  a proper  sum  of  money  to  be  appropriated  by  Mr.  Pauncefort, 
out  of  the  testator’s  estate,  as  a fund  to  secure  the  60/.  a year  for  the  benefit 
of  the  charity,  till  a purchase  could  be  made  of  lands  of  the  clear  yearly  value 
of  60/.,  and  to  reimburse  the  charge  of  the  purchase  and  costs  of  suit,  and  to 
appoint  new  trustees,  in  whose  names  the  said  appropriated  sum  of  money 
should  be  vested,  and  the  said  purchase  made ; and  an  order  was  accordingly 
made  on  the  31st  March  1750,  for  such  reference  to  the  master.  The  master 
'by  his  report  certified,  that  certain  persons  therein  named,  being  the  then 
keepers  and  governors  of  the  grammar  school  of  Sir  Roger  Cholmeley,  were 
proper  persons  to  be  appointed  trustees  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  order 
of  31st  March,  and  that  he  conceived  the  sum  of  1,350/.,  being  after  the  rate 
of  twenty-two  and  a half  years  purchase,  to  be  a reasonable  sum  of  money,  to 
be  set  apart  out  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  for  the  making  of  such  pur- 
chase, pursuant  to  his  will,  and  that  the  sum  of  25/.  was  a reasonable  sum  to 
be  set  apart  for  the  charges  of  the  purchase.  An  exception  was  taken  to  this 
report,  for ‘that  the  sum  ascertained  by  the  master  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
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was  not  a reasonable  sum,  and  that  the  sum  of  1,560/.  being  after  the  rate  of 
twenty-six  years  purchase,  or  a greater  sum,  ought  to  be  set  apart  out  of  the 
testator’s  personal  estate,  as  a reasonable  sum  for  making  the  said  purchase ; 
and  upon  a hearing  it  was  ordered,  that  the  report  so  far  as  concerned  the 
appointment  of  the  trustees,  should  be  confirmed;  that  the  said  sum  of  25/., 
and  the  taxed  costs,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  testator’s  estate,  to  the  new 
trustees;  and  further,  that  the  sum  of  1,500/.  allowed  to  the  charity  upon  the 
said  exception  to  the  master’s  report  [instead  of  1,350/.],  should  be,  till  a pur- 
chase of  lands  should  be  found,  according  to  the  decree,  placed  out  upon 
government  or  real  security,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  master,  in  the 
names  of  the  trustees,  and  the  interest  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the 
charity. 

In  pursuance  of  this  decree,  the  sum  of  1,500/.  was,  in  July  1751,  paid  by  Mr. 
Pauncefort’s  executor  to  the  trustees,  in  discharge  of  the  legacy  of  60/.  a year, 
together  with  25  /.  for  the  costs  of  the  purchase  of  land  directed  to  be  made 
therewith  ; and  on  the  2d  of  August  following,  1,501/.  17$.  6 d.  was  invested, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  master,  in  the  purchase  of  1,500/.  three  per  cent 
annuities  of  1743,  at  the  price  of  100-^/. 

The  stock  thus  purchased  now  forms  part  of  the  fund  of  1,900/.  three  pet 
cent  consols,  of  which  mention  has  been  made  above,  under  the  head  of  the 
Grammar  School,  to  which  foundation  350/.  of  the  same  fund  belongs.  The 
remaining  50/.  was  added  to  the  fund  in  177 U but  from  what  source  the 
addition  was  made  we  have  been  unable  to  ascertain,  as  no  item  of  the  purchase 
appears  in  any  of  the  account  books,  and  the  balances  previously  in  hand  are 
all  regularly  carried  forward  ; all  we  find  respecting  it,  is  in  a resolution  of  the 
governors,  of  the  2d  April  1 776,  directing  a transfer  of  the  1,550/.  into  the  names 
of  new  trustees,  where  it  is  stated,  that  that  sum  is  held  in  trust,  as  to  1,500/., 
for  the  charitable  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Edward  Pauncefort,  esquire  \ 
and  as  to  the  remaining  50/.  thereof,  in  trust  for  other  charitable  purposes, 
under  the  management  of  the  governors  of  the  free  school  and  chapel  at 
Highghte. 

The  almshouses,  respectively  founded  by  Sir  John  Wollaston  and  Mr. 
Pauncefort,  and  the  girls  charity  school,  now  form  one  uniform  building,  having 
the  school-house  in  the  centre,  and  six  almshouses,  each  consisting  of  one 
apartment,  on  each  side,  one  set  appropriated  to  Sir  John  Wollaston’s  alms- 
women,  and  the  other  to  Mr.  Pauncefort’s.  The  whole  of  this  building  was 
erected  by  Mr.  Pauncefort,  the  six  old  almshouses  which  had  fallen  into  decay 
having  been  rebuilt  by  him,  on  the  same  plan  with  the  six  new  ones,  which, 
together  with  the  girls  charity  school,  he  had  himself  founded  and  built  upon 
the  adjoining  land. 

In  addition  to  the  separate  endowments  of  these  respective  sets  of  alms- 
houses, which  we  have  already  noticed,  the  following  benefactions  have  been 
given,  applicable  indiscriminately  to  the  almswomen  on  both  foundations. 

Foster’s  Gift. — Mr.  Samvel  Foster , by  his  will,  dated  21st  April  1752, 
left  to  the  governors  of  the  free  grammar  school  at  Highgate,  300/.,  to  belaid 
out,  at  their  discretion,  for  the  increase  of  the  pensions  of  the  poor  widows  in 
the  almshouses  there. 

This  money  was  at  first  lent  to  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road  from  High- 
gate to  Barnet,  at  interest,  which  appears  to  have  fluctuated  from  four  to  five 
per  cent.  The  principal  was  paid  off'  by  the  trustees  of  the  road  in  1805,  and 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  510/.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  being  a fur- 
ther part  of  the  fund  of  1,508/.  in  that  stock,  which  has  been  noticed  above, 
under  the  head  of  the  grammar  school. 

Bootle’s  Gift. — Robert  Bootle,  esquire,  by  his  will,  dated  19th  June  1757* 
left  to  the  trustees  of  the  chapel  and  almshouses  at  Highgate,  300/.  for  the 
use  of  that  charity. 

This  legacy,  with  an  addition  of  31.  4 s.,  made  to  it  by  the  then  treasurer  of 
the  grammar  school  and  chapel,  was  laid  out  in  August  1758,  in  the  purchase 
of  320/.  three  per  cent  annuities,  of  1726,  now  standing  in  the  same  names  as 
the  three  rer  cent  reduced  annuities. 

Kleinert’s  Gift. — T'obias  Kleinert,  by  will,  dated  27th  June  1784,  gave, 
after  the  deaths  of  his  wife  and  his  cousin  Sebastian  Kleinert,  certain 
leasehold  premises  at  Highgate,  to  the  governors  of  the  free  grammar  school 
at  Highgate,  and  their  successors,  on  trust,  to  sell  and  assign  the  same  for  the 
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most  money  they  could  get,  and  to  invest  the  money  arising  from  such  sale  in 
the  public  funds,  and  apply  the  dividends  thereof,  half-yearly,  as  follows  ; viz. 
one  moiety  unto  and  amongst  the  poor  women  in  the  almshouses  in  Southwood- 
lane,  in  Highgate,  in  equal  shares,  for  ever,  and  the  other  moiety  for  and 
towards  supporting  the  charity  children  under  the  care  of  the  said  gover- 
nors, in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  fit ; provided,  that  if  the  said 
governors  should  think  it  most  advantageous  for  the  said  charity,  to  receive 
the  rents  of  the  said  leasehold  premises,  during  the  residue  of  the  term,  and 
to  invest  the  said  rents,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  should  receive  the  same,  in 
the  public  funds,  and  to  apply  the  dividends  annually  to  arise  therefrom  to  and 
for  the  use  of  the  said  charity,  in  equal  moieties,  as  aforesaid,  instead  of 
selling  the  said  premises ; his  will  was,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  them  so  to 
do,  and  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  term,  such  several  yearly  rents,  as 
should  have  been  so  invested,  should  be  consolidated  into  one  sum,  and  the 
dividends  and  interest  to  arise  therefrom,  for  ever  afterwards,  should  be  paid 
the  said  charity,  in  equal  moieties  as  aforesaid. 

This  legacy  being  void,  under  the  statute  of  9th  Geo.  II,  c.  36,  and  the 
property  devolving  upon  Sebastian  Kleinert,  as  residuary  legatee  under  the  will, 
who  bequeathed  the  whole  to  his  widow  for  life,  she  endeavoured,  after  his 
death,  to  give  effect  to  the  charitable  intentions  of  Tobias  Kleinert,  by  convey- 
ing the  premises,  in  trust,  to  be  sold  for  the  purposes  of  his  will.  The  attempt 
to  sell  was  ineffectual ; and,  after  her  death,  her  next  of  kin  claimed,  and  got 
possession  of,  one  moiety  of  the  premises,  the  other  escheating  to  the  crown,  in 
consequence  of  Sebastian’s  having  died  intestate,  as  to  the  reversion  of  the  pre- 
mises, and  his  next  of  kin  being  aliens. 

The  governors,  in  Mrs.  Kleinert’s  life-time  had  been  allowed  by  her  to  receive 
the  rents,  which  they  continued  to  do  for  some  time  after  her  death,  when  the  pre- 
mises were  recovered  from  them  by  a suit  in  Chancery,  instituted  by  her  next  of 
kin,  and  an  account  being  taken  of  the  rents  received  by  them  subsequently  to  Mrs. 
Kleinert’s  death,  they  were  found  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  573/.  9s.  4r/.,  from 
which  being  deducted  the  sum  of  114-/.  17s.  lie/.,  for  payments  made  by  the 
governors  in  respect  of  the  premises  since  her  death,  there  remained  a balance 
of  458/.  11s.  5 r/.,  one  moiety  whereof,  being  229 /.5  s.  8^-e?.,  was  due  to  the 
plaintiff,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  crown.  The  whole  of  the  rents  and 
other  profits  received  by  the  governors,  before  and  after  Mrs.  Kleinert’s  death, 
amounted  to  922/.  8. v.  1 1 g/.,  and  their  expenses  in  repairs  and  other  contin- 
gencies, including  the  taxed  costs  of  the  proceedings  in  Chancery,  amounted  to 
1,011/.  10s.  4 d.,  from  which  being  deducted  the  sum  of  463/.  17s.  6r/. 
(being  what  remained  of  the  922/.  8s.  \ld.,  after  paying  the  two  moieties  of 
the  balance  of  458/.  1 1 s.  5d.  above  mentioned),  there  remained  the  sum  of 
547/.  12s.  10g/.  for  the  excess  of  expenditure  by  the  governors  above  their 
receipts. 

These  disbursements  were  made  out  of  the  blended  funds  belonging  to  the 
different  charities  under  the  management  of  the  governors. 

The  premises  having  been  sold,  under  the  directions  of  the  court  of  Chancery, 
there  resulted  to  the  crown  a sum  of  485/.  4s.  6d.,  in  respect  of  its  moiety  of 
the  produce  of  such  sale,  including  the  moiety  of  the  rents  above  noticed  ; and 
a third  being  paid  to  the  person  who  first  made  discovery  of  the  right  of  the 
crown  to  the  said  premises  ; the  remaining  two-thirds,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
323/.  9s.  8 d.,  were,  by  virtue  of  a royal  warrant,  dated  23d  March  1814,  upon 
a memorial  presented  by  the  governors,  granted  to  the  wardens  and  governors  of 
the  school,  to  be  invested  by  them,  in  their  names,  in  the  three  per  cent  consols, 
of  which  the  dividends  and  annual  produce  should  be  applied  by  them,  one 
moiety  to  and  amongst  the  poor  women  in  the  almshouses,  in  Southwood-lane, 
at  Highgate,  in  equal  proportions  ; and  the  other  moiety  towards  supporting  the 
boys  and  girls  in  the  said  schools,  in  such  manner  as  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
intirety  of  the  said  leasehold  premises  were,  by  the  will  of  the  said  Tobias 
Kleinert,  intended  to  be  applied,  or  as  nearly  corresponding  thereto  as  circum- 
stances would  permit. 

The  sum  thus  granted  was  not  paid  over  to  the  governors,  but  was  invested  by 
the  solicitor  to  the  Treasury,  in  December  1821,  in  a purchase  of418/.  155.  three 
per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  wardens  and  governors,  who,  by  inden- 
ture, dated  10th  December  1821,  have  declared  themselves  to  stand  possessed 
thereof,  upon  the  said  trusts. 
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Highgate.  Cooke’s  Gift  .—Thomas  Cooke , esquire,  by  will,  dated  28th  March  1810, 
— bequeathed  to  the  trustees,  governors,  managers  and  directors,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  almshouses  founded  by  Sir  John  Wollaston  and  Edward  Paunce- 
' con  inui  ‘ , fort,  esquire,  situate  at  Highgate,  in  the  county  of  Middlessx,  the  sum  of  2,100/. 

three  per  cent  consolidated  bank  annuities,  upon  trust,  to  stand  possessed 
thereof  and  apply  fhe  whole  of  the  dividends  weekly,  for  ever,  to  and  for  the 
benefit  and  relief  of  the  twelve  almspeople  for  the  time  being,  living  and  residing 
in  the  said  almshouses  at  Highgate  aforesaid,  by  increasing  their  respective 
pensions  and  allowances  in  equal  proportions. 

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  name  of  the  accountant  general  of  the  court  of 
Chancery,  under  an  order  of  that  court,  made  in  a cause  of  Neale  v.  Day. 

The  following  summary  will  show  the  amount  of  income  derived  to  each 
foundation  of  almshouses  from  the  respective  benefactions  above  set  forth,  with 
its  variations  from  time  to  time,  viz.  : — •

We  have  stated  SOL  as  the  income  which  the  almshouses  derive  under 
Pauncefort’s  will,  that  being  the  sum  which  has  been  hitherto  appropriated  to 
their  use,  as  it  was  specifically  directed  to  be  by  the  testator  ; but  we  think  it 
questionable,  whether  in  specifying  that  sum,  he  did  not  intend  to  denote  a pro- 
portionable part,  (namely,  (30-60ths)  of  the  sum  of  60/.,  which  he  had  in  his 
eye  at  the  time,  as  the  income  of  the  land  to  be  purchased,  rather  than  a fixed 
payment  of  30/.,  having  no  regard  to  any  fluctuations  that  might  take  place  in 
the  produce  of  the  land.  In  the  former  case,  the  proportion  of  the  income 
arising  from  his  benefaction,  to  which  the  almshouses  would  be  entitled,  would 
be  22/.  10^.,  instead  of  the  sum  of  30/.,  which  has  been  hitherto  assigned  to 
them. 


On  reference  to  the  accounts,  it  appears,  that  from  the  year  1772,  (shortly 
after  the  investment  of  Edwards’s  legacy,)  to  September  1810,  (before  Cooke’s 
legacy  came  into  operation,)  during  the  latter  part  of  which  interval,  (viz.,  from 
July  1805,)  the  almspeople,  as  has  been  seen  in  the  foregoing  statement,  were 
respectively  entitled,  viz.,  Wollaston’s  to  43/.  Is.  2c/.,  and  Pauncefort’s  42/.  9s., 
they  respectively  received  - - 42/.  05.  Od.  and  - - 42/.  05. 

in  quarterly  payments  of  1/.  15  5.  to  each  of  the  former,  in  the  months  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  in  quarterly  payments  to  the  latter,  of 
2/.  105.  each,  in  January  and  July,  and  of  1 /.  each,  in  April  and  October. 


Since  September  1810,  the  payments  to  both  sets  of  alms- 
people have  been  alike  quarterly,  in  sums  of  l /.  15  s.  each,

Besides  Cooke’s  gift,  which  has  been  divided  among  them  in

Add  to  this  surplus  Sir  John  Wollaston’s  allowance  of  1/.  for  repairs,  and 
2/.  10  5.  for  the  governors,  of  which  they  have  foreborne  to  avail  themselves, 
and  it  will  make  4/.  11 5.  2t/.  as  the  amount  of  the  annual  surplus  due  to  Sir 
John  Wollaston’s  foundation  since  the  year  1805,  which  added  to  Pauncefort’s

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Against  this  surplus  must,  however,  be  set  off  for  some  portion  of  the  time 
embraced  by  the  foregoing  statement,  an  annual  charge,  varying  from  1/.  Is.  to 
1 /.  7 s.  for  insurance  of  the  almshouses  ; and  for  the  whole  of  that  time,  the 
charge  of  repairs.  The  accounts  of  the  almshouses  being  blended  with  those  of 
the  grammar  school  and  chapel,  and  of  the  girls  school,  as  we  had  occasion  to 
mention  in  our  former  Report,  we  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  in  other  than  the 
following  instances,  what  portion  of  the  expense  of  repairs  charged  in  this 
general  account,  from  time  to  time,  was  incurred  by  the  almshouses.  In

produce  during  the  interval  above  mentioned. 

We  have  omitted  to  add  to  the  income  of  the  almshouses  the  dividends 
arising  from  the  50/.  three  per  cent  consols,  which  was  added  in  1771  to  the 
investment  made  of  Pauncefort’s  fund,  as  we  have  stated  above  in  our  account 
of  that  foundation ; or  the  dividends  of  the  Robbers  fund  of  80/.  three  per 
cent  reduced,  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the  grammar  school ; inasmuch 
as,  although  the  dividends  of  both  these  sums  have  been  regularly  carried  by 
the  governors  to  the  credit  of  the  general  trust  accounts,  consisting  of  the 
almshouses,  grammar  school  and  chapel,  and  girls  school  they  have  made  no 
specific  appropriation  of  those  dividends,  or  any  part  of  them,  to  any  one  or 
more  of  those  foundations,  but  have  applied  them  generally  to  their  common 
use,  in  which  mode  of  application  the  almshouses  may  be  considered  to  have 
enjoyed  their  full  share  of  benefit  in  the  article  of  repairs. 

With  respect  to  Mrs.  Boyse’s  legacy  of  150/.  South  Sea  stock,  which,  as  we 
stated  above,  was  sold  out  in  1811,  to  discharge  a balance  due  from  the  general 
account,  and  which  has  not  yet  been  replaced,  it  follows  as  a consequence,  that 
the  general  account  is  now  indebted  to  the  almshouses  in  that  sum  ; but,  on  the 
other  hand,  as  disbursements  were  made  out  of  the  general  account,  to  the 
amount  of  547/.  12$.  10c/.,  for  the  benefit  of  Kleinert’s  charity,  to  one  moiety 
of  which  the  almshouses  are  entitled,  the  almshouses  must  be  considered  as 
indebted  to  the  general  account  in  one  moiety  of  those  disbursements ; viz. 
27 31.  16$.  5d.,  which  is  more  than  double  the  value  of  Mrs.  Boyse’s  legacy.  The 
debt,  however,  of  the  general  account  to  Mrs.  Boyse’s  charity,  cannot  be  con- 
sidered as  discharged  by  the  disbursements  from  the  general  account  on  account 
of  Kleinert’s  charity,  otherwise  than  by  making  Kleinert’s  charity  debtor  for  the 
amount  of  Mrs.  Boyse’s  ; and  it  therefore  appears  to  us  consistent  with  justice 
and  propriety,  that  the  latter  charity  should  be  reinstated  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
former,  and  an  arrangement  to  that  effect  appears  to  be  in  the  contemplation  of 
the  governors. 

The  alms-women  are  appointed  by  the  governors,  and  are  always  poor  widows, 
generally  of  small  tradesmen  who  have  been  resident  for  a considerable  number 
of  years  in  the  hamlet  of  Highgate,  and  who  are  above  fifty  years  of  age. 

Girls  Charity  School. 

rls  Charity  Since  our  former  account  of  this  school,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Second 
School.  Rep.  p.  105,  we  have  been  enabled  more  accurately  to  ascertain  the  nature  of 
the  proceedings  which  took  place  in  the  court  of  Chancery  relative  to  Mr. 
Pauncefort’s  will,  and  have  given  the  substance  thereof  in  the  foregoing 

account 
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account  of  the  almshouses  founded  by  him  at  Highgate,  where  we  have  Highgate* 

suggested  a doubt,  whether  the  deficiency  of  the  income  arising  from  the  fund  oirl^ClTarit 

appropriated  under  the  authority  of  the  court  to  the  charitable  purpose  of  his  School,™  7 

will,  below  the  annual  sum  of  60/.,  intended  by  him,  ought  not  to  be  borne  in  continued. 

due  proportions  by  the  several  objects  of  his  charity,  so  as  to  afford  to  the  w ' 
girls  school  the  annual  sum  of  15/.,  instead  of  the  51.  which  has  been  hitherto 
allowed  it. 

We  have  also  been  enabled,  since  our  former  Report,  to  ascertain  by  a more 
minute  investigation  of  the  general  account,  that  no  part  of  the  debt  due 
from  that  account,  and  which  the  sum  of  1,000/.  new  South  Sea  annuities  was 
appropriated  towards  the  payment  of,  as  there  mentioned,  was  attributable  to 
the  girls  school.  This  charity,  therefore,  to  which  that  fund  exclusively  be- 
longed, is  entitled  to  have  the  whole  replaced  from  the  funds  of  such  of  the 
other  charities,  composing  the  general  account,  as  must  be  considered  to  have 
enjoyed  the  benefit,  namely,  the  grammar  school  and  chapel,  and  possibly  the 
almshouses,  to  the  extent  of  such  repairs  as  may  have  been  done  to  the  latter, 
beyond  what  their  own  income  was  capable  of  defraying. 

In  addition  to  the  funds  mentioned  in  the  former  Report,  the  girls  school  is 
now  entitled  to  one  moiety  of  418/.  15 s.  three  per  cent  consols,  purchased 
with  the  grant  of  323/.  9 s.  8 d.  from  the  crown,  in  respect  of  Kleinert’s  bene- 
faction, as  stated  in  the  account  of  the  almshouses.  It  seems,  indeed,  some- 
what equivocal,  upon  the  terms  both  of  Kleinert’s  will,  and  of  the  grant  from 
the  crown,  whether  the  grammar  school,  as  well  as  the  girls  school,  might  not 
claim  some  share  in  the  benefit  of  this  gift ; but  upon  the  whole,  it  seems  most 
probable  to  have  been  the  donor’s  intention  that  it  should  be  confined  to  the 
latter. 


We  have  stated  above  in  our  account  of  this  benefaction,  that  on  the  occa- 
sion thereof,  disbursements  were  made  out  of  the  general  account  to  the 
amount  of  547/.  12  5.  10 d.,  one  moiety  of  which  (272/.  16s.  5d .)  must  there- 
fore be  considered  as  a debt  due  to  that  account  from  the  girls  school,  as  the 
other  moiety  is  from  the  almshouses. 


Upon  the  investigation  of  the  accounts,  it  appears  that  at  the  end  of  1812, 
in  which  year  the  1,000  /.  South  Sea  annuities  were  sold,  there  was  upon 
the  balance  of  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  this  school,  from

It  is  extremely  desirable  that  some  measure  should  be  adopted,  by  which  the 
funds  of  the  respective  charities  which  had  been  invested  in  public  securities, 
may  be  restored  to  their  amount,  and  that  distinct  accounts  should  in  future  be 
kept  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  each  charity.  With 
a view  to  this,  a plan  has  been  laid  before  the  governors  by  their  accountant, 
for  the  arrangement  of  their  funded  property,  which  has  received  their  appro- 
bation, and  which  appears  to  us  well  calculated  to  produce  the  desired  effect.

The  difference  between  the  133/.  155.  consols  sold,  and  the  100/.  three  per 
cents  reduced,  purchased,  will  pass  into  the  separate  fund  of  the  grammar 
school  and  chapel,  to  which  it  must  of  course  belong,  when  the  funds  of  the 
other  charities  are  completed. 

The  effect  of  this  arrangement  will  be  to  repay  to  the  almshouses  Mrs.  Boyse’s 
gift  of  150/.  South  Sea  stock,  by  its  equivalent  175/.  three  per  cent  consols ; 
and  also  to  the  girls  school,  the  1,000/.  new  South  Sea  annuities,  by  its  equiva- 
lent 1,000/.  three  per  cents  reduced;  and  also  the  90/.  new  South  Sea  annuities. 
Sir  Edward  Gould’s  gift  to  the  preacher,  by  its  equivalent  90/.  three  per  cent 
reduced,  and  in  so  doing  to  apply  the  fund  now  remaining  in  trust  for  Kleinert’s 
charity,  in  discharge  of  the  debt  due  from  that  charity  to  the  general  fund ; 
and  also  to  appropriate  the  80/.  stock  belonging  to  the  Robbers  fund,  and  the 
50/.  consols  purchased  in  1771,  as  has  been  mentioned.  - 

To  this  arrangement  we  do  not  conceive  that  under  the  circumstances  there 
can  be  any  objection. 

Schoppens’s  Gift. 

Schoppens’s  Gift,  In  1728,  Mr.  John  Schoppens  bequeathed  150/.  to  his  brother-in-law,  John 
Edwards,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands,  situate  at  Highgate, 
upon  trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  keep  his  monument  and  the  wall  adjoining 
thereto  in  repair,  and  the  surplus  of  the  rents,  if  any  were,  to  be  to  the  use 
of  the  said  John  Edwards  and  his  sister ; and  after  the  decease  of  the  survivor 
of  them,  he  gave  the  same  to  the  governors  of  the  chapel  at  Highgate,  in 
trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  keep  his  said  monument  and  the  said  wall  in  repair, 
and  to  dispose  of  the  surplus,  if  any,  as  they  should  think  fit,  amongst  such 

objects 
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objects  of  charity  as  should  not  receive  alms,  in  such  proportions  and  in  such 
manner  as  should  be  judged  proper  by  the  governors  for  the  time  being. 

This  legacy  was  received  by  the  governors  in  1770,  upon  the  death  of  the 
testator’s  brother-in-law,  Mr.  John  Edwards,  and  was  laid  out,  together  with 
Mr. -Edwards’s  gift  of  300/.  to  the  alms-women,  in  the  purchase  of  518/. 
three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Cave,  esquire,  and 
Thomas  Bromwich.  We  have  already  seen  that  this  stock  was  sold  out  in  1773, 
and  the  produce  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  chapel  and  organ,  and  that  it 
was  replaced  in  1822.  As  the  donor  appears  clearly  to  have  intended  that  the 
surplus  interest  of  his  legacy,  after  defraying  the  charge  of  repairing  his  tomb, 
should  be  employed  in  a distribution  to  the  poor,  the  use  made  of  the  produce 
of  this  stock  so  sold  out,  appears  to  have  been  a misapplication  of  such  part 
as  belonged  to  Schoppen’s  gift.  No  distribution  has  been  made  in  respect  of 
this  gift  since  the  stock  has  been  replaced,  but  the  propriety  of  so  applying 
the  surplus  interest  has  been  suggested  to  the  governors. 

Thomas  Coventry’s  Charity. 

This  charity  (of  which  a more  full  account  will  be  given  hereafter  in  our  Thomas  Covenby’s 
Report  of  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  Merchant  Tailors  com-  Charity, 
pany)  consists,  as  far  as  regards  this  parish,  of  an  annual  sum  of  10/ , which 
by  deed,  dated  the  10th  July  1636,  between  Thomas  Coventry  and  Hugh 
Dashfield,  of  the  first  part,  and  Michael  Grigg  and  others,  of  the  other  part, 
was  appointed  to  be  paid  by  the  master  and  wardens  of  that  company  to  the 
respective  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Pancras  and  Hornsey, 
equally,  to  be  bestowed  and  employed  to  and  for  the  benefit  and  relief  of  poor 
people,  which  should  inhabit  and  dwell,  as  well  in  that  part  of  the  said 
parish  of  Hornsey,  as  in  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Pancras  which 
was  situate  nearest  to  Highgate,  whereof  one  half  should  be  poor  people,  dwell- 
ing at  or  near  the  said  place  of  Highgate,  in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Pancras, 
and  the  other  half  should  be  poor  people,  dwelling  at  or  near  Highgate,  and 
in  the  said  parish  of  Hornsey,  to  be  bestowed  and  employed  in  fuel  and 
clothes,  in  such  sort  as  certain  persons  (eight  in  number),  in  the  said  deed 
mentioned,  being  then  dwellers  and  inhabitants  there,  or  the  more  part  of  them, 
should  by  any  writing  under  their  hands,  limit  and  appoint ; and  a3  any  of 
those  eight  persons  so  named  should  die,  or  give  over  dwelling  at  or  near 
Highgate,  the  other  grave  persons  should  nominate  another  inhabitant  there 
to  join  with  them,  in  the  place  of  him  who  should  so  die  or  remove,  and  so 
constantly,  for  ever,  so  that  there  should  always  be  the  full  number  of  eight 
persons,  to  limit  and  appoint  the  disposition  of  the  said  10/.,  yearly,  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

The  number  of  eight  persons,  to  direct  the  disposition  of  this  charity,  has 
been  duly  kept  up  to  the  present  day.  The  greater  number  of  those  originally 
named  in  the  deed,  having  been  at  the  time  governors  of  the  school,  the 
vacancies  have  been  in  most  instances  filled  up  from  the  same  body.  Of  the 
present  number,  five  are  governors,  the  other  three  are  respectable  inhabitants 
of  Highgate,  or  the  neighbourhood. 

The  sum  of  10/.  in-  respect  of  this  charity,  is  now  annually  paid  by  the 
Merchant  Tailors  company  to  one  of  the  eight,  who  is  specifically  appointed 
by  a written  order  from  the  rest  to  receive  it.  The  payment  was  formerly 
made  to  the  overseers  of  the  respective  parishes,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of 
the  deed  ; but  in  consequence,  as  it  is  stated,  of  the  misapplication  of  the 
money  by  some  of  those  officers  many  years  ago,  the  present  course  was  adopted, 
and  has  since  been  observed. 

When  received,  the  money  is  divided  between  twenty  poor  women  of  each 
parish,  appointed  by  the  eight  directors,  according  to  a list,  which  they  pre- 
serve, and  which  remains  generally  unaltered  during  the  lives  of  the  respective 
persons,  if  they  continue  so  long  to  reside  in  the  parishes.

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Lady  Gould’s  Charity. 

From  the  court  rolls  of  the  manor  of  Cantlowes,  alias  Cantlers,  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  it  appears,  that  at  a court  held  for  the  said  manor  on  the  11th 
April,  1st  William  and  Mary,  Edward  Bots worth  and  John  Storer,  Edward 
Gould,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Ann  Gower,  surrendered  three  customary 
messuages  or  tenements  in  Highgate,  held  by  copy  of  court  roll  of  the  said 
manor,  and  a certain  way  and  a brick  wall  there,  and  other  appurtenances  to 
the  said  premises  belonging,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Botsworth  and  Storer,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  during  the  life  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Gould,  upon  the  trusts 
therein  mentioned,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Elizabeth,  to  the  use  of 
such  person  and  persons,  and  for  such  estate  and  estates,  as  she  the  said 
Elizabeth,  by  any  writing  under  her  hand,  signed  in  the  presence  of  two  or 
more  witnesses,  should  nominate  and  appoint;  and  that  at  the  same  court 
there  is  enrolled,  a certain  deed  or  instrument,  in  writing,  bearing  date  31st 
October  1091,  whereby  it  appears,  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Gould  had  declared 
and  appointed,  that  the  surrender  of  the  said  premises  so.  made  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  estate  and  interest  in  the  same,  should  enure  from  and  after  her 
decease,  to  the  use  of  the  heirs  of  her  body ; and  for  want  of  such  issue,  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Edward  Gould,  for  life  ; and  after  his  death  to  such  three 
discreet  persons,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  as  by  the  parson  or  minister  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Pancras  for  the  time  being,  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  said 
Elizabeth,  without  issue,  should  under  his  hand  and  seal  be  nominated,  upon 
trust ; and  to  the  intent  that  such  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should 
receive  and  distribute  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  among  such  poor 
inhabitants  of  the  town  and  vill  of  Highgate,  whether  lying  in  the  parish  of 
Hornsey,  or  in  the  parish  of  St.  Pancras,  as  should  not  receive  any  public  alms 
or  collection  from  their  respective  parishes,  and  should,  at  the  discretion  of 
such  trustees,  appear  to  be  most  proper  and  fit  objects  of  charity,  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  such  trustees,  in  the  management  of  the  trust,  being  first 
deducted. 

After  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Gould  without  issue,  and  the  subsequent  death 
of  her  husband,  Sir  Edward  Gould,  which  took  place  in  1728,  Francis 
Annesley,  esquire,  and  two  other  persons,  all  of  the  parish  of  St.  Pancras, 
nominated  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Chair,  minister  of  St.  Pancras  at  the  time  of 
the  decease  of  the  said  Edward  Gould,  pursuant  to  the  power  given  him  by 
the  said  Elizabeth  Gould,  wTere  admitted  at  a court  of  the  manor,  held  4th 
January  1732,  tenants  of  the  said  trust  premises,  upon  the  trusts  thereof 
declared  by  the  said  Elizabeth  Gould,  as  aforesaid. 

By  a decree  of  the  master  of  the  rolls,  afterwards  made,  in  a cause,  the 
attorney  general  at  the  relation  of  John  Edw'ards  and  others,  against  William 
Annesley  and  others,  customary  heirs  of  the  said  Francis  Annesley,  the  survi- 
ving trustee  of  the  said  charity  estate,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  defendants 
should  surrender  the  charity  estate  to  three  new  trustees,  to  be  approved  by 
the  master  of  the  court,  and  that  such  new  trustees  should  procure  themselves 
to  be  admitted  to  the  said  charity  estate,  who  should  afterwards  declare  the 
trusts  of  such  admittance ; and  that  such  declaration  of  trust  when  executed, 
should  be  deposited  with  the  parson  of  Pancras  for  the  time  being ; and  that 
a memorial  of  the  charity,  to  be  approved  by  the  parson  of  Pancras,  should  be 
fixed  up  in  the  chapel  of  Highgate : And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  when 
the  said  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  one,  such  survivor  should  be 
at  liberty,  with  the  approbation  of  the  parson  of  Pancras  for  the  time  being,  to 
complete  the  original  number  of  three  trustees,  by  nominating  two  others. 

Trustees  have  from  time  to  time  been  nominated  and  admitted,  in  the  man- 
ner directed  by  the  above  decree.  The  last  nomination  took  place  in  1820 
when  William  Belcher,  esquire,  the  sole  surviving  trustee,  with  the  consent  of 
the  parson  of  St.  Pancras,  nominated  Robert  Sherwood  and  Richard  Nixon, 
esquires,  to  be  his  co-trustees ; and  they  were  accordingly  admitted,  at  a court 
held  24th  April  1821,  and  subsequently  executed  a declaration  of  trust,  pur- 
suant to  the  directions  of  the  decree. 


A memorial 
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A memorial  of  the  charity,  approved  by  the  minister  of  St.  Pancras,  has 
been  fixed  in  the  chapel  at  Highgate. 

The  premises  belonging  to  this  charity,  consist  of  three  houses,  with 
small  gardens,  situate  "in  Highgate,  on  the  west  side  of  the  High-street, 
at  the  top  of  the  hill,  leading  from  Holloway,  and  are  now  on  lease,  as 
follows : — 

1.  Let  to  John  Miller  Thomas,  for  twenty-one  years  from  Michaelmas 

1820,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/. 

2.  — Let  to  John  Ferney,  for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2 31. 

3.  — Let  to  Jane  Redfern,  for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  23/. 

The  houses  were  let  upon  these  terms,  pursuant  to  the  opinion  of  a respect- 
able builder  at  Highgate,  the  lessees  undertaking  to  put  the  tenements,  which 
were  much  dilapidated,  into  good  repair,  which  they  accordingly  did,  before 
the  leases  were  executed. 

The  previous  rent  of  the  whole  of  the  premises  appears  to  have  been  13/. 
a year,  reserved  upon  a lease  for  87  years  from  Lady-day  1733,  which  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  a building  lease  ; but  which,  in  consequence  of  the  death 
of  a former  trustee,  who  had  the  principal  management  of  the  charity,  the  trus- 
tees were  unable  to  produce  at  the  time  of  our  examination. 

After  deducting  31.  105.  for  the  insurance  of  the  premises,  the  residue  of 
the  rents  is  divided  for  distribution  amongst  the  three  trustees,  and  is  given  away 
by  them  to  poor  inhabitants  of  those  parts  of  the  hamlet  which  lie  in  Hornsey 
and  Pancras,  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  The  persons  selected  are,  in 
general,  such  as  have  been  reduced  from  better  circumstances,  or  such  as  are 
disabled  by  sickness,  from  maintaining  themselves.  The  sums  given  to  each 
vary  from  1/.  to  51.,  but  these  amounts  are  occasionally  made  up  to  them  by 
successive  gifts  of  smaller  sums. 

Lady  Prichard’s  Charity. 

Dame  Sarah  Prichard,  by  her  will,  dated  the  26th  April  1707,  and  proved 
in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  in  May  1 718,  after  reciting,  that  she 
was  possessed  of  the  sum  of  800  /.,  in  the  credit  of  the  chamber  of  the  city  of 
London,  commonly  called  the  Orphans  Fund  or  Stock,  which  at  the  rate  of  four 
per  cent  per  annum,  produced  yearly  the  sum  of  32/.,  appointed  the  said 
interest  to  be  annually  paid  to  divers  charitable  uses,  and  amongst  the  rest 
directed,  that  the  sum  of  2/.  IO5.  should  at  Christmas,  yearly,  for  ever,  be 
paid  out  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  32/.,  to  and  amongst  such  ten  poor  widows 
or  maids  equally,  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry  or  hamlet  of  Highgate,  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of 
that  chapelry  or  hamlet  should  direct  and  appoint ; and  she  directed,  that  the 
survivor  of  her  executors,  therein  named,  should  immediately  on  the  death  of 
his  co-executors,  transfer  the  principal  sum  or  credit  in  the  chamber  of 
London,  to  three  or  more  trustees,  in  which  assignment  should  be  written, 

“ In  trust  for  the  payment  of  the  several  charities  given  by  the  will  of  Dame 
Sarah  Prichard  and  that  so  often  as  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death 
to  one,  the  survivor  should  assign  his  trust  to  three  or  more  others  wherein 
the  trust  should  be  declared  as  aforesaid,  and  that  notice  should  be  given  to 
the  ministers  and  churchwardens  of  the  respective  parishes  of  such  assignment, 
and  of  the  names  and  residence  of  the  trustees. 

The  800/.  Orphan  stock  has  been  since  paid  off,  and  the  produce  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  1,228/.  85.  three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities,  rendering 
an  annual  dividend  of  36/.  17  5.,  and  standing  in  the  names  of  Sir  George 
Robinson,  baronet,  Thomas  Reeve  Thornton,  esquire,  Henry  Andrews 
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Hornsey.  Uthwaitt,  esquire,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  William  Baxter,  the  present  trustees 
Lad,  art's  of  Ladr  ^chard's  Parity. 

Out  of  this  dividend,  21.  17  s.  S d.,  as  the  proportion  due  to  the  hamlet ’of 
coTitinuc'j  ^ Highgate,  is  paid  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Mayo,  morning  preacher  at  the  chapel 
at  Highgate  ; he  is  accustomed  to  make  up  the  sum  31.,  and  to  distribute  it  at 
Christmas,  in  sums  of  5 s.  each,  among  the  twelve  poor  women  in  the  alms- 
houses there.

BY  Indenture  of  lease  and  release,  dated  4th  and  5th  July  1655,  Alicia 
Duchess  Dudley  * granted  and  released  to  Thomas  Lord  Leigh  of  Stoneleigh, 

in 


We  are  informed  by  a monumental  inscription  in  the  Beauchamp  Chapel, 
Warwick,  that  this  lady  was  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Leigh,  of  Stoneleigh 
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in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  fourteen  others,  therein  named,  and  their  heirs, 
all  her  reputed  manor,  capital  messuage  or  tenement,  and  farm,  with  the  barns, 
stables,  buildings,  &c.,  yards,  gardens  and  orchards  thereof,  with  their  and 
every  of  their  appurtenances,  situate  lying  and  being  in  Marcliffe,  in  the  parish 
of  Bidford,  in  the  said  county  of  Warwick  ; and  one  close,  called  Sheep-house 
Close ; one  close,  called  Kitts  Close  ; one  close,  called  Copheyes ; one  close, 
called  Ash  Close,  with  a tenement  thereunto  belonging  ; one  close,  called  the 
Hill  Close ; divers  parcels  of  arable  land,  containing,  by  estimation,  450  acres, 
being  dispersed  in  the  fields,  territories  and  precincts  of  Marcliffe  aforesaid, 
and  also  three  half  acres  of  meadow  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  be  the 
same  more  or  less,  lying  in  Marcliffe  aforesaid,  next  Barton  meadow ; and  also 
a pleck  of  meadow  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  in  the  shallows  in 
Marcliffe  aforesaid,  and  belonging  to  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  and  farm ; 
and  also  a great  pleck  of  meadow  ground  northward,  lying  in  the  meadow  of 
Marcliffe,  and  being  parcel  of  the  said  farm  ground ; and  also  one  meadow, 
called  Ox  Meadow ; and  also  common  of  pasture  for  thirty-eight  cows,  two 
hundred  eighty-five  sheep,  and  nineteen  horses  or  mares,  together  with  all 
lands,  &c.  to  the  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  belonging  or  appertaining  ; 
all  which  said  messuage,  lands  and  premises,  were  situate  in  Marcliffe  aforesaid, 
in  the  said  parish  of  Bidford ; And  all  that  farm  of  Barton,  being  parcel  of  the 
manor  of  Bidford  Grainge,  containing  a tenement  or  cottage,  and  the  several 
lands,  meadows,  pastures  and  common  of  pasture  thereafter  following  ; (that  is 
to  say),  one  tenement  or  cottage,  one  meadow,  commonly  called  the  Great 
Meadow,  containing,  by  estimation,  twenty-seven  acres ; one  other  meadow, 
commonly  called  the  Shallows,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres  ; one  other 
meadow,  called  the  Moore’s,  containing,  by  estimation,  six  acres  ; and  also 
five  yard-lands,  whereof  the  same  contained,  by  estimation,  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  of  arable  land,  and  seventy  acres  of  pasture  and  common  of  pasture, 
for  all  beasts ; all  and  every  of  which  said  land,  meadow,  pasture  and  common, 
were  situate  in  Barton  aforesaid,  in  the  said  parish  of  Bidford,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick,  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  of  Avon  ; and  all  manner  of  tithes 
yearly  growing  and  renewing  upon  or  by  reason  of  all  or  any  the  said  lands, 
meadows  and  pastures,  together  with  all  ways,  &c.  to  the  afore-mentioned 
premises  belonging  or  appertaining ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Duchess  Dudley  for  her  life,  and  upon  trust,  within  ten  years  after  her  death, 
to  settle,  grant  and  convey  the  premises  to  such  uses  as  she  should  by  deed  or 
will  appoint. 

By  deed  poll,  dated  24th  July  1655,  reciting  the  above  indenture,  the  said 
Duchess  Dudley  appointed,  that  the  said  trustees  should,  within  ten  years  after 
her  decease,  settle  and  convey  the  premises  above  described,  so  that  the  said 
premises  and  the  rents  thereof,  might  be  settled  and  continue  for  ever  there- 
after, to  and  for  the  several  and  respective  uses  therein  after  mentioned  ; to 
raise,  satisfy,  and  pay  the  sums  therein  after  mentioned;  that  is  to  say  : —

and  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  or  other- 


Dudley,  one  of  the  sons  of  Robert  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester,  and  was  created  Duchess  Dudley  by  King 
Charles  I.,  in  consequence  of  her  husband,  who  had  quitted  this  country,  having  had  the  title  of  Duke 
conferred  on  him  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  II. 
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wise,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parishes,  yearly,  for 
ever,  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit:  And  she  appointed,  that  100/!  yearly,  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  should,  for  ever,  be  paid  for  and  towards 
redeeming  poor  English  Christian  slaves  or  captives,  professing  the  faith  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  from  the  Turkish  slavery ; and  that  the  said 
100/.  should  be  paid  to  the  East  India  company,  or  to  any  other  company,  for 
the  redemption  of  English  Christian  slaves  from  the  Turks,  as  the  persons 
before  mentioned  should  think  fit:  And  it  was  provided,  that  if  the  said  lands, 
and  the  profits  thereof,  should  at  any  time  fall  short  and  not  be  sufficient  to 
pay  the  said  yearly  sums  to  the  poor  people  of  the  said  respective  parishes,  and 
the  100/.  yearly  for  the  redemption  of  captives,  there  should  be  a propor- 
tionable abatement  of  the  said  respective  sums  ; and  in  case  the  profits  should 
exceed,  that  the  overplus  should  be  proportioned  amongst  the  said  poor  and 
captives. 

By  another  deed  poll,  dated  24th  April  1657,  the  said  Duchess  Dudley 
declared,  that  in  case  it  should  happen,  at  any  time  after  her  decease,  that  the 
100/.  per  annum  could  not  be  paid  by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  for  the 
redemption  of  poor  Christian  slaves  or  captives  from  Turkish  slavery,  either  in 
respect  there  should  happen  none  to  be  redeemed,  or  such  other  obstruction, 
that  the  money  so  intended  could  not  be  employed  and  converted  to  that  use, 
so  that  the  use  for  the  time  being  should  fail,  cease  and  could  not  be  performed, 
she  the  said  Duchess  Dudley  did  thereby  order  and  appoint,  that  the  said  yearly 
sum  of  100/.  should  be  paid  and  disposed  of  by  the  said  trustees  for  the  time 
being,  in  manner  therein  mentioned ; viz. — 

Fifteen  pounds  per  annum  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish 
of  Bidford,  in  the  county  of  Warwick ; 

Fifteen  pounds  per  annum  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish 
of  Blakesley,  in  the  county  of  Northampton  ; and 

Seventy  pounds  more  to  the  poor  of  the  several  parishes  aforesaid,  in  the 
proportions  mentioned  in  the  former  deed  poll. 

Which  said  sums  should  be  no  longer  paid  to  the  said  ministers  and  poor, 
but  only  during  such  time  and  times  as  the  said  100/.  per  annum  could  not  be 
paid  and  disposed  for  redemption  of  Christian  captives,  as  aforesaid. 

The  said  Duchess  Dudley,  by  her  will,  dated  2d  November  1668,  confirmed 
the  said  several  deeds. 

Various  proceedings  have  been  taken  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  for  the  regu- 
lation of  this  charity,  and  decrees  made  therein,  and  new  trustees  have  been 
from  time  to  time  appointed,  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  to  whom 
the  trust  premises  have  been  conveyed.  The  first  of  these  conveyances  was 
by  indenture,  dated  14th  October  1678,  and  the  second  by  indentures  of  lease 
and  release,  dated  the  1st  and  2d  August  1764;  after  the  date  of  these  inden- 
tures, viz.  in  the  year  1776,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  for  the  inclosure 
of  the  waste  lands  in  the  hamlets  of  Barton  and  Marcleeve,  in  the  parish  of 
Bidford  ; and  by  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  that  Act,  made  in  1777, 
the  charity  estate  was  much  altered  and  considerably  increased  in  value,  by 
allotments  made  to  the  trustees  in  lieu  of  common  right,  and  by  exchanges. 

The  last  trust  deeds  are  dated  in  August  1817,  and  thereby  Sir  Charles 
Mordaunt,  baronet,  son  and  heir  at  law  of  Sir  John  Mordaunt,  deceased,  the  last 
surviving  trustee  in  the  previous  trust  deed,  in  obedience  to  the  decree  of  the 
court  of  Chancery,  granted  and  confirmed  to  the  use  of  himself,  the  said  Sir 
Charles  Mordaunt,  and  of  James  Henry  Leigh,  esquire,  Chandos  Leigh, 
esquire,  Henry  Lord  Viscount  Hood,  Sir  Grey  Skipwith,  baronet,  William 
Holbech,  esquire,  Eardley  Wilmot,  esquire,  William  Ralph  Cartwright,  esquire, 
and  William  Grant,  esquire,  and  their  heirs,  all  that  the  reputed  manor,  capital 
messuages  or  tenements  and  farms,  with  the  barns,  &c.,  and  their  appurtenances, 
situate  in  Marclifle,  in  the  parish  of  Bidford,  in  the  county  of  Warwick  ; and 
also  all  those  the  said  several  allotments,  pieces  or  parcels  of  new  inclosed  land 
or  ground,  situate  in  the  hamlets  of  Barton  and  Marcliffe  aforesaid,  and  which 
on  the  inclosure  of  the  open  fields  and  commonable  lands  within  the  same 
hamlets,  were  allotted  and  awarded  to  or  received  in  exchange  by  the  then 
surviving  trustees,  in  respect  of  the  said  charity  estates,  and  were  then  estimated 
to  contain  together  348  a.  & 3p.,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  all  and  singular 
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other  the  premises  granted  by  the  former  indentures,  dated  respectively  in  I67S 
and  1764 ; and  which  messuages  or  tenements  and  premises  were  more  particu- 
larly delineated  and  described  in  the  map  and  survey  and  admeasurement  there- 
of, then  lately  had,  and  thereto  by  way  of  schedule  annexed ; to  hold  the  same 
to  the  use  of  the  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  subject  neverthe- 
less to  and  for  the  several  intents  and  purposes,  and  by  and  under  the  several 
provisoes,  trusts,  limitations,  conditions,  powers  and  estates,  in  the  said  several 
deeds,  will  and  decrees  mentioned,  declared  and  decreed,  of  and  concerning 
the  same. 

From  the  map  and  survey  annexed  to  this  deed,  it  appears  that  the  estate 
now  consists  of  three  farms,  viz. —

In  former  times,  the  income  of  this  estate  appears  to  have  fallen  far  short  of 
the  amount  contemplated  by  the  donor ; and  we  find,  that  in  1763,  an  order 
of  court  was  made,  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency  of  the  rents,  that  all  the 
charities  should  abate  in  proportion.  For  many  years  previous  to  1776,  the 
rents  amounted  to  no  more  than  109/.  per  annum.  For  each  of  the  years 
ending  Lady-day  1770  and  1777,  the  rent  was  142  /.  10s. ; subsequently  to  the 
inclosure  in  1777,  the  rents  were  raised  to  222/.,  but  the  increase  was  applied 
towards  liquidating  the  expense  of  the  inclosure,  the  erection  of  buildings, 
and  other  improvements  of  the  property,  till  1798,  the  old  rent  of  109/.  only, 
being  divided  as  theretofore  among  the  objects  of  the  charity.  From  1798,

The  latter  rents  continued  till  the  year  1824,  when  in  pursuance  of  an  order 
of  court,  a survey  and  valuation  of  the  premises  was  made  by  Mr.  William 
Whateley,  surveyor  of  Wellsbourne,  who  stated  his  opinion  to  be,  that  the 
rents  should  be  reduced  as  follows  ; viz.  Marcliflfe  Farm,  to  175/.  ; the  farm  at 
Barton,  formerly  Slater’s,  to  180/. ; and  Sawyer’s,  to  67/, ; and  that  his  valua- 
tion of  the  rents  at  this  reduced  amount,  was  made  upon  an  estimate  of  more 
than  the  average  price  of  corn  and  grain,  for  the  preceding  three  years,  and 
upon  the  terms  of  the  trustees  paying  the  land-tax  and  chief-rent,  and  putting 
the  several  farm-houses  and  buildings  in  good  and  tenantable  repair ; the 
amount  of  which  repairs,  according  to  a specification  set  forth  in  his  affidavit 
before  the  master,  he  estimated  at  786 /.  18s.  10 d. ; upon  the  affidavit  of  the 
surveyor,  and  other  evidence  produced  before  the  master,  he  certified  by  his  re- 
port, dated  26th  August  1824,  that  it  would  be  proper  to  apply  the  said  sum  in 
repairs,  and  to  make  the  reduction  above  mentioned  in  the  rents ; and  the 
court,  by  order  of  the  10th  December  1824,  confirmed  the  report,  and  ordered 
that  the  reduction  of  rents  should  take  place  from  Lady-day  1828.

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The  charge  for  repairs  of  late  years  has  been  very  trifling,  the  buildings 
having  been  suffered  to  fall  considerably  into  decay,  which  has  rendered  neces- 
sary the  large  expenditure  now  directed  for  this  purpose  by  the  court  of 
Chancery.  After  deducting  these,  and  such  other  outgoings  as  may  be  requi- 
site, the  receivers  pays  over  seven  seventeenths  of  the  net  income  to  the  parish 
officers  of  the  several  parishes  specified  in  the  deed  poll  of  the  24th  July  1655, 
in  the  same  proportions  as  the  sum  of  70/.  is  therein  directed  to  be  divided 
among  them.  The  remaining  ten  seventeenths  of  the  income  have  been 
applied  or  reserved  under  orders  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  for  the  redemption 
of  Christian  slaves,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  said  deed  poll,  with  res- 
pect to  the  sum  of  100/.,  mentioned  therein.  Although  the  demands  upon  the 
trust  fund  for  this  last  object  have  fallen  far  short  of  the  receipts,  no  resort 
was  had  to  the  alternative  application  directed  by  the  deed  poll  of  the  24th 
April  1657,  and  consequently  a large  accumulation  took  place,  the  appropri- 
ation of  which  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  and 
has  very  lately  received  its  final  decision. 


The  course  of  proceeding  respecting  this  branch  of  the  charity  has  been  as 
follows : — 

The  East  India  company  having  declined  to  undertake  the  trust  for  the 
redemption  of  slaves,  it  was  by  a decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  the 
7th  July  1674,  in  a cause,  the  attorney  general  against  Charles  Leigh  and  others 
and  the  East  India  company,  offered  to  the  Turkey  company,  who  accepted 
the  trust ; and  the  due  proportion  of  the  rents  was  for  many  years  paid  to  that 
company,  who  redeemed  slaves  therewith  from  time  to  time  till  the  year  1749- 
In  the  year  1763,  no  slaves  having  been  redeemed  subsequently  to  1749,  and 
there  appearing  no  probability  that  such  would  be  found  in  sufficient  number 
to  exhaust  the  fund,  an  order,  dated  the  29th  April,  was  made  in  the  cause,  then 
entitled  the  attorney  general  against  Edward  Lord  Leigh  and  others,  that 
a sum  of  550/.  three  per  cent  bank  annuities,  then  in  the  name  or  power  of 
the  Turkey  company,  defendants  in  the  cause,  should  be  transferred  to  the 
accountant  general,  and  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  master  to  take  an 
account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estate  received  by  the  guardians 
of  Edward  Lord  Leigh,  a minor,  and  heir  of  Thomas  Lord  Leigh,  deceased, 
the  last  surviving  trustee,  also  defendants  in  the  cause,  and  that  the  balance 
should  be  paid  into  the  bank,  subject  to  further  order.  The  stock  was  transferred 
accordingly,  and  a sum  of  205/.  9s.  %d.,  certified  by  the  master  in  a general 
report,  dated  the  3d  August  1764,  to  be  due  from  Lord  Leigh’s  guardians, 
and  a further  sum  of  9/.  14s.  6d.  certified  to  be  due  from  the  Turkey  company, 
in  respect  of  the  proportion  of  rents  to  be  applied  for  the  redemption  of  slaves, 
together  with  81.  5 s.  for  interest,  were  paid  into  the  bank,  in  the  name  of  the 
accountant  general. 

Since  that  time,  ten  seventeenths  of  the  rents,  being  the  proportion  appli- 
cable to  the  redemption  of  slaves,  have  been  either  retained  in  the  hands  of 
the  receiver,  and  invested  by  him  from  time  to  time  in  exchequer  bills,  or  paid 
into  the  bank,  and  invested  in  three  per  cents,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant 
general.  Out  of  this  fund  two  sums  only,  one  of  300/.,  the  other  of  400/., 
have  been  paid  for  the  objects  of  the  charity.  The  first  was  by  order,  dated 
the  17th  November  1774,  whereby  on  the  application  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
it  was  ordered,  that  out  of  380/.  3s.  8 d.,  then  in  the  Bank,  300/.  should  be 
applied  in  discharge  of  such  sums  as  had  been  or  should  be  paid  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  English  slaves  under  the  Turks,  or  other  nations  dependent  on  the 
Grand  Seignior,  in  such  manner  as  His  Majesty,  by  writ  of  privy  seal,  should 
think  fit  to  direct ; the  other,  by  order  of  the  6th  May  1778,  whereby  on  a repre- 
sentation from  the  Under  Secretary  of  State,  that  400/.  more  was  wanted  for 
the  same  purpose,  it  was  ordered,  that  300/.  of  monies,  then  in  the  hands  of 
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Bidford.  the  trustees,  and  100/.  out  of  137 /.  18s.  8 d.,  then  in  the  bank,  should  be 
77  . applied  accordingly. 

DUC Charity,  tyS  ^ie  year  1810,  the  receiver,  Mr.  Samuel  Butler,  being  then  lately 

continued.  deceased,  fresh  proceedings  were  taken  in  a cause,  the  attorney  general  against 

v ^ y Mordaunt  and  others;  and  by  a decretal  order,  dated  24th  May  1810,  it  wras 

ordered,  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court  to  take 
an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates  from  the  foot  of  the 
Report  (above  referred  to),  dated  Sd  August  1764,  received  by  the  said 
Samuel  Butler,  deceased,  in  his  life-time,  or  since  his  decease  by  William 
Henry  Butler,  his  son,  one  of  the  defendants  in  the  cause  (who  has  from 
the  time  of  his  father’s  death  acted  as  receiver),  or  by  any  other  person 
for  them  ; and  that  what  should  be  reported  due  from  the  estate  of  Samuel 
Butler,  should  be  answered  by  Mary  Butler,  and  the  said  William  Henry 
Butler,  his  executrix  and  executor,  out  of  his  assets,  and  what  should  be  found 
due  by  the  said  William  Henry  Butler,  should  be  answered  by  him  personally  : 
And  he  was  to  inquire,  whether  there  were  any  objects  of  the  charity,  so  far 
as  related  to  the  redemption  of  slaves,  then  subsisting,  and  consider  in  what 
manner  the  fund  ought  to  be  applied  : And  the  parties  were  to  be  at  liberty 

to  lay  a scheme  before  the  master,  for  the  application  thereof,  and  he  was  to 
state  the  same  to  the  court,  with  his  opinion  thereon.  And  it  appearing,  that 
there  remained  in  the  accountant  general’s  name,  to  the  credit  of  the  cause, 
attorney  general  against  Lord  Leigh,  in  bank  three  per  cent  annuities,  550/., 
and  in  cash  559/-  65.  8 d.,  and  on  the  credit  of  this  cause,  4,835/.  3s.  4 d.  bank 
three  per  cent  annuities,  and  in  cash  65/.  5 s.  6d.,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  said 
550/.  bank  three  per  cent  annuities,  and  559/.  65.  8 d.  cash,  on  the  credit  of 
the  cause,  attorney  general  against  Lord  Leigh,  and  the  interest  to  accrue  on 
the  said  annuities,  until  the  carrying  over  thereof  should  be  carried  to  the 
credit  of  this  cause;  and  that  the  sum  of  559/.  6s.  8c/.,  and  such  dividends, 
if  any,  when  carried  over,  and  the  65/.  5s.  (id.  cash,  after  payment  of  the 
costs  thereby  directed  to  be  taxed  and  paid,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  bank  three  per  cent  annuities,  in  the  name  and  with  the  privity  of  the 
accountant  general,  in  trust,  in  the  cause ; and  the  dividends  to  accrue  on  the 
said  annuities,  were  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  like  annuities,  and  the 
accountant  general  was  to  declare  the  trusts  thereof. 

In  the  result  of  the  account  taken  by  the  master,  in  pursuance  of  this  order^ 
it  appears  that  the  progress  of  this  fund,  to  September  1825,  was  as  follows  :

Besides  this  stock  there  was  a sum  of  384/.  9 s.  (id.  cash,  then  in  the 
hands  of  the  accountant  general,  and  a sum  of  786/.  18$.  6c/.,  which  was  by 
order  of  the  court  retained  by  William  Henry  Butler,  the  receiver,  to  answer 
the  repairs  of  the  farm-houses  and  buildings  upon  the  charity  estates.  The 
cash  in  the  hands  of  the  accountant  general  w as  increased  by  the  receipt  of 

0 ~ two 
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two  half-yearly  dividends,  to  897/-  1 s.  10 d.,  and  was  applied,  as  hereafter 
mentioned,  in  the  payment  of  costs. 

For  the  appropriation  of  this  accumulated  fund,  and  of  the  portion  of  the 
future  rents  and  profits  applicable  under  the  terms  of  the  original  grant  to  the 
redemption  of  slaves,  a scheme  was  laid  by  the  trustees  before  the  master, 
whereby  they  proposed  that  three  tenths  of  the  17,087/.  4s.  od.  three  per  cent 
bank  annuities,  and  of  the  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  accountant  general  (after 
payment  of  costs),  should  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  vicarages,  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  present  vicars,  and  the  representatives  of  former  vicars 
of  Bidford  and  Blakesley,  and  the  remaining  seven  tenths  for  the  benefit  of 
the  alms-poor  of  Stoneleigh,  and  the  other  poor  of  the  several  parishes  interested 
in  the  charity,  in  the  manner  more  specifically  set  forth  in  the  decretal  order 
afterwards  made  thereon  ; and  that  the  ten  seventeenths  of  the  rents  and  profits 
accrued  from  Lady- day  1824,  and  of  the  future  rents  and  profits  applicable  for 
the  redemption  of  English  Christian  slaves,  might  (in  case  at  the  end  of  one 
year  after  the  annual  receipt  of  such  rents  and  profits,  no  claim  should  be  made 
upon  the  funds  so  applicable  for  the  redemption  of  slaves)  be  applied  by  the 
trustees  in  such  manner,  and  in  the  same  proportions,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
vicars  of  Bidford  and  Blakesley,  and  the  poor  of  the  several  parishes,  and 
the  alms-poor  of  Stoneleigh,  as  is  by  the  said  several  deeds  and  will  directed 
concerning  the  100/.  per  annum  intended  for  the  redemption  of  slaves,  in  case 
no  such  should  be  found  ; that  is  to  say,  seven  seventeenths  thereof  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  several  parishes,  and  three  seventeenths  thereof 
for  the  benefit  of  the  vicars  for  the  time  being  of  Bidford  and  Blakesley. 

The  master,  by  his  report,  dated  28th  January  1826,  certified,  that  he 
approved  the  scheme  so  laid  before  him,  and  that  he  had  caused  advertise- 
ments to  be  inserted  in  The  London  Gazette,  and  in  several  London  and  pro- 
vincial papers,  for  persons  having  claims  upon  the  accumulated  fund,  to  come 
in  and  prove  the  same  ; in  consequence  of  which,  claims  had  been  made  in 
the  manner  therein  stated  by  the  executors  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Flesher,  de- 
ceased, who  had  been  vicar  of  Blakesley  from  the  1st  December  1753,  to  the 
10th  September  1796  ; by  the  widow  and  administratrix  of  the  Honourable  and 
Rev.  Thomas  James  Twisleton,  who  had  been  vicar  of  Blakesley  from  the  1st 
March  1797,  to  the  15th  August  1824;  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Holyoake,  who  had 
been  vicar  of  Bidford  from  the  22d  December  1786  ; and  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  respective  parishes  interested  in  the  charity. 

Upon  the  hearing  of  the  cause,  on  the  10th  May  1826,  this  Report  was 
confirmed,  and  it  was  ordered,  that  it  should  be  referred  back  to  the  master  to 
tax  the  costs  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  and  that  the  same  when  so  taxed, 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  cash  in  the  bank,  if  the  same  should  be  sufficient 
for  that  purpose,  but  if  not,  then  that  so  much  of  the  17,087/.  4 s.  5d.,  bank 
three  per  cent  annuities,  as  with  the  cash  in  the  bank  would  be  sufficient  to 
pay  such  costs,  should  be  sold ; and  it  was  ordered  (in  execution  of  that  part 
of  the  scheme  which  related  to  the  application  of  the  accumulated  fund),  that 
the  master  should  ascertain  and  certify  how  much  of  the  said  17,087/.  4 s.  5d., 
bank  three  per  cent  annuities,  or  of  the  residue  thereof  in  case  of  such  sale 
as  aforesaid,  as  should  be  in  the  proportion  of  15/.  in  every  100/.,  had  arisen 
from  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  during  the  incumbencies  of 
any  former  vicars  of  Bidford,  and  which  had  not  been  claimed  in  pursuance  of 
the  advertisements  above  mentioned ; and  that  the  amount  so  certified  by  the 
master,  should  be  transferred  and  paid  to  Chandos  Leigh,  Henry  Lord  Viscount 
Hood,  Sir  Grey  Skipwith,  William  Holbech,  Sir  Eardley  Wilmot,  William 
Ralph  Cartwright,  and  William  Grant,  the  surviving  trustees  named  in  the 
master’s  Report,  to  be  by  them  applied  in  the  improvement  of  the  vicarage  of 
Bidford,  and  that  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof  should  be  paid  by  the 
said  trustees  to  the  present  vicar,  and  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  parish  of  Bidford,  until  the  principal  should  be  applied  by  the  trustees, 
in  such  manner  as  any  addition  thereto  which  might  be  made  by  the  governors 
of  Queen  Ann’s  bounty,  was  directed  to  be  applied  by  the  several  Acts  for 
regulating  that  bounty  : And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  master  should 

ascertain  the  proportion  due,  at  the  rate  of  15/.  for  every  100/.  of  the  said 
funds,  after  the  payment  of  the  costs,  to  the  said  Henry  Holyoake,  during  his 
incumbency,  and  that  the  same  should  be  transferred  to  him  : That  the  master 
should  also  ascertain  and  certify  the  amount  of  the  said  funds,  according  to  the 
same  proportion,  which  had  arisen  during  the  incumbencies  of  any  former  vicar 
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of  Blakesley,  which  had  not  been  applied  or  claimed  as  aforesaid,  and  that 
the  same  should  be  transferred  to  the  said  trustees,  in  like  manner,  and  for 
the  same  purposes,  as  the  sum  before  mentioned  in  respect  of  the  vicarage  of 
Bidford  ; and  that  he  should  further  ascertain  and  certify,  the  proportions  of 
the  said  funds  due,  after  the  same  rate,  during  the  incumbencies  of  the  late 
Thomas  Flesh er,  and  the  late  Honourable  and  Rev.  Thomas  James  Twisleton, 
and  that  the  same  should  be  respectively  paid  to  the  said  executors  of  the  said 
Thomas  Flesher,  and  to  the  administratrix  of  the  said  Honourable  and  Rev. 
Thomas  James  Twisleton  ; and  that  the  master  should  further  ascertain  and 
certify  how  much  of  the  said  funds,  as  was  in  the  proportion  of  70/.  for  every 
100/.,  had  arisen  from  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  charity  estates,  and 
had  not  been  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  and  that  the  same  should 
be  transferred  and  paid  to  the  said  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  receive  the  interest 
and  dividends  arising  therefrom,  and  to  pay  and  apply  the  same  to  and  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  several  parishes  of  Stoneleigh,  Kenil- 
worth, Ashow,  Leek  Wooton,  and  Bidford,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and 
Litchborough,  Blakesley,  and  Pattishall,  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  not 
receiving  parochial  relief,  and  to  the  alms-poor  of  Stoneleigh  aforesaid,  in  such 
manner  and  in  the  same  proportions,  as  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  charity 
estates  were  by  the  said  several  deeds  and  will  directed  to  be  paid  and  applied  : 
And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  seven  seventeenth  parts  of  the  clear  annual 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  estates  accrued  since  Lady-day  1824,  and  of  the 
future  annual  rents,  should  be  paid  to  the  several  poor  of  the  said  parishes,  not 
receiving  parochial  relief,  in  the  proportions  before  mentioned ; and  that  ten 
seventeenths  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  estates,  accrued  since 
Lady-day  1824,  and  of  the  future  annual  rents  applicable  for  the  redemption 
of  English  Christian  slaves,  suffering  slavery  under  the  Turks  (in  case,  at  the 
end  of  one  year  after  such  annual  rents  and  profits  should  become  due  and 
be  received,  no  claim  for  that  purpose  should  be  made  upon  the  funds  so  appli- 
cable for  the  redemption  of  slaves),  should  be  applied  by  the  trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  the  ministers  of  Bidford  and  Blakesley  for  the  time  being,  and  the 
poor  of  the  several  parishes  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  the  proportions 
in  the  said  deeds  and  will  directed  concerning  the  100/.  per  annum  intended 
for  the  redemption  of  slaves,  in  case  no  snch  slaves  should  be  found. 

Upon  this  order,  a further  Report  was  made  on  the  19th  August  182G,  by 
which  the  master  certified,  that  he  had  taxed  the  costs  of  the  several  parties  at 
the  sum  of  946/.  135.  10r/.,  which  had  been  paid,  with  the  sum  of  897/-  Is*  10t/. 
cash  in  the  bank,  and  by  the  sale  of  63/.  Js.  9d.  three  per  cent  bank  annuities, 
part  of  the  17,087 /.  45.  5 d.,  whereby  the  said  bank  annuities  were  reduced  to 
17,023/.  165.  S d.  : Fie  further  certified,  that  the  proportion  of  the  said  remain- 
ing sum  of  bank  annuities,  which  had  accrued  during  the  incumbencies  of 
former  vicars  of  Bidford,  and  had  not  been  applied  or  claimed  as  aforesaid, 
amounted  to  681/.  155.  7 d.  of  such  annuities;  that  the  proportion  thereof, 
arising  during  the  incumbency  of  the  said  Henry  Ilolyoake,  as  vicar  of  Bidford, 
amounted  to  1,871/.  155.  11  d.  ; that  the  proportion  thereof  which  had  accrued 
during  the  incumbency  of  former  vicars  of  Blakesley,  not  applied  or  claimed 
as  aforesaid,  amounted  to  368/.  155. ; that  the  proportion  accruing,  during  the 
incumbency  of  the  late  Thomas  Flesher,  vicar  of  Blakesley,  was  6G0/.  165.  6d. ; 
and  that  the  proportion  which  accrued  during  the  incumbency  of  the  late 
Honourable  and  Rev.  Thomas  James  Twisleton,  amounted  to  1,524/. ; and 
further,  that,  the  sum  of  11,916/.  135.  8 d.,  three  per  cent  bank  annuities, 
being  part  of  the  said  17,023/.  165.  8 d.,  in  the  proportion  of  70 /.  in  every 
100/.  of  the  same,  had  arisen  from  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  charity  estates, 
and  had  not  been  applied  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  order  mentioned.

The  decrease  in  the  receipts  for  the  two  last  of  these  years,  is  attributable 
to  the  reduction  of  the  rents. 

Under  the  operation  of  the  last  order  of  court,  the  portion  of  the  rents 
payable  to  each  parish  will  be  doubled,  unless  any  claim  be  made  for  the 
redemption  of  slaves  within  one  year  after  the  rents  shall  become  due  and  be 
received. 

The  money  received  for  the  poor  of  Bidford  has  been  given  away  at  Christ- 
mas, by  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  among  the  poor  parishioners, 
confining  the  gift  as  much  as  practicable  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial 
relief.  The  sums  given  have  been  from  1/.  to  5 s.,  according  to  the  numbers 
of  the  respective  families,  and  appear  to  have  been  distributed  with  proper 
attention. 

The  manner  of  distributing  the  other  shares,  will  be  noticed  among  the 
charities  of  the  parishes  to  which  they  respectively  belong. 

Anonymous  Rent-Charges. 

There  is  a small  house  in  Bidford,  owned  and  occupied  by  William  Hemming,  Anonymous 

a shoemaker,  which  is  subject  to  a yearly  payment  of  106.  to  the  poor  of  Rent-Charges. 

Bidford. 

There  is  also  a small  piece  of  land,  called  Parker’s  Corner,  in  Bidford.  the 
property  of  Henry  Biddle,  and  occupied  by  James  Hatton,  which  is  subject  to 
the  annual  payment  of  5s.  to  the  poor. 

The  origin  of  these  payments  is  not  now  known  in  the  parish,  but  they  are 
apparently  the  same  that  are  mentioned  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act, 

26  Geo.  3d,  as  the  gifts  respectively  of  William  Ashfield  and  William  Brandon, 
who  are  there  stated  to  have  given  them  by  will  in  I7O6,  and  which  were  at 
the  time  of  making  the  Returns  respectively  paid  by  Thomas  Morgan  and 
William  Lirgham. 

These  small  sums  are  added  to  the  distribution  of  Duchess  Dudley’s  charity.

Throckmorton’s  Charity. 

The  earliest  document  we  have  met  with  respecting  this  charity,  is  a copy, 
upon  parchment,  of  an  indenture  dated  27th  May  1652,  between  Humphrey 
Crane,  of  Hatton,  and  two  others,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Featherston, 
esquire,  ofPackwood,  and  nineteen  others,  of  the  other  part;  whereby  reciting, 
that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  with  three  others  therein  named,  deceased, 
and  divers  other  parishioners  of  Hatton,  then  also  deceased,  were  seised  to 
them  and  their  heirs,  of  and  in  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Hatton,  with  two 
closes  thereto  adjoining,  and  one  other  close  to  the  same  belonging,  lying 
between  the  land  of  William  Bellamy  on  the  west,  and  a close  of  the  same  land 
[“  of  the  Farm  land,”  in  the  next  deed],  on  the  east,  and  was  commonly  called 
the  Town  Close,  and  of  and  in  one  other  tenement  or  house,  orchard  or  garden, 
in  Platton  aforesaid,  joining  to  a lane  anciently  called  Turner’s  Lane,  and 
between  two  acres  of  the  guild  land  of  Warwick,  and  of  and  in  one  little 
orchard  in  Shrewley,  and  of  and  in  one  close  of  land  in  Shrewley,  near  a place 
there  called  Welhnore  Field  Gate,  and  also  of  and  in  one  little  parcel  of  land 
lying  in  Huds  Pits,  adjoining  the  land  of  the  before-named  Humphrey  Crane, 
on  the  west,  and  the  common  highway,  called  Long  Lane  on  the  east,  by  force 
and  virtue  of  a deed  of  feoffment,  dated  25th  February,  42  Queen  Elizabeth, 
made  by  Thomas  Bree  and  Richard  Watts,  then  deceased,  to  the  said  Humphrey 
Crane,  above  mentioned,  and  others,  which  said  Thomas  Bree  and  Richard 
Watts,  with  divers  others  named  in  the  last-mentioned  deed  of  feoffment,  were 
seised  of  the  said  premises  by  virtue  of  the  gift  and  feoffment  of  Catherine 
Throckmorton,  late  of  Haseley,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  widow,  deceased, 
and  of  Job  Throckmorton,  esquire,  late  of  Haseley,  deceased,  to  and  for  such 
godly  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  as  well  about  the  reparation  of  the  church 
at  Hatton,  and  otherwise,  as  should  be  thought  necessary  and  convenient  by 
the  said  Thomas  Bree  and  Richard  Watts,  and  the  other  feoffees  in  the  said 
deed  of  feoffment  made  by  the  said  Catherine  and  Job  Throckmorton  ; It  is 
witnessed,  that  the  said  Humphrey  Crane  and  others,  of  the  first  part,  for 
corroborating  the  estate,  and  establishing  the  inheritance  of  the  said  premises, 
to  be  employed  to  the  uses  and  purposes  before  limited  and  appointed,  granted 
and  confirmed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
all  the  premises  before  described,  to  the  end  and  purpose,  that  the  rents  and 
commodities  raised  of  the  said  tenements,  and  other  premises,  should  imme- 
diately after  the  receipt  thereof,  be  bestowed  and  employed  in  and  upon  the 
reparation  and  maintenance  of  the  church  of  Hatton,  and  the  ease,  relief  and 
comfort  of  the  poor  and  impotent  persons  of  the  said  parish,  and  to  and  upon 
such  other  godly  and  charitable  uses  and  purposes,  as  by  the  said  feoffees 
should  be  thought  meet  and  necessary. 

There  have  been  successive  trust  deeds  of  this  property,  the  last  of  which 
is  an  indenture,  dated  the  8th  March  1826,  whereby  Sigismund  Trafford  South- 
well,  esquire,  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  to  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  Bridges,  d.  d. 
of  Willoughby,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  the  Rev.  Elias  Webb,  of  Sher- 
borne, in  the  same  county,  Richard  Baker,  of  Portland  Place,  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Butler,  d.  d.,  of  Shrewsbury,  in  the 
county  of  Salop,  Edward  William  Trafford,  of  Wroxham,  in  the  county  of 
Norfolk,  esquire,  and  Henry  Thomas  Chamberlayne,  of  Stoney  Thorpe,  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  esquire,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  trust  premises,  by 
the  description  of  two  cottages  or  tenements,  situate  in  Hatton,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick,  formerly  used  as  one  messuage  or  tenement,  and  commonly  called 
by  the  name  of  the  Town  House,  and  adjoining  on  the  west  side  thereof  to 
the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Warwick  to  Birmingham,  and  two  closes 
thereto  adjoining  and  belonging,  and  another  close  to  the  said  cottages  also 
belonging,  adjoining  to  a certain  lane  leading  out  of  the  road  from  Hatton  to 
Grove  Park,  theretofore  called  the  Town  Close,  or  Foxhall  Pits,  and  then 
known  by  the  name  of  High  Digg,  and  two  other  tenements  or  houses  and  gar- 
dens thereto  belonging,  in  Hatton,  adjoining  to  a lane  anciently  called  Turner’s 
Lane,  and  then  called  the  Green  Lane,  leading  out  of  the  said  turnpike  road  to 
Hatton  Church,  and  lying  between  two  closes  of  the  guild  land  of  Warwick, 
and  a little  orchard,  situate  in  Shrewley,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  near  to  and 
adjoining  the  common  there,  and  a close  of  land,  also  lying  in  Shrewley,  at 
or  near  a place  called  Welhnore  Field  Gate,  and  which  said  piece  of  land  was 
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then  called  by  the  name  of  the  Town  Close;  and  also  a little  piece  of  land,  Hattou. 

lying  in  Huds  Pits,  adjoining  to  the  land  formerly  of  Humphrey  Crane,  and  

then  of  Thomas  Morris,  on  the  west,  and  the  common  highway,  called  Long  Throckmorton’s 
Lane,  on  the  east ; all  which  premises  were  commonly  called  the  Church  Lands,  continued.

habitations  of  two  poor  families  _______

These  rents  are  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises. 

The  piece  of  land,  described  as  lying  in  Huds  Pits,  is  not  now  enjoyed  by 
the  charity,  nor  have  we  been  able  to  identify  it.  It  is  generally  believed  in  the 
parish,  that  it  is  included  within  a farm  held  by  Thomas  Morris,  of  the  Rev. 
William  Bree,  of  Allesley,  near  Coventry,  and  which  comprizes  six  fields, 
containing  about  fifty  acres  of  land,  lying  along  the  west  side  of  the  road, 
called  Long  Lane,  but  the  precise  situation  is  unknown.  Mr.  Bree  is  unable, 
from  the  inspection  of  his  title  deeds,  to  give  us  any  information  on  the 
subject. 

The  management  of  the  funds  of  this  charity  was  exercised  chiefly  by  the 
late  Dr.  Parr,  who  was  curate  of  Platton,  during  his  life-time,  and  who 
employed  and  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  rents  in  greatly  improving  and 
ornamenting  the  church  at  Hatton.  The  Rev.  Elias  Webb,  the  present  acting 
trustee,  on  balancing  the  account  with  the  executors  of  Dr.  Parr,  on  the 
5th  July  1825,  found  there  was  due  to  them  the  sum  of  76  /.  9 s.  6 c/. 

Between  the  period  of  Dr.  Parr’s  death  and  Michaelmas  1826,  Mr.  Webb 
had  received  from  the  rents  of  the  estate,  41/.  3s.  6d.,  and  26/.  65.  for  timber, 
sold  some  time  ago,  making  together  67/.  9 s.  6 d.,  and  he  has  paid —

William  Edwards,  of  Kenelworth,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  gentleman,  by  his  Edwards’s  Chanty, 
will,  dated  2.9th  January  1722,  gave  and  devised  all  those  his  messuages  or 
tenements,  corn  mills,  oil  mills,  lands  and  premises,  with  their  appurtenances, 
together  with  the  cisterns,  vatts,  and  all  other  utensils  to  the  said  mills  belonging 
or  therewith  used,  lying  and  being  in  Leek  Wootton  and  Milverton,  in  the  said 
county  of  Warwick,  commonly  called  Guisecliff ; and  also  all  that  his  meadow 
ground  and  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  in  the  borough  of  Warwick, 
commonly  called  Savage’s  Piece,  in  fee,  subject  (among  other  things)  to  the 
payment  of20/.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  half-yearly,  for  ever,  free  from  all  manner 
of  deductions  whatsoever,  to  Thomas  Bree,  senior,  and  Thomas  Bree,  junior,

apothecary,  William  Butler,  of  Kenelworth,  aforesaid,  gentleman,  Francis

Edwards’s^Charuy,  person  as  h{s  sajj  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  choose  for  a school- 

v Lon  ^ _1 y master,  to  teach  and  instruct  all  male  children  whatsoever  which  should  be  born 

and  live  within  the  liberties  and  precincts  of  Hatton,  Shrewley,  and  Bewsall,  in 
the  said  county  of  Warwick ; and  his  will  was,  that  when  so  many  of  his  said 
trustees  should  die,  as  that  there  should  be  but  three' left,  that  then  the  minister, 
churchwardens  and  sidesmen  of  Hatton,  Shrewley,  and  Bewsall  aforesaid,  for 
the  time  being,  should  nominate  and  choose  four  other  such  fit  persons  to  act  as 
trustees,  in  such  manner  as  aforesaid,  so  as  the  number  of  such  trustees  might  be 
seven,  for  ever : And  his  will  further  was,  that  his  said  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  should,  upon  sufficient  reason  appearing  unto 
them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  of  any  neglect  or  insufficiency  of  such  school- 
master, turn  such  schoolmaster  out,  and  choose  another  in  his  stead  ; and  his 
desire  was,  that  his  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  meet  once 
in  every  year,  to  inspect  such  school  ; and  for  their  pains  therein  and  in  the 
other  trusts  therein  after  reposed  in  the  same,  they  should  be  allowed  205. 
yearly  out  of  the  said  20/.  so  to  be  given  to  the  said  schoolmaster. 

Also  he  gave  and  devised  unto  his  said  trustees,  and  the  survivors  of  them, 
for  ever,  all  that  his  messuage  or  tenement,  malthouse,  closes,  meadows,  pas- 
tures, common  field  land,  commons  and  appurtenances  whatsoever  to  the  same 
oelonging,  situate  in  Kenelworth  aforesaid,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas 
Toone,  or  his  assigns,  in  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivors  of  them  should,  for 
ever  thereafter,  receive  and  take  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  and  apply 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  a school  to  be  settled  in  Kenelworth  aforesaid,  in 
such  manner  as  was  thereinbefore  directed  for  the  school  at  Hatton. 

Also,  he  gave  unto  his  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  and  their  heirs,  his 
undivided  moiety  of  ail  and  singular  the  lands,  meadows  and  pastures,  with  their 
appurtenances,  lying  and  being  in  Stonely,  in  the  said  county  of  Warwick,  and 
in  Ashoe,  and  all  waters  and  fisheries  thereto  belonging,  given  to  him  by  the 
Right  Honourable  Thomas  Lord  Leigh,  deceased ; and  also  his  piece  of  land 
lying  in  St. Nicholas  Meadow,  within  the  borough  of  Warwick,  aforesaid;  and 
also  his  tenement  in  Kenelworth  aforesaid,  called  the  Hospital  House,  backside, 
acres  in  the  fields,  commons  and  appurtenances  whatsoever  to  the  same  belong- 
ing : in  trust,  nevertheless  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  for  ever  thereafter, 
should  be  employed  for  the  buying  of  grey  cloth  for  the  clothing  of  six  poor 
men  and  six  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Kenelworth  aforesaid,  with  coats  and 
gowns,  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  be  provided  against  Christmas  next  after  his 
decease  ; and  the  second  year,  for  six  such  men  and  widows,  to  be  chosen  by 
his  trustees,  out  of  Hatton,  Shrewley  and  Bewsall  aforesaid  ; the  third  year 
out  of  Kenelworth  aforesaid,  and  the  fourth  year  out  of  Hatton,  Shrewley  and 
Bewsall  aforesaid,  and  so  turn  by  turn  out  of  the  said  parish  of  Kenelworth, 
and  the  hamlets  of  Hatton,  Shrewley  and  Bewsall  aforesaid,  for  ever  : And  his 
will  was,  that  the  said  coats  and  gowns,  with  the  making  thereof,  should  not 
exceed  in  the  price  of  each  of  them  185.,  and  what  money  should  be  left,  if 
any,  yearly,  should  be  laid  out  in  Bibles  by  his  said  trustees,  and  be  given  to 
such  poor  persons  in  Kenelworth,  Hatton,  Shrewley  and  Bewsall,  as  they  should 
think  fit : And  he  gave  and  devised  unto  his  wife,  his  close  or  meadow  in 
Kenelworth  aforesaid,  called  Rookefields,  for  and  during  the  term  of  her 
natural  life,  she  paying  yearly  unto  his  said  trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them, 
the  yearly  sum  of  3/.,  to  be  applied  by  them  towards  the  providing  of  the  said 
coats  and  gowns  as  aforesaid  ; and  from  and  after  her  decease,  then  he  gave 
and  devised  the  same  unto  the  said  Thomas  Bree  the  younger,  he  paying  the 
like  sum  of  31.,  in  like  manner,  and  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

By  a codicil  to  his  said  will,  dated  21st  March  1722,  the  said  William  Edwards, 
after  reciting  the  above-mentioned  devise  for  the  benefit  of  a school  to  be 
settled  in  Kenelworth,  and  further,  that  there  was  no  school-house  then  built 
for  such  school,  willed,  that  his  wife,  Mary  Edwards,  should  out  of  his 
personal  estate,  given  unto  her  by  his  said  will,  erect  and  build  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  garden,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Thomas  Toone,  two  bays 
of  building,  fit  and  convenient  for  that  purpose. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Edwards,  which  took  place  in  1723,  a partition  was 
made  of  the  premises,  of  which  he  had  devised  the  undivided  moiety  as  above 
mentioned. 

This  was  effected  by  indenture,  dated  29th  September  1724,  between  the 

trustees 
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trustees  named  in  the  will  (with  the  exception  of  Thomas  Bree,  senior,  then  Hatton, 
deceased),  of  the  first  part;  Anthony  Power,  of  Kenilworth,  gentleman,  of  . 

the  second  part;  and  John  Edwards,  of  Shrewley,  and  five  others,  of  the  "continued™** 
third  part;  whereby  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Edwards,  deceased,  and  v ^ - ./ 

the  said  Anthony  Power,  in  the  life-time  of  the  said  William  Edwards,  were 
jointly  seised  as  tenants  in  common,  by  virtue  of  a grant  from  the  late  Thomas 
Lord  Leigh,  of  and  in  two  closes  of  pasture,  called  Hill  Holmes,  containing, 
by  estimation,  seven  acres,  lying  in  the  parish  and  precincts  of  Kenilworth, 
near  a lane  called  Crew  Lane,  leading  from  Warwick  to  Coventry,  lying  in 
the  south  part  thereof,  and  a common,  called  Kingswood  Common,  lying  on 
the  north  side  thereof;  and  of  and  in  a meadow,  called  Holywell  Meadow, 
containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Ashow,  to  the 
said  two  closes  of  pasture  near  adjoining,  the  said  lane,  leading  from  Warwick 
to  Coventry,  lying  on  the  north  side  thereof,  and  the  river  Avon,  being  on 
the  south  side  thereof;  and  of  and  in  the  pischary  or  free  fishing  in  the  river 
Avon,  so  far  as  the  bounds  of  the  said  meadow  extended,  and  all  hedges,  &c., 
hereditaments  and  appurtenances  to  the  said  premises  belonging  : And  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  William  Edwards,  by  his  will  above  mentioned,  had 
devised  his  undivided  moiety  of  the  said  premises  to  the  said  trustees  and  their 
heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  charitable  uses  mentioned  in  his  will,  and  that  the  said 
trustees  foresaw  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  trust,  that  they 
should  come  to  a partition  of  the  premises  with  the  said  Anthony  Power,  to 
which  the  said  Anthony  Power  had  agreed  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  to  the 
intent  that  the  said  partition  might  the  more  fairly  and  equally  be  made,  the 
said  trustees,  parties  of  the  first  part,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Anthony 
Power,  had  nominated  the  parties  of  the  third  part,  being  six  'honest  and 
substantial  men  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  premises,  to  make  such 
partition  of  the  premises  as  they  should  think  most  reasonable  and  equal  ; and 
in  order  thereto,  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  having  well  considered  the 
matter  referred  to  them,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  all  parties 
concerned,  and  for  the  encouragement  and  improvement  of  the  said  charity, 
appointed  and  allotted,  that  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  successors,  should, 
for  ever  thereafter,  hold  and  enjoy  in  severalty  for  their  part  and  portion  of  the 
said  premises,  the  said  two  closes,  called  the  Hill  Holmes,  (except  such  part 
of  one  of  the  said  closes  as  was  then  lately  hedged  and  ditched  out  with  a new 
quickset  hedge,  from  the  other  part  of  the  said  two  closes,  and  lay  between 
the  two  gates  leading  from  Kingswood  Common  to  the  said  lane,  called  Crew 
Lane,)  with  all  trees,  woods,  &c.  and  appurtenances,  to  hold  the  same,  upon 
the  trust  expressed  in  the  will  of  the  said  William  Edwards  ; and  the  said  parties 
of  the  third  part,  thereby  further  appointed  and  allotted,  that  the  said  Anthony 
Power,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should,  for  ever  thereafter,  hold  and  enjoy  in 
severalty,  for  his  part  and  portion  of  the  said  premises,  the  said  meadow, 
called  Holywell  Meadow,  with  the  pischary  and  appurtenances  thereto  belong- 
ing; and  also  that  small  part  of  the  two  closes,  called  the  Hill  Holmes,  so 
lately  hedged  and  ditched  out  as  aforesaid,  with  all  trees,  &c.  and  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging  : And  for  the  further  encouragement  and  advantage 
of  the  said  charity  and  trust,  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  ordered  that 
the  expense  of  the  said  partition,  and  of  the  fine  thereinafter  mentioned, 
should  be  at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  said  Anthony  Power,  his  heirs 
and  assigns : And  for  the  better  corroborating,  settling  and  making  sure 

the  said  partition,  the  said  trustees,  parties  of  the  first  part,  for  themselves, 
their  heirs  and  successors,  and  the  said  Anthony  Power,  for  himself  and  his 
heirs,  covenanted  with  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  that  they  would,  at 
the  cost  and  charges  of  the  said  Anthony  Power,  levy  a fine  of  the  said  premises, 
in  such  manner  as  that  the  respective  parcels  thereof  so  allotted  in  severalty  as 
aforesaid,  should  be  adjudged  and  declared  to  belong  to  the  respective  parties, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  the  manner  above  set  forth. 

The  first  conveyance  of  the  trust  premises  to  new  trustees  was  by  indenture, 
dated  17th  April  1736,  between  William  Jones,  clerk,  Samuel  Dadley  and 
William  Gibbs,  which  said  William  Jones  was  the  minister,  and  the  said 
Samuel  Dadley  and  William  Gibbs,  churchwardens  anti  sidesmen  of  Hatton, 

Shrewley  and  Bewsall,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  of  the  first  part ; Thomas 
Bree,  lately  called  Thomas  Bree  the  younger,  of  Warwick,  William  Butler  of 
Kenilworth,  and  Francis  Smith,  of  Warwick,  of  the  second  part;  and  Joseph 
Rep.  IS.  3 G 3 Smith, 
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Hatton.  Smith,  of  Kenilworth,  Thomas  Eales,  of  Wrox  hall,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
~~  • John  Bree,  of  Bewsall,  and  John  Edwards,  of  Warwick,  of  the  third  part; 

W cLtiwucd  ’ whereby,  after  reciting  the  will  and  codicil  of  William  Edwards,  and  further, 
i ^ > that  the  said  Mary  Edwards,  soon  after  the  death  of  the  said  testator,  did 

erect  a school-house  in  Kenilworth,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  said 
codicil ; and  further  reciting,  that  William  Bromley,  esquire,  and  Lucy  his 
wife,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  8th  and  9th  February  1727, 
for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Bree, 
Francis  Smith,  Nicholas  Roth  well,  William  Butler  and  Thomas  Herbert,  and 
their  heirs,  a plot  of  ground,  containing  one  rood  of  land,  more  or  less,  lying 
in  the  south-west  end  of  a small  inclosure,  called  the  Paddock  or  Pingle,  in 
Hatton  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  said  Mary  Edwards  to  build 
a school-house  thereupon,  wherein  to  teach  such  children  of  Hatton,  Shrewley 
and  Bewsall  aforesaid,  as  by  the  will  of  the  said  William  Edwards  was  directed, 
which  school-house  she  had  then  undertaken  to  build,  and  after  the  building 
thereof  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  for  the  same  purpose ; and  that  the  said  Mary 
Edwards  shortly  after,  at  her  own  cost,  built  such  school-house  thereon  accord- 
ingly : And  further  reciting,  that  the  trustees  named  in  the  said  will  were  all 
dead,  but  the  said  Thomas  Bree,  William  Butler  and  Francis  Smith,  and  that 
the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  sidesmen,  pursuant  to  the  directions  for 
that  purpose  given  in  the  said  will,  had  nominated  and  chosen  the  said  Joseph 
Smith,  Thomas  Eales,  John  Bree  and  John  Edwards,  four  other  fit  persons,  to  act 
as  such  trustees  ; It  is  declared,  that  therefore  the  said  Thomas  Bree,  William 
Butler  and  Francis  Smith,  thereby  granted,  released  and  confirmed  to  the  said 
Joseph  Smith,  Thomas  Eales,  John  Bree  and  John  Edwards,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  all  the  said  messuage  or  tenement,  malt-house,  closes,  meadows, 
pastures,  common  field  land,  commons  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging, 
situate  in  Kenilworth,  late  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Toone  ; and  also  all 
the  said  new-erected  school  in  Kenilworth  ; and  also  all  the  said  undivided 
moiety  of  all  and  singular  the  said  lands,  meadows  and  pastures,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, lying  in  Stoneleigh  and  Ashow,  and  all  waters  and  fisheries  thereto 
belonging;  and  also  the  said  piece  of  land  lying  in  St.  Nicholas  meadow;  and 
also  the  said  tenement  in  Kenilworth,  called  the  Hospital  House,  backside, 
acres  in  the  field,  commons  and  appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging  ; and  all 
and  singular  other  the  therein  before  mentioned  to  be  devised  premises,  with 
their  and  every  of  their  appurtenances ; and  also  the  said  plot  of  ground  in 
Hatton,  and  the  said  school-house  built  thereon  ; To  hold  the  same  to  the  use 
of  the  grantors  and  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  for  the  several 
pious  and  charitable  uses  in  the  will  of  the  said  William  Edwards  mentioned 
and  declared  concerning  the  same. 

It  is  observable,  that  the  partition  above  mentioned,  is  not  noticed  in  this 
deed,  but  the  trust  premises  are  described  in  the  same  terms  as  in  Edwards's 
will. 

By  deed  poll,  dated  1st  March  1750,  Thomas  Nelson,  clerk,  minister  of 
Hatton,  and  John  Bree,  junior,  and  James  Dennett,  churchwardens  of  the 
same  parish,  (there  being  then  no  sidesmen  in  the  parish),  appointed  Thomas 
Bree,  of  Warwick,  clerk,  Robert  Mallory,  of  Leek  Wootton,  Joshua  Harborne, 
of  Kenel worth,  and  the  said  John  Bree,  junior,  trustees,  to  be  added  to  three 
former  trustees  then  living  (but  not  named),  to  fulfill  the  trusts  in  the  will  of 
William  Edwards. 

No  further  conveyance  however  of  the  trust  premises  was  made  till  17S7» 
previously  to  which  an  inclosure  had  taken  place  of  the  open  fields  in  the 
parish  of  Kenilworth.  The  commissioners  for  that  inclosure,  by  their  award, 
dated  the  28th  January  1756,  allotted  to  the  feoffees  under  the  will  of  William 
Edwards,  being  proprietors  of  three  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  three  large 
fields  therein  before  mentioned  [viz.  Prior’s  Field,  Furzen  Field  and  New  Field], 
with  commons  to  the  same  belonging,  an  allotment  on  Knole  Plill  Common, 
containing,  by  statute  measure,  8a.  k 13r.,  bounded  on  the  south-east  by 
inclosed  land,  called  the  Hill  Holme,  in  the  possession  of  Daniel  Atkins. 

It  appears  from  the  account  book  of  the  trustees,  that  the  above  allotment 
was  awarded  in  lieu  and  in  satisfaction  of  the  “ acres  in  the  fields  and  commons” 
mentioned  in  Edwards’s  will,  as  appurtenant  to  the  hospital  house  in  Kenil- 
worth, which,  previously  to  the  inclosure,  were  held  by  Thomas  Heath,  toge- 
ther with  the  hospital  house,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  4.1.  7 s.  Upon  the  inclosure 

taking 
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taking  place,  the  allotment  was  let  to  the  tenant  of  the  Hill  Holmes,  and  has 
been  held  with  them  ever  since,  and  an  abatement  of  1/.  45.  was  made  from 
Heath’s  rent,  in  consequence  of  the  old  land  and  common  being  taken  from  him.  Edwards 

There  was  also  awarded  to  the  trustees,  as  proprietors  of  three  acres  of  land  in  ^ r '"' 
the  said  three  large  fields,  with  commons  to  the  same  belonging,  another 
allotment  on  the  north-west  side  of  the  field,  called  New  Field,  containing  by 
statute  measure,  6a.  2r.  9p-,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  new  intended  road 
leading  from  Wilson’s  Lane,end  over  New  Field.  This  allotment  was  awarded 
in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  the  common  field  land  and  commons,  belonging  to 
the  premises  given  by  Edwards’s  will,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school  in 
Kenilworth. 

By  indenture,  dated  4th  August  1787,  John  Bree  (lately  called  John  Bree 
the  younger),  and  Joshua  Harborne,  two  surviving  trustees,  under  the  appoint- 
ment made  31st  March,  1750,  conveyed  the  trust  premises  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves, the  Rev.  Samuel  Parr,  L.L.  D.,  Robert  Bree,  of  Solihull,  John  Bree,  of 
Stratford-upon-Avon,  M.  D. ; Thomas  Webb,  of  Sherborne,  esquire,  and 
Charles  Porter  Packwood,  of  Warwick,  esquire,  by  the  following  description; 
viz.  all  that  messuage  or  tenement,  malthouse,  barns,  stables  and  buildings  to  the 
same  belonging,  and  all  those  three  closes,  and  a meadow  with  the  said  messuage 
usually  enjoyed,  known  by  the  several  names  of  the  Home  Close,  the  Close  be- 
hind the  school-room  in  Kenilworth  aforesaid,  and  the  Slinget,  and  the  said 
meadow,  called  Turner’s  Meadow,  and  also  that  new  inclosed  piece  or  parcel  of 
land  lying  on  the  north-west  side  of  a certain  field  in  the  late  open  and  common 
fields  of  Kenilworth  aforesaid,  which,  before  the  inclosure  thereof,  was  called  by 
the  name  of  the  New  Field,  containing  by  statute  measure,  6 a.  2 r.  9p.,  all  which 
premises  were  situate  in  Kenilworth  aforesaid,  [the  foregoing  parcels  belong  to 
the  school  at  Kenilworth]  ; and  also  that  messuage  or  tenement  then  divided  into 
several  dwelling-houses,  with  a slinget  or  piece  of  ground  adjoining  the  same,  in 
Kenilworth  aforesaid,  theretofore  called  the  Hospital  House,  in  Kenilworth  afore- 
said, and  all  those  several  closes  or  parcels  of  old  inclosed  grounds,  lying  within 
the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  commonly  called  the  Hill  Holmes,  then  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Samuel  Garratt,  [these  last  mentioned  parcels  belong  to  the  Coat  and 
Gown  charity] ; and  all  other  the  hereditaments  and  premises  whatsoever,  of  and 
belonging  to  the  said  William  Edwards,  in  Kenilworth,  Stoneleigh,  Ashow, 

Leek  Wootton  and  Milverton,  [these  general  terms  comprise  the  rent-charge 
of  20 1.  belonging  to  the  school  at  Hatton,  and  that  of  3 1.  belonging  to  the  Coat 
and  Gown  charity],  which  were  given  and  devised  by  his  will  for  the  uses  trusts 
and  purposes  in  the  said  indenture  before  particularly  mentioned  and  recited,  in 
trust,  to  employ  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  hereditaments 
and  premises  thereby  granted,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will  of  the  said 
William  Edwards,  deceased,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  as 
were  in  and  by  the  said  will  directed  and  appointed  to  be  done. 

The  next  and  latest  trust  deed  is  dated  24th  January  1824,  whereby  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Parr,  L.L.D.,  the  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  himself, 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Butler,  D.D.,  of  Shrewsbury,  Christopher  Roberts  Wren,  of 
Wroxhall,  esquire,  John  Edwards,  of  Stankhill,  in  the  parish  of  Budbrook, 
esquire,  the  Rev.  Elias  Webb,  of  Sherborne,  the  Rev.  George  Biggs,  of  Upton 
Warren,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  and  William  Henry  Butler,  of  Kenilworth, 
gentleman,  the  said  trust  premises  by  the  same  descriptions  as  are  contained 
in  the  last  abstracted  deed,  and  upon  the  same  trusts. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  these  two  last  trust  deeds,  make  no  mention  of  the 
first  allotment  under  the  Kenilworth  inclosure,  above  mentioned.  This  may 
probably  have  arisen  from  the  allotment  having  been  laid  into  the  old  inclosures, 
for  we  shall  find,  that  the  whole,  including  this  addition,  afterwards  comprized 
only  two  closes.  Neither  do  those  deeds  contain  any  conveyances  of  the  land 
in  St.  Nicholas  meadow,  Warwick,  nor  of  the  school  premises  in  Hatton  ; nor 
is  there  any  specific  mention  therein  of  the  school-house  in  Kenilworth,  though 
this  last  might  perhaps  pass  by  the  general  words  of  conveyance. 

Previously,  however,  to  the  last  deed,  a further  alteration  in  the  trust  pro- 
perty was  made  by  an  exchange  of  the  Hill  Holmes,  and  the  allotment  held 
therewith,  with  J.  H.  Leigh,  esquire,  of  Stoneleigh,  for  other  land  in  Kenilworth 
and  Leek  Wootton.  This  exchange  is  evidenced  by  an  indenture,  dated  25th 
March  1814,  between  Charles  Porter  Packwood,  esquire,  John  Bree,  M.D.,  the 
Rev.  Elias  Webb,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Parr,  L.L. D.,  William  Wilberforce  Bird, 
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esquire,  Rev.  Nathaniel  Bridges,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  William  Bree,  clerk, 
trustees  of  a charity  estate  in  Kenilworth,  called  Edwards’s  charity,  of  the  one 
part ; James  Moulton,  of  Kenilworth,  farmer,  of  the  second  part ; and  James 
Henry  Leigh,  of  Stoneleigh  Abbey,  esquire,  of  the  third  part ; whereby  reciting, 
that  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  were  seised  of  two 
pieces  of  arable  land  in  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  called  the  Hill  Holmes,  con- 
taining 15  a.  & 2 it. ; and  the  said  James  Henry  Leigh  was  seised  of  a parcel  of 
land  in  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  called  the  New  Close,  containing  5 a.  1 r.  23p., 
and  of  a parcel  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Leek  Wootton,  called  Marlin’s  Field, 
containing  10a.  1r.  23  p.,  and  also  one  acre  of  land  in  another  field,  called 
Marlin’s  Field,  adjoining  the  last-mentioned  field  in  the  said  parish  of  Leek 
Wootton  ; and  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  the  said  James  Henry 
Leigh,  had  agreed  to  exchange  the  above  described  estates  on  the  terms  after 
expressed  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration 
of  100/.  to  be  paid  by  the  said  James  Henry  Leigh,  covenanted  to  convey  to 
the  said  James  Henry  Leigh,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  at  his  costs  and  charges,  and 
as  his  counsel  should  advise,  the  said  piece  of  land,  called  Hill  Holmes;  and 
the  said  James  Henry  Leigh  covenanted,  at  his  costs  and  charges,  to  convey,  as 
the  counsel  of  the  said  trustees  should  advise,  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part, 
as  such  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  charity,  by  way  of 
exchange  for  their  estate  above  described,  the  said  parcels  of  land  above 
described,  called  New  Close,  Marlin’s  Field,  and  an  acre  of  land,  part  of  the 
greater  Marlin’s  Field ; and  that  he  the  said  James  Henry  Leigh,  at  his  own 
expense,  would  make  the  necessary  fences  for  separating  the  said  acre  from  the 
residue  of  the  said  greater  Marlin’s  Field. 

It  is  clear,  that  the  Hill  Holmes,  mentioned  in  this  deed,  though  described  as 
only  two  closes,  comprized  the  old  inclosures,  and  the  allotment  under  the 
Kenilworth  inclosure,  which  had  been  subsequently  held  with  them  as  above 
stated,  since  the  quantity  of  land  contained  in  them,  as  specified  in  the  deed, 
namely,  15  a.  & 2r.,  corresponds  within  a fraction  with  the  quantity  in  the  two 
old  inclosures,  estimated  in  the  deed  of  partition  at  seven  acres,  and  the  quantity 
in  the  allotment  stated  in  the  commissioner’s  award,  to  be  8 a.  & 13  r. 

The  100/.  mentioned  in  this  deed  as  the  consideration  paid  by  Mr.  Leigh  for 
the  exchange,  was  a liberal  compensation  given  by  him  for  some  excess  of  value 
in  the  timber  growing  on  the  land  received  by  him,  but  which  excess  was  far 
short  of  that  amount. 

The  reason  of  this  exchange  not  being  noticed  in  the  last  trust  deed,  which 
was  executed  ten  years  after  it  had  actually  taken  place  in  possession,  may  have 
been,  that  no  mutual  conveyances  had  been  made  under  the  deed  of  covenant, 
and  therefore  the  legal  estate  in  the  Hill  Holmes  still  remained  in  the  trustees. 

In  addition  to  the  omissions  before  noticed  in  the  two  last  trust-deeds,  there 
appears  to  be  a further  defect  in  those  deeds.  The*grantors  in  the  trust-deed 
of  the  4th  of  August  17&7>  J°bn  Bree  and  Joshua  Harborne,  had  been  appointed 
trustees  by  the  deed-poll  of  the  1st  of  March  1750,  but  no  conveyance  of  the 
trust  property  having  been  made  to  them  by  the  former  trustees,  they  seem  to 
have  had  no  legal  estate  in  the  property  which  they  so  granted.  Under  all 
these  circumstances,  it  appears  advisable,  that  the  trustees  should  take  such 
steps  as  under  legal  advice  may  be  deemed  effectual  for  correcting  the  irregu- 
larities that  have  taken  place  in  these  conveyances. 

The  present  state  of  the  charities,  established  by  the  will  of  William  Edwards, 
is  as  follows  : — 

School  at  Hatton. — The  rent-charge  of  20/.  given  by  the  will  of 
Mr.  Edwards,  for  the  support  of  this  school,  is  received  from  the  owner  of  the 
estate  called  Guy’s  Cliff,  lately  Bertie  Greatheed,  esquire,  and  now  the  Honour- 
able Charles  Greatheed  Bertie  Percy.  After  deducting  1/.,  towards  defraying 
the  expense  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees,  the  remainder  is  paid  over  to 
a schoolmaster  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  for  this  remuneration  instructs 
in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  all  the  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Hatton, 
(comprizing  the  hamlets  of  Bewsall  and  Sluewley),  whose  parents  choose  to 
send  them  to  him.  The  master  occupies,  rent  free,  the  school-house  in  Hatton, 
erected,  as  before  mentioned,  by  the  widow  of  Mr.  Edwards,  which  is  a com- 
modious dwelling,  and  in  good  condition. 

The  repairs  of  this  house,  for  which  no  fund  is  provided,  have  been  defrayed 

by 
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by  the  trustees  out  of  the  surplus  funds  belonging  to  the  Coat  and  Gown 
charity. 

School  at  Kenilworth. — The  account  of  this  school,  and  of  the  portion 
of  the  trust  estates  applicable  to  its  support,  will  be  found  in  a subsequent  part 
of  this  Report,  among  the  charities  at  Kenilworth. 

Coat  and  Gown  Charity. — The  portion  of  the  trust  property,  applicable 
to  the  distribution  of  clothing,  usually  called  the  Coat  and  Gown  charity, 
consists  of  the  following  particulars  : —

The  Hill  Holmes  had  been  held  previously  to  the  exchange  by  this 
same  tenant,  James  Moulton,  at  a similar  rent  of  40/.,  to  which  it  had 
been  gradually  raised  from  10/.  10  s.,  the  rent  fixed  upon  the  addition 
made  of  the  allotment  under  the  inclosure;  viz.  in  1785,  to  18/.;  in 
1794,  to  21  in  1807,  to  27/. ; and  in  1812,  to  40/. 

2.  — The  hospital  houses  in  Kenilworth,  being  three  small  old  tenements,  with 
a croft  or  garden  attached,  containing  altogether  jk.  & 20  p.  held  by

This  land  had  been  held  by  the  late  Dr.  Parr,  till  his  death,  in  1825, 
at  the  rent  of  7/.  7 s.  Dr.  Middleton  declares  his  intention  to  give  up 
the  land,  unless  his  rent  is  reduced  to  10/.  which  he  considers  to  be  its 
full  value. 

4.  — A rent-charge  of  3/.  received  from  the  Rev.  George  Biggs,  in  respect  of 
lands  in  Kenilworth,  called  Rookfields  ------ 

5.  — The  sum  of  100/.  paid  by  Mr.  Leigh,  upon  the  exchange  in  1814,  was 

placed  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Dr.  Bree,  who  paid  five  per  cent  thereon, 
till  his  death,  in  1823.  It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  his  son-in-law  and 
executor,  the  Rev.  George  Biggs,  of  Upton  Warren,  in  Worcestershire, 
one  of  the  present  trustees,  (on  the  security  of  his  ) at

The  above-mentioned  rents  appear  to  be  adequate  to  the  value  of  the 
respective  premises. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  that  for  a considerable  time,  six 
coats  and  six  gowns  were  distributed  in  alternate  years  to  the  poor  of  Kenil- 
worth, and  to  the  poor  of  the  three  townships  of  Hatton,  Bewsall,  and  Shrewley, 
in  the  parish  of  Hatton,  two  being  given  to  each  of  these  townships,  and  that 
sums  of  various  amount  have  from  time  to  time,  though  frequently  at  consi- 
derable intervals,  been  paid  for  Bibles,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor.  As  the 
funds  increased  by  the  improvement  of  the  rents,  the  trustees  augmented  the 
gifts  of  clothing,  giving  to  both  parishes  in  each  year,  and  increasing  the  number 
of  garments  given  to  each  ; but  as  to  the  garments  so  given  beyond  the  number 
prescribed  by  the  founder,  varying  the  proportions  of  coats  to  gow  ns,  and 
dividing  them  equally  or  unequally  between  the  two  parishes,  and  the  portion 
given  to  Hatton  equally  or  unequally  among  the  three  townships,  as  they  saw 
occasion.  The  average  number  of  garments  given  yearly,  for  the  20  years  pre- 
ceding 1814,  (excluding  1708,  1799  and  18C0,  in  which  years  the  distribution 
was  in  exact  conformity  with  the  will),  was  somewhat  more  than  24  coats  and 
15  gowns,  the  average  cost  of  which  was  29/.  16s.  3d. 

The  charges  of  repairing  the  schcolhouse  at  Hatton  have  also  been  defrayed 
out  of  the  surplus  rents.  In  1798  an  order  was  made  for  such  repairs,  which 
amounted  to  103/.  13.5.  2 d.,  and  were  paid  for  in  1800.  In  1805,  50/.,  and 
in  180G,  21/.  10s.  3d.  were  also  paid  for  repairs  of  Hatton  school.  This 
application  of  the  surplus  rents,  though  not  strictly  to  be  vindicated,  may  be 
excused  by  the  total  want  of  any  provision  for  the  repairs  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  that  branch  of  Edwards’s  charity. 

Some  occasional  payments  appear  to  have  been  also  made  for  repairs  or 
improvements  at  Kenilworth  school,  for  which  a similar  excuse  does  not  exist, 
but  they  are  for  the  most  part  small,  and  may  in  some  instances  have  been 
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Hatton.  placed  to  this  account  by  mistake,  in  consequence  of  the  practice  pursued  till 
. lately,  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  three  charities  in  the  same  book,  and  on

v “ In  the  year  1814,  the  trustees  came  to  a resolution,  that  it  would  be  expe- 

dient to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  court  of  Chancery  for  the  application  of 
the  surplus  rents  of  this  charity,  now  far  exceeding  the  amount  requisite  for 
the  limited  objects  of  Edwards’s  will.  They  accordingly  applied  by  petition, 
which  was  presented  in  June  1815,  and,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  made  thereon, 
a scheme  was  laid  before  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  proposing,  that  after 
the  appropriation  of  such  parts  of  the  proceeds  of  the  said  estates  as  might  be 
necessary  for  fulfilling  the  will  of  the  testator,  in  the  purchase  of  coats  and 
gowns,  the  surplus  should  be  applied  by  the  trustees,  at  a meeting  to  be  an- 
nually held  for  the  purpose,  in  the  increase  of  the  number  of  coats  and  gowns, 
to  such  extent  as  they  should  think  proper,  to  be  distributed  as  they  should 
think  proper,  according  to  the  number  of  objects  requiring  the  same,  giving 
one  half  to  the  poor  men  and  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  poor  men  and  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Hatton,  with  the 
hamlets  ofShrewley  and  Bewsall.and  thatwhat  should  remain  should  be  applied 
in  an  annual  distribution  of  books  amongst  the  poor  of  the  two  parishes,  which 
instead  of  being  confined  to  Bibles  only,  might,  when  there  should  have  been 
a sufficient  supply  of  them,  be  extended  to  Prayer  Books,  Testaments,  and  such 
other  religious  works  as  should  be  consistent  with  the  doctrines  and  discipline 
of  the  established  church ; and  that  if,  after  the  distribution  of  such  coats, 
gowns  and  books,  as  the  trustees  should  think  necessary,  there  should  be  any 
ultimate  residue  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  the  said  estates,  the  same  should  be 
expended  by  the  trustees  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  proper,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  two  parishes  alternately ; that  is  to  say,  the  poor  of 
Kenilworth  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  whole  surplus  one  year,  and  the  poor  of 
Hatton,  with  the  hamlets  of  Shrewley  and  Bewsall,  the  next  year,  and  so  on 
from  year  to  year,  provided  that  the  money  expended  in  gowns,  coats  and 
books,  in  each  year,  should  be  so  regulated,  that  the  surplus  might  be,  in  each 
year,  as  nearly  equal  as  circumstances  would  admit.  The  master’s  certificate, 
approving  this  scheme,  was  confirmed  by  order  of  court,  dated  28th  July  1818. 

During  the  years  1814,  1815  and  1816  (in  contemplation  probably  of  these 
proceedings),  the  trustees  confined  their  issue  of  garments  strictly  to  the 
directions  of  Edwards’s  will,  but  in  the  following  year,  the  accumulation  in  hand 
being  considerable,  they  again  increased  the  supply.  It  does  not,  however, 
appear,  that  they  have  adhered  to  the  rule  laid  down  by  the  decree,  that  the 
additional  supply  of  clothes  should  be  equally  divided  between  the  two  parishes, 
until  the  year  1825.  The  distribution  has  varied  greatly  in  annual  amount 
since  1816,  and  in  some  years  has  been  very  large;  taking  the  average  of  the 
nine  years  which  have  elapsed,  it  amounts  to  24  coats  and  18  gowns,  and  the 
annual  cost  to  46/.  17 s.  2 d.  In  1825,  six  coats  and  six  gowns  were  given 
to  the  poor  of  Kenilworth,  and  two  coats  and  two  gowns  to  the  poor  of  each  of 
the  three  hamlets  in  Hatton,  at  the  cost  of  25/.  15s.  6d. 

The  poor  men  and  widows  who  receive  the  garments,  are  appointed  by  the 
trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  in  October,  and  their  names  are  entered  in  the 
account  book.  By  an  order  made  at  the  last  meeting,  it  is  required,  that  in 
future  the  poor  people  receiving  coats  and  gowns  shall  appear  in  them  at  church 
in  their  respective  parishes  on  the  following  Christmas-day,  unless  prevented 
by  illness ; and  that  the  minister  be  requested  to  sign  a certificate,  that  such 
poor  person  has  received  such  coat  or  gown,  and  transmit  it  to  one  of  the 
trustees. 

In  1815,  30/.  was  paid  for  Bibles,  and  in  the  two  following  years  the  decision 
of  the  court  of  Chancery  was  anticipated  by  the  purchase  of  Prayer  Books  as 
well  as  Bibles,  the  total  cost  of  which,  in  those  two  years,  was  43/.  145.  2c/. 
No  further  purchase  was  made  till  1824,  when  1J 1.  115.  was  so  expended;  and 
a further  order  was  given  to  Dr.  Parr  to  purchase  Prayer  Books,  and  whatever 
other  religious  books  he  should  think  proper,  to  the  amount  of  5/.  The  Bibles 
and  Brayer  Books  have  been  distributed  among  the  poor  by  the  ministers  of  the 
respective  parishes.  In  1825,  29  Bibles  and  13  Prayer  Books  were  given  away 
in  Hatton,  besides  supplying  such  as  were  wanted  for  the  Sunday  school. 

A quit-rent  of  1 5.  4 d.  is  paid  to  the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  in  respect  of  a part 
of  the  estate  belonging  to  this  charity,  and  a trifling  sum  is  expended  for 

stamps. 
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stamps.  Till  lately,  the  expense  of  the  annual  meeting  for  auditing  the  accounts,  Hatton, 
and  transacting  the  business  of  the  charities,  when  the  trustees  dine  together,  — — - 

was  defrayed  from  the  funds  of  the  several  charities  ; 1 /.  being  contributed  from  parity, 

each  of  the  school  funds,  and  the  rest,  which  usually  amounted  to  about  4/.,  - — ' 

from  the  funds  of  this  charity.  The  trustees  now  pay  their  own  expenses  at 
these  meetings,  without  any  charge  to  the  charities. 

It  does  not  appear,  that  any  regular  disposition  has  been  made  under  the  terms 
of  the  decree,  of  the  residue  of  the  income,  after  defraying  the  above  charges, 
and  the  costs  of  the  garments  and  books,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
respective  parishes.  Occasional  sums  have  been  expended,  as  heretofore,  for 
necessary  repairs  at  Hatton  School;  and  in  1819,  12/.  7 s.  6 d.  was  paid  for  a 
pump  there.  In  1822,  5l.  6 s.  6d.  was  paid  for  soughing  tiles,  and  a gate  to 
the  tenant,  Moulton.  In  1823,  31.  19-?.  for  lead,  for  Mr.  Edwards’s  tomb,  and 
also  10/.  5 s.  6d.  to  a surveyor,  for  a plan  of  the  charity  estates.  We  find  also, 
that  in  1818,  39/.  12s.  10 d.  was  paid  to  Mr.  Creswell,  of  Stratford-upon-Avon, 
who  was  solicitor  to  Dr.  Bree,  in  the  petition  to  the  court  of  Chancery,  for  his 
share  of  the  costs  of  that  proceeding,  which  were  directed  by  the  court  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity  estate.  The  costs  of  the  other  trustees, 
who  appeared  by  another  solicitor,  Mr.  Greenway,  of  Warwick,  and  which 
amounted  to  117/.  11$.  were  paid  in  part  by  a fall  of  timber,  which  produced 
100  /.,  and  the  rest  by  contributions  from  those  trustees,  Dr.  Parr,  Dr.  Bridges, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Webb.  In  1825,  the  expenses  attending  the  last  appointment 
of  trustees  amounted  to  31  /.  10$.  4 d. 

From  the  inspection  of  the  accounts,  it  appears,  that  from  December  1807, 
when  the  charity  was  indebted  to  the  treasurer  about  2 /.,  there  was  a gradual 
accumulation  of  surplus  income,  which  in  1818  had  amounted  to  115  /.  9$.  3d. 

From  that  time,  it  gradually  decreased  to  24/.  5 s.  10  d.  in  1823.  Since 
that,  it  has  again  increased,  and  at  the  audit  in  October  1825,  it  amounted  to 
58/.  16$.  2 </.,  exclusive  of  a sum  of  18/.  14$.  10  d.,  which  had  been  lent  in  that 
year,  to  the  account  of  the  school  at  Kenilworth,  towards  the  repairs  of  the  farm 
buildings  belonging  to  that  charity. 

The  hospital  houses  are  in  very  bad  repair,  and  the  trustees  have  ordered  an 
estimate  to  be  made  for  the  rebuilding  them,  the  cost  of  which,  it  is  supposed, 
will  occupy  all  that  can  be  saved  of  the  funds  of  this  charity,  for  at  least  two 
years  to  come. 

There  is  a good  deal  of  young  timber  in  the  hedge-rows,  and  in  one  of  the 
fields,  but  none  fit  to  be  cut. 

Mrs.  Norcliffe’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Jane  Norcliffe,  by  her  will,  dated  20th  February  1748,  gave  and  be-  Mrs.  Norcliffe’s 
queathed  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  people  of  Hatton,  the  sum  of  100  /.,  Charity, 
and  willed  that  her  executor  should  put  the  same  to  interest,  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently might  be  after  her  death,  and  that  the  yearly  interest  and  produce 
thereof  should  be  yearly,  for  ever,  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  and  distributed 
to  and  amongst  the  poor  people  of  Hatton,  aforesaid,  every  Sunday,  in  the 
church  there. 

The  will  was  proved  in  1749,  by  Edward  Mundy,  esquire,  the  sole  executor. 

From  some  cause,  of  which  we  are  not  apprized,  this  legacy  remained  unpaid 
tiil  the  year  1787,  when  it  was  paid  up,  with  the  addition  of  110/.  for  interest, 
by  Edward  Philip  Mundy,  esquire,  the  representative  of  Mr.  Mundy,  the  exe- 
cutor, who  died  intestate. 

This  charity  was  also,  for  many  years,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Parr,  and  by 
careful  management  in  his  hands,  the  fund  was  increased  by  savings  of  interest, 
after  expending  what  was  necessary  for  the  distribution  contemplated  by  the 
donor,  till  in  January  1824  it  amounted  to  400/. 

By  deed  poll,  dated  24th  January  1824,  purporting  to  be  made  by  Sigismund 
Trafford  Southwell,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Parr,  L.L.D.,  the  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Bridges,  D.D.,  Christopher  Roberts  Wren,  esquire,  the  Rev.  George  Biggs,  the 
Rev.  Elias  Webb,  John  Edwards,  esquire,  and  Sigismund  Trafford,  the  younger, 
esquire,  but  not  executed  by  Sigismund  Trafford  Southwell,  or  Sigismund  Traf- 
ford, the  younger,  reciting  the  will  of  Jane  Norcliffe  ; and  further,  that  the  prin- 
cipal monies  applicable  to  the  trusts  of  the  said  will,  then  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  400/.,  of  which,  350/.  was  secured  by  the  bond  of  Edward  Miller  Mundy,  of 
Shipley,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  dated  1st  January  then  last,  made  and  entered 
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into  by  him,  to  the  several  trustees  parties  thereto,  at  the  interest  of  4 r>  per  cent, 
~ — " and  the  residue  thereof,  amounting  to  50/.,  was  then  secured  by  the  promissory 
18 Charity  ' eh  note  of  Thomas  Heydon,  of  Warwick,  gentleman,  bearing  even  date  with  the  said 
continued.  deed-poll,  and  payable  to  the  said  several  trustees  with  interest,  at  the  rate  of 

' ^ ' 4 \ per  cent,  the  parties  to  the  said  deed  declared,  that  the  said  several  sums 

should,  when  it  might  be  found  proper,  be  called  in,  and  laid  out  on  government 
or  real  security,  or  other  reasonable  security,  in  the  names  of  the  said  trustees, 
and  that  the  said  trustees  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  two  sums  of  350/. 
and  50/.,  and  of  the  present  and  any  future  securities,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  the 
yearly  interest  thereof,  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  people  of 
the  parish  of  Hatton,  every  Sunday,  in  the  church  there,  according  to  the  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  said  testatrix  ; and  it  was  agreed,  that  as  often  as  any  of  the 
said  trustees  should  die,  or  desire  to  be  discharged  from,  or  become  incapable  to 
act  in  the  said  trusts,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  surviving  or  continuing  trus- 
tees, or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  nominate  proper  persons  to  be  trustees, 
in  the  place  of  them  so  dying,  &c.,  and  that  thereupon,  the  securities  on  which 
the  said  trust  fund  should  be  then  placed,  should  be  assigned  and  transferred,  so 
as  to  be  properly  vested  in  the  surviving  or  continuing  trustees,  and  such  new 
trustees,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  5 01.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Heydon,  at  the  time  of  executing  this  deed,  has 
been  since  paid  in,  and  invested  with  a further  saving  of  20/.,  making  together 
70/.,  in  the  savings  bank  at  Warwick.  There  is  also  due  from  the  executors 
of  Dr.  Parr,  9/*  9$.  of  the  interest  received  by  him  in  his  life-time  from  the 
foregoing  investments. 

The  present  mode  of  distribution  is  as  follows;  24  sixpenny  loaves  are  sent 
to  the  vestry  every  Sunday  morning,  in  the  months  of  December,  January, 
February  and  March,  and  eight  sixpenny  loaves,  every  Sunday,  in  the  remaining 
months  of  the  year.  These  are  given  in  rotation  to  53  poor  persons  or  families, 
whose  names  are  inscribed  in  a list ; viz.,  28  in  Hatton,  14,  in  Shrewley,  and 
11  in  Bewsall.  Where  there  are  four  in  family,  two  loaves  are  given,  where 
fewer,  one.  Those  only  have  the  loaves,  who  attend  at  church  to  receive 
them. 

The  cost  of  these  loaves  is  about  17/-  4s.  per  annum.  The  interest  received 
on  420/.  at  four  and  a half  per  cent,  is  IS/.  18s.,  exceeding  the  price  of  the 
bread  distributed  by  1/.  14s.  It  does  not  appear  to  us  necessary  that  any  part 
of  this  interest  should  be  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  further  accumulation.

Slipper’s  Charity. 

Upon  a stone  on  the  north  wall  of  Ipsley  church,  is  the  following  inscrip- 
tion : — 

“ A.  D.  1711- — Mr.  Joseph  Slipper , of  Studley,  gave  to  this  parish  30/.,  the 
interest  thereof  to  clothe  yearly  two  poor  widows,  or  in  want  of  such,  three 
fatherless  children.” 

This  money  had  been  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  late  rector,  and  after  his 
death  an  arrear  of  interest  accrued  to  the  amount  of  15/.,  in  consequence  of  the 
money  having  remained  unapplied  in  the  hands  of  his  executor. 

In  1823,  5/.  of  this  arrear  was  applied  in  gifts  of  clothing  to  poor  widows, 
and  the  other  10/.  was  added  to  the  principal,  making  the  whole  40/.  The 
Rev.  Thomas  Dolben  Dolben,  now  curate  of  Ipsley,  and  only  child  of  the  late 
rector,  considers  himself  as  such  responsible  for  this  sum,  and  2/.  a year  as  the 
interest  thereof,  is  applied  by  him  in  furnishing  clothing  or  sheeting  to  poor 
widows  of  the  parish.  In  consequence  of  the  increase  of  vhe  fund,  he  is  enabled 
to  supply  more  than  two  widows. 

Mrs.  Dolben’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Mart)  Dolben,  by  her  will,  dated  12th  January  1?87>  after  bequeathing 
to  three  trustees,  therein  named,  300/.  for  the  benefit  of  three  widows  of  clergy- 
men  of  the  diocese  of  Worcester,  gave  to  her  said  trustees  the  residue  of  her 
personal  estate,  in  trust,  to  convert  such  part  thereof  as  was  not  money  into 
money,  and  invest  the  whole  in  government  or  real  security,  and  to  apply  the 
interest  thereof  to  the  use  of  her  mother,  for  life,  then  of  her  brother,  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Dolben,  for  life;  and  in  the  event  (which  has  happened)  of  his  dying 

without 
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without  leaving  children  who  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  then  in  provid-  ipsley. 
ing  a small  house  for  the  residence  of  a schoolmistress,  in  the  parish  of  Ipsley,  for  , • 

teaching  twelve  girls,  daughters  of  poor  labourers,  or  poor  tradesmen,  of  the  said  1 charity6"* 
parish,  to  read,  spin,  knit  and  sew,  and  in  paying  the  schoolmistress  a salary  of  continued. 

21 /.  a year,  and  providing  Bibles  and  clothing  for  the  scholars,  with  various  ' — * — 

directions  for  the  regulation  of  the  school. 

Under  the  head  of  General  Charities,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  in  a subse- 
quent page  of  this  Report,  will  be  found  some  further  particulars  respecting  the 
charities  of  Mrs.  Mary  Dolben,  from  which  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  property  of 
the  testatrix,  not  specifically  bequeathed,  consisted  at  the  time  of  her  death,  of 
a sum  of  1,000 /.  secured  on  mortgage  of  an  advowson,  and  100/.  three  percent 
consolidated  bank  annuities. 

The  latter  sum,  which  alone  was  applicable  to  the  charitable  uses  specified  in 
the  testatrix’s  will,  not  being  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  her  charity  for  the 
widows  of  clergymen,  no  residue  remained  to  be  applied  to  the  establishment 
of  the  school  at  Ipsley,  which  accordingly  has  not  taken  place. 


PARISH  OF  LOXLEY. 
M its.  Norcliffe’s  Charity. 


Jane  Norcliffe,  of  Loxley,  widow,  by  will,  dated  20th  February  1748,  gave 
and  bequeathed,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  people  of  Loxley  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  100/.,  and  declared  her  will  to  be,  that  her  executor  should  put  the 
same  to  interest  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  her  death,  and  that  the 
yearly  interest  and  produce  thereof  should  be  yearly,  for  ever,  laid  out  in  bread, 
and  given  and  distributed  to  and  amongst  the  said  poor  people  of  Loxley  afore- 
said, every  Sunday,  in  the  church  there,  and  that  as  often  as  the  said  100/. 
should  be  paid  in,  then  the  same  should  be  forthwith  put  to  interest  again, 
and  the  yearly  interest  and  produce  thereof,  be  yearly,  for  ever,  applied  as 
aforesaid. 

The  will  was  proved  at  London,  17th  July  1749,  by  Edward  Mundy,  esquire, 
the  sole  executor. 

From  a correspondence  which  was  produced  to  us,  between  the  late  Edward 
Millar  Mundy,  esquire,  and  the  late  and  present  vicars  of  Loxley,  it  appears, 
that  in  the  year  1804,  Mr.  Mundy  paid  to  the  Rev.  G.  Huddesford,  the  then 
vicar,  50/.  on  account  of  the  interest  of  the  above  legacy.  It  further  however 
appears,  that  ten  years  before  this,  Mr.  Mundy  had  sold  some  property  at  Loxley, 
which  he  had  derived  from  Mrs.  Norcliffe,  to  Mr.  Charles  Hunt,  of  Stratford, 
and  on  that  occasion  conceived  that  he  had  transferred  to  Hunt  the  liability  to 
pay  the  interest  of  this  legacy.  For  the  evidence  of  this  transfer,  Mr.  Mundy 
relies  in  this  correspondence  upon  a paper,  which  he  transmitted  to  Mr.  Hud- 
desford, in  a letter  dated  22d  May  1808,  in  which  letter  he  states,  that  having 
believed  this  instrument  to  have  been  lost,  with  some  other  deeds,  when  the  vicar 
had  requested  the  interest  of  the  legacy  in  1804,  he  had  sent  him  the  50/.  for 
ten  years  interest,  not  being  willing  to  let  the  poor  of  Lon  ley  suffer  on  account 
of  tlie  misfortune  which  he  then  supposed  he  had  sustained. 


The  following  is  a copy  of  the  paper  alluded  to,  which  is  signed  by  the  late 
Sir  John  Mordaunt,  of  Walton  : — 

“ London,  14th  May,  1794. 

“ Received  of  Edward  Miller  Mundy,  esquire,  the  sum  of  70/.,  being  in  full 
of  all  interest  due  on  100/.  charged  by  Mrs.  Jane  Norcliffe  on  an  estate  at 
Loxley,  now  the  property  of  Charles  Hunt,  esquire,  into  whose  hands  the 
said  Edward  Miller  Mundy,  esquire,  has  paid  the  said  sum  of  100/.,  with 
which  the  said  estate  continues  to  be  charged  ; which  sum  of  70/.  I receive 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Loxley,  at  the  request  of  the  said 
Charles  Hunt,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cooper,  of  Loxley  aforesaid,  to  whom, 
till  the  money  is  laid  out  by  me  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  poor,  1 promise  to 

be  accountable.  (signed)  “ John  Mor  daunt” 


No  payment  has  been  received  on  account  of  this  legacy  since  1804.  Mr.  Hunt 
became  bankrupt,  and  the  Loxley  estate  sold  to  him  by  Mr.  Mundy,  passed 
into  other  hands.  It  is  now  the  property  of  John  Dewes,  esquire,  and  nothing 
Rep.  18.  3 H 3 is 
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is  found  upon  his  title  deeds,  establishing  any  charge  on  the  estate  in  respect  of 
Mrs.  Norcliffe’s  charity. 

The  statement  in  the  above  mentioned  paper,  that  the  100/.  had  been  charged 
by  Mrs.  Norcliffe  on  the  estate  at  Loxley,  must  be  erroneous,  unless,  what  is 
very  improbable,  she  so  charged  it  during  her  life,  in  the  short  interval  of 
little  more  than  a year  between  the  date  of  her  will  and  the  time  when  the  will 
was  proved.  It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Mundy  effected  any  legal  charge  of 
the  legacy  on  the  estate  while  in  his  possession  ; indeed  the  import  of  the  above 
paper  is  inconsistent  with  his  having  done  so  ; and  if  by  the  terms  of  the  sale 
to  Hunt,  any  equitable  charge  upon  the  estate  may  have  been  created,  as 
against  him,  none  such  appears  to  have  been  raised  against  his  successors  in  the 
property.  Mr.  Mundy  died  a few  years  since,  and  we  are  thus  disabled  from 
obtaining  any  further  elucidation  of  these  transactions.  Upon  the  evidence 
before  us,  it  appears  that  he  placed  the  legacy  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hunt, 
without  taking  from  him  any  sufficient  security,  and  that  the  money  has 
thereby  been  lost.  It  seemed  to  us,  therefore,  that  the  parish  had  good  ground 
to  apply  to  Mr.  Mundy’s  representatives  to  make  good  the  loss,  which  has  been 
sustained  through  his  inadvertence.  Rut  on  stating  this  opinion  to  Mr.  Mundy’s 
son  and  executor,  we  are  informed  by  his  solicitors,  that  the  whole  of  Mr. 
Mundy’s  personal  assets  have  already  been  applied  in  the  payment  of  his 
debts. 

Mrs.  Underhill’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Underhill,  by  her  will,  dated  the  22d  December  17S0, 
bequeathed  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Loxley,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  the  sum  of  100/.,  upon  trust, 
to  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  on  real  or  government  securities,  and  to 
distribute  the  interest  and  proceeds  thereof  yearly,  amongst  such  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Loxley  aforesaid,  as  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  in 
their  discretion  think  proper  objects  of  charity. 

This  legacy,  after  being  for  some  time  in  the  hands,  first  of  Charles  Hunt, 
esquire,  of  Stratford,  and  then  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cooper,  vicar  of  Loxley, 
was  lent  to  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road  from  Stratford  to  Long  Compton 
Hill,  upon  the  security  of  the  toils,  at  the  annual  interest  of  five  per  cent. 
The  security  bears  date  the  13th  March  1802,  and  is  given  to  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Cooper,  vicar  of  Loxley,  Thomas  Plumb,  churchwarden,  and  Joseph  Plumb, 
senior,  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  same  parish. 

In  the  year  1824,  notice  was  received  from  the  trustees  of  the  road,  that 
they  should  pay  in  the  principal,  unless  the  parishioners  would  consent  to  take 
four  and  a half  per  cent  interest,  which  they  agreed  to  do.  The  interest  is  paid 
annually  at  Lady-day,  and  the  distribution  of  the  charity  is  usually  made  at 
the  latter  end  of  the  year : At  one  of  the  vestry  meetings,  which  are  held 
every  month,  it  is  taken  into  consideration  in  what  manner  the  money  had  best 
be  applied,  whether  in  blankets  and  different  articles  of  woollen  and  linen 
clothing,  or  coals,  and  according  as  any  of  these  articles  seem  to  be  most 
needed  by  the  poor,  directions  are  given  that  they  shall  be  purchased  and 
distributed. 

A list  is  made  out  of  the  poor,  and  the  portions  given  to  each  family  are 
generally  equal,  or  nearly  so.

PARISH  OF  BADESLEY  CLINTON. 

Knight’s  Charity. 

Badesiey  Clinton.  William  Knight,  by  will,  dated  18th  February  1716-17?  gave  to  the  poor  of 
- — 7 . Chadwick  End,  in  Balsall,  10-s.,  and  likewise  to  the  poor  of  Badesley  Clinton, 

Knights  Charity,  iqs.,  to  be  paid  yearly,  after  the  death  of  himself  and  his  wife  ; and  he  directed, 
that  the  said  sum  of  10.?.  should  be  given  away  on  Good  Friday,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  hither  side  of  the  town  of 
Balsall,  and  likewise  at  the  discretion  of  the  overseer  of  Badesley  ; which  sums 
were  secured  upon  two  little  closes,  called  House  Place,  or  W ard’s  Closes, 
being  contained  in  a surrender  bearing  even  date  with  that  his  will. 

The  two  closes,  mentioned  in  this  will,  are  in  the  parish  of  Balsall,  lying 
close  to  Badesley  Clinton,  and  arc  the  property  of  William  Horsender,  from  whom 
the  10 5.  due  to*  Badesley  is  received  by  the  overseer,  and  is  given  away  by  him 

$ -on 
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on  Good  Friday,  after  the  sacrament,  together  with  the  2 s.  next  mentioned, 
and  the  sacrament  money,  at  the  church,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  who  attend 
there.  The  amount  received  by  eacii  depends  on  the  number  attending,  and 
the  sums  given  vary  according  to  the  size  of  the  families.  The  largest  portion 
is  seldom  more  than  9 s. 

Mrs.  Hodgktnson’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Returns  to  Parliament,  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  that  Mrs. 
JLodgkinson,  but  at  what  period  was  not  known,  gave  91.  for  the  benefit  of 
poor  housekeepers,  then  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  and  rendering  an 
annual  interest  of  9s. 

This  sum  of  91.  passes  from  overseer  to  overseer,  each  while  he  holds  the 
office  allowing  9s.  per  annum  interest.  It  is  given  away  at  the  church  on  Good 
Friday,  in  the  manner  above  stated. 


PARISH  OF  BARSTON. 

Lucy  Bressie’s  Charity. 

A benefaction  table  in  the  church  at  Barston,  contains  the  following 
inscription  : — 

“ Lucy  Bressie,  on  the  30th  of  December  1647,  did  surrender  all  that 
close,  since  called  the  Town  Close,  to  trustees,  to  employ  9s.  of  the  rents 
thereof  towards  the  repair  of  the  church,  and  after  payment  of  chief  rent 
and  other  taxes,  to  distribute  the  residue  among  the  poor  of  Barston. — Balsall 
Court  Roll,  October  9th,  24  Caroli.” 

This  land  is  now  vested  in  the  following  trustees,  who  were  admitted  upon 
the  Court  Rolls  in  October  1824 ; Edward  Barber,  Thomas  Leigh,  James 
Gilbert,  John  Lowe,  William  Taylor  and  Henry  Dawes. 

The  land  is  in  size  about  two  acres,  and  is  let  to  Thomas  Rawbone,  as 
tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  4/.  4 s.  per  annum.  He  has  held  it  at  this  rent 
about  seven  years.  It  was  arable  when  he  took  it,  and  he  has  since  laid  it 
down  in  grass.  The  rent  appears  to  be  a fair  one. 

This  rent  is  received  at  Lady-day  by  Mr.  Barber,  who  thereupon  makes  out 
a list  of  poor  persons,  whom  he  thinks  the  most  proper  objects  to  receive  it, 
selecting  the  most  industrious,  and  such  as  have  the  largest  families,  and  do 
not  receive  parish  relief.  To  these  the  money  is  given  usually  in  sums  of  7^* 
to  a family.  Last  year  (1826)  twelve  families  received  this  allowance,  with 
the  exception  of  two,  to  whom  only  6s.  were  given,  Is.  being  deducted  from 
each  of  these,  in  order  to  be  given  to  a poor  woman  who  was  thought  to  be 
particularly  deserving  relief. 

Notice  is  given  in  the  church,  generally  the  next  Sunday  after  the  rent 
is  received,  of  the  persons  who  are  to  partake  of  it,  and  of  the  day  on  which 
the  distribution  will  be  made,  which  is  in  the  course  of  the  following  week. 
It  takes  place  at  the  church. 

In  1822,  Ad.  9s.  1 d.  having  been  paid  for  the  admittance  of  the  trustees,  no 
distribution  took  place. 

Dole  Charities. 

The  following  doles  are  also  recorded  upon  the  tablet  in  the  church:  — 

Fisher’s  Dole. 

“ Thomas  Fisher,  of  Escote,  gentleman,  gave  10s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  out 
of  two  closes,  called  Ebridges,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Barston, 
where  most  need  should  be,  upon  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas,  yearly. — Balsall 
Court  Roil,  26th  June  1651.” 

This  is  received  by  the  churchwarden,  from  Mrs.  Ann  Harris,  occupier  of 
a farm  in  Escote,  the  property  of  Miss  Fisher,  and  which  comprises  two  closes, 
called  Ebridges. 

Marsh’s  Dole. 

“ Henry  Marsh  gave  lOs.  per  annum,  for  ever,  out  of  his  estate  at  Pearsall 
End,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Barston,  on  Christmas-eve,  yearly. — 
Balsall  Court  Roll,  lfith  James,  anno  I617-” 

A further  account  of  this  dole  will  be  found  in  a subsequent  page,  among 
the  charities  at  Hampton  in  Arden. 

The  churchwarden  receives  it  from  Joseph  Boultbee,  esquire,  of  Knowle, 
in  respect  of  an  estate  at  Pearsall  End,  now  his  property. 
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Margaret  Allibone’s  Dole. 

Barstor..  “ Margaret  Altibonc  gave  20  s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  out  of  her  copyhold 

t estate  at  Estcote,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Barston,  on  Christmas-

Catherine  Astley’s  Dole. 

Catherine  Astley’s  “ Catherine  Astley  gave  105.  per  annum,  for  ever,  out  of  her  copyhold  lands, 
Dole.  jn  t]ie  manor  of  Balsall,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Barston,  on  Good 
Friday,  yearly. — Copy  of  Barston  Register.” 

This  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  front  Mr.  William  Low,  occupier  of 
a farm  of  about  89  acres,  situate  in  that  part  of  Barston  which  lies  in  the 
manor  of  Balsall,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Ann  Huddesford,  of  Allesley,  near 
Coventry. 

Martin  Astley’s  Dole. 

Martin  Astley'*  “ Martin  Astley  gave  10s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  estate, 
Dole.  surrendered  to  Ann  Huddesford  and  her  heirs,  to  be  distributed  among  the 
poor  of  Barston,  on  the  day  of  our  Lady  next  before  the  feast  of  Pentecost, 
yearly.” 

This  is  also  received  from  Mr.  William  Low,  out  of  the  rents  of  the  same 
farm  as  the  foregoing. 

William  Penn’s  Dole. 

William  Penn’s  “ William  Penn  gave  10s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  a close, 
called  Long  Rangsley,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Barston,  on  Good  Friday,  yearly. — Barston  Court  Roll,  November  3d,  1624.” 
This  is  paid  by  Mr.  James  Gilbert,  the  present  churchwarden,  owner  of 
a close  in  Barston,  a little  more  than  three  acres  in  size,  called  Long 
Rangsley. 

These  doles,  amounting  to  31.  10s.  per  annum,  are  given  away  by  the  church- 
wardens, generally  with  the  assistance  of  the  overseer,  about  Christmas,  a list 
being  previously  made  out  of  the  persons  whom  they  think  most  in  want  and 
deserving,  in  selecting  whom  they  do  not  make  any  distinction  betwen  those 
who  do,  and  those  who  do  not,  receive  parish  relief.  Widows,  or  a man  and  his 
wife,  receive  Is.  a piece,  others  as  far  as  3s.  6 d.,  in  proportion  to  the  size  of 
their  families. 

PARISH  OF  BICKENHILL. 

Mrs.  Wollaston’s  Ciiaiuty. 

In  the  account  given  in  our  Ninth  Report,  of  the  charities  at  Walsall,  in 
Staffordshire,  will  be  found,  at  p.  598,  the  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Mrs. 
Blanch  Wollaston , from  which  it  appears,  that  she  directed  her  personal  estate 
to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  iands  for  certain  charitable  uses,  one  of  which 
was,  that  51.  of  the  yearly  rents  should  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Bickenhill,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  that  certain  Iands 
in  the  parish  of  Aldridge,  there  specified,  were  purchased  in  pursuance  of  her 
said  will. 

Five  pounds  a year  are  received  from  the  trustees  of  Mrs.  Wollaston’s  charity 
at  Walsall,  by  the  parish  officers  of  Bickenhill,  and  distributed,  together 
with  the  charity  next  mentioned,  and  some  other  voluntary  gifts,  to  the  poor 
of  that  parish,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

A parish  meeting  is  held  a few  days  previously,  at  which  a list  is  made  out 
of  the  poor  parishioners,  and  other  resident  poor,  who  are  considered  as  the 
most  proper  objects  of  the  charity,  and  the  sums  are  fixed  which  are  to  be 
given  to  each  family.  These  sums  vary  from  5s.  to  2s.,  the  greater  number 
are  2 s.  Od. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

Upon  a stone  tablet  in  the  church  porch  of  Bickenhill,  is  an  inscription, 
recording  the  death  of  George  Smith,  on  the  15th  June  1731,  and  stating, 
that  he  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  the  sum  of  10/.,  the  interest  of  which 
was  to  buy  bread,  one  half  to  be  given  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  the  other 
naif  on  Good  Friday,  for  ever. 

Thissumof  10/.  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Thornley, 
aimer,  of  Bickenhill,  for  which  he  gave  his  bond,  dated  6th  May  1777»  t(* 
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John  Wedge,  of  the  parish  of  Bickenhill,  gentleman,  bearing  interest  at  five  Bickenhill. 

per  cent,  on  the  back  of  which  bond  is  a declaration  by  Mr.  Wedge,  that  the  Smitl7“"  . 
money  so  secured  was  the  charity  money  given  by  George  Smith.  Mr.  Edward  ^continued  ^ 

Thornley  is  dead,  and  the  money  remains  in  the  hands  of  his  son,  Charles  \ , 

Thornley. 

The  annual  interest,  being  10.9.,  is  regularly  paid ; it  is  not  now  applied  in 
the  purchase  of  bread,  but  distributed,  as  before  mentioned,  in  money,  on 
St.  Thomas’s  day. 

Uncertain  Donor. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  26th  George  3d,  that  Uncertain  Donor. 

Shaxve,  by  will  (but  of  what  date  is  not  stated),  gave  20  s.  a year  out  of 

land,  to  the  poor  of  Lindon  quarter,  and  Church  Bickenhill  quarter,  in  this 
parish,  and  which  is  there  stated  to  be  vested  in  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers. 

It  appears,  that  an  annual  sum  of  205.  was  received  for  many  years  previous 
to  1805,  first  from  a Mr.  Birch,  tenant  of  an  estate  in  Yardley,  then  belonging 
to  a Mrs.  Brandon,  afterwards  from  Mr.  William  Ward,  draper,  of  Birmingham, 
who  had  become  proprietor  of  the  estate.  About  the  year  1805,  Mr.  Ward 
died,  and  left  his  estate  at  Yardley  to  his  brother,  Thomas  Ward,  who  likewise 
died  about  twelve  years  ago,  and  left  the  estate  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Warnford, 
who  has  lately  sold  it  in  parcels.  The  annuity  has  been  applied  for,  but  has 
not  been  paid  since  the  death  of  Mr.  William  Ward. 

Upon  inspecting  Mr.  Warnford’s  abstract  of  title,  no  mention  whatever  is 
found  of  this  payment  as  a charge  on  the  estate ; and  as  no  document  is  known 
to  exist  in  the  parish  establishing  the  charge,  or  explaining  the  origin,  and 
nature  of  the  benefaction,  there  seems  to  be  no  means  of  enforcing  the  re- 
storation of  the  charity. 

The  annuity,  when  received,  was  given  away  with  the  rest  of  the  charity 
funds,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 


PARISH  OF  ELMDON. 


Charities  of Mayne  and  Paul  Baine. 

Upon  a benefaction  table  in  the  church  of  Elmdon,  it  is  recorded,  that  Mr. 
Mayne,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  20/.,  and  Paul  Baine,  esquire,  10/.,  the  interest 
of  the  said  two  sums  to  be  distributed  in  bread,  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  for  ever,  to  such  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  as  should  attend  divine 
service  on  those  days.  It  is  further  stated,  that  for  the  above  sum  of  30/. 
the  parish  of  Elmdon  have  given  security. 

Two  shillings  worth  of  bread,  in  twopenny  loaves,  is  given  away  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  every  month,  after  morning  service,  by  the  rector  or  church- 
warden, generally  the  former,  to  poor  parishioners  who  have  attended  at  the 
service.  The  parish  is  very  small,  and  it  is  seldom  that  more  poor  persons 
attend  than  are  sufficient  to  receive  a loaf  for  a family  ; if  there  are  fewer, 
the  remaining  loaves  are  given  to  such  of  those  who  are  present,  as  are  con- 
sidered most  in  need. 

It  is  stated,  that  the  money  given  by  these  benefactors  was  applied  in  rebuild- 
ing the  church,  which  took  place  about  the  year  1781.  In  that  year,  the  first 
entry  appears  in  the  churchwardens  book  of  the  payment  of  interest,  and  it  is 
regularly  continued  from  that  day  down  to  the  present  time.

PARISH  OF  HAMPTON  IN  ARDEN. 

Marsh’s  Charity. 

At  a court  baron  for  the  manor  of  Balsall,  held  9th  April,  lGth  James  1,  Hampton  in  Arden, 
Martin  Astley  and  Thomas  Attwood,  customary  tenants  of  the  manor,  pre-  - — - 

sented  a certain  surrender  made  out  of  court  into  their  hands,  on  the  4th  day  Marsh  s Chanty, 
of  January  then  last,  by  Henry  Marsh,  since  deceased,  of  one  house,  one 
barn,  with  all  other  buildings  to  the  same  belonging,  together  with  an  orchard, 
a garden,  a close,  and  a meadow  lying  at  Pearsall  End,  with  their  appur- 
tenances, to  the  use  and  behoof  of  him  the  said  Henry  Marsh,  for  the  term 
of  his  life,  and  afterwards  to  the  use  of  Henry  Chandler,  for  one  year,  and 
then  to  the  use  of  Robert  Taylor,  and  his  heirs,  for  ever,  according  to  the 
Rep.  18.  3 I custom 
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Hampton  in  Arden,  custom  of  the  manor,  on  the  following  conditions,  to  wit ; that  he  the  said 
- — - . Robert,  or  his  heirs  or  assigns,  should,  among  other  things,  annually  pay  to 

^ie  I)oor  Hampton  in  Arden,  20 6'.  ; to  the  poor  of  Barswell  [Berkswell] 

v / 105. ; to  the  poor  of  Balsall,  105.;  to  the  poor  of  Barston  and  Estcote,  105; 

and  to  the  poor  of  Knowle,  105;  the  said  several  sums  of  money  to  be  paid 
by  the  said  Robert  Taylor,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  on  the  day  of  St.  Thomas  the 
Apostle,  to  the  wardens  and  collectors  of  the  poor  of  the  aforesaid  towns,  to 
the  use  of  the  poor,  and  the  said  wardens  and  collectors  to  pay  the  same  to 
the  poor  of  the  said  towns,  on  Christmas-eve,  lo  the  poorest  persons;  and  in 
default  of  payment,  he  gave  power  to  the  said  wardens  and  collectors  to  enter 
and  distrain  upon  the  said  premises:  And  at  the  said  court,  came  the  said 
Robert  Taylor,  and  prayed  seisin  of  the  said  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances, 
according  to  the  form  of  the  said  surrender,  to  whom  the  lord,  by  his  steward, 
granted  seisin,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  tenements  to  him  and  his  heirs, 
under  the  conditions  aforesaid,  and  he  was  admitted  accordingly. 

The  premises  charged  with  these  payments  are  now  the  property  of  Joseph 
Boultbee,  esquire,  and  form  part  of  his  park  at  Pearsall  End.  The  205.  a year 
to  Hampton  in  Arden,  had  been  paid  by  former  proprietors ; but  Mr.  Boultbee, 
since  he  came  into  possesion  of  the  property,  which  was  in  the  year  1797,  has 
discontinued  the  payment,  not  being  aware  of  the  entry  on  the  court  rolls 
above  stated,  or  in  any  other  manner  apprized  of  the  origin  of  the  claim. 
Upon  this  being  explained  to  him  by  us,  he  engaged  to  make  the  payment  in 
in  future,  and  we  further  intimated  to  him  our  opinion,  that  he  ought  to 
make  a reasonable  compensation  for  the  arrears  incurred,  during  the  suspension 
of  the  payments. 

This  annuity,  when  received,  used  to  be  distributed  among  the  most  needy 
poor  of  the  parish,  in  sums,  varying  from  1 5.  to  25.  6 cl.,  as  appears  from  the 
account  books,  in  which  the  names  of  the  several  persons  annually  partaking 
of  the  charity  are  registered. 

Subsequently  to  our  examination  into  the  above  charity,  we  have  been 
informed,  that  Mr.  Boultbee  has  agreed  to  pay  5/.  at  St.  Thomas’s'day  next, 
in  satisfaction  of  all  arrears  to  that  time,  which  the  parish  have  agreed  to 
accept.

through  a meadow  called  Sheepcote  Field),  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  in  continued. 
Eborall  End,  in  Balsall.  v ^ 1 

The  earliest  roll  now  found  recording  the  charity,  is  dated  16th  October 
1775,  which,  after  reciting  a surrender  of  the  premises,  made  24th  October, 

8 Geo.  1,  to  the  use  of  Richard  Tomson  and  others,  upon  condition  that  they 
should  yearly  set  out  a poor  boy  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Hampton  in 
Arden,  to  a person  being  of  an  handicraft  trade,  and  that  it  was  provided,  that 
if  nine  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  three  surviving  ones  should  elect 
nine  others  in  the  place  of  those  that  should  be  dead  ; it  is  stated,  that  at  that 
court,  it  was  found  by  the  homage,  that  Elizabeth  Chinn,  who  was  the  heir 
at  law  of  the  last  survivor  of  the  said  trustees,  carne  to  that  court,  and  prayed 
to  be  admitted  tenant  to  the  said  premises,  to  whom  seisin  thereof  was  granted, 
upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; and  that  the  said  Elizabeth,  and  Henry,  her  hus- 
band, at  the  same  court,  surrendered  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Henry  Chinn,  and  eleven  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  before 
specified,  who  were  thereupon  admitted  accordingly,  and  paid  for  a fine  31. 

The  last  surrender  appears  to  have  been  made  in  October  1825,  by  virtue 
whereof,  and  of  an  admittance  thereupon,  the  premises  were  vested  in  several 
persons  therein  named,  being  the  then  surviving  trustees  of  Fentham’s  charity, 
whose  names  we  shall  specify  in  our  account  of  that  charity. 

This  land,  with  an  allotment  in  lieu  of  common  right,  of  rather  more  than 
two  acres,  contains  in  the  whole  about  twelve  and  a half  acres,  lying  in  three 
different  portions,  in  the  township  of  Balsall,  the  two  closes  being  at  the 
distance  of  about  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  meadow  doles,  and  about 
a mile  from  the  allotment. 

The  whole  is  now  held  by  Francis  Burton,  under  an  agreement  for  a lease 
for  twenty-one  years  from  Lady-day  1825,  at  14/.  a year,  which  is  considered 
to  be  the  full  value.  The  rent  had  been  previously  81.  8s. ? and  formerly  5/. 

The  rent  is  applied  in  putting  out  apprentice  poor  children  of  the  parish, 
generally  boys,  to  such  trades  as  their  parents  select  for  them,  The  year’s  rent 
which  became  due  at  Lady-day  1826,  was  applied  in  the  apprenticing  two 
boys  with  premiums  of  7 1-  each,  the  one  to  the  trade  of  a coachmaker,  the 
other  to  that  of  a needlemaker. 


Fentham’s  Charity. 

George  Fentliam,  of  Birmingham,  mercer,  by  will,  bearing  date  24th  April  Fentham’s  Charity 
1690,  gave  to  Ambrose  Foxall,  George  Jackson,  George  Bradnock  and 
Robert  Loggins,  their  heirs,  executors  and  assigns,  all  his  messuages,  lands, 
meadows,  pastures,  tenements  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, and  all  his  goods,  chattels,  debts,  rights  and  credits  whatsoever, 
on  trust,  for  the  performance  of  his  said  will ; and  after  directing  the  payment 
of  his  debts,  and  several  legacies  therein  mentioned,  he  gave  an  annuity  of 
30/.,  to  be  paid  and  employed  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  ; 20/.  thereof,  to  be 
paid  half-yearly  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  by  even  portions,  to  such  person, 
as  from  time  to  time,  by  the  major  part  of  the  male  copyholders  of  the  manor 
of  Hampton  in  Arden,  (the  place  of  his  birth),  of  full  age,  and  inhabiting 
within  the  same  manor,  should  be  appointed  to,  and  should  teach  school  in 
Hampton  aforesaid,  for  his  salary,  pains  and  livelihood,  for  such  his  teaching 
school  there — such  male  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Hampton, 
and  especially  of  the  poorer  sort  of  them,  to  be  by  him  from  time  to  time  there 
taught,  as  the  major  part  of  the  male  copyholders  of  full  age,  and  inhabiting 
within  the  said  manor,  should  from  time  to  time  agree  on  ; 5/.  more  of  the 
said  annuity  to  be  yearly,  at  the  feast  of  Lady-day,  paid  and  distributed  to  and 
amongst,  and  for  the  relief  and  encouragement,  of  ten  such  of  the  poorest 
families  inhabiting  in  the  same  parish  of  Hampton,  and  not  having  received 
or  asked  relief  by  or  within  the  space  of  one  whole  year  next  before,  from  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  same  parish,  as  the  major  part  of  the  said  male 
copyholders,  of  full  age  and  inhabiting  within  the  same  manor,  should  from 
time  to  time  agree  on;  and  51.  more,  the  residue  of  the  said  annuity,  to  be 
yearly  paid  and  employed  in  and  for  the  setting  and  placing  out  in  apprentice- 
ship of  some  such  son  of  some  such  poor  inhabitant  of  the  parish  of  Hampton,

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Hampton  in  Arden,  in  and  to  some  such  honest  handicraft  trade,  as  by  the  major  part  of  the  said 

~ ' male  copyholders,  of  full  age  and  inhabiting  within  the  said  manor,  should  be 

’ fr°m  time  to  time  agreed  on  : And  after  giving  another  annuity  of  20/.  to  the 

v poor  of  Birmingham,  he  gave  and  appointed  all  the  residue  of  his  estate, 

real  and  personal,  to  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts,  and  that  the  yearly  rents 
and  profits  of  one  equal  part,  should  be  yearly  expended  and  employed  in  and 
for  the  relief,  maintenance  and  other  benefit  of  such  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
said  parish  of  Hampton,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  said  major  part  of  the 
said  male  copyholders  of  full  age,  and  inhabiting  within  the  said  manor  of 
Hampton,  should  from  time  to  time  agree  on  and  appoint,  either  in  the  re- 
lieving or  making  easier  or  more  comfortable  such  of  the  same  poor  inhabitants, 
as  honestly  laboured  and  endeavoured  to  maintain  themselves  and  their 
families,  without  charging  the  parish  therewith,  or  in  the  teaching  of' poor 
children  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  same  parish  to  knit,  sew,  spin  or  do 
other  like  work,  or  in  the  setting  out  of  poor  children  to  be  apprentices,  or 
other  like  charitable  matter  ; and  that  the  profits  of  the  other  moiety  of  the 
said  residue,  should  be  employed  for  the  relief,  maintenance  and  other  benefit 
of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Birmingham,  in  manner  in  the  said 
will  mentioned  ; provided,  that  the  idle  and  vicious  poor  within  the  said  parish 
of  Hampton,  or  in  the  said  parish  of  Birmingham,  or  who  for  the  time  being 
should  have,  or  within  one  year  next  before  should  have  had  or  received,  or 
asked  any  parochial  relief  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  either  of  the  same 
parishes,  should  not  have  or  receive  any  immediate  benefit  or  relief  by  any 
thing  in  his  said  will ; and  he  thereby  desired  his  said  trustees,  to  have  and 
take  a particular  and  special  care,  for  that  it  was  his  intention  that  the 
honest,  laborious  and  industrious,  should  be  relieved  and  comforted  thereby, 
as  much  as  might  be,  but  not  at  all  to  make  easy  or  take  off  the  payments  of 
the  rich,  in  paying  or  doing  what  they  by  law  ought  or  were  required  to  do 
themselves : And  he  further  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  all  grants  and  secu- 
rities to  be  made  for  securing  the  payment  of  the  said  annuity  of  30/.,  or  of 
any  other  part  of  his  said  estate,  by  him  appointed  for  any  charitable  use  within 
the  said  parish  of  Hampton,  should  be  made  by  his  trustees  and  executors  to 
ten  of  the  most  substantial  male  copyholders  of  the  said  manor,  and  inhabiting 
within  the  said  manor,  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever  ; and  that  new 
grants  and  assignments  should  be  from  time  to  time  made  thereof,  in  such 
manner,  that  always  two  or  more  of  the  male  copyholders  of  the  same  manor, 
and  inhabiting  within  the  same,  should  be  always  legally  estated  therein,  in 
trust,  for  performance  of  his  said  will  in  that  behalf;  and  that  in  every  grant 
and  assignment  so  to  be  made,  the  respective  trust  relating  to  that  charitable 
use,  and  by  him  therein  declared,  together  with  so  much  more  of  the  said 
will  as  concerned  the  same,  should  be  briefly  yet  expressly  recited. 

The  said  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  dated  2d  December  l6Q7» 
appointed  his  brother,  Henry  Fentham,  and  Richard  Jarvis,  and  his  nephew 
Samuel  Packwood,  and  Ambrose  Foxali,  George  Bradnock,  and  Robert 
Loggins,  his  trustees  and  executors  of  his  said  will. 

In  the  year  1698,  an  information  was  filed  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  by  the 
attorney  general,  at  the  relation  of  John  Wood,  of  Birmingham,  against  the 
trustees  and  executors  named  in  the  above  codicil,  and  others,  to  have  the 
said  charity  established,  and  an  account  taken  of  the  testator’s  estate,  given  by 
him  for  that  purpose,  and  an  order  was  made  in  the  cause,  for  a reference  to 
one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  take  such  account;  but  before  the  said 
master  had  made  his  Report,  the  relator,  and  all  the  parties  defendants  in  the 
said  cause,  died,  whereupon  a supplemental  information  and  information  to 
revive  were  filed  in  Hilary  term  1731,  against  Sarah  Packwood,  widow  and 
administratrix  of  Samuel  Packwood,  the  surviving  executor  and  trustee,  Samuel 
Packwood,  only  son  and  heir  of  the  said  Samuel  Packwood,  John  Hare, 
administrator  with  the  will  annexed  of  Edward  Hare,  and  Richard  Rann, 
who  was  the  then  receiver  of  the  real  estates  : Under  an  order  made  in  this 
cause,  22d  January,  8 Geo.  2,  it  was  directed,  that  the  former  order  of  reference 
should  he  carried  into  execution,  and  that  the  accounts  thereby  directed,  should 
be  proceeded  in,  and  taken  against  the  said  defendants. 

By  a Report  made  by  the  master,  pursuant  to  this  order,  on  the  2d  August 
1737,  he  certified  (setting  forth  certain  particulars  of  the  account),  that  the 
said  Sarah  Packwood,  as  administratrix  of  her  late  husband,  was  indebted  to 
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the  estate  of  the  said  testator,  in  the  sum  of  130/.  126-.  %d.,  and  added,  that  Hampton  in  Arden, 
he  had  found  several  mistakes  of  small  moment  in  the  account  produced  by  — — 

the  said  Sarah  Packwood,  of  which  he  had  not  taken  particular  notice,  for  Fent^“^-S^arity* 

that  he  had  found,  that  she  was  in  very  low  circumstances,  and  unable  to  pay  , , 

any  sum  that  should  appear  to  be  due  from  her,  as  administratrix  as  aforesaid, 
on  the  balance  of  the  account : He  further  found,  that  upon  the  death  of 
Samuel  Packwood,  in  1719,  Edward  Hare  had  voluntarily  entered  upon  the 
testator’s  real  estate,  and  received  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  happened  on  the  11th  January  1722 ; and  that  upon  an 
account  rendered  by  John  Hare,  the  defendant,  as  administrator  of  the  said 
Edward,  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  there  was  a balance  due  from  him 
of  23/.  7s.  3 d.,  but  that  among  the  allowances  claimed  by  the  defendant  in 
that  account,  was  a sum  of  251-/.  2 s.  8 d.  claimed  as  due  to  the  said  Edward 
Hare,  for  fees  and  disbursements  in  the  original  cause,  he  having  been 
employed  as  solicitor  for  the  trustees,  which  sum  the  master  doubted  the  pro- 
priety of  allowing,  and  which,  if  disallowed,  would  increase  the  balance  due 
from  the  defendant,  Hare,  as  his  father’s  administrator,  to  230/.  14-5.  Id.  : He 
also  found,  that  in  the  year  1722,  the  defendant,  Richard  Rann,  had  been 
appointed  by  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the 
court,  to  be  receiver  of  the  said  estates,  and  upon  the  foot  of  the  account  ren- 
dered by  the  said  Richard  Rann,  there  remained  in  his  hands  a balance  of 
497/-  7s.  6f  d.  to  Lady-day  1735,  which  account  included  a sum  of  15/.  18 s.t 
paid  by  the  said  Rann  to  Mrs.  Packwood,  and  that  it  appeared  from  the 
account,  that  several  of  the  tenants  were  in  arrear  for  fourteen  years  together, 
which  the  master  conceived  to  be  owing  to  some  gross  neglect  of  the  said 
receiver. 

On  the  20th  December  1737,  the  cause  came  on  for  further  directions,  when 
it  was  ordered,  that  the  defendant,  Rann,  should  not  be  allowed  the  sum  of 
15/.  18s.,  by  him  paid  to  Sarah  Packwood  ; that  he  ought  not  to  have  any 
allowance  in  respect  of  his  being  receiver,  and  that  he  should  pass  his  sub- 
sequent accounts  before  the  master,  and  that  the  master  should  tax  the  bill 
of  fees  and  disbursements  of  the  said  Edward  Hare ; and  that  what  the  master 
should  certify  to  be  due  thereon,  should  be  allowed  out  of  what  was  certified 
to  be  due  from  the  defendant,  John  Hare : It  was  further  ordered,  that  the 
master  should  appoint  trustees  of  the  several  charities  of  Birmingham  and 
Hampton,  and  that  a commission  should  issue  to  certain  commissioners,  to 
make  a partition  of  the  said  trust  estate  between  the  said  charities,  and  that 
the  defendant,  Samuel  Packwood,  should  convey  the  trust  estate,  according  to 
the  said  partition,  to  the  said  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  in  the  testator’s  will, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  said  master : It  was  also  ordered,  that  the  defen- 
dant, Rann,  should  pay  to  the  trustees  what  should  be  remaining  due  from  him, 
after  an  allowance  of  what  he  should  pay  to  Elizabeth  Scudder,  widow,  therein 
named,  and  that  the  defendant,  Hare,  should  pay  to  the  said  trustees  what 
should  be  remaining  due  from  him,  after  an  allowance  of  what  should  be 
certified  due  to  him,  on  a taxation  of  the  said  bill,  and  that  what  should  be 
paid  to  the  said  trustees,  should  be  equally  divided  between  the  said  charities ; 
and  the  master  was  to  tax  all  parties  their  costs  of  the  said  suit,  which  were  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  said  estate. 

The  master,  by  his  report,  made  23d  March  1739,  certified,  that  he  had  taken 
the  defendant,  Iiann’s,  account,  from  Lady-day  1735  to  Lady-day  1737,  and 
that  upon  the  total  balance  of  that,  and  of  the  former  account,  after  charging 
him  with  the  sum  of  15/.  18s.  paid  by  him  to  Mrs.  Packwood,  and  allowing 
a sum  of  145/.  2s.  6 d.  paid  by  him  to  Elizabeth  Scudder,  widow,  for  principal 
and  interest  of  two  several  legacies,  there  remained  in  his  hands  562/.  7*.  If  </• : 

He  further  certified,  that  he  had  taxed  the  bill  of  fees  and  disbursements  of 
Edward  Hare  at  185/.  18s.  4 d.,  which  sum  being  allowed  to  the  defendant, 

John  Hare,  reduced  the  balance  due  from  him  to  44/.  16s.  5d.  : He  further 
certified,  that  he  had  approved  of  trustees  of  the  several  charities  of  Birming- 
ham and  Hampton,  and  had  appointed  ten,  therein  named,  to  be  trustees  for 
Hampton,  copyholders  of  the  manor  of  Hampton,  but  three  of  them  not 
inhabiting  within  the  said  manor,  as  required  by  the  testator’s  will,  there  being 
mo  more  than  seven  copyholders  residing  within  the  said  manor  : The  master 
further  certified,  that  he  had  taxed  the  relator’s  costs  at  224/.  7s-  7 and  the 
defendant’s  costs  at  105/.  6 5.  3d. 
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Hampton  in  Arden.  In  pursuance  of  the  last-mentioned  order  of  court,  a commission,  dated 
— — . 6th  May,  11  Geo.  2,  was  issued  to  certain  persons,  therein  named,  to  make 

Fentham  s c hant} , a par^^on  0f  said  tr ust  estate  between  the  said  charities  of  Birmingham 
v con'in  * t and  Hampton  in  Arden,  and  the  said  commissioners,  on  the  1st  June  173S, 
certified,  that  they  had  proceeded  to  make  the  said  partition,  and  had  allotted 
to  the  parish  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  the  several  premises  which  will  be  found 
specified  below. 

This  certificate  was  confirmed  by  order  of  court,  dated  19th  January 
1738. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  release  being  dated  3d  March  1739, 
(and  from  the  recitals  in  which  the  foregoing  facts  are  derived),  Samuel 
Packwood,  son  and  heir  of  Samuel  Packwood.  the  surviving  trustee  and 
executor  of  the  will  of  George  Fentham  as  aforesaid,  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  order  of  the  20th  December  1737,  and  of  the  said  partition  thereupon 
had  and  executed,  conveyed  to  John  Tibbatts,  and  six  others,  described  as 
copyholders  inhabitants  within  the  manor  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  and  three  others, 
described  as  copyholders,  within  the  said  manor,  being  the  persons  appointed  by 
the  master  as  aforesaid,  and  their  heirs,  the  several  premises  so  allotted,  and  set 
apart  as  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  the  said  commission,  to  the  said  parish  of  Hamp- 
ton in  Arden,  upon  trust,  and  to  the  several  uses,  intents  and  purposes  expressed, 
limited  and  declared,  in  the  will  of  the  said  George  Fentham. 

On  the  margin  of  this  indenture  is  written  the  approbation  of  the  master, 
signed  by  him. 

The  trusts  have  been  regularly  transmitted  by  successive  trust  deeds,  by  the 
last  of  which,  dated  21st  December  1818,  the  trust  premises  are  conveyed  to 
the  use  of  George  Tandy,  John  Tibbitts,  (the  then  survivors),  Edmund 
Barford,  William  Tandy,  Thomas  Osborne,  Joseph  Osborne,  John  Willday, 
Robert  Gale  and  Edward  Low,  farmers,  all  of  whom  are  copyholders  and 
inhabitants  within  the  manor  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  and  John  Harris,  of 
Birmingham,  gentleman,  also  a copyholder  within  the  said  manor,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  George  Fentham.  All  the 
above-named  trustees  are  now  living,  except  George  Tandy. 

The  premises  allotted  by  the  commissioners  for  the  partition  to  the  parish  of 
Hampton  in  Arden,  specified  in  their  certificate  above  mentioned,  were  as 
follows  ; viz  : —

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1.  — A messuage,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Handsworth,  in  the  county  of 
Stafford,  with  the  barns,  stables  and  outhouses  thereto  belonging,  adjoining 
to  the  road  leading  from  Birmingham  to  Perry  Bridge  ; also,  another  mes- 
suage or  dwelling-house,  in  the  said  parish  of  Handsworth,  adjoining  to 
the  said  road  ; both  in  the  possession  of  the  under-tenants  of  the  widow 
Sylvester. 

Also,  six  pieces  of  land,  adjoining  together,  near  the  last-mentioned, 
messuage,  bounded  in  part  by  the  highway  or  lane  leading  from  Handsworth 
Heath  towards  Aston.  Also,  eight  pieces  of  land,  lying  together  near  the 
first-mentioned  messuage,  bounded  in  part  by  the  road  leading  from  Bir- 
mingham towards  Perry  Bridge,  and  the  land  called  the  Bridge  Laud, 
containing,  in  the  whole,  41  a.  3 R.  27  p.,  and  held  by  the  widow  Sylvester, 
by  lease,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.  8 s. 

Of  these  premises,  there  are  now  remaining  in  the  possession  of  the 
trustees  no  buildings  but  a barn,  which,  with  the  land,  are  held  under  a 
lease,  granted  by  the  testator,  to  John  Sylvester,  for  2,000  years  from  Lady- 
day  1(394,  at  the  rent  of  20/.  8s.  The  lease  contains  a covenant  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee,  to  keep  the  premises  in  good  repair,  and  reserves  to  the 
lessor  and  his  heirs,  all  timber  trees,  with  liberty  to  enter  and  cut  the  same, 
and  to  dig  and  make  saw-pits,  and  to  take  turf  and  soil  for  coaling  and 
working  up  of  the  same,  allowing  to  the  lessee  reasonable  satisfaction  for 
the  damage  done.  The  rent  is  made  payable  at  Ladv-day  and  Michaelmas, 
by  equal  portions,  and  there  is  a covenant  for  re-entry  on  nonpayment  of 
the  rent  within  fourteen  days  after  the  same  ought  to  be  paid,  being  lawfully 
demanded,  and  no  sufficient  distress  to  be  found  upon  the  premises. 

The  rent  of  20  l.  8s.,  subject  to  a deduction  of  3 /•  for  land-tax,  reducing 
the  net  amount  to  17/.  8s.,  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  William  Haughton,  of 
Birmingham,  draper,  the  assignee  of  the  lease. 

2.  — A messuage,  with  the  barns,  buildings  and  appurtenances,  and  five 
pieces  of  land  thereto  belonging,  in  the  parish  of  Handsworth,  held  by 
Francis  Cox,  as  tenant  at  will,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.  5 s.,  bounded 
by  the  said  road  from  Birmingham  to  Perry  Bridge,  and  containing 
18  a.  & 8 p. 
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These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs.  Saunders,  under 

a lease 
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a lease  granted  to  Thomas  Smith,  for  21  years  from  Lady-day  1808,  at  the  Hampton  in  Arden 

yearly  rent  of  47 1.  5s.  This  appears  to  be  about  the  present  value  of  the  

land.  It  is  subject  to  a deduction  of  1 1.  is.  10 d.  for  land-tax,  leaving  Fentham’s  Charity, 
a net  rent  of  46/.  3 s.  2 d.  continued. 

3. ' — A messuage  or  dwelling-house,  and  out-houses,  at  Smithwick,  in  the  \ ✓ 

county  of  Stafford,  with  six  pieces  of  land,  lying  together  and  thereto 

belonging,  then  held  by  James  Turner,  as  tenant  at  will,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  4/.,  adjoining  to  the  common  road  leading  from  Birmingham  to  Dudley, 
and  containing  6 a.  2 it.  28  P. 

These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  William  Spurrier,  esquire, 
under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  60  years  from  Lady-day  1821,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  30/.,  the  lessee  undertaking  to  expend  in  repairs,  alterations 
and  rebuilding,  the  sum  of  450 l.  over  and  above  any  sum  wnich  might  be 
due  from  the  preceding  tenant,  Mr.  John  Turner,  for  dilapidations  and 
repairs,  under  the  covenants  of  his  lease.  The  rent  previously  paid  by 
Turner  was  15 1.  a year. 

4.  — Three  pieces  of  land,  adjoining  together,  in  Oldbury,  in  the  county 
of  Salop,  held  by  William  Smith,  as  tenant  at  will,  at  the  rent  of  3 
adjoining  on  one  side  to  the  said  road  from  Birmingham  to  Dudley, 
containing  7 a.  3 r.  7 p. 

This  land  is  on  a lease  to  John  Hurley,  for  21  years  from  Lady-day  1826, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  The  previous  rent  was  10/.  The  present  appears 
to  be  a fair  rent. 

5.  — A messuage,  shop  and  buildings,  with  six  pieces  of  ground  in  Oldbury, 
held  by  Daniel  Clifton  at  the  yearly  rent  of  81.,  four  of  which  lie  together, 
and  join  on  the  west  to  a lane  called  Parkhouse-lane,  and  another  lane, 
leading  to  Titford  Bridge,  and  the  other  two  pieces  lie  together  and  ad- 
join on  the  east  to  the  said  lane,  called  Parkhouse-lane,  containing 
12  a.  3 n.  8 p. 

These  premises  now  consist  of  a house,  barn  and  five  parcels  of  land, 
and  are  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Phillips,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  2 5/.,  which  is  considered  the  fair  value. 

6.  — A messuage,  shop  and  buildings,  and  six  pieces  of  land  thereto 
adjoining,  in  Oldbury,  held  by  the  widow  Cheshire,  as  tenant  at  will,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  4/.,  bounded  in  part  by  the  road  leading  from  Smithwick 
Chapel  to  Oldbury,  containing  11  A.  1 R.  29P. 

These  premises  now  consist  of  four  closes,  with  a barn,  and  a house  and 
shop,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a small  parcel  of  about  19  perches  (which 
was  subtracted  by  encroachment,  as  will  be  presently  mentioned),  are  now 
held  by  Mrs.  Smith,  widow,  under  a lease  granted  to  her  late  husband, 

Thomas  Smith,  for  a term  of  21  years  from  Lady-day  1809,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  22 1.  10s.,  which  appears  to  be  about  the  present  value.  The  rent 
is  subject  to  a deduction  of  8 s.  8 d.  for  land-tax,  reducing  the  net  amount 
to  22  /.  1 s.  4 c?. 

7.  — On  the  piece  of  ground  above  mentioned,  consisting  of  about  19 
perches,  subtracted  by  encroachment  from  the  preceding  parcel,  a messuage 
or  dwelling-house,  and  a nail  shop,  and  other  out-buildings,  have  been 
erected,  of  which  a lease  was  granted  to  John  Cheshire,  for  a term  of  21 
years  from  Lady-day  1811,  at  the  annual  rent  of  20s.,  wherein  the  pre- 
mises are  described  as  a piece  of  ground  inclosed  and  taken  by  the  said 
John  Cheshire,  from  a larger  piece  belonging  to  the  trustees,  late  an  orchard, 
and  which,  with  the  messuage  and  buildings  thereon,  were  the  same,  for 
which  an  ejectment  was  lately  brought  by  the  said  trustees  against  the  said 
John  Cheshire,  to  recover  the  possession  thereof,  and  which  the  said  John 
Cheshire  agreed  to  deliver  up,  upon  the  said  trustees  granting  him  the  said 
lease  of  the  same.  The  lease  contains  a clause  of  re-entry,  on  nonpay- 
ment of  the  rent  within  21  days  after  the  half-yearly  days  of  payment, 
viz.  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  there  being  no  sufficient  distress  on  the 
premises. 

These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs.  Cheshire,  the  widow 
of  the  lessee,  who  has  been  several  years  dead,  and  there  was  an  arrear  of 
nine  years  due  at  Lady-day  last.  She  is  represented  as  being  a very  poor 
and  aged  person,  and  little  hope  is  entertained  of  being  able  to  recover  the 
whole  amount  of  this  arrearage  from  her. 

In  addition  to  the  premises  mentioned  above,  as  having  been  allotted  by 
the  commissioners  under  the  commission  of  partition,  the  charity  is  also 
possessed  of  the  two  following  parcels,  awarded  upon  the  inclosure  of 
Handsworth  Heath,  viz. — 

8.  — A parcel  of  ground,  containing,  by  admeasurement,  6 A.  3R.36P., 
on  or  near  the  common,  called  Handsworth  Heath,  in  the  parish  of  Hands*- 
worth,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  turnpike  road  from  Birmingham  to  Walsall, 
on  lease  to  Thomas  Banister  for  210  years  from  Lady-day  1794,  at  13  l.  6 s. 
per  annum,  the  lessee  covenanting  within  the  space  of  ten  years  to  build  on 
the  premises,  one  or  more  good  and  substantial  messuage  or  messuages, 
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with  suitable  out-offices,  and  to  expend  in  such  erections  400  /.  at  the 
least. 

The  lessee  has  built  a very  good  house  upon  the  land,  which  it  is  supposed 
must  have  cost  at  least  1,000/.  He  is  since  dead,  the  lease  having  previously 
vested  in  Mark  Saunders,  by  whose  death  it  is  now  become  vested  in  his 
widow,  snd  Joseph  Richards,  Timothy  Smith  and  Thomas  Bate,  executors 
and  trustees  under  his  will,  and  who  are  all  resident  in  or  near  Birmingham. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Tibbitts,  the  only  surviving  trustee  of  those  by 
whom  the  lease  was  executed,  that  it  was  granted  for  the  term  of  110  years 
only,  but  that,  as  he  has  been  informed  by  William  Smith,  the  late  school- 
master, who  was  one  of  the  attesting  witnesses,  and  is  now  dead,  the  lease 
was  afterwards  altered  by  him  by  the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Crocket,  one 
of  the  trustees,  who  is  also  since  dead.  The  name  of  the  other  subscribing 
witness  is  Thomas  Hughes,  but  no  such  person  is  now  known  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

The  term  for  which  this  lease  is  said  to  have  been  originally  granted,  of 
no  years,  is,  as  we  are  given  to  understand,  not  unusual  for  building 
leases  in  Birmingham  and  its  neighbourhood.  But  whether  the  lease  was 
altered  in  the  very  unwarrantable  manner  above  stated,  or  not,  it  is  obvious, 
that  the  term  now  appearing  on  the  face  of  it,  was  of  an  improvident  length, 
and  such  as  the  trustees  were  not  warranted  by  any  circumstances  that 
appear,  in  granting.  The  present  owners  of  the  lease  are  aware  of  its 
infirmity,  and  a negotiation  has  been  entered  into  between  them  and  the 
trustees,  upon  the  subject,  in  the  result  of  which  it  has  been  proposed  and 
agreed  to,  that  the  present  lease  shall  be  cancelled,  and  a new  one  granted  in 
lieu  of  it,  for  the  term  of  99  years  from  Lady-day  last,  at  an  advanced  rent  of 
36/.  per  annum,  being  the  amount  fixed  by  two  respectable  surveyors,  upon 
a consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  This  rent  it  is  to  be 
observed,  is  an  increase  of  22/.  14s.  per  annum  upon  the  rent  reserved  by 
the  lease  granted,  as  it  is  stated  to  have  been,  for  110  years;  and  must  be 
taken  to  be  the  consideration  which  is  proposed  to  be  given  for  the  exten- 
sion of  that  term,  from  the  present  unexpired  residue  of  77  years,  to  99 
years.  The  premises  appear  to  be  now  worth,  to  let  to  a yearly  tenant, 
about  130/.  per  annum  ; but  when  it  is  recollected  that  a great  part  of  this 
value  arises  from  the  improvements  made  by  the  lessee,  to  an  extent  much 
beyond  what  he  was  bound  to  by  his  covenant,  we  think,  that  under  all  the 
circumstances,  there  is  no  ground  to  consider  the  proposal  which  has  been 
made  as  inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  the  charity. 

g. — A parcel  of  land,  containing,  bv  estimation,  three  acres  and  a half, 
upon  or  near  the  said  common,  called  Handsworth  Heath,  and  bounded  on 
the  west  by  the  road  from  Birmingham  to  Walsall,  on  lease  to  Robert  Clay 
for  110  years  from  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  1793,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  7 /.  the  lessee  covenanting  within  three  years  to  erect  upon  the  pre- 
mises one  or  more  good  and  substantial  messuage  or  messuages,  with  suitable 
out  offices,  and  to  lay  out  in  such  building  200/.  at  least.  The  lessee  accord- 
ingly built  a good  but  small  house  on  the  premises.  The  lease  has  been 
assigned  to  Mr.  Clement  Ingram,  and  the  premises  are  now  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  William  Haughton,  as  his  under-tenant. 


Of  the  sums  of  money,  which  by  the  master’s  report  were  found  to  be  due 
from  Rann  and  from  Hare,  there  remained,  after  payment  of  the  taxed  costs, 
which  appear  to  have  been  wholly  paid  out  of  llann’s  debt,  232/.  135.  6 d.  and 
44/.  IG5.  5d.  Of  the  latter  sum,  nothing  further  appears  ; but  with  respect  to 
the  former,  an  entry  in  the  earliest  account  book  extant  of  this  charity  ex- 
hibits the  following  statement ; viz. : —

With  the  income  derived  from  these  rents,  two  schools  are  maintained,  one 
for  boys,  the  other  for  girls.  The  boys  school  is  kept  in  a house  which  was 
built  by  the  trustees  in  the  year  1782,  upon  a piece  of  waste  land  in  the  village. 
The  cost  of  the  building  was  152/.  3s.  8^d.,  of  which  105/.  was  defrayed 
by  a fall  of  timber,  and  the  residue  out  of  a sum  of  60/.,  which  had  been  out  at 
interest,  probably  arising  from  savings  of  income.  This  house,  with  a garden 
annexed  to  it,  are  occupied  by  the  master  rent  free,  and  are  estimated  to  bo 
worth  61.  or  7/*  a year.  1

The  master  receives  a salary  of  42 1.  a year,  for  which  he  instructs  in  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic,  as  many  of  the  poor  boys  belonging  to  the 
parish,  as  the  parents  choose  to  send  to  him.  They  generally  remain  at 
school  till  they  are  taken  away  to  work,  or  put  apprentice.  The  number 
attending  varies,  according  to  the  time  of  the  year,  and  the  opportunity 
the  parents  may  have  of  finding  them  employment,  from  40  to  15. 

The  poorer  children  are  furnished  with  books  and  stationery,  the  average 
amount  of  which  is  about  io.s.  annually.  Coals  to  the  amount  of  20s. 
a year  are  allowed  to  the  master,  and  the  repairs  of  the  school  are  paid 
for  by  the  trustees,  to  the  average  annual  amount  of  about  2 /. 

The  mistress  of  the  girls  school  receives  a salary  of  12/.  12s.  a year,  for 
which  she  teaches  as  many  poor  girls  of  the  parish,  as  the  parents  choose 
to  send  to  her,  to  read,  and  to  knit  and  sew.  There  is  no  school-house  be- 
longing to  the  girls  school ; the  mistress  teaches  them  at  her  own  residence. 
She  has  an  allowance  of  coals  to  the  amount  of  10s.  a year.  The  number 
attending  is  about  the  same  as  at  the  boys  school. 

A half-yearly  distribution  is  made  to  poor  parishioners,  the  particulars 
of  which  are  settled  at  the  half-yearly  meetings  of  the  trustees,  which  take 
place  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  and  the  day  before  St.  Thomas’s  day. 
The  list  of  persons  who  have  been  accustomed  to  receive  is  then  considered, 
and  such  alterations  are  made  as  are  thought  right,  by  striking  out  the 
names  of  such  as  are  not  considered  proper  objects,  and  adding  others,  who 
are  deemed  more  so.  The  sums  given  to  each  are  10s.  at  each  distribution, 
and  in  a few  instances  1 /.,  where  the  families  are  large.  The  average 
number  receiving  for  the  last  five  years,  have  been  about  50  annually,  and  the 
average  annual  expenditure  about  55/.  The  corrected  list  is  fixed  on  the 
church  door  the  next  Sunday  after  each  meeting,  and  the  poor  people  receive 
their  money  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  w'eek. 

Besides  these  distributions,  occasional  gifts  are  made  to  poor  people  of 
10s.  or  1 1.  each,  the  average  amount  of  which  is  about  8/.  a year. 

The  trustees  dine  together  at  these  half-yearly  meetings,  the  annual  ex- 
pense of  which,  on  an  average  of  five  years,  is  6/.  13  s. 

There  is  also  paid  20  s.  a year  for  collecting  the  rents,  and  for  stamps 
3 s.  6 d.

These  several  items  of  expenditure  amount  together  to  129/.  8 s.  6d.,  and 
therefore  a surplus  is  left  upon  the  present  rental  of  47/.  10 5. 

In  the  year  1793,  the  sum  of  100/.  was  borrowed,  towards  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  inclosure  at  Handsworth,  which  amounted  to  114/.  17$.  This 
debt,  with  interest  at  five  per  cent,  was  paid  off  in  the  year  1807,  by  a sale  of 
timber,  producing  93/.,  and  7 /.  taken  from  the  rents. 

In  the  year  1812,  another  sum  of  100/.  was  borrowed  of  Mr.  Joseph  Alseger, 
for  defraying  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  action  of  ejectment  against.  John 
Cheshire.  The  interest  on  this  money,  at  five  per  cent,  is  charged  in  the 
account  till  December  1823,  when  (JO /.  of  the  debt  was  paid  off  out  of  the 
balance  of  the  rents  in  hand. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  in  December  1816,  there  was  a balance 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Joseph  Crocket,  a trustee,  and  then  treasurer,  of 
70/.  18^.  lOJjt/.  He  soon  afterwards  died  insolvent,  and  this  balance  must  be 
considered  as  lost.  He  was  succeeded  in  the  treasurership  by  Mr.  George 
Tandy,  who  also  died  in  1824,  having  in  his  hands  a balance  of  87 /•  145.  7 d. 

Of  this  balance  19/-  105.  has  been  paid  by  his  widow  and  executrix,  and 
distributed  to  the  poor,  in  sums  of  1/.,  105.,  and  5 s.,  and  7 /•  has  been  applied 
in  an  apprentice  fee,  leaving  in  her  hands  61/.  45.  7 d.,  out  of  which  she  is  to 
pay  the  40/.,  balance  of  the  debt  due  to  Mr.  Alseger,  with  interest  thereon, 
from  December  1823.

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From  the  balances  which  have  accrued  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Tandy,  the 
trustees,  in  the  year  1826,  put  out  four  apprentices,  at  the  expense  of  24/.  1 s.  6d., 
and  they  had  in  hand,  in  December  1826,  a balance  of  21/.  10s.  10^r/. 

There  is  also  at  present,  due  from  Mr.  Spurrier,  two  years  rent,  which  has 
not  been  paid,  in  consequence  of  a negociation  for  an  extension  of  his  term 
being  still  pending.  The  whole  of  this  arrear  will  be  wanted  for  putting  in 
repair  the  premises  occupied  by  Mrs.  Sanders,  which  are  very  old  and  worn  out, 
and,  as  it  is  supposed,  will  require  an  expenditure  of  1.50/.,  or  upwards. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees,  in  future,  to  apply  the  surplus  income  in 
apprenticing. 

HAMLET  OF  BALSALL. 

Saracen’s  Head  Charity. 

The  earliest  document  relating  to  this  charity,  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
trustees,  is  a copy  of  court-roll  of  the  manor  of  Balsall,  dated  24th  October 
1780,  from  which  it  appears,  that  on  that  day,  Ann  Fisher,  of  Solihull, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Fisher,  who  was  surviving  trustee  of  the  premises 
therein  mentioned,  was  admitted  tenant  to  a messuage,  with  out-buildings, 
gardens,  orchards,  &c.,  and  the  croft  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Saracen’s 
Head,  situate  in  Balsall-street,  within  the  said  manor;  to  hold  the  same  to  the 
use  of  her,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Balsall  aforesaid. 

At  the  same  court,  the  said  Ann  Fisher  surrendered  the  premises  to  the  use 
of  Richard  Moland  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same  trusts, 
and  they  were  admitted  accordingly. 

By  another  copy  of  court-roll  it  appears,  that  on  the  9th  October  1821, 
William  Taylor,  the  survivor  of  the  before  mentioned  trustees,  surrendered 
the  said  premises,  and  also  a parcel  of  land,  on  Balsall  Heath,  allotted  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Saracen’s  Head  charity,  by  the  award  of  the  commissioners, 
under  an  Act  for  inclosing  the  common  and  waste  lands  of  the  manor  and 
hamlet  of  Balsall,  therein  stated  to  contain  two  acres  and  three  roods,  to  which 
he  had  been  previously  admitted,  to  the  use  of  Henry  Couclnnan,  Thomas 
Cattell,  William  Taylor  the  younger,  John  Muddyman,  William  Hammond, 
William  Wheeler,  William  Garner,  John  Lewis,  and  William  Burbury,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  the  only  use  and  behoof  of  the  inhabitants  of  Balsall. 

These  premises  consist  of  the  Saracen’s  Head  public-house,  which  is  a small 
thatched  messuage  in  Balsall-street,  with  two  crofts  of  land,  containing  together, 
about  two  acres,  annexed  to  it,  and  the  allotment  made  on  the  inclosure  in  the 
year  1802,  which  in  fact  contains  only  two  acres  and  thirty-six  perches,  a small 
allotment  intended  for  the  trustees  of  Ludford’s  charity  having  been  at  first 
erroneously  added  thereto. 

The  premises  are  now  let  all  together  to  William  Wall,  as  tenant  from  year  to 
year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  8/.  12  s.  which  rent  appears  to  have  been  fixed  by 
the  trustees  soon  after  the  inclosure,  previously  to  which  it  had  been  J l.  7 s. 
a year.  It  is  thought  that  this  rent  is  capable  of  being  raised  to  10/.  a year, 
but  the  present  tenant  is  an  old  inhabitant,  and  succeeded  his  father  in  the 
occupation  of  this  house,  and  has  brought  up  a large  family,  and  it  is  therefore 
not  wished  to  press  him  with  a heavy  rent.  The  allotment  is  very  bad  land. 

The  expense  of  the  inclosure,  which  was  10/.  IQs.  5d.,  was  defrayed  out  of 
the  rents.  It  appears,  that  after  the  inclosure,  a stable  was  built  upon  the 
premises,  and  repairs  done  to  the  house,  at  the  cost  of  48/.  19 s.  Ilf/.  This 
expense  was  defrayed  partly  by  the  sale  of  timber  growing  on  the  crofts,  which 
produced  20/.  The  rest  was  paid  by  the  trustees,  and  the  rent  retained  till  it 
was  reimbursed. 

The  rent  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  sums  of  45.  and  under,  among 
the  poor  people  of  the  hamlet  of  Balsall  who  have  not  received  parish  relief 
since  the  preceding  Lady-day.  The  trustees  meet  a few  days  before  the  dis- 
tribution, and  fix  upon  the  persons  who  are  to  partake  of  it,  selecting  the  most 
aged  and  the  most  needy. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  the  original  foundation  of  this  charity. 

Ludford’s  Charity. 

By  a court-roll  of  the  manor  of  Balsall,  dated  13th  October  1806,  reciting, 
that  three  several  proclamations  had  been  made  at  three  preceding  courts, 
therein  stated,  for  the  heir  at  law  or  devisees  of  Joseph  Perry,  late  of  Bilston, 

$ in 
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in  the  county  of  Stafford,  surviving  trustee  of  a certain  charity,  called  Lud ford’s 
Charity,  who  had  lately  died  seised  of  a copyhold  estate  within  the  said  manor, 
to  come  into  court  and  be  admitted  thereto,  and  that  no  such  person  having 
appeared,  the  said  copyhold  estate  had  been  seised  into  the  hands  of  the  lords 
of  the  said  manor ; it  is  recorded,  that  the  said  lords,  at  the  said  court, 
by  their  steward,  gave,  granted  and  surrendered  to  Thomas  Cattell,  of  Balsall 
Lodge,  in  the  hamlet  of  Balsall,  Joseph  Willington  and  John  Muddyman, 
both  of  Fen  End  in  the  said  hamlet,  the  said  copyhold  estate,  of  which  the 
said  Joseph  Perry  so  died  seised,  by  the  description  of  all  that  piece  or  parcel 
of  meadow  or  pasture  land,  called  Ludford’s  Meadow,  lying  in  Balsall-street 
Quarter,  within  the  said  manor,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  road  leading  from 
Balsall-street  to  Bradnock’s  Marsh  (with  other  abuttals  therein  stated) ; and 
also,  all  that  parcel  of  land,  part  of  Balsall  Heath,  containing  one  rood  and 
thirty-eight  perches,  bounded  on  the  north  by  an  allotment  lately  made  to 
Mary  Soden,  on  the  east  by  the  parish  of  Berkswell,  on  the  south  by  an  allot- 
ment lately  made  to  the  trustees  of  the  Saracen’s  Head  charity,  and  on  the 
west  by  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Kenilworth  towards  Coleshill,  and 
which  was  awarded  and  allotted  to  the  trustees  of  Ludford’s  charity  by  the 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  Act  of  the  36  Geo.  3,  for  inclosing  the 
commons  and  waste  lands  within  the  manor  and  hamlet  of  Balsall ; and  the 
lords  of  the  said  manor,  by  their  steward,  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Cattell 
and  John  Muddyman,  then  present  in  court,  seisin  of  the  said  premises  by 
the  rod ; to  hold  the  same  to  them  the  said  Thomas  Cattell,  Joseph  Willington 
and  John  Muddyman,  and  their  heirs,  by  copy  of  court-roll,  at  the  will  of  the 
lord,  upon  trust,  to  let  the  same,  and  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
and  distribute  them  at  their  discretion,  on  the  22d  August  in  every  year, 
amongst  the  poor  of  Balsall-street,  Needlers  End,  and  Eberall  End  (the  other 
part  of  Balsall  excepted),  that  do  not  receive  collection. 

The  old  inclosure  contains  about  one  acre  and  a rood.  Previously  to  the 
admittance  of  these  trustees,  both  parcels  were  let  together  at  1 l.  15 s.  a year. 
Upon  their  admittance,  two  of  the  trustees  looked  over  the  land,  and  raised 
the  rent  to  31.  3s.  a year,  which  they  then  considered  and  still  consider 
to  be  its  full  value.  It  is  occupied  by  Richard  Green,  as  tenant  from  year 
to  year. 

The  rent  is  received  by  Mr.  Muddyman,  and  has  for  many  years  been  paid 
over  to  Mr.  George  Upperdine,  who  lives  in  that  part  of  the  hamlet  to  the 
poor  of  which  this  benefaction  is  limited,  and  who  gives  it  away  at  Balsall 
Wake,  which  takes  place  on  or  near  the  22d  August.  He  gives  it  to  such  of 
the  poor  of  the  three  divisions,  mentioned  in  the  court  roll,  as  he  thinks  most  in 
want,  in  sums  principally  of  2s.,  some  of  1-s.  Gd.,  and  sometimes  more  in 
cases  of  particular  distress. 

This  dole  is  called  the  Wake  Shilling,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  given 
by  the  founder,  with  the  intention  that  it  should  be  distributed  on  that  occasion. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  trace  it  to  its  origin. 

Coventry  Dole. 

An  annual  sum  of  15  s.  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  Balsall,  from  Joseph 
Merry,  esquire,  of  Coventry,  in  respect  of  a building,  now  a warehouse,  for- 
merly a stable,  his  property,  situated  at  the  corner  of  Wells-street,  Coventry. 

It  is  unknown  who  was  the  donor  of  this  annuity,  or  at  what  time  it  was 
given,  but  it  is  understood  to  have  been  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Balsall- 
street  and  Wooton  Green,  at  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

The  money  is  paid  over  to  Mr.  Upperdine,  who  distributes  it  among  the  poor 
of  that  quarter  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  sums  of  4 d.  each,  as  he  thinks  them 
most  in  want. 

Huddesford’s  Charity. 

In  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  an  annual  sum  of  105.  is  mentioned  as 

the  gift  of Huddesford,  to  the  poor  of  Balsall,  derived  from  land,  and 

vested  in  Edward  Low. 

An  annual  sum  of  105.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Joseph  Gilbert,  as  tenant  of  a farm 
in  Balsall-street,  formerly  occupied  by  Mr.  Edward  Low,  his  father-in-law, 
and  heretofore  the  property  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huddesford,  of  Allesley.  Mr. 
Gilbert  took  the  farm  about  twenty  years  ago,  of  Mr.  Thomas  Bennett,  who 
married  one  of  the  daughters  of  Mr.  Huddesford,  and  was  informed  by  him, 
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that  the  farm  was  liable  to  a dole  of  10s.,  which  he  desired  him  to  pay  and 
deduct  out  of  his  rent.  The  farm  is  now  the  property  of  Edward  Mallery 
esquire.  * 

Mr.  Gilbert  gives  away  the  dole  in  sixpences,  on  Easter  Monday,  to  poor 
people,  in  the  Balsall-street  Quarter,  whom  he  selects  for  the  purpose. 


Knight’s  Charity. 


William  Knight , by  his  will,  dated  18th  February  1716,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Chadwick  End  in  Balsall,  10s.,  likewise  to  the  poor  of  Baddesley  Clinton, 
10s.,  to  be  paid  to  the  aforesaid  poor,  for  ever,  upon  Good  Friday,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  hither  side  of  the  township 
of  Balsall,  and  likewise  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  Baddesley  Clinton,  and  for  the  security  of  the  aforesaid  sum  or  sums  given 
to  the  aforesaid  poor,  it  was  secured  upon  two  closes,  called  House  Place, 
being  contained  in  a certain  surrender,  bearing  date  with  that  his  present 
will. 

These  two  closes  are  now  the  property  of  Mr.  William  Assender,  of  Balsall, 
by  whom  the  doles  are  paid.  The  10.?.  given  to  the  poor  of  Chadwick  End 
in  Balsall,  is  received  and  distributed  by  the  churchwarden,  together  with  the 
two  doles,  next  mentioned.  The  distribution  to  the  poor  of  Baddesley  Clinton, 
has  been  already  noticed. 

Marsh’s  Charity. 

The  origin  of  this  dole  is  stated  above,  among  the  charities  in  Hampton  in 
Arden. 

The  10s.  a year  payable  to  Balsall,  is  received  by  the  churchwarden,  from 
Mr.  Boultbee,  of  Springfield,  near  Knowle. 

Freckleton’s  Charity. 

. The  origin  of  this  dole  will  be  found  in  a subsequent  pao;e,  amonsr  the 

chant*-  charities  at  Knowle.  ° 

This  annual  sum  of  6s.  8 d.  is  likewise  received  by  the  churchwarden,  from 
Mr.  Boultbee. 

These  three  doles,  of  Knight,  Marsh  and  Freckleton,  amounting  to  1 1.  65.  8 d., 
are  distributed  by  the  churchwarden  in  small  sums,  chiefly  sixpences,  on  Good 
Friday,  amongst  the  poor  of  Meer  End,  Fen  End,  and  Oldwick  and  Chadwick 
Ends,  which  are  sub-divisions  lying  on  the  southern  part  of  the  hamlet  of 
Balsall. 

It  does  not  appear,  that  Marsh’s  and  Freckleton’s  doles  were  limited  by  the 
donor  to  the  poor  of  any  particular  part  of  the  hamlet,  but  they  are  usually 
given,  together  with  Knight’s,  to  the  poor  of  the  southern  divisions,  there  being 
other  doles  distributable  among  those  of  the  northern  part. 

Coat  Money. 

Coat  Money.  In  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  is  mentioned  an  anonymous  gift  of  G?. 

a year  for  coats,  for  two  poor  boys,  paid  in  respect  of  certain  land  vested  in 
William  Burbery. 

The  late  Mr.  William  Burbery,  of  Balsall,  was  accustomed  to  pay  for  two  coats, 
which  were  annually  provided  for  two  poor  men  or  boys  of  the  hamlet,  and  the 
cost  of  which  was  usually  about  18?.  This  charity  is  supposed  to  have  been 
charged  on  certain  copyhold  lands  in  Balsall,  belonging  to  Mr.  Burbery,  and 
which  he  derived  from  his  uncle,  Mr.  Daniel  Winter.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr. 
Burbery,  about  two  years  ago,  these  lands  passed  to  his  nephew,  Mr.  Thomas 
W.  Burbery,  of  Maxstocke  ; and  the  court  rolls  having  been  searched  on  his 
admittance  to  the  premises,  and  nothing  found  therein  to  establish  this  charge 
upon  the  land,  he  has  subsequently  discontinued  the  payment.

Lady  Katherine  Leveson’s  IIosiutal  at  Temple  Balsall. 

Lady  Katherine  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  of  Trentham,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  by 
Leveson’s Ilospita'.  a codicil  to  her  will,  bearing  date  the  21st  February  IG70,  devised  the  manor 
or  lordship  of  Balsall  alias  Temple  Balsall,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  with  the 
rights,  members  and  appurtenances,  and  all  and  every  the  messuages,  farms, 
cottages,  lands,  tenements,  royalties,  rents,  reversions,  services,  jurisdictions, 
privileges,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  situate  within  the  said  manor  or 

lordship, 
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lordship,  or  within  the  parish  of  Balsall,  in  the  said  county  of  Warwick,  to  Balsall. 
the  Honourable  Richard  Newport,  esquire,  commonly  called  Richard  Lord  iadvtTuLenn 

Newport,  (son  and  heir  apparent  to  the  Right  Honourable  Francis,  then  Lord  Levesoii’s  Hospital, 
Newport,  afterwards  Earl  of  Bradford),  and  eleven  others,  therein  named,  and  continued. 

to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  dispose  of  the  v J 

rents  and  profits  of  the  said  manor  or  lordship,  lands  and  premises,  to  the  uses 
following  (that  is  to  say)  ; from  and  immediately  after  the  decease  of  her  the 
said  Lady  Katherine,  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  out  of 
all  the  arrear  of  the  said  rents  which  should  happen  to  be  at  her  decease  to 
erect  and  build,  or  cause  to  be  erected  and  built,  a fit  and  convenient  house  of 
stone  or  brick,  upon  some  part  of  the  said  lands  at  Balsall  aforesaid,  as  near 
the  church  there  as  conveniently  might  be,  to  be  settled  and  used  as  an  hospital 
or  almshouse  for  the  habitation  of  the  poor  persons  therein  mentioned  to  be 
appointed  to  be  placed  there  ; the  same  house  to  be  made  of  such  height,  large- 
ness and  quantity,  and  to  consist  of  such  or  so  many  rooms,  together  with 
such  backsides,  gardens  and  easements,  as  to  the  trustees  aforesaid,  or  the 
survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  should  seem  fit,  and  as  might  be  convenient  for 
the  said  poor  persons : And  the  said  Lady  Katherine  directed,  that  upon  some 
part  of  the  said  house,  her  name  and  gift  in  the  said  codicil  mentioned,  should 
be  publicly  placed  and  set ; and  that  immediately  after  the  erection  and 
finishing  thereof,  there  should,  for  ever,  be  placed  in  the  said  house,  hospital 
or  almshouse,  twenty  poor  persons,  being  widows,  and  poor  women  not 
married,  being  of  good  lives  and  conversations,  to  be  chosen  out  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Balsall,  there  to  remain  for  their  respective 
lives,  except  for  their  miscarriages  they  should  be  removed ; and  that  in  the 
choice  of  the  said  poor  persons,  the  poorest  persons,  and  such  as  were  lame 
and  in  greatest  distress,  should  be  ever  preferred ; and  that  every  of  the  said 
poor  widows  and  poor  women,  not  married,  should  from  the  time  and  times  of 
their  being  placed  in  the  said  house,  hospital  or  almshouse,  as  aforesaid,  have 
and  receive,  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  manor  or  lordship, 
lands  and  premises,  for  and  during  their  respective  lives  as  aforesaid,  the  yearly 
sum  of  81.,  and  also  yearly  one  gown  of  grey  cloth,  with  the  letters  K.  L.  in 
blue  cloth,  to  be  set  upon  the  breast  thereof,  to  be  worn  continually  by  them  ; 
and  if  they  or  any  of  them  should  refuse  to  wear  the  said  gowns,  with  the 
letters  aforesaid,  that  then  such  poor  person  or  persons  so  refusing,  to  lose  the 
benefit  of  the  said  gown  and  gowns,  and  of  the  said  yearly  sum  and  sums  of 
money  to  her  or  them  before  respectively  appointed,  and  to  be  put  forth  of  the 
said  house  hospital  or  almshouse,  and  other  person  or  persons  to  be  elected 
in  her  or  their  rooms  ; and  that  if  there  should  not  be  so  many  poor  widows 
and  poor  women  unmarried  at  any  time  or  times  to  be  found  in  the  said 
parish  of  Balsall,  to  be  placed  in  the  said  house,  that  then  such  as  should 
be  wanting,  for  the  time  only  of  such  want,  and  no  longer,  should  be 
chosen  out  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  Lady  Katherine  Leveson’s  part 
of  Itchington,  in  the  said  county  of  Warwick,  and  Trentharn,  in  the  said 
county  of  Stafford,  and  Lilleshul,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  to  remain  and  be 
placed  there,  and  have  the  benefit  of  the  said  gift  during  the  time  of  such 
want  only  and  no  longer:  And  that  immediately  after  the  erecting  and  finish- 
ing of  the  said  house,  there  should  be  a minister  of  God’s  word  provided  by 
the  said  trustees,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  who  should  twice  every  day  read 
the  Scripture,  and  pray  either  in  the  church  of  Balsall,  or  house,  hospital,  or 
almshouse,  with  the  said  poor  persons,  and  instruct  them  for  the  good  of  their 
souls,  for  which  he  should  be  allowed,  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  manor  or  lordship,  lands  and  premises  at  Balsall,  20/.;  and  the  said 
yearly  sum  of  20/.  to  be  for  ever  thereafter  allowed  to  a minister  and 
ministers  of  God’s  word  successively  to  do  the  office  and  duty  aforesaid  : And 

that  Thomas  Evetts,  one  of  the  trustees  named  by  the  said  testatrix,  should 
be  overseer  of  the  said  building,  and  should,  during  his  natural  life,  be  receiver 
of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  manor  or  lordship  and  lands,  and  pay  the 
said  several  sums  of  money  to  the  said  poor  persons,  and  to  the  said  minister, 
and  for  the  said  building,  for  which  there  should  be  yearly  allowed  to  him  10/. ; 
and  the  residue  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  manor  or  lord- 
ship,  lands  and  premises,  to  be  employed  in  and  about  the  repairs  of  the 
said  house,  hospital  or  almshouse,  payment  of  taxations  and  assessments, 
defraying  the  charges  of  the  trustees,  and  such  other  charges  as  should  be 
Rep.  18.  3 K 3 necessary 
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Balsall.  necessary  for  the  support  and  continuance  of  the  said  house,  hospital  or  aim s- 
— . house,  or  the  government  and  ordering  thereof;  which  being  discharged, 
Levesont Hospital,  tliere  should  remain  an  overplus,  the  same  overplus  to  be  disposed  to 
continued.  ’ and  amongst  the  poor  persons,  so  to  be  placed  in  the  said  house,  hospital  or 

v almshouse,  by  the  said  trustees,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  their 

heirs  or  assigns ; and  that  the  said  Thomas  Evetts  should  give  an  ac- 
count of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the  rest  of  the  said  trustees,  or 
the  greater  number  of  them,  or  of  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  when  he 
should  be  thereunto  from  time  to  time  called  to  give  such  account ; and  after 
his  decease,  that  the  said  trustees,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  should 
nominate  and  elect  a sufficient  person  from  time  to  time,  to  receive  the  said 
rents  and  profits,  and  to  pay  the  same  as  aforesaid,  for  which  he  should  have 
and  receive  the  like  yearly  allowance  ; and  that,  the  said  poor  widows  and  poor 
women  unmarried,  and  the  said  minister,  should  be  chosen,  first  by  the  said 
trustees,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  and  afterwards  as  there  should 
be  occasion,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  be  elected,  nominated  and  appointed 
by  the  said  trustees,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  their  heirs, 
and  such  other  person  and  persons,  and  their  heirs,  to  whom  the  said  manor 
or  lordship,  lands  and  premises,  should  be  conveyed,  or  the  greater  number  of 
them,  and  should  receive  the  several  sum  and  sums  of  money  to  them  severally 
appointed  and  given,  and  the  said  poor  persons  the  said  gowms,  for  and 
during  their  respective  lives  respectively,  except  for  some  notorious  mis- 
carriage of  them,  or  any  of  them,  it  should  seem  fit  to  the  said  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  or  to  the  persons  who  should  thereafter  have  the  trust  and 
government  of  the  said  house,  hospital  or  almshouse,  and  uses  aforesaid,  to 
remove  them,  and  to  place  others  in  their  rooms,  which  they  were  to  have 
power  from  time  to  time  to  do : And  to  the  end  her  said  will  therein  might  be 
for  ever  thereafter  in  all  things  performed,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
manor  or  lordship  of  Balsall,  lands  and  premises,  wholly  employed  to  the  uses 
aforesaid,  and  not  mis-converted,  or  in  anywise  concealed,  the  said  trustees, 
and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  were  with  all  convenient  speed  after 
her  decease,  by  the  advice  of  counsel  learned  in  the  law,  by  such  conveyances 
and  assurances  in  the  law  as  should  be  requisite,  and  by  procuring  his 
Majesty’s  grant  or  licence,  and  by  decree  or  decrees  in  Chancery,  or  by  all  or 
any  of  the  said  ways  and  means,  or  by  any  other  ways  and  means  as  should  be 
devised  and  advised,  grant,  convey  and  assure  the  said  manor  or  lordship  of 
Balsall,  with  the  lands,  hereditaments  and  premises  before  devised,  in  trust, 
as  aforesaid,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  their  heirs,  and  of  such  other  person 
or  persons,  and  their  heirs,  as  they  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  should 
appoint,  w hereof  she  desired  that  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Litchfield 
and  Coventry,  for  the  time  being,  should  be  one,  for  the  preservation  and 
better  continuance  of  the  said  pious  and  charitable  uses,  and  for  the  foundation 
or  creation  of  an  hospital  or  almshouse,  at  Balsall,  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  and 
for  the  regulation  and  further  government  thereof,  and  to  that  end  to  appoint 
visitors  and  governors  thereof,  if  it  should  be  thought  fit,  so  as  always  the  said 
trustees  should  settle  and  assure  the  same  to  the  uses,  and  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  before  declared,  and  that  all  the  charges  that  there  should 
be  occasion  to  expend  and  lay  out,  in  and  about  the  further  and  better  settle- 
ment of  the  said  manor  or  lordship,  lands  and  premises,  to  the  uses  aforesaid, 
and  creating  the  said  hospital  or  almshouse,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  manor  or  lordship,  lands,  hereditaments  and  premises, 
in  the  first  place. 

By  another  codicil  to  her  will,  the  said  Lady  Katherine  declared  her  desire 
to  be,  that  the  minister  to  whom  she  had  given  20/.  yearly,  to  read  prayers,  and 
instruct  the  poor  people  to  be  placed  in  the  almshouse  or  hospital  at  Balsall, 
should  also  teach  and  instruct  in  learning  twenty  of  the  poorest  boys  of  Balsall 
and  parish,  constantly,  until  they  should  be  fit  to  be  apprentices,  upon  the 
account  of  the  said  20/.  yearly,  not  taking  any  thing  from  their  parents,  and 
that  her  trustees  would  see  that  her  desire  and  mind  performed. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  intituled, 
“ An  Act  for  the  better  Government  of  the  Hospital  of  Balsall,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick,  founded  by  the  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,”  after  reciting  the 
codicils  above  abstracted,  and  further  reciting,  that  by  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  respectively  the  10th  and  13th  of  June  168(J,  the  said  devised 

premises 
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premises  were  duly  vested  by  the  devisees  in  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Litchfield  and  Balsall. 
Coventry,  and  several  other  persons  therein  named,  upon  the  trusts  before 
mentioned,  and  that  a house  or  hospital  was  built  for  the  habitation  of  the  Leveson’sVospkal 
said  poor  women,  and  the  said  charity  had  been  enjoyed  according  to  the  said  continued. 

will  and  codicils,  and  that  it  might  be  troublesome  from  time  to  time  to  obtain  ^ 7 

conveyances  from  trustees  as  there  should  be  occasion,  and  if  conveyances 
should  be  omitted  to  be  made,  great  inconveniences  might  ensue  to  the  said 
charity  ; and  that  it  was  necessary  that  there  should  be  a perpetual  succession 
of  a competent  number  of  trustees  for  the  good  government  of  the  said  charity, 
and  there  might  in  process  of  time  be  occasion,  as  well  for  enlarging  the  said 
charity,  as  for  fit  rules  (from  time  to  time  as  circumstances  might  be)  for  the 
better  government  thereof,  it  was  enacted,  at  the  humble  suit  of  the  sur- 
vivors of  the  trustees  in  the  said  conveyance  named,  that  the  said  house  should 
from  thenceforth  for  ever  thereafter  remain,  continue  and  be  employed  and 
used  for  a hospital  and  house,  for  the  aboding,  dwelling,  sustentation  and 
relief  of  the  poor,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  said  last  will  of  the  said 
Lady  Katherine ; the  same  poor  to  be  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  there- 
after, named,  assigned  and  appointed  by  the  governors  of  the  said  hospital, 
or  the  greater  part  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  according  to  true  intent  of  the 
said  last  will  of  the  said  Lady  Katherine ; and  that  the  said  hospital  should  for 
ever  thereafter  be  incorporated,  named  and  called,  “ The  Hospital  of  the  Lady 
Katherine  Leveson.” 

And  for  the  better  maintenance  and  continuance  of  the  said  hospital,  and 
the  said  charitable  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  and  that  the  same  might  have 
and  take  the  better  effect,  and  that  all  and  every  the  manors,  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments  aforesaid,  devised  or  thereafter  to  be  given,  for  the  main- 
tenance and  relief  thereof,  might  be  the  better  governed,  used,  employed  and 
bestowed  for  the  charitable  purposes  before  mentioned,  for  ever,  it  was  further 
enacted,  that  there  should  be  for  ever  thereafter  eleven  persons,  who  should 
be  called  “ Governors  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  in  Balsall 
alias  Temple  Balsall,  and  of  the  Possessions  and  Revenues  thereof ;”  and  for  that 
purpose,  that  Richard  Newport,  esquire,  commonly  called  Lord  Newport, 

Thomas  Lord  Leigh,  Charles  Leigh,  Sir  Charles  Holt,  Sir  Clement  Fisher, 

Sir  Bryan  Broughton,  William  Bromley,  Thomas  Featherston  and  William 
Ebrall,  together  with  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  time  being, 
and  William  Lord  Digby,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  should  be  the  first 
and  present  governors  of  the  said  hospital,  and  that  they,  and  the  sur- 
vivors and  survivor  of  them,  and  such  as  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them, 
should  from  time  to  time  elect  and  choose  to  make  up  the  number  of 
eleven,  when  and  as  often  as  any  of  them  or  any  of  their  successors  should 
happen  to  decease,  or  be  removed  from  being  governor,  or  governors  thereof, 
should  be  and  they  were  thereby  incorporated  and  made  one  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  “ The  Governors  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Lady 
Katherine  Leveson,  in  Balsall  alias  Temple  Balsall,  and  of  the  Possessions  and 
Revenues  thereof,”  and  by  that  name  should  have  perpetual  succession,  for  ever; 
and  that  they  by  that  name,  should  have  full  power  and  authority  to  purchase, 
take,  hold,  enjoy  and  have  to  them  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  as  well 
goods  and  chatties,  as  manors,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  reversions  and  here- 
ditaments whatsoever,  of  and  from  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  and  that 
they  should  have  power  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  thereafter,  to  make 
and  order  reasonable  bye-laws,  rules  and  ordinances,  for  and  concerning  the 
better  governing  the  said  corporation  or  hospital,  and  the  several  members 
thereof,  and  of  the  poor  to  be  sustained  therein,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
annul,  make  void  and  alter  the  same,  and  also  to  choose  and  entertain  all  such 
officers  or  servants,  as  should  be  needful  to  be  employed  in  and  about  the  pre- 
mises, and  them,  or  any  of  them,  from  time  to  time  to  remove,  as  they  should 
see  cause,  and  upon  the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  them,  to  choose  others  in 
their  place,  and  to  make  and  give  such  reasonable  allowances  to  them,  or  any 
of  them,  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  said  hospital,  as  they  should  think  fit. 

Provided,  that  the  said  governors  for  the  time  being,  or  their  successors,  or 
any  of  them,  should  not  make  any  lease,  grant,  conveyance  or  estate  of  any 
of  the  manors,  lands  and  tenements,  whereof  they  should  be  seised  in  right  of 
the  said  corporation,  which  should  exceed  the  number  of  twenty-one  years  in 
possession,  and  whereupon  the  accustomable  yearly  rent  or  more,  or  the  best 
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Balsall.  improved  rent  that  could  be  got,  should  not  be  reserved,  and  yearly  payable 
during  the  continuance  of  every  such  lease. 

iircton^Hoapiial,  And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said  corporation  should  have  power  to 
continued.  enlarge  the,  number  of  the  almswomen  in  the  said  hospital,  to  be  maintained 

v— J therein,  and  the  buildings  of  the  said  hospital,  for  the  reception  of  such 

additional  almswomen,  as  to  the  said  corporation  should  seem  meet,  so  as  the 
allowance  made  and  given  by  the  said  Lady  Katherine  Leveson  to  the  aforesaid 
twenty  poor  women,  should  not  be  lessened  or  abridged,  and  also  to  augment 
or  lessen  the  salaries  of  the  master  or  bailiff,  as  to  the  said  trustees  should  seem 
meet  and  convenient. 


And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said  governors  should  take  care  con- 
stantly to  have  the  sum  of  1,000/.  out  at  interest,  upon  security,  to  answer 
and  satisfy  for  any  accidents  of  fire  or  otherwise,  relating  to  the  said  hospital. 
The  interest  arising  from  the  same  to  be  from  time  to  time  accounted  for  and 
applied  to  the  uses  of  the  trust;  and  that  in  all  cases,  upon  all  meetings  relating 
to  the  good  government  and  dispatch  of  business  of  the  said  hospital,  there 
should  not  be  less  than  six  governors;  and  in  such  case,  what  the  majority  of 
those  present  should  order  or  direct,  should  be  binding  and  conclusive  to  the 
residue  from  time  to  time;  and  that  they  should,  at  their  first  or  some  other 
meeting,  fix  upon  a certain  day  for  their  constant  anniversary  meeting,  yearly, 
to  visit  the  said  hospital,  and  to  take  and  adjust  the  preceding  year’s  account 
thereof,  and  of  the  revenue  thereunto  belonging,  and  to  do  and  transact  all 
such  matters  and  things,  as  to  them  should  seem  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
said  hospital : And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  all  the  said  manor  or  lordship 

of  Balsall,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  with  the  rights,  members  and  appur- 
tenances, and  all  and  every  the  messuages,  farms,  cottages,  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  reversions,  services,  jurisdictions,  privileges  and  hereditaments  whatsoever, 
late  of  the  said  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  situate  and  being  within  the  said 
manor  or  lordship,  or  within  the  said  parish  of  Balsall,  so  devised  by  the  said 
Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  as  aforesaid,  should  be  vested  and  settled  in  the  said 
governors,  for  the  pious  and  charitable  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  in  the  said 
codicil  to  the  said  will  of  the  said  Ladv  Katherine  Leveson  mentioned  and 
expressed,  and  to  or  for  no  other  use,  intent  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

This  corporation  has  been  duly  kept  up  ; the  vacancies  which  have  from  time 
to  time  occurred  in  the  place  of  governor  having  been  filled  by  new  appoint- 
ments made  by  the  remaining  governors,  and  entered  in  their  order  book. 

The  property  derived  under  the  above  mentioned  devise,  consists  at  present 
of  the  following  particulars,  which,  as  far  as  regards  the  lands,  we  have 
obtained  from  a map  and  survey  made  in  1759,  by  T.  Tomlinson,  being  the 
earliest  particular  of  any  part  of  the  property  that  appears  to  be  now  extant : —

1.  — A farm,  called  the  Temple  Farm,  comprizing  a dwelling-house,  and 
necessary  farm-buildings,  and  several  parcels  of  land,  containing,  in  the 
whole  408  a.  3R.  25  p.,  held  by  Mr.  Henry  Couchman,  as  tenant  from  year 
to  year,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  300/. 

Mr.  Couchman  has  held  the  farm  at  this  rent  for  twenty-three  years. 
When  he  took  it,  it  was  valued  by  Mr.  W edge,  a land  surveyor,  at  409  /.  1 s.  3 d. 
a year,  but  it  was  let  by  the  governors,  at  the  reduced  rent  of  300/.,  the 
remainder  being  considered  as  a proper  remuneration  to  Mr.  Couchman,  in 
addition  to  a salary  of  15  /.,  for  his  services  as  their  bailiff,  and  the  expenses 
which  he  incurs  in  the  discharge  of  that  office. 

2.  — A farm,  called  the  Ten  Parks  Farm,  comprizing  77  a.  1 p..  16  r.,  and 
a barn,  also  held  by  Mr.  Couchman,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  60/.,  to  which  sum  it  was  reduced  at  Ladv-day  1822,  from 
90/.  a year,  at  which  rent  he  had  entered  upon  it  from  Lady-day  1821.  At 
that  period,  a general  reduction  took  place  in  the  rents  of  all  the  landed 
property  belonging  to  the  charity,  in  consequence  of  the  unfavourable  state 
of  the  times  with  respect  to  agricultural  produce.  The  reduction  was  made 
by  Mr.  Harris,  surveyor,  of  Birmingham,  who  had  been  previously  employed 
to  value  the  farms  at  their  respective  lettings. 

3.  — The  Lodge  Farm,  comprizing  a dwelling-house,  and  farm  buildings, 
and  several  parcels  of  land,  containing  157  A.  1 it.  17P.,  leased  to  Thomas 
Cattell,  for  fourteen  years  from  Lady-day  1S19,  at  the  annual  rent  of  160/. 
This  rent  was  reduced  from  Lady-day  1822,  to  130/. 

4.  — The  Oakley  Hill  Farm,  consisting  of  a barn,  and  several  parcels  of 
of  land,  containing  together  C4A.  2R.  28  p.,  held  by  Thomas  Cattell,  as 

tenant 
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tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  70/.  He  took  the  farm  from 
Lady-day  1822,  at  90/.,  but  it  was  reduced  to  the  above  amount  before 
any  rent  had  been  received. 

5.  — The  Brock  Hall  Farm,  consisting  of  a barn,  and  several  parcels  of 
land,  containing  95  A.  211.  31  p.,  of  which  82  A.  & 31  p.  are  old  inclosure, 
and  13  a.  & 2 r.  an  allotment  awarded  upon  the  inclosure  of  Balsall  Common, 
held  by  John  Muddyman,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  90/. 
It  appears  by  the  governors  order  book,  that  Muddyman  took  possession  of 
the  farm  from  Lady-day  1817,  for  the  remainder  of  a term  which  had  been 
granted  to  Joseph  Willington,  at  the  annual  rent  of  102/.  Upon  the  expi- 
ration of  that  lease  at  Lady-day  1821,  the  farm  was  re-valued,  and  set  at 
122/.,  with  an  abatement  of  20/.  for  the  four  first  years,  in  consideration  of 
the  great  improvement  that  Muddyman  had  made  upon  the  farm  during  his 
previous  tenancy.  Muddyman  therefore  continued  to  hold  it  at  102  /.,  and 
at  Lady-day  1822,  this  rent,  like  the  rest,  was  reduced  to  the  present 
amount.  According  to  the  terms  of  this  letting,  the  additional  rent  of  20  /. 
(subject  perhaps  to  a proportionable  abatement)  should  have  been  put  on  in 
1825,  but  this  does  not  appear  to  have  been  done. 

6.  — A farm,  called  Hall  Fields,  containing  18 A.  2 r.  i6p.,  and  several 
parcels  of  new  inclosed  land,  allotted  to  the  governors  of  the  hospital  on 
the  inclosure  of  Balsall  manor,  containing,  in  the  whole,  48  acres,  with 
a barn  and  hovel  erected  on  the  new  inclosed  land,  held  by  John  Muddy- 
man, as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  60/.,  to  which 
amount  it  was  reduced  in  182a,  from  80/. 

Part  of  these  48  acres  were  awarded  under  the  Balsall  inclosure,  in 
exchange  for  to  A.  & 39  p.  of  old  inclosed  land,  lying  at  Oldwich  End,  and 
a meadow,  called  Singers  Meadow,  containing  2 a.  & i8p.,  and  a house, 
and  1 a.  3 R.  22  p.  of  land,  called  Chadwick  House,  and  land. 

7.  — Priest  Park  Farm,  comprising  a farm-house  and  buildings,  and 
58  a.  3R.  31  p.  of  land,  held  by  Joseph  Taylor,  under  the  terms  of  a lease 
for  14  years,  which  expired  at  Lady-day  1826,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  75 l. 
This  rent  was  reduced  in  1822  to  60  (.  The  lease  is  now  about  to  be  renewed 
for  14  years,  at  the  former  rent  of  75  /.,  which  in  future  he  is  to  pay  in 
full. 

8.  — A farm,  called  the  Riddings,  containing  83  A.  1R.  37  p.,  of  which 
3R.  & 3 p.  were  formerly  coppice,  with  a barn,  held  by  Mrs.  Ann  Fisher, 
on  the  terms  of  a lease,  which  is  to  be  granted  to  her  for  seven  years  at 
100/.  She  held  this  farm  under  a lease,  which  expired  at  Lady-day  1826, 
at  the  same  rent,  which  had  been  reduced  in  1822  to  80 1. 

9.  — About  eight  acres  of  new  inclosure,  part  of  Bradnock’s  marsh, 
allotted  to  the  governors  under  the  Barston  and  Berkswell  inclosure,  held 
by  Joseph  Pearman,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  8/. 


10. — Divers  cottages,  and  small  parcels  of  land,  either  held  with  the 
cottages,  or  separately,  lying  in  different  parts  of  the  hamlet  of  Balsall, 
occupied  by  the  following  tenants  : —

Many  of  these  tenants  formerly  held  leases  for  21  years,  but  this  has  been 
for  some  time  discontinued,  and  they  now  all  hold  from  year  to  year, 
except  John  Leeson,  who  in  consequence  of  his  having  built  a house  upon 
his  land,  has  a lease  for  21  years,  which  will  expire  at  Michaelmas  1834. 

The  other  rents  are  fixed  by  the  governors  from  time  to  time,  upon 
inquiry,  with  the  assistance  of  their  bailiff,  into  the  character  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  tenants,  and  they  proportion  the  rents  accordingly. 

11.  — A rent  paid  by  the  Earl  of  Aylesford,  for  the  liberty  of  sporting  over 
the  manor,  5/. 

12.  — Rent  paid  by  Joseph  Boultbee,  esquire,  for  the  right  of  fishing  in 
that  part  of  the  river  Blythe,  which  runs  through  his  ground,  5s. 

13.  — Chief  rents  for  Balsall  manor,  47/.  19  s.  1 \ d. 

14.  — Fines  for  alienation. 

These  are  in  general  taken  at  the  rate  of  half  a year  upon  the  full  value 
of  the  property.  The  annual  amount  of  course  varies  extremely.  The 
average  of  the  last  ten  years  has  been  76/.  g x. ; the  largest  amount  having 
been  159/.  12  s.  9 d.,  and  the  lvwest  2/.  7 s.Qd.

It  was  formerly  the  custom  to  sell  the  wood  altogether,  at  periods  of  ten 
or  twelve  years.  The  governors  have  lately  fallen  the  wood  themselves,  and 
intend  in  future  to  cut  about  twelve  acres  every  two  years. 

In  1824,  about  twelve  acres  were  fallen,  which  contained  some  good 
timber,  and  the  net  produce  of  which  was  282/.  19s  3 r/.  T his  was  con- 
sidered as  the  best  fall  in  Frogmore  Coppice,  and  will  probably  be  above 
the  average  value  of  the  future  falls.  The  annual  addition  to  the  income 
from  this  branch  of  the  property,  may  perhaps  be  estimated  at  120/. 

16  — To  the  premises  above  enumerated,  are  to  be  added  some  houses  in 
Whitecross-street,  London,  which  were  first  conveyed  to  the  governors 
by  way  of  mortgage  in  the  year  1722,  as  a security  lor  the  sum  of  1.300/. 
advanced  by  them  from  savings  of  income.  In  the  year  1 752  the  governors 
appear  to  have  come  into  the  receipt  of  the  rents  of  these  mortgaged 
premises,  and  in  the  year  1771,  they  granted  a lease  of  them  to  James 
Warren,  carpenter,  and  Benjamin  Simons,  bricklayer,  for  the  term  of 
81  Years  from  Michaelmas  1771,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  50/. 

This 
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This  lease,  which  is  still  subsisting,  describes  the  premises  as  consisting 
of  a piece  of  ground,  near  the  upper  end  of  Whitecross-street,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegale,  London,  fronting  towards  the  east  upon 
the  said  street,  containing  in  front  about  70  feet  of  assize,  and  in  depth  about 
218  feet,  with  some  variations  in  the  western  boundary,  more  particularly 
delineated  in  a map  annexed  thereto;  and  also  five  messuages  standing 
thereon,  fronting  Whitecross-street,  and  two  other  messuages  standing  on 
other  part  thereof ; and  it  contains  covenants  from  the  lessees  to  take  down 
the  messuages  in  front  of  the  street,  and  all  other  buildings  within  the 
distance  of  70  feet  westward  of  the  said  front,  except  the  messuage  known 
by  the  sign  of  the  Three  Jolly  Butchers,  and  before  the  29th  September 
1772,  to  build  on  the  site  thereof,  three  new  brick  tenements,  even  in  front 
with  the  said  messuage,  called  the  Three  Jolly  Butchers,  which  should 
severally  be  30  feet  in  depth,  and  four  stories  in  height,  and  contain 
together  in  front  57  feet,  and  to  expend  in  the  said  building  1,050/.;  and 
further,  before  Michaelmas  1772,  to  take  down  the  other  buildings  on  the 
ground  over  and  above  the  said  70  feet,  which  were  not  used  with  the  said 
messuage,  called  the  Three  Jolly  Butchers,  and  before  Michaelmas  1773, 
to  build  on  the  site  thereof,  either  storehouses,  warehouses,  small  brick 
dwelling-houses,  or  some  other  buildings,  and  to  expend  in  such  erections 
the  sum  of  600/.  at  the  least;  and  further  forthwith,  after  20th  October 
1783,  to  take  down  the  said  messuage,  called  the  Three  Jolly  Butchers, 
and  the  other  buildings  used  therewith,  and  on  the  site  thereof,  before 
the  10th  October  1784,  to  erect  one  brick  messuage,  fronting  Whitecross- 
street,  with  proper  offices  behind  the  same,  even  in  front  with  the  said 
three  messuages  before  covenanted  to  be  built,  and  of  a similar  description, 
and  to  expend  therein  the  sum  of  350/.  at  the  least. 

Upon  this  ground  there  have  been  built,  in  pursuance  of  the  covenant 
in  the  lease,  four  houses  fronting  Whitecross-street,  three  of  which  are 
shops,  and  one  a public  house,  the  sign  of  the  Green  Man  and  Still, 
and  two  rows  of  small  houses  on  each  side  of  the  ground  behind,  now  called 
White  Lion  Yard,  24  in  number,  which  are  approached  by  a gateway,  be- 
tween the  two  centre  houses  fronting  the  street. 

These  houses  appear  to  have  been  assessed  to  the  property  tax,  at  the 
sum  of  479/.  per  annum. 

The  reserved  rent  is  now  received  in  two  sums,  one  of  30/.,  from  Mrs. 
Ann  Pope,  and  the  other  of  20/.,  from  Mr.  T.  Gray.

The  dividends  of  this  stock  afford  an  addition  to  the  annual  income 
of  £. 155  18  2. 
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To  these  productive  portions  of  the  trust  property  are  to  be  added  the  hos- 
pital premises,  which  consists  of  a handsome  building  occupying  three  sides  of 
an  oblong  quadrangle,  and  comprising  a house  for  the  residence  of  the  master 
with  a garden,  apartments  for  the  matron,  and  for  the  assistant  master,  and 
thirty  dwellings,  with  gardens  to  each,  occupied  by  the  almswomen.  Of  these 
dwellings  eight  consist  of  two  apartments  each,  sixteen  of  three,  and  six  of 
four.  The  building  is  two  stories  in  height,  and  all  the  apartments  in  each 
dwelling  are  on  the  same  floor. 

We  have  not  met  with  the  particulars  respecting  the  original  building  of  the 
hospital ; but  it  appears  from  the  earliest  order  book,  now  extant,  and  which 
commences  in  1683,  that  it  had  then  been  completed.  It  further  appears  from 
the  order  book,  that  additions  have  been  made  to  the  original  building,  at 
several  subsequent  periods,  the  last  of  which  was  in  1772,  w’hen  the  apartments 
of  the  matron  and  assistant  master  were  added. 

It  appears,  that  part  of  the  estate  in  Balsall,  given  by  Lady  Katherine 
Leveson,  for  the  endowment  of  this  hospital,  had  previously  belonged  to  her 
sister,  Lady  Anne  Holborne,  and  that  certain  disbursements  made  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  estate,  which  have  no  reference  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
hospital,  are  paid  as  charges  created  by  or  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
Lady  Anne  Holborne’s  will. 

For  the  better  explaining  these,  it  will  be  necessary  briefly  to  state  the  purport 
of  Lady  Anne  Holborne’s  will,  which  was  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of 
Canterbury,  the  27th  August  1663,  and  of  certain  proceedings  in  the  court  of 
Chancery,  which  took  place  thereon.  By  that  will  the  testatrix  bequeathed, 
to  be  bestowed  upon  the  repair  and  re-edifying  of  the  church  adjoining  to 
the  Temple-house,  in  Balsall,  500/.,  or  if  that  would  not  fully  repair  it,  so 
much  more  as  might  build  it  up  in  a fair  and  decent  manner;  and  further,  she 
gave  to  that  church  or  chapel,  100/.  a year,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  her  part 
of  those  lands  she  had  in  Balsall,  for  the  maintenance  of  a preaching  minister  in 
the  church  to  the  end  of  the  world;  in  what  manner  that  land  should  be  settled 
upon  the  church  of  Balsall,  she  left  to  the  discretion  of  her  executors  : Further, 
she  bequeathed  50/.  a year  out  of  those  lands  she  had  in  Long  Itchington,  to  be 
settled  upon  the  church  for  ever,  towards  the  augmenting  of  the  small  mainte- 
nance that  then  belonged  to  the  church,  that  there  might  be  an  able  preaching 
minister  to  the  world’s  end : And  after  appointing  her  brother,  Sir  Richard 
Leveson,  knight  of  the  bath,  and  her  sister,  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  his  wife, 
her  executors,  she  gave  to  her  said  sister,  the  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  after 
all  her  debts  and  legacies  should  be  paid,  the  remainder  of  all  the  estate  she 
should  leave  behind  her,  either  in  lands  of  inheritance,  leases,  plate  or  jewels,  or 
money,  or  any  other  moveables  whatsoever.  She  then  adds,  “ my  desire  is,  that 
all  my  debts  and  legacies  may  be  paid  out  of  my  lands  in  Itchington,  only  what 
concern  the  repair  of  the  church  of  Balsall,  or  what  I have  given  to  other  good 
uses,  to  be  out  of  Balsall  lands,  for  I would  have  all  my  part  of  my  lands  in 
Balsall,  bestowed  to  God’s  glory,  as  my  executors  shall  see  fit.” 

In  a codicil  to  her  said  will,  after  specifying  certain  debts  which  she  directs 
to  be  paid,  she  adds,  “ when  these  debts  are  satisfied,  then  my  will  and  desire  is, 
that  the  chapel  adjoining  to  the  manor  house,  in  Balsall,  may  be  full  and  suffi- 
ciently repaired,  and  if  I have  so  much  land  of  inheritance  at  the  time  of  my 
death,  in  any  place,  as  I can  settle  50/.  a year,  for  the  maintenance  of  a preach- 
ing minister  for  ever,  then,  I will  and  desire  my  executors  to  settle  50/.  a year, 
for  ever,  upon  that  chapel  in  Balsall,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a preaching 
minister  for  that  place.” 

Sir  Richard  Leveson  having  died  in  the  life-time  of  the  testatrix,  and  Lady 
Katherine  Leveson  having  renounced  administration  of  the  will,  administration 
with  the  will  annexed,  was  granted  to  the  Lord  Vicount  Brouncker,  one  of  the 
principal  legatees. 

We  find  from  an  ancient  document,  preserved  among  the  papers  of  the  hos- 
pital, being  a statement  of  a claim  made  by  the  Earl  of  Leicester  to  the  manor  of 
Balsall,  drawn  up  by  Mr.  William  Ebrall,  one  of  the  first  trustees  of  Lady  Kathe- 
rine Leveson’s  charity  appointed  by  the  above  mentioned  Act  of  Parliament,  that 
on  the  death  of  Sir  Robert  Dudley,  son  to  the  first  Earl  of  Leicester,  the  manors 
of  Bah  all  and  Long  Itchington  had  passed  to  his  four  daughters,  of  whom 
Lady  Anne  Holborne  and  Lady  Katherine  Leveson  were  two,  and  that  at  the 
time  of  her  death,  Lady  Anne  Holborne  was  possessed  of  three-fourth  parts  of 

the 
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the  said  manors,  the  shares  of  the  two  deceased  sisters  having  become  vested  in 
her.  After  the  death  of  Lady  Anne  Holborne,  a bill  was  filed  in  the  court  of 
Chancery,  on  the  21st  of  April,  17th  Charles  f,  by  Thomas  Percival,  esquire, 
and  Katherine,  his  wife,  and  Anne,  his  daughter,  legatees  under  the  will, 
against  Lady  Katherine  Leveson  and  Lord  Brouncker,  praying,  that  the  Lady 
Anne  Holborne’s  three  parts  of  the  manors  of  Balsall  and  ltchington,  might  be 
sold,  to  pay  her  debts  and  fulfill  her  charitable  gifts  and  legacies ; and  in  the 
result  of  the  suit,  it  was  ordered  by  two  decrees  respectively,  dated  the 
May,  and  the  7th  July,  17th  Charles  II,  that  her  three-fourth  parts  of  the 
manor  of  ltchington  should  be  sold  for  payment  of  her  debts  and  legacies,  and 
also,  that  her  three-fourth  parts  of  the  manor  of  Balsall,  should  be  conveyed  by 
Lady  Katherine  Leveson  (who  was  in  possession  thereof,  under  a claim  of  title, 
but  consented  to  the  decree,)  to  Lord  Brouncker  and  his  heirs,  who  was  to  sell 
the  same,  or  so  much  as  was  not  devised  to  charitable  uses  for  the  minister, 
whereby  the  debts,  pious  uses  and  legacies  might  be  satisfied  therewith,  and  with 
the  lands  in  ltchington,  according  to  the  said  will ; and  Sir  John  Well,  one  of 
the  masters  of  the  court,  was  to  take  the  whole  matter  into  consideration,  both 
concerning  the  three-fourth  parts  of  Balsall,  and  the  rents,  fines  and  profits 
to  be  employed  towards  payments  of  debts,  pious  uses  and  legacies,  as  afore- 
said, and  also  to  direct  and  allow  such  assurance  as  he  should  think  fit,  for 
settling  50/.  per  annum  out  of  Balsall  lands,  for  a minister  there,  for  ever,  and 
50/.  per  annum  out  of  Balsall  lands,  for  the  use  of  the  then  minister  of  Itching- 
ton,  and  his  successors  for  ever ; which  assurance  the  Lady  Katherine  Leveson 
and  Lord  Brouncker  were  to  execute  to  such  trustees  and  their  heirs,  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  said  master  should  name  and  direct. 

Mr.  Ebrall’s  narrative  states,  that  in  pursuance  of  these  decrees,  Lord 
Brouncker  and  Lady  Katherine  Leveson  executed  a deed  of  feoffment  to  eight 
gentlemen  of  the  county  (there  named),  to  enable  them  to  enter  on  the  said 
estate,  and  distrain  for  the  salaries  of  the  two  ministers  in  case  of  nonpayment, 
and  that  Lord  Brouncker  sold  Lady  Anne  Holborne’s  three-fourth  parts  of  the 
estate  at  ltchington,  to  Serjeant  Newdigate,  and  her  three-fourth  parts  of  the 
estate  at  Balsall,  to  the  Lady  Katherine  Leveson,  who  thereby  became  possessed 
of  the  whole,  except  what  was  given  to  the  two  churches. 

The  salaries  of  the  two  ministers  are  now  paid  by  the  governors  of  the 
hospital,  and  some  other  sums  are  disbursed  from  the  revenues  of  the  charity, 
for  the  salary  of  the  chapel  clerk,  repairs  and  other  expenses  attending  the 
chapel,  and  the  administration  of  the  service  there. 

The  governors  of  the  hospital  act  as  patrons  of  the  chapel,  and  uniformly  ap- 
point the  master  of  the  hospital  to  the  office  of  chaplain.  We  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  how  they  acquired  this  right  of  patronage.  There  was  for- 
merly a house  of  Knights  Templars  near,  to  which  this  chapel  belonged,  and 
from  which  this  division  of  the  Hamlet  derived  its  appellation. 

Other  disbursements  are  made,  which,  with  those  relating  to  the  chapel,  are 
to  be  considered  as  charges  on  the  property  and  reductions  of  the  income  appli- 
cable to  the  purposes  of  the  charity.  These  are  as  follow,  viz  : —

No  average  can  be  stated  of  the  repairs  of  the  chapel.  In  the  years  1822* 
1823  and  1825,  an  extensive  repair  took  place,  the  total  amount  of  which  was 
979/.  Previously  to  that  time,  no  repairs  had  been  done  to  the  chapel  for 
a great  number  of  years,  except  some  trifling  items  for  glazing  the  windows, 
which  have  been  included  in  the  account  of  repairs  to  the  hospital. 

Rep.  18.  3 L 3 In 
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In  181 3,  a sum  of  52/.  !7 s.  3d.,  and  in  1824,  two  other  sums,  amounting 
to  57 1.  17 s.  2 d.,  were  paid  for  law  charges  to  Messrs,  Woodcock  and 
Twist,  solicitors  to  the  governors,,  and  in  1825,  a gratuity  of  21/.  was  paid  to 
Richard  Greslev,  esquire,  the  steward  of  the  manor,  for  attending  the  manor 
courts.  No  similar  payment  had  been  made  to  the  steward  for  many  years. 
The  appointment  is  nearly  an  honorary  one,  the  business  being  performed  by 
the  deputy  steward,  who  is  remunerated  by  the  fees  of  court.  In  respect 
of  these  three  items,  an  addition  of  5 /.  has  been  included  in  the  average 
annual  amount  above  stated,  for  repairs  and  management. 

At  the  annual  manor  courts,  an  open  table  is  kept  by  the  bailiff  for  all 
persons  in  attendance,  and  he  likewise  provides  a dinner  for  the  governors  at 
their  annual  meeting.  The  sums  allowed  for  these  dinners  in  the  accounts,  as 
above  stated,  fall  far  short  of  the  real  expense.  It  is  to  supply  this  deficency  of 
payment,  as  well  as  to  remunerate  the  other  services  of  the  bailiff,  on  whom  all 
the  principal  details  of  the  management  of  the  charity  devolve,  and  to  which 
his  stated  salary  is  by  no  means  adequate,  that  he  is  allowed  to  hold  the  Temple 
farm  on  the  advantageous  terms  which  we  have  before  stated.  It  seems  to  us, 
that  it  might  be  better  that  he  should  receive  an  adequate  compensation  for  his 
services  in  the  shape  of  salary,  and  that  he  should  pay  a full  rent  for  the  farm  : —

subject  however  to  some  further  occasional  deductions,  for  the  repairs  of  the 
chapel. 

There  are  now  lodged  and  maintained  in  the  hospital,  thirty  poor  women, 
the  number  having  been  gradually  increased  from  the  original  twenty,  till  it 
reached  this  amount  in  the  year  1731.  They  are  appointed  at  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  governors,  and  are  selected  from  among  the  poorest  inhabitants 
of  the  hamlet  of  Balsall,  inquiry  being  previously  made  into  their  characters 
and  circumstances.  There  are  generally  one,  and  sometimes  two,  among  the 
number  in  the  hospital  taken  from  the  parish  of  Long  Itchington,  if  candidates 
from  that  parish  appear  to  be  titter  objects  than  those  from  Balsall.  We  may 
observe,  that  according  to  the  terms  of  Lady  Katherine  Leveson’s  foundation, 
it  is  only  in  case  of  an  absolute  want  of  candidates,  duly  qualified  from  the 
parish  of  Balsall,  that  they  are  to  be  supplied  from  Long  Itchington,  or  the 
other  places  mentioned  in  the  codicil. 

These  women  receive  each  a weekly  sum  of  3s.,  with  the  addition  of  Is. 
in  the  last  week  of  each  quarter,  amounting  altogether  to  240/.  per  annum. 
This  payment  appears  to  have  continued  from  the  first  commencement  of 
the  charity.  From  the  year  1784  they  have  received  an  additional  sum  of  (.)d. 
a,  week,  which,  in  the  year  1826,  was  increased  to  1$.  Od.  These  weekly 
payments  amount  together  to  357 1 . per  annum. 

They  also  receive  each,  at  Christmas,  9,1.,  which  has  continued  since  the  year 
1708,  and  a further  sum  of  1/.  155.  from  the  \ear  1 777»  which,  with  the 
weekly  payments,  make  a yearly  sum  of  46()/.  10s. 

They  have  also  an  allowance  of  two  sixpenny  loaves  each  per  week,  and 
30  cwt.  of  coals  each,  annually,  and  they  have  each  a woollen  gown  every  year. 
They  are  also  supplied  with  milk,  from  a cow,  which  is  kept  for  the  purpose* 

There  is  a matron  appointed  to  superintend  the  almswomen,  w'ho  resides 
in  the  hospital,  and  whose  duty  it.  is  to  visit  them  every  day,  and  to  see  that 
they  are  properly  taken  care  of,  and  that  the  nurses  do  their  duty  in  attending 
on  them  when  sick.  This  appointment  first  took  place  in  1774,  when  the 
matron’s  salary  was  fixed  at  20/.  This  was  afterwards  increased  to  301.  and  at 
Michaelmas  1810,  to  40/. 

A nurse  resides  in  the  hospital  to  attend  on  the  old  women  when  sick,  who 
receives  the  same  weekly  pay  as  the  almswomen,  and  is  allowed  in  addition, 
a yearly  salary  of  10/.,  and  30  cwt.  of  coals.  Previously  to  the  year  1821, 
two  of  the  youngest  of  the  almswomen  officiated  as  nurses,  who  received  for 
this  service  3/.  a year  each  ; but  it  has  been  thought  latterly  more  expedient 
to  engage  a distinct  nurse  for  the  purpose,  in  order  to  secure  the  services  of 
a person  competent  to  the  situation. 

An  apothecary  attends  the  almswomen,  who  received  at  first  a yearly 
payment  of  57.  5s.,  and  from  1814  of  10/.  10s. 

The 
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The  master  of  the  hospital  exercises  a general  superintendence  over  the 
whole  establishment,  and  reads  prayers  to  the  almswomen  twice  a day  in  the 
school-room  belonging  to  the  hospital.  He  does  not  now  himself  officiate  as 
schoolmaster,  an  assistant  to  the  master  of  the  hospital  having  been  appointed 
in  the  year  1784,  as  particularly  stated  in  the  order  appointing  him,  “ for 
the  purpose  of  instructing  the  ‘20  boys  in  learning.”  This  assistant  therefore, 
who  resides  in  the  hospital,  officiates  as  schoolmaster.  The  number  of  scholars 
taught  by  him  is  not  now  limited  to  twenty,  but  as  many  of  the  children  of 
poor  inhabitants  of  Balsall  as  apply  for  admission,  are  received  and  instructed. 
These  applications  are  made  to  Mr.  Couchman,  the  bailiff,  who  delivers  to  the 
applicant  a written  recommendation,  which  is  afterwards  signed  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  and  this  is  his  title  for  admission  to  the  school.  Prayer 
Books  and  Testaments  are  provided  for  the  children,  and  30  cvvt.  of  coals  are 
allowed  for  the  school-room.  The  schoolmaster’s  salary  was  originally  20/. , and 
was  raised  to  30/.,  its  present  amount,  in  1791.

When  the  present  lease  of  the  houses  in  London  falls  in,  an  accession  of 
income  may  be  expected  to  take  place,  which  will  greatly  increase  the  present 
annual  surplus,  and  afford  to  the  governors  the  means  of  considerably  extending 
the  charity. 

The  accounts  are  audited  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  governors,  which 
takes  place  in  the  month  of  July  or  August.  At  the  audit  in  July  1826,  the 
balance  in  hand  was  50l/.  9a\  0 ^d. 

HAMLF.T  AND  CtlAlM-.LltY  OF  KNOWLE. 

The  Honourable  Sarah  Greville’s  Charity. 

An  account  of  the  foundation  and  endowment  of  the  charity  of  the  Honour-  Knowfe. 
able  Sarah  Greville,  for  the  education  and  clothing  of  poor  boys  and  girls  in  The  Hon.  Sarah 
the  chapelry  of  Knowle,  and  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Nicholas,  in  Gravities  Charity. 
Warwick,  will  be  found  in  our  17th  Report  p.  492,  among  the  charities  in  the 
borough  of  Warwick. 

o , 

The  number  of  children  sent  to  school  in  the  chapelry  of  Knowle,  under  this 
foundation,  is  not  confined  to  the  limit  of  six  boys  and  six  girls,  expressed  by 
Mrs.  Greville’s  will.  It  varies  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  clear 
amount  of  the  annual  rent.  In  the  year  1826,  twenty-three  were  sent  to 
school  ; in  the  preceding  years  a few  more.  There  is  generally  a greater  num- 
ber of  girls  than  of  boys.  The  youngest  of  these  children  go  to  different 
dames  schools  in  the  village,  where  they  are  taught  to  spell  and  read,  and  the 
girls  to  sew,  and  are  instructed  in  the  catechism,  and  when  sufficiently  advanced 
in  age,  they  go  to  two  schoolmasters  in  the  village,  to  learn  writing  and 
arithmetic. 

All  the  children  are  clothed  annually.  The  boys  have  a coat  of  blue,  and 
a waistcoat  and  breeches  of  orange  colour,  a pair  of  stockings,  a pair  of  shoes, 
a cap  and  a shirt.  The  girls  have  gowns  and  petticoats  of  blue  stuff,  bound 
with  orange,  a bonnet,  shift,  pair  of  stockings  and  shoes,  an  apron  and 
a tippet.

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Knowle.  Upon  the  inspection  of  the  accounts,  it  appears  that  the  annual  payments 

for  schooling  and  clothing  have  of  late  years  been  made  in  anticipation  of  the 

C^eviUe°$n Chanty  receTt  °f  the  rents,  and  have  occasionally  exceeded  it. 

continued.  At  the  annual  audit,  on  the  14th  December  1826,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth, 

v ^ / the  perpetual  curate  of  Knowle,  who  acts  as  treasurer  for  this  branch  of  the 

charity,  was  found  to  be  in  advance  70/.  85.  6%d.,  and  the  proportion  of  rent 
due  to  Knowle,  subsequently  received  at  that  audit,  was  62/.  6 s.  10  d.  One 
guinea  is  allowed  in  the  account  for  the  expense  of  the  meeting  at  Warwick. 

The  minister  and  chapelwardens  appoint  the  children,  selecting  those  who 
are  considered  as  most  in  need  of  the  charity,  and  each  child  continues  to 
enjoy  the  charity  for  three  years,  if  they  conduct  themselves  well.  In  some 
few  instances  they  have  remained  a longer  time.  But  it  would  seem,  that 
their  attendance  is  not  very  regular,  as  they  are  taken  away  by  their  parents 
whenever  any  occupation  can  be  found  for  them. 

The  Honourable  Algernon  Greville’s  Charity. 

The  Hon.  Algernon  The  Honourable  Algernon  Greville,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  1st  June  1718, 
Grevilles  Chanty,  directed  that  there  should  be  .000/.  given  to  put  out  boys  and  girls,  of  an 
equal  number,  to  learn  to  write  and  read  English,  in  the  parish  of  Knowle, 
the  interest  to  be  paid  out  of  that  sum,  for  the  yearly  teaching  as  many  boys 
and  girls  as  that  would  teach,  for  ever. 

By  indenture,  of  five  parts,  bearing  date  28th  July  1743,  between  Dame 
Mary  Holland,  and  two  others,  of  the  first  part;  Thomas  Dnmmer,  of  the 
second  part ; Fulke  Greville,  esquire,  only  son  and  heir  of  the  Honourable 
Algernon  Greville,  one  of  the  youngest  sons  of  the  Right  Honourable  Fulke, 
late  Lord  Brooke,  of  the  third  part ; William  Smith,  of  the  fourth  part ; and 
the  Honourable  Mary  Greville,  widowr,  relict  of  the  said  Algernon  Greville,  of 
the  fifth  part ; after  reciting  a mortgage  to  the  said  Thomas  Dummer,  and  his 
heirs,  by  the  said  Fulke  Greville,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties  of  the  first 
part,  of  the  premises  therein  mentioned,  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas 
Dummer,  by  the  direction  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  also  of  the  said 
Fulke  Greville,  and  the  said  Fulke  Greville,  for  the  considerations  therein 
mentioned,  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Smith,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the 
manor  of  Knowle,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  the  messuage  or  manor 
house,  called  Knowle  Hall,  with  divers  lands  and  premises  therein  mentioned, 
with  a covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment,  free  of  all  incumbrances,  except  the 
yearly  payment  of  25/.,  from  25th  March  then  last,  (subject  to  the  deduction 
of  the  land-tax),  agreed  to  be  issuing  and  payable,  for  ever,  out  of  the  said 
manor  and  premises,  for  the  use  and  purpose  and  subject  to  the  proviso  and 
agreement  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  also,  except  the  yearly  vayment  of  31., 
thereby  also  agreed  to  be  issuing  and  payable,  for  ever,  out  of  the  said  manor 
and  premises,  to  be  yearly  laid  out  by  the  said  William  Smith,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  in  clothing  for  poor  children,  of  and  belonging  to  Knowle  aforesaid  ; 
and  by  the  said  indenture,  after  reciting  the  above  mentioned  bequest  of  500/. 
in  the  will  of  Algernon  Greville,  and  that  the  interest  thereon  had  been  duly 
applied  for  the  purpose  appointed  by  the  said  will,  but  that  the  said  principal 
sum  of  500/.  had  not  been  paid,  and  the  same  had  been  considered  and 
allowed  of  by  the  said  Fulke  Greville  to  the  said  William  Smith,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  said  manor  and  premises,  It  was  declared  and  agreed,  by  and 
between  the  said  William  Smith  and  Fulke  Greville,  that  the  said  yearly 
payment  of  25/.,  so  charged  and  made  payable  as  before  mentioned,  was  to  be 
in  lieu,  full  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  the  said  legacy  of  500/.,  and  all  interest 
for  the  same,  to  be  for  ever  thereafter  paid  and  applied  by  the  said  William 
Smith,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  will  of  the  said 
Algernon  Greville ; provided,  that  in  case  the  inhabitants  of  Knowle,  or  any 
other  person  legally  entitled  so  to  do,  should  thereafter  require  the  payment 
of  the  said  sum  of  500/.,  and  the  said  William  Smith,  his  heirs  or  assigns, 
should  pay  in  the  same,  and  all  interest  due,  or  in  case  the  said  William  Smith, 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  should  at  any  time  thereafter  think  fit  to  pay  in  the  said 
sum  of  500/.,  and  should  accordingly  pay  in  or  tender  the  same,  and  all 
interest  then  due  for  the  same,  that  then  the  said  yearly  payment  of  25/.  should 
cease,  and  the  said  manor  and  premises,  and  the  said  William  Smith,  his  heirs, 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  should  be  thenceforth,  for  ever,  dis- 
charged therefrom. 

The 
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The  full  sum  of  25/.  a year,  no  deduction  being  made  for  land-tax,  is 
received  from  Thomas  Chattock,  esquire,  of  Solihill,  as  agent  for  Henry 
Greswold  Lewis,  esquire,  and  Mrs.  Jane  Ann  Eleanor  Wilson,  the  lord  and 
lady  of  the  manor  of  Knowle,  by  Mr.  Daniel  Beal,  the  master  of  a charity 
school  in  Knowle,  in  consideration  of  which,  he  instructs  all  the  poor  boys 
and  girls  of  the  parish  whose  parents  choose  to  send  them  to  him,  in  reading, 
writing  and  accounts.  The  children  are  not  admitted  to  the  school  till  they 
are  able  to  read  in  a class.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  customary  rule  of 
the  school.  There  is  no  school-room  belonging  to  this  charity  ; the  master 
receives  the  children  in  a room  which  he  hires,  and  where  he  teaches  other 
scholars.  The  number  of  free  children  who  attend  varies  from  fifteen  to 
twenty-five. 

Fulke  Greville’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  27th  August  1742,  between  Fulke  Greville, 
esquire,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Knowle,  of  the  one  part,  and  Moreton  Slaney, 
esquire,  Wilson  Aylesbury,  esquire,  Thomas  Featherstone  Leigh,  esquire, 
Richard  Grimshaw  and  Thomas  Fisher,  of  the  other  part;  it  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  Fulke  Greville,  in  consideration  of  the  yearly  rent  and  covenants 
after  mentioned,  demised  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  all  and  singular 
the  cottages  and  waste  grounds  then  inclosed,  in  plecks  or  small  pieces  of  land, 
within  the  said  manor  of  Knowle  (except  one  cottage  then  in  the  tenure  of 
Mary  Webb,  widow,  and  the  plecks  known  by  the  name  of  Baylis’s  plecks, 
then  in  the  tenure  of  Thomas  Field),  together  with  the  bowling  green  near  to 
the  Red  Lion,  in  Knowle  aforesaid,  and  all  out-houses,  buildings  and  appur- 
tenances whatsoever  to  the  said  premises  belonging,  except  timber  and  other 
trees  ; to  hold  the  said  premises  to  the  said  lessees,  their  executors,  &c.  from 
Michaelmas  then  next  ensuing,  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  yielding 
yearly  to  the  said  Fulke  Greville,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  being  lord  or  lords  of 
the  said  manor  of  Knowle,  the  rent  of  5/.  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  by 
even  portions  ; nevertheless  upon  special  trust,  that  the  said  lessees,  their 
executors,  &c.  should  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  cottages 
and  premises,  in  the  first  place,  pay  the  said  yearly  rent  of  51.,  and  after  pay- 
ment thereof,  should  pay  and  employ  the  residue  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  premises,  to  or  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  hamlet 
of  Knowle,  for  and  towards  their  support  and  necessary  relief;  and  the  said 
lessees  covenanted  to  keep  the  premises  in  good  repair,  except  such  cottages 
or  other  buildings  as  should  during  the  said  term  fall,  tumble,  or  be  pulled 
down  by  the  consent  of  the  lord  of  the  said  manor,  or  his  bailiff  for  the  time 
being,  testified  under  one  of  their  hands  in  writing. 

The  residue  of  this  term,  by  virtue  of  several  mesne  assignments,  the  latest 
bearing;  date  20th  July  1802,  is  now  vested  in  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth,  and 
Joseph  Boultbee,  esquire. 

The  property  of  which  the  trustees  are  now  possessed  under  this  lease,  con- 
sists of  thirty-seven  cottages,  and  about  as  many  plecks  or  small  parcels  of 
land  (most  of  them  held  with  the  cottages),  and  a bowling  green  in  the  village 
of  Knowle.  The  cottages  and  plecks  are  let  to  forty-six  several  tenants,  at 
yearly  rents  amounting  together  to  351.  9 s.  (5d.  Except  in  a very  few  instances, 
these  tenants  are  poor  labouring  people,  who  are  permitted  to  hold  their  several 
tenements  at  rents  considerably  under  the  real  value,  and  which  is  considered 
as  a beneficial  mode  of  administering  the  charity.  The  full  rents  might 
probably  amount  to  rJ0/. 

The  Bowling  Green,  containing  rather  less  than  one  rood,  is  held  by  John 
Scott  Marshall,  the  landlord  of  the  Mermaid  Inn,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  I Os.  per 
annum.  It  is  at  some  distance  from  the  inn,  and  inconveniently  situated,  and 
the  rent  does  not  appear  to  be  susceptible  of  much  increase. 

Out  of  these  rents,  the  reserved  rent  of  51.  is  paid  to  the  lord  of  the 
manor.  The  residue  is  employed  partly  in  putting  to  school  children  of  both 
sexes  of  the  poor  inhabitants,  some  of  them  to  a master,  who  teaches  to 
read  and  write,  others  to  three  dames  schools,  in  different  parts  of  the  chapelry, 
where  they  are  taught  to  read,  and  the  girls  to  sew  and  knit.  The  children 
are  sent  to  these  schools  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth,  the  minister,  as  applica- 
tions are  made  to  him  by  the  parents. 

Other  part  of  the  residue  is  expended  in  supplying  shoes  and  linen,  or  stuff 
for  clothing,  to  poor  persons,  principally  to  children  on  going  out  to  service,  and 
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in  occasional  money  gifts,  and  the  rest  in  repairs  of  the  premises  and  other 
incidental  expenses.

Lord  Brooke’s  Charity. 

Lord  Brooke’s  By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  release  bearing  date  30th  April  1C94, 
Charity.  Fulke  Lord  Brooke  granted  to  Sir  Clement  Fisher,  William  Bromley,  esquire, 
William  Colemore,  esquire,  Francis  Cliattock,  gentleman,  and  Brooke  Bridges, 
gentleman,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  or  closes  in  the  manor  of  Knowle, 
in  the  parish  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  called  the  Tile  House  Close  or  Tile  House 
Closes  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Fulke  Lord  Brooke  for  his  life, 
and  after  his  decease  to  the  use  of  themselves,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon 
trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  yearly  to  lay  out  the  sum  of  31.,  or 
so  much  as  should  be  necessary,  to  buy  three  coats  for  three  poor  men,  and 
three  gowns  for  three  poor  women,  living  in  the  manor  of  Knowle,  within  the 
said  parish  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  to  be  marked  with  the  letters  F.  B.  on  the 
breast  with  red  cloth,  and  to  be  made  fit  for  them,  and  delivered  to  them  yearly 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  called  All  Saints  day ; and  on  trust,  to  pay  the 
residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  such  persons  as  should  be  entitled  to  the 
manor  of  Knowle,  as  therein  mentioned. 

Hon.  Algernon  We  have  already  seen  under  the  Hon.  Algernon  Greville’s  charity,  that  the 
Greville’s  Charity,  charge  of  3 /.  a year  upon  the  Knowle  manor  estate,  for  providing  clothing 
for  six  poor  persons,  was  recognized  in  the  conveyance  of  that  estate  from 
Fulke  Greville,  esquire,  to  William  Smith. 

This  estate  is  now  the  property  of  Henry  Greswokl  Lewis,  esquire,  and 
Mrs,  Jane  Ann  Eleanor  Wilson. 

With  this  31.,  which  is  paid  by  Mr.  Chattock,  as  agent  for  the  proprietors 
of  the  estate,  and  a further  sum  of  3/.,  the  gift  of  Thomas  Harborne,  which 
will  be  presently  noticed,  twelve  poor  persons  are  annually  supplied  with  articles 
of  clothing,  the  men  with  coats,  the  women  with  gowns.  Three  of  them  at 
least  are  always  women. 

Of  these  poor  persons,  eight  are  appointed  by  Mr.  Blyth,  who  generally  per- 
mits the  occupier  of  the  manor  farm  to  name  one  of  the  eight.  The  other 
four  are  appointed  by  the  two  chapelwardens.  The  oldest  persons  in  the 
chapelry  are  selected,  and  the  same  generally  receive  the  charity  every  two  or 
three  years  while  they  live,  but  never  in  two  successive  years. 


Harborne’s  Charities. 

Harborne's  1- — Thomas  Harborne,  of  Knowle,  by  will,  dated  the  21st  August  172S, 

Chanties.  willed,  that  his  executrix  and  her  heirs,  should  yearly,  for  ever,  upon  the  2d  of 
September,  give  to  six  of  the  poorest  and  most  proper  objects  of  charity, 
within  the  manor  of  Knowle,  that  should  duly  attend  the  service  of  the  church, 
a dark  grey  cloth  coat  or  gown,  of  105.  price  ; and  he  willed,  that  4 1.  per 
annum  should  be  charged  upon  that  tenement  in  Knowle,  wherein  John 
Fatchett,  cordwainer,  then  lived,  to  discharge  the  expenses  aforesaid  ; and  that 
the  said  John  Patchett  should  enjoy  the  said  tenement  during  his  life,  for  the 
said  sum  of  4/.  per  .annum  ; and  after  taking  notice,  that  there  was  a charity 
school  in  Knowle,  founded  by  the  honourable  family  of  the  Grevilles,  he 
willed,  that  if  there  should  be  children  that  should  be  thought  more  proper 
objects,  they  should  be  entitled  to  such  a part  of  the  4/.  per  annum  as  could 
not  be  more  charitably  disposed  of  to  old  persons,  provided  they  should  come 

constantly 
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constantly  to  church  and  school ; and  if  the  childrens  coats  or  gowns  should 
not  cost  10.9.  a piece,  he  willed  there  should  be  added  one  or  more  to  the 
aforesaid  number,  according  as  the  3 /.  would  allow  ; but  he  willed,  they  all 
should  be  constant  attendants  of  the  service  of  the  church,  and  all  the  clothes 
of  the  colour  of  the  same  dark  grey  as  aforesaid,  and  to  be  always  first  worn 
by  them  upon  the  12th  of  September,  as  aforesaid,  yearly,  for  ever. 

The  overseers  of  Knowle  annually  expend  31.  in  providing  coats  and  gowns 
for  six  poor  persons  of  the  hamlet,  who  are  appointed,  as  already  mentioned, 
under  the  head  of  Lord  Brooke’s  charity. 

This  payment  is  first  noticed  in  the  overseer’s  accounts,  under  the  date  of 
January  9th,  1740,  and  it  may  be  inferred  from  some  other  items  in  the  accounts 
of  that  period,  (viz.  1739,  November  25th,  “ paid  for  going  to  Coventry,  to 
take  John  Patchett’s  house,  2 s. and  1740,  April  15th,  “ for  stakes  and 
thorns  to  hedge  the  orchard  and  gardens  at  John  Patchett’s,  65.”)  that  the 
overseers  had  obtained  possession  of  the  premises,  which  were  subject  to  this 
annual  charge.  These  appear  to  have  since  continued  in  their  hands,  being 
appropriated  by  them  to  the  use  of  poor  families  of  the  hamlet,  for  which  pur- 
pose they  have  been  improved  from  time  to  time  by  the  addition  of  several 
small  cottages,  at  the  expense  of  the  hamlet. 

The  distribution  of  the  coats  and  gowns,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is 
noticed  in  the  chapelwarden’s  book,  already  mentioned,  from  the  year  1750, 
and  of  those  in  respect  of  Lord  Brooke’s  charity,  from  the  year  1752  to  the 
present  time,  together  with  the  names  of  the  persons  respectively  receiving 

them. 

2. — The  said  testator,  Thomas  Harborne,  by  his  said  will,  further  bequeathed 
(in  case  his  daughter,  Mary  Alice  Harborne,  should  not  have  any  issue)  to  his 
brother,  Edward  Moore,  esquire,  and  the  minister  of  Knowle  for  the  time 
being,  the  sum  of  2,000/.,  in  trust,  that  they  or  their  heirs,  for  ever,  or  whom 
they  should  appoint,  should  see  that  the  interest  of  the  said  2,000/.  should  be 
applied  to  the  best  charity  they  could  think  upon  ; and  the  residue  of  his 
estate,  real  and  personal,  he  gave  to  his  said  daughter,  and  made  her  executrix 
of  his  said  will. 

It  appears,  from  the  recitals  of  the  purchase  deed,  which  will  be  noticed 
below,  that  upon  the  decease  of  the  testator,  the  said  Edward  Moore  took  out 
letters  of  administration,  with  the  will  annexed,  during  the  minority  of  the 
said  Mary  Alice  Harborne,  and  possessed  himself  of  the  testator’s  personal 
estate,  and  received  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  copyhold  estates,  until  the 
death  of  the  said  Mary  Alice,  which  happened  in  the  year  1734,  upon  whose 
death,  without  issue,  William  Bradley  procured  himself  to  be  admitted  to  the 
said  copyhold  premises,  as  heir  to  the  said  Mary  Alice,  and  to  the  said  testator, 
and  took  possession  of  the  said  premises  accordingly  : And  that  by  a decretal 
order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  13th  July  1737?  in  a cause  wherein  His 
Majesty’s  attorney  general,  at  the  relation  of  Thomas  Treherne  and  Thomas 
Wilton,  chapelwardens,  and  Thomas  Aston  and  William  Dyke,  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  Knowle,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  other  the  inhabitants  of 
Knowle,  as  also  the  poor  of  the  same  place,  was  informant,  and  the  said 
Edward  Moore  and  others,  were  defendants,  for  the  securing  the  said  2,000/.  for 
the  benefit  of  the  said  hamlet  of  Knowle,  it  was  ordered,  that  one  of  the  mas- 
ters of  the  said  court  should  take  an  account  of  the  personal  estate  of  the 
said  testator,  received  by  the  said  defendant,  Edward  Moore,  and  should  also 
take  an  account  of  the  said  testator’s  debts  and  funeral  expenses  ; and  such  of 
the  said  testator’s  personal  estate  as  had  been  received  by  the  said  defendant, 
Edward  Moore,  was  to  be  applied  in  a course  of  administration,  and  thereout 
was  to  be  paid  the  said  legacy  of  2,000/.,  with  interest,  at  four  per  cent  per 
annum,  from  the  death  of  the  said  testator’s  daughter ; and  if  the  said  per- 
sonal estate  should  fall  short  to  pay  his  debts,  funeral  expenses  and  legacies, 

then,  as  to  so  much  of  his  personal  estate  as  should  be  exhausted  by  the  pay- 
ment of  his  debts  and  funeral  expenses,  the  relators  should  stand  in  the  place 
of  the  creditors,  to  have  a satisfaction  for  the  said  2,000/.,  and  interest  pro 
tanto  out  of  the  testator’s  real  estate,  and  the  same  to  be  borne  and  paid 
regularly  and  proportionably  between  a certain  sum  of  600/.,  in  the  said  decree 
mentioned  (which  was  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  real  estate  of  the  testator), 
and  the  testator’s  copyhold  lands : And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  said 
Edward  Moore,  and  Thomas  Jowling,  clerk,  (another  of  the  defendants), 
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found  that  there  was  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  said  defendant,  Moore,  on 
the  balance  of  the  account  of  the  said  personal  estate,  the  sum  of  3712/.  18  s.  c2^d.t 
and  no  more,  and  that  there  had  been  exhausted  by  payment  of  his  debts  and 
funeral  expenses,  the  sum  of  G76/.  Os.  6r/.,  making  together  the  sum  of 
1,048/.  18s.  8 \d.,  which  was  the  whole  money  that  remained  applicable  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  legacy  and  interest,  and  that  he  had  taxed  the  costs 
of  all  parties  at  507 1-  16s.  8d.,  which  being  deducted  out  of  the  before- 
mentioned  sum,  reduced  the  same  to  the  sum  of  541/.  c2s.  0 ],d ; that  a scheme, 
after  certain  exceptions,  was  finally  settled  and  allowed,  whereby  it  was  directed, 
that  the  money  arising  from  the  said  legacy  should  be  laid  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  and  tenements,  in  fee  simple,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  master, 
which  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  defendant,  Moore,  and  William  Shakes- 
pear,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  apply  the  rents  and 
profits  which  should  arise  from  the  premises  so  to  be  purchased,  to  defray  the 
expense  of  the  said  purchase,  and  afterwards  to  pay  one  moiety  of  the  clear 
rents  and  profits,  for  ever,  to  the  minister  or  curate  of  Knowle  for  the  time 
being,  who  should  officiate  or  perform  divine  service  according  to  the  rights 
and  ceremonies  of.  the  church  of  England,  in  the  chapel  in  Knowle  aforesaid, 
and  to  pay  and  distribute  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  clear  rents  and  profits 
to  and  amongst  so  many  poor  people,  belonging  to  the  village  or  hamlet  of 
Knowle,  as  should  not  receive  alms  of  the  parish,  or  of  the  said  hamlet,  yearly, 
at  such  times,  and  in  such  shares  and  proportions,  as  the  trustees  for  the  time 
being  should  think  proper;  That  in  pursuance  of  a further  order  of  the  court, 
further  costs,  to  the  amount  of  154/.  7s.  5\d.,  were  paid  out  of  the  above-men- 
tioned sum  of  541/.  2 s.  0 ±d.,  leaving  the  sum  of  386/.  14s.  7 d.,  which  was 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  348/.  8s.  2 d.  South  Sea  annuities,  in  the  name  of 
the  attorney  general,  in  trust,  in  the  said  cause  ; that  by  a subsequent  order  of 
the  court,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  sum  of  174  /.  4s.  Id,,  being  a moiety  of  the 
said  South  Sea  annuities,  should  be  sold,  and  that  the  money  arising  by  such 
sale  should  be  paid  to  Richard  Taylor,  clerk,  then  minister  of  Knowle,  to  be 
by  him  applied,  together  with  other  money  then  proposed  to  be  advanced  by- 
Richard  Smith,  gentleman,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  augmentation  for 
the  said  chapel  of  Knowle  with  the  royal  bounty ; That  the  said  master  having, 
by  subsequent  reports,  certified,  that  in  pursuance  of  another  order,  he  had 
approved  of  Moreton  Slaney,  esquire,  to  be  a trustee,  in  the  room  of  the  said 
Edward  Moore,  then  deceased,  and  that  he  had  approved  of  a proposal  made 
to  him  by  the  relators,  that  the  money  to  arise  by  the  sale  of  the  remaining 
moiety  of  the  said  South  Sea  annuities,  or  so  much  thereof  as  would  be  of 
the  value  of  184/.,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  certain  freehold 
premises,  situate  in  and  near  the  said  hamlet  of  Knowle,  being  part  of  the 
estate  of  the  said  William  Shakespear  ; it  was  by  another  order  of  the  court,  made 
27th  July  17-52,  ordered,  that  the  said  sum  of  174/.  4s.  Id.  South  Sea  annui- 
ties, should  be  sold,  and  that  out  of  the  money  arising  by  such  sale,  the  sum 
of  184/.  should  be  paid  as  and  for  the  purchase  money  of  the  said  estate,  upon 
the  said  William  Shakespear  executing  a conveyance  thereof,  to  be  approved 
of  by  the  said  master,  to  the  said  Moreton  Slaney,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the 
use  of  the  said  William  Shakespear  and  Moreton  Slaney,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  specified  in  the  said  scheme,  so  settled  as  above  men- 
tioned, and  which  said  scheme  had  been  confirmed  by  orders  of  the  said  court, 
respectively  bearing  date  18th  March  1741,  and  6th  August  1748  ; and  that 
the  residue  of  the  monies  arising  by  such  sale,  should  be  paid  to  the  said 
William  Shakespear,  to  be  by  him  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
Knowle  aforesaid,  in  like  manner  as  the  dividends  of  the  said  annuities  were 
directed  by  the  said  last-mentioned  orders  to  be  applied. 

By  indenture,  made  27th  August  1752,  (allowed  and  approved  by  Thomas 
Bennett,  master  of  the  said  court),  between  William  Shakespear,  of  the  one 
part;  and  Moreton  Slaney,  of  the  other  part;  after  reciting  as  above  set 
i’oith,  it  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  184/.  to  him  paid, 
die  said  William  Shakespear  thereby  granted,  released  and  conveyed  to  the 
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should  lay  before  the  said  master  a scheme  to  what  particular  charity  or  charities 
the  monies  arising  by  the  said  legacy  should  be  disposed  of,  and  that  all  parties 
were  to  have  their  costs  to  that  time  out  of  the  said  personal  estate,  to  be 
taxed  by  the  said  master ; that  the  said  master  subsequently  made  his  report, 
and  certified,  that  having  taken  the  accounts  directed  bv  the  said  nrdpr  Ii«* 
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said  Moreton  Slaney,  and  his  heirs,  a cottage  or  tenement,  with  a garden  and 
orchard,  barn,  stable,  and  other  edifices  and  buildings  to  the  same  belonging, 
and  a close  of  arable  or  pasture,  commonly  called  by  the  name  of  Upper 
Stockings,  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  lord’s  waste,  called  Chesset  Wood,  and 
on  the  east  by  a close  called  Little  Stockings,  or  the  Lower  Close ; and  also 
the  said  close,  called  Little  Stockings,  bounded  to  the  east  and  north  by  the 
lord’s  waste,  called  Chesset  Wood,  which  said  closes  were  near  adjoining  to  the 
said  cottage  or  tenement;  also  a parcel  of  meadow,  called  Gutter’s,  otherwise 
Spencer’s,  adjoining  on  the  west  to  Chesset  wood  aforesaid,  on  the  east  to 
a brook  called  Rising  Brook,  and  on  the  south  to  the  lands  of  the  said  William 
Shakespear,  all  which  premises  were  situate  within  the  manor  of  Knowle,  in 
the  parish  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  and  were  late  in  the  occupation  of  William 
Dyke,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 /• ; and  also  three  lands,  with  a hade  thereto 
belonging,  abutting  as  therein  mentioned ; and  also  four  lands  and  hades 
thereto  belonging,  and  a meadow  piece  at  the  bottom,  abutting  as  therein 
mentioned ; all  which  last  mentioned  lands  and  premises  contained  together, 
by  estimation,  about  2^  acres,  and  lately  were  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas 
Cheshire,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  155.  ; to  hold  the  said  premises,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, to  the  said  Moreton  Slaney,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  the 
said  William  Shakespear  and  Moreton  Slaney,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever, 
upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of 
such  survivor,  should  in  pursuance  of  the  said  recited  decree  and  orders,  in 
the  first  place,  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  defray  the 
charges  of  the  purchase  of  the  said  premises  thereby  granted,  and  afterwards 
pay  and  distribute  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof,  for  ever,  to  and 
amongst  so  many  poor  people  belonging  to  the  village  or  hamlet  of  Knowle, 
as  should  not  receive  alms  of  the  parish,  or  of  the  said  hamlet,  in  such  shares 
and  proportions,  and  at  such  times,  annually,  as  they  the  said  William  Shakes- 
pear and  Moreton  Slaney,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
should  think  proper. 

There  is  a regular  succession  of  trust  deeds  of  these  premises,  down  to 
20th  January  1802,  when  the  premises  were  vested  by  indenture  of  release  of 
that  date,  in  Thomas  Featherstone,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Biyth,  Joseph 
Boultbee,  esquire,  Nathan  Bushell  and  William  Dester,  upon  the  trusts  above 
specified,  of  which  last-named  trustees,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Biyth  and  Joseph 
Boultbee  are  now  surviving. 

The  land  thus  purchased,  as  appears  from  a survey  and  map  made  for  the 
purpose  of  an  inclosure,  consists  of  the  following  parcels,  viz  : —

These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Clarke,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  the  rent  of  20/.,  subject  to  a deduction  of  11  s.  for  land-tax. 

It  appears,  on  reference  to  the  accounts,  that  this  land  had  been  held  from 
1782  to  1810,  by  John  Cheshire,  at  a rent  of  12/.  a year.  In  the  last-men- 
tioned years,  it  was  let  to  the  present  tenant  at  30/.,  which  was  reduced  in 
1816  to  25  /.,  and  in  1822  was  further  reduced  to  20/.  This  appears  at  present 
to  be  a fair  rent. 

In  addition  to  the  quantities  above  specified,  was  about  one  rood  and  three 
perches,  forming  part  of  the  land  in  Henfield,  which  was  taken  by  the 
Birmingham  and  Warwick  Canal  company  for  the  purposes  of  their  navigation, 
in  respect  whereof  they  engaged  to  pay  the  annual  sum  of  1/.  3.9.  4 d.  At  the 
time  of  our  inquiry  (April  1827),  six  years  of  this  payment  were  in  arrear,  no- 
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application  for  the  payment  having  been  made.  We  are  assured  that  the  pay- 
ment will  be  regularly  applied  for  in  future. 

Out  of  this  income,  distributions  are  made  to  poor  parishioners,  in  sums 
varying  in  general  from  5 s.  to  2 s.  6d.,  in  proportion  to  the  number  in  a family. 
A list  of  the  persons  partaking  of  the  charity  is  entered  in  the  account  book, 
and  the  same  persons  usually  receive  at  each  distribution.  The  ordinary 
annual  distribution  takes  place  in  the  month  of  December.  In  times  of  more 
than  usual  pressure,  a second  distribution  is  made  in  the  February  or  March 
following,  for  which  purpose,  as  well  as  for  that  of  providing  for  repairs  and 
other  contingent  demands,  a competent  balance  is  generally  kept  in  hand. 

The  following  is  the  amount  of  the  distributions  which  have  taken  place 
during  the  last  twelve  years,  and  of  the  balances  remaining  in  hand  in  each 
year

The  omission  of  the  distribution  in  1820  arose  from  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blyth,  under  whose  superintendence  it  is  always 
made. 

A repair  has  lately  taken  place  in  the  buildings  upon  the  property,  towards 
defraying  the  expense  of  which  some  timber  growing  on  the  land  has  been  cut, 
and  sold  to  the  builder  employed  to  make  the  repair,  for  30/.  The  charge  for 
the  repair  has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  but  it  is  supposed  that  it  will  amount 
to  about  the  above  sum.  If  more,  the  remainder  will  of  course  be  chargeable 
upon  the  present  balance. 

Palmer’s  Charity. 

Palmer’s  Charity.  Andre®  Palmer , by  his  will,  bearing  date  9th  October  1 G73,  g’ave  to  his  cousin 

Richard  Grimshaw,  his  cousin  Nicholas  Grimshaw,  Oliver  Weigham,  and  his 
grandchild,  Andrew  Palmer,  100/.,  to  buy  land  to  be  settled  upon  them  and  their 
heirs,  to  the  end  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  might  be,  for  ever,  disposed 
of  by  them  and  their  heirs,  as  follows ; viz.  two  fifth  parts  thereof  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a preaching  minister  in  the  chapel  of  Knowle,  and  two 
fifth  parts  to  and  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Knowle,  and  the  other  fifth 
part  towards  the  repairs  of  the  said  chapel.  And  his  will  was,  that  as  well  in 
the  original  conveyance  whereby  such  land  should  be  purchased,  as  in  all  suc- 
ceeding feoffments  and  conveyances  thereof,  it  should  be  expressed,  that  the 
same  were  purchased  with  the  said  100/.  given  by  him  by  that  his  will ; but  it 
was  his  will,  that  his  executor  should  not  pay  the  said  100/.,  nor  any  interest 
for  the  same,  until  such  land  should  be  so  purchased,  and  that  then  the 
said  100/.  should  be  paid  for  the  said  purchase  by  the  direction  of  the  said 
trustees. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Knowle,  9th  October,  30th  Charles  2,  it  was 
testified,  by  John  Martin  and  William  Perkins,  two  of  the  customary  tenants 
of  the  said  manor,  that  Nicholas  Grimshaw,  gentleman,  out  of  court,  on  the 
29th  January,  20th  year  of  the  said  reign,  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  the 
lord  of  the  m?  lor,  by  the  hands  of  them  the  said  John  Martin  and  W illiani 
Perkins,  one  close  of  land  or  pasture,  called  Featherstone’s  Field,  with  the 
appurtenances,  being  parcel  of  the  customary  lands  of  the  said  manor,  and 
then  or  lately  in  the  tenure  of  him,  the  said  Nicholas  Grimshaw,  to  the  use 
and  behoof  of  Richard  Grimshaw,  Oliver  Wheigham  and  Andrew  Palmer, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent,  and  on  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  should  be,  for  ever,  annually  disposed  of  by  them  the  said  Richard 
i * Grimshaw, 
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Grimshaw,  Oliver  and  Andrew,  and  their  assigns,  in  manner  and  form  follow-  Knowle. 

ing  ; that  is  to  say,  two  fifth  parts  thereof  towards  the  maintenance  of  a preach-  “ — 7 

ing  minister  in  the  chapel  of  Knowle,  two  fifth  parts  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 

of  Knowle,  and  the  remaining  fifth  part  towards  the  repairs  of  the  said  chapel;  ( , 

which  close,  with  the  appurtenances,  was  purchased  by  the  said  Richard, 

Oliver  and  Andrew,  with  the  sum  of  100/.,  devised  by  Andrew  Palmer,  late 
of  Knowle,  deceased,  by  his  last  will,  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  afore- 
said uses;  and  on  further  trust,  that  the  said  Richard,  Oliver  and  Andrew, 
or  their  heirs,  after  admittance  to  them  made  of  the  said  premises,  should 
surrender,  or  by  other  good  and  sufficient  assurance,  re-convey  the  same  to 
the  said  Nicholas  Grimshaw,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  for  the 
term  of  500  years  from  thence  next  following,  charged  with  the  annual  rent 
of  51.  to  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  on  the  25th  March,  and 
29th  September,  by  equal  portions,  to  be  disposed  of  to  and  for  the  good  and 
pious  uses  aforesaid : And  thereupon  at  the  same  court,  came  the  said  Richard, 

Oliver  and  Andrew,  and  were  admitted  tenants  of  the  premises  accordingly. 

The  land  subject  to  this  payment,  which  consists  of  about  eighteen  acres, 
and  is  still  known  by  the  name  of  Featherstone’s  Fields,  is  now  the  property 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth,  who  purchased  it  about  twenty  years  ago. 

The  annuity,  after  a deduction  of  1/.  for  land-tax,  is  paid  by  him  in  the 
assigned  proportions  ; viz. — 

£.1  12  to  the  poor, 

- 16  to  the  chapelwardens,  to  be  applied  to  the  general  chapel 
account ; and 

112  he  retains  as  minister. 

The  poor’s  money  is  applied,  with  other  doles,  in  two  distributions  at  Easter 
and  Christmas,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  mentioned  below. 


Freckleton’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  the  court  rolls  of  the  manor  of  Knowle,  that  at  a court  held 
12th  October,  34th  Elizabeth,  Thomas  Judd  and  William  Sylvester,  two  custo- 
mary tenants  of  the  manor,  testified  that  Leonard  Freclleton,  on  the  25th  of 
April  then  last  past,  had  surrendered  out  of  court  into  the  hands  of  the  lord, 
a messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  adjoining  to  land  called  Browns,  on  the 
South,  and  abutting  on  land  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Judd,  on  the  East, 
and  adjoining  a lane  leading  from  Knowle  towards  Coventry,  to  the  use  and 
behoof  of  Gregory  Radford,  and  Leonard  Radford,  his  son,  and  their  heirs, 
on  condition,  among  other  things,  that  the  said  Gregory  and  Leonard  Radford, 
and  their  heirs,  should  yearly,  for  ever,  pay  out  of  a close,  called  the  Field 
next  Brown’s,  and  the  Middlefieid,  20 s.  per  annum,  viz.  65.  8 d.  to  Balsall, 

6^.  8 d.  to  Knowle,  and  65.  8 d.  to  Berkswell,  to  be  paid  to  the  wardens  and 
two  honest  men  of  the  said  towns,  if  lawfully  demanded,  on  the  20th  day  of 
March,  and  to  be  distributed  to  the  poorest  men  of  the  said  lordships,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  men;  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  said  20s.,  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  wardens  and  two  honest  men  aforesaid,  to  distrain 
upon  the  said  closes  for  the  same  : Whereupon  the  said  Gregory  and  Leonard 
Radford  came  and  demanded  seisen  of  the  said  tenements,  which  was  granted 
to  them  accordingly,  upon  the  conditions  before  stated. 

The  sum  of  6s.  8 d.  is  annually  received  from  Joseph  Boultbee,  esquire,  of 
Springfield  house,  the  present  owner  of  the  land  charged  with  the  above 
annuity,  and  is  added  to  the  Easter  distribution. 

Symons’s  Charity. 

By  a court  roll  for  the  manor  of  Knowle,  dated  6th  October,  7th  James  1,  Symons's  Charity, 
it  appears,  that  at  a court  then  held,  Oliver  Wheigham  and  Richard  Adye,  two 
customary  tenants  of  the  manor,  reported  a surrender  made  to  them  out  of 
court,  29th  June  then  last,  by  which  John  Symons  surrendered  into  the 
hands  of  the  lord,  a cottage,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  town  of  Knowle, 
with  an  orchard  and  garden,  and  two  closes  of  land,  and  also  a meadow, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Symons  and  Joice  his  wife,  for  their  lives,  and 
the  life  of  the  survivor,  and  after  their  decease  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the 
right  heirs  of  the  said  Joice,  upon  condition  that  the  said  Joice  and  her  heirs, 
should  pay  out  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  use  of  twenty  poor  people  inha- 
biting within  the  lordship  of  Knowle,  the  full  sum  of  20^.  yearly,  on  Wednesday 
next  before  the  feast  of  Easter,  and  to  be  there  expended,  yearly,  at  the 
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discretion  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  chapelwardens  of  Knowle  for  the 
time  being,  with  a power  of  distress  to  the  said  chapelwardens  and  overseers, 
in  case  of  nonpayment : And  the  said  John  Symons  being  dead,  the  said 
Joice  was,  at  the  said  court,  admitted  tenant  to  the  said  premises. 

The  land  charged  with  this  payment  forms  part  of  the  Waterfield  estate, 
lying  in  the  chapelry  of  Knowle,  the  property  of  Major  General  Birch  Reynard- 
son,  from  whose  tenant  165.  per  annum  is  received,  being  the  amount  thereof, 
after  a deduction  of  4 s.  for  land-tax. 

This  is  added  to  the  Easter  dole  distribution. 

Fisher’s  Charity. 

There  is  mentioned  in  the  old  churchwarden’s  book,  commencing  in  1685, 
under  the  head  of  distributions  in  April  1686,  among  others,  “ Frances  Fisher, 
her  gift,  4 s.  6 d.,  paid  by  Thomas  Reddell  of  Knowle  Wood,”  which  entry 
is  continued  annually  under  the  distributions  of  April,  down  to  the  year  1703, 
when  under  the  entry  of  Frances  Fisher’s  gift,  is  added,  “ now  3s.”  which 
sum  alone  is  subsequently  credited  in  the  annual  accounts. 

We  find  no  account  of  the  origin  of  this  gift,  nor  of  the  cause  of  the 
reduction. 

The  35.  is  now  annually  received  from  Mrs.  Reddall,  of  Solihull,  and  added 
to  the  Easter  distribution. 

Marsh’s  Charity. 

[For  the  origin  of  this  dole,  see  above  the  charities  in  Hampton  in  Arden.] 

The  annual  sum  of  105.,  payable  to  the  poor  of  Knowle,  is  received  from 
Joseph  Boultbee,  esquire,  the  owner  of  the  property  charged  therewith,  and 
is  added  to  the  Christmas  distribution. 

Bent’s  Charity. 

The  annual  sum  of  35.  4 d.,  appears  from  the  earliest  churchwarden’s  book, 
which  commences  in  1685,  to  have  been  paid  out  of  William  Perkin’s  house, 
as  the  gift  of  Francis  Bent , but  we  find  no  further  account  of  the  origin  of 
this  charity.  It  is  now  paid  by  Mrs.  Reddall,  of  Solihull,  the  proprietor  of 
several  houses  in  Knowle,  and  is  added  to  the  Christmas  distribution. 

House  at  Rising  Brook. 

The  chapehvarden’s  book,  already  referred  to,  in  the  earliest  entry  of  dis- 
tributions, viz.  that  of  the  21st  December  1685,  includes  the  sum  of  225.,  as 
interest  of  22/.,  in  the  hands  of  Martha  Priest,  widow,  which  interest 
continues  to  be  annually  credited  down  to  the  year  1721.  Until  the  year  1703, 
the  names  of  the  persons  in  whose  hands  the  principal  remained  are  specified, 
but  not  afterwards.  In  the  year  1722,  45.  is  credited  as  part  of  a year’s 
interest  of  the  22/.  In  1723  no  interest  is  credited.  In  1724,  credit  is  given 
for  55.,  as  part  of  a year’s  interest  of  22/.,  and  225.  for  house-rent,  due 
Michaelmas  then  last;  and  in  1725,  credit  is  given  for  11 5.,  due  Lady-day 
then  last,  for  the  house  at  Rising  Brook.  In  1726,  the  sum  of  1/.  15.  3d.  is 
credited,  as  the  rent  of  the  same  house  ; and  in  1727,  the  sum  of  1/.  25.  6 1/.  is 
credited  for  that  rent,  as  due  at  Michaelmas  then  last,  which  annual  sum  has 
continued  to  be  paid,  and  included  in  the  Christmas  distribution,  down  to  the 
present  day.  It  is  now,  and  has  been  as  far  back  as  the  overseers  accounts 
extend,  received  from  them,  and  in  the  chapelwarden’s  accounts  of  the 
distributions,  it  is  still  described  as  rent  of  the  house  at  Rising  Brook. 

The  commencement  of  this  rent,  at  the  same  time  with  the  cessation  of  the  in- 
terest on  the  22/.,  favours  the  presumption,  that  it  was  intended  as  a satisfaction 
for  tne  use  of  the  same  money,  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  by  the  overseers, 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  supposition,  that  they  borrowed  the  money  and 
applied  it  in  the  purchase  of  the  house,  as  we  find,  that  the  rent  has  never 
varied,  and  have  no  evidence  that  the  house  itself  was  ever  in  the  possession  of 
the  chapelwardens,  as  the  trustees  of  the  charity. 

The  Easter  dole,  consisting  of  the  gifts  of  Symons,  Freckleton,  and  Frances 
Fisher,  and  one  half  of  Palmer’s,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  2/.  15.  8 d.,  and 
the  Christmas  dole,  consisting  of  Marsh’s  gift,  Bent’s,  the  other  half  of 
Palmer’s,  and  the  rent  of  the  house  at  Rising  Brook,  amounting  altogether 
to  2/.  11 5.  10(7.,  are  distributed  at  those  respective  periods  by  the  chapel- 
wardens to  poor  parishioners,  in  sums  principally  of  15.,  and  in  a few  instances 
of  1 5.  Gd.  A list  is  previously  made  out  by  the  chapelwardens  of  the  persons 
to  whom  they  think  it  would  be  most  advisable  to  dispense  the  charity. 

Tallis’s 
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Tallis’s  Charity. 

Edward  Tallis,  by  will,  dated  11th  July  1794,  gave  to  William  Dester,  and  Knowle. 

to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth  the  minister,  and  John  Chesshire  and  William  

Boston  chapelwardens,  of  Knowle,  the  sum  of  50/.,  and  directed  the  same  ^ulllS3  Charity.^ 

to  he  placed  out  at  interest,  in  their  names,  upon  government  or  real  securities,  ^ 

and  that  the  dividends  and  interest  of  the  same  should  he  laid  out  in  buying 

of  sixpenny  loaves,  which  should  on  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle, 

yearly,  he  distributed  to  such  poor  house-keepers  of  Knowle,  as  the  said 

William  Hester,  or  the  proprietor  of  his  mansion  house  at  Henfield,  for  the 

time  being,  or  his  or  her  guardian,  in  case  of  a minority,  should  direct; 

provided,  that  as  often  as  the  number  of  his  trustees  should  be  reduced  to 

three,  the  securities  should  from  time  to  time  be  taken,  so  as  the  said  trust 

monies  should  be  again  vested  in  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of  Knowle 

aforesaid,  together  with  the  proprietor  of  his  said  mansion  house  for  the 

time  being. 

The  sum  of  50/.  wras  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  95/.  9s.  3d.  three  per  cent 
consolidated  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth,  William 
Dester,  of  Edstone,  esquire,  and  William  Cattell  and  Nathan  Bushell,  both  of 
Knowle,  aforesaid.  The  three  last  have  been  long  since  dead,  and  the  stock 
is  now  vested  in  the  said  Thomas  Blyth  alone,  by  survivorship. 

Out  of  the  annual  dividends,  amounting  to  21.  17s.  2d.,  21.  10,?.  is  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  sixpenny  and  threepenny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  in 
Knowle  chapel,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  new  year,  after  morning  service, 
to  poor  parishioners,  who  attend  there  to  receive  it,  together  with  other  bread, 
derived  from  the  gift  of  Thomas  Treherne,  next  mentioned.  About  100  poor 
persons  receive  these  loaves.  A list  is  previously  made  out  of  those  who  are 
to  have  them.  To  some  who  have  large  families  a sixpenny  and  a threepenny 
loaf  are  given  ; others  receive  one  of  each  sort,  according  to  their  necessities. 

There  was  a balance  in  hand  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  in  April  1827,  on 
account  of  this  charity,  of  15  s. 

The  dividends  are  received  by  the  bank  of  Taylor  and  Lloyd,  of  Birmingham, 
on  account  of  Mr,  Thomas  Chattock,  as  agent  for  the  trustees,  and  the  bills 
for  bread  are  paid  by  him. 

In  1825,  there  being  a balance  in  hand  from  each  of  these  bread  charities, 
equal  to  one  year’s  dividend,  an  extra  dole  of  bread  was  distributed  at  Easter, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  apply  the  remaining  balances  in  the  same  way,  when  of 
sufficient  amount. 

Trekerne’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Treherne,  late  of  Knowle,  by  will,  dated  5th  April  1799,  and  proved  Trekerne’s  Charity, 
in  Doctors  Commons,  29th  April  1801,  bequeathed  to  Matthew  Mills,  and  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Blyth  the  minister,  and  William  Cattell  and  Nathan  Bushell 
the  chapelwardens,  of  Knowle,  the  sum  of  25/.,  and  directed  the  same  to  be 
raised  out  of  his  personal  estate,  and  that  it  should  be  placed  out  at  interest  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Matthew  Mills,  Thomas  Blyth,  William  Cattell  and 
Nathan  Bushell,  upon  government  or  real  securities,  with  power  to  his  said 
trustees,  and  their  successors,  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time  to  cail  in 
and  again  place  out  the  same ; and  that  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof 
should,  on  New  Year’s  day,  yearly,  when  that  day  should  happen  on  a Sunday, 
but  when  on  a week  day,  then  on  the  next  Sunday  before  New  Year’s  day,  be 
distributed  and  given  in  bread  to  the  poor  house-keepers  of  the  hamlet  of 
Knowle  aforesaid  ; provided  that  so  often  as  the  number  of  his  said  trustees 
should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  securities  should  be  taken,  so  as  the  said  trust 
monies  should  be  vested  in  the  said  Matthew  Mills,  his  executors  or  admini- 
strators, and  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of  Knowle  aforesaid,  for  the 
time  being. 

The  above  sum  of  2 51.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  42/.  11  s.  three  per 
cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  said  Matthew  Mills,  Thomas  Blyth,  William 
Cattell  and  Nathan  Bushell ; William  Cattell  and  Nathan  Bushell  have  been 
long  since  dead. 

Out  of  the  dividends  arising  from  this  stock,  amounting  to  11.  5 s.  6d.  a year, 

!/•  5 s.  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  sixpenny  and  threepenny  loaves,  which 
are  given  away  with  Tallis’s,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned. 

There  was  a balance  of  4 s.  6d.  in  hand  after  the  last  distribution  in 
January  1827. 
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The  dividends  are  received  in  the  same  manner  as  those  belonging  to  Tallis’s 
charity. 

Grimshaw’s  Charity. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Knowle,  on  the  22d  October,  in  the  2d  year 
of  William  and  Mary,  it  was  presented  by  the  jury,  that  Richard  Grimshaw, 
gent.,  one  of  the  customary  tenants  of  the  said  manor,  lately  died,  seised  of  and 
in  one  customary  cottage,  with  a garden  and  an  orchard  thereto  belonging 
with  the  appurtenances,  which  he  held  of  the  lord  of  the  said  manor  for  the 
term  of  his  life,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  estate  in  the  said  premises  after 
the  death  of  the  said  Richard,  belonged  to  William  Betts  for  the  term  of  his 
natural  life,  according  to  a surrender,  grant  and  admission  thereof,  made  at  a 
court  there  held  9th  October,  in  the  30th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty 
Charles  the  2d  ; and  that  the  remainder  after  the  death  of  the  said  William 
Betts,  was  by  the  same  surrender,  appointed  and  assigned  to  the  use  and  behoof 
of  the  chapelwardens  of  Knowle,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Knowle,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  in  trust,  for  one  or  more  widow  or  widows  of  Knowle, 
to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  said  wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
for  the  time  being;  but  forasmuch  as  no  particular  persons  were  named  to  be 
tenants  of  the  lord,  in  respect  of  that  remainder  in  trust,  for  the  performance 
of  the  charitable  use  aforesaid,  the  said  jurors  humbly  prayed  of  the  lord,  that 
he  would  admit  Thomas  Harborne  and  Henry  Bradnock,  as  his  tenants  in  that 
behalf;  and  thereupon  came  the  said  William  Betts,  and  prayed  to  be  admitted 
tenant  to  the  premises  for  the  term  of  his  life,  and  was  thereupon  admitted 
tenant  accordingly:  And  afterwards,  at  the  same  court,  the  lord  upon  the  said 
prayer  of  the  said  jurors,  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Harborne  and  Henry 
Bradnock,  then  present  in  court,  the  remainder  of  the  said  tenements  with  the 
appurtenances,  after  the  death  of  the  said  William  Betts,  to  hold  to  them  and 
their  heirs,  but  nevertheless  on  the  trust  before  specified,  and  they  were 
accordingly  admitted. 

There  are  five  cottages  in  Golden  End,  in  Knowle,  which  are  understood  to 
be  upon  the  site  of  the  premises  given  by  Richard  Grimshaw,  the  additional 
number  of  cottages  having  probably  been  from  time  to  time  built  by  the 
parish. 

These  cottages  are  occupied  rent-free,  by  poor  persons  placed  in  them  by 
the  parish  officers. 

Saunders’s  Charity. 

By  a court-roll  of  the  manor  of  Knowle,  dated  22d  April,  20th  Charles  1,  it 
appears,  that  at  a court  then  held,  it  was  testified  by  Thomas  Harborne  and 
Edward  Collett,  two  customary  tenants  of  the  said  manor,  that  Thomas  Saunders, 
of  Queen-street,  London,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  on  the  l6th  April  1G40, 
surrendered  out  of  court  into  the  hands  of  the  lord,  by  the  hands  of  the  said 
Thomas  and  Edward,  a close  of  pasture  and  meadow  called  the  Nether  Close,  con- 
taining by  estimation,  three  acres,  adjoining  the  orchard  of  the  said  Thomas 
Saunders  on  the  one  side,  and  on  all  other  sides,  to  the  several  closes  of  Andrew 
Palmer  the  elder,  called  Tylberry,  Plumtree,  Hillfield,  the  Moor,  and  Little 
Purnells,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Andrew  Palmer,  and  his  heirs,  at  the  annual  rent 
of  12 d.  payable  to  the  king,  6d.  to  the  heirs  of  Master  Porter,  and  4 s.  to  the 
poor  inhabitants  of  Knowle,  and  the  said  Andrew  Palmer  w7as  admitted  thereto 
accordingly. 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  this  charity. 

HAMLET  OF  NUTHURST. 

Collett’s  Charity. 

In  the  account  of  the  charities  at  Lapworth,  given  in  our  1.5th  Report, 
p.  «59G,  it  will  be  seen,  that  John  Collett,  by  deed,  dated  9th  October,  10th  Eliz. 
gave  to  trustees  a close  in  Nuthurst,  in  trust,  to  deliver  one  moiety  of  the  rents 
and  profits  to  the  churchwardens  of  Lapworth,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Nuthurst,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  the  poor  of  those 
respective  places,  on  Good  Friday,  or  else  to  employ  the  same  in  reparation  of 
the  churches  of  Lapworth  and  Nuthurst,  or  in  amending  the  highways  in  the 
said  parishes. 

The  sum  of  185.  is  paid  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Nuthurst,  every  Lady- 
day,  by  Edward  Ebrall,  tenant  to  the  trustees  of  Lapworth  Lands,  of  certain 

premises 
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premises  in  Nuthurst  belonging  to  them,  as  set  forth  in  the  above  Report,  for 
which  lie  pays  an  annual  rent  of  2.51.  10  s.,  and  is  understood  to  be  a charge 
upon  those  premises.  We  have  not  been  able  to  discover,  (as  we  have  there 
already  stated),  under  what  circumstances  the  share  of  Nuthurst,  in  the  land 
given  by  Collett,  came  to  be  fixed  at  this  annual  payment,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  amount  has  ever  varied. 

This  sum  of  lSs.  appears  to  have  been  always  carried  to  the  overseers 
account,  in  aid  of  the  poor’s  rates. 

Town  Close. 

The  Returns  to  Parliament  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  in  1786,  in  addition  to  the 
foregoing  annuity  of  18  s.,  ascribe  to  the  gift  of  John  Collett,  certain  land 
then  in  the  possession  of  Isaac  Ingram,  and  producing  the  yearly  income 
of  1 1.  165. 

The  hamlet  has  been  long  in  possession  of  a piece  of  land,  situate  in  Kemb’s 
Green,  in  Nuthurst,  called  the  Town  Close,  which  until  lately  produced  the  rent 
of  1 /.  16.9.  and  which  may  therefore  be  presumed  to  be  the  land  alluded  to  in 
Gilbert’s  Returns.  It  is  not,  however,  now  known  in  the  hamlet,  from  what 
source  it  was  derived. 

This  piece  of  land  contains  about  an  acre  and  three-fourths,  and  is  now  in  the 
occupation  of  Mr.  William  Ingram,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  3 l.  lOs.  per 
annum,  which  appears  to  be  the  full  value. 

This  rent,  it  has  also  been  the  practice  to  carry  to  the  overseers  account. 

Poor’s  Land  and  House. 

The  hamlet  is  also  in  possession  of  a house  and  small  parcel  of  land,  in  the 
parish  of  Tanworth,  near  Earl’s  Wood  Common,  the  origin  of  which  property 
is  equally  unknown. 

These  premises  were  formerly  in  the  possession  of  John  Court,  and  afterwards 
of  his  widow,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  PJs.  About  four  years  ago,  the  widow 
gave  up  the  possession,  and  the  premises  were  thereupon  let  to  Samuel  Gazy, 
carpenter,  for  a term  of  twenty  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31.,  he  undertaking  to 
pull  down  the  old  house,  which  was  then  very  ruinous,  and  to  build  a new  one 
on  its  site,  which  he  has  since  accordingly  done.  The  land  contains  about  three- 
fourths  of  an  acre,  and  is  now  used  as  garden  ground.  The  rent,  under  the 
circumstances,  appears  to  be  the  fair  value. 

This  rent  is  also  carried  to  the  overseer’s  account. 

We  have  suggested  to  the  overseer,  the  propriety  of  applying  these  rents  to 
the  relief  of  the  most  necessitous  and  deserving  poor  of  the  hamlet,  not  partici- 
pating in  the  ordinary  poor’s  rates. 

Mortiboys’s  Charity. 

The  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  also  mention  a gift  of  15  /.,  by  the  will  of 
Isaac  Mortiboys,  in  1701,  for  the  poor  of  this  hamlet,  which  money,  at  the  date 
of  the  Returns,  was  in  the  hands  of  Isaac  Ingram,  yielding  the  annual  interest 
of  15  s. 

This  money  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Ingram,  a large  proprietor 
and  inhabitant  of  the  hamlet,  with  whose  family  this  fund  appears  to  have  been 
deposited  many  years,  and  to  have  been  transmitted  from  father  to  son. 

Mr.  Ingram  informs  us,  that  he  regularly  distributes  the  interest,  being  15  5., 
on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  to  ten  poor  people  of  the  hamlet,  in  portions  of  Is.  6 cl. 
each. 

PARISH  OF  SOLIHULL. 

Solihull  Charity  Estates, 

By  an  inquisition  taken  at  Solihull,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  the  5th 
September,  2d  James  1st,  under  a commission  of  charitable  uses;  the  jurors 
found  as  follows,  viz. — 

1. — That  John  Collett,  of  Nuthurst,  in  the  said  county,  by  deed,  dated 
1st  May,  7th  Elizabeth,  enfeoffed  Thomas  Dabridgecourt,  and  others,  and 
their  heirs,  of  certain  lands  and  premises,  called  Pincks,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, in  the  parish  of  Nuthurst  and  Belsars  (or  Beaudesart),  upon  trust, 
to  pay,  after  the  decease  of  him  the  said  John  Collett,  to  the  poor  people  inha- 
biting within  the  parish  of  Solihull,  the  yearly  value  of  all  the  rents  and  profits 
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Solihull.  of  the  said  lands,  the  same  to  be  divided,  and  equally  dealt  and  given  to 

— - . the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of  Solihull,  yearly,  one  half  on  Good  Fridav 

Solihull  Chanty  tjie  otjier  pajf  on  All  Souls  day,  [see  N°  1,  in  the  trust  deed  of  1794]. 

continual.  2. — That  Nicholas  Be  Odingsell,  by  deed  (without  date)  enfeoffed  Adam 

> -3- ’ Levyeth,  and  his  heirs,  of  six  acres  of  his  heath  at  Fosshawe,  then  inclosed 

with  hedges  and  ditches  ; and  did  also  by  deed  (without  date)  enfeoff  the  said 
Adam  Levyeth,  and  his  heirs,  of  one  other  acre  of  his  heath  at  Fosshawe. 
[Trust  deed,  N°  2]. 

3.  —And  likewise,  that  Richard  Border,  by  deed,  bearing  date  Thursday 
next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew,  10th  Richard  2d,  enfeoffed  William 
Hychekocks,  and  his  heirs,  of  two  messuages,  three  crofts  of  arable  land, 
and  one  piece  of  meadow,  in  Solihull,  at  a place  there  called,  Cinkeford  : And 
that  lately,  Timothy  Swealte  and  Thomas  Brockehurst,  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  Solihull,  by  indenture,  dated  10th  May,  35th  Elizabeth,  with  the 
consent  of  Thomas  Dabridgecourt,  esquire,  then  deceased,  and  others,  the 
then  feoffees  of  the  lands  and  premises  last  mentioned,  as  well  for  the  con- 
sideration of  surrendering  a former  lease  thereof,  then  in  being,  as  also  for 
the  sum  of  20/.,  in  the  name  of  a fine,  did  demise  to  Thomas  Baker,  Agnes, 
his  wife,  and  Roger,  their  son,  the  said  last-mentioned  premises,  with  the 
appurtenances,  by  the  name  of  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  in  Fosshawe, 
near  Hinkford  Brook,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  and  all  the  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments  thereto  belonging,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Baker, 
to  hold  to  the  lessees  and  their  assigns  for  their  lives,  and  the  longer  liver  of 
them,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  23s.  4 d.  [Trust  deed,  N°  2]. 

4.  — That  John  Whatcrofte,  by  deed,  dated  Monday  next  before  the  feast 
of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  9th  Edward  4,  enfeoffed  Thomas  Waring  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  of  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  town  and  fee  of  Yardley, 
in  the  county  of  Worcester.  [Trust  deed,  N°  3,  4,  5,  G,  7*] 

5.  — That  John  Halve,  by  deed,  dated  1st  February,  19th  Edward  4, 
enfeoffed  John  Street,  and  his  heirs,  of  two  cottages  and  gardens,  in  the  town 
and  borough  of  Solihull. 

6.  — That  Thomas  Spenser,  by  deed,  dated  10th  November,  17th  Henry  7th, 
enfeoffed  John  Boteler,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  amongst  other  things,  of 
one  croft  of  his  land,  in  Solihull,  called  Nottmans. 

7.  — That  John  Welch,  esquire,  by  deed,  dated  on  the  feast  of  St.  George, 
11th  Henry  7th,  enfeoffed  John  Harwell,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  of 
a messuage  and  a croft  of  land,  in  the  town  and  borough  of  Solihull. 

8.  — And  did  also  by  deed,  dated  on  the  same  day,  enfeoff  the  said  John 
Harwell  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  among  other  things,  of  a meadow  lying 
in  Longdon,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull.  [Trust  deed,  N°  14]. 

9.  —That  John  Parker,  Richard  Poole  and  William  Baker,  by  deed,  dated 
6th  August,  11th  Henry  Sth,  enfeoffed  Richard  Griswold  and  others,  and 
their  heirs,  of  a meadow,  called  Eggley  Meadow,  in  Olton,  in  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  which  they  then  before  had  of  the  gift  of  one  William  Smyth,  deceased.

and  also,  of  and  in  the  close  of  ground,  called  Wyerdrawers,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, then  in  the  occupations  of  the  said  Robert  Higgenson  and  Morris 
Walker,  [N°  22,  ante],  and  all  his  moiety  therein  and  thereof,  to  the  uses  declared 
in  another  deed,  of  even  date  therewith  ; that  is  to  say,  for  the  use  and  relief  of  c 
aged,  impotent,  and  poor  people,  to  be  dwelling,  inhabiting,  and  born  within  the 
said  parish  of  Solihull,  and  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  a school  of  learning 
within  the  said  parish,  and  for  the  repair  of  the  church  of  Solihull,  and  for  the 
education  and  preferment  of  orphans  or  young  children,  to  be  born  within  the 
said  parish,  and  for  every  or  any  of  the  said  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  from 
time  to  time,  for  ever.

Thomas  Waringe,  Henry  Huggeford  and  Thomas  Griswold,  and  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  in  fee-farm,  the  said  messuages  and  premises,  with  the  appurtenances, 
then  in  the  several  occupations  of  the  said  Robert  Higgenson,  Morris  Walker  and 
Thomas  Baker,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  enfeoff  certain  faithful  and  honest 
persons  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  uses  specified  in  a schedule  to  the  said  deed 
annexed  ; he,  the  said  Thomas  Dabridgecourt  did  enfeoff  Robert  Middlemore, 
William  Noell,  John  Huggeford,  Edmund  Hawes,  Charles  Waringe  and  Richard 
Griswold,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  of  and  in  the  said  last-mentioned  premises, 
upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  uses  specified  in  the  said 
schedule ; that  is  to  say,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  grammar 
school,  and  the  master  of  the  same  for  ever  thereafter,  within  the  said  parish  of 
Solihull,  and  for  and  towards  the  reparations  of  the  said  parish  church  of  Soli- 
hull, and  other  good  and  charitable  uses,  the  payment  of  the  said  rents  and 
profits  to  be  made  yearly,  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  at  the  Feasts  of  Michaelmas 
and  Lady-day,  by  equal  portions,  together  with  a true  account  of  all  the  said 
payments,  to  be  yearly  for  ever  made  at  the  said  parish  church,  to  four  of  the 
most  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  they  requiring  the  same. 

And  the  jurors  further  found,  that  the  said  Thomas  Dabridgecourt,  esq.,  by 
another  deed,  also  dated  4th  May,  in  the  said  44th  year  of  Elizabeth,  reciting, 
that  he  was  the  only  surviving  feoffee  of  all  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements, 
rents  and  hereditaments,  before-mentioned,  except  the  said  messuages  and 
premises  in  the  several  occupations  of  the  said  Robert  Higgenson,  Morris 
Walker  and  Thomas  Baker,  did  enfeoff  the  said  Robert  Middlemore,  William 
Noell,  John  Huggeford,  Edmund  Hawes,  Charles  Waringe  and  Richard  Gris- 
wold, and  their  heirs,  of  and  in  all  the  said  messuages  and  premises,  except  as 
before  excepted,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  a schedule  to  the  last  deed  annexed  ; that  is  to  say,  as  to  the 
rents  of  the  premises,  called  Pincks,  yearly,  to  distribute  the  same  for  and 
towards  the  sustenance  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  or  thereafter  to  inhabit 
within  the  said  parish  of  Solihull,  the  same  to  be  divided  and  equally  dealt 
among  the  said  poor  people,  yearly,  on  Good  Friday,  and  All  Souls  day,  in  equal 
moieties,  at  the  parish  church  of  Solihull,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the 
feoffment  so  made  by  the  said  John  Collet  as  aforesaid ; and  as  to  all  the  rest 
of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  premises  (except  as  before  excepted),  to  apply 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  grammar 
school,  and  the  master  of  the  same  for  ever  thereafter,  within  the  said  parish  of 
Solihull,  and  for  and  towards  the  reparations  of  the  parish  church  of  Solihull 
aforesaid,  the  payment  of  the  said  last-mentioned  rents  and  profits  to  be  made 
yearly,  at  the  same  times,  and  an  account  thereof  rendered  in  the  manner 
already  stated  in  the  other  deed  of  the  same  date,  above  abstracted.

And  they  presented,  that  the  several  fines  and  rents  paid  and  reserved  upon 
certain  leases  of  the  said  premises  in  their  said  inquisition  set  forth,  were  under 
the  true  yearly  value  and  profit  that  might  be  made  thereof. 

46. — They  also  found,  that  Ralph  Vyne,  and  Ann  his  wife,  and  Thomas 
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Huggeford,  gentleman,  of  their  charitable  minds  towards  the  poor  people  of 
Solihull,  did,  before  the  said  jurors,  promise  to  grant  to  the  parishioners  of 
Solihull  aforesaid,  the  yearly  rent  of  6 s.  8 d.  for  ever,  to  be  issuing  forth  by  way 
of  distress,  out  of  two  little  closes  of  pasture,  the  inheritance  of  the  said 
Thomas,  in  Solihull,  one  of  them  near  adjoining  to  a place  called  Maid’s  Cross, 
and  the  other  called  Little  Round-about  Close,  near  adjoining  to  a place  called 
Liberts,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Ralph  Vyne,  and  Ann,  his  wife,  for 
the  term  of  her  life,  to  be  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  towards  the  relief  of  two 
such  poor  old  and  impotent  persons,  resident  within  the  town  and  parish  of 
Solihull,  as  the  said  Ralph  and  Ann,  during  the  life  of  the  said  Ann,  and  after 
her  decease,  as  the  said  Thomas  Huggeford,  and  after  his  decease,  as  John 
Huggeford,  his  brother,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  the 
said  Thomas,  owners  of  their  several  messuages  and  lands,  in  Solihull  and 
Henwood,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  should  appoint.  [Trust  deed,  N°  54.] 

47. — The  jurors  further  found,  that  one  John  How-man  alias  Fecknam , priest, 
and  d.d.  late  parson  of  Solihull,  and  the  other  persons  thereafter  named,  at  the 
several  times  therein  expressed,  delivered  the  several  sums  of  money  specified 
after  their  names,  into  the  hands  and  custody  of  the  parsons  of  Solihull  for  the 
time  being,  and  to  the  said  Thomas  Dabridgecourt,  William  Waringe,  Thomas 
Hawes,  and  Henry  Huggeford,  and  their  successors,  by  the  sight  of  every  of 
them,  and  their  wisdoms  therein  used,  to  be  employed  to  the  relief  and  succour 
of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  by  such  way  and  order  of  loan,  as  in 
and  by  a certain  book  or  writing,  made  by  the  said  Master  Fecknam  for  that 
purpose,  and  then  remaining  in  the  custody  of  the  then  parson  of  Solihull,  was 
expressed.

money,  were  severally  and  respectively  granted  to  the  several  uses  and  pur- 
poses in  the  said  inquisition  declared  ; and  after  noticing  certain  mismanage- 
ments in  the  under-letting  of  the  lands  and  tenements,  which  they  direct  to  be 
remedied  in  the  manner  therein  stated,  they  proceed  to  make  certain  regulations 
respecting  the  appointment  of  trustees,  and  the  leasing  of  the  property,  which 
are  here  omitted,  as  having  been  adopted,  with  some  additions,  in  a decree 
under  a subsequent  commission  of  charitable  uses,  to  which  we  now  shall  advert. 

Under  this  last  mentioned  commission  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Solihull, 
the  3d  September,  14  Charles  I,  which  coincides  in  its  contents  with  that  above 
set  forth,  except  in  the  following  instances;  viz. — 

N“  4. — In  lieu  of  the  general  description  given  under  this  number,  in  the  first 
inquisition,  the  second  inquisition  specifies  the  following  premises  ; viz. — 

Three  closes  and  one  meadow,  with  seven  sellions  of  land,  lying  in  Yardley 
field,  called  Whatcroft’s  Lands,  in  Yardley,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  in  the 
possession  of  John  Bonner. 

Nine  sellions  of  land  in  Yardley,  in  a field  called  Longfield,  in  the  possession 
of  Charles  Dodd.  * ,

And  a little  croft  or  toft  in  Yardley,  in  the  possession  of  Roger  Jarvis.  Solihull. 

11,  12. — The  meadow  in  Whitloxe  field  is  not  mentioned,  nor  is  the  name  — - 

of  Trewman’s  croft  in  Whitloxe  field  ; but  the  following  parcels  are  noticed  as  Solll^‘.i^liant'5r 
late  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Taylor,  deceased  ; viz.  one  messuage,  one  toft,  continued. 
three  crofts,  and  one  other  croft  called  Lord’s  Lunt.  \ ^ 

13,  14,  15. — The  croft  in  number  15  is  not  mentioned  ; but  the  following 
parcels  are  stated  as  late  in  the  occupation  of  Clement  Walle  : a burgage  or 
tenement  near  Teynter’s  Green  ; a croft  called  Whitley  croft  ; a croft  or  parcel 
of  land  in  three  parts  divided,  called  Stone)7  Crofts  ; and  a little  meadow  called 
the  Parish  Moor,  in  Olton  End. 

In  a subsequent  part  of  the  second  inquisition  it  is  added,  that  a cottage  had 
been  lately  erected  upon  the  Stoney  crofts. 

10. — This  parcel  is  described  as  one  messuage  in  three  habitations  divided. 

20. — From  a subsequent  part  of  the  second  inquisition  it  appears,  that  a cot- 
tage had  lately  been  erected  upon  Hartespitts,  and  a curtilage  set  to  it. 

22. — A toft  or  meese  place,  and  a field  called  Wyerdrawers,  into  three  parts 
divided  ; viz.  into  two  closes  and  a meadow. 

30. — Two  cottages  and  gardens,  in  four  parts  divided,  with  four  several 
occupiers. 

32.  — A messuage  or  tenement  and  parcel  of  land,  now  into  three  parts 
divided. 

33.  — Two  cottages,  and  certain  pasture  and  meadow,  called  Chimotte,  near 
Slierley  Heath,  and  two  crofts  in  Solihull,  late  in  the  occupation  of  John  Leigh 
and  Thomas  Ivempsey,  and  then  of  Ralph  Kempsey,  widow  Kempsey,  and 
Frances  Hobday. 

35. — One  toft  or  cottage  in  Mill-lane. 

45. — Not  mentioned. 

47.  — The  second  inquisition  also  enumerates  the  several  money  gifts  men- 

tioned in  the  first,  with  an  additional  gift  of  10 s.  by  Mary  Wheytnall,  a pro- 
fessed sister  of  the  house  of  Sion,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  queen  Mary, 
making,  with  the  former  sums,  a total  of  45  /. ; and  also  a legacy  of  5 /.  left  by 
Edward  Ley  to  William  Smith  and  George  Slough,  to  be  a stock  for  the  poor, 
the  interest  to  be  yearly  dealt  to  the  poor  people  of  Solihull,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  said  William  Smith  and  George  Slough,  and  others.  , 

And  in  further  addition  to  the  property  found  by  the  first  inquisition,  the 
jurors  on  the  second,  also  found,  as  follows  ; viz. — 

48.  — That  a pasture  of  land,  then  in  three  parts  divided,  called  Griffin’s,  had 
been  theretofore  granted  by  Richard  Butler  the  elder,  to  Thomas  Holt  and 
Thomas  llidle,  and  sithence  by  them  to  Robert  Hawe  and  Ralph  Bott,  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Solihull,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  the  good  and 
charitable  uses  aforesaid. 

49.  — That  one  croft  or  pasture,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  near 
Garrett’s  Green,  in  Solihull,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Heath,  was 
theretofore  given  by  the  donors  thereof  to  the  like  good  and  charitable  uses. 

[Trust  deed,  N°  23.j 

50.  — That  one  croft,  at  Teynter’s  Green,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Lile, 
was  theretofore  given  to  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid.  [Trust  deed,  Ne  37-] 

51.  — That  one  toft,  garden,  and  hemp  pleck,  in  Solihull,  were  theretofore 
given  by  the  donors  thereof  to  the  like  good  and  charitable  uses. 

52.  — That  four  tenements  or  cottages,  near  adjoining  to  the  Town  Hall,  in 
Solihull,  were  the  ancient  inheritance  of  the  parishioners  of  Solihull. 

53.  — That  Richard  Averell,  of  Olton,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  people  of 
Solihull,  a yearly  rent  of  3s.  4c?.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  lands  in  Olton,  and 
to  be  yearly  dealt  in  bread.  [Trust  deed,  N°  55.] 

The  deeds  by  which  these  additional  premises  were  granted,  are  not  now 
found  amongst  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  feoffees. 

By  the  second  inquisition,  as  by  the  first,  it  was  found,  that  the  several  pre- 
mises were  let  for  less  than  their  real  value,  and  the  respective  annual  values 
were  therein  assessed. 

By  the  decree  of  the  commissioners,  made  upon  this  second  inquisition,  and 
dated  at  Coleshill,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  14  March,  14  Charles  I,  it  was 
ordered,  That  the  rents  of  the  several  premises  should  be  raised  to  the  amount 
specified  in  the  inquisition  : And  it  was  ordered,  That  the  foeffees  and  grantees 
of  the  said  premises  should,  before  the  Feast  of  Pentecost  then  next,  enfeoff  and 
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Solihuil.  confirm  the  same  to  John  Archer,  of  Tanworth,  esquire,  and  twelve  others, 
~ — - and  their  heirs,  being  either  inhabitants  or  freeholders  within  the  parish  of 

S°llhEstai^iailty  Solihull,  in  trust,  for  the  good  and  true  ordering,  government  and  disposing 
continued.  of  the  same,  to  the  charitable  uses  in  the  inquisition  mentioned ; and  that, 

v > whenever  it  should  happen  that  so  many  of  the  said  new  feoffees  should  die,  or 

not  be  resident  within  the  said  parish  of  Solihull,  or  within  five  miles  distant 
from  the  said  parish  church  of  Solihull,  so  that  there  should  be  but  the  number 
of  seven  then  living  within  the  said  parish  of  Solihull,  or  within  the  distance 
aforesaid,  of  the  last  named  feoffees,  then  the  surviving  feoffees,  or  the  greatest 
number  of  them,  should  forthwith  enfeoff  such  and  so  many  of  the  other  honest 
and  discreet  men,  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  Solihull,  as  should  make  up 
the  number  of  thirteen,  at  the  least,  as  should  by  the  surviving  feoffees  be 
nominated  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ; always  provided,  that  they  should  make 
choice  of  none  to  be  feoffees  that  should  be  at  the  time  of  the  nomination 
tenants  to  any  of  the  said  messuages,  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  there- 
tofore given  to  the  said  charitable  uses,  in  the  said  parish  of  Solihull,  nor  any 
continued  to  be  feoffees,  that  should  be  lessees  or  tenants  of  the  said  charitable 
lands  : And  it  wras  further  ordered,  that  the  feoffees  should  not  make  any  leases 
exceeding  the  number  of  21  years  from  the  date  thereof;  and  that  in  every 
lease  the  full  clear  yearly  value  of  the  premises  so  leased  should  be  reserved, 
and  that  no  such  lease  should  be  granted,  until  the  surrender  or  determination 
of  the  old  lease,  or  grant,  then  in  being  ; and  that  all  leases  should  be  made 
and  granted  by  the  said  feoffees  publicly  and  openly,  in  the  church  of  Solihull, 
public  notice  thereof  to  be  given  by  the  feoffees,  or  by  the  minister  of  the  said 
church,  after  divine  service,  upon  some  Sunday,  by  the  space  of  ten  days  next 
before  the  making  of  the  same ; and  that  all  leases  thereafter  to  be  made  by 
the  said  feoffees,  of  the  said  premises,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  that  order,  should  be  void  : It  was  further  ordered,  that  the  feoffees  should 
annually,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  choose  one  sufficient  man  of  the 
parish  of  Solihull  to  be  their  bailiff'  or  collector,  to  gather  the  parish  rents  for 
the  year  ensuing,  according  to  the  ancient  custom,  and  to  oversee  the  repara- 
tions of  the  tenements,  that  the  tenant  should  keep  the  same  in  repair,  as  was 
fit,  and  that  the  woods  growing  on  the  parish  lands  should  not  be  wasted  ; the 
said  bailiff  to  be  allowed  10s.  for  his  pains ; and  upon  Tuesday  in  Easter 
week  to  render  an  account  for  his  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  past : 
And  after  stating,  that  the  4 5 1.  given  by  several  donors  in  the  inquisition 
named,  as  appeared  by  a book  containing  the  will  and  gifts  of  Mr.  John 
Howman  alias  Fecknam,  one  part  of  which  book  was  then  in  the  custody  of 
Mr.  Luke  Smith,  rector  of  Solihull,  and  the  other  part  in  the  custody  of  Robert 
Throckmorton,  of  Coaten,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  esquire,  the  same  money 
being  appointed  to  remain  as  a stock  for  the  poor  of  Solihull  for  ever,  had  been 
lent  out  by  William  Nowell,  the  elder,  esquire,  Charles  Waring,  Edmund  Hawis 
and  Thomas  Huggeford,  and  the  said  Mr.  Luke  Smith,  and  security  for  the 
same  taken,  in  their  own  names,  of  which  security  some  vras  doubtful  or 
desperate  debt,  the  commissioners  decreed,  that  the  said  William  Nowell  and 
the  others  should,  from  time  to  time,  make  good  the  said  stock  of  45 /.,  to  be 
employed  according  to  the  will  of  the  donors  thereof,  and  as  it  was  expressed 
in  the  said  book,  before  Michaelmas  1639. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  made  8th  September  1653,  between  John 
Huggeford,  esquire,  and  Edmund  Hawes,  gentleman,  described  as  surviving 
feoffees  of  the  messuages,  cottages,  lands,  tenements,  annuities,  and  heredita- 
ments given  to  charitable  uses,  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Solihull,  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  of  the  one  part;  and  Robert  Ladbrook,  clerk,  and  twelve 
others,  all  of  them  inhabitants  or  freeholders  within  the  said  parish  of  Solihull, 
of  the  other  part ; It  was  witnessed,  that  in  performance  of  the  decree  then 
lately  made  by  Sir  Simon  Archer  and  others,  under  a commission  of  charitable 
uses,  and  confirmed  by  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  (being  the  decree  last 
above  mentioned),  the  said  John  Huggeford  and  Edmund  Hawes  granted, 
enfeoffed  and  confirmed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
the  several  premises  therein  mentioned,  being  all  the  premises  contained  in  the 
second  inquisition,  with  the  exception  of  the  messuage  in  N°  7,  and  of  the 
annuity  of  12c/.  payable  out  of  the  lands  of  Ralph  Vyne,  and  Ann  his  wife, 
N°  40,  (but  this  annuity  is  included  in  the  next  feoffment,  dated  25th  April, 
23  Charles  2),  and  also  with  the  exception  of  the  money  gifts. 
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The  annuity  of  2d.  N°  39,  payable  out  of  the  land  occupied  by  Bovey,  is 
stated  to  be  4 d.,  and  the  following  parcels,  which  are  not  found  in  either  of  the 
inquisitions,  are  added;  viz. — 

A parcel  of  land  or  meadow  lying  in  Berryfield,  in  Solihull,  then  in  the  tenure 
of  Thomas  Waring. 

A messuage,  house  or  tenement,  called  Holywell  Hall,  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  the  parish  of  Solihull. 

And  an  annuity  of  40s.,  issuing  out  of  the  city  lands  belonging  to  the  city  of 
Coventry,  theretofore  given  by  Mr.  Whateley,  to  be  yearly  distributed  at 
Christmas,  to  four  decayed  tradesmen  in  Solihull. 

Which  said  premises  were  thus  conveyed  to  the  grantees,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  trust,  to  take,  receive  and  employ  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
same,  as  thereinafter  declared,  that  is  to  say ; such  part  and  so  much  of  the  said 
rents,  as  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  think  convenient, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  who  should  teach  and  instruct  the 
children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Solihill,  to  read  English  grammar,  and  other 
literature,  in  Solihull  aforesaid  ; and  such  part  of  the  said  rents  as  they  should 
think  fit,  for  and  towards  the  repairing  the  body  of  the  parish  church  of  Solihull 
aforesaid;  and  such  part  thereof  as  they  should  think  lit,  for  and  towards  the 
repairing  of  the  Town  Hall,  the  school  and  school-house  in  Solihull  aforesaid, 
when  the  same  should  grow  in  decay  ; and  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and 
profits,  for  and  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor,  aged  and  impotent  persons  of  the 
said  parish,  to  be  distributed  in  manner  hereinafter  expressed ; and  to  the 
end,  that  the  most  rent  and  profit  might  be  raised  yearly  of  the  said  premises,  to 
be  employed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  was  concluded  and  agreed  between 
the  parties,  that  no  feoffee  should  be  tenant,  nor  hold  any  of  the  said  messuages, 
cottages,  lands  or  premises,  and  that  no  fine  should  be  taken  for  any  lease 
thereafter  to  be  made,  but  that  there  should  be  reserved  a reasonable  yearly 
rent,  proportionable  and  answerable  near  to  the  true  yearly  value  of  the  land  so 
leased;  that  the  leases  should  not  be  for  longer  term  than  twenty-one  years,  and 
should  contain  covenants  to  repair,  and  liberty  reserved  to  the  trustees  to  enter 
and  cut  timber  for  the  repairing  the  body  of  the  said  church  and  premises,  and 
towards  the  relief  of  the  poor;  and  it  was  also  agreed,  that  the  feoffees  should 
meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Solihull  yearly,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  apd 
should  order  how  much  and  what  part  of  the  rents  should  be  employed  to  the 
several  uses  aforesaid,  and  should  then  elect  and  choose  one  of  their  fellow 
feoffees,  or  some  other  able  and  fit  person,  to  be  their  bailiff  for  the  year  following, 
which  bailiff  should  collect  the  rents  of  all  the  premises,  and  should  pay  to  the 
schoolmaster  such  part  thereof  for  his  wages,  as  should  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
feoffees,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  quarterly,  and  should  pay  to  the  church- 
wardens, such  money  as  the  feoffees  should  think  fit  and  agree  upon,  towards 
the  discharge  of  the  money  which  the  churchwardens  had  bestowed  about  the 
reparations  of  the  body  of  the  church,  and  to  repair  the  said  school,  and  school- 
master’s house  and  Town  Hall,  when  the  same  should  be  in  decay,  and  should 
keep  10s.  out  of  the  rents  for  his  pains  during  his  year,  and  should  distribute 
the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  received  by  him  to  the  poor,  aged  and 
impotent  persons  of  the  parish  of  Solihill,  at  such  time  and  times,  and  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  should  be  then  agreed  upon,  and  prescribed  in  writing  by 
the  said  feoffees,  or  the  most  part  of  them  ; and  that  the  bailiff  for  the  year  past 
should  at  such  meeting,  render  an  account  in  writing  to  the  feoffees  of  his 
receipts  and  disbursements,  and  should  pay  over  whatever  might  remain  in  his 
hands,  to  the  bailiff  who  should  then  be  chosen  : And  it  was  further  agreed,  that 
the  person  who  should  from  time  to  time  be  schoolmaster  of  Solihull,  should  be 
chosen  by  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  and  should  be  a good 
scholar,  a master  or  bachelor  of  arts  of  one  of  the  universities,  a pious  man,  and 
of  good  sober  and  honest  conversation  ; but  if  he  should  prove  otherwise,  or 
negligent  in  his  place,  and  upon  admonition  should  not  reform  himself,  then 
the  feoffees,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  should  displace  him, 
and  elect  another  to  supply  iiis  room.  The  deed  then  contains  provisions  for 
the  appointment  of  new  trustees  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  decree,  with 
a further  proviso,  that  if  at  any  time  the  feoffee  therein  named  should  no:, 
bestow  and  employ  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  that  indenture,  or  should  wittingly  or  willingly  sutler, 
or  cause  to  be  done,  any  act  or  thing  whereby  the  said  rents  and  revenues

should  not  be  wholly  employed  to  the  said  good  uses  and  purposes  before- 
mentioned,  that  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  grantors,  and  the  survivor  of 
^lEsnite*iarity  th*3111’  a,id  their  into  the  aforesaid  premises,  and  every  part  thereof,  to 

continued.  re-enter  and  hold  the  same  as  in  their  former  estate,  yet  to  this  only  end  and 

' ' purpose,  that  he  or  they,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  his  or  their  heirs,  should 

within  the  space  of  two  months  after  such  entry,  convey  the  said  premises  to 
fifteen,  or  more,  of  the  most  sufficient  able  and  discreet  persons,  being  gentlemen 
and  yeomen  inhabitants  and  freeholders  in  Solihull  parish,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  the  trusts  thereinbefore  declared,  and  with  such  covenants  and 
conditions,  and  in  such  manner  and  form,  as  thereinbefore  expressed,  for  the 
more  sure  establishment,  settling  and  confirming  the  said  premises,  for  the  uses, 
intents  and  purposes  aforesaid,  for  ever. 

We  do  not  find  any  conveyance  of  the  land  in  Berryfield,  mentioned  for  the 
first  time  in  this  trust  deed,  but  respecting  the  tenement  called  Holywell  Hall, 
the  trustees  possess  the  following  deed  : — 

By  indenture,  dated  30th  October,  1st  Charles  1,  between  Thomas  Hugge- 
ford,  of  Solihull,  and  Thomas  Waving,  of  Berry  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull, 
of  the  one  part;  and  Richard  Middlemore,  esquire,  Edmund  Lawes,  Charles 
Waring,  son  of  the  said  Thomas,  Henry  Averell,  the  younger,  and  Edward 
Greswold,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  Thomas  Hansloppe  and  John  Idan- 
sloppe,  his  son  and  heir,  did  of  their  charity  give  to  the  poor  people  of  the  town  and 
parish  of  Solihull,  the  sum  of  1 6 /.,  to  be  bestowed  in  the  purchase  of  the  messuage, 
tenement,  close  and  croft  thereinafter  specified  and  appointed,  that  the  profits 
of  the  same  messuage  and  croft  should  be  yearly  given  by  the  said  parties  to  that 
indenture,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  as  the  free  gift  of  the  said  Thomas  Hansloppe 
and  John  Hansloppe,  to  the  poor  people  of  the  said  town  and  parish,  that  is  to  say; 
the  fourth  part  of  the  profits  thereof  to  the  poor  people  of  Olton  End  alias  Ocken 
End,  in  the  said  parish,  where  the  said  Thomas  and  John  Hansloppe  did  some 
time  inhabit,  and  the  rest  of  the  profits  thereof  to  the  poor  people  of  the  said 
town  and  parish,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  parties,  their  heirs  and 
assigns ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas  Huggeford  and  Thomas  Waring, 
in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  16/.,  enfeoffed  the  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  of  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  called  Holywell  House, 
and  all  that  close  or  croft  of  pasture,  to  the  said  messuage  adjoining,  situate  at 
the  parish  town  fields,  or  precincts  of  Solihull,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  in 
trust,  and  to  the  intent  and  purposes  therein  before  mentioned. 

There  is  a regular  succession  of  deeds  of  feoffment,  in  trust,  conveying  the 
trust  premises  to  feoffees  to  the  same  uses,  and  with  the  same  provisions  in  every 
respect  as  are  contained  in  the  indenture  of  1 653,  above  abstracted:  By  the 
latest  of  these,  which  bears  date  29th  May  1813,  the  premises  were  thus  conveyed 
by  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  esq.,  the  Rev.  Charles  Curtis,  rector  of  Solihull, 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth,  of  Knowie,  Richard  Chattock,  gentleman,  John  Short, 
surgeon,  Joseph  Harding,  gent.,  Joseph  Lindop,  gent.,  and  Thomas  Harborne, 
the  elder,  the  then  surviving  feoffees,  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  of  John 
Richards,  gent.,  Edward  Short,  gent.,  Thomas  Chattock,  gent.,  Thomas  Har- 
borne, the  younger,  carpenter,  John  Madeley,  tanner,  and  Thomas  Baldwin, 
farmer,  inhabitants  and  freeholders  within  the  parish  of  Solihull,  their  heirs 
and  assigns. 

Of  these  feoffees  all  are  now  living,  except  Joseph  Lindop,  Richard  Chattock, 
and  John  Richards. 

In  these  successive  trust  deeds,  until  the  last  but  one,  the  premises  are 
described  in  the  same  manner  as  in  that  of  1653,  above  abstracted.  In  the 
last  but  one,  which  bore  date  the  12th  December  1794,  they  are  described  in 
substance,  as  follows  : — 

1.  — A messuage,  garden,  orchard,  yard,  and  several  closes  of  land,  theretofore 
called  Pincks  Farm,  but  then  distinguished  by  the  names  of  the  Stone  Pit  Hill, 
Coppice  Close,  Long  Meadow,  Brooin  Croft,  Black  Croft,  Ashey  Croft,  Thistly 
Close,  Thorn  Close,  Barn  Close,  and  the  meadow,  and  also  a piece  of  land, 
thentofore  coppice,  containing  about  one  acre,  all  which  closes  contained 
together  by  estimation  50  acres,  or  thereabouts,  and  together  with  the  said 
messuage,  were  in  the  several  parishes  or  hamlets  of  Beaudesert  and  Nuthurst. 
[This  parcel  corresponds  with  N°  1,  in  the  inquisition,  and  with  N°  1,  in  the 
rental,  which  see  post.] 

2.  — A messuage,  thentofore  called  Inkford  Farm  House,  but  then  known  by 
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the  sign  of  the  Red  Horse.,  near  to  Inkford  brook,  and  several  closes  or  parcels 
of  arable,  meadow,  and  pasture  land,  to  the  said  messuage  belonging,  and  held 
therewith,  situate  in  Forshaw  End,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  containing  by  esti- 
mation 35  acres.  [N°5  2 and  3,  inquisition.  N"4,  rental.] 

3.  — Several  closes  of  arable  and  pasture  land,  into  four  parts  divided,  lying  in 
the  parish  of  Yardley,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  having  certain  lands  called 
Byfields,  the  common  or  waste  there,  and  the  land  late  of  John  Luttner,  at  or 
near  some  or  most  parts  thereof.

[This  small  parcel  contained  35  perches,  and  has  been 
since  exchanged  with  Thomas  Salt,  as  will  be  more  particularly  mentioned 
below.

7- — Nine  sellions  of  land  in  Yardley,  in  a field  then  called  Longfield.  [N°  G, 
rental.  The  five  last  parcels  appear  to  correspond  with  N"  4,  in  the  first  inqui- 
sition, more  distinctly  particularized  in  the  second  inquisition,  as  above  stated.] 

8.  — Three  messuages  with  gardens,  in  the  town  of  Solihull,  fronting  the  street 
there.  [N°  lG,  in  the  first  and  second  inquisitions.  N05  31,  32,  33,  rental.] 

9.  — A messuage,  formerly  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Limerick  Castle,  then  by 
the  sign  of  the  Barley  Mow,  with  the  garden,  yard  and  backside,  in  the  borough 
of  Solihull.  [N°  15  (a)  rental.] 

10.  — Two  closes  of  land  in  Load-lane,  in  the  borough  of  Solihull,  called  Load 

land.  [N°  14,  rental.] 

11.  — Two  other  closes  of  land  or  pasture,  lying  by  Warwick-lane,  near  Soli- 
hull, [N°  15  b in  the  rental,  and  apparently  17  in  the  inquisition.] 

12.  — One  sellion  of  land  in  a field  called  Berry  Field,  [first  mentioned  in  the 
trust  deed  of  1G53.] 

13.  — Two  other  sellions  of  land  in  a field  called  Whatcroft,  [q.  N°  26  in  the 
inquisition.  In  lieu  of  these  two  parcels,  12  and  13,  an  allotment  of  1 a.  & 22  p. 
was  awarded  under  the  Knowle  Inclosure,  which  see  rental  15  “.] 

14.  — A parcel  of  meadow  ground  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the  said  field  called 
Whatcroft,  called  the  Parish  Meadow.  [N°  8,  inquisition,  15  (a)  rental.]

19.  — A piece  or  parcel  of  pasture  ground,  and  one  meadow  thereto  adjoining, 
situate  near  Trueman’s  heath,  in  Solihull,  containing  in  the  whole,  by  estima- 
tion, seven  acres.  [Rental  N°  18;  inquisition  11,  12.] 

20.  — A croft,  or  piece  of  arable  or  pasture  land,  called  Whitley  Croft,  in  the 
parish  of  Solihull,  having  the  land  theretofore  of  John  Maden,  the  lane  leading 
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from  Solihull  to  Bentley  heath,  and  land  belonging  to  the  said  Henry  Greswold 
Lewis,  on  ali  or  most  parts  thereof.  [Inquisition  N°  14,  Rental  10.] 

21.  — A croft  or  parcel  of  land  called  Housely  Croft,  in  Solihull,  bounded  on 
part  thereof  by  the  glebe  lands,  and  on  other  parts,  by  the  lane  leading  from 
Solihull  to  Bentley  heath.  [Rental  N°  13a.]“ 

22. — A close  of  land  in  Olton  End,  called  Tew’s  Croft,  cotaining  one  acre  and 
a half  or  thereabouts.  [Rental  N°  20,  and  see  above  under  N°  17.] 

23.  — A small  pingle  or  croft  of  land,  containing  one  acre  and  a half  or  there- 
abouts, near  Garrett’s  Green,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull.

30.  — -2^  11  those  closes  or  inclosures  of  land,  meadow  or  pasture,  called 
Wyerdrawers,  then  into  six  parts  divided,  containing,  by  estimation,  thirteen 
acres,  also  lying  near  the  church-yard  in  Solihull.  [N°  22,  in  the  first  and  second 
inquisitions;  part,  viz.  8a.  & 14i\  exchanged  with  Mr. Lewis,  residue  in  the 
rental,  10b  and  11.] 

31.  — A messuage,  garden  and  croft,  situate  in  Solihull,  theretofore  in  the 
occupation  of  three  persons,  successively  described  as  schoolmasters,  and  then  of 
James  Eyre,  clerk,  used  as  a school-house.  [Rental,  N°  45.] 

32.  — A piece  of  land  in  Solihull,  theretofore  called  Paine’s  W ell  Croft,  then 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Parish  Coppice  or  Grove.  [Inquisition,  N°29;

33.  — Four  cottages,  with  the  gardens  thereto  belonging,  situate  in  Dog-lane, 
in  Solihull.  [N°  30  in  the  inquisitions,  and  34  to  38  in  the  rental.] 

31. — A messuage,  with  the  barns,  stables,  buildings,  gardens  and  orchards 
thereto  belonging,  and  several  closes  or  parcels  of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture 
ground  therewith  held,  called  Chymotte,  situate  near  Shirley  heath,  in  the 
parish  of  Solihull,  containing,  by  estimation,  twelve  acres.  [N°  33  in  the 
inquisitions,  and  9 in  the  rental.] 

35.  — Land  formerly  taken  from  Glazewell  meadow,  by  Humphrey  Greswold 

Lewis,  esquire,  deceased,  to  enlarge  the  lane  called  Peak-lane,  and  which  the  said 
Henry  Greswold  Lewis  then  kept  to  the  said  lane,  and  for  which  he  yearly  paid 
the  sum  of  10s.

[Inquisition,  N°  87  ; rental,  44.  j And  also,  a toft  or  little  piece  of  uninclosed 
ground  adjoining  the  said  Town  Hall.  [A  very  inconsiderable  slip,  planted 
with  shrubs.] 

41.  — Two  dwelling-houses,  with  gardens,  in  Solihull,  then  in  the  occupations 
of  Widow  Busby  and  John  Greswold.  [Rental,  N°  13 b.] 
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42.  — A cottage,  with  the  garden  thereto  belonging,  theretofore  erected  on  Solihull, 
part  of  Stoney  Croft,  lying  in  Shirley  End,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  road  . ..  ~ — 7 
leading  from  Solihull  to  Alvechurch.  [N°  13  in  the  Inquisitions.  The  site  of 

this  cottage  and  garden  is  supposed  to  have  been  subsequently  again  laid  into  continued. 

the  Stony  Croft.  There  is  a cottage  adjoining,  known  by  the  name  of  Johnson’s  V ^ * 

Cottage,  but  which  bears  the  appearance  of  an  encroachment  upon  the  waste, 
and  in  respect  of  which  no  rent  or  other  acknowledgment  is  known  to  have 
been  ever  received  by  the  feoffees.] 

43.  — Five  parcels  of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture  land,  in  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  lying  contiguous  to  the  last-mentioned  cottage,  and  containing,  by 
estimation,  sixteen  acres.  [N°  13  in  the  inquisitions,  and  8 in  the  rental.] 

44.  — A piece  of  arable  land  lying  at  Acock’s  green,  in  the  parish  of  Yardley, 
containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres.  [Rental,  N°  2.  This  belongs  to  Job  Mars- 
ton’s  charity,  of  which  see  a separate  account,  post.) 

45.  — A messuage  and  two  closes  of  arable  land,  meadow  or  pasture,  thereto 
adjoining  and  belonging,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres,  which  two  closes 
were  theretofore  in  one,  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Oat  Croft,  situate  at 
Olton  End,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull.

50.  — D°  - - - 2 s.  issuing  out  of  a cottage  in  Solihull,  theretofore  in  the 
possession  of  Devereux  Rogers,  then  of  James  Bate  ; in  the  subsequent  trust- 
deed  of  Richard  Dormer.  [N°41,  inquisition;  47d,  rental.] 

51.  — D° 12 d.  issuing  out  of  a messuage  near  the  Horsepool  in  Solihull, 

theretofore  the  land  of  John  Pendlenton,  Matthew  Aston,  and  Thomas  Heath, 
or  their  assigns  ; in  the  subsequent  trust-deed  of  John  Madely,  or  his  assigns. 

[N°42,  inquisition  ; 47%  rental*.] 

52.  — D°  - - - 12  d.  out  of  a messuage  in  Dog-lane,  then  in  the  occupation  of 
Joseph  Hammond.  [N°43,  inquisition;  4Jf,  rental.] 

53. — D°  - - - 12 d.  out  of  a messuage  and  land  near  Copp  Heath,  then  the 
land  of  R ichard  Chattock,  in  the  tenure  of  William  Tomlinson.  [N°44,  inqui- 
sition; 47s,  rental.] 

54.  — D°  - - - 6s.  8 d.  out  of  two  closes  or  pastures,  the  one  lying  at  Maid’s 
cross,  the  other  near  Liberts,  called  Round-about  Close,  theretofore  granted  by 
Ralph  Vyne  and  his  wife,  and  Thomas  Hugford,  which  land  then  belonged  to 
Mary  Madew  ; in  the  subsequent  deed  to  James  Barton,  and  in  the  holding  of 
Francis  Stafford.  [N°46,  inquisition;  47 h,  rental.]

56.  — D°  - - - 405.  issuing  out  of  the  charity  lands  belonging  to  the  city  of 
Coventry,  theretofore  given  by  Mr.  Whateley,  to  be  yearly  distributed  at 
Christmas,  to  four  decayed  tradesmen  of  Solihull.  [Of  this  charity  a further 
account  will  be  given  hereafter.] 
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In  enumerating  the  premises  conveyed  by  this  trust-deed,  we  have  endeavoured 
to  point  out  the  parcels  in  the  inquisitions  to  which  they  appear  respectively  to 
correspond.  There  are,  however,  several  which  we  have  not  been  able  thus 
to  indentify,  chiefly  through  the  great  generality  of  the  descriptions  given  in 
the  inquisitions.

Of  these,  we  can  only  presume,  that  the  parcels  in  the  inquisitions  are 
accounted  for  by  those  in  the  trust-deed,  though  not  distinctly  to  be  identified 
with  them. 

The  next  and  latest  trust-deed,  bearing  date,  as  we  have  stated,  29th  May 
1813,  follows,  (with  the  variations  already  noticed  under  the  annuities,)  the 
descriptions  given  in  the  deed  of  1794,  and  comprizes  all  the  premises 
conveyed  by  that  deed,  as  above  enumerated,  except  the  parcels  respectively 
numbered  G,  IG,  17  and  29- 

57. — Of  these,  N°  6,  being  a small  parcel  of  land,  in  Yardley,  containing,  by 
admeasurement,  35  perches,  was  exchanged  in  1812,  with  Thomas  Salt,  for 
apiece  or  dole  of  meadow  ground,  lying  in  Fell  meadow,  in  Yardley,  described 
as  containing,  by  admeasurement,  2G  perches,  and  bounded  on  the  East  end 
thereof  by  an  open  field,  called  the  Church  Field,  and  another  parcel  or  dole  of 
meadow  land,  lying  in  the  same  meadow,  also  described  as  containing,  by 
admeasurement,  2G  perches,  bounded  on  the  West  end  thereof,  by  a certain  open 
field,  called  Stichford  Field,  which  last  mentioned  parcels  were  consequently 
introduced  in  lieu  of  the  former,  in  the  trust-deed  of  1813. 

It  appears  that  there  was  some  mistake  in  this  statement  of  the  quantity 
received  in  exchange,  the  real  quantity  so  received,  being  in  all,  only  39  perches, 
making  a difference  of  four  perches  in  favour  of  the  charity.  This,  added  to 
a small  quantity  of  timber  still  remaining  on  the  land  received  in  exchange,  is 
the  only  advantage  that  the  charity  appears  to  have  gained  by  the  exchange  ; and 
it  may  be  questioned,  whether  this  advantage  is  not  more  than  counterbalanced, 
by  the  circumstance  of  the  land  received  in  exchange  being  in  two  detached 
parts,  while  that  previously  belonging  to  the  charity  was  in  one. 

Nos  16  and  17,  consisting  of  two  closes,  containing,  by  estimation,  six  acres, 
-and  a parcel  of  meadow  or  moorish  ground,  lying  on  each  side  Dimple-lane, 
in  Olten  End,  were  sold  in  1800,  to  Mr.  John  Richards,  for  180/.,  under  the 
powers  of  the  Act  3 S Geo.  3,  for  the  redemption  of  the  land-tax  charged  on 
the  trust  premises.  Of  this  monev,  which  was  received  in  March  1801,

148/.  10s.  was  paid  for  the  purchase  of  the  land-tax,  and  31/.  10s.,  the 
remainder,  was  carried  to  account. 

N°  2.0  represents  Holywell  Hall,  with  the  yard  and  garden,  the  site  whereof 
is  stated  in  the  trust-deed  of  1813,  to  have  been  conveyed  about  the  year  1800, 
by  the  then  feoffees,  to  certain  trustees,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  same  to  be  used 
as  a burial  ground,  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Solihull. 
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It  appears,  that  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  at  a meeting  of  the  feoffees,  held 
21st  May  1800,  a lease  of  these  premises,  which  had  been  granted  to  the  late 
Mrs.  Ann  Chattock,  then  deceased,  was  surrendered  by  Richard  Chattock,  esq:, 
her  son  and  executor, *in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  20/.,  and  the  remission  of 
31.  12^.  for  half  a year’s  rent,  due  at  Lady-day  then  last;  and  the  buildings 
were  taken  down,  and  the  site  thereof,  with  the  yard  and  garden  (except 
1 r.  & 10  p.,  which  see  rental  N*  21 b),  were  laid  into  the  church-yard.  Timber,  &c., 
part  of  the  materials  not  wanted  for  repairs,  were  sold  for  26/.  6s.  9 d.,  which 
sum  was  carried  to  account.  f 

No  consideration  was  given  by  the  parish  for  this  land  ; but  the  trustees  con- 
sidered this  appropriation  of  it  to  the  use  of  the  church,  as  within  the  spirit  of 
the  trust  reposed  in  them.  T 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  trust-deed,  the  trustees  have  made  the  following 
new  acquisitions  of  property  ; viz. — -

Mr.  Lewis  has  accordingly  set  out  certain  parcels  of  land,  to  the  value  of  the 
above-mentioned  sum  of  .883/.  45.  4 d.,  but  of  which  the  trustees  have  not  yet 
been  put  into  possession.  These  parcels  adjoin  the  allotment  awarded  to  the 
trustees  in  lieu  of  common  right,  as  mentioned  above,  and  it  is  in  the  contem- 
plation of  the  trustees,  to  appropriate  the  bonus  money  to  the  purchase  of  other 

* adjoining 
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adjoining  land,  if  they  should  be  able  to  do  so  on  eligible  terms.  This  money, 
amounting,  as  has  been  seen,  to  the  sum  of  436/.  1 2s.  Id.  which  is  to  be  paid 
to  the  trustees,  beyond  the  equal  value  of  the  lands  given  by  them  in  exchange, 
may  consequently  be  considered  as  a clear  profit  accruing  to  the  charity  from 
these  exchanges.

It  appears  from  the  abstract  of  Mr.  Blount’s  title,  that  in  a convey- 
ance of  his  estate,  dated  the  20th  December  1631,  there  is  an  exception 
of  nine  sellions  of  lands  lying  in  the  Longfields,  being  the  parish  lands 
of  Solihull;  and  in  a subsequent  conveyance,  dated  22d  March  1691, 
there  is  an  exception  of  a little  parcel  of  land  lying  in  Longfield,  and 
of  long  time  held  at  the  rent  of  8s.  payable  to  some  charitable  use  in 
the  parish  of  Solihull.  There  are  no  lands  on  the  estate,  now  called 
Longfields,  nor  can  Mr.  B.  ascertain  where  the  nine  sellions  lay,  or  what 
was  the  quantity  of  land  contained  in  them.

Down  to  Michaelmas  1813,  the  rent  paid  for  this  land  by  Mr.  Hard- 
ing was  16/.;  for  the  next  year,  ending  Michaelmas  1814,  it  was 
18/.  5 s.;  and  from  that  time  it  has  been  the  present  amount.  This 
rent  appears  to  have  been  fixed  upon  a valuation  made  by  Mr.  Richard 
Fowler,  land-surveyor,  of  Edington,  near  Birmingham,  in  the  year  1813. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  Mr.  Harding  is  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
charity;  but  the  present  rent  appears  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the 
premises.

These  four  parcels  are  held  by  Mr.  Thomas  Harborne,  jun.  under  a lease  for 
21  years  from  Lady-day  1808,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  18/.  10  s. 

The  lease  purports  to  have  been  granted  in  consideration  of  the  lessee 
having  expended  190/.  and  upwards,  in  converting  a stable  and  coach- 
house, late  part  of  the  premises  demised,  into  a malt-house,  and  in  other 
lasting  improvements  upon  the  premises.  The  stable  was  a large  open 
stable,  used  for  waggon  horses,  before  the  navigation  by  the  Warwick 
and  Birmingham  canal  was  established.  Since  that  time  the  convey- 
ance by  land-carriage  having  been  much  diminished,  the  stable  became 
comparatively  useless,  and  the  conversion  to  the  present  purpose  was 
considered  to  have  been  a beneficial  alteration.  In  addition  to  which,  he 
has,  within  the  last  ten  years,  erected  some  workshops  on  the  premises. 

Mr.  Harborne  has  become  a trustee  since  the  granting  of  this  lease. 
Before  the  lease  was  granted  him,  he  had  held  the  premises  for  six  or 
seven  years,  at  the  rent  of  28/.,  having  come  into  possession  of  them 
upon  the  death  of  Joseph  Clarke,  to  whose  will  he  was  executor. 

The  premises,  if  now  out  of  lease,  are  considered  to  be  worth  at  least 
60  /.  a year.

This  rent  he  pays,  having  succeeded  to  a lease  granted  to  Miss  Car- 
ter, on  which  that  rent  was  reserved,  and  which  expired  at  Michaelmas 
1820.  The  rent,  it  is  conceived,  would  admit  of  an  increase  of 
4 l.  or  5 1. 

We  have  already  observed,  that  Mr.  Harding  is  a trustee,  and  we  have 
suggested  the  propriety  of  his  paying  the  full  annual  value  for  the 
premises.

The  several  rents  above  specified,  subject  to  the  observations  already  made, 
may  be  considered  as  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises,  the  lettings 
having  generally  been  made  upon  the  valuations  of  respectable  surveyors. 

With  respect  to  the  circumstance  of  certain  of  these  premises,  (viz.  Not  10, 
11,  1.5,  and  25,)  being  held  by  persons  filling  the  situation  of  trustees,  we  may 
observe,  that  it  is  in  violation  of  the  injunction  in  the  decrees  and  trust  deeds, 
that  no  feoffee  should  be  tenant  of  any  of  the  trust  premises  ; an  injunction,  of 
which  the  principle  is  in  complete  accordance  with  the  practice  of  our  courts 
of  equity.  There  are  doubtless,  circumstances  under  which  some  relaxation 
of  this  rule  may  be  reasonably  allowed ; but  in  such  cases  it  is  at  least  indis- 
pensible,  that  the  trustee  should  pay  as  high  a rent  as  could  be  obtained  from 
any  other  responsible  tenant.

which  was  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  current  account. 

On  referring  to  the  accounts  of  the  application  of  the  income  of  this 
trust,  we  find,  that  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  it  has  been,  of  late  years, 
consumed  in  the  expense  of  repairs,  that  charge,  for  the  ten  years  ending 
in  1825,  having  amounted  to  the  sum  of  1,704/.  (exclusive  of- the  115/. 
paid,  as  above  mentioned,  for  building  the  cottage  at  Load  Heath).  The 
principal  part  of  this  outlay,  viz.  to  the  amount  of  1,028/.,  took  place  in 
the  years  1821,  1822,  and  1823,  and  about  400/.  more  in  the  years  1817  and 
1818,  the  charge  of  repairs  during  the  rest  of  the  interval  above-mentioned,  not 
having  exceeded  an  average  of  55/.  per  annum. 

To  give  a just  view,  however,  of  the  expenditure  during  the  whole  of  that 
interval,  it  will  be  necessary  to  include  the  extraordinary  as  well  as  the 
ordinary  disbursements,  amounting,  as  has  been  already  stated,  to  the  sum 
of  1,704/.,  or  an  annual  average  for  those  ten  years  of  - - - -

From  this  net  income  a school  is  maintained,  consisting  of  two  departments  ; 
the  one  for  classical  instruction,  the  other  for  a common  English  education  in 

3 P 4 reading. 
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reading,  writing  and  accounts.  The  children  of  any  parishioners  of  Solihull, 
who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  this  institution,  are  admitted  to  either  school. 
The  head  master,  who  is  always  a graduate  in  one  of  the  universities,  resides  in 
the  school-house  and  premises  rent  and  tax  free,  and  receives  a salary  of  100  /. 
a year.  The  instruction  he  gives  is  such  as  belongs  to  a regular  classical 
education.  He  has,  at  present,  only  three  scholars  upon  the  foundation, 
but  all  who  apply  to  him  for  admission  are  received.  He  also  takes  a few 
private  pupils,  who  are  taught  with  the  foundation  boys. 

The  English  school  is  conducted  by  an  assistant  master,  who  receives  a salary 
of  65 1.  a year.  Fie  is  allowed  to  take  scholars  for  pay,  if  there  is  room  for  them 
in  the  school-room,  and  he  generally  has  about  four  or  five.  The  number  of 
scholars  attending  him,  including  these  private  scholars,  was  fifty  for  the  last 
half  year,  and  fifty-six  for  the  preceding  half  year.  There  are  two  school- 
rooms annexed  to  the  schoolmaster’s  house,  in  one  of  which  the  English  school 
is  kept.  The  parents  of  the  children  provide  them  with  books  and  stationery. 

The  feoffees  undertake  for  the  repairs  of  the  house  and  premises,  and  it 
appears  that  they  are  now  in  want  of  some  repairs. 

The  Rev.  John  Griffin,  the  head  master,  attends  to  the  conduct  of  the  English 
school,  and  sees  that  it  is  properly  conducted,  but  does  not  interfere  with  the 
teaching. 


"From  this  fund  is  also  defrayed  the  amount  of  the  churchwardens  general 
account,  being,  on  an  average  of  fourteen  years,  per  annum  - 

It  has  always  been  the  practice  to  apply  this  fund  to  the  discharge  of 
the  whole  of  the  churchwarden’s  account,  and  not  to  limit  it  to  the 
repairs  of  the  church. 

There  is  further  paid  a salary  to  the  organist,  of,  per  annum  -

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Of  this  surplus  it  must  be  remarked,  that  28 /.  18  s.  6d.  arises  from  the 
addition  recently  made  to  the  income  by  the  rents  of  the  newly  purchased  lands 
at  Load  heath. 

It  ought  here  to  be  noticed,  that  the  heavy  extraordinary  repairs  included  in 
the  average  expenditure  of  the  last  ten  years,  will  probably  not  require  to  be 
soon  repeated,  whereby  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  average  will  be  reduced,  and 
-a  larger  proportion  of  the  annual  income  become  applicable  to  the  charitable 
uses  of  the  trust.  In  a property  comprising  many  old  houses,  the  ordinary 
amount  of  repairs  must  necessarily  be  considerable,  but  we  cannot  help  thinking 
that  there  has  been  lately  some  improvidence  in  this  branch  of  expenditure.  It 
appears,  that  one  of  the  trustees,  a carpenter  and  builder  in  Solihull,  and  who 
was  bailiff  in  1821,  had  from  that  year  an  open  account  which  was  not  brought 
into  the  general  annual  accounts,  till  the  audit  in  1825,  during  which 
time  he  appears  to  have  received  large  sums  for  timber,  and  to  have  applied 
them  in  the  repairs  which  took  place  during  that  interval,  a great  portion  at 
least  of  which  he  undertook  and  executed  at  his  own  discretion.  Of  the  sums 
^o  received,  170/.  arose  from  timber  belonging  to  Greswold’s  charity,  (of 
which  we  are  to  speak  hereafter),  which,  with  interest,  amounting  together  to 
205/.  Os.  9d.  was  paid  by  the  feoffees  to  the  trustees  of  that  charity  in  1825, 
and  1826.  The  trustees  have  subsequently  come  to  a resolution,  that  no  repairs 
should  be  undertaken  to  the  amount  of  more  than  5/.,  without  an  order  from 
the  trustees  ; and  it  appears  to  us  very  advisable,  that  this  resolution  should  be 
adhered  to. 

It  is  also  to  be  remarked,  that  all  the  items  of  the  churchwardens  account 
are  defrayed  from  this  fund,  an  application  not  strictly  warranted  by  the 
decrees  or  the  trust  deed,  all  of  which  limit  the  expenditure  in  respect  of  tire 
church  to  the  reparations  thereof,  and  the  latter  expressly  to  the  repair  of  the 
Jbody  of  the  church  ; nor,  as  we  should  conceive,  by  the  general  words  “other 
good  and  charitable  uses,”  which  are  to  be  found  in  one  of  the  inquisitions 
among  the  trusts  declared  of  part  of  the  property  therein  comprized.  If  this 

branch

branch  of  the  expenditure  were  confined  within  the  more  narrow  limits,  it 
would  release  a portion  of  the  income,  which,  with  the  present  annual  surplus, 
augmented,  as  may  be  hoped,  by  a diminution  in  the  average  charge  for  repairs, 
would  create  an  available  fund  for  “the  relief  of  the  poor,  aged  and  impotent 
persons  of  the  parish;”  a branch  of  the  trusts  declared  in  the  trust  deeds, 
which  we  do  not  find  to  have  been  in  activity  for  many  years  past. 

The  trustees  annually  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be  bailiff  for  the  ensuing 
year,  who  receives  the  rents  and  makes  the  disbursements,  of  which  he  renders 
an  account  at  the  annual  audit,  and  hands  over  the  balance,  if  any,  to  his 
successor  in  the  office.  At  the  close  of  the  account  for  1825  and  1826,  there 
was  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity,  of  112/.  2 s.  8 d. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

The  money  mentioned  in  the  inquisitions  to  have  been  given  for  a stock, 
(viz.  45/.  and  5/.),  appears  to  have  been  applied  in  loans,  according  to  the  trusts; 
and  it  further  appears  from  the  books,  that  in  the  year  1693,  the  amount  had 
been  reduced,  by  losses  or  otherwise,  to  2 61.  No  distinct  account  is  sub- 
sequently entered  in  the  books ; but  for  several  years  mention  is  made  of 
a sum  of  18/.  4 a'.  5d.  belonging  to  the  fund,  as  being  out  at  interest,  and  the 
interest  is  stated  to  have  been  distributed  to  poor  persons,  whose  names  are 
mentioned.  The  last  notice  that  we  find  of  this  sum  is  in  the  year  1700, 
but  in  the  churchwardens  accounts  for  the  year  1725,  there  is  entered  a charge 
of  4 d.  for  receiving  Fecknam’s  Dole,  from  which  it  may  be  inferred,  that  the 
interest  continued  to  be  paid  down  to  that  time.  - * 

In  the  year  1699  it  is  mentioned,  as  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
Greswold,  the  then  rector  of  the  parish,  whose  charity  to  this  parish  will  be 
noticed  in  the  sequel. 

Collett’s  Charity. 

The  origin  and  trusts  of  this  charity  have  been  already  noticed  in  our  abstract 
of  the  inquisition,  taken  in  the  2d  James  1,  (N°  1.) 

It  has  also  been  stated  above,  in  the  rental  of  the  charity  estates,  that  the 
land  derived  under  this  charity,  is  at  present  held  by  Daniel  Cheshire,  on  a lease 
for  21  years,  determinable  at  seven  or  fourteen,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  40/. 

Out  of  this  rent  some  small  sums  are  paid  for  repairs  allowed  to  the  tenant, 
and  for  receiving  and  distributing  it.  The  rest  is  applied  towards  the  relief 
of  the  poor,  as  far  as  is  necessary  to  afford  to  each  poor  person  in  the  parish, 
the  sum  of  1 s.,  at  two  distributions  in  the  year,  viz.,  the  one  on  Good  Friday, 
and  the  other  on  All  Souls  day. 

A list  is  made  of  the  poor  persons,  the  number  of  whom  has  lately  been 
about  360  or  370,  which  is  corrected  from  time  to  time,  and  the  distribution  is 
made  on  the  tomb-stone  of  Collett , the  donor,  in  the  church-yard  of  Solihull. 

The  balance  which  remains,  after  supplying  the  numbers  specified  in  the  list, 
is  suffered  to  accumulate,  until  it  amounts  to  a sufficient  sum  to  afford  an 
addition  of  6 c/.  to  the  1a.  in  the  usual  distribution.  This  course,  however,  does 
not  appear  to  be  invariably  observed,  as  the  last  addition  of  this  kind  was  made 
in  the  two  distributions  which  took  place  in  1819  and  1820,  and  at  the  time  of 
our  inquiry,  in  April  1827,  there  remained  in  hand  a balance  2 31.  Is.  4 d., 
which  would  have  afforded  more  than  the  addition  above  mentioned  to  the 
Good  Friday  distribution,  which  had  then  just  taken  place. 

Marston’s  Charity. 

Job  Marston , of  Hall  Green,  in  the  parish  of  Yardley,  by  will,  bearing  date 
24th  May  1701,  gave  the  sum  of  30/.,  to  be  laid  out  by  his  executors  as  soon  as 
might  be,  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  of  as  good 
value  as  might  be  therewith  bought,  and  directed,  that  the  lands  and  heredita- 
ments so  purchased  should  be  conveyed  to  his  said  executors,  and  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Isham,  rector  of  Solihull,  Henry  Palmer  and  ten  others,  inhabitants  of 
the  parish  of  Solihull,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  distribute  all  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  among  such  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  who  receive 
no  collection,  and  have  most  need,  as  his  said  trustees  or  the  major  part  of 
them  should  think  fit : And  he  directed,  that  when  there  should  be  but  four 
trustees  surviving,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  trust  premises  to  thirteen 
such  other  persons,  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Solihull, 
as  they  should  think  fit,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  the  survivors  and 
Rep.  18.  3 Q the 
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the  thirteen  such  other  persons,  as  above  mentioned,  upon  the  trust  aforesaid, 
such  trust  to  be  expressed  at  large  in  every  such  conveyance. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  14th  and  15th  May  1707, 
between  Robert  Powell,  of  the  one  part,  and  Humphrey  Powell  ancl  John 
Bryerley,  surviving  executors  of  the  will  of  Job  Marston,  Benjamin  Palmer, 
and  seven  others,  being  eight  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  will  of  Job  Marston, 
of  the  other  part ; after  reciting  the  said  will,  and  that  four  of  the  trustees 
thereby  intended  were  dead,  it  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  30/.  paid  by  the  said  Humphrey  Powell  and  John  Bryerley,  being  the 
sum  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Job  Marston,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Robert 
Powell  granted  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  part  of  a close  of  land, 
lying  near  A cock’s  Green,  in  the  parish  of  Yardley,  in  the  county  of  Wor- 
cester, called  the  New  Lunt,  therein  particularly  set  forth  by  its  boundaries, 
to  hold  to  the  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  uses,  trusts  and  purposes 
declared  in  the  before-mentioned  will. 

By  a subsequent  indenture  of  release,  dated  20th  June  1739,  from  the 
recitals  in  which  the  above  statements  are  abstracted,  William  Baynton  the 
elder,  surviving  trustee,  named  in  the  will  of  Job  Marston,  and  in  the  former 
indenture,  conveyed  the  before-mentioned  premises  to  the  use  of  himself  and  of 
Henry  Greswold,  and  twelve  others,  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  parish 
of  Solihull,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  and  to  and  for  the  uses,  intents 
and  purposes,  declared  in  the  before-mentioned  will. 

We  have  already  seen,  that  this  land  is  comprized  in  the  two  last  convey- 
ances to  the  trustees  of  the  Solihull  charity  estate.  {See  N9  44,  Trust  deed,  and 
N°  2,  Rental.) 

This  charity  land  is  a piece  of  old  pasture,  containing,  according  to  the 
plan  taken  in  1800,  2a.  1 r.  7p*,  adjoining  on  the  south  to  a lane  leading  to 
the  Birmingham  turnpike  road,  and  on  the  east  to  gardens  belonging  to  the 
parish  of  Yardley. 

The  rent,  amounting  now,  as  has  been  already  seen,  to  5/.  14,?.  per  annum, 
but  formerly  to  2/.  and  51.  successively,  having  been  suffered  to  accumulate 
for  several  years,  there  was  in  hand,  in  1819,  the  sum  of  51/.,  from  which 
time  there  have  been  two  annual  distributions  among  the  same  poor  persons, 
who  partake  of  Collett’s  charity,  and  at  the  same  time,  but  at  the  rate  of  6d. 
per  head,  by  means  of  which  the  balance  has  been  exhausted,  and  the  distri- 
bution will  be  in  future  to  be  regulated  by  the  annual  amount  of  the  rent. 

Mary  Baynton’s  Charity. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  release  bearing  date  19th  February 
1777,  between  Robert  Ladbroke,  esquire,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert 
Ladbroke,  knight,  late  alderman  of  London,  who  was  devisee  named  in  the 
last  will  of  William  Baynton,  Jate  of  Solihull,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
gentleman,  which  said  William  Baynton  was  nephew  and  heir  at  law  of  Mary 
West,  theretofore  of  Solihull,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Revv 
Richard  Sutton  Yates,  d.  d.,  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  esquire,  and  twelve  others, 
feoffees  or  trustees  for  the  several  charity  lands  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Mary  Baynton,  late  of  Solihull, 
widow,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  30th  March  I76O,  bequeathed  to  the  said 
Sir  Robert  Ladbroke,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  100/.,  upon  trust,  that  he  the 
said  Sir  Robert,  should  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be,  invest  the  same 
in  the  purchase  of  freehold  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments,  of  an  estate 
in  fee  simple,  in  some  convenient  place  or  places,  within  the  parish  of  Solihull, 
or  as  near  thereto  as  conveniently  might  be,  and  settle  and  convey  such  lands 
to  proper  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  on  trust,  that  the  organist  for  the 
time  being  of  the  parish  church  of  Solihull  should  receive  the  profits  of  the 
same,  and  appointed  Sir  Robert  Ladbroke  sole  executor  of  her  said  will : And 
further  reciting,  that  the  said  Mary  Baynton  soon  after  died,  and  that  the  said 
Sir  Robert  Ladbroke  proved  the  said  will,  but  that  no  convenient  opportunity 
had  been  yet  found  of  investing  the  said  legacy  in  the  purchase  of  lands  and 
hereditaments,  and  that  the  same  then  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  said 
Robert  Ladbroke,  and  that  he  the  said  Robert  Ladbroke  being  seised  of  the 
freehold  messuage  and  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  situate  at  Olton  End, 
in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  had  proposed  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  to  the 
parties  of  the  second  part,  for  the  sum  of  162/.  15 s.,  in  which  the  aforesaid 
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legacy  of  100/.  was  intended  to  be  comprized,  to  which  proposal  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part  had  consented  and  agreed  ; It  was  witnessed,  that 
in  pursuance  of  the  said  agreement,  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  100/.,  al- 
ready in  the  hands  of  the  said  Robert  Laabroke,  in  manner  and  for  the  purposes 
before  mentioned,  and  also  of  the  sum  of  62/.  1.5s.  paid  to  him  by  the  parties 
of  the  second  part,  he  the  said  Robert  Ladbroke  granted  to  the  parties  of 
the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement,  and  two 
closes  of  arable  land,  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  containing,  by  estimation, 
four  acres,  to  the  said  messuage  adjoining  and  belonging,  and  which  two  closes 
were  thentofore  in  one,  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Oat  Croft,  situate  in 
Olton  End,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  and  bounded  by  a lane,  called  Broad 
Lane,  on  the  south,  bv  a lane,  called  the  Watery  Lane,  on  the  east,  and  by 
another  lane,  called  the  Stone}7-  Lane,  on  the  west,  upon  trust,  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  to  pay  the  organist  for  the  time  being  of 
the  parish  church  of  Solihull,  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  4/.,  by  two  equal  half 
yearly  payments,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  and  to  dispose  of  the  residue 
of  the  rents  and  profits  to  such  charitable  uses,  within  the  parish  of  Solihull, 
as  they  in  their  discretion  should  judge  most  proper. 

This  land  is  comprized  in  the  two  last  feoffments  of  the  parish  estates  (N°  45, 
Trust  deed),  and  is  now,  as  has  been  seen  (Rental  N°3),  held  by  Edward  Wins- 
pear,  under  a lease  for  seven  or  fourteen  years,  at  the  annual  rent  of  11/.  11s. 
It  is  subject  to  a land-tax  of  8s. 

This  rent  is  applied,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  5/.,  supplied  from  the  funds 
of  the  charity  estates,  to  the  payment  of  an  organist’s  salary,  who  performs 
the  duties  of  that  office  in  the  church  of  Solihull. 
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Wheatley’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  2 /.  per  annum,  (mentioned  in  the  trust-deed,  N°  56),  is  received  Wheatley’sCharity. 
from  the  corporation  of  Coventry,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  the  particulars  of 
which  will  be  more  fully  given  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  that  city,  in 
a future  Report. 

This  annuity  is  applied  in  conformity  with  the  trusts,  to  the  use  of  four  poor 
men  of  the  parish,  a preference  having  been  usually  given  to  such  as  have 
been  carpenters,  masons,  or  working  tradesmen,  (who  use  aprons  at  their  work)  ; 
it  has  in  consequence  acquired  the  name  of  Apron  Money. 

Rev.  Henry  Greswold’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Greswold,  rector  of  Solihull,  by  will,  bearing  date  28th  Rev.  Henry 
September  1700,  ordained,  that  his  executors  should  lay  forth  to  the  best  Greswold’s  Charity, 
advantage  they  could,  the  sum  of  100/.,  in  purchasing  lands  in  fee  simple, 
lying  in  or  near  Solihull,  such  lands  to  be  settled  upon  the  feoffees  of  the  parish 
lands  of  Solihull  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  that 
they  should  permit  the  churchwardens  of  Solihull  aforesaid,  to  receive  the  rents 
and  profits  of  such  lands,  with  which  they  should  purchase  yearly,  eight  shifts 
and  eight  blue  gowns,  the  gowns  to  be  marked  on  the  left  sleeve  with  the  letters 
H.  G.,  which  shifts  and  gowns  should  be  given  yearly  on  the  feast  of  Ail  Saints, 
to  four  poor  boys  and  four  poor  girls  of  the  said  parish,  aged  between  five  and 
fourteen  years,  for  the  better  clothing  and  fitting  such  boys  and  girls  to  go  to 
school,  to  learn  to  read  and  write,  such  boys  and  girls  to  be  yearly  nominated 
by  the  minister  or  curate,  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  on  the  Lord’s 
day  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Michael ; and  he  directed,  that  the  names  of 
such  boys  and  girls  should  be  put  in  writing,  and  the  names  of  the  said  minister 
or  curate  and  the  churchwardens  subscribed  thereto,  and  delivered  to  his  heirs 
at  law,  for  the  time  being,  for  their  approbation  of  the  said  choice  ; and  in  case 
they  should  dislike,  he  gave  his  said  heirs  power  to  elect  and  choose  such  other 
poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  said  parish  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  whom  the  said 
gowns  and  shifts  should  be  given ; and  he  willed,  that  the  residue  of  the  rents 
remaining,  after  the  said  gowns  and  shifts  should  be  bought,  if  any,  should  be 
laid  out  in  buying  shoes  and  stockings,  or  other  the  most  needful  apparel,  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  which  should  be  likewise  given,  with  the  said  gowns  and 
shifts,  to  the  said  four  poor  boys  and  four  poor  girls  ; and  he  directed,  that  the 
churchwardens  should  yearly,  at  Easter,  account  to  the  said  feoffees  and  other 
parishioners  of  Solihull,  at  their  parish  meeting,  for  their  so  receiving  and  laying 
out  the  said  yearly  rents  and  profits. 

We  have  met  with  no  evidence  of  the  manner  in  which  this  legacy  was 
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Solihull.  disposed  of,  but  it  may  be  presumed  to  have  been  applied  to  the  purchase  of  the 

lands,  which  were  the  subject  of  the  following  surrenders: — 

Rev- Henry  At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Balsall,  on  the  29th  October  1746,  Henry 
"res continued*11  Greswold,  esquire,  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  the  lords  of  the  manor,  three 

\ ^ j closes  or  parcels  of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture  land,  called  Heatley’s,  lvino-  in 

Chatwitch,  within  the  said  manor,  having  a lane  called  Mill-lane,  on°the 
east  thereof,  (and  which  were  late  the  estate  of  Richard  Ell,  deceased,  and  at 
his  death  descended  to  one  Samuel  Walker,  as  his  heir  at  law,  and  were  then  in 
the  occupation  of  the  said  Samuel  Walker,)  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  Benjamin 
Palmer,  William  Brynton,  and  Marshal  Greswold,  esquires,  William  Harrison 
and  Thomas  Chattock,  all  of  Solihull,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to 
apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  was  appointed  by  the  will  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  Greswold. 

And  at  a subsequent  court,  held  29th  October  1747,  the  said  surrenderees 
were  admitted  accordingly. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Balsall,  on  the  8th  March  1803,  Richard 
Chattock  and  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  were  admitted  to  a parcel  of  land,  part  of 
Balsall  Pleath,  containing  1 a.  3 r.  31  p.  bounded  on  the  north-east  by  a road, 
called  the  Honiley  road,  and  which  was  awarded  and  allotted  to  the  said  Richard 
Chattock  and  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  and  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  of  an 
estate  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Solihull,  called  Greswold’s  charity,  by  the 
commissioners  under  the  Act  for  inclosing  the  common  and  waste  lands  of  the 
manor  and  hamlet  of  Balsall ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  Richard  Chattock 
and  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  same  uses  and  upon 
the  same  trusts  as  the  copyhold  estate  in  respect  of  which  the  said  land  was  so 
awarded  and  allotted. 

The  present  copyhold  tenants  are  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  esquire,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Curtis,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Blyth,  John  Short,  Joseph  Harding,  Thomas 
Harborne,  Thomas  Chattock,  Edward  Short,  Thomas  Harborne  the  younger, 
John  Maseley  and  Thomas  Baldwin,  all,  at  the  time  of  their  admittance,  of  Soli- 
hull, who,  together  with  Richard  Chattock,  since  deceased,  were  admitted  to 
the  three  closes,  called  Heatleys,  and  to  the  allotment  above-mentioned,  at 
a court  of  the  manor  of  Balsall,  held  11th  October  1820;  to  hold  the  same  to 
them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  above  mentioned. 

The  land  called  Heatleys,  belonging  to  this  charity,  according  to  a plan  taken 
in  1800,  consists  of  three  closes,  two  of  arable  and  one  of  meadow,  at  Balsall, 
containing  in  the  whole  6 a.  1 r.  21  p.,  and  the  allotment  awarded  in  respect 
thereof,  as  above-mentioned. 

The  three  fields  of  old  inclosure  are  held  by  Samuel  Greswold,  as  tenant  from 
year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  12/.  He  has  held  at  this  rent,  since  Lady-day 
1822,  up  to  which  time  he  had  for  about  fifteen  years  held  them  at  the  annual 
rent  of  8/.  8 s.  The  present  rent  appears  to  be  the  full  value.  There  is  now 
three  years  and  a half  rent  due,  the  last  receipt  having  been  in  October  1824, 
for  half  a year’s  rent  due  at  Michaelmas  1823.  The  rent  is  subject  to  a deduc- 
tion of  8 s.  6d.  a year  for  land-tax,  and  Is.  10  d.  a year  for  a chief  rent. 

The  allotment  was  held  by  Thomas  Cattell,  under  a lease  which  expired  at 
Lady-day  1S25,  at  the  annual  rent  of  1/.  4s.,  which  he  used  to  pay  at  intervals 
of  some  years.  The  last  receipt  was  in  November  1825,  when  3/.  12s.  was 
received  for  three  years  rent  due  at  Lady-day  in  that  year.  He  still  holds  the 
land  under  an  agreement  for  a yearly  tenancy,  at  such  rent  as  should  be  fixed 
by  Mr.  Harris,  surveyor,  of  Birmingham.  A valuation  has  accordingly  been 
made  by  Mr.  Harris,  who  has  fixed  the  rent  at  2/.  per  annum. 

In  1821  timber  was  cut  from  the  old  inclosure,  and  sold  to  Thomas  Harborne, 
carpenter  and  builder,  of  Solihull,  for  170/.  17 s.  9 <7.,  for  which  he  accounted 
in  his  account  with  the  feoffees  of  the  Solihull  charity  estates  for  repairs  and 
buildings  effected  by  him  upon  those  estates.  In  November  1825,  the  sum  of 
174/.  15  5.  6 J id.  was  paid  over  by  the  Solihull  feoffees  to  the  account  of  Gres- 
wold’s charity,  in  part  payment  of  205/.  0 5.  Qd.,  the  amount  of  the  purchase 
money  of  the  timber,  with  interest  thereon  for  four  years.  The  residue,  being 
30/.  5 s.  2 \d.,  was  paid  by  the  feoffees  in  September  1S26. 

In  February  1826,  the  sum  of  202/.  2 s.  9d.,  made  up  from  the  first  payment 
made  by  the  feoffees,  as  above,  and  from  a balance  in  hand,  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  two  exchequer  bills  of  100/.  each,  one  bearing  interest  at  2 d. 

a day. 
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a clay,  and  the  other  at  1 \d.  (being  per  annum,  for  the  two,  51.  6s.  5\d.) 
making  in  the  whole  an  income,  after  deducting  the  land-tax  and  chief  rent 
on  the  old  inclosure,  of  18/.  16s.  1 \d. 

This  charity  has  been  applied  in  supplying  poor  boys  and  girls  with  clothing. 
Till  the  year  1825,  the  clothing  was  supplied  to  four  boys  and  four  girls 
annually,  on  Christmas-day,  the  cost  of  which  appears  to  have  been  generally 
rather  more  than  61.  In  the  year  1825  six  boys  and  six  girls  were  clothed, 
and  in  1826  seven  boys  and  seven  girls. 

The  clothing  provided  consists,  for  the  boys,  of  a coat  and  waistcoat  of  blue 
cloth,  and  a pair  of  stockings ; for  the  girls,  of  blue  linsey  gowns,  stockings, 
and  handkerchiefs.  The  cost  of  these  was : —

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In  addition  to  the  usual  clothing,  the  children  received  at  Christmas  1826, 
a pair  of  shoes  each,  the  cost  of  which  was  51.  Is.  6d.,  being  at  the  rate  of 
8s.  6 d.  a pair  for  the  boys  shoes,  and  6s.  a pair  for  the  girls.  These  prices 
seem  high,  but  it  is  possible,  as  is  alledged,  that  they  may  be  compensated  by 
the  superior  durability  of  the  articles. 

The  ordinary  expenditure  not  being  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  rent,  balances 
have  from  tirhe  to  time  remained  in  hand,  which,  including  the  money  received 
from  the  Solihull  feoffees  for  timber,  and  5/.  14s.  5d.  received  in  September 
1826,  for  interest  on  the  exchequer  bills,  and  allowing  a payment  made  in  1820, 
on  account  of  the  admittance  of  the  new  trustees,  amounting  to  19/.  11s.  5d., 
left  a balance  in  hand,  at  the  time  of  our  examination  (April  1827),  of 
33/.  3 s.  6d.,  besides  the  arrears  of  rent  to  be  received. 

It  is  very  desirable,  for  the  due  administration  of  this  charity,  that  the  rents 
should  not  in  future  be  suffered  to  fall  in  arrear,  as  they  have  done,  and  that 
the  arrears  now  due  should  be  called  in<  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  When 
this  is  done,  the  funds  of  the  charity  will  admit  of  a still  further  extension  of 
its  benefits  than  that  which  has  taken  place  in  the  last  two  years. 

Holbech’s  Charity. 

Edward  Holbech , of  Solihull,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  26th  June  1640,  Holbsch’s Charity- 
reciting,  that  he  had  lately  purchased  to  him  and  his  heirs  a close  of  ground, 
called  Good  Hart  Land,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Tanworth,  containing,  by 
estimation,  ten  acres,  adjoining  to  a highway  called  Gate-lane,  leading  from 
Packwood  to  a place  called  Monk’s  Path-street,  otherwise  Monkford’s-street ; 
bequeathed  to  Thomas  Waring  of  Solihull,  Clement  Smith  of  the  same  parish, 

Thomas  Palmer  of  Fulford-heath,  and  William  Davies  of  Solihull,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  an  annuity  or  rent  of  31.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  said  close  called 
Good  Hart  Land  yearly,  upon  the  1st  of  June,  and  on  the  last  day  of  Novem- 
ber, to  be  by  them  distributed  to  the  poor  and  needy  people  of  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  at  their  discretion,  at  two  days  in  the  year,  by  equal  portions,  that  is 
to  say,  on  Christmas-eve  and  Midsummer-eve  ; and  if  his  heirs,  or  those  that 
should  claim  under  him  or  them  the  said  close,  should  not  pay  the  said  yearly 
rent  on  the  said  1st  of  June  and  last  day  of  November,  yearly,  or  within 
14  days  next  after,  then  he  gave  the  said  close  to  the  said  Thomas  Waring,  &c. 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  pay  to  the  poor  and  needy  people 
of  the  parish  of  Solihull  the  said  sum  of  31.  in  manner  aforesaid:  And  if  any 
of  his  trustees  should  die,  he  directed  that  the  survivors,  and  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  nominate  a fourth  person,  who  by  advice  of  counsel  should  be 
joined  with  them  as  a trustee  for  the  payment  of  the  said  rent  as  aforesaid,  to 
the  intent  that  there  might  be  ever  four  persons  trustees,  the  charges  thereof  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  rent  or  profits  of  the  said  land,  and  that  the  poor  people  should 
have  only  so  much  as  should  be  clearly  received  by  his  said  trustees. 

The  land  charged  with  this  payment  was  the  property  of  William  Harding, 
esquire,  who  is  lately  deceased,  and  by  whom  the  payment  was  regularly  made, 
till  the  time  of  his  death.  Since  that,  one  year's  annuity  has  been  received  from 
his  executors. 

The  annuity  has  for  some  years  past  been  received  by  Mr.  Joseph  Harding, 
of  Solihull,  and  distributed  by  him  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  in  small 
sums  of  6d.  and  3d.  each.  The  names  of  the  persons  receiving  it  are  kept  in 
a book,  and  the  list  is  adhered  to  while  the  parties  live.  The  persons  relieved,  are 
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chiefly  those  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bentley  Heath,  which  lies  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  parish,  and  where  the  donor’s  property  in  Solihull  is  situated. 

George  Palmer’s  Charity. 

An  annual  sum  of  20,?.  appears  from  an  old  book  in  the  possession  of  the 
feoffees  of  the  Solihull  charity  estates,  and  containing  their  accounts,  to  have 
been  paid  to  four  poor  householders  of  Solihull,  as  Mr.  George  Palmer’s  dole. 
These  payments  appear  to  have  commenced  as  early  as  the  year  1687,  and  in 
many  of  the  entries,  the  sum  is  described  as  money  given  by  Mr.  George  Pal- 
mer, out  of  the  windmill ; and  it  is  also  entered  by  the  description  of  a pay- 
ment out  of  the  windmill,  in  the  churchwardens  accounts,  for  many  years 
back  from  the  present  time. 

There  is  now  no  windmill  standing,  nor  is  it  known  on  what  specific  land,  if 
any,  this  annuity  was  charged.  It  is,  however,  paid  by  Mrs.  Jane  Ann  Eleanor 
Wilson,  and  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  esquire,  who  succeeded  to  the  property  of 
Benjamin  Palmer,  esquire,  the  heir-at-law  of  George,  and  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  at  Christmas  to  four  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  whose  names 
are  entered  in  the  churchwardens  books.  It  is  generally  given  to  the  same 
individuals. 

Ann  Greswold’s  Charity. 

Ann  Gresxt'old,  late  of  Hillfield  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  by  will,  dated 
23  March  1754,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  the  sum  of  50/.,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest  by  them,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  there,  such  interest  to  be  laid  out  yearly, 
in  bread,  to  be  distributed  amongst  them  every  Christmas-day,  for  ever. 

This  money  is  in  the  hands  of  Henry  Greswold  Lewis,  esquire,  and  in  respect 
of  the  interest  thereof,  2/.  worth  of  bread,  in  80  sixpenny  loaves,  is  sent  every 
Christmas-day  to  the  town  hall  in  Sollihull,  and  distributed  there  by  the  church- 
wardens, amongst  the  poor. 

Charities  of  Mrs.  Martha  Palmer  and  Mrs.  Fisher. 

Mrs.  Martha  Palmer’s  Charity. — By  indenture,  made  20th  March  1746, 
between  Benjamin  Palmer,  of  Olton  End,  in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  only  son  and 
heir  of  Benjamin  Palmer,  late  of  the  same  place,  esquire,  who  was  brother  and 
heir  of  Martha  Palmer,  late  of  the  said  parish  of  Solihull,  spinster,  deceased,  ol 
the  one  part ; and  Edmund  Makepeace,  of  Pensham,  in  the  county  of  Wor- 
cester, of  the  other  part  ; reciting,  that  the  said  Martha  Palmer , by  her  will, 
dated  9th  November  1726,  desired  that  her  niece,  Ann  Makepiece,  her  exe- 
cutrix, should  within  twelve  months  after  her  decease,  purchase  an  estate  of  free- 
hold, of  the  value  of  50/.,  which  purchase  should  be  made  to  and  in  the  name 
of  her  brother  Benjamin  Palmer,  and  settled  to  the  use  of  Elizabeth  Evans  for 
life,  and  after  her  death,  to  the  use  of  her  said  brother,  Benjamin  Palmer,  and 
his  heirs,  for  ever,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  pay  for  the 
schooling  of  so  many  poor  girls  of  the  parish  of  Solihull,  as  the  same  would 
amount  unto,  to  teach  them  to  read,  sew,  and  knit ; and  in  case  her  executrix 
should  make  default  therein,  by  not  purchasing  and  settling  such  estate  as 
aforesaid,  she  gave  the  said  sum  of  50/.  to  her  said  brother,  to  be  by  him  laid 
out  and  applied  to  the  uses  and  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; and  she  directed, 
that  her  said  brother  and  his  heirs,  should  have  the  sole  management  of  that 
her  charity,  and  should  appoint  what  and  how  many  poor  girls  should  be 
taught  therewith,  and  also  the  school-dame  by  whom  they  should  be  taught : 
And  further  reciting,  That  the  said  Ann  Makepeace,  after  the  death  of  the 
said  Martha  Palmer,  had  neglected  to  purchase  and  settle  such  estate,  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  said  will,  and  therefore  caused  the  said  sum  of  50/.  to  be 
paid  to  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer,  party  thereto,  together  with  the  interest  due 
for  the  same,  from  the  death  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Evans,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  74/.  5 s.  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer,  the  father,  being  then  dead  : And 
further  reciting,  that  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  4th  and  5th 
October  1743,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Burman  and  Richard  Matthews,  in  consi- 
deration of  the  sum  of  7'0/.,  conveyed  to  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  garden,  croft,  and  two  lands  of  arable 
land,  containing  in  the  whole,  by  estimation,  three  acres,  situate  in  the  parish 
of  Solihull,  and  then  in  the  possession  of  John  Overton,  to  hold  to  the  use  of 
the  said  Benjamin  Palmer,  his  heirs  and  assigns;  and  that  as  well  the  said  sum 
cf  70/.  consideration  money,  as  also  the  further  sum  of  4/.  5s.  expended  by  the 
$ said 
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said  Benjamin  Palmer,  in  the  purchase  and  conveyance  of  the  said  premises,  Solihull. 

making  together  the  said  sum  of  7 4/.  5 s.  were  the  same  monies  by  him  received  7 

of  the  representatives  of  the  said  Martha  Palmer  as  aforesaid,  and  wherewith  he  ^prth^Palmerand 
purchased  the  said  premises,  for  the  charitable  uses  thereinbefore  mentioned  : 1 pisher*” 
It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer  did  thereby  covenant,  declare,  continued.  * 

and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Benjamin  Makepeace,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  that  v — - — J 

the  said  premises  were  purchased  by  him  with  the  monies  so  given  by  the  said 
Martha  Palmer  in  her  will,  for  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid  ; and  that  he,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  should  and  would  stand  seised  of  the  said  premises,  in  trust 
only  for  the  said  charitable  uses  in  the  said  will  mentioned. 

Mrs.  Fisher’s  Charity. — By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  release 
bearing  date  2d  April  17*56,  Richard  Rawbone,  (a  mortgagee),  and  Thomas 
Palmer,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  59 /.  conveyed  to  Benjamin  Palmer,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  eight  butts  of  arable  land,  lying  in  Berry  Field,  in  the  parish 
of  Solihull ; three  other  butts  and  two  pykes,  lying  in  the  same  field  ; four  more 
lands  lying  in  the  same  field ; four  other  lands  lying  in  Solihull,  in  the  overshutt 
of  a field  called  Seed  Furlong,  and  three  more  lands  lying  in  the  same  field  ; to 
hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

Previously  to  the  execution  of  this  deed,  it  appears  that  articles  of  agreement 
for  the  purchase  were  executed  between  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer  and  Thomas 
Palmer,  which  are  still  preserved  among  the  documents,  bearing  date,  29th 
January  17-56,  under  their  respective  hands  and  seals,  upon  which  is  an  endorse- 
ment, supposed  to  be  in  the  hand-writing  of  the  said  Benjamin  Palmer,  entitling 
the  instrument,  “ Article  for  common  field  land  in  Longdon  End,  bought  by 
“ Mrs.  Fisher’s  charity  money.” 

Another  memorandum  found  among  the  documents,  and  also  supposed  to  be 
in  the  hand-writing  of  Benjamin  Palmer,  states,  that  the  60/.  Mrs.  Fisher  of 
Solihull  left  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  to  teach  poor  girls  of  the  parish  of  Solihull, 
to  read  and  knit,  and  sew,  was  disposed  of  in  buying  some  field  land,  in  the 
common  field  land  belonging  to  Thomas  Palmer  of  Ravenshaw,  and  there  is 
then  subjoined  the  following  statement : —

“ Which  money  Mr.  Palmer  paid  to  David  Lewis,  esquire,  he  entering  into 
a lease  at  Lady-day,  1769,  for  21  years,  for  Overton  Farm,  (the  farm  purchased 
with  Mrs.  Palmer’s  money,)  and  the  above  land  together,  and  to  pay  8/.  a year 
for  the  same,  free  from  all  taxes  and  deductions,  and  to  repair  the  said  house, 
now  divided  into  three  tenements,  and  constantly  to  rebuild  and  keep  the 
same,  and  all  the  hedges  and  gates  belonging  to  the  same,  in  good  repair,  and  to 
deliver  the  same  in  good  repair,  without  falling  any  timber.” 

These  are  the  only  documents  that  we  find  relative  to  the  origin  and  nature 
of  Mrs.  Fisher’s  Charity. 

It  is  probable,  that  the  uniting  of  these  lands  in  one  lease  with  the  premises 
derived  from  Martha  Palmer,  as  noticed  above,  may  subsequently  have  led  to  the 
idea,  that  the  whole  belonged  to  the  charity  of  the  latter,  inasmuch  as  we  find, 
that  in  the  year  1813,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields 
in  the  manor  of  Knowle,  a claim  was  made  in  the  name  and  right  of  Martha 
Palmer’s  charity  alone,  for  an  allotment  in  respect  of  all  the  lands  in  the  com- 
mon fields  belonging  to  both  charities,  and  the  allotment  awarded  in  respect  of 
all  those  lands,  was  in  consequence  of  that  claim  awarded  to  Martha  Palmer’s 
charity  alone.

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Solihull.  The  allotment  thus  awarded,  consisted  of  a parcel  of  land  in  Berry  field, 

— - containing  3 a.  & 19  r.  bounded  on  the  north  by  a lane  leading  from  Solihull  to 
Jklartha'palmer  and  Catherine  or  Barn’s  Heath,  and  on  the  east  by  an  allotment  to  the  trustees 
Mrs.  Fisher,  of  Doley’s  Charity. 

continued . The  confusion  which  has  thus  prevailed  with  respect  to  the  two  charities  and 

v — ' which  it  is  now  difficult  to  remedy,  is  the  less  to  be  regretted,  as  the  funds  of 

each  were  applicable  to  one  common  purpose. 

The  premises  are  now  held  by  the  following  tenants,  from  year  to  year  ; viz.

The  several  parcels  above  mentioned,  were  part  of  the  property 
derived  from  Martha  Palmer’s  gift. 

The  executors  of  William  Lewis  deceased.  The  allotment  of  3 a.  8c  19  p. 
This  is  held  as  part  of  a farm  of  which  they  are  tenants  to  Henry 
Greswold  Lewis,  esq.,  but  appears  to  be  in  no  danger  of  being  con- 
founded with  the  rest  of  that  farm,  being  at  some  distance  from  it. 
They  pay  for  the  whole  farm,  at  the  rate  of  1 7 s.  3 d.  per  acre,  which 
calculated  upon  the  contents  of  the  allotment,  yields  a rent  of  -

These  premises  appear  to  be  let  at  fair  rents,  with  the  exception  of  the 
parcel  last  mentioned,  which  being  let  conjointly  with  Mr.  Lewis’s  farm,  was  set 
at  the  same  rate  of  rent  with  it.  It  is,  however,  inadequate  to  the  value  of  the 
Jand,  which  it  is  conceived  might  produce  as  much  as  21.  per  acre. 

The  legal  estate  in  these  premises  is  now  understood  to  be  vested  by  inhe- 
ritance in  Mrs.  Jane  Ann  Eleanor  Wilson,  of  Lincoln,  Henry  Greswold  Lewis, 
esquire,  and  Edmund  Meysey  Wigley,  esquire.  Mr.  Lewis,  however,  alone 
has  had  the  management  of  these  charities,  having  succeeded  thereto  upon 
the  death  of  his  father,  David  Lewis,  mentioned  in  the  memorandum  of 
Benjamin  Palmer,  above  noticed. 

It  appears,  from  an  early  account  book  of  Martha  Palmer’s  charity,  that  in 
the  year  1? 55,  the  rent  received  in  respect  of  her  endowment  was  21.  1 5 s., 
the  whole  of  which  was  paid  over  to  a schoolmistress. 

We  have  seen,  that  the  rent  agreed  to  be  paid  upon  the  lease  to  be  granted 
to  David  Lewis  in  I7C9,  was  8/.  per  annum,  for  the  joint  properties  derived 
from  Mrs.  Palmer  and  Mrs.  Fisher. 

The  account  of  the  application  of  the  rents  having  been  blended  for  many 
years  with  Mr.  Lewis’s  other  accounts,  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a minute 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  in  each  year ; but  it  appears,  that 
from  a period  of  about  forty  years  ago,  down  to  Lady-day  1820,  the  annual 
sum  of  81.  was  paid  to  a schoolmistress.  At  the  period  last  mentioned,  it  was 
raised  to  12/.,  at  which  it  has  continued  to  the  present  time.  Upon  this  scale 
of  application,  however,  there  has  annually  remained  a balance,  the  accu- 
mulation of  which  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (April  1827),  amounted  to 
951.  13s.  9 d.  _ 

The  present  schoolmistress,  who  has  filled  the  office  for  thirty-six  years,  and 
her  mother  who  preceded  her  in  it,  were  both  appointed  by  Mr.  Lewis,  and 
that  gentleman  has  occasionally  exercised  some  superintendence  over  the 
school,  in  nominating  the  children  and  dismissing  them  for  misconduct,  but  in 
general  the  mistress  receives  such  poor  girls  as  apply  to  her,  without  any  formal 
appointment,  till  the  number  of  fifteen  is  complete,  that  being  considered  as 
the  complement  of  the  free  school.  This  number  is  generally  full,  except  in 
time  of  harvest,  when  the  children  are  taken  away  to  glean.  They  receive  the 
instruction  directed  by  Mrs.  Palmer’s  will. 

We  have  recommended,  that  a separate  letting  be  made  of  the  allotment,  on 
which  a full  rent  shall  be  reserved,  and  that  a distinct  account  be  kept  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  this  charity.  The  present  surplus  of  income, 
with  the  addition  that  may  be  made  to  it  by  the  improved  rent  of  the  allot- 
ment, together  with  the  accumulation  now  in  hand,  will  afford  the  means  of 
considerably  extending  the  benefits  of  the  charity.

Do  ley’s  Charity. 

Upon  a tablet  fixed  to  a pillar  in  Solihull  church,  is  a monumental  inscription 
in  latin,  recording  the  death  of  Thomas  Doley,  of  Olton  End,  on  the  12th 
December  1704,  and  containing  the  following  words: — 

“ Divini  memor  mandati  pauperis  implevit  bonis  et  vestivit  nudos  queis 
liempe  hunc  in  usum  minas  quadraginta  non  parce  legavit.” 

From  the  earliest  accounts  wc  find  of  Doley’s  charity,  and  which  commence 
in  1744,  it  appears  that  an  annual  rent  was  received  of  2/.,  subject  to  a 
deduction  of  3s.  for  land-tax,  as  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  and 
that  the  land  consisted  of  twelve  lands,  lying  together  in  the  Upper  Shoot  in 
Berry  field,  and  eight  lands  in  the  Lower  Shoot,  in  Seed  furlong  field. 

Upon  a survey  made  of  the  parish  about  the  year  1800,  it  was  found,  that 
the  land  in  Berry  field  contained  1 a.  3r.  19p.,  and  that  in  Seed  furlong, 
2a.  1 r.  10p. 

The  lands  lay  in  the  parish  of  Solihull,  and  the  manor  of  Knowle,  and  upon 
the  inclosure  of  the  common  lands  in  the  manor  of  Knowle,  which  took  place 
about  the  year  1816,  there  was  awarded  in  lieu  thereof,  to  the  trustees  of 
Doley’s  charity,  an  allotment  in  Berry  field,  containing  4a.  1r.  20r. 

We  find  no  means  of  connecting  this  property  with  the  bequest  mentioned 
on  Doley’s  monument,  except  the  identity  of  the  name,  and  the  mode  of  the 
application  of  the  rents,  and  also  the  circumstance  of  his  family  having  always 
acted  as  the  trustees  thereof.  On  these  grounds  it  is  conjectured  that  the  land 
was  purchased  with  the  money  given  by  Thomas  Doley,  but  no  purchase  deed  or 
conveyance,  vesting  it  in  trustees,  is  now  known  to  exist. 

The  last  of  the  family  who  personally  managed  the  charity,  was  Mrs.  Wilson, 
(the  great  grand-daughter  of  Thomas  Doley),  now  residing  at  Lincoln.  Upon 
her  quitting  Solihull,  the  management  of  the  charity  passed  successively  into 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Hassell  and  Mr.  Chattock,  solicitors  there,  and  is  now 
exercised  by  Thomas  Chattock,  esquire,  the  son  of  the  latter  gentleman. 
These  gentlemen  have  been  successively  the  agents,  as  the  latter  still  is,  for 
Mrs.  Wilson,  in  respect  of  her  property  in  Warwickshire,  and  in  that  character 
have  taken  the  charge  of  this  charity,  although  it  does  not  appear  that  she  in 
fact  exercises  any  superintending  power  over  it. 

The  land  is  let  to  Joseph  Capner,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  8/.  10 s.,  subject  to  a deduction  of  3s.  for  land-tax. 

Previously  to  the  inclosure,  the  rent  had  been  only  2/.  5s.,  at  that  time  it 
was  raised  to  the  present  amount,  which  appears  to  be  its  fair  value. 

The  income  has  been  applied  in  the  clothing  of  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of 
Solihull  with  cloth  dresses,  consisting  of  a jacket  and  trowsers,  and  hats. 

In  consequence  of  the  charges  for  the  inclosure,  the  full  benefit  of  the 
charity  has  not  been  applied  to  this  object  till  lately.  Before  the  inclosure, 
three  children  were  clothed.  That  number  was  continued  till  Christmas  1820, 
when  four  were  clothed.  In  1821  three  were  clothed,  in  1822,  1823,  and 
1824,  four  each  year,  in  1825  six,  and  in  1826  seven. 

The  cost  of  the  clothing  in  the  last  year  was  8/.  5 s.  6d.,  and  there  was  in 
hand  at  the  time  of  our  examination,  61.  16.5.  7 \d.,  which  included  a year’s  rent 
due  at  Michaelmas  1826,  and  received  23d  March  1827- 

The  children  receiving  the  charity  are  selected  by  Mr.  Chattock,  upon 
inquiry  among  persons  who  are  acquainted  with  the  situation  of  the  poor,  as 
to  the  objects  most  in  need.

PARISH  OF  BARTON-ON-HEATH. 

Haward’s  Charity. 

There  is  annually  received  of  Robert  Bird,  esquire,  lord  of  the  manor,  and  Barton-on-IIeath. 

a principal  proprietor  within  the  parish,  the  sum  of  2/.  85.,  which  goes  by  the  „ TTn,  % 
name  of  Hazard’s  Benefaction.  Haward  s Chanty 

This  benefaction  is  reputed  to  have  consisted  of  a sum  of  60/.,  given  about 
eighty  or  ninety  years  ago,  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Haward,  then  rector  of  the 
parish. 

The  Returns  to  Parliament  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  26  Geo.  3.,  state  the  gift  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Haward  to  have  been  made  by  deed  in  1742,  and  to  have 
Rep.  18.  3 R consisted 
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consisted  of  a sum  of  50/.,  vested  at  the  date  of  those  returns  in  the  rector,  and 
producing  annually  2/.,  and  that  the  purpose  of  the  gift  was  for  books,  and  for 
teaching  poor  children.  If  this  account  of  the  gift  is  accurate,  it  is  probable 
that  it  was  subsequently  increased  to  60/.,  by  an  augmentation  of  interest. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Bird,  that  this  sum  of  60/.  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  his  brother  and  predecessor  in  the  property  at  Barton,  Henry  Merttins  Bird, 
esquire,  by  the  rector  of  the  parish,  to  whom  he  gave  his  note  of  hand  for 
the  amount,  and  that  the  said  Henry  Merttins  Bird,  by  his  will,  devised  to  his 
brother  Robert,  amongst  other  property,  an  orchard  in  Barton,  called  “ The 
Town  Pump  Orchard,  in  fee,  subjecting  however  the  said  Town  Pump  Orchard 
to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  his  said  debt,  to  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Schole- 
field  (the  parish  rector),  or  the  rector  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Barton, 
which  interest  he  charged,  for  ever,  by  way  of  rent-charge  on  the  said  Town 
Pump  Orchard.” 

The  sum  of  2/.  8 s.,  thus  annually  received,  is  now  applied  to  the  support 
of  a Sunday  school,  together  with  other  contributions  voluntarily  given  for  the 
same  object. 


PARISH  OF  BRAILES. 

Fbee  School. 

There  is  an  ancient  free  school  at  Brailes,  the  origin  of  which  we  have  not 
been  able  to  ascertain.  The  first  endowment  we  have  met  with  relating  to  it, 
is  contained  in  letters  patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  dated  the  27th  October,  in 
the  23d  year  of  her  reign,  whereby,  among  other  things,  the  rectory  of  Brailes 
was  granted  in  fee-farm  to  Edmund  Downing  and  Peter  Ashton,  paying  for 
the  same  an  annual  rent  of  1 1 /.  186’.  i<d.,  and  a further  annual  sum  of  8 /.  1 s.  8 cl., 
for  the  salary  or  stipend  of  the  schoolmaster  of  Brailes.  This  rectory  is  now 
the  property  of  the  family  of  the  Bishopps,  of  Brailes. 

The  further  endowment  of  the  school  seems  to  have  been  made  by  the 
following  deed : — 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  20th  October,  18  Jas.  1,  between  Barnabas 
Bishopp,  of  Brailes,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  gentleman,  Richard  Croft,  of 
Sutton-under-Brailes,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  gentleman,  Edward  Croft, 
son  and  heir  apparent  of  the  said  Richard,  and  Timothy  Harris,  of  Brailes,  of 
the  one  part ; and  John  Bishopp,  gentleman,  Robert  Davis,  Richard  Croft, 
John  Harris,  William  Poole  and  John  Stock,  all  of  Brailes,  of  the  other  part ; 
It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  for  their  great  zeal  and 
good  will  and  pious  affection  to  the  parish  church  of  Brailes  aforesaid,  and  the 
poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  and  for  and  towards  the  discharge,  payment  and 
contribution  of  all  such  common  charge,  payment  and  impositions,  wherewith 
the  said  town  of  Brailes  or  the  inhabitants  thereof  should  or  might  be  charged, 
for  or  in  respect  of  the  repairing,  amending  or  new  building  of  the  said  church 
of  Brailes,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  for  and  towards  the  better  relief  and  main- 
tenance of  the  free  school  and  schoolmaster,  in  Brailes  aforesaid,  and  in  ease 
and  relief  of  the  poorer  sort  of  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  with  the  consent 
and  appointment  of  the  said  inhabitants  of  Brailes  aforesaid,  granted  to  the 
parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  their  chamber, 
situate  and  being  in  Brailes  aforesaid,  and  also  all  that  hall,  being  late  a guild 
there,  then  or  late  converted  to  a school,  and  also  all  those  their  two  bed- 
chambers, with  the  loft  builded  over  the  same,  situate  and  being  near  the 
church-yard  of  the  parish  church  of  Brailes  aforesaid ; and  also  all  that  garden 
to  the  said  bed-chamber  adjoining,  with  the  appurtenances,  which  said  premises 
in  Brailes  aforesaid  some  times  were  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the  late  guild 
of  Brailes  aforesaid  ; and  also  all  and  singular  their  messuage,  houses,  edifices, 
barns,  stables,  dove-houses,  orchards,  gardens,  shops,  &c.,  lands,  tenements, 
cottages,  meadows,  pastures,  feedings,  commons,  ways,  easements  and  here- 
ditaments, situate  and  being  or  arising  within  the  town  fields,  places,  parish  or 
hamlet  of  Brailes  aforesaid;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  as  ample  a manner  and  form,  and  as  fully  and 
freely  as  the  said  Sovereign  Lord  the  King  that  then  was,  by  his  letters  patent 
under  the  great  seal  of  England,  as  of  his  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  bearing  date 
at  Westminster,  the  30th  May,  in  the  12th  year  of  his  reign,  did  give  and 
grant  the  said  premises  and  every  part  thereof,  to  Francis  Morice,  of  London, 

esquire* 
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esquire,  and  Michael  Cole,  of  the  city  of  Westminster,  gentleman;  Upon  trust 
nevertheless,  that  they  the  said  John  Bishopp,  and  others,  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should,  with  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  sustain  and  discharge  the  said  payments,  contributions,  impositions 
and  charges,  and  the  said  church  from  time  to  time  repair,  amend  and  build, 
so  far  as  the  revenues  of  the  premises  should  extend  and  need  should  be,  in 
such  manner  as  should  be  thought  meet  by  the  churchwardens  and  some  of 
the  chiefest  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  : And  the  parties  of  the  second  part 
covenanted,  that  if  any  of  them  should  die  or  remove  out  of  the  said  town  of 
Brailes,  to  dwell  out  of  the  same,  that  then  so  many  of  the  said  six  feoffees 
who  should  so  depart  and  dwell  in  any  other  place,  should  not  afterwards 
receive  and  dispose  of  any  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  but 
should  convey  to  the  residue  of  the  said  six  persons  then  living,  and  their 
heirs,  or  to  such  other  six  persons  as  should  be  named  and  chosen  by  the 
chiefest  or  more  part  of  the  said  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Brailes,  to  be 
put  in  the  place  of  the  person  or  persons  so  departing  or  dying,  and  of  the 
residue  of  the  feoffees  then  remaining  or  surviving,  and  their  heirs,  all  his  and 
their  estate  or  interest  in  the  said  premises : And  it  was  agreed  between  the 
parties,  that  when  any  three  or  more  of  the  feoffees  should  be  dead,  or  removed 
out  of  the  said  town  to  dwell  elsewhere,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  chiefest 
and  most  substantial  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  to  elect  and 
choose  six  other  persons  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  to  be  feoffees  in 
trust,  and  to  stand  seised  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  to  be  substituted  in  the 
room  of  the  former  feoffees,  and  in  like  manner  elections  of  the  feoffees  to  be 
made  as  often  as  it  should  be  requisite ; and  that  the  surviving  feoffees,  at  the 
request  and  costs  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  should  by  sufficient 
assurances,  convey  the  premises  to  the  six  persons  so  newly  elected,  and  their 
heirs,  to  the  uses  aforesaid ; with  a provision  that  the  trustees  should  not  let 
any  part  of  the  premises  for  more  than  twenty-one  years,  nor  grant  any  new 
leases  thereof,  before  the  expiration  of  the  subsisting  leases:  And  it  was  also 
agreed,  that  two  of  the  feoffees  should  be  yearly  chosen  by  lot,  and  named 
the  Common  Reeves  of  Brailes,  to  be  reeves  or  collectors  and  keepers  of  all 
such  rents  and  profits  as  should  arise  out  of  the  said  premises,  and  to  do 
all  such  acts  as  should  be  necessary  about  the  same,  until  the  feast  of  St.  Luke, 
when  they  should,  in  the  presence  of  the  churchwardens,  and  so  many  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Brailes,  and  the  residue  of  the  feoffees,  as  should  be  present  in 
the  parish  church,  yield  up  a true  account  of  the  monies  received  and  dis- 
bursed, and  deliver  all  arrearages  and  overplus  of  such  receipts  to  such  two  of 
the  said  feoffees,  as  should  be  then  chosen  reeves ; with  a further  provision, 
that  the  feoffees  should  not  occupy  any  part  of  the  lands  by  lease  or  otherwise, 
and  that  no  lessee  thereof  should  be  chosen  to  be  a feoffee.  And  it  was  further 
provided  and  covenanted  between  the  parties,  that  after  the  sum  of  40/.  should 
be  collected  and  received  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  that  then 
and  from  thenceforth  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  should  be 
employed  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  free  school  aforesaid  only,  and  not 
otherwise. 

(N.B. — This  last  clause,  both  in  the  deed  and  counterpart,  appears  to  have 
been  written  on  an  erasure,  and  to  be  in  a more  compressed  hand-writing,  in 
order  to  get  it  into  the  space  left  at  the  bottom  of  the  deed.) 

The  next  trust  deed  we  have  met  with,  though  not  the  next  in  succession, 
is  an  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  18th  February  1684,  between  William 
Powell  the  elder,  John  Davis,  Philip  Mumford,  Edward  Walker  the  elder,  and 
George  Stock,  of  the  one  part ; and  Francis  Bishopp,  Thomas  Middleton, 
Richard  Markman,  Edward  Middleton,  Francis  Capell,  John  Ockley,  William 
Powell  the  younger,  Thomas  Walker,  George  Davis,  James  Mumford,  Edward 
Walker  the  younger,  Richard  Rimell,  John  Prestidge,  Richard  Walker  and 
Francis  Capell  the  younger,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  reciting  that  William 
Powell  the  elder,  by  deed,  dated  15th  November,  18th  Charles  I,  made  between 
him,  the  said  William  Powell,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Davis,  John 
Prestidge,  Thomas  Middleton,  Francis  Capell,  Richard  Eddon,  William 
Powell  the  younger,  John  Davis,  Philip  Mumford,  Edward  Walker  the  elder, 
Philip  Mills,  George  Stock  and  Harris  Davis,  of  the  other  part,  conveyed  the 
premises  by  the  same  description  as  in  the  deed  first  above  mentioned,  and  as 
the  same  were  more  particularly  expressed  in  a schedule  to  the  deed  then  in 
' 3 11  2 recital ; 
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recital,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  himself,  and  the  parties  of  the  second 
part,  and  their  heirs,  upon  similar  trusts  with  those  mentioned  in  the  said  first- 
mentioned  indenture  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Powell  the 
elder,  John  Davis,  Philip  Mumford,  Edward  Walker  the  elder,  and  George 
Stock,  were  the  surviving  feoffees ; It  was  witnessed,  that  they,  the  said 
William  Powell,  &c.  conveyed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  premises  in  the  said  recited  indenture  mentioned,  upon  trust,  with 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  discharge  the  payments,  contributions  and 
charges,  and  the  said  church  and  school,  from  time  to  time,  to  repair  and  build, 
as  far  as  the  revenues  would  extend  to,  and  need  should  be,  and  it  should  be 
thought  meet  by  the  churchwardens,  and  the  major  part  of  the  feoffees. 

This  deed  contains  similar  provisions  with  the  first,  except  that  it  directs  the 
annual  appointment  of  one  only  of  the  body  to  be  reeve,  and  that  it  does  not 
contain  any  clause  respecting  the  application  of  the  revenues  to  the  school 
alone,  after  raising  40/.,  nor  is  that  clause  therein  mentioned  to  have  been 
contained  in  the  recited  deed. 

The  next  trust  deed  now  found  among  the  school  documents  is  dated 
20th  September  1763,  and  is  between  John  Nicholls  and  Zaccheus  Richardson, 
described  as  surviving  feoffees  of  certain  buildings,  lands,  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments, of  and  belonging  to  the  school,  formerly  a guild,  in  the  parish  of 
Brailes,  of  the  first  part ; Charles  Holland,  of  Cleobury  Mortimer,  in  the  county 
of  Salop,  gentleman,  patron  of  the  said  school,  of  the  second  part ; and  the 
Rev.  John  Bayley,  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Brailes,  Francis  Bishopp,  esquire, 
John  Clark,  Richard  Richardson,  Francis  Hall,  Richard  Badger,  Thomas 
Mills  and  John  Watkins,  all  of  Brailes,  of  the  third  part;  whereby  it  is  wit- 
nessed, that  the  said  John  Nicholls  and  Zaccheus  Richardson,  by  and  with  the 
special  direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  Charles  Holland,  granted  to  the 
said  John  Bayley,  and  others,  of  the  third  part,  all  that  chamber,  in  Brailes, 
then  or  late  in  the  possession  of  Francis  Godson,  master  of  the  said  school, 
nominated  thereto  by  the  said  Charles  Holland,  and  the  premises  as  mentioned 
in  the  original  deed,  and  which  said  premises  formerly  had  been,  and  then 
were,  described  as  the  free-school  adjoining  to  the  old  guild,  and  being  for- 
merly part  thereof",  and  to  which  belonged  an  annual  stipend  of  SI.  Is.  8 cl.y 
formerly  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  at  the  audit  of  Lichfield,  out  of  the  king’s 
chief  rents  of  Brailes,  but  since  paid  by  William  Bishopp,  esq.  who  purchased 
such  chief  rents  of  King  Charles  II,  and  was  then  paid  by  the  said  Francis 
Bishopp ; and  also,  six  lands,  one  double  ridge  of  land,  and  three  leys,  in 
different  common  fields  ; a plot  of  green  sward,  at  the  Cherry  Orchard  ; another 
parcel  of  land,  bounded  by  other  properties,  as  therein  stated ; two  cottages ; 
an  upper  room  over  another  room,  formerly  part  of  the  old  guild,  near  Brailes 
church-yard  ; other  parts  of  the  old  guild,  in  the  respective  occupations  of 
three  persons  therein  named ; four  cottages  (one  with  a garden),  built  on  the 
waste  ground  of  the  old  guild;  twelve  acres  of  arable  land,  and  two  beast 
pastures,  viz.  six  lands  and  eight  single  acres,  severally  lying  in  different  com- 
mon fields,  as  therein  set  forth,  and  one  close,  bounded  south  with  the  lands  of 
John  Upton,  in  Upper  Brailes ; an  acre  of  land,  in  the  common  field  of 
Whatcott,  called  Brailes  eight  acres ; a piece  of  ground,  near  the  north  bar 
of  Banbury,  called  Brailes  Church  Land ; a cottage  and  garden,  in  the  Back 
Lane,  Lower  Brailes ; a cottage,  eastward  of  the  free-school ; a cottage,  part 
of  the  old  guild ; two  other  cottages ; a piece  of  land,  called  Filluck  ; and 
some  small  chief  rents  (more  accurately  set  forth  below,  in  the  latest  trust 
deed);  to  hold  to  the  use  of  the  grantors  and  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  yearly  chief,  reserved,  and  other  rents  and 
profits  of  the  tenements  and  premises,  to  sustain  and  keep  the  said  school  and 
buildings,  with  all  necessary  building  and  repairs,  and  to  pay  the  schoolmaster 
a salary  to  teach  poor  children,  of  the  parish  of  Brailes  aforesaid,  to  read  and 
write,  and  by  and  with  the  overplus  of  such  rents  and  profits,  if  any,  from  time 
to  time  to  repair  the  parish  church  of  Brailes  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  it 
had  usually  been  accustomed,  by  direction  of  the  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being,  and  the  chiefest  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Brailes,  in  regard 
to  the  repair  of  the  said  church  : And  it  was  concluded,  that  the  trustees  might 
elect,  out  of  their  own  body,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  a reeve  or  reeves, 
collector  or  collectors,  steward  or  stewards,  for  the  better  management  and 
keeping  in  repair  the  said  school,  messuages,  cottages  and  church  aforesaid. 
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The  next  deed  is  dated  the  13th  May  1791,  and  made  between  Richard  Brailes. 

Richardson  the  elder,  and  Francis  Hall,  described  as  surviving  feoffees  of  cer-  

tain  buildings,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  belonging  to  the  school,  F;ee  School, 
formerly  a guild,  in  the  parish  of  Brailes,  named  in  the  indenture  of  the  30th  < continued. 
May  1763,  of  the  first  part ; Charles  Bishopp,  of  Brailes,  esquire,  of  the  second 
part ; and  the  Rev.  Richard  Hinckley,  vicar  of  Brailes,  John  Morris,  Thomas 
Cockbill,  Richard  Richardson  the  younger,  Francis  Tapin,  John  Biggerstaff, 

Joseph  Spencer,  and  John  Hawlin,  principal  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of 
Brailes,  of  the  other  part ; whereby  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Richard 
Richardson,  and  Francis  Hall,  by  the  consent  of  the  said  Charles  Bishopp, 
patron  and  visitor  of  the  school  thereinafter  mentioned,  testified  by  his  being  a 
party  thereto,  and  in  order  that  the  charity  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  school 
might  be  continued,  by  able  and  proper  inhabitants,  from  time  to  time  to  be  nomi- 
nated and  appointed  for  the  support  of  such  charity,  by  the  feoffees  residing  in  the 
said  parish  of  Brailes,  at  their  vestry,  to  be  called  by  the  said  Charles  Bishopp, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  reasonable  notice  given  in  the  church  of  Brailes 
aforesaid,  and  in  case  of  their  not  agreeing  at  such  vestry,  to  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  said  Charles  Bishopp,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  if  he  or  they 
shall  be  competent  thereto,  for  the  support  of  such  charity;  and  for  the  better 
maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school;  granted  to  the  parties  of 
the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  chamber  situate  at  Brailes  afore- 
said, then  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Godson,  master  of  the  said  school,  and 
the  hall,  formerly  a guild,  converted  into  a school,  the  two  bed-chambers  and 
lofts,  and  the  garden  adjoining  thereto,  mentioned  in  the  former  deed,  parcel 
of  the  possessions  of  the  late  guild  of  Brailes,  and  also  divers  cottages,  lands 
and  small  rents  (as  set  forth  in  the  next  trust  deed),  which  at  the  time  of  the 
sealing  and  delivery  of  the  said  indenture  were  vested  in  the  said  grantors,  as 
surviving  feoffees  as  aforesaid,  or  to  the  said  guild,  and  other  the  premises  be- 
longing or  appertaining,  and  the  reserved  rents  and  yearly  profits  whatsoever  to 
the  said  guild  belonging,  particularly  an  annual  stipend  of  81.  Is.  8 d.  formerly, 

&c.  (as  in  the  preceding  deed),  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  with  and  out  of 
the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  to  keep  the  school  and  buildings, 
and  the  hedges  and  fences  of  the  lands  thereby  granted,  with  all  necessary 
repairs,  and  to  pay  the  schoolmaster  a salary  to  teach  poor  children  of  the  parish 
of  Brailes,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  from  time  to  time  to  repair 
the  parish  church  of  Brailes,  in  such  sort  and  manner  as  it  hath  usually  been 
accustomed,  by  the  direction  of  the  churchwardens  and  the  chiefest  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  said  town  of  Brailes,  in  regard  to  the  repairs  of  the  said  church, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  original  donation  of  the  pre- 
mises, and  as  the  same  are  expressed  in  certain  letters  patent  under  the  great 
seal,  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  8,  arid  James  1 : And  the  parties  of  the  third  part 
covenanted  with  the  said  Charles  Bishopp,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  that  when 
their  number  should  be  reduced  by  death  or  removal  to  four,  the  survivors, 
or  remaining  trustees  should,  at  the  request  of  the  said  Charles  Bishopp,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  convey  the  said  guild,  messuages,  tenements,  cottages,  lands, 
rents,  hereditaments  and  appurtenances,  to  six  other  persons,  at  the  least,  to  be 
chosen  out  of  the  chiefest  inhabitants,  as  feoffees  of  the  said  guild,  school,  &c. 
and  premises. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find,  at  any  of  the  depositories  of  the  public  records, 
the  grant  of  the  king’s  chief  rent  of  Brailes,  by  King  Charles  the  2d,  to  Wil- 
liam Bishopp,  alluded  to  in  the  preceding  deed,  or  the  letters  patent  of  Henry 
the  8th,  referred  to  in  this  deed. 

The  next  and  latest  trust  deed,  is  an  indenture,  made  20th  June  1812,  be- 
tween Thomas  Cockbill,  John  Biggerstaff,  and  Richard  Richardson  the  younger, 
and  the  Rev.  Richard  Hinckley,  surviving  trustees  of  the  premises  belonging  to 
the  school,  formerly  a guild,  in  the  parish  of  Brailes,  named  in  the  preceding  in- 
denture, of  the  first  part;  the  Rev.  Francis  Bishop,  of  the  second  part;  and 
Robert  Wincott,  Miles  Tenant,  Joseph  Spencer,  John  Wilks,  William  Baker, 

Edmund  Morris,  and  Edmund  Baldwin,  of  the  third  part;  whereby  the  said 
Thomas  Cockbill,  &c.  in  order  that  the  charity  of  the  school  might  be  continued, 

&c.  (as  in  the  preceding  deed),  by  the  consent  of  the  said  Francis  Bishop,  patron 
and  visitor  of  the  said  school,  testified  by  his  being  a party  to,  and  executing 
the  same,  granted  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the 
chamber,  hall,  bed-rooms  and  garden,  as  mentioned  in  the  former  deed  ; and  also 
six  cottages,  one  of  them  with  a garden,  then  converted  into  two,  in  the  Back-

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lane,  at  Lower  Brailes,  another  of  them  described  as  adjoining  eastward  on 
the  free  school,  and  another  as  part  of  the  old  guild ; and  the  scite  of  another 
cottage,  and  five  cottages  near  the  church-yard,  late  in  the  possession  of  the 
governors  of  the  poor,-  then  of  five  persons  therein  named  ; a parcel  of  land,  called 
Fill uck,  adjoining  a house  in  the  possession  of  John  Pudbury  ; a close  of  mea- 
dow in  Upper  Brailes,  in  the  possession  of  William  Stockley  ; a piece  of  garden 
ground  in  Lower  Brailes,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Potiphar ; a piece  of 
land  in  the  fields  of  Whatcott,  containing  about  one  acre,  allotted  by  the  com- 
missioners for  inclosing  the  field  of  Whatcott,  in  lieu  of  two  lands  in  the  com- 
mon fields  there;  apiece  of  land  in  Brailes,  at  a place  called  Salmon's  Stile,  in 
the  occupation  of  Richard  Jeffreys  ; a piece  of  land  in  the  fields  of  Brailes,  con- 
tainingdA.  & 20p.  allotted  by  the  commissioners  for  the  inclosure  of  the  fields 
of  Brailes,  in  lieu  of  several  odd  parcels  of  land,  and  two  cow  commons  in  the 
open  fields  of  Brailes;  and  also  a close  of  old  inclosed  ground  in  Brailes,  con- 
taining 3r.  3 p.,  taken  upon  the  said  inclosure  in  exchange  from  Charles 
Bishopp,  esquire;  and  another  close  of  old  inclosed  ground  in  Brailes,  contain- 
ing 2 r.  lip.,  taken  upon  the  said  inclosure  in  exchange  from  Ralph  Sheldon, 
esquire  ; and  also  the  several  small  chief  or  reserved  rents  following  ; viz.

And  all  other  rents  and  profits  whatsoever  to  the  old  guild  belonging,  par- 
ticularly the  81.  Is.  8(7.  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding  deed.  To  hold  upon 
the  same  trusts  as  were  mentioned  in  the  preceding  deed,  with  a similar 
covenant,  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees. 

Three  allotments  were  awarded  by  the  commissioners  for  the  Braile’s  Inclo- 
sure, to  “ Richard  Godson,  as  trustee  of  certain  lands,  called  the  Old  Guild 
Land,”  one  of  which  is  the  allotment  noticed  in  the  last-mentioned  deed,  and 
the  other  two  were  exchanged  respectively  for  the  two  closes  mentioned  in  that 
deed,  as  having  been  received  from  Mr.  Bishopp  and  Mr.  Sheldon. 

The  two  last  trust-deeds  make  no  mention  of  the  piece  of  ground,  described 
in  the  deed  of  1763  as  being  near  the  North  Bar  of  Banbury,  and  called 
Braile’s  Church  Land ; nor  have  we  been  able  to  obtain  any  information 
Avhatever  concerning  it. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  now  consists  of  the  following 
particulars  : — 


1.  — A parcel  of  land,  containing  about  eight  acres,  and  supposed  to  comprize 

the  allotments  of  6 A.&20P.,  3R.  3P.,  and  2R.11P.  specified  in  the 
trust-deed  of  1812,  and  also  the  piece  of  land  at  Salmon’s  Stile  therein 
also  mentioned.

Brailes,  mentioned  in  the  last  trust  deed,  as  in  the  possession  of  William 
Stockley,  now  held  by  Mr.  John  Wilks,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual

3.  — A piece  of  ground,  lying  open  to  an  orchard  belonging  to  William  Timms, 

containing  about  one  rood  of  pasture  ground,  supposed  to  be  the  land 
called  Filluck  in  the  trust  deed.  This  is  occupied  by  John  Greenway,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  - --  --  --  - 

This  parcel  is  distinguished  from  the  orchard  by  meer-stones.

occupied  by  several  tenants,  at  the  respective  rents  of  30s.  each,  making 
per  annum  - --  --  --  --  -- 

7.  — Quit  rents,  viz.,  one  from  Edward  Sheldon,  in  respect  of  land  in  Upper 

Brailes,  called  Baycock,  his  property  - - - - - - 5 - 

One  other  received  from  John  Wilks,  in  respect  of  a messuage 
and  land,  in  Upper  Brailes,  his  property  - - - - - 6 6 

These  are  the  only  quit-rents  that  have  been  received  for  many  years. 

8.  — The  school  premises,  consisting  of  a dwelling-house  for  the  master,  and 
garden,  and  a school-room.  These  occupy  the  scite  of  the  hall,  the  two 
chambers,  garden  and  school-house,  mentioned  in  the  trust  deeds.  The 
school-room,  and  part  of  the  school-house  have  been  lately  rebuilt. 

9.  — The  crown  rent,  payable  by  Dr.  Bishopp  ------ 

£. 
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The  payment  of  the  crown-rent  lias  been  withheld  for  the  last  five  years, 
under  the  circumstances  which  we  shall  presently  state. 

It  is  not  satisfactorily  explained  to  us,  why  the  rest  of  the  quit-rents  are  not 
now  collected.  They  seem  to  have  been  collected  by  the  late  master,  about 
twenty  ago,  and  we  should  not  think  there  could  be  much  difficulty  in  identify- 
ing the  several  premises  charged  therewith,  as  the  names  of  the  former  occupiers 
are  known,  except  in  the  instance  of  the  land  in  Sutton-under-Brailes.  As  to 
this  quit-rent  of  35.  4 d.,  it  is  observable,  that  it  is  not  mentioned  in  the  deed 
of  1763. 

The  only  ordinary  disbursements  at  present  made  out  of  the  funds  of  this 
charity  are,  for  the  schoolmaster’s  salary,  20/. ; for  stationery,  slates,  &c. 
(1823),  10s.  7 d. ; receipt  stamps,  Is.  6d. ; some  other  small  occasional  charges 
about  the  school,  amounting  to  a few  shillings : and  occasional  repairs  to  the 
cottages,  which  however  in  the  last  three  years,  have  not  amounted  to  51. 

In  1819,  it  was  found  necessary  to  rebuild  the  school,  and  part  of  the  school- 
house,  to  which  purpose  the  surplus  rents  then  in  hand  and  accruing  were  applied, 
and  a further  sum  of  70/.  borrowed  on  the  occasion.  This  debt  has  been 
repaid  by  instalments,  and  at  the  period  of  our  inquiry,  in  August  1826,  there 
was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  reeve  (Mr.  James  Harris),  of  38/.  12s. 
This  balance,  and  whatever  further  savings  can  for  some  time  be  made,  will  be 
wanted  for  thoroughly  repairing  or  rebuilding  some  of  the  cottages,  which  are 
in  a very  dilapidated  state.  When  this  has  been  effected,  there  will  remain 
a considerable  surplus  of  income,  applicable  to  the  further  improvement  of 
the  charity. 

The  masters  of  the  school  at  Brailes,  previously  to  the  present  master,  appear 
to  have  been  for  many  years  appointed  by  the  family  of  the  Bishopps,  an  old 
Roman  Catholic  family,  possessing  considerable  property  in  the  parish.  In  the 
year  1821,  the  late  master  was,  upon  a representation  made  to  John  Wright, 
esquire,  of  Henrietta-street,  Covent-garden,  the  committee  of  Mr.  Charles 
Bishopp,  a lunatic,  the  then  representative  of  the  family,  dismissed  from  the 
situation  by  him  ; and  Mr.  Wright,  in  the  letter  addressed  to  the  late  master, 
by  which  he  announced  his  dismission,  stated  that  it  was  his  intention,  as  com- 
mittee, and  also  that  of  Mr.  George  Bishopp  (now  Dr.  Bishopp,  then  the  pre- 
sumptive heir  of  Charles  Bishopp,  and  who  has  since,  upon  his  death,  suc- 
ceeded to  the  family  property  in  Brailes),  to  sanction  such  a nomination  as 
might  be  made  by  Mr.  Smalley,  the  vicar,  and  the  majority  of  the  respectable 
inhabitants  of  the  parish.  Upon  this,  Mr.  Smalley,  together  with  the  feoffees, 
and  Mr.  Sheldon,  of  Brailes,  who  formed  the  majority  of  the  principal  inha- 
bitants of  the  place,  appointed  the  present  master,  John  Godson. 

At  this  time  the  school  had  been  conducted,  for  a year  or  two,  upon  the 
national  system  ; previously  to  which,  the  instruction  given  was  such  as  was 
usual  in  common  English  Protestant  schools,  for  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 
The  present  master  has  continued  to  conduct  the  school  according  to  the 
national  plan.  All  male  children  of  the  parishioners  of  Brailes  who  choose 
to  attend,  are  admitted  into  the  school,  and  are  taught  gratis,  but  they  provide 
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their  own  Bibles,  Testaments  and  Prayer  Books.  Mr.  Smalley  expresses  him- 
self perfectly  satisfied  with  the  capacity  of  the  master,  and  with  his  conduct 
in  the  school. 

At  what  time,  and  under  what  circumstances,  the  claim  of  the  Bishopp 
family  to  be  patrons  and  visitors  of  this  school  originated,  we  are  unable  to 
discover.  In  the  first  trust  deed,  of  1G20,  there  is  no  mention  of  patron  or 
visitor,  nor  in  the  subsequent  deed  of  1G84.  From  that  period,  we  have  not 
found  any  document  till  17G3,  when,  for  the  first  time,  Charles  Holland,  of 
Cleobury  Mortimer  (who  was  allied  by  marriage  with  the  Bishopps),  as  patron 
of  the  school,  is  made  a party  to  the  new  trust  deed,  and  in  all  the  subsequent 
trust  deeds  some  one  of  the  Bishopp  family,  of  Brailes,  is  made  a party  in  the 
like  capacity.  Supposing  this  family,  however,  to  be  entitled  to  the  patronage 
of  the  school,  we  apprehend,  that  while  they  continue  Roman  Catholics,  they 
are  precluded  from  the  exercise  of  it,  by  the  Act  of  the  12  Ann,  st.  2,  c.  14. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  present  master,  the  crown-rent  has  not  been 
paid.  This  detention  appears  to  have  originated  in  dissatisfaction  with  the 
present  system  of  management,  by  which  it  is  stated,  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
children  of  the  parish  are  excluded  from  the  school,  in  violation  of  the  principle 
of  the  foundation,  which  constituted  this  a free-school  for  the  whole  parish, 
and  where,  accordingly,  the  children  of  Roman  Catholic  parishioners  have  for- 
merly attended.  There  are,  in  fact,  at  present  no  Roman  Catholic  children  in. 
the  school ; but  it  is  explicitly  stated  to  us  by  Mr.  Smalley,  that  the  school  is 
open  to  all  such  children,  if  they  choose  to  attend,  and  that  they  would  not  be 
required  either  to  go  to  the  parish  church,  or  to  learn  the  church  catechism 
(which  seem  to  have  been  apprehended).  It  is,  however,  made  a matter  ol 
objection,  that  any  religious  instruction  should  be  given  in  the  school,  even  to 
the  Protestant  children,  in  the  presence  of  the  Roman  Catholic  children;  but 
Mr.  Smalley  has  deemed  it  his  duty  not  to  sanction  the  withholding  from  the 
Protestant  children  of  the  school  such  instruction,  which  consists  of  teaching 
them  the  church  catechism,  reading  the  Scriptures,  and  questioning  them  upon 
those  portions  of  Scripture  which  they  have  read,  according  to  the  method 
pursued  at  the  national  schools. 

Dr.  Bishopp  seems  to  be  impressed  with  a notion,  that  the  crown -rent  con- 
stituted no  part  of  the  original  endowment  of  this  school,  but  that  this  consisted 
solely  of  the  guild  lands,  and  that  he  has  therefore  a right  to  apply  the  8/.  1 s.  8 d. 
towards  the  maintenance  of  another  schoolmaster,  for  the  instruction  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  children.  We  conceive  that  the  foregoing  statement  affords 
no  ground  whatever  for  this  supposition,  nor  has  Dr.  Bishop])  assigned  any 
other  facts,  or  produced  any  other  documents,  by  which  it  can  be  supported. 

If  therefore  the  refusal  to  pay  the  annuity,  with  the  arrears  now  due,  to  the 
present  schoolmaster,  is  persisted  in,  we  think  it  will  be  a proper  case  for  the 
interference  of  the  court  of  Chancery. 


Willington’s  Charity. 

Willington’a  William  Willington , esquire,  by  will,  dated  27th  March  1555,  gave  to  his 
Charity.  cousin,  William  Barnes,  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  to 
hold  the  same  to  him,  and  his  heirs,  for  ever,  upon  condition  that  he,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  should  yearly  pay  and  distribute  to  the  poor  people  of  Brailes 
33s.  'Id.,  to  the  poor  people  of  Shipston  other  33s.  4 d.,  and  to  the  poor  people 
of  the  town  of  Tysoc  40s.,  to  be  paid  to  them  yearly,  within  seven  days  before 
the  feasts  of  Easter  and  Christmas,  by  evqp  portions. 

An  annual  sum  of  2/.  is  now  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Brailes,  from 
Mr.  Hall,  a trustee  for  the  children  of  the  late  Mr.  Ivins,  the  proprietor  of 
a farm  in  Tysoe,  and  is  understood  to  be  in  respect  of  Willington’s  charity.  It 
is  distributed  in  February,  at  the  same  time  with  Prestidge’s  charity,  to  poor 
widows  or  old  persons,  and  is  usually  called  Willington’s  Dole.  In  consequence 
of  the  number  of  persons  answering  the  above  descriptions,  only  1 s.  has  been 
given  to  each  for  the  last  two  years. 

Cooper’s  Charity. 

Cooper’s  Charity.  James  Cooper , by  will,  dated  25th  April  I678,  appointed  the  sum  of  100/.  to 
be  put  into  the  hands  of  his  friends,  Mr.  William  Bishopp  and  Mr.  Francis 
Capell,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  administrators  of  such 
survivor,  to  be  by  them  in  the  best  manner  secured  and  disposed  of,  to  the 
intent,  that  out  of  the  interest  and  increase  thereof,  there  might  be  once  in 

every 
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every  two  years,  for  ever,  a coat  of  cloth,  of  about  85.  the  yard,  to  contain  two  Brailes. 

yards  and  a half,  given  and  disposed  of  unto  so  many  of  the  poorest  sort  of  men  - — 

of  the  parish  of  Brailes,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  where  he  was  born,  as  the  Coo^^eh(/anty’ 
money  would  admit  of  5 and  in  case  there  should  be  sufficient  of  his  estate  left  LU‘  _j 

and  remaining,  then  he  gave  and  bequeathed  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish  of  Brailes,  the  sum  of  50/.,  upon  condition,  that  out  of  the 
interest  and  increase  thereof,  there  should  be  at  Christmas,  yearly,  for  ever, 
a quarter  of  either  steer  or  heifer  beef,  bought  and  distributed  amongst  the 
poorest  sort  of  people  of  the  said  parish  of  Brailes. 

In  a parchment  document,  containing,  among  other  things,  a list  of  benefac- 
tions to  the  parish  of  Brailes,  dated  in  1684,  after  recording  the  two  legacies 
above-mentioned,  it  is  added,  that  the  said  150/.  was  then,  by  the  said  trustees, 
laid  out  in  a parcel  of  pasture  land,  lying  in  the  upper  town  of  Brailes,  bounded 
on  the  east  by  the  grounds  of  Richard  Rimell,  and  the  king’s  highway  on  the 
west,  and  then  commonly  called  the  Poor’s  Close. 

There  is  a piece  of  land  answering  this  description,  and  still  called  by  the 
name  of  the  Poor’s  Close,  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  land  thus  purchased,  and 
which  is  under  the  management  of  Dr.  Bishopp.  It  contains  four  acres,  and  is 
let  to  Mr.  William  Gillett,  as  yearly  tenant,  for  12/.  a year. 

Four  pounds  a year,  being  one-third  of  this  rent,  is  paid  over  to  Mr.  Smalley, 
the  vicar,  which  he  applies  in  a distribution  of  beef  at  Christmas,  to  the  poorest 
persons  of  the  parish,  such  as  he  thinks  most  in  need,  in  shares  proportioned 
to  the  number  in  family,  allowing  to  each  family  about  a pound  of  meat  per 
head. 

The  rest  of  the  rent  is  applied  by  Dr.  Bishopp  in  an  annual  distribution  of 
eight  coats,  each  of  the  value  of  1 /.  to  poor  men  of  the  parish,  whom  he  selects 
upon  the  representation  of  their  necessities  and  deserts  by  persons  employed  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 

Capell’s  Charity. 

Mr.  Francis  Capell,  by  will,  dated  2d  May  1704,  bequeathed  to  15  of  the  canell’s  Charity, 
poorest  Protestant  widows,  12  d.  a-piece  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  them  on  the 
5th  November.  He  also  gave  yearly,  for  ever,  to  two  poor  Protestant  widows, 
in  Brailes,  two  gowns  of  10  s.  a-piece  ; and  if  there  should  not  be  so  many  poor 
Protestant  widows  in  Brailes,  then  his  will  was,  that  the  overplus  of  the  money 
should  be  distributed  among  the  poor  Protestant  families  in  bread.  He  also 
gave  to  20  of  the  poorest  Protestant  families  12  d.  a-piece  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be 
paid  them  on  the  5th  November ; and  also  5s.  worth  in  bread  more,  at  the  same 
time  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  given  to  the  poor  families  in  Brailes  aforesaid ; and 
his  will  was,  that  Richard  Capell,  therein  named,  should  pay  the  legacies  so 
given  to  the  poor  of  Brailes  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  a certain  yard  land  of 
court  land,  during  his  wife’s  life,  and  after  her  decease,  that  the  same  should  be 
paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  a certain  yard  land  of  free  land,  therein  men- 
tioned, for  ever : And  he  directed,  that  the  said  legacy  should  be  paid  into  the 
minister’s  hands  for  the  time  being,  and  to  be  distributed  at  his  discretion,  and 
that  of  the  executor  of  the  will. 

The  sum  of  31.,  in  respect  of  these  legacies,  is  annually  received  by  Mr. 

Smalley,  the  vicar  of  the  parish,  from  the  tenant  of  a farm  in  the  parish  of 
Brailes,  belonging  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bloxham,  of  Rugby. 

One  pound  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  two,  and  sometimes  three  gowns, 
which  are  given  to  poor  Protestant  widows  of  the  parish.  The  remainder  is 
disposed  of  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  annually  on  the  5th  November,  among 
the  poor  Protestant  parishioners. 

Prestidge’s  Charity. 

William  Prestidge,  by  will,  dated  29th  July  1732,  gave  to  Walter  Evans  and  Prestidge’s  Charity 
Joseph  Hunt,  the  sum  of  500/.  in  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  the  same,  as 
soon  as  they  conveniently  could  after  his  decease,  in  the  purchasing  of  lands  of 
inheritance  to  them  and  their  heirs,  and  that  they,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or 
the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  should,  from  time  to  time,  let  and  set  the  same,  and 
receive  the  rents  and  profits,  and  after  deduction  for  taxes,  repairs  and  other 
necessary  outgoings,  and  for  their  trouble  in  and  about  the  execution  of  the  said 
trust,  should  apply  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  for  the  use  and  be- 
nefit of  the  poor  of  Brailes,  for  ever,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at 
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such  times,  as  his  trustees,  or  the  survivors  of  them,  should  think  fit  and 
convenient. 

An  entry  in  the  book  belonging  to  this  charity,  after  reciting  a decree  of  the 
court  of  Chancery,  dated  16th  February  1738,  in  a cause  between  Thomas 
Evans,  plaintiff;  Henry  Stangford,  William  Moody,  His  Majesty’s  attorney- 
general,  Joseph  Hunt,  and  William  Jones,  defendants,  whereby  it  was  decreed, 
that  the  legacy  of  500/.,  above-mentioned,  with  what  should  be  found  due  for 
the  interest  thereof,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  a master  of  the  court,  which,  when  purchased,  were  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  defendant,  Hunt,  and  two  new  trustees,  to  be  approved  of  by  the 
master ; and  the  said  trustees  were  to  lay  a proper  scheme  before  the  mas- 
ter, for  applying  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  estate ; and  further  reciting, 
that  the  master  had  approved  of  John  Mordaunt,  esquire,  William  Goodwin, 
and  the  Rev.  John  Warner,  clerk,  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  the  de- 
fendant, Hunt,  being  dead ; records  a scheme  proposed  by  the  trustees  in 
obedience  to  the  decree  ; viz.,  that  the  said  principal  sum,  and  the  interest 
should  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  & c.  and  that  the  rents  thereof,  when 
purchased,  and  the  dividends  and  interest  of  the  money,  in  the  mean  time, 
should  be  applied  at  the  times,  and  in  the  proportions,  and  for  the  purpose 
thereinafter  mentioned ; but  it  is  not  stated,  nor  do  we  find  by  any  proceedings 
in  the  report  office,  that  this  scheme  was  approved  of  by  the  master. 

No  land  has  been  purchased.  The  book  of  accounts  of  this  charity  com- 
mences in  the  year  1773,  when  it  appears  that  the  fund  consisted  of  957/.,  out 
of  which  there  was  paid  a sum  of  7 /•,  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  a journey 
to  Brailes,  for  receiving  the  principal  and  interest ; and  a further  sum  of 
24/.  16^.  was  disbursed  among  several  poor  families,  whose  names  are  given, 
leaving  a balance  of  925/.  4 5.  Out  of  this  sum,  809 /.  was  invested  in  the 
S per  cent  consols,  and  the  sum  of  70/.  placed  in  the  hands  of  William  Shel- 
don, esquire,  at  interest,  leaving  46/.  4 s.  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  which  was 
carried  to  the  account  of  the  following  year,  when  the  sum  of  30/.  was  further 
disbursed  among  the  poor,  and  from  the  balance  then  remaining  in  the  hands 
of  the  trustees,  a further  investment  was  made  in  the  same  stock.  Subsequent 
investments,  made  from  time  to  time,  the  last  being  in  the  year  1793,  have 
raised  the  fund  to  1,231  /.  2 s.  8 cl.  This  stock  was  transferred  in  the  year  1824, 
into  the  names  of  the  Ilev.  Thomas  Lambert  Snow,  Edward  Sheldon,  esquire, 
and  William  Dickens,  esquire,  (the  sum  of  3/.  45.  2 d.  having  been  paid  for  the 
transfer),  and  is  now  standing  in  their  names. 

The  dividends  of  the  stock  being  36/.  I85.  per  annum,  are  received  by  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Lambert  Snow,  rector  of  Barcheston,  one  of  the  present  trustees, 
and  the  sum  of  305.  is  paid  to  each  of  20  poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Brailes, 
recommended  by  the  overseers.  This  payment  generally  takes  place  soon  after 
the  receipt  of  the  dividends,  in  the  month  of  January  or  February.  The  per- 
sons thus  relieved  are  such  as  have  large  families,  and  have  not  received  relief 
from  the  parish  rates  for  the  twelvemonth  preceding. 

There  is  also  paid  an  annual  sum  of  51.,  towards  apprenticing  a poor  boy 
of  the  parish,  a considerable  addition  being  generally  made  to  the  premium  by 
the  parish. 

Last  year  the  whole  premium  was  22/.,  on  binding  to  the  trade  of  a black- 
smith; and  in  the  preceding  year  the  sum  of  20/.  to  the  same  trade.  The  master 
covenants  to  clothe  the  apprentice,  in  addition  to  his  other  obligations. 

The  names  of  the  persons  who  receive  the  benefit  of  this  charity  are  regis- 
tered in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  which  also  the  accounts  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  are  duly  entered,  the  annual  sum  of  10$.  being  paid  to  an  ac- 
countant for  that  service. 

These  disbursements,  and  a further  sum  of  25.  6 d.,  paid  for  the  stamp  of  the 
receipt  given  to  the  banker  by  whom  the  dividends  are  received  in  London, 
leave  a balance  of  1 /.  65.  2d.  on  the  annual  income,  by  the  accumulation  of 
which  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  on  the  balance  of  the  last 
account,  in  February  1826,  the  sum  of  8/.  1 5.  5 d. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Sheldon  continued  to  pay  interest  on  the  70/.  in  his  hands 
down  to  the  year  1781,  soon  after  which  he  died,  and  from  which  period  nothing 
has  been  received.  Application  was  made  to  the  executor,  William  Sheldon, 
esquire,  for  payment  of  this  debt,  who  answered  that  he  had  fully  administered 
all  the  effects  that  came  to  his  hands. 
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Fuel  Land. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  field  lands  of  the  parish,  in  the  year  1786, 
an  allotment,  containing  about  four  acres,  was  awarded  to  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  fuel  to  the  poor  of  Upper  Brailes,  in  lieu 
of  their  right  to  cut  furze,  &c. ; and  also,  another  allotment,  containing  about 
four  acres,  was  set  out  to  the  same  persons,  and  for  the  same  purpose,  for  the 
poor  of  Lower  Brailes. 

The  first  of  these  allotments  is  let  to  John  Taylor,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  8 /. 

The  latter  is  let  to  Francis  Godson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  51.  5 s. 
These  rents  (which  appear  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  lands)  are  laid 
out  in  coals,  and  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  respective  divisions,  in  quantities 
of  about  an  hundred  weight  to  each  family. 


PARISH  OF  TYSOE. 

Town  Lands,  commonly  called  the  Utility  Estate. 

By  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  26th  April,  33  Henry  8,  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  John  Middleton,  of  Middleton  Cheney,  in  the  county  of  Northampton, 
and  Edmund  Richards,  of  Temple  Tysoe,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  after 
reciting,  that  Thomas  Middleton,  late  of  Over  Tysoe,  and  Thomas  Richards,  of 
the  same  place,  were  seised  in  fee  of  one  messuage  in  Over  Tysoe,  situate 
between  the  land  of  Peter  Compton,  esquire,  on  both  sides,  and  of  one  yard 
land  to  the  same  messuage  adjoining  and  belonging  ; and  also  of  a certain  other 
messuage  in  Church  Tysoe,  situate  between  the  land  of  Nicholas  Ibury,  on  the 
east,  and  the  land  formerly  of  John  Delby,  of  Mylcome,  in  the  county  of 
Oxford,  on  the  south ; and  of  one  yard  and  a quarter  of  land  to  the  same  mes- 
suage adjoining  and  belonging,  and  of  one  half  yard  land  in  Westcot,  in  the 
parish  of  Tysoe  aforesaid,  and  of  two  cottages  and  one  messuage,  of  the  yearly 
value  of  8 s.,  situate  between  the  tenement  of  Peter  Compton,  esquire,  on  the 
west,  and  a field  on  the  other  side  in  Church  Tysoe,  which  messuages,  tenements 
and  cottages,  with  their  appurtenances,  descended  to  them,  the  said  John  Mid- 
dleton and  Edmund  Richards,  and  their  heirs,  as  the  sons  and  heirs  of  the  said 
Thomas  Middleton,  and  Thomas  Richards  deceased,  they,  the  said  John  Mid- 
dleton and  Edmund  Richards,  gave  granted  and  confirmed  to  Henry  Clerke,  John 
Thorley  and  seven  others,  all  the  aforesaid  messuages,  cottages,  lands,  tene- 
ments and  premises,  with  the  appurtenances  ; to  hold  to  the  use  and  behoof  of 
the  said  Henry  Clerke,  John  Thorley,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever. 

A schedule  to  the  above  indenture,  states  the  intent  of' it  to  be,  that  the  said 
Henry  Clerke,  John  Thorley,  and  others,  their  co-feoffees  and  their  heirs,  should 
take  the  profits  of  the  said  lands,  and  other  the  premises,  and  bestow  and  employ 
the  same  to  the  common  utility  and  !profit  of  the  said  parish  of  Tysoe,  in  such  neces- 
saries as  should  be  thought  convenient  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish. 

The  trusts  of  this  charity  have  been  continued  by  successive  trust  deeds,  the 
last  of  which  is  an  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  19th  December  1796,  between 
Thomas  Callow,  of  Temple  Tysoe,  George  Hewens,  of  Church  Tysoe,  and  John 
Townsend,  of  Church  Tysoe,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  Rev.  John  Seagrave,  of 
Halford  Bridge,  Thomas  King,  of  Compton  Wynyates,  Richard  Hewens,  of 
Upper  Tysoe,  Edward  Watts  the  elder,  of  Church  Tysoe,  John  Judge,  of  Lower 
Tysoe,  Thomas  Ainge,  of  Lower  Tysoe,  Edward  Baldwin,  of  Upper  Tysoe, 
Charles  Pickearing,  of  Upper  Tysoe,  Edward  Watts  the  younger,  of  Lower  Tysoe, 
and  William  Middleton,  of  Lower  Tysoe,  of  the  other  part ; whereby  reciting, 
That  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  were  seised  of  the  premises  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, as  the  only  surviving  feoffees  thereof,  in  trust,  for  the  utility,  benefit  and 
profit  of  the  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Tysoe ; It  was  witnessed, 
that  to  the  intent  that  the  said  trust  and  charity  might  be  perpetuated,  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement,  backside  and  close,  with 
the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Upper  Tysoe,  the  lands  of  the  Earl  of  Northampton 
lying  on  both  sides  thereof ; and  all  that  messuage,  tenement  and  close,  with 
the  appurtenances,  lying  in  Church  Tysoe,  the  house  and  land  of  the  vicarage 
of  Tysoe,  lying  on  the  east  thereof ; and  all  those  two  yard  lands,  and  one 
quarter  of  one  yard  land  of  arable,  pasture  and  meadow  ground,  to  the  last 
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mentioned  messuage  or  tenement  belonging,  and  being  in  the  parish  of  Tysoe  ; 
and  all  that  half  yard  land  lying  in  Westcot,  in  the  parish  of  Tysoe;  and  all  that 
messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  standing  in  Church  Tysoe,  the 
common  fields  of  Church  Tysoe  being  on  the  west  part  thereof ; and  all  that 
parcel  of  ground  containing,  by  estimation,  six  acres,  to  the  last  mentioned  mes- 
suage belonging,  lying  in  the  nether  fields  of  Over  Tysoe  and  Church  Tysoe,  and 
all  those  six  (late  five)  cottages  or  tenements,  situate  in  Church  Tysoe;  two  of 
which  were  next  adjoining  to  the  messuage  last  mentioned,  and  were  theretofore 
a part  of  the  same,  and  the  other  three  of  the  said  five  cottages  were  near  a tene- 
ment of  the  Earl  of  Northampton,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  common  street  or  field, 
of  Tysoe,  on  the  other  part ; all  which  premises  were  commonly  known  by  the 
name  of  the  town  land  or  town  lands,  and  all  houses,  & c.  to  the  said  pre- 
mises appertaining ; to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  to  receive  and  employ  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  for  the  common  utility,  benefit  and  profit  of  the  inha- 
bitants and  parishioners  of  the  towns,  villages  and  parish  of  Tysoe  aforesaid,  in 
and  about  such  necessary,  needful  and  useful  things,  as  shouid  be  thought  most 
meet  and  convenient  from  time  to  time,  by  the  majority  of  the  most  sufficient 
and  substantial  inhabitants  within  the  said  parish. 

By  indenture,  dated  9th  August  1810,  Charles  Pickearing,  one  of  the  feoffees 
in  the  last-mentioned  indenture,  released  to  his  co-feoffees,  all  his  interest  in 
the  said  trust  estates. 

The  commissioners  under  the  Act  for  inclosing  the  open  and  common  fields 
in  the  parish  of  Tysoe,  by  their  award,  dated  the  17thj  January  1798,  allotted  to 
the  feoffees  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Tysoe  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being, 
in  lieu  of  and  compensation  for  two  yard  lands  and  one  quarter,  in  the  open  and 
common  fields  of  Church  Tysoe,  and  of  a certain  piece  in  the  fields  of  Upper 
Tysoe,  called  Harrold  Piece,  with  all  right  of  common,  &c.,  one  plot,  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  or  ground,  numbered  39  on  the  plan  annexed  to  the  award, 
situate  in  that  part  of  the  said  open  and  common  fields  of  Church  Tysoe,  by  the 
said  Act  directed  to  be  divided  and  inclosed,  called  the  Vicar’s  Leys,  Black- 
heath  Bites,  Longlands,  Dew  Furlong,  and  lands  adjacent,  containing,  by  statute 
measure,  34  a.  & 37r.  exclusive  of  all  roads  and  ways  passing  through  and  over 
the  same. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  now  consists  of  the  flowing  par- 
ticulars : — 


1 .  — A farm-house  and  buildings,  and  35  a.  3 r.  up.  of  land,  being  the  allot- 

ment awarded  by  the  commissioners  for  the  inclosure,  held  by  John 
Hewins,  under  a lease  granted  to  Charles  Pickearing,  deceased,  for  21 
years  from  Michaelmas  1808,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  97/.  This  rent  is  sub- 
ject to  a deduction  for  land-tax  of  3/.  os.  7 d.,  and  for  the  last  three  or 
four  years  an  allowance  of  10/.  a year  has  been  made  to  the  tenant,  on 
account  of  the  depression  of  agricultural  produce,  reducing  the  present 
income  from  the  farm  to  - --  --  --  -- 

2.  — An  annual  payment  of  7/.  a year,  subject  to  a deduction  for  land-tax,  of 

17  s.  5f/.  received  from  the  proprietors  of  certain  estates  in  Upper  and 
Lower  Westcot,  in  the  parish  of  Tysoe,  viz.,  one-half  from  \\  illiam 
Hawtin,  the  tenant  of  Mr.  John  Whitehead,  of  Barford,  and  the  other 
half  from  Mrs.  Ballard,  the  tenant  of  Chandos  Leigh,  esq.  of  Stoneleigh 
Abbey  - --  --  --  -- 

3.  — A house  and  shop,  with  out-buildings  and  garden,  let  to  Daniel  Walker, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 

A house  adjoining  and  communicating  with  a school-room, 
with  a small  garden,  occupied  by  Richard  Turner,  the 
schoolmaster,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  - 
A cottage  and  good  garden,  let  to  James  Walker,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  - --  --  --  -- 

A cottage  and  small  garden,  let  to  Edward  Watson,  at 
A cottage,  let  to  John  Kirby,  at  --'--- 
A cottage,  let  to  John  Heron  at  10s.  advanced  in  1825  to 
A cottage,  let  to  S.  Coldecot,  with  small  garden,  at  - 
A cottage,  with  a small  garden,  let  to  Joseph  Cleydon,  at  - 
A cottage  and  small  garden,  let  to  Widow  King,  at  - 
A cottage  and  small  garden,  let  to  George  Reason,  at  - 
Two  cottages,  occupied  by  poor  persons,  and  paid  for  by  the 
parish  of  Tysoe  till  1825,  at  1 1.  10s.  a year,  and  now  at  - 
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The  cottages  are  very  poor  places,  some  without  roofs,  and  others  with  dirt 
floors.  The  present  rents  seem  to  be  as  much  as  they  are  respectively  worth. 
The  tenants  all  hold  from  year  to  year. 

With  respect  to  the  payments  from  Westcott,  it  is  clear,  that  by  the  original 
grant  the  whole  property  of  the  half  yard  land  in  Westcott  was  given  to  the 
trustees  of  the  charity.  The  same  form  of  conveyance  has  been  retained  in  all 
the  subsequent  trust  deeds.  The  receipts  are  uniformly  given  as  for  the  rent 
of  a quarter  yard  land  in  Upper  Westcott,  and  a quarter  yard  land  in  Lower 
Westcott ; but  we  have  been  wholly  unable  to  ascertain  the  particular  parcels 
of  land  in  respect  of  which  the  rent  is  paid.  The  whole  of  Westcott  is  ancient 
inclosure.  Mr.  Whitehead,  of  Barford,  from  whose  tenant  half  the  rent  is 
received,  is  the  proprietor  of  an  estate  in  Lower  Westcott,  containing  in  the 
whole  313a.  3r.  4p.  which  he  purchased  in  1808,  subject  to  the  annual  pay- 
ment of  31.  1 s.  5\d.  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Tysoe  ; but  his  deeds  and 
abstract  do  not  thrown  any  light  upon  the  mode  in  which  the  payment 
originated. 

Mr.  Leigh,  of  Stoneleigh,  by  one  of  whose  tenants  the  other  moiety  of  the 
rent  is  paid,  holds  a leasehold  estate  in  Westcott,  under  Magdalen  College, 
Oxford  ; and  we  learn  from  the  college,  that  this  payment  is  made  among  other 
outgoings  from  that  estate,  but  in  respect  of  what  particular  part  thereof,  or 
under  what  circumstances  it  originated,  we  can  acquire  no  information.  We 
do  not  find  that  these  payments  have  ever  varied ; and,  without  the  means  of 
identifying  the  lands,  it  seems  that  the  trustees  can  establish  no  ground  for 
claiming  any  greater  benefit  from  this  branch  of  the  trust  property. 

Out  of  this  income  the  trustees  repair  all  the  houses  and  buildings  belonging 
to  the  estate,  which  has  amounted  for  the  last  three  years  to  an  average  of 
10/.  12s.  They  also  pay  for  the  insurance  of  thedarm  buildings  and  cottages; 
for  taxes,  rates  and  quit-rents,  about  1/.  16s. ; for  a dinner  given  to  the  tenants 
at  the  annual  meeting  and  rent-day,  about  4/.  4 s.  a year.  After  the  payment  of 
these  charges,  and  some  other  small  disbursements  for  stamps,  &c.,  the  trustees 
pay  to  a schoolmaster,  for  the  education  of  20  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Tysoe, 
appointed  by  them,  21 /.  per  annum,  being  at  the  rate  of  1 /.  Is.  a head.  The 
children  are  taught  in  the  school-room  before  mentioned,  which  is  part  of  the 
trust  property,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  appropriated  for  a free-school  from 
the  time  of  the  original  grant. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  previously  to  1817  the  schoolmaster  received 
10/.  10s.  a year.  From  Midsummer  in  that  year  he  was  paid  1 21.  12s.  a year  for 
the  education  of  12  poor  boys.  In  1824,  the  number  of  scholars  was  raised  to  16, 
and  in  1825 to  the  present  number,  the  annual  payments  receiving  a correspondent 
increase.  The  school-room,  and  the  house  annexed  to  it,  were  rebuilt  about 
nine  years  ago  by  the  trustees,  for  which  purpose  they  borrowed  150/.  from  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Whitehead,  Weston  and  Greenway,  at  Warwick.  This  loan 
they  paid  off  out  of  the  rents  by  instalments,  the  last  of  which  was  in  November 
1823.  The  residue  of  the  expense  of  this  rebuilding  was  defrayed  out  of  the 
rents.  The  master  takes  other  scholars,  whom  he  educates  with  the  free 
scholars.  He  teaches  the  free  boys  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  as  long  as 
they  stay,  but,  in  consequence  of  the  number  of  poor  in  the  parish,  the  trustees 
think  it  right  not  to  keep  any  boy  at  the  school  longer  than  two  years.  They 
are  received  from  the  ages  of  eight  to  ten. 

The  residue  of  the  rents  is  divided  among  the  poor  of  the  three  divisions  of 
the  parish,  viz.,  Upper  Tysoe,  Middle  or  Church  Tysoe,  and  Lower  Tysoe,  in 
proportion  to  the  population  of  those  respective  divisions. 

The  trustees  hold  a meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  year,  when  a list  is 
made  out  of  the  poor  parishioners  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  with  some 
occasional  additions  of  those  who  do  receive  such  relief,  but  are  in  circum- 
stances of  peculiar  distress  from  sickness  or  otherwise ; and  to  the  persons 
contained  in  these  lists  gifts  of  money  are  made,  proportioned  to  their  wants, 
and  the  size  of  their  families.  These  sums  vary  from  1/.  15s.  to  4 s.  or  5 s.  In 
cases  of  misconduct,  the  sum  which  would  otherwise  have  been  given  is 
diminished. 

In  consequence  of  the  drain  upon  the  trust  fund,  occasioned  by  rebuilding  the 
school-room  and  master’s  house,  and  some  extensive  repairs  made  at  the  farm, 
there  was  no  distribution  to  the  poor  in  the  year  1820, 
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Tysoe.  WlLLINGTON’s  CHARITY. 

r.  - — , It  will  be  seen  in  our  Report  of  the  Charities  of  Brailes,  that  William  Wil- 
Charity0  S Ungton , by  will,  dated  27th  March  1555,  gave  to  his  cousin,  William  Barnes, 
all  his  lands  and  tenements,  for  ever,  on  condition,  among  other  things,  that 
he  should  distribute  to  the  poor  people  of  the  towns  of  Tysoe,  40  s.  per  annum. 
This  annuity  is  received  out  of  the  Marquis  of  Northampton’s  estate  in 
Compton  Wyngate,  and  is  given  away  in  coals  to  the  poor  at  Christmas. 

Fuel  Land. 

Fuel  Land.  By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  the  Tysoe  inclosure  before  men- 
tioned, two  allotments  of  land  were  awarded  to  the  Earl  of  Northampton,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  for  such  poor  people  residing  in  the  said  parish  as 
should  not  occupy  any  part  of  the  lands  intended  to  be  inclosed,  in  lieu  of 
a right  to  cut  furze  or  gorse,  upon  the  waste  land  in  the  said  parish  ; viz. 
one  allotment,  numbered  45  on  the  plan  annexed  to  the  award,  situate  in 
that  part  of  the  open  and  common  fields  of  Church  Tysoe,  by  the  said  Act 
directed  to  be  divided  and  inclosed,  called  Top  of  Winchcomb,  containing, 
by  statute  measure,  twelve  acres,  and  one  other  allotment,  numbered  102  on 
the  said  plan,  situate  in  that  part  of  the  said  open  and  common  fields  of 
Temple  Tysoe,  called  the  Shrubs,  containing  six  acres,  exclusive  of  all  roads 
and  ways  passing  through  and  over  the  same. 

The  twelve  acres,  situate  in  Church  Tysoe,  are  let  to  Robert  Ashby,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  20  L The  six  acres  in  Lower  (or  Temple) 
Tysoe,  are  let  to  Thomas  Ainge,  as  yearly  tenant,  for  61.  10s.  The  latter 
allotment  is  worse  land  than  the  former,  and  the  rents  appear  to  be  the  full 
value  of  the  respective  parcels. 

These  rents,  together  with  the  40s.  derived  from  Willington’s  gifts,  are 
applied  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  distributed  in  the  winter  season 
for  three  or  four  successive  weeks,  to  all  the  poor  parishioners  of  the  description 
of  those  who  were  accustomed  to  cut  gorse,  giving  to  each  family  a cwt.,  and 
to  widows  or  old  men  half  a cwt. ; the  same  persons  receive  in  the  successive 
weeks  till  the  quantity  is  exhausted.

Ashowe.  The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  given  at  large  under  the  head  of 

, the  charities  at  Bidford,  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report. 

UC  Charit^1^  S The  sum  °f  11T  2s.  9d.  was  received  last  year  from  Mr.  Butler,  receiver 
of  the  rents  of  this  charity,  by  the  churchwarden  of  Ashowe,  as  the  portion 
thereof  belonging  to  that  parish. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  rent,  a list  is  made  out  of  the  poor  families  in  the 
parish,  specifying  the  number  in  each  family,  and  the  money  is  apportioned 
among  them  accordingly.  The  rate  at  which  they  received  at  the  last  dis- 
tribution in  February  1786,  was  3s.  a head  to  single  persons  or  the  parents  of 
a family,  and  Is.  a head  for  the  children.  The  income  of  this  charity,  as  we 
have  already  seen,  will  in  future  be  largely  increased. 


Fletcher  Bates’s  Charity. 

Fletcher  Bates’s  The  Returns  to  Parliament  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  mention  a sum  of  20 1.  in 
Charity.  money,  given  to  the  poor  of  Ashowe,  by  Fletcher  Bates , but  at  what  time  or 
by  what  instrument  was  unknown,  and  it  is  added,  that  at  the  date  of  those 
Returns,  the  money  was  supposed  to  be  lost. 

The  account  that  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  in  the  parish  upon  this  subject 
is,  that  the  money  was  many  years  ago  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Hiorns, 
a farmer  of  Ashowe,  who  is  supposed  to  have  deposited  it  afterwards  with 
Mr.  Dudley,  an  attorney  of  Coventry,  who  having  become  insolvent,  the 
money  was  thereby  lost.

Bayes’s  Charity. 

Birdingbury.  Thomas  Bayes , of  Reyton  super  Dunsmore,  who  died  the  5th  October  1730, 

„ ,TT  •.  ffave  by  will  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish 
Bayess  Chanty.  0 J nf 
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of  Barbery  (or  Birdingbury),  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  their  successors, 
forever,  the  yearly  sum  of  20  5.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  a close  of  meadow  ground, 
lvimr  in  Eagenhull,  in  the  parish  of  Monk’s  Kirby,  in  the  said  county,  called 
Gilbert’s  Close,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  for 
the  time  being  should  yearly  bestow  and  lay  out  the  said  yearly  sum  of  20s.  in 
forty  sixpenny  loaves,  and  distribute  the  same  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
Barbery,  at  two  equal  distributions  in  the  year;  viz.,  on  the  1st  day  of  May 
and  the  1st  day  of  November;  and  he  devised  the  said  close,  called  Gilbert’s 
Close,  to  his  son  William  Bayes,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  chargeable  with  the 
said  annual  sum  of  20.?. 

This  annual  sum  of  205.  is  now  received  from  Mr.  Robert  Marshall,  devisee 
under  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Bayes,  of  the  close  charged  with  this  payment, 
but  which  close  he  has  lately  contracted  to  sell  to  Sir  Grey  Skipwith,  subject 
to  the  charge. 

It  is  given  away  in  sixpenny  loaves,  half  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  half  on 
the  1st  of  November,  by  the  overseer,  to  the  poor  parishioners. 

There  are  not  more  than  thirteen  or  fourteen  poor  families  belonging  to  the 
parish,  and  the  loaves  are  distributed  to  all,  some  receiving  a double  portion, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  overseer. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  our  Smith's  Charity, 
account  of  the  charities  of  Stockton,  four  shillings  worth  of  bread,  in  two- 
penny loaves,  is  brought  every  Easter  Sunday  from  a baker’s  in  Thurlaston, 
and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  among  the  poor  of  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  BUBENHALL. 

Mrs.  Murcott’s  Charity. 

In  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Cubington,  will  be  found 
an  abstract  of  the  will  of  Hannah  Murcott,  proved  in  1775,  whereby  she  gave 
100/.  for  establishing  a charity  school  in  Bubenhall,  for  teaching  poor  children 
of  that  parish  to  read. 

In  our  account,  above  referred  to,  it  will  also  be  seen,  that  this  legacy, 
with  another  of  the  like  amount  to  the  parish  of  Cubington,  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  John  Bushby  Murcott,  executor  of  the  will  of  his  late  uncle,  Abraham 
Murcott. 

Four  pounds  a year,  as  the  interest  of  this  legacy,  was  paid  by  the  late  Mr. 

Abraham  Murcott,  and  the  like  payment  has  been  continued  by  Mr.  John 
Bushby  Murcott.  He  has,  however,  expressed  his  willingness,  as  this  is  a 
charitable  fund,  to  pay  in  future  at  the  rate  of  51.  per  cent. 

The  interest  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  at  Bubenhall,  who  in  consideration 
thereof,  teaches  eight  poor  children  of  that  parish,  boys  or  girls,  to  read, 
write  and  cast  accounts. 

The  children  are  selected  by  Mr.  Murcott,  and  are  at  first  appointed  to 
remain  there  for  three  years.  If  no  application  is  made  from  the  parents  of 
other  children,  those  already  appointed  remain  for  a longer  time,  but  if  others 
apply,  those  who  have  been  at  the  school  the  longest  time  are  removed,  and 
their  places  supplied  by  the  new  applicants. 

Mrs.  Mary  Turner’s  Charity. 

Mary  Turner,  of  Bubenhall  alias  Bubnell,  widow,  by  her  will,  dated  the  Mrs.  Mary  Turner's 
24th  September  i607,  gave  and  bequeathed  her  pasture  of  land,  called  or  known  Chanty, 
by  the  name  of  the  Welch  Field,  divided  into  several  parts,  and  one  meadow  • 
or  moor  thereunto  adjoining,  and  twro  other  meadows  thereunto  also  adjoining, 
whereof  the  one  was  called  the  Round  Meadow,  and  the  other  was  called 
Meydon’s  Meadow,  with  all  and  singular  their  appurtenances,  lying  and  being 
in  Wolton  alias  Olton  alias  Olken  End,  within  the  forrence  and  parish  of  Soli- 
hull, within  the  county  Warwick,  and  then  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of 
Thomas  Ashton,  of  Sheldon,  within  the  county  aforesaid,  gentleman,  or  his 
assigns,  to  her  cousin,  William  Nevell,  merchant,  of  London,  and  the  heirs 
of  his  body,  and  for  want  of  such  issue  to  the  heirs  of  Humphrey  Hedges, 
therein  mentioned,  and  for  want  of  such  issue  of  the  said  Humphrey,  then  to 
the  right  heirs  of  her  the  said  Mary  Turner,  for  ever,  upon  this  condition, 
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and  for  this  intent  and  purpose,  viz.,  that  he  the  said  William  Nevell,  and  his 
heirs,  or  they  to  whom  the  said  lands  should  descend  and  come  by  virtue  of 
that  her  gift,  and  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should  yield  and  pay,  yearly,  after  her 
death,  for  ever,  the  sum  of  31.  6s.  3d.,  at  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle, 
being  the  last  day  of  November,  or  within  three  weeks  next  after  the  said  feast, 
for  and  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  impotent  and  most  needy  people,  being 
not  unthrifty,  or  lusty  lazy  persons,  dwelling  within  these  ten  parishes  therein 
named,  and  limited  according  to  their  churches  and  chapels,  viz.,  Kenelworth, 
Styvechall,  Bagginton,  Stonely,  Bubenhall,  Ryton,  Woolston,  Stretton,  Marton 
and  Wappenbury,  that  is,  to  the  aforesaid  poor  people  of  every  of  these  ten 
parishes,  as  they  were  therein  divided,  limited  and  named,  6s.  3d.,  which  said 
sum  so  paid  and  received  every  year,  to  and  by  the  churchwardens  or  overseers 
for  the  poor,  in  every  of  these  parishes  above  named,  according  to  their  par- 
ticular churches  or  chapels,  she  willed,  should  presently  upon  the  receipt  thereof 
be  distributed  by  them  to  such  poor  aforesaid,  yearly,  without  any  collusion, 
coven,  fraud  or  deceit,  at  the  oversight  of  the  minister  and  other  discreet  men 
in  every  of  the  said  parishes  ; and  if  it  should  happen,  the  said  sum  of  31.  65.  3d., 
or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof,  thus  given  to  the  poor  of  the  above  named 
parishes,  to  be  behind  and  unpaid  in  part  or  in  the  whole  by  the  space  of  six 
weeks  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle,  yearly,  as  aforesaid, 
that  then  it  should  and  might  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  constable,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  for  the  poor,  or  some  of  them,  of  every  of  the  said  parishes  or 
townships,  and  their  successors,  to  enter  into  the  premises  aforesaid,  with  the 
appurtenances,  and  to  distrain,  and  the  distress  or  distresses  so  taken,  to  keep, 
until  the  said  sum  or  sums,  with  the  arrearages  thereof,  if  any  should  be  behind, 
be  truly  and  fully  satisfied,  contented  and  paid. 

In  the  Returns  made  to  Parliament,  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  l26  Geo.  3.  among 
the  charitable  donations  in  the  several  parishes  mentioned  in  this  will, 
Mrs.  Turner’s  charity  is  recorded  as  being  then  vested  in  William  Grant ; and 
in  some  of  those  parishes  we  have  found  traces  of  its  having  been  received 
from  a Mr.  Grant;  but  from  about  the  period  of  those  Returns  the  several 
payments  appear  to  have  been  discontinued.  We  find  that  a Mr.  William 
Grant  was  formerly  the  owner  of  an  estate  at  Olton  End,  in  the  parish  of 
Solihull,  which  passed  from  him  to  his  son,  Daniel  Palmer  Grant,  by  whom  it 
was  sold,  some  years  since,  to  the  trustees  of  the  marriage  settlement  of 
Abraham  Spooner  Lillingston,  esquire,  of  Elmdon  Hall,  near  Birmingham,  and 
is  now  in  possession  of  that  gentleman.  It  further  appears,  from  a survey 
of  the  parish,  made  about  26  years  ago,  for  the  purpose  of  an  assessment  to  the 
poor’s  rate,  that  one  of  the  fields  in  that  estate  was  called  Maiden’s  Close. 

We  have  not  discovered  any  further  means  of  identifying  the  premises 
charged  with  this  annuity  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Turner;  but  the  circumstances 
above  stated,  appear  to  us  to  establish  so  strong  a probability  that  they  are 
comprized,  in  part  at  least,  in  the  estate  sold  to  Mr.  Lillingston’s  trustees,  as  to 
afford  a sufficient  ground  for  claiming  from  him  tiie  payment  of  the  annuity. 
Mr.  Lillingston,  however,  upon  application  being  made  to  him  on  the  subject, 
alledges  that  the  estate  was  sold  to  his  trustees  free  of  incumbrances,  and  there- 
fore intimates  his  intention  to  resist  the  payment. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  think  the  case  should  be  referred  to  the  con- 
sideration of  a court  of  equity.

Glover’s  Charity. 

John  Glover,  by  will,  dated  the  25th  December  1762,  gave  to  his  friends, 
William  Murcott  and  Thomas  Webb,  250/.,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  personal 
estate,  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  on  some  good  and  sufficient 
security,  either  public  or  private,  and  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  yearly,  on  the 
feast  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  should  from 
from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  Cubington,  to  teach  and  instruct  twenty  children  of  the  poor 
parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  in  each  year,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
minister  and  churchwardens,  to  read  and  write  the  English  language. 

This  legacy  remained  in  moieties  of  125  /.  each,  in  the  hands  of  the  two 
trustees  mentioned  in  the  will.  The  125  /.  in  Mr.  Murcott’s  hands  has  been 

transmitted 
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transmitted  from  him  to  John  Busby  Murcott,  his  nephew,  in  whose  possession  Cubington, 
it  remains.  The  125/.  of  which  Mr.  Webb  had  the  custody,  was  transmitted  ciover^Tiiarit 
by  him  to  the  late  Mr.  John  Campion,  of  Newbold  Comyn,  in  the  parish  of  'continued!1^' 

Leamington  Priors.  Mr.  Campion  is  lately  dead,  and  this  money  is  now  to  \ ^ / 

be  received  from  his  executors  ; and,  when  received,  it  is  purposed  to  call 
a parish  meeting,  to  consider  of  the  propriety  of  placing  the  whole  250/.  in  the 
hands  of  the  same  persons,  as  trustees. 

Five  per  cent  interest,  amounting  to  12/.  10s.  a year,  has  been  paid  for  this 
money  by  the  several  holders  of  it,  and  applied  for  the  purpose  of  teaching- 
poor  children.  In  the  year  1821,  a large  national  school  was  established  in  the 
parish,  at  which  all  the  children  of  poor  parishioners,  girls  as  well  as  boys,  are 
educated.  From  that  time  the  interest  of  this  money  has  been  paid  over  by 
the  trustees  to  the  Rev.  George  Leigh  Cook,  the  vicar,  and  has  been  applied 
by  him  towards  the  support  of  this  school. 

Hannah  Muiicott’s  Charity. 

Hannah  Murcott,  by  will,  proved  at  Lichfield,  the  21st  April  1775,  appointed  Hannah  Murcott 
that  the  sum  of  100/.  should  be  settled  by  her  executor,  out  of  her  personal  estate,  Charity, 
within  twelve  months  next  after  her  death,  for  establishing  a charity  school  in 
Bubenhall,  for  teaching  poor  children  of  that  parish  to  read  ; and  that  the 
like  sum  of  100/.  out  of  her  personal  estate,  should  also  be  settled  by  her 
executor,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  for  establishing  a like  school  in  the  parish 
of  Cubington,  for  teaching  in  like  manner  poor  children  of  that  parish  to  read, 
with  full  power  for  her  executor,  Abraham  Murcott,  to  nominate  trustees,  in 
whom,  together  with  himself,  the  said  trust  monies  might  be  invested,  and  to 
appoint  provisions  for  perpetuating  the  said  respective  charities. 

These  sums  are  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Busby  Murcott,  the  nephew 
and  the  executor  of  Mr.  Abraham  Murcott,  named  in  the  will  above  abstracted, 
the  100/.  belonging  to  Cubington  having  been  placed  in  his  hands  by  his  uncle 
in  his  life-time. 

Five  pounds,  as  the  annual  interest  of  the  legacy  given  to  Cubington,  is  paid 
by  Mr.  Murcott  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cook,  and  applied  by  him  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  the  national  school. 

It  appears,  that  the  interest  was  4/.  while  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Abraham 
Murcott,  and  for  some  time  after  it  had  been  placed  in  those  of  his  nephew,  but 
was  raised  by  the  latter  to  5 /.  per  cent,  a few  years  ago,  upon  application  from 
the  parishioners. 

Sotherne’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Sotherne , of  Starton,  in  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  husbandman,  by  Sotherne’s  Charity, 
will,  dated  the  23d  September,  6th  Charles  the  1st,  reciting,  that  by  inden- 
ture, dated  the  29th  September  1624,  he  had  enfeoffed  David  Draper,  of 
Stoneleigh  aforesaid,  Humphrey  Hoo,  of  Starton,  Nicholas  Bodington  and 
Thomas  Parsons,  of  Cubington,  and  three  others,  of  a messuage,  house  or 
tenement,  in  Cubington,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  of  a yard  land,  and 
all  closes,  ways,  commons  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging,  situate  in 
the  town  and  fields  of  Cubington  aforesaid,  to  the  uses  and  upon  the  trusts  of 
his  will;  declared,  that  the  said  feoffees,  and  their  heirs,  should  stand  seised  of 
two  parts  of  the  said  messuage  and  yard  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the 
use  of  his  wife,  while  she  should  live  and  remain  unmarried,  and  after  her 
death  or  marriage,  to  the  use  of  Gregory  Richardson,  for  the  term  of  twenty- 
one  years,  he  the  said  Gregory  Richardson,  his  executors,  administrators  and 
assigns,  paying  to  the  said  feoffees  during  the  said  term  the  sum  of  4/.,  to  be 
employed  by  his  said  feoffees  as  follows  ; viz.  30s.  to  the  poor  of  Stoneleigh, 
and  towards  the  repair  of  Hudson’s  bridges,  thereafter  mentioned  ; 20  s.  yearly 
to  the  poor  of  Starton,  and  to  the  repair  of  Starton  foot-bridge,  thereafter 
mentioned  ; and  the  residue  of  the  said  4/.  to  the  poor  of  Cubington  : And  he 
further  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  after  the  said  term  of  21  years  should  be 
ended,  his  feoffees  should  let  the  said  two  parts  of  the  said  messuage,  lands 
and  tenements,  from  time  to  time,  for  any  term  of  years  not  exceeding  twenty- 
one,  at  such  yearly  rents  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  the  best  value;  and  he 
directed,  that  at  every  decease  of  any  of  his  feoffees,  the  survivors  should, 
within  twenty-one  days,  choose  another  good  and  honest  man  of  the  aforesaid 
towns  and  places,  where  the  deceased  inhabited,  to  be  a new  feoffee  with  them, 
and  to  make  a new  feoffment  of  the  aforesaid  two  parts,  thereby  making  him 
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a joint  feoffee  with  the  survivors  of  the  said  two  parts  of  the  aforesaid  messuage 
and  yard  land,  so  as  to  keep  for  ever  four  feoffees  for  the  performance  of  his 
said  will ; and  he  appointed,  that  his  said  feoffees  should  employ,  dispose  of  and 
distribute  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  at  their  discretion,  to  and 
amongst  the  poorest  people  and  neediest  inhabitants  of  the  said  several  towns 
of  Stoneleigh,  Starton  and  Cubington,  and  to  and  for  the  several  foot-bridges, 
therein  particularly  mentioned,  and  towards  every  of  them  respectively,  as  much 
in  quantity  as  was  before  expressed,  with  such  increase,  as  to  the  said  trustees 
should  seem  fit  and  needful ; but  he  directed,  that  his  said  trustees  should,  out 
of  the  said  20 s.  yearly,  or  such  part  of  the  said  intended  rents  and  profits  as 
should  belong  to  Starton,  amend  and  repair  Starton  foot-bridges,  leading  to 
the  parish  church  of  Stoneleigh  aforesaid,  so  that  the  same  might  be  continued 
in  repair,  and  fit  for  passage  to  the  said  church,  for  evermore ; and  that  out  of 
the  said  30s.  yearly,  or  such  part  of  the  intended  rents  and  profits  as  should 
belong  to  Stoneleigh,  they  should  for  ever,  thereafter,  amend  and  repair  thq 
foot-bridges  in  Stoneleigh,  called  Hudson’s  Bridges,  so  that  the  same  might  be 
continued  and  kept  in  repair,  and  fit  for  passage  to  the  said  church  ; and  he 
gave  to  his  trustees  2s.  a-piece,  yearly,  for  their  care  and  pains  in  and  about 
the  same. 

The  remaining  third  of  the  messuage  and  yard  land  he  gave  to  Thomas 
Russell,  being  next  heir-at-law. 

There  have  been  various  successive  trust  deeds  of  this  property,  the  last  of 
which  is  an  indenture,  dated  the  2d  April  1812,  between  Joseph  Russell  of 
Cubington,  surviving  trustee  or  feoffee  of  the  messuage  and  lands  thereinafter 
described,  enfeoffed  and  appointed  by  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of  the  will  of 
Thomas  Sotherne,  deceased,  of  the  one  part ; and  John  Busby  Murcott,  and 
John  Bodington  of  Cubington,  George  Handley  of  Starton,  and  Thomas  Far- 
mer of'  Stoneleigh,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  after  reciting  the  will  of  Thomas 
Sotherne,  and  that  since  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Sotherne,  several  deeds 
of  feoffment  and  other  conveyances  had  been  executed  under  his  said  will,  of  the 
said  two  parts  of  the  said  messuage,  yard  land  and  allotment  of  land,  set  out  and 
awarded  on  the  inclosure  of  Cubington  fields,  in  lieu  thereof ; and  the  same  were 
in  and  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  the  1st  and  2d  February  1791, 
described  as  all  that  messuage  or  tenement,  barn,  stable  and  garden  thereto 
belonging,  in  Cubington,  aforesaid  ; and  also  all  those  two  closes  of  old  inclosed 
land,  containing  about  two  acres  ; and  also,  those  three  other  closes,  one  called 
Iron  Piece,  and  the  other  two  lying  in  the  then  late  open  fields  of  Cubington, 
aforesaid,  containing  about  21  acres,  more  or  less,  and  which  premises,  or  such 
part  as  were  then  lying  in  the  said  then  late  open  fields,  were  by  the  award  of 
the  commissioners,  made  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  inclosing 
the  same  fields,  set  out,  allotted  and  awarded  in  lieu  of  the  said  premises,  devised 
by  the  said  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Sotherne  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the 
said  Joseph  Russell,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  for  that  purpose  given  by  the 
said  will,  had  chosen  the  said  John  Busby  Murcott,  John  Bodington,  Thomas 
Plandley  and  Thomas  Farmer,  to  be  the  new  feoffees,  to  make  up  the  number 
of  four  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Joseph  Russell  granted  and  enfeoffed  to 
the  said  John  Busby  Murcott  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  said  several  premises,  as  mentioned  in  the  said  recited  indentures  of 
1791,  but  stating  the  three  closes  therein  last  mentioned,  to  have  been  all  part  of 
the  late  open  fields  of  Cubington;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Joseph 
Russell,  and  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust, 
to  employ  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  yearly,  at 
the  times  and  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas 
Sotherne. 

From  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  the  Act  for  inclosing  the  open 
and  common  fields  in  the  parish  of  Cubington,  dated  the  12th  February  1798, 
it  appears  that  William  Murcott  exchanged  with  the  trustees  and  feoffees  of 
Sotherne’s  charity,  one-third  part  or  share  of  a messuage  or  farm-house,  out- 
buildings, homestead  and  appurtenances,  in  Cubington,  and  his  one-third  part  or 
share  of  a close  of  old  inclosure,  in  Cubington,  called  Round  Close,  the  whole 
of  which  contained  by  statute  measure,  2 it.  & 20  r. ; and  also  his  one-third  or 
share  of  a close  of  old  inclosure  in  Cubington  called  Round  Croft  Close,  the 
whole  containing  by  statute  measure,  2 it.  & 8 p.  ; and  also,  his  one-third  part 
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the  whole  containing  by  statute  measure,  1 r.  & 9p-,  and  which  one-third  part 
of  the  said  several  premises  was  valued  by  the  commissioners  at  the  yearly  sum 
of  1/.  105.  2f*/.,  for  lands  of  equal  value  in  the  common  fields,  taken  from  the 
allotment  therein  made  to  the  said  trustees  and  feoffees. 

And  that  the  said  trustees  and  feoffees  exchanged  with  Thomas  Wightwick 
Knightley,  all  that  close  of  old  inclosure,  in  Cubington,  called  Lady  Croft 
Close,  valued  by  the  commissioners  at  the  yearly  sum  of  6s.  5 id.  for  lands  of 
equal  value  in  the  said  common  fields,  taken  from  the  allotment  to  the  said 
Thomas  Wightwick  Knightley,  and  added  to  the  allotment  to  the  said  trustees 
and  feoffees,  at  a certain  furlong  called  Round  Croft  Furlong,  adjoining  to 
the  common  town-street  of  Cubington,  and  containing  by  statute  measure 
• Ik.  & 21  p. 

And  by  the  award,  the  commissioners  awarded  to  the  trustees  and  feoffees  o 
Sotherne’s  charity,  owners  of  two  parts  out  of  three  of  a yard  land  and  com- 
mons thereto  belonging,  in  the  said  common  fields,  and  in  lieu  thereof  and  of 
the  said  close  in  Cubington,  called  Lady  Croft  Close,  so  exchanged  by  the  trus- 
tees and  feoffees,  with  Thomas  Wightwick  Knightley,  the  said  one-third  part  or 
share  of  and  in  the  said  messuage  or  farm  house,  outbuildings  and  closes,  called 
Round  Close,  Round  Croft  Close,  and  Lady  Croft  Close,  so  exchanged  by  the 
said  William  Murcott  with  the  said  trustees  and  feoffees,  and  all  that  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  lying  in  Hill  field,  containing  by  statute  measure,  22  a.  3 r.  3 Ip., 
including  the  ditches,  bounded  on  the  north-west  by  old  inclosures  belonging 
to  the  said  trustees  and  feoffees,  and  John  Buckerfield,  and  by  the  common 
town  street  of  Cubington,  aforesaid. 

The  premises  now  consist  of  a small  house  and  farm  buildings,  two  parcels  of 
old  inclosure,  but  one  of  which  has  the  appearance  of  having  been  formerly 
divided  into  two,  containing  altogether  about  two  acres  ; and  three  fields  of  new 
inclosure,  containing  about  21  acres,  all  now  on  lease  to  John  Smith,  for  seven 
years  from  Lady-day  1826,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  35/. ; the  same  tenant  had  held 
the  premises  upon  lease  for  14  years,  which  expired  at  Lady-day  1826,  at  the 
same  rent. 

The  premises,  in  both  instances,  were  let  upon  the  judgment  of  the  trustees, 
who  are  all  owners  or  occupiers  of  land,  in  the  parishes  interested,  and  they  are 
satisfied  with  the  amount. 

The  house  is  not  occupied  by  the  tenant,  but  islet  out  by  him  to  labourers. 

All  the  buildings  have  been  put  into  repair  by  the  tenant,  under  the  terms  of 
his  lease,  and  the  trustees  do  not  consider  that  the  present  mode  of  occupying 
the  house  is  prejudicial  to  the  property. 

The  tenant  pays  the  rent  to  the  trustees  for  the  different  parishes,  in  the  fol- 
lowing proportions,  agreeing  with  the  apportionment  made  by  the  donor  of  me 
4 /.  originally  reserved  : — 

13/.  25.  6d.  being  3-8ths  to  the  trustees  for  Cubington, 

13  /.  2 5.  6d.  other  3-8ths  to  the  trustee  for  Stoneleigh,  and 
8/.  155.,  the  remaining  2-Sths,  to  the  trustee  for  Starton. 

The  trustees  for  Cubington  make  out  a list  about  Christmas,  of  the  poor, 
allotting  to  each  the  sum  which  they  think  they  ought  to  receive,  and  the  dis- 
tribution is  made  accordingly,  generally  at  the  school-house ; all  the  poor 
parishioners  are  included  in  the  list,  and  receive  something  ; widows  receive 
from  5s.  to  J s.  each,  other  persons  5s.  or  under,  according  to  the  size  of  their 
families  and  their  necessities. 

Church  Land. 

There  is  a small  parcel  of  land  near  the  village,  containing  about  3-4ths  of  an 
acre,  which  has  from  time  immemorial  been  let  bv  the  churchwardens,  who  have 
applied  the  rent  towards  the  repair  of  the  church,  but  it  is  not  known  how  tne 
property  in  it  was  acquired  ; it  is  now  let  to  Mr.  John  Bodington,  of  Cubington, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  2/.  105.,  which  appears  to  be  its  fair  value.

Edwards’s  Charities. 

I he  particulars  of  the  will  of  Mr.  William  Edwards,  of  Kenilworth,  and  of 
the  property  therein  devised  by  him,  for  the  establishment  of  a school  at  Hatton, 
a school  at  Kenilworth,  and  a fund  for  the  distribution  of  clothing  and  Bibles, 
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to  the  poor  of  Kenilworth  and  Hatton,  will  be  found  in  a preceding  part  of 
this  Report,  among  the  charities  at  Hatton.  The  state  and  application  of  the 
property  appropriated  to  the  first  and  third  of  these  objects,  are  also  there 
detailed.  It  remains  to  speak  more  particularly  in  this  place  of  the — 

School  at  Kenilworth. — The  property  belonging  to  this  branch  of 
Edwards’s  charities,  consists  of  a farm,  containing  the  following  parcels,  as 
described  in  a map,  taken  in  1820  : — •

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This  farm  is  on  lease  to  Judd  Harding  and  William  Randall,  for  seven  years 
from  Lady-day  1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 0/.,  which  appears  to  be  its  fair 
value. 

It  has  been  usual  for  the  trustees  to  pay  for  the  repairs  of  the  farm,  and  to 
supply  materials  for  the  repair  of  the  school-house,  and  after  paying  a chief  rent 
of  15^.  to  the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  to  pay  over  the  balance  of  the  rent  to  the 
schoolmaster.  In  1824  and  1825,  the  master  received  42/.  only  in  each  year, 
and  the  rest  of  the  rents  of  those  years  amounting  to  54/.  105.,  together  with 
15/.  received  for  timber,  and  18/.  145.  10  g?.,  borrowed  from  the  account  of 
the  Coat  and  Gown  Charity,  was  applied  lo  the  payment  of  repairs  of  the 
malthouse  and  farm  buildings,  and  for  posts  and  rails  there,  amounting  to 
88/.  45.  10 d. 

The  schoolmaster  occupies  rent-free  the  school-house,  built  by  Mr.  Edwards’s 
widow,  pursuant  to  the  directions  in  the  codicil  to  his  will,  and  instructs,  gra- 
tuitously, in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  all  the  poor  boys,  being  children 
of  parishioners,  who  choose  to  attend. 

The  funds  of  this  school,  being  now  in  all  probability  freed  from  the  charge 
of  repairs  for  some  time  to  come,  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  debt  to  the  Coat 
and  Gown  estate  is  paid  off,  the  trustees  will  be  enabled  out  of  the  income 
to  make  some  provision  for  books  and  other  necessaries  for  the  school,  which 
has  not  hitherto  been  done. 

Coat  and  Gown  Charity. — Under  this  branch  of  Edzvards’s  charities,  the 
poor  of  Kenilworth  were  entitled  by  the  terms  of  his  will  to  receive  in  every 
second  year,  six  coats  and  six  gowns,  for  poor  men  and  widows  of  the  parish, 
and  such  portion  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  of  the  charity  estate  to  be  given 
in  Bibles,  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit.  The  additions  that  have  been  made 
to  these  distributions,  as  the  rents  have  improved,  have  been  already  detailed 
in  the  account  of  the  charities  at  Hatton,  above  referred  to. 


William  Turner’s  Charity. 

William  Turner , of  Kenilworth,  schoolmaster,  by  his  will,  proved  in  the 
Consistory  Court  of  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  the  10th  October 
1/90,  directed,  that  100/.  should  be  paid  by  his  trustee  and  executor,  into  the 
hands  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  within 
twelve  months  after  the  death  of  his  sister,  Ann  Turner,  upon  trust,  to  put 
the  same  out  on  good  land  security,  and  pay  and  apply  the  interest  thereof, 
yearly,  to  some  proper  person,  to  be  by  them  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
instructing  eight  poor  Protestant  children  of  the  said  parish  of  Kenilworth 
to  read,  thereby  enabling  them  to  become  pupils  of  the  free  school  in  Kenil- 
worth aforesaid:  And  he  willed,  that  the  said  vicar  and  churclnvardens  for 
the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  should  cause  the  said  children  to  attend 
divine  service  every  Sabbath-day. 

This  legacy  of  100/.  is  at  present  invested  on  the  security  of  the  turnpike 
tolls  of  the  roads  from  Coventry  to  Warwick,  and  from  Coventry  to  Martyn’s 
Gutter,  in  the  county  of  the  city  of  Coventry,  and  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
under  the  powers  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  5/th  year  of  his  late  Majesty  King 
George  the  3d:  the  security  bears  date  the  26th  November  I8I7. 

The 
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The  interest,  being  51.  annually,  is  paid  to  a school-mistress,  residing  on 
Kenilworth  Green,  for  teaching  eight  poor  boys  of  the  parish,  appointed  by 
the  churchwardens,  to  read.  The  children  are  generally  of  the  age  of  six  or 
seven  years  when  sent  to  her,  and  when  sufficiently  prepared,  are  sent  from 
her  school  to  Edwards’s.

Charity, 
continued. 
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Earl  of  Clarendon’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Earl  of  Clarendon , by  will,  dated  5th  July  177-^j  and  proved  at  Earl  of  Clarendons 
Doctors  Commons,  the  5th  January  1787,  gave  200/.  to  the  rector,  vicar  and  Charity, 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  in  Warwickshire,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  that  parish,  which  sum  he  would  have  laid  out  in  the  funds,  or  in 
the  best  permanent  '■manner,  for  their  annual  relief,  according  to  the  opinion 
of  the  said  rector,  vicar  and  churchwardens,  for  the  time  being. 

This  legacy  was  lent  at  Michaelmas  1789,  to  the  vestry  of  the  parish  of 
Kenilworth,  on  mortgage  of  the  premises  used  for  a parish  workhouse,  at 
five  per  cent  interest.  The  yearly  interest  is  applied  towards  the  support  of 
a school  of  industry,  for  thirty  girls  of  the  said  parish. 

This  school  is  superintended  by  a schoolmistress,  who  teaches  the  girls  to 
read  and  work.  The  girls  are  selected  by  Dr.  Butler  the  vicar,  and  the  church- 
wardens. The  further  expense  of  the  establishment,  beyond  the  10/.  received 
as  the  interest  of  Lord  Clarendon’s  gift,  is  supplied  from  private  sources. 

Denton’s  Charity. 

George  Denton , of  Warwick,  by  will,  dated  the  10th  May  1G44,  gave  to  Denton’s  Charity. 
William  Phipps,  Francis  Gramer,  Thomas  Lee,  and  John  Shacrost,  and  their 
heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  the  high  town 
of  Kenilworth,  then  in  the  several  tenures  of  Alice  Ball,  widow,  Jane  Capp, 
widow,  and  Elizabeth  Wiggins,  spinster,  in  trust,  to  receive  and  employ  all  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  towards  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  people 
of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  yearly  ; and  it  was  his  will,  that  upon  the  death  of 
any  two  of  his  said  trustees,  the  survivors  should  choose  two  other  honest  and 
discreet  men  of  the  said  parish,  to  succeed  the  two  former,  by  estating  them  in 
the  premises,  and  so  for  ever ; and  it  was  his  desire,  that  there  should  be  an 
account  made  yearly,  at  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  by  his  trustees,  to  me 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  as  well  of  the  receipts  as  of  the 
disbursements  of  the  rents  of  the  said  premises,  the  charge  of  such  account  to  be 
deducted  out  of  the  profits  ; and  he  desired,  that  the  then  three  tenants  should 
each  enjoy  their  several  parts  and  rooms  in  the  said  tenements,  during  their  lives, 
if  they  were  so  minded,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6-s.  Sd.  each,  they  keeping  their 
several  parts  in  good  repair;  and  that  when  any  of  them  should  die,  the  part  of 
her  so  dying,  should  be  employed  for  the  best  advantage  of  the  poor  aforesaid. 

The  earliest  and  only  trust  deed,  which  appears  respecting  this  charity,  is  an 
indenture,  dated  the  13th  September  1765,  between  Thomas  Man,  esquire, 

John  Cattell,  and  Edward  Riley,  all  of  Kenilworth,  of  the  one  part ; and  Robert 
Man,  and  Francis  Yardley,  of  Kenilworth,  of  the  other  part;  whereby,  after 
reciting  the  said  will,  and  further,  that  the  four  trustees  named  in  the  said  will, 
were  then  long  since  dead,  and  that  the  said  trust  had  been  fulfilled  and  executed, 
by  having  alwrays  four  feoffees  legally  instated  in  the  premises,  in  the  room  of 
feoffees  dying,  and  that  there  were  then  but  three  feofiees  living,  that  is  to  say, 
the  said  Thomas  Man,  John  Cattell  and  Edward  Riley,  to  act  in  the  said  trust ; 
and  that  the  said  Thomas  Man,  by  reason  of  his  great  age,  and  other  infirmities, 
was  unable  to  act  further  therein  ; it  was  witnessed,  That  the  said  Thomas  Man, 
thereby  resigned  his  interest  in  the  said  trust,  to  the  said  John  Cattell  and  Edward 
Riley ; and  the  said  John  Cattell  and  Edward  Riley,  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
will  might  be  duly  fulfilled,  by  having  four  feofiees  to  act  in  the  execution  of  the 
said  trust,  granted,  bargained,  sold,  enfeoffed  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Robert 
Man  and  Francis  Yardley,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  the  said  messuage  or 
tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Francis  Clements 
Cooper  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  grantors  and  grantees,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  in  trust,  for  the  uses  expressed  in  the  will  of  the  said  George 
Denton. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  6th  July  1716,  betwreen  John  Cattell,  Edward  Riley, 

Robert  Man,  and  Francis  Yardley,  of  the  one  part ; and  William  Best,  of  Kenil- 
worth, clerk,  and  William  Butler  and  Robert  Uniatte,  churchwardens  of  Kenil- 
worth, of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  cottage  or  tenement  thereinafter 
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mentioned,  was  very  ruinous,  and  out  of  repair,  by  reason  of  the  wilful  waste 
therein  committed  by  Francis  Clements,  the  late  tenant,  and  that  the  said 
Francis  Clements,  by  reason  of  his  poverty,  was  unable  to  disburse  any  money 
towards  the  reparation  thereof;  and  that  on  examination  into  the  charges  for 
repairing  the  same,  for  the  conveniences  of  three  widows,  to  inhabit  therein, 
according  to  the  will  of  George  Denton,  they  would  amount  to  the  sum  of  1 IT. ; 
and  that  the  parties  of  the  frst  part,  feoffees  in  trust,  could  not  by  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  put  the  same  into  repair,  but  were  obliged  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
11  /.  towards  such  reparations  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  said 
sum  of  11  /.,  paid  to  them  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  the  said  parties  of 
the  frst  part,  granted,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns,  all  that  cottage  or  tene- 
ment, containing  three  little  bays  of  building,  one  garden,  one  orchard  or  back- 
side, with  one  barn,  containing  one  little  bay  of  building,  with  the  appurtenances, 
situate  in  the  high  town  of  Kenilworth,  late  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Francis 

Clements,  and  then  in  the  several  occupations  of Lee,  widow, Gibbs, 

widow,  and  Mary  Cleaver,  widow,  and  also  all  those  three  nail  acres  of  arable 
land,  lying  dispersedly  in  the  open  and  common  fields  of  Kenilworth  aforesaid, 
to  the  said  cottage  or  tenement,  belonging,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  the 
said  John  Cattell,  to  hold  for  the  term  of  1,000  years,  from  the  day  next  before 
the  date  thereof,  provided  that  on  repayment  of  the  said  11 /.  with  lawful  interest, 
on  the  5th  July  1717>  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  the  said  indenture, 
and  the  said  term  thereby  granted,  should  be  void  ; and  that  until  default  in 
payment,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  hold 
and  enjoy  the  said  premises,  and  take  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  apply 
the  same  to  the  uses  declared  in  the  will  of  George  Denton. 

We  find  no  evidence  of  the  11  /.  thus  lent  having  been  ever  repaid. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  in  Kenilworth,  under  the  Act 
passed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  28th  George  2d,  an  allotment  containing 
3 a.  1 r.  25f.  lying  on  the  south-west  side  of  Prior’s  field,  was  awarded  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  and  their  successors, 
being  proprietors,  in  trust,  of  one  acre  and  a half  of  land,  belonging  to  houses 
called  the  Widows  Charity  Houses,  lying  in  the  three  large  fields  in  the  said 
award  mentioned,  with  commons  to  the  same  belonging. 

This  property  has  been  for  many  years  under  the  management  of  the  church- 
wardens. The  old  building,  called  the  Widows  Charity  Houses,  which  was 
situated  near  the  church  in  Kenilworth,  and  consisted  of  three  tenements  under 
one  roof,  was  occupied  by  three  widows  of  the  parish,  appointed  to  reside  therein 
rent-free  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens.  That  old  building  has  been 
lately  taken  down,  being  in  a state  of  bad  repair,  and  four  houses  are  now  in 
the  course  of  being  rebuilt  on  the  site,  to  be  applied  to  the  residence  of  four 
poor  widows. 

The  expense  of  this  building  is  estimated  at  110/.,  towards  which  it  is 
intended  to  apply  a legacy  of  100/.,  which  was  given  by  the  late  Lord  Clarendon 
to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  the  interest  to  be  applied  by  them  to  the  use 
of  the  poor,  the  parish  officers  undertaking  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  at  five 
per  cent,  to  be  applied  according  to  the  purposes  of  the  will. 

Dr.  Butler,  vicar  of  Kenilworth,  has  given  50/.  towards  the  cost  of  the 
building,  and  the  remainder  will  be  paid  by  the  parish.  The  three  widows 
lately  occupying  the  old  house  are  provided  with  lodgings  by  the  parish,  till 
the  new  buildings  shall  be  completed. 

The  allotment  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  Elizabeth  Bod- 
ington,  for  fourteen  years  from  Lady-day  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6/.  6s., 
which  appears  to  be  a fair  rent ; it  had  been  previously  on  lease  to  her  late  hus- 
band, for  twenty-one  years  from  Lady-day  1800,  at  the  same  rent. 

This  rent  is  brought  by  the  churchwardens,  with  other  charitable  funds,  into 
a general  account,  for  distribution  among  the  poor,  the  particulars  of  which  will 
be  noticed  below. 

A lease  of  the  land  to  Mrs.  Bodington  has  been  prepared,  but  is  not  yet 
executed,  in  which  the  above  rent  is  reserved,  to  be  disposed  of  and  applied  for 
the  use  of  a charity  or  benefaction  belonging  to  this  parish,  and  called  the 
Widows  Charity. 
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Duchess  Dudley’s  Charity. 

A full  account  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Kenilworth. 

Report,  under  the  head  of  Charities  in  the  Parish  of  Bidford.  

The  proportion  of  rent  due  to  Kenilworth  (amounting  in  1825  to  22/.  5s.  6d.,  DuchJ}1sa^l”clIey  s 

but  which  in  future  will  receive  a considerable,  annual  addition),  is  paid  to  the  v ia'ly~ 

churchwardens,  and  carried  by  them  to  the  general  account,  for  distribution 
among  the  poor. 


Waite’s  Charity. 

Stephen  Waite,  by  will,  dated  the  15th  September  1727>  gave  to  Sir  William  Waite’s  Charity. 
Williamson,  baronet,  all  his  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, in  the  county  of  Durham,  or  elsewhere  in  England,  and  all  his  mort- 
gages, and  all  other  his  real  and  personal  estate,  in  trust,  to  pay  his  debts,  and 
certain  legacies  given  by  his  will,  and  among  others,  to  pay  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  town  of  Kenilworth  (the  place  of  his  nativity)  the  sum 
of  100/.,  at  the  end  of  a year  after  his  death,  to  be  by  them  and  their  successors 
put  out  and  kept  at  interest,  or  otherwise,  at  their  discretion,  laid  out  in  pur- 
chasing lands  or  tenements,  the  rents  and  profits  whereof,  and  also  the  interest 
money,  in  the  mean  time  should  be  yearly  paid  and  applied  by  them  in  putting 
out  or  binding  a poor  boy  in  the  said  town  of  Kenilworth,  to  be  apprenticed  to 
some  trade  or  employment,  to  be  chosen  by  them  and  their  successors,  as  they 
should  think  fit. 

By  indenture,  dated  20th  August  1729,  between  Job  Hancarne,  and  Jane  his 
wife,  of  the  one  part ; and  William  Best,  vicar  of  Kenilworth,  and  Thomas 
Lee  and  Richard  Ward,  then  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  of 
the  other  part ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Job  and  Jane,  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  100/.,  being  the  money  which  had  been  given  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  town  of  Kenilworth,  by  the  will  of  Stephen  Waite,  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  there,  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  their  heirs  and  successors,  a meadow  or  inclosed  meadow  ground, 
with  the  barn  therein  standing,  and  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Kenilworth,  being  part  of  certain  closes,  called  the  Wood  Closes  otherwise  the 
the  Rough  Closes,  a lane  leading  to  Stockton  Field  lying  north,  and  a lane 
called  Violl’s  Lane  lying  south  of  the  same  ; to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and 
successors,  to  the  use  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Kenil- 
worth for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  in  trust,  only  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  said  Stephen 
Waite  ; and  the  said  Job  and  his  wife  covenanted  to  levy  a fine  of  the  premises, 
as  therein  mentioned,  which  should  enure  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

The  land  thus  purchased,  upon  which  there  has  been  no  building  standing 
within  memory,  consists  at  present  of  two  fields,  containing  4 a.  2r.,  which  are 
nov/  held  by  John  Hopkins,  under  a lease  for  fourteen  years  from  Lady-day 
1825,  in  which  is  included  a part  of  the  land,  of  which  mention  will  be 
made  under  the  head  of  Counceli’s  and  other  Charities,  the  latter  containing 
1a.  & 25 p.  making  in  the  whole  5a.  2r.  25p.  at  the  annual  rent  of  10/.,  of 
which  about  8/.  will  be  the  portion  applicable  to  Waite’s  Charity. 

The  whole  rent  of  10/.  is  carried  to  the  churchwardens  account,  out  of 
which  disbursements  are  made  for  charitable  purposes,  which  we  shall  presently 
specify. 

Ann  Fox’s  Charity. 

A memorandum  in  an  old  churchwarden’s  book  of  this  parish,  dated  February  Ann  Fox’s  Charity. 
1 6th,  1724-5,  states,  that  Ann  Fox,  late  of  Kenilworth,  spinster,  by  her  will, 
charged  her  close  or  free  land,  then  in  the  tenure  of  John  Mumford,  of  Kenil- 
worth, with  the  annual  sum  of  20.?.,  for  ever,  towards  putting  a parish  boy 
apprentice,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
Kenilworth,  for  the  time  being. 

The  annual  sum  of  1/.,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is  received  from  Bayes 
Cotton,  esquire,  the  owner  of  five  or  six  closes  of  land  at  Kenilworth,  on  one 
of  which  the  annuity  is  understood  to  have  been  charged. 

This  annuity  is  carried  to  the  churchwardens  account. 


Councell’s  and  other  Charities. 

A benefaction  table  in  the  church  of  this  parish  records,  that  Thomas  Ciu  icell  Councell’snnd 
gave  the  interest  of  10/.,  forever,  to  be  given  in  bread,  on  Candlemas-day,  other  Chanties, 
yearly.

That  Francis  Power  gave  the  interest  of  10/.,  for  ever. 

That  Thomas  Johnson  gave  the  interest  of  10/..  for  ever. 

That  Thomas  Cook  gave  the  interest  of  5L,  for  ever. 

That  Joseph  Tyrer  gave  the  interest  of  61.,  for  ever,  to  be  given  in  bread 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  yearly. 

That  Thomas  Sutton  gave  the  interest  of  61.,  for  ever,  to  be  given  in  bread 
on  Trinity  Sunday,  yearly. 

And  that  William  Brooks  gave  the  interest  of  51.,  forever,  to  be  given  in 
bread  on  Christmas-day,  yearly. 


After  mentioning  some  other  benefactions,  of  which  an  account  is  elsewhere 
given,  the  benefaction  table  adds,  that  two  parcels  of  land,  situate  in  the 
Castle  End,  then  let  at  405.,  yearly,  were  purchased  with  the  principal  money 
belonging  to  part  of  the  charities  thus  recorded. 

The  above-mentioned  benefactions  amount  together  to  the  sum  of  52/. ; and 
it  appears,  that  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  of  the  parishioners,  attested  by 
a memorandum  in  the  churchwardens  book,  dated  the  2fith  December  1748, 
“ that  some  charity  money  belonging  to  the  parish  should  be  laid  out  in  a pur- 
chase of  land,  as  soon  as  one  could  be  had,”  a purchase  was  made  of  a close 
or  pmgle,  lying  in  a place  called  the  Castle  End,  in  Kenilworth,  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  road  leading  to  Warwick,  containing  1a.  & 25 p.,  and  four  several 
lands,  lying  in  a field  in  Kenilworth,  called  Cross  Field,  and  one  other  piece 
of  land  in  the  said  field,  containing  in  the  whole  1 a.  & 33p.,  which  by  inden- 
ture, dated  the  26th  March  1749,  were,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  40/., 
conveyed  by  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Hyde  commonly  called  Lord  Corn- 
bury,  to  William  Butler  and  Thomas  Garlick,  of  Kenilworth,  churchwardens,  and 
Richard  Sharp,  George  Hately  and  John  Hayward,  of  the  same  place,  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  that  parish  ; to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust, 
for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Kenilworth,  and  to  be  disposed  of  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  in  such  manner  as  they  and  their 
successors,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  for  the  time  being, 
should  direct  or  appoint. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  this  parish,  the  commissioners 
awarded  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Kenilworth,  in  lieu  of  their 
land  in  Crossfield,  an  allotment  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of  that  field, 
containing  by  admeasurement,  3 r.  & 'Jf.,  including  the  ditches  on  the  north 
and  west  sides  thereof,  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  new  intended  road  to  lead 
over  Crossfield. 

This  allotment  of  3r.  7p.  is  held  by  Robert  Draper,  jointly  with  another 
parcel  of  about  two  acres,  belonging  to  the  church,  under  a lease  for  fourteen 
years  from  Lady-day  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5/.,  which  appears  to  be  the 
value,  and  of  which  there  is  apportioned  to  the  church  the  sum  of  31.  1 5 s., 
and  to  these  charities  the  sum  of  1 /.  5s. 

The  land  at  Castle  End,  containing  as  stated  in  the  purchase  deed,  1 a.  & 25 p. 
is  held  as  before  mentioned,  by  John  Hopkins,  jointly  with  4a.  2r.,  belonging 
to  Waite’s  charity,  at  a rent  of  10/.,  of  which  about  2/.  is  the  portion  applicable 
to  these  charities,  which  with  the  1/.  5s.  above  mentioned,  is  carried  to  the 
churchwardens  account. 

It  does  not  appear  what  became  of  the  remaining  12/.  of  the  benefactions. 
In  the  absence  of  any  other  account,  it  may  be  presumed  that  it  was  from  that 
source  that  was  derived  the  11/.  which  was  lent  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens for  the  repairs  of  Denton’s  houses,  as  mentioned  in  our  account  of 
that  charity,  and  which  it  is  possible  was  never  repaid. 


The  several  charitable  funds  which  are  thus  carried  to  the  churchwardens

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Out  of  these  funds,  5/.  a year  is  applied  in  the  apprenticing  a poor  boy  of  the  Kenilworth. 

parish,  in  respect  of  the  charities  of  Waite  and  Fox.  CouncelFI  and 

Other  part  of  the  fund  is  applied  in  a purchase  of  coals  in  the  winter,  which  other  charities, 
are  sold  to  the  poor  at  a reduced  price,  and  the  money  received  is  applied  to  continued. 
a further  purchase,  till  the  whole  is  exhausted.  The  cost  of  the  coals  to  the  ^ — — 

charity  fund  in  the  winter  of  1825-6,  was  16/.  19s.  The  widows  in  Denton’s 
houses  have  also  a ton  of  coals  each  given  to  them,  the  cost  of  which  in  the  same 
winter  was  about  31.  3s. 

A distribution  of  bread  also  takes  place  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  consisting  of 
shilling  and  sixpenny  loaves,  which  are  given  to  all  the  poor  in  the  parish,  in 
quantities  proportioned  to  the  size  of  their  families,  allowing  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible 6d.  a head ; the  cost  last  year  was  15/.  11 5.  6d. 

These  disbursements  have  been  rather  below  the  usual  average. 

The  late  Earl  of  Clarendon’s  Charity. 

The  late  Earl  of  Clarendon , by  his  will,  dated  5th  May  1810,  and  proved  in  Earl  of  Clarendon's 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  in  may  1824,  gave  the  sum  of  100/.  to  the  Charity, 
rector  or  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Kenilworth,  in  Warwick- 
shire, for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  which  sum  he  would  have  laid 
out  in  the  funds,  or  in  the  best  permanent  manner  for  their  annual  relief,  accord- 
ing to  the  opinion  of  the  said  rector  or  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being,  and  he  thereby  recommended  to  the  said  rector  or  vicar  and  church- 
wardens, in  the  distribution  of  the  interest  or  dividends,  to  pay  attention  to 
the  circumstances  of  such  as  should  require  assistance,  and  who  had  not  applied 
to  the  parish  for  relief. 

We  have  already  seen,  under  the  head  of  Denton’s  Charity,  that  this  legacy 
had  been  lent  to  the  parish,  to  be  applied  towards  the  rebuilding  the  alms- 
houses given  by  that  benefactor,  the  parishioners  undertaking  that  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  shall  pay  out  of  the  poor’s  rates,  interest  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent, 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  purposes  pointed  out  in  the  earl’s  will. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  no  interest  had  been  paid,  the  loan  having  been 
then  recently  made;  but  we  are  informed,  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  vicar 
and  churchwardens  to  apply  the  interest,  when  received,  specifically  to  the  use 
of  the  poor  widows  in  the  almshouses,  or  other  aged  and  infirm  persons  belong- 
ing to  the  parish. 

Church  Lands. 

There  are  several  parcels  of  land  in  the  parish,  the  rents  of  which  are  appli-  Church  Lands, 
cable  to  the  repairs  of  the  church,  but  the  origin  of  which  is  unknown.  The 
following  are  the  particulars,  viz. — 

1.  — Two  parcels  of  inclosed  land  called  the  Church  Closes,  containing  about 
5 acres,  and  an  allotment  under  the  parish  inclosure  at  the  north-west  corner 
of  Knoll  Hill  common,  containing  2 it.  27 p.,  awarded,  together  with  another 
allotment  of  2a.  & 19p.,  after  mentioned,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
in  lieu  of  1^-  acre  of  land,  being  church  charity  land,  lying  in  the  common 
fields. 

These  parcels  are  now  on  lease  to  Mrs.  Hannah  Garlick,  for  14  years  from 
Lady-day  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  11/. 

2.  — A piece  of  land,  containing  about  5 acres,  in  the  parish  of  Kenilworth, 
lying  open  on  one  side  to  other  land,  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Clarendon, 
from  which  it  is  distinguished  by  the  mark  of  an  old  hedge,  let  to  William 
Bodington,  for  14  years  from  Lady-day  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7/*,  payable 
to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  to  and  for  the  reparation  of  the  parish  church 
of  Kenilworth.  This  land  lies  two  miles  from  the  town,  and  is  of  inferior 
quality  to  the  land  last  mentioned;  the  tenant  holds  it  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
adjoining  land,  which  he  rents  of  Lord  Clarendon. 

3.  — A slinget,  or  parcel  of  land,  in  a lane  leading  from  Clinton  Green,  for- 
merly called  Clinton-lane,  and  now  Cripplegate-lane,  containing  about  one  acre 
and  a half,  with  a hovel  thereon,  and  the  allotment  of  2 a.  & 19  p.,  mentioned 
under  N’  1,  let  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bodington  for  21  years  from  Lady-day  1825, 
at  the  rent  of  7 /.  7s-  A lease  has  been  prepared,  but  not  executed. 

This  land  had  been  previously  held  at  the  same  rent,  under  a lease  for  28 
years  fom  Lady-day,  1800. 

4.  — A parcel  of  inclosed  ground,  in  Broad  Oak  Common,  containing  about 
two  acres,  on  lease,  together  with  the  allotment  of  3 r.  k 7p.  before  mentioned. 
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to  Robert  Draper,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5/.,  of  which,  31.  I05.  is  apportioned  to 
the  church. 

All  the  above  leases  are  granted  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  and  are 
determinable  at  the  end  of  seven  years  by  either  party,  on  six  months  notice. 

5. — Two, houses  adjoining  the  slinget,  N°3,  occupied  by  Thomas  Hitchcocks 
and  William  Pain,  and  for  which  the  overseers  pay  an  annual  rent  of  3 /.  10s. 

These  rents  are  brought  into  the  churchwardens  general  account. 

Besides  these,  the  following  small  sums  are  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
and  carried  to  their  general  account ; but  we  can  find  no  distinct  intimation  of 
the  objects  for  which  they  were  given,  or  have  been  appropriated. 

6s.  Sd.  paid  by  W.  H.  Butler,  esquire,  in  respect  of  a piece  of  land  belonging 
to  him,  called  Priest’s  Croft. 

105.  a year,  paid  by  Mr.  William  Leeson,  as  the  rent  of  a small  piece  of  garden 
ground. 

2 5.  6d.  paid  by  the  executor  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Wright,  as  the  rent  of 
a small  slinget  of  land  adjoining  to  his  house  and  garden  in  Kenilworth,  and 
lying  open  at  one  end  to  his  croft.  The  boundary  of  the  land  at  the  western 
end  is  not  ascertained,  but  the  parcel  must  be  small,  and  a foot-path  runs 
over  it. 

Mary  Turner’s  Charity. 

As  to  this  charity,  see  the  parish  of  Bubbenhall.  The  annual  sum  of  C5.  8 d., 
in  respect  of  it,  appears  to  have  been  received  at  Kenilworth,  till  about  40  years 
ago,  since  which  it  has  been  discontinued. 


PARISH  OF  LEEK  WOOTTON. 

Duchess  Dudley’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  the  charities 
of  Bidford,  given  in  a former  part  of  this  Report. 

The  portion  of  rent  belonging  to  Leek  Wootton,  is  received  from  Mr.  Butler, 
of  Kenilworth.  It  amounted  last  year,  to  11 /.  15.  9d.,  but  will  in  future,  as  we 
have  seen,  receive  a considerable  increase.  It  is  distributed,  together  with  a 
sum  of  405.,  mentioned  below,  and  other  voluntary  gifts,  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens, among  all  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

A list  of  the  poor  is  previously  made  out,  and  the  shares  to  be  paid  to  each 
are  proportioned  to  the  number  in  the  respective  families;  the  largest  sum  given 
last  year  to  one  family,  was  10  5.  Widows,  receive  5 s.  each,  and  a small  sum 
is  generally  kept  in  hand,  to  be  applied  in  cases  of  peculiar  necessity. 

Mallory’s  and  other  Charities. 

Upon  a tablet  in  the  belfry  of  the  church  at  Leek  Wootton,  but  which  is 
mutilated  in  some  parts,  it  appears  that  a person,  whose  name  and  the  date  of 
the  gift  are  torn  out,  gave  405.,  the  interest  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  for  ever. 

That  in  1713,  Samuel  Mallory,  gave  10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  for  ever. 

That  in  1717>  James  Hickin,  of  this  parish,  gave  12/.,  the  interest  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  poor  thereof,  half-yearly,  for  ever 

That  in  1759,  Robert  Mallory,  of  this  parish,  gave  1 6 /.,  the  interest  thereof  to 
be  distributed  half-yearly. 

These  several  benefactions  amount  in  the  whole,  to  40/.,  of  which  the  sum  of 
25/.  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  vicar,  and  is  now  in  those  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cox, 
of  Atherstone,  his  executor,  who  expresses  himself  ready  to  pay  the  same  to  any 
person  whom  the  parish  shall  appoint  to  receive  it. 

The  further  sum  of  10/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Burbury,  of  Wootton 
Grange,  and  the  remaining  51.  is  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Jaggard,  the  occupier  ot 
a farm  in  the  parish. 

Interest  at  5 /.  per  cent  is  received  for  these  several  sums.  It  amounts  in  the 
whole  to  2/.,  which  is  included  in  the  distribution  before  mentioned. 

Winter’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Winter,  of  Wootton  Grange,  in  the  parish  of  Leek  ootton,  by  will, 
dated  the  1st  June  177b,  gave  to  the  llev.  Charles  Dodson,  of  Leek  Wootton, 
and  Samuel  Butler,  of  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  the  sum  of  200/.,  which  he  had 
advanced  on  the  credit  of  the  tolls  arising  from  the  turnpike-road  leading  from 

the 
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the  Warwick-road,  near  Solihull,  to  the  guide-post  in  Kenilworth,  and  from 
Stone  bridge,  to  meet  the  aforesaid  road  on  Balsall  common,  in  the  county  of 
Warwick  ; and  his  will  was,  that  the  said  200/.  should  be  continued  at  interest, 
in  the  names  of  the  said  Samuel  Butler,  the  Rev.  John  Clark,  D.  D.  vicar  of 
Leek  Wootton,  Robert  Campion,  of  Woodcot,  in  the  parish  of  Leek  Wootton, 

Perks,  of  Woodlow,  in  the  same  parish,  widow,  and  William  Birch,  of 

Woodlees,  in  the  same  parish,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  upon  government  or 
real  security;  and  he  willed,  that  the  dividends  and  interest  of  the  said  200/. 
should  be  yearly  applied  by  his  trustees,  for  and  towards  and  in  augmentation  of 
the  salary  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free  English  school,  then  subsisting  in  Leek 
Wootton;  and  during  such  time  as  there  should  be  no  such  schoolmaster,  then 
for  a salary  for  a mistress,  to  teach  poor  children  belongingto  the  parish  of  Leek 
Wootton,  aforesaid,  to  read  ; but  if  at  any  time  there  should  be  no  such  school- 
master or  schoolmistress,  that  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  his  trustees  to  dispose 
of  the  interest  of  the  said  200/.,  during  such  vacancy  of  a schoolmaster  and 
schoolmistress,  and  no  longer,  to  such  charitable  uses,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  of  Leek  Wootton  aforesaid,  as  by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
be  judged  most  proper  and  useful  ; and  he  further  willed,  that  whenever  the 
number  of  his  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  securities  should  from 
time  to  time  be  changed,  and  taken  in  the  names  of  those  three  surviving  trus- 
tees, together  with  the  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Leek  Wootton,  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  persons  who  for  the  time  being  should  be  occupiers  of  the  same 
farms,  called  Woodcote  Farm,  Woodlow  Farm,  Woodlees  Farm,  and  Wootton 
Grange  Farm. 

The  original  trustees  named  in  the  will,  are  all  dead,  and  no  others  have  been 
appointed.  The  present  occupier  of  the  house  belonging  to  Woodcote  farm, 
mentioned  in  the  will,  is  Mrs.  Holbecb,  and  the  occupiers  of  the  other  farms 
therein  mentioned,  are  Mr.  William  Cook,  occupier  of  Woodlow  farm, 
Mr.  William  Ledbroke,  occupier  of  Woodlees  farm,  and  Mr.  John  Burbury, 
occupier  of  Wootton  Grange  farm. 

The  200/.  still  remains  on  the  security  of  the  turnpike  tolls  above  mentioned. 
The  interest  at  5 per  certt,  being  10/.  a year,  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
a school  in  Leek  Wootton  ; for  this,  with  further  remuneration  arising  from 
private  contributions,  he  teaches  all  the  poor  children  of  the  parish,  reading, 
■writing  and  accounts.  The  girls  are  taught  to  sew,  in  addition  to  their  other 
instruction,  by  the  master’s  wife. 

The  school  is  under  the  management  of  the  vicar  and  Mrs.  Holbech  ; it  is 
held  in  a house  belonging  to  Chandos  Leigh,  esq.,  voluntarily  appropriated  by 
him  to  this  use,  rent  free. 

Church  Land. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  Wootton,  the  commissioners,  by 
their  award,  dated  the  27th  March  1822,  awarded  to  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens of  Leek  Wootton,  and  their  successors,  as  owners  of,  and  in  lieu  of  and 
full  compensation  for,  certain  lands  theretofore  lying  dispersed  in  the  open  and 
common  fields  of  Leek  Wootton,  two  allotments,  the  one  containing  1r.  39p. 
subsequently  exchanged  (as  stated  in  the  award)  with  Bertie  Greatheed,  esq., 
for  another  allotment,  containing  one  perch,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  and 
the  other  containing  three  roods,  bounded  by  the  allotment  of  one  perch,  received 
in  exchange  from  the  said  Bertie  Greatheed,  and  by  the  town  street  of  Hill 
Wootton. 

It  appears  from  the  churchwardens  account  of  the  year  1763,  that  the  rent 
of  the  land  in  lieu  of  which  these  allotments  were  given,  and  which  is  there 
called  the  Church  Land,  was  14s. ; it  further  appears,  that  at  that  time  14s. 
a year  were  paid  to  one  Thomas  Gilkes,  for  keeping  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  accounts. 

From  the  year  1763,  neither  the  receipt  of  the  rent,  nor  the  payment  for 
keeping  these  accounts,  are  entered  in  the  book ; and  it  is  stated,  that  at  the 
time  of  the  inciosure  the  land  was  occupied  by  a person  who  officiated  both  as 
parish  clerk  and  schoolmaster,  and  kept  the  parish  accounts,  and  who  occupied 
the  land  rent-free  in  part  of  his  remuneration.  Since  the  inclosure  the  allot- 
ments have  not  been  occupied  by  the  clerk,  but  are  let  to  W.  Hawkes,  as 
tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6/. 

This  rent  has  been  received  by  Mr.  Burbury,  as  churchwarden  ; and  after 
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paying  out  of  it  the  expense  of  the  inclosure,  he  has  remaining  in  his  hands 
a balance  of  about  10/. 

This  balance  has  been  kept  in  hand,  in  consequence  of  a doubt  existing  in 
what  manner  it  ought  to  be  applied. 

As  it  appears  that  these  allotments  were  awarded  to  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens in  general  terms,  and  without  stating  on  what  particular  trusts  the 
old  common  lands  had  been,  or  the  allotment  was  to  be,  held,  we  think  it  is 
competent  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  to  apply  the  rents  in  such  manner 
as  they  think  most  expedient,  to  the  use  of  the  church,  or  of  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  MARTON. 

Fawkes’s  Charity. 

Marton.  The  Returns  to  Parliament  in  1786  mention  a gift  of  William  Fawkes,  in 

r ? ~ 1730,  by  his  will,  of  land  to  the  poor,  then  yielding  2/.  per  annum,  and  vested 

Fawkes  s Chanty.  ^ Mrg<  Ashby. 

This  charity  is  also  recorded  in  a churchwardens  book  of  this  parish,  as  con- 
sisting of  a rent-charge  of  2/.  per  annum,  issuing  out  of  land  in  Grandborough, 
payable  at  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

The  sum  of  2/.,  in  respect  of  this  annuity,  is  received  from  Mrs.  Bailey,  as 
the  owner  of  a farm  containing  about  70  acres  at  Grandborough,  on  which 
this  payment  is  understood  to  be  charged.  It  is  distributed  among  the  poor  in 
bread  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  consistently  with  the  directions  which  the  testator 
is  understood  to  have  given,  with  respect  to  a similar  bequest  to  the  parish  of 
Dunchurch. 

Donor  Unknown. 

Donor  unknown.  The  Returns  to  Parliament  also  mention  a gift  to  the  poor  of  51.  10s.  in 
money,  by  an  unknown  benefactor,  then  vested  in  Richard  Masters,  and  pro- 
ducing the  annual  sum  of  5s. 

This  sum  of  5l.  10s.  was  paid  in  180.5,  by  Edward  Masters,  to  William  Road- 
knight,  as  is  attested  by  a receipt  signed  by  the  latter  in  the  churchwarden’s 
book.  It  has  since  remained  in  his  hands  at  the  annual  interest  of  5 s.,  which 
is  given  away  in  bread  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  in  addition  to  the  bread  purchased 
with  Fawkes’s  charity. 

The  bread  is  distributed  generally  in  6 d.  and  1 s.  loaves,  among  the  most 
needy  and  deserving  poor  of  the  parish. 

Mrs.  Mary  Turner’s  Charity. 

Mrs. Mary  Turner’s  An  account  of  Mrs.  Turner  s charity,  under  which  the  poor  of  Marton  are 
Charity.  entitled  to  6 s.  8 d.  per  annum,  will  be  found  in  page  507  of  this  Report,  under 
the  head  of  Charities  in  the  Parish  of  Bubenhall. 

The  charity  is  noticed  in  the  returns  for  the  parish  of  Marton,  under  Gilbert’s 
Act,  in  the  year  1786 ; but  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  in  the  parish 
any  trace  of  its  payment  at  any  subsequent  time. 

Church  Land. 

Church  Land.  On  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  this  parish,  which  took  place  about 
the  year  1803,  an  allotment  of  3 a.  3r.  was  awarded  in  lieu  of  lands  which 
had  theretofore  been  used  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  but  the  origin  of  which 
is  unknown. 

This  allotment  is  at  present  in  the  occupation  of  Edward  Hall,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  10/.  from  Lady-day  last.  He  had  previously  held 
it  at  51.,  under  a lease  for  21  years,  commencing  shortly  after  the  inclosure. 
The  present  rent  is  the  fair  value  of  the  land.  It  is  carried  to  the  church- 
wardens account. 

In  addition  to  this  land,  there  are  received  two  small  rents  of  8,?.  and 
2 s.  6 d.  arising  out  of  small  parcels  of  lands,  respectively  situate,  the  first  in 
Eathorpe,  and  the  second  in  Honingham,  the  origin  of  both  which  is  equally 
unknown  with  that  of  the  before-mentioned  lands.  These  rents  have,  in  like 
manner,  been  carried  to  the  church  account. 
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PARISH  OF  MILVERTON. 

Eyres’s  Charity. 

Upon  a brass  tablet  in  the  church  of  Milverton,  it  is  stated,  that  Mr.  John  Milverton. 

Eyres,  of  this  parish,  gave  by  will,  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  minister  and  7~  . 
churchwardens  of  this  parish,  Si.  a year,  out  of  the  rent  from  the  meadow  E>ress 
the  said  John  Eyres'  purchased  of  Thomas  Beaufoy,  tax  free,  lying  in  the  ^ * 

parish  of  Leek  Wootton,  for  the  schooling  of  the  poor  children  of  this  parish, 
for  ever. 

There  is  no  date  given  in  the  tablet  to  this  benefaction. 

Three  pounds  a year  is  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  Knight,  in  respect  of 
a meadow  of  about  three  acres  in  size,  in  Leek  Wootton,  called  the  Island 
Meadow,  part  of  a farm  in  the  parish,  which  is  his  property. 

The  3 1.  was  formerly  paid  to  a schoolmaster  in  Milverton,  for  teaching  poor 
children  of  that  parish  ; but  about  four  years  ago,  the  parishioners  being  dis- 
satisfied with  his  conduct,  it  was  agreed,  that  this  money  should  be  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  at  Leek  Wootton,  and  that  six  children,  boys  or  girls,  of  the  parish 
of  Milverton,  appointed  by  the  churchwardens,  should  be  taught  at  that  school, 
in  consideration  of  this  payment. 

This  course  has,  consequently,  been  adopted  ever  since. 

Thompson’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  the  charities  at 
Bishops  Tachbrook. 

Bread  to  the  amount  of  1/.  13s.  4 d.,  in  shilling,  sixpenny  and  threepenny 
loaves,  is  sent,  on  the  eve  of  Good  Friday,  to  the  church  at  Milverton,  by  the 
order  of  Mr.  Alder,  of  Newbold,  near  Daventry,  and  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  on  Good  Friday,  after  the  service,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish 
who  attend  to  receive  it,  proportioning  the  quantity  of  bread  given  to  each 
family,  to  the  number  of  persons  of  whom  it  consists,  as  nearly  as  practicable. 


PARISH  OF  STONELEIGH. 

Sir  Thomas  and  Lady  Alice  Leigh’s  Almshouse. 

By  deed  poll,  dated  1st  March,  21  Eliz.,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of 
Dame  Alice  Leigh,  widow,  late  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Leigh,  knight,  deceased, 
and  executrix  of  his  will,  after  reciting,  that  the  said  Dame  Alice,  according  to  T^L^ij^LeTh’s 
the  intent  and  will  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  and  of  her  the  said  Dame  Alice,  in  ' ' 'Almshouse.  * 
the  life  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  and  for  charity  sake,  had  lately  built  a certain 
almshouse  in  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  for  the  dwelling 
and  habitation  of  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women,  for  ever,  and  had  lately  placed 
therein  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women,  whose  names  were  therein  mentioned  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  upon  the  supplication  of  her,  the  said  Dame  Alice, 
the  queen,  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  28th  June,  in  the  19th  year  of  her  reign, 
had  granted,  that  the  said  house  so  built  should  for  ever  remain  an  almshouse  for 
the  dwelling  and  habitation  of  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women  in  the  same, 
and  should  be  called  by  the  name  of  “ The  Almshouse  of  Thomas  Leigh, 
knight,  and  of  Alice  his  Wife,  in  Stoneleigh,  in  the  County  of  Warwick 
and  that  there  should  be  two  wardens  of  the  same,  and  five  poor  men  and  five 
poor  women  of  the  same,  for  ever,  who  should  from  time  to  time  be  named  and 
placed  therein,  in  manner  as  in  the  said  letters  patent  mentioned  ; and  that  her 
majesty,  by  her  said  letters  patent,  further  granted,  that  the  then  wardens  of  the 
parish  church  of  Stoneleigh,  and  their  successors,  should  be  wardens  of  the  said 
almshouse,  unless  upon  some  reasonable  cause,  in  the  said  letters  patent 
expressed,  they  or  any  of  them  should  be  from  thence  removed,  and  that  the  said 
five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women  then  inhabiting  should  be  the  five  poor  men 
and  five  poor  women  of  the  said  almshouse ; and  that  her  majesty  further 
granted,  that  the  said  then  wardens,  and  the  said  five  poor  men  and  five  poor 
women,  and  their  successors,  should  be  a body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
Rep.  18.  3 U 3 of 
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Stoneleigh.  of  the  Wardens  and  Poor  of  the  Almshouse  of  Thomas  Leigh,  knight,  and 

Sir  Thomas  nnd  A*ice  Wife,  in  Stoneleigh,  in  the  County  of  Warwick,  and  should  be 

Ladv  Alice  Leigh's  caPa^e  to  purchase  lands,  rents  and  other  hereditaments,  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
Almshouses,  men  and  women  in  the  said  almshouse,  and  to  other  godly  uses,  specified  in  the 

continued.  said  letters  patent,  or  by  the  said  Dame  Alice  in  her  life-time,  or  by  her  last  will 

"■ ' in  writing,  for  or  concerning  the  good  instruction  or  governance  of  the  said  poor, 

should  be  limited  and  appointed,  so  that  the  said  lands  and  hereditaments  should 
not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  40/.;  and  her  said  majesty  further  granted  to  the 
said  wardens  and  poor,  licence  to  purchase  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  of  her  the  said 
Dame  Alice,  the  same  almshouse,  and  the  garden  and  orchard  thereto  near 
adjoining,  and  inclosed  with  pale,  and  by  the  said  poor  then  occupied  and 
enjoyed,  and  the  yearly  rent  of  29/.  issuing  yearly  out  of  her  grange  of 
Milbourne,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  she,  the  said 
Dame  Alice,  according  to  the  intent  and  purport  of  the  said  letters  patent, 
freely  gave  and  granted  to  the  wardens  and  poor  aforesaid,  one  yearly  rent  of 
29/-,  issuing  out  of  all  that  grange  aforesaid,  called  Milbourne  Grange,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and 
out  of  all  her  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  Stoneleigh  aforesaid,  pay- 
able yearly  at  four  feasts,  viz.  Michaelmas,  &c.  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said 
wardens  and  poor,  and  their  successors,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  men  and  women 
in  the  said  almshouse,  from  time  to  time  inhabiting,  and  to  all  other  godly  uses 
specified  in  the  said  letters  patent,  or  by  her  the  said  Dame  Alice  in  her  life-time, 
or  by  her  last  will,  for  the  good  instruction  or  governance  of  the  said  poor,  should 
be  limited  and  appointed. 

By  an  endorsement  on  the  said  deed,  reciting,  that  the  said  Dame  Alice,  upon 
the  erection  of  the  said  almshouse,  had  theretofore  appointed,  that  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh  should  have  yearly  paid  to  them  6 s.  8d. 
for  their  pains,  to  provide,  yearly,  preachers  to  preach  sermons  quarterly,  and  to 
see  the  poor  folks  of  the  said  almshouse  to  go  to  the  church  on  the  Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  holidays,  to  serve  God,  it  was  declared  to  be  the  will  of  the  said 
Dame  Alice,  that  such  ofthe  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  as  should  there- 
after, during  the  time  they  should  be  churchwardens,  inhabit  within  the  towns 
of  Stoneleigh  and  Starton,  should  onty  have  the  providing  ofthe  said  preachers, 
and  the  oversight  of  the  said  poor  people  to  go  to  service  as  aforesaid,  and  they 
only  should  have  the  6 s.  8d.  yearly,  for  their  pains  therein. 

There  was  further  endorsed  a memorandum,  that  it  was  the  will  and  mind 
of  the  within  named  Dame  Alice,  that  the  almshouse  should,  from  time  to 
time,  for  ever  thereafter,  be  repaired,  at  the  cost  and  charges  of  such  person 
and  persons  as  should  be  proprietors  and  owners  in  fee  simple,  fee  tail,  or  for 
term  of  life,  of  the  grange  of  Milbourne,  and  other  the  lands  and  tenements 
within  written. 

To  which  endorsement  is  subjoined  a memorandum,  that  the  same  Dame 
Alice  had  declared  her  will  in  form  aforesaid,  in  the  presence  of  Edward 
Sheldon. 


On  reference  to  the  letters  patent  at  the  Rolls  Chapel,  it  appears  that  the 
annuity  of  29/.  was  thereby  destined  to  the  following  payments,  viz. —

The  almshouse  is  a long  building  of  stone,  containing  ten  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor,  and  ten  on  an  upper  floor,  each  room  being  15  feet  by  12.  Two 
of  these  rooms,  viz.  one  upper  and  one  lower,  are  appropriated  to  each  of  the 
almspeople,  and  a parcel  of  garden  ground,  containing  1 k.  & 12  p.,  is  equally 

divided 
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divided  among  them.  These  almspeople,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
foundation  deed,  consist  of  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women,  of  the  parish 
of  Stoneleigh,  who  are  appointed  from  time  to  time  from  among  the  oldest  and 
most  infirm  of  the  parish,  by  the  owner  for  the  time  being  of  Milbourne 
grange,  the  present  owner  being  Chandos  Leigh,  esq. 

The  sum  of  26/.  13s.  4 d.  is  annually  paid  by  Mr.  Leigh,  in  quarterly  pay- 
ments of  61.  13s.  4 d.  each,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  inmates,  among  whom  it  is 
divided  in  equal  shares. 

This  payment,  and  a further  sum  of  6 s.  8 d.,  which  is  annually  paid  to  the 
churchwardens,  as  directed  by  the  endorsements  on  the  foundation  deed,  is  all 
that  appears  to  have  been  paid  for  many  years  in  respect  of  the  annuity  of  29/. 
charged  on  Milbourne  grange. 

A considerable  addition  to  the  payment  of  the  almspeople  is  howTever  made 
by  the  private  charity  of  Mr.  Leigh,  at  frequent  periods  during  the  year,  and 
the  house  is  kept  in  repair  at  his  own  expense. 

These  poor  almspeople  also  partake  of  the  other  charities  of  the  parish,  and 
in  particular  of  the  Duchess  Dudley’s,  in  respect  of  which  they  received,  in  the 
year  1825,  the  sum  of  22/.  155.  Gd.,  and,  in  1826,  22/.  5 s.  6d.  Their 
receipts  from  that  charity  will  in  future  be  greatly  increased.  {See  the  account 
thereof  among  the  charities  at  Bedford,  ante,  p.  405.) 

The  almspeople  appear  to  be  regular  in  their  attendance  at  church  on 
Sundays  and  other  proper  days. 

Thomas  Lord  Leigh’s  and  the  Honourable  Ann  Leigh’s  School. 

Thomas  Lord  Leigh , by  will,  dated  the  26th  October  1710,  gave  to  his  cousin, 
William  Bromley,  of  Baginton,  esquire,  and  to  Clowbery  Bromley,  esquire  (son 
of  the  said  William),  and  to  Arthur  Gregory,  and  to  the  testator’s  sons,  Edward 
Leigh  and  Charles  Leigh,  the  sum  of  800/.  in  trust,  to  purchase  lands  and 
hereditaments  in  or  as  near  Stoneleigh,  as  might  be,  for  the  payment  of  20/.  per 
annum,  for  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  and  for  the  repairs  of  a school 
and  schoolhouse  for  ever  ; and  also,  to  purchase  and  build  a convenient  habita- 
tion for  the  said  schoolmaster  to  inhabit,  for  which  purpose  he  desired  his  son, 
Edward  Leigh,  and  his  heirs,  to  suffer  a certain  building  in  Stoneleigh,  called 
the  Court  House,  to  be  fitted  up  and  made  into  a convenient  school ; and  to 
allow  a convenient  house,  or  to  appoint  some  convenient  spot  of  ground  in 
Stoneleigh,  as  near  the  said  school  as  might  be,  to  build  and  fit  up  a school- 
house  for  the  use  of  a schoolmaster,  for  ever,  which  said  schoolmaster  should, 
from  time  to  time,  be  elected  by  his  trustees,  or  the  major  part;  and  he  desired, 
that  his  said  son  Edward  should, by  good  conveyances,  convey  to  his  said  trustees, 
William  Bromley,  Clowbery  Bromley,  Arthur  Gregory  and  Charles  Leigh,  and 
their  heirs,  the  said  court-house  and  school-house,  and  ground  convenient  for 
a backside  and  garden  for  the  same,  for  which  the  said  trustees  should  pay  to 
his  said  son  Edward,  and  his  heirs,  such  part  of  the  said  800/.  as  they,  in  their 
discretion,  should  think  fit ; and  the  residue  to  be  laid  out  in  a purchase  of 
lands  for  the  uses  aforesaid ; and,  in  case  there  should  be  any  overplus  of  the 
profits  of  the  lands  to  be  purchased,  after  payment  of  the  said  20/.  and 
repairs  of  the  premises,  the  same  should  be  employed  by  his  trustees,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  school,  in  such  manner  as  they,  in  their  discretion,  should 
think  fit ; and  in  case  his  said  son  Edward,  or  his  heirs,  should  refuse  or  neglect 
to  join  in  the  said  trust,  and  to  appoint  and  set  out  the  said  court-house  and 
school-house,  with  convenient  ground,  as  aforesaid,  then  he  willed  that  his  said 
other  trustees,  and  their  respective  heirs,  should  dispose  of  the  said  sum  of 800/. 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  in  such  place  and  in  such  manner  as  they  in  their 
discretion  should  think  fit ; also,  he  willed,  that  the  said  schoolmaster  and 
school  should  be  for  the  teaching  and  educating  of  the  children  of  such  parents, 
as  should,  from  time  to  time,  inhabit  tbs  parishes,  precincts  and  hamlet  of  Stone- 
leigh, Staverton,  Wootton  and  Ashovv. 

The  Honourable  Ann  Leigh,  by  will,  dated  12th  August  1731,  gave  the  sum 
of  1,000/.  to  her  brother,  the  Honourable  Charles  Leigh,  to  her  sister,  the 
Honourable  Eleanor  Verney,  and  to  the  Rev.  John  Jackman,  in  trust,  to 
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dispose  of  the  same  within  one  year  after  her  decease,  in  the  education  of  youth, 
both  boys  and  girls,  sons  and  daughters  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
parish  of  Stoneleigli,  to  be  taught  and  instructed  at  some  school  in  or  near 
Stoneleigli  tow  n,  to  be  approved  and  appointed  by  her  said  trustees,  to  whose 
management,  discretion  and  direction,  she  entirely  left  the  said  sum  of  1,000 /.r 
to  be  employed  and  expended  in  such  manner  as  her  said  trustees  should  think 
most  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  the  said  inhabitants  of  Stone- 
leigh,  and  for  their  education  and  preferment. 


By  indenture,  dated  24th  December  1740,  between  Thomas  Lord  Leigh,  of 
the  one  part ; the  Honourable  Charles  Leigh,  of  Leighton  Beaudesert,  in  the 
county  of  Bedford,  younger,  son  and  surviving  executor  of  the  will  of  the 
Right  Honourable  Thomas,  late  Lord  Leigh,  and  sole  executor  of  the  will  of  the 
Honourable  Ann  Leigh  and  Eleanor  Verney,  and  John  Jackson,  of  the  other 
part : after  reciting  the  respective  wills  of  the  said  Thomas  Lord  Leigh  and 
Ann  Leigh,  and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Bromley,  Clowbery 
Bromley,  Arthur  Gregory,  and  Edward,  late  Lord  Leigh,  were  all  dead ; and 
that  the  said  Edward,  late  Lord  Leigh,  neglected  during  his  life  to  appoint  or 
assure  the  said  court-house,  in  the  said  will  mentioned,  or  any  other  plot  or 
piece  of  ground  for  a schoolhouse  and  dwelling  for  the  master,  and  for  a garden 
or  backside  to  the  same,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Lord  Leigh,  party  thereto,  was 
willing  to  promote  the  said  charity,  intended  by  his  said  grandfather  and  aunt, 
and  for  that  end  to  give  and  allot  for  the  intended  school  and  master’s  house, 
a more  convenient  piece  of  ground  near  to  the  church-yard,  as  the  same  was  then 
set  out  for  that  purpose  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas,  then  Lord 
Leigh,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
all  that  the  said  piece  of  ground,  near  to  the  church-yard  or  cemetery  of  the 
parish  church  of  Stoneleigli,  and  adjoining  to  the  lands  of  the  said  Thomas  Lord 
Leigh,  on  all  parts  ; to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  on  trust, 
and  to  the  intent  that  a schoolhouse,  and  a house  for  the  habitation  of  the 
master,  might  be  erected  thereon,  and  that  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  at  all  times  thereafter,  permit  the  master  for  the  time  being  to 
hold  and  enjoy  the  same,  and  the  rest  of  the  said  ground,  for  a yard,  garden  and 
a curtilage,  or  other  conveniencies  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  when  any  of 
the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  or  survivor  should  convey  the  said 
premises  and  the  buildings  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  others,  to  be  named  by 
the  said  Thomas  Lord  Leigh,  or  the  owner  of  the  capital  messuage  of  Stoneleigli 
for  the  time  bein«’,  which  trustees,  when  the  number  should  be  reduced  to  two 
or  one,  should  convey  the  premises  to  trustees,  to  be  named  as  aforesaid,  so  that 
the  trust  might  be  continued  for  ever ; and  it  was  appointed,  that  the  school- 
master should  from  time  to  time  be  nominated  by  the  said  Thomas  Lord  Leigh, 
during  his  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  owner  of  the  said  capital  messuage,  for  the 
time  being,  and  might  be  removed  or  displaced  by  the  trustees  for  the  time 
being,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 


This  ground  now  forms  the  site  of  the  school  premises,  of  which  further 
mention  will  be  made  below\ 


Of  the  two  legacies  of  800/.  and  1,000/.  given  by  the  respective  wills  of  Thomas 
Lord  Leigh,  and  the  Honourable  Ann  Leigh,  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  satisfactory  account,  in  the  absence  of  which  wre  are  left  to  presume,  that 
some  portion  wras  laid  out  in  the  erection  of  the  school  buildings,  according  to 
the  trusts  of  the  above  conveyance,  and  that  the  rest  wTas  applied  to  the  purchase 
of  an  estate  at  Wibtoft,  (a  hamlet  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  to  the  parish  of 
Claybrook,  in  the  county  of  Leicester),  of  which  the  school  appears  to  have  been 
long  in  the  enjoyment.  There  are  no  deeds  relating  to  this  estate  now  known  to 
be  in  existence  ; but  there  has  been  found  in  the  evidence  room  of  the  Leigh 
family,  a document,  purporting  to  be  the  copy  of  an  indenture  made  2d  May 
1743,  between  the  Right  Honourable  Mary  Lady  Dowager  Leigh,  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  Honourable  Charles  Leigh,  of  Leighton  Buzzard,  of  the  other 
part;  whereby,  after  reciting,  that  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  29th 
and  30th  April  1743,  the  release  being  quinquepartite,  and  made  between 
Finetta  Holbech,  of  the  first  part;  Dorcas  Yardlev,  James  Vere,  and  Thomas 
Burgh,  the  devisees,  executors  and  trustees  of  the  will  of  John  Yardley, 
of  the  second  part ; Christopher  Vere,  son  and  heir  of  John  Vere,  deceased, 

of 
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of  the  third  part;  Joseph  Gibbs,  of  the  fourth  part;  and  the  said  MaryLadyDow- 
ao-er  Leigh,  of  the  fifth  part ; the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  by  the  direction 
of  the  said  Christopher  Vere,  and  the  said  Christopher  Vere,  for  the  considera- 
tions therein  mentioned,  conveyed  to  the  said  Mary  Lady  Dowager  Leigh,  her 
heirs  and  assigns,  certain  lands  and  premises,  lying  at  Wibtoft,  in  the  county  of 
Warwick;  and  further  reciting,  that  by  other  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  of 
the  same  respective  dates  as  aforesaid,  the  release  being  also  quinquepartite,  and 
made  between  the  said  parties  above  named,  of  the  first,  second,  third  and 
fourth  parts,  respectively,  and  the  said  Charles  Leigh,  of  the  fifth  part ; the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part,  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Christopher  Vere, 
for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said 
Charles  Leigh,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  other  lands  and  premises  lying  in  Wibtoft 
aforesaid;  and  further  reciting,  that  all  the  deeds  in  the  schedule  thereto  an- 
nexed, concerned  as  well  the  lands  purchased  by  the  said  Mary  Lady  Dowager 
Leigh,  as  those  purchased  by  the  said  Charles  Leigh,  so  as  the  same  could  not 
be  divided  to  make  separate  titles  to  the  said  lands  severally  purchased  by  them, 
as  aforesaid,  and  it  was  agreed,  that  the  said  deeds  should  be,  and  they  were 
deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Mary  Lady  Dowager,  and  were  to  remain 
in  her  custody  or  power ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Mary  Lady  Dowager 
Leigh,  for  the  considerations  aforesaid,  did  thereby  covenant  with  the  said 
Charles  Leigh,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  at  all  times  thereafter,  to  produce  the 
said  deeds,  evidences  aud  writings,  as  often  as  occasion  should  require. 
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On  reference  to  the  conveyance  of  the  29th  and  30th  April,  to  the  Dowager 
Lady  Leigh,  (which  is  also  found  among  the  muniments  of  the  Leigh  family),  it 
appears  that  the  estate  purchased  by  her,  contained  about  108  acres,  and  the 
consideration  money  of  that  purchase,  was  2,240/. 

The  estate  at  Wibtoft,  of  which  the  school  is  in  the  enjoyment,  contains 
82  acres,  which,  computed  at  the  rate  of  the  purchase  made  by  the  Dowager 
Lady  Leigh,  would  cost  about  1,700/.,  being  within  100/.  of  the  amount  of  the 
two  legacies  of  800/.  and  1,000/.,  given  by  the  respective  wills  of  Thomas  Lord 
Leigh  and  the  Honourable  Ann  Leigh;  and  as  we  find,  from  the  above  abstracted 
deed  of  1740,  that  the  Honourable  Charles  Leigh  was  at  that  time  the  sole 
surviving  executor  of  both  wills,  to  whom  therefore  it  belonged  to  pay  the 
legacies,  of  one  of  which  he  was  sole  trustee,  and  of  the  other  a joint  trustee, 
with  the  Honourable  Eleanor  Verney  and  the  Reverend  John  Jackman,  it 
may  fairly  be  presumed,  (in  the  absence  of  any  other  evidence  of  their  appro- 
priation), that  the  legacies  having  remained  unpaid  until  the  year  1743,  were 
then  appropriated  by  him  (to  the  extent  above  mentioned)  to  the  purchase  of 
the  estate  at  Wibtoft,  which,  by  the  document  of  May  1743,  he  is  stated  to  have 
purchased,  and  that  the  estate  so  purchased  by  him,  is  the  same  of  which  the 
school  is  now  in  the  enjoyment. 


The  residue  of  the  legacies,  and  possibly  interest  upon  them,  may  have 
been  exhausted  in  the  school  buildings,  and  in  the  current  expenses  of  the 
school,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  open  some  years  before  the  purchase  of 
the  estate  at  Wibtoft. 

The  estate  appears  to  have  been  under  the  management  of  the  successive 
masters  of  the  school  at  Stoneleigh,  until  the  late  James  Henry  Leigh,  esquire, 
succeeded  to  the  Leigh  property,  and  for  some  time  after ; for  the  last  thirteen 
years,  the  estate  has  been  managed,  and  the  rents  received  and  disbursed 
by  the  steward  of  the  Leigh  family. 

This  estate,  containing  (as  has  been  already  stated)  82  acres,  and  upon  which 
a barn  and  cowshed  (the  only  buildings  thereon)  have  been  lately  erected,  is  at 
present  held  by  Thomas  Fox,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  110/., 
which,  by  a deduction  for  land-tax,  is  reduced  to  102/.  Os.  6d. 

He  has  held  at  the  same  rent  since  1818,  and  the  farm  having  been  much 
improved  by  his  cultivation,  it  is  thought  that  the  rent  will  soon  admit  of  some 
increase  ; at  present  it  is  esteemed  the  fair  value. 

Out  of  this  rent  a salary  of  40/.  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  and  a salary  of 
31/.  10  s.  to  a schoolmistress,  in  quarterly  payments.

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The  rest  of  the  income  has,  for  a few  years  past,  been  appropriated  to  the 
discharge  of  the  expenses  attending  the  erecting  of  the  buildings  on  the  farm, 
the  amount  of  which  appears  to  have  been  in  the  whole  274 /.,  the  price  con- 
tracted for,  and  some  necessary  repairs  to  the  school-house.  At  the  time  of 
our  inquiry,  in  September  1 826,  there  remained  still  unpaid  of  these  expenses, 
the  sum  of  2 31.  14s.  5 d. 

This  will  be  discharged  in  the  course  of  the  next  year,  and  then  the  whole 
income  will  be  applied  in  suitable  proportions  to  the  salaries  of  the  master  and 
mistress,  subject  to  such  deductions  as  may  occasionally  be  necessary  for  keep- 
ing the  school  and  farm  buildings  in  repair. 


Before  the  late  expenses  were  incurred,  the  master’s  salary  used  to  be  70/., 
which,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  improvements  on  the  farm,  was 
reduced  first  to  50/.,  and  subsequently  to  40/.,  at  which  it  has  continued  since 
1824,  inclusive. 


The  school  premises  consist  of  one  large  house,  comprizing,  on  the  ground 
floor,  a spacious  room,  in  which  a boys  school  is  kept,  and  four  apartments, 
two  of  which  are  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  master,  and  two  to  the  use  of 
the  mistress,  and  over  these  another  large  room,  in  which  a girls  school  is  kept, 
and  four  other  rooms,  which  are  used  as  bed-rooms  respectively,  by  the  master 
and  mistress. 

There  is  also  a garden,  containing  about  15  perches,  which  is  divided 
between  the  master  and  mistress. 


These  schools  are  both  conducted  in  a great  measure  upon  the  national 
system.  Between  70  and  80  boys,  and  a like  number  of  girls,  form  the  average 
number  of  scholars  attending  at  them.  Among  these  are  several  from  the 
parish  of  Ashow,  and  others  from  Wootton  used  also  to  attend  before  the  esta- 
blishment of  a school  in  that  parish. 

The  master  and  mistress  are  appointed  by  Mr.  Leigh,  and  the  girls  school 
appears  to  enjoy  much  of  the  superintendence  of  Mrs.  Leigh. 


Duchess  Dudley’s  Charity. 


Ducbess  Dudley’s  An  account  of  the  origin  and  particulars  of  this  charity,  will  be  found  among 
Ghjmty.  the  charities  at  Bidford,  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report. 

The  proportion  of  rent  received  for  the  poor  of  Stoneleigh,  in  the  year  1826? 
was  44/.  11 5.  In  1825,  45/.  11  s.  It  will  in  future,  as  we  have  seen,  be 
largely  increased.  One  half  of  the  money  received  is  paid  by  the  church- 
warden in  equal  shares,  among  the  ten  poor  people  in  the  almshouse.  The 
other  half  is  added  to  other  charitable  funds,  and  distributed,  as  mentioned 
below. 

Ryton’s,  Griffin’s,  and  Lord  Leigh’s  Charity. 


Ryton’s,  Griffin’s,  It  is  recorded,  upon  a benefaction  table  in  the  church  at  Stoneleigh,  that  Mr* 
and  Lord  Leigh’s  Jlgto?i  and  Mr.  Gi'iffin  gave  certain  sums  of  money  to  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
Charity.  with  which,  and  a large  addition  made  by  the  Right  Honourable  Thomas  the 
first  Lord  Leigh,  baron  of  Stoneleigh  (1643),  was  purchased  a piece  of  ground, 
called  Quarry  Close,  in  the  county  of  the  city  of  Coventry,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  poor,  for  ever,  out  of  which  is  an  allowance  for  two  commemoration  sermons, 
one  3 s.  4 d.,  the  other  6 s.  8 d. 


No  conveyance  of  the  land  thus  purchased,  or  any  other  document,  respecting 
the  origin  of  this  charity,  is  found  in  the  parish  chest,  or  is  known  to  be 
existing. 

The  Quarry  Close  contains  rather  more  than  five  acres,  with  a barn,  stable 
and  small  yard.  The  land  is  open  from  Lammas  to  Candlemas,  for  common 
of  pasture  to  the  freemen  of  Coventry,  and  is  subject  to  a quit-rent  of  3s.  O^d. 
It  is  held  by  Mr.  Jeremiah  Goodall,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  12/.  12s.  He  has  held  it  at  this  rent  from  Lady-day  1811, 
previously  to  which  the  rent  was  8/.  19  s.  It  seems  that  the  present  rent  might 
probably  bear  an  increase  of  2 /.  at  least. 


The 
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The  whole  of  this  rent,  after  paying  the  quit-rent,  is  distributed,  witli  other 
funds,  as  hereafter  stated,  no  payment  being  now  made  for  commemoration 
sermons,  as  mentioned  in  the  above  inscription. 

Symcox’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  dated  2d  June  1705,  between  Thomas  Davell,  of  Stoke  Gold- 
ing, and  Sarah  his  wife,  one  of  the  sisters  and  co-heirs  of  Joseph  Symcox,  late 
of  Canley,  deceased,  Samuel  Collins,  and  Mary  his  wife,  one  other  of  the  sisters 
and  co-heirs  of  the  said  Joseph,  John  Webster,  and  Sarah  his  wife,  one  of  the 
daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Thomazin  Lycett,  deceased,  late  another  of  the  sisters 
of  the  said  Joseph,  and  Hannah  Lycett,  another  of  the  daughters  and  co-heirs  of 
the  said  Thomazin  Lycett,  deceased,  of  the  first  part ; Thomas  Davell  the 
younger,  of  the  second  part ; Thomas  Gibbs,  William  Holbech,  Thomas  Gibbs 
the  younger,  John  Barr,  William  Meigh,  Thomas  Ladbrook,  and  Francis 
Cashmore,  of  the  third  part ; It  was  witnessed,  that  whereas  it  was  the  design  of 
the  said  Joseph  Symcox,  that  the  messuage  and  premises  after-mentioned  should 
be  charged  with  the  payment  of  some  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  money,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh  Abbey,  but  he  was  prevented  by  death 
from  assuring  the  same,  according  to  such  his  design  ; they  the  said  parties  of 
the  first  part,  for  the  fulfilling  the  said  design,  and  for  the  settling  and  assuring 
of  two-third  parts  in  three  parts  to  be  divided,  of  the  messuage  and  premises 
after-mentioned,  and  of  the  two-third  parts  of  one-third  part  in  three  parts  to  be 
divided,  of  the  same  premises,  to  such  uses  as  after-mentioned,  covenanted  with 
the  other  parties  thereto,  to  levy  one  or  more  fine  or  fines,  in  manner  therein 
mentioned,  of  and  upon  two-third  parts  in  three  parts  to  be  divided,  of  a mes- 
suage or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  the  White  Bear,  situate  in 
the  city  of  Coventry,  in  the  High-street  there,  on  the  south  side,  near  to  a place 
called  the  Broad  Gate,  and  of  and  upon  two-third  parts  of  one-third  part  of 
the  same  messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  which  fine  or  fines  should  enure  to 
the  uses  following;  viz.  to  the  intent  that  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  should  yearly  take  one  annuity  or  rent-charge  of  40s.,  to  he 
issuing  out  of  the  said  two-third  parts,  and  two-third  parts  of  a third  part  of  the 
said  messuage,  yearly,  on  the  21st  December,  at  one  entire  payment,  only  taxes 
were  to  be  deducted  from  the  same,  upon  trust,  that  they,  together  with  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  should  yearly  for  ever  pay  and 
employ  the  same,  to  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  hav- 
ing especial  regard  to  the  poor  of  Canley  and  Fletcham,  upon  the  next  Sunday 
which  should  yearly  happen  after  the  2d  February ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed, 
that  as  often  as  there  should  be  but  three  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  annuity 
living,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  same  to  four  other  trustees,  of  the 
most  able,  honest  and  discreet  persons,  inhabitants  or  parishioners  of  Stone- 
leigh, to  the  use  of  themselves,  the  said  survivors,  and  of  the  said  four  others,  so 
to  be  added,  upon  the  uses  aforesaid. 

The  house,  which  was  formerly  designated  by  the  sign  of  the  White  Bear,  is 
now  known  by  that  of  the  Craven  Arms,  and  is  the  property  of  Richard  Darley 
and  others,  shareholders  in  that  establishment. 

The  sum  of  2/.,  in  respect  of  this  annuity,  is  annually  received  by  the  church- 
warden of  Stoneleigh,  and  applied,  with  other  charitable  funds,  in  the  manner 
which  will  be  presently  mentioned. 

Charities  of  Thomas  Dunton,  Francis  Cashmore,  Fletcher  Bates, 

and  Mrs.  Davis. 

Upon  the  benefaction  table  in  the  church,  are  the  three  following  inscrip- 
tions : — 

Thomas  Dunton,  gentleman,  gave  4 l.,  the  interest  of  which  to  be  laid  out 
in  bread,  and  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  yearly,  on  Good 
Friday. 

Mr.  Francis  Cashmore,  of  Starton,  gave  the  interest  of  10/.,  for  ever,  to  be 
distributed  in  bread,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  the  first  Sunday  after  Epiphany, 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  being  trustees. 

8X2  Mr. 
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Mr.  Fletlier  Bates  gave  80  /.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of 
this  parish. 


Mrs. Davis , by  will,  dated  the  gave  to  the  minister 

and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh,  the  sum  of  20/.,  upon  trust,  to 
place  out  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  or  on  real  or  government  security, 
at  interest,  and  to  apply  the  interest  thereof,  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be 
necessary,  in  keeping  in  repair  the  tomb-stones  over  the  graves  of  her  late 
husband,  Thomas  Davis,  and  her  late  son-in-law  Edward  Harper,  in  the  church- 
yard at  Stoneleigh,  and  the  inscriptions  thereon  ; and  the  overplus,  if  anv,  to 
and  amongst  the  most  necessitous  and  deserving  poor  of  the  hamlet  of  Starton, 
as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  should  judge  most  proper. 


There  is  a sum  of  222/.  8 s.  1 d.,  three  per  cent  consols,  now  standing  in  the 
names  of  William  Henry  Butler,  Jonathan  Soden,  Thomas  Farmer  and  Joseph 
Swinnerton,  as  trustees,  which  stock  is  understood  to  be  the  produce  of  the 
several  donations  above  mentioned,  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  114/. 


The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  6/.  1 3 s.  4>d.  a year,  are  received 
by  the  churchwardens,  through  Messrs.  Little,  Woodcock  and  son,  bankers  at 
Coventry.  These  dividends  are  carried  to  the  general  fund  for  distribution, 
composed  of  the  following  charities,  before  noticed  : —

From  this  fund  is  paid  the  quit-rent  due  in  respect  of  Quarry  Close,  and  such 
repairs  as  are  necessary  for  Mr.  Davis’s  tomb-stone.  In  the  years  1824  and 
1825,  51.  15  s.  was  paid  for  those  repairs,  previously  to  which  nothing  had  been 
expended  thereon  for  many  years. 


On  the  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  20  5.  worth  of  bread,  in  respect  of  Cash  more’s 
charity,  is  given  away  by  the  churchwardens,  at  the  vestry,  in  twopenny  loaves, 
to  poor  old  people  of  the  parish,  each  of  the  almspeople  receiving  one  ; and  on 
Good  Friday,  7 s.  worth  of  bread  is  given  away  in  the  like  manner,  in  respect 
of  Dunton’s  charity. 

The  rest  is  applied  in  a distribution  of  money  to  the  poor  of  the  whole  parish, 
including  the  hamlet  of  Starton,  as  well  as  others.  A list  is  annually  made  out 
of  settled  poor,  resident  or  non-resident,  with  the  number  in  each  family. 
Widows  receive  a shilling  each,  and  others  at  the  rate  of  nine-pence  a head. 


As  soon  as  the  Bidford  money  is  received,  which  is  in  the  Spring,  but  not  at 
any  certain  time,  notice  is  given  in  the  church  of  the  day  of  distribution,  and 
the  poor,  who  are  able,  attend  at  the  school-room,  and  receive  their  portions. 
To  the  non-residents  and  infirm,  who  are  unable  to  attend,  their  shares  are 
sent. 

Sotherne’s  Charity. 


An  account  of  the  origin  and  particulars  of  this  charity,  will  be  found  under 
the  head  of  the  charities  at  Cubington,  ante , p.  509- 

The  proportion  of  rent  due  to  Stoneleigh,  being  13/.  2 s.  6r/.,  is  received  by 
the  trustee  for  Stoneleigh,  from  the  tenant  of  the  land. 

Out  of  this  are  defrayed  such  repairs  as  are  necessary  to  a wooden  foot- 
bridge, between  Stoneleigh  and  Starton,  called  Hudson’s  bridge.  '1  he  sum 
paid  for  this,  in  the  year  ending  Lady-day  1824,  was  2/.  3s.  4 ^d.,  and  a sub- 
sequent repair  has  been  done,  the  accounts  for  which  had  not  been  received  at 
the  time  of  our  inquiry,  but  which  it  was  supposed  would  amount  to  51.  or  (i/. 
Nothing  appears  to  have  been  expended  in  these  repairs  for  several  years, 
previous  to  1824.  The  rest  of  the  money  is  distributed  among  all  the  poor 
of  Stoneleigh  hamlet;  the  almspeople  and  widows  receive  25.  each,  the  rest 
receive  at  the  rate  of  2 5.  to  a family  of  two,  and  6d.  a head  for  all  above. 

, Mary 
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Mary  Turner’s  Charity. 

This  was  last  received  at  Stoneleigh  in  1780,  when  it  was  paid  to  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Cox,  then  curate,  by  — — Grant.  In  a paper  in  the  hand-writing 
of  Mr.  Cox,  it  is  stated,  that  Grant’s  son  had  since  refused  to  pay  it.

HAMLET  OF  STARTON. 

Sotherne’s  Charity. 

lA>r  the  particulars  of  this  charity,  see  ante,  page  509. 

The  proportion  of  rent  due  to  Starton,  being  81.  155.  a year,  is  received  by 
Mr.  Handley,  the  trustee  for  Starton,  from  the  tenant  of  the  land.  The 
whole  of  this  receipt  for  the  years  1S19,  1820  and  1821,  and  part  of  that  for 
1822,  were  applied  in  building  a new  wooden  foot-bridge  where  the  old 
one  stood,  called  Starton  Bridge,  in  the  way  leading  from  the  hamlet  of 
Starton  to  Stoneleigh  church,  the  cost  of  which  was  29 /.  15.  Qd.  The  rest  of 
the  receipt  for  1822,  and  the  whole  of  the  subsequent  years  receipts,  have 
been  given  away  to  the  poor  of  the  hamlet,  each  family  being  allowed  a part 
proportioned  to  its  number,  widows  generally  receiving  somewhat  more  than 
the  rest.  In  1825,  the  largest  sum  given  to  a family  was  1/.  3s.,  and  the 
smallest  135. 

The  distribution  is  generally  made  in  November  or  December.  The  year’s 
rent  received  in  June  1826,  had  not  been  distributed  at  the  period  of  our 
inquiry,  in  August  of  that  year. 


PARISH  OF  WAPPENBURY. 

Mrs.  Mary  Turner’s  Charity. 

For  an  account  of  Mrs.  Turner’s  charity,  under  which  the  poor  of  this 
parish  are  entitled  to  65.  8 d.  a year,  see  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  Buben- 
hall, page  507. 

It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  parish  register  of  Wappenbury,  that  this 
charity  was  received  for  the  last  time  from  Mr.  Grant,  by  Penelope  Smith, 
widow,  who  was  buried  29th  May  1785. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  EATHORPE. 

Town  Ground. 

There  is  a parcel  of  land  in  the  township,  containing  4a.  1r.  6p.  usually 
called  the  Town  Ground,  the  rent  of  which  has  been  always  applied  to  public 
uses,  such  as  the  repair  of  bridges,  or  to  the  use  of  the  poor.  It  is  not  known 
with  certainty  how  the  property  was  acquired,  but  it  was  supposed  to  have  been 
allotted  at  the  inclosure  of  the  parish,  which  took  place  above  a century  since. 
It  adjoins  land  of  Mrs.  Vyner,  and  parts  of  the  hedge  at  each  end  of  that  side, 
have  been  stocked  up,  laying  the  land  in  those  parts  open  to  her  land. 

This  piece  of  land  is  now  held  by  Robert  Welchman,  who  is  also  tenant  of 
Mrs.  Vyner’s  land  adjoining,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  91,  which 
appears  to  be  its  fair  value. 

This  rent  is  applied  to  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  given  away  to  poor 
parishioners  of  Eathorpe,  in  quantities  proportioned  to  the  size  of  their  families. 
A man  and  his  wife  and  five  children,  received  last  year,  27  cwt.,  which  was  the 
largest  quantity  given. 
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Eathorpe.  There  is  some  timber  in  the  hedge-rows,  which  has  been  occasionally  cut,

Mrs.  Hammond’s  Charity. 

General  Charities.  Mrs.  Alice  Hammond , widow,  by  will,  dated  23d  January  1778,  gave,  after  the 

> decease  of  her  sister  Margaret,  the  sum  of  3,000/.  to  the  archdeacon  of  Wor- 

rSChahtm0ndS  cester,  the  archdeacon  of  Northampton,  the  rector  of  Hampton  Lucy,  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  and  the  rector  of  Lyresham,  in  the  county  of  Northamp- 
ton, and  the  vicars  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  borough  of  War- 
wick, for  the  time  being,  in  trust,  to  put  out  the  same  at  interest,  in  the 
best  manner  they  could,  and  to  receive  and  apply  the  interest  thereof,  unto 
and  equally  amongst,  and  to  the  use  and  benefit  of,  six  poor  widows  or  chil- 
dren of  clergymen  of  the  church  of  England,  which  poor  widows  or  children, 
should  be  nominated  and  appointed  to  have  the  benefit  and  advantage  of 
that  charity,  by  her  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  or  any  three  of  them ; 
provided  always,  that  four  of  such  widows  or  children  should  be  widows  or 
children  of  clergymen,  who  at  the  times  of  their  respective  deaths,  should  be 
curates  or  incumbents  of  some  churches  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  that  the 
other  two  of  such  widows  or  children,  should  be  widow's  or  children  of  clergy- 
men, who  at  the  time  of  their  deaths  should  be  curates  or  incumbents  of  some 
churches  in  the  said  county  of  Northampton  ; and  upon  the  contingency  of  all 
the  nephews  and  nieces  of  her  late  husband,  dying  in  her  life-time,  and  without 
issue,  she  gave  a further  legacy  of  2,000/.,  due  to  her  on  mortgage  of  George 
Lucy’s  estate  at  Charlcote,  to  the  said  archdeacon  of  Worcester,  the  arch- 
deacon of  Northampton,  the  rector  of  Hampton  Lucy,  and  the  rector  of  Lyre- 
sham  aforesaid,  in  trust,  to  be  put  out  at  interest,  for  the  benefit  of  such  clergy- 
men’s wudows  or  children  as  aforesaid,  and  to  be  applied  in  the  same  manner, 
and  in  such  proportions,  and  to  the  same  uses,  as  she  had  before  directed,  con- 
cerning the  said  legacy  of  3,000  /. 

The  funds  belonging  to  this  charity  consist  of  5,2S6/.  6s.  10 d.  three  per 
cent  consolidated  annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William 
Strong,  D.  D.  archdeacon  of  Northampton,  the  Rev.  John  Lucy,  rector  of 
Hampton  Lucy,  and  the  Rev.  Arthur  Savage  Wade,  D.  D.  vicar  of  St.  Nicholas, 
Warwick.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  investment  of  the  legacy  of  3,000/., 
which  became  payable  to  the  trustees  on  the  death  of  the  testatrix’s  sister, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Underhill,  in  January  1784. 

The  dividends  of  the  stock,  amounting  to  158/.  11s.  8 d.  per  annum,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Whitehead,  Weston  and  Co.  bankers  at  Warwick, 
and  are  paid  out  by  them,  in  pensions  of  26/.  8 s.  per  annum  each,  to  six  w’idows 
or  daughters  of  clergymen  of  the  church  of  England,  of  whom  at  the  time  of 
their  respective  deaths,  four  had  been  incumbents  or  curates  in  the  county  of 
Warwick,  and  two  in  the  county  of  Northampton.  Each  of  the  six  trustees 
nominates  one  of  the  pensioners,  and  upon  the  death  of  a pensioner,  the  trustee 
by  whom  she  wTas  nominated,  or  his  successor,  supplies  the  vacancy.  The 
appointments  of  the  persons  so  nominated,  are  signed  by  three  at  least  of  the 
trustees. 

The  sum  of  3s.  8 d.,  remaining  of  the  annual  dividend  after  paying  the 
pensions,  is  exhausted  in  postages. 

The  subsequent  legacy  of  2,000/.  did  not  vest  to  the  use  of  the  charity,  one 
at  least  of  the  nephews  of  the  testatrix’s  husband,  the  late  Rev.  John  Lucy,  of 
Charlcote,  having  survived  her  and  had  children. 

Mrs.  Mary  Dolben’s  Charity. 

Mrs  Alary  Dolben’s  Mrs.  Mary  Dolben,  by  her  will,  dated  the  12th  January  1787»  after  disposing 
Chanty.  of  her  wearing  apparel,  and  giving  a legacy  of  5/.  to  MaryB  ennett,  bequeathed 
to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Chambers,  of  Radway,  the  Rev.  William  Windsor  Fitz- 
thomas,  of  Arrow’,  and  the  llev.

widows,  in  equal  shares,  at  Christmas,  yearly,  for  ever : And  her  desire  was, 

that  when  the  number  of  trustees  in  whom  the  said  money  was  to  be  vested, 
should  be  reduced  to  one,  such  surviving  trustee,  his  executors  or  admi- 
nistrators, should  from  time  to  time  take  care  that  the  said  principal  money 
should  be  by  such  lawful  means  as  should  be  thought  proper,  vested  in  such 
surviving  trustee,  his  executors  or  administrators,  and  four  new  trustees, 
to  be  nominated  and  chosen  by  the  rector  of  Ipsley,  in  the  county  of  Warw  ick, 
for  the  time  being,  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the  purposes  directed  by  that 
her  will. 

She  then  gave  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate,  and  such  real  estate  as  she 
was  entitled  to  by  virtue  of  any  mortgage,  in  fee,  to  her  said  trustees,  in  trust, 
to  convert  the  personal  property  into  money,  and  to  invest  the  same  on  govern- 
ment or  real  securities,  and  to  pay  the  interest  to  her  mother  for  life,  and  after 
her  death,  to  her  brother,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dolben,  for  life,  and  after  his 
death,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  to  his  children,  in  manner 
therein  specified ; but  in  case  he  should  die  without  leaving  children  who 
should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  then  in  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  in 
providing  a school-house,  and  maintaining  a school  for  twelve  poor  girls,  in 
the  parish  of  Ipsley,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  said  will ; and  she  appointed 
her  mother,  Mary  Dolben,  her  executrix,  - ^ 

By  a codicil  to  her  will,  dated  the  19th  March  1792,  reciting  that  her 
mother  was  dead,  she  appointed  Mrs.  Sarah  We  chman  her  executrix,  and  gave 
some  further  legacies  to  the  amount  of  25  /. 

The  testatrix’s  property  appears  to  have  consisted,  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
of  the  sum  of  1,000/.,  secured  on  a mortgage  of  an  advowson,  and  100/.  three 
per  cent  consols. 

The  executrix  appointed  by  the  above  codicil,  having  renounced  probate, 
administration,  with  the  will  annexed,  was  granted  in  1814,  to  the  Rev.  Philip 
Wren,  who  being  advised  that  the  bequests  to  charitable  purposes  could  not 
attach  upon  the  money  secured  by  mortgage,  conveyed  the  advowson,  discharged 
from  the  said  mortgage,  to  Thomas  Dolben  Skynner,  now  called  Thomas  Dolben 
Dolben,  who  had  become  entitled  thereto  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Dolben, 
the  late  incumbent  and  patron  of  the  living,  and  who,  as  the  only  brother  of 
Mary  Dolben,  the  testatrix  above-named,  and  her  sole  next  of  kin,  became 
entitled  to  the  money  secured  upon  the  mortgage,  her  bequest  thereof,  as  far 
as  the  same  could  be  considered  as  applicable  to  the  charitable  use,  being  void 
under  the  statute  9 Geo.  2.  c.  36. 

The  100/.  stock  was  sold  out  in  1818,  and,  with  twenty-six  years  dividends, 
produced  1 331.  18s.  6d.,  which  was  reduced  by  expenses  of  the  administration 
and  other  charges,  to  46/.  15  s.  11  d. 

This  balance  was  carried  by  Mr.  Lea,  solicitor,  of  Henley  in  Arden,  who 
had  received  the  money,  to  the  account  of  Mr.  Thomas  Dolben  Skynner.  This 
gentleman  was  residuary  legatee  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Dolben,  who  is 
understood  to  have  paid  the  funeral  expenses  and  debts  of  Mary  Dolben,  the 
testatrix.  The  payment  of  this  residue  by  Mr.  Lea  to  Mr.  Thomas  Dolben 
Skynner,  was  made  under  the  authority  of  the  Rev.  Philip  Wren,  executor 
of  Thomas  Dolben,  and  under  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Hart,  the  present  vice 
chancellor. 
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General  Charities.  The  only  question  that  can  arise  upon  these  facts,  seems  to  be,  whether  the

Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  considering  how  very  little 

that  sum  would  have  availed  towards  effecting  the  intentions  of  the  donor,  it 
does  not  appear  to  us,  that  it  would  be  adviseable  to  attempt  to  disturb  the 
settlement  that  has  taken  place.

WAPENTAKE  OF  HOWDENSHIRE. 

PARISH  OF  HOWDEN. 

CHAPELllY  AND  TOWNSHIP  OF  BARMBY  ON  THE  MARSH. 

Garlthorpe’s  Charity. 

BY  an  inquisition  taken  at  York,  under  a commission  of  charitable  uses, 
and  dated  the  Oth  September,  19th  James  1.,  it  was  found,  that  Richard 
Garlthorpe,  being  seised  in  fee  of  a messuage  and  three  score  acres  of  arable 
and  pasture  land,  in  Barmby-upon-Derwent  (nowr  called  Barmby-on-the-Marsh), 
by  deed,  bearing  date  on  the  feast  of  St.  Peter,  in  the  19th  Edward  4th, 
granted  and  confirmed  unto  William  Parke,  and  ten  others  therein  mentioned, 
the  said  premises,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  ; and  that  in  the  18th  year 
of  the  reign  of  Edward  4th  aforesaid,  Richard  Garlthorpe  was  seised  in  fee  of 
one  messuage,  and  one  oxgang  of  land,  in  Knedlington,  near  Howden,  with  the 
appurtenances,  and  by  his  deed,  bearing  date  the  Sth  January,  in  the  18th 
year  of  the  said  King,  granted  and  confirmed  unto  William  Garlthorpe,  clerk, 
and  eleven  others,  the  said  premises,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  ; and  that 
although  there  was  no  trust  or  use  expressed  in  the  said  deeds,  yet  the  jurors 
found  that  the  same  were  given  upon  trust,  for  the  charitable  uses  thereinafter 
expressed,  and  that  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  had  been  always 
employed  by  eight  or  four  men,  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Barmby,  to  the  charitable  and  godly  uses  following ; viz.  for  the  maintenance 
of  a reading  minister  in  the  chapel  of  Barmby,  and  for  the  repairs  of  the  said 
chapel,  and  for  the  maintaining  of  the  stayths,  jettys  and  water-works  there, 
and  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town,  and  such  like  charitable  uses,  and 
not  to  any  man’s  private  profit  or  gain  : It  was  further  found,  that  it  was  not 

known  which  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  premises  were  given,  survived,  and 
in  whom  the  inheritance  of  the  said  lands  and  premises  was  then  vested,  and 
that  divers  persons  mentioned  in  the  said  inquisition  were  in  possession  of 
sundry  parts  of  the  property,  and  withheld  the  rents  thereof,  and  that  others 
held  other  parts  of  the  premises  at  the  rents  therein  mentioned. 

The  commissioners  under  the  said  commission,  by  their  decree,  dated  the 
same  day  with  the  inquisition,  after  briefly  stating  the  matter  contained  in  the 
said  inquisition,  and  that  it  appeared,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands 
therein  mentioned  had  accustomarily  been  received  by  a certain  number  of 
inhabitants  of  Barmby,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  usually  called  Orderers, 
and  that  such  orderers  had  sometimes  let  the  said  lands  and  tenements  for  small 
rents,  taking  some  little  fine  beforehand,  and  used  also  to  let  them  by  several 
parcels  to  several  inhabitants  in  Barmby,  so  as  not  any  one  inhabitant  of  the 
same  town  had  above  seven  roods,  and  to  the  end  that  the  said  lands  and  tene- 
ments might  be  employed  according  to  the  godly  intents  or  gifts  of  the  donors, 
and  that  the  said  godly  uses  might  be  preserved,  decreed  that,  yearly,  the 
inhabitants  of  Barmby  should  assemble  together  upon  Tuesday  in  Easter  week, 
after  divine  service,  in  some  convenient  place,  and  by  the  consent  of  the 
greater  number  of  them  so  assembled,  should  choose  four  decent  and  sufn- 
Rep.  18.  3 Y - * cient 
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cient  and  able  men  of  the  said  town  to  be  orderers  for  one  year  following,  and 
that  at  such  assemblies  the  old  orderers  should  make  account  to  the  new  ones 
of  the  rents  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  for  the  year  then  past,  and  of 
such  stock  or  sums  of  money  touching  the  same,  as  they  or  any  of  them  might 
have  received,  and  should  pay  what  remained  in  their  hands  in  the  same 
account  to  the  new  orderers,  if  other  than  themselves  should  be  chosen : Also 
that  the  orderers  for  the  time  being  should  not  let  any  more  than  nine  roods  of 
the  said  lands  and  tenements  in  Barmby,  mentioned  in  the  said  inquisition,  to 
any  one  person,  nor  demise  any  part  to  any  person  dwelling  forth  of  the  said 
town,  and  should  let  the  same  from  three  years  to  three  years  for  some  time 
not  exceeding  nine  years,  at  the  best  value,  taking  bonds  with  sufficient 
security  for  the  true  payment  of  the  rent,  to  be  paid  at  Lady-day  and  Michael- 
mas, by  equal  portions;  and  that  they  should  demise  the  said  messuage  and 
oxgang  of  land  in  Knedlington,  mentioned  in  the  said  inquisition,  from  nine 
years  to  nine  years,  at  a valuable  rent,  with  like  bond  and  security  for  payment  of 
the  rent,  at  the  same  times  ; and  that  no  tenant  of  any  messuage  or  cottage, 
part  of  the  premises,  should  be  put  out  under  less  than  a year’s  warning,  with-" 
out  the  consent  of  the  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants,  so  long  as  such  tenant 
should,  yearly,  pay  his  rent,  and  keep  the  buildings  in  good  repair : Also, 

that  the  orderers  for  the  time  being  should,  yearly,  pay  forth  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  inquisition,  towards  the  maintenance  of 
a reading  minister  in  the  chapel  of  Barmby,  10/.,  by  four  equal  quarterly  pay- 
ments, and  that  the  minister,  by  himself,  or  some  other  preacher  lawfully 
authorized,  should  make  a sermon  constantly  on  the  Sabbath  day  in  the  said 
chapel ; and  that  the  said  orderers  should  pay  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of 
Barmby,  26s.  8 d.,  to  be  distributed  by  the  said  orderers,  in  the  week  before 
Easter,  and  the  week  before  Christmas,  yearly ; and  that  the  residue  of  the 
said  rents  should  be  bestowed  in  and  about  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  said 
chapel,  and  of  the  banks,  stayths  and  other  water-works  within  the  township 
of  Barmby,  which  were  to  be  repaired  at  the  common  charge ; and  that  if  any 
surplusage  should  remain,  more  than  should  be  employed  as  aforesaid  in  any 
year,  the  same  should  be  paid  over  to  the  succeeding  orderers ; and  that  a 
book  should  be  kept  in  a chest  in  the  chapel,  with  four  locks,  the  keys  whereof 
should  be  kept  by  the  orderers,  severally,  for  the  time  being,  which  book  should 
contain  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  the  names  of  the 
several  tenants  of  the  premises,  and  how  much  rent  every  of  them  w'ere  to 
pay,  and  for  what  lands  and  tenements,  and  how  the  same  were  bounded,  and 
that  a fee  of  6 s.  8 d.  should  be  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  chapel  for  the  time 
being,  for  keeping  the  book,  if  he  choose,  and  if  not,  then  to  some  other  fit 
person,  to  be  chosen  by  the  orderers  for  that  purpose. 

In  the  inquisition  above  mentioned,  the  particulars  of  the  lands  constituting 
the  charity  are  set  forth,  according  to  the  tenancies  into  which  they  were  divided. 
The  total  quantity  of  land  is  stated  to  have  been  66a.  3r.  7p->  which  (with 
a messuage  and  two  cottages)  were  occupied  by  forty-nine  several  tenants,  in 
parcels  principally  of  seven  roods  each  or  under,  five  or  six  only  of  the  tenan- 
cies comprising  more  than  that  quantity. 

The  general  rate  of  rent  then  paid  was  a shilling  per  rood ; in  a few  instances 
more.  The  total  value  was  15 1.  15  s.  2 d. 

In  a terrier  and  survey  of  this  property,  produced  by  the  trustees,  dated  in 
1738,  but  purporting  to  have  been  drawn  up  from  writings  bearing  date  in 
1682,  is  contained  a description  of  the  several  quantities  of  land,  in  what  place 
and  oxgang  they  lie,  and  by  whom  they  were  then  tenanted.  The  total  quantity 
of  land  enumerated  is  65  a.  3r.,  besides  two  or  three  small  parcels,  called  a toft, 
half  a dale,  and  a roundabout,  of  which  the  quantities  do  not  appear.  Of  this 
land,  nine  parcels,  containing  together  4a.  1r.,  are  stated  to  be  occupied  by 
the  overmen,  and  for  which  no  rent  was  paid  to  the  feoffees.  The  overmen  are 
ancient  officers  of  townships,  in  this  part  of  the  country,  appointed  to  see  that 
the  different  fields  in  the  township  are  properly  fenced  and  drained,  and  that 
no  person  stocks  more  cattle  on  the  open  fields  than  he  has  a right  to;  to  defray 
the  expense  of  which  office,  certain  portions  of  land  are  assigned  to  the  over- 
men, of  which  they  sell  the  grass,  and  account  for  the  produce  to  the  town  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  overmen’s  land  being  deducted  from  the  rest, 
would  leave  6l  a.  2r.  as  the  quantity  of  land  contained  in  the  terrier,  available 
to  the  purposes  of  the  charity.  The  terrier  likewise  mentions  two  houses  and 

$ marsh 
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marsh  gates  with  each.  In  this  terrier  it  is  also  stated,  that  the  yearly  rent  of  all 
the  lands,  except  those  in  the  Seave  Carr,  was  75.  per  acre,  and  of  those  in  the 
Seave  Carr,  65.  per  acre:  And  further,  that  all  the  town  lands  lying  in  the 
open  fields,  except  Oxenstang  Field,  Seave  Carr,  Sollo  Marsh  and  Low  Field 
Gool  Lands,  should  pay  a fine  of  2 s.  per  acre  to  the  feoffees  every  nine  years, 
to  the  town’s  use,  and  that  all  the  inclosures  should  pay  after  the  rate  of  4 s. 
per  acre  every  nine  years ; and  also  that  every  parcel  of  the  town’s  land,  at 
every  change,  should  pay  to  the  feeoffees  one  shilling  booking  money. 

The  Seave  Carr,  Seave  Carr  Tops,  and  Seave  Carr  Bottoms,  where  the 
lands  of  the  lower  value  lie,  comprize  nearly  one  half  of  the  charity  land. 

The  land  now  belonging  to  this  charity,  on  which  rent  is  received,  as  appears 
from  the  trust  account  book,  contains  58  a.  & 30p.,  all  lying  in  the  open  fields 
within  the  township  of  Barmby-on-the-Marsh,  except  some  small  parcels  which 
have  been  inclosed  at  different  times  by  the  tenants,  and  thrown  together  with 
other  land  belonging  to  themselves.  It  is  stated  to  us,  that  these  inclosed 
parcels  are  still  divided  into  lands  (or  strips  of  ground),  in  the  same  manner 
as  those  in  the  open  fields,  and  that  the  charity  land  is  thereby  distinguishable 
from  the  rest  of  the  inclosures  into  which  it  has  been  thrown. 

The  present  quantity  of  land  falls  short  of  that  set  forth  in  the  terrier  above 
mentioned,  by  3 a.  1r.  10p.  The  greater  part  of  the  land  thus  lost,  is  stated 
to  have  been  washed  away  by  the  river  Ouse.  A small  quantity,  amounting 
to  half  an  acre,  is  asserted  to  be  wrongfully  withheld  by  the  occupiers  thereof. 
Part  of  this  lies  in  a close  belonging  to  William  Fox,  and  the  rest  in  a close 
belonging  to  Thomas  Fox.  Those  persons,  however,  alledge  that  they  pur- 
chased the  closes  with  this  land,  as  forming  part  of  them  ; and  we  have  found 
no  means  of  impeaching  their  title,  by  tracing  the  possession  of  the  land  to 
the  trustees  of  the  charity. 

There  is  also  a small  piece  of  ground,  twelve  yards  square,  on  which  John 
Pycock  built  a house,  about  the  year  1801  ; and  it  is  stated,  that  it  was  agreed 
between  him  and  the  trustees,  that  he  should  pay  them  5s.  3d.  a year  for  the 
land  on  which  he  was  about  so  to  build,  and  that  for  some  years  he  paid  them 
that  sum  accordingly,  but  that  for  the  last  seventeen  years  he  had  paid  nothing, 
and  now  alledges,  that  the  house  was  not  built  on  the  charity  land,  but 
on  the  waste.  We  have  been  wholly  unable  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  this 
allegation. 

In  addition  to  these  ancient  lands,  there  is  an  allotment,  containing 
6a.  3r.  28 p.  awarded  to  the  trustees  upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  of 
Bishopsoil,  in  the  parish  of  Howden,  in  lieu  of  common  right  appertaining 
to  the  said  lands. 

There  are  two  old  houses  upon  the  land  in  Barmby,  and  the  trustees  are 
possessed  of  two  marsh  rights. 

The  trustees  are  not  in  possession  of  any  lands  in  Ivnedlington.  On  the 
back  of  the  terrier,  above-mentioned,  is  a memorandum,  bearing  date  the 
12th  of  September  I67I,  (and  which  is  therefore  in  all  probability  a tran- 
script of  some  prior  document),  entitled,  “ a boundary  of  all  the  lands  lying 
in  the  town  fields  and  territories  of  Knedlington,  belonging  to  the  poor 
of  Barmby-on-the-Marsh,  out  of  which  they  receive  1/.  6 s.  8 d.  a year, 
bounded,  according  to  a decree  by  Messrs.  Nicholas  and  Stephen  Arlush,  which 
bounding  is  enrolled  and  returned  into  the  high  court  of  commission.”  The 
memorandum  then  specifies  twelve  small  parcels,  described  by  their  boun- 
daries, lying  in  different  fields,  and  amounting  altogether  to  six  acres.  A copy 
of  this  memorandum  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

This  sum  of  1 1.  65.  8 d.  is  still  received,  and  no  more.  j£l.  5s.  11  d.  is  paid 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Clark,  and  9d.  by  Mr.  James  Wadsworth,  both  of  Knedlington, 
as  fixed  payments  in  respect  of  lands  of  which  they  are  respectively  the 
proprietors,  but  of  what  particular  portions  of  those  lands  is  not  known. 
Endeavours  have  been  made  by  the  trustees  to  ascertain  them,  but  in  vain. 
According  to  the  terms  of  the  original  grant,  as  cited  in  the  inquisition,  the 
land  itself  was  given  to  the  trustees  ; but  we  find  no  trace  of  these  payments 
having  been  in  fact  received  as  reserved  rent  of  land  the  property  of  the 
charity ; and  after  an  unvaried  payment,  at  least  (so  far  as  appears)  from  the 
year  I67I,  an  attempt  to  recover  the  full  annual  value  of  the  land  wrould  pro- 
bably now  be  unavailing. 

The  property  of  the  charity,  and  the  administration  of  its  funds,  are  managed 
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Barmby-on-ihe-  by  four  persons,  called  orderers,  (but  more  commonly  known  by  the  title  of 
Marsh.  feoffees),  who  are  appointed  annually  on  Easter  Tuesday,  at  a meeting  at  the 
GarUhor  e’s  chapel  in  Barmby,  convened  by  ringing  the  chapel  bell,  and  notice  circulated 

T ChaHty,  * by  the  bellman.  The  same  persons  are  generally  re-appointed  for  four 

•continued.  successive  years. 

'■v ^ 1 At  this  meeting,  no  persons  are  accustomed  to  attend,  but  such  as  hold  part 

of  the  charity  lands,  and  an  opinion  prevails  among  them,  that  no  others  have 
a right  to  attend ; an  opinion  wholly  unwarranted  by  the  provisions  of  the 
decree,  which  directs  that  the  appointment  should  be  by  the  inhabitants  of 
Barmby  assembled  together  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week. 

The  lands  in  Barmby  are  let  by  the  orderers  to  various  tenants,  pa- 
rishioners of  Barmby,  in  parcels  not  exceeding  nine  roods  to  anv  one  person, 
and  at  the  rates  mentioned  in  the  terrier;  viz.  r/s.  per  acre  for  the  best,  and 
65.  per  acre  for  the  inferior  land.  No  leases  are  granted,  but  the  tenants 
names  are  entered  in  a book,  and  they  are  all  understood  to  hold  for  the 
term  of  nine  years,  at  the  end  of  which  the  land  is  re-let.  If  a tenant  gives  up 
the  possession  in  the  course  of  the  nine  years,  the  succeeding  tenant’s  name 
is  substituted  in  the  book  for  the  remainder  only  of  the  term.  A fee  of  one 
shilling  is  taken  for  the  entry  of  every  tenant’s  name  in  the  book,  on  a change 
or  renewal  of  tenancy.  A tenant  once  booked,  is  considered  to  be  entitled,  on 
payment  of  this  fee  of  one  shilling,  to  have  his  tenancy  renewed  for  nine  years 
without  any  variation  of  the  rent ; and  so  inviolable  is  this  right  of  occupation 
esteemed,  that  it  has  in  numerous  instances  been  the  subject  matter  of  pur- 
chase, and  of  family  settlements. 

Although  no  person  has  more  than  nine  roods  booked  to  him,  yet  it  seems 
that  the  restrictions  of  the  decree,  not  to  let  more  than  that  quantity  to  any 
one  person,  is  frequently  evaded,  by  the  real  tenant  of  several  lots  having  them 
booked  to  his  children.  In  the  present  list  of  tenants,  we  find  one  family  pos- 
sessed of  eight  lots,  six  at  least  of  which  appear  to  be  held  in  this  manner. 

A list  of  the  tenants,  with  the  quantity  of  land  booked  to  each,  and  the  rent 
paid  for  it,  wall  be  found  in  the  rental  subjoined  in  the  Appendix.  The  rents  of 
these  ancient  lands  amount  to  18/.  17-s.  l\d. 

The  rents  thus  paid  are  far  below  the  actual  value  of  the  land,  though  we  have 
been  unable  satisfactorily  to  ascertain  to  what  extent.  The  lowest  estimate  we 
have  heard,  states  that  the  land  would  not  let  for  more  than  double  the  rent 
mentioned  in  the  terrier,  to  responsible  tenants  ; the  highest  puts  the  value  at 
40  5.  per  acre.  A more  judicious  estimate  perhaps,  considers  the  average  value 
of  the  land  to  be  at  least  three  times  the  amount  stated  in  the  terrier,  probably 
more,  if,  as  is  supposed,  the  actual  quantities  of  land  exceed  the  estimated 
amounts  at  which  they  are  let.  It  seems  probable,  however,  that  dispersed  as 
the  lands  are  in  open  fields,  and  limited  by  the  decree  to  be  let  in  small  parcels, 
they  would  hardly  produce  their  full  value. 

The  fines  mentioned  in  the  terrier  are  not  now  paid.  When  the  rents  are 
not  sufficient  for  the  several  repairs  directed  by  the  decree,  the  requisite  sum  is 
laised  by  a rate  upon  the  lands,  made  by  the  orderers  for  the  time  being.  Such 
a rate  was  laid  in  1822,  for  an  extensive  repair  to  the  chapel. 

These  rates,  however,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  of  frequent  recurrence ; 
the  last  that  was  made,  previously  to  the  foregoing,  having  been  in  the  year  1778. 

The  allotment  on  Bishopsoil  was  let  by  the  orderers  in  1813,  to  Samuel 
Simpson,  for  a term  of  999  years,  in  consideration  of  a sum  of  120/.,  and  a re- 
served rent  of  10s.  6d.  At  the  time  of  our  first  examination  into  this  charity, 
in  1823,  100/.  of  this  consideration  money  remained  unpaid,  and  4-/.  a year  was 
received  as  the  interest  thereof.  The  whole  has  been  since  paid  up.  The 
tenant  has  built  a house,  barn  and  stable  on  the  land,  and  been  at  considerable 
expense  in  improving  it.  We  conceive  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  maintain 
the  validity  of  this  lease,  which  amounts  in  fact  to  an  alienation  of  the  trust 
property,  even  though  it  be  true,  as  is  alledged,  that  the  whole  of  the  120/. 
was  employed  in  building  poor-houses  for  the  use  of  parish  paupers,  and  in  the 
repair  of  the  church. 

One  of  the  marsh  rights  islet  to  William  Brooksbank,  at  1 /.  5s.  per  annum, 
and  the  other  is  held  by  the  orderers  for  the  time  being,  at  3/.  1 5s.  per  annum. 
These  rents  also  are  inadequate.  A marsh  right,  which  comprises  two  marsh 
gates,  is  worth  about  7 /•  per  annum. 

The  two  cottages  are  inhabited  by  parish  paupers,  and  yield  no  revenue.

Out  of  this  income,  10/.  a year  is  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  chapel,  and 
1 /.  65.  8 d.  is  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  township  by  the  orderers,  at  their 
discretion.  The  remainder,  after  discharging  the  demands  for  tythe  and  parish 
assessments  to  which  the  land  is  liable,  is  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the 
chapel,  and  of  the  banks  of  the  river,  the  staiths,  and  other  waterworks  in  the 
township,  under  the  direction  of  the  orderers. 

The  repair  of  the  chapel  in  the  year  1822,  to  which  we  have  before  alluded, 
cost  124/.  2 s.,  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  receipts  in  that  year  by  the  sum 
of  93/.  11s.  4c/.,  to  defray  which  an  assessment  was  laid  by  the  orderers  of  32s. 
per  acre  on  the  high  land,  and  27s.  per  acre  on  the  low  land,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  93/.  12s.  10c/.  Some  further  works  at  the  chapel,  and  a considerable 
repair  of  the  staiths  and  waterworks  were  then  contemplated,  which  it  was 
supposed  would  make  a further  assessment  necessary,  but  we  do  not  find  that 
this  has  taken  place.  It  was  on  a former  occasion  stated  to  us  by  the  trustees, 
that  for  the  ordinary  maintenance  of  the  staiths  and  waterworks  the  regular 
income  of  the  charity  was  found  sufficient.  In  this,  however,  there  seems  to 
be  some  inaccuracy,  as  we  are  given  to  understand  that  the  preservation  of 
the  drains,  which  are  understood  to  be  included  in  the  waterworks,  and  which 
are  very  numerous,  is  an  annual  charge  upon  the  township,  making  part  of  the 
parochial  assessments. 

The  accounts  of  the  charity  are  very  regularly  kept  by  one  of  the  orderers, 
who  receives  the  65.  8 d.  appointed  for  that  service  by  the  decree.  It  may  be 
right,  however,  to  mention,  that  on  inspecting  the  account  book,  we  found  an 
interval,  from  1810  to  1817,  the  intermediate  leaves  being  torn  out.  The 
account  for  1810  ends  with  a balance  due  to  the  acting  trustee  or  orderer,  of 
26/.  11  Sc  Old.  In  that  for  1817,  is  the  entry  of  a receipt  “ from  Battle’s 
Trustees,”  of  15/.  6 s.  8 d.  It  appears  that  Battle  had  been  appointed  acting 
trustee  during  these  successive  years,  and  at  last  died  insolvent ; that  after- 
wards, 15/.  6 s.  8 d.  had  been  obtained  from  his  estate,  on  account  of  a balance 
due  from  him  to  the  charity,  with  which,  as  he  had  been  in  advance,  in  1810, 
to  the  amount  of  26/.,  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  were  satisfied  ; but  we 
could  obtain  no  explanation  of  the  abstraction  of  the  leaves  from  the  book,  nor, 
in  their  absence,  can  we  ascertain  what  the  charity  may  have  lost,  or  what 
extent  of  misconduct,  if  any,  may  be  attributable  to  the  managers. 

From  what  has  been  stated,  it  must  appear  that  the  system  which  has  now 
for  many  years  prevailed  in  the  management  of  this  charity  is  open  to  much 
objection.  The  lands  are  let  for  far  less  than  their  value,  in  direct  violation  of 
the  express  directions  of  the  decree ; and  it  seems  evident,  that  instead  of 
being  turned  to  the  best  account  for  the  township  in  general,  they  have  thus 
become  a profitable  possession  to  the  holders,  who  have  obtained  a sort  of 
prescriptive  right  to  their  several  tenancies.  It  may,  perhaps,  be  said,  that  the 
occasional  rates  laid  upon  the  lands,  for  the  purpose  of  extraordinary  repairs, 
give  to  the  township  an  advantage  equivalent  to  letting  them  at  rack  rents; 
but,  wffien  we  see  the  long  intervals  that  have  elapsed  between  these  assess- 
ments, this  may  fairly  be  questioned  ; and  we  think  it  cannot  be  doubted,  that 
a mode  of  management  which  would  produce  a larger  annual  income,  and 
would  relieve  the  township  from  the  parochial  assessments  for  repairs  to  which 
it  appears  they  are  subject,  and  probably  afford  the  means  of  still  further 
promoting  the  objects  of  the  trust,  would,  on  the  whole,  be  more  beneficial  to 
the  inhabitants,  even  although  the  charge  for  extraordinary  repairs,  when  neces- 
sary, should  be  thereby  thrown  on  the  township  at  large.  Constituted,  however, 
as  the  governing  body  of  the  charity  now  is,  any  improvement  in  the  course 
of  management  can  scarcely  be  expected.  By  a violation,  or,  at  least,  a mis-

construction  of  the  directions  of  the  decree,  the  orderers  are  appointed 
exclusively  by  the  tenants  of  the  charity  lands,  and  are  always,  or  with  very 
rare  exceptions,  chosen  out  of  their  own  body ; and  thus  the  persons  in  whose 
hands  the  whole  management  of  the  charity  is  vested,  are  obviously  interested 
in  opposing  any  alteration  therein,  which  might  interfere  with  the  individual 
advantages  of  the  landholders, 

We  think  that  the  interests  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  township  requires  that 
this  charity  should  be  placed  under  other  and  better  regulation  in  future  ; but 
we  apprehend  that  this  can  only  be  effected  by  the  aid  of  a court  of  equity.

Blanchard’s  Charity. 

From  the  translation  of  a copy  of  court  roll  of  the  manor  of  Howden,  dated 
the  21  st  September  1712,  it  appears,  that  John  Blanchard,  of  Barmby,  in  the 
county  of  York,  surrendered  one  messuage,  wherein  he  then  lived,  of  the 
oxgang  of  Hillams,  with  — (torn') — stable,  and  all  other  buildings  and  appurte- 
nances thereunto  belonging  j and  three  closes,  called  Crakemore  Closes,  with 
the  springs,  and  a croft,  and  all  appurtenances,  containing,  by  estimation,  seven 
acres,  be  the  same  more  or  less;  and  also  14  acres  of  arable  land,  meadow  and 
pasture,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  in  the  several 
places,  fields  and  territories  of  Barmby  aforesaid  ; to  hold  the  same,  with  the 
appurtenances,  to  George  Pickard  and  William  Sharpe,  and  their  heirs,  for 
ever,  in  trust,  for  the  several  uses  following,  that  is  to  say ; to  the  use  of  John 
Blanchard  for  life,  and,  after  his  decease,  then  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Barmby,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  should  have  full  power  and  authority,  for  ever,  to  elect  and  choose  one 
discreet  and  qualified  minister,  who  should  and  would  read  divine  service  and 
preach  twice  every  Sabbath  day,  throughout  the  year,  in  St.  Hellen’s  chapel, 
in  Barmby  aforesaid  ; and  also  should  preach,  yearly,  a sermon  in  the  chapel, 
upon  Saint  John  the  Baptist’s  day  ; and  also  should  teach  a grammar  school  in 
the  said  town  of  Barmby;  and  such  minister  should  also  be  resident  in  the  said 
messuage  in  Barmby  aforesaid,  and  should  keep  the  same,  and  all  the  buildings 
thereunto  belonging,  in  good  and  sufficient  repair  during  such  residence,  and 
should  not  cut  or  sell  any  wood  growing  upon  the  said  premises,  or  any.  part 
thereof,  unless  it  should  be  for  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  said  messuage  and 
buildings,  and  fences  belonging  to  the  said  premises ; and  also  should  pay  to 
the  overseers  of  Barmby,  for  the  time  being,  yearly,  upon  the  Feast  of  Saint 
Tohn  the  Baptist,  the  sum  of  40s.,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  and  amongst 
the  most  needful  people  of  the  said  town  of  Barmby ; and  after  the  election 
and  approbation  of  such  minister  as  aforesaid,  then  to  permit  and  suffer  such 
minister  as  aforesaid  to  receive  and  take  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  pre- 
mises for  his  own  use  and  benefit,  paying  out  of  the  same  the  aforesaid  sum  of 
40 s.  yearly,  to  be  distributed  as  aforesaid,  during  such  time  as  he  should 
comply  with  and  perform  the  said  several  conditions,  services,  matters  and 
things  thereinbefore  mentioned,  (*  and  in  case  the  said  minister  should  deviate 
from  or  refuse  to  comply  with  and  perform  the  same),  that  then  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  of  such 
survivor,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Barmby,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  for  the  time  being,  upon  Easter  Tuesday  following  such  a deviation 
or  refusal,  to  proceed  to  a new  election  of  such  minister,  as  they  should  think  fit, 
and  would  accept  the  same  upon  the  conditions  and  for  the  intents  and  pur- 
poses aforesaid. 

The  property  derived  from  this  gift  consists  of  a house  and  cottage,  and 
about  twenty  acres  of  land,  and  six  marsh  gates,  the  whole  of  which,  except 
a small  quantity  held  by  Mr.  Robert  Noble  for  30s.  a year,  is  let  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Turton,  of  Barmby,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  a rent  of  531.  12s.  There 
is  also  an  allotment,  about  2 i acres  in  size,  awarded  in  respect  thereof,  on  the 

inclosure  of  the  common  of  Bishopsoil,  which  is  occupied  by Jepson,  for 

51.  a year,  making  the  whole  income  GO/. 

The  present  lecturer  is  the  Rev.  Robert  Spofforth,  vicar  of  Howden,  who 
lets  the  premises  and  receives  the  rents,  out  of  which  he  pays  40s.  a year  to  the 

chapelwarden, 


* These  words  are  wanting  in  the  translation,  but  the  context  evidently  renders  them,  or  words  of  the 
like  ioiDort,  necessary. 
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chapelwarden,  which  is  distributed  in  the  chapel,  on  St.John  the  Baptist’s  day, 
after  sermon,  among  the  poor  of  the  township  attending  there. 

Mr.  Spofforth  does  not  reside  in  the  house  given  by  Blanchard  for  his 
habitation,  nor  does  he  keep  a school  in  the  place.  Upon  his  election,  it  was 
agreed  between  him  and  the  inhabitants,  that  he  should  pay  8/.  a year  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a school,  and  that  they  should  advance  an  equal  sum  for  the 
purpose.  With  these  contributions  a school  was  kept,  at  which  the  children  of 
the  township  were  taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts.  But  a short  time 
before  our  examination  the  schoolmaster  ran  away,  and  no  other  having  been 
appointed,  the  school  was  at  that  time  suspended. 

Tacker’s  Charity. 

David  Tacker  gave  40s.  a year  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Barmby-on-  Tacker’s  Charity. 
the-Marsh,  which  he  charged  on  certain  copyhold  lands  belonging  to  him  in  the 
township. 

Some  of  these  lands  are  now  held  by  Mr.  William  Fox,  and  in  the  copy  of 
court  roll  by  which  they  were  surrendered  to  him,  dated  6th  October  1806,  they 
are  described  as  one  land  in  the  Oxenstang  field,  containing  three  roods  ; one 
other  land  in  the  Bank  field,  containing  three  roods ; one  other  land  in  the 
Gateland  field,  containing  one  rood ; and  one  other  land  in  the  Low  Field, 
containing  three  roods ; which  four  lands  were  formerly  belonging  to  David 
Tacker,  and  are  subject  to  the  payment  of  20s.  a year  to  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Barmby-on-the-Marsh,  on  the  1st  January  every  year. 

This  document  does  not  state,  that  Tacker  was  the  donor  of  the  rent-charge, 
but  he  is  reputed  to  have  been  so.  The  other  lands  charged  with  this  annuity, 
are  three  lands,  one  in  Oxenstang  field,  one  in  Far  Allen  croft  field,  and  one  in 
the  Low  field,  containing  altogether  two  acres,  belonging  to  Mr.  William 
Tiirton,  who  pays  16s.  a year ; and  one  land  containing  two  roods,  belonging  to 
Mr.  John  Battle,  who  pays  4s. 

The  owners  of  these  lands  stated  to  us,  that  they  give  away  the  sums  for 
which  they  are  respectively  liable,  to  such  poor  people  as  they  think  most  in 
need,  from  twenty  to  thirty  in  number,  in  small  sums  proportioned  to  the  size 
of  their  families. 

Complaints  have  reached  us,  that  this  money  has  not  been  regularly  given 
away.  This  belief  may  have  been  occasioned  by  the  distributions  having  been 
made  privately  by  the  parties ; but  to  prevent  its  recurrence,  and  the  danger  of 
future  irregularity,  we  have  recommended  that  it  be  given  away  publicly  on  the 
day  specified  in  the  court  roll,  by,  or  in  the  presence  of,  the  parish  officers. 

Cowlam’s  Charity. 

Henry  Covolam  left  by  will,  a copyhold  house  and  croft,  containing  three  Cowlam's Charity, 
acres  and  twenty  perches,  in  Barmby-on-the-Marsh,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  the  township.  Cowlam  is  said  to  have  died  about  110  years  ago  ; the  date 
given  to  his  will  in  the  returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  is  1709,  but  we  have  searched 
in  vain  for  his  will,  at  the  different  registries  where  it  was  likely  to  be  found. 

The  property  was  formerly  under  the  management  of  trustees,  the  last  of  whom 
was  Mr.  Joseph  Harrison,  of  Annin,  whose  heir  at  law  is  Mr.  John  Harrison,  of 
Heminbrough  grange. 

The  premises  are  let  to  Thomas  Steele,  for  31.  10s.  a year.  He  is  an  old 
man,  anti  the  property  has  been  in  his  family  many  years,  having  originally  been 
let  to  his  grandfather.  About  thirty  years  ago,  the  rent  was  raised  by  the  then 
trustees  to  10/.,  but  in  a few  years  after,  was  lowered  again  to  31.  10  s.,  at  which 
it  remains. 

The  house  and  croft  are  worth  about  12/.  a year,  and  there  are  two  marsh 
gates  annexed  thereto,  which  constitute  at  present  one  marsh  right,  and  which 
are  worth  61.  or  7 /•  more. 

Steele  used  to  pay  the  rent  to  the  overseers,  but  has  discontinued  this  for  many 
years,  proposing  to  distribute  it  among  the  poor  himself.  It  appears,  however, 
that  of  late  he  has  been  very  irregular  in  the  distribution,  and  for  the  last  two 
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or  three  years  little  or  nothing  seems  to  have  been  given  away.  We  have  urged 
the  propriety  of  the  rent  being  raised,  and  of  its  being  paid  to  and  distributed 
by  the  parish  officers  ; but  the  present  tenant  is  poor,  and  probably  incapable  of 
paying  the  full  value  of  the  premises,  and  his  age  and  long  possession  render 
the  parishioners  averse  to  deprive  him  of  them. 

This  charity  has  apparently  suffered  from  the  death  of  all  the  trustees,  without 
renewal,  leaving  it  unprovided  with  any  responsible  manager.  As  this  defect 
may  easily  be  remedied,  by  the  heir  of  the  surviving  trustee  surrendering  the 
premises  to  the  use  of  fresh  trustees,  we  think  it  desirable  that  this  should 
be  done.

Israel  Wormall,  by  will,  dated  the  11th  August  1724,  devised  all  his  real 
estates  to  John  Wilkinson,  Charles  Savage  and  Benjamin  North,  and  their  heirs, 
to  the  intent,  that  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  they  should  pay  unto 
the  schoolmaster  of  the  free  school  of  Almondbury,  and  his  successors,  the 
annual  sum  of  51.,  and  pay  the  residue  of  such  rents  and  profits  to  such  persons 
and  uses  as  the  testator  should  by  deed  appoint ; and  for  default  of  appointment, 
upon  trust,  that  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  paid  by  the 
trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  whereof  the  said  Charles  Savage,  and  his  heirs, 
should  be  one,  to  such  charitable  uses  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think 
most  fit  and  proper. 

The  testator  died  in  1737,  without  having  executed  any  deed  appointing 
the  application  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  real  estates. 

In  1752  an  information  was  filed  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  at  the  relation  of 
Samuel  Brooke,  Clerk,  then  master  of  the  free  school  of  Almondbury,  against 
Savage  and  North,  the  surviving  trustees,  the  testator’s  heir  at  law,  and  others, 
praying  payment  of  the  annuity  of  5/.,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  rents  might 
be  applied  according  to  the  testator’s  will,  and  that  the  charitable  uses  in  the 
will  might  be  established. 

By  the  decree  made  on  the  hearing  of  the  cause,  the  25th  July  1753,  it  was 
directed,  that  the  annuity  of  51.  should  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  to  the  school- 
master for  the  time  being;  and  that  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  should 
be  paid  to  Elizabeth  Bradbury,  the  testator’s  heir  at  law,  during  her  life,  for 
her  support  and  maintenance,  it  appearing  that  the  same  was  a charitable  use 
within  the  meaning  of  the  testator’s  will ; and  that  the  trustees  should  lay 
before  the  master,  a scheme  for  the  application  of  the  surplus  rents  and 
profits,  to  accrue  after  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Bradbury,  to  some  charitable 


uses. 


The 
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The  master,  by  his  report,  dated  4th  December  1762,  certified,  that  Eliza- 
beth Bradbury  being  then  dead,  he  had  approved  of  a scheme  and  proposal, 
that  after  certain  payments  therein  mentioned,  the  surplus  rents  and  profits 
should  be  paid  in  moieties  to  Jane  Dawson  and  Ellen  Dawson,  cousins  of  the 
testator,  and  who  were  both  objects  of  charity,  during  their  lives;  and  that 
upon  the  death  of  either  of  them,  one  moiety,  and  after  the  death  of  the  sur- 
vivor, the  whole  of  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  paid  and  distributed  among 
such  of  the  testator’s  other  relations  then  living,  as  should  be  deemed  objects 
of  charity  by  the  trustees ; and  that  as  such  persons  should  die,  the  rents  and 
profits  applied  to  their  relief,  should  be  applied  to  the  placing  out  of  such  of 
the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  as  the  trustees,  or  the  survivor 
of  them,  should  approve,  to  be  apprenticed  to  any  of  the  lower  sorts  of  trade  or 
manufacture,  or  in  husbandry,  as  being  the  most  likely  scheme  for  rendering 
the  charity  of  use  to  the  testator’s  own  country,  and  the  public  in  general. 

By  a decree  made  the  14th  day  of  June  17&3,  the  scheme  approved  of  by 
the  master  was  ordered  to  be  established  and  carried  into  execution. 

In  or  about  1786,  Easter  Jackson,  widow,  and  others,  poor  relations  of  the 
testator,  filed  their  bill  in  Chancery  against  Benjamin  North,  gentleman,  and  the 
attorney  general,  stating  the  pleadings  and  decree  in  the  former  cause,  and 
other  matters ; and  that  Jane  Dawson  survived  Ellen  Dawson,  and  died  in 
1767;  and  that  the  legal  estate  in  the  premises  had  descended,  and  was  then 
vested,  in  Benjamin  North,  the  heir  of  the  surviving  trustee,  and  who  was  also 
his  executor ; and  praying  an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  testator’s 
real  estates  which  had  been  received ; and  that  the  surplus  thereof,  and  the 
accruing  rents,  might  be  distributed  among  the  plaintiffs,  as  poor  relations  of 
the  testator,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  report,  order  and  decree. 

By  a decree  made  in  the  cause  the  loth  December  1786,  it  was  ordered,  that 
the  former  decree  of  the  25th  July  1753  should  be  carried  into  execution,  and 
it  was  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court  to  inquire,  who  were  the  poor 
relations  of  the  testator,  living  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  survivor  of  Jane 
and  Ellen  Dawson,  who  were  objects  of  charity,  and  to  appoint  three  proper 
persons  to  be  trustees  of  the  charity  estate  ; and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  charity 
estate  should  be  conveyed  and  surrendered  to  such  new  trustees. 

In  pursuance  of  this  decree,  Joshua  Ingham,  Benjamin  Ingham  and  Samuel 
Brooke,  were  appointed  trustees,  and  the  charity  estates  were,  in  or  about  the 
year  1790,  conveyed  and  surrendered  to  them  ; and  by  a decree  made  in  the 
cause,  the  14th  December  1790,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  charity  estate  should  be  paid  by  the  trustees  as  follows ; one-ninth  part 
thereof  to  Lydia  Hepper,  one-ninth  part  to  James  Jackson,  one-ninth  part  to 
John  Jackson,  one-ninth  part  to  Jane  Fawcett,  and  the  remaining  five  ninth-parts 
equally  amongst  Robert  Firth,  Lydia  Firth,  Elizabeth  Brooke,  Hannah  Firth  and 
Esther  Day,  during  their  respective  lives  ; and  as  any  of  the  said  several  persons 
should  die,  that  his  or  her  part  or  share  of  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  paid 
and  applied  by  the  trustees  in  placing  out  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Almond- 
bury, according  to  the  master’s  report,  dated  the  4th  day  of  December  1762. 

In  1824  an  information  was  filed  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  at  the  relation  of 
two  of  the  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  against  the  Reverend 
William  Wood,  Mary  Ingham,  Henry  Taylor  and  Jane  Taylor,  whereby,  after 
stating  the  matters  and  proceedings  aforesaid,  and  that  some  of  the  persons 
who  under  the  last-mentioned  decree  had  received  portions  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  charity  estate  had  died,  and  that  the  trustees,  Joshua  Ingham, 
Benjamin  Ingham  and  Samuel  Brooke,  were  all  dead;  and  that  Joshua  Ingham, 
the  survivor  of  them,  left  his  grandson,  Benjamin  Ingham,  his  heir  at  law,  who 
also  died  in  June  1822,  leaving  Mary  Ingham,  his  infant  daughter,  him  sur- 
viving, and  having,  by  his  will,  devised  to  his  wife,  Mary  Ingham,  and  her 
heirs,  one  of  the  defendants,  all  his  freehold  estates  ; and  that  the  legal  estate 
in  the  freehold  part  of  the  charity  estate  was,  by  virtue  of  the  will,  vested  in 
her  ; and  that  Mary,  the  infant  daughter  of  the  said  Benjamin  Ingham,  having 
died  soon  after  the  decease  of  her  father,  Jane  Taylor,  an  infant,  one  of  the 
defendants,  the  niece  of  the  said  Benjamin  Ingham,  became  his  heir  at  law, 
and  the  copyhold  part  of  the  trust  estate  descended  to  her  as  customary  heir, 
and  that  five  only  of  the  persons  entitled  by  the  decree  of  the  14th  December 
1790,  to  receive  shares  of  the  rents  of  the  charity  estate,  were  then  living  ; but 
the  said  trustees,  Benjamin  Ingham,  Joshua  Ingham,  and  the  survivor  of  them, 
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Almondbury.  since  the  respective  deaths  of  the  several  other  persons  so  entitled  as  aforesaid, 

as  had  departed  this  life,  retained  the  shares  which  then  fell  in  and  applied  the 

Woman’s  Charity,  same  t0  their  own  use,  and  neglected  to  apply  any  part  thereof  in  placing  out 
v LOn  :'nt€(  ‘ j poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
^ said  decree ; and  further  setting  forth,  what  persons  were,  or  were  alleged  to 

be,  accountable  for  the  rents  and  profits,  as  personal  representatives,  or 
otherwise,  as  therein  mentioned;  it  was  prayed,  that  the  charity  might  be 
established,  and  that  an  account  might  be  taken  of  the  rents  and  profits  received, 
and  of  what  was  due,  and  from  whom  in  respect  thereof,  and  that  the  same 
might  be  paid,  and  that  proper  directions  might  be  given  for  the  future  appli- 
cation of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  and  of  the  existing  arrears 
and  accumulations,  either  according  to  the  decree  of  the  14th  December  1790, 
or  according  to  a new  scheme  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  for  that  purpose; 
and  that  new  trustees,  and  also,  if  necessary,  a receiver  might  be  appointed 
of  the  charity  estates. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  we  found  that  the  suit  thus  commenced  was  in 
progress,  that  the  answers  of  all  the  defendants,  except  one  of  them,  who  was 
out  of  the  jurisdiction,  had  been  putin;  and  that  Henry  Taylor,  one  of  the 
defendants,  being  dead,  the  suit  had  been  revived  against  his  executor,  Mr. 
Samuel  Taylor,  of  Mirfield,  solicitor,  and  it  was  proposed  to  bring  on  the  suit 
for  hearing  as  a short  cause. 

It  further  appeared,  from  Mr.  Samuel  Taylor’s  account,  that  he  became  con- 
cerned as  solictor,  in  the  institution  of  the  suit,  at  the  desire  of  some  poor 
relations  of  the  testator,  who  considered  they  might  be  able  to  support  a claim 
to  be  benefited  by  the  application  of  part  of  the  rents  of  the  estate;  and  that  he, 
Mr.  Taylor,  on  behalf  of  the  guardian  of  the  heir  of  the  last  trustee,  who  was 
a minor,  had,  in  1823,  entered  into  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
estate;  and  that  after  making  the  payments  due  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  to 
the  persons  entitled  to  portions  of  the  rents  under  the  decree  of  December 
1790,  of  whom  four  are  now  living,  there  was  a balance  in  his  hands  of 
255/.  1 5s.  3d.

Nettleton’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  27th  December,  11th  James  1st,  made  between 
Robert  Nettlcton,  of  the  first  part ; and  Sir  Henry  Saville,  baronet,  Sir  Richard 
Beaumont,  and  six  others,  of  the  other  part ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Robert 
Nettleton,  of  his  good  will  to  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  town  and 
township  of  Almondbury,  and  for  and  towards  the  maintenance,  repairing  and 
making  of  such  bridges  and  highways,  as  then  were  or  thereafter  should  be  in 
min  and  decay  within  the  said  township,  and  for  and  towards  the  preferment 
in  marriage  of  poor  maids,  born  within  the  said  town,  or  of  poor  scholars, 
born  in  the  said  town  of  parents  not  able  to  prefer  them  respectively,  according 
to  their  callings,  deserts  and  behaviour,  and  for  the  yearly  ease  and  relief  of 
poor  people  within  the  said  town,  and  the  erection  of  an  almshouse  there  for 
the  perpetual  relief  of  the  poor  therein,  if  it  should  seem  convenient  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  with  the  consent  of  six  of  the  wealthiest  and  best 
disposed  inhabitants  of  the  said  township,  by  them  to  be  chosen,  granted  and 
conveyed  to  the  said  Sir  Henry  Saville  and  others,  a messuage  and  farm,  in 
Mirfield;  a messuage  and  farm,  in  Dalton;  a house  or  cottage,  called  St.  Mary 
Houses,  with  a garden,  toft  and  croft,  in  Kirkheaton  ; and  a close  of  land,  in 
Burton  Dean,  near  the  church  ; and  a yearly  rent-charge  of  SI.  6 s.  8 d.,  out  of 
a messuage  in  Dodworth,  and  divers  houses,  lands  and  hereditaments,  usually 
occupied  or  demised  with  the  same;  a rent-charge  of  24  13  s.  4 d.,  out  of 
certain  closes  in  Dodworth,  called  Great  South  Rovds,  Little  South  lloyds, 
and  the  Town  Pits,  containing  by  estimation,  fifteen  acres ; and  a yearly  rent 
or  fee  farm  of  40s.,  reserved  forth  of  a messuage,  and  the  lands  thereto 
belonging,  in  Lepton  ; to  hold  to  the  said  Sir  Henry  Saville,  and  others,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  in  succouring  and 
relieving  the  said  poor  people,  in  preferring  the  said  poor  maids  and  scholars 
in  marriage  and  learning,  in  repairing  the  said  decayed  bridges  and  ways,  and 
to  such  other  charitable  uses  and  purposes  as  are  before  mentioned,  in  such 
manner  as  should  be  yearly  agreed  upon  and  thought  most  convenient  by  the 
trustees,  and  their  heirs,  and  the  six  inhabitants  of  the  township,  to  be 
chosen  as  aforesaid,  and  the  vicar  of  Almondbury  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
more  part  of  them,  and  for  default  of  such  heirs,  then  by  six  of  the  most 
wealthy,  discreet  and  godly  disposed  inhabitants  of  the  tovynship  of  Almond- 
bury for  the  time  being ; and  that  when  four  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the 
survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  so  many 
more  of  the  several  heirs  male  of  the  said  trustees  then  dead,  as  would  make 
up  the  number  of  eight;  and  in  default  of  such  heirs  male,  to  the  like  number 
of  the  most  wealthy,  discreet  and  godly  disposed  inhabitants  of  the  township  of 
Almondbury,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

< By  a memorandum  endorsed  on  the  deed,  it  is  signified  in  effect,  to  be  the 
meaning  of  the  said  Robert  Nettleton,  and  all  parties  thereto,  that  if  any 
'person  or  persons,  within  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  should  be  in  extreme  need, 
or  fall  into  any  great  want,  that  then  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  as  they 
in  their  discretion  or  the  more  part  of  them  should  think  fit,  might  employ  and 
bestow  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  for  the  benefit  and  relief  of  the 
said  persons  so  being  in  necessity. 

By  a decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  made  on  an  inquisition 
taken  at  Leeds,  23d  August  1748,  it  was  decreed,  that  Thomas  Thornhill, 
the  then  only  surviving  trustee  of  the  charity  estate,  should  convey  the  same 
to  Sir  John  Lister  Kaye,  baronet,  Sir  John  ltamsden,  baronet,  Sir  John 
Armitage,  baronet,  Richard  Beaumont,  of  Whitley,  esquire,  William  Horsfall, 
of  Storths  Hall,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Brooke  of  Almondbury,  clerk,  Francis 
Armitage  and  John  Radcliffe,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  to  the  charitable 
uses  mentioned  in  the  indenture,  with  the  consent  of  six  of  the  most 
wealthy,  discreet  and  godly  disposed  inhabitants  of  the  township,  by 
them  to  be  chosen,  who  at  the  time  of  such  consent  should  be  there 
dwelling ; and  that  as  often  as  the  trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced 
to  four,  the  surviving  trustees  should  convey  the  premises,  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  four  other  persons,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid, 
preference  being  always  given  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  bodies  of  the  original 
trustees,  appointed  by  the  donor  of  the  premises,  if  they  would  accept  the 
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Almondbury.  same,  and  that  the  same  method  should  be  observed  in  future : And  it  was 

~ further  decreed,  that  the  trust  premises  should  be  let  by  the  trustees  for  the 

I>est  yearly  rent,  and  for  the  greatest  advancement  of  the  charity,  and  that 
y ^ such  demises  as  should  be  made,  should  not  exceed  twenty-one  years  in  pos- 

session, and  not  in  reversion. 

Subsequent  conveyances  of  the  trust  estate  have  been  executed  to  fresh 
trustees,  the  last  being  dated  the  25th  May  1 807,  whereby  the  premises  were 
vested  in  Sir  George  Armitage,  baronet,  and  seven  others,  therein  named,  of 
whom  Sir  George  Armitage,  baronet,  Joseph  Armitage,  William  Armitage, 
and  Joseph  Walker,  esquires,  are  now  living.

* This  tenant  has  laid  ont  about 
180/.  or  more  on  building;  and 
holds  by  agreement  for  21  years 
from  1818,  with  an  engagement 
for  21  years  more  at  the  end 
thereof. 

The  tenant  having  laid  out 
considerable  srnns  of  money  in 
building,  he  holds  for  21  years 
from  1814,  with  an  engagement 
for  renewal  at  the  end  of  that 
term,  for  21  yean  more. 

The  persons  paying  these  rent- 
charges,  are  desirous  to  termi- 
nate them  for  the  payment  of 
a full  equivalent  in  money. 

It  seems  to  us  that  an  equiva- 
lent may  properly  be  received, 
provided  the  money  be  laid  out 
on  good  security,  or  land,  or  in 
permanent  improvements. 


The  income  is  received  by  an  agent,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  is  applied 
by  Mr.  Armitage  and  by  Mr.  Walker,  the  two  trustees,  resident  in  Almondbury, 
in  alternate  years,  partly  to  the  relief  of  poor  persons  of  the  town  and  township 
of  Almondbury,  and  occasionally  those  of  the  parish,  (but  the  distribution  is 
confined  as  much  as  possible  to  the  poor  of  the  town  and  township),  who  en- 
deavour to  maintain  themselves  without  parochial  aid  ; partly  to  the  repair  of 
the  highways  and  bridges  within  the  town  and  township,  and  partly  in  rewards 
and  gratuities  to  young  women,  born  in  the  township  of  Almondbury,  on  their 
marriage.  No  fixed  portion  of  the  income  is  applied  to  any  of  the  three  pur- 
poses above-mentioned ; the  portion  for  each  purpose  depending  upon  the 
exigencies  of  the  occasion,  and  the  discretion  of  the  acting  trustees,  assisted 
by  the  advice  af  six  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Almondbury,  who  are 
chosen  by  them,  and  who  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees,  usually  held 
about  Easter. 

The  portion  applicable  to  the  relief  of  poor  persons,  is  distributed  in  weekly 
donations,  to  poor  persons  of  the  description  above-mentioned,  recommended  by 
some  of  the  respectable  inhabitants;  besides  which  a sum  of  5 /.  a year  is 
distributed  by  the  overseers,  among  the  poor  generally  at  Christmas. 

The  money  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  highways  and  bridges,  is  laid 
out  under  the  direction  of  a committee  of  some  of  the  six  inhabitants  before 

mentioned ; 
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mentioned  ; and  the  portion  for  young  women,  is  given  usually  in  sums  Almondbury. 
varying  from  4 /.  to  9/.,  on  certificates  being  produced  of  their  conduct  at  the  .. 

end  of  a twelvemonth  after  marriage.  cTtM 

The  accounts  are  audited  once  a year  by  the  trustees,  and  signed  by  the  six  ' J 

inhabitants. 

A salary  of  61.  6 s.  is  allowed  to  the  agent  for  collecting  the  income  and 
keeping  the  accounts. 

The  expense  of  the  trustees  at  their  annual  meeting,  varies  from  31.  to  61., 
according  to  the  number  of  persons  who  attend. 

The  balances  in  the  receiver’s  hands  used  to  be  paid  into  the  bank  of  Messrs. 

Dobson  and  Co.,  bankers,  in  Huddersfield  ; and  in  December  1825,  when  they 
became  bankrupt,  there  was  a sum  of  253/.  17  s.  due  from  them,  on  which 
a dividend,  amounting  to  631.  9 s.  2</.,  was  received  in  September  182G,  and 
a further  dividend  is  expected  to  be  paid.  The  balance  had  not  been  consider- 
able before  1822  ; but  it  was  afterwards  allowed  to  increase,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a fund  for  erecting  farm  buildings  on  the  property  at  Burton  Dean, 
and  for  meeting  the  exigencies  of  the  poor  in  times  of  great  distress. 

There  was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  at  the  meeting  held  in  May 
1826,  of  57/.  19  s.  4 d. 

Sums  are  occasionally  given  out  of  the  funds,  for  the  encouragement  of 
learning,  on  the  application  of  the  minister  of  the  parish  to  the  trustees,  at 
their  annual  meeting,  and  the  money  is  applied  as  rewards  to  children  of  the 
poor,  brought  up  at  a national  school,  in  Almondbury. 

In  1727,  a small  piece  of  waste  ground  in  Almondbury,  was  conveyed  by  Sir 
William  Ilamsden,  bai  t.,  lord  of  the  manor,  and  his  son  and  heir,  to  the  trustees 
of  Nettleton’s  Charity,  as  a site  for  an  almshouse,  which  they  intended  to  build  ; 
but  if  any  building  for  an  almshouse  was  erected,  it  has  not  been  used  as  such 
for  a very  long  time,  and  the  ground  is  probably  comprized  within,  or  forms  part 
of  the  charity  estate. 

Tetnay’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  100/.,  given  for  the  poor  of  Almondbury  by  Jane  Tetnay,  in  Tetnay’s  Charity. 
1765,  was  borrowed,  and  laid  out  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township, 
in  the  purchase  of  land  at  Hoxley,  and  as  interest  thereof,  the  sum  of  5 /.  a year 
is  paid  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  distributed,  with  the  5/.  annually 
distributed  under  Nettleton’s  Charity,  among  poor  persons  not  receiving  regular 
parochial  relief. 

Rent  Charges. 

There  appear  to  be  two  rent-charges  or  payments  out  of  land  received  by  Rent  Charges, 
the  overseers  of  the  poor;  one  of  5l.5s.  a year,  in  respect  of  the  Long  and 
Little  Crofts,  and  the  other  of  1 /.  5 s.  out  of  land,  called  the  Dole  Field,  both 
of  which  are,  and  as  far  as  can  be  discovered,  always  have  been,  carried  to  the 
general  account  of  the  poor  rates.  The  propriety  of  this  application,  as  to  the 
smaller  rent-charge  at  least,  is  probably  questionable  ; but  we  have  found  no 
writings  from  which  it  can  be  determined  how  the  payments  originated,  or  for 
what  specific  purposes  they  were  destined. 

The  Free  Grammar  School. 

By  letters  patent,  bearing  date  24th  November,  in  the  6th  year  of  James  I,  The  Free  Grammar 
his  Majesty,  at  the  suit  of  the  tenants  and  inhabitants  of  the  manor  and  School, 
town  of  Almondbury,  ordained,  that  there  should  be  a grammar  school  for 
teaching  and  bringing  up  of  children  and  youth  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
Almondbury,  in  grammar  and  other  good  learning,  to  be  called  the  Free 
Grammar  School  of  King  James,  in  Almondbury,  and  to  consist  of  a master 
and  usher ; and  that  Robert  Kaye,  and  five  others,  therein  named,  should  be 
governors  of  the  goods,  possessions  and  revenues  of  the  school,  and  be  a body 
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Almondbury.  corporate,  with  power  to  them,  on  the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  them,  with 

— ~ their  families,  two  miles  out  of  the  parish,  for  the  space  of  a year,  taking  to 

l he  I school1™1'11  them  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  other  persons,  being  in- 

continued.  habitants  of  the  parish,  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  to  be  governors  in  their 

v room,  and  with  power  to  nominate  within  two  months  after  a vacancy,  a single 

man,  who  should  have  taken  the  degree  of  master  or  bachelor  of  arts,  to  be 
schoolmaster,  so  long  as  he  should  be  found  by  the  governors  to  be  diligent  and 
fit  for  the  office ; and  with  power,  with  the  assistance  of  the  schoolmaster,  to 
elect  an  usher  within  two  months  after  a vacancy,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
schoolmaster,  to  displace  such  usher  upon  a quarter’s  warning,  if  negligent  or 
unfit  for  the  place ; and  failing  the  appointment  of  a schoolmaster  or  usher 
within  two  months,  it  was  ordained,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Archbishop 
of  York  to  nominate  a like  master  or  usher,  with  the  consent  of  three  of  the 
governors  ; and  in  case  default  should  be  made  in  such  election,  by  the  Arch- 
bishop, for  other  two  months,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  master  and  fellows 
of  Peter  House  College,  in  Cambridge,  to  elect  the  schoolmaster  and  usher ; 
and  the  governors  for  the  time  being  were  empowered,  with  the  consent  of 
the  archbishop  of  York,  to  make  ordinances  in  writing,  under  their  common 
seal,  for  the  government  and  ordering  of  the  same. 

The  present  governors  are  Benjamin  Haigh  Allen,  James  Armitage,  J.  H. 
Armitage,  Joseph  Walker,  and  James  Crosland,  esquires. 

The  possessions  of  the  school,  which  have  been  derived  partly  under  a demise, 
by  Robert  Nettleton,  in  1620,  and  partly  from  the  gift  of  other  benefactors, 
consist  of  the  following  particulars  : —

The  Free  Grammar 
School, 
continued.

The  Rev. Coates,  m.  a.,  late  vicar  of  Huddersfield,  held  the  office  of 

master  of  the  school  until  his  death,  and  was  assisted  in  the  school  by  the  Rev. 
John  Coates,  the  present  minister  of  Longwood,  as  an  usher;  and  011  his  death, 
the  Rev.  John  Coates,  not  being  a graduate,  the  trustees  appointed  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Atkinson,  m.  a.  who  then  held  the  curacy  of  Hartishead  chapel,  to  be 
master  of  the  school,  the  office  being  conferred  and  accepted  with  a view  to 
the  school  being  conducted  by  the  Rev.  John  Coates,  to  whom  the  situatiou 
of  schoolmaster  was  an  object  of  interest,  as  well  on  other  accounts,  as  because 
his  father  had  laid  out  a considerable  sum  of  money  in  repairing  the  school 
premises.  Mr.  Coates  has  since  been  the  acting  master,  and  Mr.  Atkinson  has 
no  further  interfered,  than  by  occasionally  visiting  the  school  to  see  that  it  is 
properly  conducted. 

Mr.  Coates  occupies  and  resides  upon  the  school  premises,  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  trustees,  receives  the  income  arising  from  the  school 
property. 

By  the  statutes  of  the  school,  which  purport  to  have  been  made  with  the 
consent  of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  and  of  which  a copy  is  inserted  in  the 
minute  book  of  the  governors,  but  without  date,  it  is  directed,  among  other 
things,  that  all  such  poor  children,  born  in  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  whose 
parents  receive  weekly  or  other  constant  alms  of  the  parish,  or  other  charity, 
or  by  reason  of  their  poverty  pay  no  taxes  to  the  church  and  king,  should  be 
taught  in  the  school  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues  gratis,  but  such  poor  children 
should  be  obliged  to  get  moss  for  the  school,  and  clean  the  desks  and  school, 
without  neglect  of  their  learning;  and  in  regard  that  the  endowment  settled 
upon  the  school  was  too  small  to  maintain  the  schoolmaster,  who  was  to  be 
master  or  bachelor  of  arts,  the  governors,  with  the  consent  and  approbation 
of  the  parishioners,  for  the  better  encouraging  the  schoolmaster,  allowed  him 
to  receive  for  teaching  every  scholar  born  in  the  parish  (except  such  as  before 
excepted  and  made  free),  the  sum  of  2s.  a quarter  till  he  should  begin  to 
learn  Greek,  &c.  and  then  the  master  to  receive  for  every  greek  scholar  the 
sum  of  10 s.  a year,  or  2s.  C d.  a quarter,  so  long  as  he  should  continue  to 
learn  Greek,  &c.  and  that  none  should  be  admitted  as  scholars  into  the  school 
who  should  not  be  able  plainly  and  distinctly  to  read  the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of 
David  in  English,  and  be  fit  to  begin  the  Accidence. 

The  school  is  in  practice  considered  open  for  gratuitous  instruction  in  the 
Latin  and  Greek  languages,  to  boys  born  in  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  of  the 

Rep.  18.  4 A poorer 
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poorer  classes,  and  to  those  of  other  classes  of  the  inhabitants,  on  payment  of 
85.  a year  for  Latin,  and  10s.  a year  for  Latin  and  Greek ; but  Mr.  Coates,  since 
he  became  acting  master,  has  made  no  distinction  in  admitting  free  scholars 
for  classical  instruction,  between  children  born  in  the  parish  and  those  of 
other  inhabitants,  and  he  has  taught  all  boys  belonging  to  or  inhabitants  of 
Almondbury,  who  have  applied  for  admission  on  the  foundation,  without 
charge ; but  there  is  little  demand  for  instruction  in  classical  learning,  not  more 
than  five  or  six  boys  having  been  admitted  on  the  foundation  during  the  last 
five  years,  and  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry,  there  were  no  regular  foundation 
scholars. 

In  1821,  it  was  resolved  by  the  governors,  on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Almondbury,  and  with  the  consent,  as  is  represented,  though  it  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  formally  given,  of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  that  ten  poor 
children  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Almondbury,  should  be  taught,  gratis, 
English,  reading  and  grammar,  writing  and  arithmetic,  to  be  elected  by  the 
resident  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  township  of  Almondbury,  subject 
to  the  approbation  and  controul  of  the  governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
such  children  being  able  at  the  time  of  election  to  read  the  Psalter  or  Psalms 
of  David,  and  finding  their  own  books,  pens,  ink,  paper,  and  slates. 

In  conformity  with  this  resolution,  ten  poor  children  belonging  to  the  parish 
of  Almondbury  are  instructed  by  the  acting  master  in  the  rudiments  of  an 
English  education,  and  the  master  has  not  confined  himself  to  the  number 
prescribed,  but  in  consideration  of  the  distress  of  the  times,  has  taken  as 
many  as  would  fill  the  desk  set  apart  for  the  English  scholars,  the  number 
varying  in  general  from  fourteen  to  seventeen.  These  children  are  instructed 
in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  without  charge,  except  for  their  books  and 
stationery,  and  are  admitted,  ten  of  them  on  the  nomination  of  the  minister 
and  churchwarden,  and  the  rest  at  the  choice  of  Mr.  Coates. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  NETIIEU  THONG. 

Shaw’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  the  interest  of  20/.  bequeathed  by  Henry  Shaw  in 
1750,  for  the  poor  of  Nether  Thong,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  is  paid 
annually  bv  Henry  Shaw  of  Honley  Wood  Nook,  esquire,  a grandson  of  the 
testator,  and  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  by  the  churchwarden,  overseers 
of  the  poor,  and  some  of  the  inhabitants,  among  poor  persons  of  the  township 
not  receiving  relief  from  the  poor  rates. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  UPPER  THONG. 

Biioadhead’s  Charity  Estate. 

This  property,  which  consists  of  two  closes,  called  Park  and  Park  Ing,  con- 
taining together  3 a.  2it.  14p.,  and  an  acre  of  Spring  Wood  adjoining,  situate 
at  Parkhead,  in  the  graveship  of  Holme,  being  copyhold  of  the  manor  of 
Wakefield,  was  intended  to  be  surrendered  by  Daniel  Broadhead , to  the  use  of 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Nether 
Thong  ; but  the  surrender  not  having  been  duly  presented,  the  estate  was  after- 
wards, on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Upper  Thong,  and  on  proclamation 
and  non-claim,  granted  at  a court  baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Wakefield,  the 
20th  July  1733,  to  the  said  Elizabeth  Broadhead  for  life,  and  after  her  decease, 
to  George  Hirst,  and  three  other  principal  inhabitants  of  Upper  Thong,  and 
their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  and  divide 
and  distribute  the  same,  amongst  such  poor  persons  within  the  hamlet  of 
Over  Thong,  as  to  the  trustees,  or  major  part  of  them,  should  seem  to  stand 
in  most  need,  but  have  no  relief  from  the  said  hamlet,  yearly,  by  half-yearly 
payments,  on  the  Monday  after  Holy  Thursday,  and  the  Monday  after 
Christmas  day,  and,  in  trust,  also  to  divide  and  distribute  the  money  arising 
by  sale  of  the  Spring  Wood,  as  often  as  the  same  should  happen  to  be  sold,  to 
and  amongst  the  poor  aforesaid,  at  the  times  above  mentioned  ; and  Elizabeth 
Broadhead  and  the  trustees  were  thereupon  admitted  accordingly. 

There  appears  to  have  been  some  subsequent  admission  of  new  trustees,  but 
there  has  been  no  recent  surrender  or  admission,  and  the  legal  estate  is  under- 
stood to  have  descended  to  and  be  vested  in  the  wife  of  Mr.  Bradshaw  of 
Huddersfield,  whose  maiden  name  was  Taylor.  Messrs.  Eli  Wimpenny  and 

John. 
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John  Hirst,  descendants  or  representatives  of  some  of  the  former  trustees,  and 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Nether  Thong,  at  present  act  as  trustees  of  the 
charity. 

The  two  closes  are  let  to  Edmund  Hampshire,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  14/.,  the  full  annual  value.  The  acre  of  Spring  Wood  is  in  the  occupation 
or  management  of  the  trustees  themselves,  and  the  wood  is  usually  cut  once  in 
twenty  years,  and  the  produce  is  applied  partly  for  the  current  purposes  and 
improvement  of  the  charity,  and  partly  carried  to  account,  and  there  is  at 
present  a fund  of  170/.  belonging  to  the  trust,  which  has  arisen  from  this  source, 
and  which  has  been  lent  at  interest  of  51.  per  cent  on  the  security  of  two  pro- 
missory notes,  one  of  them  for  100/.,  payable  by  Messrs.  Joseph  Ainley  and 
Benjamin  Bradshaw,  and  the  other  for  jol.,  payable  by  Jonah  Hoyle,  John 
Hamshire,  George  Wordsworth  and  Joseph  Beaumont. 

The  rents  of  the  charity  estate,  with  the  interest  of  the  I70 /.,  and  the  rents 
of  the  poor’s  cottages,  mentioned  below,  are  applied  by  the  persons  acting  as 
trustees,  partly  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth  and  blankets,  which  are  distributed 
among  poor  persons  of  Upper  Thong,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  and  partly 
in  a distribution  of  money  among  poor  persons  of  the  same  description,  in 
different  sums,  according  to  their  necessities.  A regular  account  is  kept  of  the 
receipts  and  payments,  from  which  it  appears,  that  in  1826,  the  sum  of  31  /.  13s., 
including  a former  balance  of  3/.  7 s.,  was  applied  in  the  relief  of  eighty  poor 
persons,  and  that  a balance  was  left  in  hand  of  4/.  45.  ^\d.  It.  would  be  right 
that  the  charity  estate  should  be  surrendered  to  and  vested  in  new  trustees ; but 
on  account  of  the  fine  payable  on  a surrender  and  admission,  this  could  not  be 
effected  without  great  expense. 

Poor’s  Cottages. 

Two  cottages  at  Liphil  Bank,  in  Upper  Thong,  were  built  on  the  waste 
about  thirty  years  ago,  partly  with  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  wood  011 
Broadhead’s  charity  estate,  and  partly  with  benefactions  given  for  the  poor 
by  individuals.  These  cottages  are  let  by  the  managers  of  Broadhead’s  charity, 
to  yearly  tenants,  at  the  full  annual  value,  being  4/.  4.9.  a year  for  one,  and 
2/.  2 s.  a year  for  the  other,  and  the  rents  are  added  to  the  income  of  that 
charity. 

TOW N S IT  1 P O F HOLM  E. 

Earnshaw’s  Charity. 

Joshua  Eamshaw,  by  will,  24th  November  1693,  bequeathed  to  John  Earnshaw, 
James  Earnshaw  and  James  France,  300/.,  to  put  out  the  same  on  security,  and 
out  of  the  first  accruing  interest,  to  purchase  a piece  of  ground,  and  build 
thereon  a small  free  school,  and  to  pay  the  succeeding  interest  to  a schoolmaster, 
for  teaching  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Holme  and  Gateholme  in  Almond- 
bury  parish,  English  and  Latin  free,  without  further  wages,  and  in  case  any  or 
the  trustees  died,  the  survivors  should  choose  a new  trustee. 

The  said  James  Earnshaw  gave  a piece  of  ground  at  Holme,  for  building  a 
school  upon,  and  a school  was  built  thereon,  with  the  interest  of  the  300/.  The 
sum  of  200/.,  part  of  the  300/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a rent-charge 
of  10/.  a year,  out  of  a messuage  and  eight  closes  of  land  in  Honly,  now  the 
property  of  Mr.  Joseph  Haigh,  which  was  granted  by  deed,  dated  the  18th  Octo- 
ber 1698,  upon  trust,  for  the  school,  and  the  sum  of  125  /.  being  the  residue  of 
the  300/.  and  some  interest  thereon,  was  intended  by  the  trustees  to  be  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  but  that  intention  not  being  carried  into  effect, 
the  money  remained  in  the  hands  of  Joshua  Earnshaw,  at  interest,  and  he  having 
by  his  will  devised  all  his  real  estate  to  Thomas  Moorhouse  and  one  Henry 
Cream,  they  agreed  to  enter  into  an  engagement  to  apply  the  principal  sum  of 
125/.  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  pay  interest  thereon,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  61.  5s.  has  since  been  paid  as 
a charge  upon  property  belonging  to  Thomas  Moorhouse,  one  of  the  trustees 
of  the  charity,  which  he  derives  title  to  under  the  will  of  the  said  Joshua 
Earnshaw. 

New  trustees  of  the  charity  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time.  The 
present  are,  Messrs.  John  Green  and  Thomas  Moorhouse,  of  Thongs  Bridge, 
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being  the  survivors  of  five  trustees,  appointed  by  a deed,  dated  the  6th  January 
1800,  and  in  them  the  legal  estate  in  the  rent-charge  of  10  /.  a year  is  vested. 

The  master  of  the  school  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  he  receives  as  his 
salary,  the  rent-charge  of  10/,  a year,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  61.  5 s.  paid  by 
Mr.  Moorhouse,  and  he  teaches  such  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Holme  and 
Gate  Holme,  as  come  to  him,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  without  charge. 
The  number  of  children  varies,  but  is  sometimes  80  or  40,  and  the  school  is 
satisfactorily  conducted.  It  appears  lo  us,  that  a mortgage  for  securing  the 
sum  of  125/.  and  interest,  should  be  made  to  the  trustees  by  Mr.  Moorhouse. 

The  Poor’s  Estate. 

John  Earnshaw,  gent,  the  28th  September,  yth  William  3,  surrendered  into  the 
hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Wakefield,  a close  divided  into  two,  called 
William  Earnshaw’s  Croft,  with  a barn  and  mistall  at  one  end,  and  a dwelling- 
house  at  the  other  end  thereof,  and  an  oven-house,  garden  and  fold,  and  one 
day  work  upon  the  Toft  Bilk,  in  Holmfield,  and  one  half  day  work  on  the 
back  of  the  field,  and  one  land  lying  above  the  end  of  the  close  called  Wheat 
Close  in  Holme,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  hamlet  of  Holme,  to  be  disposed 
of  by  James  Earnshaw,  John  Roebuck  and  Edward  Broadhead,  as  feoffees  in 
trust,  and  if  they  should  refuse  the  trust,  by  three  substantial  men,  within  the 
hamlet  of  Holme,  and  their  succesors. 

The  copyhold  estate  was  afterwards  surrendered  in  1755,  by  Joshua  Earnshaw, 
heir  of  the  surviving  trustee,  to  the  use  of  himself  and  four  others,  being  the 
then  trustees  for  the  school  at  Holme,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Holme,  and 
was  again  surrendered  the  6th  June  1800,  to  the  trustees  of  the  school,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid. 

The  whole  of  the  property  as  described  in  the  surrender,  is  let  to  James 
Darnley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10/.  per  annum,  which  is  the  fair  value. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  trustees,  and  by  them  given  away  twice  a year 
among  poor  persons  of  the  township  or  hamlet  of  Holme,  being  the  most 
deserving,  and  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  MELTHAM. 

The  School. 

A school  and  dwelling-house  were  built  about  five  years  ago,  by  means  of 
a subscription  for  the  purposes  of  the  township  school  in  this  place,  and  the 
same  are  occupied  by  the  master,  who  keeps  a school  for  teaching  children  on 
such  terms  as  are  agreed  on  between  him  and  their  parents. 

The  master  receives  5 s.  a year  from  Miss  Horsfall,  of  Storths  Hall,  but  on 
what  account  w'e  have  not  discovered ; and  a preceding  master  some  years  ago, 
used  to  receive  13s.  4d.  a year,  as  part  of  the  interest  of  20  /.,  said  to  have  been 
bequeathed  by  Matthew  Lockwood,  of  which,  as  we  are  informed,  6s.  8d. 
a year  was  paid  by  Joseph  Green  Armitage,  esquire,  of  Thick  Hollings,  and 
6s.  8d.  a year  by  Mr.  James  Taylor,  of  Royd,  lately  deceased;  but  the  payment 
of  these  sums  has  been  withheld,  in  consequence,  as  alleged,  of  some  dispute  with 
Mr.  Armitage,  as  to  the  right  of  appointing  the  master  of  the  school. 

Since  this  inquiry  we  have  had  a search  made  for  the  will  of  Lockwood,  and 
have  transmitted  the  official  extract  from  his  will,  to  the  master,  in  order  that 
he  may  apply  to  those  persons,  or  the  representatives  of  such  of  them  as  are 
dead,  who  used  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  legacy. 

The  will  of  Matthew  Lockwood,  which  is  dated  the  23d  May  1715,  is  so  far 
as  relates  to  the  bequest,  to  the  following  effect ; “ I do  hereby  give  20  /.,  to  be 
paid  by  my  executors,  and  the  same  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  some  three  or 
the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Meltham,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
yearly  and  every  year  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  as  the  inhabitants  shall  think 
convenient,  who  doth  or  shall  hereafter  teach  children  in  the  said  town,  English 
or  Latin.” 
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PARISH  OF  HUDDERSFIELD. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HUDDERSFIELD, 

The  Dole  Land  Charity. 

Thomas  Armitage,  by  will,  dated  the  21st  September,  1 6T7>  gave  to  the  poor 
of  Huddersfield  200/.,  and  willed  that  the  same  might  be  put  forth,  and  that 
the  increase  and  profit  thereof  might  be  distributed  by  the  vicar  of  Hudders- 
field, and  other  persons  who  should  have  the  charge  thereof,  to  buy  wool,  and 
to  deliver  the  same  to  the  said  poor  people  to  work,  that  they  might  have 
wherewithal  to  sustain  themselves,  the  same  to  be  distributed  on  the  evening  of 
Christmas  day. 

The  sum  of  160/.,  part  of  the  200/.,  was  laid  out  by  Abraham  Firth,  the 
elder,  William  Brooke  and  others,  who  were  formerly  trustees  for,  or  had  the 
charge  of  the  charity  money,  with  the  consent  and  agreement  of  the  church- 
wardens, overseers  of  the  poor  and  chief  inhabitants,  in  the  purchase  of  certain 
lands  in  the  township  of  Huddersfield;  and  the  sum  of  200/.,  having  been  im- 
proved by  the  management  of  the  trustees,  to  271  /.,  the  remainder  thereof, 
being  111/.,  together  with  51.  given  by  Thomas  Clarke,  vicar  of  Huddersfield, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  and  4 /.  advanced  by  one  of  the  trustees,  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  a messuage,  farm,  tenement,  cottage  and  lands  in 
Stainland,  which  were  conveyed  to  the  then  trustees  and  their  heirs. 

The  above  facts  appear  by  the  recitals  in  the  trust  deeds;  and  it  also  appears 
thereby,  that  the  estates  have  been  conveyed  bv  indentures,  dated  in  May  1752, 
and  in  December  1783,  to  the  vicar  of  Huddersfield  for  the  time  being,  and 
successive  feoffees,  under  a proviso,  that  when  any  four  of  the  trustees  should 
have  departed  this  life,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  estate  to  such  persons 
of  the  township  of  Huddersfield  as  they  should  think  fit,  in  order  to  make  up 
eight  trustees,,  whereof  the  vicar  should  always  be  one. 

The  trust  estate  is  now  vested,  by  deeds  of  the  16th  and  17th  April  1824, 
in  the  Rev.  James  Clarke  Franks,  vicar  of  Huddersfield,  John  Horsefall  and 
six  other  inhabitants  of  the  township.

554  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

from  a compensation  for  land  taken  for  a turnpike  road,  and  from  some  savings 
of  income,  after  defraying  the  expense  of  new  conveyance  deeds. 

The  income  of  this  charity  is  distributed,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  by  the  vicar 
and  the  other  trustees,  among  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  township  of  Hud- 
dersfield, not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  such  sums  as  they  think  necessary. 

The  charity  is  dispensed  with  much  care,  attention  and  impartiality.  The 
custom  of  distributing  the  charity  in  money,  instead  of  wool,  has  very  lon^ 
prevailed;  and  the  better  opinion  is,  that  a distribution  of  wool  would  not  be 
of  any  general  benefit. 

Gibson’s  Charity. 

This  is  a gift  under  the  wull  of  Robert  Gibson,  dated  in  1C3S,  and  consists 
of  an  annual  sum  of  4/.  2 s.  received  from  the  Mercers  Company,  in  London, 
for  poor  persons  of  the  parishes  of  Huddersfield  and  Kirkheaton. 

The  money  is  received  once  every  two  years,  and  divided  in  equal  shares 
between  the  two  parishes ; and  one  half  of  the  portion  for  the  parish  of 
Huddersfield  is  applied,  with  the  rents  of  the  Dole  Land  Charity,  and  the 
other  half  is  apportioned  among  the  different  townships  in  the  parish,  in  the 
following  shares Golcar,  one-eighth ; Longwood,  Linley,  Dean  Head, 
Slaithwaite,  one-twelfth  each  ; and  Marsden,  one-twenty-fourth ; and  the 
shares  are  distributed  in  the  respective  townships  with  the  sacrament  money. 

Mrs.  White’s  Charity 

This  is  an  ancient  payment,  or  rent-charge,  of  I /.  a year,  out  of  an  estate  of 
Thomas  Thornhill,  of  Fixby,  esquire,  for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Hudders- 
field, and  is  distributed  with  the  rent  of  the  Dole  Land. 

Waterhouse’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  1/.  a year  is  received  from  the  trustees  of  Waterhouse’s  Charity, 
at  Halifax,  and  is  apportioned  and  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  Gibson’s 
charity. 

The  National  School. 

This  school  was  built  in  1820,  upon  the  site  of  a school  which  stood  upon 
ground  given  by  John  Ramsden,  esquire,  for  a school,  in  1681.  The  school  is 
wholly  maintained  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

CIIAPELRY  OF  SCAMMONDEN. 

Woodhead’s  Charity. 

George  Woodhead,  by  will,  24th  October  1732,  gave  to  the  poor  people 
of  Dean  Head,  and  of  so  much  of  Scammonden  as  was  subject  to  the  poor 
assessment  for  Dean  Head,  5/.  a year,  to  be  distributed  among  such  of 
them  as  had  no  constant  relief  from  the  rates,  every  St.  James’s  day,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  owners  of  West  Carr  hay  crofts  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  ; 
and  he  charged  the  same  on  a messuage  and  lands  in  Moslenden,  in  the  town- 
ship of  Rishworth. 

The  sum  of  5 /.  a year  is  paid  by  Samuel  Rawcliffe,  the  owner  of  the  pro- 
perty subject  to  the  charge,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  is  distributed  by 
them,  in  money  and  clothing,  among  poor  persons  not  receiving  regular 
parochial  relief. 

Hoyle’s  Gift.  • 

John  Hoyle,  by  will,  the  11th  January  1734,  devised  the  east  end  of 
a dwelling-house,  at  Ripponden,  to  the  poor  of  Dean  Head  and  Scammonden, 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  paid  amongst  them,  on  the  27th  December, 
by  William  Denton,  and  his  heirs,  the  minister  of  Dean  Head  chapel,  and  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Dean  Head  and  Scammonden,  at  their  discretion. 

The  charity  was  converted,  about  forty  years  ago,  into  an  annual  payment  of 
1/.,  by  the  grant  of  a lease  of  the  end  of  the  dwrelling-house,  at  that  rent,  for 
a term  of  (J99  years,  and  the  reserved  rent  is  distributed  with  the  communion 
money.

Longwood  Free  School. 

William  Walker,  by  will,  dated  the  11th  August  1731,  devised  his  messuage 
and  croft  in  Longw'ood,  in  the  possession  of  Abraham  Shaw  ; and  also  a messuage 
and  a close  thereto  belonging,  in  Golcar;  and  a messuage,  farm  or  tenement  in

cepted),  unto  his  nephew,  John  Dawson,  clerk,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  ' — — 

that  he  or  they,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  should  improve 
the  house  where  Abraham  Shaw  inhabited,  or  erect  there  one  convenient  house, 
proper  for  a charity  school,  and  should  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  premises  from  time  to  time,  for  the  support  of  the  school, 
and  of  a master  and  children,  in  such  manner  as  he  should  direct  in  a par- 
ticular writing,  to  be  left  for  that  purpose  ; and  he  devised  his  two  messuages, 
farms  or  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances  at  Ball  Royd,  and  his  messuage  or 
tenement  called  Wall  End  in  Longwood,  to  the  said  John  Dawson  for  life,  and 
to  the  heirs  of  his  body,  and  in  default  of  such  issue,  he  devised  the  same  to  the 
said  John  Dawson,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  said  charity,  and  as  an  addition  thereto. 

By  the  writing  referred  to  in  the  will,  the  testator  directed,  that  the  house 
in  which  Abraham  Shaw  dwelt,  or  a house  to  be  new  erected,  should  be  made 
one  part  of  it  a suitable  habitation  for  the  master  to  live  in,  and  the  other  a 
convenient  school  for  40  poor  children,  and  that  after  the  school-house  should 
be  finished,  the  rents  of  the  lands  should  be  for  a salary  for  a master  of  the 
charity  school,  to  be  paid  half-yearly  ; that  the  master  to  be  chosen  should  be 
a man  of  sober  conversation,  and  one  who  receives  the  sacrament  at  least  four 
times  a-year,  according  to  the  usage  of  the  church  of  England ; that  the  master 
should  constantly  instruct  and  teach  40  poor  boys  and  girls,  the  boys  to  be 
taught  to  read  English  well  and  distinctly,  to  write  some  plain  hand,  and  the 
two  first  rules  in  arithmetic,  and  the  girls  to  read  English  distinctly ; and  both 
boys  and  girls  when  capable,  to  be  instructed  in  the  Catechism  set  forth  in  the 
Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  that  all  the  children,  or  so  many  as 
were  sufficiently  instructed,  should  be  catechised  twice  in  the  year  in  the 
summer  season  at  Huddersfield  church  ; that  the  master  himself  should  use  some 
convenient  part  of  the  Common  Prayer  Book  every  morning,  so  soon  as  the 
children  were  come  to  the  school  (the  confession  being  always  a part),  and 
before  they  leave  it  in  the  evening,  taking  care  that  all  the  children  join  with 
him,  devoutly  kneeling,  and  diligently  endeavour  to  improve  the  children  in 
all  Christian  knowledge  ; and  he  appointed  the  40  boys  and  girls,  to  be  elected 
out  of  the  townships  and  places  called  Longwood  and  Golcar,  and  Milnes 
Bridge,  on  both  sides  the  water,  the  poorest  and  fatherless  to  be  preferred,  and 
their  numbers  to  be  constantly  supplied  out  of  those  townships  and  places. 

The  school  property  and  estates  consist  of  the  following  particulars  : — 

A school  and  school-house,  with  a garden  and  croft  adjoining,  the  whole  com- 
prizing about  one  acre  of  ground,  and  worth  about  251.  a-year. 

Two  cottages,  a lathe,  and  about  four  acres  of  land  at  Golcar  town  end, 
occupied  by  widow  Taylor,  at  20 1.  a-year. 

Four  acres  of  land  adjoining,  occupied  by  William  Taylor,  as  yearly  tenant* 
at  1 21.  a-year. 

Two  acres  of  land  adjoining,  occupied  by  James  and  Daniel  Taylor,  at  4 L 
a-year. 

The  undivided  moiety  of  a dwelling-house,  two  lathes,  three  or  four  cottages, 
a dye-house  and  land,  the  whole  containing  about  50  acres,  called  Heath 
House,  in  Golcar.  The  whole  of  this  property  is  in  the  possession  of  John 
Wood,  the  owner  of  the  other  undivided  moiety  thereof,  and  he  pays  321.  a- 
year,  as  the  rent  of  the  moiety  belonging  to  the  school ; but  the  master  repre- 
sents that  the  moiety  is  worth  about  521.  a-year,  and  would  let  for  a higher 
rent  if  the  estate  were  divided,  and  the  moieties  held  in  severalty. 

A dwelling-house,  and  about  If  a.  land  at  Milnes  Bridge,  in  the  occupation 
of  Thomas  Briggs,  at  the  rent  of  14/.  a-year. 

A cottage  at  Milnes  Bridge,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Quiby,  at  the  rent

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Two  other  cottages  at  Milnes  Bridge,  in  the  occupation  of  widow  RadclifF, 
and Buckley,  at  the  respective  yearly  rents  of  51.  and  41.  10s. 

A close  of  one  acre  at  Longwood  Edge,  let  to  Thomas  Gledhill,  at  4 1.  Is. 
a-year. 

An  allotment  of  three  acres  of  land  on  Golcar  Moor,  which  has  been  partly 
walled  in  at  the  schoolmaster’s  expense,  but  is  yet  unoccupied. 

Some  expenditure  has  been  made  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  by  his  father, 
who  preceded  him  in  the  school,  in  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  school 
property. 

The  master  of  this  school  was  appointed  in  1822,  by  Leonard  Fosbrooke, 
of  Shardlow,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  esquire,  as  the  guardian  of,  or  trustee 
for,  John  Dawson,  esquire,  then  a minor,  but  since  of  age,  the  heir  of  the 
founder. 

The  master  represents,  that  he  has  about  40  children,  boys  and  girls,  on  his 
list  as  free  scholars,  and  that  he  teaches  as  many  of  them  as  come  to  the  school, 
reading,  writing,  and  the  three  first  rules  in  arithmetic,  and  that  he  performs 
the  other  duties  required  by  the  will,  the  children  being  admitted  on  applica- 
tion to  himself  from  the  townships  of  Longwood,  Milnes  Bridge,  and  Golcar, 
and  being  instructed,  with  a few  other  children,  who  come  as  pay  scholars  ; but 
the  school  does  not  appear  to  be  well  or  regularly  attended,  or  efficiently  con- 
ducted, which  may  perhaps  be  ascribed  partly  to  some  want  of  close  attention 
on  the  part  of  the  master,  and  partly  to  the  circumstance  of  some  of  the  scholars 
having  to  come  from  a distance,  and  to  an  objection  alleged  to  be  made  by 
parents  of  children  in  the  nieghbourhood,  many  of  whom  are  Dissenters,  to 
their  children  being  taught  the  church  catechism,  and  brought  up  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Established  Church.  It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  any  just  opinion 
respecting  the  master’s  conduct  in  the  management  of  the  school,  as  he  appeal’s 
to  labour  under  some  degree  of  prejudice  or  dislike  among  some  of  his  neigh- 
bours, and  he  represents,  on  his  part,  that  he  is  unable  to  enforce  the  regular 
attendance  of  his  scholars. 

It  appears  to  us  expedient,  for  the  welfare  of  the  charity,  as  Mr.  Dawson 
resides  at  a distance,  that  he  should  authorize  two  or  three  impartial  persons  of 
respectability  in  the  place  or  neighbourhood,  to  superintend  the  school,  and 
provide  for  the  due  attendance  of  the  free  scholars,  by  removing  and  empowering 
the  master  to  remove  such  as  are  negligent  in  their  attendance,  and  placing 
others  in  their  stead  in  the  school ; and  if  they  find  the  master  negligent,  that 
Mr.  Dawson  should  provide  a remedy,  by  removing  him,  and  taking  into  his 
own  hands  the  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate.  It  is  also  desirable, 
that  the  trustee  should  lend  his  aid  in  obtaining  for  the  master  the  payment 
from  John  Wood  of  the  fair  annual  value  of  the  moiety  of  the  estate  in  his 
possession. 


Linley  School. 

Liuley  School.  By  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  the  9th  September  1706,  Thomas  Thorn- 
hill, of  Fixby,  esquire,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Nether  Linley,  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a grammar  school  in  Linley,  and  bringing  up  the  children 
there  in  learning  and  good  manners,  which  erection  was  intended  to  be  made 
at  the  cost  of  the  inhabitants,  conveyed  unto  Edward  Crosland  and  Joseph 
Haigh,  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  ground,  nine  yards  by  six,  part  of  the  waste, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon  a grammar  school. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  14th  May  1767.  Samuel  Haigh,  of  Marston, 
gentleman,  assigned  unto  John  Crosland,  and  five  others,  trustees  of  the  school 
in  Linley,  the  principal  sum  of  TOO/.,  secured  by  indenture  of  28th  November 
1761,  upon  the  toils  of  the  turnpike  road  from  Wakefield  to  Austcrland, 
bearing  interest  at  51.  per  cent  per  annum,  with  the  concomitant  shares  of  the 
tolls  thereby  granted,  and  the  same  was  afterwards  transferred  by  indenture  of 
the  11th  January  1814,  to  Thomas  Thornhill,  esquire,  and  others,  the  present 
trustees  of  the  school  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  Linley,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  school,  and  the  master  thereof. 

A new  school  was  erected  upon  the  site  of  the  original  one  in  1817,  with 
130/.  or  thereabouts,  subscribed  by  the  inhabitants  of  Linley.  The  school  is 
conducted  by  a master,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  his  salary  consisting  of  51. 
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a year,  the  interest  of  the  money  secured  on  the  tolls.  He  is  not  required  to 
teach  free  scholars,  but  he  instructs  on  moderate  terms  the  children  o t the 
inhabitants,  and  has  about  sixty  scholars. 

Firth’s  Dole. 

An  annual  sum  of  105.  is  collected  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Linley> 
in  small  sums,  from  eight  different  individuals,  in  respect  of  lands  and  buildings 
in  their  possession,  and  is  distributed  as  a dole  among  poor  persons  of  Linley. 
The  dole  appears  to  originate  under  a gift  of  Thomas  Firth,  in  1623.

C1IAPELRY  OF  IIOLM FIRTH. 

Wilson’s  Charity. 

Luke  Wilson,  by  will,  dated  1st  September  1713,  charged  his  copyhold 
messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  held  of  the  manor  of  Wakefield,  and  all  his 
freehold  estates,  with  the  payment  of  405.  a year,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  four  hamlets  in  Holmfirth,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  four  hamlets, 
to  be  paid  yearly  at  the  chapel  in  Holmfirth  ; and  if  Luke  Wilson,  his  grandson, 
for  whose  use  he  devised  the  said  estates,  should  die  without  issue  (which  event 
happened),  then  he  gave  31.  more,  to  be  paid  yearly  after  his  decease,  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  four  hamlets. 

The  estates  subject  to  the  charge,  having  descended  to  co-heirs,  were 
divided  and  became  the  property  of  different  individuals,  and  the  payment  of 
the  rent-charge  was  also  apportioned  among  the  several  proprietors,  and  it  is 
now  paid,  as  follows;  viz.  1/.  135.  4 <d.  a year  by  Captain  Priestley,  in  respect 
of  a farm,  called  Hades,  in  the  parish  of  Kirkburton,  lying  partly  in  Cartworth 
and  partly  in  Wooldale  ; \l.  135.  4 d.  a year  by  Jonas  and  George  Hobson,  in 
respect  of  a farm  and  mill  in  the  township  of  Wooldale  ; and  1/.  13  5.  4 d.  a 
year  by  Joseph  Woodhead,  as  tenant  of  Lewis  Fenton,  esquire,  in  respect  of 
land  in  Wooldale. 

The  two  first  mentioned  sums  of  1 1.  135.  4 cl.  each,  are  paid  to  some  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  four  hamlets  or  townships,  and  are  distributed  in 
equal  shares  as  to  each  township,  among  poor  persons  not  receiving  weekly 
allowance  from  the  poor  rates;  but  the  sum  of  M.  135.  4r7.,  paid  by  Wood- 
head,  has  for  some  years  been  paid  to  the  overseer  of  Wooldale  township,  and 
distributed  among  poor  persons  of  that  township  exclusively.  The  reasons 
alledged  for  confining  the  benefit  of  the  latter  payment  to  the  poor  of  Wool- 
dale,  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  that  course  of  proceeding,  and  we  have  given 
such  instructions  on  the  subject,  as  we  expect  will  lead  to  an  alteration  of  the 
practice. 

Bray’s  Charities. 

Philip  Bray,  by  will,  dated  in  17 25,  bequeathed  107.,  the  interest  thereof  to 
be  distributed  among  poor  persons  of  Hepworth. 

The  annual  sum  of  10  5.,  interest  of  this  gift,  used  to  be  paid  and  distributed 
by  the  late  Mr.  Abel  Tinker,  who  died  in  1824,  together  with  an  annuity  of  51., 
which  he  paid  in  respect  of  the  charity  mentioned  below;  but  since  his  death  the 
sum  of  10  5.  a year  has  not  been  paid,  in  consequence  of  a notion  entertained 
that  it  had  been  paid  by  mistake  ; it  is  the  intention,  however,  of  Mr.  Uriah 
Tinker,  of  Hepworth,  the  son  of  the  said  Abel  Tinker,  and  by  whom  the 
annuity  of  51.  is  now  paid,  to  resume  the  payment  of  the  105.  a year,  and  to  dis- 
tribute the  arrears  which  have  accrued. 

Philip  Bray,  grandson  of  the  above-named  Philip  Bray,  by  will,  dated 
16th  January  1764,  desired  and  recommended  Redbar  Tinker,  Uriah  Tinker 
and  Ebenezer  Tinker,  to  settle  and  give  an  annuity  of  205.,  to  be  issuing 
out  of  an  estate  at  Hullock,  by  the  said  will  devised  to  Abel  Tinker,  son 
of  the  said  Redbar  Tinker,  to  be  paid  half  yearly  to  such  of  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  the  township  or  hamlet  of  Fulstone,  as  should  have  no  relieffrom  the  common 
box  or  public  assessments,  and  also  an  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of  5 7.,  to  be  issuing 
out  of  some  estate  of  inheritance,  within  the  township  or  hamlet  of  Hepworth, 
to  be  paid  and  divided  half  yearly,  to  and  amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  ot  the 
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hamlet  of  Hepworth,  as  should  have  no  relief  from  the  public  assessments 
and  also  to  settle  and  convey  a messuage  or  tenement,  called  Dean  within 
Hepworth,  with  the  lands  to  the  same  belonging,  in  the  occupation  of  Grace 
Marsden,  or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  themselves,  and  to  such  other 
person  and  persons  as  they  should  think  proper,  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster 
of  the  free  school  of  Hepworth,  for  ever,  trusting  that  they  would  readily  and 
cheerfully  confirm  his  intention,  as  above  expressed. 

As  to  the  testator’s  intention  in  favour  of  the  poor  of  Fulstone,  we  find  that 
no  specific  provision  was  made  after  his  death,  but  the  annual  sum  of  1/.  was 
paid  by  his  family  and  distributed,  and  the  payment  was  directed  to  be  con- 
tinued by  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Abel  Tinker,  and  the  money  is  now  paid  and 
distributed  among  poor  persons  of  Fulstone,  by  Mr.  James  Moorhouse,  the 
owner  in  right  of  his  wife  of  an  estate  at  Hullock,  devised  to  her  by  her  father, 
the  said  Abel  Tinker. 

As  to  the  charities  intended  for  the  poor  of  Hepworth,  and  the  school  there, 
we  find,  that  by  an  indenture  dated  23d  September  1765,  (reciting  so  much  of  the 
will  as  regards  the  settlement  of  5 /.  a year,  for  the  poor  of  Hepworth,  and  that 
for  carrying  the  testator’s  intention  into  execution,  the  said  Redbar  Tinker  and 
Uriah  Tinker,  who  survived  the  said  Ebenezer  Tinker,  had  surrendered  to  the 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Wakefield,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  51.,  out  of  the  mes- 
suage called  the  Dean  Head,  and  the  closes  and  land  thereto  belonging, 
to  the  use  of  John  Tinker  the  elder,  John  Tinker  the  younger,  Abel  Tinker, 
John  Green,  and  John  Hatfield  Kaye,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns),  it  is  declared, 
that  the  said  Kaye  and  others  his  co-trustees,  should  receive  the  annuity  of 
5 l.  upon  trust,  to  pay  and  divide  the  same  amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  of 
the  township  or  hamlet  of  Hepworth,  as  in  the  said  will  mentioned,  on  Christ- 
mas day  and  Midsummer  day,  in  such  shares  and  proportions  as  they  should 
deem  proper  ; and  it  was  thereby  directed,  that  when  two  or  one  of  the  trus- 
tees should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  elect  such  number  of  other  persons,  as 
they  should  think  fit,  to  be  trustees  with  them,  and  when  there  should  be  but 
one  or  two  of  the  grantees  living,  they  should  grant  the  rent-charge  unto 
the  persons  elected  trustees,  and  their  heirs  ; and  we  find,  that  by  another 
indenture  of  the  same  date,  (reciting,  that  the  said  Philip  Bray  had  by  his  said 
will  devised  to  the  said  Redbar  Tinker  and  Uriah  Tinker,  and  Ebenezer  Tinker, 
then  deceased,  and  their  heirs,  equally,  as  tenants  in  common,  his  real  estate, 
not  therein  otherwise  particularly  devised,  and  further  reciting  so  much  of  the 
will  as  relates  to  the  testator’s  intention,  respecting  the  free  school  at  Hepworth, 
and  reciting,  that  the  said  Ebenezer  Tinker  had  by  his  will  devised  all  his  real 
estates  to  the  said  Uriah  Tinker,  and  his  heirs),  the  said  Redbar  Tinker  and 
Uriah  Tinker,  granted  unto  the  said  John  Hatfield,  and  others,  his  co- 
trustees, in  the  former  deed  named,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a yearly  rent- 
charge  of  31.  14  s.,  out  of  the  messuage  called  the  Dean,  and  the  closes 
therein  named  to  the  messuage  belonging,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  said  annuity 
to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free  school  at  Hepworth,  on  Christmas  day, 
for  teaching  four  poor  children  at  one  time,  of  inhabitants  legally  settled  in  and 
belonging  to  the  township  or  hamlet,  to  read  the  English  language,  and  in 
writing  and  accounts,  such  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  trustees,  and  con- 
tinued at  school  so  long  as  they  should  think  proper;  and  in  case  of  their  refusal 
to  nominate  a sufficient  number  of  children,  then  such  children  should  be  chosen 
by  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  township  or  hamlet  of 
Hepworth;  and  a direction  for  appointment  of  new  trustees  is  therein  contained, 
similar  to  that  in  the  former  deed. 

No  new  trustees  have  been  appointed  in  conformity  with  the  directions  con- 
tained in  the  deeds,  and  Mr.  Uriah  Tinker  is  the  son  and  heir-at-law  of  Abel 
Tinker,  in  the  deeds  named,  who  survived  his  co-trustees. 

The  annuity  of  5/.  is  paid  in  respect  of  property  belonging  to  Mr.  Uriah 
Tinker,  and  is  distributed  by  him  and  his  brother,  Mr.  Philip  Tinker,  or  one  of 
them,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  other,  half-yearly,  at  the  schoolhouse  at  Hep- 
worth, among  poor  persons  of  Hepworth,  selected  by  them,  not  receiving  paro- 
chial relief.  The  annuity  of  31.  14s.  issues  out  of  property  belonging  to  the 
said  Mr.  Philip  Tinker,  and  is  paid  by  him  to  the  master  of  the  school  at 
Hepworth. 

It  appears  to  us,  that  new  trustees  ought  to  be  appointed  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  deeds.  No  regular  means,  perhaps,  exist,  without  the  aid  of 
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a court  of  equity,  of  nominating  trustees  ; but  we  think  it  will  sufficiently 
provide  for  the  interests  of  the  charity  in  this  case,  that  Mr.  Uriah  Tinker 
should  assign  the  rent-charges  to  some  proper  persons,  nominated  by  himself, 
to  act  as  trustees. 

The  School. 

Richard  Charlesxvortli , by  will,  dated  5th  January  1G49,  gave  all  his  lands 
in  Hepworth,  to  the  use  of  the  free  school,  to  be  built  within  the  town  of 
Hepworth. 

The.  property  derived  under  the  will  consists  of  a piece  of  land  in  several  small 
closes,  at  Field  Head,  in  Hepworth,  containing  together  8 a.  & 3r.,  or  there- 
abouts, and  is  in  the  occupation  of  William  Robinson,  as  tenant  from  year  to 
year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  81.  8s.  ; but  it  appears  to  be  worth  10/.  or  12/. 
a year,  and  means  ought  to  be  taken  for  raising  the  rent. 

It  is  not  known  who  is  the  heir  at  law  of  the  testator,  Richard  Charlesworth, 
but  the  late  Mr.  Abel  Tinker,  in  his  life-time,  acted  as  a trustee,  and  his 
ancestors  also,  as  is  understood,  acted  as  trustees,  in  letting  the  school  land  ; 
and  at  present,  his  eldest  son,  Mr.  Uriah  Tinker,  has  the  superintendence  or 
management  of  the  property ; and  the  rent  is  received,  on  his  behalf,  by  his 
brother  Philip  Tinker,  and  paid  to  the  master  of  the  free  school  at  Hepworth. 

There  is  a tradition,  that  part  of  the  land  was  formerly  sold,  and  the  purchase 
money  applied  in  building  a school.  The  old  school  was  taken  down  and 
another  was  built  on  the  site  of  it,  in  or  about  the  year  1753,  by  means,  as  is 
understood,  of  a subscription  of  the  inhabitants  of  Hepworth.  The  school  is 
a building  without  gable  ends,  and  stands  between  the  house  of  Mr.  John  Tinker 
and  that  of  Mr.  Philip  Tinker. 

The  right  of  nominating  the  master  appears  to  have  been  exercised  by 
Mr.  Uriah  Tinker  and  his  ancestors,  jointly  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  township, 
assembled  at  a meeting  for  the  purpose. 

It  has  not  been  usual  for  the  master  of  the  school  to  teach  children  free  on 
account  of  the  rents  of  the  school  land,  but  on  account  of  the  5/.  a year 
paid  under  Bray’s  charity,  it  is  incumbent  on  the  master  to  instruct  four 
poor  children  free,  and,  in  compliance  with  Mr.  Uriah  Tinker’s  desire,  he  takes 
live  children  as  free  scholars,  and  those  children  are  instructed  with  others, 
received  into  the  school  as  pay  scholars,  to  the  number  of  nearly  forty,  in 
reading,  writing  and  accounts. 

The  management  and  affairs  of  this  charity  are  a subject  of  contention 
between  two  branches  of  the  family  of  Tinker,  which  are  at  variance  with 
each  other,  Mr.  John  Tinker  represents,  that  the  interest  of  the  charity 
would  be  greatly  advanced  by  removing  the  school  room,  which  is  dark, 
cold  and  damp,  to  a more  eligible  situation  j and  that  on  different  occa- 
sions offers  have  been  made  by  himself  and  others  of  the  inhabitants,  to 
subscribe  money  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  another  school  room,  but  that 
Mr.  Uriah  Tinker  has  improperly  opposed  the  execution  of  the  project.  On  the 
other  side,  it  is  represented,  that  Mr.  John  Tinker  acts  under  feelings  of  hostility, 
and  is  influenced  by  a desire  to  consult  his  own  comfort,  by  the  removal  of  the 
school  and  scholars  to  a distance  from  his  own  house,  rather  than  by  any  wish 
to  benefit  the  school. 

Mr.  Uriah  Tinker’s  authority  to  act  as  trustee  for  the  school  and  to  manage 
the  land,  appears  to  be  accidental,  and  to  rest  upon  usage  only ; and  it  seems 
to  us,  that  as  the  land  was  given  for  a school  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  township  of  Hepworth,  if  trustees  are  not  appointed  by  a court  of 
equity,  the  inhabitants  have  the  best  right  to  appoint  trustees ; and  it  seems 
desirable  that  some  proper  persons  should  be  nominated  by  the  inhabitants,  at 
a meeting,  to  act  as  trustees,  or  a committee  for  superintending  the  school,  and 
giving  proper  directions  as  to  the  management  and  letting  of  the  land,  and  for 
erecting  a new  school,  if  deemed  requisite  by  them,  and  funds  are  contributed 
for  the  purpose  ; but  it  would  also  be  desirable,  that  the  same  persons  should  be 
trustees,  both  of  the  rent-charge  and  of  the  school  and  school  land. 

Jackson’s  and  Marsden’s  Gifts. 

It  appears,  from  the  returns  of  charitable  donations  made  to  Parliament  in 
1786,  that  Martha  Jacksojiy  in  1733,  gave,  by  deed,  for  the  poor  of  Holmfirth, 
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or  some  part  thereof,  a rent-charge  of  10 .s.  a year,  which  was  paid,  in  1786,  bv 
Joshua  Cuttil ; and  that  Joshua  Marsden , in  1751,  gave,  for  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  20/.,  which  was,  in  I78O,  in  the  hands  of  J.  Bray,  and  for  which  he  paid,  as 
interest,  18  s.  a year.  ’ c 

We  have  made  inquiry  respecting  these  charities,  but  have  not  discovered 
whether  they  are  regularly  paid  and  applied,  or  what  persons  are  at  the  present 
time  liable  to  the  payment  of  them. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WOOLDALE. 

The  School. 

A school  was  built  at  Cliffe,  in  this  township,  about  50  years  ago,  by  means 
of  a legacy  and  money  raised  by  subscription  ; the  site  of  the  school  and  an 
acre  of  land  adjoining,  part  of  the  waste,  being  given  by  the  then  Duke  of 
Leeds,  the  lord  of  the  manor,  for  the  use  of  the  school;  and  a dwelling-house 
for  the  master  was  erected  about  the  year  1801,  by  subscription. 

The  school  property  is  vested  in  trustees,  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  Wooldale; 
and  the  master  is  appointed  by  the  trustees.  The  master  occupies  the  school 
premises  and  land ; but  derives  emolument  from  no  other  endowment.  He  is 
not  required  to  teach  any  free  scholars  ; but  he  instructs  the  children  of  the  inha- 
bitants, of  both  sexes,  at  a quarterly  charge,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
and  has  usually  about  40  children  under  his  care.

PARISH  OF  HALIFAX. 

Waterhouse’s  Charity. 

By  letters  patent,  under  the  great  seal,  dated  the  14th  September,  11th 
Charles  1st,  reciting,  that  Nathaniel  Waterhouse , gent,  had  given  a large  house, 
within  the  town  of  Halifax,  to  be  employed  as  a workhouse,  to  set  the  poor 
within  the  town  and  parish  to  work,  it  was  granted  and  ordained,  that  the  said 
house  should  be  employed  for  the  said  purpose,  and  that  thirteen  of  the  ablest 
and  most  discreet  persons  in  the  town  and  parish  should  be  a body  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  “ Master  and  Governors  of  the  Workhouse  for  the  Poor,  within  the 
Town  and  Parish  of  Halifax,”  and  have  power  to  make  rules  for  the  governing 
and  ordering  the  workhouse,  and  the  poor  therein  to  be  maintained  and  em- 
ployed, and  to  examine  all  persons  idly  wandering  within  the  town  and  parish 
of  Halifax,  and  compel  them  to  labour  in  the  wTorkhouse  for  their  living,  and 
to  appoint  officers  in  the  workhouse  to  oversee  and  provide  that  the  poor  might 
be  well  ordered  and  provided  for. 

The  said  Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  by  his  will,  dated  the  1st  of  July  1642, 
devised  to  Richard  Marsh,  d.d.  then  vicar  of  Halifax,  and  fifteen  other  persons, 
as  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  all  his  houses,  buildings,  lands  and  hereditaments, 
in  Halifax,  Skircoat  and  Southowram,  and  in  Siclda.ll  and  Exley,  and  elsewhere, 
in  the  county  of  York  (except  such  as  are  thereinafter  devised  to  the  master 
and  governors  of  the  workhouse),  to  the  intent  that  the  trustees  should 
employ  the  same  to  the  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned,  viz. ; first,  that  part 
of  the  houses  and  buildings  situate  at  or  near  the  Overchurch  Steele  and  Causey 
Head,  in  Halifax,  which  the  testator  had  made  into  twelve  several  dwellings, 
should  be  used  for  the  habitation  of  twelve  aged  or  impotent  poor  persons,  whereof 
three  should  be  of  the  town  of  Halifax,  and.  one  out  of  each  of  the  other  nine 
towns  within  the  parish,  namely,  Sowerby,  Midgley,  Warlev,  Ovenden,  Skircoat, 
Northowram,  Southowram,  Hipperholme  and  Shelfe,  there  to  continue  without 
paying  rent  during  their  respective  lives,  or  so  long  as  by  the  trustees  should  be 
thought  fit,  and  that  after  the  decease  or  removal  of  any  of  them,  the  trustees 
should  choose  out  of  the  ten  towns  other  aged  or  impotent  poor  people,  to 
be  placed  in  their  room;  and  the  testator  directed,  that  the  trustees  should 
pay  to  the  twelve  poor  persons,  yearly,  IS/.;  viz.  to  each  of  them  30s.  per 
annum  towards  their  maintenance,  and  6/.  to  array  them  in  black;  and  he 
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further  directed,  that  a house,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Halifax,  in  the  will 
described,  should  be  employed  for  bed  rooms  and  working  rooms,  for  ten  boys 
and  ten  girls,  and  the  habitation  of  a person,  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees,  for 
training  up  and  teaching  the  twenty  children  in  such  employment  and 
work  as  they  should  be  most  apt  for ; and  that  the  trustees  should  bestow 
gO s.  a year  in  keeping  in  repair  the  said  house,  and  the  twelve  dwellings  for 
poor  persons  ; and  that  they  should  choose  the  overseer  of  the  workhouse  to  be 
overseer  and  master  of  the  twenty  children  ; and  that  the  twenty  children  should 
be  such  as  were  fatherless  and  motherless,  and  should  be  taken  into  the  house 
at  the  age  of  six  years,  and  there  kept  at  work  and  maintained,  with  all  neces- 
saries, till  they  should  accomplish  the  ages  of  thirteen  or  fourteen  years,  that 
they  might  be  ft  for  putting  out  apprentices  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees, 
and  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Halifax,  and  justices  of  the 
peace  for  the  time  being,  or  others  whom  it  might  concern,  to  have  any  thing 
to  do  about  the  disposing  of  the  children  after  they  should  attain  that  age ; and 
that  such  of  the  children  as  should,  for  want  of  strength,  he  unmeet  to  be 
bound  apprentice  at  the  age  of  thirteen  or  fourteen  years,  should  be  maintained 
in  the  house  till  they  should  be  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  should  then  be  left  to 
the  provision  of  their  friends,  and  the  parish  of  Halifax  : And  he  willed,  that 
the  ten  boys  and  ten  girls  should  be  taken  as  follows;  of  the  town  of  Halifax 
five,  of  Southowram  two,  of  Northowram  two,  of  Hipperholm  two,  of  Skircoat 
one,  of  Shelfe  one,  of  Ovenden  two,  of  Warley  two,  of  Midgley  one,  and  of 
Sowerby  two  ; and  that  as  any  of  the  twenty  children  should  die,  or  be  removed, 
the  trustees  should  take  in  another  such  child,  whose  parents  were  dead,  of 
the  same  sex  and  township  as  the  child  so  dead  or  removed  ; and  that  the 
trustees  should  allow  to  the  overseer  and  superintendent  or  master  of  the 
children,  for  their  meat,  drink,  clothing,  and  all  other  necessaries,  and  his  pains 
in  training  them  up  in  work,  the  yearly  sum  of  15/.,  and  also  5/.  a year  to  buy 
them  blue  coats  withal,  and  should  permit  him  besides  to  take  the  gains  which 
he  could  make  of  the  reasonable  service  of  the  children  : And  touching  a house 
and  buildings,  at  the  Causey  Head,  in  Halifax,  therein  mentioned,  with  the 
garden,  west  part  of  the  croft  adjoining,  and  a new  house,  then  lately  built  on 
the  north  part  of  the  croft,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  the  testator 
directed  the  same  to  be  employed  by  the  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  person 
who  from  time  to  time  should  be  the  stipendiary  preacher  or  hired  lecturer, 
in  the  parish  church  of  Halifax,  which  lecturer  he  directed  should  resort  to  the 
poor  persons  in  the  twelve  dwellings,  and  the  poor  employed  in  the  workhouse, 
and  the  twenty  children,  and  admonish  them  to  repair  to  church,  to  prayers  and 
sermons,  at  convenient  prayer  times,  and  should  catechise  them,  or  the  younger 
sort  of  them,  weekly,  in  the  summer  time,  at  the  trustee’s  discretion  ; and  the 
testator  directed,  that  the  trustees  should,  towards  their  charges,  at  their  meet- 
ings about  the  execution  of  his  will,  keep  to  themselves,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  premises,  the  annual  sum  of  40s.;  and  that  during  the 
time  there  should  be  no  lecturer  at  the  parish  church  of  Halifax,  the  said  house, 
buildings,  garden,  west  part  of  the  croft  and  new  house,  and  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  should  be  employed  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  people 
within  the  town  of  Halifax  and  Sowerby,  Midgley,  Worley,  Skircoat,  Ovenden, 
Southowram,  Northowram,  Shelfe  and  Hipperholme,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees ; and  that  the  trustees  should  pay,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  premises,  lands  and  hereditaments,  devised  to  them,  the  following  stipends 
and  annual  sums ; that  is  to  say,  to  the  preachers,  hired  at  the  several  chapels 
or  churches  within  the  parish  of  Halifax,  called  Sowerby  Bridge  Chapel, 
Illingworth  Chapel,  Cooley  Chapel,  Light  Cliff'e  Chapel,  Chapel  in  the  Greaves 
orBrycrs,  RastrickChapel,  Eland  Chapel  or  Church,  Ripponden  Chapel,  Sowerby 
Chapel,  Luddington  Chapel  or  Church,  Heptonstall  Chapel  or  Church,  and  Cros- 
tone  Chapel,  upon  the  feast  days  of  Pentecost  and  St.  Martin,  by  even  portions,  the 
stipends  following  ; viz.  to  the  preacher  of  Sowerbridge  chapel  51.,  the  preacher 
of  Illingworth  chapel  4/.,  at  Cooley  chapel  4/.,  at  LightclifF  chapel  4 /.,  the 
preacher  of  the  chapel  in  the  Greaves  3/.,  at  Rastrick  chapel  40  s.,  Sowerby 
chapel  4/.,  at  Eland  chapel  4/.,  at  Ripponden  chapel  31.,  the  preacher  of  Lud- 
dington chapel  31.,  at  Heptonstall  chapel  40s.,  and  at  Crostone  chapel  40s., 
towards  the  augmentation  of  the  respective  stipends  of  the  preachers ; and 
he  desired,  that  for  their  stipends  the  preachers  should  preach  a sermon  in  rota- 
tion in  the  parish  church  of  Halifax,  every  first  Wednesday  in  each  month  in 
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Halifax.  the  year,  and  in  default  thereof,  that  the  trustees  should  employ  so  much  of 

the  yearly  stipends  as  should  for  that  time  be  payable  to  any  of  the  preachers,

v J tenance  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  to  the  church- ' 

wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Huddersfield,  and  20  s. 
a year  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Mirfield, 
for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  them  respectively  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  said  respective  parishes  at  Pentecost  and  Christmas,  and  that  in  default  of 
such  distribution,  the  respective  annual  sums  should  be  distributed  by  the 
trustees  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Halifax  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  em- 
ploy the  yearly  sum  of  40  s.  in  repairing  the  highways  on  the  banks  called 
Northowram  Banks  and  Southowram  Banks,  (one  leading  from  Halifax  towards 
Bradford,  another  from  Halifax  towards  Wakefield,  and  another  from  Ha- 
lifax to  Southowram),  and  20 s.  a year  in  repairing  the  highway  between 
Spright  Smithey  and  Southowram  Bank  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  also  pay 
the  annual  sum  of  405.  to  the  governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues  and  goods 
of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  within  the  parish  of  Halifax, 
for  the  use  of  the  school  ; and  the  testator  thereby  gave  to  the  master  and  go- 
vernors of  the  workhouse,  for  the  poor  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Halifax, 
all  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  said  messuages,  lands,  tenements 
and  premises,  and  also  the  messuage  called  the  Workhouse,  and  a close  called 
Hatter’s  Close,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Halifax;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said 
master  and  governors,  to  the  use  of  the  workhouse,  and  for  setting  and  em- 
ploying the  poor  therein  on  work,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  letters 
patent;  and  lie  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  the  trustees,  and  the  several 
preachers  of  the  twelve  chapels  or  churches  should,  twice  a year,  view  the  re- 
pairs of  the  said  houses,  and  other  the  premises,  whence  the  said  annuities, 
stipends  and  allowances  were  to  be  raised,  and  should  take  special  care  that 
they  should  not  decay  for  want  of  timely  looking  into  and  repairing,  and  should 
demise  them  to  the  tenants  thereof,  at  such  easy  rents  that  the  occupants  might 
sufficiently  repair  and  uphold  them ; and  he  directed,  that  after  the  death  of 
six  of  the  trustees,  the  others  surviving  should  make  election  of  so  many  other 
honest  and  sufficient  persons  of  the  parish  of  Halifax  (whereof  the  vicar  for  the 
time  being  to  be  one,  if  the  former  were  then  dead)  as  might  supply  the  number 
of  15  trustees,  and  then  make  a conveyance  of  all  the  things  devised  in  trust  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  those  other  elected  persons  and  their 
heirs,  in  trust  to  perform  his  said  will  and  .charitable  intentions ; and  he  de- 
clared his  mind  to  be,  that  the  trustees  should  take  especial  care  that  none  of  the 
wood  or  trees  growing  upon  any  part  of  his  said  lands  should  be  cut,  sold  or 
destroyed,  but  that  the  same  might  by  all  means  be  preserved  till  it  should  be 
strong  timber,  and  then  be  carefully  made  use  of  for  repairing  and  amending 
all  his  said  houses,  lands  and  tenements,  devised  to  his  said  trustees,  and  by 
them  to  he  built  for  the  pious  uses  aforesaid  : And  he  gave  to  the  master  and 
governors  of  the  workhouse  200/.,  to  he  bestowed  on  lands  and  tenements  for 
the  benefit  of  the  workhouse  and  poor  therein  set  on  work,  to  be  paid  by  his 
executors,  when  the  master  and  governors  should  have  procured  lands  and 
tenements  to  be  purchased  therewith  ; and  if  his  personal  estate  should  extend 
to  discharge  the  several  legacies  in  his  will  mentioned,  and  any  thing  remain, 
he  gave  the  clear  residue  to  the  said  trustees,  to  be  bestowed  on  lands  merely 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  ten  townships  in  the  parish  of  Halirax  ; and 
he  entreated  the  justices  of  assize  for  the  county  of  York  for  the  time  being, 
to  compose  and  determine  by  their  order,  whatsoever  differences  doubts  and 
questions  might  arise  at  any  time,  touching  that  his  will  and  meaning,  or  any 
thing  therein  contained. 

By  a decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  made  in  the  fifth  year  of 
King  George  the  First,  reciting  an  inquisition,  whereby  it  was  found  that  such 
letters  patent  had  been  granted,  and  such  will  made  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the 
sum  of  200/.,  bequeathed  by  the  testator  to  the  master  and  governors  of  the 
workhouse,  had  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  and  tenements  in 
Northowram,  called  South  Howcans,  Holling  Hay,  and  Tenter  Croft,  and 
a small  parcel  of  land  used  for  a lane,  all  then  of  the  yearly  value  of  10/.,  or 
thereabouts,  and  that  the  workhouse  had  been  misemployed,  and  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  tenements  and  premises  misconverted,  and  divers  other 
abuses  committed  in  the  trust,  the  commissioners  decreed,  that  the  surviving 
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governors  of  the  workhouse,  and  the  legal  representatives  of  the  deceased 
governors,  should  pay  divers  sums  of  money,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
till/.  5s.  10 d.,  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Burton,  clerk,  and  others  therein  named, 
and  did  adjudge  the  places  and  offices  of  the  then  surviving  governors  of  the 
workhouse  to  be  void,  and  that  the  said  Burton  and  others  should  be  trustees 
of  the  workhouse,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Hatter’s  close 
and  tenements  in  Northowram,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  workhouse, 
and  the  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  placed  therein,  and 
that  they  should  apply  for  new  letters  patent  of  incorporation,  to  be  granted  to 
them,  with  such  powers  as  to  the  crown  should  seem  meet,  and  apply  so  much 
of  the  money  thereby  to  them  decreed,  towards  defraying  the  expense  of 
obtaining  such  letters  patent,  or  soliciting  for  the  same,  as  should  be  re- 
quisite, and  that  the  workhouse  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  Burton  and 
others. 

On  the  hearing  of  exceptions  taken  to  the  decree  in  the  court  of  Chancery, 
an  order  was  made  by  the  court,  bearing  date  the  18th  February  1725,  that  the 
sum  of  041/.  5 s.  Id.  should  be  reduced  to  004/.  8s.  5 d.,  and  with  some  other 
variations,  the  decree  was  confirmed. 

By  another  decree  of  commissioners  of  pious  uses,  dated  the  4th  October 
1749,  after  reciting  the  previous  decree  and  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery, 
and  stating  conveyances  of  the  workhouse  and  trust  estate  to  the  trustees 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  order,  and  that  the  trustees  had  received  the 
said  sum  of  604/.  8s.  5d.,  and  entered  upon  the  trust  premises,  and  had  received 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  had  applied  the  same,  and  also  the  sum  of 
604/.  8s.  5d.,  except  149/*  Is.  Sd.,  which  then  remained  in  the  hands  of  the 
surviving  trustees,  to  the  repairs  of  the  workhouse,  and  maintenance  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  of  Halifax  kept  and  employed  therein,  and  that  the  said  trust 
premises  were  then  of  the  yearly  value  of  17/.  5 s.,  or  thereabouts,  exclusive 
of  the  workhouse,  and  that  the  trustees  had  not  been  able  to  procure  any  letters 
patent  or  charter  of  incorporation,  and  that  for  want  thereof  the  trustees  could 
not  compel  any  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  not  resident  in  the  town  of  Flalifax 
to  come  into  the  workhouse,  so  that  the  poor  of  that  township  only  had  been 
maintained  therein,  the  commissioners  named  in  the  commission  ordered  and 
decreed,  that  from  thenceforth  the  workhouse  should  be  employed  as  a work- 
house  for  the  poor  of  the  towns  of  Ovenden,  Northowram,  Southowram,  Ilip- 
perholme,  Shelfe,  Skircoat,  Warley,  Midgley  and  Sowerby,  as  well  as  of  the 
town  of  Halifax,  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Hatter’s  close,  and  of  the 
tenements  in  Northowram,  should  be  employed  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  several  townships  kept  in  the  workhouse,  according  to  the  intent  of 
the  letters  patent,  and  of  the  will  of  Nathaniel  Waterhouse. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  better  regulating  the  charities  of  Nathaniel 
Waterhouse,  passed  in  the  year  1777>  after  reciting  the  matters  aforesaid,  and 
other  matters,  and  setting  forth,  that  the  trust  estates  had  in  general  been  suffi- 
cient to  answer  the  trusts  reposed  in  the  trustees,  but  had  not  yielded  any 
surplus  profits  for  the  benefit  of  the  trusts  reposed  in  the  governors  of  the 
workhouse,  and  that  the  feoffees  or  trustees  had  no  surplus  in  hand  ; but  on  the 
contrary,  their  trust  estates  were  then  indebted  the  sum  of  100/.  and  upwards, 
for  monies  borrowed,  and  disbursed  in  the  repair  and  improvement  thereof ; 
and  that  at  the  time  of  obtaining  the  letters  patent,  establishing  the  workhouse, 
the  poor  of  the  parish  in  general,  were  maintained  at  the  common  charge  of  the 
whole  parish  ; but  some  years  afterwards  the  several  townships,  which  con- 
stituted the  parish  of  Halifax,  were  separated  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  13th  and  14th  years  of  King  Charles  2d,  with  respect  to  their  poor,  and 
afterwards  each  township  distinctly  supported  its  own  poor,  by  monthly  pay- 
ments, or  in  workhouses  established  by  each  township  respectively,  by  means 
of  which  separation  and  alteration,  the  exercise  of  the  powers  in  the  letters 
patent  was  rendered  difficult,  and  could  not  be  conveniently  carried  into 
execution ; yet,  in  case  the  several  trusts,  vested  in  the  governors  and  feoffees, 
or  trustees  respectively,  were  united  and  vested  in  the  same  persons,  with 
proper  powers,  it  was  conceived,  that  the  purpose  of  both  the  trusts  would  be 
more  completely  answered,  the  execution  of  those  trusts  facilitated,  and  the 
several  objects  of  the  bounty  of  the  donor  be  greatly  benefited  thereby,  It 
was  enacted,  that  all  the  messuages,  lands  and  premises,  comprized  in  the 
letters  patent,  and  given  and  devised  by  the  will  of  Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  and 
also  the  lands  and  tenements  in  Northowram,  should  be  vested  in  William 
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Walker  and  four  others,  in  the  Act  named,  upon  trust,  to  convey  the  same  to 
the  use  of  the  vicar  of  Halifax,  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  Halifax  for  the 
time  being,  and  of  the  said  William  Walker  and  eight  others,  therein  named, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  governors  and  trustees  of  the 
said  premises,  together  with  the  six  governors  and  trustees  to  be  elected  as 
thereinafter  mentioned,  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  trust  estates, 
and  the  monies  in  the  hands  of  the  governors,  and  such  other  trust  monies  as 
should  come  to  their  hands  in  pursuance  of  that  Act,  pay  the  expenses  attending 
that  Act,  the  debt  of  100/.  and  upwards,  and  all  other  debts  due  from  the 
charity  estates  ; and  that  the  governors  and  trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
pay  and  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  of  the  trust  premises 
as  were  devised  by  the  will  of  Nathaniel  Waterhouse  to  the  feoffees  or  trustees 
therein  named,  and  also  the  residue  (if  any)  of  the  monies  in  the  hands  of  the 
governors,  according  to  the  directions  expressed  in  the  will  regarding  the  same, 
except  in  such  instances  where  a different  application  was  bv  that  Act  directed  ; 
and  it  was  enacted,  that  when  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  trust  premises 
should  be  sufficient  to  answer  the  several  annual  payments  directed  by  the  will, 
and  to  yield  a sufficient  surplus,  there  should  be  paid  annually  out  of  the  surplus, 
the  several  further  sums  thereinafter  mentioned,  in  augmentation  of  such  annual 
payments  respectively  ; that  is  to  say,  the  further  sum  of  0/.  yearly,  to  the  said 
twelve  aged  or  impotent  poor  persons ; the  further  sum  of  20 s.  yearly,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  house  and  twelve  dwellings  in  the  will  mentioned ; the 
further  sum  of  20/.  yearly,  to  the  overseer  and  master  of  the  twenty  children 
in  the  will  mentioned  ; the  further  sum  of  40  s.  yearly,  to  the  governors  of  the 
school;  and  the  further  sum  of  20/.  yearly,  to  the  several  preachers  in  the  will 
mentioned,  in  augmentation  of  their  several  stipends,  thereby  provided,  and  to 
be  divided  amongst  them,  in  proportion  thereto  respectively:  And  after  reciting, 
that  since  the  separation  of  the  ten  townships,  with  respect  to  their  poor,  each 
of  such  townships  had  established,  or  was  desirous  to  establish  within  itself, 
a workhouse,  for  the  better  ordering,  setting  to  work  and  providing  for  its  own 
poor  separately,  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  residue  and  surplus  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  all  the  other  trust  premises,  vested  and  to  be  vested  in  the 
governors  and  trustees,  in  pursuance  of  that  Act,  should  be  by  the  said 
governors  and  trustees  respectively  paid  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  March, 
annually,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  ten  several  townships,  who 
should  pay  and  apply  the  same  for  the  better  ordering,  setting  to  work,  and 
providing  for  the  poor  in  the  said  workhouses  of  such  ten  townships  respectively, 
in  the  following  proportions  ; (that  is  to  say),  out  of  ever)7  48/.  there  should  be 
paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Halifax,  12/.  Is.  6d.  ; to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  Sowerby,  61.  Os.  Qd. ; to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Midgley,  2/.  18  s. ; to 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Warley,  51.  13s.  ; to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Ovenden,  4/.  17$.  9 d. ; to  the-overseers  of  the  poor  of  Skircoat,  2/.  2s.  10(7. ; 
to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Northowram,  5 1.  17 s.  9 d.  ; to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  Southowram,  SI.  13  s.  6d. ; to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Hipper- 
holme,  31.  13s.  C<7.  ; and  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Shelfe,  1 /.  Is.  5d. ; and 
so  in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  lesser  sum  than  48/.,  which  might  from  time 
to  time  be  in  the  hands  of  the  governors  and  trustees;  audit  was  further 
enacted,  that  the  vicar  of  Halifax  for  the  time  being,  should  be  one  of  the 
governors  and  trustees  of  the  said  united  charity ; and  that  he  and  the  said 
William  Walker,  and  eight  others,  in  whom  the  said  trust  estates  were  thereby 
directed  to  be  vested,  should,  within  one  month  next  after  the  conveyance  to 
their  use,  elect  six  other  persons  to  be  governors  and  trustees,  along  with  them, 
of  the  said  united  charity  ; and  that  one  of  the  new  governors  and  trustees 
should  be  elected  from  or  out  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Midgley, 
another  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Warley,  another  from  the  in- 
habitants of  the  township  of  Ovenden,  another  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  town- 
ship of  Skircoat,  another  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  North- 
owram, and  another  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Southowram  ; 
and  that  there  should  be  at  all  times  thereafter  (besides  the  vicar  of  Halifax 
for  the  time  being)  five  of  the  governors  and  trustees,  resident  in  Halifax, 
two  in  Sowerby,  and  one  resident  in  each  of  the  other  eight  townships  of 
Midgley,  Warley,  Ovenden,  Skircoat,  Northowram,  Southowram,  Hipper- 
holme  and  Shelfe  respectively;  and  that  on  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
out  of  such  townships  respectively,  of  any  of  the  governors  and  trustees,  the 
remaining  governors  and  trustees  should  elect  another  inhabitant  of  the  township 
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where  such  death,  resignation  or  removal,  should  happen ; and  if  the  re- 
maining' governors  and  trustees  should  for  three  calendar  months  after  any 
such  vacancy,  neglect  or  omit  to  elect  a proper  person  to  be  governor  and 
trustee,  it  should  be  lawful  for  such  of  the  inhabitants  _of  the  township  from 
whence  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  was  or  were  to  be  filled,  as  should  be  assessed 
to  the  church  and  poor,  for  10/.  a year  or  upwards,  to  elect  such  governor  and 
trustee,  governors  and  trustees,  to  fill  up  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  neglected 
to  be  supplied,  such  previous  notice  being  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
election  as  therein  mentioned,  and  the  then  right  of  election  should  be  in  the 
majority  of  such  inhabitants  assessed  as  aforesaid,  who  should  attend  such 
meeting;  and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  governors 
and  trustees,  by  indentures  executed  by  all  the  governors  and  trustees,  or  twelve 
of  them  at  the  least,  in  the  presence  of,  and  attested  by  two  or  more  credible 
witnesses,  to  make  any  grants,  demises  or  leases,  of  any  parts  of  the  trust 
premises,  (except  the  workhouse  in  Halifax,  during  the  time  the  inhabitants  in 
Halifax  should  choose  to  use  or  enjoy  the  same  in  manner  thereinafter  men- 
tioned), to  such  person  and  persons  as  should  at  any  public  auction,  within  the 
town  of  Halifax,  of  which  one  month’s  notice  at  the  least  should  be  previously 
given,  as  therein  mentioned,  be  the  highest  bidder,  or  offer  to  give  the  greatest 
yearly  rent  for  the  same,  so  as  every  such  grant,  demise  or  lease,  be  executed 
by  all  the  governors  and  trustees,  or  twelve  of  them  at  the  least,  and  be  not 
made  to  continue  for  a longer  time  than  twenty-one  years,  to  take  effect  in 
possession  and  not  in  reversion,  or  by  way  of  future  interest,  and  be  made 
without  taking  any  fine,  premium  or  foregift ; and  after  reciting,  that  several 
parts  of  the  trust  estates  were  very  conveniently  situated  for  building  upon, 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Halifax,  and  on  some  parts  of 
such  trust  estates,  very  old  houses  and  other  buildings  were  standing,  which 
were  subject  to  frequent  repairs,  It  was  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
governors  and  trustees,  by  indenture  under  their  hands  and  seals,  duly  executed 
by  all  the  governors  and  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  twelve  of  them  at  the 
least,  in  the  presence  of  and  attested  by  two  or  more  credible  witnesses,  to 
demise  any  such  parts  of  the  trust  estates  not  built  upon,  as  might  appear  to  the 
governors  and  trustees,  or  twelve  of  them  at  the  least,  to  be  fit  and  proper  to 
grant  and  lease  out  for  the  purpose  of  new  building,  and  also  such  parts  of  the 
houses  arid  other  buildings  then  or  thereafter  to  be  erected  on  the  trust  estates, 
as  might  appear  to  the  governors  and  trustees,  or  twelve  of  them  at  the  least, 
to  be  fit  and  proper  to  lease  out,  for  the  purpose  of  effectually  repairing,  re- 
building, or  new  building  the  same,  (the  said  workhouse  in  Halifax  excepted 
during  the  time  before  in  that  behalf  mentioned),  yet  nevertheless  so  as  the 
lands  or  buildings  to  be  leased  should  be  let  by  public  auction,  after  one  month’s 
notice  thereof  as  aforesaid,  and  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  should  be  the 
lessee  or  lessees  thereof,  and  so  as  every  such  lease  be  executed  by  all  the 
trustees,  or  twelve  of  them  at  the  least,  and  be  made  for  such  number  of  years, 
not  exceeding  ninety-nine,  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding,  or  erecting  new 
buildings,  and  not  exceeding  forty-one  years,  for  the  purpose  of  effectually 
repairing  any  part  of  the  trust  estates,  as  to  the  governors  and  trustees  should 
be  thought  reasonable,  with  full  power  for  them,  from  time  to  time,  in  like 
manner,  to  renew  the  same,  or  any  subsisting  lease  or  leases,  so  as  ail  such 
leases  be  made  to  take  effect  in  possession  or  immediately  after  the  determination 
of  the  then  subsisting  leases,  and  so  as  every  such  lease  be  made  without  taking 
any  fine,  premium  or  foregift  in  respect  thereof,  and  so  as  in  every  such  lease 
there  be  contained  such  conditions  as  therein  mentioned ; and  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  governors  and  trustees  to  sell  and  convey  such  part  of  the  trust 
premises  within  the  township  of  Halifax,  as  they  should  think  proper,  for  the 
scite  of  a new  church,  and  for  a convenient  churchyard  to  be  enjoyed  therewith, 
in  the  township  or  parish  of  Halifax,  for  such  prices  as  the  trustees  should  think 
fit,  and  to  sell  and  convey  such  parts  of  the  trust  estates,  for  the  making  any 
public  roads  within  the  township  or  parish,  as  the  governors  and  trustees  for  the 
time  being,  should  think  proper;  and  also  to  sell  and  convey  any  such  small  parts 
of  the  trust  estates  unto  and  in  order  to  accommodate  any  private  person  or  per- 
sons, who  were  or  might  be  owners  of  estates  adjoining  to  the  trust  estates  and 
premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  for  such  prices  as  the  governors  and  trustees 
should  think  fit ; provided,  that  no  one  such  sale  to  any  one  owner  of  adjoining 
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Halifax.  or  contiguous  estates,  contain  more  than  one  hundred  square  yards  of  ground, 

t to  be  annexed  to  any  such  adjoining  or  contiguous  estate  ; and  that  all  the  gover- 

Waterhouscs  nors  and  trustees,  or  twelve  of  them  at  the  least,  should  agree  to  such  sales  and 

continued.  execute  such  conveyances,  and  that  all  sums  of  money  received  by  the  governors 

s ^ / and  trustees,  as  the  price  of  such  parts  of  the  trust  estates,  should  be  by  them 

either  applied  and  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  is  thereby  directed,  concerning 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  trust  estates  and  premises,  or  otherwise,  at  the 
election  of  the  trustees,  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands  or  heredita- 
ments, within  the  parish  of  Halifax,  and  be  conveyed  and  settled  to  the  same 
uses  as  the  trust  estates  ; and  it  was  enacted,  that  the  workhouse  given 
by  Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  should,  so  long  as  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Halifax  should  think  fit,  be  a workhouse  for  the  poor  of  the  town- 
ship of  Halifax  only  ; and  that  the  overseers  of  the  township  of  Halifax 
should  pay  to  the  governors  and  trustees,  out  of  the  poor  rates,  the  yearly  rent 
of  10/.  for  the  same,  which  rent  should  not  be  varied;  but  in  case  the  overseers 
should  be  desirous  to  quit  the  workhouse,  and  discontinue  to  use  the  same 
as  a workhouse,  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  governors  and  trustees  to 
demise  the  same  as  the  other  parts  of  the  charity  estates ; and  it  was  further 
enacted,  that  one  of  the  governors  and  trustees  should  be  president,  governor 
and  treasurer  for  one  year  ; and  that  the  governors  and  trustees  should  each  in 
his  turn,  be  president,  governor  and  treasurer  ; and  that  every  new-elected 
governor  and  trustee  should  be  invested  with  power  to  act  in  the  trusts  without 
having  the  trust  estates  conveyed  to  him,  until  the  number  of  governors  and 
trustees  in  whom  the  trust  estates  should  be  vested  should  be  reduced  to  five, 
and  then  so  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  such  reduction,  the  trust  estates 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  such  new-elected  governors 
and  trustees  ; and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  governors  and  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  at  any  public  meeting,  whereof  fourteen  days  notice  should 
be  previously  given,  to  make  such  regulations  and  orders  for  better  executing 
the  powers  vested  in  the  governors  and  trustees,  and  regulating  the  charity  and 
management  of  the  trust  estates,  as  to  the  governors  and  trustees,  or  such 
majority,  should  seem  meet ; and  that  two  books  should  be  kept  by  the  go- 
vernors and  trustees,  in  one  of  which  should  be  entered  all  regulations  and 
orders  made  respecting  the  charity  ; and  in  the  other  should  be  fairly  entered, 
all  receipts,  payments  and  disbursements  respecting  the  trust  estate,  and  the 
affairs  thereof;  and  that  the  accounts  of  the  charity  should  be  settled  and 
passed  by  the  governors  and  trustees,  on  the  first  Wednestay  in  March  annually, 
at  which  time,  or  within  twenty-one  days  after,  all  and  every  the  clergymen, 
receiving  or  taking  any  benefit  or  interest  under  the  will  of  Nathaniel  Water- 
house,  and  also  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  every  of  the  townships, 
and  also  any  two  or  three  of  the  inhabitants  of  every  township,  should  have 
liberty  to  examine  and  inspect  the  said  books  and  accounts,  from  ten  in  the  fore- 
noon till  four  in  the  afternoon  ; and  that  the  balance  on  settling  the  accounts 
should  be  paid  in  the  manner  before  directed,  except  40  /.,  which  it  should  be  law- 
ful for  the  governors  and  trustees  to  retain  and  keep  in  hand,  to  answer  such 
future  payments  as  might  from  time  to  time  become  due  before  the  next  rents 
of  the  trust  premises  should  become  payable. 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  the  trust  has  been  managed  by 
governors  and  trustees  elected  in  the  manner  thereby  directed,  and  the  estates 
have  been  conveyed  in  the  manner  prescribed  from  time  to  time,  and  regular 
meetings  of  the  governors  and  trustees  are  held  twice  a year,  at  which  the 
accounts  are  examined  and  passed. 

The  governors  and  trustees  are  in  possession  of  the  several  estates  and  pro- 
perty mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  Act  of  Parliament,  with  the  exception  of 
some  parts  that  have  been  sold  or  disposed  of  under  the  authority  of  the  clauses 
or  provisions  contained  in  the  Act  with  reference  to  that  subject.  A rental  of 
the  property  in  the  occupation  of  tenants,  with  the  names  of  the  tenants,  has 
been  supplied  by  the  clerk  of  the  governors  and  trustees,  and  is  set  out  in  the 
Appendix  ; and  from  this  it  appears  that  the  rents  for  the  year  1826  amounted 
to  1,181/.  3«.  4 d.  As  to  the  course  of  letting  and  management,  it  may  be 
stated,  that  the  directions  of  the  Act  are  followed,  and  it  is  represented,  that 
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of  it  have  been  let  on  the  best  terms  that  the  governors  and  trustees  at  the  time 
of  letting  could  obtain. 

Some  small  parts  of  the  property  have  at  different  times  been  sold,  and 
buildings  have  been  given  up  for  streets  for  the  improvement  of  the  town  ; 
and  the  wood,  of  which  there  is  a considerable  quantity  growing  on  that  part 
of  the  estates  which  is  situate  at  Skircoat,  is  sold  from  time  to  time  when  fit 
to  be  cut.  It  has  been  the  course  to  carry  the  produce  arising  during  each 
current  year  from  the  sale  of  property  which  has  been  sold,  and  of  the  wood, 
to  the  general  yearly  account  of  the  trust,  and  to  apply  the  annual  funds 
both  to  the  purpose  of  answering  and  defraying  the  general  exigencies  of  the 
trust,  and  carrying  into  effect  the  charitable  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will, 
and  also  to  the  purpose  of  making  such  buildings  and  improvements  upon  the 
trust  estate  as  the  governors  have  considered  necessary  or  proper,  and  the 
annual  surplus,  which,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament,  is  payable  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  ten  several  townships,  is  divided  and  paid  to  them 
in  the  proportions  mentioned  in  the  Act,  and  applied  to  the  maintenance  and 
relief  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships,  with  their  poor  rates. 

As  to  the  several  charities  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Nathaniel  Waterhouse, 
we  find  that  the  specific  annual  sums  directed  by  the  will  to  be  paid  to  the 
preachers  at  the  different  chapels,  and  for  the  free  grammar  school,  together 
with  the  augmentations  thereof  respectively,  directed  by  the  Act,  and  the  annual 
sums  payable  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Huddersfield 
and  Mirfiekl,  and  for  repairing  of  highways,  are  annually  paid,  without  alter- 
ation in  amount ; but  as  to  the  maintenance  or  repairs  of  the  almshouse,  and 
the  house  or  school  for  orphan  children,  and  the  support  of  those  institutions, 
the  governors  and  trustees  finding  the  allowance  made  by  the  Act  insufficient, 
have  not  confined  themselves  to  that  allowance,  but  have  laid  out  annually  such 
sums  of  money  as  appeared  to  them  necessary  or  fit  to  be  expended  upon  those 
objects. 

The  almshouse  was  rebuilt  in  1812  or  1813  with  money  arising  from  the  sale 
of  timber,  and  it  is  occupied  by  twelve  poor  widows,  who  are  usually  appointed 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships 
from  which  they  are  directed  by  the  will  to  be  taken,  and  they  receive  each  of 
them  an  allowance  of  2/.  a year,  and  are  supplied  with  gowns.  The  house  for 
children,  usually  called  The  Blue  Coat  Hospital,  is  kept  up  as  a workhouse  and 
school  for  the  habitation,  maintenance,  employment  and  training  up  of  orphan 
children,  viz.  ten  boys  and  ten  girls,  chosen  from  the  places  mentioned  in  the 
will,  and  the  allowance  for  their  maintenance  is  regulated  by  the  governors 
and  trustees,  with  reference  to  the  price  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  is  at 
present  about  80/.  a year;  and  the  expense  of  clothing  the  almswomen  and  the 
children  amounts  on  an  average  to  about  50/.  per  annum.  The  profits  arising 
from  the  childrens  work  constitute  the  emoluments  of  the  master,  who  has 
them  under  his  care,  and  the  lecturer  attends  to  the  catechizing  of  the  children 
and  admonition  of  the  almswomen. 

The  accounts  of  the  charity  are  annually  made  out  by  the  clerk  of  the 
governors  and  trustees,  and  settled  and  passed  by  them,  and  liberty  is  given  to 
examine  and  inspect  them,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

A balance  sheet,  or  general  statement  of  the  accounts,  from  March  1815,  as 
prepared  by  the  clerk  of  the  governors  and  trustees,  is  set  forth  in  the  Appendix. 

It  appears  to  us,  on  the  examination  of  this  charity,  that  so  far  as  concerns 
the  several  specific  charitable  payments  and  objects  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  the  trust  is  duly  performed  ; and  indeed,  with  reference 
to  the  almshouse  and  the  hospital  for  orphan  children,  the  governors  and  trustees 
have  contributed  more  largely  out  of  the  income  arisingfrom  the  trust  estates  than 
was,  perhaps,  without  further  legislative  authority,  in  strictness  justifiable.  As 
the  surplus  income  of  the  trust  estate,  after  providing  for  the  charitable  payments 
and  objects  mentioned  in  the  will,  and  the  augmentation  directed  by  the  Act,  is 
payable  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships,  for  setting  to 
work  and  providing  for  the  poor  of  those  townships  in  the  same  way  in  which 
funds  raised  by  a poor  rate  are  applicable,  we  apprehend,  that  the  administration 
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of  this  trust  beyond  what  relates  to  the  specific  charities  mentioned  in  the  will 
Waterhouse’s  is  scarcely  within  the  scope  of  the  inquiry  which  we  are  authorized  and  required 

Charitv,  ' to  make,  and  that  a more  enlarged  statement  has  perhaps  already  been  made 

continued.  than  was  necessary,  for  explanation  of  what  concerns  the  individual  charities 

J mentioned  in  the  will.  It  may  be  proper,  however,  to  add,  that  as  some  topics 

of  complaint  and  animadversion,  respecting  the  administration  of  the  trust  and 
management  of  the  property,  were  presented  to  our  notice,  we  deemed  it  expedient 
at  the  time,  and  were  induced,  by  consideration  of  the  combined  nature*  of  the 
trust,  to  investigate  its  management  in  a general  way,  and  to  examine  and  bring 
to  tbe  consideration  of  the  governors  and  trustees,  the  several  subjects  of 
animadversion  which  had  been  suggested  to  us,  imparting  to  them  such  obser- 
vations, on  various  points,  as  the  occasion  appeared  to  us  to  require  ; and  it  may 
be  proper  to  state,  that  although  some  recent  improvements  of  the  trust  property, 
on  which  there  has  been  a large  expenditure,  appear  to  have  been  injudicious, 
and  the  expenditure  thereon  has  been  unproductive  of  an  adequate  return,  and 
a different  mode  of  letting  part  of  the  property,  and  greater  attention  to  economy 
in  some  branches  of  expenditure,  may  perhaps  be  properly  recommended,  and 
in  an  equitable  point  of  view,  some  method  should  be  adopted  of  applying  the 
periodical  produce  from  the  sale  of  wood,  so  as  to  equalize,  during  successive 
years,  the  surplus  annually  divided  among  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
several  townships,  we  have  not  discovered  any  real  grounds  of  inculpation, 
on  the  score  of  misconduct,  wilful  neglect  or  inattention,  on  the  part  of  the 
governors  and  trustees. 


Smyth’s  Charity  School. 

Smyth’s  Charity  John  Smyth,  formerly  of  Heath,  esquire,  by  his  will,  dated  in  1726,  reciting 
School.  that  lie  had  built  a school  at  Halifax,  devised  the  same  to  the  governors  of 
Mr.  Waterhouse’s  charity  there,  and  their  successors,  for  them  from  time  to  time 
to  elect  such  a schoolmaster  as  should  be  approved  of  by  his  son,  John  Smyth,  and 
bis  heirs,  or  such  persons  as  should  thereafter  be  owner  or  owners  of  his  estate 
at  Halifax,  to  be  upon  every  vacancy  nominated  and  put  into  the  school  by 
him  or  them,  to  teach  six  poor  boys  or  girls  whose  parents  pay  no  assessments 
therein,  to  read ; and  he  gave  to  the  governors,  and  to  their  successors,  a 
house  in  Halifax,  then  let  at  the  yearly  rent  off/.,  in  trust,  to  let  and  dispose 
thereof  as  would  be  most  advantageous,  to  any  person,  other  than  the  schoc1- 
master  for  the  time  being,  and  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  such 
master,  for  teaching  six  poor  boys  or  girls  as  aforesaid,  there  to  be  placed  by 
the  governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  there,  if  desired:  And  he  abro- 
gated that  his  devise  to  the  governors,  in  case  they  should  ever  suffer  the  school- 
master to  live  in  the  said  house  or  school-house,  for  so  long  time  as  they  should 
permit  him  to  inhabit  either  of  the  said  houses  : And  he  devised  to  his  son,  John 
Smyth,  a farm  in  Reavey,  held  by  lease,  for  a term  of  which  there  were  above 
eighty  years  to  come*,  upon  trust,  during  the  lease,  to  pay  4-0  s.  per  annum  to 
the  vicar  of  Halifax,  for  preaching  two  charity  sermons,  and  catechising  the 
boys  or  girls  taught  in  the  school  ; (and  he  desired  the  churchwardens  of  Hali- 
fax to  go  about  the  church,  when  such  sermons  should  be  preached,  to  collect 
charity  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  children  in  the  school ;)  and  also,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  other  405.  a year  for  buying  Bibles  and  religious  books  for  the  children. 

The  school  built  by  the  testator  having  fallen  into  decay,  was  rebuilt  in 
1S21,  at  the  expense  of  100 1.,  raised  partly  by  savings  of  income,  and  partly  by 
subscription. 

The  premises  devised  by  the  testator  consist  of  a house  in  Northgate,  let  to 
Timothy  Netherwood,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  8 /.  155.  a year,  and  a small  tene- 
ment or  warehouse  adjoining,  let  to  Robert  Mitchell,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
1/.  105.  a year,  and  the  whole  is  let  at  the  fair  value. — 

The  following  funds  also  belong  to  the  charity;  viz. 

J00/.  secured  on  the  tolls  of  the  Halifax  and  Wakefield  turnpike  road,  at 
interest  of  five  per  cent;  and  501.  secured  on  the  Halifax  waterworks,  at 

interest 


The  lease  expired  in  1806. 
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interest  of  five  per  cent ; which  funds  are  supposed  to  have  arisen  from  money 
collected  at  charity  sermons  for  the  school,  and  21 /.  on  the  security  of  the 
waterworks,  at  the  same  interest,  being  a legacy  bequeathed  by  Dr.  Legh, 
formerly  vicar  of  Halifax. 

The  total  income  is  IS/.  16.9.  a year;  and  of  this  the  sum  of  81.  6s.  a year, 
made  up  of  7/.  5s.,  which  was  formerly  the  rent  of  the  houses,  and  1 /.  1 s.,  the 
interest  of  Legh’s  legacy,  is  paid  by  the  governors  to  a schoolmaster  appointed 
by  them,  for  teaching  as  free  scholars,  six  children  to  read  and  write ; and  the 
surplus  10/.  is  appropriated  to  supplying  an  allowance  of  16  s.  a year  to  the 
schoolmaster,  for  every  child  beyond  the  six,  whom  he  instructs  in  the  same 
way ; and  the  whole  of  it,  except  a small  sum  occasionally  deducted  for  repairs 
of  the  school,  is  applied  in  making  such  allowance.  The  school  is  properly  con- 
ducted and  attended  to. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HALIFAX. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Skircoat. 

By  letters  patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  bearing  date  1.5th  February  1585,  her  Halifax. 
Majesty,  at  the  suit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  and  vicarage  of  Halifax,  for  TleIV~^T 
the  bringing  up  and  teaching  of  children  and  youth  of  the  said  parish  and  SchojITat  sTircoatT 
vicarage,  and  other  villages  and  hamlets  near  adjoining,  ordained,  that  there 
should  be  a grammar  school,  to  be  called  the  Free  Grammar  School  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  for  the  bringing  up  of  children  and  youth  in  grammar,  and 
other  good  learning,  to  consist  of  a master  and  usher,  and  to  be  under  the 
direction  of  12  governors,  to  be  chosen  from  the  discreetest  and  honestest  men 
dwelling  within  the  parish  and  vicarage  of  Halifax  ; and  the  governors  were 
thereby  incorporated ; and  it  was  directed,  that  when  any  of  them  should  die 
or  dwell  out  of  the  parish  or  vicarage,  the  survivors  should  elect  others,  from 
other  meet  persons  dwelling  within  the  same,  being  of  the  age  of  24>  years 
and  upwards,  and  failing  such  election  within  one  month  from  the  time  of  any 
vacancy,  then  the  Archbishop  of  York,  with  the  consent  of  two  of  the  governors, 
should  have  powTer  to  fill  up  the  vacancy;  and  the  governors  were  thereby 
empowered  to  choose  and  appoint  a master,  who  should  have  been  a student  in 
one  of  the  Universities  of  England  for  the  space  of  five  years  at  the  least,  to  be 
presented  to  and  approved  of  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  ; and  it  was  ordained, 
that  failing  such  election  of  a master,  within  six  months  from  the  vacancy,  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  Archbishop  to  nominate  and  appoint  a fit  person  quali- 
fied as  aforesaid,  to  the  office  of  master  ; and  the  governors  were  also  thereby 
empowered  to  appoint  and  admit  an  usher,  taking  to  them  the  master,  to  judge 
of  the  sufficiency  in  learning  and  aptness  of  the  usher,  so  that  the  election  were 
made  within  one  month  after  the  place  of  usher  should  become  void;  and 
power  was  also  given  to  the  governors,  to  make  ordinances  in  writing,  for  the 
government  of  the  master  and  scholars,  and  possessions  of  the  school,  the  same 
being  allowed  under  the  seal  of  the  Archbishop  of  York. 

In  consequence  of  neglect  to  appoint  new  governors  to  fill  up  vacancies,  their 
number  was  reduced  in  1726  to  one,  and  a question  arose,  whether  the  corpo- 
ration was  not  dissolved  ; but  on  application  to  the  crown,  anew  charter,  dated 
the  7th  July  1730,  was  granted,  incorporating  as  governors,  certain  persons 
nominated  by  the  Archbishop  of  York,  and  confirming  in  all  respects  the  former 
charter,  and  the  number  of  governors  lias  since  been  regularly  kept  up. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  school  has  been  derived  partly  from  gifts  of 
the  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  other  benefactors,  and  partly  from  purchases  made 
with  funds  raised  by  subscription  of  the  inhabitants  of  Halifax,  lor  the  school, 
and  it  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : —

The  farms  are  all  let  at  their  full  annual  value,  and  the  rents  are  received 
by  a steward  or  receiver  appointed  by  the  governors. 

The  governors  pay  to  the  master  of  the  school  a salary  of  80/.  a-year,  and 
the  residue  of  the  rents,  after  providing  for  ordinary  annual  repairs  of  the 
school  buildings,  and  those  on  the  trust  estates,  and  other  necessary  outgoings, 
is  deposited  by  the  governors  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Raw-son  & Co.  in  Halifax. 
Interest  is  allowed  on  cash  balances  in  the  bank,  and  added  to  the  principal, 
and  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry,  the  fund  accumulated  amounted  to  643/.  and 
upwards.  T, 
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T|ie  school  is  conducted  as  a free  grammar  school  for  the  instruction  of  the 
sons  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Halifax,  in  grammar  and  classical  learn- 
ing, the  only  qualification  required  on  admission  being,  that  the  boys  should  be 
able  to  read  a little  in  the  English  testament ; and  the  scholars  are  instructed 
in  other  branches  of  education  on  moderate  terms.  The  present  master  was 
appointed  in  1788,  and  the  average  number  of  free  scholars  at  a time,  since  his 
appointment,  has  been  about  35.  The  master  has  also  several  boarders  in  his 
house,  with  whom  the  free  scholars  are  instructed.  The  school  appears  to  be 
creditably  and  satisfactorily  conducted. 

The  governors  used  to  appoint  an  usher;  but  that  practice  was  discontinued 
in  the  time  of  the  late  master,  in  compliance  with  his  desire  to  receive  himself 
the  usher’s  salary,  and  provide  an  assistant  of  his  own  appointment,  and  the 
same  course  has  been  since  followed. 

The  object  of  the  governors  in  accumulating  the  surplus  rents,  is  represented 
to  be  the  making  of  improvements  on  the  school  property,  the  principal  im- 
provement in  contemplation  being  that  of  making  a road  through  the  woods  on 
the  Hartley  Royd  estate,  to  unite  the  three  farms  with  the  Brionley  turnpike 
road;  which  it  is  represented  would  very  considerably  increase  the  annual  value 
of  that  property.  The  governors  have  half-yearly  meetings  to  manage  the 
business  of  the  trust,  and  settle  the  accounts ; but  they  appear  to  us  to  have 
been  somewhat  remiss  in  not  having  had  a survey  and  estimate  made  of  the 
contemplated  improvements,  to  effect  which  the  fund  accumulated  is  already 
probably  more  than  sufficient.  The  good  circumstances  of  the  present  master 
have  probably  been  the  cause  why  the  governors  have  not  taken  into  their  con- 
sideration the  propriety  of  advancing  his  stipend,  to  which  no  addition  appears 
to  have  been  made  for  upwards  of  thirty  years  ; but  it  appears  to  us,  regard 
being  had  to  the  amount  of  the  revenues,  and  to  the  services  of  the  present 
master,  that  he  has  a fair  claim  to  a very  considerable  increase  of  salary,  and 
that  however  commendable  it  may  be  to  provide  for  the  future  prosperity,  in 
point  of  revenue,  of  the  charity,  that  object  has  in  this  instance  obtained  too 
exclusive  a degree  of  attention,  at  the  expense  of  him  who  is  to  be  considered 
principally  interested  in  the  trust  property,  as  tenant  for  life. 

Somerscale’s  Charity. 

Richard  Somerscale,  by  will,  dated  17th  March  1622,  devised  his  estates  in 
Halifax  and  Ovenden,  in  the  occupation  of  the  persons  in  the  will  named,  to  six 
trustees,  in  trust,  after  deducting  the  necessary  charges  for  repairing  the  build- 
ings on  the  estates,  and  other  disbursements  in  defence  of  the  trust,  to  distribute 
the  yearly  rents  and  profits  amongst  the  poor  and  needy  of  the  towns  of  Oven- 
den and  Halifax,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  and  their  heirs,  and  of  the 
churchwardens  of  the  said  two  towns,  for  the  time  being. 

By  an  agreement  of  the  trustees,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  townships  of  Halifax 
and  Ovenden,  dated  in  1644,  it  was  arranged,  that  such  part  of  the  charity 
estates  as  lay  within  the  township  of  Halifax,  should  be  held  and  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Halifax,  and  that  such  parts  as  lay  within  the  township 
of  Ovenden,  should  be  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  that  township,  and  this  agree- 
ment and  division  have  ever  since  been  acted  upon. 

The  property  in  the  township  of  Halifax  consists  of  a messuage,  barn,  and 
7 a.  2 r.  of  land,  and  also  two  small  tenements  in  the  town  of  Halifax,  and 
is  let  to  William  Fletcher,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  361.  per  annum,  being 
the  full  annual  value. 

For  many  years  previous  to  1813,  the  estate  was  under  the  management  of 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  the  rents  were  applied  in  aid  of  the  poor’s 
rates  ; but  in  pusuance  of  an  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  on  a 
petition  presented  for  the  purpose  in  that  year,  by  some  of  the  inhabitants,  five 
new  trustees,  four  of  whom  are  now  living,  were  appointed,  and  a conveyance 
of  the  estate  was  made  to  them  by  the  heir  at  law  of  the  last  surviving  former 
trustee.  The  rents  have  been  regularly  received  by  the  trustees,  but  owing  to 
the  expenses  incurred  in  the  proceedings  in  Chancery,  and  consequent  thereon, 
and  the  outlay  required  to  put  thebuildings  and  fences  on  the  farm,  which  have 
been  much  neglected,  into  proper  condition,  there  has  been  hitherto  little  or 
no  surplus  left  for  distribution;  there  was  a balance,  however,  in  the  hands  of 
the  trustees,  in  October  1826,  of  14/.  which  it  was  intended  to  distribute 
among  the  poor  at  Christmas  following,  together  with  the  rent  which  would  then 
'become  due. 

It  appears,  from  the  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
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trustees,  from  the  time  of  their  appointment,  that  the  receipts,  including  the  rent 
which  would  be  due  at  Christmas  1826,  amounted  to  403/.  14-5.  10t/.,  and  the 
disbursements  altogether  to  3531.  5s.  10 d.,  leaving  a surplus  of  30/.  cJs.,  to  be 
distributed  as  above  mentioned. 

Hopkinson’s  and  Crowther’s  Almshouses  and  School. 

These  almshouses  and  school,  which  are  situate  near  the  Old  Church,  in 
Halifax,  were  originally  founded,  as  appears  by  an  inscription  in  front  of  the 
building,  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Hoplcinson,  ami  Mrs.  Jane  Crowther,  for  the  residence  of 
18  poor  widows  of  Halifax,  and  a master  to  teach  poor  children,  and  consisted 
at  first  of  twenty  rooms  only,  but  they  have  been  rebuilt  at  the  township’s 
expense,  and  contain  at  present  24  apartments,  21  of  which  are  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  as  many  almswomen,  and  three  to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  and 
school. 

No  provision  appears  to  have  been  made  for  the  support  of  the  almswomen ; 
but  by  custom,  an  allowance  has  been  made  to  them  out  of  the  church  rates,  and 
they  now  receive  out  of  that  fund  25.  Gd.  each,  once  a month,  and  a gown  once 
in  two  years.  They  are  appointed  by  the  churchwardens,  being  usually  poor 
widows  of  the  township. 

The  sum  of  100/.  appears  to  have  been  given  by  Mrs.  Jane  Crowther  for  the 
school  ; and,  in  satisfaction  thereof,  a rent-charge  of  5 /.  a year  was  granted  by 
Thomas  Lister,  by  deeds,  dated  the  16th  May  1657,  out  of  a farm  in  South 
Owram,  called  Haines,  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Prescott.  This  rent-charge 
the  master  receives,  and  also  the  interest  on  160/.,  secured  on  the  rates  for 
lighting  and  paving  the  town  of  Halifax,  with  interest  at  51.  per  cent ; but  we 
are  not  informed  from  whence  the  latter  fund  arose.  The  master  instructs  the 
poor  children  who  reside  in  the  almshouse,  (each  of  the  widows  being  permitted 
to  take  a child  to  reside  with  her),  and  the  poor  children  sent  to  school  from  the 
workhouse  by  the  churchwardens. 

Alice  Crowther’s  Charity. 

Alice  Crowther,  by  will,  dated  12th  October  1722,  devised  a cottage,  out- 
house and  four  other  cottages,  situate  in  the  Dean  Clough,  in  Halifax,  unto 
Joshua  Mercer  and  Timothy  Scholefield,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  distribute 
the  rents  and  profits  among  poor  housekeepers  and  other  poor  people  within 
the  town  and  township  of  Halifax,  having  no  relief  from  the  township. 

Of  the  premises  devised  three  cottages  only  now  remain,  which  are  occupied 
as  almshouses  for  poor  persons  put  in  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

A fourth  cottage,  which  was  standing  in  1792?  appears,  from  a memorandum 
in  the  overseer’s  book,  to  have  been  sold  and  taken  down  about  that  time,  in 
order  to  make  a road  to  a mill  belonging  to  Messrs.  Waterhouse,  of  Halifax  ; 
but  to  what  purpose  the  purchase  money  was  applied  is  not  stated,  and  cannot 
now  be  ascertained. 

The  charity  has  long  been  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers,  the  repairs  of  the  cottages  being  provided  for  out  of  the  township 
rates. 

Brian  Crowther's  Charity. 

Brian  Crowther,  by  will,  dated  9th  September  lGOG,  devised  to  John  Favour, 
then  vicar  of  Halifax,  and  other  trustees,  a yearly  rent  of  10/.,  out  of  messuages 
and  lands  in  Armyn,  to  be  yearly  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  town  of 
Halifax,  at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  and  three  other 
honest  and  sufficient  persons  of  the  town. 

By  indenture,  dated  16th  August,  9th  Charles  1st,  the  rent-charge  was,  with 
the  consent  of  divers  of  the  inhabitants  in  Halifax,  released  to  Sir  Arthur 
Ingram  the  elder,  and  Sir  Arthur  Ingram  the  younger,  and  in  lieu  thereof, 
a yearly  rent-charge  of  the  same  amount  was  granted  by  them  to  Henry 
Ramsden,  then  vicar  of  Halifax,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  out  of  two 
messuages  and  two  water  corn  mills,  in  Siddall,  Southowram  and  Skircoat,  or 
some  of  them,  payable  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day;  and  the  rent-charge  is 
paid  in  respect  of  the  Flour  Mills  estate,  belonging  to  the  Marchioness  of 
Hertford,  and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens,  yearly,  among  poor  persons 
of  the  township  of  Halifax. 

The  yearly  sum  of  6/.  135.  is  also  paid  out  of  land  in  Halifax,  called 
Goldsmith  Grave  Closes,  being  a rent-charge  secured  by  an  indenture,  dated 
4th  January  1654,  and  granted  in  obedience  to  a decree  of  commissioners  of 
charitable  uses,  in  satisfaction  of  certain  arrears  of  the  former  rent-charge. 

This 
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This  annuity  is  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  premises  charged,  to  the  overseers 
of  the  poor,  and  lias  hitherto  been  applied  in  aid  of  the  poor’s  rates,  but  the 
amount  will  in  future  be  distributed  with  the  annuity  of  lO  /. 

Bates’s  Gift.

Brian  Crowther’s 
Charity, 
continued. 


The  yearly  sum  of  20-?.  is  mentioned  in  the  benefaction  table  for  Halifax, 
to  have  been  given  by  Brian  Bates , out  of  an  estate  in  Blackledge  Steel  (called 
Yeathouse),  formerly  the  property  of  Sir  Watts  Horton,  of  Chadderton,  bart., 
by  whom  the  payment  was  made  for  many  years.  There  are  entries  of  the 
receipt  of  the  payment  in  the  overseers  account  book,  down  to  the  year  1813, 
since  which  time  it  has  not  been  received.  The  estate  is  now  the  property  of 
Captain  Rhys,  who  married  the  only  daughter  of  Sir  Watts  Horton,  but  is 
stated  to  be  in  the  possession  of  J.  B.  S.  Morritt,  esquire,  as  mortgagee,  and  an 
application  has  been  made  to  the  agent  of  that  gentleman  on  the  subject  of 
the  charity. 


Haworth  and  Turner’s  Gifts. 


The  sum  of  20,5.  a year,  given  by  Alice  Haxvorth  to  the  aged  and  impotent  Haworth  and 
poor  of  Halifax,  is  paid  as  a rent-charge  out  of  houses  in  Halifax,  called  Turner’s  Gifts. 
Parkinson’s  Houses,  the  property  of  Holroyd  Spencer,  esquire,  and  is  distributed 
accordingly  ; and  the  sum  of  40  s.  a year,  given  by  John  Tamer , for  bread,  to 
poor  prisoners  in  Halifax  gaol,  is  paid  out  of  premises  in  Back-lane,  formerly 
called  Cheapside,  in  Halifax,  belonging  to  Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  esquire,  and 
is  applied  according  to  the  intent  of  the  donor. 

Boavcock’s  Charity. 

Isaac  Borvcocli,  by  will,  dated  11th  February  1669,  gave  to  the  townships  of  Bowcock’s  Charity. 
Halifax  and  Ovenden,  his  lands  in  Osset,  that  the  rents  might  be  yearly 
bestowed  by  his  feoffees  in  the  will  named,  being  seven  in  number,  “ for  pre- 
“ ferring  and  putting  forth  five  poor  men’s  sons  to  trade,  yearly,  as  are  not  to 
“ be  put  forth  town  prentices,  or  for  the  relief  of  such  as  are  in  necessity,  not 
“ through  wasteful  expense,  or  such  as  have  relief  from  the  parish,  or  for 
“ setting  up  in  trade,  or  stocking  hopeful  young  persons  to  make  good  use  of 
“ it,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees,  and  that  61.  thereof  should  yearly  be 
“ given  to  Ovenden.” 

New  trustees  of  this  charity  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time,  the  last 
appointment  being  in  1825. 

The  charity  estate  consists  of  a farm  called  Osset  Street  Side,  comprizing 
a house,  a barn  lately  erected,  and  a garden,  croft,  and  some  closes  of  land,  con- 
taining, in  the  whole  23a.  3r.  26 p. 

The  farm  is  let  to  Timothy  Wheatley  and  Charles  Wheatley,  on  lease,  for 
29  years  from  the  2d  February  1826,  at  the  annual  rent  of  60/. ; and  by  a lease 
dated  13th  January  1826,  the  trustees  also  demised  to  the  said  Timothy  and 
Charles  Wheatley,  the  upper  or  top  bed  of  coal  underneath  the  farm,  (except  the 
buildings,  garden  and  croft),  for  the  term  of  29  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  during 
the  first  10 years,  of  35/.  per  annum,  for  half  a statute  acre  of  coal,  whether 
wrought  or  not ; and  in  case  of  the  lessees  getting  more  than  half  an  acre,  then 
at  the  rate  of  70/.  an  acre  for  all  the  coal  taken  ; and  also  at  the  rent,  during  the 
last  eighteen  years  of  the  term,  or  until  the  whole  of  the  coal  should  be  gotten,  of 
70  /.  for  every  statute  acre  of  coal,  whether  taken  or  not ; and  in  case  the  lessees 
should  get  more  than  one  acre  of  coal  during  the  last  eighteen  years,  then,  during 
those  years,  at  the  rate  of  70/.  an  acre  for  every  acre  of  coal  dug  or  taken. 

The  lease  of  the  farm  was  granted  for  the  above-mentioned  length  of  time, 
in  order  to  enable  the  lessees  to  work  the  coal ; and  the  land  has  been  let,  and 
the  coal  sold  on  proper  and  advantageous  terms,  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

Previous  to  1826  the  farm  was  let  for  60/.  a year,  which  was  the  full  anuual 
value. 

Out  of  the  rents  of  the  charity  estate  are  paid  the  following  yearly  sums ; 
viz. ; 6/.  distributed  among  poor  persons  of  Ovendon  ; 31.  for  the  expense  of 
a dinner  for  the  trustees  and  their  assistants;  and  1/.  5s.  6d.,  or  thereabouts, 
as  an  allowance  to  the  deputy  constable  and  overseer  of  the  poor,  for  assisting 
the  trustees  in  the  selection  of  proper  objects  for  the  charity,  and  for  other 
necessary  expenses ; and  the  remainder  of  the  rents  is  distributed  among  poor 
Rep.  18.“  4 D people 
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people  of  the  township  of  Halifax,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  sums 
varying  from  Is.  to  1/. 

The  accounts  are  settled  by  the  trustees  at  a yearly  meeting.  It  has  never 
been  usual  to  apprentice  children,  or  or  setup  young  persons  in  trade  by  means 
of  the  charity. 

It  is  proposed  to  invest  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  coal  in  the 
purchase  of  stock,  and  to  distribute  the  annual  dividends  with  the  rent  of  the 
farm ; and,  when  a purchase  of  land  can  be  made  with  advantage  to  the 
charity,  to  apply  so  much  of  the  stock  as  may  be  necessary  in  effecting  such 
a purchase ; and  it  appears  to  us,  that  such  a scheme  is  proper  to  be  carried 
into  effect. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HIPPERHOLME  CUM  BRIGHOUSE- 
The  Free  Grammar  School. 

Sunderland’s  Charity. 

Matthew  Broadley,  of  London,  gentleman,  by  will,  dated  15th  October  1647, 
devised  to  his  brother,  Isaac  Broadley,  and  his  heirs,  his  tenements,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Hipperholme,  provided  he  pay  out  of  the  same,  yearly, 
51.  per  annum  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  school,  to  be  erected  near 
Hipperholme,  where  his  executor  should  appoint ; and  he  gave,  towards  the 
erecting  of  the  said  free  school,  the  sum  of  40/. ; and  he  gave  to  his  nephew, 
Matthew  Broadley,  1,000/.,  provided  that  he  should  bestow  500/.  thereof, 
partly  upon  settling  a convenient  yearly  means  for  the  said  free  school,  and 
partly  in  providing  52s.  in  bread,  yearly,  to  be  given  by  12 d.  each  Sunday, 
at  Coley  chapel,  to  the  poor  of  Hipperholme  town,  and  the  Lane  Ends  ; and 
he  constituted  the  said  Matthew  Broadley  sole  executor,  and  made  Mr.  John 
Drake,  of  Brazenose  college,  in  Oxford,  overseer  of  that  his  will. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  22d  May  1661,  reciting  the  will  of  Matthew 
Broadley,  and  that  the  said  Matthew  Broadley,  the  nephew,  having  received 
the  said  sum  of  1,000/.,  and  being  willing  to  perform  the  will  and  good  inten- 
tion of  Matthew  Broadley,  deceased,  had  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
William  Farrar,  esquire ; John  Lake,  clerk ; Abraham  Mitchell,  Stephen  Ellis, 
Richard  Langley,  Nathan  Whitley,  Joshua  Whitley,  Joseph  Hargreaves,  Henry 
Brighouse,  John  Scholefield  and  Joseph  Lister,  being  principal  inhabitants  in 
Hipperholme  and  Halifax,  contracted  with  Samuel  Sunderland,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  for  500/., 
bequeathed  by  the  said  Matthew  Broadley,  for  settling  a convenient  means  for 
the  said  free  school,  and  for  providing  52s.,  to  be  given  in  bread,  yearly,  ac- 
cording to  the  tenor  of  the  said  will ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Samuel 
Sunderland,  in  consideration  of  the  said  500/.,  granted  and  enfeoffed  unto  the 
said  Matthew  Broadley  and  William  Farrar,  and  others,  above  named,  their 
heirs,  &c.  two  messuages,' with  the  appurtenances,  in  Hipperholme,  two  barns, 
two  stables,  two  gardens,  two  folds,  and  all  the  lands  and  hereditaments  to  the 
said  two  messuages  belonging,  and  one  close  in  Lightcliffe,  called  Brook- 
royd,  then  made  into  three  closes ; another  close,  called  Highroyd  Ing ; 
another  close,  called  Heyroyd  Ing ; and  a yearly  rent-charge  of  11/.,  issuing 
out  of  a messuage  at  Brookfoot,  in  Southowram,  with  the  lands  thereto  be- 
longing ; and  a water  corn  mill,  at  Brookfoot,  which  had  been  granted  by  deed, 
dated  the  15th  February  1650,  as  therein  mentioned;  and  another  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  1/.

master of  the  said  free  school,  to  educate  and  instruct  in  grammar  and  other 
literature  and  learning,  the  scholars  and  children  of  the  township  and  con- 
stablery  of  Hipperholme-cum-Brighouse  only,  gratis,  and  without  any  other

lands  and  tenements  in  the  will  mentioned  came  to  the  possession  of  Isaac 
Broadley,  but  he  had  not  paid  the  said  sum  of  51.  to  the  use  for  which  it  was 
intended,  in  respect  that  the  free  school  was  not  erected  until  Michaelmas

In  1801,  some  coal,  under  part  of  the  school  property,  was  sold  for  70 5 part 
of  which  was  laid  out  in  converting  an  old  malt-kiln  and  barn  into  cottages, 
and  the  remainder,  amounting  to  437/.  Os.  3 d.,  was  placed  and  remains  in 
the  bank  of  Messrs.  Rawson  and  Co.,  of  Halifax,  at  interest,  and  the  interest 
is  paid  to  the  master.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  trustees  to  lay  out  the  fund 
in  a purchase  of  land,  and  the  money  was  placed  in  the  bank,  to  be  ready  for 
that  purpose. 

The  school  has  been  kept  up  as  a grammar  school  by  the  masters  for  the 
time  being,  with  the  assistance  of  an  usher,  appointed  by  the  master,  and 
properly  qualified  to  instruct  boys  in  the  elements  of  a classical  education ; 
boys  of  the  township  of  Hipperholme  cum  Brighouse  being  admitted  as  free 
scholars,  to  be  instructed  in  Greek  and  Latin.  The  school  has  also  been 
attended  by  boarders  or  foreigners,  the  number  of  whom  has  at  different  times 
been  very  considerable ; but,  since  Midsummer  1826,  the  master,  who  is  of 
advanced  age,  has  discontinued  to  receive  boarders.  The  boys  are  also 
instructed  in  writing  and  accounts,  by  masters  for  that  purpose  ; the  charge 
for  such  instruction  to  the  free  scholars  being  1 s.  a week,  for  writing  and 
arithmetic,  and  9 d.  a week,  for  writing  only.

It  is  represented,  that  the  number  of  free  scholars  has  been  frequently  from 
20  to  40;  and  that  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry  there  were  about  20  attending 
the  school ; but  that  number,  we  apprehend,  exceeds  what  may  be  fairly 
considered  the  fair  average  attendance  of  scholars  at  the  present  time.

continued.  than  as  a regular  grammar  school ; and  regard  being  had  to  the  conduct  of  it, 

> and  more  particularly  to  the  footing  on  which  it  was  placed  as  a grammar 

school,  by  the  deed  of  1661,  and  the  recognition  of  such  its  establishment  by 
the  decree  of  the  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  it  appears  to  us  that  the 
school  cannot  otherwise  be  properly  conducted  than  as  an  institution  for 
teaching  the  superior  branches  of  education  in  the  usual  way,  and  that  the 
master  cannot  be  required  to  supply  gratuitous  instruction  in  such  elements  of 
knowledge  as  are  not  properly  subservient  to  that  general  purpose. 

As  to  that  part  of  the  property  at  Norwood  Green,  now  called  Berks  Close 
Furze,  which  was  given  by  Samuel  Sunderland,  by  the  deed  of  1671,  to  the 
use  of  the  most  indigent  poor  people  of  and  within  the  township  of  Hipperholme 
cum  Brighouse,  we  find  that  it  had  been  let  for  a term  of  200  years,  which 
expired  in  1806,  at  8 /.  a year  ; that,  in  1806,  the  rent  was  advanced  to  14  /. ; 
that,  in  January  1807,  the  sum  of  120/.,  arising  partly  from  the  sale  of  wood, 
was  laid  out  in  buildings,  &c.,  and  the  rent  was  advanced  to  20/.  a year ; and 
that  some  time  afterwards  the  farm  was  let  for  30  /.  a year,  but  that  the  tenant, 
having  mismanaged  the  property,  and  refusing  to  give  up  possession,  a con- 
siderable expenditure  was  incurred  in  law  charges  to  recover  possession,  and 
a further  expenditure  was  made  in  buildings  and  repairs ; and  that  there  was 
due  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry,  to  the  executors  of  the  late  James  Lister,  esquire, 
who  was  one  of  the  trustees,  and  to  another  person,  for  money  advanced  for 
the  above  purposes,  the  sum  of  86/.  8s.  1 \ d.  Notwithstanding  the  advance  of 
the  rent,  the  trustees  have  never  distributed  more  than  the  old  reserved  rent  of 
8 /.  a year  among  the  poor  since  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  200  years,  the 
management  of  the  trust  having  been  involved  in  considerable  difficulty,  and 
attended  with  considerable  loss.  It  appears  to  us,  from  the  accounts  exhibited, 
and  the  explanation  given  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  that  the  loss  has  not  been 
occasioned  by  neglect  or  misconduct  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  although 
they  have  not  held  regular  meetings  at  stated  times,  as  they  ought  to  have 
done. 

Brooksbank’s  Gift. 

Brooksbank’s  Gift.  James  Brooksbank , by  will,  dated  25th  January  1706,  gave  the  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  65.  8 d.,  out  of  a messuage,  with  the  lands  and  appurtenances  thereto 
belonging,  at  or  near  Norwood  Green,  in  the  township  of  Hipperholme, 
payable  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  by  equal  portions,  unto  Samuel  Rid- 
dlesden  and  Eliezar  Tettley,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  distribute 
the  same  to  the  poorest  inhabitants  in  and  about  Norwood  Green,  most  in 
need. 

This  annuity  is  paid  out  of  a farm,  the  property  of  John  Holland,  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Rhodes,  and  is  regularly  distributed.

Whitley’s  Gift.  By  indenture,  dated  3d  February,  32d  Charles  2d,  reciting,  that  Thomas 
Whitley , by  will,  dated  17th  November,  7th  Charles  1st,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Hipperholme  40/.,  to  be  distributed  amongst  them,  by  Francis 
Oates,  Michael  Whitley  and  John  Whitley,  all  then  deceased;  and  that  the 
interest  thereof  having  been  neglected  to  be  distributed,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  township  had  applied  to  Sir  John  Armitage,  bait,  and  others,  the  commis- 
sioners under  a commission  of  charitable  uses,  who,  by  decree,  dated  29th 
August  1662,  had  decreed  that  Joseph  Fournish,  and  Phoebe,  his  wife,  and 
Judith  Whitley,  Richard  Law,  and  Esther,  his  wife,  and  Grace  Whitley  and 
Joshua  Whitley,  and  Thomas  Lister,  should  pay  to  the  poor  of  Hipperholme 
40/.  and  three  years  interest,  to  be  kept  as  a stock,  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
distributed,  yearly,  amongst  the  poor  people  there,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  town  ; and  further  reciting,  that

assistance  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  town ; and,  if  none  of 
the  trustees  should  be  present  before  the  hour  of  ten  o’clock  on  the  said  day, 
then  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers ; and  also  to  the  intent,  that  when 
the  feoffees  should  by  death  be  decreased  to  the  number  of  two,  the  survivors 
should,  with  the  assistance  of  four  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township, 
appoint  seven  of  the  most  able  and  discreet  inhabitants  within  the  township, 
and  assign  the  rent-charge  of  10s.  unto  the  said  seven  inhabitants,  and  the  sur- 
viving feoffees,  in  trust,  for  the  use  above  mentioned. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  residue  of  the  yearly  interest  of  the  gift  of  40/. 
was  charged  or  secured  in  a similar  manner,  with  the  sum  of  10s.  a year, 
secured  by  the  above  deed,  but  the  payment  of  the  whole  interest  of  the  40/. 
has  been  usually  made  as  a rent-charge  issuing  out  of  lands,  in  the  proportions, 
and  out  of  the  estates  following  ; viz. — 

Ten  shillings  a year  out  of  an  estate  called  the  Harby  Head,  in  Hipper- 
holme, now  the  property  of  John  Walker,  esquire;  10 s.  a year  out  of  the  Yew 
Tree  Farm,  in  Hipperholme,  now  the  property  of  Captain  Lister,  both  which 
payments  are  regularly  made  ; and  1 /.  a year,  which  used  to  be  paid  out  of  a 
farm  called  Dearden’s  Farm,  in  Hipperholme,  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Susan 
Holroyd,  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Holroyd,  and  which  was  purchased  by 
her  husband  from  Mr.  John  Dearden,  in  1814,  but  since  the  time  of  the  pur- 
chase, the  sum  of  1/.  a year  has  not  been  paid. 

The  money  paid,  has  been  duly  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  amongst  poor  persons  of  Hipperholme-cum-Brighouse.  We 
have  applied  to  Mrs.  Holroyd,  respecting  the  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  formerly  paid 
out  of  her  property,  and  have  intimated  to  her,  that  the  payment  ought  to  be 
resumed  and  continued. 

Gibson’s  Gift. 

Michael  Gibson,  esquire,  left  by  will,  dated  17th  April  1731,  the  sum  of  Is.  Gibson's  Gift, 
a week,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  every  Sunday,  among  12  poor  persons  resident 
in  Hove  Edge  and  Upper-lane,  by  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  at  Light- 
clifFe chapel. 

The  yearly  sum  of  2/.  12s.  is  charged  on  an  estate  called  Pear  Trees,  in 
LightclifFe,  and  the  money  is  duly  distributed  in  bread  by  the  churchwardens. 

Sutcliffe’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Sutcliffe , by  will,  dated  in  1782,  gave  20s.  a year  to  Sutcliffe's  Gift. 
William  Walker,  esquire,  of  Crownest,  and  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of 
LightclifFe,  and  their  successors,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  20  poor  persons, 
not  receiving  parochial  relief,  at  LightclifFe  chapel,  on  Christmas  day. 

This  yearly  sum  is  paid  in  respect  of  an  estate  at  Sheard  Green,  in  Hipper- 
holme-cum-Brighouse, belonging  to  the  incumbent  of  LightclifFe  chapel,  having 
been  purchased  with  Queen  Anne’s  bounty,  in  1749,  and  the  money  is  duly 
distributed. 

Gledhill's  Gift,  and  William  Walker’s  Gift. 

James  Glcdhill,  by  will,  dated  in  1789,  gave  to  William  Walker,  esquire,  of  Gledhill’s  Gift  and 
Crownest,  and  his  successors,  the  sum  of  50/.,  to  the  intent  that  one  half  William  Walker’s 
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Hipperliolme  cum  thereof  should  be  distributed  in  linen  cloth  to  eight  poor  women,  and  the  other 
Brighouse.  half  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  Sunday  schools,  but  if  the  Sunday  schools 
ii-iiTT  r*.  i should  be  discontinued,  it  should  be  distributed  to  the  poor  at  Lightcliffe 
William  Walker’s  chapel,  on  Christmas  day. 

Gift,  William  Wallcer , of  Crownest,  esquire,  by  his  will,  dated  the  19th  .August 

continued.  1809,  gave  to  his  executors  and  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  an  annuity,  clear  yearly 
v ~ rent  or  sum  of  10/.  upon  trust,  that  they  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them, 

and  his  heirs,  should  distribute  the  same  at  the  chapel  at  Lightcliffe,  on  Christmas 
day,  in  every  year,  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Hipperholme, 
as  they  should  think  fit ; the  sum  of  2/.,  part  thereof,  being  the  interest  of  50/. 
paid  to  him  under  the  will  of  the  late  James  Gledhill,  and  the  residue  thereof, 
he  declared  to  be  a donation  from  himself;  and  he  also  charged  his  estates  there- 
after given  to  his  brother  John  Walker,  with  the  payment  of  the  same  ; and  as 
to  all  the  remainder  of  his  real  estates,  subject  t.o  the  payment  of  his  debts, 
annuities  and  funeral  expenses,  he  devised  the  same  to  his  said  brother  John, 
his  heirs  and  assigns ; and  he  appointed  his  brother,  John  Walker,  and  his 
nephews,  William  Priestley  and  John  Priestley,  joint  executors  of  his  will. 

The  residuary  real  estates  devised  to  the  testator’s  brother,  John  Walker,  are 
now  the  property  of  John  Walker,  esquire,  son  of  the  devisee,  who  is  entitled 
, also  to  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  subject  to  the  payment  of  debts,  &c. 

The  sum  of  10  /.  a year  is  regularly  paid,  and  8 /.  thereof  is  distributed  by  the 
executors  of  the  testator  at  Christmas  day,  among  poor  people  of  Hipperholme, 
in  money  or  clothing,  and  the  sum  of  40s.  a year,  under  Gledhill’s  gift,  is  applied, 
one  half  in  linen,  to  eight  poor  women,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  a Sunday 
school. 

Lost  Charities. 

Lost  Charities.  We  find,  that  a Mrs.  Mary  Bedford , in  or  about  the  year  1735,  gave  200/. 

to  a school  at  Brighouse,  and  that  several  proceedings  were  had  under  a com- 
mission of  charitable  uses  concerning  the  charity  ; but  on  examination  of  the 
documents  which  exist  relating  to  this  subject,  we  find  that  the  fund  has  long 
been  irrecoverable. 

We  also  find  it  mentioned  in  Watson’s  History  of  Halifax,  that  William  Birlc- 
head , in  1638,  gave  51.  for  charitable  purposes  in  Lightcliffe  and  Hipperholme, 
and  that  in  1651,  the  money  was  in  the  hands  of  Samuel  Hoyle,  but  of  this 
charity  we  can  obtain  no  further  account. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  OVENDEN. 

Bowcock’s  Charity. 

Ovenden.  The  yearly  sum  of  C /.  received  for  the  poor  of  Ovenden,  under  this  charity, 

TT~r,  •.  of  which  an  account  is  given  among  those  for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Ha- 
°"coc  s ari  lifax,  is  distributed  by  trustees,  chosen  for  the  township  at  Christmas,  yearly, 
among  such  poor  persons  thereof,  as  have  received  no  parochial  relief  within 
the  year. 

Somerscale’s  Charity. 

Somerscale’s  An  account  of  this  donation  is  given  among  the  charities  in  the  township 
Charity.  of  Halifax. 

The  property  in  Ovenden  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  that  township  consists 
of  a farm-house,  barn,  outbuildings,  and  16  days  work,  or  between  11  and  12 
acres  of  land,  and  is  under  the  management  of  four  trustees,  chosen  as  vacancies 
occur,  by  the  survivors,  from  inhabitants  of  Ovenden.  The  premises  are  let 
to  Joseph  Wilson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  annual  rent  of  20/.,  and  the  rent  is 
distributed,  yearly,  on  Christmas  day,  at  the  chapel  in  Ovenden,  among  poor 
persons  of  the  township,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees. 

Fourness’s  Charity. 

Fourness's  Charity.  By  indenture,  dated  the  3d  June  1701,  Phoebe  Fourness  enfeoffed  unto  William 
Illingworth  and  four  other  trustees  and  their  heirs,  a cottage  in  the  township  of 
Ovenden,  and  a parcel  of  common  land,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  adjoin- 
ing upon  Somerscale’s  charity  lands,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  10  5.  to 
some  ecclesiastical  person,  as  should  every  Sunday  read  divine  service,  and 
preach  in  Illingworth  chapel,  and  to  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  amongst  such  poor  persons,  inhabitants  of 
the  township  of  Ovenden,  as  should  frequent  the  said  service  and  sennons  on 
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the  feasts  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist  and  Christmas  day,  yearly,  by  equal  por- 
tions ; and  it  was  directed,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  the 
premises  should  be  conveyed  to  three,  four  or  more  substantial  persons,  inhabit-  F°urnesss^Cimnty, 
ants  of  the  township  of  Ovenden,  upon  the  like  trust.  v ^ , 

It  does  not  appear,  that  new  trustees  were  ever  appointed,  and  it  is  unknown 
in  whom  the  legal  estate  is  vested. 

The  cottage  mentioned  in  the  indenture  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  with 
a cottage  now  divided  into  two  tenements,  in  the  occupation-of  Thomas  Mitchell, 
and  Thomas  Robertshaw,  in  respect  of  which,  the  yearly  sum  of  105.  is  paid  to 
the  minister  of  the  chapel  in  Ovenden,  but  the  same  annual  sum  having  been 
invariably  paid  by  Mitchell  and  his  ancestors,  in  possession  of  the  cottage,  he 
claims  the  property  as  his  own,  subject  only  to  a fixed  payment ; and  though 
little  doubt  exists,  as  to  the  insufficiency  of  his  title,  from  the  small  value  of 
the  property,  and  the  expense  of  proceedings  to  recover  it,  an  attempt  to 
regain  the  cottage  by  process  of  law,  would  scarcely  be  warranted. 

The  acre  of  land  is  let  with  Somerscale’s  charity  land  adjoining,  and  is 
in  effect  treated  as  part  of  that  estate. 

Poor’s  Cottage. 

A cottage  at  Swillhill,  in  Ovenden,  understood  to  be  given  by  Isaac  Wallon * Poor's  Cottage, 

for  the  poor  of  Ovenden,  is  at  present  occupied  by  poor  people,  put  in  by 
the  overseers. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  NORTH  O W RAM. 

The  Free  School. 

This  school,  which  is  under  the  management  of  trustees  chosen  from  the  North  Owns®. 
inhabitants,  was  established  under  the  will  of  Joseph  Cro’wther , in  or  about  the  — - 

year  171 1 , for  the  teaching  of  12  poor  children  of  North  Owram,  whose  The  Free  School, 
parents  are  least  able  to  pay  for  their  education,  and  its  emolument  con- 
sists of  a school,  dwelling-house  and  croft,  in  the  occupation  of  the  master, 
rent  free,  and  a farm,  comprizing  a house,  barn,  cottage  and  10^  acres  of 
land,  in  the  township  of  North  Owram,  let  by  the  trustees  to  Abraham  Toodolf, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  21/.  per  annum,  which  is  the  full  annual  value. 

The  trustees,  out  of  the  rent  of  the  farm,  pay  a stipend  of  16/.  a year  to  the 
master  of  the  school,  and  he  teaches  12  poor  children,  nominated  by  the 
trustees,  as  free  scholars,  to  read,  and  instructs  them  in  writing  and  arithmetic, 
on  payment  of  a moderate  quarterage,  together  with  others,  who  attend  as  pay 
scholars. 

The  stipend  of  the  master  was  increased  from  7 /•  to  16/.  in  the  year  1811, 
at  which  time  the  rent  of  the  school  estate  wras  raised  from  81.  to  21/.,  and  the 
surplus  rents  have  been  since  retained,  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  and 
improvements  on  the  farm  and  buildings  thereon ; these  have  been  partly 
applied,  and  it  is  apprehended,  that  the  balance  remaining  in  hand,  which,  at 
the  time  of  this  inquiry,  was  20/.  14  s.  11  d.,  will  not  be  more  than  sufficient  for 
their  completion. 

The  account  of  the  rents  and  expenditure  is  kept  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and 
examined  by  the  others,  at  meetings  held  for  the  purpose. 

Hall’s  Charity. 

Jeremiah  Hall,  M.  D.,  by  his  will,  dated  in  I6S7,  directed  two  sums  of  50 1.  Hall’s  Cfaaffny. 
each,  to  be  laid  out  by  his  executors  and  trustees,  in  purchasing  ground  in 
Booth  Town,  and  erecting  dwellings  thereon,  for  two  old  men  and  two  old 
women,  natives  of  Booth  Town,  and  a schoolhouse ; and  he  gave  the  further 
sum  of  100/.,  and  the  sum  of  230/.,  then  secured  upon  mortgage,  to  provide 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  people,  and  for  payment  of  a stipend  of  5 1.  to 
a person  who  should  teach  ten  poor  children,  natives  of  Booth  Town,  in  the 
school,  gratis. 

This  charity  is  under  the  management  of  twelve  trustees.  The  almshouse 
and  school,  erected  in  pursuance  of  the  testator’s  direction,  were  rebuilt  about

582  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

twenty-five  years  ago,  and  comprize  four  tenements  for  the  almspeople,  a school 
and  house  for  the  master ; and  the  estates  purchased  with  the  funds  given  for 
the  support  of  the  almspeople  and  teacher,  consist  of  the  following  particulars, 
and  are  let  by  the  trustees,  as  follows : — 

1.  — A farm  called  Moor  Falls,  in  the  township  of  North  Owram,  containing 
14  acres  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  let  to  James  Wood,  as  tenant  from  year  to 
year,  at  361.  per  annum. 

2.  — Two  farms  in  Ovenden,  called  Brockholes,  one  containing  a house  and 
17a.  2k.  16p.  of  land,  and  the  other  a house  and  12a.  2r.  12p.  of  land,  let 
respectively  to  John  Bancroft  and  James  Priestley,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents 
amounting  together  to  78/.  per  annum. 

S. — Two  allotments  on  Ovenden  Moor,  containing  together  about  five  acres 
and  a half,  awarded  about  seven  years  ago. 

These  allotments  are  held  by  the  tenants  of  the  farms  in  Ovenden,  rent  free, 
on  consideration  of  their  inclosing  and  bringing  them  into  cultivation,  which 
has  been  partly  done. 

The  farms  are  let  for  their  full  annual  value.  The  trustees  pay  to  each  of 
the  four  almspeople,  who  dwell  in  the  almshouse,  and  are  chosen  by  the  trustees, 
10/.  a year,  and  to  a schoolmaster  28  /.  a year,  as  a salary  for  teaching  five  poor 
children  to  read  and  write,  and  twenty-five  others  to  read.  The  remainder  of 
the  rents  has  been  retained  for  and  laid  out  by  the  trustees  in  making  some 
recent  considerable  repairs  and  improvements  upon  the  charity  estates,  and  as 
these  are  nearly  completed,  it  may  be  expected,  that  the  stipends  of  the  alms- 
people will  shortly  be  increased. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  one  of  the  trustees,  as  treasurer,  and  are  examined 
by  the  trustees  at  their  meetings,  held  half-yearly. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SOWERBY. 

The  Almshouses. 

Elkana  Horton,  of  Thornton,  in  the  parish  of  Bradford,  by  will,  dated 
September  19th,  1728,  after  setting  forth  that  he  had  erected  six  apartments 
at  Sowerby,  for  the  habitation  of  three  men  and  three  women,  born  in  the 
chapelry  of  Sowerby,  and  inclosed  some  ground  before  the  same,  to  be  divided 
into  six  gardens,  for  their  several  uses,  and  a middle  room,  or  oratory,  for  their 
daily  assembling  in  for  prayers,  he  gave  the  same  to  the  six  men  and  women 
in  the  apartments  and  their  successors,  to  be  chosen  by  his  trustees,  and  such 
others  as  their  counsel  should  advise  ; and  he  willed,  that  the  three  men  and 
three  women  should  be  of  the  age  of  sixty  and  unmarried,  and  remain  so 
during  the  continuing  in  their  apartments  ; and  he  gave  unto  each  of  the 
six  two  shillings  and  sixpence  a month,  to  be  paid  them  at  the  end  of  each 
calendar  month  ; and  he  willed,  that  one  of  the  six  men  should,  twice  every  day, 
assemble  the  other  five  persons,  by  ringing  a bell,  and  read  a chapter  out  of  the 
New  Testament,  and  a proper  prayer,  to  which  reader  he  gave  five  shillings 
quarterly  for  doing  it ; and  he  willed,  that  so  much  of  his  real  estate,  or  as 
much  other  estate  be  purchased,  as  would  raise  yearly  sufficiently  for  paying 
the  said  allowances  clear,  and  also  keep  the  buildings  in  good  repair,  for  ever  ; 
and  if  more  be  set  out  than  will  do  it,  the  overplus  to  be  divided  equally 
amongst  the  said  six,  and  be  settled  in  trust  as  counsel  should  advise. 

The  almshouse  mentioned  in  the  will,  consists  of  six  small  houses,  and 
a building  in  the  centre,  called  an  Oratory,  and  is  inhabited  by  six  poor  persons, 
three  men  and  three  women,  all  unmarried,  the  almspeople  being  placed  therein 
from  time  to  time,  by  the  occupier  of  the  mansion  and  estate  of  Sowerby  Hall, 
for  the  time  being,  which  property  belonged  to  the  family  of  Horton,  and  now 
belongs  to  Captain  Charles  Rhys,  of  Bath,  in  right  of  his  wife,  who  was  the 
daughter  and  heiress  of  the  late  Sir  Watts  Horton,  bart.  The  stipends  of  the 
poor  people  are  paid  by  Mr.  David  Jennings,  the  present  occupier,  and  are 
allowed  to  him  by  way  of  deduction  from  his  rent,  the  sum  of  2 s.  G d.  a month 
being  given  to  five  of  the  almspeople,  and  4 s.  2 d.  a month,  to  one  of  the  men 
who  read  prayers  to  the  rest. 
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It  is  represented,  that  the  almshouses  and  the  oratory  in  particular,  are  very 
much  out  of  repair,  and  require  to  be  new  roofed  ; that  the  windows  want  new 
leading,  and  that  those  in  the  oratory  which  are  broken,  are  made  or  filled  up 
with  stones,  and  that  the  latter  room  is  in  such  bad  condition,  that  the  reader 
cannot  officiate  in  it. 

We  find,  that  previous  to  the  year  1819,  when  Captain  Rhys  came  into  pos- 
session of  the  property,  the  almshouses  had  been  always  kept  in  repair  by  the 
occupier  of  Sowerby  Hall,  and  that  the  expense  was  allowed  as  a deduction 
from  his  rent,  but  that  since  1819,  when  Mr.  Kershaw  became  steward,  nothing 
has  been  allowed  for  repairs,  and  that  payment  has  been  refused  of  a sum  of 
11.3  5.,  which  was  laid  out  by  Mr.  David  Jennings,  in  1825,  in  rebuilding 
a chimney,  and  repairing  a part  of  the  roof,  broken  by  the  fall  of  the 
chimney. 

We  have  met  with  no  evidence  of  any  particular  part  of  the  founder’s 
estate  having  been  settled  after  his  death  for  the  support  of  the  almspeople  or 
the  almshouses  ; but  the  liability  to  maintain  the  charity,  appears  to  have  been 
thrown  as  a charge  upon  the  Sowerby  Hall  property,  and  it  appears  to  us,  that 
in  default  of  the  due  performance  of  that  duty,  recourse  should  be  had  to 
a court  of  equity  for  its  directions,  as  to  the  maintenance  of  the  charity, 
according  to  the  intention  of  the  founder.* 

Fourness’s  Charity. 

John  Fourness,  on  the  19th  October,  13th  James  1st,  surrendered  to  trustees,  Fourness’s  Charity, 
two  cottages  in  Sowerby,  to  the  use  of  three  poor  men  of  the  said  town. 

The  two  cottages  are  let  to  two  poor  families,  at  21.  and  21.  2s.  a year  respec- 
tively, being  moderate  rents.  The  rents  have  been  usually  paid  to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  and  applied  with  the  poor’s  rate,  the  expense  of  repairing  the  cottages, 
being  defrayed  by  the  overseers.  It  seems  to  us,  that  the  rents,  after  deducting 
the  expense  of  repairs,  should  be  separately  distributed  among  poor  persons. 

Bentley’s  Gift. 

John  Bentley,  sometime  before  the  year  105  J,  gave  20 1.,  to  be  lent  to  four  Bentley’s  Gift, 
honest  tradesmen  of  Sowerby  cum  Soyland,  51.  to  each  for  four  years  together, 
providing  sureties  to  repay  the  same,  with  interest. 

George  Priestley,  of  Whitewindows,  esq.,  and  the  Rev. Webster,  of 

Rippondon,  act  as  trustees  of  this  charity.  Loans  are  made  of  5 1.  each,  and 
security  taken  for  the  same,  by  way  of  promissory  note,  with  two  sureties,  and 
agreeably  to  the  custom  which  has  prevailed,  three  of  the  portions  are  ad- 
vanced to  inhabitants  of  Sowerby,  and  one  to  an  inhabitant  of  Soyland. 

Greenwood’s  Gift. 

Daniel  Greenwood,  by  will,  dated  11th  March  1672,  charged  his  lands  in  Greenwood’s  Gift. 
Crowell  Sh a ws,  in  the  township  of  Sowerby,  with  the  yearly  sum  of  405.,  to 
the  minister  of  Sowerby  chapel,  and  405.  to  the  poor  of  the  chapelry. 

These  annuities  are  paid  by  Mrs.  Clayton,  the  occupier  of  the  property 
charged,  and  the  sum  of  405.  for  the  poor,  is  received  by  G.  Priestley,  esquire, 
and  laid  out  by  him  in  buying  linen,  which  he  distributes  among  about  fourteen 
poor  persons. 

Paul  Bairstow’s  Charity. 

Paul  Bairstow,  by  will,  dated  the  31st  March  1711,  devised  a farm  and  Paul  Bairstow’s 
lands,  in  the  parish  of  Meopham,  in  Kent,  after  the  decease  of  the  persons  Charity, 
therein  named,  unto  John  Tillotson  and  others,  upon  trust,  to  sell  the  same, 

and 
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* Since  this  Report  was  prepared,  we  have  had  a communication  with  Captain  Charles  Rhys,  on  the 
subject  of  the  Charity,  and  he  states,  that  as  being  the  owner  of  the  Sowerby  Hall  Estate,  he  will  take 
care  that  arrangements  shall  be  made  with  his  tenant  at  Sowerby,  for  putting  the  Hospital  in  proper 
lepair,  and  for  providing  for  the  repairs  in  future. 
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and  lay  out  the  produce  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  of  inheritance  in  or  near 
the  parish  of  Halifax  ; and  he  directed,  that  the  trustees  should  stand  seised 
thereof,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  to  pay  to  the  master  of  the 
school  at  Sowerby  the  yearly  sum  of  16/.,  for  and  in  consideration  of  his 
teaching  twelve  poor  children  living  within  the  chapelry  of  Sowerby,  whose 
parents  should  not  be  worth,  in  real  and  personal  estate,  above  501.,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  or  chapelwardens,  of  the  parish 
or  chapelry ; and  also,  that  the  trustees,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and 
profits,  should  repair  the  tomb  of  his  father,  Michael  Bairstow,  and  Ann, 
his  wife,  in  Sowerby  church  or  chapel-yard ; and  pay  20 s.  a year  to  the 
minister  of  Sowerby,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  Feast  day  of  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel ; and  distribute  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits,  if  any 
there  should  be,  to  and  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the  parish  or  chapelry  of 
Sowerby,  not  receiving  alms,  in  the  parish  or  chapelry,  as  the  minister  and 
churchwardens,  .or  chapelwardens,  should  direct;  and  he  ordered,  that  the 
trustees  should  transmit  the  estate  to  be  purchased  down  to  posterity,  subject 
to  the  trusts  aforesaid. 


By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  of  the  28th  and  29th  April  1735,  reciting 
the  will  of  Paul  Bairstow,  and  that  Henry  Barrel  1,  the  then  surviving  trustee, 
had  sold  the  farm  and  lands  in  Meopham  for  630/.,  which  with  15  /.  155.  more, 
had  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  GOO/.  South  Sea  annuities,  and  that  the 
said  Henry  Barrell  had  received  out  of  the  rents  of  the  Meopham  estate, 
and  from  the  dividends  of  the  stock,  and  by  sale  of  the  stock,  in  all  831/., 
and  that  he  had  agreed  with  John  Stansfiekl  and  Israel  Wilde,  for  the  purchase  of 
the  messuages  lands  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned  for  660/.,  and  that  by 
an  account  then  stated,  and  allowed  by  the  trustees,  parties  thereto,  of  all  monies 
received  and  disbursed,  it  appeared  that  there  was  due  to  the  said  Henry  Barrell 
171/.,  which  with  the  said  GGO /.  amounted  to  831 /. ; it  is  witnessed,  that  for 
the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  the  said  Stansfield  and  Wilson  conveyed 
to  the  said  Henry  Barrell  and  George  Stansfield,  and  thirteen  others,  and 
their  heirs,  the  premises  therein  mentioned,  upon  the  trusts  declared  by  the 
will,  and  upon  trust,  that  when  nine  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  two  last 
remaining  trustees  should  convey  the  premises  to  nine  or  more  other 
trustees,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  nine  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  upon 
the  same  trusts,  and  so  from  time  to  time. 


By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  7th  and  8th  December  1804,  reciting 
the  will  and  previous  indentures,  and  stating,  that  a succession  of  fresh  trustees 
had  been  appointed,  and  the  real  estate  so  purchased  had  been  conveyed  ; 
and  that  George  Stansfield  and  James  Riley  had  become  seised  of  the 
estates  so  purchased,  and  had  appointed  the  persons  therein  named  to  be 
co-trustees  with  them  of  the  said  estate,  the  said  George  Stansfield  and  James 
Riley  conveyed  unto  the  Rev.  Joseph  Ogden,  and  twenty-six  others,  and 
their  heirs,  a messuage  called  Nether  Headley  in  Thornton,  in  the  parish  of 
Bradford,  in  the  county  of  York,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  several  closes 
in  Thornton,  near  the  messuage,  containing  together,  by  estimation,  forty  days 
work,  and  a piece  of  woody  ground,  called  the  Clough  in  Thornton,  near  the 
closes,  and  a piece  of  ground  called  Morton  End,  lately  inclosed  from  the 
commons  in  Thornton,  containing  13  acres,  and  a piece  of  ground  called  the 
Upper  Common,  lately  inclosed  from  the  commons  in  Thornton,  containing 
eight  acres,  with  the  minerals  and  appurtenances,  to  the  use  of  the  said 
George  Stansfield,  James  Riley,  and  Joseph  Ogden  and  others,  their  heirs,  &c. 
upon  the  trusts  of  the  will,  with  a proviso  for  continuing  the  trusts  by  election 
of  twenty  new  trustees,  when  twenty  of  the  said  trustees  should  die  or 
resign. 

Several  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  deed  of  1804  are  now  living. 


The  property  consists  of  the  particulars,  and  is  let  in  the  manner 
following : — 

A farm-house,  two  barns,  some  cottages,  and  certain  lands,  called  Headley, 
in  the  township  of  Thornton,  the  lands  containing  altogether  38  a.  & 37  p.,  are 
let  to  Jonas  Greenwood,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  90/. 


An 
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An  allotment  of  about  twenty  clays  work,  or  13  acres,  in  the  township  of 
Thornton,  is  let  to  Valentine  Smithers,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  121.  per  annum. 

An  allotment  of  moor  land,  near  Denholme  Gate,  in  the  township  of  Thorn- 
ton, containing  about  eight  days  work,  or  about  5 acres,  is  let  to  Valentine 
Smithers,  at  1 /.  a year. 

The  whole  of  the  property  is  let  at  its  full  annual  value  ; but  the  two  allot- 
ments would  be  greatly  improved  in  value,  if  a small  house  and  barn  were 
I erected  upon  each. 

There  are  beds  of  coal  and  of  stone  under  the  estate  at  Headley,  the  value  of 
which  is  not  ascertained  ; but  it  is  represented  by  the  trustees  that  it  would 
not  be  expedient  at  present  to  sell  the  coal  for  working. 

As  to  the  application  of  the  rents,  we  find  that  the  sum  of  16/.  a year  is  paid 
to  the  master  of  the  school  at  Sowerby,  who  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  for 
teaching  to  read  12  poor  children,  chosen  by  the  minister  and  chapelwardens, 
and  that,  after  defraying  the  occasional  charges  of  keeping  the  tomb  in  repair, 
and  paying  20  s.  a year  to  the  minister  for  a sermon,  the  residue  of  the  rents  is 
distributed  in  sums  of  5 s.  a piece,  by  the  minister  twice  a year,  on  the  first 
Sunday  in  February,  and  the  first  Sunday  in  August,  among  poor  people  no- 
minated by  him  and  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers,  being  such  as  have  not 
received  parochial  relief  in  the  preceding  year ; but  of  late  years  a portion  of 
the  rents  has  been  retained  for  the  purpose  of  repairs,  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, and  there  is  a balance  in  hand  of  147 /•  19  s. 

The  school  is  now  kept  in  a building  which  wras  erected  in  1817  by  subscrip- 
tion for  a Sunday  school ; but  an  old  township  school  still  remains,  which  is 
occasionally  used  by  the  master  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  the  right  of  pos- 
session ; and  there  is  a pew  in  Sowerby  chapel,  supposed  to  belong  to  the  school, 
which  the  master  uses  for  the  boys  whom  he  takes  to  chapel. 

Wainhouse’s  Charity. 

E dwcircl  Wainhouse , by  will,  dated  September  18th,  1 080,  gave  to  the  old 
people  and  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Sowerby,  such  as  did  not  receive  allow- 
ance from  the  town,  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  a house  in  Sowerby  Dean, 
and  he  ordered,  that  the  rents  should  be  paid  at  Christmas  to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  Sowerby,  and  that  they  should  take  one  or  two  of  the  heads  of 
Sowerby,  to  see  the  distribution  of  the  rents ; and  he  empowered  the  overseers, 
and  one  or  two  of  the  heads  of  the  town,  to  let  the  house  for  the  use  of  the 
said  poor  persons,  as  often  as  there  should  be  occasion. 

The  premises  devised  by  the  will,  now  consist  of  two  cottages,  at  Style,  in 
Sowerby,  which  are  let  at  1 /.  1 6 s.  and  21.  2s.  a year  respectively,  being  as 
much  as  they  are  worth.  The  cottages  are  in  a ruinous  condition,  but  the  site 
of  them  might  be  converted  to  a profitable  purpose,  if  means  were  found  of 
erecting  new  buildings  on  the  ground. 

The  rents  (which  however  are  occasionally  in  arrear)  are  distributed  with  the 
funds  arising  under  Bairstow’s  charity. 

Lost  Charities. 

Thomas  Fo.vcroft,  in  1617,  gave  10/.,  to  be  lent  without  interest  on 
security. 

Thomas  Mitchell , in  1621,  gave  10/.  for  a similar  purpose. 

Robert  Brooke , left  a house  at  Hunslet,  near  Leeds,  to  the  poor  of  Sowerby, 
the  rents  to  be  paid  yearly,  which  house  was  sold  for  10/.,  and  the  money 
placed  out  at  interest. 

Of  these  charities  no  further  account  can  be  given,  and  the  funds  are  lost. 

TOWNSHIPS  OF  SOWERBY,  MIDGLEY,  AND  RISHWORTH. 

Wadsworth’s  Charity. 

Mary  Wadsworth,  on  the  14th  May  1793,  surrendered  a copyhold  dwelling- 
house,  called  Jack  Hey,  in  Sowerby,  with  a cottage,  and  the  buildings  and 
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Sowerby,  Midgley,  appurtenances,  and  certain  closes  usually  occupied  with  the  messuage,  con- 
and  Rishworth.  taining  together,  by  estimation,  fifteen  days  work,  to  the  use  of  nine  trus- 
~~  tees,  three  of  whom  were  of  each  of  the  townships  of  Sowerby,  Midgley, 
Charitv,  S and  Rishworth,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  an  indenture  of  the  same  date, 
continued.  by  which  it  was  declared,  that  the  trustees  should  distribute  the  rents  and 

v s> 'profits  of  the  premises,  after  deducting  necessary  expenses,  as  follows;  one 

third  part  thereof,  in  equal  moieties,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  May,  and  the  first 
Sunday  in  November,  yearly,  amongst  such  poor  persons  resident  and  legally 
settled  in  the  township  of  Sowerby,  not  receiving  alms,  or  town’s  pay,  and  in 
such  proportions  as  the  trustees  for  that  township  should  appoint ; one  other 
third  part  at  the  same  time,  amongst  similar  poor  persons  of  the  township 
of  Midgley,  as  the  trustees  for  that  township  should  appoint ; and  the  remain- 
ing third  part,  on  the  same  day,  among  similar  poor  persons  of  the  township  or 
hamlet  of  Rishworth,  as  the  trustees  for  that  township  should  appoint ; and 
it  was  directed,  that  when  the  trustees  in  any  of  the  townships  should  be 
reduced  to  one,  the  remaining  trustees  should  elect  other  proper  persons, 
inhabitants  of  such  township,  to  be  co-trustees  with  them,  and  convey  the 
premises  to  the  use  of  the  remaining  and  new  elected  trustees. 

On  the  24th  October  1807,  a new  election  of  trustees  having  taken  place, 
the  estate  was  surrendered,  and  an  indenture  declaring  the  trusts  thereof,  was 
executed. 

The  charity  estate,  which  is  properly  described  in  the  surrender,  is  let  to 
John  and  Philip  Pickles,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  21/.  per  annum,  which  is  the 
full  annual  value,  and  the  rent  is  duly  divided  and  distributed  in  the  manner 
directed  by  the  donor. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SOYLAND. 

Hoyle’s  Gifts. 

Soyland.  Elkanah  Hoyle,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  dated  28th  March  1718,  charged 

a messuage  and  barn  in  Soyland,  called  Hollins,  now  the  property  of  Henry 

Hoyle’s  Gift.  Lees  Edwards,  esquire,  with  the  payment  of  405.  a year,  to  be  distributed  by 
John  Hoyle,  and  his  heirs,  and  the  owner  of  Upper  Swift  Place,  on  Easter- 
day,  yearly,  among  poor  people  of  Soyland  not  receiving  parochial  relief ; and 
he  charged  a farm  at  Lighthazels,  called  Lower  Hoyleheads,  now  the  property 
of  Henry  Richards,  esquire,  with  31.  a year,  to  be  paid  to  the  curate  of 
Ripponden,  for  a sermon  on  Ascension-day ; in  default  whereof  the  testator 
gave  the  said  yearly  sum  to  the  poor  of  Ripponden  during  such  neglect. 

The  latter  annuity  is  paid  to  the  minister,  but  since  the  purchase  of  the 
Hollins  by  Mr.  Edwards,  which  occurred  about  ten  years  ago,  the  rent-charge 
of 405.  has  not  been  paid  or  distributed,  Mr.  Edwards  having  purchased,  without 
notice  of  the  incumbrance  ; the  liability  of  the  estate  however  being  now  shown, 
Mr.  Edwards  has  consented  to  renew  the  payment  of  the  rent-charge,  that  the 
charity  may  be  continued. 


Bentley’s  Gift. 

Bentley's  Gift.  Of  this  gift  an  account  is  given  among  the  charities  of  Sowerby  chapelry ; 

and  it  may  here  be  added,  that  the  sum  of  51.,  part  of  the  charity  fund,  is 
advanced  upon  loan  to  a poor  inhabitant  of  Soyland,  and  duly  secured  by 
a promissory  note.

The  Grammar  School. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Greenwood , by  a deed  dated  14th  July  1 642,  and  by  his 
will  of  the  same  date,  made  in  execution  of  a power  reserved  by  the  deed, 
conveyed  and  appointed  to  John  Greenwood,  and  four  other  trustees,  and 
their  heirs,  a house  built  by  him  for  a school-house,  and  two  messuages  and 
farms,  in  Colden,  in  Heptonstall,  to  the  intent  that  after  his  decease,  the 
house  should  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  a free  grammar  school,  for  the  children 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Heptonstall,  and  that  the  trustees, 

and 
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I and  the  survivors  of  them,  and  his  heirs,  should  be  seised  of  the  two  messuages 
and  premises  in  Golden,  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  who 
had  well  profited  in  learning,  to  teach  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Heptonstall  within  the  school-house. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time,  and  the  estates  have 
been  conveyed  to  them  ; the  last  conveyance  however  is  dated  in  1786,  and  there 
is  occasion  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees. 

The  rental  and  annual  value  of  the  school  property  is  about  77/.  a year,  two 
tenements  adjoining  the  schoolroom  in  Heptonstall  being  let  at  8/.  25.  a year, 
and  the  two  farms  in  Golden,  which,  besides  buildings,  contain  together  56^ 
days  work,  or  about  thirty-four  acres  of  land,  being  let  to  yearly  tenants,  at 
rents  amounting  together  to  69/.  per  annum. 

The  rents  of  the  property,  after  payment  of  expenses  of  repairs  of  the 
school  premises  and  farm  buildings,  are  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school. 

The  school  has  always  been  and  continues  to  be  mainly  conducted  on  the  foot- 
ing of  a grammar  school,  and  the  sons  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
township  of  Heptonstall  are  instructed  in  the  learned  languages,  as  free  scholars, 
and  according  to  the  master’s  account,  the  school  has  been  long  of  great 
utility,  in  providing  the  means  of  suitable  education  for  persons  to  whom  some 
knowledge  of  the  dead  languages  was  requisite.  Other  branches  of  instruction 
are  also  taught  on  moderate  terms,  by  an  usher,  employed  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  school  is  attended  generally  by  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
chapelry,  principally  for  instruction  in  English,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

The  average  number  of  scholars  is  from  fifty  to  sixty,  and  at  the  time  of  this 
inquiry,  seventeen  boys  were  receiving  instruction  from  the  master  in  Latin,  as 
free  scholars. 

Paul  Greenwood’s  Gift. 

Paul  Greenwood,  by  will,  dated  the  4th  April  1609,  gave  20 s.  a year  to  the  Paul  Greenwood's 
poor  of  Wadsworth,  and  20s.  a year  towards  the  maintenance  of  a preacher,  Glft* 

being  a Master  of  Arts  at  Heptonstall,  out  of  a farm  called  Rawholme,  in 
Wadsworth,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  John  Crossley  Sutcliffe. 

The  sum  of  205.  a year  for  the  poor,  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  of 
Wadsworth,  by  or  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Sutcliffe,  but  there  has  been  no 
preacher  at  Heptonstall  of  the  degree  of  m.  a.  for  several  years,  and  the 
annuity  for  the  preacher  has  not  been  called  for,  or  paid  for  a considerable 
time. 

Naylor’s  Gift. 

Richard  Naylor , by  will,  dated  the  6th  May  1609,  gave  31.  5s.  a,  year,  pay-  Naylor's  Gift, 
able  out  of  a messuage  and  lands  in  Mixenden,  now  the  property  of  William 
Mitchell,  esquire,  one  moiety  for  a preacher  in  Heptonstall,  being  a Master 
of  Arts,  who  should  preach  a sermon  on  St.  John  Baptist’s  day,  and  the  other 
moiety,  or  in  case  of  there  being  no  such  preacher,  then  the  whole  for  the 
maintenance  of  poor  children  of  and  within  the  parish  of  Heptonstall. 

The  sum  of  3/.  5s.  a year  is  distributed  under  Mr.  Mitchell’s  direction,  among 
poor  persons  of  the  chapelry  of  Heptonstall,  a certain  proportion  being  assigned 
to  the  poor  of  each  township. 

Wall’s  Gift. 

Abraham  Wall,  by  will,  dated  13th  September  1638,  gave  8 /.  a year,  part  Wall's  Gift, 
of  an  annuity  of  20/.,  payable  out  of  houses  and  premises  in  Ironmonger-lane, 

London,  now  belonging  to  the  representatives  of  the  late  Mr.  Alderman 
Boydell,  to  be  appropriated  yearly,  as  follows ; 205.  by  the  churchwardens  of 
Heptonstall,  for  purchasing  Bibles  for  poor  men’s  children;  4/.  for  teaching 
poor  children  of  Heptonstall;  and  31.  for  apprenticing  one  poor  child,  so 
taught,  to  a trade  in  London,  the  child  to  be  chosen  by  the  chapel  wardens  and 
vestry. 

The  sum  received  under  this  donation,  land-tax  being  deducted,  is  61.  8s. 
a year,  of  which  the  sum  of  165.  8a?.  is  laid  out  in  Bibles,  which  are  distributed 
among  poor  children  once  in  three  years,  and  the  remainder,  as  the  object  of 
putting  out  an  apprentice  in  London,  cannot,  from  the  smallness  of  the  sum, 
be  carried  into  effect,  is  applied  in  obtaining  instruction  for  poor  children  in 
reading  and  writing,  by  the  usher,  at  the  grammar  school. 
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John  Greenwood’s  Gift. 

John  Greenwood,  of  Leazings,  by  will,  dated  in  February  1687,  gave,  out 
of  a messuage  in  Stansfield,  called  Drew’s  Court,  now  the  property  of  Mr. 
Jeremiah  Horsfall,  40  s.  a year,  one  half  of  it  to  the  curate  for  a sermon  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  June,  and  the  other  half  for  putting  out  poor  children  of 
Heptonstall  apprentices,  at  the  discretion  of  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers, 
and  the  owner  of  Leazings,  for  the  time  being. 

The  annuity  is  applied  to  the  purposes  directed,  the  moiety  for  apprenticing 
being  accumulated  till  a sufficient  fund  is  raised  for  putting  out  an  apprentice. 

John  Greenwood’s  Gift. 

John  Greenwood,  of  Hoppings,  by  will,  dated  13th  December  1705,  gave 
out  of  a messuage  and  farm  in  Wadsworth,  called  Grimsworth,  now  belonging 
to  Mr.  Henry  Pickles,  20s.  a year,  to  the  minister  of  Heptonstall,  for  a sermon 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  August,  and  20s.  a year  to  the  poor  of  Stansfield, 
to  be  distributed  in  canvas  cloth  to  those  not  having  relief  from  the  parish. 

These  payments  are  made  to  the  minister  of  Heptonstall  and  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Stansfield  respectively,  and  20 s.  a year  is  laid  out  by  the  latter  in 
cloth,  which  is  given  to  poor  persons. 

John  Greenwood’s  Charity. 

By  indentures,  dated  the  lltli  and  12th  March  1814,  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
John  Greenwood  conveyed  to  the  Rev.  Joseph  Charnock,  and  thirteen  others, 
and  their  heirs,  certain  dwelling-houses,  called  Mount  Pleasant,  with  the  lands 
thereto  belonging,  and  two  fields,  called  the  Tearing  Commons,  adjoining  the 
former  premises,  the  whole  containing,  by  admeasurement,  13a.  2 r.  23 1\,  in 
Heptonstall,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  after  payment  of  taxes, 
except  window  tax,  charged  on  the  premises  to  pay  1 s.  4 d.  per  Sunday  to  a 
master,  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  to  attend  in  Heptonstall  church,  or 
any  place  near  there,  morning  and  afternoon,  on  each  Sunday  in  the  year,  to 
teach  four  boys  and  two  girls  to  read,  write  and  sing,  till  divine  service  com- 
mences, and  the  master  and  scholars  to  attend  such  service,  both  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  to  the  scholars  attending  and  learning  the  Catechism,  c2d.  a piece 
each  Sunday ; and  on  being  examined  in  the  said  church  once  every  year,  by 
the  minister  thereof  in  the  Catechism,  (id.  a piece  ; also,  to  pay  8s.  a year  for 
coals,  to  be  used  in  the  room  where  the  Sunday  scholars  meet  to  learn  ; and 
5s.  a year  for  lighting  the  fire ; and  5s.  a year  to  the  minister  of  the  church  to 
preach  a sermon,  yearly,  on  Whitsunday  in  the  afternoon,  for  a collection  to 
be  made  by  the  churchwardens,  to  buy  Testaments  and  singing  books  for  the 
use  of  the  Sunday  scholars,  and  the  singers  of  the  church,  as  the  trustees 
should  direct;  and  to  pay  to  two  instrument  players  of  music,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  2.5.  each,  for  attending  the  Sunday  scholars,  and  teaching  them 
to  sing,  and  attending  divine  service  with  them  ; and  for  any  default  in  the 
morning  or  afternoon,  to  deduct  6d.  for  each  default,  such  deductions  to  be 
applied  along  with  the  collections  to  be  made  annually  on  Whitsunday  ; and 
5 1.  45.  a year  to  be  laid  out  and  distributed  in  bread  each  Sunday  in  the  church, 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  equally,  to  such  twenty-three  poor  persons, 
and  the  sexton  thereof,  as  may  attend  divine  service ; and  to  pay  the  sexton 
for  annually  cleaning  and  keeping  the  monument  legible  on  the  wall,  along  the 
south  gallery  in  the  said  church,  25.  yearly ; and  one  guinea  annually  as  a sub- 
scription to  the  singers  of  Heptonstall  church  ; and  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges 
of  repairing  or  rebuilding  the  buildings  on  the  said  premises,  with  power  to 
the  trustees  to  augment  the  allowances  or  payments  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
as  often  as  should  be  found  necessary,  in  order  to  continue  the  same,  and  pay 
such  augmentations  out  of  the  rents  of  the  trust  estates ; and  upon  further 
trust,  to  pay  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  persons  in  the  said 
indenture  mentioned,  provided  that  when  there  should  be  only  five  acting 
trustees,  the  vacancy  should  be  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  so  many 
additional  persons,  being  Protestants  of  the  church  of  England,  as  would  make 
up  the  number  of  fifteen  trustees,  such  appointment  to  be  made  by  the  major 
part  of  the  Protestants  of  the  township  of  Heptonstall,  with  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  a majority  of  the  surviving  trustees,  present  at  a vestry  meeting, 
convened  for  that  purpose. 

The  several  sums  or  payments  to  charitable  uses,  mentioned  in  the  deed, 

$ amounting 
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amounting  in  the  whole  to  18/.  135.  ()d.  a year,  have  been  regularly  paid 
since  the  death  of  the  donor  in  IS 23,  by  the  trustees,  out  of  the  rents  of 
the  estate,  and  applied  according  to  the  directions  contained  in  the  indenture. 

The  master  of  the  Sunday  school  performs  the  duty  enjoined,  and  a sermon 
is  preached  yearly,  on  Whitsunday,  in  aid  of  the  charity. 

The  sum  of  51.  4-5.  directed  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  is  applied  by  the 
churchwardens  in  a weekly  distribution  of  loaves  at  the  church  every  Sunday 
morning,  among  23  poor  persons,  if  so  many  attend  divine  service,  each  poor 
person  receiving  a cake  or  loaf.  The  surplus,  if  any,  is  given  amongst  the 
children  attending  the  Sunday  school.

Watkinson’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Watkinson,  D.  D.  by  deed,  dated  June  2,  1732,  conveyed 
to  John  Dearden  and  Stephen  Atkinson,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Vicar-lane,  Leeds,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.,  and  two  cottages, 
with  the  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  said  messuage,  and  standing  in  the  fold 
adjoining,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  65.,  and  two  cottages  with  the  appurtenances, 
at  Hunslet,  in  the  parish  of  Leeds,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  IO5.  in  trust,  that 
they  should,  with  the  rents  and  profits,  purchase  twelve  two-penny  loaves, 
weekly,  for  the  benefit  of  12  poor  widows  ; viz.  six  within  the  township  of 
Midgley,  and  six  within  the  township  of  Warley;  and  in  default  of  such  number 
of  widows  there,  then  for  the  benefit  of  the  most  necessitous  persons  in  the 
said  townships,  to  be  distributed  by  the  chapelwardens  of  Luddenden,  every 
Sunday  in  the  year,  soon  after  morning  service  ; six  of  the  widows  or  necessitous 
persons  to  be  chosen  out  of  the  township  of  Midgley,  by  the  chapelwarden  of 
that  township,  and  six  of  them  out  of  the  township  of  Warley,  by  the  chapel- 
warden of  that  township,  the  poor  to  be  personally  present  at  the  distribution 
of  the  bread,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  some  bodily  infirmity ; and  that 
each  poor  person  should  have  upon  Trinity  Sunday,  6d.,  and  upon  Sunday 
next  before  Christmas,  10d.,  and  upon  Easter  Sunday,  6d.,  over  and  besides 
the  bread  ; and  the  remaining  clear  yearly  rent  should  be  detained  by  the 
person  who  should  take  the  trouble  to  collect  the  rents,  and  look  after  the  said 
premises. 

There  has  been  no  conveyance  of  the  property  to  fresh  trustees  since  the 
execution  of  the  deed  above  mentioned,  and  the  charity  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of  Luddenden. 

The  premises  in  Vicar-lane,  in  Leeds,  now  consist  of  a house  and  some  cot 
tages  behind,  and  those  at  Hunslet,  of  six  small  houses.  The  whole  property 
was  held  by  a person  named  Whitehead,  under  a long  lease,  which  expired 
about  ten  years  ago,  the  rent  being  about  10/.  a year  ; and  after  the  expiration 
of  the  lease,  it  continued  to  be  held  for  some  time  by  the  representative  of  the 
lessee,  at  the  old  rent ; and  then  the  premises  in  Vicar-lane  were  let  to  James 
Kaye,  by  lease,  for  21  years,  at  the  rent  of  21  /.  a year,  subject  to  a condition  to 
rebuild,  but  that  condition  not  being  performed,  and  Kaye  having  become  insol- 
vent, the  chapelwardens,  in  1824,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Joseph  Picker- 
ing, to  let  the  premises  in  Vicar-lane  to  him,  on  a building  lease  for  21  years,  to 
commence  the  1st  May  1826,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  21  /.,  on  condition  that  he 
should  previously  rebuild  that  part  of  the  premises  which  adjoined  Vicar-lane,  and 
Rep.

continued.  April  1826.  The  six  cottages  at  Hunslet  are  let  to  different  persons,  at  rents 

v ^ ' amounting  together  to  13/.  165.  a year;  but  the  tenants  being  poor  persons,  the 

rents  cannot  be  regularly  or  fully  obtained,  and  the  cottages  being  in  bad  con- 
dition, it  would  be  expedient  to  let  them  on  a building  lease,  which  is  intended 
to  be  done,  when  a proper  opportunity  arises. 

There  was  no  rent  received  for  the  Vicar-lane  premises  for  one  year  previous 
to  November  1825,  and  Messrs.  Robert  Midgley  and  Thomas  Kitchen,  the 
chapelwardens,  advanced  10/.  10  5.  each,  for  the  continuance  of  the  charity 
during  the  year  1825,  and  the  sum  of  6 /.  12  5.  8 d.  received  lately  for  rent  of  the 
Hunslet  cottages,  has  been  applied  towards  repayment  of  the  money  advanced 
by  them. 

Part  of  the  rents  of  the  property  have  been  applied  in  buying  bread  for  poor 
widows,  distributed  weekly  in  the  church  at  Luddenden,  and  since  the  rent  has 
been  advanced,  the  number  of  widows  has  been  increased  to  twenty,  and  such 
part  of  the  rent  as  has  not  been  applied  in  buying  bread,  has  been  distributed 
among  the  poor  widows  in  money,  on  the  days  mentioned  in  the  will,  no  charge 
having  been  made  hitherto  for  collecting  the  rents.

" s ian  • ' and  to  the  minister  of  Rastrick,  and  his  successors,  in  trust,  as  to  a messuage 
and  tenement  at  Lower  Woodhouse,  to  the  maintenance  of  four  poor  widows, 
to  be  chosen  within  the  town  and  township  of  Rastrick,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  said  Thomas  Hanson,  and  his  heirs,  and  the  minister  of  Rastrick  and  his 
successors ; and  as  to  all  the  testatrix’s  messuages  lands  and  tenements  in 
Rastrick,  to  the  use  of  a school  at  Rastrick,  for  teaching  20  poor  children  to 
read  and  write,  to  be  chosen  within  the  town  of  Rastrick  and  Brighouse,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  trustees  above  mentioned. 

The  present  trustees  are  Messrs.  John  Pitchforth  and  Samuel  Freeman* 
as  the  husbands  of  the  two  co-heirs  of  Thomas  Hanson,  and  the  minister  of 
Rastrick. 

The  property  at  Lower  Woodhouse,  which  comprizes  a house,  barn,  fold, 
garden,  cottage,  and  about  5 a.  & 10p.  of  land,  is  let  by  the  trustees  to 
James  Iredale,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  18/.  a year,  the  full  annual  value, 
and  the  rent  is  divided  equally,  and  paid  in  pensions  among  four  poor  widows, 
properly  selected  by  the  trustees.  The  property  in  Rastrick  consists  of  a house, 
outbuildings,  and  11  a.  & 39  p.  of  land,  let  to  John  Preston  at  28/.  a year,  the 
fair  value;  two  cottages,  let  at  9 /•  25.  a year,  the  fair  value;  and  two  other 
cottages,  lately  erected  by  the  trustees,  and  not  yet  occupied,  but  worth,  to  let, 
about  14/.  a year. 

The  trustees  pay  a stipend  of  22/.  105.  a year  to  the  master  of  Rastrick 
school,  for  instructing  20  poor  children  of  Rastrick  and  Brighouse,  nominated 
by  the  trustees,  two-thirds  being  usually  from  Rastrick,  and  one-third  from 
Brighouse,  in  reading  and  writing.  The  number  of  free  scholars  is  properly 
kept  up  ; they  are  taught  arithmetic  when  required,  on  payment  of  a charge  for 
such  instruction,  and  are  taught  with  other  children,  brought  up  at  the  expense 
of  their  friends. 

The  trustees  have  of  late  years  expended  the  whole  of  the  surplus  rents,  and 
also  a sum.  of  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  stone  out  of  a quarry  in  a close, 
called  the  School  Croft,  in  rebuilding  the  school  and  farm-house,  and  one  of  the 
cottages,  erecting  the  two  new  cottages,  and  effecting  other  repairs  and  im- 
provements by  which  the  value  of  the  property  has  been  greatly  augmented. 
The  repairs  are  not  quite  completed,  but  it  is  expected  that  means  will  shortly 
exist  of  increasing  the  stipend  of  the  schoolmaster.  Part  of  the  money  pro- 
duced 
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duced  by  the  sale  of  stone,  amounting  to  83/.  9s.  9d.,  was  placed  in  the  bank  Rastrick.

Sarah  Gledhill,  by  will,  dated  13th  October  1 657,  bequeathed  200/.,  to  be  laid  Barkisland. 
out  by  her  executors  in  the  purchase  of  lands  to  be  vested  in  feoffees,  in  trust,  FrTTchooI 
to  pay  the  yearly  rents  to  a schoolmaster  in  the  town  or  township  of  Barkisland,  0 1X0  c 00 
to  teach  such  number  of  poor  children  of  the  town  and  township  to  read 
English,  and  to  write  or  cast  accounts,  or  further  learning,  as  the  feoffees  and 
their  heirs  should  think  meet,  and  the  funds  would  extend  to. 

The  legacy  was  laid  out  in  1658,  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Gomersall, 
comprizing  a house,  barn,  and  about  14  acres  of  land,  which  is  vested  by  deeds, 
dated  in  1822,  in  the  Rev.  Joshua  Horton  and  William  Horton,  Thomas 
Norton,  Francis  Hackitt,  and  Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  esquires,  the  present 
trustees. 

The  estate  is  let  to Wooler,  by  lease,  granted  in  1807,  for  twenty-one 

years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31  /.  10s.,  and  on  the  expiration  of  the  lease  may  pro- 
bably be  let  at  40/.  a year. 

The  rent  is  paid,  with  the  sanction  of  the  trustees,  to  the  master  of  a school 
kept  in  an  ancient  school-room  at  Barkisland,  to  which  a dwelling-house  for  the 
master,  a garden  and  play-ground  are  annexed.  The  dwelling-house,  it  is 
stated,  was  built  about  40  years  ago,  at  the  expense  of  the  late  Mrs.  Bold  and 
Joshua  Horton,  esquire,  the  then  proprietors  of  Barkisland  Hall. 

Twelve  poor  children,  the  number  determined  by  the  trustees,  are  instructed 
as  free  scholars  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic  and  other  branches  of  learning, 
and  have  the  opportunity  of  being  taught  Latin  when  required,  and  the 
school  is  attended  by  upwards  of  40  other  children,  educated  at  the  expense 
of  their  friends.

belonging  ; but  we  do  not  find  that  the  charity  was  ever  paid,  nor  have  we  been 
able  to  ascertain  the  identity  of  the  premises  described  in  the  deed,  as  charged 
with  the  payment. 

Thomas  Gledhill’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Gledhill’s  The  sum  of  170/.,  given  for  the  minister  of  Ripponden  chapel,  and  50/., 
Charity.  given  for  the  poor  of  Barkisland,  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Gledhill,  in  1656,  were 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a farm,  consisting  of  a house,  barn,  and  11  a.  3r. 
of  land,  and  the  rents  thereof  are  appropriated,  in  due  proportion,  to  the  use 
of  the  minister  and  of  the  poor. 

The  farm  is  let,  by  the  minister  of  Ripponden,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Barkisland,  to  John  Wilson,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  34/.,  being  the  fair  value;  and  the  sum  of  10/.  a year,  being  the  portion 
of  rent  for  the  poor,  is  distributed,  at  Christmas,  by  the  overseers  and  some 
of  the  principal  inhabitants,  among  poor  persons  of  Barkisland,  not  receiving 
constant  parochial  relief. 

The  Almshouse. 

The  Almshouse.  An  almshouse  in  Barkisland,  containing  two  tenements,  occupied  by  two  poor 
4 widows,  has  an  endowment  attached  of  3/.  a year,  issuing,  as  supposed,  out  of 

a farm  called  Cat  Edge,  the  property  of  the  family  of  Bold,  and  the  annuity 
is  divided  between  the  widows  ; but  no  writings  are  known  to  exist  respecting 
the  origin  of  the  charity,  or  the  endowment. 

CHAPELRY  OF  SOWERBY  BRIDGE. 

Edward  Wainhouse’s  Charity. 

Edward  JVainhouse , by  will,  dated  September  18th,  1686,  gave  to  the  old 
people  and  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Norland,  a messuage  or  tenement, 
called  Butterise,  in  Norland  ; and  he  directed,  that  the  rents  should  be  paid  to 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town,  and  that  they  should  take  one  or  two 
of  the  heads  of  the  town  to  the  distribution  of  the  rents,  and  that  but  a little 
thereof  should  go  to  those  persons  which  should  have  allowances,  or  nothing 
at  all  of  it ; and  he  authorized  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  with  one  or  two  of 
the  heads  of  the  town,  to  let  the  messuage  or  tenement  as  often  as  need  should 
require. 

The  devised  premises  now  consist  of  three  cottage  houses,  and  between  two 
and  three  acres  of  land,  with  a barn,  in  Norland. 

The  land,  two  of  the  cottages  and  barn  are  let  to  Thomas  Howard,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  17/. ; and  the  other  cottage  to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  for  the  use  of  the  township,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  1 s. ; and  the 
property  is  let  at  its  fair  annual  value.  The  rent  is  distributed  by  the  overseer 
of  the  poor,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  inhabitants,  among  poor  per- 
sons of  the  township  of  Norland,  a preference  being  shown  and  larger  sums 
given  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief;  from  the  sum  distributed 
each  time,  however,  a deduction  of  from  5s.  to  10s.  has  been  usually  made,  for 
the  expense  of  refreshment  allowed  to  the  persons  who  attend  at  the  distri- 
bution, with  the  overseers.  Some  allowance  for  refreshment  is  probably  expe- 
dient, as  an  inducement  to  persons  to  attend  at  the  distribution  ; but  an 
allowance  to  more  than  three  persons,  at  the  most,  seems  scarcely  requisite  for 
effecting  the  testator’s  object.

Upon  a table  of  benefactions,  in  the  parish  church  of  Adlingfleet,  is  an  Adlingfleet. 

inscription,  stating  that  “ Mr.  Slcerne  left  a part  of  the  Poor  Hall  lugs,  unto  - — 
the  poor  of  Adlingfleet,  Fockerby  and  Haldenby.”  C crne^'hantZ> 

The  Poor  Hall  Ings  is  a close  of  between  IS  and  14  acres,  in  the  township  of 
Adlingfleet,  and  it  lias,  as  far  back  as  we  can  trace,  belonged  to  a family  named 
Pyecroft.  We  cannot  discover  that  the  rents  of  the  close  have  ever  been  ap- 
propriated or  applied  for  the  poor,  but  certain  annual  sums  have  been  paid  in 
respect  thereof  as  rent-charges  for  the  poor  of  the  several  townships.  That 
paid  for  the  poor  of  Adlingfleet,  being  1 /.  126’.  6d.  a year,  is  received  by  the 
overseer,  ancl  divided  among  poor  widows  or  others  of  the  township,  according 
to  their  apparent  need. 

Robinson’s  Charity. 


The  benefaction  table  also  states,  that  “ Mr.  Robinson  left  to  the  poor  of  Robinson's  Charity. 
Adlingfleet,  the  interest  of  50/.” 

On  account  of  this  charity,  the  sum  of  2/.  a ‘year  is  paid  by  the  master  and 
fellows  of  Catherine  Hall,  Cambridge,  as  a charge  on  an  estate  in  Adlingfleet 
and  the  neighbourhood,  belonging  to  them,  and  the  money  is  distributed  with 
Skerne’s  dole. 

Payments  for  a Sermon. 


Robert  Slcerne,  esq.,  by  will,  dated  16th  November  1661,  gave,  out  of  certain  Payment  for  a 
lands  in  Fockerby  and  Adlingfleet,  205.  for  a sermon,  to  be  preached  in  Sermon. 
Adlingfleet  church,  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  yearly. 

The  sum  of  105.  Qd.  a year  is  paid  by  the  master  and  fellows  of  Catherine 
Hall,  and  a like  sum,  yearly,  by  Mr.  Osbaldiston,  in  respect  of  land,  to  the 
minister,  for  sermons. 


The  said  Robert  Slcerne  also,  by  his  will,  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  the  Skerne’s  Lost 
parish  of  Adlingfleet  and  Fockerby  60/.,  being  a debt  due  to  him  : but  of  this  Charity  to  Adhng- 
benefaction  we  can  find  no  subsequent  trace.  fleet  2,1,1  Focterby- 


TOWNSHIP  OF  FOCKERBY. 

The  Free  School. 

The  free  school  at  Fockerby  is  maintained  by  the  rent  of  land  in  Adling-  Fockerby. 
fleet  and  Fockerby,  which  is  stated  on  the  benefaction  table  in  the  church  , — - 

at  Adlingfleet,  to  have  been  endowed  by  Mr.  Skerne,  who  is  there  further  stated  The* ree  Scto°*- 
to  have  founded  eight  exhibitions  for  scholars  going  from  thence  to  Catherine 
Hall,  Cambridge. 

It  is  also  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  llamsden,  hereafter  noticed,  as 
the  grammar  school  at  Fockerby,  founded  by  her  uncle  Skerne.  We  have  not, 
however,  been  able  to  find  any  instrument  of  foundation,  designating  the 
character  of  the  school,  or  the  particulars  of  the  endowment,  or  the  trustees, 
in  whom  the  management  of  the  charity  and  the  property  given  for  its  support 
were  or  now  ought  to  be  vested.  The  schoolmaster  is,  in  fact,  appointed  by  the 
master  and  fellows  of  Catherine  Hall  ; but  the  college  do  not  interfere  with  the 
property  in  the  letting  and  management,  of  which  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being  acts  as  landlord,  nor  do  we  find  that  this  course  of  proceeding  has 
ever  varied. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of  about  27  acres  of  land, 
lying  in  Adlingfleet  and  Fockerby,  and  two  pasture  gates,  let  to  Mr.  John

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Fockerby.  Wilkinson,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  60/.  per  annum,  which  appears  to  be

The  master  appointed  by  the  college  is  usually  a member  of  the  college,  and 
qualified  to  give  classical  instruction  ; but  no  such  instruction  is  now  given  in 
the  school,  nor  have  we  any  evidence  when,  if  ever,  it  has  been  so  given ; 
from  the  circumstance,  however,  of  scholars  from  this  school  having  been 
deemed  eligible  for  exhibitions  at  the  university,  there  seems  little  doubt  that 
it  was  heretofore  conducted  as  a grammar  school.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry, 
the  office  of  schoolmaster  was  vacant.  The  late  master  had  conducted  the 
school  himself  for  a short  time  after  his  appointment,  and  then  removed  into 
Lincolnshire,  where  he  had  obtained  some  church  preferment,  leaving  the  school 
to  the  conduct  of  an  assistant,  who  had  for  many  years  previously  officiated  in 
that  capacity,  and  under  wdiose  management  we  found  it.  Under  this  instructor 
the  children  were  taught  reading  and  arithmetic.  A new  master  has  been 
since  appointed  by  the  college,  who  has  not  taken  upon  him  the  conduct  of  the 
school,  but  leaves  it  as  before  under  the  management  of  an  usher. 

It  is  understood  that  all  the  children  of  the  township  of  Fockerby  have  the 
privilege  of  free  admission  to  this  school,  and  that  the  township  of  Adlingfleet 
is  entitled  to  send  twro  scholars  there.  Of  this  privilege,  however,  that  town- 
ship  does  not  appear  to  avail  itself,  and  the  small  population  of  Fockerby  does 
not  supply  many  free  scholars;  as  many  as  apply  we  are  assured  are  admitted. 
The  number  of  free  scholars  varies  from  ten  to  three  ; but  other  scholars  are 
received,  who  pay  for  their  teaching,  and  w ho  make  up  the  number  of  scholars 
in  general  about  fifty  in  winter  time.  In  summer,  when  they  are  taken  away 
for  field  work,  the  number  declines  to  about  twenty. 

Skeune’s  and  Ramsden’s  Exhibitions. — We  have  already  noticed  the  state- 
ment on  the  benefaction  table  in  Adlingfleet  church,  that  Mr.  Skerne  founded 
eight  exhibitions  for  scholars,  going  from  this  school  to  Catherine  Hall,  Cam- 
bridge. On  reference  to  the  will  of  Mr.  Skerne,  above  adverted  to,  we  find  that 
he  thereby  gave  to  the  college  lands  for  the  endowment  of  four  scholarships, 
directing  his  executors  to  purchase  lands  for  the  endowment  of  four  more, 
which  was  done,  but  there  is  no  provision  in  the  will  that  the  scholars  should  be 
taken  from  the  school  at  Fockerby,  or  that  any  preference  should  be  given  to 
persons  educated  there. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ramsden , by  her  will,  dated  the  3d  November  1743,  after  founding 
six  fellowships  and  ten  scholarships  at  Catherine  Hall,  directed  that  in  all  future 
elections  thereto,  a preference  should  be  given  to  men  born  in  the  county  of 
York,  and  principally  such  as  had  been  educated  in  the  grammar  school  at 
Fockerby,  founded  by  her  late  uncle  Skerne,  provided  that  the  persons  claiming 
a preference  on  account  of  this  school,  should  bring  a certificate,  duly  attested, 
that  they  had  been  bonajide  educated  there  full  three  years  in  some  of  the  time 
of  their  education,  and  provided  they  be  duly  qualified  for  their  learning  and 
morals. 

The  school  in  its  present  state  does  not  afford  the  education  requisite  for 
admission  to  these  scholarships,  but  boys  sometimes  attend  the  school  for  the 
period  required,  in  order  to  obtain  a qualification  for  a claim  of  preference, 
receiving  their  classical  instruction  elsewhere. 

Skerne’s  Charity. 

Skerne's  Charity.  An  account  of  this  charity  is  given  above,  under  the  head  of  Charities  in  Ad- 
lingfleet. The  proportion  of  annual  rent  payable  to  the  poor  of  Fockerby  is 
1/.  4^.,  which,  when  received,  is  given  away  to  the  poor,  with  a preference,  first 
to  widows,  and  then  to  persons  with  large  families. 

Mrs.  Ramsden’s  Charities.

and  fellows  of  Catherine  Hall,  Cambridge,  for  the  maintenance  of  six  fellows  continued. 

and  ten  scholars  in  the  said  college),  gave  the  sum  of  200  /.,  to  be  secured  as  i_  ^ _ 

well  as  might  be,  and  the  yearly  interest  thereof,  in  case  it  could  not  be  laid 

out  in  a purchase,  to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  and  girls  in 

Fockerby,  Norton,  Linton  and  Adlingfleet,  in  putting  out  the  boys  apprentices, 

and  in  teaching  the  girls  to  sew  and  read. 

After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Ramsden,  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  court  of 
Chancery  by  the  attorney  general,  in  two  several  suits,  one  at  the  relation  of  the 
master  and  fellows  of  Catherine  Hall,  the  other  at  the  relation  of  Townsend 
and  others  against  the  trustees  under  Mrs.  Ramsden’s  will,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  several  charities  therein  mentioned,  in  the  result  of  which  it 
was,  by  a decree  dated  the  25th  February  1769,  ordered,  that  the  sum  of 
369/.  15  s.  11  d.,  being  the  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  legacy  of 
200/.  given  by  the  testatrix  to  the  poor  boys  and  girls  of  Fockerby,  &c.  should 
be  laid  out  by  the  defendant,  Christopher  Dawney,  out  of  the  money  reported 
to  be  in  his  hands  in  the  purchase  of  three  per  cent  annuities,  in  the  names  of 
William  Williams,  of  Snaith,  in  the  county  of  York,  clerk,  Cornelius  Stovin,  of 
Whitgift,  in  the  same  county,  esquire,  and  James  Stovin,  of  Doncaster,  in  the 
same  county,  gentleman,  as  trustees  for  carrying  the  testatrix’s  charitable  inten- 
tions into  execution. 

We  find  that  a sum  of  471/.  13s.  Id.,  3 per  cent  consolidated  annuities, 
was,  on  the  9th  December  1767,  transferred  in  the  books  at  the  bank  into  the 
names  of  the  three  persons  mentioned  in  the  above  decree,  and  which  we  con- 
ceive to  have  been  an  investment  made  in  compliance  with  the  intention  of  the 
court,  as  the  same  was  afterwards  stated  in  terms  in  the  decree.  Of  these  three 
trustees,  James  Stovin  was  the  survivor.  He  died  in  1789,  and  his  will  was 
proved  at  York  on  the  19th  of  November  in  that  year,  and  at  London  the  23d 
of  January  1794  ; and  on  the  1st  December  1795,  the  above  stock  was  trans- 
ferred into  the  names  of  the  executors,  John  Booth,  of  Brushouse,  in  the  county 
of  York,  esquire ; Francis  Raynes,  of  Everton,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham, 
gentleman  ; and  Joseph  Morris,  of  Bawtry-street  House,  in  the  county  of 
Nottingham,  gentleman. 

We  have  not  met  with  any  evidence  that  the  dividends  of  this  stock  were 
ever  applied  to  the  charitable  uses  directed  by  Mrs.  Ramsden’s  will  ; and  it 
seems,  that  upon  Mr.  James  Stovin’s  death,  neither  his  executors  nor  any  part 
of  his  family  were  aware  on  what  account  or  on  what  trusts  this  stock  had  been 
invested.  The  executors  are  all  dead ; but  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Stovin’s 
widow,  that  the  acting  executor,  Mr.  Morris,  concluding  that  the  stock  must 
belong  to  some  trust  account,  adopted  every  usual  and  regular  expedient,  by 
public  advertisement  and  every  means  of  inquiry,  to  discover  who  might  be  the 
parties  beneficially  interested  in  it.  No  such  discovery  having  been  made,  he 
carried  the  stock,  together  with  the  arrears  of  dividends  thereon,  which  he 
received,  but  the  amount  of  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  to  the 
general  account  of  Mr.  Stovin’s  personal  estate. 

After  the  transfer  to  the  executors,  the  account  in  their  names  in  the  books 
at  the  bank,  was  increased  to  the  amount  of  4,220/.  Os.  1 d.  the  whole  of  which 
was  sold  out  in  the  year  1801,  and  the  residue  of  Mr.  Stovin’s  personal  estate, 
including  the  produce  of  the  471/.  13s.  Id.  consols,  and  the  dividends 
thereon,  was,  under  the  provisions  of  his  will,  divided  among  his  seven  younger 
children,  viz.-— 

Margaret  Stovin,  now  residing  with  her  mother-in-law,  Mr.  Stovin’s  widow, 
at  Newbold,  near  Chesterfield. 

General  Stovin,  since  dead,  leaving  two  daughters,  who  reside  at  Bath. 

Lydia  Theodosia  Stovin,  residing  with  her  mother,  Mrs.  Stovin. 

Sarah  Caroline,  wife  of  the  late  Sir  Sitwell  Sitwell,  and  whose  portion  was

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paid  to  her  husband ; he  is  since  dead,  and  his  executors  are  Hugh  Parke, 
esquire,  Offley  Edmunds,  esquire,  and  Joshua  Jebb,  esquire. 

George  Samuel  Stovin,  afterwards  lost  in  the  West  Indies,  who  bequeathed 
his  property  to  his  mother. 

Cornelius  Harrington  Stovin,  also  lost  in  the  West  Indies,  and  whose  property 
was  divided  among  his  brothers  and  sisters. 

Sir  Frederick  Stovin,  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  90th  regiment,  now  in  com- 
mand at  Zante,  in  the  Ionian  Islands. 

Thus  it  appears,  that  through  some  extraordinary  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  original  trustees,  this  charity  had  never  been  put  in  action,  but  had  been, 
in  fact,  totally  lost  sight  of  till  brought  to  light  by  the  present  investigation, 
and  that  its  funds  have  cosequently  been  dispersed  in  a manner  which  may 
render  it  extremely  difficult  to  restore  them  to  their  proper  destination.  If, 
indeed,  these  funds  are  now  capable  of  being  recovered,  we  think  it  can  only  be 
through  the  assistance  of  a court  of  equity. 

2. — Mrs.  Ramsden,  by  her  said  will,  also  gave  60/.  to  be  set  out  at  interest, 
and  the  yearly  interest  or  produce  to  be  to  her  tenants  in  Fockerby,  that  were 
cottagers,  and  to  be  equally  dealt  to  them  every  Lammas  day. 

In  respect  of  this  benefaction,  the  tenant  of  a farm  in  Fockerby,  belonging 
to  Catherine  Hall,  and  which  was  derived  by  the  college  from  Mrs.  Ramsden, 
pays  out  of  his  rent  the  annual  sum  of  21.  8 s.,  which  is  considered  as  a charge 
on  the  estate.  This  sum  is  distributed  by  the  overseer,  to  poor  cottagers  of 
Fockerby,  selected  at  his  discretion,  in  sums  proportioned  to  their  need. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HALDENBY  CUM  EASTOFF. 

Skerne’s  Charity. 

The  annual  payment  made  to  the  poor  of  this  township,  in  respect  of  Skerne’s 
charity,  mentioned  above,  under  the  head  of  charities  in  Adlingfleet,  is  65.  8 d., 
which  has  been  given  away  to  poor  people  of  the  township,  generally  to  two 
widows. 

Batman’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  in  the  church  at  Adlingfleet,  that  Thomas 
Batman  left  to  the  Eastoft  poor,  out  of  a close  in  Crovvle  Ings,  3 s.  4 d.  per 
annum. 

The  close  out  of  which  this  annuity  is  stated  to  be  payable  is  known  ; but 
as  we  cannot  find  any  trace  of  its  having  ever  been  paid,  nor  discover  any 
further  particulars  respecting  the  donation,  there  seem  to  be  no  means  of 
enforcing  the  claim. 


PARISH  OF  CAMPSALL. 

Doles  and  Poor’s  Lands. 

It  appears,  by  a table  of  benefactions,  and  a terrier  of  the  possessions  of  the 
living  of  Campsall,  that  in  1483,  when  the  vicarage  was  endowed,  the  sum 
of  10s.  a year,  for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  was  charged  on  the  great  tythes  of 
Campsall. 

The  allotment,  awarded  in  lieu  of  tithes  on  the  inclosure,  belongs  to  Thomas 
Cooke  Yarborough,  esquire.  The  dole  appears  to  have  been  for  some  time  past 
unknown,  and  the  payment  of  it  suspended,  but  in  consequence  of  the  subject 
being  inquired  into,  the  charity  has  been  revived,  and  we  are  since  informed, 
that  the  sum  of  10 s.  was  accordingly  paid  last  year  by  Mr.  Yarborough,  and 
distributed  by  the  vicar,  among  poor  persons. 

The  sums  of  10/.,  given  for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Wray,  the  vicar,  in  1019,  and  20/.  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cooke,  in  1707,  were  laid 

out 
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out  together  in  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Fishlake,  in  lieu  of  which  Campsall. 

an  allotment  was  awarded  on  an  inclosure.  The  allotment  is  let  by  the  over-  ] — - , 

seers  of  the  poor  at  5l.  a year,  but  for  many  years  the  rent  has  been  exhausted  0 es£"nd  oors 
in  defraying  the  expenses  attending  the  inclosure;  in  September  1826,  how-  continued. 
ever,  a surplus  balance  of  7 /.  Ss.  2d.  was  distributed  by  the  overseers  among  _ — — — - 
poor  persons  of  Campsall,  and  the  other  townships  in  the  parish,  in  due 
proportion. 

John  Finder , by  will,  dated  5th  December  1735,  devised  a garth,  called  a 
Croft  Land,  and  a lesser  garth,  formerly  called  a Hemp  Land,  adjoining  his  two 
messuages,  with  his  two  half  acres  of  arable  land,  in  the  West  Field  of 
Norton,  to  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Campsall,  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  that  half  a dozen  of  white 
bread,  or  sixpence  in  money,  be  distributed  every  Lord’s  day  immediately 
after  morning1  service,  to  some  of  the  most  needful  poor  widows  of  the  parish, 
and  that  the  remainder  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  issuing  from  the  premises, 
should  be  faithfully  distributed  amongst  the  most  needful  and  poorest  people  of 
Norton,  yearly,  on  the  25th  January. 

The  croft  land  is  in  the  occupation  of  John  Gill,  as  tenant  to  Mr.  Evans, 
and  the  tenant  provides  a sixpenny  loaf  every  Sunday,  and  sends  it  to  church, 
where  it  is  given  to  a poor  widow ; the  poor  widows  in  the  parish  receiving  the 
bread  in  turn. 

Of  the  Hemp  land,  nothing  is  known. 

In  lieu  of  the  two  half  acres  of  land  in  the  West  Field  of  Norton,  for  which 
before  the  inclosure  a rent  of  105.  a year  was  paid  and  distributed  among  poor 
widows,  an  allotment  of  1a.  & 28  p.  was  awarded  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  on 
the  inclosure,  about  eleven  years  ago,  and  the  land  has  ever  since  been  in  the 
occupation  of  Mr.  George  Wright,  of  Norton.  Mr.  Wright  was  at  the  expense 
of  fencing  the  allotment,  and  bringing  it  into  cultivation,  but  he  has  paid  no 
rent  for  it  since  the  inclosure.  He  has,  however,  declared  his  willingness  to 
pay  a fair  rent  for  it  to  the  overseers,  to  be  distributed  among  poor  widows, 
and  we  have  recommended  that  the  rent  be  fixed  by  agreement.  The  land  is 
probably  worth  about  2 Ss.  per  acre. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  NORTON. 


Goodridge’s  Charity. 


There  is  an  entry  in  the  table  of  benefactions  in  the  following  words : — 
“ a.  d.  1700.  Thomas  Goodridge  left  to  be  dealt  on  Good  Friday,  to  poor 
widows  and  fatherless  children,  four  roods  of  land  in  Norton.” 

An  allotment  of  2 a.  & 3Sp.  of  land  in  the  near  West  Field,  was  awarded 
on  the  inclosure  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  lieu  of  the  above-mentioned 
four  roods  of  land.  Mr.  Peter  Day  occupied  the  land  for  five  or  six  years 
before  the  inclosure,  and  has  occupied  the  allotment  since,  and  he  has  paid  and 
distributed  105.  6d.  a year,  except  for  two  years,  when  he  retained  the  money 
to  pay  the  expense  of  quicking  and  inclosing  the  allotment.  He  represents  the 
land  to  be  worth  about  155.  an  acre,  but  it  is  probably  worth  more  ; on  being 
examined,  he  has  submitted  to  pay  a fair  rent,  which  we  have  desired  the 
overseers  to  deteimine,  and  to  receive  and  distribute  henceforth,  according 
to  the  intention  of  the  donor.

Moore’s  Gift. 

William  Moore,  by  will,  dated  the  9th  April  1750,  directed,  that  after  the  Moore’s  Gift, 
death  of  his  wife,  and  Thomas  Moore,  his  brother,  there  should  be  paid  out  of 
the  houses  and  land  in  the  will  mentioned,  yearly,  the  sum  of  1/.,  to  be 
employed  for  the  learning  and  instruction  of  so  many  poor  children  in  Norton, 
as  the  said  sum  should  be  sufficient  for,  and  that  the  children  should  be  sent  to 
Campsall  school  to  be  taught,  and  that  the  minister  of  the  parish  of  Campsall 
should  be  the  sole  trustee  for  and  orderer  of  the  charity,  and  that  after 
the  death  of  his  wife  and  the  said  Thomas  Moore,  there  should  be  paid  out  of 
the  said  houses  and  lands,  yearly,  the  sum  of  125.  on  the  18th  December, 
to  the  minister  of  the  parish  of  Campsall,  to  be  the  same  day  distributed  by 
Rep.  18.  4>  G him 
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Norton.

him  amongst  the  poor  people  of  Norton,  in  such  manner  as  he  should  judge 
most  fitting. 

Part  of  the  property  mentioned  in  the  will,  consists  of  a house  and  garth  in 
Norton,  now  belonging  to  Mr.  Charles  Tonkinson,  and  which  were  purchased 
about  eleven  years  ago  by  his  uncle,  Henry  Tonkinson,  of  the  family  of  Frank, 
and  as  alledged,  without  notice  of  their  being  subject  to  any  incumbrance 
or  charitable  payment.  It  seems,  however,  that  the  sum  of  125.  a year,  given 
by  the  will  for  the  poor  of  Norton,  used  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  croft  by 
former  occupiers,  and  Mr.  Tonkinson  has  consented  to  pay  that  yearly  sum  to 
the  minister,  to  be  distributed  among  poor  people  of  Norton  ; and  a year’s  pay- 
ment has  been  distributed  since  the  time  of  this  inquiry. 


The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.,  given  by  the  will  for  instruction  of  poor  children, 
has  not  been  paid  for  several  years,  and  we  are  unable  to  discover  with  certainty, 
to  whom  the  allotments  made  in  respect  of  the  land  mentioned  in  and  charged 
by  the  will,  and  which  is  said  to  have  been  in  the  open  fields,  now  belong.

Charit°nS  a c^ose  Sutton,  called  Beevor’s  Close,  and  half  an  acre  of  land,  lying  next 
below  Thick  Tree  Flat,  in  Sutton  Middle  Field,  in  trust,  that  the  same  should 
stand  charged  with  the  payment  of  lt)5.  annually,  to  the  minister  of  Campsall, 
and  10s.  annually,  to  the  poor  of  Sutton,  to  be  paid  every  New  Year’s  day,  and 
with  the  further  sum  of  1/.  ,5s.  10 d.  a year,  to  be  paid  on  the  1st  of  May, 
towards  the  teaching  of  three  of  the  poorest  children  of  Sutton,  to  read,  &c., 
and  that  each  of  the  said  poor  children  be  provided  with  a Bible  and  Prayer 
Book. 

The  close,  which  contains  three  acres  or  thereabouts,  and  the  half  an  acre  of 
land,  are  let  by  the  minister  of  Campsall,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Sutton,  to  William  Hibblewhite,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  5l.  a year,  the  full 
value. 

Out  of  the  rent,  the  sum  of  10s.  a year  is  paid  to  the  minister,  and  the  sura 
of  10s.  a year  is  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Sutton,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  rent  is  paid  to  the  master  of  a school  at  Campsall,  for  which  he  instructs 
as  many  poor  children  of  Sutton  as  are  sent  to  him,  as  free  scholars.

It  appears  by  an  inquisition  under  a commission  of  charitable  uses,  taken  the 
22d  April  1721,  that  William  Adams  devised  20  5.  per  annum  for  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Owston,  out  of  John  Dynis’s  farm,  in  Skellow,  to  be  paid  yearly 
to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Owston. 

This  rent-charge  has  long  been,  and  continues  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  the 
great  tithes  of  Skellow,  and  it  is  distributed,  135.  14  d.  of  it  among  poor  per- 
sons of  Owston,  and  6 s.  8 d.  among  poor  persons  of  Skellow.

Under  this  charity  which  is  mentioned  in  the  17th  General  Report,  p.  803,  Cartwright’s  aliaa 
a pension  of  13  s.  4 “d.  is  paid  to  a poor  person  of  Owston,  and  a like  pension  to  Vickers’s  Charity, 
a poor  person  of  Skellow.  v ' 


PARISH  OF  WOMERSLEY. 


Middleton’s  Charity. 

This  is  an  annual  rent-charge  of  10s.  payable  out  of  land  in  Holmfirth  Field, 
in  the  parish  of  Ackworth,  belonging  to  Mr.  John  Barff,  of  Wakefield,  for  the 
benefit  of  poor  widows  of  Womersley. 

No  writings  exist  to  show  the  origin  of  the  charity,  and  the  payment  appears 
to  have  been  suspended  for  eight  years  past.  The  vicar  and  one  of  the  parish 
officers  of  Womersley  have  undertaken  to  endeavour  to  obtain  payment  of  the 
arrears,  and  we  have  caused  a letter  to  be  written  to  Mr.  Barff  on  the  subject.

TOWNSHIP  OF  LITTLE  SMEATON. 

Copley’s  Gift. 

Elizabeth  Copley , by  will,  dated  12th  April  1691,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Little  Little  Smeatou. 
Smeaton,  10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  divided  by  the  churchwardens,  and  two  — — . 

of  the  oldest  inhabitants,  successively,  amongst  six  of  the  poor  men  and  women  Copley  s Gift, 
in  the  said  town,  half  at  Easter,  and  half  at  Martinmas. 

The  sum  of  10/.  was  in  the  hands  of  a person  named  Laverack,  and  was 
secured  by  his  bond,  which  is  now  lost.  He  died  in  the  house  of  the  late  colonel 
Harvey,  of  Womersley,  and  appointed  colonel  Harvey  his  executor.  Until  1813, 
the  interest,  lOs.a  year,  was  duly  received  and  distributed,  but  no  payments 
were  made  in  the  years  between  1812  and  1823.  The  sum  of  1 /.  was  paid  for 
the  two  years  1823  and  1824,  and  was  distributed ; but  the  subsequent  interest  is 
yet  due.  The  steward  of  Lord  Hawke,  who  has  succeeded  to  Colonel  Har- 
vey’s property  and  estates,  has  undertaken  that  what  is  due  shall  be  paid,  and 
the  charity  restored  and  continued. 

Jackson’s  and  Hough’s  Gift. 

Ann  Jackson , in  1675,  gave  to  the  town  of  Little  Smeaton,  24/.  the  interest  Jackson  & Houghs 
thereof  to  pay  for  three  of  the  poorest  children  of  the  town  at  school,  until  able  Gift* 

to  read  well,  and  to  have  a Bible  away  with  them,  at  their  departure  from 
school. 

The  Rev.  Edmund  Hough , who  died  in  1691,  by  his  will,  charged  his  land, 
called  the  Hull  Close,  in  the  lordship  of  Womersley,  with  the  payment  of  30 s. 
a year,  to  the  minister  of  Womersley,  and  churchwardens  of  Little  Smeaton, 

245.  thereof,  being  for  interest  of  the  sum  of  24  /.  in  his  hands,  given  by  his 
sister,  the  above-named  Ann  Jackson,  for  teaching  three  poor  children,  &c. 
and  the  other  6 s.  being  a gift  by  himself  for  bringing  up  another  child  of  the 
said  town  with  learning. 

The  yearly  sum  of  305.  -is  paid  by  Lord  Hawke,  the  proprietor  of  the  land 
charged,  to  a schoolmaster,  for  teaching  four  poor  children  of  Little  Smeaton.

A small  building  at  Anston,  with  a piece  of  land  attached,  containing  about  Anston.

on  account  of  the  use  of  the  building  and  land,  teaches  in  his  school  four  poor 
children,  as  free  scholars,  to  read.

Bryan  Coolie,  esquire,  afterwards  Sir  Bryan  Cooke,  baronet,  by  his  will,  dated 
the  3d  January  1660,  devised  unto  Sir  Godfrey  Copley,  and  to  William  Adams, 
Thomas  Yarborough,  and  William  Mellish,  esquires,  and  Henry  Cooke,  gentle- 
man, their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  rectory  and  parsonage  of  Arksey,  with  the 
glebe  lands,  tithes  and  other  profits  thereunto  belonging  (except  the  advowson 
of  the  vicarage  of  Arksey)  upon  trust,  that  the  vicar  of  Arksey,  and  his  succes- 
sors, should  have  paid  unto  them,  out  of  the  rents  and  protits  of  the  pre- 
mises, so  much  yearly,  as  with  the  stipend  payable  to  the  vicar  of  Arksey,  for 
the  time  being  (which  was  19  marks  per  annum),  should  amount  to  the  yearly 
sum  of  100/. ; and  also  with  three-score  pounds  more  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  premises,  to  build  an  hospital  or  almshouse  in  Arksey,  for  the  habitation 
of  1 2 of  the  poorest  and  ancient  people  in  the  parish  of  Arksey,  and  that 
the  12  poor  people  should  have  yearly  paid  unto  each  of  them  51.  a piece  for 
their  yearly  relief  and  maintenance  in  the  hospital ; and  he  further  willed,  that 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  there  should  be  yearly  paid  the  sum 
of  40/.  to  a schoolmaster,  to  keep  a school  at  Arksey,  for  the  better  breeding 
and  education  of  youths  at  Arksey  in  learning  and  literature  ; and  he  desired 
the  trustees  to  see  the  premises  settled  according  to  his  intention. 


Sir  George  Cooke,  baronet,  the  brother  and  heir  of  the  testator,  and  the 
trustees  in  the  will  named,  in  order  that  the  testator’s  intentions  might  be  per- 
formed, by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  respectively  the  6th  and  7th 
of  June,  14th  Charles  the  2d,  granted,  released  and  confirmed  unto  John 
Brewer,  and  his  heirs,  the  said  rectory,  tithes,  glebe  lands  and  premises 
(except  as  is  excepted  in  the  will),  to  the  use  of  them  the  said  Sir  George 
Cooke,  Sir  Godfrey  Copley,  and  other  the  trustees  in  the  will  named,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  Sir  George  Cooke  and  his  heirs  should  hold 
and  enjoy  the  said  rectory,  tithes,  glebe  and  premises,  and  should,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  pay  to  the  vicar  of  Arksey  and  his  successors,  the  yearly  sum 
of  87/.  65.  Sd.,  to  make  up  the  stipend  of  19  marks  per  annum  the  yearly  sum 
of  100/. ; and  that  the  said  Sir  George  Cooke  and  his  heirs,  should,  out  of 
the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  build  a convenient  hospital 
or  almshouse,  in  Arksey,  for  the  habitation  of  12  poor  people,  and  after  the 
finishing  thereof,  that  12  poor  people,  residing  and  dwelling  within  the  parish 
of  Arksey,  should  be  chosen  and  placed  in  the  almshouse  or  hospital,  by  Sir 
George  Cooke  and  his  heirs,  from  time  to  time,  and  displaced  or  removed  in 
the  manner  therein  mentioned ; and  that  Sir  George  Cooke  and  his  heirs 
should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  rectory,  &c.  yearly  pay  to  the  12  poor 
people  for  their  lives,  so  long  as  they  should  remain  in  the  almshouse, 
the  yearly  sum  of  51.  a piece,  on  the  7th  of  July,  and  7th  of  January,  by 
equal  portions;  and  also  pay  to  the  schoolmaster,  that  should  be  chosen  as 
thereafter  mentioned,  for  teaching  and  instructing  of  youths,  of  and  in 
the  parish  of  Arksey,  in  learning  and  literature,  the  yearly  sum  of  40/.,  upon 
the  days  aforesaid,  by  equal  portions ; and  it  was  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the 
indentures,  that  the  schoolmaster  should  be  appointed  by  Sir  George  Cooke, 
or  his  heirs,  and  removed  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned;  and  it  was 
declared,  that  when  so  many  of  the  parties  thereto  were  dead,  that  there 
were  but  three  or  two  of  them  living,  the  survivors  should,  at  the  costs  of 
the  said  Sir  George  Cooke,  or  his  heirs,  settle  the  rectory,  glebe,  tithes  and 
premises,  to  the  use  of  them  the  survivors,  and  of  so  many  more  able  and 
honest  persons  as  should  be  nominated  by  Sir  George  Cooke  and  his  heirs,  with 
the  consent  of  the  surviving  trustees  (and  so  from  time  to  time  successively,  to 
make  up  the  number  of  six  persons  in  all),  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon 
the  trusts  aforesaid;  and  that  the  trustees,  and  Sir  George  Cooke,  during  his  life, 
and  his  heirs  after  his  death,  should  yearly  at  Easter,  upon  such  day  as  they 
should  agree  upon,  meet  at  Arksey,  and  take  the  accounts  of  the  said  Sir 
George  Cooke  and  his  heirs,  concerning  the  trust,  which  accounts  should  be 
written  fairly,  and  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  churchwardens  of  Arksey ; and 
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that  there  should  be  allowed  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  rectory  of  Ark-  Arksey  with 
sey,  to  be  expended  by  Sir  George  Cooke  and  his  heirs,  yearly,  on  the  day  of  Bentley, 
the  meeting  of  the  trustees,  the  sum  of  30.?.,  for  their  entertainment  and  other  Cooke’s  Charities, 
expenses  at  the  meeting  ; and  out  of  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  continued. 

rectory,  Sir  George  Cooke  and  his  heirs  should,  from  time  to  time,  keep  the  v , 

almshouse  in  good  repair  ; and  that  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
premises  should  be  for  the  use  of  Sir  George  Cooke,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

An  almshouse  was  erected  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  will,  and 
has  been  and  continues  to  be  occupied  by  12  persons,  chosen  from  the  poorest 
inhabitants  of  Arksey;  the  nomination  of  them  being  now  vested  in  Sir  William 
Bryan  Cooke,  of  Wheatley,  baronet,  the  owner  of  the  rectory,  &c.  charged  by 
the  will  and  deed. 

The  almshouse  is  kept  in  repair,  and  the  several  annual  payments  mentioned 
in  the  will  and  deed,  are  made  to  the  respective  persons  entitled  to  receive 
them,  by  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke,  except  the  payment  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
trustees,  which  on  account  of  their  not  meeting  every  year,  it  is  not  regularly 
called  for. 

New  trustees  have  been  chosen  from  time  to  time ; and  by  the  last  convey- 
ance to  trustees,  which  was,  by  deed,  dated  the  5th  April  1823,  the  pre- 
mises charged  by  the  will  and  deed  were  vested  in  Sir  George  Cooke,  baronet, 
lately  deceased,  the  father  of  Sir  William  Bryan  Cooke,  William  Wrightson, 
esquire,  John  Cooke  Yarburgh,  esquire,  the  Rev.  William  Walbanke  Childers, 

William  Batty  Wrightson,  esquire,  and  Philip  Davis  Cooke,  esquire,  upon  the 
trusts  above  mentioned. 

In  addition  to  their  stipends  of  51.  to  each,  the  12  almspeople  receive  in 
equal  shares,  the  rents  of  an  allotment  of  two  acres  of  land  in  Hessecroft  Com- 
mon, which  was  awarded  to  the  trustees  of  the  almshouse  on  the  inclosure  of 
the  commons,  &c.  in  the  township  of  Bentley  and  Arksey,  under  an  Act  passed 
in  the  32d  year  of  George  3d,  and  which  is  let  to  Mr.  George  Addy,  as  yearly 

tenant,  at  10/.  a year,  which  somewhat  exceeds  the  full  annual  value.

Brewer’s  Charity. 

Richard  Brewer,  of  Gainsborough,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  woollen  draper,  Brewer’s  Charity, 
by  his  will,  dated  the  11th  of  November  1687,  devised  all  his  lands  and  here- 
ditaments in  Bentley,  except  a close  therein  specified,  to  Sir  Henry  Cooke, 
and  his  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  he  would  give  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  as 
an  augmentation  of  the  gift  of  Sir  Bryan  Cooke,  amongst  the  poor  widows  in 
the  almshouses  at  Arksey. 

The  lands  and  hereditaments  thus  devised,  consisted  of  an  undivided  moiety 
of  a messuage  and  certain  inclosed  and  open  field  lands,  situate  at  Bentley,  and 
in  the  parish  of  Bentley  with  Arksey,  the  other  undivided  moiety  whereof 
belonged  to  one  John  Denton  ; and  by  a deed  of  partition,  dated  the  25th 
September  1694,  made  between  Sir  George  Cooke,  baronet,  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  said  John  Denton,  of  the  other  part,  after  reciting  that  Sir  George 
Cooke,  as  sole  trustee  under  the  will  of  Richard  Brewer,  for  the  poor  in  the 
almshouses  at  Arksey,  and  the  said  John  Denton,  in  his  own  right,  were  seised 
in  common,  of  the  tenements,  lands  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  and 
that  they  had  agreed  to  divide  and  part  the  same  (and  which  partition  and  divi- 
sion appears  to  have  been  made  by  certain  persons  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
between  the  parties),  the  said  John  Denton  granted  and  confirmed  unto  the 
said  Sir  George  Cooke,  and  his  heirs,  to  hold  in  severalty,  in  trust,  for  the 
poor  before  mentioned,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  will  of  Richard  Brewer, 
the  following  hereditaments ; namely,  “ that  one  messuage  or  tenement,  and 
barn,  buildings,  and  foldsteads,  and  all  other  their  appurtenances  whatsoever 
to  the  same  belonging,  situate  in  Bentley,  in  the  parish  of  Arksey,  and  one 
close  of  land,  situate  at  a certain  place  called  Long  Land  Gate,  containing,  by 
estimation,  one  acre  (more  or  less),  and  one  rood  in  a place  called  Long  Lands, 
and  one  close,  called  Buske  Ing,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres  and  a 
half,  and  one  acre,  called  the  Dobstall  Acre,  and  two  acres  of  meadow  in 
Bentley  Ings,  called  the  Goose  Acre,  and  the  Head  Acre,  and  two  acres  of 
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land,  situate  in  a place  called  Scawthorpe,  being  the  two  north  acres  of  four 
acres  there,  and  two  acres,  in  a place  called  Broadax,  one  acre  thereof  lying 
next  to  the  hedge  to  a place  called  Scawthorpe,  leading  into  a certain  place 
called  the  Flat,  and  one  other  acre,  in  five  lands,  at  the  headings  of  the  acre 
last  above-mentioned,  and  one  acre  and  three  roods  of  land,  in  a certain  place 
called  Amersall,  one  acre  being  south  of  two  more  there,  one  rood  and  an  half 
there,  and  one  half  rood  there,  and  one  rood  lying  by  the  way  there,  and  one 
rood  and  a half  more  within  Broadax,  and  two  parts  of  the  three  roods  of 
land,  in  a certain  place  called  Street  Croft,  and  one  acre  and  one  rood  of 
land,  being  the  moiety  of  the  two  acres  and  a half,  in  the  west  field,  viz.,  one  half 
acre  thereof,  lying  against  a place  called  Cringle  Croft,  one  rood  thereof  in  a 
place  called  Broom  Furlong,  one  rood  abutting  on  the  Broom  Furlong,  and 
one  other  rood  abutting  on  a place  called  Bentley  Half-acre,  with  the  com- 
mons, rights,  privileges  and  appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging,  and  then 
or  then  late  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of  John  Hall. 

Sir  George  Cooke,  in  the  deed  of  partition  named,  and  his  heirs,  have  acted  as 
hereditary  trustees  of  Brewer’s  charity  estate,  and  being  also  owners  of  a con- 
siderable property  in  Bentley,  comprising  several  closes  and  lands  in  the  open 
fields,  intermixed  with  the  charity  lands,  they  have  been  accustomed  to  let  the 
parcels  of  the  charity  estate  together  with  their  own  property  adjoining,  to  the 
same  tenants,  reserving  however  separate  rents  for  the  several  portions  of  the 
charity  land,  and  part  of  the  charity  estate  still  continues  to  be  let  with  land 
of  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke,  the  remainder  of  it  being  in  the  occupation  of  separate 
tenants,  to  whom  it  was  let  by  competition. 

The  charity  estate  comprizes  a messuage,  with  a barn  and  croft  near  it,  in 
Bentley,  and  several  pieces  of  land,  partly  inclosed,  and  partly  in  the  open 
fields,  containing  in  the  whole  15a.  3r.  34 p.,  and  an  allotment  of  10  acres 
of  land  of  inferior  quality,  which  was  taken  from  the  common,  called  Bentley 
Moor,  and  awarded  to  the  charity  in  the  year  1759- 

The  tenants  of  the  different  parts  of  the  charity  estate  hold  from  year  to 
year,  at  rents  amounting  altogether  to  29 /•  12s.  per  annum,  which  is  a mode- 
rate rent,  though  of  higher  rate  than  that  received  for  the  adjoining  lands  of 
Sir  W.  B.  Cooke,  and  the  rent  is  divided  equally  among  the  poor  people  in 
the  almshouse. 

All  the  charity  lands  can  be  identified  and  distinguished  from  those  of  Sir 
William  Bryan  Cooke,  with  the  exception  perhaps  of  a close  of  2a.  & 4p.,  at 
Bentley,  in  the  possession  of  one  of  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke’s  tenants,  and  of 
which  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke  receives  the  rents,  as  belonging  to  himself.  With 
respect  to  this  close  a question  has  arisen,  in  consequence  probably  of  the  pro- 
miscuous mode  of  letting  that  has  prevailed,  whether  it  ought  not  to  be  con- 
sidered as  belonging  to  the  charity.  We  have  met  with  no  evidence  to  show 
how  the  rents  of  the  close  were  reserved  or  applied  before  the  time  of  the  late 
Sir  George  Cooke,  baronet ; he,  however,  received  them  on  his  own  private  ac- 
count ; but  a general  opinion  prevails  among  the  inhabitants  of  Bentley  and  its 
neighbourhood,  that  the  close  is  a part  of  the  charity  estate.  The  description 
in  the  partition  deed,  applicable  to  the  parcel  of  property  which  the  close  in 
question  is  surmised  to  belong  to,  is  in  these  words,  “ all  that  one  messuage  or 
tenement,  and  barn,  buildings  and  foldsteads,  and  all  other  the  appurtenances 
to  the  same  belonging,  situate  in  Bentley.”  The  same  description  occurs  twice 
in  the  deed  ; but  in  an  old  paper  drawn  up  at  the  time  of  the  partition,  enume- 
rating the  particulars  set  apart,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  poor  in  the  hospital, 
this  head  of  property  is  described  in  these  words  only,  “ Imprimis,  One  messuage 
and  barn,  &c. and  we  have  met  with  no  other  writing  calculated  to  elucidate 
the  subject  in  dispute.  The  property  now  held  for  the  charity  under  the 
above  description,  consists  of  a dwelling-house,  with  a little  garden,  a small  field 
or  croft  of  1 r.  38p.,  and  a barn  near  to  the  dwelling-house;  and  the  close  in 
question  adjoins  the  croft  and  garden,  and  on  another  side  is  contiguous  to 
land  of  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke.  The  circumstance  of  the  plural  word  foldsteads, 
used  in  the  description  in  the  partition  deed,  being  applicable  to  more  than 
one  piece  of  ground,  and  the  circumstance  of  a barn  belonging  to  the  charity 
being  built  upon  or  at  the  edge  of  the  close  in  question,  and  having  a back 
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door  opening  into  the  close,  tend  to  support  the  prevailing  opinion  ; on  the  Arksey  with 
other  hand,  it  is  stated,  that  the  barn  is  not  an  ancient  building,  but  has  Bentley, 
been  erected  within  the  memory  of  man,  and  the  appearance  of  an  old  ditch  ^rewc.j.-s  chant 
which  traverses  the  close,  and  seems  to  have  formerly  divided  it  into  two  ' continued . 

parts,  is  calculated  to  raise  a doubt,  whether  it  is  to  the  whole  or  a part  ^ j 

only  of  the  close,  that  the  barn  may  from  its  position  be  considered  as  having 
been  appurtenant.  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke  has  evinced  much  anxiety  to  have 
this  subject  cleared  up,  and  he  has  expressed  his  willingness  to  give  up 
the  close,  if  it  can  be  shown  by  reasonable  evidence,  that  it  belonged  to  the 
charity ; but  he  is  desirous  to  have  such  proof  before  he  relinquishes  the  land, 
from  respect  to  his  father,  the  late  Sir  George  Cooke,  who  retained  the  close 
as  his  own,  though  he  was  aware  of  the  question  which  had  arisen,  and  had  occa- 
sion to  take  it  into  his  consideration.  We  are  inclined  to  think  it  probable, 
that  the  close,  or  part  of  it,  belonged  to  the  charity  ; and  as  it  is  incumbent  on  a 
trustee,  having  property  of  his  own  mixed  with  the  trust  estate,  to  keep  alive 
distinct  evidence  of  boundaries,  a presumption,  in  cases  like  the  present,  is 
rather  to  be  made  against  the  trustee  than  in  his  favour ; but  upon  the  whole, 
we  apprehend  the  circumstances  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  us  in  pronouncing 
a decided  opinion  on  the  subject.* 

The  School. 

Sir  George  Cooke,  baronet,  by  his  will,  dated  the  2d  July  1683,  devised  to  The  School. 
John  Mawhood,  Bryan  Neville,  and  John  Ellerker,  and  their  heirs,  two  cottages 
near  the  almshouse  in  Arksey,  with  another  house  in  Arksey,  and  the  yards 
and  appurtenances  to  the  cottages  and  house  belonging,  upon  trust,  that 
the  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  build  thereupon  a school-house ; and  he 
thereby  gave  200/.  towards  the  building  of  the  school. 

It  appears  from  an  old  manuscript  book,  in  the  possession  of  Sir  W.  B. 

Cooke,  that  the  cottages  and  house  were  demolished  for  building  the  school, 
and  that  the  school-house  was  built  and  finished  at  the  charge  of  217/. 

The  endowment  of  the  school,  besides  the  school  building,  and  a garden  ad- 
joining, consists  of  a stipend  of  40/.  a year,  payable  under  the  will  of  Sir  Bryan 
Cooke,  above-mentioned,  and  an  allotment  of  four  acres  of  land  at  Arksey,  which 
was  awarded  in  1759,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  might  be 
employed,  in  the  first  place,  for  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  school,  and  subject 
thereto,  for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster  and  his  successors. 

The  right  of  appointing,  and  of  removing  for  sufficient  cause,  the  master 
of  the  school,  is  vested  in  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke,  as  heir  of  Sir  George  Cooke, 
baronet,  party  to  the  deeds  of  the  6th  and  7th  June,  14  Charles  2d,  above 
mentioned. 

The  vicar  of  Arksey  for  the  time  being  has  usually  been  appointed  master  of 
the  school,  probably  in  all  instances  except  one,  when  another  person  was  ap- 
pointed master,  with  the  vicar’s  consent,  and  the  schoolmasters  have  been  licensed 
by  the  Archbishop  of  York.  In  the  licence  granted  in  I67I,  the  school  is  styled 
“ The  School  at  Arksey;”  in  another,  dated  in  1690,  it  is  styled,  “ The  Free- 
School,”  but  in  all  or  most  other  instances,  it  is  called  “ The  Grammar  School 
at  Arksey.”  These  circumstances,  and  the  amount  of  the  stipend,  at  the 
time  when  it  was  given,  render  it  probable  that  the  school  was  originally 
intended  to  be  a grammar  school  for  instruction  in  the  learned  languages;  the 
will  of  Sir  B.  Cooke,  however,  does  not  in  positive  terms  at  least,  limit  the 

object 


* Since  this  Report  was  prepared,  we  have  received  a letter  from  Sir  W.  B.  Cooke,  declaring  that  he 
is  periectly  ready  to  give  up  to  the  Charity  so  much  of  the  close  as  lies  between  the  road  at  the  end 
where  the  ham  stands,  and  the  line  formed  by  what  appears  to  have  been  formerly  a ditch,  running 
across  the  close ; and  in  the  letter  was  inclosed  a survey  of  the  premises  belonging  to  the  Charity,  by 
which  it  apppars  that  the  quantity  of  land  to  be  given  up  is  3 r.  20  p.,  and  the  quantity  taken  by  Sir 
W.  B.  Cooke,  1 a.  & 24  p. 

It  appears  to  us,  that,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  proposal  of  Sir  XV.  B.  Cooke  may 
properly  be  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  Charity. 
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object  of  his  donation  to  that  kind  of  instruction ; and  if  the  school  ever  was- 
maintained  or  conducted  as  a grammar  school,  of  which  we  have  met  with  no 
evidence,  it  has  not  been  so  conduccted  or  maintained  for  a very  considerable 
time  ; and  regard  being  had  to  the  condition  in  life  of  the  inhabitants  of  Arksey, 
J who  are  nearly  all  farmers,  and  persons  employed  in  agricultural  labour,  or  of  a 
similar  class,  a regular  grammar  school  would  be  of  little  advantage  to  them, 
and  would  not  be  resorted  to  by  their  children,  for  the  legitimate  purpose  of 
instruction  in  Latin  and  Greek. 

The  present  master  of  the  school  is  the  Rev.  Alexander  Cooke,  vicar  of 
Arksey.  Mr.  Cooke  receives  the  emoluments  of  the  office,  and  he  occasionally 
inquires  about  the  conduct  of  the  school  in  the  way  of  superintendence,  but 
does  not  further  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  in  person,  and  he  employs  his 
curate  to  teach  the  scholars,  allowing  him  a salary  for  discharging  the  joint 
duties  of  curate  and  schoolmaster ; and  at  present  the  teacher  thus  employed 
does  not  attend  at  the  school  every  day,  or  for  many  hours  at  a time,  but  he  has 
an  usher,  or  assistant,  to  teach  in  his  absence,  and  assist  him  when  present  at 
the  school. 

The  assistant  who  was  employed  until  lately  by  the  curate,  is  said  to  have 
been  an  efficient  teacher  ; but  the  present  assistant,  who  was  a scholar  in  the 
school,  is  rather  in  the  way  of  becoming  competent,  than  already  efficient  as  an 
instructor ; and  it  is  owing  partly,  perhaps,  to  a notion  entertained,  that  the 
assistant  is  too  young,  and  that  the  school  is  not  well  attended  to  and  con- 
ducted, and  partly  to  the  neglect  of  parents,  to  compel  the  regular  attendance 
of  their  children,  and  dislike  or  inability  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  to  enforce 
such  attendance,  that  the  school  is  not  at  present  in  much  repute,  or  in  a 
flourishing  or  satisfactory  condition. 

It  has  been  usual  to  consider  the  school  as  free  for  instruction  of  the  children 
of  the  parishioners  in  reading,  but  it  is  said,  that  a charge  used  to  be  made 
for  w'riting  and  arithmetic ; this  charge  however  was  given  up  at  the  desire  of 
Mr.  Cooke,  rather  it  is  said  for  the  sake  of  peace,  than  from  a doubt  of  the 
right  by  the  usage  of  the  school  to  demand  it,  and  all  the  children  who  now 
attend  the  school,  are  taught  gratuitously. 

The  number  of  scholars  is  sometimes  about  twenty,  and  occasionally  much 
greater,  but  the  attendance  is  very  irregular. 

The  curate  informs  us,  that  he  used  his  endeavours  to  establish  a respectable 
school,  but  that  he  failed  in  the  attempt. 

It  appears  to  us,  that  this  school  might  be  rendered  very  useful  in  the  way  of 
affording  education  to  the  children  of  the  better  class  of  the  parishioners,  in  such 
branches  of  learning  as  are  suited  to  their  condition,  and  in  supplying  the 
means  of  gratuitous  instruction  to  the  children  of  the  lowrer  orders,  and  that 
Sir  W.  B.  Cooke,  as  patron  and  trustee,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Cooke,  as  master, 
might  probably  carry  such  an  object  into  effect,  by  appointing  a person  as 
teacher,  properly  qualified  by  education,  and  of  a suitable  rank  and  condition 
in  life  for  keeping  such  a school,  and  by  making  rules  for  the  government  of 
the  school,  by  which  moderate  terms  should  be  fixed  for  the  education  of 
children  of  parents  not  properly  objects  of  charity,  and  provision  should  be 
made  for  excluding,  and  the  teacher  should  be  authorized  to  exclude  from  the 
school,  the  children  of  parents  who  do  not  compel  them  to  attend  with  regularity. 
The  investment  of  the  vicar  of  Arksey  with  the  office  of  master,  may  be 
attended  with  the  effect  of  better  enabling  him  to  superintend  the  school,  and 
may  afford  the  means  of  removing  the  teacher,  if  occasion  should  require, 
with  greater  facility  than  if  such  person  were  actually  appointed  master ; but 
it  seems  to  us,  that  unless  the  master  teaches  scholars  himself,  and  keeps  such 
a school  as  was  contemplated  by  the  founder,  the  emoluments  arising  under 
the  endowment  ought  wholly  or  mainly  to  be  applied,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
person  wdio  actually  attends  at  the  school  and  instructs  the  children*.

* Since  this  Report  was  prepared,  we  have  been  informed  by  Sir  W.B.  Cooke,  that  the  Rev.  A.  Cooke 
has  resigned  the  office  of  schoolmaster,  and  a proper  person,  unconnected  with  the  rectory,  is  to  be 
appointed,  with  a salary  of  40/.  per  annum,  to  teach  the  school.  Sir  \V.  B.  Cooke  also  states,  that  this 
arrangement  was  in  contemplation  before  our  first  inquiry  into  the  Charity  ; and  that  the  Rev.  A. Cooke 
in  a note  to  him,  in  answer  to  a petition  respecting  the  school,  stated,  “ 1 am  read}’  and  willing  to  dispose 
“ of  the  Arksey  petition,  in  any  way  you  may  think  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  parish.’'

Samuel  Hall , by  deed,  dated  the  10th  January  1G77>  enfeoffed  and  conveyed 
unto  John  Hall,  and  eleven  other  trustees,  including  the  vicar  of  Bentley, 
and  their  heirs,  five  acres  and  a half  of  meadow  ground  in  Bentley  ings, 
upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bentley- 
cum-Arksey  and  Stockbridge,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits,  upon  trust, 
to  give,  yearly,  unto  ten  of  the  most  aged  poor  people  in  the  parish,  four 
yards  of  kersey  or  woollen  cloth,  of  the  value  of  Qa.  6d.  a yard  for  each  poor 
person,  on  the  1st  December,  such  only  as  should  have  none  of  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Bryan  Cooke,  and  to  dispose  of  the  surplus  of  the  rents  amongst  the 
ten  aged  persons  equally,  to  buy  them  bread ; and  it  was  directed,  that  when 
any  one  or  more  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  enfeoff  twelve 
. or  more  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  in  the  premises,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

By  indenture  dated  the  29th  April  1820  the  legal  estate  in  the  land  is  vested 
in  the -Rev.  Alexander  Cooke,  Joseph  Addy,  and  ten  other  trustees,  upon  the 
trusts  declared  by  the  deed  of  1677*

The  land  is  let  for  its  fair  annual  value. 

The  whole  of  the  rent,  except  a few  shillings,  is  yearly  laid  out  in  purchasing 
cloth  for  coats,  which  is  divided  and  given  to  as  many  poor  persons  as  the  quan- 
tity of  cloth  is  sufficient  for,  in  order  to  provide  each  of  them  with  one  coat, 
each  person  receiving  four  yards  of  cloth.  The  number  of  persons  who  receive 
at  present,  is  about  18,  and  the  present  method  of  application  is  considered  more 
beneficial  than  that  directed  by  the  donor,  of  dispensing  the  charity  to  ten  poor 
persons  only  ; it  would  be  more  conformable,  however,  to  the  testator’s  inten- 
tion, to  limit  the  objects  of  the  charity  to  a smaller  number,  and  give  them  a part 
of  the  rents  in  money.

PARISH  OF  ASTON-CUM-AUGHTON. 
Charity  Estate. 


The  sum  of  280/.,  the  amount  of  sundry  benefactions,  given  partly  to  supply 
a distribution  of  money  and  bread  among  the  poor,  and  partly  for  the  schooling 
of  poor  children,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a copyhold  estate  at  Ecclesfield, 
consisting  of  a house,  homestead,  and  17  a.  & 19  p.  of  land.  The  estate  is  under 
the  management  of  five  trustees,  and  is  let  to  John  Lister,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
3.5  /.  a year,  the  full  annual  value,  and  the  rent  is  thus  applied  : —

The  children  are  instructed  in  a school  belonging  to  the  parish,  the  master  of 
which  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  which  is  attended  also  by  a large  number 
of  pay  scholars. 

Mason’s  Gift. 


The  sum  of  2/.  a year  is  also  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school  by  the  rector 
of  Aston,  in  compliance  with  the  will  of  the  Rev.  JVilliam,  Mason,  late  rector 
of  the  parish,  who  died  in  1797»  and  as  a compensation  for  the  enjoyment 
of  a piece  of  ground,  which  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Mason,  and  added  to 
the  glebe. 

Lost  Charity. 

The  sum  of  100/.  given  in  170.5,  by  the  Honourable  Mrs.  Darcy,  the  interest  to 
be  applied  for  clothing  poor  widows,  teaching  poor  children,  and  providing  corn 
for  the  poor,  has  been  for  some  time  lost,  through  insolvency  of  an  individual  to 
whom  it  had  been  advanced  at  interest. 


PARISH  OF  BARMBROUGH. 

Poor’s  Estate. 

Certain  pecuniary  benefactions  for  the  poor  wrere  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
a messuage,  now  in  two  tenements,  to  which  an  allotment  of  1a.  2r.  34 p.  has 
been  awarded  under  a late  inclosure,  and  the  rents  of  the  whole,  amounting  to 
61.  2 s,  a year,  are  distributed  at  Christmas,  with  the  sacrament  money,  by  the 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  among  the  most  deserving  objects, 
such  as  endeavour  to  subsist  without  parochial  relief  being  preferred. 

The  School  Close. 

This  land,  which  contains  1 a.  1 r.  3Si\,  was  also  purchased  w'ith  benefactions 
for  a school,  and  an  addition  has  been  made  to  it  of  an  allotment  of  24 
perches. 

The  lands  are  let  for  his  own  benefit  by  the  master  of  a school,  w’hich  is  kept 
in  a house  belonging  to  the  rector. 

Ayde’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  50/.,  which  was  left  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ayde , in  or  about  I76L  for 
teaching  five  poor  children,  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Smith,  of  Conisbrough, 
the  personal  representative  of  Mr.  Ayde’s  executor,  and  he  pays  2/.  a year  as 
interest  of  the  money,  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  which  the  latter  teaches  in  his 
school  four  or  five  poor  children,  nominated  by  the  minister,  to  read. 

The  Hampole  Dole,  or  Wharam’s  Gift. 

Robert  Wharam , who  died  8th  November  1671,  gave  unto  two  of  the  need- 
fullest  poor  people  of  Barmbrough,  Hooton  Pagnell,  and  Brodsworth,  in  each 
towm  and  parish,  13,y.  4 d.  per  annum,  to  be  distributed  the  25th  March  and 
29th  September,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister,  churchwardens,  or  overseers 
of  the  poor.

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These  annual  sums  are  payable  by  usage  or  otherwise,  out  of  lands,  the  pro- 
perty of  St.  Andrew  Warde,  esquire.  The  dole  for  Barmbrough  has  been 
unpaid  for  the  last  three  years,  but  we  expect  the  payment  to  be  resumed  and 
continued. 

Townson’s  Charity. 

Edward  Townson , of  Doncaster,  by  will,  dated  1 9th  December  1824,  bequeathed 
to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Barmbrough  200/.,  to  be  placed  out  at 
interest,  and  the  interest  to  be  distributed  by  them  at  the  parish  church  of 
Barmbrough,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  belonging  to,  and  dependent  for  their 
support  upon  the  same  parish  as  they  should  think  deserving  objects  of  charity, 
upon  every  Christmas  day. 

The  sum  of  179  /.  10  s.  the  amount  of  the  legacy,  after  paying  the  legacy  duty 
and  expenses,  was  laid  out  in  August  1826,  in  the  purchase  of  189/.  5 s.  6d. 
new  4 per  cents,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Watkins,  William  Goldthorp, 
and  John  Littlewood,  and  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry,  no  dividend  had  been 
received. 


PARISH  OF  CANTLEY. 

The  Poor’s  Land. 

An  allotment  of  13  acres  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  Cantley,  was  awarded  on 
an  inclosure,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  in 
lieu  of  some  small  pieces  of  land,  of  which  the  poor  used  to  have  the 
benefit. 

The  land  is  usually  let  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  is  now  occupied  by 
John  Hindby,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  8/.  a year,  the  full  value. 

As  to  the  application  of  the  rents,  we  find,  that  for  several  years  past  they 
have  been  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  educating  the  children  of  the  parishioners, 
and  they  are  paid,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  overseers,  to  the  Rev.  W.  Wal- 
banke  Childers,  vicar  ot  Cantley,  and  form  part  of  a stipend  of  30/.  a year,  for 
which,  and  the  use  of  a dwelling-house,  garden  and  school,  belonging  to  John 
Walbanke  Childers,  esq.,  and  a supply  of  coals,  a schoolmaster  teaches  4 5 poor 
children,  as  free  scholars,  in  a school,  conducted  on  the  national  system,  at 
which  other  children  attend,  who  are  paid  for  by  their  parents,  the  whole  num- 
ber being  about  75.  The  residue  of  the  expenses  of  supporting  the  school,  arises 
from  subscriptions  or  contributions. 


PARISH  OF  CLAYTON-CUM-FRICKLEY. 

Wharam’s  Dole, 

A dole  of  10s.  a year,  for  the  poor,  given  by  Martin  Wharam , of  which  5 s. 
are  paid  out  of  a croft  in  Clayton,  belonging  to  Kennet  Dawson,  esq.,  and 
5s.  out  of  another  croft,  belonging  to  Mr.  Thomas  Nunn,  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens,  yearly,  amongst  poor  persons.

A cottage  and  garden,  in  Clayton,  formerly  purchased  with  two  benefactions 
for  the  poor,  of  10/.  and  5l.  are  let  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  Joseph 
Har  rison,  at  2/.  2 s.  a year,  the  full  annual  value  ; and  the  rent,  after  deducting 
for  repairs  when  necessary,  is  added  to  and  distributed  with  the  communion 
money.

The  ground  forming  the  site  of  four  small  ancient  almshouses,  which  had 
become  ruinous,  was  demised  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  in  1812,  on 
a building  a lease,  fora  term  of  999  years,  to  Mr. Sykes  Bickers,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  5 /.  The  lessee  has  laid  out  upwards  of  400/.  in  buildings  ; but  although 
the  granting  of  a long  lease  was  expedient,  the  land  not  being  otherwise  con- 
vertible to  any  profitable  purpose,  the  term  seems  to  be  of  unreasonable 
and  improper  length. 

It  is  alleged,  that  part  of  the  ground  belonging  to  the  almshouse,  being  about 
a yard  in  length,  and  live  yards  in  breadth,  was  taken  away  by  encroachment, 
several  years  ago  ; the.  value  of  the  land,  however,  is  disproportionate  to  the 
expense  which  would  attend  the  adoption  of  any  means  to  recover  it. 


Henry  Ilotcson,  by  will,  dated  the  28th  August  1641,  devised  the  rent  of 
his  house  and  land,  then  let  at  50s.  a year,  to  his  father  for  life,  afterwards  to 
Jennet  Vicars,  for  life,  and  after  her  death,  he  gave  one  half  of  the  rent  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Raveniield,  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and 
to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Conisbrough,  one-fourth  of  the  rent  (in  the  said 
will  described  as  one-third  part),  which  was  then  12  s.  6d.,  and  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Arksey,  the  fourth-part  of  the  rent. 

This  property,  which  is  situate  at  Awmholme,  in  the  parish  of  Arksey,  con- 
sists of  a house  and  land,  containing  altogether  4 a.  3 r.  22  p.,  and  is  let  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  three  different  parishes,  in  parcels, 
to  Richard  Dunson,  Nathan  Workman,  and  Thomas  Addiman,  as  yearly  tenants, 
at  the  annual  rent  for  the  whole  of  10/.  10  s.,  which  is  about  the  fair  yearly 
value. 

The  several  yearly  charges  for  the  poor  above-mentioned,  the  rent  of  the 
poor’s  land,  and  the  portion  of  the  rent  of  the  land  given  by  Howson,  are  distri- 
buted with  the  sacrament  money,  at  Christmas,  among  the  poor  persons  of  the 
parish  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  and  the  sum  of  2 /.  a year  under  Saxton’s 
gift  for  the  schoolmaster,  is  paid  to  him,  as  mentioned  below.

A pension  of  13  5.  4 cl.  a year  is  paid  under  this  charity,  of  which  an  account 
is  given  in  the  17th  General  Report,  to  a poor  person  of  Conisbrougli,  who  is 
usually  nominated  by  the  vicar. 

The  School. 

In  the  year  1812,  a school  was  built  upon  the  waste,  by  subscription  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  an  old  school  and  schoolhouse,  which  stood  at  the  corner  of 
the  churchyard,  were  converted  into  twro  tenements,  which  are  let  by  the  master 
of  the  school,  at  5 /.  10  5.  a year;  and  in  consideration  of  the  rent,  and  the 
sum  of  2/.  a year,  arising  under  Saxton’s  gift,  the  master  teaches  four  poor 
children  as  free  scholars,  to  read  and  write,  with  other  children  in  his  school, 
paid  for  by  their  parents.

PARISH  OF  DONCASTER. 

The  Grammar  School. 

We  have  met  with  no  deeds  or  writings  respecting  the  origin  or  foundation  Doncaster, 
of  this  school.  The  mayor  and  corporation  of  Doncaster  act  as  trustees  of  Tj 
the  school,  and  appoint  the  master.  The  school-room  is  part  of  the  building  School, 

which  constitutes  the  town-hall,  and  which  was  formerly  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen. 

The  emoluments  of  the  master  consist  of  an  annual  sum  of  80/.,  paid  by  the 
corporation  of  Doncaster  ; the  rent  of  a piece  of  land,  of  nearly  an  acre,  on 
the  Crimpsal,  near  Doncaster,  let  at  31.  a year;  the  rent  of  an  allotment  of 
1a.  1 r.  23p.,  on  Potterick  Carr,  awarded  to  the  trustees  of  the  free  school  on 
an  inclosure  in  1764,  which  is  let  at  6/.  a year;  and  the  rents  of  three  pews 
in  Doncaster  church,  let  at  10/.  10 s.  a year. 

The  annuity  of  80/.  appears  to  be  a voluntary  or  customary  gift ; and  the 
land  on  the  Crimpsal  was  purchased  in  1615,  with  10/.,  bequeathed  by  Robert 
Binningley,  toAvards  the  maintenance  of  the  free  school  for  the  town  and  soke 
of  Doncaster,  2/.  thereto  added  by  William  Greene  Clerk,  and  11.  given  by 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  ; and  the  land  was  conveyed  in  trust  to  the 
mayor  and  certain  of  the  then  aldermen  of  Doncaster,  by  deed  dated  the  1 6th 
of  June  1615  : as  to  the  allotment  and  the  pews,  it  is  surmised  by  the  master,  that 
the  possession  of  them  indicates  that  there  must  formerly  have  been  three 
messuages  belonging  to  the  school,  now  alienated  or  lost ; but  no  other 
circumstance  has  been  discovered  tending  to  support  that  conjecture,  and  no 
account  can  be  given  of  the  acquisition  of  the  pews. 

The  only  document  found  upon  search  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  cor- 
poration relating  to  the  school,  is  the  deed  of  1615  above  mentioned.  The 
returns  of  the  commissioners  under  the  Act  of  Edward  6th  for  the  dissolution 
of  chantries,  which  have  been  examined  in  the  Augmentation  Office  with 
a view  to  ascertain  whether  any  charity  lands  were  appropriated  to  the  support 
of  the  grammar  school  at  Doncaster,  contain  no  mention  of  that  school. 

The  master  instructs  gratuitously  in  classical  learning,  all  the  sons  of 
freemen  of  Doncaster  who  are  sent  to  him,  and  has  had  on  an  average  about 
seven  such  scholars  at  a time  ; he  has  also  voluntarily  received  and  taught 
as  free  scholars  the  sons  of  some  other  inhabitants,  not  being  freemen  ; and  he 
has  received  other  scholars,  educated  at  the  charge  of  their  friends.  A quarterage 
is  paid  by  the  free  scholars  for  instruction  in  writing  and  accounts. 

Hollis’s  Charity. 

The  trustees  of  Hollis’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  will  be  given  in  Hollis’s  Charity, 
a future  Report,  pay  20/.  a year  to  the  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  chapel  at 
Doncaster,  and  15/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  there,  appointed  by  the  trustees, 
for  teaching  poor  children  to  read  and  write.  It  is  not  prescribed  what  number 
of  children  should  be  taught  free,  but  there  are  usually  about  twenty  such 
attending  the  school.  The  children  are  principally  those  of  the  poorer  members 
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Doncaster.  of  the  Presbyterian  congregation  ; but  the  benefit  of  the  charity  is  not  confined 

to  them,  and  others  usually  attend  the  school  as  pay  scholars.  At  the  time  of 

Hollis’s  Chanty,  tliiS  inquiry  the  office  of  schoolmaster  was  vacant,  and  the  minister  was  instructing 
t tuntlnuci  • j the  scholars  during  the  vacancy. 

We  are  informed  that  the  school  has  always  been  properly  and  satisfactorily 
conducted. 

St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

Ellis’s  Charity. 


St.  Thomas’s  Thomas  Ellis,  by  deed,  dated  10th  October,  4th  and  5th  Philip  and  Mary, 
Hyspital.  conveyed  to  feoffees,  a hospital  in  Doncaster  called  St.  Thomas  House  the 
iss  ant).  Apostle,  and  divers  lands  and  hereditaments  in  the  township  of  Doncaster  and 
the  neighbourhood  thereof*,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  schedule  annexed 
to  the  deed ; whereby  it  was  declared,  that  his  feoffees  should  dispose  of  his 
house  called  St.  Thomas  House  the  Apostle,  for  the  habitation  of  six  poor  men 
and  women,  to  be  chosen  by  his  feoffees  and  by  the  mayor  of  Doncaster  and 
vicar  of  the  same  for  the  time  being  and  four  of  the  most  antient  and  substantial 
inhabitants  there,  that  had  been  mayors  thereof  or  by  the  most  part  of  them,  of 
such  as  had  dwelled  within  the  said  town  or  parish,  being  of  good  fame,  and 
that  had  fallen  in  poverty  by  sickness  or  misfortune,  to  remain  there  during 
good  behaviour,  to  be  always  six  at  the  least ; and  he  charged  his  feoffees, 
that  they,  with  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  premises  should  distribute  weekly, 
every  Sunday  in  the  year,  to  the  said  poor  people  6d. ; and  he  willed  that  the 
mayor  and  vicar  of  Doncaster  for  the  time  being,  and  the  four  honest  men  of 
the  same,  should  name  some  inhabitant  of  the  town  to  receive  the  rents,  and 
pay  weekly  the  poor  folk,  and  disburse  for  reparation  or  otherwise  as  should  be 
prescribed  by  the  feoffees,  mayor,  vicar,  and  four  honest  men  aforesaid,  and 
yearly  to  account  to  them ; and  he  to  have  allowed  yearly  for  his  pains,  10s., 
and  3 s.  4 d.  to  be  at  the  said  accompt  spent  amongst  the  feoffees,  mayor,  vicar, 
and  four  men  aforesaid;  and  4<d.  to  be  also  yearly  delivered  to  either  of  the  two 
serjeants  of  the  town;  and  the  overplus  of  the  same  accompt  yearly  to  be  deli- 
vered to  the  feoffees  and  persons  aforesaid,  and  that  they  should  yearly  bestow  the 
same  in  alms  amongst  the  poor  most  need,  or  else  bestow  the  same  upon 
reparations  of  the  premises,  or  of  their  bedding,  as  they  should  think  most  meet; 
and  he  further  ordained,  that  whensoever  the  feoffees  came  to  the  number  of 
three,  those  that  should  be  then  living,  should  enfeoff  the  number  of  thirty 
persons,  including  the  mayor,  vicar,  and  the  said  worshipful  officers,  with  certain 
of  the  most  discreet  dwelling  thereabout,  and  the  rest  of  the  most  discreet 
ancient  inhabitants  of  Doncaster,  of  all  the  premises,  to  the  relief  of  the  poor 
people  in  the  house,  according  to  the  ordinance  of  him  the  said  Thomas  Ellis. 

The  present  trustees  of  this  charity  are  nineteen  in  number,  being  the  mayor 
and  vicar  of  Doncaster,  three  of  the  aldermen,  and  some  of  the  principal 
gentlemen  of  property  in  the  neighbourhood.

Some 
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Some  parcels  of  land  have  been  received  in  exchange  for  other  lands  given 
up  by  the  trustees ; the  exchanges  were  made  upon  terms  of  advantage  to  the 
charity,  and  other  parcels  in  the  possession  or  occupation  of  J.  H.  Childers, 
esquire,  and  Sir  William  Bryan  Cooke,  baronet,  who  are  two  of  the  trustees,  lie 
so  much  intermixed  with  their  own  private  property,  that  they  could  not  without 
difficulty  be  separated  from  them,  or  let  to  advantage  to  any  other  persons. 
The  lands  are  all  let  at  their  full  annual  value,  and  have  been  let  according  to 
a valuation. 

The  total  income  is  424 •/.  12 s.  a year. 

Six  almspeople,  being  generally  poor  widows,  are  lodged  in  the  hospital  in 
Doncaster,  and  the  payments  out  of  the  income  of  fixed  amount  are  as  follow : 
To  each  of  the  almspeople,  9s.  a week,  a yearly  allowance  of  one  guinea  each  for 
coals,  and  a payment  of  Is.  each  at  Christmas;  to  the  receiver  10/.  10s.  a year; 
to  the  clerk,  2/.  2 s.  a year ; to  the  distributor  of  the  allowances  and  pensions 
paid  under  the  charity,  5l.  45.  a year  ; to  a person  for  giving  notice  of  meetings, 
&c.  2/.  25.  a year.  There  are  also  sundry  payments,  of  variable  amount,  for 
insurance,  repairs  of  the  almshouse,  and  contingent  expenses,  and  an  allowance 
is  provided  out  of  the  surplus  rents  to  poor  persons,  living  in  or  belonging  to 
Doncaster,  as  out-pensioners,  being  to  each  65.  per  week,  one  guinea  a year  for 
coals,  and  15.  a year  at  Christmas  ; the  number  of  out-pensioners  being  varied, 
according  to  the  state  of  the  surplus  income,  and  being  at  the  present  time 
twelve. 

The  trustees  endeavour  to  select  as  objects  of  the  charity,  poor  persons  not 
receiving  parochial  relief,  and  none  are  selected  who  are  known  to  receive 
parochial  relief,  except  under  particular  circumstances. 

The  trustees  hold  meetings  for  electing  almspeople  and  pensioners,  as  vacan- 
cies occur  in  their  number,  and  the  accounts  are  settled  at  an  annual  meeting. 
All  monies  received  on  account  of  the  charity,  are  kept  at  a bank,  and  the 
balance  in  hand  on  the  4th  April  1826,  amounted  to  276/.  7 s.  7 d. 

The  Old  Almshouse,  on  Stock’s  Almshouse. 

Three  old  cottages  on  the  south  side  of  the  high  road,  leading  from  the 
Hall  Cross  in  Doncaster  to  Hatfield,  which  had  been  used  or  occupied  from 
a very  remote  period  as  an  almshouse  for  three  poor  widows,  have  been  recently 
taken  down  by  the  corporation  of  Doncaster,  and  another  building  in  Factory- 
lane,  in  Doncaster,  has  been  erected  for  and  is  occupied  by  the  present 
almswomen. 

The  residents  in  the  old  almshouse  have  for  a long  period  been  accustomed 
to  receive  an  annuity  or  stipend  of  2/.  a year,  issuing  out  of  a close,  called 
Butterwood  Close,  in  Bentley,  near  Doncaster,  and  the  same  continues  to  be 
paid  to  the  almswomen. 

We  have  met  with  no  writings  or  documents  from  which  any  account  can  be 
obtained  of  the  foundation  of  the  almshouse,  or  the  grant  of  the  annuity. 

An  attempt  having  been  made  by  the  corporation  of  Doncaster,  in  or  about 
the  year  1818,  to  remove  the  almswomen  from  the  old  almshouse  (which  the 
corporation  were  desirous  to  take  down  for  improving  the  appearance  of 
the  town  at  its  entrance  from  the  south,)  to  the  new  building  which  they  had 
then  erected,  the  attempt  was  resisted  by  two  of  the  women,  and  a petition 
was  presented  on  their  behalf  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  praying  that  the  cor- 
poration might  be  prevented  from  disturbing  them  ; and  by  the  petition  they 
also  claimed  a right  to  an  old  stable  and  a close  of  six  acres  adjoining  the 
almshouse,  and  to  a right  of  being  supplied  with  water  from  a neighbour- 
ing reservoir.  On  the  hearing  of  the  petition  on  the  25th  May  1813,  by  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  it  was  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  inquire 
what  the  foundation  of  the  almshouse  in  question  was,  and  to  make  certain 
other  inquiries  in  the  order  mentioned.  The  master,  by  his  report,  bearing 
date  15th  March  1820,  after  stating  the  substance  of  several  affidavits  made 
on  both  sides,  reported,  that  110  trace  of  the  foundation  of  the  almshouse  had 
been  discovered,  and  certified,  that  he  did  not  find  there  was  any  right  in  the 
poor  people,  the  inhabitants  of  the  almshouses,  to  a supply  of  water  from  the 
reservoir. 

No  further  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  petition,  and  we  do  not  find 
from- the  perusal  of  the  affidavits,  or  from  any  other  sources  of  information, 

$ that 
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that  there  are  grounds  to  support  the  claim  advanced  to  the  possession  of  the 
stable  or  the  close. 

One  almswoman  was  removed  to  the  new  building  soon  after  it  was  finished, 
the  others  remained  in  two  of  the  old  cottages,  and  on  the  decease  of  the  sur- 
vivor of  them,  the  cottages  were  taken  down. 

By  a deed,  dated  29th  August  IS  15,  purporting  to  be  made  between  the 
mayor,  aldermen,  and  capital  burgesses  of  Doncaster,  of  the  first  part ; the 
Rev.  Robert  Affleck,  vicar  of  Doncaster,  of  the  second  part ; George  Bucks, 
gentleman,  of  the  third  part;  Catherine  Henley,  widow,  Dame  Jane  Mary 
Trigge,  widow,  and  Catherine  Henley,  spinster,  the  two  only  children  of  the 
said  Catherine  Henley,  widow,  of  the  fourth  part;  reciting,  that  the  three 
ancient  tenements  had,  for  a great  many  years,  been  occupied  as  almshouses  ; 
and  that  the  occupiers  had  usually  been  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  vicar  of 
Doncaster ; and  that  the  poor  persons  had,  for  a great  many  years,  been  ac- 
customed to  receive  the  annual  sum  of  2/.,  from  the  proprietors  of  Butterwood 
Close,  then  belonging  to  Catherine  Henley,  widow.  Dame  Jane  Mary  Trigge, 
and  Catherine  Henley,  spinster ; and  that  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  capital 
burgesses,  being  desirous  of  promoting  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  by 
widening  and  improving  the  high  road,  had  purchased,  and  caused  to  be  taken 
down,  certain  cottages  and  buildings,  adjoining  the  almshouses;  and  that 
inasmuch  as  it  was  necessary,  with  a view  to  the  further  improvement  of  the 
high  road,  to  take  down  the  three  ancient  almshouses,  which  were  become  very 
ruinous,  and  in  a state  of  decay,  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  capital  burgesses, 
had  lately  caused  to  be  erected  the  three  cottages  and  premises  after  mentioned, 
which  had  cost  250/.  at  the  least,  by  way  of  substitution  for  the  three  ancient 
almshouses  intended  to  be  taken  down,  and  it  had  been  agreed,  that  the  same 
should  be  conveyed  in  the  manner  thereinafter  expressed ; and  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  capital  burgesses  granted  and  enfeoffed  unto  the  said  Robert 
Affleck,  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  the  parish,  three  new  erected  dwelling- 
houses  on  the  westerly  side  of  Factory-lane  in  Doncaster,  numbered  1,  2 
and  3,  with  the  appurtenances ; to  hold  to  the  said  Robert  Affleck,  and  his  suc- 
cessors, vicars,  &c.  for  the  time  being,  in  lieu  of  or  exchange  for  the  three  old 
almshouses ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed,  that  the  said  Robert  Affleck,  and  his 
successors,  vicars,  Sec.  should  permit  all  such  poor  persons,  being  inhabitants 
of  and  belonging  to  the  township  of  Doncaster,  as  then  were  or  should  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  and  the  vicar  for  the  time  being,  respectively,  to 
occupy  the  said  three  new  erected  cottages  and  premises  as  almshouses,  during 
good  behaviour;  and  that  the  election  and  appointment  of  every  such  poor 
person  into  the  almshouses,  and  the  power  of  displacing  him,  her  or  them  for 
good  cause,  and  of  appointing  others  in  their  place,  should  be  vested  in  the 
mayor  and  vicar  for  the  time  being  ; provided,  and  it  was  thereby  agreed,  and 
Catherine  Henley,  Jane  Mary  Trigge,  and  Catherine  Henley,  spinster,  thereby 
respectively  agreed,  that  nothing  therein  contained  should  be  construed  to 
extend,  to  defeat  or  extinguish  the  said  annual  payment  of  2 /.,  so  made  to  the 
occupiers  of  the  said  ancient  almshouses  as  aforesaid,  but  that  the  said  annual 
sum  of  2/.  should  continue  to  be  charged  upon  and  payable  out  of  the  Butter- 
wood  Close,  unto  and  amongst  the  poor  persons  who  should  occupy  the  three 
new  erected  dwelling-houses ; and  the  deed  contains  a covenant  by  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  for  warranty  of  the  three  new  erected  cottages. 

This  deed  was  executed  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  under  the 
common  seal,  and  by  the  said  Robert  Affleck  and  George  Bucks,  but  not  by 
the  other  persons,  purporting  to  be  parties  thereto. 

Though  the  situation  of  the  new  almshouse  is  inferior  to  that  of  the  old  tene- 
ments taken  down,  the  new  buildings  are  in  every  other  respect  much  better 
adapted  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  almsvvomen. 

The  corporation  appear  to  have  acted  without  due  authority  in  the  removal 
of  the  almshouse ; and  it  is  said,  that  in  their  attempt  to  dislodge  the  alms- 
women,  they  used  an  improper  degree  of  violence  or  coercion,  and  it  seems  to 
us,  that  in  appropriating  the  new  cottages  for  the  use  of  the  almswomen,  they 
ought  to  have  settled  the  buildings  by  a deed,  the  validity  of  which  could  not 
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be  impeached,  and  to  have  indemnified  the  almswomen  against  the  possibility 
of  the  payment  of  2/.  a year  being  resisted  or  disputed  on  the  ground  of  their 
not  being  resident  within  the  ancient  almshouse  ; but  as  the  corporation  may 
probably  be  considered  by  their  proceedings  to  have  incurred  this  respon- 
sibility, and  there  is  no  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  charity  will  not  be 
duly  continued  and  maintained,  it  does  not  appear  to  us,  that  the  case  demands 
at  present  the  special  interference  of  a court  of  equity. 


, Martin's  Charity. 

Martin’s  Charity.  Thomas  Martin , by  will,  dated  17th  January  1688,  gave  to  the  mayor,  aider- 
men  and  capital  burgesses  of  Doncaster,  20 1.  a year,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his 
lands  at  Stainforth  and  Tudworth,  to  put  out  three,  four  or  five  poor  boys  to 
trades,  being  born  and  living  in  Doncaster,  every  year,  whose  parents  should 
not  be  able  to  do  so  for  them ; and  he  directed,  that  the  apprentices  should 
be  put  out  at  the  nomination  and  approbation  of  the  persons  in  his  will  named, 
and  the  mayor  of  Doncaster,  and  the  vicar  of  Doncaster,  for  the  time  being. 

The  annuity  of  20/.  is  paid  by  the  owners  of  the  property  in  Stainforth  and 
Tudworth  ; viz.  John  Bladworth,  and  the  assignees  of  John  Smith,  a bankrupt, 
or  some  purchaser  from  them,  and  is  annually  laid  out  by  the  mayor  in  appren- 
ticing boys,  at  his  discretion,  sometimes  three  being  apprenticed,  and  some- 
times four. 

Ellerker’s  Charity. 

Ellerker’s  Charity.  Jane  Ellerker,  by  deed,  enrolled  in  Chancery,  dated  10th  February  1736, 
conveyed  to  the  Rev.  Hollis  Pigott,  then  vicar  of  Doncaster,  and  twro  others, 
therein  named,  two  cottages  in  Far  St.  Sepulchre  Gate,  in  Doncaster,  and  a 
close  lying  in  a lane  leading  from  Doncaster  to  Hexthorpe,  upon  trust,  that 
they  and  the  survivors  of  them,  should  apply  the  rents  and  profits  to  and 
amongst  six,  seven,  or  eight  poor  housekeepers  at  Christmas  every  year,  or  at 
such  other  times  as  they  should  think  convenient,  and  that  the  trustees  should 
keep  a book  to  enter  therein  their  proceedings  relating  to  the  trust. 

There  appears  to  have  been  no  subsequent  conveyance  of  the  premises  to  new 
trustees,  and  the  vicar  and  the  mayor  of  Doncaster  act  as  the  sole  trustees  of 
the  charity. 

The  cottage  is  let  at  4/.  4 s.  a year,  and  the  land  at  12/.  125.  a year,  being  the 
full  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  given  to  poor  widows  of  Doncaster,  selected  by  the  mayor 
and  vicar,  each  choosing  by  turn.  At  present  there  are  five  widows,  receiving 
each  of  them  1/.  10  5.  a year;  eight,  receiving  one  guinea  a-piece  ; and  one, 
receiving  185.  a year.  It  is  proposed,  when  the  widows  receiving  1/.  105. 
a year,  are  reduced,  to  allow  stipends  of  1/.  1 5.  a year,  to  as  many  widows  as 
the  income  will  suffice  for.  It  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years,  to  give 
stipends  to  a greater  number  than  are  mentioned  in  the  deed. 


Kay's  Charity. 

Quintin  Kay’s  Quintin  Kay , by  will,  dated  10th  March  1804,  directed  all  his  capital  stock 
Charity.  tliree  per  cent  consols,  and  four  per  cent  bank  annuities,  to  be  transferred 

into  the  names  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  capital  burgesses  of  Doncaster, 
upon  trust,  out  of  the  dividends,  to  pay  to  the  vicar  or  curate  of  Doncaster, 
or  such  other  clergyman  as  they  should  choose,  for  a sermon  on  the  tendency 
of  the  Christian  religion  to  lead  its  professors  to  industry  and  diligence  in 
business,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  September,  yearly,  2/.  25;  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Doncaster,  51.,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  by  them 
among  poor  persons  residing  within  the  parish  of  Doncaster,  on  the  day  alter 
each  annual  sermon;  to  pay60/.  in  placing  out  apprentice  annually,  six  poor 
children  of  parents  residing  in  Doncaster,  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  lor  the 
term  of  seven  years,  to  some  trade  or  business,  and  to  pay  31.  3 s.  a year  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  dispensary  in  Doncaster,  and  10/.  a year  to  the  town  clerk  ol 
Doncaster,  or  such  person  as  they  should  appoint  for  making  the  charitable  pay- 
ments 
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ments  thereby  directed,  and  for  keeping  regular  annual  accounts  of  the  charity ; Doncaster. 

and  as  to  the  residue  of  the  dividends,  to  pay  the  same  on  the  first  Saturday  in  

every  calendar  month,  unto  so  many  poor  reduced  persons  of  good  character,  ^cunt^'3 
residing  in  Doncaster,  of  the  age  of  fifty  years,  as  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  continued. 

recorder  and  town  clerk,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  consider  proper  v v 

objects  of  charity,  as  such  residue  would  extend  to  pay,  after  the  rate  of  l/.  1 s. 
to  each  poor  person. 


The  stock  transferred  under  the  above  donation  in  1807,  to  themayor,  alder- 
men and  capital  burgesses,  consisted  of  2,000  /.  three  per  cent  consols,  which 
has  since  been  increased  by  the  investment  in  1818,  of  a balance  then  in  hand, 
to  2,150/.  three  per  cent  consols,  and  of  6,000/.  four  per  cents,  which  has  by 
the  late  Act  of  Parliament  been  converted  into  6,000/.  three  and  a half 
per  cent  stock. 

A regular  account  is  kept  in  a book  of  the  receipt  and  application  of  the 
dividends,  and  is  annually  audited  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  the  aldermen 
present  at  a meeting  ; and  it  appears  from  the  book,  that  the  several  payments 
are  made  as  directed  by  the  will,  and  that  the  balance  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1825,  amounted  to  531.  3 s.  8 d. 

Six  apprentices  are  put  out  annually,  and  seventeen  poor  persons  hare  from 
the  first  received  1 /.  1 /.  each,  per  month,  the  persons  chosen  being  such  as  have 
been  reduced  from  a better  situation  in  life,  and  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial 
relief.  In  consequence  of  the  reduction  in  the  dividends  of  the  stock,  it  will 
be  necessary,  when  the  balance  is  exhausted,  to  reduce  the  number  of  monthly 
pensioners,  the  amount  of  the  dividends  being  27*1  /.  IQs.  and  the  payments  on 
the  present  footing,  294  /.  95. 


John  Jarratt’s  Charity. 

John  Jarratt,  of  Doncaster,  esquire,  on  the  9th  May  1821,  paid  to  the  mayor,  John  Jarratt's 
aldermen  and  capital  burgesses  of  Doncaster,  2,200/.,  and  thereupon  a bond  was  Charity, 
executed  under  the  corporate  seal  to  the  said  John  Jarratt  in  the  penal  sum  of 
5,000/.  subject  to  a condition,  that  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  capital  burgesses, 
should  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  110/.  in  manner  following;  viz.  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  every  calendar  month,  so  much  thereof  as  would  amount  to  30s.  a 
month,  unto  or  for  each  of  such  six  poor  reduced  or  decayed  persons,  whether  male 
or  female,  being  of  the  age  of  50  years  or  upwards,  of  good  character,  and 
residing  within  the  town  of  Doncaster,  as  the  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and 
town  clerk,  and  also  the  vicar  of  Doncaster,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
consider  most  proper  objects,  and  the  residue  to  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Doncaster,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and 
distributed  on  Christmas  day,  yearly,  among  such  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town, 
as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  should  consider  deserving  objects. 

The  conditions  of  the  bond  are  performed  by  the  payment  of  30  5.  a month 
to  six  poor  persons,  the  pensioners  being  recommended  at  present  by  Mr.  Jarratt 
himself,  and  the  sum  of  2/.  a year,  the  surplus  interest,  is  paid  to  the  parish 
officers,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread. 


The  sum  of  51.  a year,  under  Quintin  Kay’s  charity,  2 /.  a year,  under 
Jarratt’s,  and  2 /.  a year  out  of  the  sacrament  money,  are  laid  out  by  the  church- 
wardens, in  bread,  which  is  distributed  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and 
on  Christmas  day.

Four  poor  persons  of  this  parish  receive  yearly  pensions  of  13  5.  4 d.  under 
this  charity,  the  foundation  of  which  is  stated  in  the  17th  Report,  under  the 
title  of  General  Charities.

The  Free  Grammar  School. 

By  indenture,  dated  1st  January,  3d  Charles  1st,  Thomas  Wormeley,  to  the  The  Free  Grammar 
intent  that  a free  grammar  school  might  be  kept  in  some  convenient  place  in  School, 

the  town  of  Hatfield,  and  that  an  able  scholar  of  one  of  the  universities,  if 
conveniently  he  might  be  had,  might  be  therein  placed  and  maintained  for 
the  free  instruction  of  the  children  of  all  the  inhabitants  within  the  town  and 
parish  of  Hatfield,  as  well  in  religion  as  other  good  literature,  and  to  the  intent 
also,  that  the  poor  people  of  the  township,  thereinafter  mentioned,  might  have 
some  better  relief  and  succour,  granted  and  conveyed  to  Edward  Yarborough 
and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  tenement  or  firm,  in  Kirkhouse  Green, 
in  the  parish  of  Bramwith  and  Moss,  in  the  parish  of  Campsall,  esteemed  to 
be  twenty  acres  of  land,  five  acres  of  meadow,  twelve  acres  of  pasture,  three 
acres  of  wood  and  common  of  pasture  and  turbary,  upon  trust,  that  after  the 
decease  of  the  said  Thomas  Wormeley,  the  said  Edward  Yarborough  and  Sarah 
his  wife,  and  Thomas  Vincent  and  Susannah  his  wife,  during  their  respective 
lives,  and  after  their  decease,  the  heirs  of  the  bodies  of  the  said  Susannah  and 
Sarah,  should  hold  and  enjoy  the  premises  to  their  own  use,  without  interuption 
of  the  feoffees,  so  long  as  they  should,  yearly,  pay  unto  the  said  schoolmaster, 

10/.,  and  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Hat- 
field, 31.  ; the  said  3/.  a year  to  be  distributed  as  follows;  20 s.  thereof  to  the 
most  aged  and  needful  poor  of  Hatfield ; 20  s.  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Thome  ; 10 s.  to  the  like  poor  of  Stainford ; and  10 s.  to  the  like  poor  of  Hatfield 
Woodhouse  ; and  it  was  thereby  appointed  and  agreed,  that  the  school  so  to  be 
provided  for  should  be  kept  at  such  place  in  the  town  of  Hatfield,  as  the 
greater  part  of  the  freeholders  of  the  parish  of  Hatfield  should  assign  for  the 
same,  and  that  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Thomas  Wormeley,  the  said  Edward 
Yarborough  and  Sarah  his  wife,  and  Thomas  Vincent  and  Susannah  his  wife, 
and  the  heirs  of  the  bodies  of  the  said  Susannah  and  Sarah,  should  have  the 
nomination  and  appointment  of  the  schoolmaster ; and  if  their  heirs  male 
should  be  within  age,  or  die  without  heirs  of  their  bodies,  then  the  school- 
master should  be  elected  by  the  greater  part  of  the  freeholders  of  the  parish 
of  Hatfield,  dwelling  there,  within  two  months  after  a vacancy,  upon  notice 
to  be  given  in  the  church  of  Hatfield  of  the  day  of  election,  eight  days  before 
the  same ; and  it  was  covenanted  and  provided,  that  when  the  trustees  should 
be  reduced  to  two  or  three,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  four  or 
more  other  feoffees  of  the  parish,  by  them  to  be  named.

By  an  indenture,  dated  the  26th  of  March  1716,  between  John  Hatfield, 
senior,  esquire,  on  the  one  part ; and  the  said  John  Hatfield,  William  Woodcock, 
minister  of  Hatfield,  John  Holm,  master  of  the  grammar  school  there,  Thomas 
Elwick,  gentleman,  John  Hatfield,  gentleman,  son  of  the  said  John  Hatfield, 
Peter  Prym,  and  John  Cooke,  on  the  other  part  j reciting,  that  several  well- 
disposed  people  had  theretofore,  for  the  encouragement  of  learning  and  inge- 
nuous education,  given,  granted  and  bequeathed,  several  gifts,  annuities  and 
sums  of  money,  towards  the  maintaining  and  keeping  of  a schoolmaster  for 
a grammar  school  in  Hatfield,  and  that  a convenient  school-house  had  been 
much  wanting,  and  J.  Hatfield,  senior,  had  in  the  year  1682,  erected  a school- 
house  at  the  north  end  of  Hatfield,  upon  his  freehold  and  inheritance ; it  is 
witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Hatfield,  senior,  for  better  performance  of  the 
purposes  of  the  said  benefactors,  and  for  encouragement  of  learning,  thereby 
granted  and  enfeoffed  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
the  said  school-house,  with  one  little  lin  land  upon  which  it  was  built,  upon 
trust,  for  the  use  of  the  master  of  the  said  school,  and  such  succeeding  school- 
masters as  should  be  elected  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  or 
successors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  teach  and  instruct  boys  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  tongue ; provided  that  the  schoolmasters  should  be  chosen  with  the 
consent  and  approbation  of  James  Yarburgh,  esquire,  and  his  heirs,  (heirs  at 
law  to  Mr.  Wormeley,  deceased,  who  gave  10/.  per  annum  to  the  said  school), 
in  hopes  that  the  said  James  Yarburgh  and  his  heirs,  would  be  so  kind  as  to 
ratify  and  confirm  the  choice  made  by  the  trustees  for  the  said  school ; provided 
also,  that  the  schoolmaster  to  be  chosen  should  be  a graduate  of  one  of  the 
universities,  and  a sufficient  scholar  for  instructing  boys  in  the  Latin  and  Greek 
tongues,  and  so  to  be  approved  by  the  ministers  for  the  time  being  of  Don- 
caster, Armthorpe,  Hatfield,  Fishlake  and  Thorne,  or  any  three  of  them,  and 
also  a true  and  orthodox  son  of  the  church  of  England ; provided  also,  that  if 
any  schoolmaster  should  be  insufficient  or  neglect  his  scholars,  or  be  a drunkard, 
or  a debauched,  profane  or  scandalous  person,  or  should  relinquish  the  church 
of  England,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  or 
successors,  or  the  majority  of  them,  to  remove  such  master ; and  it  was  agreed, 
that  every  such  schoolmaster  should  teach  five  poor  boys,  being  children  of 
parents  not  of  ability  to  pay  for  their  teaching,  without  reward,  which  poor 
boys  should  be  nominated  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  or 
successors,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  that  when  four  of  the  trustees  were 
dead,  the  surviving  trustees,  by  majority  of  votes,  should  elect  other  persons 
to  make  up  the  number  of  seven ; and  that  in  case  there  should  be  an  equality 
of  votes  about  the  choice  of  a master,  the  high  steward  of  the  court  of  the 
manor  of  Hatfield,  should  be  joined  with  the  trustees  or  electors  (in  the  choice 
of  a master  only),  to  give  a casting  vote. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent  conveyance  of  the  school  and  premises, 
comprized  in  the  last  mentioned  deed,  has  ever  been  executed,  and  at  present 
William  Gossip,  of  Hatfield,  esquire,  in  right  of  his  wife,  as  the  heiress  of 
the  Hatfields,  in  the  deed  named,  has  or  claims  the  interest  and  powers  vested 
by  the  deed  in  the  trustees  thereby  constituted. 

The  benefit  of  the  several  payments  for  educating  poor  children,  mentioned 
in  the  table  of  doles  and  rent-charges,  together  with  the  annuity  of  10/.,  and 
the  use  of  the  school,  appears  to  have  been  usually  held  by  the  person  officiating 
as  schoolmaster,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Procter,  the  late  incumbent  minister  of 
Hatfield,  who  was  also  schoolmaster  for  a considerable  time,  kept  a school,  at 
which  boarders  were  educated  with  other  boys,  but  some  time  before  his  death, 
he  gave  up  the  care  of  his  scholars  and  the  use  of  the  school-room  to  a Mr. 
Liddell,  who  had  acted  as  his  assistant,  and  after  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  1801,  Mr.  Liddell  continued  in  possession  of  the  school-room,  and  also 
obtained  the  payment  from  the  late  Mr.  Yarburgh  of  the  annuity  of  10/.  It 
does  not  appear,  however,  that  except  by  receiving  the  annuity,  Mr.  Liddell 
had  any  appointment  to  the  office  of  master. 


In 
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In  1801,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Fox,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Procter,  as  incumbent 
minister  of  Hatfield,  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Gossip  to  the  school,  and  to  the 
office  of  master,  and  the  use  of  the  school  premises,  and  Mr.  Liddell  not  being 
recognized  as  a regularly  appointed  master  by  the  principal  inhabitants  and 
freeholders  of  the  parish,  the  smaller  payments  for  teaching  children,  men- 
tioned in  the  table  (one  of  them  65.  3d.  a year  excepted),  were  not  paid  to 
him,  but  have  been  paid  to  Mr.  Fox  ; the  latter,  however,  has  taught  no 
children,  not  considering  himself  bound  so  to  do,  as  he  did  not  obtain  pos- 
session of  the  school  premises.  Mr.  Liddell  converted  part  of  the  school- 
room, which  is  a spacious  building,  into  a residence  for  himself  and  his  family, 
and  he  continued  to  keep  school  there  ; but  at  the  time  when  these  charities 
were  first  investigated,  he  was  in  a declining  state  of  health,  and  he  died  after- 
wards, in  January  1827*

It  was  the  desire  of  Mr.  Gossip  and  others,  to  remove  Mr.  Liddell  from  the 
school-room ; but  the  probability  of  considerable  expense  being  attendant  on 
the  prosecution  of  an  action  of  ejectment  for  the  purpose,  prevented  the  com- 
pletion of  that  design. 

Since  the  death  of  Mr.  Liddell,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Fox  the  incumbent  minister 
of  Hatfield,  has  received  an  appointment  to  the  office  of  schoolmaster  from  Mr. 
Yarburgh,  in  addition  to  that  previously  conferred  on  him  by  Mr.  Gossip,  but 
it  is  the  wish  and  intention  of  the  parties  in  confirming  and  holding  these 
appointments,  and  by  the  consolidation  of  these  several  charities  with  that  of 
Travis’s  school  charity  at  Hatfield,  to  which  there  is  no  school-room  belonging, 
to  effect  the  purpose  of  establishing  a school  at  Hatfield,  to  be  conducted  upon 
the  ordinary  national  school  system,  for  children  of  the  poorer  classes,  and  to 
be  supported  by  means  of  the  income  arising  from  all  the  sources  above  men- 
tioned or  referred  to,  the  general  superintendence  of  the  school  remaining  in 
Mr.  Fox,  by  virtue  of  his  appointments;  and  the  family  of  Mr.  Liddell,  who 
are  yet  in  possession  of  the  school-room  and  premises,  have  consented  to 
give  up  possession  within  a short  time,  on  being  permitted  to  remove  the  ma- 
terials employed  in  converting  part  of  the  building  into  a dwelling-house. 
This  arrangement  and  design  are  in  principle  objectionable,  as  involving  a 
material  departure  from  the  expressed  intention  of  those  by  whom  the  annuity 
of  10/.  and  the  school  premises  were  given,  that  intention  being  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a grammar  school,  for  education  in  its  superior 
branches ; but  the  emoluments  are  at  the  present  time  insufficient  for  the  due 
support  or  encouragement  of  a master,  properly  qualified,  to  keep  such  a school ; 
and  if  such  a school  were  kept  at  Hatfield,  there  is  no  probability  of  its  being 
resorted  to  by  the  children  of  any  of  the  parishioners  for  instruction  in  classical 
learning,  and  under  such  circumstances  it  does  not  appear  to  us  expedient, 
to  recommend  that  the  execution  of  the  design  in  contemplation  should  be 
interfered  with. 

Forster’s  Charity. 


By  an  inquisition,  taken  22d  May  1G95,  under  a commission  of  charitable  Forster’s  Charity, 
uses,  it  was  found,  that  Robert  Forster  being  seised  of  the  messuage  and  lands 
in  the  open  fields  therein  mentioned,  by  his  will,  dated  22d  January  1619, 
devised  the  same  to  the  parish  of  Hatfield,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  profits  for 
purchasing  every  year  four  rug  gowns,  the  first  year  for  four  poor  men  of  Hat- 
field, the  second  year  for  four  poor  men  of  Hatfield  Woodhouse,  and  the  third 
year  for  four  poor  men  of  Stainforth,  and  so  for  ever ; the  gowns  to  be  given 
every  Michaelmas-day,  and  the  poor  men  to  go  to  church  to  hear  a sermon 
preached  by  the  minister,  to  whom  he  directed  to  be  paid  3 s.  4<d.  for  that 
purpose  ; and  that  the  minister  of  Hatfield  should  every  third  year,  out  of  the 
profits  of  the  estate,  have  a gown,  and  that  another  gown  should  be  bought 
and  given  every  third  year  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Stainforth,  provided  there 
should  be  one. 

By  the  decree  of  the  commissioners,  it  was  directed,  that  the  estate  should 
be  conveyed  and  surrendered  to  the  use  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
and  eight  trustees  of  the  parish  of  Hatfield,  upon  trust,  that  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  might  receive  the  rents,  to  be  employed  to  the  charitable  uses 
aforesaid,  and  that  when  five  or  more  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  or  before 
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if  expedient,  the  survivors  should  make  a new  conveyance  and  surrender,  so 
that  the  estate  might  be  vested  in  eight  parishioners  of  Hatfield. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  of  7th  and  8th  of  September  1819, 
reciting,  that  the  commissioners  under  an  Act  of  the  51st  Geo.  3d,  for  inclosing 
lands  in  the  parishes  of  Platfield,  Thorne  and  Fishlake,  had  allotted  to  the 
trustees,  in  lieu  of  the  several  parcels  of  land  and  of  right  of  common,  the 
allotments  after  mentioned ; and  that  in  pursuance  of  the  Act,  such  of  the 
lands  as  were  copyhold  were  enfranchised,  William  Gossip,  esquire,  and 
another,  the  surviving  trustees,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  six 
others  therein  named,  a messuage  and  croft  adjoining  a close  near  the  Slay  Pit, 
containing  one  acre,  and  the  following  allotments ; viz.  in  the  Firth  Field,  two 
parcels  of  land,  containing  respectively,  1a.  3r.  5p.,  and  2a.  2r.  30 p.  ; in 
Briar  Holme  Ings,  a parcel  of  land  containing  1a.  & 12 p. ; on  Briar  Holme 
Carr,  a parcel  of  land,  containing  4 a.  2r.  34  p.  ; and  on  Acomb  Common, 
a parcel,  containing  1 r.  28p.,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  Hatfield  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits,  to  be  employed  for  the 
charitable  uses  appointed  by  the  said  Robert  Forster. 

The  property  mentioned  in  the  deed  is  in  the  occupation  of  Susan  Rawood, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  2 31.  ; and  a piece  of  moor  land,  which  has  been  allotted 
in  lieu  of  right  of  turbary,  is  let  to  George  Crapper,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 /.  1 s. 
per  annum.  The  property  is  let  for  its  fair  value,  but  the  rent  would  probably 
be  increased,  if  the  premises  in  Susan  Rawood’s  occupation  were  let  in  separate 
parcels. 

It  has  been  usual  for  the  minister  alone  to  manage  and  administer  the  charity ; 
and  out  of  the  rents  there  is  retained  by  him,  the  sum  of  1/.  105.  a year,  on 
account  of  the  yearly  sermon,  and  his  gown  once  in  three  years  ; and  there 
are  provided  out  of  the  rents,  coats  every  year  for  twelve  poor  men,  four  out 
of  each  of  the  townships  mentioned  in  the  will,  the  expense  of  each  coat  being 
about  1/.  5 s.  It  has  not  been  usual  to  supply  a gown  once  in  three  years  to 
the  master  of  the  school  in  Stainforth,  and  he  has  received  no  compensation  in 
lieu  of  it  since  1818,  except  that  in  the  year  1822,  the  sum  of  1/.  5s.  was 
paid  to  him.  It  appears  to  us,  this  latter  allowance  ought  to  be  more  regularly 
made. 

It  appears  from  the  book  of  accounts  kept  by  the  minister,  that  he  received 
in  1819,  from  the  former  treasurer,  a balance  of  47 /.  125.  Sd.,  and  that  in 
1820,  the  sum  of  15/.  11 5.  6d.  was  applied  in  paying  the  expenses  of  a new 
trust  deed,  and  12/.  for  the  deed  of  enfranchisement,  and  that  some  small 
sums  have  been  allowed  at  different  times  for  repairs,  and  the  balance  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  treasurer  is  44/.  17-*.  3d. 

The  men  who  receive  the  coats  are  chosen  by  some  of  the  trustees,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  rest.  For  two  years,  the  balance  in  hand  being  con- 
siderable, clothing  was  provided  for  fifteen  men  ; but  the  number  was  reduced 
to  twelve  in  1823,  as  it  was  expected  that  a considerable  sum  would  be  required 
for  rebuilding  the  house  on  the  charity  estate,  which  is  falling  into  decay.  It 
has  not  been  usual  for  the  trustees  to  meet,  or  the  churchwardens  to  interfere, 
in  the  management  of  the  charity. 

Travis’s  Charity. 

Of  this  charity,  the  Archbishop  of  York  is  special  visitor.  See  the  Report  of 
General  Charities  for  the  county  of  York,  in  the  17th  Report,  p.  803. 

Porter’s  Charity. 

William  Porter , who  died  about  thirty-eight  years  ago,  by  his  will  bequeathed 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Hatfield, 
200/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  equally  for  the  benefit  of  two  poor 
widows  of  the  constablery  of  Hatfield,  to  be  selected  by  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  and  to  have  the  benefit  during  their  lives,  or  until  they  should 
be  excluded  for  reasonable  cause,  at  a vestry  meeting  ; each  of  the  widows 
to  be  of  the  age  of  seventy  years  and  upwards,  and  to  receive  their  portions, 
to  be  computed  up  to  the  time  of  their  respective  deaths ; and  he  directed, 
that  if  need  be,  there  should  be  paid  out  of  the  interest  of  the  fund,  so  much 
as  should  be  reasonably  requisite  to  defray  their  respective  funeral  charges. 
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The  sum  of  200/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  copyhold  land,  which  has 
been  since  enfranchised.  The  property,  including  an  allotment  awarded  on 
an  inclosure,  contains  nearly  ten  acres,  and  is  let  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  to  Thomas  Smith,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10/.  a-year,  the  fair 
annual  value.  The  rents  are  paid  equally  between  two  poor  widows,  chosen 
by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.  Endeavours  are  made  to  select  widows 
who  do  not  receive  parochial  relief,  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  such.  An 
addition  is  made  out  of  the  parochial  rates,  to  make  the  allowance  of  each 
of  the  widows  3s.  a week,  and  the  rents  of  their  houses  are  also  paid  by  the 
parish. 

Rent  Charge  for  Repairs  of  the  Church. 

It  was  found,  by  an  inquisition  dated  the  22d  May  1695,  taken  under  a com- 
mission of  charitable  uses,  that  the  sum  of  2 s.  4>d.  had  been  formerly  paid  by 
the  heirs  of  Robert  Haytley,  and  ought  to  be  paid  out  of  a croft,  called  St. 
Catherine  Garth,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  of  Hatfield ; and  that  Anne 
Dealtry,  the  owner  of  the  croft,  and  her  ancestors,  had  for  thirty  years 
neglected  to  pay  the  rent;  and  the  commissioners  thereupon  decreed,  that  Anne 
Dealtry  should  pay  to  the  overseers  of  the  town  of  Hatfield,  the  sum  of  31.  10s., 
being  the  rents  or  mean  profits  of  the  croft,  and  that  Anne  Dealtry,  or  who- 
soever thereafter  should  possess  or  enjoy  St.  Catherine  Garth,  should  pay  to 
the  churchwardens  of  Hatfield  for  the  time  being,  the  rent  or  sum  of  2s.  4 <</., 
to  be  employed  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  of  Hatfield. 

William  Gossip,  esquire,  is  the  owner  of  St.  Catherine  Garth,  but  the  rent- 
charge  has  not  been  paid  for  several  years,  nor  since  the  time  when  Mr.  Gossip 
purchased  the  land.  Mr.  Gossip  informs  us,  he  purchased  without  notice  of  the 
incumbrance  ; it  appears  however  to  us,  to  be  a legal  charge,  and  payable  to  the 
churchwardens.

The  sum  of  2/.  17$.  a year,  now  received  on  account  of  these  doles,  is  dis- 
tributed at  Easter  by  the  parish  officers  acting  for  the  township,  among  the 
poorest  inhabitants,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  except  that  of  late  Wood- 
head’s  dole  has  been  distributed  by  William  Shillito  himself. 
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PARISH  OF  HOOTON  PAGNELL. 

Cartwright's  Dole. 

Two  yearly  sums  of  13-s.  4 cl.  each,  are  paid  under  Cartwright’s,  charity  (of 
which  an  account  is  given  in  our  17th  Report,  under  the  title  of  General 
Charities  for  the  county  of  York),  to  two  poor  persons  of  this  parish,  and  the 
payments  are  continued  to  them  during  life. 

Marriott’s  Dole. 

Lady  Elizabeth  Hutton’s  Gift. 

Thomis  Marriott,  who  died  in  1731,  left  20/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  dealt  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  yearly. 

Lady  Elizabeth  Hutton,  by  her  will,  dated  on  or  about  the  18th  October 
lG74<,  gave  100/.,  the  interest  and  benefit  arising  therefrom  to  be  bestowed  in 
putting  forth  and  providing  for  some  of  the  children  of  the  poorest  inhabitants 
of  the  parish,  apprentices  to  some  trade  or  service,  or  otherwise  for  the  relief 
and  maintenance  of  some  other  of  the  most  indigent  inhabitants  there,  with 
coals  for  winter,  in  such  manner  as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor,  and  three  or  four  or  more  of  the  principal  inhabitants  for  the  time  being, 
should  think  fit  and  appoint,  yearly. 

The  two  sums  above  mentioned  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  at 
Pontefract,  which  is  let  at  9/.  a year,  the  full  annual  value. 

It  has  been  customary  to  distribute  the  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  being  the  interest 
of  20/.  given  by  Marriott,  among  poor  persons,  as  a dole ; but  for  some  time 
before  the  year  1826,  the  residue  of  the  rents  had  been  improperly  carried  to 
the  general  account  of  the  poor  rates,  and  applied  therewith ; the  surplus  rents, 
however,  received  in  that  year  we  find  were  applied  more  conformably  to  the 
intention  of  the  donor,  two  sums  of  1 /.  each  having  been  given  to  poor  persons, 
who  had  put  out  their  children  apprentices  at  their  own  expense,  and  the 
remainder  having  been  laid  out  and  distributed  in  coals  among  poor  persons ; 
and  we  understand,  that  a proper  system  of  application  was  to  be  continued, 
under  the  direction  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  some  of  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants,  by  whom  the  last  year’s  rent  was  applied. 

Turner’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Turner,  by  will,  dated  11th  June  1690,  gave  50/.,  to  purchase 
lands  and  tenements,  to  be  a stock  for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Hooton 
Pagnell,  and  so  much  of  Bilham  as  is  within  that  parish  ; the  rents  to  be 
distributed  yearly,  at  the  discretion  of  the  rector  of  Barmbrough,  and  the 
vicar  of  the  parish. 

This  sum  of  50/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a close  at  Darrington,  con- 
taining about  six  acres,  which  is  let  to  Mary  Robinson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
7/.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  distributed  by  the  vicar  of  Hooton  Pagnell,  among 
such  poor  as  are  designated  by  the  will. 

Wharam’s  and  other  Gifts. 

Robert  Wharam,  in  1668,  gave  to  two  poor  persons  of  the  town  and  parish 
of  Hooton  Pagnell,  6 s.  8 d.  each,  to  be  paid,  half  on  the  25th  March,  and 
half  on  the  29th  September,  yearly,  out  of  a close  at  Morehouse,  called  Ing 
Close,  and  five  acres  of  land  in  the  North  Field  of  Hooton  Pagnell,  both  now 
the  property  of  St.  Andrew  Warde,  esquire. 

Thomas  Worrill,  in  1772,  gave  to  the  late  St.  Andrew  Warde,  esquire,  20/., 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  to  the  education  of  two  poor  children  of  the 
township  of  Hooton  Pagnell. 

John  'Eyes,  by  will,  27th  November  1806,  gave  to  the  late  St.  Andrew  Warde, 
esquire,  10/.,  the  interest  to  be  paid  every  St.  Thomas’s  day,  to  two  of  the 
poorest  old  men  in  Hooton  Pagnell. 

There  is  also  a dole  or  customary  payment  for  the  poor  of  Hooton  Pagnell, 
issuing  out  of  the  tithes  of  the  parish,  the  property  of  St.  Andrew  M arde, 
esquire. 

The  charitable  payments  due  from  the  family  of  Mr.  Warde,  appear  to  have 
been  in  arrear,  or  not  regularly  made  of  late  years,  in  consequence,  as  it  appears, 
of  some  difficulty  arising  from  the  circumstances  in  which  the  late  St.  Andrew 
Warde,  esquire,  left  his  property  and  affairs  at  the  time  of  his  death.  We  have 

applied 
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applied  to  Mr.  Warde,  and  the  trustees  of  the  property  of  the  late  Mr.  Warde, 
on  the  subject,  and  are  led  to  expect,  from  the  information  given,  that  the 
matters  in  difficulty  were* in  the  course  of  immediate  arrangement,  and  that 
the  charities  will  be  paid  and  continued. 

Worrill’s  Gift. 

Henry  Worrill. , by  will,  dated  30th  November  1782,  gave  20/.,  to  be  placed  Worrill’s  Gift, 
out  at  interest  as  a personal  fund,  under  the  power  and  trust  of  his  sons, 

"William  and  Charles,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  after  the  decease  of  the 
survivor,  under  the  power  and  trust  of  the  officiating  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  Hooton  Pagnell,  and  their  successors,  or  the  majority  of  them,  the 
interest  to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster  of  Hooton,  in 
compensation  for  his  instructing  two  poor  children  legally  settled  in  the  town- 
ship, which  should  be  from  time  to  time  nominated  by  such  trustees  so 
empowered  as  aforesaid,  or  for  want  of  such  schoolmaster,  or  for  default  or 
incompetency  in  the  due  discharge  of  his  duty,  sufficient  to  exclude  him  at 
any  time  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  from  the  benefit  of  that  donation, 
then,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  same  for  the  relief  of  any  poor  persons  of  the 
township  not  having  town’s  pay,  which  the  trustees  should  deem  fit  objects. 

The  legacy  of  20/.  has  not  yet  been  paid,  but  is  due,  with  some  arrears  of 
interest,  from  Mr.  Worrill,  of  Hooton,  a nephew  of  the  testator  ; Mr.  Worrill, 
however,  has  undertaken  to  pay  the  sum  of  20/.  to  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, and  to  pay  the  arrears  of  interest  to  a schoolmaster,  who  has 
educated  two  poor  children,  in  expectation  of  receiving  compensation  from 
this  charity. 

PARISH  OF  MARR. 

Lewis’s  Charity. 

Jane  Lewis,  by  will,  6th  February  1666,  gave  200/.,  to  be  laid  out  in 
lands,  of  the  yearly  value  of  10/.,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  applied  in  putting 
out  poor  children  of  inhabitants  of  Marr  apprentices  to  some  trade,  to 
be  elected  and  appointed  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  said  town  ; and  in  case  there  were  not  so  great  a necessity  in  any  year  for 
putting  forth  such  apprentices,  then  to  be  employed  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  what  could  be  conveniently  spared,  to  be 
reserved  for  the  increase  of  a stock  for  the  said  poor. 

The  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a rent-charge  of  10/.  a year, 
issuing  out  of  lands  at  Heek,  in  the  parish  of  Snaith,  the  property  of  Thomas 
Gibson,  esquire,  which  is  paid  by  the  occupier  of  the  land,  and  duly  applied 
by  the  parish  officers  in  apprenticing  poor  children,  and  when  not  required  for 
that  purpose,  in  purchasing  blankets  and  warm  clothing,  which  are  distributed 
among  poor  persons  of  Marr. 

Cartwright’s  alias  Vicars’s  Dole. 

The  yearly  sum  of  13s.  4 d.  is  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity,  of  which  an  Cartwright's  alias 
account  is  given  in  the  17th  printed  Report,  to  a poor  widow  of  Marr.  Vicars’s  Dole. 
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PARISH  OF  MELTON, 

Fountayne’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fountayne , by  will,  dated  3d  June  1766,  bequeathed  100/., 
the  interest  thereof  to  put  out  four  girls  to  learn  to  read,  write  and  work, 
and  two  boys  to  read  and  write,  the  poorest  always  to  be  preferred,  and  what 
should  remain,  to  be  laid  out  for  them  in  books,  or  what  her  son  Fountayne, 
or  whom  he  should  appoint,  might  think  best. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  laid  out  in  or  about  the  year  1768,  by  Dr.  Fountayne, 
son  of  the  testatrix,  together  with  400/.,  appropriated  to  the  augmentation 
of  the  perpetual  curacy  of  High  Melton,  in  the  purchase  of  two  closes  in  the 
parish  of  Hayton,  near  Retford,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  containing 
respectively  7 a.  1 r.,  and  9 a.  1r.,  or  thereabouts,  and  the  closes  are  let  by  the 
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curate  to  Job  Bradley,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.,  of  which  rent  a fifth  part 
is  paid  to  Richard  Fountayne  Wilson,  esquire,  and  is  applied  by  him  in 
sending  three  poor  children  to  school. 

Williams’s  Charity. 

The  annual  sum  of  4/.,  together  with  a considerable  addition  voluntarily  made 
thereto  by  Richard  Fountayne  Wilson,  esquire,  is  paid  and  distributed,  yearly, 
under  his  direction,  in  meat,  money,  and  occasionally  in  coals,  among  poor 
persons  of  Melton. 

The  payment  of  4,1.  a year  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  charity  of  a Mrs. 
Catherine  Williams ; and  we  find,  that  on  a deed  in  Mr.  Fountayne  Wilson’s 
possession,  bearing  date  the  1st  July  174/',  being  an  assignment  to  the  Rev. 
John  Fountayne,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  York,  of  a mortgage  of  a messuage  and  cot- 
tage, and  two  acres  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  Barmbrough,  for  securing  the 
sum  of  160/.,  there  is  an  endorsement,  signed  by  Dr.  Fountayne,  whereby  it 
is  declared,  that  the  sum  of  581.  Is.  6d.,  part  of  the  160 /.,  was  part  of 
the  residue  of  the  personal  estate  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Williams,  remaining  in 
the  hands  of  her  executrix;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  581.  Is.  6d.  was 
placed  out  upon  the  security,  upon  trust,  for  the  charitable  purpose  after 
mentioned ; that  is  to  say,  that  the  yearly  interest  and  profit  of  the  said 
sum  of  “ 65/.,”  should,  until  the  principal  sum  should  be  laid  out  in  a pur- 
chase of  lands  for  the  same  charitable  uses,  be  paid  and  disposed  of  by 
him,  the  said  John  Fountayne,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  among  such  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Melton,  who  by  reason  of  sickness,  or  other 
misfortunes,  should  become  objects  of  charity,  and  worthy  of  relief;  and 
there  is  a memorandum  in  an  account  book,  in  Dr.  Fountayne’s  hand  writing, 
specifying,  that  he  had  settled  the  sum  of  4/.  a year,  as  the  interest  of  this 
charity. 

The  mortgaged  estate  not  having  been  redeemed,  is  the  property  of  Mr. 
Fountayne  Wilson,  by  whom  the  sum  of  4/.  a year  is  paid,  as  already 
mentioned. 

Cartwright’s  alias  Vicars’s  Charity. 

Two  annual  sums  of  13-s.  4r/.  are  paid  at  Brodsworth,  under  this  General 
Charity,  to  poor  persons  of  Melton. 


PARISH  OF  MEXBOROUGH. 

The  Hospital  Houses. 

There  are  six  small  tenements  in  Mexborough,  occupied  by  poor  widows, 
which  are  supposed  to  have  been  founded  about  the  year  1728,  by  persons 
named  Horne  and  Calverley,  and  endowed  with  a rent-charge  of  5 /.  a year, 
paid  out  of  an  estate  in  Mexborough,  belonging  to  Richard  Fountayne  Wilson, 
esquire. 

The  six  almswomen  are  chosen  by  those  who  act  as  trustees  of  the  charity, 
namely,  the  minister  of  the  parish,  and  the  owner  or  occupier  of  a farm  in 
Mexborough,  formerly  belonging  to  the  family  of  Horne,  and  now  the  property 
of  Samuel  Carnley  Hurst,  esquire.  There  being  no  other  fund  for  repairs, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  apply  the  whole  of  the  annuity  since  1824,  in  rebuilding 
a wall  on  the  almshouse  premises,  excepting  1/.  1 5s.,  which  remains  in  hand, 
to  be  applied  for  the  almspeople. 

Cartwright’s  alias  Vicars’s  Dole. 

A pension  of  13  s.  4 <d.  a year  is  paid  under  this  charity,  to  a poor  widow  of 
Mexborough, 

Belton’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  10/.  appears  to  have  been  given  formerly  by  the  Rev. Belton, 

to  the  poor  of  Mexborough,  but  no  account  can  be  given  of  the  fund,  and  it 
is  unknown  what  became  of  it. 
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PARISH  OF  RAWMARSH. 

Goodwin’s  Charity. 

Edward  Goodwin , by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
bearing  date  the  1 3th  June  1743,  conveyed  to  Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  a farm  at  Greasbrough,  in  the  parish  of  Rotherham, 
now  consisting  of  a homestead,  and  22  a.  3 it.  13r.,  with  two  small  gardens, 
lately  part  of  the  waste,  containing  twenty-seven  perches,  upon  trust,  yearly, 
to  pay  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Rawmarsh,  for  teaching  four  poor  boys  of  that 
town  to  read  and  write,  and  also  arithmetic,  2/.;  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
Darfield,  for  teaching  six  poor  children  of  that  town  to  read  well,  2/.  ; to 
the  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress  of  Burne,  in  the  parish  of  Brayton,  for 
teaching  six  poor  children  of  Burne,  to  read  well,  2/.;  to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  Rawmarsh,  for  putting  out  apprentice  a poor  boy  of  the  parish 
of  Rawmarsh,  2/.  10s.;  for  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  of  the  trustees, 
10s. ; and  the  remainder  of  the  rents,  after  defraying  incidental  charges, 
in  bread  corn,  to  be  distributed,  yearly,  amongst  the  poor  of  Rawmarsh. 

This  charity  is  under  the  direction  of  Samuel  Shore,  esquire,  and  others,  as 
trustees,  and  the  rector  for  the  time  being,  though  not  appointed  by  the  foun- 
dation deed,  acts  as  a trustee.  The  charity  estate  is  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Woodhead,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  30/.,  having  been  lately 
raised  from  25  /.  a year. 

In  1778,  the  then  trustees  of  the  charity,  having  sold  the  coal  under  the 
trust  estate  for  2,210/.,  to  be  paid  by  instalments,  they  applied  to  the  court 
of  Chancery  for  directions,  as  to  the  disposition  thereof,  and  in  pursuance  of 
a decree,  and  of  orders  of  the  court,  made  in  1800  and  1801,  they  laid  out 
210/.  in  building  a school-house  at  Rawmarsh,  and  1,969/.  7 s.  in  the  purchase 
of  3,500/.  three  per  cent  consols ; and  it  was  directed  by  the  court,  that  the 
interest  of  the  surplus  money,  received  by  the  trustees  from  the  sale  of  coal, 
and  the  rents  of  the  trust  estate,  should  be  applied  in  making  the  following 
payments  ; (that  is  to  say), 

To  the  schoolmaster  of  Rawmarsh,  for  educating  20  boys  belonging  to 

Rawmarsh,  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  and  finding  them  books, 

paper,  pens  and  ink,  20  s.  each,  yearly  ------- 

To  a schoolmistress,  for  teaching  15  girls  belonging  to  Rawmarsh,  in  reading, 

writing  and  spinning,  at  13  s.  4 d.  each  ------ 

An  allowance  of  3/.  6 s.  8 d.  a-piece  yearly,  to  six  poor  widows,  or 
decayed  housekeepers,  inhabiting  six  dwellings  left  by  Edward 
Goodwin,  in  Rawmarsh,  and  which  were  kept  up  and  repaired  by  his 
representatives;  or  in  case  of  failure  of  keeping  up  such  houses,  the 
like  allowance  to  be  made  to  six  poor  persons  of  the  same  description, 
in  Rawmarsh,  to  be  nominated  by  the  trustees  of  the  charity. 

To  put  out  three  apprentices  yearly,  in  Rawmarsh,  at  5/.  each  - 
To  pay  for  ten  poor  boys  or  girls,  at  Darfield,  teaching  to  read,  10  s.  each 
To  pay  for  the  like  number  of  boys  or  girls,  at  Burne  - 
To  pay,  as  a salary,  to  the  agent  for  the  trust  estate  - 
To  allow  the  trustees,  at  an  annual  meeting,  for  their  expenses  - 

And  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  estate,  the  school-house  and  other  buildings 
to  be  kept  in  sufficient  repair,  and  the  surplus  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  corn,  and 
distributed  to  the  poor  of  Rawmarsh. 

The  charity  has  been  continued,  and  the  payments  made  as  directed  by  the 
decree,  but  the  annual  allowance  for  the  meeting  of  the  trustees  is  increased 
to  2/.,  and  the  six  cottages  for  poor  women  having  been  given  up  to  the  trus- 
tees by  the  heirs  of  Goodwin  three  or  four  years  ago,  they  having  refused  any 
longer  to  repair  them,  the  same  are  now  in  the  possession  or  under  the  care  of 
the  trustees,  and  are  occupied  by  six  poor  widows  of  Rawmarsh. 

The  charity  has  been  duly  administered,  and  regular  accounts  have  been 
kept  of  the  receipt  and  application  of  the  income ; and  it  appears  from  the 
accounts,  that  on  the  20th  December  1826,  there  w7as  a balance  in  the 
hands  of  Messrs.  Perfect  and  Co.,  late  agents  and  receivers  of  the  charity, 
of  40/.  65.  8 d. 
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Rawmarsh.  It  also  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  for  some  time  past  there  has  been 

— — a continuing  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  said  agents,  of  50/.  or  60/.,  or  there- 

Go°dwin^s  CharUy,  ai30utS}  and  tjiat  tjie  yearly  sum  of  2/.,  or  thereabouts,  has  been  paid  as  interest 
— / of  such  balance,  which  has  been  carried  to  the  general  account. 

The  School. 

The  School.  By  indenture,  dated  21st  December,  1 6th  James  1st,  Richard  Oxley  and 
John  Oxley,  in  consideration  of  .30/.,  paid  by  Mrs.  Alice  Darley,  for  effecting 
the  purposes  after  mentioned,  granted  unto  John  Ellis,  Anthony  Goodwin 
and  four  others,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  40,?.,  out  of  two  closes 
in  Dodworth,  containing  each  five  acres,  upon  trust,  that  the  same  should, 
after  a grammar  school  should  be  founded  at  Rawmarsh,  be  employed  for 
the  maintenance  of  such  school,  and  the  master  thereof,  and  until  the  same 
should  be  founded,  for  the  instructing  of  the  children  of  pqor  folks  inhabiting 
within  the  parish,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees ; provided,  that  when  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two  or  three,  they  should  grant  the  annuity 
to  six  other  inhabitants  of  Rawmarsh,  to  be  chosen  by  the  substantial  free- 
holders of  the  parish,  whereof  the  heirs  of  the  hall  house  of  Kilnhurst,  and  the 
parson  of  Rawmarsh  should  be  two. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  15th  November,  19th  Charles  1st,  Thomas  Wilson 
the  elder,  conveyed  unto  nine  trustees,  a cottage  and  messuage,  in  Rawmarsh, 
in  or  near  Stock-lane,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  the  school,  and  schoolmaster  there,  for  teaching  children  born  or 
inhabiting  within  the  parish,  or  such  others  as  the  schoolmaster  should  admit, 
and  especially  the  children  of  poor  folks  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  Raw- 
marsh,  unable  to  pay  for  their  teaching,  in  reading,  writing,  and  grammar, 
that  is  to  say,  ten  scholars  of  the  poorest  sort,  to  be  taught  free,  and  the 
others,  as  the  schoolmaster  could  agree  with  them ; and  upon  further  trust, 
that  when  the  feoffees  should  be  reduced  to  five,  the  survivors  should 
convey  the  premises  to  nine  other  inhabitants,  of  the  parish  of  Rawmarsh, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  most  substantial  freeholders,  whereof  the  rector,  and  the 
owner  of  the  inheritance  of  Kilnhurst  for  the  time  being  respectively,  should 
each  be  one. 

By  indenture  of  the  15th  March  1653,  Thomas  Wilson  enfeoffed  unto 
trustees,  a house  intended  for  a school-house,  and  a land  end  in  Rawmarsh, 
between  the  school-house  and  the  lane,  and  also  a messuage  in  or  near  Stock- 
lane,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  deed  of  the  19th  Charles  1st ; provided,  that 
in  case  the  parents  of  such  children  as  should  be  taught  free,  should  neglect 
to  send  their  children  to  school  for  one  whole  week,  except  for  some  just 
cause,  the  feoffees,  or  any  two  or  three  of  them,  the  parson  being  one, 
should  have  power  to  put  in  so  many  others  in  the  room  of  such  children. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  3d  September  1803,  reciting  the  aforesaid  inden- 
tures, and  that  the  annuity,  and  hereditaments,  were  vested  in  William 
Oates  and  four  others  ; the  said  William  Oates,  and  others,  conveyed  to  Matthew 
Blacksmith,  and  eight  others,  their  heirs,  Sec.,  the  annuity  of  40s.,  payable  out 
of  certain  closes  in  Dodworth,  called  the  Upper  Middle  Field,  the  Nether 
Middle  Field,  and  the  Whinby;  and  also  the  school  and  school-house,  with 
the  barn,  cow-house,  garden,  orchard  and  appurtenances,  in  Rawmarsh ; 
a croft  of  1 r.  33p.,  near  the  school-house;  a messuage,  with  the  barn  and 
appurtenances,  in  Rawmarsh  ; a garden  belonging  to  the  last-mentioned  mes- 
suage, containing  twenty-nine  perches ; a close,  in  Rawmarsh,  called  Wilson’s 
Croft,  2r.  27 p.  ; and  also  a parcel  of  land  lately  inclosed,  2a.  2r.  2p.  ; and 
another  piece  of  land,  lately  inclosed,  being  part  of  Rawmarsh  Common, 
containing  4a.  & 32p.  which  two  last  mentioned  closes  had  been  allotted  in 
lieu  of  common  right,  and  other  rights,  belonging  to  the  school,  except  such 
allotments,  if  any,  as  wrere  in  virtue  of  the  Act  set  out  to  the  use  of  the  school, 
in  respect  of  any  other  estates  not  given  by  the  said  Thomas  Wilson,  deceased  ; 
to  hold  to  the  said  Blacksmith  and  eight  others,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
said  last  before-mentioned  indenture;  that  is  to  say,  ten  scholars,  or  so  many 
as  should  be  thought  equal,  according  to  the  proportion  of  the  pay  of  the 
poorest  sort,  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  to  be 
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taught  free,  and  all  the  others  as  the  schoolmaster  could  agree  with  them,  and 
upon  the  like  trusts,  as  to  the  conveyance  of  the  premises  to  new  trustees  from 
time  to  time. 

Six  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  last  mentioned  deed,  are  now  living. 

The  master  of  the  school  receives  the  annuity  of  21.  out  of  land  at  Dodworth, 
the  benefit  or  use  of  the  school-house,  and  the  land  belonging  to  the  charity, 
which  are  worth  about  251.  7 s.  6d.  a year,  the  rents  of  the  cottage,  mentioned 
in  the  deed,  which  is  now  in  two  tenements,  and  a blacksmith’s  shop,  which 
was  lately  the  barn  therein  mentioned,  let  together  at  the  rent  of  10/.  4 s.  a 
year;  two  acknowledgements  of  5s.  a year  and  1$.  a year,  for  two  small  slips 
or  pieces  of  land,  held  by  other  persons  for  their  accommodation  ; the  yearly 
sum  of  21.,  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Ellis’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given 
in  the  17th  General  Report;  the  yearly  sum  of  21.,  paid  as  a rent-charge  by 
Mr.  John  Marriott,  in  respect  of  land  in  Rawmarsh,  belonging  to  him,  and 
which  is  understood  to  have  been  given  or  settled  for  the  teaching  of  four  poor 
children,  by  Thomas  Briscoe,  in  1705,  but  as  to  which  we  have  met  with  no 
documents  or  writings;  and  the  sum  of  20/.  a year,  paid  by  the  trustees  of 
Goodwin’s  charity,  above  mentioned ; and  he  instructs  as  free  scholars,  twenty 
poor  children,  for  the  sum  of  20/.,  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Goodwin’s  charity, 
and  five  others,  who  have  been  lately  required  to  be  taught  by  those  trustees, 
on  account  of  some  improvements  in  the  school  recently  made,  at  their 
expense,  the  twenty-five  being  taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  and 
having  all  books  found  for  them,  at  the  master’s  expense;  two  poor  children, 
in  respect  of  Darley’s,  and  twelve  poor  children  on  account  of  Wilson’s  gifts 
and  emoluments,  who  are  taught  to  read  ; two  poor  children  on  account  of  the 
payment  from  the  trustees  of  Ellis’s  charity ; and  two  others  on  account  of  the 
annuity  of  2/.  paid  by  Mr.  Marriott,  who  are  taught  reading;  and  he  receives 
and  instructs  several  other  children,  who  are  brought  up  at  the  expense  of 
their  parents  or  friends.

PARISH  OF  ROTHERHAM. 

Bellamy’s  Charities. 

Mary  Bellamy,  by  will,  dated  28th  January  1780,  devised  two  copyhold 
closes  at  Mansfield,  then  let  at  9/- a year,  to  John  Bower,  Ralph  Tunnicliffe 
and  Robert  Hall,  (whom  she  appointed  trustees  and  executors  of  her  will),  and 
their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  she  directed  them  to 
lay  out  250/.  out  of  her  personal  estate  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands,  and 
also  out  of  her  personal  estate  to  build  or  purchase  a house  in  Rotherham,  to 
be  conveyed  to  the  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  permit  four  poor  widows  or  single 
women  belonging  to  the  town  of  Rotherham,  whom  the  trustees  should  elect, 
to  dwell  in  the  said  house ; and  she  directed  the  trustees  to  pay  the  rents  of 
the  copyhold  estate,  and  of  the  estate  to  be  purchased,  to  the  four  poor  women, 
monthly  or  quarterly,  share  and  share  alike ; and  she  directed  the  trustees  to 
place  out  at  interest,  200/.,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Rotherham,  as  the  trustees,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  should  direct. 

The  property  appropriated  to  these  charities,  consists  of  the  following 
particulars : — 

1. — Four  dwelling-houses  in  Rotherham,  with  suitable  conveniences,  for  the 
residence  of  four  poor  women.  These  premises  were  purchased,  pursuant  to 
the  directions  of  the  will,  with  190/.,  and  were  conveyed  to  the  trustees  by 
deeds,  dated  6th  and  7th  September  1781. 
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Rotherham.  2. — An  estate  at  Mansfield,  consisting  of  the  following  particulars,  and  let

The  estate  comprizes  the  two  copyhold  closes  mentioned  in  the  will,  which 
were  surrendered  after  the  death  of  the  testatrix,  by  her  heirs,  to  the  use  of 
the  two  survivors  of  the  trustees,  named  in  the  will,  and  three  others,  who 
were  nominated  to  act  with  them  as  trustees.  The  residue  of  the  estate  con- 
sists of  land,  which  was  held  by  the  testatrix,  as  mortgagee,  for  securing 
3501.,  and  interest,  and  the  mortgage  which  has  long  been  considered  irre- 
deemable, was  appropriated,  after  the  death  of  the  testatrix,  in  part  satisfaction 
of  the  sum  of  250/.,  directed  by  the  will  to  be  laid  out  in  land  for  the  support 
of  the  women  in  the  almshouse,  and  of  the  200/.  given  for  the  benefit  of  poor 
inhabitants  of  Rotherham. 

3. — The  sum  of  223/.  Gs.  10  d.  new  four  per  cent  annuities,  producing  a 
yearly  dividend  of  8/.  18  s.  Sd. 

This  stock  has  arisen  from  the  investment  of  the  principal  money,  and  cer- 
tain arrears  of  interest,  due  on  a mortgage  of  an  estate  at  Aughton,  for 
securing  100/.,  to  which  the  testatrix,  at  her  death  was  entitled,  and  which 
mortgage  was  also  appropriated  in  satisfaction  of  the  remainder  of  the  two  sums 
of  250/.  and  200/.,  given  by  the  will. 

The  trustees  of  this  charity  have  been  increased  to  six  ; and  a declaration 
of  trust  as  to  the  almshouses,  the  copyhold  estates,  and  the  mortgage  of 
the  estate  at  Aughton,  which  at  that  time  had  not  been  paid  off,  was  executed 
by  the  trustees  in  1815;  the  trustees  therein  named  being  Messrs.  Robert  Clarke, 
James  Clarke,  Joseph  Wheatley,  John  Nightingale,  George  Harrison  and 
Joseph  Hatfield. 

Out  of  the  rents  of  the  Mansfield  estate,  and  the  dividends  of  the  stock, 
are  paid  the  expenses  of  occasional  repairs  of  the  almshouses,  a salary  of 
31.  3s.  a year  to  the  receiver  of  the  rents,  quarterly  stipends  to  four  poor 
women,  who  reside  in  the  almshouse,  the  stipend  amounting  at  present  to 
12/.  Os.  6d.  a quarter,  and  the  sum  of  10/.  a year,  which  is  distributed  among 
poor  persons  of  Rotherham. 

A regular  account  is  kept  of  the  receipt  and  application  of  the  income,  and 
there  is  a small  balance  in  hand. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  ROTHERHAM. 

Estates  and  Charities  of  the  Feoffees  of  the  Common  Lands. 

The  oldest  deed  in  existence  respecting  the  common  lands,  is  dated  the 
1st  September,  26  FJiz.,  and  is  a conveyance  purporting  to  be  made  in 
consideration  of  6l /.  5s.,  from  Lawrence  Woodnet  and  another,  of  sundry 
messuages,  cottages,  gardens  and  lands,  to  William  West  and  three  others 
and  by  another  deed,  dated  3d  August,  31st  Eliz.,  which  recites  the  former 
deed,  and  an  agreement  that  the  lands  and  hereditaments  should  be  conveyed 
and  employed  to  such  uses  and  purposes  as  should  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
chiefest  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Rotherham,  and  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  and  chiefest  part  thereof,  had  agreed  and  given 
their  consent  that  the  lands  and  hereditaments  should  be  employed  to  divers 
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good  uses,  as  before  time  had  been  accustomed,  that  is  to  say,  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  people  of  the  town,  for  the  maintaining  and  repairing  of  bridges 
in  and  about  the  town,  and  for  and  towards  the  discharge  and  contribution 
of  fifteens,  taxes,  musters  and  other  common  charges,  wherewith  the  town  of 
Rotherham  and  inhabitants  thereof  might  be  charged,  and  in  ease  and  relief 
of  the  poor  people  of  the  town,  and  that  the  inhabitants  had  required 
the  said  West  and  others,  to  convey  the  said  lands  and  hereditaments  to  Robert 
Bunting  and  others,  therein  named,  as  feoffees  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  the  said 
West  and  others  thereby  accordingly  granted  and  enfeoffed  unto  Bunting 
and  eleven  others,  their  heirs,  &c.,  the  said  several  lands  and  hereditaments, 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  in  case  of  the 
death  or  removal  from  the  town  of  Rotherham  of  the  feoffees,  or  any  of  them, 
the  premises  should  be  conveyed  to  twelve  other  persons,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
chiefest  or  more  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  in  the  room  of  the  persons 
so  dying  or  departing ; and  that  it  should  not  be  lawful  for  the  feoffees  to 
charge,  convey,  employ  or  convert  the  lands  and  hereditaments,  or  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  to  any  other  uses  or  purposes  than  such  as  aforesaid, 
without  the  consent  of  the  most  or  chiefest  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
first  had  and  obtained ; and  that  every  year,  two  of  the  feoffees  should  be 
chosen  by  some  one  of  the  inhabitants,  with  the  consent  aforesaid,  by  lot,  and 
named  the  Common  Greaves  of  Rotherham,  to  be  greaves  or  collectors  and 
keepers  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  to 
do  all  things  necessary  for  or  about  the  same,  until  the  Friday  next  after 
Lammas-day  next  after  any  time  of  such  choice,  and  that  on  every  such  day, 
the  greaves,  in  the  presence  of  so  many  of  the  inhabitants  and  of  the  feoffees, 
as  should  vouchsafe  to  be  present  in  the  church  of  Rotherham,  should  make 
account  of  all  such  sums  of  money,  and  other  things,  as  they  should  have  received, 
disbursed  or  done  in  respect  of  the  premises,  unto  the  inhabitants  and  residue 
of  the  feoffees,  not  being  greaves  there,  and  to  deliver  all  the  overplus  of  their 
receipts  unto  the  persons  then  next  to  be  chosen  greaves. 

Divers  lands  and  hereditaments  in  and  near  Rotherham,  mentioned  in  the 
above  deeds,  together  with  some  additional  property  mixed  therewith,  given 
at  different  times  by  individuals,  or  acquired  by  the  feoffees  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  trust,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  have  been  conveyed  from  time 
to  time  to  successive  feoffees ; but  for  some  time  past  the  specific  directions  of 
the  deed  of  the  31st  Eliz.,  as  to  the  method  of  conducting  the  trust,  and 
applying  the  income,  have  been  in  some  measure  departed  from,  for  we  find, 
that  on  the  conveyance  of  the  estate  to  new  feoffees  in  1778*  it  is  recited  in 
the  deed  of  release  executed  on  that  occasion,  bearing  date  the  25th  December 
1778,  that  from  the  alteration  of  taxes  and  other  circumstances,  it  had  become 
impossible  for  the  feoffees  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses by  the  principal  inhabitants  declared,  and  that  for  many  years  it  had 
been  the  usage  for  the  feoffees  to  apply  the  same  to  such  uses  as  the  majority  of 
the  feoffees  deemed  most  advantageous  to  the  inhabitants,  to  which  proceeding 
the  principal  inhabitants  had  never  made  any  objection  ; and  that  in  future  it 
was  agreed,  that  so  often  as  any  of  the  feoffees  should  die  or  remove  from  the 
township  of  Rotherham,  his  place  should  be  filled  up  by  an  election  to  be  made 
by  the  principal  inhabitants,  within  the  township,  renting  a house  and  land 
within  the  same,  of  the  annual  value  of  10/.,  or  having  in  their  own  right  or 
in  the  right  of  their  wives,  a freehold  within  the  township,  of  the  annual  value 
of  2/. ; and  that  the  vacancies  should  be  filled  up  within  three  months  ; and  that 
no  person  should  be  eligible  unless  possessed  of  20/.  a year,  in  freehold  estate, 
except  the  lord  of  the  manor ; and  it  is  witnessed  bv  the  deeds  of  conveyance, 
of  the  24th  and  25th  December  1778,  that  the  then  surviving  feoffees,  with  the 
consent  of  the  chiefest  and  most  substantial  part  of  the  inhabitants,  thereby 
conveyed  the  said  common  lands  to  the  use  of  the  twelve  persons  therein 
named,  their  heirs,  kc.,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits,  after  deduct- 
ing all  monies  laid  out  in  repairing  and  managing  the  estate,  to  such  uses,  as 
the  principal  inhabitants  should  direct  and  appoint,  and  until  such  appointment 
should  be  made,  to  such  uses  as  the  majority  of  the  feoffees  then  elected  or 
thereafter  to  be  elected  in  manner  aforesaid,  should  from  time  to  time  deem  most 
useful  and  beneficial  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Rotherham.

it  is  further  provided,  that  when  six  of  the  persons  elected  should  be  dead,  or 
remove  from  Rotherham,  the  feoffees  in  whom  the  legal  estate*  should  be  then 
vested,  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  six  other 
feoffees  to  be  chosen  as  aforesaid  ; and  that  every  new  feoffee  to  be  elected,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  six,  should  immediately  after  his  election,  be  permitted 
to  act  in  all  things  respecting  the  execution  of  the  trust,  in  as  ample  a manner 
as  if  appointed  by  that  indenture. 

The  number  of  twelve  feoffees  is  kept  up  by  election  in  the  manner  men- 
tioned in  the  deed  of  1778>  the  lord  of  the  manor  and  the  vicar  of  the  parish 
being  always  two  of  the  number;  and  the  trust  is  conducted  in  other  respects, 
upon  the  footing  declared  by  the  latter  trust  deeds,  above  noticed. 

A particular  and  rental  of  the  trust-property  is  stated  in  the  Appendix. 

The  common  lands  are  subject  to  several  specific  charges  or  payments  for 
charitable  purposes,  in  respect  of  other  charity  property  mixed  therewith,  and 
the  interest  of  certain  pecuniary  donations  after  mentioned,  the  produce  of  these 
donations  having  been  received  by  the  feoffees,  and  applied  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  common  lands  trust ; and  after  providing  for  such  specific 
charges,  and  for  the  support  of  the  grammar  school  and  the  charity  school  in 
Rotherham,  the  income  is  applied  according  to  the  direction  of  the  feoffees,  as 
determined  at  their  annual  meetings,  in  purchasing  coals  for  poor  inhabitants  of 
Rotherham,  in  the  payment  of  subscriptions  to  the  Sheffield  Infirmary  and 
Dispensary  and  other  public  institutions,  for  the  benefit  of  inhabitants  of  Rother- 
ham, and  in  expenditure  for  occasional  purposes  concerning  the  general  interest 
of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  public  benefit  and  improvement  of  the  town. 

A statement  of  the  payments  out  of  the  rents  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  is 
given  in  the  Appendix. 

The  accounts  are  examined  and  settled  at  a yearly  meeting  of  the  feoffees. 

Considering  the  general  and  indefinite  nature  of  the  trusts  and  objects  for 
which  the  common  lands  are  held,  it  is  impossible,  without  much  local  know- 
ledge, to  form  an  opinion  of  the  propriety  or  expediency  of  particular  heads  of 
expenditure  and  management  concerning  the  public  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 
We  have  found  no  particular  reason  to  conclude,  that  the  trust  would  be  more 
judciously  or  beneficially  conducted  for  the  inhabitants  of  Rotherham  at  large,  if 
they  were  consulted  beforehand,  upon  particulars  of  proposed  expenditure ; but 
we  think  they  have  such  an  interest  as  entitles  them  to  have  the  utmost  facility 
afforded  of  inspecting  the  accounts,  and  ascertaining  the  mode  in  which  the  trust 
is  conducted,  and  the  income  applied  : with  regard,  however,  to  the  interests  of 
the  poorer  classes,  and  those  who  are  to  be  considered  objects  of  charity,  it 
appears  to  us,  they  derive  as  much  benefit  under  the  trust,  as  they  are  justly 
entitled  to  claim. 

The  Grammar  School. — We  have  met  with  no  deeds  or  writings  specifically 
relating  to  the  foundation  of  this  school.  As  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  it 
appears  that  the  feoffees  of  the  common  lands  have  appointed  the  master,  and 
the  school  has  formed  a branch  or  object  of  their  general  trust. 

The  school  is  kept  in  a room  under  the  town-hall  at  Rotherham,  and  the 
master  occupies  rent-free,  a house  near  the  town-hall,  which  was  rebuilt  by  the 
feoffees  in  1810,  and  appropriated  to  his  use  in  lieu  of  another  house,  of  which 
he  had  previously  the  benefit  from  the  privilege  of  letting  it. 

The  master  receives  a gratuity  or  salary  of  8/.  a year  from  the  feoffees,  the 
rent  of  a small  piece  of  land,  given  at  the  inclosure  in  the  township  of  Rother- 
ham, being  3 l.  a year  ; a payment  of  2/.  a year  out  of  land  at  Dalton,  which 
appears  to  have  arisen  under  the  gift  of  a person  named  Okes,  and  the  sum  of 
9 1.  19  s.  6d.  being  the  amount  received  after  deducting  the  usual  fees  of  a 
pension  of  10/.  15  s.  4>d.  a year,  from  the  land  revenues  of  the  crown.* 

The  school  is  kept  up  as  a grammar  school  for  the  education  of  boys  of  the 
town  of  Rotherham,  as  free  scholars  in  classical  learning;  but  the  number  ot 
those  who  resort  to  the  school  for  such  instruction,  is  usually  very  small ; and 
the  master  receives  and  instructs  boys  on  such  terms  as  are  agreed  on  with  him, 
in  English  grammar,  practical  mathematics,  and  the  inferior  branches  ol 
learning.  T 


* Note. — We  find  by  information  recently  supplied,  that  a college,  called  Jesus  College,  in  Rother- 
ham, was  founded  by  Thomas  Archbishop  of  York,  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Fourth;  one  of  the 
objects  of  which  was  a free  school  for  instruction  in  grammar.  The  payment  from  the  crown  was 
probably  reserved  on  the  dissolution  of  the  college.

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The  Charity  School. — This  school  is  reported  to  have  been  established  by 
a person  named  Scott,  and  the  estates  destined  to  its  support,  were  formerly  under 
the  direction  of  separate  trustees,  but  since  the  year  1775,  they  have  been  under 
the  trust  and  management  of  the  feoffees  of  the  common  lands. 

The  school  buildings,  which  contain  apartments  for  the  master,  and  a school- 
room, were  erected  by  the  feoffees  of  the  common  lands,  in  or  about  the  year 
1776,  upon  ground  given  by  Thomas,  late  earl  of  Effingham. 

There  are  some  houses  and  land  in  the  parish  of  Ecclesfield,  and  in  Rother- 
ham, and  some  pews  in  Rotherham  church,  and  fee-farm  rents  belonging  to  or 
appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  charity  school ; but  no  writings  have  been 
met  with  respecting  the  acquisition  of  the  property,  except  as  to  one  parcel  of 
three  roods  of  land  in  Rotherham,  which  was  purchased  with  a balance  in  hand 
of  100/.  belonging  to  the  school. 

A rental,  and  particulars  of  the  charity-school  property  is  stated  in  the 
Appendix. 

The  income  arising  from  the  property,  together  with  a payment  of  20/.  a 
year,  from  the  trustees  of  Ellis’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given  in  the  17th 
Report,  p.  804,  amounts  to  79  /.  7 s.  a year,  which  is  applied  towards  payment 
of  a salary  of  30/.  a year  to  the  master  of  the  school,  and  clothing  and  providing 
books  for  the  children ; but  the  income  being  inadequate  for  those  purposes, 
the  deficiency  is  supplied  out  of  the  rents  of  the  common  lands,  to  the  amount 
generally  of  about  30/.  a year. 

Twenty-eight  boys  and  twenty  girls,  nominated  by  the  feoffees  of  the  common 
lands,  are  clothed  and  brought  up  at  the  school,  and  instructed  in  reading,  writ- 
ing and  arithmetic,  and  the  school  appears  to  be  properly  conducted. 

T.  Dickenson’s  Gift. — Thomas  Dickenson , in  1640,  gave  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Rotherham,  a house  in  Moorgate,  for 
binding  out  apprentices. 

For  the  site  of  this  house,  which  was  taken  down,  the  feoffees  pay  1 /.  10  s. 
a year  to  the  churchwardens,  and  the  money  is  distributed  by  them,  with  other 
funds,  among  poor  persons. 

Foljambe’s  Gift. — Henry  Foljambe,  by  will,  17th  February  1699,  gave  22  /., 
the  interest  to  be  applied  in  buying  bread  to  be  given  to  the  poor  belonging  to 
the  town  of  Rotherham,  on  Christmas  day. 

The  legacy  was  paid  to  the  feoffees  of  the  common  lands,  and  they  pay 
as  interest,  1 /.  a year,  which  is  distributed  in  bread  by  the  churchwardens  on 
Christmas  day. 

Gifts  for  Sermons. — Two  yearly  sums  of  2/.  each  are  paid  out  of  the  rents 
of  the  common  lands  to  the  vicar  of  Rotherham,  for  sermons  preached  on  two 
particular  days  in  the  year,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  donors,  the  pro- 
perty or  funds  appropriated  for  the  payment  having  come  to  the  possession 
of,  or  paid  to  the  feoffees. 

E.  Bellamy’s  Gift. — Edward  Bellamy , by  will,  18th  February  1776,  gave 
to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  200/.,  the  interest  to  be  applied  to  four  poor 
persons,  housekeepers,  belonging  to  and  residing  in  the  town,  who  should  have 
been  reduced  in  their  circumstances,  and  not  receive  pay  of  the  town. 

The  legacy  was  paid  to  the  feoffees  of  the  common  lands,  and  laid  out  in 
1799,  in  the  purchase  of  the  tithes  and  tithes  rents,  and  chief  rents,  payable 
out  of  the  common  lands,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  81.  is  paid  by  the  feoffees  as 
interest,  and  distributed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  among  four  po;  r 
persons  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

Cutfoiithay’s  Gift. — John  Cutforthay , 21st  July  1779,  gave  to  the  feoffees  of 
the  common  lands  50/.,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  good  household  bread,  in 
loaves  not  exceeding  4 d.  in  value,  and  to  be  distributed  to  such  families  as 
belong  to  the  town,  more  or  less  according  to  the  largeness  of  their  families, 
every  first  or  second  Sunday  in  February  annually. 

The  feoffees  pay  2/.  10 s.  a year  as  interest,  which  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  in  bread  on  Sundays. 

M.  Bellamy’s  Gift. — Mary  Bellamy,  by  will,  28th  January  1780,  gave  to 
the  feoffees  of  the  common  lands,  200/.,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the 
interest  to  be  yearly  applied  by  the  feoffees  in  binding  two  poor  boys  be- 
longing to  the  town  of  Rotherham,  apprentices  to  handicraft  trades,  the  boys 
to  be  chosen  in  preference,  according  to  their  honesty,  and  character  of  their 
parents. 
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The  feoffees  pay  and  apply  8 7.  a year  as  interest  in  apprenticing  poor  boys. 

Kay’s  Gift. — John  Kay,  by  will,  October  19th,  1789,  gave  to  the  feoffees 
40/.,  the  interest  to  be  applied  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  amongst  the 
poorest  widows  of  and  belonging  to  the  town  of  Rotherham,  in  such  propor- 
tions as  they  should  think  fit,  not  exceeding  1 s.,  nor  less  than  6d.  to  each. 

The  sum  of  1 7.  12s.  is  paid  by  the  feoffees,  as  interest  of  the  gift,  and  distri- 
buted by  the  churchwardens,  among  poor  widows,  in  sums  of  6d.  each. 

Tooker’s  Gift.—  Samuel  Too  her,  esquire,  by  will,  25th  August  1800,  gave 
30  7.  to  the  feoffees,  the  interest  to  be  disposed  of  among  poor  housekeepers 
within  the  town  of  Rotherham,  not  having  parish  pay,  every  4th  November  j and 
20/.  to  be  applied  for  the  encouragement  of  Sunday  schools  in  Rotherham,  and 
3 7.  to  pay  the  duty  on  the  legacies. 

The  sum  of  48  7.  only  was  received,  and  as  interest  thereof  the  sum  of  1 7.  10  s. 
a year  is  distributed  among  poor  housekeepers,  and  1 /.  a year  is  paid  for  the 
support  of  the  church  Sunday  school. 

Heppenstall’s  Gift. — Robert  Heppenstall,  by  will,  23d  September  1812, 
gave  50  l.  to  the  churchwardens  of  Rotherham,  to  dispose  of  the  interest  in 
bread,  to  be  distributed  by  them  amongst  the  poorest  and  most  needy  persons  in 
Rotherham,  on  the  Sunday  nearest  the  12th  May,  yearly. 

The  sum  of  47  7.  only  has  been  received  in  respect  of  this  gift.  The  money 
was  paid  to  the  feoffees,  and  they  pay  as  interest  1 7.  17  s.  6 d.  a year,  to  the 
churchwardens,  who  lay  it  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed,  yearly,  in  May, 
among  poor  persons.

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Part  of  this  property,  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens,  as  trus- 
tees, does  not  appear  to  be  advantageously  let  or  managed.  Some  difficulty 
probably  arises  from  the  temporary  continuance  in  office  of  those  who  act  as 
trustees,  and  from  the  want  of  funds  for  the  expenses  of  management  and  im- 
provements. It  is  expedient  that  funds  should  be  gradually  raised,  for  the 
purpose,  by  retention  of  part  of  the  rents,  or  that  the  churchwardens  should 
adopt  some  other  mode  of  making  the  charities  as  available  as  they  can  be  made 
for  the  poor,  with  the  advice  and  aid  of  a vestry. 

Malin’s  Gift. — A rent-charge  of  1 1.  a year,  given  by  William  Malin , in 
1(593,  for  poor  widows  and  widowers  of  Rotherham,  is  paid  in  respect  of  a pub- 
lic house,  near  the  church-yard,  in  the  occupation  of Kirk,  and  the  money 

is  distributed  with  the  Greftt  Dole. 

Taylor’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  a table  of  benefactions  and  other  memorials,  that  Thomas 
Taylor,  by  a deed,  and  by  his  will,  both  dated  in  April  1667,  settled  a house 
or  cottage  in  Bridgegate,  in  Rotherham,  on  Jonathan  Staniforth  and  Timothy 
Lindley,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  to  pay  to  the  vicar  of  Rotherham, 
40^.  yearly,  for  a sermon  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  and  that  the  overplus  of 
the  rents  should  be  distributed  among  eight  of  the  most  needful  widows  of 
Rotherham. 

It  is  not  known  in  whom  the  legal  estate  of  the  property  is  vested.  The  vicar 
and  churchwardens  act  as  trustees. 

The  charity  estate  consists  of  a messuage,  with  some  outbuildings,  and  a small 
yard  in  Bridgegate,  and  part  of  a field  of ‘2  a.  1 r.  33  f.  in  Cankley  Lane,  which 
was  allotted  in  lieu  of  common  right,  in  respect  of  the  above  premises,  and  some 
premises  constituting  part  of  the  Great  Dole  charity. 

1 The  tenant  in  possession  of  the  premises  in  Bridgegate  is  George  Parkin,  by 
whom  and  his  ancestors  they  have  long  been  held,  and  he  receives  2/.  2s.  a 
year  from  the  tenant  in  possession  of  the  field,  being  one-half  of  the  rent. 

The  buildings  are  old,  and  require  frequent  repairs,  which  are  done  by  the 
tenant,  at  his  own  expense,  nevertheless  the  rent  he  pays,  4/.  105.  a year,  appears 
to  be  considerably  below  the  fair  annual  value  of  the  property  ; and  it  is  desir- 
able, that  some  means  should,  if  possible,  be  devised  for  obtaining  an  increase  of 
rent,  or  recovering  possession  of  the  property. 

The  sum  of  40  5.  is  received  by  the  vicar,  out  of  the  rents,  and  the  remainder 
is  equally  divided  by  the  churchwardens,  among  eight  poor  widows. 

Mallory’s  Gift. 

(See  the  account  of  this  charity,  under  the  title  of  General  Charities,  in  this 
Report.) 

The  sum  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity,  for  each  of  the  last  two  years,  has 
been  12  /.  15. 

The  money  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed  by  them  in  the 
month  of  June,  in  sums  of  1 5.  and  25.,  among  poor  people. 

Downe’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  per  annum,  paid  as  a rent-charge  out  of  a house  in  Rother- 
ham belonging  to  Mr.  William  Hawksworth,  is  understood  to  have  been  given 
by  a person  named  Downes,  for  providing  bread  for  the  poor,  which  is  dis- 
tributed accordingly  in  bread  by  the  churchwardens  on  Christmas  day. 

Mansel’s  Charity. 

The  annual  sum  of  6 1.  10  5.,  understood  to  have  been  given  by  a Mrs.  Mansel , 
is  paid  as  a rent-charge,  out  of  houses  and  property  in  Rotherham,  belonging 
to  Sir  F.  L.  Wood,  bart.  The  money  is  laid  out  in  providing  26  penny  loaves, 
and  12  halfpenny  loaves,  weekly,  which  are  distributed  by  the  churchwardens, 
on  Sundays.

George  Beardsall,  by  will,  5th  February  1702,  amongst  other  things,  gave 
to  certain  poor  people  6/.  a year,  to  be  paid  out  of  all  his  lands  and  tenements, 
every  St.  George’s  day,  at  the  parish  church  of  Rotherham,  between  the  hours 
of  eleven  and  two  o’clock,  and  to  be  distributed  by  his  cousin,  George  Stani- 
forth,  and  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  by  6d.  a-piece,  as  far  as  the  said 
6 1.  would  run,  let  them  come  from  where  they  would  ; and  he  devised  unto  the 
said  George  Staniforth,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  all  his  lands  and  tenements  what- 
soever, subject  to  and  charged  with,  amongst  other  payments,  the  6 /.  a year  so 
devised  to  the  poor  as  aforesaid. 

An  estate  at  Catcliffe,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  annuity  of  61.,  being  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  John  Wright,  of  Nottingham,  surgeon  ; and  the  annuity 
having  fallen  into  arrear,  a petition  was  presented  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  by 
the  churchwardens  of  Rotherham,  for  obtaining  payment  of  the  arrears ; and 
by  an  order,  made  on  the  hearing  of  the  petition,  dated  the  6th  April  1821,  it 
was  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  inquire  who  was  the  heir  at 
law  of  George  Beardsall,  the  testator  ; and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  master 
should  approve  of  a scheme  for  the  application  of  the  charity. 

The  master,  by  his  report,  dated  the  15th  April  1822,  certified,  that  on  the 
grounds  in  the  report  mentioned,  he  found  that  William  Pashley,  then  living  at 
Gainsborough,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and  Elizabeth  Slater  Brook,  then 
living  at  Tourquay,  in  the  county  of  Devon,  were  co-heirs  at  law  of  the 
testator ; and  that  having  considered  of  a scheme  for  the  application  of  the 
charity  fund  of  61.  a year,  charged  on  the  estate  at  Catcliffe,  in  the  report 
mentioned  or  referred  to,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  same  should  be  distributed 
by  the  said  William  Pashley  and  Elizabeth  Slater  Brook,  annually,  on  St. 
George’s  day,  at  the  parish  church  of  Rotherham,  to  and  amongst  twenty-four 
lame,  impotent,  old,  blind  and  poor  persons,  not  able  to  work,  by  5s.  a-piece, 
residing  within  the  parish  of  Rotherham  and  the  hamlet  of  Catcliffe,  who 
do  not  pay  to  the  parochial  rates  ; and  the  said  master  found,  that  no  payment 
whatever  had  been  made  by  the  said  John  Wright,  in  respect  of  the  annuity 
of  61.,  since  the  month  of  April  1819,  and  a considerable  arrear  was  then  due 
from  him  in  respect  thereof. 

A further  petition  having  been  presented,  praying  that  the  master’s  report 
might  be  confirmed,  and  that  it  might  be  referred  to  him,  to  take  an  account 
of  what  was  due  in  respect  of  the  annuity,  and  that  John  Wright  might  be 
ordered  to  pay  the  same  ; and  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  master  to  tax 
the  petitioners  the  costs  of  the  different  proceedings  in  that  matter,  and  of 
that  petition,  and  incident  thereto  ; and  that  John  Wright  might  be  ordered 
to  pay  the  same,  and  that  proper  directions  might  be  given  for  establishing  the 
charity;  it  was  ordered  the  21st  May  1822,  that  it  should  be  referred  back  to 
the  master  to  tax  the  costs  of  John  Wright,  and  the  petitioners,  of  the  several 
proceedings,  and  incident  thereto ; and  that  John  Wright  should  be  at  liberty, 
out  of  18  L,  due  on  23d  April  then  last,  in  respect  of  the  annuity  and  the  future 
accruing  payments  of  such  annuity,  in  the  first  place,  to  retain  his  own  costs, 
and  afterwards  to  pay  to  the  petitioners  their  costs,  when  taxed  ; and  that  John 
Wright  should  pay  the  annuity  of  6 /.,  as  the  same  should  become  due,  after 
paying  such  costs  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  William  Pashley  and  Elizabeth  Slater 
Brook,  to  be  by  them  applied  for  the  charity,  pursuant  to  the  master’s 
said  report. 

The  costs  having  been  taxed  at  upwards  of  200  /.,  (those  of  the  petitioners,  the 
churchwardens  alone,  amounting  to  117  /.  13  5.  4 d.)  it  is  evident  that  a con- 
sirable  time  must  elapse  before  any  distribution  of  the  annuity  can  be  made. 

Hollis’s  Charity  School. 

An  account  of  Hollis's,  charities  will  be  given  in  a subsequent  Report. 

The  trustees  of  the  charity  pay  a stipend  of  20  /.  a year  to  the  master  of 
a school  attached  to  the  Presbyterian  chapel  or  meeting  house,  at  Rotherham  ; 
and  the  master  has  also  the  use  of  a school  and  school-house,  belonging  to  the 
charity,  and  adjoining  the  chapel  yard.

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The  master  is  required  to  teach  between  twenty  and  thirty  children,  as  free 
scholars,  in  reading  and  writing,  and  they  are  instructed  in  arithmetic,  on  the 
same  terms  as  the  other  children  who  attend  as  pay  scholars.  The  school 
appears  to  be  satisfactorily  conducted.

Shipley’s  Charity. 


By  indenture,  dated  the  Sth  April  1809,  between  William  Beckwith,  esquire, 
heir  of  Jane  Westby,  of  the  first  part ; John  Taylor  of  the  second  ; and  Joseph 
Hattersley,  Thomas  Brightman,  John  Brightman,  and  Joseph  Malam,  of  the 
third  part ; reciting,  that  the  rents  of  a messuage  at  Hackenthorpe,  in  the 
parish  of  Beighton,  had,  from  time  immemorial,  been  applied  to  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  widows  of  the  township  of  Catcliffe  ; and  that  Hannah  Stanniforth, 
and  Jane  Westby,  being  seised  of  the  messuage,  had  by  lease,  dated  10th  day 
of  April  1764,  demised  the  same  unto  one  George  Bate,  for  42  years  from  the 
25th  March  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  Gs.;  and  that  the  said  John  Taylor 
afterwards  became  possessed  of  the  said  lease  and  premises,  for  the  residue  of 
the  term,  by  assignment ; and  that  upon  the  inclosure  of  the  waste  grounds 
within  the  parish  of  Beighton,  the  commissioners  awarded  to  the  trustees  for 
Catcliffe  poor,  two  allotments,  thereinafter  described  ; and  the  said  John  Taylor 
entered  upon  the  possession  thereof,  and  had  held  the  same,  with  the  messuage, 
subject  to  the  said  yearly  rent  of  65. ; and  that  the  legal  estate  in  the  heredita- 
ments had  devolved  upon  the  said  William  Beckwith,  in  1790 ; and  that  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  possession  of  the  hereditaments  was  demanded 
from  Taylor,  who  claimed  title  to  the  inheritance  thereof ; and  in  conse- 
quence of  such  claim,  an  ejectment  was  brought  to  recover  possession,  and  that 
after  notice  of  trial,  the  parties  to  that  indenture  came  to  mutual  agreements 
respecting  the  premises  ; and  John  Taylor,  in  consideration  of  5l.  5s.,  and  of 
the  premises  to  be  demised  him  for  seven  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6s.  6d. 
agreed  to  relinquish  all  claim  to  the  freehold  thereof ; and  reciting,  that  the 
deeds  and  writings  relating  to  the  hereditaments  had  been  lost  many  years,  and 
the  trust  of  the  premises  depended  upon  the  custom  to  which  the  rents  had  been 
immemorially  applied  ; and  that,  for  better  establishing  the  trusts,  it  had  been 
agreed,  that  the  premises  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  Joseph  Hattersley  and 
others,  of  the  third  part,  on  the  trusts  aftermentioned ; the  said  William  Beck- 
with conveyed  unto  the  said  Hattersley,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a dwelling 
house  at  Hackenthorpe,  and  an  allotment  of  thirty-three  perches  of  land  on 
Hackenthorpe  Green,  adjoining  the  messuage,  and  another  allotment  of  3r.  34p. 
on  Birley  Common ; to  hold  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  upon  St.  Thomas’s 
day,  yearly,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  poor  widows,  inhabitants  of  and  belonging 
to  the  township  of  Catcliffe ; with  a proviso,  enabling  the  surviving  or  con- 
tinuing trustees  to  appoint  others,  and  convey  the  premises  upon  the  like 
trusts.

Shipley’s  Charity. 


The  allotment  of3R.  14r.  was  sold  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  ejectment, 
and  of  recovering  and  settling  the  charity  estate.  The  remainder  of  the  pro- 
perty, consisting  of  a dwelling-house,  orchard  and  garden,  and  the  allotment 
of  thirty-three  perches,  is  in  the  occupation  of  Stephen  Stanniforth,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  4/.  IQs.  a year,  which  may  be  considered  a fair  rent. 

The  rent,  after  deducting  the  expense  of  occasional  repairs,  is  distributed 
among  poor  persons  of  Catcliffe,  the  distribution  having  of  late  years  been 
general,  in  consequence  of  there  not  being  poor  widows  to  receive  the  money. 


Beardsall’s  Charity. 

George  Beardsall , by  will,  5th  February  1702,  devised,  for  erecting  a school,  Bearchall's  Charity, 
and  maintaining  a schoolmaster,  at  Catcliffe,  10/.  a year,  to  be  paid  out  of 
all  his  lands  and  tenements ; the  same  to  go,  first,  towards  building  a school- 
house,  and  afterwards,  to  a schoolmaster,  for  teaching  ten  poor  children  of 
Catcliffe  town. 

The  annuity  of  10/.  is  paid  by  Mr.  John  Wright,  of  Nottingham,  in  respect 
of  an  estate  at  Catcliffe,  to  a schoolmaster,  appointed  by  the  principal  inhabi- 
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Catcliffe. 
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tants  of  Catcliffe;  and  the  master  teaches  ten  poor  children,  appointed  also  bv 
Beardsall’s  Charity,  the  principal  inhabitants,  as  free  scholars,  in  reading  and  writing,  with  other 
continued.  children.

TOWNSHIP  OF  KIMBERWORTH. 

The  School  and  Dole  Money. 

Kimberworth.  The  township  school  at  Kimberworth,  which  is  under  the  superintendence  of 

some  of  the  inhabitants,  as  trustees,  is  kept  in  a building  lately  erected,  with 

TDoleCMone3nd  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  an  old  school-room,  aided  by  a subscription  raised 
oe  onej’  among  the  inhabitants.  The  master  of  the  school  teaches,  with  other  scholars, 
eleven  poor  children,  nominated  by  the  trustees  to  read ; his  salary  being 
8 /.  185.  a year,  arising  from  the  following  sources  : — 

4 /.  a year,  paid  out  of  the  township  rates,  being  probably  the  interest  of 
a sum  of  80/.,  which  appears  to  have  been  formerly  given  or  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  the  school : 

31.  6s.  a year,  being  one  half  of  the  rents  of  two  cottages  and  premises, 
anciently  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  school,  and  the  poor  of  Gilberthorpe 
Hill,  in  the  township  of  Kimberworth  : 

1/.  125.,  a year,  paid  by  Mr.  Birks,  of  Thorpe,  in  compliance  with  the  will  of 
William  Brailsford,  dated  18th  February  1784,  whereby  he  gave  the  residue  of 
his  real  and  personal  estate  to  Samuel  Birks  and  William  Greaves,  upon  trust, 
among  other  things,  to  apply  the  sum  of  1/.  12  5.  a year  to  the  instructing  of 
four  poor  children  to  read  and  write,  at  the  school  of  Kimberworth. 

The  other  half  of  the  rent  of  the  cottages  and  premises,  together  with  an 
acknowledgment  of  one  shilling  a year,  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  of 
Gilberthorpe  Hill. 


In  addition  to  the  above  charities,  we  find,  that  the  sum  of  20  /.  was  given 
by  the  Earl  of  Effingham,  in  1710,  for  the  teaching  of  two  poor  children  at 
Kimberworth  school ; and  that  as  interest  of  the  money,  the  sum  of  18  5.  a year 
used  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  school  by  the  late  Mr.  John  Hirst,  until 
his  death,  which  happened  ten  or  twelve  years  ago  ; but  since  that  event  no 
interest  has  been  paid.  The  trustees  have  undertaken  to  use  their  endeavours 
to  obtain  payment  of  the  charity  money  from  the  personal  representatives  of 
Mr.  J.  Hirst.

Poor’s  Estate. 

Jane  Horsfall,  in  163G,  devised  a .close  called  Streacroft,  containing,  by 
estimation,  five  roods,  with  a cottage  thereon,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Greas- 
brough,  the  rents  to  be  divided  among  them  on  Trinity  and  Christmas  days,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  charity  estate  is  let  in  separate  parcels  to  John  Oxley  and  Joseph  Chad- 
wick, as  yearly  tenants,  at  the  respective  rents  of  2/.  and  2/.  5s.  the  full  annual 
value,  and  the  rents  are  distributed  among  poor  persons. 

Spencer’s  Dole. 

A rent-charge  of  5/.  a year,  for  five  poor  persons  of  Greasbrough,  was  pur- 
chased by  William  Spencer,  D.D.,  and  secured  by  a deed,  dated  the  39th  August 
1713,  on  a messuage  and  farm  in  Linthwaite,  now  the  property  of  Earl  Fitz- 
william.  The  annuity  is  distributed  among  poor  widows,  not  receiving  regular 
parochial  relief,  by  the  chapelwarden  and  overseers  of  the  poor. 

Wentworth’s  Charity. 

It  is  mentioned  in  the  Returns  of  Charitable  Donations  made  to  Parliament 
in  1786,  that  Sir  Thomas  Wentworth , in  1716,  bequeathed  money,  for  which 
Si.  10 s.  a year  was  paid  as  interest  by  Earl  Fitzwilliam  in  1786,  for  clothing 
and  teaching  fourteen  poor  children. 

The  sum  of  31.  10s.  a year  appears  to  be  part  of  an  annual  sum  of  10/.  (the 
rest  being  a voluntary  donation),  paid  by  Lord  Fitzwilliam  to  a schoolmaster  at 
Greasbrough,  for  teaching  to  read  and  write  thirteen  or  fourteen  poor  children, 
who  are  also  supplied  with  clothing  at  his  lordship’s  expense. 

Mallory’s  Charity. 

An  account  of  this  charity  is  given  under  the  title  of  General  Charities.  Mallory’s  Charity. 

The  portion  of  income  paid  for  poor  persons  of  Greasbrough  is  distributed 
among  them  on  Easter  eve,  by  the  chapelwarden,  and  has  amounted  of  late  to 
about  SI.  a year. 

The  Common  Lands  Payment. 

In  1727,  the  lord  of  the  manor  and  freeholders  having  agreed  to  inclose  The  Common 
Greasbrough  Common,  they  set  out  30  acres,  part  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  Lands  Payment, 
poor  of  Greasbrough,  in  such  manner  as  the  lord  of  the  manor  and  the  major 
part  of  the  inhabitants  of  Greasbrough  for  the  time  being  should  appoint,  and 
the  land  was  conveyed  to  trustees.  In  1766,  Thomas  Smith,  heir  of  the  survi- 
ving trustee,  conveyed  the  30  acres,  which  then  produced  only  14/.  a year,  to 
Charles  Marquis  of  Rockingham,  in  consideration  of  his  securing  an  annuity  of 
20/.  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  in  manner  aforesaid.  In  1779,  the  Marquis  of 
Rockingham  made  a voluntary  addition  of  51.  a year,  which  has  since  been 
continued  by  Lord  Fitzwilliam.  The  annuity  is  added  to  and  applied  with  the 
poor  rates,  as  it  has  always  been. 


PARISH  OF  SPROTBOROUGH. 

Doles. 

The  charities  for  poor  persons  of  this  parish  consist  of  the  Wormlev  Dole, 
which  is  an  annual  payment  of  2/.,  charged  on  land  belonging  to  Richard 
Fountayne  Wilson,  esq.,  and  distributed  annually  on  Good  Friday;  a dole  of 
31.  a year,  given  by  some  person  unknown,  and  charged  on  land  the  property 
of  Sir  Joseph  Copley,  hart.,  and  which  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s  day  ; and 
a pension  or  payment  of  135.  4 d.  a year,  v/hich  is  paid  to  a poor  person  of  the 
parish,  under  the  charity  of  Cartwright  alias  Vicars,  of  which  an  account  is 
given  in  the  17th  General  Report,  p.  803.

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by  Mr.  Fullerton,  to  read  and  write  and  cast  accounts.  The  payment  appears 
to  have  originated  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Finch,  dated  in  1760, 
whereby  she  intended  to  charge  the  annuity  upon  land. 

Hedge’s  Gift. 

An  account  is  given  of  this  donation  among  the  charities  for  Adwick-le-Street. 

The  dividends  of  100/.,  three  per  cents,  given  for  the  poor  of  Thrybergh, 
are  distributed  yearly,  on  or  about  St.  Thomas’s  day,  among  poor  persons  of 
the  parish,  selected  by  the  minister;  and  the  dividends  of  600/.,  three  per 
cents,  are  paid,  as  directed  by  the  donor,  to  the  widow  of  the  late  schoolmaster, 
and  on  her  death  will  be  payable  to  the  master  of  the  school. 

A new  school-room  has  been  recently  built  by  Mr.  Fullerton,  and  an  old 
school-room  is  converted  into  a residence  for  the  master. 


PARISH  OF  THURNSCOE. 

The  Almshouses. 

An  almshouse,  containing  three  tenements,  for  three  poor  persons,  was 
founded  by  Dr.  Spencer,  rector  of  Thurnscoe,  in  or  about  the  year  1710,  and 
endowed  by  him  with  a rent-charge  of  5 1.  a year,  payable  out  of  a messuage 
called  Thurnscoe  Grange,  to  be  applied,  first,  for  repairing  the  almshouse,  and 
afterwards,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  persons  therein  residing. 

The  almshouse  is  occupied  by  three  poor  widows,  and  the  rent-charge  of  5 /. 
is  received  and  applied  to  the  purposes  above  mentioned. 

Cartwright’s  Charity. 

Under  the  charity  of  Cartwright  alias  Vicars,  a yearly  pension  of  13$.  i<d.  is 
payable  to  a poor  person  of  this  parish,  and  of  the  parish  of  Clayton,  in  turn,  and 
is  now  received  by  one  of  the  latter  parish. 


PARISH  OF  TREETON. 

The  School. 

Treeton.  a cottage  by  the  side  of  the  church-yard,  which  has  for  a long  period  been 

The  School.  used  as  a school,  is  occupied  by  a school-mistress,  and  in  lieu  of  paying  rent  for 

it,  she  takes  eight  poor  children  into  her  school  as  free  scholars. 

An  opinion  exists,  that  the  school  had  formerly  an  endowment  of  20/.  a year, 
but  an  attempt,  said  to  have  been  made  many  years  ago,  to  establish  the  payment 
as  a charge  upon  an  estate  in  the  neighbourhood,  is  reported  to  have  failed, 
and  no  distinct  traces  of  the  charity,  from  which  the  means  of  restoring  it  could 
be  devised,  appear  to  exist. 

Church  Property. 

Church  Property.  A piece  of  land,  containing  2a.  1 r.  20p.,  is  let  by  the  churchwardens,  to 
Joshua  Peel,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  4/.  10$.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  paid  according 
to  long  usage,  to  the  sexton,  as  his  salary. 

It  appears  from  the  churchwardens  book,  that  the  sum  of  5s.  a year  has  been 
paid  by  ancient  custom  to  the  churchwardens  of  Treeton,  by  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  the  township  of  Crigglestone,  in  the  parish  of  Sandal.  The  money 
was  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  churchwardens,  but  the  payment 
has  been  in  arrear  lor  the  last  sixteen  years,  apparently  from  the  want  of 
demand.

PARISH  OF  WATFI-UPON-DEARNE. 

The  Poor’s  Estate. 

This  estate  is  under  the  management  of  the  vicar,  and  three  other  trustees, 
chosen  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  township,  the  present  trustees  being  John 
Payne,  esquire,  and  Messrs.  Richard  Gowtress  and  Thomas  Nicholson. 

The  estate  comprizes  a croft  of  one  acre,  or  thereabouts,  at  Melton  Town 
End,  on  part  of  which  five  cottages  were  built  in  1820 ; and  a close  of  4 acres, 
which  was  allotted  on  the  inclosure,  in  lieu  of  common  right,  and  of  some  small 
pieces  of  land  in  the  open  fields,  which  belonged  to  the  poor. 

The  cottages  were  built  by  the  application  of  200/.,  arising  from  the  sale  of 
three  old  cottages,  which  formed  part  of  the  poor’s  estate,  the  sum  of  40/. 
bequeathed  by  Thomas  Tuke,  esquire,  by  will,  dated  in  1800,  for  the  purchase 
of  bread  for  the  poor,  and  10/.  raised  by  contribution  of  the  inhabitants. 

We  have  caused  search  to  be  made  for  writings  relating  to  the  original  settle- 
ment, or  donation  of  the  poor’s  estate,  but  none  have  been  discovered. 

The  cottages  are  let  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  at  12/.  10s.  a year;  the  rest 
of  the  croft,  at  Melton,  to  Abel  Hyde,  at  2 /.  a year ; and  the  close  of  4 acres 
to  the  Rev.  J.  Trebeck,  at  12/.  a year  ; and  the  whole  is  properly  let. 

The  sum  of  2/.  a year,  as  interest  of  Tuke’s  gift,  is  given  in  bread  to  the  poor 
on  Christmas  day,  in  the  church  ; and  the  remainder  of  the  rents  is  distributed 
twice  a a year,  under  the  direction  of  the  minister  and  the  trustees,  among  poor 
persons  inhabiting  in  or  belonging  to  the  parish. 

Sawdrie’s  Charities. 

The  School. 

By  indenture,  dated  14th  May,  6 Charles  I,  Anthony  Sawdrie  conveyed  to 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Wath,  and  eight  trustees,  a close  called  Fir 
Acres,  in  Kearby,  in  the  parish  of  Kirkby  Overblow,  then  let  for  97  years,  at 
50.s.  a year,  for  putting  forth  a boy  and  girl  apprentice  to  some  occupation  or 
trade,  one  year,  within  West  Milton  and  Brampton  ; the  second  year,  within 
the  town  of  Wath ; the  third  year,  within  West  Melton  and  Brampton  ; the 
fourth  year,  within  Wath;  and  the  fifth  year,  within  so  much  of  Swinton  as 
is  in  the  parish  of  Wath,  at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  of  Wath,  and  the  feoffees 
for  the  time  being ; and  in  case  of  there  being  no  child  to  be  apprenticed  in  any 
one  of  the  places,  then,  that  the  rents  should  be  employed  in  buying  grey 
cloth  to  be  given  to  old  poor  people  in  the  place  where  such  children  should  be 
wanting. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time. 

The  property  comprizes  four  acres  of  land,  with  a house  built  thereon  by  the 
tenant,  and  an  allotment  of  8 a.  2r.  2p.  recently  awarded  ; and  the  whole  is  let 
to  Thomas  Lawrence,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10  /.  a year,  and  is  let  on  proper 
terms. 

The  annual  sum  of  2/.  10.9.  is  applied  towards  apprenticing  one  child  out  of 
the  several  places  mentioned  in  the  deed,  in  the  course  therein  prescribed  ; and 
when  applications  are  not  made  for  the  aid  of  the  charity  in  apprenticing,  the  sum 
of  2/.  10.9.  is  laid  out  and  given  in  blankets  to  poor  persons,  and  it  has  been  usual, 
and  is  the  practice,  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  rent  to  the  schoolmaster,  at  Wath, 
by  way  of  augmentation  of  the  charity  established  by  the  will  of  Anthony 
Sawdrie,  next  mentioned. 

The  said  Anthony  Sawdrie,  by  will,  dated  the  19th  May  l647s  directed  that 
53s.  4>d.  a year,  being  the  rent  of  a close  called  Apple  Tree  Barrows,  in  the 
lordship  of  Weeton,  then  on  lease  for  200  years,  should  be  yearly  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  at  Wath,  for  teaching  eight  of  the  poorer  sort  of  children  within 
Brampton  Bierly ; and  he  devised  the  close  to  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and 
four  trustees,  to  the  use  aforesaid,  and  directed,  that  after  the  death  of  any 
of  the  trustees,  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  should  elect  others  in  their  stead, 
from  the  parishioners  of  Wath  ; and  he  gave  to  the  same  persons  30/.,  the

4 d.,  the  rent  of  the  land  under  the  lease  for  200  rears, 
which  will  expire  in  1835,  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school  at  Wath.  " The 
sum  of  30/.  given  by  the  will,  was  placed  at  interest,  in  the  hands  of  one  Samuel 
Thompson,  and  is  due  from  his  personal  representative,  but  no  interest  has  been 
paid  for  several  years,  and  from  the  reduced  circumstances  of  the  party,  from 
whom  it  is  due,  it  is  considered  the  principal  money  cannot  be  recovered.

John  Skiers , by  will,  6th  April  1668,  gave  20s.  a year  out  of  a close  at  Hoober, 
to  the  trustees  of  Sawdrie’s  charity,  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  at  Wath,  for 
teaching  three  poor  children,  one  of  Brampton  Bierley,  one  of  Wath,  and  one 
of  Swinton.  The  sum  of  205.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  by  the  tenant  of 
Earl  Fitzwiiliam,  the  owner  of  the  close. 


The  sum  of  30/.  which  was  given  in  1663,  by  the  Reverend  Thomas  Womb - 
well,  for  building  a school  at  Wath,  was  laid  out  in  purchasing  a small  field,  and 
erecting  a school  thereon. 

The  master  of  the  school  has  the  use  of  a dwelling-house,  and  of  the  land 
attached  to  the  school,  and  he  receives  the  emoluments  arising  under  the 
several  sources  above  mentioned. 

The  school  is  attended  by  about  30  scholars,  of  whom  a certain  number  are 
sent  from  the  several  townships  above  mentioned,  in  conformity  with  the  in- 
tention of  the  donors  of  the  above-mentioned  charities,  and  the  direction  of  the 
trustees.

Ellis’s  and  Higson’s  Charities. 

Brampton  Beirlow.  George  Ellis,  by  his  will,  dated  24th  January  1711,  appointed  Thomas 

Westby,  and  six  others,  trustees  of  his  estate  in  Brampton  Bierley,  and 

The  School;  . devised  to  them  the  said  estate,  for  divers  charitable  purposes  in  his  will 
E lis  ^and  Ibgoui.  s>  menHoned ; and  among  others,  he  gave  to  the  school  in  Brampton  or  Wath, 
at  the  election  of  his  trustees  for  those  schools,  61.  13  s.  4 <d.  per  annum,  for  the 
teaching  of  20  of  the  poorest  boys  or  girls  of  the  said  parish,  to  read  the  Bible, 

and 
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and  instructing  them  in  the  church  cathechism  ; 20 s.  per  annum  to  buy  them 
books;  50.?.  per  annum  for  putting  out  one  of  the  poor  boys  apprentice  to 
a trade  every  year;  10.?.  per  annum  to  buy  them  coals;  52.?.  per  annum  to  be 
bestowed  by  12 d.  a week  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  every  Lord’s,  day,  in  the 
church  of  Wath,  by  such  person  as  his  trustees  for  the  said  school,  should 
appoint:,  to  such  of  the  poor  scholars  as  should  come  most  constantly  to  church, 
and  learn  best;  and  20  s.  per  annum  to  one  poor  widow  of  Brampton,  to  be 
chosen  by  his  trustees  for  the  school  at  Brampton,  with  leave  for  her  to 
dwell  in  a room  in  the  school-house ; and  if  there  should  not  be  at  any  time 
the  full  number  of  20  poor  boys  and  girls  in  Brampton  and  Wath,  to  be 
taught,  his  will  was,  that  that  number  should  be  made  up  from  other  neighbouring 
towns  ; and  lie  appointed  William  Green  and  Edward  Goodwin,  gentlemen,  the 
rector  of  Rawmarsh,  the  afternoon  preacher  at  Wath,  and  William  Wharam, 
trustees  or  overseers  of,  and  visitors  for  his  charities,  relating  to  the  school  at 
Brampton  or  Wath ; and  he  empowered  them  to  place  or  displace  the  school- 
masters, school-darnes  and  scholars  there,  as  they  should  think  fit ; and  he 
directed,  that  when  any  of  the  trustees  or  overseers,  appointed  for  Brampton 
or  Wath,  should  die,  the  surviving  trustees,  or  overseers,  should  choose  another 
honest  man,  into  the  room  of  the  person  so  deceased.

Trustees  or  overseers  of  the  school  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time, 
in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  will. 


A general  account  of  Ellis’s  Charity  is  given  in  the  17th  Report,  p.  804. 

The  allowance  made  by  the  trustees  to  the  master  of  Brampton  school  was 
increased  to  21  /. ; and,  in  August  1810,  to  4<2  /.  In  1818,  the  sum  of  S65/. 
was  expended,  out  of  the  general  funds  of  Ellis’s  Charity,  in  building  a large 
room  fora  school,  to  be  conducted  on  the  national  system,  for  the  instruction  of 
all  the  poor  children  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  since  that  time  the  trustees 
have  allowed  a salary  of  63/.  to  the  master  of  the  school;  and,  since  August 
1818,  a salary  of  15  /.  a year  to  a mistress,  for  teaching  the  poor  girls  at  the 
school  to  knit  and  sew  ; and  they  have  also,  at  different  times,  increased  the 
allowance  to  the  poor  widow,  directed  by  the  will  to  be  chosen  by  the  trustees 
for  the  school,  and  now  pay  her  a pension  of  31.  per  annum.  The  other  pay- 
ments made  by  the  trustees  of  Ellis  charities,  for  the  school  at  Brampton,  are  of 
uncertain  amount,  but  may  be  stated  on  an  average  as  follows  ; for  books, 
slates,  &c.  4 l.  10  s. ; cotton  and  sewing  materials,  for  the  girls,  61.  10.?. ; coals, 

&c.  61. ; apprentice  fee,  31.  105. 

John  Higson,  by  will,  13th  October  1814,  directed  his  executors  to  pay  to 
the  trustees  of  Ellis’s  Charity,  300  /.,  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at 
interest,  and  apply  the  interest  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  at  the 
charity  school  at  Brampton  Bierley,  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  the  Eng- 
lish grammar,  and  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  as  taught  by  the 
church  of  England ; the  children  of  poor  and  industrious  persons  resident,  and 
having  gained  a settlement  in  the  township  of  Brampton  Bierley,  to  be 
preferred,  and  the  number  and  nomination  of  them  to  be  at  the  discretion  of 
the  trustees  of  the  school  at  Brampton  Bierley : And  he  further  gave  to  the 
trustees  of  Ellis’s  Charity,  50  /.,  upon  trust,  to  place  out  the  same  at  interest,  and 
applv  the  interest  as  a dole  to  poor  widows  and  poor  families,  resident  and 
and  having  gained  a legal  settlement  in  the  township  of  Brampton  Brierley, 
and  not  receiving  weekly  relief  out  of  the  poor  rates. 

As  interest  of  these  legacies,  the  trustees  of  Ellis’s  Charity  pay  12/.  a year 
to  the  school  trustees,  which  they  pay  to  the  master  of  the  school ; and  505. 
a year  for  the  dole,  and  the  latter  is  distributed,  partly  in  blankets  and  partly 
in  money,  among  poor  people  of  Brampton  Bierlow. 

The  school  is  open  to  as  many  children  of  the  neighbourhood  as  apply  to 
be  admitted,  and  is  attended  by  about  eighty  boys  and  girls,  who  are  instructed 
on  the  national  system,  and  the  girls  are  taught  by  the  mistress  to  knit 
and  sew. 

The  Poor’s  Estate. 

By  a decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  dated  1st  August  1687,  Tae  Poor's  Estate, 
reciting,  that  it  had  been  found  by  inquisition,  that  a messuage,  called  the  Poor 
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Brampton  liieriow.  or  Common  House;  a croft  of  one  rood  adjoining ; a close,  called  the  Pingle  ; 

—j—  and  nine  acres  of  arable  land,  dispersed  in  the  town  fields,  had,  time  out  of 
The  Poor’s  Estate,  mem0ry,  belonged  to  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Brampton  Bierley,  and  the 
^ cun  nun  rents  had  always  been  employed  to  the  use  of  the  poor  people  of  the  town;  it 
was  decreed  that  George  Ellis  and  five  others,  should  be  feoffees  for,  and  have 
power  to  let  the  premises,  and  that  they  should  permit  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  to  receive  the  rents  for  the  maintenance  and  behoof  of  the  poor  of  Bramp- 
ton Bierley  ; and  that  when  any  of  the  feoffees  should  die,  the  survivors,  should 
elect  other  trustees  in  their  room. 


The  trustees,  whose  number  is  kept  up  by  election  as  vacancies  occur, 
manage  and  let  the  property,  which  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : — 

A cottage  built  by  Richard  Smith,  and  now  in  his  occupation,  at  a ground 
rent  of  105.  a year. 

A cottage  and  2 a.  3 r.  3p.  of  land,  in  the  occupation  of  Elizabeth  Smith, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  21. 1 5 s. 

A cottage  and  6 a.  1 r.  15p.  of  land,  let  to  Thomas  Russell,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  the  rent  of  51. 10  5. 

The  property  is  let  at  rents  somewhat  below  the  annual  value,  but  the  occu- 
piers are  persons  in  low  circumstances. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  are  applied  with  the 
rates.  This  course  of  application  has  acquired  the  sanction  of  very  long  usage, 
though  its  propriety  may  perhaps  admit  of  doubt. 

The  Hooper  Poor  Land. 

The  Hooper  Poor  This  property,  which  is  understood  to  have  been  settled  upon  an  inclosure, 
Land.  jn  or  a}30Ut;  the  year  1714,  by  the  Honourable  Thomas  Wentworth , then  lord  of 
the  manor,  and  the  freeholders,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  in  lieu  of  rights  which 
the  poor  had  in  the  commons,  consists  of  five  fields,  containing  together 
31  a.  2 r.  5 p.,  in  the  township  of  Brampton,  and  is  under  the  management  and 
letting  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  it  is  now  let  to 
John  Roberts,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  S7  l . 10  5.,  which  is  the 
fair  value. 

The  land-tax  on  the  estate  has  been  redeemed  at  the  expense  of  the  town- 
ship. So  far  as  can  be  discovered,  the  rent  of  the  land  has  always  been,  audit 
is  now,  carried  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  their  general  account,  and 
applied  with  the  poor’s  rates.

Twenty  shillings  a year,  payable  under  the  gift  of  a Mr.  Skiers,  out  of  the 
High  Iloyd  Hill  farm,  in  Wath,  the  property  of  Mr.  James  Russell ; 3 s. 'Icl. 
a year,  under  the  gift  of  a person  named  Stenton,  paid  out  of  land  in  Hoyland, 
belonging  to  William  Stenton  ; and  31.  a year,  paid  by  Earl  Fitzwilliam,  as 
interest  of  60  /.,  given  for  the  poor,  partly  by  John  Freeman , and  partly  by 
Sarah  Freeman , are  severally  distributed,  on  particular  days  in  the  year,  by  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  Hoyland,  among  poor  persons  not  receiving  parochial 
relief. 

The  School. 

The  master  of  the  township  school  in  Nether  Hoyland,  which  is  under  the 
general  direction  of  trustees  chosen  by  the  inhabitants,  receives  10/.  a year 
from  Earl  Fitzwilliam,  for  teaching  ten  boys  and  ten  girls,  to  read,  write,  and 
cast  accounts  ; and  the  boys  are  also  provided  each  of  them  with  books,  sta- 
tionery, and  a suit  of  clothes  at  his  lordship’s  expense.  The  payment  to  the 
master  was  formerly  51.  a year  ; and  it  has  long  been  customary  in  the  family 
of  Lord  Fitzwilliam,  to  provide  for  the  instruction  of  children  at  the  school  in 
the  way  above-mentioned  ; but  the  charity  appears  to  be  voluntary,  and  not  to 
have  arisen  under  any  permanent  endowment. 

CHAPELRY  OF  WENTWORTH. 

The  Hospitals. 

By  indenture,  dated  24th  February  1697,  it  is  witnessed,  That  the  Honorable 
Thomas  Wentworth,  nephew  of  William  Earl  of  Strafford,  deceased,  having  in 
pursuance  of  the  will  of  the  said  earl,  erected  two  hospitals  in  Wentworth,  for 
twelve  poor  people,  six  men  and  six  women,  to  be  chosen  by  the  owners  of  the 
earl’s  estate  at  Wentworth  Woodhouse,  out  of  the  ancientest  and  poorest  inha- 
bitants there,  in  further  pursuance  of  the  said  will,  granted  unto  William 
Spencer  and  six  others,  therein  named,  and  their  heirs,  the  yearly  rent  of  36/.  out 
of  a messuage  and  farm  in  West  Melton,  and  another  messuage  and  lands  in 
West  Melton,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  men  and  women  in  the 
hospitals,  yearly,  on  the  1st  May,  with  a proviso,  that  when  the  seven  trustees 
should  be  reduced  to  two,  they  should  nominate  five  other  persons  to  be  trustees 
with  them. 

The  hospitals  are  kept  in  repair  by  Lord  Fitzwilliam,  who  has  lately  expended 
upwards  of  500/.  in  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  buildings. 

Six  poor  men  and  six  poor  women  are  maintained  in  the  hospital,  with  a 
stipend  to  each,  of  3/.  a year,  being  the  amount  of  the  rent-charge,  and  an  allow- 
ance, at  the  expense  of  Lord  Fitzwilliam,  of  a coat  for  each  man,  and  a gown  for 
each  woman,  once  a year,  and  a supply  of  bread  once  a fortnight,  and  a further 
allowance  of  five  tons  of  coals  every  year,  provided  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
out 'of  the  rates. 

Morris’s  and  Pickles’s  Gifts. 

Richard  Morris,  in  1635,  left  2 31.  to  augment  the  curacy  of  Wentworth;  and 
Ann  Pickles,  in  1669,  left  60/.  for  the  use  of  the  curate  and  poor,  and  for  the 
education  of  poor  children. 

These  legacies  were  laid  out  in  l697>  hi  the  purchase  of  a close  in  Brampton 
Brierley,  called  Smithey  Bridge,  containing  four  acres,  and  a close  at  Newall, 
called  Newall  Close,  containing  one  acre  and  a half. 

By  indenture,  dated  5th  August  1737,  William  Sorsble,  the  surviving  trustee  of 
the  closes,  conveyed  the  same  to  the  Earl  of  Malton  and  others,  in  trust,  to 
empower  the  curate  to  receive  one  half  of  the  rents  of  the  closes,  and  3 s.  over 
the  half,  for  his  share,  and  to  empower  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  receive  the 
residue  of  the  rents,  and  distribute  one  half  to  the  most  necessitous  poor,  and 
apply  the  other  half  in  bringing  up  of  poor  children  in  learning. 

The  lands  are  let  by  the  curate,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  jointly ; the 
land  in  Brampton,  to  Jonas  Finch,  at  61.  6s.  a year,  and  that  at  Newall,  to 
Thomas  Thompson,  at  2/.  a year. 
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Wentworth. 

Morris’s  and 
Pickles’s  Gifts, 
continued. 

The  sum  of  Ad.  As.,  part  of  the  rent,  is  received  by  the  curate;  2/.  by  the 
master  of  the  school  ; and  2/.  2 s.  by  the  overseers;  and  out  of  the  latter,  they 
distribute  lO.v.  among  four  poor  widows  of  Wentworth,  the  residue  being  ap- 
plied with  the  poor  rates.  This  application  of  the  residue,  is  conformable  to 
custom,  but  as  it  appears  to  us,  is  erroneous. 

The  School. 

The  School. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  22d  September  1716,  it  is  witnessed,  that  the  Hon. 
Thomas  Wentworth,  in  order  to  provide  a fund  for  the  clothing,  and  teaching, 
of  50  poor  children,  boys  and  girls,  in  the  charity  school  at  Barrow  in  the 
chapelrv  of  Wentworth,  lately  erected  at  his  charge,  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  the  children,  conveyed  and  granted  to  Thomas 
Wentworth  the  younger,  and  John  Beet,  and  to  the  churchwardens  of  Went- 
worth, their  heirs  and  successors,  a school-house  in  Barrow,  and  three  closes 
adjoining,  containing  seven  acres,  and  an  annuity  of  65 1.  out  of  several 
messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  in  Darrington,  in  the  county  of  York  ; 
in  trust,  as  to  the  house  and  land,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster, 
and  as  to  the  annuity,  after  payment  thereout,  of  8/.  a year  to  the  school- 
master, (as  an  augmentation  to  his  salary,  to  teach  the  children  to  read, 
write,  and  to  cast  accounts,)  for  providing  clothing,  books,  pens  and  ink  for  the 
children  ; and  as  to  the  residue  of  the  annuity,  for  putting  out  such  of  the  boys 
and  girls  apprentices,  as  should  be  tit ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  schoolmaster  and  of  the  children,  should  be  in  the  owners  of 
Wentworth  Woodhouse. 

The  school-house,  whichhasbcen  repaired  by  Lord  Fitzwilliam,  at  considerable 
expense,  and  the  land,  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  schoolmaster,  and  he  receives 
the  salary  of  8/.  a year,  under  the  deed  of  endowment,  a gratuity  of  12/.  a year 
from  Lord  Fitzwilliam,  and  2/.  a year,  under  the  charity  of  Ann  Pickles,  before 
mentioned. 

Fifty  children  are  brought  up  in  the  school  under  the  original  endowment, 
and  four  children  in  respect  of  Pickles’s  charity,  and  instructed  in  reading, 
writing  and  accounts  ; and  the  50  children  are  entirely  clothed.  The  deficiency 
of  the  annuity  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  clothing,  is  made  up  by  Lord 
Fitzwilliam. 

Holmes’s  Gift. 

Holmes’s  Gift- 

A house  or  houses,  and  a piece  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  Rotherham,  were 
given  by  George  Holmes,  in  1686,  for  the  poor  of  Wentworth. 

The  property  now  consists  of  a messuage  in  Rotherham,  and  three  roods  of 
land  in  Rotherham  Common,  held  by  George  Harvey,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  ?/•> 
as  assignee  of  a lease,  which  was  granted  by  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor,  with  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  in  vestry,  to  Thomas  Radby, 
for  sixty-three  years  from  the  21st  October  1783,  the  lessee  covenanting  to 
expend  80/.  in  rebuilding  part  of  the  messuage  ; and  the  term  was  afterwards 
further  enlarged  to  80  years,  in  consideration  of  the  lessee  having  expended  a 
considerable  additional  sum  of  money  in  other  buildings  and  improvements. 

The  rent  appears  to  have  been  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  poor 
rates,  as  long  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  we  have  not  met  with  any  original 
deeds  or  writings  relating  to  the  property,  from  which  it  can  be  discovered  for 
what  specific  purpose  of  application  it  was  intended  to  be  given. 

Williston’s  Gift. 

Williston’s  Gift. 

It  appears  by  the  table  of  benefactions,  that  Richard  Williston,  in  1607,  gave 
to  the  poorl/.  a year,  charged  on  three  houses  in  Wentworth. 

The  rent-charge  used  to  be  paid  and  distributed,  but  the  cottages  having  been 
taken  down,  the  site  of  them  was  given  to  Lord  Fitzwilliam  for  three  new  cot- 
tages appropriated  to  the  use  of  paupers  of  the  township,  and  since  that  ex- 
change, the  payment  has  been  discontinued.  In  strictness,  perhaps,  it  would 
be  right  that  the  sum  of  1 /.  a year  should  be  paid  by  the  overseers,  in  respect 
of  the  three  cottages,  and  distributed  among  poor  persons. 

Thorpe  Hesley  School. 

Thorpe  Hesley  A school  at  Thorpe  Hesley  was  erected  or  rebuilt,  by  means  of  a subscrip- 
School.  tion,  about  the  year  1306.  The  building,  which  contains  a school-room,  and 
a room  over  it,  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster,  stands  upon  ground  for  which 

an 
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an  acknowledgment  of  1 s.  a year  is  paid  to  Earl  Fitzwilliam,  and  there  is  a small 
play-ground  in  front  of  the  building.  The  present  master,  Mr.  Samuel  Brook- 
field, was  appointed  in  July  1812,  by  Mr.  Samuel  Poles,  of  Thorpe  Hesley,  by 
whom  an  annuity  of  1/.  125.  is  paid,  as  after  mentioned,  but  we  do  not  find 
that  the  school  is  under  the  management  of  any  particular  persons  as  trustees. 

The  master  of  the  school  receives  the  following  payments  for  teaching  poor 
children  : — 

Brailsford’s  Gift. — William  Brailsford , by  will,  18th  February  1784,  be- 
queathed all  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  Samuel  Birks,  of 
Thorpe  Hesley,  and  William  Greaves,  of  Ecclesfield,  on  trust,  amongst  other 
things,  that  his  executors  should  apply  11.  125.  to  the  instructing  of  four  poor 
children  to  read  and  write,  at  the  school  at  Kimberworth,  every  year ; and 
the  like  sum  of  1 1.  12 5.  a year,  towards  instructing  the  same  number  of  poor 
children  in  the  same  manner  at  the  school  at  Thorpe  Hesley  ; and  he  ap- 
pointed S.  Birks  and  W.  Greaves  executors  of  his  will. 

We  are  informed,  that  under  Bradford’s  will,  Mr.  Samuel  Birks,  therein 
named,  came  to  the  possession  of  the  residue  of  the  testator’s  real  and  personal 
estate;  and  that  he  paid,  during  his  life,  1/.  125.  a year  to  the  master  of  the 
school;  and  since  his  death,  Mr.  Samuel  Poles,  above  named,  who  succeeded 
to  the  property  of  Mr.  Birks,  has  continued  to  pay  the  same  annuity,  for  which 
the  master  teaches  to  read  four  poor  children  of  Thorpe  Hesley,  appointed  by 
Mr.  Poles. 

Marshall’s  Gift. — John  Marshall,  by  will,  dated  3d  October  1792,  be- 
queathed to  John  Ardron,  of  Sheffield,  grocer,  and  Thomas  Rodger,  of  Sheffield, 
tannerj  100A  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  same  unto  the  trustees  or  directors  of  the 
school  of  Thorpe  Hesley,  in  trust,  to  place  out  at  interest,  and  to  pay  and 
apply  the  interest  and  produce  thereof  yearly,  for  ever,  for  the  purpose  of 
instructing  poor  boys  there  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic ; and  he  ap- 
pointed the  said  John  Ardron  and  Thomas  Rodger,  executors  of  his  will. 

The  will  was  proved  at  York  in  July  1793,  by  both  the  executors,  who  are 
since  dead.  Thomas  Rodger,  who  was  the  survivor,  by  his  will,  appointed  John 
Rodger,  late  of  Sheffield,  tanner,  his  executor,  and  John  Rodger  afterwards 
became  bankrupt,  and  is  since  also  dead. 

The  effects  of  the  testator  not  having  been  wholly  administered  before 
Rodger  became  bankrupt,  the  latter  gave  a power  of  attorney  to  Mr.  Jonathan 
Marshall,  of  Sheffield,  steel  manufacturer,  authorizing  him  to  receive  the  tes- 
tator’s effects,  and  to  carry  into  execution  the  remaining  trusts  of  the  will ; 
under  which  Mr.  Marshall  acted,  and  from  the  year  1794  until  July  1824,  he 
paid  to  the  master  of  Thorpe  Hesley  school  for  the  time  being  5/.  a year,  as 
interest  of  the  legacy,  and  in  July  1825,  he  paid  41.,  and  in  July  1826,  41.  105. 
on  that  account ; but  though  the  payment  of  interest  may  be  considered  a suffi- 
cient acknowledgment  by  Mr.  Marshall  of  his  liability  to  satisfy  the  legacy,  he 
is  now  disposed  to  discontinue  the  further  payment  of  interest,  for  the  alleged 
reason,  that  as  there  are  no  trustees  of  the  school,  the  legacy  is  to  be  considered 
lapsed,  or  ineffectually  given. 

The  schoolmaster  at  Thorpe  Hesley  teaches  ten  poor  children  to  read,  for 
the  interest  paid  by  Mr.  Marshall. 

Walker’s  Gift. — Thomas  Walker,  by  his  will,  dated  the  20th  May  1802, 
devised  unto  William  Courtis,  John  Wills,  Harry  Roberts  and  George  Walker, 
and  their  heirs,  a back  tenement,  consisting  of  three  rooms,  a closet,  and 
and  a blacksmith’s  shop,  with  a small  curtilage,  then  in  the  possession  of 
Abraham  Stapleton,  situate  near  the  pig  market  in  Plymouth,  in  the  county  of 
Devon,  upon  trust,  to  let  the  same  for  the  best  rent,  and  pay  the  rents  thereof 
to  his  cousin,  Joseph  Walker,  of  Masbrough,  so  long  as  he  should  continue  to 
assist  in  the  management  of  the  charity  school  at  Thorpe  Hesley ; and  he 
requested  his  said  cousin,  Joseph  Walker,  to  pay  41.  105.,  part  of  the  rent, 
by  quarterly  payments,  in  and  towards  the  education  of  ten  poor  boys  residing 
with  two  miles  of  Thorpe  Hesley,  who  should  be  from  time  to  time  recom- 
mended to  the  managers  of  the  charity  school  then  established  there,  or  any 
other  charity  school  to  be  established  there,  by  seven  respectable  persons 
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Wentworth.  residing  within  one  mile  of  Thorpe^Hesley,  and  who  should  contribute  towards 
Thor" eTL-k'v  ^ same  > and  Pay  10s.,  other  part  of  the  rent,  to  the  clergyman  of 
School  ' Thorpe  Heslcy,  lor  heating  the  bo^s  lead  and  sav  their  catechism  yearly,  on 

continued.  the  19th  May ; and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Joseph  Walker,  upon  trust,  to 

^ „ pay  the  rent  to  his  second  son  for  life,  or  so  long  as  he  should  continue  to  assist 

in  the  management  of  the  charity  school ; and  he  reqnested  such  second  son 
also  to  make  the  same  payments ; and  after  the  death  of  the  said  second  son, 
then,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  rents  unto  the  third  son,  afterwards  to  the 
next  son  of  the  said  Joseph  Walker,  and  afterwards  to  the  testator’s  nearest 
male  relation  called  Walker,  who  should  reside  within  eight  miles  of  Thorpe 
Hesley,  while  such  respective  persons  should  assist  in  the  management  of  the 
said  school ; and  he  requested  them  respectively  to  make  the  same  payments  as 
above  mentioned. 

Though  the  payments  mentioned  in  the  will  cannot  be  enforced,  the  yearly 
sum  of  4/.  IQs.  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  master,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  10s. 
to  the  minister,  by  Mr.  William  Walker,  the  second  son  of  Joseph  Walker, 
named  in  the  will,  out  of  the  rents  of  the  premises,  which  he  receives  from 
Mr.  Courtis,  of  Plymouth,  one  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  will ; and  for  the 
payment  made  to  him,  the  master  of  the  school  teaches  ten  poor  boys  to  read. 

The  master  also  teaches  other  children  at  the  charge  of  their  parents  or 
friends. 

It  appears  to  us,  that  the  directions  of  a court  of  equity  are  requisite  for 
securing  Marshall's  legacy,  and  it  may  perhaps  be  expedient  that  trustees 
should  be  appointed  for  the  school,  and  provision  made  for  the  continuance  of 
the  payment  of  1 1.  12  s.  a year  under  Brailsford’s  gift. 

Dr.  Spencer’s  Dole. 

Dr. Spencer’s  Dole.  This  is  a rent-charge  of  5l.  a year,  purchased  by  the  Rev.  William 

Spencer , d.  i>.,  for  five  of  the  poorest  persons  of  Wentworth,  and  secured 
by  a deed,  dated  19th  August  1713,  on  land,  now  the  property  of  Earl 
Fitzwilliam. 

The  annuity  is  duly  received  and  applied. 

Willson’s  Gift.  (Lost.) 

Willson’s  Gift,—  The  sum  of  10.?.  a year  is  mentioned  in  the  table  of  benefactions  to  have 
iost.  been  given  for  the  poor  by  Mrs.  Agnes  Willson,  but  no  other  traces  of  the  charity 

can  be  discovered. 


PARISH  OF  WICKERSLEY. 

Allotment  and  Pew  Rent. 

Wickersley.  An  allotment  of  4 a.  1 r.  ofland,  which  was  awarded  on  an  inclosure  in  1814, 

for  the  joint  and  equal  benefit  of  the  poor  and  schoolmaster  of  Wickersley, 

Ulotmen^and  Pew  part]y  Jieu  Gf  lands  formerly  given  by  one  Sibery,  is  let  from  time  to  time  in 
public  vestry,  to  the  best  bidder,  and  at  present  produces  4/.  ^ s.  6 d.  a year. 
The  rent  of  a pew  or  seat  in  Wickersley  church,  let  at  1 /.  a year,  is  also  by  long 
usage  appropriated  to  the  same  purpose  as  the  rent  of  the  allotment. 

One-half  of  the  rents  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  among  poor  per- 
sons. and  the  other  half  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  to  read  six  poor 
children,  sent  to  him  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

Poor’s  Money. 

Poofs  Money.  The  sum  of  1 1.  5 s.  a year  is  paid  by  the  Rev.  John  Foster,  of  Wickersley,  as 
interest  of  25  /.  in  his  hands,  being  the  amount  of  benefactions  for  the  poor,  for- 
merly given  by  George  Ridley,  and  Nicholas  Scholey,  and  in  conformity  with 
the  intention  of  the  respective  donors,  the  sum  of  1 1,  part  of  the  money,  is 
laid  out  and  distributed  in  bread  among  poor  persons  at  Christmas,  and  the  re- 
mainder is  given  on  New  Year’s  day,  in  sums  of  1 s.  each  to  five  poor  families. 
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Lady  Troth  Mallory’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  1 6th  November  1702,  reciting  that  Dam  a Troth  General  Charities. 

Mallory  gave  to  the  Rev.  Anthony  Goodwin,  and  eight  others,  100/.,  to  be  

bestowed  upon  some  rent  or  land,  for  the  perpetual  yearly  relief  of  the  poor  Lady  Troth 
and  impotent  persons,  inhabiting  within  the  townships  and  villages  of  Rother-  ^nllory  s Charity, 
ham,  Rawmarsh,  Ecclesfield,  Greasbrough,  Netherhaugh,  Overhaugh,  Mor- 
tomley,  Shiregreen  and  Dalton,  in  the  county  of  York,  by  the  discretion  of 
the  parsons,  vicars  and  curates  of  the  said  parishes,  and  of  the  parties  to  be 
interested  therein  ; and  that  Robert  Carter  and  others,  by  indenture,  dated 
the  10th  September,  43d  Elizabeth,  in  consideration  of  50/.,  part  of  the  said 
100/.,  had  conveyed  unto  the  said  Anthony  Goodwin,  and  other  trustees,  their 
heirs,  &c.,  two  tofts,  and  two  crofts,  in  Bawtry,  with  an  acre  of  arable  land, 
and  a close  divided  into  two,  containing  seven  acres,  in  Bawtry  and  Austerfield, 
and  a parcel  of  marsh  or  moor  ground,  containing  three  half  acres,  in  the 
marsh  or  moor  of  Bawtry  ; and  that  Henry  Cawlhorne  and  others,  by  indenture, 
dated  the  20th  September,  44th  Elizabeth,  in  consideration  of  50/.,  residue 
of  the  said  100/.,  had  granted  unto  the  said  Goodwin  and  other  trustees,  their 
heirs,  &c.,  a yearly  rent  of  five  marks  out  of  two  closes,  called  Huggsettsthorne, 
containing  eight  acres  and  two  acres,  and  a spring  wood,  called  Huggsetts, 
containing  four  acres,  and  a close,  called  Triggin  Croft,  containing  three 
acres,  with  a cottage  built  thereon,  in  the  township  of  Dodworth,  payable 
on  Midlent  Sunday,  the  said  yearly  rent,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
lands  to  be  distributed  in  manner  aforesaid,  upon  the  Saturday  in  the  fifth  week 
in  Lent;  and  that  the  said  Anthony  Goodwin,  and  the  rest  of  the  feoffees, 
were  dead,  and  upon  the  death  of  the  survivor,  the  legal  estate  of  the  lands 
and  rent-charge  became  vested  in  Anthony  Goodwin;  and  that  he,  by  indenture 
of  the  26th  November  lG6l,  granted  and  enfeoffed  unto  John  Gill  and  others, 
their  heirs,  &c.,  the  said  lands  and  yearly  rent-charge  ; and  further  reciting,  that 
the  said  Dame  Troth  Mallory,  by  her  will,  gave  and  appointed  a further  sum 
of  100/.,  to  be  bestowed  upon  some  rents  or  lands,  for  the  perpetual  yearly 
relief  of  the  poor  aged  and  impotent  persons  of  the  places  aforesaid,  by  the 
discretion  of  the  parsons,  vicars  and  curates  of  the  said  townships  and  villages, 
and  the  parties  interested  in  the  inheritance  of  the  lands  or  rents  so  to  be  pur- 
chased; and  that  Richard  Cawshaw,  esquire,  by  indenture  of  the  1st  May, 

16th  James  1st,  in  consideration  of  50/.,  part  of  the  said  100/.,  granted  unto 
Robert  Turwhitt  and  to  Anthony  Goodwin,  and  others,  their  heirs,  &c.,  a 
yearly  rent  of  five  marks,  out  of  an  undivided  moiety  of  a close  of  four  acres, 
called  Bothom  Ing,  in  Dodworth,  and  a close  of  two  acres,  called  Little 
Johan  Iloyd,  in  Dodworth,  and  out  of  a close  of  three  acres,  called  Nether 
Johan  lloyd,  and  four  acres  of  land,  in  Dodworth,  adjoining  the  wood,  called 
Lowden  Spring,  and  out  of  the  wood,  called  Lowden  Spring,  containing 
1a.  3r.  ; and  that  John  Clarke,  by  indenture  of  the  5th  September,  1 6th 
James  1st,  in  consideration  of  50/.,  residue  of  the  said  100/.,  granted  to  the 
said  Tunvitt,  and  others,  their  heirs,  &c.,  another  yearly  rent  of  five  marks, 
out  of  three  closes,  containing  fourteen  acres,  in  Over  Hoyland,  called  the 
Hall  Croft,  the  Marie  Croft,  and  the  Nether  End  of  Copper  Royd  Flat, 
both  which  yearly  rents  were  payable  on  Midlent  Sunday,  to  the  intent  that 
the  said  yearly  rents  should  be  distributed  in  manner  aforesaid ; and  further 
reciting  certain  mesne  grants  or  assignments  of  the  said  yearly  rents  to  other 
trustees,  and  that  the  trustees  thereof  were  all  dead,  except.  John  Gill  and 
John  Turbell,  in  whom  the  inheritance  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements,  and 
of  the  said  three  several  annuities  were  vested,  the  said  Gill  and  Turbell 
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conveyed  and  granted  the  same  respectively  to  Francis  Foljambe  the  younger, 
and  eleven  others,  their  heirs,  &c.,  upon  trust  to  distribute  the  same  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

By  a deed,  dated  5th  November  1817,  the  trust  estate  at  Bawtry,  and  the 
three  annuities,  were  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  George  Foljambe  of  Osberton, 
esquire,  and  eight  others,  as  trustees. 

The  charity  estate  at  Bawtry,  consists  of  buildings  and  land,  containing  in 
the  whole  7a.  2r.  19p.  : Part  thereof,  consisting  of  a messuage,  two  cottages, 
a barn,  stable  and  garden,  is  let  to  William  Womack,  on  lease  for  twenty-one 
years  from  the  25th  March,  1818,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.;  two  closes  are 
let  to  Thomas  Wood,  on  lease  for  twenty-one  years  from  the  12th  February 
1818,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.,  and  the  remainder,  a garden,  in  Bawtry,  is  let 
to  Ann  Morrison,  widow,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  2/.  2 s. 

All  the  property  is  let  at  the  full  annual  value,  with  the  exception  of  the 
garden,  which  is  probably  worth  about  31.  3s.  a year. 

The  three  rent-charges  of  31.  6 s.  8 d.  each,  are  paid  by  Mr.  Robert  Clarke, 
of  Silkstone,  Mr.  Joshua  Crawshaw,  of  Dodworth,  and  Captain  Joseph  Allen, 
the  proprietor  of  an  estate  at  Dodworth  or  Silkstone. 

The  income  of  44/.  25.  a year,  is  divided,  after  deducting  necessary  expenses, 
and  the  expense  of  occasional  meetings  of  the  trustees,  into  portions  for  the 
poor  of  the  several  parishes  and  places  named  in  the  deed,  and  the  money  is 
distributed  in  each  parish  or  place  by  the  churchwardens,  among  poor  persons 
whom  they  consider  proper  objects  of  charity. 

No  rule  appears  to  have  been  laid  down  for  determining  the  relative  pro- 
portion of  the  sums  allotted  to  the  respective  parishes  or  places  ; but  the 
portions  now  paid  are  the  same,  or  nearly  the  same,  in  relative  amount,  with 
those  which  have  been  paid  from  the  first,  or  for  a very  long  period.
